Democrat  who  had  been  chosen  by  his  party  had  held  the  office  since  the 
retirement  of  Buchanan,  in  1861.  President  Cleveland's  papers  fill  558 
pages  of  this  volume,  occupying  more  space  tlian  any  other  Chief  Mag- 
istrate, Andrew  Johnson  being  next  with  457  pages.  At  an  early  date 
after  Mr.  Cleveland's  inauguration  he  became  involved  in  an  important 
and  rather  acrimonious  discussion  with  the  Senate  on  the  subject  of 
suspensions  from  office.  The  Senate  demanded  of  him  and  of  the  heads' 
of  some  of  the  Executive  Departments  the  reasons  for  the  suspension 
of  certain  officials  and  the  papers  and  correspondence  incident  thereto. 
In  an  exhaustive  and  interesting  paper  he  declined  to  comply  with  the 
demand.  His  annual  mes.sage  of  December,  1887,  was  devoted  exclu- 
sively to  a  discussion  of  the  tariff.  It  is  conceded  by  all  to  be  an  able 
document,  and  is  the  only  instance  where  a  President  in  his  annual  mes- 
sage made  reference  to  only  one  question.  His  vetoes  are  more  numer- 
ous than  those  of  anj-  other  Chief  Executive,  amounting  within  the  four 
years  to  over  three  hundred,  or  more  than  twice  the  number  in  the 
aggregate  of  all  his  predecessors.  These  vetoes  relate  to  almost  all 
subjects  of  legislation,  but  mainly  to  pension  cases  and  bills  providing^ 
for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  throughout  the  country.

BKAM  Gakfiku>  was  lx>ni  ill  Oran>;c.  Cuyaliofia  County, 
Ohio,  Novemlx^r  19,  1S31.  His  father,  Abniiii  GarficUl.  was  a  native  of 
New  York,  but  of  Massachusetts  aiicestr>';  descended  from  Edward  Gar- 
field, ail  English  Puritan,  who  in  1630  was  one  of  llie  founders  of  Water- 
town.  His  mother,  Eliza  Ballou,  was  born  in  New  Hampshire,  of  a 
Hiigueuot  family  that  fled  from  France  to  Ne\v  England  after  the  revo- 
cation of  the  Edict  of  Nantes  in  1685.  Garfield,  therefore,  was  from 
lineage  well  represented  in  the  struggles  for  civil  and  religious  lilxrrty, 
Iwlh  in  the  Old  and  in  the  New  World.  His  father  moved  to  Ohio  in 
1K30  and  settW  in  wliat  was  then  known  as  the  'Wilderness,"  now  as 
the  • '  We?»teru  Rt^serve. ' '  which  was  (Kxupicd  by  Connecticut  jxrople.  He 
died  at  the  age  of  33,  leaving  a  widow  and  four  small  children,  of  whom 
Janies  was  the  youngest.  Mrs.  Garfield  brought  up  her  family  unaided, 
and  impressed  nixni  them  a  high  standard  of  moral  and  intellectual  worth. 
James  attended  school  in  a  log  hut  at  the  age  of  3  years,  learned  to  read, 
and  l)egan  that  habit  of  ouniivorous  reading  which  ended  only  with  his 
life.  At  10  years  of  age  was  accustomed  to  manual  lalwr,  helping  out  his 
tnolher's  meager  income  by  work  at  home  or  on  the  farms  of  the  neigli- 
bors.  Attended  the  di.strict  sdiool  in  the  winter  months,  made  good  prog- 
ress, and  was  conspicuous  for  his  assiduity.  At  the  age  of  14  had  a  fair 
knowledge  of  arithmetic  and  grammar,  and  was  partiailarly  apt  in  the 
facts  of  American  history.  His  imagination  wiis  cspttially  kindled  by 
tales  of  the  sea,  and  he  so  far  yielded  to  his  love  of  adventure  that  iu 
184})  he  went  to  Cleveland  and  projxjsed  to  ship  as  a  sailor  on  board  a 
lake  schooner,  Seeing  that  this  life  was  not  the  romance  he  had  con- 
ceived, he  turned  prom])tly  from  the  lake;  but  loath  to  return  home 
without  adventure  and  without  money,  he  drove  some  montlis  for  a  boat 
on  the  Ohi<J  Canal,  when  he  was  promoted  from  the  towpath  to  the  boat. 
Attended  the  Gennga  vSemiuary  at  Chester,  Ohio,  during  the  winter  of 
1849-50.  In  the  vacations  learned  and  practiced  the  trade  of  a  caqx^n- 
ter,  hcljied  at  har\'est.  taught — did  anything  atul  everything  toeiiru  money 
to  pay  for  his  schooling.  After  the  first  term  he  asked  and  needed  no 
aid  from  home;  he  had  reached  the  point  where  he  could  snp^wrt  him- 
self.     Was  converte<l  under  the  instructions  of  a  Christian  preacher. 
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was  baptized  and  received  into  that  denomination.  As  soon  as  he  fin- 
ished his  studies  in  Chester  entered  (1851)  the  Hiram  Eclectic  Institute 
(now  Hiram  College),  at  Hiram,  Portage  County,  Ohio,  the  principal 
educational  institution  of  his  church.  He  was  not  very  quick  of  acqui- 
sition, but  his  perseverance  was  indomitable  and  he  soon  had  an  excel- 
lent knowledge  of  Latin  and  a  fair  acquaintance  with  algebra,  natural 
philosophy,  and  botany.  His  superiority  was  easily  recognized  in  the 
prayer  meetings  and  debating  societies  of  the  college,  where  he  was 
assiduous  and  conspicuous.  Living  here  was  inexpensive,  and  he  readily 
made  his  expenses  by  teaching  in  the  English  departments,  and  also  gave 
instruction  in  the  ancient  languages.  Entered  Williams  College  in  the 
autumn  of  1854,  and  graduated  with  the  highest  honors  in  the  class  of 
1856.  Returned  to  Ohio  and  resumed  his  place  as  a  teacher  of  Latin 
and  Greek  at  Hiram  Institute,  and  the  next  year,  being  then  only  26 
years  of  age,  was  made  its  president.  The  regulations  and  practices  of 
his  church,  known  as  the  Christian  Church,  or  Church  of  the  Disciples, 
permitted  him  to  preach,  and  he  used  the  permission.  He  also  pursued 
the  study  of  law,  entering  his  name  in  1858  as  a  student  in  a  law  office  in 
Cleveland,  but  studying  in  Hiram.  Cast  his  first  vote  in  1856  for  John 
C.  Fremont,  the  first  Republican  candidate  for  the  Presidency.  Married 
Lucretia  Rudolph  November  11,  1858.  In  1859  was  chosen  to  represent 
the  counties  of  Summit  and  Portage  in  the  Ohio  senate.     In  August, 

1 86 1,  Governor  William  Dennison  commissioned  him  lieutenant-colonel 
in  the  Forty-second  Regiment  Ohio  Volunteers.  Was  promoted  to  the 
command  of  this  regiment.  In  December,  i86r,  reported  to  General 
Buell  in  Louisville,  Ky,  Was  given  a  brigade  and  assigned  the  difficult 
task  of  driving  the  Confederate  general  Humphrey  Marshall  from  east- 
ern Kentucky.  General  Garfield  triumphed  over  the  Confederate  forces 
at  the  battle  of  Middle  Creek,  January  10,  1862,  and  in  recognition  of 
his  services  was  made  a  brigadier-general  by  President  Lincoln.  During 
the  campaign  of  the  Big  Sandy,  while  Garfield  was  engaged  in  break- 
ing up  some  scattered  Confederate  encampments,  his  supplies  gave  out 
and  he  was  threatened  with  starvation.  Going  himself  to  the  Ohio 
River,  he  seized  a  steamer,  loaded  it  with  provisions,  and  on  the  refusal 
of  any  pilot  to  undertake  the  perilous  voyage,  because  of  a  freshet  that 
had  swelled  the  river,  he  stood  at  the  helm  for  forty-eight  hours  and 
piloted  the  craft  through  the  dangerous  channel.  In  order  to  surprise 
Marshall,  then  intrenched  in  Cuml:)erland  Gap,  Garfield  marched  his  sol- 
diers 100  miles  ill  four  days  through  a  blinding  snowstorm.  Returning 
to  Louisville,  he  foun<l  that  General  Buell  was  away;  overtook  him  at 
Cohimbia,  Tenn.,  and  was  assigned  to  the  command  of  the  Twentieth 
Brigade.  Reached  Shiloh  in  time  to  take  part  in  the  second  day's  fight. 
Was  engaged  in  all  the  operations  in  front  of  Corinth,  and  in  June, 

1862,  rebuilt  the  bridges  on  the  Memphis  and  Charleslon  Railroad,  and 
exhibits  uoticeable  engineering  skill  in  repairing  the  fortifications  of 


Hiintsville.  Was  granted  leave  of  a)>sciice  July  30,  1862.  on  nccounl  nf 
ill  hcdilh.aiul  relurnetl  to  Hiram,  Olui).  whtre  he  lay  ill  for  two  moiUh.s. 
Went  10  Washinf^on  on  September  25, 1862,  and  was  ordered  on  court- 
martial  duly.  Novcinl»er  25  was  as.si>n'e*l  to  the  case  of  General  Fitx 
John  Porter.  In  February,  1.S63,  returned  to  duty  under  General  Kosc- 
eraus,  then  in  couiuiaud  uf  the  Army  of  the  Cumljerlaud.  Rosecraus 
miule  him  his  chief  of  siaflr,  with  resi>onsibilities  !>eyond  those  usually 
^vun  to  this  oflicc-  In  this  field  Garfield's  iuRueiice  on  the  campiiif^n 
in  middle  Tennessee  was  most  important.  One  familiar  incident  shows 
and  justifies  the  j^eat  influence  he  wielded  in  its  counsels.  Heforc  the 
bailie  of  Chickaniaujsja,  June  24,  1863,  General  Rasecrans  asked  the 
written  opinion  of  seventeen  of  his  generals  on  the  advisaljiiity  of  an 
ininietliate  advance.  All  others  npfK>sed,  but  Garfield  advised  it,  and 
his  ari(umeuts  were  so  convincing  that  Rosecrans  determineil  to  seek  an 
engagement.  General  (iarfieUl  wrote  out  all  the  orders  of  that  fatefnl 
day.  Septeml)er  ly,  excepting  one,  and  that  one  was  the  blunder  that  lost 
the  day.  (jarfield  voluntcere<l  to  take  ihe  news  of  the  defeat  on  the 
rij^'hl  to  General  (ieorge  H.  Thomas,  who  held  the  left  of  the  line.  It 
was  a  Iwtld  ride,  under  constant  fire,  but  he  reached  Thomas  and  gave 
the  information  that  saved  the  Army  of  the  Cuniljerlaud.  For  this 
action  he  was  made  a  uiajor->»cneral  Septeml»er  19,  1863 — ^promoted  for 
l^allantry  on  a  field  that  was  lost.  Yielded  to  Mr.  Lincoln's  urpent 
request  and  on  Ueccml>er  5, 1863,  resigned  his  commission  and  hastened 
to  VVashington  to  sit  in  Congress,  to  which  he  had  Ix-en  cho.sen  fifteen 
months  before.  Was  offered  a  division  in  the  Amiy  of  the  Cunilx-rland 
by  tVeneral  Thomas.  Iiut  yielded  to  the  representations  of  the  President 
and  Secretary  Stanton  that  he  would  be  more  useful  in  the  House  of  Rei>- 
rtseutatives.  Was  placed  on  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs,  then  tlie 
most  imiM?rtant  in  Congress.  In  the  Thirty-ninth  Congress  ( rS65)  was 
changed,  at  his  own  re<|uest.  from  the  Conunittee  on  Military  AfTairs  to 
thf  Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  In  the  Fortielli  Cotigrcss  f  1.S67) 
was  restored  to  the  Committee  on  Military  Affairs  and  ujade  its  chnir- 
mnn.  In  the  Forty-first  Congress  the  Committee  on  Hanking  and  Ctir- 
rency  was  created  and  he  was  made  its  chainnan.  vServed  also  on  the 
Select  Committee  on  the  Census  and  on  the  Committee  on  Rules.  Was 
chairman  of  tlic  Committee  on  Appropriations  in  the  Forty-second  and 
Forty-third  Congresses.  In  the  Forty-fourth.  Forty-fifth,  and  I'orly- 
sixth  Congresses  (the  House  being  Democratic  1  was  assigned  to  the 
Committee  on  Ways  and  Means.  In  1876,  at  Pre.sidenl  Grant's  request^ 
went  to  New  Orleans  in  company  with  Senators  Sherman  and  Matthews 
and  otlier  Ke])ublicans,  to  watch  the  counting  of  the  Loui.siana  vote. 
lie  nwdc  a  special  study  of  the  West  Feliciana  Parish  case,  and  embodied 
his  vit-ws  in  a  brief  hut  signiru-ani  report.  Ifi  Junuar>',  1877,  made  two 
notable  speeches  in  the  House  on  the  duty  of  Congress  In  a  Presidential 
election,  and  claimed  that  the  Vice-Prcsidetit  liad  a  coustitutioual  right 
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to  count  the  electoral  vote.  Opposed  the  Electoral  Commission,  y 
when  the  commission  was  ordered  was  choseu  by  acclamation  to  fill  t)ne 
of  the  two  seats  allotted  to  Republican  Representatives.  Mr.  Ulaine  left 
the  House  for  the  Senate  in  1S77,  and  this  made  Mr.  Oarficld  the  undis- 
puted leader  of  his  party  in  the  House.  At  this  time  and  suljsequL'ntly 
was  its  candidate  for  Speaker.  Was  elected  to  the  Uuitetl  States  Senate 
Janiiar>'  13,  1880.  Attended  the  Republican  convention  which  met  at 
Chicago  in  June,  1880.  where  he  opposed  the  renomination  of  President 
Grant  and  supported  Senator  Sherman.  On  the  thirty-sixth  ballot  the 
delegates  broke  their  ranks,  and.  rushing  to  Oeneral  Garfield,  he  was 
unanimously  nominated  for  PrcsidcTil  on  June  S,  iSSo.  Was  elected 
November  2,  i8?!!o,  receiving  214  electoral  votes  to  144  that  were  cast 
for  Winfield  S.  Hancock.  Was  shot  July  2,  iSSr,  by  an  assassin  in  the 
Baltimore  and  Potomac  Railroad  station,  In  Washington,  and  died  from 
the  effects  of  the  wound  September  19  at  Klberon,  N.  J.  He  was  buried 
at  Cleveland.  Ohio. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 


FelivOW-Citizens:  We  stand  to-day  up(m  an  eminence  which  over- 
looks a  hundred  years  of  national  life — a  centur>'  crowded  with  perils, 
but  crowned  with  the  triimiphs  of  liberty  and  law.  Before  continuing 
the  onward  march  let  us  pause  on  this  height  for  a  moment  to  strengthen 
our  faith  and  renew  our  hope  by  a  glance  at  tlie  pathway  along  which 
our  people  have  traveled. 

It  is  now  three  days  more  than  a  hunilred  years  since  the  adoption  of 
the  first  wTitteti  constitution  of  the  Unilctl  States — the  Articles  of  Con- 
federation and  Perpetual  !'nion.  The  new  Republic  was  then  l>eset 
with  danger  on  every  hand.  It  had  not  cou<[uered  a  place  in  the  family 
of  nations.  The  decisive  battle  of  the  war  for  iutlependence,  whose  cen- 
tennial anniversary  will  soon  be  gratefully  celebrated  at  Yorktow!i.  had 
not  yet  l>een  fought.  .  The  colonists  were  struggling  not  only  against 
the  armies  of  a  great  nation,  but  against  the  settled  opinions  of  man- 
kind; for  the  world  did  not  then  ]>elieve  that  the  supreme  authority  of 
govcniment  could  Ix;  safely  intrusted  to  the  guardianship  of  the  people 
IhenLselves. 

We  can  not  overestimate  the  fer\'cnt  love  of  lil>crty,  the  intelligent 
courage,  and  the  sum  of  common  sense  with  which  our  fathers  made  the 
great  experiment  of  self-government.  When  they  found,  after  a  short 
trial,  that  the  confederacy  of  Slates  was  too  weak  to  meet  the  necessities 
of  a  vigorous  and  expanding  republic,  they  Ixsldly  set  it  aside,  and  in  its 

ead  established  a  National  Union,  founded  directly  upou  the  will  of  the 
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p?op!e,eii*lowtfl  with  full  power  of  self- presentation  and  ample  author- 
ity for  the  accomplishment  of  its  grtat  object. 

Under  this  Consiitntion  the  boundaries  of  freedom  have  been  enlarged, 
the  foundations  of  order  and  peacv  have  been  strenji^hened,  and  tJie 
jjrowth  of  our  people  in  nil  the  belter  elements  of  national  life  has  indi- 
cated the  wisdom  of  the  founders  and  given  new  hope  to  their  descend- 
ants. Under  this  Constilntioti  our  i>eople  long  ago  made  themselves  siife 
against  danger  from  without  and  secured  for  their  mariners  and  flag 
etpiality  of  rights  on  all  the  seas.  Under  this  Coastitiition  t\venlyfive 
States  have  l)ecn  added  to  the  Union,  with  constitutions  and  laws,  framed 
and  enforced  by  their  own  citizens,  to  secure  the  manifold  blessings  of 
local  sclf-govcniment. 

The  juris<liction  of  this  Constitution  now  angers  an  area  fifty  times 
greater  than  that  of  the  original  thirteen  States  and  a  population  twenty 
times  greater  than  tluit  of  1780. 

The  supreme  trial  of  the  Constitution  came  at  last  under  the  tremen- 
dous pressure  of  civil  war.  We  ourselves  are  witnesses  that  the  Union 
emerged  from  the  blood  and  fire  of  that  conflict  purified  and  made 
stronger  for  all  the  beneficent  purposes  of  good  government. 

And  now,  at  the  close  of  this  first  century  of  growth,  with  the  inspira- 
tions of  its  history  in  their  liearts,  our  people  have  lately  reviewed  the 
condition  of  the  nalioti ,  jKissed  judgment  upon  the  conduct  and  opinions 
of  political  parties,  and  have  registered  their  will  concerning  the  future 
admiuistration  of  the  Government.  To  interpret  and  to  execute  that 
will  in  accordance  with  the  Constitution  is  the  paramount  duty  of  the 
Executive. 

Even  from  this  brief  renew  it  is  manifest  that  the  nation  is  resolutely 
facing  to  the  front,  resolved  to  employ  its  best  energies  in  developing 
the  great  ])ossibilities  of  the  future.  Sacredly  preser\'ing  whatever  has 
been  gaine<l  to  liberty  and  good  government  during  the  century,  our 
people  are  delernnned  to  leave  behind  them  all  those  bitter  controversies 
concerning  things  which  have  been  irrevocably  settletl.  and  the  further 
dLscnssioii  of  which  can  only  stir  up  strife  and  delay  the  onward  march. 

The  supremacy  of  the  nation  and  its  laws  should  l)e  no  longer  a  sul> 
jcct  of  debate.  That  discussion,  which  for  half  a  century  threatened 
the  existence  of  the  Union,  was  closed  at  last  in  the  high  court  of  war 
by  a  decree  from  which  there  is  no  appeal — that  the  Constitution  and 
Ihc  laws  made  in  pursuance  thereof  are  and  shall  continue  to  be  tlie 
supreme  law  of  the  land,  binding  alike  upon  the  States  and  the  people. 
This  decree  does  not  disturb  the  autonomy  of  the  States  nor  interfere 
with  any  of  their  necessary  rights  of  local  self-government,  but  it  doe*^ 
^^  and  establish  the  permanent  supremacy  of  the  Union. 

The  will  of  the  nation,  speaking  with  the  voice  of  battle  and  through 
the  amended  Constitution,  has  fulfilled  the  great  promise  of  1776  by  pro- 
claiming "liberty  Uiroughout  the  land  to  all  the  inhabitants  thereof/'      1 
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The  elevation  of  the  negro  race  from  slaven,'  to  the  full  rights  of  citi- 
zeuship  is  the  most  important  political  change  we  have  known  since  the 
adoption  of  the  CotiJilitution  of  1787.  No  thoughtful  man  can  fail  to 
appreciate  its  beneficent  effect  upon  our  institutions  and  people.  It  has 
freed  us  from  the  j^rpetual  danger  of  war  and  diiisokUton.  U  has  added 
immensely  to  the  moral  and  industrial  forces  of  our  people.  It  has  lib- 
erated the  master  as  well  as  the  slave  from  a  relation  which  wronged 
and  enfeebled  both.  It  has  surrendered  to  their  own  gnardiansliip  tlie 
manhood  of  more  than  5,000,000  people,  and  has  opened  to  each  one  of 
them  a  career  of  freedom  and  usefulness.  It  has  given  new  inspiration 
to  the  power  of  self-help  in  both  races  by  making  lal>or  more  Imnor- 
able  to  the  one  and  more  necessarj*  to  the  other.  Tlic  influence  of  this 
force  will  grow  greater  and  bear  richer  fruit  with  the  coming  years. 

No  doubt  tlijs  great  change  has  caused  serious  disturbance  to  our 
Southern  communities.  This  is  to  \yt  deplored,  though  it  was  perhaps 
unavoidable.  Bui  those  who  resisted  the  change  should  rememljer  that 
under  our  institutions  there  was  no  middle  ground  for  the  negro  race 
between  slavery  and  equal  citizenship.  There  can  be  no  permanent  dis- 
franchised peasantry  in  the  Vnited  States.  Freedom  can  never  yield 
its  fullness  of  blessings  so  long  as  the  law  or  its  administration  places 
the  smallest  ol>stacle  in  the  pathway  of  any  virtuous  citizen. 

The  emancipated  race  has  already  made  remarkable  progress.  With 
unquestioning  devotion  to  the  Union,  with  a  patience  and  gentleness  not 
born  of  fear,  they  have  "followed  the  light  as  God  gave  them  to  see  the 
light.*'  They  are  rapidly  laying  the  material  foundations  of  self-sui> 
port,  widening  their  circle  of  inlelligence.  ami  Ix^ginning  to  enjoy  the 
blessings  that  gather  around  the  homes  of  the  industrious  poor.  They 
desene  the  generous  encouragement  of  all  good  men.  So  far  as  my 
authority  can  lawfully  extend,  they  shall  enjoy  the  full  and  ec^ual  ]>rotec- 
tion  of  the  Constitution  and  the  laws. 

The  free  enjoyment  of  eijual  suffrage  is  still  in  question,  and  a  frank 
statement  of  the  issue  may  aid  its  solution.  It  is  alleged  that  in  many 
communities  negro  citizens  are  practically  denied  the  freedom  of  the  bal- 
lot. In  so  far  as  the  truth  of  this  allegation  is  admitte<l,  it  is  ans^vered 
that  in  many  places  honest  local  government  is  impossible  if  the  mass  of 
uneducated  negroes  are  allowed  to  vote.  These  are  grave  allegations. 
So  far  as  the  latter  is  true,  it  is  the  only  palliation  that  can  l)e  offered 
for  opposing  the  freedou)  of  the  ballot.  Bad  local  government  is  cer- 
tainly a  great  evil,  which  ought  to  lie  prevented;  but  to  violate  the  free- 
dom and  sanctities  of  the  .suffrage  is  more  than  an  evil.  It  is  a  crime 
which,  if  ixjrsi.sted  in,  will  destroy  the  Government  itself.  Suicide  is  not 
a  remedy.  If  in  other  lands  it  l^e  high  treason  to  compass  the  death  of 
the  king,  it  shall  be  counted  no  less  a  crime  here  to  strangle  our  sover- 
power  and  stifle  its  voice, 
as  been  said  that  unsettled  questions  have  no  pity  for  the  repose

onJSlions.  h  should  )>e  siiid  with  the  utmost  emphasis  Uiat  this  ques- 
tion of  the  suffrage  will  never  give  repose  or  safety  to  the  vStates  or  to 
the  nation  until  each,  within  its  own  jurisdiction,  makes  and  keeps  tlie 
balkit  free  and  piwe  by  the  strong  sanctions  of  tlie  law. 

But  llie  ilanger  which  arises  fruin  ignorance  in  the  voter  can  not  be 
denied.  It  covers  a  field  far  wider  than  tliat  of  negro  suffrage  and  the 
present  condition  <jf  the  race.  It  is  a  danger  that  lurks  and  hides  in 
the  sources  ;md  fountains  of  power  in  e\*er>'  state.  We  have  no  standard 
by  which  to  measure  the  disaster  that  may  be  brought  upon  us  by  igno- 
rance and  vice  in  the  citizens  when  joined  to  corruption  and  fraud  in  the 
suffrage. 

The  \*oters  of  the  Union,  who  make  and  unmake  constitutions,  and 
upoii  whose  will  liang  the  destinies  of  our  governments,  ccin  trunsniit 
their  sii])reme  authority  to  no  successors  save  the  coming  generation  nf 
voters,  who  are  the  sole  heirs  of  sovereign  power.  If  tlmt  generation 
comes  to  its  inheritance  Minded  by  ignorance  and  corrupted  by  vice,  the 
fall  of  the  Republic  will  l^e  certain  and  remediless. 

The  census  has  already  sounded  the  alarm  in  the  appalling  figures 
which  mark  how  dangerously  high  the  tide  of  illiteracy  has  risen  among 
our  voters  and  their  children. 

To  the  South  this  question  is  of  supreme  importance.  But  the  respon- 
sibility for  the  existence  of  slavery  did  not  rest  upon  the  South  alone. 
The  nation  itself  is  res]>onsible  for  the  extension  of  the  suflfrage,  and  is 
under  special  obligations  to  aid  in  removing  the  illiteracy  wliich  it  has 
nddetl  to  the  voting  population.  For  the  North  and  South  alike  there 
Is  but  one  remedy.  All  the  constitutional  power  of  the  nation  and  of 
the  States  and  all  the  volunteer  forces  of  the  jieople  should  \y&  surren- 
dered to  meet  this  danger  by  the  savory  influence  of  universal  education, 
W  It  is  the  lii^b  privilege  and  sacred  (hity  of  those  now  living  tc»  educate 
their  successors  and  fit  them,  by  intelligence  and  virtue,  for  the  inherit- 
ance which  uwaits  thetn. 

In  this  Ljoneficeiu  work  sections  and  races  should  be  forgotten  and 
partisanship  should  l:>e  unknown.  Let  our  people  find  a  new  meaning 
in  the  divine  oracle  which  declares  that  "a  little  child  shall  lead  them." 
for  our  own  Hltle  children  will  soon  control  the  destinies  of  the  Republic. 

My  countrymen,  we  do  not  now  differ  in  our  judgment  concerning  tlie 
cotilnwersles  of  i>Hst  .generations,  and  fifty  years  hence  our  children  will 
not  be  divided  in  their  opinions  concerning  our  controversies.  They 
will  surely  bless  their  fathers  and  tlieir  fathers'  God  that  the  Union  was 
prcsen-cd.  that  slavery  was  overthrown,  and  that  both  races  were  made 
equal  Inrforc  the  law.  We  may  hasten  or  we  may  retard,  but  we  can  not 
prevent,  the  final  reconciliation.  Is  it  not  possible  for  tis  now  to  make  a 
truce  with  lime  by  anticipating  and  accepting  its  ine\-itable  verdict? 

Ivnterprises  of  the  highest  importance  to  our  moral  and  material  well- 
■lins  unite  us  and  offer  ample  employmeul  of  our  best  powers.     Let  all 
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our  people.  leaving  behind  them  the  battlefields  of  dead  issues,  iucax 
forward  and  in  their  strength  of  liberty  and  the  rCvStored  Union  win  the 
grander  victories  of  peace. 

The  prosj>erity  which  now  prevails  is  without  ]iarallel  in  our  histor>'. 
Fruitfnl  seasons  have  done  much  to  secure  it.  but  they  have  not  done 
nil.  The  preservation  of  the  public  credit  and  the  resumption  of  specie 
payments,  so  successfully  attained  by  the  Administration  of  my  prede- 
cessors, liavc  enabletl  our  ptople  to  secure  the  blessings  which  the  sea- 
sons brought. 

By  the  experience  of  commercial  nations  in  all  a);jes  it  has  l>een  found 
that  gold  and  silver  afford  the  only  safe  foundation  for  a  monetary  sys- 
tem. Confusion  has  recently  been  create<:l  by  variations  in  the  relative 
value  tif  the  two  metals,  but  I  confidently  lx?lieve  that  arrangements  can 
be  made  Vjetweeu  the  leading  connncrcial  nations  which  will  secure  the 
general  use  of  both  metals.  Congress  should  provide  that  the  compul- 
sory coinage  of  silver  now  required  by  law  may  not  disturb  our  monetary 
sy.stem  by  driving  either  metal  out  of  circulation.  If  possible,  such  an 
adjustnicnl  should  Ix;  made  that  the  purchasing  power  of  every  coined 
dollar  will  l>e  exactly  equal  to  its  debt-papng  power  in  all  the  markets 
of  the  wc»rld. 

The  chief  duty  of  the  National  Government  in  connection  with  the 
currency  of  the  country  is  to  coin  money  and  declare  its  value.  Grave 
doubts  have  l)een  entertained  whether  Congress  is  authorizetl  by  the 
Coustitution  to  make  any  form  of  paper  money  legal  tender.  The  pres- 
ent issue  of  United  vStates  notes  has  Ixxmi  sustained  by  the  necessities 
of  war;  but  such  paper  should  depend  for  its  value  and  currency  upon 
its  convenience  in  use  and  its  prompt  redemption  in  coin  at  the  will  of 
the  holder,  and  not  u^xiu  its  compulsory  circulation.  These  notes  are 
not  money,  but  promises  to  pay  money.  If  the  holders  demand  it,  the 
promise  sbouUl  l>e  kept. 

The  refuuiliug  of  the  national  debt  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest  should 
Ix!  accom]ilislied  without  compt* Uing  the  withdrawal  of  the  national-bank 
notes,  and  thus  disturbing  the  business  of  the  country. 

I  veiUure  to  refer  to  the  [x^sitiou  I  have  occupied  on  financial  questions 
during  a  longsen'ice  in  Congress,  and  to  say  that  time  and  exiKrieuce  have 
strengthenc<l  the  opinions  T  have  so  often  ex])re.s.sed  on  these  subjects. 

The  finances  of  the  Government  shall  suffer  no  detriment  which  it 
may  be  ]>ossible  for  my  Administration  to  prevent. 

The  interests  of  agriculture  deserve  more  attention  from  the  Govern- 
ment than  they  have  yet  received.  The  farms  of  the  United  States  afford 
homes  and  employment  for  more  than  one-half  our  people,  and  funiish 
much  the  largest  jxirt  of  all  our  exports.  As  the  Government  lights  our 
coasts  for  the  protection  of  mariners  and  the  henefit  of  commerce,  so  it 
shotdd  give  to  the  tillers  of  the  soil  the  best  lights  of  practical  science 
^ft  ience.

^TRir  maTuifartnres  are  rapidh  making;  us  iiulu-slriiilly  iTinepSuTent,  and 
are  uj>euing  to  capital  and  laljor  new  and  profitable  fields  of  employment. 
Their  steady  and  healthy  growth  should  still  be  matured.  Our  facilities 
for  transportation  should  be  promoted  by  the  continued  improvement  of 
our  harlwrs  and  j^eat  interior  waterways  and  by  the  increase  of  our  ton- 
nage on  the  ocean. 

The  develojwnent  of  the  world's  commerce  has  le«l  to  an  urg'ent  de- 
mand for  shortening  the  great  sea  voyage  around  Cajje  Horn  by  con- 
structing ship  canaLs  or  railways  across  the  isthmus  wliich  unites  the 
continents.  Various  plans  to  this  end  have  Ixieti  suggested  aud  will 
uecil  Consideration,  but  none  of  them  has  l)een  sufliciently  matured  to 
warrant  the  United  States  in  extending  pecuniary  aid.  The  subject, 
however,  is  one  which  will  imn)ediately  engage  the  attention  of  the  Gov- 
enmient  with  a  ^^evv  to  a  thorough  protection  to  American  interests. 
We  will  urge  no  narrow  policy  uor  seek  i>eculiar  or  exclusive  privileges 
in  any  commercial  route;  but,  in  the  language  of  my  predecessor,  I  l>elievc 
it  to  be  the  riglU  "and  duty  of  llie  United  States  to  assert  and  maintain 
such  supervision  aud  authority  over  any  interoceanic  canal  across  the 
isthmus  that  connects  North  aud  South  America  as  will  protect  our 
national  interest." 

The  Constitution  guarantees  absolute  religious  freedom.  Congress  is 
prohil)ited  from  making  any  law  respecting  an  establishment  of  religion 
or  prohibitiiig  the  free  exercise  thereof.  The  Territories  of  the  United 
States  arc  subject  to  the  direct  legislative  authority  of  Congress,  and 
hence  the  General  Government  is  resjMjnsible  for  any  violation  of  the 
Conslitulion  in  any  of  them.  It  is  therefore  a  reproach  to  the  Goveni- 
ment  that  iu  tlic  most  p<>pu]ous  of  the  Territories  the  constitutional 
guaranty  is  not  etijoyed  by  the  people  and  the  auihorily  of  Congress  is 
set  at  naught.  The  Mormon  Church  not  only  offends  the  moral  .sense 
of  manhood  by  sanctioning  polygamy,  but  prevents  the  administration  of 
justice  through  ordinary  in>lrumentalities  of  law. 

In  my  judgment  it  is  the  duty  of  Congress,  while  resi)ecting  to  the 
uttermost  tlie  cotiscicntious  convictions  aud  religious  scruples  of  every 
citi/4:n,  to  prohibit  willnn  its  jnrisfliction  nil  criminal  practices,  esi>ecially 
of  that  cla.ss  which  de.stroy  tlie  family  relations  and  endanger  social 
.order.  Nor  can  any  ecclesiastical  organization  be  safely  permitted  to 
usurp  in  the  smallest  degree  the  functions  and  powers  of  the  National 
t  Government. 

The  civil  senicc  can  never  Ixj  placed  on  a  satisfactory  basis  until  it  is 
regulated  by  law.  For  the  good  of  the  ser\nce  itself,  for  the  protection 
of  those  who  are  intrusted  with  the  appf>inting  power  against  the  waste  of 
'lime  and  olwtruction  to  the  public  business  cause<l  by  the  inordinate 
pressure  for  pUioe.  and  for  the  protection  of  incumt)cnts  against  intrigue 
and  wrong,  I  shall  at  the  proper  time  ask  Congress  to  fix  the  tenure  of 
the  minor  ofEces  of  the  several  I*,xecutivc  Departments  and  prescribe  the 
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jjroiiiids  upon  which  remo\als  shall  be  made  during  the  terms  for  whici 
iucunihents  have  been  appoiiite<l. 

Finally,  acting  always  within  the  authority  and  limitations  of  the 
Coiistituli<jn,  invading  neither  the  rights  of  the  Stales  nor  the  reserved 
rights  of  the  people,  it  will  Ije  the  purpose  of  my  Athninistration  to 
maintain  the  authority  of  the  nation  in  all  places  within  its  jurisdiction; 
to  enforce  ol^dience  to  all  the  laws  of  tlie  Union  in  tlic  interests  of  the 
l>eople;  to  demand  rigid  economy  in  all  the  expenditures  of  the  (niveni- 
ment,  and  to  require  the  honest  and  faithful  service  of  all  executive 
officers,  remenil>eriug  that  the  offices  were  created,  not  for  the  l>enefit  of 
incumbents  or  their  supporters,  but  for  the  ser\'ice  of  the  Govenuncnt. 

And  now,  fellow-citizens,  I  am  about  to  assume  the  great  trust  which 
you  have  committed  to  my  hands.  I  appeal  to  you  for  that  earnest  and 
thoughtful  support  whicli  makes  this  Clovemmeut  in  fact,  as  it  is  in  law, 
a  government  of  the  people. 

I  shall  greatly  rely  upon  the  wisdom  and  patriotism  of  Congress  and 
of  those  who  may  share  with  me  the  responsibilities  and  duties  of  admin- 
istration, and,  above  all,  upon  our  efforts  to  promote  the  welfare  of  tin's 
great  people  and  their  Government  I  reverently  invoke  the  supixirt  and 
blessings  of  Almighty  God.

The  President  of  the  United  States  was  shot  this  morning  by  an  assas- 
nn  named  Charles  Guiteau.  Tlie  weapon  was  a  large-sized  revolver. 
The  President  had  just  reached  tlie  Baltimore  and  Potomac  station,  at 
alxjut  9.20,  intending,  with  a  portion  of  his  Cabinet,  to  leave  on  the 
limited  express  for  New  York.  I  rode  in  the  carriage  with  him  from 
the  Kxecutive  Mansion  and  was  walking  by  his  side  when  he  was  shot. 
The  assassin  was  iunne<lialely  arrested,  and  the  President  was  conveyed 
to  a  private  room  in  the  station  building  and  surgical  aid  at  once  sum- 
moned. He  has  now,  at  10.20,  been  removed  to  the  Kxecutive  Mansion. 
The  surgeons,  on  consultation,  regard  his  wounds  as  ver>*  serious,  though 
lot  necessarily  fatal.  His  vigorous  health  gives  strong  hopes  of  his 
recovery.  He  has  not  lost  con.sciousness  for  a  moment.  Inform  our 
aiiiisters  in  Europe.

188 1. 

The  great  grief  which  is  felt  by  the  nation  at  the  untimely  death  of  the 
President  will  Ix;  esix-'ciully  felt  by  the  Army,  in  whose  ser\'ice  he  bore  so 
distinguished  a  part  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  In  him  the  Army 
has  lost  a  beloved  Connuander  in  Chief,  friend,  and  former  comrade. 

Proper  honors  ^vill  be  paid  lo  the  memory  of  the  late  Ch'ef  Magistrate 
of  the  nation  at  headijiiarters  of  each  nnlitar>-  department  and  division 
and  at  each  military  station. 

The  General  of  the  Army  will  give  the  necessary^  instructions  for  earn- 
ing this  order  into  effect.

OFFICLtVL  nUIvLETIN  OF  TIIIC  AUTOl'SV  ON  THE  BODY  OF  PRESIDENT 

GARFIELD. 

The  following  official  bulletin  was  prepared  by  the  surgeons  who  have 
been  in  attendance  upon  the  late  President:  ■ 

By  previous  arranj^enient  a  post-mortem  examination  of  the  Ixxly  of 
President  Garfield  was  made  this  afternoon  in  the  presence  and  with  the 
assistance  of  Drs.  Hamilton,  Agnew,  Bliss,  Barnes,  Woothvard,  Reybum,  ■ 
Andrew  H.  Smith,  of  Elberon,  and  Actin;^  Assistant  Surgeon  D.  S.  Lamb, 
of  the  Army  Medical  Museum,  of  Washington.  The  operation  was  per- 
formed by  Dr.  Lamb.  It  was  found  that  the  ball,  after  fracturing  the 
right  eleventh  rib,  had  passed  through  the  s[>iiial  column  in  front  of 
the  spinal  cord,  fracturitig  the  body  of  the  first  lumbar  \-ertebra,  driving 
a  number  of  small  fragments  of  bone  into  the  adjacent  soft  parts,  and 
lo<lging  below  the  paticreas,  alx>ut  2)4  inches  to  the  left  of  the  spine 
and  behiiul  the  iKritmienni,  where  it  had  liecome  completely  encysted. 

The  immediate  cause  of  death  was  secondary  hemorrhage  from  one  of 
the  mesenteric  arteries  adjoining  the  track  of  the  ball,  the  bUxid  ruptur- 
ing the  peritoneum  and  nearly  a  pint  escaping  into  the  alxloniinal  cavity. 
This  hemorrhage  is  believed  to  have  been  the  cause  of  the  severe  pain 
in  the  lower  part  of  the  chest  complained  of  just  l>cfore  death.  An 
abscess  cavity  (^  inches  by  4  in  dimensions  was  found  in  the  \-icinity  of 
the  gall  bladder,  between  the  liver  and  the  transverse  colon,  which  were 
strongly  adherent.  It  did  not  involve  the  substance  of  the  liver,  and  uo 
communication  was  found  between  it  and  the  wound. 

A  long  suppurating  channel  extended  from  the  external  wotmd.  be- 
tween the  loin  muscles  and  the  right  kidney,  almost  to  the  right  groin. 
This  chainiel,  now  known  to  be  due  to  tlie  burrowing  of  pus  from  the 
1,  was  supposed  during  life  to  have  l)een  the  track  of  the  ball. 
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On  an  examination  of  the  organs  of  the  chest  evidences  of  severe 
l)fuHchilis  were  found  on  Ix^th  sides,  with  broncho-pneumonia  of  Ihe 
lower  portions  of  the  right  lung,  and,  though  to  a  much  le-ss  extent,  of 
tlie  left.  The  lungs  containwl  no  abscesses  and  the  heart  no  clots. 
The  liver  was  enlarged  and  fatty,  but  not  from  abscesses.  Nor  were 
aiiy  found  in  any  other  organ  except  the  left  kidney,  which  contained 
near  its  surface  a  small  abscess  about  one-third  of  an  inch  in  diameter. 

hi  rc\newinK  the  histor>-  of  the  case  in  connection  with  the  autopsy 
il  is  quite  evident  that  the  different  suppurating  surfaces,  and  es^iecially 
the  fractured,  spongy  tissue  of  the  vertebra?,  furnish  a  sufficient  explana- 
tiooof  the  septic  condition  which  existed.

Preadent  Chester  A.  Arthur  took  the  formal  oath  of  office  as  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  Stales  in  the  room  of  the  Vice-Presi<lent,  in  the 
Capitol.  Thursday,  September  22.  1881,  at  12.10  o'clock  p.  m.  Chief 
Justice  Morrison  R.  Waile  administered  the  oath  prescribed  by  the  Coxi- 
stiluUon  in  the  presence  of  the  members  of  the  Cabinet,  the  Justices 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  ex-Presidcnts  Grant  and  Hayes,  General  W.  T. 
Sherman,  and  a  number  of  Senators  and  Representatives.

president  Arthur,  in  his  first  annual  message  to  Ihc  first  session  of  the 
.>'-seventh  Congress,  thus  announced  the  death  of  his  prc<lecessor:

Its  hitn'ests  have  l»een  plenteous;  its  varied  industries  have 
ivcn;  tlic  bcaltb  of  its  pe<jple  has  t>ccn  prcser\e<l;  it  has  niaintAine<l  with  foreiR" 
(eovmirociUii  the  undlitiirbcd  relations  of  amity  and  peace.  For  Uiese  ninnifestalions 
of  His  favor  wi-  owe  to  Him  who  holds  our  destiny  in  His  liunds  the  tribute  of  our 
grateful  de\'otiocu 
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To  that  mysterious  exercise  of  His  will  which  has  taken  from  us  the  loved  and 
illustrious  citizen  who  was  but  lately  the  head  of  the  nation  we  bow  in  sorrow  and 
submission. 

The  memory  of  his  exalted  character,  of  his  noble  achievements,  and  of  his  patriotic 
life  will  1^  treasured  forever  as  a  sacred  possession  of  the  whole  people. 

The  aimouncement  of  his  death  drew  from  foreign  governments  and  peoples  trib- 
utes of  sympathy  and  sorrow  which  history  will  record  as  signal  tokens  of  the  kin- 
ship of  nations  and  the  federation  of  mankind. 

The  Senate  on  December  6,  i88i,  adopted  the  following  resolution:

Be  a  rtsdved  by  ikt  Mouse  of  Represtmtaiiz-es  i  the  Senate  c<mcurring^^  That  the 
two  Honaes  of  Congress  will  assemble  in  the  Hall  of  the  House  of  Representatives 
on  a  day  and  hour  to  be  fixed  and  announced  by  the  joint  committee,  and  that  in  the 
presence  of  the  two  Houses  there  assembled  an  address  upon  the  life  and  character 
of  James  Abram  Garfield,  late  President  of  the  United  States,  be  pronounced  by 
Hon.  James  G.  Blaine,  and  that  the  President  of  the  Senate  pro  tempore  and  the 
Speaker  of  the  House  of  Representatives  be  requested  to  invite  the  President  and 
ex-Presidents  of  the  United  States,  the  heads  of  the  se\'eral  Departments,  the  judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  representatives  of  the  foreign  governments  near  this 
Government,  the  governors  of  the  several  States,  the  General  of  the  Army,  and  the 
Admiral  of  the  Navy,  and  such  officers  of  the  Army  and  Navy  as  have  received 
the  thanks  of  Congress  who  may  then  be  at  the  seat  of  Govemment  to  be  present 
on  the  occasion. 

And  be  it  further  resolved.  That  the  President  of  the  United  States  be  requested 
to  transmit  a  copy  of  these  resolutions  to  Mrs.  Lucretia  R.  Garfield,  and  to  assure  her 
of  the  profound  sympathy  of  the  two  Houses  of  Congress  for  her  deep  per?x>na!  afflic- 
tion and  of  their  sincere  condolence  for  the  late  national  bereavtrmciit.

Chester  A.  Arthur 

September  19,  1881,  to  March  4,  1888 
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CiiKSTHR  Alan  Arthir  was  born  in  Fairfield.  Franklin  County. 
Vt.,(X*lober  5,  1R30.  He  was  the  eldest  sou  of  Rev.  Williaiu  Arthur 
and  Malviim  Stone.  His  father,  a  Baptist  minister,  was  Ixini  in  Ireland 
and  emigrated  to  the  United  Stales.  Chester  prepared  for  college  at 
Union  Village  in  Greenwich  and  at  Schenectady,  X.  Y. ,  and  in  1S45 
entereil  the  sophomore  class  of  Union  College.  While  in  his  sophomore 
year  taught  school  for  a  term  at  Schaghticoke.  Rensselaer  County,  and 
a  second  terra  at  the  same  place  during  his  last  year  in  college.  Joinetl 
the  Psi  Upsilon  Society,  and  was  one  of  six  in  a  class  of  one  hundred 
who  were  elected  members  of  the  Phi  Beta  Kapixi  S<x;icty,  the  condi- 
tion of  admission  lieing  high  scholarship.  After  his  graduati(ni  in  1S48, 
at  the  age  of  is,  attended  a  law  .scluwl  at  Ballston  Spa.  N.  Y. ;  returned 
to  I^nsingbxirg.  N.  Y.,  where  his  father  then  resided,  and  continued  his 
legal  studies.  Was  princi]>a]  of  an  academy  at  North  Pownal,  Benning- 
ton County.  Vt.,  in  1851.  In  185.5  enterc*d  the  law  office  of  Knistns  D. 
Culver  in  New  York  City  as  a  student;  was  admiltetl  to  the  bar  during 
the  same  year,  and  at  once  Infcame  a  memV>er  of  the  firm  of  Culver. 
Parker  &  Arthur.  Having  formed  from  early  associations  sentiments 
of  hostility  to  slavery,  as  a  law  student  and  after  his  admission  to  the 
Iwr  liecame  an  earnest  advocate  for  the  slaves.  Becanje  a  Henry  Clay 
Whig,  and  cast  his  first  vole  in  1852  for  Winfield  Scott  for  President. 
Parlicipatetl  in  the  first  Republican  State  convention,  at  Saratoga,  and 
took  an  active  part  in  the  Fr^'mont  campaign  of  1856.  October  29,  1S59, 
married  Ellen  Lewis  Hemdon,  of  Fredericksburg,  Va.  January  i,  1861, 
was  npi)ointed  on  Oovemor  Edwin  I).  Morgan's  staff  as  engineer  in 
chief,  with  the  rank  of  brigadier-general.  Had  previously  taken  part 
in  the  organization  of  the  State  militia,  and  had  been  judge-advocate  of 
the  Second  Brigade.  NVTieu  the  civil  war  l^egan,  in  April,  1861,  he 
became  acting  quartermaster-general,  and  as  such  began  in  New  York 
City  Uic  work  of  prejmring  and  forwarding  the  State's  quota  of  troops. 
Was  called  to  AU»any  in  TX'ccml)er  for  consultation  concerning  the 
defenses  of  New  York  Harbor.  Summoned  a  Injard  of  engineers  on 
December  34,  of  which  he  became  a  member,  and  on  January  18.  1862, 
submitted  an  elaborate  report  on  the  condition  of  the  national  forts  both 
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on  the  seacoast  and  on  the  inlaiul  IxjnkT  of  the  Slate.  Was  appohitw^ 
iusjx.'Ctor-gcncral  Kcbruary  lo,  i862»\vith  the  rank  of  brigadier-general. 
aiid  in  May  inspected  the  New  York  troops  at  Fredericksliurg  and  ou 
the  Chickahomniy.  In  June,  1862,  Governor  Morgan  ordered  his  return 
from  the  Army  of  the  Potomac,  and  he  acted  as  secretary  of  the  meeting 
of  the  governors  of  the  loyal  States  which  was  held  June  28  in  New 
York  City.  At  Governor  Morgan's  re<iuesl,  General  Artluir  resumed 
his  former  work,  resigned  as  inspector-general,  and  on  July  10  was 
appointed  quartermaster-general.  Retired  from  the  office  December  31, 
1862,  wlicn  Horatio  Seymour  succeeded  Governor  Morgan.  Between 
1862  and  1872  was  engaged  in  continuous  and  active  law  practice — iu 
partnership  with  Henry  G.  Gardner  from  1862  till  1867,  then  for  five 
years  alone,  and  ou  January  i,  1872,  formed  the  firm  of  Arthur,  Phelps  & 
Knevals.  Was  for  a  short  time  counsel  for  the  department  of  assess- 
ments and  taxes,  but  resigned  the  place.  Continued  during  all  this 
l>eriod  to  take  an  active  part  in  politics.  Was  chairman  in  1868  of  the 
Central  Grant  Club  of  New  York,  and  became  cliainnan  of  the  executive 
committee  of  the  Republican  State  committee  in  1879.  Was  appointed 
collector  of  the  port  of  New  York  by  President  Grant  on  November  20, 
1871;  was  rcapjx>intetl  on  Deceml»er  17,  1875,  and  confirmed  by  the  Sen- 
ate on  the  same  day  without  reference  to  a  committee,  a  courtesy  never 
l>efore  extended  to  an  api)oiutee  who  had  not  I>een  a  Senator;  retained 
the  ofiRce  until  July  11,  1878,  when  he  was  suspendctl  by  President 
Hayes.  On  retiring  from  the  office  of  collector  resumed  the  practice  of 
law  with  the  firm  of  Arthur,  Phelps,  Knevals  &  Ranst»m.  Adx-ocated 
in  1880  the  nomination  of  General  Grant  to  succeed  President  Hayes. 
Was  a  delegate  at  large  to  the  Chicago  convention,  which  met  June  2, 
1880.  After  the  nomination  of  General  Garfield  for  the  Presidency  a 
general  desire  arose  In  the  convention  to  nominate  for  Vice-President 
some  advocate  of  General  Grant  and  a  resident  of  New  York  Slate.  The 
New  York  delegation  indicated  their  preference  for  General  Arthur,  and 
he  was  nominated  on  the  first  ballot.  Was  electetl  \'ice- President  No- 
vember 2,  1880;  took  the  oath  of  office  March  4,  188 1, and  presided  over 
the  extraordinary  session  of  the  Senate  that  then  began,  which  was  very 
exciting.  That  body  being  equally  divided,  he  was  frequently  called 
upon  lo  exercise  the  right  of  casting  the  controlling  vote.  President 
Garfield  was  shot  July  2,  1881,  and  died  September  19.  His  Cabinet 
announced  his  death  to  the  Vice-President,  then  in  New  York,  and  at 
their  suggestion  he  took  the  oath  as  President  on  the  20th  at  his  resi- 
dence in  New  York  City  before  Judge  John  R.  Brady,  of  tlie  New  York 
supreme  court.  On  the  22d  the  oath  was  formally  administered  again 
in  the  Vice-President's  room  in  the  Capitol  at  Washington  by  Chief 
Justice  Waite.  President  Arthur's  name  was  presented  to  the  Repub- 
lican Presidential  convention  which  met  a^^hicago  June  3.  1884.  On 
the  first  ballot  he   received  278  votes  against  540  for  all  others^  276 
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on  the  second,  274  on  the  third,  aiid  207  on  the  fourth,  which  resulted 
in  llie  uouiination  of  James  G.  Blaine.  In  the  canvass  which  ensued 
Mr.  Arthur  rendered  all  possible  assistance  to  the  Republican  cause  and 
icandidates.  Died  suddenly  at  Iiis  residence  in  New  Yurk  City  Novem- 
ber 18,  18S6,  and  was  buried  in  Rural  Cemetery  at  Albany,

All  the  noble  aspi- 
rations of  my  bmented  predecessor  which  found  expression  in  his  life, 
the  measures  devised  and  sug;Kested  during  his  brief  Administration  to 
Correct  abuses,  to  enforce  economj',  to  ad\ance  prosperity,  and  to  promote

^^ hearts  of  the  people:  and  it  will  be  my  earnest  endeavor  to  profit,  and  to

Whereas  in  His  inscrutable  wisdom  it  has  pleased  God  to  remove  from 
us  the  illustrious  head  of  the  nation,  James  A.  Garfield,  late  President  of 
the  United  States;  and 

Whereas  it  is  fitting  that  the  deep  grief  which  fills  all  hearts  sliould 
manifest  itself  with  one  accord  toward  the  throne  of  infinite  grace,  and 
that  we  should  bow  before  the  Almighty  and  seek  from  Him  that  con- 
solation in  our  affliction  and  that  sanctification  of  our  loss  which  He  is 
able  and  willing  to  vouchsafe: 

Now,  therefore,  in  obedience  to  sacred  duty  and  in  accordance  with 
the  desire  of  the  people,  I.  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  United 
States  of  America,  do  hereby  apix>int  Monday  next,  the  26th  day  of 
September — on  which  day  the  remains  of  our  honored  and  l)eloved  dead 
will  be  consigned  to  their  last  resting  place  on  earth — to  l)e  observed 
throughout  the  United  States  as  a  day  of  humiliation  and  mourning;  and 
I  earnestly  recommend  all  the  people  to  assemble  on  that  day  in  their 
respective  places  of  divine  worship,  there  to  render  alike  their  tribute  of 
sorrowful  submission  to  the  will  of  Almighty  God  and  of  reverence  and 
love  for  the  memory  and  character  of  our  late  Chief  Magistrate.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

It  has  long  been  the  pious  custom  of  our  people,  with  the  closing  of 
the  year,  to  look  back  uix>n  the  blessings  brought  to  them  in  the  chang- 
ing course  of  the  seasons  and  to  return  solemn  thanks  to  the  all-giving 
source  from  whom  they  flow.  And  although  at  this  period,  when  the 
falling  leaf  admonishes  us  that  the  time  of  our  sacred  duty  is  at  hand, 
our  nation  still  lies  in  the  shadow  of  a  great  lx;reavement,  and  the 
mourning  which  has  filled  our  hearts  still  finds  its  sorrowful  expression 
toward  the  God  Ixrforc  whom  we  Ijut  lately  lx>wed  in  grief  and  suppli- 
cation, yet  the  countless  l^enefits  which  have  showered  upon  us  during 
the  jxist  twelvemonth  call  for  our  ferv-ent  gratitude  and  make  it  fitting 
that  we  should  rejoice  with  thankfulness  tliat  the  Lord  in  His  infinite 
mercy  has  most  signally  favored  our  country  and  our  people.  Peace 
without  and  prosjx'rity  within  have  lx;en  vouchsafed  to  us,  no  pestilence 
has  visited  our  shores,  the  abundant  privileges  of  freedom  which  our 
fathers  left  us  in  their  wisdom  are  still  our  increasing  heritage;  and  if 
in  parts  of  our  vast  domain  sore  affliction  has  visited  our  brethren  in 
their  forest  homes,  yet  even  this  calamity  lias  Ijeen  tem|>ered  and  in  a 
matuier  sanctified  by  the  generous  compassion  for  the  sufferers  which 
has  Ixicu  called  forth  throughout  our  land.  For  all  these  things  it  is 
meet  that  the  \*oice  of  the  nation  should  go  up  to  God  in  devout  homage. 

Wherefore  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  United  States,  do 
reconnnend  that  all  the  ]K*ople  obser\*e  Thursday,  the  24th  day  of  No- 
vemlxir  instant,  as  a  day  of  national  thanksgiving  and  prayer,  by  ceasing, 
so  far  as  may  Ixi,  from  their  secular  lal)ors  and  meeting  in  their  several 
places  of  worship,  there  to  join  in  ascribing  honor  and  praise  to  Almighty

FIRST  ANNUAL  MESvSAGE. 

Washington.  December  6,  rSSr. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  0/  Representatives  of  tlte  I-niled  States: 

An  appalling  calamity  has  Ijefallen  the  American  jx^ople  since  their 
chosen  representatives  last  met  in  the  halls  where  you  are  now  assem- 
bled. We  might  else  recall  with  unalloyed  content  the  rare  prosi>erity 
with  which  throughout  the  year  the  nation  has  been  blessed.  Its  har- 
vests have  l)een  plenteous;  its  varied  industries  have  thriven;  the  health 
of  its  people  has  l>een  presented;  it  has  maintained  with  foreign  govern- 
ments the  undisturl)ed  relations  of  amity  and  peace.  For  these  mani- 
festations of  His  favor  we  owe  to  Him  who  holds  our  destiny  in  His 
hands  the  tribute  of  our  grateful  devotion.  . 

To  that  mysterious  exercise  of  His  will  which  has  taken  from  us  the 
love<l  and  illustrious  citizen  who  was  l)ut  lately  the  head  of  the  nation 
we  bow  in  sorrow  and  submissicm. 

The  memory  of  his  exalted  character,  of  his  noble  achievements,  and 
of  his  patriotic  life  will  l)e  treasured  forever  as  a  sacred  iK)ssessi()n  of  the 
whole  people.

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^The  aniioiinccmetit  of  his  rlcath  drew  from  foreign  goveniincnts  ann 
peoples  tributes  of  sympatliy  and  sorrow  which  history  will  record  as 
signat  tokens  of  the  kinship  of  nations  and  the  federation  of  mankind. 

The  feeling  of  good  will  l)etween  our  own  Government  and  that  of 
Great  Britain  was  ne\'er  more  marked  than  at  present.  In  recognition 
of  this  pleasing  fact  I  directed,  on  the  occasion  of  the  late  centeiniial 
celeV»ration  at  Vorktown.  that  a  salute  be  given  to  the  British  flag. 

Save  for  the  correspondence  to  which  I  shall  refer  hereafter  in  relation 
to  the  proposed  canal  across  the  Isthmus  of  Panama,  little  has  occurred 
worthy  of  mention  In  the  diplomatic  relations  of  the  two  countries. 

Early  in  the  year  the  Fortiuie  Bay  claims  were  satisfactorih'  settled 
by  the  British  Government  paying  in  full  the  sum  of /"  15,000,  most  of 
which  has  lx.*en  already  distributed.  As  the  terms  of  the  settlement 
included  compensation  for  injuries  suffered  by  our  fishcruieii  at  Asjiee 
Bay,  there  has  been  retained  from  the  gross  award  a  sum  which  is  <leemed 
adef[uate  for  those  claims. 

The  i>anicipation  of  Americans  in  the  exhibitions  at  Melbourne  and 
Sydney  will  he  approxnngly  mentioned  in  the  reports  of  the  two  exhibi- 
tions, soon  to  l»e  presented  to  Congress.  They  will  disclose  the  readiness 
of  our  amntrymeu  to  make  .successful  competition  in  distant  fields  of 
enterprise. 

Negotiations  for  an  international  cop\Tight  convention  are  in  hopeful 
progress. 

The  surrender  of  Sitting  Bull  and  his  forces  upon  the  Canadian  fron- 
tier has  allayed  apprehension,  aUhough  Ixniies  of  British  Itidian.s  still 
cross  the  li<jrdcr  in  quest  of  siisteiiancc.  V\io\\  this  subject  a  correspond- 
etice  has  been  opened  which  promises  an  adequate  tinderstanding.  Our 
lnx)ps  have  orders  to  avoid  meanwhile  all  collisions  with  alien  Indians. 

The  presence  at  the  Yorktown  celebration  of  representatives  of  the 
French  Republic  and  descendants  of  Lafayette  and  of  his  gallant  com- 
patriots who  were  nur  allies  in  the  Revolution  has  ser\*cfl  to  strengthen 
the  spirit  of  goKl  will  which  has  always  existed  lietweeu  the  two  t»atioiis. 

You  will  l>e  furnished  with  the  pr<x:eedings  of  the  Bimetallic  Confer- 
ence held  during  the  sunmier  at  the  city  of  Paris.  Xo  accord  was 
reached,  but  a  valuable  intercliange  of  views  was  had,  and  the  confer- 
ence will  next  year  be  renewetl. 

At  the  Electrical  Exhibition  and  Congress,  also  held  at  Pans,  this 
country  was  creditably  represented  In-  eminent  specialists,  who.  in  the 
absence  of  an  appropriation,  generously  lent  their  efficient  aid  at  the 
instance  of  the  State  Department.  While  our  exhibitors  in  tliis  almost 
tlihliucliveh'  American  field  of  achievement  hax'e  w^on  .several  valuable 
awards,  I  recommend  that  Congress  pro\nde  for  the  rejKiymeut  of  the 
pers«inal  expenses  incurred  in  the  public  interest  by  tlie  honorary  com- 
missioners and  delegates. 

No  new  questions  respecting  the  status  of  our  naturalized  citizens  in 
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Germany  have  arisen  during  the  yenr,  and  the  causes  of  complaint,  espe- 
cially in  Alsace  and  Lorraine,  have  practically  ceased  tlirouKh  tlic  liberal 
action  of  the  Imperial  Gf>vcnnnonl  in  accepting  our  often-expressed 
views  an  the  subject.  The  application  of  the  treaty  of  i86S  to  the 
lately  acquired  Rhenish  provnnces  has  received  ven*  earnest  attention, 
and  a  defitiitc  and  lastinj^  agreement  on  this  point  is  confidently  ex- 
pected. The  participation  of  the  descendants  of  Baron  von  Steuben  in 
the  Yorktow^^  festivities,  and  llieir  subse*|uent  reception  by  their  Amer- 
ican kinsmen,  strikingly  evinced  tlie  ties  of  good  will  which  unite  the 
German  people  and  our  own. 

Our  intercourse  with  Si>ain  has  )x?cn  friendly.  An  agreement  con- 
cluded in  February  last  fixes  a  tenn  for  the  labors  of  the  Spanish  and 
American  Claims  Commission.  The  Spanish  Government  has  I>een 
«questc<l  to  pay  the  late  awards  of  that  Commission,  and  ^\*iU.  it  is 
believ*ed,  acce<le  to  the  request  as  promptly  and  courteously  as  on  former 
occasions, 

Ry  recent  legislation  oneroiis  fines  have  been  imposed  upon  American 
shipping  in  Spanish  and  colonial  ]xirts  for  slight  irregularities  in  mani- 
fests, One  case  of  hartlship  is  specially  worthy  of  attention.  The  bark 
j\fas0rtjc,  bound  for  Japan,  entere<l  Manila  in  distress,  and  is  there  sought 
to  be  confiscated  under  Spanisli  revenue  laws  for  an  alleged  shortage  in 
her  transshipped  cargi*.  Though  efforts  for  her  relief  have  thus  far 
pmn*ed  unavailing,  it  is  exi>ected  that  the  whole  matter  will  lie  adjusted 
in  a  friendly  spirit. 

The  Senate  resolutions  of  condolence  on  the  as.sassination  of  the  Czar 
Alexander  II  were  appropriately  communicate<l  to  the  Russian  Govern- 
tnent,  which  in  turu  lias  expressed  its  sympathy  in  our  late  national 
l)ereavemeni.  It  is  desirable  that  our  cordial  relations  with  Russia 
should  Ije  strengthened  by  proj>er  engagements  assuring  to  j^eaceable 
Americatis  who  \-i-sit  the  Empire  the  consideration  which  is  due  to  them 
as  citi/cns  of  a  friendly  state.  This  is  especially  nee^lful  witli  respect  to 
American  Israelites,  whose  classification  with  the  native  Hebrews  has 
evoked  energetic  remonstrances  fr^mi  this  Govenmient. 

A  supplementary  consular  agreement  willi  Italy  has  l>een  .sanctioned 
and  proclaimed,  w-hich  puts  at  rest  conflicts  of  jurisdiction  in  the  case  of 
crimes  on  shipboard. 

Se\'eral  important  international  conferences  have  been  held  in  Italy 
during  the  year.  At  the  C»eographical  Congress  of  A'enice,  the  Benefi- 
cence Congress  of  Milan,  and  the  Hygienic  Congress  of  Turin  this  coun- 
try was  representefl  by  delegates  froni  brandies  of  the  public  ser\-ice  or 
by  private  citizens  duly  accredited  in  an  honorar\'  capacity.  It  is  hoped 
that  Congress  will  give  such  prominence  to  the  results  of  their  partici- 

ttion  as  they  nuiy  seem  to  desen'e. 

The  nlKjlition  of  nil  discriminating  duties  against  such  colonial  p« 
dcctions  of  the  Dutch  fc^st  Indies  as  are  imported  hither  from  YloXM 
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has  1>ccTi  already  ciMisidcrcd  ]»y  Congress.  I  trust  that  at  the  present 
session  the  lualttr  may  Ix:  favorably  concluded. 

The  insecurity  of  life  and  property  in  many  ]>jirts  of  Turkey  has  given 
rise  to  corresjxjndencc  with  the  Porte  Uw^kinj;:  particnlarly  to  the  better 
protection  of  American  missionaries  in  the  limpire.  The  condemned 
murderer  of  the  eminent  missionary  Dr.  Justin  \V.  Parsons  has  not  yet 
been  executed,  although  this  Government  has  repeatedly  demanded  that 
exemplary  justice  be  done. 

The  Swiss  Government  has  again  solicited  the  good  offices  of  our 
diplomatic  and  consular  agents  for  the  protection  of  its  citizens  in  coun- 
tries where  it  is  not  itself  represeuted.  This  request  has,  within  proper 
limits,  been  granted. 

Our  agents  in  Switzerland  have  been  iuNtrucled  to  protest  against  the 
conduct  of  the  authorities  of  certain  communes  iu  permitting  the  emi- 
gration to  this  country  of  criminals  and  other  objectionable  persons. 
Several  such  persons,  through  the  co(>|x.Tation  of  the  commissioners  of 
emigration  at  New  York,  liave  Ixren  sent  back  by  the  steamers  winch 
brought  them.  A  continuance  of  this  course  may  prove  a  more  effectual 
remedy  than  diplomatic  remonstrance. 

Treaties  of  commerce  and  navigation  and  for  tlie  regulation  of  con- 
sular priNileges  have  been  concluded  with  Roumania  and  Ser\^ia  .since 
their  admission  into  the  family  of  Enro|}ean  States. 

As  is  natural  with  contiguous  states  having  like  institutions  and  like 
aims  of  advancement  and  development,  the  friendship  of  the  United  States 
and  Mexico  has  l>een  constantly  maintained.  This  Government  has  lost 
no  occasion  of  encouraging  the  Mexican  Government  to  a  Ijeuefidal 
realization  of  the  mutual  advantages  which  will  result  from  more  inti- 
mate commercial  intercourse  and  from  the  u])ening  of  the  rich  interior 
of  Mexico  to  railway  enterprise.  I  deem  it  important  that  means  Ije 
provided  to  restrain  the  lawlessness  imfortunately  so  connnon  on  the 
frontier  and  to  suppress  the  forays  of  the  reservation  Indians  on  either 
side  of  the  Rio  Grande. 

TIk'  neighboring  States  of  Central  America  have  preserved  ititemal 
peace,  and  their  outw.^rd  relations  toward  us  have  l^een  those  of  intimate 
friendship.  There  are  encouraging  signs  of  their  growing  di.sp*^»sition  to 
subordinate  their  hxral  interests  to  those  which  are  common  to  them  by 
reason  of  their  geogra]>hical  relations. 

The  Ixiundary  dispute  l)etween  Guatemala  and  Mexico  has  afforded 
this  Government  an  opjxjrtunity  to  exercise  its  good  offices  for  prevent- 
ing a  nipture  lx.*tween  those  Stales  and  for  procuring  a  peaceable  solution 
of  the  question.  I  cherish  strong  hope  that  in  view  of  our  relations  of 
amity  with  both  countries  our  friendly  counsels  may  prevail. 

A  special  en\oy  of  Guatemala  has  brought  to  !iie  the  condolences  of 
his  Govenmient  and  people  on  the  death  of  President  Garfield. 

The  Costa  Rican   Government  lately  framed  an   engagement   with 
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Townioia  for  fettling  by  arhitratiou  ihe  UMUuIary  question  hctwcc*n  th<>se 
cdiiniries,  pro\-idiii^  ihat  the  jhwi  iif  arbitrntor  should  l)e  offered  succes- 
sivdy  to  the  King^  of  the  Belgians,  the  King  of  Sjxiin.  and  the  President 
of  iht  Argentine  Confederation.  The  King  of  the  Helgians  has  det.lined 
to  act.  but  1  am  not  as  yet  adviseil  of  tlie  action  of  the  King  t>f  S{>atn. 
As  we  have  certain  interests  in  the  disputed  territory  which  are  protected 
by  our  treaty  engagenieuts  witli  one  of  the  purtics,  it  is  iTn]x>rlant  that 
the  arbitration  should  not  without  our  consent  affect  our  rights,  and  this 
Gox^rtiment  has  accordingly  thouglil  proi>er  to  make  its  views  known  to 
the  parties  to  the  agreement,  as  well  as  to  intimate  them  to  the  Belgian 
and  Spanish  Govenunents. 

The  questions  growing  out  of  the  proposed  interoceanic  waterway 
across  the  Isthmus  of  Pananut  are  of  grave  national  importance.  Tliis 
Government  has  not  been  unmindful  of  the  solemn  obligations  imposed 
Upon  it  by  its  compact  of  1846  with  Colombia,  as  the  independent  and 
so\-ereign  mistress  of  the  territory  crossed  by  the  canal,  and  has  songlit 
tOTvnder  them  effective  by  fresh  engagements  with  the  Colombian  Repub- 
lic looking  to  their  practical  execution.  The  negotiations  to  this  end» 
after  they  had  reache<i  what  ajipeared  ti»  l>e  a  mutually  satisfactory  solu- 
tion here,  were  met  in  Colombia  l>y  a  disavowal  f)f  the  jxiwers  which  its 
envoy  had  assumed  and  by  a  projx>sal  for  renewed  negotiation  on  a 
modilie*:!  basis. 

Meanwhile  this  Government  learned  that  Colombia  had  proposed  to 
the  European  powers  to  join  in  a  guaranty  of  the  neutrality  of  the  pro- 
poses! Panama  canal — a  guaranty  which  would  Ix*  in  direct  contravention 
of  our  obligation  as  the  sole  guarantor  of  the  inleKnty  of  Colombian  ter- 
ritory and  of  the  neutrahty  of  the  canal  itself.  My  lamented  pre<iecessor 
felt  it  his  duty  to  place  before  the  ICnrojK-an  powers  the  reas(»ns  which 
make  the  prior  jjuaranty  of  the  United  States  indisjxfusable,  and  for 
which  the  interjection  of  any  foreign  guaranty  might  be  regarded  as  a 
sujxrrflunus  ami  unfriendly  act. 

Foreseeing  the  probable  reliance  of  the  Briti.sh  Government  on  the 
provisions  of  the  Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  of  1S50  as  affording  room  for 
a  share  in  the  guaranties  which  the  TTniled  States  covenanted  with 
Colombia  four  years  l^efore,  I  liave  not  hesitatetl  t(»  supplement  the 
action  of  my  predecessor  by  proposing  to  Her  Majesty's  Govennnent 
the  modification  of  that  instrument  and  the  abrogation  of  such  clauses 
thereof  as  do  not  cotnjxirt  with  the  obligations  of  the  I'nitcd  States 
toward  Colombia  or  with  the  vital  needs  of  the  two  friendly  parties  to 
the  compact. 

This  Government  sees  with  great  concern  the  continuance  of  the  hos- 
tile relations  Ijctween  Chile,  Bolivia,  and  Peru.  An  early  peace  lx;tw*eea 
these  Republics  is  much  to  l>e  desired,  not  only  that  they  may  themselves 
he  spared  further  misery  and  blootlshed,  hut  l>ecause  their  continued  an- 
tagonism threatens  consequences  which  are,  in  my  judgment,  dangero* 
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to  the  interests  of  republican  goveninient  on  this  continent  and  cal- 
culatetl  to  destroy  the  l)est  elements  of  our  free  and  i>eaceful  civiliza- 
tion. 

As  in  the  present  excited  condition  of  popular  feeling  in  these  coun- 
tries there  has  Ijeen  serious  misapprehension  of  the  position  of  the  United 
States,  and  as  separate  diplomatic  intercourse  with  each  through  inde- 
pendent ministers  is  sometimes  subject,  owing  to  the  want  of  prompt 
reciprocal  communication,  to  temporar>-  misunderstanding.  I  have  deemed 
it  judicious  at  the  present  time  to  send  a  special  envoy  accredited  to  all 
and  each  of  them,  and  furnished  with  general  instructions  which  will,  I 
trust,  enable  him  to  bring  these  powers  into  friendly  relations. 

The  Government  of  \'enezuela  maintains  its  attitude  of  warm  friend- 
ship and  continues  with  great  regularity  its  payment  of  the  monthly 
quota  of  the  diplomatic  debt.  Without  suggesting  the  direction  in 
which  Congress  should  act,  I  ask  its  attention  to  the  pending  questions 
affecting  the  distribution  of  the  sums  thus  far  receive<l. 

The  relations  between  Venezuela  and  France  growing  out  of  the  same 
debt  have  l^een  for  some  time  past  in  an  unsatisfactor>-  state,  and  this 
Government,  as  the  neighlx>r  and  one  of  the  largest  cretlitors  of  \"ene- 
zuela,  has  interposed  its  influence  with  the  French  CV>vemment  with  the 
\'iew  of  producing  a  friendly  and  honorable  adjustment. 

I  regret  that  the  commercial  interests  between  the  I'nited  States  and 
Brazil,  from  which  great  advantages  were  hope<i  a  year  ago.  have  .suf- 
fered from  the  withdrawal  of  the  American  Httes  of  a>mmunication 
l)etween  the  Brazilian  ports  ai:d  our  own. 

Through  the  efforts  of  our  minister  resident  at  Buenos  Ayres  and  the 
United  States  minister  at  Santiago,  a  treaty  has  been  concluded  between 
the  Argentine  Republic  and  Chile,  disposing  of  the  long-pending  Pata- 
gonian  boundary  question.  It  is  a  matter  of  congratulation  that  our 
Government  has  lx;en  afforded  the  opportunity  of  successfully  exerting 
its  go(xl  influence  for  the  prevention  of  di.sagreements  between  these 
Republics  of  the  American  continent. 

I  am  glatl  to  inform  you  that  the  treaties  lately  negotiated  with  China 
have  been  duly  ratified  on  lx)th  sides  and  the  exchange  made  at  Peking. 
Legislation  is  necessary  to  carr>-  their  provisions  into  effect.  The  prompt 
and  friendly  spirit  with  which  the  Chinese  Cjoveniment,  at  the  request 
of  the  United  States,  conceded  the  modification  of  existing  treaties  should 
secure  careful  regard  for  the  interests  and  susceptibilities  of  that  Govern- 
ment in  the  etiactnient  of  any  laws  relating  to  Chinese  innnigration. 

Those  clauses  of  the  treaties  which  forbid  the  ]>articipation  of  citizens 
or  vessels  of  the  United  States  in  the  opium  trade  will  doubtless  receive 
your  approval.  They  will  attest  the  sincere  interest  which  our  people 
and  (lovernment  feel  in  the  commendable  efforts  of  the  Chinese  (fOveni- 
ment  to  put  a  stop  to  this  demoralizing  and  destructive  traffic. 

In  relation  lK)th  to  China  and  Japati  .some  changes  are  desirable  in  our 
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pTCsenl  Kystem  of  consular  jurisdiction.     I  hope  at  some  future  liiiie  to 
by  before  you  a  scheme  for  its  improvement  in  the  entire  1-^st. 

The  iniiinac\'  belw^eeii  our  own  countn-  and  Jajxin.  the  most  ad\-anced 
of  the  Eastern  nations,  eoutinnes  to  be  cordial.  I  am  advised  that  the 
Kmpcror  contemplates  the  establishment  of  full  constitutional  ^vcni- 
meat,  and  that  he  has  already  summoned  :i  parliamentan*  o-in^ress  fur 
the  purjKje*;  of  cfFevtinK  the  cliangc.  Such  a  remarkable  step  toward 
complete  assimilation  with  the  Western  s>stetn  can  not  fail  to  lirrinj; 
Japan  into  cltKer  and  more  beneficial  relationship  with  oun^lves  as  the 
chief  Pacific  priwer. 

A  question  has  arisen  in  relation  to  the  exercise  in  that  counlr>'  of  the 
judicial  functions  conferred  upon  our  ministers  and  consuU.  The  indict- 
ment, trial,  and  ctmviclion  in  the  consular  court  at  Yokoltuna  of  John 
Ross,  a  merchant  seaman  on  hnartl  an  American  \-essel,  have  made  it 
neces6ar>'  for  the  Ckivenimcnt  to  institute  a  careful  examination  into  the 
nature  and  metliods  of  this  jurisdiction. 

It  ajjjxrarefJ  that  Ross  was  re^larly  shipped  under  the  flaj;  of  the 
United  States.  >mt  was  by  birth  a  British  subject.  My  predecessor  felt 
it  his  duty  to  maintain  the  position  lliat  during  his  ser\*ice  as  a  regularly 
shippetl  seaman  on  hoard  an  Atnerioan  merchant  vessel  Ross  was  subject 
to  the  laws  of  that  ser\'ice  and  to  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  Slates 
cou-sular  authorities. 

I  renew  the  recomnjendation  which  lias  lieen  heretofore  nrge<l  by  the 
Executive  upon  the  attention  of  Confess,  that  after  the  detluction  of 
such  amount  as  may  be  found  due  to  American  citizens  the  Ijalance 
of  the  indemnity  funds  heretofore  obtained  from  China  and  Japan,  and 
which  are  now  in  the  hands  of  the  State  I>epartment.  be  retumetl  to  the 
Governments  of  those  countries. 

The  King  of  Hawaii,  in  the  course  of  his  homeward  return  after  a  jour- 
ney around  the  world,  has  lately  \*isited  this  country.  While  our  rela- 
tions with  that  Kingdom  are  friendly,  this  Go^-emment  has  viewed  with 
concern  the  efforts  to  seek  replenishment  of  the  diminishing  j)opnlation 
of  the  islands  from  outward  sources,  to  a  degree  which  may  impair  the 
native  sovereignty  and  independence,  in  which  the  I'nitetl  States  was 
among  the  first  to  testify  a  lively  interest. 

Relations  tif  unimpaired  amity  have  been  maintained  throughout  the 
year  with  the  respective  Gtn'ernmcnts  of  Austria-Hungary.  Belgium, 
Denmark.  Hayti.  Paraguay  and  Uruguay,  Portugal,  and  Sweden  and 
Norway.  This  may  also  be  said  of  Greece  and  Ecuador,  although  our 
relations  with  those  States  have  for  some  years  l>eeii  severeti  by  the 
withdrawal  of  appropriations  for  diplomatic  representatives  at  Athens 
and  Quito.  It  seems  expedient  to  restore  those  missions,  even  on  a 
reduced  scale,  and  I  decidedly  recommend  such  a  course  with  respect  to 
Ecuador,  which  is  hkely  within  the  near  future  to  play  an  important 
among  the  nations  of  the  Southern  Pacific. 
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At  its  last  extra  session  the  Senate  called  for  the  text  of  the  Geneva 
convenlktn  for  the  relief  of  the  wounded  in  war.  I  trust  that  this  action 
foreshadows  such  interest  in  the  subject  as  will  result  in  the  adhesion  of 
the  United  States  to  tluit  humane  and  ajnimendahle  en^a>renient. 

I  invite  your  attention  to  the  propriety  of  adopting  the  new  code  of 
international  rules  for  the  preventioti  of  collisions  on  the  hijt^h  seas  and 
of  couforuiiug:  the  domestic  leg^islation  of  tlie  United  States  thereto,  so 
that  no  confusion  may  arise  from  the  application  of  cunflicting  rules 
in  the  case  of  vessels  of  different  nationalities  meeting  in  tidal  waters. 
These  international  rules  differ  hut  slightly  from  our  own.  They  have 
T)een  ado^Hed  by  the  Navy  Departnieiit  for  the  governance  of  the  war 
ships  of  the  United  States  on  the  high  seas  and  in  foreign  waters,  and, 
through  the  action  of  the  State  Department  in  disseminating  the  rules 
and  in  acquainting  shipmasters  with  tlie  option  of  cimfonning  t«>  them 
without  the  juris<lictional  waters  of  the  United  Stales,  they  are  now  very 
generally  known  and  obeyed. 

The  State  Department  still  continues  to  publish  to  the  coiuitry  the 
trade  and  manufacturing  reports  received  from  its  officers  abroad.  The 
success  of  this  course  warrants  its  continuance  and  such  appropriation  as 
may  be  required  to  meet  the  rapidly  increasing  demand  for  these  publi- 
cations. With  special  reference  to  the  Atlanta  Cotton  Exposition,  the 
October  numlx.-r  of  the  reports  was  devoted  to  a  \'aluable  collection  of 
papers  on  the  cotton-goods  trade  of  the  world. 

The  International  Sanitar>*  Conference  for  which,  in  1879,  Congress 
made  provision  assembled  in  this  city  earl>-  in  January  last,  and  its  ses- 
sions u^ere  prolonged  until  March.  Although  it  reached  no  specific 
conclusions  affecting  the  future  action  of  the  participant  powers,  the 
interchange  of  views  proved  to  l>e  most  valuable.  The  full  protocols  of 
the  sessions  have  been  already  presented  to  the  Senate. 

As  pertinent  to  this  general  subject,  I  call  your  attention  to  the 
operations  of  the  National  Board  of  Health.  Established  by  act  of 
Congress  approved  March  3,  1879,  its  sphere  of  duty  was  enlarged  by 
the  act  of  Juue  2  in  the  same  year.  By  the  last-named  act  the  txjard 
was  required  to  institute  such  measures  as  might  Ix'  deemed  necessary 
for  preventing  the  iutrcKluction  of  contagious  or  iufectioixs  diseases  from 
foreign  countries  into  the  United  States  or  from  one  State  into  another. 

The  execution  of  the  rules  and  regulations  j^repared  b>-  the  lx>ard  and 
approved  by  my  predecessor  has  done  nnich  to  arrest  the  progress  of 
epidemic  disease,  and  has  thus  rendered  substantial  serNnce  to  the  nation. 

The  IntcniatioTial  Snnitar>'  Conference,  to  which  I  have  referred, 
adopted  a  form  of  a  bill  of  health  to  be  used  by  all  vessels  seeking  to 
enter  the  ports  of  the  countries  whose  representatives  participated  in 
its  dcliln-Tations.  This  form  has  since  been  prescribed  by  the  National 
Board  of  Health  and  iucoqwrated  with  its  rules  and  regulations,  which 

ive  been  approved  by  me  in  pursuance  of  law. 
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The  health  of  the  [jei^ple  is  of  supreme  impiirtance.  AH  measures 
looking  \<\  their  proit^tion  against  the  spreatl  of  contagious  diseaiics  and 
to  the  increase  of  our  sanitary  knowledge  for  such  purposes  deserve 
attetJiion  of  Congress. 

The  report  of  the  Secrelar>'  of  the  Treasury-  presents  in  detail  a  highly 
atisfactor>-  exhibit  of  the  state  of  the  finances  and  the  condition  of  tlie 
various  branches  of  the  public  ser\'ice  administered  by  that  Ocpartnienl.

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provided  for  during  the  pre\noas  fiscal  year.  The  sum  of  $74»4Mo, 301.05 
was  applied  to  this  fund,  which  left  a  deficit  of  $16,305,873.47.  The 
increase  of  the  revenues  for  :88t  o\^er  those  of  the  previous  year  was 
$29,352,901.10.  It  is  estimated  that  the  receipts  durinp  the  present 
fiscal  year  .will  reach  $400,000,000  and  the  expenditures  $270,000,000, 
leaving  a  surplus  of  $130,000,000  applicable  to  the  siuking^  fund  and  the 
redemption  of  the  public  debt. 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Secretarj-  of  the  Treasur>'  that 
provision  be  made  for  the  early  retirement  of  silver  certificates  and  that 
the  act  requiring  their  issue  be  repealed.  They  were  issued  in  pursu- 
ance of  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  maintain  silver  at  or  near  the 
gold  standard,  and  were  accordingly  made  receivable  for  all  customs, 
taxes,  and  public  dues.  About  sixty-six  millions  of  them  are  now  out- 
standing. They  form  an  unnecessar>-  addition  to  the  \yx\KX  curreuc)-, 
a  sufficient  amount  of  which  may  be  readily  supplied  by  the  national 
Ijanks. 

In  accordance  with  the  act  of  February  28. 1878.  the  Treasury  De]>art- 
ment  has  monthly  caused  at  least  two  millions  in  value  of  silver  bullion 
to  be  coined  into  standard  silver  dollars.  One  hundred  and  two  millions 
of  these  dollars  have  been  already  coined,  while  only  about  thirty-four 
millions  are  in  circulation. 

For  the  reasons  which  he  specifies,  I  concur  in  the  Secretar>''s  recom- 
mcndalion  that  the  provision  for  coinage  of  a  fixed  amount  each  month 
be  repealed,  and  that  hereafter  only  so  much  be  coined  as  shall  be  neces- 
sary to  supply  the  demand.' 

The  Secretary  advises  that  the  issue  of  gold  certificates  should  not  for 
the  present  l)e  resumed,  and  suggests  that  the  national  banks  may  prop- 
erly be  forbidden  !n-  law  to  retire  their  currency  except  upou  reasonable 
notice  of  their  iiitenlioii  so  to  do.  Such  legislation  would  seem  to  be 
justified  by  the  recent  action  of  certain  banks  on  the  occasion  referred  to 
in  tlie  Secretary's  rejwrl. 

<!)f  the  fifteen  millions  of  fractional  currency  still  outstanding,  only 
about  eighty  thousand  has  been  redeemed  the  past  year.  The  sugges- 
tion tliat  this  amount  may  properly  be  dropped  from  future  statements 
of  the  public  debt  seems  worthy  of  approval. 

So  also  does  the  stiggestiou  of  the  Secretary  as  to  the  advisability  of 
relieving  the  calendar  of  the  United  States  courts  in  the  southern  district 
of  New  York  by  the  transfer  to  another  tribunal  of  the  numerous  suits 
there  pending  against  collectors. 

The  revenue  from  customs  for  the  past  fiscal  year  was  $198, 159.676.02, 
an  increase  of  $1 1 ,637,61 1 .42  over  that  of  the  year  preceding.  One  hun- 
dred and  thirty-eight  million  ninety-eight  thousand  five  hundred  and 
sixty-two  dollars  and  thirty-nine  cents  of  this  amount  was  collected  at 
the  |>orl  of  New  Vurk,  leaving  $50,251,113.63  as  the  amount  collected 
at  all  llie  other  ports  of  the  coiuitry.     Of  this  sum  $47,9771137.63  was 
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sugar,  inelado.  aud  molasses;  $27,285,624.78  on  wool  mid 
its  manufactures;  $2i.462,5,V4-.>4  on  iron  and  steel  und  manufacliires 
thereof;  $19,038,665.8100  manufactures  of  silk:  $10,825,115.21  on  man- 
ufactures of  cotton,  and  $6,469,643.04  on  wines  and  spirits,  making  a 
total  revenue  from  these  sources  of  S133. 058. 720.81. 

The  expenses  of  collection  for  the  past  year  were  $6,419,345.20.  au 
increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  $387,410.04.  Notwitlistanding  the 
increase  iu  the  reventie  fron»  customs  over  the  preceding  year,  tlie  gross 
^•altie  of  the  iniix)rts.  including  free  goods,  decreased  over  $25,000,000. 
The  most  markerl  decrease  was  in  the  value  of  unmauufacturefl  w<x)l, 
$14,023,682,  ajid  in  that  of  .scrap  and  pig  iron,  $12,810,671.  The  value 
of  ixnporte<l  sugar,  on  the  other  hand,  showed  an  increase  of  $7,457,474; 
of  steel  rails,  $4,545,521;  of  barley.  $2,154^204.  and  of  steel  in  kirs, 
ingots  etc. ,  $1 ,620,046.

Compared  with  the  previous  year,  there  was  an  increase  of  $66,738,688 

in  the  A'alue  of  exp<.»rts  of  merchandise  and  a  decrease  of  $25,290,118  in 

the  value  of  imports.     The  annual  average  of  the  excess  of  imports  of 

merchaudiije  over  exports  thereof  for  ten  years  prex-ious  to  June  30, 1873, 

was  S104. 706.922.  but  for  the  last  six  years  there  has  l>een  au  excess 

of  exports  over  imfM^rLs  of  merchandise  amounting  to  $1,180,668,105, 

an  annual  average  of  $196,778,017.     The  specie  value  of  llie  e.xports 

;  of  domestic  merchandise  was  $376,616,473  in  1S70  and   $883,925,947 

'  in  1881 .  au  increase  of  $507,309,474.  or  135  per  cent.     The  value  of  im- 

\  piiTts  was  $435,958,408  iu  1870  ami  $642,664,628  in  1S81,  an  increase  of 

$206,706,220,  or  47  i>er  cent. 

During  each  year  from  1862  to  1S79,  inclusive,  the  exports  of  specie 
exce«le<i  the  imjwrts.  The  largest  excess  of  such  exports  over  imixjrts 
was  reached  during  the  year  1S64,  when  it  amounted  to  $92,280,929. 
But  during  tlie  year  ended  June  30. 18S0,  the  imports  of  coin  and  bullion 
exceeded  the  exjxjrts  by  $75,891,391,  and  during  the  last  fiscal  year  the 
c.tcesw  of  imports  over  exports  was  $91 ,  168.650. 

In  the  last  auuual  rejxirt  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  the  atten- 
;.tion  of  Congress  was  called  to  the  fact  tliat  $469,651,050  in  5  per  cent 
botuis  and  $203,573,750  in  6  per  cent  Ix^nds  would  l)ecome  redeemable 
during  the  year,  and  Congress  was  a-sked  to  aiithorize  the  refunding  of 
■the!<:  Nmds  at  a  lower  rate  of  interest.  The  bill  for  such  refunding 
iiauug  failed  to  become  a  law,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  April 
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last  notified  the  holders  of  the  $195,690,400  6  per  cent  bonds  then  ont- 
staiuUtig  that  the  bonds  would  be  paid  at  par  on  the  ist  day  oi  July 
following,  or  that  they  might  be  *' continued"  at  the  pleasure  of  the 
Government,  to  Ijear  interest  at  the  rate  of  3*^  per  cent  per  annum. 

Under  this  notice  $1 7^^,055, 150  of  the  6  per  cent  bonds  were  continued 
at  the  lower  rate  and  $17,635,250  were  redeemed. 

In  the  month  of  May  a  like  notice  was  given  respecting  the  redemp- 
tion or  continuance  of  the  543y.84i,350  of  5  per  cent  bonds  then  out- 
standing, and  of  these  $401,504,900  were  continued  at  3>^  per  cent  per 
annum  and  $3^.336,450  retleemed. 

The  6  per  cent  lK>nds  of  the  loau  of  February  S,  1861,  and  of  the  Oregon 
war  debt,  amounting  together  to  $14,125,800,  having  matured  during  the 
year,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  gave  notice  of  his  intention  to  redeem 
the  same,  and  such  as  have  been  presented  have  lx.*eu  paid  from  the  sur- 
plus revenues.  There  have  also  beeu  redeemed  at  par  $16,179,100  of 
the  3>3  per  cent  "continued"  bands,  making  a  total  of  bonds  redeemed 
or  which  have  ceased  to  bear  interest  during  the  year  of  $123,969,650.

The  Tf%  per  cent  bouds,  being  payable  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Govern- 
ment, arc  available  for  the  investment  of  surplus  revenues  without  tlie 
payment  of  premiums. 

Unless  these  bonds  can  be  funded  at  a  much  lower  rate  of  interest  than 
they  no\v  bear.  I  agree  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasur>'  that  no  legis- 
lation resix^ting  them  is  desirable. 

It  is  a  matter  for  congratulation  that  the  business  of  the  countrj-  has 
been  so  prosperous  during  the  past  3'ear  as  to  yield  by  taxation  a  large 
snqihis  of  income  to  the  Govcnnnent.  If  the  revenue  laws  remain 
unchanged,  this  surplus  must  year  by  year  increase,  on  account  of  the 
reduction  of  the  public  debt  and  its  burden  of  interest  and  because  of 
the  rapid  increase  of  our  population.  In  1H60,  just  prior  to  the  institu- 
tion of  our  internal-revenue  system,  our  population  but  slightly  exceeded 
30»ooo,ooo;  by  the  census  of  i8So  it  is  now  found  to  exceed  50,000,000. 
It  is  estimated  that  even  if  the  annual  receipts  and  expenditures  .should 
continue  as  at  present  the  entire  debt  could  be  paid  in  ten  years. 

In  view,  however,  of  the  heax'y  load  of  taxation  which  our  people  have 
already  liorne.  we  may  well  c<nisider  whether  it  is  not  the  part  of  wisdom 
to  reduce  the  revenues,  even  if  we  delay  a  little  the  payment  of  the  debt. 

It  seeins  to  me  that  the  time  has  arrived  when  the  people  may  justly 
demand  some  relief  from  their  present  onertuis  hurdeti.  and  lh:it  bv  due 
econonjy  in  the  various  branches  of  the  puljlic  service  this  may  readily  Ije 
afforded. 
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^Itnerefore  concur  with  the  Secretary  in  recoinniending  the  alx)litu)ii  of 
all mtemal- revenue  taxirs  except  those  upon  tobacco  in  its  various  fomas 
And  upon  distilled  spirits  and  fermented  liquors,  and  except  also  the 

Ecial  tax  upon  the  mannfacturcrs  of  and  dealers  in  such  articles.     The 
aitiou  of  the  latter  tax  is  desirable  as  affording  the  officers  of  the  Gov- 
ernment a   proper  supervision  of  these  articles  for  the  prevention  of 
(niud,     I  agree  with  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Treasury  that  the  law  inipos- 
^ingastamp  tax  upon  matches,  proprietary  articles,  playing  cartls,  checks, 
B«nd  drafts  may  with  propriety  be  repealed,  and  the  law  also  by  which 
■  l)anks  and  bankers  are  assessed  upon  their  capital  and  deposits.     There 
B  Seems  to  be  a  general  sentiment  in  favor  of  tliis  course, 
H    In  the  present  condition  of  our  revenues  the  tax  upon  deposits  is 
H  especially  luijnst.      It  was  never  imposetl  in  this  country  until  it  was 
"  demanded  by  the  necessities  of  war,  and  was  never  exacted,  I  Ix^lieve,  in 
any  other  country  even  in  its  greatest  exigencies.     Banks  are  required 

Plo  secure  their  circulation  by  pledging  with  the  Treasurer  of  the  United 
States  lx>nds  of  the  General  Government.  The  interest  upon  these  bonds, 
which  at  the  time  when  the  tax  was  imposed  was  6  per  cent*  is  now  in 
most  instances  ^li  percent.  Besides,  the  entire  circulation  was  originally 
limited  by  law  and  no  increase  was  allowable.  When  the  existing  banks 
had  practically  a  monopoly  of  the  business,  there  was  force  in  the  sugges- 
tion that  for  the  franchise  to  the  favoretl  grantees  the  Government  might 
verj'  jjroperly  exact  a  tax  on  circulation;  but  for  years  the  system  has  been 
free  and  the  amount  of  circulation  regulated  by  the  public  demand. 

The  retention  of  this  tax  has  been  suggested  as  a  means  of  reimburs- 
ing tlie  Government  for  the  expense  of  printing  and  furnishing  the  cir- 
culating notes.  If  the  tax  should  be  repealed,  it  would  certainly  seem 
proper  to  require  the  national  banks  to  pay  the  amount  of  such  expense 
to  the  Comptroller  of  the  Currency. 

It  is  perhaps  doubtful  whether  the  immediate  reduction  of  the  rate  of 
tion  upon  liquors  and  lolxicco  is  advisable,  especially  in  view  of  the 
upon  the  Treasury  which  must  attend  the  i)aynient  of  arrears  of 
pensious.  A  comparison,  however,  of  the  amount  of  taxes  collected  under 
the  \-ar>4ng  rates  of  taxation  which  have  at  different  times  prevailed 
suggests  the  intimation  that  some  reductioti  may  soon  l>e  made  without 
material  diminution  of  the  revenue. 

The  tariff  laws  also  need  revision;  but,  that  a  due  regard  may  h^  paid 
to  the  conflicting  interests  of  our  citi/.ens,  important  changes  should  Ix: 
made  with  caution.  If  a  careful  revision  can  not  be  made  at  this  ses- 
sion, a  commission  such  as  was  lately  approved  i>y  the  Senate  antl  is  now 
reooromeoded  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  would  doubtless  lighten 
the  lal)ors  of  Congress  whenever  this  sul>jcct  sliall  be  brought  to  its  con- 
sideration. 

The  accompanying  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  will  make  known  to 
you  the  operations  of  that  Department  for  the  past  year. 
1  M  r— vol.  vui— 4 
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He  suggests  measures  for  promoting  the  efficieno-  of  the  Army  with- 
out adding  to  the  number  of  its  officers,  and  recommends  the  legislation 
nece^isary  to  increase  the  number  of  enlisted  men  to  30.000.  the  maxi- 
mum allorwed  by  law. 

This  he  deems  necessar\-  to  maintain  quietude  on  our  ever-shifting 
frontier;  to  preserve  peace  and  suppress  disorder  and  marauding  in  new 
settlements;  to  protect  settlers  and  their  property  against  Indians,  and 
Indians  against  the  encroachments  of  intruders:  and  to  enable  peaceable 
immigrants  to  establish  homes  in  the  most  remote  parts  of  our  country. 

The  Army  is  now  necessarily  scattered  over  such  a  \-ast  extent  of  ter- 
ritory that  whenever  an  outbreak  occurs  reenforcements  must  be  hurried 
from  many  quarters,  over  great  distances,  and  always  at  hea\-y  cost  for 
transportation  of  men,  horses,  wagons,  and  supplies. 

I  concur  in  the  recommendations  of  the  Secretar\*  for  increasing  the 
Army  to  the  strength  of  30.000  enlisted  men. 

It  appears  l>>*  the  Secretar>''s  report  that  in  the  absence  of  disturb- 
ances on  the  frontier  the  troops  have  been  actively  employed  in  col- 
lecting the  Indians  hitherto  hostile  and  locating  them  on  their  proper 
reservations;  that  Sitting  Bull  and  his  adherents  are  now  prisoners  at 
Fort  Randall;  that  the  Utes  have  been  moved  to  their  new  reser\'ation 
in  Utah;  that  during  the  recent  outbreak  of  the  Apaches  it  was  neces- 
sary to  reenforce  the  garrisons  in  Arizona  by  troops  w*ithdra\%ni  from 
New  Mexico;  and  that  .some  of  the  Apaches  are  now  held  prisoners  for 
trial,  while  sfjme  have  escaped,  and  the  majority  of  the  tribe  are  now  on 
their  reservation. 

There  is  need  of  legi.slation  to  prevent  intrusion  upon  the  lands  set 
a|)art  for  the  Indians,  A  large  militar>'  force,  at  great  expense,  is  now 
required  to  patrol  the  boundary  line  between  Kansas  and  the  Indian 
Territory,  The  only  punishment  that  can  at  present  be  inflicted  is  the 
forcible  removal  of  the  intruder  and  the  imposition  of  a  pecuniary*  fine, 
which  in  most  ca.ses  it  is  impossible  to  collect.  There  should  be  a  penalty 
by  inipri.sonment  in  such  cases. 

The  .separate  organization  of  the  Signal  Ser\-ice  is  urged  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  War,  and  a  full  statement  of  the  advantages  of  such  permanent 
organization  is  presented  in  the  report  of  the  Chief  Signal  Officer.  A 
detailed  accoinit  of  the  useful  work  performed  by  the  Signal  Corps  and 
the  Weather  Bureau  is  also  given  in  that  report. 

I  a.sk  attention  to  the  .statements  of  the  Secretarj-  of  War  regarding 
llie  re<iuis:;ions  fretiuently  made  by  the  Indian  Bureau  upon  the  Sulxsist- 
cnce  Department  of  the  Anny  for  the  casual  support  of  bands  and  tribes 
of  Indians  whose  appropriations  are  exhau.sted.  The  War  Department 
should  not  Ixi  left,  by  rea.son  of  inadequate  provision  for  the  Indian 
liureau,  to  contribute  for  the  maintenance  of  Indians, 

The  report  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  furnishes  a  detailed  account  of 
the  ojxirations  for  the  improvement  of  rivers  and  harbors. 
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comniemt  to  your  attention  tlie  suj^gestions  containetl  in  this  report 
in  regard  to  the  condition  of  our  fortifications,  especially  onr  coast  clc- 
leoses,  and  recommend  an  increase  of  the  stren^h  of  the  Engineer  Bat- 
talion, by  which  tlie  efficiency  of  our  torx>cdo  system  would  he  improved. 

I  also  call  your  attention  to  tlie  remarks  upon  the  improvement  of  the 

South  Pass  of  the  Mississippi  River,  the  proposed  free  bridge  over  the 

mac  River  at  Georgetown,  the  importance  of  completing  at  an  early 

.y  the  north  wing  of  the  War  Department  building,  and  other  recom- 
mendations of  the  Secretary  of  War  which  appear  in  his  report. 

The  actual  expenditures  of  that  Department  for  the  fiscal  year  ending 
Jime  30,  1881,  were  $42,122,201.39.  The  appropriations  for  the  year 
1882  were  $44,889,725.42.     The  estimates  for  1883  arc  $44,541,276.91. 

The  report  of  the  Secrelar>'  of  the  Xavy  exhibits  the  condition  of  that 
branch  of  tlie  serxHce  and  presents  valuable  suggestions  for  its  improve- 
ment. I  call  your  especial  attention  also  to  the  appended  report  of  the 
Advisory-  Rotird  which  he  convened  to  de\'nse  suitable  measures  for  in- 
creasing the  efficicno'  of  the  Navy,  and  particularly  to  rej^^rt  as  to  the 
character  and  number  of  vessels  necessary  to  place  it  upon  a  footing 
commensurate  with  the  necessities  of  the  Govenmient. 

I  can  not  too  strongly  urge  ni>on  you  my  conviction  that  ever>'  consid- 
eration of  national  safety,  economy,  and  honor  imperatively  demands  a 
thorough  rehabilitation  t)f  our  Navy. 

With  a  full  appreciation  of  the  fact  that  compliance  with  the  sugges- 
tions of  the  head  of  that  Department  and  of  the  Advisor>'  Board  nuist 
in\*olve  a  large  expenditure  of  the  public  inone>s,  I  earnestly  recom- 
mend such  appropriations  as  will  accomplish  an  end  which  seems  to  me 
so  desirable. 

Nothing  can  Ije  more  inconsistent  with  true  public  economy  than 
withholding  the  means  necessan'  to  accomplish  the  objects  intrusted  by 
the  Constitution  to  the  National  Legislature.  One  of  those  objects,  and 
one  which  is  of  paramount  importance,  is  declared  by  our  fundamental 
law  to  lie  the  j>rovision  for  the  "common  defense."  Surely  nothing  is 
more  essential  to  the  defense  of  the  United  States  and  of  all  our  people 
than  the  efficiency  of  our  Navy. 

We  have  for  many  years  maintained  with  foreign  governments  the 
relations  of  honorable  peace,  and  tliat  such  relations  may  he  permanent 
is  desired  by  ever>'  patriotic  citizen  of  the  Republic.  But  if  we  heed  the 
teachings  of  history  we  shall  not  forget  that  in  the  life  of  every  nation 
emergencies  may  arise  when  a  resort  to  arras  can  alone  save  it  from 
dishonor. 

No  danger  from  abroad  now  tlireatens  this  people,  nor  have  we  any 
cause  to  distrust  the  friendly  professions  of  other  governments.  But  for 
avoiding  as  well  as  for  repelling  dangers  that  may  threaten  us  in  the 
future  we  must  be  prepared  to  enforce  any  policy  which  we  tliiuk  wise 
to  adopt 
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We  must  l)e  ready  to  defend  our  harbors  against  agression;  to  pro- 
tect, by  the  distribution  of  our  ships  of  war  over  the  highways  of  com- 
merce, the  varied  iuterests  of  our  foreign  trade  and  the  persons  and 
pro|x?rty  of  our  citi/.cns  abr4)ad;  to  maintain  everywhere  the  honor  of  our 
flag  and  the  distinguished  position  which  we  may  rightfully  claim  among 
tlie  nations  of  the  world. 

The  reixirt  of  the  Postmaster-General  is  a  gratifying  exhibit  of  the 
growth  and  efficiency  of  the  jx^slal  sen'ice. 

The  receipts  from  postage  and  other  ordinary  sources  during  the  past 
fiscal  year  were  $36,489,816.58.  The  receipts  from  the  money-order 
business  were  $295,581.39,  making  a  total  of  $36,785,397.97.  The  cx- 
peuditure  for  the  fiscal  year  was  $39,251,736.46.  The  deficit  supphed 
out  of  the  general  Treasun*  was  $2,481,129.35,  or  6.3  per  cent  of  the 
amount  expended.  The  receipts  were  $3,469,918.63  in  excess  of  those 
of  tlie  previous  year,  and  $4,575,397.97  in  excess  of  the  estimate  made 
two  years  ago,  before  the  present  period  of  business  prosperity  had  fairly 
begun. 

The  whole  number  of  letters  mailed  in  this  countr>'  in  the  last  fiscal 
year  exceeded  1,000,000,000. 

The  registr>'  system  is  reported  to  be  in  excellent  condition,  having 
been  remodeled  during  the  past  four  years  with  good  results.  The 
amount  of  registration  fees  collected  during  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
$712,882.20,  an  increase  over  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1877,  of 

$34.V443-40- 

The  entire  number  of  letters  and  packages  registered  during  the  year 

was  8,338.919,  of  which  only  2,l»6i  were  lost  or  destroyed  in  transit. 

The  operations  of  the  money-order  system  are  multiplying  yearly  under 
the  impulse  of  immigration,  of  the  rapid  development  of  the  newer  States 
and  Territories,  and  the  cotist^qnent  demand  for  additional  means  of  inter- 
commuuicatiou  and  exchange. 

During  the  past  year  33S  additional  money-order  offices  have  lieen  es- 
tablished, making  a  total  of  5.499  in  oj^jeratiou  at  the  dale  of  this  report. 

During  the  year  the  domestic  money  orders  aggregated  in  value  $105,- 

075.7^>9.35- 

A  m<xlification  of  the  .system  is  suggested,  reducing  the  fees  for  money 
orders  not  excee<liug  $5  from  lo  cents  to  5  cents  and  making  the  maxi- 
mum limit  $100  in  iilace  of  $50. 

Legislation  for  the  disposition  of  unclaimed  money  orders  in  the  pos- 
session of  the  Post-Office  Department  is  recommended,  in  \new  of  the 
fact  that  their  total  value  now  exceeds  $1 ,000,000. 

The  attention  of  Congress  is  again  in\'ited  to  the  subject  of  establish- 
ing a  system  of  .savnngs  depositories  in  coimection  with  the  Post-Office 
Department. 

The  statistics  of  mail  transportation  show  that  during  the  past  year 
railroad  routes  have  beeu  increased  iu  length  6,249  niiles  and  in  cost 
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$t, 1 14,3^2.  while  sleamixiat  routes  have  been  decreased  in  lenj^h  2,182 
miles  and  in  cost  $134,054.  The  so-called  star  routes  have  licen  de- 
crcaiied  in  lenj^h  3,949  miles  and  in  cost  S364, 144. 

Nef»rly  all  of  the  more  expensive  routes  have  Ix'tn  siipersetled  l»y  rail- 
roatl  ser\'ice.  The  cost  of  the  star  serx'ice  must  therefore  rapidly  decrease 
iu  the  Western  States  and  Territories. 

The  Postraaster-Genenil,  hi>\vever,  calls  attention  to  the  constantly 
increasing  cost  of  the  railway  mail  sennce  as  a  serious  diflBculty  in  the 
way  of  making  the  Department  self-sustaining. 

Our  p(»stal  intercourse  willi  foreign  countries  lias  kept  pace  with  the 
growth  nf  the  domestic  service.  Within  the  past  year  several  countries 
and  colonies  have  declared  their  adhesion  to  the  Pasta!  Union.  It  now 
includes  all  those  which  have  an  organized  postal  .ser\'ice  except  Bolivia, 
Costa  Rica,  New  Zcalaud,  and  the  British  colonics  in  AustraUa. 

As  has  been  already  stated,  great  reductions  have  recently  been  made 
in  the  expense  of  the  star-route  ser\nce.  The  investigations  of  the  De- 
partment of  Justice  and  the  Post-Offic^e  Department  have  resulted  in  the 
presentation  of  indictments  against  persons  formerly  connected  with  tliat 
ser\*ice,  accusing  thera  of  offenses  against  the  Ignited  States.  I  have 
enjoined  upon  the  officials  who  are  cliarged  with  the  conduct  of  the  cases 
on  the  part  of  the  Go\*emment.  and  upon  the  eminent  couasel  who 
l»efore  my  acpession  to  the  Presidency  were  called  to  their  assistance,  the 
dnty  of  prosecuting  w'wh  the  utmost  \ngor  of  the  law  all  persons  who 
may  be  found  chargeable  \\'ith  frauds  upon  the  postal  .service. 

The  Acting  Attorney-General  calls  attention  to  the  necessity  of  modi- 
fying the  present  system  of  the  courts  of  the  United  States — a  ncces-sity 
due  to  the  large  iucrease  of  business,  especially  in  tlie  Supreme  Court. 
Litigation  in  our  Feileral  tribunals  l>ecame  greatly  expanded  after  the 
close  of  the  late  war.  So  long  as  that  expansion  might  l)e  attributable 
to  the  abnormal  condition  in  which  the  community  found  itself  imme- 
diately after  t)ie  return  of  peace,  prudence  retiuiretl  that  no  change  be 
mside  in  the  constitution  of  our  judicial  tribunals.  But  it  has  now  Ixrcome 
apparent  tliat  an  immense  increase  of  litigation  has  directly  resulted  from 
the  wonderful  growth  and  development  of  the  country.  There  is  no 
ground  for  Ijelief  tliat  the  business  of  the  United  States  a>iu1s  will  ever 
be  less  in  volume  than  at  present.  Indeed,  that  it  is  likely  to  be  much 
greater  is  generally  recognized  by  the  bench  and  bar. 

Id  view  of  Uie  fact  that  Congress  has  already  given  much  considera- 
tion to  tliis  subject,  I  make  no  suggestion  as  to  detail,  but  express  the 
ho|)e  that  your  delilK-rations  may  result  in  such  legislation  as  will  give 
early  relief  to  our  o\erbunlened  courts. 

The  Acting  Attorney-General  also  calls  attention  to  the  disturlvmcc  of 
the  public  tninquillily  durini;  the  past  year  in  the  Territory  of  Arizona. 
A  band  of  armed  desperadoes  known  as  *'Cowl>oys."  proljaV>ly  number- 
ing from  fifty  to  one  hundred  men,  have  been  engaged  for  mouths  iu 
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conimittinjf  acts  of  lawleKsness  and  brutality  which  the  local  authorities 
have  been  unable  to  repress.  The  depredations  of  these  "Cowboys"  have 
also  extended  into  Mexico,  which  the  marauders  reach  from  the  Arizona 
frontier.  With  even'  disposition  to  meet  the  exig"encies  of  the  case,  I 
am  embarrassed  by  lack  of  authority  to  deal  with  them  effectually.  The 
punishment  of  crimes  committed  within  Arizona  should  ordinarily,  of 
course,  l>e  left  to  the  Territorial  authorities;  but  it  is  worthy  considera- 
tion whether  acts  which  necessarily  lend  to  embroil  the  United  States 
with  ndghl)orin(f  governments  should  not  be  declared  crimes  ag:ainst 
the  United  Stites.  Some  of  the  incursions  alluded  to  may  perhaps  be 
within  the  scope  of  the  Liw  (U,  S.  Re\*ised  Statutes,  sec.  5286;  forbidding 
"military  expeditious  or  enterprises'*  against  friendly  states:  but  in  \'iew 
of  the  speedy  assembling  of  your  body  I  have  preferred  to  await  such 
legislation  as  in  your  wisdom  the  occasion  may  seem  to  demand. 

It  may  perhaps  be  thought  proper  to  provide  that  the  setting  on  foot 
within  our  own  territory  of  brigandage  and  armed  marauding  expedi- 
tions against  friendly  nations  and  their  citizens  shall  be  punishable  as 
an  offense  against  the  United  Stales. 

I  will  add  that  in  the  event  of  a  request  from  the  Territorial  govern- 
ment for  protection  by  the  United  States  against  "domestic  \'iolence'* 
this  Government  would  be  powerless  to  render  assistance. 

The  act  of  1795,  chapter  36,  passed  at  a  time  when  Territorial  goveni- 
menls  received  little  atlentiou  from  Congress,  enforced  this  duty  of  the 
United  States  only  as  to  the  State  governments.  But  the  act  of  1807. 
chapter  39,  applied  aLs<j  to  Territories.  This  law  seems  to  have  remained 
in  fr)rce  until  the  revision  of  the  statutes,  when  the  provision  for  the 
Territories  was  dropped.  I  am  not  advised  whether  this  alteration  was 
intentional  or  accidental;  but  as  it  seems  to  me  that  the  Territories 
should  be  offered  the  protection  which  is  accorded  to  the  States  by  the 
Constitution.  I  suggest  legislation  to  that  end. 

It  seems  to  me,  too.  that  \vhate\'er  views  may  prevail  as  to  the  policy 
of  recent  legislation  by  which  the  Army  has  ceased  to  l>e  a  pari  of  the 
posse  roniifaius,  an  exception  might  well  be  made  for  pennitting  the  mili- 
tary to  assist  the  civil  Territorial  authorities  in  enforcing  the  laws  of 
the  United  States.  This  use  of  the  Army  would  not  seem  to  be  within  the 
alleged  evil  against  which  that  legislation  was  aimed.  From  sparseness 
of  jx^inilatiou  and  other  circumstances  it  is  often  quite  impracticable  to 
siniuiion  a  civil  posse  iu  places  where  officers  of  justice  require  assistance 
and  where  a  military'  force  is  within  easy  reach. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  with  accom])anying  docu- 
ments, presents  an  elalK>rnte  account  of  the  bu.siness  of  that  Department. 
A  summar>'  of  it  would  be  too  extended  for  this  place.  I  ask  your  care- 
ful attention  to  the  reix)rt  itself. 

Prominent  among  the  matters  which  challenge  the  attention  of  Con- 
gress at  its  present  ses.sion  is  the  management  of  our  Indian  affairs. 
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UTiile  this  question  has  been  a  cause  of  trouble  aud  eniljarrassment  from 
ihe  infancy  of  ihe  Oovenimeut,  it  is  but  recently  tliat  any  effort  lias  Iwen 
made  for  its  solution  ai  ouce  serious,  detennined,  consistent,  and  promis- 
ing success. 

It  has  been  easier  to  resort  to  convenient  makeshifts  for  tiding  over 
temporary  difficulties  than  to  grapple  witli  the  ^eat  permanent  problem, 
and  accordingly  the  easier  course  has  almost  invariably  been  pursued. 

It  was  natural,  at  a  time  when  the  national  territory  seemed  almost 
illimitable  and  contained  many  millions  of  acres  far  outside  the  bounds  of 
cirilizetl  selllemeuts.  that  a  p<jlicy  should  have  been  initialetl  which  more 
than  aught  else  has  been  the  fruitful  source  of  our  Indian  complications. 

I  refer,  of  course,  to  the  policy  of  dealing;  with  the  various  Indian  tribes 
as  separate  nationalities,  of  relegating  them  by  treaty  stipulations  to  the 
occupancy  of  immense  reservations  in  the  West,  and  of  encouraging  them 
to  Uve  a  savage  life,  undisturbed  by  any  earnest  and  well-directed  efforts  to 
bring  them  under  the  influences  of  ci\'ihzation. 

The  unsatisfactory  results  which  have  sprung  from  this  policy  are 
becoming  apparent  to  all. 

As  the  white  settlements  have  crowded  the  borders  of  the  reservations, 
the  Indians,  sometimes  contentedly  and  sometimes  against  their  will,  have 
been  transferred  to  otlier  hunting  grounds,  from  which  they  have  again 
Ix^n  dislodged  whenever  their  new-found  homes  have  been  desired  by 
the  advetilurous  settlers. 

These  removals  and  the  frontier  collisions  by  which  the>'  have  often 
been  preceded  have  led  to  frequent  and  disastrous  conflicts  l:)etween  the 
races. 

It  is  profitless  to  discuSvS  here  which  of  them  has  been  chiefly  responsi- 
for  the  disturbances  whose  recital  occupies  so  large  a  space  upon  the 
of  our  history. 

We  liave  to  tleal  willi  the  appalling  fact  that  though  thousands  of  lives 
ha\*e  been  sacrificctl  and  hundreds  of  millions  of  dollars  expended  in  the 
attempt  to  solve  the  Indian  problem,  it  has  until  within  the  past  few  years 
seemed  scarcely  nearer  a  solution  than  it  was  half  a  century  ago.  But 
the  Gtn^nuuent  has  of  late  l)een  cautiously  but  steadily  feeling  its  way 
to  the  adoption  of  a  policy  which  has  alrwidy  prfxhtced  gratifying  results, 
and  which,  in  my  judgment,  is  likely,  if  Congress  and  the  Executive 
accord  in  its  support,  to  relieve  us  ere  long  from  the  difficulties  which 
have  hitherto  beset  us. 

For  the  success  of  the  efforts  now  making  to  introduce  among  the 
Indians  the  customs  and  pursuits  of  civilized  life  and  gradually  to  ab- 
sorb them  into  the  mass  of  our  citizens,  sharing  their  rights  and  holden 
to  ihdr  responsibilities,  there  is  imperative  need  for  legislative  action. 

>Iy  suggestions  in  that  regard  will  V)e  chiefly  such  as  have  lieeii  already 
calle<i  to  the  attention  of  Congress  and  liave  received  to  some  extent  its 
consideration. 
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First.  1  recommend  the  passage  of  an  act  making  the  laws  of  the  vari- 
ous States  and  Territories  applicable  to  the  Indian  reservations  within 
their  borders  and  extending  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Arkansas  to  the 
portion  of  the  Indian  Territory'  not  occupied  by  the  Five  Cixnlized  Tribes. 

The  Indian  shouUI  receive  the  protection  of  the  law.  He  should  be 
allowed  to  maintain  in  court  his  rights  of  person  and  property.  He  has 
repeatedly  l)egged  for  tliis  pri\-ilege.  Its  exercise  would  be  very  valua- 
ble to  him  in  his  progress  toward  civilization. 

Second.  Of  even  greater  importance  is  a  measure  which  has  been  fre- 
quently reconunended  by  my  predecessors  in  office,  and  in  furtherance 
of  which  several  bills  have  been  from  time  to  time  introduced  in  both 
Houses  of  Congress.  The  enactment  of  a  general  law  permitting  the 
allotment  in  se\*eTalty,  to  such  Indians,  at  least,  as  desire  it,  of  a  reason- 
able quantity  of  land  secured  to  them  by  patent,  and  for  their  own  jiro- 
tection  made  inalienable  for  twenty  or  twenty-five  years,  is  demanded 
for  their  present  welfare  and  their  permanent  advancement. 

In  return  for  snch  considerate  action  on  the  part  of  the  Go\'emment, 
there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  Indians  in  large  numbers  w^ould  be 
persuaded  to  sever  their  ti  ibal  relations  and  to  engage  at  once  in  agricul- 
tural pursuits.  Many  of  them  realize  the  fact  that  their  huntiug  days 
are  over  and  that  it  is  now  for  their  best  interests  to  conform  their  manner 
of  life  to  the  new  order  of  things.  By  no  greater  inducement  than  the 
assurance  of  permanent  title  to  the  soil  can  they  be  led  to  eugage  in 
the  occupation  of  tilling  it. 

The  well-attested  reports  of  their  increasing  interest  in  husbandry  jus- 
tify the  hojxf  and  belief  that  the  enactment  of  such  a  statute  as  I  recom- 
mend would  be  at  once  attended  with  gratifying  results.  A  resort  to  the 
allotment  system  would  have  a  direct  and  powerful  influence  in  dissohnng 
the  tribal  Ixjnd,  which  is  so  prominent  a  feature  of  savage  life,  and  which 
tends  so  strongly  to  jierpeluate  it. 

Third.  I  advise  a  lilK*ral  ripproprialion  for  the  support  of  Indian  schools, 
because  of  my  confident  Ijelicf  that  .sijch  a  course  is  consistent  with  the 
wi.sest  economy. 

Even  among  the  most  uncultivated  Indian  tribes  there  is  reported  to  be 
a  general  and  nrgent  desire  i\w  the  part  of  the  chiefs  and  older  members 
for  the  education  of  their  children.  It  is  unfortunate,  in  \'iew  of  this  fact, 
that  during  the  past  year  the  means  which  have  been  at  the  command  of 
the  Interior  Department  for  the  pur]x>se  of  Indian  instruction  have  proved 
to  be  utterly  inadequate. 

The  success  of  the  schools  which  are  in  o]>eration  at  Hampton,  Carlisle, 
and  Forest  Grove  should  not  only  enconrage  a  more  generous  provision 
for  the  support  of  those  institutions,  but  should  prompt  the  establishment 
of  others  of  a  similar  character. 

They  are  doubtless  much  more  potent  for  good  than  the  day  schools 
upon  the  reservation,  as  the  jnipils  are  altogether  separated  from  the 
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surronudings  of  savTige  life  and  Ijrou^^Iit  into  constant  contact  ^N-ilh  dv- 
ilixation. 

There  are  ruany  other  jihascs  of  this  subject  which  arc  of  great  inter- 
est, but  which  can  not  lie  included  within  the  lieconiing:  limits  of  this 
communication.  They  are  discussed  ably  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary* 
of  the  Interior  and  the  Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs, 

For  many  years  the  Executive,  in  his  ainiual  message  to  Congress,  has 
urged  the  necessity  of  stringent  legislation  for  the  supi)resftion  of  ^wlyg- 
aray  in  the  Territories,  and  especially  in  the  Territorj'  of  Utah.  The 
existing  statute  for  the  punishment  of  this  odious  crime,  so  revolting  to 
the  moral  and  religious  sense  of  Christendom,  has  i)een  i.»ersistently  and 
contemptuously  violated  ever  since  its  enactment.  Indeed,  in  spile  of 
commendable  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  authorities  w'ho  represent  the 
United  States  in  that  Territory,  the  law  has  in  ver>-  rare  instances  Ix^en 
enforced,  and,  for  a  cause  to  which  reference  will  presently  be  made,  is 
practically  a  dead  letter. 

The  fact  that  adherents  of  the  Mormon  Church,  which  rests  upon 
polygamy  as  its  comer  stone,  have  recently  l^een  jjeopling  in  large  num- 
bers Idaho,  Arizona,  and  other  of  our  Western  Territories  is  well  calcu- 
lated to  excite  the  liveliest  interest  and  apprehension.  It  imposes  upon 
Congress  and  the  Executive  the  duty  of  arraying  against  this  Ixirbarous 
system  all  the  power  which  imder  the  Constitution  and  the  law  they  can 
wield  for  its  destruction. 

Reference  has  been  already  made  to  the  obstacles  which  the  United 
States  officers  have  encountered  in  their  efforts  to  punish  violations  of 
law.  Prominent  among  these  obstacles  is  the  difficulty  of  procuring 
legal  evidence  sulTicient  to  warrant  u  conviction  even  in  the  case  of  the 
most  notorious  offenders. 

Your  attention  Ls  called  to  a  recent  opinion  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
the  United  States,  explaining  its  judgment  of  reversal  in  the  case  of 
Miles,  who  had  been  convicted  of  bigamy  in  ITtah.  The  court  refers  to 
the  fact  that  the  secrecy  attending  the  celebration  of  marriages  in  that 
Territory  makes  the  proof  of  polygamy  very  difficult,  and  the  propriety 
Ls  suggested  of  modifying  the  law  of  evidence  which  now  makes  a  wife 
incompetent  to  testify  against  her  husband. 

This  suggestion  is  approved.  I  reconnnend  also  the  passage  of  an  act 
providing  that  in  the  Territories  of  tlie  United  States  the  fact  that  a 
woman  has  been  married  to  a  |ierson  charged  with  bigamy  shall  not  dis- 
(jualify  her  as  a  witness  ujhju  his  trial  for  that  offense.  1  further  rec- 
ommend legislation  by  which  any  i>erson  solemnizing  a  marriage  in  any 
of  the  Territories  shall  Ix;  required,  under  stringent  penalties  for  neglect 
or  refusal,  to  file  a  certificate  of  such  marriage  in  the  supreme  court  of 
the  Territf»r>*. 

Doubtless  Congress  may  devise  other  practicable  measures  for  obviating 
the  diffiailties  which  have  hitherto  attended  the  efforts  to  stipprcsw  this

m\<\n\ty.  I  asfiure  you  of  my  determined  purpoeie  to  cooperate  with  yoa 
ill  rtny  lawful  and  discreet  measures  which  may  be  proposed  to  that  end. 

Although  our  system  of  government  does  not  contemplate  that  the 
nati^iti  should  pro\*ide  or  support  a  system  for  the  education  of  our  peo- 
ple, no  measures  calculated  to  promote  that  general  intelligence  and 
virtue  upon  which  the  perpettiity  of  our  institutions  so  greatly  depends 
have  ever  Ijeen  regarded  with  indiflFerence  by  Congress  or  the  Execu- 
tive. 

A  large  portion  of  the  public  domain  has  been  from  time  to  time 
devoted  to  the  promotion  of  education. 

There  is  now  a  special  reason  why,  by  setting  apart  the  proceeds  of 
its  sales  of  public  lands  or  by  some  other  course,  the  Government  should 
aid  the  work  of  education.  Many  who  now  exercise  the  right  of  suffrage 
are  unable  to  read  the  ballot  which  they  cast.  Upon  many  who  had  just 
emerged  from  a  condition  of  slavery  were  suddenly  devolved  the  respon- 
sibilities of  citizenship  in  that  portion  of  the  countr>'  most  imp>o\-erished 
by  war.  I  have  l>een  pleased  to  learn  from  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioner of  I'Mucation  that  there  has  lately  been  a  commendable  increase  of 
interest  and  effort  for  their  in.struction;  but  all  that  can  be  done  by  local 
legislation  and  private  generosity  should  be  supplemented  by  such  aid  as 
can  Ix;  constitutionally  afforded  by  the  National  Government. 

I  would  suggest  that  if  any  fund  be  dedicated  to  this  purpose  it  may  be 
wisely  distributed  in  the  different  States  according  to  the  ratio  of  illit- 
eracy, as  by  this  means  those  localities  which  are  most  in  need  of  such 
assistance  will  reap  its  special  benefits. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  exhibits  the  results  of 
the  experiments  in  which  that  Department  has  been  engaged  during  the 
I>ast  year  and  makes  important  suggestions  in  reference  to  the  agricul- 
tural development  of  the  country. 

The  steady  increase  of  our  population  and  the  consequent  addition  to 
the  !uunl)er  of  those  engaging  in  the  pursuit  of  husbandr>'  are  giving 
to  this  Department  a  growing  dignity  and  importance.  The  Commis- 
si(»ner's  suggestions  touching  its  capacity  for  greater  usefulness  deser\'e 
attention,  as  it  more  and  more  commends  itself  to  the  interests  which  it 
was  created  to  promote. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  that  since 
1H60  789,063  original  pension  claims  have  been  filed;  450,949  of  these 
have  Ixjcn  allowed  and  inscribed  on  the  pension  roll;  72,539  have  been 
rejected  and  abandoned,  being  13-1-  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  of 
claims  settled. 

There  are  nowixjnding  for  settlement  265,575  original  pension  claims, 
227,040  of  which  were  filed  prior  to  July  i,  1880.  These,  when  allowed, 
will  involve  the  jxiyment  of  arrears  from  the  date  of  discharge  in  case  of 
nn  invalid  and  from  date  of  death  or  termination  of  a  prior  right  in  all 
other  cases.

I  advice  appnipriatioQs  for  such  internal  toxprovements  as  tbe  wisdom 
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of  Congress  may  deem  to  be  of  public  importance.  The  necessity 
improving  the  navigation  of  the  Mississippi  River  justifies  a  special 
allusion  to  that  subject.  I  suggest  the  adoption  of  some  measure  for  the 
removal  of  obstructions  which  now  impede  the  naxngation  of  that  great 
channel  uf  commerce. 

In  my  letter  accepting  the  nomination  for  the  Vice- Presidency  I  stated 
that  in  my  judgment — 

Nil  man  Hhould  Ix*  tlie  incumbent  of  an  ofRcv  the  duties  of  which  he  is  for  any 
came  unfit  to  perform;  who  is  lacking  in  the  ability,  fidelity,  or  int^rity  which  A 
proper  lulrainistration  of  such  office  demands.  This  sentiment  would  doubtless  meet 
with  general  acquiescence,  hut  opinion  has  been  widely  di\'ided  upon  the  wisilom  ajul 
practica>>ility  of  the  various  reforaiaton-  schemes  which  have  been  suggested  and  of 
certain  pn^posed  regulations  ^oveniing  appointments  to  public  office. 

The  efRcicncy  of  stich  regulations  has  been  tlistnisled  mainly  Ixrcanse  they  have 
Mcmcd  to  exalt  mere  educational  and  abstract  tests  alK>vc  general  business  capacity 
and  even  special  fitness  for  Uie  particular  work  in  hand.  It  seems  to  me  that  the 
niles  which  should  be  applied  to  tlie  managenienl  of  llie  public  ser\*tce  may  properly 
conform  in  the  main  to  such  as  regulate  the  conduct  of  successful  private  business: 

Original  appointments  should  Iht  TkuuhI  upon  ascertained  Btness. 

Tlic  tenure  uf  office  should  be  stable. 

Positions  of  responsibility  should,  so  far  as  practicable,  1«  filled  by  the  promotion 
■of  worthy  and  efficient  officers. 

The  investigation  of  all  complaints  and  the  punishment  of  all  official  misconduct 
sliould  1)c  prompt  and  thorough. 

The  views  expressed  in  the  foregoing  letter  are  those  which  will 
govern  my  administration  of  the  executive  oflSce.  They  are  doubt- 
less shared  by  nil  intelligent  and  patriotic  citizens,  however  divergent 
in  their  opinions  as  to  the  best  methods  of  putting  them  into  practical 
operation. 

Vox  example,  the  assertion  that  "original  appointments  should  be 
ba.sed  upon  ascertained  filne-ss"  is  not  open  to  dispute. 

But  the  question  how  in  practice  such  fitness  can  be  most  effectually 
ascertained  is  onL'  which  has  for  years  excited  interest  and  discussion. 
The  measure  which,  with  slight  variations  in  its  details,  has  lately  been 
urged  upon  the  attention  of  Congress  and  the  Executive  has  as  its  prin- 
cijKil  feature  the  scheme  of  competitive  examination.  Save  for  certain 
exceptions,  which  need  not  here  l>e  specified,  this  plan  would  allow  ad- 
mission to  the  service  only  in  its  lowest  g^rade,  and  would  accordingly 
demand  that  all  vacancies  in  higher  ix>sitinns  should  be  filled  by  promo- 
lion  alone  Iti  these  particulars  it  is  in  conformity  with  the  existing 
civil-service  .system  of  Great  Britain;  and  indeed  the  success  which  has 
attended  that  system  in  the  country  of  its  birth  is  the  strongest  argument 
which  has  lieen  urged  fcir  its  adoption  here. 

The  fact  should  not,  however,  be  overlooked  that  there  arc  certain 
features  of  the  ICiiglish  system  which  have  not  generally  been  received 
with  fav(»r  in  this  country,  even  among  the  foremost  advocates  of  civil- 
service  refonn.

iaipofftanoe  of  c(j»y*actiug  the  evils  which  inhere  in  the  pr^smt  methods 
of  appcantinettt-

afaonld  be  the  criterion  by  whidi  all  applications  for  appotntment  should 
be  p«st  to  test.  And  nnder  smilar  concfitioas  it  raay  also  be  qoestiooed 
whether  admiasion  to  the  service  ahoold  be  strictly  hmited  to  ita  lowest 
nnkSb 

Tfaoe  are  very  many  characteristics  whidb  go  to  make  a  model  ctvil 
servant-  Prominent  among  them  are  probity,  indnstry.  good  sense,  good 
habits,  good  temper,  patience,  order,  co«iites>'.  tact,  self-reliance,  manly 
defcnenoe  to  superior  officers,  and  nmnly  conadcratioo  for  inferiors.  The 
abscsxK  of  these  traits  is  not  snppbed  b>-  wide  knowledge  of  books,  or 
by  promptftnde  in  answering  qnestions.  or  by  any  other  qnabty  lilcdy  to 
be  brm^ht  to  light  b>-  oompetith-e  examination. 

To  make  saocess  in  stich  a  contest,  therefore,  an  indispensable  oon- 
ditioa  uf  public  employment  wonld  very  Hkdy  result  in  the  practical 
exchisioo  of  the  older  applicants,  even  thongfa  they  might  possess  qnali- 
firarinnfv  Car  superior  to  their  yooager  and  more  brilHant  competitors. 

These  suggestions  mttst  not  be  regarded  as  e\-incxng  any  s^rit  of 
opposition  to  lltt  competitive  plan,  wfaicb  has  been  to  some  extent 
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successfully  ciiiployefl  already,  and  which  may  hereafter  \nmlicatc  tne 
claim  of  ils  most  earnest  suppt.:)rters;  but  it  ought  to  be  seriously  consid- 
ered whether  the  application  of  the  same  educational  standard  to  persons 
of  mature  years  and  to  yomii?  men  fresh  from  school  and  collejje  would 
not  Ik*  lilccly  to  exalt  mere  intellectual  proficiency  alx>vc  other  qualities 
of  equal  or  greater  importance. 

Another  feature  of  the  proposed  system  is  the  selection  by  promotion 
of  all  ofiicers  of  the  Government  a^wve  the  lowest  grade,  except  such  as 
would  fairly  be  regarded  as  exponents  of  the  policy  of  the  Executive  and 
the  principles  of  the  dominant  parly. 

To  afford  encouragement  to  faithful  public  servants  by  exciting  in 
their  minds  the  hope  of  promotion  if  they  are  found  to  merit  it  is  much 
to  btf  desired. 

But  would  it  be  wise  to  adopt  a  mle  so  rigid  as  to  permit  no  other 
mode  of  supplying  the  intermediate  walks  of  the  service? 

There  are  many  persons  who  fill  subordinate  pasitions  with  great 
credit,  but  lack  those  qualities  which  are  requisite  for  higher  posts  of 
duty;  and,  besides,  the  modes  of  thought  and  action  of  oue  whose  sen'- 
ice  in  a  governmental  bureau  has  l>een  long  continued  are  often  so 
cramped  by  routine  procedure  as  almost  to  disqualify  him  from  institut- 
ing changes  required  by  the  public  interests.  An  infusion  of  new  blood 
from  time  to  time  into  the  middle  ranks  of  the  service  might  be  very 
Ijcncficial  in  its  results. 

The  subject  under  discussion  is  oue  of  grave  importance.  The  evils 
which  are  complained  of  can  not  be  eradicated  at  once;  the  work  must  be 
gradual. 

The  present  ICnglish  system  is  a  growth  of  years,  and  was  not  created 
by  a  single  stroke  of  executive  or  legislative  action. 

Its  Ix-'girniings  are  found  in  an  order  in  council  promulgated  in  1S55, 
and  it  was  after  patient  and  cautious  scrutiny  of  its  workings  that  fifteen 
years  later  it  took  its  present  shape. 

Five  years  after  the  issuance  of  the  order  in  council,  and  at  a  time 
when  resort  had  been  had  to  competitive  examinations  as  an  experiment 
much  more  extensively  than  has  yet  lx;en  the  case  in  this  coinUry,  a 
select  conunittee  of  tlie  House  of  Commons  made  a  re]>ort  to  that  House 
which,  declaring  its  approval  of  the  competitive  plan,  deprecated,  never- 
theless, an)-  ^precipitancy  in  its  general  adoption  as  likely  to  endanger  its 
ultimate  success. 

During  this  tentative  period  the  results  of  the  two  methods  of  pass 
examination  and  competitive  examination  were  closely  watched  and  com- 
pared. It  may  l>e  that  Ixffore  we  confine  ourselves  ui^>on  this  important 
question  within  the  stringent  bounds  of  statutory  enactment  we  may 
profitably  await  the  result  of  further  inquiry  and  experiment. 

The  submission  of  a  j>ortiun  of  the  nominations  to  a  central  board  of 
examiners  selected  solely  for  testing  the  qualificatious  of  applicants  may 
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peilnpBv  witlaoot  Tcsort  to  the  competitive  lest,  pot  an  ead  to  tbe  Bt9- j 
cbkfs  wluch  attetxl  tbe  pfvsent  system  of  a|yMntineui,  and  it  nay  be 
fesfiible  to  vest  in  soch  a  board  a  wide  discTctiaa  to  asoenain  tfae  dttnac^ 
icnstics  assd  attaxiuzients  of  csmfidates  in  tbose  partknlBis  wiiicfa  I  faav^ 
already  referred  to  as  beitkg  bo  less  nnportant  than  ncre  tatcDectnaf 
attainmenC 

It  Conj^ress  shottid  deem  it  adt-isable  at  tbe  present  session  to  r^^MKb 
competitive  tests  for  adzaissioa  to  tbe  service,  do  donbts  soch  as  ha\>c  been 
SQggestcd  shall  deter  me  fran  giving  the  measnre  mr  earnest  support. 

And  I  urgently  recooimcnd,  ahoukl  tbere  be  a  iaflnre  to  paa»  aay  oCberj 
act  npon  this  .subj<^rt.  that  an  appropriation  of  525,000  per  year  nmy  be 
made  for  the  enforcement  of  section  1755  of  tfae  Rrxised  Statntcs. 

With  the  aid  thus  afforded  me  I  shall  strive  to  execute  the  pmvtskms  1 
of  that  law  according  to  its  letter  and  spirit. 

I  am  unwilling,  in  justice  to  the  present  civil  servants  of  the  Govern* 
ment,  to  difrtii^  this  snb)ect  withoot  declaring  my  dissent  from  the  aetxre 
and  ahnost  indiscriminate  censure  with  which  the>'  have  been  recently 
assailed.     That  they  are  as  a  class  indolent,  inefficient,  and  corrupt  is  a 
statement  whidi  has  been  often  made  and  widely  credited;  but  when  thej 
extent,  variety,  delicaic>',  and  importance  of  their  duties  are  considered  I 
the  great  majority  of  the  emplo>-ee5  of  the  Government  are,  in  my  jodg-  * 
ment.  desennng  of  high  ooounendation. 

The  continuing  decline  of  the  merchant  marine  of  the  United  States ' 
is  greatly  to  be  deplored-  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we  furnish  so  large 
a  proportion  of  the  freights  of  tbe  coounercial  world  and  thai  our  ship- 
ments are  steadily  and  rapidly  increasing,  it  is  cause  of  surprise  that  not 
only  is  onr  uaxigation  interest  diminLshii^»  Imt  it  is  less  than  when  our 
exports  and  imports  were  not  half  so  large  as  now,  either  in  bulk  or  value.  , 
There  must  be  some  peculiar  hindrance  to  the  development  of  this  inter- 
tsl.  or  the  enterprise  and  energy  of  American  mechanics  and  capitalists 
would  ha\'e  kept  tbU  couiilr>'  at  least  abreast  of  our  ri^*als  in  the  friendly 
oTQtest  for  ocean  supremacy*. 

The  substitution  of  iron  for  wood  and  of  steam  for  sail  have  wrought 
great  revolutions  in  the  carrying  trade  of  the  world;  Imt  these  changes 
ooukl  not  liax-c  been  adverse  to  America  if  we  had  given  to  our  naviga- 
tion interests  a  portion  of  the  aid  and  protection  which  have  been  so 
wisely  bestLnvtxl  UjWD  our  manufactures.  I  conunend  the  whole  sub- 
ject to  the  wisdom  of  Congress,  with  the  suggestion  tliat  no  question 
of  greater  magnitude  or  farther  reaching  importance  can  engage  their 
attention. 

In  1.H75  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  declared  unconstitu- 
tional the  statutes  of  certain  States  which  imposed  upon  shipowners  or 
consignees  a  tax  of  $1.50  for  each  passenger  arriving  from  a  foreign 
conntiy,or  in  lieu  thereof  requiretl  a  bond  to  indemnify  the  State  and 
k)ca]  authorities^  agaiust  expense  for  the  future  relief  or  support  of  such 
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passenger.  Since  this  decision  the  expense  attending  the  care  and  super- 
vision of  immigrants  has  fallen  on  the  States  at  whose  ports  they  liavc 
landed.  As  a  large  majority  of  such  iuniiigranls,  iunuediately  upon 
their  arrival,  proceed  to  the  inland  States  and  the  Territories  to  seek 
permanent  homes,  it  is  manifestly  unjust  to  impose  upon  the  State  whose 
shores  they  first  reach  llie  burden  wliicli  it  now  bears.  For  this  rea.son, 
and  because  of  the  national  importance  of  the  subject,  I  recommend 
legislation  regarding  the  super\'ision  and  transitory  care  of  immigrants 
at  the  ports  of  debarkation. 

I  regret  to  state  that  the  people  of  Alaska  have  reason  to  complain 
that  they  are  as  yet  unprovided  with  any  form  of  government  by  wliicli 
life  or  property  can  be  protected.  While  the  extent  of  its  ptjpulation 
does  not  justify  the  application  of  the  costly  machinery  of  Territorial 
administration,  llicre  is  immediate  necessity  for  cotislitntiiig  such  a  fonu 
of  government  as  will  promote  the  education  of  the  j^jeoplc  and  secure 
the  administration  of  justice. 

The  Senate  at  its  last  session  passed  a  bill  providing  for  the  construc- 
tion of  a  building  for  the  Library  of  Congress,  but  it  failed  to  become  a 
law.  The  provision  of  suitable  protection  for  this  great  collection  of 
books  and  for  the  copyright  department  connected  with  it  has  l>ecome 
a  subject  of  national  imjxjrtauce  and  should  receive  prompt  attention. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia  herewith 
transmitted  will  infonu  you  fully  of  the  condition  of  the  affairs  of  the 
Di.slrict. 

They  iirgc  the  vital  importance  of  legi.slati(»n  for  the  reclamation  and 
improvement  of  the  marshes  and  for  the  establishment  of  the  harbor  lines 
along  the  Potomac  River  front. 

It  is  represented  that  in  their  present  condition  these  marshes  seriously 
affect  the  health  of  the  residents  of  the  adjacent  jxirts  of  the  city,  and 
that  they  greatly  mar  tlte  general  aspect  of  the  park  in  which  stands  the 
Washington  Monument.  This  improvement  would  add  to  that  park  and 
to  thtr  i>ark  s<^nUb  of  the  Executive  Mansion  a  large  area  of  valuable 
land,  and  wmdd  transform  what  is  now  l>elievcd  to  Ix:  a  dangerous  nui- 
sance into  an  attractive  landscape  extending  to  the  river  front. 

They  reconnueiul  the  removal  of  the  steam  railway  lines  from  the  sur- 
face of  the  streets  of  the  city  and  the  location  of  the  necessary  depots 
in  such  places  as  may  l>e  convenient  for  the  public  accommodation,  and 
they  call  attention  to  the  deficieney  of  the  water  supply,  which  seriously 
affects  the  material  prosperity  of  the  city  and  the  health  and  comfort  of 
its  inhabitants. 

I  conunend  these  subjects  to  your  favorable  consideration. 

The  impf)rtauce  of  timely  legislation  with  respect  to  the  ascertainment 
Qiul  declaration  of  the  vote  for  Presidential  electors  was  sharply  called  to 
ttic  attention  of  the  people  more  Uian  four  years  ago. 
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It  is  to  be  hojjed  that  some  well-definetl  measure  mny  be  devised  l^efore 
anoilier  uaiiuual  election  which  will  render  unnecessary  n  resort  to  any 
expedient  of  a  temporary  character  for  the  detennination  of  questions 
upc«u  coutesied  returns. 

Questions  wliicli  concern  the  very  existence  of  tlie  Government  and  the 
liberties  of  the  people  were  suggested  by  the  prolonged  illness  of  the  late 
President  and  liis  consequent  incapacity  to  ijerfomi  the  functions  of  his 
office. 

It  is  provided  by  the  second  article  of  the  Constitution,  in  the  fifth 
clatisc  of  its  first  section,  that  "in  case  of  tlie  removal  of  the  President 
from  office,  or  of  his  death,  resignation,  or  inability  to  discharge  the 
powers  and  duties  of  the  said  office,  the  same  shall  devolve  on  the  Vice- 
President.  *  * 

What  is  the  intendment  of  the  Constilnlion  in  its  specification  of  "ina- 
bility to  discharge  the  p^nvers  and  duties  of  the  said  office  "  as  one  of  the 
contingencies  which  calls  the  Vice-President  to  the  exercise  of  Presi- 
dctitial  functions? 

Is  the  inability  limited  in  its  nature  to  long-continued  intellecttial 
incapacity,  or  lias  it  a  broader  import? 

What  must  be  its  extent  and  duration? 

How  must  its  cxisteuce  be  established? 

(;  Has  the  President  whose  inability  is  the  subject  of  inquiry  any  voice 
in  determining  whether  or  not  it  exists,  or  is  the  decision  of  that  momen- 
lons  and  delicate  question  confided  lo  the  Vice-President,  or  is  it  contem- 
plated by  the  Constitution  that  Congress  should  provide  by  law  precisely 
what  should  constitute  inability  and  how  and  by  what  tribunal  or  author- 
ity it  should  be  ascertained? 

If  the  inability  proves  to  be  teniporar>'  in  its  nature,  and  during  its 
ntinuance  the  Vice-President  lawfully  exercises  the  functions  of  the 
xtcutiv-e,  by  what  teuure  does  he  hold  his  office? 
Does  he  continue  as  President  for  the  remaiuder  of  the  four  years* 
enn? 
Or  would  the  elected  President,  if  his  inability  should  cease  in  the 
tcr\'al,  be  empowered  to  resume  his  office? 

And  if,  having  such  lawful  authority,  he  should  exercise  it,  would  the 
rice- President  be  thereupon  emjx>wered  lo  resimie  his  powers  and  duties 
such? 

I  can  not  doubt  that  these  important  questions  will  receive  your  early 
nd  thoughtful  consideration. 
Deeply  impressed  with  the  gravity  of  the  responsibilities  which  have 
unexpectedly  devolved  u jion  me,  it  will  be  my  constant  purpose  to  coop- 
te  with  you  in  such  measures  as  will  promote  the  glory  of  the  country- 
I  the  prosperity  of  its  people.

The  subject  is  one  of  such  importance  that  I  deem  it  proper  to  recom- 
mend early  and  favorable  consideration  of  the  recommendations  of  the 
■  commission.  Having  possession  of  and  jurisdiction  over  the  river.  Con- 
gress, with  a  view  of  improving  its  navigation  and  protecting  the  j)cople 
of  the  valley  from  floods,  has  for  >'ears  caused  sur\-cys  of  the  river  to  be 
made  for  the  purpose  of  acqniritig  knowledge  of  the  laws  that  control 
it  and  of  its  phenomena.  By  act  approved  June  28,  1879,  the  Mississippi 
River  Commission  was  created,  composed  of  able  engineers.  Section  4 
^  of  the  act  pro\'ides  that — 

^P  It  shall  Ije  the  duty  of  said  commission  to  take  into  consideration  and  mature  such 
'  plan  or  plans  and  estimates  as  will  correct,  permanently  locate,  and  deepen  tlie 
channel  and  protect  tlie  Imnks  of  the  Mississippi  River;  improve  and  give  safety 
and  ease  to  Uie  navigation  thereof;  prevent  destructive  floods;  promote  and  facilitate 
comsnerce,  trade,  and  tlic  postal  service. 

The  constitutionality  of  a  law  making  appropriations  in  aid  of  these 
objects  can  not  be  questioned.  While  the  report  of  the  commission  sub- 
mitted and  the  plans  proposed  for  the  river's  improvement  seem  justi- 
fied as  well  on  scientific  principles  as  by  experience  and  the  approval  of 
the  people  most  interested,  I  desire  to  leave  it  to  the  judgment  of  Con- 
gress to  decide  upon  the  best  plan  for  the  permanent  and  complete 
improvement  of  the  navigation  of  the  river  and  for  the  protection  of  the 
valley. 

The  immense  losses  and  widespread  suffering  of  the  people  dwelling 
near  the  river  induce  me  to  urge  upon  Congress  the  propriety  of  not  only 
making  an  appropriation  to  close  the  gaps  in  the  levees  occasioned  by 
the  recent  fl<x)ds,  as  recoinmetided  by  the  conitnission.  but  that  Congress 
should  inaugurate  measures  for  the  permanent  improvement  of  the  navi- 
gation of  the  river  and  security  of  the  valley.  It  may  be  that  such  a 
system  of  improvement  would  as  it  progressed  require  the  appropriation 
of  twenty  or  thirty  millions  of  dollars.  Even  such  an  expenditure,  extend- 
ing, as  it  must,  over  several  years,  can  not  be  regarded  as  extravagi

I  send  herewith  a  copy  of  the  circular  invitation  extended  to  all  the 
independent  countries  of  North  and  South  America  to  participate  in  a 
general  congress  lo  be  held  in  the  city  of  Wasliington  on  the  22A  of 
Xovember  next  for  the  purpose  of  considering  and  discussing  the  meth- 
ods of  preventing  war  between  the  nations  of  America. 

In  giving  this  iuvatation  I  was  not  una\\'are  that  there  existed  differ- 
ences bet\*een  several  of  the  Republics  of  South  America  which  would 
militate  against  the  happy  results  which  might  otherwise  be  expected 
from  such  an  assemblage.  The  differences  indicated  are  such  as  exist 
between  Chile  and  Peni,  between  Mexico  and  Guatemala,  and  between 
the  States  of  Central  America. 

It  was  hoped  tliat  these  differences  would  disappear  before  the  time 
fixed  for  the  meeting  of  the  congress.     This  hope  has  not  been  realized. 
Ha\nng  observed  that  the  authority  of  the  President  to  convene  such 
a  congress  has  been  questioned,  I  beg  leave  to  state  that  the  Constitu- 
oomfers  upon  the  President  the  power,  by  and  with  the  advice  and 
t  of  the  Senate,  to  make  treaties,  and  that  this  provision  confers 
power  to  take  all  requiwte  measures  to  initiate  them,  and  to  lliis 
lend  the  President  may  freely  confer  with  one  or  several  commissioners  or 
elegates  from  other  nations.     The  congress  contemplated  by  the  invi- 
tion  could  only  effect  any  \*aluable  results  by  its  conclusions  eventu- 
ally taking  the  form  of  a  treaty  of  peace  between  the  States  represented; 
^and.  besides,  the  invitation  to  the  States  of  North  and  South  America  is 
Bsnerely  a  preliminar>*  act,  of  which  constitutionality  or  the  want  of  it  can 
hardly  be  aflSrmed. 

It  has  been  suggested  that  while  the  international  congress  would 

ave  no  power  to  affect  the  rights  of  nationalities  there  represented,  still

Sir:*  The  attitude  of  the  Unitctl  States  wiUi  rts|>ect  to  the  question  of  j^ciierftl 
peace  on  the  American  continent  is  well  known  through  its  persistent  effc»rt*  for 
years  past  to  avert  the  evils  of  warfare,  or,  these  efforts  ftiiUn^.  to  bring  p«.>sitive  cod- 
flicls  to  an  end  tlirougli  pacific  counsels  or  the  advocacy  of  impartial  arbitnitiou. 
Thisaltitude  has  lH.*en  consistently  maintained,  and  always  >\4lli  such  fairness  as  to 
lea\*B  no  room  for  imputing  to  our  Government  anj'  motive  except  the  humane  and 
disinleTVsteil  oni»  of  nav-ing  the  kindred  Stales  of  the  American  contii\cnt  from  the 
burilens  of  war.  The  position  of  the  United  States  as  the  leading  power  of  the  New 
World  miglit  well  give  to  its  Government  a  claim  to  authoritative  utterance  for  the 
puri>osc  of  quieting  discord  among  its  neighbors,  with  all  of  whom  tlie  most  friendly 
relations  exist.  Ncvertlieless,  the  good  oHiccs  of  this  Government  ore  not  aiul  have 
not  at  any  lime  been  tendered  with  a  show  of  dictation  or  compulsion,  but  only  as 
exhibiting  the  solicitous  good  wHll  of  a  common  friend. 

I'or  some  years  pa^st  a  growing  disposition  has  been  manifested  by  certain  States 
of  Central  and  South  America  to  refer  disputes  affecting  grave  questions  of  intenia- 
tional  relationship  and  boundaries  to  arbitration  rather  than  to  the  sword.  It  has 
been  on  several  such  occasions  a  source  of  profound  satisfaciiun  to  the  Govenitnent 
of  the  United  States  to  see  that  this  country*  is  in  a  large  measure  looked  to  by  all 
the  American  powers  as  their  friend  fln<l  mediator. 

The  just  and  impartial  counsel  of  tlie  President  in  such  cases  has  never  been 
withheld,  and  his  efforts  have  been  rewarded  by  the  prevention  of  sanguinary  strife 
or  angry  contentions  between  peoples  whom  we  regard  as  brethren. 

The  existence  of  this  growing  tendency  conWnces  the  President  that  the  time  is 
ripe  for  a  proposal  tliat  shall  enlist  the  good  will  and  active  conj-jeralioti  of  all  the 
States  of  the  Western  Hemisphere,  both  north  and  south,  in  the  inturvst  of  homam'ty 
and  for  the  common  weal  of  nations. 

He  conceives  tliat  none  of  the  Governments  of  America  can  be  leas  alive  than  ow 
own  to  the  dangers  and  horron;  of  a  state  of  war,  and  especially  of  war  between  kins- 
men. He  is  sure  that  none  of  the  chiefs  of  Governments  on  the  continent  can  !>e  leas 
sensiti^-e  than  he  is  to  the  sacred  duly  of  making  everj'  endeavor  to  do  awny  with 
the  chances  of  fratricidal  strife.  And  lie  looks  with  hopeful  confidence  to  snch 
active  awistnnce  from  them  as  will  5er\e  to  show  the  broadness  of  our  comttioii 
humanity  and  the  strength  of  the  ties  wliich  bind  us  all  together  as  a  great  and 
harmonions  system  of  American  Commonwealths. 

Impressefl  by  these  views,  the  President  extends  to  all  the  independent  countries 
fif  North  and  South  America  an  earnest  invitation  to  participate  in  a  general  coiigrcs* 
to  be  held  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  tlie  24th  rlay  of  November,  l88a,  for  the  pnr- 
pose  of  considering  and  discussing  the  methods  of  preventing  war  between  the  nations 
of  America.  He  desires  that  the  attention  of  the  congress  sh.nll  be  strictly  confinrd 
to  this  one  great  object;  tliat  its  sole  nini  shall  be  to  seek  a  wny  of  permanently

It  ia 
to  p^o^'ide  far  the  interests  of  all  in  the  future,  not  to  settle  the  indiviiltuil  *li(Trr- 
ences  nf  the  present.  For  this  reason  especially  the  Tresiilent  hat  indicated  a  day 
for  the  assembling  of  tlie  congress  so  far  in  the  future  as  to  leave  gtHul  ground  for 
hope  that  by  the  time  named  the  present  situation  on  the  South  rucJfic  coutt  will 
be  hap]}ily  terminated,  and  that  those  engagetl  in  the  contest  niay  take  jMracciihlt 
piut  in  tlie  discussion  and  solution  of  Uie  general  question  afTccling  in  an  equal 
degree  the  well-being  of  all. 

It  seems  also  desirable  to  disclaim  in  advance  any  purix»se  on  the  j)art  of  the 
l^nitetl  States  to  prejudge  the  issues  to  he  presented  to  the  oi»ngrc*s.  It  in  fur  frotn 
the  intent  of  this  Government  to  appear  before  Uie  congrcw  as  in  any  sens**  the  pro- 
tector of  its  neighbors  or  the  predestined  and  necessary  arbitrator  of  Ihrir  dinpulcBi. 
The  United  States  will  enter  into  tlie  deliljerations  of  the  congru-w  on  the  sinne  ftxjt- 
ing  as  the  other  powers  represented,  and  with  tlie  loytil  dctcrniinalion  to  tippnjuch 
any  proposed  solution  not  merely  in  its  own  interest  or  with  u  view  to  aMi-rting  it* 
own  poT«?er»  but  as  a  single  njemljer  among  many  c(x>rdinate  and  cortjual  Stiitcs.  So 
far  as  the  influence  of  this  Government  may  lie  potential,  il  will  l>e  exerted  in  the 
direction  of  conciliating  whatever  cotiBicting  interents  of  blood  or  government  or 
historical  tradition  may  necessarily  conic  Itigcllicr  in  re.Hjxjnsc  to  a  mil  cmbnuitig 
such  \"ast  and  diverse  elements. 

You  will  present  these  views  to  the  minister  of  foreign  relations  of  Mexico, 
enlarging,  if  need  1h,'.  in  such  terms  as  will  readily  occur  to  you,  \\\nm  the  grrnl  mis- 
sion which  it  is  nnlhin  the  power  of  the  propose*!  congress  tn  iiccompliHli  in  ihc  in- 
terest of  humanity,  and  upon  the  firm  purjwse  of  the  tTnited  States  to  maintain  a 
po&itiou  of  the  most  absolute  and  impartial  fnendshtp  toward  all.  You  will  there- 
upon, in  the  name  of  the  President  of  the  United  States,  lender  to  His  Excellency  the 
President  of  the  Mexican  Republic  u  fonnal  invitation  to  send  two  comiMlMiotiem 
to  the  cungress,  provided  with  such  powers  and  in»tniction6  on  l>ehnlf  of  their  (tov- 
cmment  as  will  enable  them  to  consider  the  questions  brought  tieforc  that  hoAy 
within  the  limit  of  submission  contemplate«i  by  this  invitation.

Much  of  this  disorder  is  caused  by  armed  bands  of  desperadoes  known 
as  *  *  Cowboys, '  *  by  whom  depredations  are  not  only  committed  within  the 
Territory,  but  it  is  alleged  predatory  incursions  are  made  therefrom  into 
Mexico.  In  my  message  to  Congress  at  the  l>eginning  of  the  present 
session  I  called  attention  to  the  existence  of  these  bands  and  suggested 
that  the  setting  on  foot  within  our  own  territor>'  of  brigandage  and  armed 
marauding  expeditions  against  friendly  nations  and  their  citizens  be 
made  punishable  as  an  offense  against  the  United  States.  I  renew  this 
suggestion. 

To  effectually  repress  the  lawlessness  prevailing  within  the  Territory 
a  prompt  execution  of  the  process  of  the  courts  and  vigorous  enforce- 
ment of  the  laws  against  offenders  are  needed.  This  the  civil  authori- 
ties there  are  unable  to  do  without  the  aid  of  other  means  and  forces 
than  they  can  now  avail  themselves  of.  To  meet  the  present  exigencies 
the  governor  asks  that  provision  be  made  by  Congress  to  enable  him  to 
employ  and  maintaui  temporarily  a  volunteer  militia  force  to  aid  the  civil 
authorities,  the  members  of  which  force  to  be  invested  with  the  same 
]x)wers  and  authority  as  are  conferred  by  the  laws  of  the  Territory  upon 
peace  officers  thereof. 

On  the  ground  of  economy  as  well  as  effectiveness,  however,  it  appears 
to  me  to  be  more  advisable  to  pennit  the  cooperation  with  the  civil  au- 
thorities of  a  part  of  the  Army  as  a  fiosse  comitaius.  Believing  that  this, 
in  addition  to  such  use  of  the  Army  as  may  be  made  under  the  powers 
already  conferred  by  section  529S,  Revised  Statutes,  would  Ix;  adequate  to 
secure  the  accomplishment  of  the  ends  in  view,  I  again  call  the  attention 
of  Congress  to  the  expediency  of  so  amending  section  15  of  the  act  of 
June  18,  1878,  chapter  263,  as  to  allow  the  military  forces  to  be  employed 
as  a  posse  comiialus  to  assist  the  civil  authorities  within  a  Territory  to 
execute  the  laws  therein.  This  use  of  the  Army,  as  I  have  in  my  former 
message  obser\'ed.  would  not  seem  to  be  within  the  alleged  evil  against 
which  that  legislation  was  aimed.

A  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State,  wnth  its  accompanying  correspond- 
ence, transmitted  to  the  Senate  this  day  in  response  to  the  resohition  of 
December  21,  1S81,  will  show  the  antecedents  of  the  negotiation  which 
resulted  in  the  accompanying  convention.  In  view  of  the  accuraulatitin 
of  testimony  presented  by  Mexico  relative  to  these  two  claims,  I  have 
deemed  it  proper  to  avail  myself  of  the  authority  given  to  the  Execu- 
tive by  the  Constitution,  and  of  which  authority  the  act  of  Congress  of 
June  18. 1878,  is  declarative,  to  effect  a  rehearing  of  these  cases.  I  there- 
fore empowered  the  Secretary  of  State  to  negotiate  with  the  minister  of 
Mexico  a  convention  to  that  end. 

The  more  important  correspondence  preUrainarj'  to  the  treaty  is  here- 
with transmitted. 

It  will  be  seen  b>'  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  that  the  rehearing 
will  have  no  retroactive  effect  as  to  payments  already  distributed,  that 
the  bona  fide  intere.sts  of  third  parties  are  amply  secured,  and  that  the 
Government  of  the  United  States  is  fully  guarded  against  any  liability 
resuUing  from  the  rehearing.

VETO  MESSAGES. 

Executive  Mansion, 

Washington^  April  4,  1882. 
To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

After  careful  consideration  of  Senate  bill  No.  71,  entitled  "An  act  to 
execute  certain  treaty  stipulations  relating  to  Chinese,"  I  herewith  re- 
turn it  to  the  Senate,  in  which  it  originated,  with  my  objections  to  its 
passage. 

A  nation  is  justified  in  repudiating  its  treaty  obligations  only  when 
they  are  in  conflict  with  great  paramount  interests.  Even  then  all  pos- 
sible reasonable  means  for  modifying  or  changing  those  obligations  by 
mutual  agreement  should  be  exhausted  before  resorting  to  the  supreme 
right  of  refusal  to  comply  with  them. 

These  rules  have  governed  the  United  States  in  their  past  intercourse 
with  other  powers  as  one  of  the  family  of  nations.  I  am  persuaded  that 
if  Congress  can  feel  that  this  act  violates  the  faith  of  the  nation  as  pledged 
to  China  it  will  concur  with  me  in  rejecting  this  particular  mode  of  regu- 
lating Chinese  immigration,  and  will  endeavor  to  find  another  which  shall 
meet  the  expectations  of  ti)e  people  of  the  United  States  without  coming 
■in  conflict  with  the  rights  of  China. 

The  present  treaty  relations  between  that  power  and  the  United  States 
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hiprinK  from  an  antagonism  which  arose  between  our  paramount  domestic 
[jotcrests  and  our  previous  relations. 

I  The  treaty  commonly  known  as  the  Burlingame  treaty  conferretl  upon 
[Chinese  subjects  the  right  of  voluntary  emigration  to  the  United  States 
[tor  the  purposes  of  curiosity  or  trade  or  as  pennanent  residents,  and  was 
in  all  respects  reciprocal  as  to  citizens  of  the  Uuiled  States  in  China.  It 
KSvc  to  the  voluntary  emigrant  coming  to  the  United  Stales  the  right 
■to  travel  there  or  to  reside  there,  with  all  the  privileges,  immunities,  or 
Irxemptiotis  enjoyed  by  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  most  favored 
luation. 

I  Under  the  operation  of  this  treaty  it  was  found  that  the  institutions  of 
[the  United  States  and  tlie  character  of  its  people  and  their  Uieans  of  obtain- 
Un^  a  hvelihood  might  be  seriously  affected  by  the  unrestricted  introduc- 
IHoii  of  Chinese  labor.  Congress  attempted  to  allcN-iate  this  condition  by 
hegislation,  but  the  act  which  it  passed  proved  to  be  in  \'iolation  of  our 
btreaty  obligations,  and,  being  returned  by  the  President  with  his  objec- 
Uions,  failed  to  become  a  law. 

I  Dif)lomattc  relief  was  then  sought.  A  new  treaty  was  concluded  with 
[Cfatna.  Without  al)rogating  the  Burlingame  treaty,  it  was  agreed  to 
Isnodify  it  so  far  that  the  Government  of  the  Unite<l  States  might  regu- 
[  late,  limit,  or  suspend  the  coming  of  Chinese  laborers  to  the  Ignited  States 
Lor  their  residence  therein,  but  that  it  should  not  absolutely  prohibit  them, 
prnd  that  the  limitation  or  suspension  should  be  reasonable  and  should 
[apply  only  to  Chinese  who  might  go  to  the  United  States  as  laborers, 
lothcr  classes  not  being  included  in  the  limitations.  This  treaty  is  unilat- 
Itrral.  not  reciprocal.  It  is  a  concession  from  China  to  the  United  States 
lin  limitation  of  the  rights  which  she  was  enjoying  under  the  Burlingame 
lueaiy.  It  leaves  us  by  our  own  act  to  determine  when  and  how  we  will 
Irtiforce  ihoiie  limitations.  China  may  therefore  fairly  have  a  right  to 
Rfxpect  that  in  enforcing  them  we  will  take  good  care  not  to  overstep  the 
Igratit  nnd  take  more  than  h;is  been  conceiled  to  us. 
I  II  is  but  a  year  since  this  new  treaty,  under  the  operation  of  the  Cousti- 
Mution.  Ijecame  jiarl  of  the  supreme  law  of  the  land,  and  the  present  act 
\\s  the  first  attempt  to  exercise  tht-  more  enl.Trged  pfnvers  which  it  relin- 
li|uisltcA  to  the  ITnited  States. 

I  In  it*  first  article  the  United  States  is  cmpowercfl  to  decide  whether 
llhc  coming  of  Chinese  lalwrers  to  the  United  States  or  their  residence 
hhcrcrn  affects  or  threatens  to  affect  our  interests  or  to  endanger  good 
1  '   within  the  whole  country  or  in  any  jxirt  of  it.     The  act

^Bfaiin  l<x^l^  '    'cof."     But  the  act  itself  is  much  broader  than  the 

PntaU     It  ..  i  residence  as  well  as  immigration,  and  its  provi- 

konft  arc  cffcctJ\ic  throughout  the  Utiited  Slates.  I  think  it  may  fairly 
mm  I  '>ression  of  the  opinion  of  Congress  that  the  comitig 
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of  siicli  lalx)rers  to  the  United  States  or  their  residence  here  affects  our 
interests  and  endangers  good  order  throughout  the  country.  On  this 
point  I  should  feel  it  my  duty  to  accept  the  views  of  Congress. 

The  first  article  further  confers  the  power  upon  this  Government  to 
regulate,  limit,  or  sus]x;nd,  but  not  actually  to  prohibit,  the  coming  of 
such  laborers  to  or  their  residence  in  the  United  States.  The  negotiators 
of  the  treaty  have  recorded  with  unusual  fullness  their  understanding  of 
the  sense  and  meaning  with  which  these  words  were  tised. 

As  to  the  class  of  persons  to  be  affected  by  the  treaty,  the  Americans 
inserted  in  their  draft  a  provision  that  the  words  "Chinese  laborers"  sig- 
nify all  immigration  other  than  ihiit  for  "leaching,  trade,  travel,  study, 
and  curiosity."  The  Chinese  objected  to  this  that  it  operated  to  include 
artisans  in  the  class  of  laborers  whose  immigration  might  l)e  forbidden. 
The  Americans  replied  that  they  "could  "  not  consent  that  artisans  shall 
be  excluded  from  the  class  of  Chinese  laborers,  for  it  is  this  very  compe- 
tition of  skilled  labor  in  the  cities  where  the  Chinese  lalx)r  immigration 
concentrates  which  lias  caused  the  eml3arrassment  and  popular  discon- 
tent. In  the  subsequent  negotiations  this  definition  dropped  out,  and 
does  not  appear  iu  the  treaty.  Article  II  uf  the  treaty  confers  the  rights, 
privileges,  immunities,  and  exemptions  which  are  accorded  to  citizens  and 
subjects  uf  the  most  favored  nation  upon  Chinese  subjects  j)rfx^eeding  to 
the  United  States  as  teachers,  students,  merchants,  or  from  curiosity.  The 
American  commissioners  repwrt  that  the  Chinese  Govenmient  claimed 
tliat  in  this  article  they  did  by  exclusion  pro\nde  that  nolx)dy  should  be 
entitled  to  claim  the  benefit  of  the  general  provisions  of  the  Burlingarae 
treaty  but  those  who  might  go  to  the  United  States  in  those  capacities  or 
for  those  pur^xjses.  I  accept  this  as  the  definition  of  the  word  "laborers*' 
as  used  in  the  treaty. 

As  to  the  power  of  legislating  respecting  this  class  of  persons,  the 
new  treaty  provides  that  we  "may  not  absolutely  prohibit"  their  coming 
or  their  residence.  The  Chinese  commissioners  gave  notice  in  the  out- 
set that  they  would  never  agree  to  a  prohibition  of  voluntary  etnigra- 
tion.  Notwithstanding  this  the  United  States  commissioners  .submitted 
a  draft,  in  which  it  was  provided  that  the  United  States  might  "regulate, 
limit,  suspend,  or  prohibit "  it.  The  Chinese  refused  to  accept  this.  The 
Americans  replied  that  they  were  "willing  to  consult  the  wishes  of  the 
Chinese  Government  iu  preser\'ing  the  principle  of  free  intercourse  be- 
tween the  people  of  the  two  countries,  as  established  by  existing  treaties, 
provided  that  the  right  of  the  United  States  Government  to  use  its  dis- 
cretion in  guarding  against  nny  possible  e\'ils  of  immigration  of  Chinese 
lal)orers  is  distinctly  recognized.  Therefore  if  such  concession  removes 
all  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the  Chinese  commissioners  (but  only  in  that 
case)  the  United  States  commissioners  will  agree  to  remove  the  word 
•prohibit'  from  their  article  and  to  use  the  words  '  regulate,  limit,  or  sus^ 
peud.' "     The  Chinese  reply  to  this  can  only  l)c  inferred  from  the  fact 
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tlial  in  the  place  of  an  ajijrtemeiit,  as  proposed  by  our  conimtssioners.  that 
we  might  prohibit  the  coining  or  residence  of  Chinese  laborers,  tliere  was 
inserted  in  the  treaty  an  agreement  that  we  might  not  do  it. 

Tlie  remaining  words,  "  regulate,  Hrait.  and  suspend,"  first  appear  in 
the  American  draft.     When  it  was  submitted  to  the  Chinese,  they  said: 

We  infer  that  of  the  phrases  regulate,  limit,  suspend,  or  prohibit,  the  first  is  a  gcn- 
wal  expression  referring  to  the  others.  *  «  *  Wc  are  entirely  leaiJy  to  negotiate 
»-ith  your  excellencies  to  the  end  thatu  limitation  either  in  point  of  time  or  of  nuin- 
ben  may  Ijc  fixed  upon  the  emigmtion  of  Chinese  ]alM;r«;rs  to  the  United  Statcsi. 

At  a  subsequent  interview  they  said  that  "by  limitation  In  nuni1>er 
the>-  meant,  for  example,  that  the  United  States,  Imving,  as  they  sup- 
posed, a  record  of  the  number  of  immigrants  in  each  year,  as  well  as  the 
immber  of  Chinese  now  there,  that  no  more  should  be  allowed  to 
in  any  one  year  in  future  than  cither  the  greatest  number  which 
had  gone  in  any  year  in  the  past,  or  thai  the  total  numl)er  shonld  never 
be  allowed  to  exceed  the  number  now  there.  As  to  limilatioTi  of  time 
they  meant,  for  example,  that  Chinese  shonld  be  allowed  to  go  in  alter- 
nate years,  or  every  third  year,  or,  for  example,  that  they  should  not  be 
allowed  to  go  for  two.  three,  or  five  years." 

At  a  subsequent  conference  the  Americans  said: 

The  Chinese  commissioners  have  in  their  project  explicitly  recognized  the  right  of 
the  I'nitefi  States  to  u*c  some  discretion,  and  have  proposed  a  limitation  as  to  time 
and  number.     This  is  tlie  right  to  regulate,  limit,  or  .su.'ipend. 

In  one  of  the  conferences  the  Chinese  asked  the  Americans  whether 
they  could  give  them  any  idea  of  the  laws  which  would  l>e  jja.sscd  to 
carr>'  the  powers  into  execution.  The  Americans  answere<!  that  this 
could  hardly  be  done;  that  the  United  States  Government  might  never 
deem  it  necessary  to  exercise  this  power.  It  would  depend  upon  circum- 
stances. If  Chinese  immigration  concentrated  in  cities  where  it  threat- 
ened public  order,  or  if  it  confined  itself  to  localities  where  it  was  an 
injury  to  the  interests  of  the  American  i)eople,  the  (jovemment  of  the 
United  States  would  undoubtedly  take  steps  to  prevent  such  accumula- 
tions of  Chinese.  If.  on  the  contrary,  there  was  no  large  inmiigration,  or 
if  there  were  sections  of  the  country  where  stich  immigration  was  clearly 
beneficial,  then  the  legislation  of  the  United  States  under  this  power 
would  l>c  adapted  to  such  circumstances.  For  example,  there  might  be 
a  demand  for  Chinese  labor  in  the  South  and  a  surplus  of  such  labor  in 
California,  and  Congress  might  legi.slate  in  accordance  with  these  facts, 
general  the  legislation  would  l)e  in  view  of  and  depend  upon  the 
nces  of  the  situation  at  the  moment  such  legislation  became 
The  Chinese  commissioners  said  this  explanation  was  satis- 
factoT>';  that  they  had  Tiot  intended  to  ask  for  a  draft  of  any  special  act, 
but  for  some  general  idea  how  the  iT<^wer  would  t>e  exercised.  What 
had  jast  l)een  said  gave  them  the  explanation  which  they  wanted. 

With  thiii  entire  accord  as  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  they  were 
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about  to  employ  and  the  obfect  of  the  legisiatioo  which  might  be  had  in 
%  the  parties  sig:iied  the  treatv,  in  Arade  I  of  which — 
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The  GovcnoBCBt  oc  CkiaB  ipccs  tfast  tbe  GorenuBnt  of  the  United  States  may 
re^vlalC  fiadt,  or  msycad  aoch  ooAqg  or  reaideace.  bat  may  not  absolutely  pro- 
hfiiit  it.  Tbe  ti«rLtio«  or  wiipf  ■rina  dtaU  be  rcasooftbte,  aod  shall  apply  only 
to  Chinrw  vfaf>  my  go  io  tbe  CkIbI  States  as  labwov  other  dasBes  not  being 
mflnrM  ta  tbe  HmitaHonaL  ]>gidaCioa  taken  in  regard  to  Chinese  laboren  will 
be  ol  wrh  a  chirarter  oolj  as  b  afrrfirj-  to  enforce  the  regulation,  limiution.  or 
Sttspesaoci  of  inm^ratioo. 

The  first  sectioa  of  the  act  provides  that — 

Frooi  and  after  the  cxpcntiiMi  of  auty  days  ncatt  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  and 
until  the  cxprtration  of  twenty  T«an  next  after  the  pasnigr  of  this  act,  the  c»min^  of 
Chinese  laborers  be,  and  tbe  saote  is  beteby.  socpended;  and  during  such  suspension 
it  shall  not  be  lawful  for  any  Chinese  laborer  to  come,  or,  ha^nng  so  come  after  the 
expirBtion  of  said  sixty  iLiys,  to  remain  within  the  Cnitetl  States. 

The  examiualioa  which  I  ha\-e  made  of  the  treaty  and  of  the  declara- 
tions which  its  negotiators  have  left  on  record  of  the  meaning  of  its  lan- 
guage leaves  no  doubt  in  my  mind  that  neither  contracting  party  in 
concluding  the  treaty  of  iSSo  contemplated  the  paiasage  of  an  act  pro- 
hibiting immigration  for  twenty  years,  wliicli  is  nearly  a  generation,  or 
thought  that  such  a  period  would  be  a  reasonable  suspension  or  limi- 
tation, or  intended  to  cliange  the  provisions  of  the  Burlingame  treaty 
to  that  extent.  I  regard  this  provision  of  the  act  as  a  breach  of  our 
national  faith,  and  being  unable  lo  bring  myself  in  harmony  with  the 
views  of  Congress  on  this  \-ital  point  the  honor  of  the  comitry  constrains 
mc  to  return  tlie  act  with  this  objection  to  its  passage. 

l)eei>ly  coiuinccd  of  the  necessity  of  some  legislation  on  this  subject, 
and  concurring  fully  with  Congress  in  many  of  the  objects  which  are 
sought  to  l)e  accomplished,  I  avail  myself  of  the  opportunity  to  point 
on!  S4ime  other  features  of  the  present  act  which,  in  my  opinion,  can 
in.*  iiKHlified  to  adx-antage, 

TliL'  classes  of  Chinese  who  still  enjoy  the  protection  of  the  Bnrlin- 
game  treaty  are  enlitle<l  to  the  privileges,  immunities,  and  exemptions 
accordetl  lo  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nation.  We  have 
treaties  with  many  powers  which  permit  their  citizens  and  subjects  to 
reside  within  the  Ihiitetl  States  and  carr>'  ou  business  under  the  same 
laws  and  regulations  which  are  enforced  against  citizens  of  the  United 
States.  I  think  it  may  be  doubted  wliether  provisions  requiring  per- 
sonal registration  aiu]  Uic  taking  out  of  pass]x>rts  which  are  not  imposed 
upon  natives  can  be  required  of  Chinese.  Without  expressing  an  opin-  ■ 
ion  on  that  point.  I  may  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  fact  that 
the  system  of  personal  registration  and  passports  is  undemocratic  and 
hostile  to  the  spirit  of  our  institutions.  I  doubt  the  wisdom  of  putting  an 
entering  wedge  of  this  kind  into  our  laws.  A  nation  like  the  United 
States,  jealous  of  the  lil>erties  of  its  citizens,  may  well  hesitate  before  it 
incorporates  into  its  polity  a  system  which  is  fast  disappearing  in  Europe 
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before  the  progress  of  liberal  institutions.  A  wide  ex]>erience  has  shown 
how  futile  such  precautions  are.  and  how  easily  passports  may  be  bor- 
rowed, exchanged,  or  even  forgefl  by  persons  interested  to  do  so. 

If  it  is,  ne\*ertheless,  thought  that  a  passp<jrt  is  the  most  convenient 
way  for  identifying  the  Chinese  entitled  to  the  protection  of  the  Burlin- 
gatne  treaty,  it  may  still  i>e  doubted  whether  they  ought  to  l)e  required 
to  register.  It  is  certainly  our  duty  imder  the  Burlingame  treaty  to 
make  their  stay  in  the  United  States,  in  the  operation  of  general  laws 
upon  them,  as  nearly  like  that  of  our  own  citizens  as  we  can  consistently 
with  our  right  to  shut  out  the  laborers.  Xo  good  piiriwse  is  served  in 
requiring  them  to  register. 

My  attention  has  been  called  by  the  Chinese  minister  to  tlie  fact  that 
the  bill  as  it  stands  makes  no  provision  for  the  transit  across  the  Dnited 
States  of  Chinese  subjects  now  residing  in  foreign  couTitries.  I  think 
that  this  point  ma>'  well  claim  the  attention  of  Congress  in  legislating 
on  this  subject. 

I  have  said  that  goo<l  faith  requires  us  to  suspend  the  iuunigration  of 
Chinese  laborers  for  a  less  period  than  twenty  years;  I  now  add  that 
gfxxi  policy  points  in  the  same  direction. 

Our  intercourse  with  China  is  of  rcceiU  date.  Our  first  treaty  with  that 
power  is  not  yet  forty  years  old.  It  is  only  since  we  acquired  California 
timd  established  a  great  seat  of  t*oninierce  on  the  Pacific  that  we  may  be 
said  to  liave  broken  down  the  barriers  which  fenced  in  that  ancient 
Monarchy.  The  Burlingame  treaty  naturally  followed.  I'^nder  the  spirit 
which  inspired  it  many  thousaiid  Chinese  laborers  came  to  the  United 
States.  No  one  can  say  that  the  country  has  not  profited  by  their  work. 
They  were  largely  instrumental  in  constructing  the  railways  which  con- 
nect the  Atlantic  with  the  Pacific.  The  States  of  the  Pacific  Slope  are 
full  of  e\-idences  of  their  industry.  Enterprises  profitable  aHke  to  the 
capitalist  and  to  the  laborer  of  Caucasian  origin  would  have  lain  dor- 
mant but  for  them.  A  time  has  now  c<jnie  when  it  is  supposed  that  they 
arc  not  needed,  and  when  it  is  thought  by  Congress  and  by  those  most 
acquainted  with  the  subject  that  it  is  l)est  to  try  to  get  along  without 
them.  There  may,  liowever.  be  other  sections  of  the  conntry  where  this 
species  of  labor  may  be  advantageously  employed  without  interfering 
with  the  lalx)rers  of  our  ovn\  race.  In  making  llie  proposed  experiment 
it  may  be  the  part  of  wiwloni  as  well  as  of  good  faith  to  fix  the  lengtli  of 
the  experimental  period  with  reference  to  tiiis  fact. 

Kxperience  lias  showni  that  the  trade  of  the  East  is  the  key  to  national 
wealth  and  influence.  The  opening  of  China  to  the  commerce  of  the 
whole  world  has  lK'uefite<l  no  section  of  it  more  than  the  States  of  our 
own  Pacific  Slope.  The  State  of  California,  and  its  great  maritime  port 
especially,  have  reaped  enormous  advantages  from  this  source.  Blessed 
with  an  exceptional  climate,  enjoying  an  unrivaled  harbor,  with  the  riches 
of  a  great  agricultural  and  mining  State  in  its  rear  and  the  wealth  of 
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the  whole  Union  pouring  into  it  ov^er  its  lines  of  railway.  San  Francisco 
has  before  it  an  incalculable  future  if  our  friendly  and  amicable  relations 
with  Aikia  remain  undisturbed.  It  needs  no  argument  to  sho\^'  that  the 
policy  which  we  now  propose  to  adopt  must  have  a  direct  tendency  to 
repel  Oriental  nations  from  us  and  to  dri\'<e  their  trade  and  commerce 
into  more  friendly  lands.  It  may  be  that  the  great  and  paramount  in- 
terest of  protecting  our  labor  from  Asiatic  competition  may  justify  us  in 
a  permanent  adoption  of  this  policy;  but  it  is  wiser  in  the  first  place  to 
make  a  shorter  experiment,  with  a  -^-iew  hereafter  of  maintaining  perma- 
nently only  such  features  as  time  and  experience  may  conunend. 

I  traiLsrait  herewith  copies  of  the  papers  relating  to  the  recent  treaty 
with  China,  which  accompanied  the  confidential  message  of  President 
Hayes  to  the  Senate  of  the  loth  Januan*.  1881,  and  also  a  copy  of  a 
memorandum  respecting  the  act  herewith  returned,  which  was  handed  to 
the  Secretary'  of  State  by  the  Chinese  minister  in  Washington,

To  th€  If  oust  of  Representatives  of  the  United  States: 

Herewith  I  return  House  bill  No.  2744,  entitled  **An  act  to  regulate 
the  carriage  of  passengers  by  sea,"  without  my  approval.  In  doing  this 
I  regret  tliat  I  am  not  able  to  give  my  assent  to  an  act  which  has  received 
the  sanction  of  the  majority  of  both  Houses  of  Congress. 

The  object  proposetl  to  be  secure<l  by  the  act  is  meritorious  and  phil- 
anthropic. Some  correct  ajid  accurate  legislation  upon  this  subject  is 
undoubtedly  necessary.  Steamships  that  bring  large  bodies  of  emigrants 
must  be  subjected  to  strict  legal  enactments,  so  as  to  prevent  the  passen- 
gers from  being  exposed  to  hardship  and  suffering;  and  .such  legislation 
should  be  made  as  will  give  them  abundance  of  space  and  air  and  light, 
protecting  their  liealth  by  affording  all  reasonable  comforts  and  conven- 
iences and  by  pro\'iding  for  the  quantity  and  quality  of  the  food  to  be 
furnished  and  all  of  the  other  essentials  of  roomy,  safe,  and  healthfid 
accomTiiodatioua  in  their  passage  across  the  sea. 

A  statute  providing  for  all  this  is  absolutely  needed,  and  in  the  spirit 
of  hutiiane  legislatioti  must  be  enacted.  The  present  act,  by  most  of  its 
provisions,  will  obtain  and  secure  this  protection  for  such  passengers, 
and  were  it  not  for  some  serious  errors  contained  in  it  it  would  be  most 
willingly  approved  by  me. 

My  objections  are  these:  In  the  first  section,  in  lines  from  T3  to  24, 
inclusive,  it  is  provided  "  that  the  compartments  or  spaces,"  etc.,  ** shall 
Ik  of  sufficient  dimensions  to  allow  for  each  and  any  passenger,"  etc., 
*•  too  cubic  feel,  if  the  compartment  or  space  is  located  on  the  first  deck 
next  below  the  uppermost  deck  of  the  \'^ssel,"  etc.  ,**or  120  cubic  feet  for 
each  passenger,"  etc.,  "if  the  compartment  or  space  is  located  ou  the 
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iiecond  deck  below  the  iippermost  deck  of  the  vessel.*'  etc.  "It  shall 
not  be  lawful  lo  carr\'  or  bring  passengers  on  any  deck  other  than  the 
two  decks  inenlioue<l."  etc. 

Nearly  all  of  the  new  and  most  of  the  improved  ocean  steamers  have 
3  spar  deck,  which  is  above  the  main  deck.  The  main  dtvk  was  in  the 
old  style  of  steamers  the  only  uppermost  deck.  The  spar<leck  is  a  com- 
paratively new  feature  of  the  large  and  costly  steamships,  and  is  now 
practically  the  uppermost  deck.  Below^  this  s]>ar  deck  is  the  main  deck. 
Because  of  the  misuse  of  the  words  "upj>ermost  deck"  instead  of  the 
use  of  the  words  *'  main  deck  '*  by  this  act,  the  result  will  be  to  exclude 
nearly  all  of  the  large  steamships  from  Girr>'ing  passengers  anywhere 
but  on  the  main  deck  and  on  the  deck  l)elow,  which  is  the  steerage  deck, 
and  to  leave  the  orlop,  or  lower  deck,  lieretofore  u.setl  for  jxissengers, 
useless  and  unoccupied  by  j»assengers.  This  objection,  which  is  now 
presented  in  connection  with  others  that  will  be  presently  cxplaine<:l» 
will,  if  this  act  i.s  enforced  as  it  is  now  phrased,  render  useless  for  pas- 
senger traffic  and  expose  to  heavy  loss  all  of  the  great  ocean  steam  lines; 
and  it  will  also  hinder  emigration,  as  there  will  not  lie  ships  enough  that 
could  accept  these  conditions  to  carry  all  who  may  now  wish  to  come. 

The  use  of  the  new  and  the  hitherto  \mknown  term  **  uppermost  deck  " 
creates  this  difficulty,  and  I  can  not  ccnisent  to  have  an  abuse  of  terms 
like  this  to  operate  thus  injuriously  to  these  large  fleets  of  ships.  The 
paseeiigers  will  not  l>e  benefitetl  by  such  a  statute,  but  emigration  will  be 
hindered,  if  not  for  a  while  almost  prevented  for  many. 

Again,  the  act  in  the  iirst  section,  from  line  31  to  line  35,  inclusive, 
provides:  ' '  And  such  passengers  sliall  not  be  carrietl  or  brought  in  any 
between-decks,  nor  in  any  compartment."*  etc..  "the  clear  height  of 
which  is  less  than  7  feet."  Between  the  decks  of  all  ships  are  the 
beams;  they  are  about  a  foot  in  width.  The  legal  method  of  ascertain- 
ing tonnage  for  the  purpose  of  taxation  is  to  measure  between  the  beams 
from  the  floor  to  the  ceiling.  If  this  becomes  a  law  the  space  required 
would  be  8  feet  from  flixir  to  ceiling,  and  this  is  impracticable,  for  in  all 
ships  the  spaces  between  decks  are  adjusted  in  proportion  lo  the  dimen- 
sions of  the  ship;  and  if  these  spaces  between  decks  are  changed  so  as 
not  to  correspond  in  their  proj^ortions  with  the  dimensions  of  the  vessel, 
the  ship  will  not  work  well  in  the  sea,  her  sailing  qualities  will  Iw  injured, 
and  she  will  be  rendered  unfit  for  service. 

It  is  only  in  great  ships  of  vast  tonnage  that  the  height  between  decks 
can  be  increased.  All  the  ordinary- sized  ships  are  necessarily  con- 
structed with  7  feet  space  in  the  interval  between  the  beams  from  the 
floor  to  tlie  ceiling.  To  adopt  this  act,  with  this  provision,  would  be 
to  6n\^  out  of  the  ser\'ice  of  tran.sporting  passengers  most  all  of  the 
steamships  now  in  such  trade,  and  no  practical  good  obtainetl  by  it.  for 
v.  with  the  exception  of  the  narrow  beam,  the  space  between  the 
is  now  7  feet.     The  purpose  of  the  space  commaaded  by  the  ac^ 
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is  to  obtain  sufficient  air  and  ventilation,  and  that  is  actually  now  given 
to  the  passenger  by  the  7  feet  that  exists  in  all  of  these  vessels  between 
floor  and  ceiling. 

There  is  also  another  objection  that  I  must  suggest.  In  section  12, 
from  line  14  to  line  24,  it  is  provided:  "Before  such  vessel  shall  be 
cleared  or  nia>"  la\\^ully  depart , ' '  etc. , ' '  the  master  of  said  vessel  shall  fur- 
nish," etc, ' '  a  correct  list  of  all  passengers  who  have  been  or  are  iutendetl 
to  be  taken  on  board  the  vessel,  and  shall  specify,"  etc.  Tliis  provision 
would  prevent  the  clearing  of  the  vessel.  Steam  vessels  start  at  an  ap- 
pointed hour  and  with  punctuality.  Down  almost  to  the  ver>*  hour  of 
their  departure  new  passengers,  other  than  tliose  who  have  engaged  their 
passage,  constantly  come  ou  board.  If  this  provision  is  to  be  the  law, 
they  must  be  rejected,  for  the  ship  can  uot,  without  incurring  heavy  pen- 
alties, take  passengers  whose  names  are  not  set  forth  on  the  list  re<iuired 
before  such  vessel  shall  lje  cleared.  They  should  be  allowed  to  take  such 
new  passengers  upon  conditiou  that  they  would  furnish  an  additional  list 
containing  sucla  persons'  names.  There  are  other  points  of' objection  of 
a  minor  character  that  might  be  presented  for  consideration  if  the  bill 
could  be  reconsidered  and  amended,  but  the  three  that  I  liave  recited  are 
conspicuous  dcfc*cts  in  a  bill  tliai  ought  to  1^  a  code  for  such  a  purpose, 
clear  and  explicit,  free  from  all  such  objections.  The  practical  result  of 
this  law  would  be  to  subject  all  of  the  competing  lines  of  large  ocean 
steamers  to  great  losses.  By  restricting  their  carrj^ing  accommodations 
it  would  also  stay  the  current  of  emigration  that  it  is  our  policy  to  encour- 
age as  well  as  to  protect.  A  good  bill,  correctly  phrased,  and  expressing 
and  naming  in  plain,  well-known  technical  terms  the  proper  and  usual 
places  and  decks  where  passengers  are  and  ought  to  be  placetl  aud  car- 
ried, will  receive  my  prompt  aud  immediate  assent  as  a  public  necessity 
and  blessing  CHESTER  A.  ARTHUR-

Having  watched  with  much  interest  the  progress  of  House  bill  No. 
6242,  entitled  '*An  act  making  appropriations  for  the  construction,  re- 
pair, and  preser\'ation  of  certain  works  on  rivers  and  harbors,  and  for 
other  puqxjses,"  and  having  since  it  was  received  carefully  examined  it, 
after  mature  consideration  I  am  constrained  to  return  it  herewith  to  the 
House  of  Representatives,  in  which  it  originated,  without  my  signature 
and  with  my  objections  to  its  j.)assage. 

Many  of  the  appropriations  in  the  bill  are  clearly  for  the  general  wel- 
fare and  most  beneficent  in  their  character.  Two  of  the  objects  for  which 
provision  is  made  were  by  me  considered  so  important  that  I  felt  it  my 
duty  to  direct  to  them  the  attention  of  Congress.  In  my  aiumal  message 
in  December  last  I  urged  the  vital  importance  of  legislation  for  the  rccla- 
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QLition  of  the  marshes  and  for  the  establishment  of  the  harbor  lines  along 
the  Potomac  front.  In  April  last,  by  sf>ecial  message,  I  recommended  an 
appropriation  for  the  improvement  of  the  Mississippi  River.  It  is  not 
Decessar>'  that  I  say  that  when  my  signature  would  tnake  the  bill  appro- 
priating for  these  and  other  valuable  national  objects  a  law  it  is  with 
great  reUictance  and  only  tuider  a  sense  of  duty  that  I  \vithhold  it. 

My  principal  objection  to  the  bill  is  that  it  contains  appropriations  for 
purposes  not  for  the  common  defense  or  general  welfare,  and  wliich  do 
not  promote  commerce  amou^  the  States.  These  provisions,  on  the  con- 
trary, are  entirely  for  the  benefit  of  the  particular  localities  in  which  it 
is  proposed  to  make  the  improvements.  I  regard  such  appropriation  of 
the  pubUc  money  as  lx;youd  the  powers  given  by  the  Constitution  to 
Congress  and  the  President. 

I  feel  the  more  bound  to  withhold  my  signature  from  the  bill  because 
of  the  peculiar  e\*ils  which  manifestly  result  from  this  infraction  of  the 
Constitution.  Appropriations  of  this  nature,  to  be  devoted  purely  to 
local  objects,  tend  to  an  increase  in  number  and  in  amount.  As  the  citi- 
zens of  one  State  find  that  money,  to  raise  which  they  in  connnon  with 
the  whole  country  are  taxed,  is  to  Ix;  expended  for  local  impnivements  in 
another  State,  they  demand  similar  l>enefits  for  themselves,  and  it  is  not 
unnatural  that  they  should  seek  to  indemnify  themselves  for  such  use  of 
the  pubUc  funds  by  securing  appropriations  for  similar  improvements  in 

■  their  own  neighborhood.  Thus  as  the  bill  becomes  more  objectionable 
it  secures  more  support.  This  result  is  invariable  and  necessarily  fol- 
lows a  neglect  to  observe  the  constitutional  limitatious  imposed  upon 
the  lawTnaking  power. 

The  appropriations  for  river  and  harbor  improvements  have,  under 
the  influences  to  which  I  have  alluded,  increased  year  by  year  out  of 
proportion  to  the  progress  of  the  countr>*,  great  as  that  has  Ijeen.  In 
1870  the  aggregate  appropriation  was  $3,975,900;  in  1S73.  ^16,648,517.50; 
in  1880,  $8,976,500;  and  in  iS8x,  $1 1,451,000;  while  by  the  present  act 
there  is  appropriated  $18,743,875. 

While  feeling  everj^  disposition  to  leave  to  the  Legislature  the  respon- 

Iatbility  of  determining  what  amount  should  be  appropriated  for  the  pur- 
poses of  the  bill,  so  loTig  as  the  appropriations  are  confined  to  objects 
indicated  by  the  grant  of  power,  I  can  not  escape  the  conclusion  that, 
AS  a  part  of  the  lawmaking  power  of  the  Government,  the  duty  devolves 
upon  me  to  withhold  my  .signature  from  a  bill  containing  appropriations 
which  in  my  opinion  greatly  exceed  in  amount  the  needs  of  the  country 
for  the  present  fiscal  year.     It  being  the  usage  to  provide  money  for 

■  these  purposes  by  annual  appropriation  bills,  the  President  is  in  effect 
directed  to  expend  so  large  an  amount  of  money  within  so  brief  a  period 
that  the  expenditure  can  not  be  made  economically  and  advantageously. 
The  extravagant  expenditure  of  public  money  is  au  e\Ml  not  to  be 
iiiea.sured  by  the  value  of  that  money  to  the  people  who  are  taxed  for  it. 
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They  sustain  a  greater  injurv'  in  the  demoralizing  effect  produced  upon 
those  who  are  inlnisted  with  cjlTicial  duty  through  all  the  ramifications 
of  govennnent. 

These  objections  could  bo  removed  and  ever>'  constitutional  ]>urpose 
readily  attained  should  Congress  enact  that  one-half  only  of  tlie  aggre- 
gate amount  provided  for  in  the  bill  l>e  appropriated  for  expenditure 
during  the  fiscal  year,  and  that  the  sum  so  appropriated  be  expended 
only  for  sucli  objects  named  in  the  bill  as  the  Secretary  of  War.  under 
the  direction  of  the  President^  shall  determine;  provided  that  in  no  case 
shall  the  expenditnre  for  any  one  purpose  exceed  the  sum  now  desig- 
nated by  the  bill  for  tliat  purpose. 

I  feel  authorised  to  make  this  suggestion  because  of  the  duty  imposed 
upon  the  President  b\'  the  Constitution  "to  recommend  to  the  consid- 
eration of  Cougress  sucli  measures  as  he  shall  judge  necessary  and  expe- 
dient," and  because  it  is  my  earnest  desire  that  the  public  works  which 
are  in  progress  shall  suffer  no  injury.  Congress  will  also  convene  again 
in  four  months,  when  this  whole  subject  will  be  open  for  their  consid-

PROCLAMATIONS. 


By  the  President  op  the  United  States  op  America. 


A  PROCl^AMATION, 


Whereas  it  is  provided  in  the  laws  of  the  United  States  that — 

Whenever,  by  reason  of  unlawful  obstructions,  coinbi nations,  or  assemblage's  of 
persons  or  rebellion  against  the  authority  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  it 
shall  become  impracticable,  in  the  judgiueiit  of  the  President,  to  enforce  by  the  ordi- 
narj'  course  of  juiHciiil  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  any  State  or 
Territory,  it  sliall  be  lawful  for  the  President  to  call  forth  the  militia  of  any  or  all 
the  Stales  and  to  employ  such  parts  of  the  land  and  naval  forces  of  the  United 
States  as  he  may  deem  necessary  to  enforce  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
Unitc-d  States  or  to  suppress  sucli  rebellion,  in  whatever  State  or  Territor\'  thereof 
the  laws  of  the  United  Slates  may  be  forcibly  opposed  or  the  execution  tlien»f  for- 
cibly obstructed. 

And  whereas  it  has  been  made  to  appear  satisfactorily  to  me,  by  infor- 
mation received  from  the  govemrir  of  the  Territory  of  Arij^ona  and  from 
the  General  of  the  Array  of  the  United  States  and  other  reliable  sources, 
that  in  consequence  of  unlawful  combinations  of  evil-disposed  persons 
who  are  banded  together  to  oppose  and  obstruct  the  execution  of  the 
laws  it  has  lx?come  impracticable  to  enforce  by  the  ordinary  course  of 
judicial  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States  within  that  Territory, 
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that  the  laws  of  the  United  States  have  been  therein  forcibly  op- 
and  the  execution  thereof  forcibly  resisted;  and 
Wbereas  the  laws  of  the  United  States  reqnirc  that  whenever  il  may 
be  necessary,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  to  use  tlie  military  forces 
for  the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  faithful  execution  of  the  laws  of  the 
United  States,  he  shall  forthwith,  by  proclamation,  couunand  such  insur- 
ts  to  disperse  and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  abodes  within 
a  limited  time: 

Now.  therefore,  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  admonish  all  good  citizens  of  the  United  States,  and  especially 
the  TerTitor>'  of  Arizona,  agaiast  aiding,  counlenancing,  abetting,  or 
g  part  in  any  such  unlawful  proceedings;  and  1  do  hereby  warn  all 
engaged  in  or  connected  with  said  obstruction  of  the  laws  to 
and  retire  peaceably  to  their  respective  alxxles  on  or  before  noon 
of  the  15th  day  of  May. 

In  witness  whereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  catised  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed. 

Done  at  the  city  of  Washington,  this  3d  da3'  of  May,  A.  D. 
1882,  and  of  the  Independence  of  the  United  States  the  one 
hundred  and  sixth.

A  proclamation. 

In  conformity  with  a  custom  the  annual  observance  of  which  is  justly 
held  in  honor  by  this  people.  I,  Chester  A-  Arthur,  President  of  the 
L^niterl  States,  do  hereby  set  ai)art  Thursday,  the  30th  day  of  November 
:xt,  as  a  day  of  public  thanksgiving. 

The  blessings  demanding  our  gratitude  are  numerous  and  varied.  For 
le  peace  and  amity  which  subsist  l>etween  this  Republic  and  all  the 
itioTis  of  the  world;  for  tlie  freedom  from  internal  iliscfjrd  and  violence; 
the  increasing  friendship  between  tJie  different  sections  of  tlie  land;  for 
,  justice,  and  constitutional  government;  for  the  devotion  of  the 
to  our  free  institutions  and  their  cheerful  obedience  to  mild  laws; 
for  the  con.stantly  increasing  strength  of  the  Republic  while  extending 
Is  privileges  to  fellow-men  wlio  come  to  us;  for  the  improved  means  of 
tterual  communication  and  the  increased  facilities  of  intercourse  with 
Lher  nations;  for  the  general  prevailing  health  of  the  year;  for  the 
"osjierity  of  all  our  industries,  the  liberal  return  for  the  mechanic's 
til  affording  a  market  for  the  abundant  harvests  of  the  husbandman; 
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for  the  i>resen'atioii  of  tlie  national  faith  and  credit;  for  wise  and  geuer- 
ons  provision  to  effect  the  intellectual  and  moral  education  of  our  youth; 
for  the  influence  upon  the  cotisciencc  of  a  restraininjj  and  transfonuiug 
religion,  and  for  the  joys  of  home — for  these  and  for  many  other  V>less- 
ings  we  should  give  tlianks. 

Wherefore  I  do  recommend  that  the  day  alxive  desigtiated  be  observed 
throughout  the  couutr>'  as  a  day  of  national  thanksgiving  and  prayer, 
and  that  the  people,  ceasing  from  their  daily  labors  and  meeting  in 
accordance  with  their  several  forms  of  worship,  draw  near  to  the  throne 
of  Almighty  God,  offering  to  Him  praise  and  gratitude  for  the  manifold 
goodness  which  lie  has  vouchsafed  to  us  and  praying  that  His  blessings 
and  His  mercies  may  continue. 

And  I  do  further  recommend  that  the  day  thus  appointed  be  made  a 
special  occasion  for  deeds  of  kindness  and  charity  to  the  suffering  and 
the  needy,  so  that  all  who  dwell  within  the  land  may  rejoice  and  be  glad 
in  this  season  of  national  thanksgiving. 

In  witness  wiiereof  I  have  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal 
of  the  United  States  to  be  affixed.

and  for  the  himliu)^  of  j^anio,  not  exceeding;  one  such  ride  and  .suitable  ammunition 
therefor  to  each  male  arlidt;  als<i  to  permit  actual  bona  fide  residents  of  the  mainland 
of  Alaska  (not  includinj;  Indians  or  traders),  upon  applimtinn  to  the  collector  and 
with  his  approval,  to  order  and  ship  for  personal  use  such  anus  and  ammunition  to 
his  care,  not  exceeding  one  rifle  for  each  such  person,  and  proper  ammunition. 

The  sale  of  such  arms  and  ammunition  is  prohihitefl  except  by  persons  about 
to  leave  the  Territory,  and  then  only  to  bona  fidt  residents  (excluding  Indians  aud 
traders)  upon  application  Ui  and  with  the  apjirovnl  of  the  collector.

The  difference  between  the  United  Stales  and  Spain  as  to  the  effect  of 
a  judgment  and  certificate  of  naturalization  has  not  yet  been  adjusted, 
(ml  it  is  hoped  and  believed  that  negotiations  now  in  progress  will  result 
in  the  establishment  of  the  position  which  seems  to  this  Govennnent  so 
lable  and  just. 

I  have  already  called  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  fact  that  in  the 
ports  of  Spain  and  its  colonies  onerous  fines  have  lately  l)ccn  imposed 
upon  vessels  of  the  United  States  for  trivial  technical  offenses  against 
local  regulations.  Efforts  for  the  abatement  of  these  exactions  have 
thus  far  proved  unsuccessful. 

1  regret  to  inform  you  also  that  the  fees  demanded  by  Spanish  consuls 
,in  American  ports  are  in  some  cases  .so  large,  when  coni|xired  with  the 
%'alne  i>f  the  cargo,  as  to  amoimt  in  effect  to  a  considerable  export  duty, 
and  Hunt  our  remonstrances  in  this  regard  have  not  as  yet  received  the 
attention  which  they  seem  to  deserve. 

Tlie  German  Gox-ernment  has  invited  the  United  States  to  participate 
in  an  international  exhibition  of  domestic  cattle  to  be  held  at  Hamburg 
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in  July,  1883.  If  this  country  is  to  be  represented,  it  is  important  tliat  in 
the  early  days  of  this  session  Congress  should  make  a  suitable  appropri- 
ation for  that  purpose. 

The  death  of  Mr.  Marsh,  our  late  mituster  to  Italy,  has  evoked  from 
that  Government  expressions  of  i^rofound  resj>ect  for  his  exalted  charac- 
ter and  for  his  honorable  career  in  the  diplomatic  ser\nce  of  his  couu- 
tr>'.  The  Italian  Government  has  raised  a  question  as  to  tlie  propriety 
of  recognizing  in  his  dual  capacity  the  representative  of  this  country 
recently  accredited  lx)th  as  secretary  of  legation  and  as  consul-general  at 
Rome.  He  has  been  received  as  secretary,  but  his  exequatur  as  consul- 
general  has  thus  far  been  withheld. 

The  extradition  convention  with  Belgium,  which  has  l)een  in  o]>era- 
tion  since  1874,  has  ])eeu  lately  supplanted  b\-  another.  The  Senate 
has  signified  its  approval,  and  ratifications  have  been  duly  exclianged 
between  the  contracting  countries.  To  the  list  of  extraditable  crimes 
has  l)een  added  that  of  the  assassination  or  attempted  assassination  of 
the  chief  of  the  Slate. 

Negotiations  have  been  opened  with  Switzerland  looking  to  a  settle- 
ment by  treaty  of  the  question  whether  its  citizens  can  renounce  their 
allegiance  and  become  citizens  of  the  United  States  without  obtaining 
the  consent  of  the  Swiss  Government. 

I  am  glad  to  inform  you  that  the  immigration  of  paupers  and  crimi- 
nals from  certain  of  the  Cantons  of  Switzerland  has  substantially  ceased 
and  is  no  longer  sauctioncd  by  the  authorities. 

The  consideration  of  this  subject  prompts  tlie  suggestion  that  the  act 
of  August  3,  1882,  which  has  for  its  object  the  return  of  foreign  con- 
victs to  their  own  countn,'.  should  be  so  motlified  as  not  to  Ije  opeu  to 
the  interjirctation  that  it  affects  the  extradition  of  criminals  on  preferred 
charges  of  crime. 

The  Ottoman  Porte  has  not  yet  assented  to  the  interpretation  which 
this  (iovenmient  has  put  ufH:in  the  treaty  of  1S30  relative  to  its  jurisdic- 
tional rights  in  Turkey.  It  may  well  l>e.  however,  that  this  difference 
will  l>e  adjusted  by  a  general  revision  of  the  system  of  jurisdiction  of 
the  United  States  in  the  countries  of  the  East,  a  subject  to  which  your 
attention  has  l)een  already  called  by  the  Secretan.-  of  State. 

In  the  interest  of  justice  toward  China  and  Japan,  I  trust  that  the 
question  of  the  return  of  the  indemnity  fund  to  the  Governments  of 
those  countries  will  reach  at  the  present  session  the  satisfactor>*  solu- 
tion which  I  have  already  recounuended,  and  which  has  recently  been 
foreshadowed  by  Congressional  discussion. 

The  treat)  lately  concluded  with  Korea  awaits  the  action  of  the  Senate. 

During  the  late  disturbance  in  Egypt  the  timely  presence  of  American  J 
vessels  served  as  a  protection  to  tlie  persons  and  property  of  many  of  our" 
own  citizens  and  of  citizens  of  other  countries,  whose  governments  have 
ex])ressed  their  thanks  for  this  assistauce. 
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The  recent  legislation  restricting  iinmigraiion  of  laborers  from  China 
bos  given  rise  to  the  question  whether  Chinese  proceeding  to  or  from 
another  countr>-  may  lawfully  pass  through  our  owti. 

Constming  the  act  of  May  6,  1882.  in  conuectiou  with  the  treaty  of 
Xovember  7,  1880,  the  restriction  would  seem  to  be  limited  to  Chinese 
immigrants  coming  to  the  United  States  as  bborers.  and  would  not  forbid 
a  mere  transit  acTX3ss  our  territory.  I  ask  the  attenlion  of  Congress  to 
the  subject,  for  such  action,  if  any.  as  may  be  deemed  atlvisable. 

This  Government  has  recently  had  occasion  to  manifest  its  interest  in 
ihc  Republic  of  Liberia  by  seeking  to  aid  the  amicable  settlement  of  the 
boundary  dispute  now  pending  between  that  Republic  and  the  British 
possession  of  Sierra  Leone. 

The  reciprocit>'  treaty  with  Hawaii  will  become  temiinable  after  Sep- 
teml)er  9. 1883,  on  twelve  months'  notice  by  either  party.  While  certain 
provisions  of  that  compact  may  have  proved  onerous,  its  existence  has 
fostered  cotmnerdal  relations  which  it  is  important  to  presen'e.  I  sug- 
gest, therefore,  that  early  consideration  be  given  to  such  modifications  of 
the  treaty  as  seem  to  be  demanded  by  the  interests  of  oiu^  people. 

In  N-iew  of  our  increasing  trade  with  lx)th  Hayti  and  Santo  Domingo.  I 

t advise  that  provision  be  made  for  diplomatic  intercourse  with  the  latter 
by  enlarging  the  scope  of  the  mission  at  Port  an  Prince, 
Y  I  regret  that  certain  claims  of  American  citizens  agaiiust  the  Go\t:ro- 
tnent  of  Hayti  ha^-e  thus  far  been  urged  una\*ailingly. 

A  recent  agreement  with  Mexico  provides  for  the  crossing  of  the  fron- 

Itier  by  the  armed  forces  of  either  country  in  purstiit  of  hostile  Indians. 
In  my  message  of  last  year  I  called  attention  to  the  prevalent  lawlessness 
upon  the  borders  and  to  the  necessity  of  legislation  for  its  suppression. 
I  again  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  subject. 

A  partial  relief  from  these  mischiefs  has  been  sought  in  a  convention, 
which  now  awaits  the  approval  of  the  Senate,  as  dotrs  also  another  touch- 
King  the  establishment  of  the  international  boundary  between  the  United 
Stales  and  Mexico.  If  the  latter  is  ratified,  the  action  of  Congress  will 
be  required  for  establishing  suitable  commissions  of  survey.  The  bound- 
ary dispute  between  Mexico  and  Guatemala,  which  led  this  Go\'emnient 
I  to  proffer  its  friendly  counsels  to  Iwth  parties,  has  lx;cn  amicably  settled. 
No  change  has  occurred  in  our  relations  with  \'euezueU.  I  again 
inx'oke  your  action  in  the  matter  of  the  pending  awards  against  tliat 
Re[)ubUc.  to  which  reference  was  made  by  a  special  message  from  the 
Kxeculive  at  your  last  session. 
An  invitation  has  been  received  from  the  Government  of  Venezuela 
to  send  representatives  in  July,  1883,  to  Caracas  for  particijKiting  in  the 
centennial  celeljration  of  the  birth  of  Bolivar,  the  founder  of  South  Amer- 
ican independence.  In  connection  with  this  event  it  is  designed  to  com- 
meii  '  tjction  at  Caracas  of  a  statue  of  Washington  and  to  conduct 
an  11  ■\  exhibition  which  will  be  open  to  American  products.     I 
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recoratnend  that  tbe  United  States  be  represented  and  that  suitable  pro- 
vision be  made  therefor. 

The  ele\-aiion  of  the  grade  of  our  mission  in  Central  America  to  the 
pIenipolentiar>*  rank,  which  was  authorised  b>-  Congress  at  its  late  ses- 
sion, has  been  since  effected. 

The  war  between  Peru  and  Bolivia  on  the  one  side  and  Chile  on  the 
other  be^n  more  than  three  years  ago.  On  the  occupation  by  Chile  in 
1880  of  all  the  littoral  territory  of  Bolivia,  negotiations  for  peace  were 
conducted  under  the  direction  of  the  United  States.  The  allies  refused 
to  concede  any  territory,  but  Chile  has  since  become  master  of  the  whole 
const  of  both  countries  and  of  the  capital  of  Peru.  A  year  since,  as  you 
have  already  been  ad\-ised  by  correspondence  transmitted  to  yon  in  Jann- 
ar>'  last,  this  Government  sent  a  special  mission  to  the  belligerent  powers 
to  express  the  hope  that  Chile  would  be  disposed  to  accept  a  money 
indemnity  for  the  expenses  of  the  war  and  to  relinquish  her  demand  for 
a  portion  of  the  terrilor>'  of  her  antagonist. 

This  recommendation,  which  Chile  declined  to  follow,  this  Government 
did  not  assume  to  enforce;  nor  can  it  be  enforced  without  resort  to  meas- 
ures which  would  be  in  keeping  neither  with  the  temper  of  our  people 
nor  with  the  spirit  of  our  institutions.  ^ 

The  power  of  Peru  no  longer  extends  over  its  whole  territoT)-,  and  in  fl 
the  event  of  our  interference  to  dictate  peace  would  need  to  be  supple- 
mented by  the  armies  and  navies  of  the  United  States.  Such  interfer- 
ence would  almost  ine\*itably  lead  to  the  establishment  of  a  protectorate — 
a  result  utterly  at  odds  with  our  post  policy,  injurious  to  our  present  inter- 
ests, and  full  of  embarrassments  for  the  future. 

For  effecting  the  termination  of  hostilities  upon  terms  at  once  just  to 
the  ^•ictorious  nation  and  generous  to  its  adversaries,  this  Go\-emment  has 
spared  no  efforts  save  such  as  might  involve  the  complications  which  I 
have  indicated. 

It  U  greatly  to  be  deplored  that  Chile  seems  resoK*ed  to  exact  .^nch  rig- 
orous conditions  of  peace  and  indisposed  to  submit  to  arbitration  the  terms 
of  an  amicable  settlement.  Xo  peace  is  likely  to  be  lasting  that  is  not 
sufficiently  equitable  and  just  to  command  the  appro\-al  of  otlier  nations. 

About  a  year  since  in\ntalions  were  extended  to  the  nations  of  this  con- 
tinent to  send  representatives  to  a  peace  congress  to  assemble  at  Washing- 
ton in  November,  1SS2.  The  time  of  meeting  was  fixed  at  a  period  then 
remote,  in  the  hope,  as  the  in^^tation  itself  dcclare<i.  that  in  the  mean- 
time the  disturbances  between  the  South  American  Republics  would  l>e 
adjusted.  As  that  expectation  seeme<l  unlikely  to  Ix^  realized.  I  asked  in 
April  last  for  an  expression  of  opinion  from  the  two  Houses  of  Congress 
as  to  the  advisability  of  holding  the  proposed  convention  at  the  time 
appointed.  This  action  was  prompted  in  part  by  doubts  which  mature 
reflection  had  suggested  whether  the  diplomatic  usage  and  traditions  of 
the  Government  did  not  make  it  fitting  that  the  Executive  should  con.sult 
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the  representatives  of  the  people  before  pursuing  a  line  of  policy  some- 
wh:ii  novel  in  its  character  and  far  reaching  in  its  possible  consequences. 
In  view  of  the  fact  that  no  action  was  takcTt  h\  Congress  in  the  premises 
and  that  no  provision  had  been  made  for  necessar\*  expenses,  I  subse- 
quently decided  to  postpone  tlie  convocation,  and  so  notified  the  several 
Govcninients  which  had  l>t'en  invited  to  attend. 

I  am  unwilling  to  dismiss  this  subject  without  assuring  you  of  my 
support  of  any  measures  the  wisdom  of  Conj^ress  may  devise  for  t!ic  pro- 
moti<.>u  of  peace  on  this  continent  and  throughout  the  world,  and  I  trust 
that  the  time  is  nigh  when,  with  the  universal  assent  of  civilized  peoples, 
all  iniemational  differences  shall  l)e  determined  without  resort  to  arms 
by  the  benignant  processes  of  arbitration. 

Changes  liave  occurred  in  the  diplomatic  representation  of  several  for- 
eign powers  during  the  past  year.  New  ministers  from  the  Argentine 
Republic.  Auslria-Huiigar\ .  Brazil,  Chile,  China,  France,  Japan.  Mexico, 
the  Netherlands,  and  Rassia  have  presented  their  credentials.  The  mis- 
sions of  Denmark  and  Venezuela  at  this  capital  have  been  raisetl  in  grade. 
Switzerland  has  created  a  plenip<:>tentiary  mission  to  this  Govemmenl, 
and  au  embassy  from  Madagascar  and  a  minister  from  Siam  will  shortly 
arri^ie. 

Our  diplomatic  intercourse  has  been  enlarged  by  the  establishment  of 
relations  with  the  new  Kingdom  of  Ser\'ia,  by  the  creation  of  a  mission 
to  Siam.  ami  by  the  restoration  of  the  mission  to  Greece.  The  Shah  of 
Persia  has  expressed  his  gratification  that  a  charge  d'affaires  will  shortly 
be  sent  to  thai  countr>.  where  the  rights  of  our  citizens  have  been  hitherto 
courteously  guarded  by  the  representatives  of  Great  Britain. 

I  renew  my  reconimendalion  of  such  legislation  as  will  place  the  United 
States  in  harmony  with  other  maritime  powers  with  respect  to  the  inter- 
national rules  for  the  preventiun  of  ctillisions  at  sea. 

In  conformity  with  your  joint  resolution  of  the  y\  of  August  last,  I  have 
directed  the  Secretary  of  State  to  address  foreign  governments  in  respect 
to  a  proposed  conference  for  considering  the  subject  of  the  imiversal  adop- 
tion of  a  connnon  prime  meridian  to  be  used  in  the  reckoning  of  longi- 
tude and  in  the  regulation  of  time  throughout  the  civilized  world.  Their 
replies  will  in  due  lime  be  laid  liefore  you. 

An  agreement  was  reachc<l  at  Paris  in  1S75  Ixrtween  the  principal  pow- 
ers for  the  interchange  of  official  publicatiotis  through  the  medium  of  their 
■BSpective  foreign  departments. 

"The  admirable  system  which  has  been  built  up  by  the  enterprise  of  the 
Smithsonian  Institution  affords  a  practical  basis  for  our  cooperation  in  this 
Bbenic.  and  an  arrangement  has  lieen  effected  by  which  that  institution 
Kill  perform  the  nccessar>-  labor,  under  the  direction  of  the  Department 
of  Stale.  A  reasonable  compensation  therefor  should  l>e  provided  by  law. 
|L  A  clause  in  the  act  making  appropriations  for  the  diplomatic  and  con- 
Blar  ser\'ice  conleujplates  the  reorgani/.ati(»n  of  both  branches  of  such 
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sen'iceou  a  salaried  ba^s,  lea\'ing  fees  to  inure  to  the  benefit  of  the  Treas- 
ury'- I  cordially  favor  such  a  project,  as  likely  to  correct  abuses  iti  the 
present  system.  The  Secretary  of  State  will  present  to  you  at  an  early 
day  a  plan  for  such  reorp^aiiization. 

A  full  and  interesting  exhibit  of  the  operations  of  the  Treasury  Depart- 
ment is  afforded  by  the  report  of  the  Secretary.

During  the  year  there  have  been  or^nized  tyt  national  banks,  and  of 
those  institutions  there  are  now  in  operation  2,269,  a  larjjer  numlx;r  than 
ever  l>efore.  The  value  of  their  uotes  in  active  circulation  on  July  i, 
i»82,  was  $334,656,458. 

I  commend  to  your  attention  the  Secretary's  views  in  resjiect  to  the 
likelihootl  of  a  serious  contraction  of  this  circulation,  and  to  the  modes 
by  which  that  result  may,  in  his  judgment,  be  averted. 

In  respect  to  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  and  the  retirement  of  silver 
certificates,  I  have  seen  nothing  to  alter  but  much  to  confirm  the  senti- 
ments to  whicli  I  gave  expression  last  year. 

A  comparison  between  the  respective  aniotuits  of  silver-dollar  circu- 
lation on  Novemlier  i,  i88i,and  on  November  i,  1882,  shows  a  slight 
increase  of  a  million  and  a  half  of  dollars;  but  during  the  inter\^al  there 
had  been  in  the  whole  number  coined  an  increase  of  twenty-six  millions. 
Of  the  one  hundred  and  twenty-eight  millions  thus  far  minted,  little 
more  than  thirtj'-five  millions  are  in  circulation.  The  mass  of  accunui- 
bted  coin  lias  grown  so  great  tliat  the  vault  room  at  present  available 
for  storage  is  scarcely  sufficient  to  contain  it.  It  is  not  apparent  why  it 
is  desirable  to  continue  this  coinage,  now  so  enonnously  in  excess  of  the 
pablic  demand. 

As  to  the  silver  certificates,  iu  addition  to  the  groimds  which  seemed 
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last  year  to  justify  their  retirement  may  be  mentioned  the  eflfect  which 
is  Ukely  to  ensue  from  the  supply  of  gold  certificates  for  whose  issuance 
Congress  recently  made  provision^  and  which  are  now  in  active  circula- 
tion. 

You  can  not  fail  to  note  with  interest  the  discussion  by  the  Secretar>* 
as  to  the  necessity  of  pro\'iding  by  legislation  some  mode  of  freeing  the 
Treasur>*  of  an  excess  of  assets  in  the  event  that  Congress  fails  to  reach 
an  early  agreement  for  the  reductiou  of  taxation. 

I  heartily  approve  the  Secretary's  recommendation  of  immediate  and 
extensive  reductions  in  the  annual  revenues  of  the  Government. 

It  will  be  renienilx-red  that  I  urged  upon  the  attention  of  Congress  at 
its  last  session  the  huporlance  of  relieving  the  industry  and  enterprise  of 
the  country  from  the  pressure  of  utuiecessary  taxation.  It  is  one  of  the 
tritest  maxims  of  jMUitical  ecoucnny  that  all  taxes  are  burdensome,  how- 
ever wisely  and  prudently  imposed;  and  though  there  have  always  been 
among  our  i>eople  wide  differences  of  sentiment  as  to  the  best  methods 
of  raising  the  national  revenues,  and,  indeed,  as  to  the  principles  upon 
which  taxation  should  l)e  based,  there  has  Ijeen  substantial  accord  in 
the  doctrine  that  only  such  taxes  ought  to  be  levied  as  are  necessar>' 
for  a  wise  and  economical  administration  of  the  Goveniment.  Of  late 
the  public  revenues  have  far  exceeded  that  limits  and  imless  checked  by 
appropriate  legislation  such  excess  will  continue  to  increase  from  year 
to  year.  For  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  iSSi.the  surplus  revenue 
amounted  to  $100,000,000;  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  on  the  30th  of  June 
last  the  surplus  was  more  than  one  hundred  and  forty-five  millions. 

The  report  of  the  Secretar>^  shows  what  ilisposilion  has  l>een  made  of 
these  moneys.  They  have  not  only  answered  the  requirements  of  the 
sinking  ftuid.  but  have  afforded  a  large  balance  applicable  to  other  reduc- 
tions of  the  jmblie  debt. 

But  I  renew  the  expression  of  my  conviction  that  such  rapid  extin- 
guishment of  the  national  indebtedness  as  is  now  taking  place  is  by  no 
means  a  cause  for  congratulation;  it  is  a  cause  rather  for  serious  appre- 
hension. 

If  it  continues,  it  must  speedily  be  followed  by  one  of  the  evil  results 
so  clearly  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Secretar>'. 

Either  the  surplus  nuist  lie  idle  in  the  Treasur\*  or  the  Government 
will  !je  forced  to  buy  at  market  rates  its  bonds  not  then  redeemable,  and 
which  under  such  circumstances  can  not  fail  to  command  an  enormous 
premium,  or  tlie  swollen  revenues  will  be  devoted  to  extravagant  expendi- 
ture, which,  as  experience  has  taught,  is  ever  the  bane  of  an  overflowing 
treasury. 

It  was  made  apparent  in  the  course  of  the  animated  discussions  which 
this  question  aroused  at  the  last  session  of  Congress  that  the  policy  of 
diminishing  the  revenue  by  reducing  taxation  commanded  the  general 
approval  of  the  members  of  both  Houses. 
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I  regret  tlial  because  of  conflicting  views  as  lo  tlie  best  metho<ls  by 
which  thai  policy  should  be  made  operative  none  of  its  l^enefits  have  as 
)tt  been  reaped. 

In  fulfillment  of  what  I  deem  my  constitutional  duty,  but  with  little 
hope  that  I  can  make  valuable  contribution  to  tiiis  \*exed  question.  I 
shill  proceed  to  intimate  briefly  my  own  views  in  relation  to  it. 

Upon  the  showing  of  our  flnaucial  condition  at  the  close  nf  the  last 
fiscal  year,  I  felt  justified  in  recommending  to  Congress  the  abolition  of 
all  internal  revenue  taxes  except  those  ujkju  tobacco  in  its  \-arious  forms 
and  upon  distilled  spirits  and  femiented  liquors,  and  except  also  the 
special  tax  upon  the  manufacturers  of  and  dealers  in  such  articles. 

I  venture  now  to  suggest  that  unless  it  shall  be  ascertained  that  the 
probable  expenditures  of  the  Govennneut  for  the  cM)ming  year  have  been 
imderestimatt^  all  internal  taxes  save  those  which  relate  lo  distilled 
spirits  can  be  prudently  abrogated. 

Such  a  course,  if  accompanied  by  a  simplification  of  the  macliinery  of 
collection,  which  would  then  be  easy  of  accompUshmeut.  might  reason- 
ably be  expected  to  result  in  diminishing  the  cost  of  such  collection  by 
at  lea^t  52,500,000  and  in  the  retirement  from  ofi&ce  of  from  1,500  to 
2.000  persons. 

The  system  of  excise  duties  has  never  commended  itself  to  the  favor 
of  the  American  peo[jle,  and  has  never  been  resorted  to  except  for  sup- 
plying deficiencies  in  the  Treasury  when,  b)-  reason  of  special  exigen- 
cies, the  duties  on  imports  have  proved  inadequate  for  the  needs  of  the 
Government.  The  sentiment  of  the  couiUry  doubtless  demands  that 
the  present  excise  tax  sliall  \nt  abolished  as  soon  as  such  a  course  can 
be  safely  pursued. 

It  seems  to  me,  however,  that,  for  various  reasons,  so  sweeping  a  meas- 
ure as  the  total  abolition  of  internal  taxes  would  for  the  present  be  an 
unwise  step. 

Two  of  these  reasons  are  deserving  of  special  mention: 

First.  It  is  by  no  means  clear  that  even  if  the  existing  system  of  duties 
on  imports  is  continued  without  modification  those  duties  alone  will  yield 
sufficient  revenue  for  all  the  needs  of  the  Government.  It  is  estimated 
that  $100,000,000  will  be  required  for  pensions  during  the  coming  year. 
and  it  may  well  be  doubted  whether  the  maximum  annual  demand  for 
lliat  object  has  yet  been  reached.  Uncertainty  upon  this  question  would 
alone  justify,  in  my  judgment,  the  retention  for  the  present  of  that  por- 
tion of  the  system  of  internal  revenue  which  is  least  objectionable  to  the 
people. 

Second.  A  total  abolition  of  excise  taxes  would  ahnost  inevitably  prove 
a  serious  if  not  an  insurmountable  obstacle  to  a  thorough  revision  of  the 
tariff  and  to  any  considerable  reduction  in  import  duties. 

The  present  tariff  system  is  in  many  respects  tnijust.  It  makes  un- 
equal distributions  both  of  its  burdens  aud  its  benefits.     This  fact  was 
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practically  recognized  by  a  majority  of  each  House  of  Congress  in  the 
passage  of  the  act  creating  the  Tariff  Commission.  The  report  of  that 
commission  will  !)e  placed  before  you  at  the  Iiegiiiniiip^  of  this  session, 
and  will,  I  trust,  afford  you  such  infonnatiun  as  to  the  condition  and 
prospects  of  the  various  commercial,  agricultural,  manufacturing,  min- 
ing, and  other  interests  of  the  country  and  contain  such  suggestions  for 
statutory  rcvisiou  as  will  practically  aid  your  action  upon  this  important 
subject. 

The  rcA'cnue  from  customs  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1879, 
amounted  to  $137,000,000. 

It  has  in  the  three  succeeding  years  reached,  first,  $186,000,000,  then 
$i98,ixx>.ooo.  and  finally,  as  has  been  already  stated,  $220,000,000. 

The  income  from  this  source  for  the  fiscal  year  which  will  end  on 
June  30,  1883.  \\\\\  doubtless  be  considerably  in  excess  of  the  sum  last 
mentioned. 

If  the  tax  on  domestic  spirits  is  to  be  retained,  it  is  plain,  therefore, 
that  large  reductions  from  the  customs  revenue  are  entirely  feasible. 
While  recomineudiug  this  reduction,  I  am  far  from  advising  the  aban- 
doumcut  <»f  the  ixilicy  of  so  discriminating  in  the  adjustment  of  details  as 
to  afford  aid  and  protection  to  domestic  labor.  But  the  present  system 
should  Ik?  so  re\nscd  as  to  equalize  the  public  burden  among  all  classes 
and  occupations  and  bring  it  into  closer  harmony  with  the  present  needs 
of  industry. 

Without  entering  into  minute  detail,  which  under  present  circum- 
stauces  is  quite  unnecessary,  I  recommend  an  enlargement  of  the  free 
list  so  as  to  include  within  it  the  numerous  articles  which  yield  incon- 
siderable revenue,  a  simplification  of  the  complex  and  inconsistent  sched- 
ule of  duties  ujKtii  certain  nianufnclnres.  particularly  those  of  cotton,  iron, 
and  steel,  and  a  substantial  reduction  of  the  duties  upon  those  articles  and 
upon  sugar,  molasses,  silk,  wix)l,  and  woolen  goods. 

If  a  general  revision  of  the  tariff  shall  l>e  found  to  be  impracticable 
at  this  session,  I  express  the  hope  that  at  least  some  of  the  more  con- 
spicuous inequalities  of  the  present  law  may  l>e  corrected  before  your 
final  adjournment.  One  of  them  is  specially  referred  to  by  the  Secrctar>'. 
In  \*iew  of  a  recent  decision  of  the  Supreme  Court,  the  necessity  of 
amending  the  law  by  which  the  Dutch  standard  of  color  is  adopted  as 
the  test  of  the  saccharine  strength  of  sugars  is  too  obvious  to  require 
comment. 

From  the  re]vtrt  of  the  Secretary  of  War  it  appears  that  the  only  out- 
breaks of  Indians  durii»g  the  past  year  occurred  in  Arizona  and  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  New  Mexico.  They  were  promptly  quelled,  and 
the  quiet  which  has  prevailed  in  all  other  parts  of  the  couutr>-  lias  per- 
mitted such  an  addition  to  he  made  to  the  militar>'  force  in  the  region 
endangered  by  the  Apaches  that  there  is  little  reason  to  apprehend  trouble 
iu  the  future.

^M     Those  parts  of  the  Secretary's  report  which   relate  to  our  seacoast 
^Pdefenses  and  their  annanieut  suggest  the  gravest  reflections.     Our  exist- 
ing fortiBcations  are  notoriously  inadequate  to  the  defense  of  the  great 
harbors  and  cities  for  whose  protection  they  were  built. 

The  question  of  providing  an  armament  suited  to  our  present  uecesii- 
ties  has  been  the  subject  of  consideration  by  a  board,  whose  report  was 
Iransuiilted  to  Congress  at  the  last  session.  Pending  the  consideration 
of  that  report,  the  War  Department  has  taken  no  steps  for  the  mannfac- 
^t  ture  or  conversion  of  any  heavy  cannon,  but  the  Secretary  expresses  the 
^"  hope  that  aulhoritj'  and  means  to  begin  that  important  work  will  be  soon 
provided.  I  invite  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  propriety  of  making 
more  adequate  provision  for  arming  and  equipping  the  militia  than  is 
afforded  by  the  act  of  1808,  which  is  still  uxxm  the  statute  Ixjok.  The 
matter  has  already  beeJi  the  subject  of  discussion  in  the  Senate,  aud  a  bill 

Ivliich  seeks  to  supply  the  deficiencies  of  existing  laws  is  now  upon  its 
calendar. 
The  Secretar>'  of  War  calls  attention  to  au  embarrassment  growing 
out  of  the  recent  act  of  Congress  making  the  retirement  of  officers  of  the 
,       Army  compulsory  at  the  age  of  64.     The  act  of  1878  is  still  in  force, 
i       which  hmits  to  400  the  number  of  those  who  can  lie  retired  for  disability 

•  or  upon  their  owui  application.     The  two  acts,  when  construed  together, 
seem  to  forbid  the  relie\'ing,  even  for  absolute  incapacity,  of  officers  who 
do  not  fall  within  the  purview  of  the  later  statute,  save  at  such  times  as 
there  chance  to  be  less  than  400  names  on  the  retired  hst.     There  are 
now  420.     It  is  not  likely  that  Congress  intended  this  result,  and  I  con- 
.       cur  with  the  Secretary  that  the  law  ought  to  be  amendetl. 
^ft      The  grounds  that  impelled  me  to  withhold  my  signature  from  the  bill 
^"  entitled  "An  act  making  ajjpropriations  for  the  construction,  repair,  and 
preservation  of  certain  works  on  rivers  and  harbors,"  which  became  a 
law  near  the  close  of  your  last  session,  prompt  me  to  express  the  hope 
^H  that  no  similar  measure  will  be  deemed  necessary  during  the  present 
^1  session  of  Congress.     Indeed,  such  a  measure  would  now  Ix?  open  to  a 
^H  serious  objection  in  addition  to  that  wliich  was  lately  urged  upon  yoiu* 
^^  attention.     I  am  informed  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  the  greater  por- 
tion of  the  sum  appropriated  for  the  various  items  specified  in  that  act 
^ft  remains  unexpended.

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It  is  apparent  hy  this  exhibit  that  so  far  as  concerns  most  of  the  items 
to  which  the  act  of  August  2, 1882,  relates  there  can  be  no  need  of  furtlier 
appropriations  until  after  the  close  of  the  present  session.  If,  however, 
an>'  action  should  seem  to  be  necessary  in  respect  to  particular  objects,  it 
will  Ije  entirely  feasible  to  provide  fnrtliose  objects  by  appropriate  legis- 
lation It  is  possible,  for  example,  that  a  delay  until  the  assembling  of 
the  next  Congress  to  make  additional  provision  for  the  Mississippi  River 
improvements  might  be  attended  with  serious  consequences.  If  such 
should  appear  to  be  the  case,  a  just  bill  relating  to  that  subject  would 
cominaml  my  approval. 

This  leads  me  to  offer  a  suggestion  which  I  trust  will  commend  itself 
to  the  wisdom  of  Congress.  Is  it  not  advisable  that  grants  of  consid- 
erable sums  of  money  for  diverse  and  independent  schemes  of  internal 
impro\'ement  should  be  made  the  subjects  of  separate  and  distinct  legis- 
lative enactments?  It  will  scarcely  be  gainsaid,  even  by  those  who  i-awix 
the  most  liberal  expenditures  for  such  purposes  as  are  sought  to  t>e  accom- 
plished by  what  is  commonly  called  the  river  and  harltor  bill,  that  the 
practice  of  grouping  in  such  a  bill  appropriatious  for  a  great  diversity  of 
objects,  widely  sejjaraled  either  in  their  nature  or  in  the  locahty  with 
which  they  are  concerned,  or  in  both,  is  one  which  is  much  to  be  depre- 
cated unless  it  is  irremediable.  It  inevitably  tends  to  secure  the  success 
of  the  bill  as  a  whole,  though  many  of  the  items,  if  separately  considered. 
could  scarcely  fail  of  rejection.  By  the  adoption  of  the  course  I  have  rec- 
ommended every  member  of  Congress,  whenever  opportunity  should  arise 
for  giving  his  influence  and  vote  for  meritorious  appropriations,  would  be 
enabled  so  to  do  without  being  called  upon  to  sanction  others  undeserv- 
ing his  approval.  So  also  would  the  Executive  be  afforded  therebj'  full 
opportunity  to  exercise  his  constitutional  prerogative  of  opposing  what- 
ever appropriations  seemed  to  him  objectionable  without  imperiling  the 
success  of  others  which  connuende<i  themselves  to  his  judgment. 

It  ma>'  be  urged  in  opposition  to  these  suggestions  that  the  number 
of  works  of  internal  improvement  which  are  justly  entitled  to  govern- 
mental aid  is  so  great  as  to  render  impracticable  separate  appropriation 
bills  therefor,  or  even  for  such  c(jmx>aratively  limited  numl)er  as  make 
disposition  of  large  sums  of  money.  This  objection  may  be  well  founded, 
and,  whether  it  be  or  not,  the  advantages  which  would  be  likely  to  ensue 
from  the  adoption  of  the  course  I  have  reconnnended  may  perhaps  be 
more  effectually  attained  by  another,  which  I  respectfulh-  submit  to  Con- 
gress as  an  alternative  proposition. 

It  is  provided  by  the  constitutions  of  fourteen  of  our  States  that  the 
executive  may  disapprove  any  item  or  items  of  a  bill  appropriating 
money,  wliereupou  the  part  of  the  bill  approved  shall  be  law  and  the 
part  disapproved  shall  fail  to  l>econie  law  unless  repassed  according  to 
the  provisions  prescribed  for  the  passage  of  bills  over  the  veto  of  the 
executive.

It  api>ears  by  the  Secretary's  report  that  tlie  available  naval  force  of 
Ihc  United  States  consists  of  37  cruisers,  14  single-turreted  monitors, 
built  during  the  reljelbon,  a  large  number  of  smoothbore  guns  and  Par-f 
rott  rifles,  and  87  rifled  cannon.  " 

The  cruising  vessels  should  l)e  gradually  replaced  by  iron   or  steel 
ships,  the  nnjnitors  by  modem  armored  vessels,  and  the  armament  hf^k 
high-iMjwer  rifled  guns,  *  ™ 

The  reconstruction  of  our  Navy,  which  was  recommended  in  my  last 
message,  was  begun  by  Congress  authorizing,  iu  its  recent  act.  the  con- 
struction of  two  large  unamiored  steel  vessels  of  the  character  recora- 
nieuded  by  the  late  Naval  Advisory  Board,  and  subject  to  the  final  ap- 
proval of  a  new  advisory  lx)ard  to  l>e  organized  as  provided  by  that  act. 
I  call  your  attention  to  tlie  recommendation  of  the  Secretary  and  th 
board  that  authority  be  given  to  construct  two  more  cruisers  of  small 
dimensions  and  one  fleet  dispatch  vessel,  and  that  appropriations 
made  for  high-power  rifled  cannon  for  the  torjx^do  service  and  for  olh 
harbor  defenses. 

Pending  the  consideration  by  Congress  of  the  policy  to  Ik*  hereafter 
ado]]ted  in  conducting  the  eight  large  navj'-yards  and  their  expensi\'e 
establishments,  the  Secretary  advocates  the  reduction  of  expenditures 
therefor  to  the  lowest  possible  amounts. 

I'or  the  purpose  of  affording  the  officers  and  seamen  of  the  Navy  op»! 
portunities  for  exercise  and  discipline  in  their  profession,  under  approtj 
priate  control  and  direction,  the  Secretar>'  advises  that  the  Light-House 
SerWce  and  Coast  Survey  be  transferred,  as  now  organized,  from  the 
Treasury  to  the  Navy  Department;  and  he  also  suggests,  for  the  reasons 
which  he  assigns,  that  a  similar  transfer  may  wisely  be  made  of  the  cruis- 
ing revenue  vessels.  J 

The  Secretary  forcibly  depicts  the  intimate  connection  and  interde-^| 
pendence  of  the  Navy  and  the  commercial  marine,  and  in\ntt'S  attention 
to  the  continued  decadence  of  the  latter  and  the  corresponding  transfer 
of  our  growing  connnerce  to  foreign  Ixtttoms. 

This  subject  is  one  of  the  niniost  importance  to  the  national  welfare. 
Methods  of  re\iving  American  shipbuilding  and  of  restoring  the  United 
States  flag  in  the  ocean  carrying  trade  should  receive  the  innnediate 
attention  of  Congress.    We  liave  mechanical  skill  and  abundant  material 
for  the  manufacture  of  modern  iron  steamships  in  fair  competition  with^ 
our  commercial  rivals.    Our  disadvantage  in  building  ships  is  the  greatei^| 
cost  of  lalior,  and  in  sailing  them,  higher  taxes,  and  greater  interest  on 
capital,  while  the  ocean  highways  are  already  monopolized  by  our  for- 
midable competitors.     These  obstacles  should  in  some  way  be  ov< 
come.aud  for  our  rapid  communication  with  foreign  lauds  we  should 
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continue  to  depend  wholly  upon  vessels  biiili  in  the  yards  of  other  coun- 
tries and  sailing  under  foreign  flags.  With  no  United  Stales  steamers  oa 
the  principal  ocean  lines  or  in  any  foreign  jxirts.our  facilities  for  extend- 
ing our  commerce  are  greatly  restricted,  while  the  nations  wliicli  build 
•m\d  siul  the  ships  and  carry  the  mails  and  passengers  obtain  thereby 
conspicuous  advantages  in  increasing  their  trade. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  gives  evi<ience  of  the  satisfac- 
^»tor)*  condition  of  that  Department  and  contains  many  \*aliiable  ilata  and 
^■accumpanying  suggestions  which  can  not  fail  to  be  of  interest. 
^1  The  information  which  it  affords  that  the  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year 
^■liave  exceeded  the  expenditures  must  be  very  gratifying  to  Congress  and 
^■to  the  people  of  the  country. 

^B     As  matters  which  may  fairly  claim  particular  attention,!  refer  you  to 

^^his  oliservations  in  reference  to  the  advi.sability  of  changing  the  present 

basis  for  fixing  salaries  and  allowances,  of  extending  the  money -order 

^■^'stem.  and  of  enlarging  the  functions  of  the  postal  establishment  so  as 

^^to  put  under  its  control  the  telegraph  system  of  the  countn'.  though 

from  this  last  and  most  important  recommendation  I  must  withhold  my 

concurrence.

•of  2  cents  per  half  ounce. 
I  liave  given  much  study  and  reflection  to  this  subject,  and  am  thor- 
oughly persuaded  that  such  a  reduction  would  be  for  the  best  interests 
of  the  pubUc. 

It  lias  been  the  polic>'  of  the  Government  frora  its  foundation  to  defray 
as  far  as  possible  the  expenses  of  carr>'ing  the  mails  by  a  direct  tax  in 
the  form  of  postage.     It  lias  ne\'er  been  claimed,  however,  that  this  scr\'- 
^»|ce  ought  to  be  productive  of  a  net  revenue. 

^P     As  has  been  stated  already,  the  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  shows 
that  there  is  now  a  very  c(OTsiderable  surplus  in  his  Department  and  that 
.henceforth  the  receipts  are  likely  to  increase  at  a  much  greater  ratio  than 
[the  necessary'  expenditures.     Unless  some  change  is  made  in  the  exist- 
laws,  the  profits  of  the  postal  sernce  will  in  a  verv*  few  years  swell 
revenues  of  the  Government  many  millions  of  dollars.      The  time 
auspicious,  therefore,  for  some  reduction  in  the  rates  of  postage. 
In  what  shall  that  reduction  consist? 

A  renew  of  the  legislation  which  has  been  had  upon  this  subject  dur- 
ing the  last  tliirty  years  discloses  that  domestic  letters  constitute  the  only 
'class  of  mail  matter  which  has  never  been  favored  by  a  substantial  reduc- 
tion of  rates.  I  am  convinced  that  the  burden  of  maintaining  the  ser\'ice 
falls  mosX  unequally  upon  that  class,  and  that  more  than  any  other  it  is 
entitled  to  present  relief, 

Tliat  .such  relief  may  be  extended  without  detriment  to  other  public  in- 
terests will  be  discovered  upon  reviewiug  the  results  of  former  reductions. 
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Immcfliatcly  prior  to  the  att  of  1845  the  postage  upon  a  letter  coin-~ 
posed  of  a  single  sheet  was  as  follows:

By  the  act  of  1845  the  postage  upon  a  single  letter  conA-xo'ed  for  any 
distance  muler  300  miles  was  fixed  at  5  cents  and  for  any  greater  dis- 
tance at  10  cents. 

By  the  act  of  1S51  it  was  provided  that  a  single  letter,  if  prepaid, 
should  be  carried  ai»y  distance  not  exceeding  5.000  miles  for  3  cents  and 
any  greater  distance  for  6  cents. 

It  will  be  noticed  that  lx»th  of  these  retluctions  were  of  a  radical  char- 
acter and  relatively  quite  as  important  as  that  which  is  now  proposed. 

In  each  case  there  ensued  a  temporary'  loss  of  revenue,  but  a  sudden 
and  large  influx  of  business,  whicli  substantially  repaired  that  loss  within 
three  years. 

Unless  the  experience  of  past  legislation  in  this  countr>-  and  elsewhere 
goes  for  naught,  it  may  \»t  safely  predicted  that  the  stimulus  of  33V3  per 
cent  retluction  in  the  tax  for  carriage  would  at  once  increase  the  number 
of  letters  consigned  to  tlie  mails. 

The  advantages  of  secrecy  would  lead  to  a  very  general  substitution 
of  sealed  packets  for  postal  cards  and  open  circulars,  and  in  divers  other 
ways  the  volume  of  first-class  matter  would  Ix;  enormously  augmented. 
Such  increase  amounted  in  England,  in  the  first  year  after  the  adoption 
of  j>enny  postage,  to  more  than  125  per  cent. 

As  a  result  of  careful  estimates,  the  details  of  which  can  not  lie  here  set 
out,  I  have  become  convinced  that  tlie  deficiency  for  the  first  year  after 
the  proposed  reduction  would  not  exceed  7  per  cent  of  the  expenditures, 
or  $3,000,000,  while  the  deficiency  after  the  reduction  of  1845  was  more 
than  14  per  cent,  and  after  that  of  1S51  was  27  per  cent. 

Another  interesting  comparison  is  afforded  by  statistics  furnished  me 
by  the  Post-Office  Pepartment. 

The  act  of  1845  was  passetl  in  face  of  the  fact  that  there  existed  a 
deficiency  of  more  than  $30,000.  That  of  1851  was  encouraged  by  the 
slight  surplus  of  $132,000.  The  excess  of  revenue  in  the  next  fiscal 
year  is  likely  to  be  $3,500,000. 

If  Congress  should  approve  these  suggestions,  it  may  be  deemed  desir- 
able to  supply  to  some  extent  the  deficiency  which  must  for  a  time  result 
by  increasing  the  charge  for  carrj'ing  merchandise,  which  is  now  only  16 
cents  per  pound:  but  even  without  such  an  increase  I  am  confident  that 
the  receipts  under  the  diminished  rates  would  equal  the  expenditures 
after  the  lapse  of  three  or  four  years. 

The  report  of  the  Department  of  Justice  brings  anew  to  your  notice 
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the  necessity  of  enlarging  tlie  present  system  of  Federal  jurisprudence 
90  as  effectually  to  answer  the  requirements  of  the  ever-increa^iug  liti- 
gation wnth  which  it  is  called  upon  to  deal. 

The  Altorrney- General  renews  the  suj^gestious  of  his  predecessor  that 
in  the  interests  of  justice  better  prousion  than  the  cxislin;^  laws  afford 
should  be  made  iu  certain  judicial  districts  for  fixing  the  fees  of  wit- 
nesses and  jurors. 

Iu  niy  message  of  December  last  I  referred  to  pending  criminal  pro- 
ceedings growing  out  of  alleged  frauds  in  what  is  known  as  the  star- 
route  service  of  the  Post-Office  Department,  and  advised  you  that  I  had 
enjoined  upon  the  Attorney-General  and  asstx^iate  coimsel.  to  whom  the 
interests  of  the  Goverument  were  intrusted,  the  duty  of  prosecuting  with 
the  utmost  vigor  of  the  law  all  pcrs^ms  who  might  Ix?  fonnd  chargeable 
with  tliose  ofTenses.  A  trial  of  one  of  these  cases  has  since  occurred. 
It  occupied  for  many  weeks  the  attention  of  the  supreme  court  of  this 
DLstrict  and  was  conducted  with  great  zeal  ajid  ability.  It  resulted  in  a 
disagreement  of  the  jur\*,  but  the  cause  has  Inren  again  placed  uixju  the 
calendar  and  will  shortly  be  retried.  If  any  guilty  persons  shall  finally 
escape  punishment  for  their  offenses,  it  will  not  l>e  for  lack  of  diligent 
and  earnest  efforts  on  the  part  of  the  prosecution. 

I  trust  that  some  agreement  may  be  reached  which  will  speedily  enable 
Cnngre;3S,  with  the  concurrtrncc  of  the  Executive,  to  afford  tlie  commer- 
cial community  the  benefits  of  a  national  bankrupt  law. 

The  report  of  the  SecretaT>-  of  the  Interior,  w^ith  its  accompanying 
documents,  presents  a  full  statement  of  tlie  varied  operations  uf  that 
Department.  In  respect  to  Indian  affairs  nothing  has  occurred  which 
has  changed  or  seriously  modified  the  views  to  which  I  devoted  much 
space  in  a  former  communication  to  Congress.  I  renew  the  recommeu- 
daUons  therein  containe<l  as  to  extending  to  the  Indian  tlie  protection 
of  the  law.  allotting  land  in  severalty  to  such  as  desire  it,  and  making 
suitable  provision  for  the  education  of  youth.  Such  pnnision.  as  the 
Secretary  forcil>Iy  maintains,  will  prove  unavailing  unless  it  is  broad 
enough  to  include  all  those  who  are  able  and  willing  to  make  use  of  it, 
and  should  not  solely  relate  to  intellectual  training,  but  also  to  instruc- 
tion in  such  manual  labor  and  simple  industrial  arts  as  can  be  made  prac- 
tically available. 

Among  other  imjxtrtant  subjects  which  are  inclnded  within  the  Secre- 
tar>''s  report,  and  which  will  doitbtless  furnish  occasion  for  Congressional 
actian.  ma^^be  mentioned  the  neglect  of  the  railroad  companies  to  which 
large  grants  of  land  were  made  by  the  acts  of  18*^2  and  1864  to  take  title 
thereto,  and  their  consequent  inequitable  exemption  from  local  taxation. 

No  sur\'ey  of  our  material  condition  can  fail  to  suggest  inquiries  as  to 
the  moral  and  intellectual  progress  of  the  people. 

The  census  retunus  disclose  an  alanning  state  of  illiteracy  in  certain  por- 
lioiis  of  the  countT)*,  where  the  provision  for  schools  is  grossly  inadequate. 
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It  is  a  momentotus  question  for  the  <ifirwinti  of  Congress  whether  imme- 
diate and  sutistantial  aid  should  not  be  extended  b>'  the  General  Govern- 
ment for  supplementing  the  efforts  of  pn^-ate  beneficence  and  of  State 
and  Territorial  legislation  in  behalf  of  education. 

The  regulation  of  interstate  commerce  has  already  been  the  subject  of 
your  deliberations.  One  of  the  incidents  of  the  marvelous  extension  of 
the  railway  system  of  the  country  has  been  the  adoption  of  such  meas- 
ures by  the  corporations  which  own  or  control  the  roads  as  ha\-e  tended 
to  impair  the  advantages  of  healthful  competition  and  to  make  hurtful 
discriminations  in  the  adjustment  of  freightage. 

These  inequalities  ha\-e  been  corrected  in  several  of  the  States  by 
appropriate  legislation,  the  effect  of  which  is  necessarily  restricted  to  the 
limits  of  their  own  territory. 

So  far  as  such  mischiefs  affect  commerce  between  the  States  or  between 
any  one  of  the  States  and  a  foreign  country,  they  are  subjects  of  national 
concern,  and  Congress  alone  can  afford  relief. 

The  results  which  have  thus  far  attended  the  enforcement  of  the 
recent  statute  for  the  suppression  of  polygamy  in  the  Territories  are 
reported  by  the  Secretary*  of  the  Interior.  It  is  not  probable  that  any 
additional  legislation  in  this  regard  will  be  deemed  desirable  until  the 
effect  of  existing  laws  shall  be  more  closely  obser\-ed  and  studied. 

I  congratulate  you  that  the  commissioners  under  whose  superxnsion 
those  laws  have  been  put  in  operation  are  encouraged  to  believe  that  the 
evil  at  which  they  are  aimed  may  be  suppressed  without  resort  to  such 
radical  measures  as  in  some  quarters  have  been  thought  indispensable 
for  success. 

The  close  relation  of  the  General  Gox-emment  to  the  Territories  pre- 
paring to  be  great  States  may  well  engage  your  special  attention.  It 
is  there  that  the  Indian  disttirbances  mainly  occur  and  that  polygamy 
has  found  room  for  its  growth.  I  can  not  doubt  that  a  careftd  sur- 
vey of  Territorial  legislation  would  be  of  the  highest  utility.  Life  and 
property  would  become  more  secure.  The  liability  of  outbreaks  between 
Indians  and  whites  woiUd  be  lessened.  The  public  domain  would  be 
more  securely  guarded  and  better  progress  be  made  in  the  instruction 
of  the  young. 

Alaska  is  still  without  any  form  of  civil  government.  If  means  were 
provided  for  the  education  of  its  people  and  for  the  protection  of  their 
lives  and  proj^erty,  the  immense  resources  of  the  region  would  in\*ite 
permanent  settlements  and  open  new  fields  for  industry  and  enterprise. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  presents  an  account  of 
the  labors  of  lliat  Department  during  the  past  year  and  includes  infor- 
mation of  much  interest  to  the  general  public. 

The  condition  of  the  forests  of  the  country  and  the  wasteful  manner 
in  which  their  destruction  is  taking  place  give  cause  for  serious  appre- 
hension.    Their  action  in  protecting  the  earth's  siuiace,  iu  modifying 
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the  extremes  of  climate,  and  in  regulating  and  sustaining  the  flow  of 
springs   and    streams  is  now  well  understood,  and  their  importance  in 
[zelation   to  the  ^owth  and  prosperity  of  the  country  can  not  l)e  safely 
irded.      They  are  fast  disappearing  before  destructi\ne  fires  and  the 
iate  requirements  of  our  increasing  population,  and  their  total  ex- 
tinction can  not  be  long  delayed  unless  better  methods  than  now  pre- 
vail shall  l>e  adopted  for  their  protection  and  cultivation.     The  attention 
of  Congress  is  invited  to  the  necessity  of  additional  legislation  to  secure 
Uie  preservation  of  the  valuable  forests  still  remaining  on  the  public 
domain.  es^>ecially  in  the  extreme  Western  States  and  Territories,  where 
the  necessity  for  their  preservation  is  greater  than  in  less  mountainous 
regions,  and  where  the  prevailing  dryness  of  the  climate  renders  their 
restoration,  if  they  are  once  destroyed,  well-nigh  impossible. 

The  communication  which  I  made  to  Congress  at  its  first  session,  in 
December  last,  contained  a  somewhat  full  statement  of  my  sentiments 
in  relation  to  the  principles  and  rules  which  ought  to  govern  appoint- 
ments to  public  service. 

Referring  to  the  various  plans  which  had  tlieretofore  been  the  subject 
of  discussion  in  the  National  Legislature  (plans  which  in  the  main  were 
modele<l  upon  the  system  which  obtains  in  Great  Britain,  but  which 
lacked  certain  of  the  prominent  features  whereby  that  system  is  distin- 
guished). I  felt  bound  to  intimate  my  doubts  whether  they,  or  any  of 
tliem,  would  afford  ade<^uate  remedy  for  the  e\'ils  which  they  aimed  to 
correct. 

I  declared,  nevertheless,  that  if  the  proposed  measures  should  prove 
acceptable  to  Congress  they  would  receive  the  unhesitatiug  support  of 
the  Executive. 

Since  these  suggestions  were  submitted  for  your  consideration  there 
has  been  no  legislation  upon  the  subject  to  which  they  relate,  but  there 
has  meanwhile  been  an  increase  in  the  public  interest  in  that  subject, 
and  the  people  of  the  country,  apparently  without  distinction  of  party, 
have  in  various  ways  and  upwn  frequent  occasions  given  expression  to 
their  earnest  wish  for  prompt  and  definite  action.  In  my  judgment  such 
action  should  no  longer  be  postponed. 

I  may  add  that  my  own  sense  of  its  pressing  importance  has  been 
quickened  by  obser\'ation  of  a  practical  phase  of  the  matter,  to  which 
attention  lias  more  than  once  been  called  by  my  predecessors. 
B       The  d\nl  list  now  comprises  about  100,000  persons,  far  the  larger  part 
H  of  whom  must,  under  the  terms  of  the  Constitution,  be  selected  by  the 
H  President  either  directly  or  through  his  own  appointees. 
^       In  the  early  years  of  the  administration  of  the  Government  the  per- 
sonal direction  of  appointments  to  the  civil  ser\'ice  may  not  have  been  an 
irksome  task  for  the  Executive,  but  now  that  the  burden  has  increased 
fully  a  hundredfold  it  has  become  greater  than  he  ought  to  l)ear.  and  it 
aeceasarily  diverts  his  lime  and  attention  from  the  proper  discharge  of 
M  P— VOL  vni— 10 
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other  duties  no  less  delicate  and  responsible,  and  wl 
of  things  can  not  be  delegated  to  other  hands. 

In  the  jnd^:ment  of  not  a  few  who  have  ^%'en  study  and  reflection  to 
this  matter,  the  nation  has  outsjown  the  provisions  which  the  Constitu- 
tion has  established  for  filling  the  minor  offices  in  the  public  service. 

But  whatever  may  be  thought  of  the  wisdom  or  expediency  of  chang- 
ing the  fundamental  law  in  this  regard,  it  is  certain  that  mnch  relief  may 
be  afforded,  not  only  to  the  President  and  to  the  heads  of  the  Depart- 
ments, but  to  Senators  and  Representatives  in  Congress,  by  discreet  leg- 
islation. They  would  be  protected  in  a  great  measure  by  the  bill  now 
pending  l>efore  the  Senate,  or  by  any  other  which  should  embody  its 
important  features,  from  the  pressure  of  personal  importunity  and  from 
the  labor  of  examining  conflicting  claims  and  pretensions  of  candidates. 

I  trust  that  before  the  close  of  the  present  session  some  decisi\'e  action 
may  be  taken  for  the  correction  of  the  e\nls  which  inhere  in  the  present 
methods  of  appointment,  and  I  assure  you  of  my  hearty  cooperation  in 
any  measures  which  are  likely  to  conduce  to  that  end. 

As  to  the  most  appropriate  term  and  tenure  of  the  official  life  of  the 
sulmrdinate  employees  of  the  Government,  it  seems  to  be  generally 
agreed  lliat,  whatever  their  extent  or  character,  the  one  should  be  defi- 
nite and  the  other  stable,  and  that  neither  should  be  regulated  by  zeal  in 
the  ser\-ice  of  party  or  fidelity  to  the  fortunes  of  an  indi\-idual. 

It  matters  little  to  the  people  at  large  what  competent  persou  is  at 
the  head  of  this  department  or  of  that  bureau  if  they  feel  assured  that 
the  remo\'al  of  one  and  the  accession  of  another  will  not  involve  the 
retirement  of  honest  and  faithful  subordinates  whose  duties  are  purely 
administrative  and  have  no  legitimate  connection  with  the  triumph  of 
any  political  principles  or  the  success  of  any  political  party  or  faction. 
It  is  to  tliis  latter  class  of  officers  that  the  Senate  bill,  to  which  I  ha\-c 
already  referred,  exclusively  applies. 

While  neither  that  bill  nor  any  other  prominent  scheme  for  improving 
the  civil  service  concerns  the  higher  grade  of  officials,  who  are  appointed 
by  the  President  and  confirmed  by  the  Senate,  I  feel  bound  to  correct  a 
prevalent  misapprehension  as  to  the  frequency  with  which  the  present 
Executive  has  displaced  the  iucuuibeut  of  au  office  and  appoiuted  another 
in  his  stead. 

It  has  Ix^n  repeate<lly  alleged  that  he  has  in  this  particitlar  signally 
departed  from  the  course  which  has  been  pursued  un<lcr  recent  Admin- 
istrations of  the  Government.     The  facts  are  as  follows: 

The  whole  number  of  Kxccntive  appointments  during  the  four  years 
immediately  preceding  Mr.  Garfield's  accession  to  the  Presidency  was 
3,696.  Of  this  number  244.  or  9  per  cent,  involved  the  removal  of  pre- 
vious incumbents. 

The  ratio  of  removals  to  the  whole  number  of  appointments  was  much 
Khf*       •«  during  each  of  those  four  years. 
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Iti  the  first  year,  with  790  appointmtnts,  there*  were  74  removals,  or  9.3 
per  cent;  in  the  second,  with  917  appointments,  there  were  i>5  removals, 
018.5  P^r  cent;  in  the  tliird,  with  4Hoappointn3eiils.  there  were  48  remov- 
als, or  10  per  cent;  in  the  fourth,  with  429  appointments,  there  were  37 
removals,  or  8.6  per  cent.  Iti  the  four  months  of  President  Garfield's 
Admijiistration  there  were  390  appointments  and  89  removals,  or  22.7 
per  cent.  Precisely  the  same  number  of  removals  (Sgf  has  taken  place 
in  the  fourteen  months  which  have  since  elapsed,  but  they  constitute 
only  7.S  per  cent  of  the  whole  number  of  appointments  (  1,118)  within 
that  period  and  less  than  2.6  of  the  entire  list  of  officials  (3.459),  exclu- 
sive of  the  Array  and  Navy,  which  is  filled  by  Presidential  appijintnient. 

I  declare  my  approval  of  such  legislation  as  may  be  found  necessary 
for  supplementing  the  existing  provisions  of  law  in  relation  to  political 
assessments. 

In  July  last  I  authorized  a  public  announcement  that  employees  of  the 
Government  should  rej^ard  themselves  as  at  lil)erty  to  exercise  their 
pleasure  in  making  or  refusing  to  make  political  contributions,  and  that 
their  action  in  that  regard  would  in  no  manner  affect  their  official  status. 

In  this  announcement  I  acted  upon  the  view,  which  I  had  always  main- 
tained and  still  maintain,  that  a  public  officer  should  lie  as  absolutely 
free  as  any  other  citizen  to  give  or  to  withhold  a  contribution  for  the 
aid  of  the  political  party  of  his  choice.  It  has,  however,  been  urged, 
and  doubtless  not  without  foundation  in  fact,  tliat  b}*  solicitation  of  offi- 
cial superiors  and  by  other  modes  such  contriliutions  have  at  times  Ijeen 
obtained  from  ix;rsons  whose  only  motive  for  giving  lias  been  the  fear 
of  what  might  l^efall  them  if  they  refused.  It  goes  without  saying  that 
such  contributions  are  not  voluntary,  and  in  my  judgment  their  collec- 
tion should  be  prohibited  by  law.  A  bill  which  will  effectually  suppress 
them  will  receive  my  cordial  approval. 

I  hope  that,  however  numerous  and  urgent  may  be  the  demands  upon 
your  attention,  the  interests  of  this  District  will  not  be  forgotten. 

The  denial  to  its  residents  of  the  great  right  of  suffrage  in  all  its  re- 
lations to  national,  State,  and  municipal  action  imposes  upon  Congress 
the  duty  of  affording  them  the  best  administration  which  its  wisdom 
can  devise. 

The  report  of  the  District  Commissioners  indicates  certain  measures 
whose  adoption  would  seem  to  be  very  desirable.  I  instance  in  partic- 
ular those  which  relate  to  arrears  of  taxes,  to  steam  railroads,  and  to 
assessments  of  real  property. 

Among  the  questions  which  have  Ixreu  the  topic  of  recent  delxite  in 
the  halls  of  Congress  none  are  of  greater  gravity  than  those  relating  to 
the  a.scertainment  of  the  vote  for  Presidential  electors  and  the  intend- 
ment of  the  Constitution  in  its  provisions  for  devolving  Executive  func- 
tions upon  the  \' ice- President  when  the  President  suffers  from  iuabiUty 
to  discharge  the  powers  and  duties  of  his  office. 
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I  trust  that  no  embarrassments  may  result  from  a  failure  to  determine 
these  questions  before  another  national  election. 

The  closing  year  has  been  replete  with  blessings,  for  which  we  owe  to 
the  Giver  of  All  Good  our  reverent  acknowledgment.  For  the  uninter- 
rupted harmony  of  our  foreign  relations,  for  the  decay  of  sectional  animos- 
ities, for  the  exuberance  of  our  harvests  and  the  triumphs  of  our  mining 
and  manufacturing  industries,  for  the  prevalence  of  health,  the  spread  of 
intelligence,  and  the  conservation  of  the  public  credit,  for  the  growth 
of  the  country  in  all  the  elements  of  national  greatness — for  these  and 
countless  other  blessings  we  should  rejoice  and  be  glad.  I  trust  that 
under  the  inspiration  of  this  great  prosperity  our  counsels  may  be  har- 
monious, and  that  the  dictates  of  prudence,  patriotism,  justice,  and  econ- 
omy may  lead  to  the  adoption  of  measures  in  which  the  Congress  and 
the  Executive  may  heartily  unite.  CHESTER  A.  ARTHUR. 


SPECIAL  MESSAGES. 

Executive  Mansion,  December  6,  1882. 
To  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives: 

I  transmit  herewith  a  communication  from  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated 
the  4th  instant,  and  its  accompanying  papers,  in  which  it  is  recommended 
that  section  1216,  Revised  Statutes,  be  so  amended  as  to  include  in  its 
provisions  the  enlisted  men  of  the  Army,  and  that  section  1285,  Revised 
Statutes,  be  modified  so  as  to  read: 

A  certificate  of  merit  granted  to  an  enlisted  man  for  distinguished  service  shall 
entitle  him  thereafter  to  additional  pay,  at  the  rate  of  |2  per  month,  while  he  is  in  the 
military  service,  although  such  service  may  not  be  continuous.

Having  approved  the  act  recently  passed  by  Congrress  *  *  to  regulate 
and  improve  the  ci\al  ser\'ice  of  the  United  States,"  I  deem  it  my  duty 
to  call  your  attention  to  the  provision  for  the  employment  of  a  "chief 
examiner"  contained  in  the  third  section  of  the  act,  which  was  the  sub- 
ject of  consideration  at  the  time  of  its  approval. 

I  am  advised  ]jy  the  Attorney-General  that  there  is  great  doubt  whether 
such  examiner  is  not  properly  an  officer  of  the  ITnited  States  because  of 
the  nature  of  his  employment,  its  duration,  enuihuuent,  and  duties.  If 
hel>e  such,  the  provision  for  his  employment  (which  involves  an  appoint- 
ment by  the  Commission)  is  not  in  confonnily  with  section  2,  Article  H 
of  the  Constitution.  Assuming  this  to  ])c  the  case,  the  result  would  be 
that  the  appointment  of  the  chief  examiner  must  Ixr  deemed  to  be  vested 
in  the  President,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  since 
in  such  case  the  appointment  would  not  be  other^vise  pro\Hded  for  by  law. 
Concurring  in  this  opinion,  I  nominate  Silas  W.  Burt,  of  New  York,  to  be 
chief  examiner  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.

executive  civil  service  are  hereby  amende<l  and  promulgated,  as  follows:

I,  There  sliall  lie  open  conipctiti\'e  exaniinations  for  testing  the  Btness  of  appli- 
canl-H  for  Admission  to  the  service.  Such  oxaiiiinrtliuns  shall  be  practical  iu  their 
chomctcr  ami,  so  far  sk  may  he,  shall  relate  lo  lli«»»e  matters  which  will  fairly  lest 
the  relative  capacity  and  titneA^s  of  the  person*  examined  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  branch  of  the  sen-ice  which  they  seek  to  enter. 

3.  There  sliall,  wi  far  as  tliey  may  lie  ileetiieil  uM.'fid,  bo  compet^live  examinations 
of  a  auitahle  cJiamcter  to  test  the  fitnesa  of  perstjtis  for  promotion  in  the  ser%*ice.

f.  The  general  examinations  unfler  the  first  clause  of  Rule  W  for  athnisston  lo 
the  service  shall  be  limite<l  to  the  foliowiiif;;  siilijects:  (1)  Ortho>jraphy,  penman- 
ship, and  copj-ing;  (a)  arithmetic — fundanienlal  rules,  fractions,  and  percentage; 
(3)  interest,  diitcount,  and  elements  of  bookkeepitij^  and  of  accounts;  (4)  elements 
of  the  Eng^Iish  lanjifuajjc,  letter  writinj;,  and  the  projHjr  construction  of  sentences;

3.  No  one  shall  be  entitle*!  to  Ix?  certifie<l  for  appointment  whose  standing  upon  a 
just  grading  in  the  general  examination  shall  Ixi  less  than  65  per  cent  of  complete 
proficiency  in  the  first  three  subjects  mentioned  in  thi.s  rule,  and  thai  measure 
of  prt>ficiency  shall  be  dccmei.l  adequate. 

4,  But  for  pUoes  in  which  a  lower  tlegrte  of  education  wU  suffice  the  Commission 
mav  limit  the  ex;munations  to  less  than  the  five  subjects  alKJve  mentimied;  Imt  no 
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person  shall  be  certified  for  appointment  under  this  clause  whose  grading  shall  he 
less  than  an  average  of  65  per  cent  on  such  of  the  first  tliree  subjects  or  parts  thereof 
as  the  examination  may  embrace.

Such  other  information  shall  be  furnished  as  the  Commission  may  reasonably 
require  touching  the  applicant's  fitness  for  the  public  ser\'ice.  The  applicant  must 
also  state  the  number  of  members  of  his  family  in  the  public  service  and  where 
employed,  and  must  also  assert  that  he  is  not  disqualified  under  section  8  of  the 
civil-service  act,  which  is  as  follows: 

"That  no  person  habitually  using  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess  shall  be  ap- 
pointed to  or  retained  in  any  office,  appointment,  or  employment  to  which  the 
provisions  of  this  act  are  applicable." 

No  person  under  enlistment  in  the  Army  or  Navy  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
examined  under  these  rules. 

RULE  XIII. 

1.  The  date  of  the  reception  of  all  regular  applications  for  the  classified  depart- 
mental ser\'ice  .shall  be  entered  of  record  by  the  Commission,  and  of  all  other  regu- 
lar applications  by  the  proper  examining  boards  of  the  district  or  office  for  which 
they  are  made;  and  applicants,  when  in  excess  of  the  number  that  can  be  examined 
at  a  single  examination,  shall,  subject  to  the  needs  of  apportionment,  be  notified  to 
appear  in  their  order  on  the  respective  records.  But  any  applicants  in  the  several 
States  and  Territories  for  appointment  in  tlie  classified  departmental  service  may  be 
notified  to  appear  for  examination  at  any  place  at  which  an  examination  is  to  be  held, 
whether  in  any  State  or  Territory  or  in  Washington,  which  shall  be  deemed  most 
convenient  for  them.

superintendents  or  chiefs  of  divisions  or  bureaus.  Rut  no  ]K*rs*)n  so  excepted  shall 
be  either  transferred,  api>ointed,  or  ])romoteti,  imless  to  some  excepted  place,  without 
an  examination  under  tlie  Commission.  Promotions  may  l>e  made  without  examina- 
tions in  offices  where  examinations  for  promotif)u  are  not  now  held  until  rules  on 
the  subject  ^all  be  promulgated.

THIRD  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 

Washington,  December  4,  iSSj. 
To  the  Congress  of  the  Lhiited  States: 

At  the  threshold  of  your  deliberations  I  congratulate  you  upon  the 
"favorable  aspect  of  the  domestic  and  foreign  affairs  of  this  Goveninient. 

Our  relations  with  other  countries  continue  to  be  upon  a  friendly  foot- 
ing. With  the  Argentine  Republic,  Austria,  Belgium,  Brazil,  Denmark, 
Hayti,  Italy,  Santo  Domingo,  and  Sweden  and  Norway  no  incident  has 
occurred  which  calls  for  special  comment.  The  recent  opening  of  new 
lines  of  telegraphic  communication  with  Central  America  and  Brazil  per- 
mitted the  interchange  of  messages  of  friendship  with  the  Governments 
of  those  countries. 

During  the  year  there  have  l>een  perfected  and  proclaimed  consular 
and  conunercial  treaties  with  Ser\-ia  and  a  consular  treaty  with  Rouraa- 
nia,  thus  extending  our  intercourse  with  the  Danubian  countries,  while 
our  Eastern  relations  have  l)eeu  put  \\\yon  a  wider  basis  by  treaties  with 
Korea  and  Madagascar.  The  new  boundary-sur\'ey  treaty  with  Mexico, 
a  trade-marks  convention  and  a  supplementary  treaty  of  extradition  with 
Spain,  and  conventions  extending  the  duration  of  the  Franco-American 
Claims  Commission  have  also  Ijeen  proclaimed. 

Notice  of  the  termination  of  the  fisheries  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Wash- 
ington was  duly  given  to  the  British  Govenmient.  and  the  reciprocal  priv- 
ileges and  exemptions  of  the  treaty  will  accordingly  cease  on  July  i,  1885. 
The  fisheries  industries,  pursued  by  a  luunerous  class  of  our  citizens  on 
the  northern  coasts,  both  of  the  Atlantic  an<l  Pacific  oceans,  are  worthy 
of  the  fostering  care  of  Congress.  Whenever  l)rought  into  competition 
with  the  like  industries  of  other  countries,  our  fishermen,  as  well  as  our 
manufacturers  of  fishing  api)liances  and  preparers  of  fish  products,  have 
maintained  a  foremost  place.  I  suggest  that  Congress  create  a  commis- 
sion to  consider  the  general  question  of  our  rights  in  the  fisheries  and  the 
means  of  opening  to  our  citizens,  under  just  and  enduring  conditions, 
the  richly  stocked  fishing  waters  and  scaling  grounds  of  British  North 
America. 

Question  has  arisen  touching  the  de]X)rtation  to  the  United  States  from 
the  British  Islands,  by  governmental  or  municipal  aid,  of  persons  unable 
there  to  gain  a  li\ing  and  equally  a  burden  on  the  community  here. 
Such  of  these  j>ersons  as  fall  under  the  paui)er  class  as  defined  by  law 
have  l>cen  sent  back  in  accordance  with  the  provisions  of  our  statutes. 
Her  Majesty's  Government  has  insisted  that  precautions  have  been 
taken  before  shipment  to  prevent  these  objectionable  visitors  from  com- 
ing hither  without  guaranty  of  support  by  their  relatives  in  this  coun- 
try.    The  action  of  the  British  authorities  in  applying  measUKBB  for 
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twief  has,  however,  in  so  many  cases  proved  ineffectual,  and  esi^ecially 
so  in  certain  recent  instances  of  neetly  eniigranis  reachinj;  i)ur  lcrTilor>* 
through  Canada,  that  a  revision  of  our  legislation  upon  tliis  subject  may 
lie  deemed  adxHsable. 

Correspondence  relative  to  the  Clayton-Bulwer  treaty  has  been  con- 
tinued and  will  lie  laid  liefore  Congress. 

The  legislation  of  France  against  the  inipf»rtation  of  prepared  swine 
products  frotn  the  I'nited  States  has  l^en  retx^aled.  Tliat  result  is  due 
no  less  to  the  friendly  representations  of  this  Government  than  to  a 
growing  conviction  in  France  that  the  restriction  was  not  demanded  by 
any  real  danger  to  licalth. 

Germany  still  prohibits  the  iutroductiou  of  all  swine  products  from 
America.  I  extended  to  the  Imperial  Government  a  friendly  in\'itation 
to  send  experts  to  the  United  States  to  inquire  whether  the  use  of  those 
products  was  dangerous  to  health.  This  invitation  was  declined.  I  have 
believetl  it  of  such  imjTortauce,  liowever,  that  the  exact  facts  should  be 
ascertained  and  pronndxatcd  that  I  have  appointed  a  competent  commis- 
sion to  make  a  thorough  investigation  of  the  subject.  Its  members  have 
shown  their  pul)lic  spirit  by  accepting  their  trust  without  pletlge  of  com- 
pensation, but  I  trust  that  Congress  will  see  in  the  national  and  interna- 
tional bearings  of  the  matter  a  sufficient  motive  for  providing  at  least  for 
reimbursement  of  such  expenses  as  they  may  necessarih'  incur. 

The  coronation  of  the  Czar  at  Moscow  afforded  to  this  Government  an 
occasion  for  testifying  its  continued  friendship  by  sending  a  special  envoy 
and  a  representative  of  the  Navy  to  attend  the  ceremony. 

While  there  have  arisen  during  the  year  uo  grave  questions  affecting 
the  status  in  the  Russian  Kmpirc  of  American  citizens  of  other  faith 
than  that  held  by  the  national  church,  this  Government  remains  firm  in 
its  con\"iction  that  the  rights  of  its  citizens  abroad  should  1>e  in  uo  wise 
affected  by  tlieir  religious  belief. 

It  is  understixxl  thai  mea.snres  for  the  removal  of  the  restrictions 
which  now  burden  our  trade  with  Cuba  and  Pnert<»  Rico  arc  under  con- 
sideration by  the  Spani.sh  Government. 

The  proximity  of  Cuba  to  the  United  States  and  the  iieculiar  methocLs 
of  administration  which  there  prevail  necessitate  constant  discussion  and 
appeal  on  our  port  from  the  proceedings  of  the  insular  authorities.  I 
regret  to  say  that  the  just  protests  of  this  Government  have  not  as  yet 
produced  .satisfactory  results. 

The  commis-sion  app<5inted  to  decide  certain  claims  of  our  citizens 
against  the  Sixmish  C»ovemnieiit.  after  the  recognition  of  a  satisfactory 
nile  as  to  the  validity  and  force  of  naturalization  in  the  United  Stales, 
has  finally  adjourned.  Some  of  its  awards,  though  made  more  than  two 
years  ago,  have  not  yet  l>een  paid.     Their  speedy  payment  is  expected. 

Claims  to  a  large  amount  which  were  held  by  the  late  commission  to 
be  without  its  jurisdiction   liave  been  diplomatically  presented  to  the 
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Spanish  Government.  As  the  action  of  the  colonial  authorities  which 
has  given  rise  to  these  claims  was  admittedly  illegal,  full  reparation  for 
the  injury  sustained  by  our  citizens  should  be  no  longer  delayed. 

The  case  of  the  MasaJtic  has  not  yet  reached  a  settlement.  The 
Manila  court  has  found  that  the  proceedings  of  which  this  Government 
has  complained  were  unauthorized,  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  Government 
of  Spain  will  not  withhold  the  speedy  reparation  which  its  sense  of  jus- 
tice should  impel  it  to  offer  for  the  unusual  severity  and  unjust  action  of 
its  subordinate  colonial  officers  in  the  case  of  this  vessel. 

The  Helvetian  Confederation  has  proposed  the  inauguration  of  a  class 
of  international  treaties  for  the  refemient  to  arbitration  of  grave  ques- 
tions between  nations.  This  Government  has  assented  to  the  proposed 
negotiation  of  such  a  treaty  with  Switzerland. 

Under  the  treaty  of  Berlin  liberty  of  conscience  and  civil  rights  are 
assured  to  all  strangers  in  Bulgaria.  As  the  United  States  have  no  dis- 
tinct conventional  relations  with  that  countrj^  and  are  not  a  party  to  the 
treaty,  they  should,  in  my  opinion,  maintain  diplomatic  representation 
at  Sofia  for  the  improvement  of  intercourse  and  the  proper  protection 
of  the  many  American  citizens  who  resort  to  that  country  as  mission- 
aries and  teachers.  I  suggest  that  I  be  given  authority  to  establish  an 
agency  and  consulate-general  at  the  Bulgarian  capital. 

The  United  States  are  now  participating  in  a  revision  of  the  tariffs  of 
the  Ottoman  Empire.  They  have  assented  to  the  application  of  a  license 
tax  to  foreigners  doing  bu.siness  in  Turkey,  but  have  opposed  the  oppres- 
sive storage  tax  upon  petroleum  entering  the  ports  of  that  country. 

The  Government  of  the  Khedive  has  proposed  that  the  authority  of 
the  mixed  judicial  tribunals  in  Egypt  be  extended  so  as  to  cover  citizens 
of  the  United  States  accused  of  crime,  who  are  now  triable  before  consu- 
lar courts.  This  Government  is  not  indisposed  to  accept  the  change, 
but  l>elieves  that  its  tenus  should  be  submitted  for  criticism  to  the  com- 
mi.ssion  appointed  to  revise  the  whole  subject. 

At  no  time  in  our  national  history  has  there  been  more  manifest  need 
of  close  and  lasting  relations  with  a  neighboring  state  than  now  exists 
with  respect  to  Mexico.  The  rapid  influx  of  our  capital  and  enterprise 
into  that  country  shows,  by  what  has  already  been  accomplished,  the 
vast  reciprocal  advantages  which  must  attend  the  progress  of  its  inter- 
nal development.  The  treaty  of  commerce  and  navigation  of  1848  has 
been  terminated  by  the  Mexican  Government,  and  in  the  absence  of  con- 
ventional engagements  the  rights  of  our  citizens  in  Mexico  now  depend 
upon  the  domestic  statutes  of  that  Republic.  There  have  been  instances 
of  harsh  enforcement  of  the  laws  against  our  vessels  and  citizens  in 
Mexico  and  of  denial  of  the  diplomatic  resort  for  their  protection.  The 
initial  step  toward  a  better  understanding  has  been  taken  in  the  negotia- 
tion by  the  commission  authorized  by  Congress  of  a  treaty  which  is  still 
before  the  Senate  awaiting  its  approval. 
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*rhe  provisions  for  the  reciprocal  crossing  of  the  frontier  by  the  troops 
in  pursuit  of  hostile  Indians  have  been  prolon^jed  for  anotlier  year.  The 
operations  of  the  forces  of  both  Govenimenls  against  these  savages  have 
been  successful,  and  several  of  their  most  dangerous  bantls  have  l>een 
captured  or  dispersed  by  the  skill  and  valor  of  United  Stales  and  Mexi- 
can soldiers  fighting  in  a  connnon  cause. 

The  convention  for  the  resur\*cy  of  the  boundary  from  the  Rio  Crrande 
to  Itie  Pacific  having  l)een  ratified  and  exchanged,  the  preliminary  re- 
connoissance  therein  stipulated  has  Ixx^n  efTected.  It  now  rests  with 
Congress  to  make  provision  for  completing  the  survey  and  relocating 
the  boundary  mounments. 

A  convention  was  signed  with  Mexico  on  July  13,  1882,  providing 
for  the  rehearing  of  the  cases  of  Benjatniti  Weil  and  the  Abra  Silver 
Mining  ConiiJany,  in  whose  favor  awards  were  made  by  the  late  Ameri- 
can and  Mexican  Claims  Connnission.  That  convention  still  awaits  the 
consent  of  the  Senate.  Meanwhile,  l>ecause  of  those  charges  of  fraudu- 
lent awards  which  have  made  a  new  commission  necessar>',  the  Execu- 
tive has  directed  the  suspension  of  payments  of  the  distributive  quota 
received  from  Mexico. 

Our  geographical  proximity  to  Central  America  and  our  jxjlitical  and 
commercial  relations  with  the  States  of  that  countr>'  justify,  in  my  judg- 
ment, such  a  material  increase  of  our  consular  corps  as  will  place  at  each 
capital  a  consul-general. 

The  contest  between  Bolivia,  Chile,  and  Peru  has  passed  from  the 
stage  of  strategic  hostilities  to  that  of  negotiation,  in  which  the  counsels 
of  this  Government  have  been  exercised.  The  demands  of  Chile  for 
absolute  cession  of  terrilor>'  have  Ixren  maintained  and  accepted  by  the 
party  of  General  Iglesias  to  the  extent  of  concluding  a  treaty  of  peace 
with  the  Govenmient  of  Chile  in  general  conformity  with  the  terms  of 
the  protocol  signed  in  May  last  between  the  Chilean  commander  and 
General  Iglesias.  As  a  result  of  the  conclusion  of  this  treaty  General 
Iglesias  has  l>een  fonnally  recognized  by  Chile  as  President  of  Peru  and 
his  goveniment  installed  at  Lima,  which  has  been  evacuated  by  the 
Chileans.  A  call  has  been  issued  by  General  Iglesias  for  a  representa- 
tive assembly,  to  be  elected  on  the  13th  of  January,  and  to  meet  at  Lima 
on  the  isl  of  March  next.  Meanwhile  the  pro\nsional  government  of 
General  Iglesias  has  applied  for  recognition  to  the  principal  ]K>wers  of 
America  and  Europe.  When  the  will  of  the  Peru\'ian  people  sliall  be 
manifested,  I  shall  not  hesitate  to  recognize  the  go\-ernmeut  approved  by 
them. 

Diplomatic  and  naval  representatives  of  tliis  Government  attended  at 
Caracas  the  ceiuemiial  celebration  of  the  birth  of  the  illustrious  Bolivar. 
At  the  siune  lime  the  inauguration  of  the  statue  of  Washington  in  the 
Venezuelan  capital  testified  to  the  veneration  in  which  his  memory  is 
there  hekL 
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Congress  at  iu  k»C  session  amhorized  the  Execntix^  to  propose  to 
Venezuela  a  reopening  of  the  awards  uf  the  mixed  commission  of  Cara* 
cas.  The  departure  from  ihi*  coanlr>-  of  the  Venezuelan  minister  has 
delayed  the  <ipming  of  negotiations  for  reviving  the  commi^iou.     This 

C<A*t;m merit  holds  that  until  the  estahlishment  of  a  treaty  upon  this 
subject  the  X'enezueJau  (iovenunent  niUNt  continue  lo  make  the  paxnienls 
|iro\  ided  for  in  the  convention  of  1866. 

Tlicre  is  ground  fur  believing  that  the  dispute  gniwing  nui  tit  the 
unpaid  obligations  due  from  \'eiie/uela  to  France  will  1^  satisfactorily 
adjusted.  The  French  cabinet  has  proposed  a  basis  of  settlepietit  wlm^ 
meets  my  appro\al,  but  as  it  involves  a  recasting  of  the  annual  quotas  of 
the  foreign  del>t  it  has  l>een  deemed  advi>«able  to  submit  the  proposal 
lo  the  judgment  of  the  cabinets  of  Berlin,  Copenhagen,  The  Hague, 
Loudon,  and  Madrid. 

At  the  recent  coronation  of  His  Majesty  King  Kalakaua  tliis  CK)veni- 
ment  was  represented  both  diplomatically  and  by  the  formal  \'isit  of  a 
vessel  of  war. 

The  question  of  terminating  or  modifying  the  existing  redprodty 
treaty  with  Hawaii  is  now  before  Congress.  I  am  convinced  that  the 
charges  <if  abu.ses  and  frauds  under  that  treaty  have  been  exaggerated, 
and  I  renew  the  suggestion  of  last  year's  message  that  the  treaty  In:; 
modified  wherever  its  provisions  have  proved  onerous  to  legitimate  trade 
Ijetwceii  the  two  countries.  I  am  not  disposed  to  favor  the  entire  cessa- 
tion of  the  treaty  relations  which  have  fostered  good  will  l^tween  the 
coimtries  and  contributed  toward  the  equality  of  Hawaii  in  the  family 
of  nations. 

In  pursuance  of  the  policy  declared  by  this  Government  of  extending 
our  intercourse  with  the  Eastern  nations,  legations  have  duruig  the  past 
year  l)een  established  in  Persia,  Siam,  and  Korea.  It  is  proliahle  that 
pcnnaneiit  mi.ssions  nf  those  coimtries  will  ere  long  be  maintained  in  the 
United  States.     A  special  emlrossy  from  Siam  is  now  on  its  way  hither. 

Treaty  relations  with  Korea  were  perfected  by  the  exchange  at  Seoul, 
on  the  lyth  of  May  last,  of  the  ratifications  of  tlie  lately  concluded  con- 
vention, and  envoys  from  the  King  of  Tab  Chosen  have  visited  this  coun- 
try and  received  a  cordial  welcome.  Korea,  as  yet  uuacquainted  with 
the  methods  of  Westem  civilization,  now  invites  llie  attention  of  those 
interested  in  the  advancement  of  our  foreign  trade,  as  it  needs  the  imple- 
ments and  products  which  the  United  States  are  ready  to  supply.  We 
seek  no  nionoix)ly  of  its  commerce  and  no  advantages  over  other  nations, 
but  OS  the  Chosenese,  in  reaching  for  a  higher  civilization,  have  confided 
in  this  Republic,  we  can  not  regard  with  indifference  any  encroachment 
on  their  rights. 

Oiina,  by  the  payment  of  a  money  indenmity,  has  settled  certain  of 
the  long-iwnding  claims  of  our  citizens,  and  I  have  strong  hopes  that  the 

uaiudcr  will  siuon  be  adjusted. 
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Questions  have  arisen  touching  the  rij^hts  of  American  and  other 
foreign  manufacturers  in  China  under  the  provisions  of  treaties  which 
permit  ahens  lo  exercise  their  industries  in  that  country.  On  this  spe- 
cific piiint  our  own  treaty  is  silent,  hut  under  tlie  oix^ration  of  the 
mnsl-favored-t»ation  clause  wc  have  like  privilej^es  with  those  of  other 
powers.  While  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Coverniuent  lo  see  that  our  citi- 
zens have  the  full  enjoyment  of  every  V>enefil  secured  hy  treaty.  I  doubt 
the  expediency  of  leading  in  a  movement  to  constrain  China  to  admit 
an  iiiterpretati<m  which  we  have  only  an  indirect  treaty  right  to  exact. 
The  transference  to  China  of  American  capital  for  the  employment 
tJiere  of  Chinese  lalK>r  would  in  effect  inaugurate  a  comixrtitiou  for  the 
control  of  markets  now  suppUeti  by  our  home  industries. 

There  is  go*>d  reason  to  believe  that  the  law  rcstrictinjj  the  immigra- 
tion of  Chinese  has  been  violated,  intentionally  or  otherwise,  by  the 
oflScials  of  China  upon  whom  is  devolved  the  duty  of  certifyinjj  that 
the  immigrants  V»elonj;  to  the  excepted  classes. 

Measures  have  Ijeen  taken  lo  ascertain  the  facts  incident  to  this  sup- 
posed infraction,  and  it  is  Ijelieved  that  the  Go\'emment  of  China  will 
cooperate  with  the  TTnited  States  in  securing  the  faithful  observance  of 
the  law. 

The  same  con.siderations  which  prom]>led  Congress  nt  its  last  session 
to  return  to  Japan  the  Simonoseki  ituiemnity  seem  lo  mc  lo  require  at  its 
hands  like  .action  in  respect  to  the  Canton  indemnity  fund,  now  amount- 
ing to  $300,000. 

The  questitm  of  the  general  revision  of  the  foreign  treaties  of  Japan  has 
been  considered  in  an  international  conference  held  at  Tokyo,  but  without 
definite  result  as  yet.  This  Oovermueut  is  disjxjsed  to  concede  the  re- 
quests of  Jajjan  to  detennine  its  own  t;iriff  duties,  to  pro\nde  such  pro|>er 
judicial  tribunals  as  may  c<munend  themselves  to  the  Western  jxjwers  for 
the  trial  of  causes  to  which  foreigners  arc  parties,  and  to  assimilate  the 
terms  and  durati(m  of  its  treaties  to  those  of  other  civilized  states. 

Tlirough  our  ministers  at  London  and  at  Monrovia  tliis  Govenuuent 
has  en<leavored  lo  aid  Liberia  in  its  differences  with  Great  Britain  touch- 
ing the  northwestern  lx.nuidar\'  of  that  Republic.  There  is  a  prospect  of 
adjustment  of  the  dispute  by  the  adoption  of  the  Mannah  River  as  the 
line.  This  arrangement  is  a  compromise  of  the  conflicting  territorial 
claims  and  takes  from  Liberia  no  country  over  which  it  has  uiaiutaiued 
effective  jurisdiction. 

The  rich  and  j.K>pulous  valley  of  the  Kongo  is  Ixiing  opened  to  commerce 
by  a  society  called  the  luieruational  African  Association,  of  which  the 
Kiug  of  the  Belgians  is  the  president  and  a  citizen  of  tlie  United  States 
the  chief  executive  officer.  Large  tracts  of  territory  have  been  ceded 
lo  the  association  by  native  chiefs,  roads  have  been  ojiened.  steamlxjats 
pbced  on  the  river,  and  the  tuiclei  of  states  established  at  tweiU>-lwo 
stations  under  one  flag  which  offers  freedom  to  conuueroe  and  prohibits 
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the  slave  trade.  The  objects  of  the  society  are  philanthropic.  It  does 
not  aim  at  permanent  jiolilical  control,  but  seeks  the  neutrality  of  the 
valley.  The  United  States  can  not  be  indifferent  to  this  work  nor  to 
the  inierests  of  their  citizens  involved  in  it.  It  may  become  advisable 
for  us  to  c<x>perate  with  other  commercial  powers  in  promoting  the  rights 
of  trade  and  residence  in  the  Kongo  Valley  free  from  the  interference  or 
pjlitical  control  of  any  one  nation. 

In  view  of  the  frefjnency  of  invitations  from  foreign  governments  to 
participate  in  social  and  scientific  congresses  for  the  discussion  of  impor- 
taut  matters  of  general  concern.  1  repeat  the  suggestion  of  my  last  mes- 
sage that  provision  be  made  for  the  exercise  of  discretiouar>'  jwwer  by 
the  Executive  in  appointing  delegates  to  such  convocations.  Able  spe- 
cialists are  ready  to  sen'c  the  national  interests  in  such  capacity  without 
personal  prulit  ur  other  compensation  than  tlie  defrayment  of  exjx.'nses 
actually  incurred,  and  this  a  comparatiN'ely  small  annual  appropriation 
would  stiffice  to  meet. 

I  h:i\c  alluded  in  my  previous  messages  to  the  injurious  and  vex- 
atious restrictions  suffered  by  our  trade  in  the  Sjxiuisli  W'est  Indies. 
Brazil,  whose  natural  outlet  for  its  great  national  staple.  coflFcc.  is  in 
and  through  the  Ihiited  States,  imposes  a  heavy  export  duty  upon  that 
product.  Our  i^etroleum  exports  are  hampered  in  Tiu*key  and  in  other 
Eastern  ports  by  restrictions  as  to  storage  and  by  onerous  taxation. 
For  these  mischiefs  adequate  relief  is  not  ahva>'s  afforded  by  reciprocity 
treaties  like  that  with  Hawaii  or  tliat  lately  negotiated  with  Mexico  and 
tiow  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Senate.  Is  it  not  advisable  to  provide 
some  measure  of  equitable  retaliation  in  our  relations  with  govennuents 
which  discriminate  against  our  own?  If,  fur  example,  the  Executive 
were  empowered  to  apjily  to  Spanisli  vessels  and  cargoes  from  Culxi  and 
Puerto  Kico  the  stuuL-  rules  of  treatment  and  scale  of  i>enalties  for  tech- 
nical faults  wdiich  are  applied  to  our  vessels  and  cargoes  in  the  Antilles, 
a  resort  to  that  c(3nrse  might  not  K-  barren  of  good  results. 

The  rejKjrt  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  gives  a  full  and  interesting 
exhibit  of  the  financial  conditioti  of  the  country.

If  the  revenue  for  the  fiscal  year  which  will  end  on  June  30, 1885,  be 
estimated  tipon  the  basis  of  existing  laws,  the  vSecretary  is  of  the  opinion 
that  for  that  year  the  receipts  will  exceed  by  $60,000,000  the  ordinary 
expenditures  including  the  amount  devoted  to  the  sinking  fund. 

Hitherto  the  surplus,  as  rapidly  as  it  has  accumulated,  has  been  devoted 
to  the  reduction  of  the  national  debt. 

As  a  result  the  only  bonds  now  outstanding  which  are  redeemable  at 
the  pleasure  of  the  Government  are  the  3  percents,  amounting  to  about 
$305,000,000. 

The  4J^  percents,  amounting  to  $250,000,000,  and  the  $737,000,000 
4  percents  are  not  payable  until  1891  and  1907,  respectively. 

If  the  surplus  shall  hereafter  ]>e  as  large  as  the  Treasury  estimates 
now  indicate,  the  3  per  cent  bonds  may  all  be  redeemed  at  least  four 
years  before  any  of  the  4>^  percents  can  be  called  in.  The  latter  at 
the  same  rate  of  accumulation  of  surplus  can  be  paid  at  maturity,  and  the 
moneys  requisite  for  the  redemption  of  the  4  percents  will  be  in  the  Treas- 
ury many  years  before  those  obligations  l>ecome  payable. 

There  are  cogent  reasons,  however,  why  the  national  indebtedness 
should  not  \y^  thus  rapidly  extinguished.  Chief  among  them  is  the  fact 
that  only  by  excessive  taxation  is  such  rapidity  attainable. 

In  a  communication  to  the  Congress  at  its  last  session  I  recommended 
that  all  excise  taxes  be  abolished  except  those  relating  to  distilled  spir- 
its and  that  substantial  reductions  be  also  made  in  the  revenues  .from 
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customs.  A  statute  has  since  been  enacted  by  which  the  annual  tax 
and  tariff  receipts  of  the  Governtnent  have  lx?en  cut  down  to  the  extent 
of  at  leaiit  fifty  or  sixty  millions  of  dollars. 

While  I  have  no  doubt  that  still  further  reductions  may  l>e  vinsely 
made,  I  <lo  not  advise  the  adoption  at  this  session  of  any  nieasure.s  for 
large  diminution  of  the  national  revenues.  The  results  of  the  lej^islatiou 
of  the  last  session  of  the  Conj:^ess  have  not  as  yet  Ijecomc  sufficiently 
apparent  to  justify  any  radical  revision  or  sweeping  modifications  of 
existing  law. 

In  the  interval  which  nuist  elapse  liefore  the  effects  of  the  act  of 
March  5.  18S3,  can  Tx:  definitely  ascertained  a  portion  at  least  of  the 
surplus  revenues  may  l)e  wisely  applied  to  the  long-neglected  duty  of 
reliabilitating  our  Navy  and  providing  coast  <lcfenses  for  the  protection 
of  our  harl>ors.     This  is  a  njatter  to  which  I  shall  again  advert. 

Immediately  associated  with  llic  financial  subject  just  discussed  is  the 
important  question  what  legislation  is  needed  regarding  the  national  ciu"- 
rency. 

The  aggregate  amount  i>f  IxmiLs  now  on  deposit  in  the  Treasury  to 
support  the  national-bank  circulation  is  about  $350,000,000.  Nearly 
$200,000,000  of  this  amount  consists  of  3  percents,  which,  as  alreatly 
stated,  arc  payable  at  the  plea-stire  of  the  Govenunent  and  are  likely  to 
be  calletl  in  within  less  t!ian  four  years  unless  meantime  the  surplus 
re\'enues  shall  l^e  diminished. 

The  proliablc  effect  of  such  an  extensive  retirement  of  the  securities 
which  are  the  basis  of  the  national-bank  circulation  would  Ix.-  such  a 
contraction  of  the  volume  of  .the  currency  as  to  pnxluce  grave  commer- 
cial em)>arra.ssnienls. 

How  can  this  danger  Ix;  ubxiated?  The  most  effectual  jilan,  and  one 
whose  adoption  at  the  earliest  practicable  opi)ortuuity  I  shall  heartily 
approve,  lias  already  l»een  indicated. 

If  the  re\'euues  of  the  next  four  years  shall  be  kept  substantially  coin- 
mensunite  with  the  expenses,  the  volume  of  circulation  will  not  l>e  likely 
to  suffer  any  material  disturkance;  but  if ,  on  the  other  hand,  there  sliall 
he  great  delay  in  reducing  taxation,  it  will  l>ecome  necessary  either  to 
sutjstitutc  some  other  form  of  currency  iti  place  of  the  national-bank 
notes  or  to  make  imyw^rtant  changes  in  the  laws  by  which  their  circula- 
tion is  now  controllcM^l. 

In  my  judgment  the  latter  course  is  far  preferable.  I  conmiend  to 
your  attention  the  very  interesting  and  thoughtful  suggestions  upon 
this  subject  which  appear  in  tlie  Secretary's  report. 

The  objections  which  he  urges  against  the  acceptance  of  any  other 
securities  than  the  obligations  of  the  Oovenmient  il.self  as  a  foundation 
for  national-bank  circulation  sc*em  to  me  iiisuix'rable. 

For  averting  the  threatened  contraction  two  courses  have  Ix-en  sug- 
gested, either  of  which  is  proliably  feasible.     One  is  the  issuance  of  new 
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bonds,  ha\'inR^  many  years  to  ruii,  bearing  a  low  rate  of  interest,  ara^ 
exchanj^cable  ujwjn  specified  terms  for  those  now  cmtstauding.  The 
other  course,  which  commends  itself  to  ray  own  judj^nietit  as  the  l^etter, 
is  the  enactment  of  a  law  repealing  the  tax  on  circulation  and  permitling 
the  banks  to  issue  notes  for  an  amount  equal  to  90  jier  cent  of  the  mar- 
ket value  instead  of,  as  now,  the  face  value  of  their  depositetl  lx)nds.  I 
agree  with  the  Secretary  in  the  l^hef  that  the  adoption  of  this  plan 
would  afford  the  necessar>'  relief. 

The  trade  dollar  was  coined  for  the  purpose  of  traffic  in  countries 
where  silver  passed  at  its  value  as  ascertained  by  its  weight  and  fineness. 
It  UL-ver  had  a  legal-tender  quality.  Large  nunil>ers  ol  these  coins  en- 
tered, however,  into  the  vohnne  of  our  currency.  By  commou  consent 
their  circulation  in  domestic  trade  has  now  ceased,  and  they  have  thus 
become  a  disturbinj:^  element.  They  should  not  lie  longer  permitted  to 
embarrass  our  currency  system.  I  recommend  that  provision  be  made 
for  their  reception  by  the  Treasury  and  the  mints,  as  bullion,  at  a  small 
percentage  alx)ve  the  current  market  price  of  silver  of  like  fineness. 

The  Secretiu^'"  of  the  Treasury  advises  a  consolidation  of  certain  of 
the  customs  districts  of  the  conntr>',  and  suggests  that  the  President 
l)e  vested  with  such  power  in  relation  thereto  as  is  now  given  him  in 
respect  to  collectors  of  internal  revenue  by  section  3141  of  the  Re\nsed 
Statutes.  l*lie  statistics  ujwn  this  subject  which  are  contained  in  liis 
report  furnish  of  themselves  a  strong  argument  in  defense  of  his  views. 

At  the  adjournment  of  Congress  the  number  of  intenial-reveiiue  col- 
lection districts  was  126.  By  Hxecutive  order  dated  June  25,  1S83,  I 
directe<l  that  certain  of  these  districts  l>e  consolidated.  The  result  has 
been  a  reduction  of  one-third  their  numljer,  which  at  present  is  but  83. 

?Vom  the  reixjrl  of  the  Secretary  of  U'ar  it  will  be  seen  that  in  only 
a  single  instance  has  there  been  any  disturbance  of  the  quiet  condition 
of  our  Imlian  trilx;s.  A  raid  from  Mexico  into  Arizona  was  made  in 
March  last  by  a  small  party  of  Indians,  which  was  pursued  by  General 
Crook  into  the  mountain  regions  from  which  it  had  come.  It  is  confi- 
dently hojied  that  serious  outbreaks  will  not  again  occur  and  that  the 
Indian  tribes  wliich  have  for  .so  many  years  disturl>ed  the  West  will 
hereafter  remain  iu  peaceable  subnu'ssion. 

I  again  call  your  attention  to  the  present  condition  of  our  extended 
seacoast.  upon  which  arc  so  many  large  cities  whose  wealth  and  impor- 
tance to  the  country  would  iu  time  of  war  invite  attack  from  inotlem 
annored  ships,  against  which  our  existing  defensive  works  could  give  no 
adequate  protection.  Those  works  were  built  Ijefore  the  intrtxluction  of 
mo<lern  heavy  rifled  guns  into  maritime  warfare,  and  if  they  are  not  put 
in  an  efficient  condition  we  may  easily  be  subjected  to  humiliation  by  a 
hostile  pf>wer  greatly  inferior  to  ourselves.  As  germane  to  this  subject, 
I  call  your  attention  to  the  imixjrtance  of  perfecting  our  submarine- 
torpedo  defenses.    The  board  authorized  by  the  last  Congress  to  report 
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uptni  the  method  which  should  be  adopted  for  the  manufacture  of  heax^y 
ordnance  adapted  to  modern  warfare  has  visited  the  principal  iron  and 
steel  works  iu  this  ojuntry  and  in  Europe.  It  is  hoped  that  its  re^wrt 
vdW  soon  h^  made,  and  that  Congress  will  thercui>on  be  disposed  to  pro- 
vide siiitable  facilities  and  plant  for  the  manufacture  of  such  guns  as  are 
now  imperatively  neede<i. 

On  several  occasions  during  the  past  year  officers  of  the  Army  have 
at  the  request  of  the  Stale  authorities  visited  their  militia  encampments 
for  insjiection  of  the  troops.  From  tlie  reports  of  these  officers  I  am 
inducetl  to  believe  that  the  encouragement  of  the  State  militia  organiza- 
tions by  the  National  Government  would  be  followed  by  ver\'  gratifying 
results,  and  would  afford  it  in  sudden  emergencies  the  aid  of  a  large  body 
of  vohinteers  educateti  in  the  ]>erformance  of  militar>'  duties. 

The  Secretary  of  the  Nav>'  reports  that  under  the  authority  of  the 
acts  of  August  5.  18S2.  and  March  .;.  1883,  the  work  of  strengthening 
our  'Saxy  by  the  construction  of  motlem  vessels  has  Ix'en  auspiciously 
begun.  Tliree  cruisers  are  in  process  of  construction — the  Chkaj^o,  of 
4.500  tons  disjilacement,  and  the  Hostmi  and  Atlanta^  each  of  2,5^^)  tons. 
They  are  to  Ijc  built  of  steel,  with  the  tensile  strength  and  ductilit>'  pre- 
.scrilxMl  by  law,  and  in  the  combination  of  speed,  endurance,  and  arma- 
ment are  expected  to  ctnnixire  favorably  with  the  best  unannored  war 
vessels  of  other  naliouii.  A  fourtli  vessel,  the  Dolphin^  is  to  Ix;  con- 
structed of  similar  material,  and  is  intended  to  .sen'e  as  a  fleet  dispatch 
boat. 

The  double- turrete<l  monitors  A/r//a//,  Amphitritc,  and  Terror  have 
been  launched  on  the  Delaware  River  and  a  contract  has  Ijeen  made  for 
the  supply  of  their  machinery.  A  similar  monitor,  the  Mouadnoik,  has 
launched  in  Cabfomia. 

'The  Naval  Advisory  Board  and  the  Secretary  recommend  the  comple- 
tion of  the  nioin'tors,  the  construction  of  four  gunljoats.  and  also  tjf  three 
additional  steel  vessels  like  the  Chicago,  Boston,  and  Dolphin. 

As  an  important  measure  of  national  defense,  the  Secretary'  urges  also 
the  immediate  creation  of  an  interior  coast  line  of  watenvays  across  the 
peninsula  of  Florida,  along  the  coast  from  Florida  to  Hampton  Roads, 
between  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and  the  Delaware  Ri\*er,  and  through  Cape 
Cod. 

I  feel  Ijound  to  impress  upon  the  attention  of  Congress  the  necessity 
of  continued  progress  in  the  recx)nstruction  of  the  Na\y.  The  condition 
of  the  public  Treasury,  as  I  have  already  intimated,  makes  the  present 
an  auspicious  time  for  putting  this  branch  of  the  ser\'ice  iu  a  state  of 
efficiency. 

It  is  no  part  of  our  policy  to  create  and  maintain  a  Navy  able  to  cope 
with  that  of  the  other  great  ]x»wers  of  the  world. 

We  have  no  wish  for  foreign  coiuinest.  and  the  jieace  which  we  have 
long  enjoyed  is  in  no  seeming  danger  of  interruption. 
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But  that  our  naval  strength  should  Ije  made  adeqtiate  for  the  defense 
of  our  harbors,  the  protection  of  our  commercial  interests,  and  the  main- 
tenance of  our  national  honor  is  a  proposition  from  which  no  patriotic 
citizen  can  withhold  his  assent. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  contains  a  gratifying  exhibit  of 
the  condition  and  prospects  of  the  interesting  branch  of  the  public  service 
committed  to  his  care. 

It  appears  that  on  June  30,  1SS3,  tlie  whole  number  of- post-oflSces 
was  47.863,  of  which  1,632  were  established  during  the  previous  fiscal 
year.  The  number  of  offices  operating  under  the  system  of  free  deliv- 
ery was  154. 

At  these  latter  offices  the  postage  on  local  matter  amounted  to 
$4,195,230.52,  a  sum  exceeding  by  $1,021,894.01  the  entire  cost  of  the 
carrier  service  of  the  country. 

The  rate  of  postage  on  <lro])  letters  passing  through  these  ofiBces  is 
now  fixed  by  law  at  2  cents  i>er  half  ounce  or  fraction  thereof.  In 
offices  where  the  carrier  SASleni  has  not  l)een  established  the  rate  is  only 
half  as  large. 

It  will  l>e  renieml}eretl  that  in  1863,  when  free  delivery  was  first  estab- 
lishe<l  by  law,  the  uniform  single-rate  jjostage  upon  local  letters  was  i 
cent,  and  so  it  remained  until  1872,  wlien  in  those  cities  where  carrier 
service  was  established  it  was  increased  in  order  to  defray  the  expense  of 
such  service. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  old  rate  may  now  with  propriety  be  restored, 
and  that,  loo,  even  at  tlie  ri.sk  of  diminishing,  for  a  lime  at  least,  the 
receipts  from  jKistage  njKni  local  letters. 

I  can  see  no  reason  why  that  particular  class  of  mail  matter  should  Ix; 
held  accountable  for  the  entire  cost  of  not  only  its  own  coUeclitJU  and 
delivery,  but  the  collection  and  delivery  of  all  other  classes;  and  I  am 
confident,  after  full  consideration  of  the  subject,  that  the  reduction  of 
rate  would  be  followed  liv  such  a  grtnving  accession  of  business  as  to 
occ.ision  but  slight  and  ttnii*orary  loss  to  the  revenues  of  the  Posl-Office. 
The  Po.straaster-General  de%'otes  much  of  his  report  to  the  consideration 
in  its  various  asf>eots  of  the  relations  of  tlie  Government  to  the  tele- 
graph. Such  reflection  as  I  have  Ijeeu  able  to  give  to  this  subject  since 
my  last  annual  message  has  not  led  nie  to  change  the  views  which  I  ■ 
there  expressed  in  dissenting  from  the  reconnnendation  of  the  then  Post- 
master-General that  the  Govennnent  assume  tlie  same  Cfmtrol  over  the 
telegraph  which  it  has  always  exercised  over  the  mail.  ■ 

Admitting  that  its  autliority  in  the  premises  is  as  ample  as  has  ever 
been  claimed  for  it,  it  would  not.  in  my  judgment,  be  a  wise  use  of  that 
authority  to  purchase  or  assume  the  control  of  existing  telegraph  lines, 
or  to  construct  others  with  a  view  of  entering  iulo  general  competitiuu 
with  private  enterprise. 

The  objections  which  may  be  justly  tu-ged  against  either  of  those 
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projects,  antl  indeed  against  any  system  which  would  require  an  enor- 
mous increase  in  the  civil-senice  list,  do  not,  however,  apply  to  some  of 
the  plans  wiiich  have  lately  provoked  public  comment  and  discussion. 
It  has  l>een  claimed,  for  example,  that  Congress  might  wisely  authorize 
the  PoslmaMter- General  to  contract  with  some  private  persons  or  coqxj- 
ratioii  for  the  transmission  of  messages,  or  of  a  certain  class  of  messages, 
at  sjjecified  rates  and  undtr  Governnu-nt  su]X'r\isic)n,  Various  such 
schemes,  of  the  same  general  nature,  but  widely  Uiffering  in  their  special 
cliaracteristics,  liave  lx;en  suggested  in  the  public  prints,  and  the  argu- 
ments by  which  they  have  Ijeen  supported  and  opposed  have  doubtless 
attracted  your  attention. 

It  Ls  likely  that  the  whole  subject  will  be  considered  by  you  at  the 
present  session. 

In  the  nature  of  things  it  involves  so  many  questions  of  detail  that 
your  deliberations  would  probably  be  aided  slightly,  if  at  all, by  any  par- 
ticular sttggestions  which  I  might  now  submit. 

I  avow  my  belief,  however,  that  Die  Government  should  be  authorized 
by  law  to  exercise  some  sort  of  supervision  over  interstate  telegraphic 
communication,  and  I  express  tlie  hope  that  for  attaining  that  end  some 
measure  may  l>e  devised  which  will  receive  your  api)roljation. 

The  Attorney-General  criticises  in  his  report  the  provisions  of  existing 
law  fixing  the  fees  of  jurors  and  witnesses  in  the  Federal  courts.  These 
provisions  are  chiefly  cotitained  in  the  act  of  February  26,  1S53,  though 
some  of  them  were  introduced  into  that  act  from  statutes  which  had 
been  passed  many  years  previous.  It  is  manifest  that  such  compensa- 
tion as  might  when  these  laws  were  enacted  have  l»een  just  and  reason- 
able would  in  many  instances  be  justly  regarded  at  the  pre.seut  day  ns 
inadequate.  I  ci^ncur  with  the  Attorney-General  in  the  l>elief  that  the 
statutes  should  l»e  revised  by  which  these  fees  are  regulated. 

So,  loo.  should  the  laws  which  regulate  the  compen.sation  of  district 
altornexs  and  marshals.  They  should  W  paid  wholly  by  salaries  instead 
of  in  part  l>y  fees,  as  is  now  the  case. 

The  change  would  prove  to  be  a  measure  of  economy  ^iid  would  dis- 
courage the  institution  of  needless  and  oppressive  legal  proceedings, 
which  it  is  to  l>e  feared  have  in  some  instances  been  conducted  for  the 
mere  soke  of  personal  gain. 

Much  interesting  and  varied  information  is  contained  iti  tht-  report  of 
the  Secretary  of  the  Interior. 

I  particularly  call  your  attention  to  his  presentation  of  certain  phases 
of  the  Indian  question,  to  his  recommendations  for  the  repeal  of  the  pre- 
emption and  timljcr-culture  acts,  and  for  more  stringent  legislation  to 
prevent  frauds  under  the  pension  laws.  The  statutes  which  prescribe 
the  definitions  and  punishments  of  crimes  relating  to  |)ensions  ci>uld 
doubtless  l>e  made  more  effective  by  certain  amendments  and  additions 
which  are  jointed  out  in  the  Secretary's  report. 
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I  have  pre\'iously  referred  to  the  alarming  state  of  illiterac)'  in  ca^fflff 
portions  of  the  country,  and  a)^ain  submit  for  the  consideration  of  Cou- 
gress  whether  some  Federal  aid  should  not  lie  extended  to  public  pri- 
man*  education  \vhere\'er  ade(|nate  provision  therefor  has  not  already 
been  made. 

The  Utah  Commission  has  submitted  to  the  Secretar\'  of  the  Interior 
its  second  annual  report.  As  a  result  of  its  labors  in  supervising  the 
recent  election  in  that  Territor>',  pursuant  to  the  act  of  March  22,  1882, 
it  app>ears  that  persons  by  that  act  disqualified  to  the  number  of  about 
12, 000,  were  excluded  from  the  jx)lls.  This  fact,  however,  affords  little 
cause  for  congratulation,  and  I  fear  that  it  is  far  from  indicating  any  real 
and  substantial  progre'vs  toward  the  extirpation  of  polygamy.  All  the 
memljers  elect  of  the  legislature  are  Monnons.  There  is  grave  reason  to 
l)clicve  tliat  they  are  in  sympathy  witlj  the  practices  that  this  Govern- 
ment is  seeking  to  suppress,  and  that  its  efforts  in  that  regard  ^^•ill  be 
more  likely  to  encounter  their  op]Josition  than  to  receive  their  eucourage- 
meut  and  support.  Even  if  this  view  should  happily  l>e  erroneous,  the 
law  under  which  the  commissioners  liave  been  acting  should  ]>e  made 
more  effective  by  the  incorporation  of  some  such  stringent  amendments 
as  they  recommend,  and  as  were  included  in  bill  No.  2238  on  the  Cal- 
endar of  the  Senate  at  its  last  session. 

I  am  convinced,  however,  that  polygamj'  has  become  so  strongly  in- 
trenched in  the  Territory  of  Utah  that  it  is  profitless  to  attack  it  with 
any  but  the  stoutest  weapons  which  coiLstitutional  legislation  CiUi  fash- 
ion. I  favor,  therefore,  the  repeal  of  the  act  wyton  which  the  existing 
government  depends,  the  assumption  by  the  National  Legislature  of  tlie 
entire  political  control  of  the  Territory',  and  the  establislimeut  of  a  com- 
mission with  such  powers  and  duties  as  shall  be  delegated  to  it  Ijy  law. 

The  Department  of  Agriculture  is  accomplishing  nuich  in  the  direc- 
tion of  the  agricultural  development  of  the  countr>',  and  the  report  of 
the  Connnissioner  gi\'ing  the  results  of  his  investigations  and  exjjeri- 
niMits  will  be  found  interesting  and  valuable. 

At  his  instance  a  convention  of  those  interested  in  the  cattle  industry 
of  the  country  was  lately  held  at  Chicago.  The  prevalence  of  pleuro- 
pneumonia and  other  contagious  diseases  of  animals  was  one  of  the  chief 
topics  of  discussion.  A  committee  of  the  convention  will  invite  yoiu* 
cooperation  in  investigating  the  cau.ses  of  these  diseases  and  providing 
methods  for  their  prevention  aud  cure. 

I  trust  that  Congress  will  not  fail  at  its  present  session  to  put  Alaska 
under  the  protection  of  law.  Its  people  have  repeatedly  remonstrated 
against  our  neglect  to  afford  them  the  maintenauce  and  protection  ex- 
pressly guaranteed  b>-  the  tenns  of  the  treaty  whereby  that  Territory 
was  ceded  to  the  United  States.  For  sixteen  years  they  have  pleaded 
in  vain  for  that  which  they  should  have  recei\'ed  without  the  asking. 

They  have  no  law  for  the  collection  of  debts,  the  support  of  education. 
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in^Sveyance  of  property,  the  (ulnunislration  of  estates,  or  the  enforce- 
ment of  contracts;  none,  intleed,  for  the  punishment  of  criminuls.  except 
sdch  as  offend  against  certain  customs,  commerce,  and  navigation  acts. 

The  resources  of  Alaska,  espeeially  in  fur,  mines,  and  luniljer.  are  con- 
siderable in  extent  and  cai>able  of  large  development,  while  its  geograph- 
ical situation  is  one  of  jiolitical  and  commercial  itnportauce. 

The  pn)mptings  of  interest,  therefore,  as  well  as  considerations  of 
honor  and  go(-»d  faith,  demand  the  immediate  establishment  uf  civil  gov- 
erunicnt  in  that  Territory, 

Coinj>laints  have  lately  been  numerous  and  urgent  that  certain  corpo- 
rations, controlling  in  whole  or  in  part  the  facilities  for  the  interstate 
carriage  of  persons  and  merchandise  over  the  great  railroatls  of  the  coun- 
tr>'.  have  resorted  in  their  dealings  with  the  ptiblic  to  divers  measures 
unjust  and  oppressive  in  their  character. 

In  some  instances  the  State  go\-emments  have  attacke<l  and  suppressed 
these  evils,  but  in  others  they  have  l»een  unable  to  afford  ade<iuate  relief 
because  of  the  jurisdictional  liniilalions  which  are  imjiosetl  iiix)n  them  by 
the  Federal  Constitution. 

The  ijuestion  how  far  the  National  Government  may  lawfully  inter- 
fere in  the  premises,  and  what,  if  any,  sui>ervisiou  or  control  it  ought  to 
exercise,  is  one  which  merits  your  careful  consideration. 

While  we  can  not  fail  to  recogni/.e  the  importance  of  the  vast  railway 
systems  of  the  c<iuntry  and  their  great  and  beneticent  iiiHuenccs  ujx3U 
the  development  of  our  material  wealth,  we  should,  on  the  other  hand, 
rememlwr  that  no  individual  and  no  corporation  ought  to  lie  investe<l  with 
absolute  power  over  the  interest  of  any  other  citizen  or  class  of  citizens. 
The  right  of  tliese  railway  corporations  to  a  fair  and  profitable  return 
upon  their  investments  and  to  reasonable  freedom  in  their  regulations 
must  l>e  recognized;  but  it  seems  oidy  just  that,  so  far  as  its  constitu- 
tioual  authority  will  permit,  Congress  should  protect  the  people  at  large 
in  their  interstate  traffic  against  acts  of  injustice  which  the  State  govern- 
ments are  powerless  to  prevent. 

In  my  last  annual  message  I  called  attention  to  the  necessity  of  pr€>- 
tecting  by  suitable  legislation  the  forests  situated  upon  the  public  domain. 
In  many  jM>rlious  of  the  West  the  pursuit  of  geueral  agriculture  is  only 
made  practicable  by  resort  to  irrigation,  while  successful  irrigation  would 
itself  l>e  impossible  without  the  aid  affordetl  by  forests  in  coutributing 
to  the  regidarity  and  constancy  of  the  supply  of  water. 

During  the  past  year  severe  suffering  and  great  loss  of  property  have 
been  occasioned  by  profuse  floods  followed  by  peritxls  of  unusually  low 
water  in  many  of  the  great  rivers  of  the  country. 

These  irregularities  were  in  great  measure  caused  by  the  removal  from 
alwtit  the  sotu'ccs  of  the  streams  in  ciuestion  of  the  timber  by  which  the 
water  supply  had  been  nourished  and  protected. 

The  preservatiou  of  such  xx>rtiojis  of  the  forests  on  the  uational  domain 
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as  essentially  coiilribule  to  the  equable  flow  of  important  water  co^ 
is  of  the  highest  consequt^iiee. 

Important  tributaries  of  the  Missouri,  the  Columbia,  and  the  Saskatch- 
ewan rise  in  the  mountain  rej^pon  of  Montana,  near  tlie  northL-ni  Ixjundary 
of  the  Uiiitfd  States,  l3etween  the  Hlackfeet  and  Flathead  Indian  reser\-a- 
tions.  This  region  is  unsuitable  for  settlement,  but  upon  the  rivers  which 
flow  from  it  depends  the  future  a^'cultural  development  of  a  \-ast  tract 
of  country.  The  attention  t>f  Congress  is  called  to  the  necessity  of  with- 
drawing from  public  sale  this  part  of  the  public  domain  and  establishing 
there  a  forest  ]>reser\'e. 

The  industrial  exhibitions  which  have  been  held  in  the  United  States 
durinjj^  tlie  present  year  attracted  attention  in  many  foreigTi  coimtnes, 
whL-rc  the  announcement  of  those  enterprises  had  been  ma<le  public 
llirouj^h  tile  foreign  agencies  of  this  Government.  The  Industrial  Kxhi- 
biiioti  at  Boston  and  the  Southern  Exposition  at  I^uisville  were  largely 
attended  by  the  exhibitors  of  foreign  countries,  notwithstanding  the 
absence  of  any  professed  national  character  in  those  undertakings. 

The  Centenuial  Exposition  to  Ije  held  next  year  at  New  Orleans  in 
conuucmoration  of  the  centenary  of  the  first  shipment  of  cotton  from  a 
port  of  the  United  States  bids  fair  to  meet  with  like  gratifying  success. 
Under  the  act  of  Congress  of  the  loth  of  February,  1883,  declaring  that 
exposition  to  lie  national  and  international  in  its  character,  all  foreign 
govennneiUs  witli  which  the  United  States  maintaiti  relations  have  been 
invited  to  participate. 

The  promoters  of  this  imj>ortant  undertaking  have  already  received 
assurances  of  the  lively  interest  which  it  has  excited  abroad. 

The  report  of  the  Commissiotiers  of  the  District  of  Columbia  is  here- 
with transmitted.  I  ask  for  it  your  careful  attention,  especially  for 
those  p*)rtioiis  which  relate  to  assessments,  arrears  of  taxes,  and  increase 
of  water  supply. 

Tlie  connnissioncrs  who  were  appointed  under  the  act  of  January  ifi, 
1883,  entitled  *'Au  act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  the 
United  States,*'  entered  promptly  upon  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 

A  series  of  rides,  framed  in  accordance  with  the  spirit  of  the  statute, 
was  approved  and  promulgated  by  the  President. 

In  some  particulars  wherein  they  seemed  defective  those  rules  were 
subsequently  amendetl.  It  will  be  i)erceived  that  they  discountenance 
any  political  or  religious  tests  for  admission  to  those  offices  of  the  pnbhc 
service  to  which  the  statute  relates. 

The  act  is  limitL-d  ni  its  original  application  to  the  classifie<l  clerkships 
in  the  several  Executive  Departments  at  Washington  (.numbering  about 
5,600)  and  to  similar  positions  in  customs  districts  and  post-offices  where 
as  many  as  fifty  |>ersons  are  employed.  .\  classification  of  these  posi- 
tions analogous  to  that  existing  in  the  Washington  offices  was  duly  made 
before  the  law  weut  into  effect.     Eleven  customs  districts  aud  tweuly- 
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three  post-offices  were  thus  brou>cht  under  the  iratnetliate  operation  f)f 
the  statute. 

Tlie  annual  report  of  the  Civnl  Service  Commission  which  will  soon  l>e 
subinitte<l  to  Congress  will  doubtless  affonl  the  means  of  a  more  definite 
jud)^cnt  than  I  am  now  prcpart-il  to  express  as  to  the  merits  of  the  ne^v 
system.  I  am  persuaded  thai  its  effects  have  thus  far  proved  Ijeneficiul. 
Its  practical  methofls  appear  to  Ihe  adequnte  for  the  ends  proposed,  and 
there  has  lieen  no  serious  difficulty  in  carryinji^  them  into  effect.  Since 
ihe  i6th  of  July  last  no  person,  so  far  as  I  am  aware,  has  been  ap|Mjinted 
to  the  public  ser\'ice  in  the  classified  jx)rtions  thereof  at  any  of  the  iJepart- 
meuts,  or  at  imy  of  the  ptjst-offices  and  customs  districts  ulx>ve  named. 
except  th<?se  certified  by  the  Connnission  lo  be  the  most  competent  on 
the  l>asis  of  the  examinations  held  in  confonuity  lo  the  rules. 

At  the  lime  when  the  present  Executive  entered  upon  his  office  his 
death,  remox'al.  resij^iatiou,  or  inability  to  discliarge  his  duties  would 
have  left  the  Government  without  a  constitutional  head. 

It  is  possible,  of  a)urse.  that  a  similar  eontiuj^ency  may  again  arise 
unless  the  wisdom  of  Congress  shall  provide  against  its  recurrence. 

The  Senate  at  its  last  session,  after  full  consideration,  passed  an  act 
relating  to  this  subject,  which  will  now.  I  trust,  commend  itself  to  the 
appro\'al  of  lK)th  Houses  of  Congress, 

The  clause  of  the  Constitution  n[K>n  which  nnml  depend  any  law  regti- 
laling  the  Presiilential  succession  presents  also  fur  soluUuu  other  ques- 
tions of  jjaramount  importance. 

The^«  qtiestions  relate  to  the  proper  interpretation  of  the  plir.ise 
•'inability  to  discharge  the  [lowers  and  duties  of  said  office,"  our  organic 
bw  provndiug  that  when  the  Presidciit  shall  suffer  from  such  inability 
the  Prc*sidential  office  shall  devolve  upon  the  Vice-President,  who  must 
himself  under  like  circumstances  give  place  lo  such  officer  us  Congress 
may  by  law  appoint  to  act  as  President. 

I  need  not  here  set  forth  the  tmmerousand  interesting  in<|uiries  which 
are  suggested  by  these  words  of  tlie  Constitution.  They  were  fully 
stated  in  my  first  communication  to  Congress  and  have  since  been  the 
subject  of  fretiuent  deliberations  in  that  body. 

It  is  greatly  lo  be  hoj>ed  that  these  momentous  questions  will  find 
speedy  sohition,  lest  emergencies  may  arise  when  longer  delay  will  be 
impossible  and  any  determination,  albeit  the  wisest,  may  funiish  cause 
for  anxiety  and  alarm. 

For  the  reasons  fully  stated  in  my  last  annual  message  I  repeat  my 
recommendation  that  Congress  propose  an  anictuhnent  to  that  provision 
of  the  Constitution  which  prescribes  the  formalities  for  the  enactmetitof 
lawA.  whereby,  in  respect  to  bills  for  the  appropriation  of  public  moneys, 
the  Kxecutive  may  be  enabletl,  while  giving  his  approval  to  particular 
items,  lo  interp<tsc  his  veto  as  to  such  others  as  do  not  commetul  them- 
selves to  hib  judgment. 
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The  fourteenth  amendment  of  the  Constitution  confers  the  rights  of 
citizenship  upon  all  persons  born  or  naturalized  in  the  United  States  and 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  thereof.  It  was  the  special  purpose  of  this 
amendment  to  insure  to  members  of  the  colored  race  the  full  enjoyment 
of  civil  and  political  rights.  Certain  statutory  provisions  intended  to 
secure  the  enforcement  of  those  rights  have  been  recently  declared  un- 
constitutional by  the  Supreme  Court. 

Any  legislation  whereby  Congress  may  lawfully  supplement  the  guar- 
anties which  the  Constitution  affords  for  the  equal  enjoyment  by  all  the 
citizens  of  the  United  States  of  every  right,  privilege,  and  immunity  of 
citizenship  will  receive  my  unhesitating  approval.

tenance would  l^  S13S.600, 

It  appears  from  these  papers  that  the  estimated  yield  of  coni,  wheat, 
and  oats  for  1SS2  in  the  States  of  Illinois,  Wisconsin,  Iowa,  Minnesota, 
Kansas,  and  Nebraska  was  wore  than  1.000,000,000  bushels.  It  is 
claimed  tliat  if  the  cheap  water  transportation  route  which  is  now  con- 
tinuous from  tile  Atlantic  Ocean  to  Chiaigo  is  extended  to  the  Tpper 
Mississippi  by  such  a  canal  a  great  benefit  in  the  reduction  of  freight 
charges  would  result  to  the  peoi)le  of  the  tapper  Mississippi  \'alley,  whose 
productions  I  have  only  partly  note<l,  not  only  ujx>n  their  own  ship>- 
ments,  hut  npon  the  articles  of  connnerce  u.sed  by  Iheni,  which  are  now 
taken  from  the  Eastern  States  by  water  only  as  far  as  Chicago.

The  harvests  of  grain  and  cotton  produced  in  the  region  border- 
ing upon  the  Mississippi  are  so  vast  as  to  be  of  national  importance,  and 
the  project  now  being  executed  for  their  cheap  transportation  should  be 
sii£&cieutly  provided  for. 

The  ccfUimission  report  that  the  results  due  to  the  still  uncompleted 
works  ha^■e  been  remarkable,  and  gi\e  the  highest  eucourageineut  for 
expecting  the  ultimate  success  of  the  improvement. 

The  act  of  August  2.  1882,  appropriated  $4,123,000  for  the  work  ou 
that  part  of  the  river  below  Cairo.  The  estimates  of  the  commission 
already  transmitted  to  Congress  call  for  $3,000,000  for  the  coutiuuatiou 
of  the  work  below  Cairo,  and  it  appears  from  their  report  that  all  of  the 
last  appropriation  available  for  active  operations  has  been  exliausted 
and  that  there  is  urgently  needed  an  immediate  appropriation  of  $r,ooo,- 
000  to  continue  the  work  without  loss  of  time,  in  view  of  the  approach 
of  the  flood  season,  with  its  attendant  dangers.

In  the  search  for  vessels  suitable  fnr  the  expcdilioti  now  preparing  lo  relieve  Lieu- 
teiiniit  Gretrly  ami  his  party,  attention  was  early  rlircctetl  lo  the  ^-Iteti,  wliich  is  the 
properly  of  the  British  Governuient,  atid  was  the  advance  ship  of  tlie  expedition  under 
Sir  Geur}{e  Nares.  It  was  desirable  tu  secure  this  vessel,  as  she  is  pecuharly  fitted 
for  the  intended  ser\ice,  and  as  the  inspectinj^  officers  recnmtiicndcd  her  Mr.  Lowell 
was  therefore  instructed  to  nsV  whether  she  euuld  \k  spare<I  for  the  ser\ice. 

Infonnation  of  the  wish  of  this  Government  havinx  pnvioiisly  and  informally

The  Chkago,  Boston,  Attanta.  and  Dolphin  have  l»een  designed  and  are 
luring  built  with  care  and  skill,  and  there  is  every  reason  to  Ijelieve  that 
they  will  prove  creditable  and  ser\'iceable  modem  cruisers,  Technical 
questions  coucemlug  tlie  details  of  these  or  of  additional  vessels  can  not 
wisely  lie  settled  except  by  experts,  and  the  Naval  Advisor>'  Hoard,  organ- 
ized by  direction  of  Congress  under  the  act  of  August  5,  1882,  and  cou- 
sisling  of  three  litie  officers,  a  naval  constructor,  and  a  naval  engineer, 
selected  '*wilh  reference  only  to  character,  experience,  knowledge,  and 
skill,"  and  a  naval  architect  and  a  marine  engineer  from  civil  life  "of 
established  reputation  and  standing  as  experts  in  naval  or  marine  con- 
stniction,"'  is  an  appropriate  authority  to  decide  finally  all  such  ques- 
tions.

\V*hate\'er  conditions  Congress  may  see  fit  to  impose  in  order  to 
secure  judicious  designs  and  honest  and  economical  construction  will  be 
acceptable  to  me,  but  to  relinquish  or  postpone  the  policy  already  delib- 
erately declared  will  be,  in  my  jutlgment,  an  act  of  national  impmdence. 

Appropriations  should  also  Ix?  made  without  delay  for  finishing  the 
four  double-turretcd  monitors,  the  Puritan,  Amphitrite,  Terror,  and  Afo- 
nadnoel',  and  for  procuring  their  amiament  and  that  of  the  Miantotio- 
Their  hulls  are  built,  and  their  machinery  is  under  contract  and 
oaching  completion,  except  that  of  the  Monadnock,  on  the  Pacific 
coast.  This  should  also  be  built,  and  the  armor  and  lieav^"  guns  of  all 
should  Ix.'  prtx'ured  at  the  earliest  practicable  moment. 

The  total  amount  appropriated  uj)  to  this  time  for  the  four  vessels  is

1, 1884.  This  board  was  appointed  by  Executive  order  of  May  13, 1884,* 
and  is  composed  of  representatives  of  the  several  Executive  De)>artments, 
the  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  the  Smithsonian  Institution.  It  is 
cliorged  with  the  important  and  responsible  duty  of  making  arrangements 
for  a  complete  and  harmonious  collection  of  the  articles  and  materials 
deemed  desirable  to  place  on  exhibition,  in  illustration  of  the  resources  of 
the  country,  its  methods  of  governmental  administration,  and  its  means 
of  offense  and  defense. 

The  b<xird  submits  an  estimate  calHtig  for  an  appropriation  of  $588,000 
lo  atvomplish  the  desired  end.  That  amuunt  is  distributed  among  the 
iJepartnients  as  shown  in  the  table.  The  War,  Navy,  and  Interior  Ete- 
portments  call  for  the  largest  share,  representing  as  they  do  the  national 
defenses  by  land  and  sea,  the  progress  of  naval  architecture  and  ord- 
nance, the  geological  survey  and  mineral  wealth  of  the  Territories,  the 
treatment  of  the  Inflians,  and  the  education  of  the  masses,  all  of  which 
admit  of  varied  and  instructive  exhibits.  The  Smithsonian  Institution, 
having  under  its  general  care  the  National  Museiun  and  the  Fish  Com- 
mission, is  prepared  to  make  a  display  second  in  interest  to  none  of 
modem  days.  The  remaining  Departments  can  present  instructive  and 
interesting  exhibits,  which  will  attract  popular  attention  and  convey  an 
idea  of  their  extensively  ramified  duties  and  of  the  many  points  where 
they  beneficially  affect  the  life  of  tlie  people  as  a  nation  and  as  indi- 
viduals. 

The  e.\hibit  of  the  Ciovemment  at  the   Centennial  Exhibition   held 

Philadelphia  in  1876  was  admitted  to  be  one  of  the  most  attractive 
features  of  tliat  great  national  imdertaicing  and  a  valuable  addition  to  it. 
From  men  of  intelligence  ami  scientific  attainments,  at  home  and  abroad, 
it  received  tlie   highest  encomiums,  showing  the  interest  it  awakened 
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anion^  those  whose  lives  are  given  to  the  improvement  of  the  social  and 
material  condition  of  the  people. 

The  reproduction  of  such  a  display  now  on  a  more  extensiA'e  plan  is 
rendered  p<wsible  by  the  advancement  of  science  and  invention  during 
the  eight  years  that  have  passetl  since  the  Philadelphia  exhibit  was 
collected. 

The  importance,  purposes,  and  benefits  of  the  Nei^'  Orleans  Exhibition 
are  continental  in  their  scope.  Standing  at  the  threshold  of  the  almost 
unopened  markets  of  Spanish  and  Portuguese  America.  New  Orleans  is  a 
natural  gateway  to  their  trade.  an<l  the  exhibititm  offers  to  the  people  of 
Mexico  and  Central  and  South  America  an  adequate  knowledge  of  our 
fanning  implements,  metal  manufactures,  cotton  and  woolen  goods,  and 
the  like  necessities  of  existence,  in  respect  to  which  those  countries  are 
either  tleficient  or  supplied  to  a  limited  extent.  The  breaking  down  of 
the  barriers  which  still  separate  us  from  the  Republics  of  America  whose 
productions  so  entirely  complement  our  own  will  aid  greatly  in  removing 
the  disparity  of  commercial  intercourse  under  which  less  than  lo  per  cent 
of  our  exports  go  to  American  countries. 

I  trust  that  Congress  will  realize  the  urgency  of  this  recommendation 
and  make  its  appropriation  immediately  available,  so  that  the  board  may 
lose  no  time  in  undertaking  the  extensive  preparations  necessary  to  spread 
a  more  intimate  knowledge  of  our  Government  institutions  and  national 
resources  among  the  jieople  of  our  counto*  and  of  neighboring  states  in  a 
way  to  command  the  respect  due  it  in  the  family  of  nations.

It  is  apparent  that  should  this  bill  become  a  law  it  will  create  a  new 
office  which  can  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  particular  individual 
whom  it  specifies,  and  can  not  ho  filled  otherwise;  or  it  may  be  said  with 
perhaps  greater  precision  of  statement  that  it  will  create  a  new  office 
upon  condition  that  the  particular  person  designated  shall  be  chosen  to 
fill  it.  Such  an  act,  as  it  seems  to  me,  is  either  unnecessary  and  inef- 
fective or  it  involves  an  encroachment  by  the  legislative  branch  of  the 
Government  upon  the  authority  of  the  Kxecutive.  As  the  Congress  has 
no  power  under  the  Constitution  to  nominate  or  apjx)int  an  officer  and 
can  not  lawfully  impose  upon  the  President  the  duty  of  nominating  or 
appointing  to  office  any  particular  individual  of  its  own  selection,  this 
bill,  if  it  can  fairly  be  construed  as  requiring  the  President  to  make  the 
nomination  and.  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  vSenate, 
the  appointment  which  it  authorizes,  is  in  manifest  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitution. If  such  be  not  its  just  interi>retation,  it  nuist  l>e  regarded  as 
a  mere  enactment  of  advice  and  counsel,  which  lacks  in  the  ver>*  nature 
of  things  the  force  of  positive  law  and  can  ser\-e  no  useful  purpose  upon 
the  statute  books.

After  careful  consideration  of  the  bill  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief 
of  Fitz  John  Porter,'*  I  heremth  return  it  with  my  objections  to  that 
House  of  Congress  in  which  it  originated.  Its  enacting  clause  is  in 
terms  following: 

That  the  President  l)e,  and  he  is  hereby,  authorized  to  nominate  and,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  appoint  Fitz  John  Porter,  late  a  major- 
general  of  the  United  States  Volunteers  and  a  brevet  brigadier-general  and  colonel 
of  the  Army,  to  the  position  of  colonel  in  the  Army  of  the  United  States,  of  the  same 
grade  and  rank  held  by  him  at  the  time  of  his  dismissal  from  the  Anny  by  sentence 
of  court-martial  promulgated  January  27, 1S63.     *    *    * 

It  is  apparent  that  should  this  bill  Ijeconie  a  law  it  will  create  a  new 
office  which  can  be  filled  by  the  appointment  of  the  particular  individual 
whom  it  specifies,  and  can  not  l)C  filled  otherwise;  or  it  may  be  said  with 
perhaps  greater  precision  of  statement  that  it  will  create  a  new  oflfice 
upon  condition  that  the  particular  jxirson  designated  shall  be  chosen  to 
fill  it.  Such  an  act,  as  it  seems  to  me,  is  either  unnecessary  and  inef- 
fective or  it  involves  an  encroachment  by  the  legislative  branch  of  the 
Government  upon  the  authority  of  the  Executive.  As  the  Congress  has 
no  power  under  the  Constitution  to  nominate  or  appoint  an  officer  and 
can  not  lawfully  impose  upon  the  President  the  duty  of  nominating  or 
appointing  to  office  any  particular  individual  of  its  own  selection,  this 
billp  if  it  can  fairly  be  construed  as  requiring  the  President  to  make  the 
nomination  and,  by  and  with  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 
the  appointment  which  it  authorizes,  is  in  manifest  violation  of  the  Con- 
stitution. If  such  be  not  its  just  interpretation,  it  must  1)e  regarded  as 
a  mere  enactment  of  advice  and  aninsel ,  which  lacks  in  the  very  nature 
of  things  the  force  of  jwsitive  law  and  can  ser\'e  no  useful  purpose  upon 
the  statute  books. 

There  are  other  causes  that  deter  me  from  giving  this  bill  the  sanction 
of  my  approval.  The  judgment  of  tlie  court-martial  by  which  more  than 
twenty  years  since  General  Fitz  John  Porter  was  tried  and  convicted  was 
pronounced  by  a  tribunal  comiwsed  of  nine  general  officers  of  distin- 
guished character  and  ability.  Its  investigation  of  the  charges  of  which 
it  found  the  accused  guilty  was  thorough  and  conscientious,  and  its  find- 
ings and  sentence  were  in  due  course  of  law  approved  by  Abraham 
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Lincoln,  then  President  of  the  United  States.  Its  legal  competency,  its 
jurisdiction  of  the  accused  and  of  the  subject  of  the  accusation,  and  the 
substantial  regularity  of  all  of  its  proceedings  are  matters  which  have 
never  been  brought  into  question.  Its  judgment,  therefore,  is  final  and 
conclusive  in  its  character. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  recently  declared  that 
a  court-martial  such  as  this  was  is  the  organism  provided  by  law  aud 
clothed  with  the  duty  of  administering  justice  in  this  class  of  cases.  Its 
judgments,  when  approved,  rest  on  the  same  basis  and  are  surrounded  by 
the  same  considerations  which  give  conclusiveness  to  the  judgments  of 
other  legal  tribunals,  including  as  well  the  lowest  as  the  highest.  It  fol- 
lows, accordingly,  that  when  a  lawfully  constituted  court-martial  has  duly 
declared  its  findings  and  its  sentence  and  the  same  have  been  duly  ap- 
proved neither  the  President  nor  the  Congress  has  any  power  to  set  them 
aside.  The  existence  of  such  power  is  not  openly  asserted,  nor  perhaps 
is  it  necessarily  implied,  in  the  provisions  of  the  bill  which  is  before  me, 
but  when  its  enacting  clauses  are  read  in  the  light  of  the  recitations  of 
its  preamble  it  will  be  seen  that  it  seeks  in  effect  the  practical  annulment 
of  the  findings  and  the  sentence  of  a  competent  court-martial. 

A  conclusion  at  variance  with  these  findings  has  been  reached  after 
investigation  by  a  board  consisting  of  three  ofi&cers  of  the  Army.  This 
board  was  not  created  in  pursuance  of  any  statutory  authority  and  was 
powerless  to  compel  the  attendance  of  witnesses  or  to  pronounce  a  judg- 
ment which  could  have  been  lawfully  enforced.  The  ofi&cers  who  consti- 
tuted it,  in  their  report  to  the  Secretary  of  War,  dated  March  19,  1879, 
state  that  in  their  opinion — 

Justice  requires  *  *  *  such  action  as  may  be  necessary  to  annul  and  set  aside 
the  findings  and  sentence  of  the  court-martial  in  the  case  of  Major-General  Fitz  John 
Porter  and  to  restore  him  to  the  positions  of  which  that  sentence  deprived  him,  such 
restoration  to  take  effect  from  the  date  of  his  dismissal  from  the  service. 

The  provisions  of  the  bill  now  under  consideration  are  avowedly  based 
on  the  assumption  that  the  findings  of  the  court-martial  have  been  dis- 
covered to  be  erroneous;  but  it  will  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  investiga- 
tion which  is  claimed  to  have  resulted  in  this  discovery  was  made  many 
years  after  the  events  to  which  that  evidence  related  and  under  circum- 
stances that  made  it  impossible  to  reproduce  the  evidence  on  which  they 
were  based. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  proposed  legislation  would  establish  a  danger- 
ous precedent,  calculated  to  imperil  in  no  small  measure  the  binding  force 
and  effect  of  the  judgments  of  the  various  tribunals  established  under  our 
Constitution  and  laws. 

I  have  already,  in  the  exercise  of  the  pardoning  power  with  which  the 
President  is  vested  by  the  Constitution,  remitted  the  continuing  penalty 
which  had  made  it  impossible  for  Fitz  John  Porter  to  hold  any  ofifice 
of  trust  or  profit  under  the  Government  of  the  United  States;  but  I  am 
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nnwilling  to  give  my  sanction  to  any  legislation  which  shall  practically 
annul  and  set  at  naught  the  solemn  and  deliberate  conclusions  of  the 
tribunal  by  which  he  was  convicted  and  of  the  President  by  whom  its 
findings  were  examined  and  approved.

Feeling  it  my  duty»  I  hereby  call  upon  all  persons  who  under  existing 
systems  in  the  several  States  are  intrusted  with  the  execution  of  quar- 
antine regulations  to  be  diligent  and  on  the  alert  in  order  to  prevent  the 
introduction  of  the  ix.*stilence  which  we  all  regret  to  learu  has  made  its 
appearance  in  some  of  the  countries  of  Europe  lx;tween  whidi  and  the 
ports  of  the  Unitetl  States  intercourse  is  direct  and  frequent. 

I  further  advise  that  the  cities  and  towns  of  the  United  States,  whether 
the  coast  or  on  the  lines  of  interior  communication,  by  sound  sanitary 
ilations  and  the  promotion  of  cleanliness,  Ix;  prepared  to  resist  the 
power  of  the  disease  and  to  mitigate  its  severity. 

And  I  further  direct  the  consuls  of  the  United  States  in  the  ports  where 
Oie  pestilence  has  made  or  may  make  its  appearance  to  exercise  vigilance 
in  carrj'iug  out  the  in.structions  heretofore  given  and  in  comnuinicating 
to  the  Govennnent  of  the  United  States  any  information  of  value  relat- 
mg  to  the  progress  or  treatment  of  the  disease.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 


Ill  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtue  of  the  seventeen  hundre<l  and  fifty-third  section  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  of  the  civil-service  act  approved  January'  i6, 
1883,  the  follovi'ing  rule  for  the  regulation  and  improvement  of  the 
executive  civil  serxnce  is  hereby  amended  and  promulgated,  as  follows: 

RUU5  xn. 

1.  Every  regular  applic:ition  must  lie  supported  by  proper  certificates  of  good 
moral  character,  health,  and  physical  and  mental  capacity  for  doiiig  the  public  work, 
tile  certificates  to  ^>e  in  such  fonn  anil  numlser  as  the  rej?tilations  of  the  Commission 
shall  proWde;  hut  no  certificate  will  be  received  which  is  inconsistent  with  ihc  tcnlli 
section  of  the  civil -ser\-ice  act. 

2.  No  one  shall  l>e  entitleil  to  l>e  examined  for  adnii$;.sion  to  the  classified  postal 
service  if  under  16  or  over  35  years  of  a^,  or  to  tlie  classified  customs  service  or  to 
the  classified  departmental  service  if  under  18  or  over  45  years  of  ajje;  but  no  one 
shall  be  examined  for  apijoiiitnicnl  to  any  place  in  the  classified  customs  ser\*ice, 
except  that  of  clerk  or  messenger,  who  is  under  21  years  of  age;  but  Ihe-se  limita- 
tions of  age  shall  not  apply  to  persons  honorably  discharjfe<l  from  the  military  or 
naval  service  of  Uie  country  who  are  otherwise  duly  qualified.

3.  The  Commission  may  at  any  time  certify  for  a  ligoo  or  any  lower  place  iti  the 
ctassifie<1  service  any  person  upou  the  register  who  has  passe<I  the  exiimination  under 
clause  I  of  Rule  \TI  if  such  person  does  not  object  liefore  such  certification  is  made. 

II.  The  following  words  are  added  as  a  fifth  clause  at  the  end  of  Rule 
XVI,  viz.: 

5.  Any  person  appointed  to  or  employed  in  any  part  of  the  classified  service,  after 
flue  certification  for  the  same  under  these  rules,  who  shall  l»e  disinisse*!  or  sei^rate<l 
therefrom  without  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  pan  may  Ije  reappointed  or  reem- 
ployed in  the  same  part  or  grade  of  such  service  at  the  same  ofiice,  within  eight 
months  next  following  such  dismissal  or  separation,  witliout  fiuther  examination. 

III.  It  is  further  ordered  that  the  rule  heretofore  designated  XXI  be 
hereafter  desij-nated  XXII.  and  XXII  as  Rule  XXIII.

3.  The  CommtMioa  may  bv  regulations*  subject  to  change  at  any  time  by  the 
President,  declare  the  kind  and  measure  of  ill  health,  physica]  incapacity,  misrep- 
reseutation.  and  bad  faith  which  may  properly  exclude  any  person  from  the  right 
of  examination,  grading,  or  certification  under  these  rules.  It  a»y  also  provide  for 
medical  certificates  of  physical  capacity  in  the  proper  cases,  and  for  the  appropriate 
certificatton  of  persons  so  defective  in  sight,  ^)ecch,  hearing,  or  otherwise  as  to  be 
apparently  di!*qtsali6ed  for  some  of  the  duties  of  the  part  of  the  serrice  which  they 
seek  to  enter. 

2.  The  second  clause  of  Rule  XII  is  amended  by  substituting  for  the 
first  line  and  the  second  line  thereof  down  to  the  word  "age  "  therein  ( as 
printed  in  the  annual  report  of  the  Commission)  the  following  words:

Polger,  Secretary  of  the  Treasur>'  of  the  United  States,  yesterday  died 
at  his  home  in  Geneva,  State  of  New  York. 

Thus  has  closed  the  life  of  a  distin^iished  and  respected  citizen,  who 
by  his  serv-ices  as  an  executive  officer  of  the  ITniled  States  and  as  a  legis- 
lator and  judge  of  his  own  State  won  the  esteem  and  regard  of  his  fellow- 
countrymen.

FOURTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 


I 


Washington,  December  /,  /^V/. 
To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

Since  the  close  of  your  la^t  session  the  American  people,  in  ihc  exer- 
cise of  their  highest  right  of  suffrage,  have  chosen  their  Chief  Magistrate 
for  the  four  years  ensuing. 

When  it  is  remembered  that  at  no  period  in  the  country's  history  has  the 
long  political  contest  which  cu-stoniarily  precedes  the  day  of  the  nalional 
election  been  waged  with  greater  fer\'or  aiul  intensity,  it  is  a  subject  of 
general  congratulation  that  after  the  controversy  at  the  i>oIls  wa.s  over, 
and  while  the  slight  preponderance  by  which  the  ifaue  had  been  deter- 
mined was  as  yet  unascertained,  the  public  peace  sulTered  no  dislurbiince, 
but  the  jjeople  everywhere  patiently  and  quietly  awaited  the  result. 

Nothing  could  more  strikingly  illustrate  the  temper  of  the  American 
citizen,  his  love  of  order,  and  his  loyalty  to  law.  Nothing  could  more 
signally  demonstrate  the  strength  and  wisdom  of  our  political  iustitu- 
tious. 

Eight  years  have  passed  since  a  controversy  concerning  the  result  of 
a  national  election  sliarply  called  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  llie 
necessity  of  providing  more  precise  ^id  definite  regulations  for  counting 
the  electoral  vote. 

It  is  of  the  gravest  importance  that  this  questiou  be  solved  before  con- 
flicting claims  to  the  Presidency  sliall  agaiu  distract  the  country,  and  I 
am  ]x*rsuaded  that  by  the  people  at  large  any  of  the  measures  of  relief 
thus  far  projwsetl  would  Ix;  preferred  to  continued  inaction. 

Our  relations  with  all  foreign  powers  continue  to  be  amicable. 

With  Belgium  a  convention  has  Vteeu  signed  whereby  the  scope  of  pres- 
tnt  treaties  lias  lx;en  so  enlarged  as  to  secure  to  citizens  of  either  country 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  other  equal  rights  and  privileges  in  the 
acrjnisition  and  alienation  of  property.  A  trade-marks  treaty  has  also 
been  concludetl. 

Tlie  war  l)etweeti  Chile  and  Peru  is  at  an  end.  For  the  arbitration 
of  the  claims  of  American  citizens  who  during  its  continuance  suffered 
through  the  acts  of  the  Chilean  authorities  a  convention  will  soon  be 
negotiated.

The  state  of  hostilities  between  France  and  China  continues  to  \yt  an 
eml>arrassiug  feature  of  our  Eastern  relations.  The  Chinese  Govenunent 
has  promptly  adjusted  and  paid  the  claims  of  American  citizens  whose 
proi>erly  was  destroyed  in  the  recent  riots  at  Canton.  I  renew  the 
reconnnendation  of  my  last  annual  message,  that  the  Canton  hidemnity 
funil  l>e  returneil  to  China. 

The  true  interpretation  of  the  recent  treaty  with  that  countrj-  per- 
mitting the  restriction  of  Chinese  immigration  is  likely  to  l)e  again  the 
subject  of  your  deliljcralions.  It  may  !>e  seriously  questioned  w^hether 
the  statute  pas.sed  at  the  last  session  does  not  \nolate  the  treaty  rights 
of  certain  Chinese  who  left  this  couulr>'  with  reluni  certificates  ^'alid 
under  the  old  law.  and  who  now  seeui  to  be  debarretl  from  relaudiug  for 
lack  of  the  certificates  retjuircd  ))y  the  new. 

The  recent  purchase  by  citizens  of  the  United  Stales  of  a  large  trading 
fleet  heretofore  under  the  Chinese  flag  has  considerably  enhanced  our 
commercial  im]x»rtance  in  the  East.  In  view  of  the  large  number  of 
vessels  built  or  purchased  by  American  citizens  in  other  countries  and 
exclusively  employed  in  legitimate  traffic  between  foreign  ports  under 
the  recognized  protection  of  our  flag,  it  might  be  well  to  pro\nde  a 
uniform  rule  for  their  registration  and  dtxruinentation,  so  that  the  bona 
fide  property  rights  of  our  citizens  therein  shall  lie  duly  e\ndencetl  and 
properly  guarded. 

•  Pursuant  to  the  advice  of  the  Senate  at  the  last  session,  I  recognized  the 
flag  of  the  International  Association  of  the  Kongo  as  that  of  a  friendly 
government,  avoiding  in  so  doin^  any  prejudgment  of  coTiflicting  terri- 
torial claims  in  that  region.  Suljse<|uently,  in  execution  of  tlte  exprc*ssed 
wish  of  the  Congress,  I  appointed  a  commercial  agent  for  the  Kongo  basin. 

The  inifwrtance  of  the  rich  prospective  trade  of  the  Kongo  Valley  has 
led  lo  the  general  conviction  that  it  should  lie  open  to  all  nations  u|x>n 
equal  terms.  At  an  international  conference  for  the  consi<leration  of 
this  subject  called  by  the  KmjxTor  of  Germany,  and  now  in  session  at 
Berlin,  delegates  are  in  attendance  on  behalf  of  the  United  States.  Of 
the  results  of  the  conference  you  will  l>e  duly  advised. 

The  Ouvennnent  of  Korea  has  generously  aided  the  efforts  of  the  United 
States  minister  to  secure  suitable  premises  for  the  use  ^A  the  legation. 
As  the  conditions  of  diplomatic  intercourse  with  Eastern  nations  demand 
that  the  legation  premises  \vt  owned  by  the  represented  power,  I  advise 
that  an  appropriation  be  made  for  the  acquisition  of  this  projxirty  by  the 
Govenmient.  The  United  States  already  jxjssess  valuable  premises  at 
Tangier  as  a  gift  from  the  vSnltan  of  Morocco.  As  is  stated  hereafter, 
the>'  have  lately  received,  a  similar  gift  from  the  Siamese  Goverunient. 
The  Government  of  Japan  stands  ready  to  present  to  us  extensive 
grounds  at  Tokyo  wheretm  to  erect  a  suitable  Iniildiug  for  the  legation, 
court-house,  and  jail,  and  sitnilar  privileges  can  probably  be  secured  in 
China  and  Persia.     The  owning  of  such  premises  would  not  only  eflfect  a 
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^5^^'^''"K  ^f  ^^^  present  rentals,  hut  would  pcrniil  of  the  dut  assertion 
of  extraterritorial  rights  in  those  countries,  and  would  the  Ijetter  ser\'e  to 
maintain  the  dignity  of  the  United  States. 

The  failure  of  Congress  to  make  appropriation  for  our  representation 
nt  the  autonomous  court  of  tlie  Khedive  has  proved  a  serious  embarrass- 
ment in  our  intercourse  with  Egypt;  and  in  \new  of  the  necessar>' 
intimacy  of  diplomatic  relationship  due  to  the  participation  of  this  Gov- 
cmment  as  one  of  the  treaty  i>owers  in  all  ujatters  of  administration 
there  affecting  the  rights  of  foreigners,  I  advise  the  restoration  of  the 
aK<^t:y  and  consulate-general  at  Cairo  on  its  former  hasis,  I  do  not  con- 
ceive it  to  be  the  wish  of  Congress  that  tlie  ITiiilefl  States  should  with- 
draw altogether  from  the  honorable  position  they  have  hitherto  held  with 
respect  to  the  Khedive,  or  that  citi/.ens  of  this  Republic  residing  or 
sojourning  in  Kgypt  should  hereafter  Ije  witliouL  the  aid  and  protection 
of  a  competent  representative. 

With  France  the  traditional  cordial  relationship  continues.  The  co- 
lossal statue  of  Liberty  I£nlighteniiig  the  World,  the  generous  gift  of  the 
people  of  France,  is  expected  to  reach  New  York  in  May  next.  I  sug- 
gest that  Congressional  action  lie  taken  in  recognition  of  the  spirit  which 
has  prompted  this  gift  and  in  aid  of  the  timely  completion  of  the  i»ed- 
cstal  upon  which  it  is  to  l>e  placed. 

Our  relations  with  Germany,  a  country  which  contributes  to  our  own 
Sfwne  of  the  Ijest  elements  of  citizenship,  contimic  to  U-  conlial.  The 
United  States  have  extradition  treaties  with  several  of  the  German 
States,  but  by  reason  of  the  coufefleration  of  those  States  under  the 
imperial  rule  the  application  of  such  treaties  is  not  as  uniform  and  com- 
prehensive as  the  interests  of  the  two  countries  re<piire.  I  propose, 
tlierefore,  to  open  negotiations  for  a  single  convention  of  extradition  to 
embrace  all  the  territory  of  the  Kmpire. 

It  affords  me  pleasure  to  say  that  our  intercourse  with  Great  Britain 
continues  to  l>e  {»f  a  most  friendly  cliaracter. 

The  Goveriunent  of  Hawaii  has  indicated  its  willingness  to  continue 
for  seven  yeai^  the  provisions  of  the  existing  reciprocity  treaty.  Such 
continuance,  in  view  of  llie  relations  of  that  country  to  the  American 
sj'stem  of  States,  should,  in  my  judgment,  be  favored. 

The  revolution  in  Hayti  against  the  established  Government  has  ter- 
minate<l.  While  it  was  in  progress  it  l>ecanie  necessary  to  enforce  our 
neutrality  laws  by  instituting  proceedings  against  individuals  and  vessels 
charged  with  their  infringement.  These  prosecutions  were  in  all  cases 
successful. 

Much  anxiety  has  lately  been  displayed  by  various  Kuroj^ean  (k)veni- 
ments,  and  especially  by  the  Goveniment  of  Italy,  for  the  alx)lition  of 
our  import  duties  upon  works  of  art.  It  is  well  to  consider  whether  the 
present  discriminatioti  in  favor  of  the  productions  of  xVmorican  artists 
abroad  is  not  likely  to  result,  as  they  themselves  seem  very  generally  to 
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believe  h  may.  in  the  practical  exclusion  of  our  painters  and  sculptors 
from  the  rich  fields  for  observation,  study,  and  labor  which  they  ha\'e 
hitherto  enjoyed. 

There  is  prospect  that  the  long-pending  re\nsion  of  the  foreign  treaties 
of  Japan  may  be  concluded  at  a  new  conference  to  be  held  at  Tokyo. 
While  this  Gm-emment  fully  recognizes  the  equal  and  independent  sta- 
tion of  Japan  in  the  cominunit>-  of  nations,  it  would  not  oppose  the  general 
adoption  of  such  terras  of  compromise  as  Japan  may  be  disposed  to  offer 
in  furtherance  of  a  uniform  policy  of  intercourse  with  Western  nations. 

During  the  past  year  the  increasing  good  will  between  our  own  Gov- 
ernment and  that  of  Mexico  has  been  variously  manifested.  The  treaty 
of  commercial  reciprocity  concluded  January  20.  1883,  has  been  ratified 
and  awaits  the  necessary'  tariff  legislation  of  Congress  to  become  efFccl- 
ive.  This  legislation  will,  I  doubt  not,  be  among  the  first  measures  to 
claim  your  attention. 

A  full  treaty  of  commerce,  navigation,  and  consular  rights  is  much  to 
be  desired,  and  such  a  treaty  I  have  reason  to  beheve  tliat  the  Mexican 
Government  stands  ready  to  conclude. 

Some  embarrassment  has  been  occasioned  by  the  failure  of  Congress  at 
its  last  session  to  pro\-ide  means  for  the  due  execution  of  the  treaty  of 
July  29,  1 88  2,  for  the  resur\'ey  of  the  Mexican  boundar>'  and  the  reloca- 
tion of  boundar>'  monuments. 

With  the  Republic  of  Xicaragna  a  treaty  has  been  concluded  which 
authorizes  the  construction  by  the  United  States  of  a  canal,  railway,  and 
telegraph  line  across  the  Nicaraguan  territor>*. 

By  the  terms  of  this  treaty  60  miles  of  the  river  San  Juan»  as  well  a» 
Lake  Nicaragua,  an  inland  sea  40  miles  in  width,  are  to  constitute  a 
part  of  the  projected  enterprise. 

This  leaves  for  actual  canal  construction  17  miles  on  the  Pacific  side 
and  36  miles  on  the  Atlantic.  To  the  United  States,  whose  rich  terri- 
tory' on  the  Pacific  is  for  the  ordinary  purposes  of  commerce  practically 
cut  off  from  communication  by  water  with  the  Atlantic  ports,  the  polit- 
ical and  commercial  advantages  of  such  a  project  can  scarcely  be  over-  ^ 
estimated.  ■ 

It  is  Ijelieved  that  when  the  treaty  is  laid  before  you  the  jiLstice  and 
liberality  of  its  provisions  w411  command  universal  approval  at  home 
and  abroad. 

The  death  of  our  representative  at  Russia  while  at  his  post  at  St. 
Petersburg  afforded  to  the  Imperial  Goveniment  a  renewed  opportunity 
to  testify  its  sympathy  in  a  manner  befitting  the  intimate  friendliness 
which  has  ever  marked  the  intercourse  of  the  two  coimtries. 

The  course  of  this  Government  in  raising  its  representation  at  Bang- 
kok to  the  diplomatic  rank  has  evoked  from  Siam  e\ndences  of  warm 
friendship  and  augurs  well  for  our  enlarged  intercourse.  The  Siamese 
Go\'emment  has  presented  to  the  United  States  a  commodious  mausiou 
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and  grounds  for  the  occupancy  of  the  legation,  and  I  suggest  that  by 
joint  resolution  Congress  attest  its  appreciation  of  this  generous  gift. 

This  Government  has  more  than  once  been  called  upon  of  late  to  take 
action  in  fulfillment  of  its  international  obligations  toward  Spain.  Agi- 
tation in  the  island  of  Cuba  hostile  to  the  Spanish  Crown  having  been 
fomented  by  persons  abusing  the  sacred  rights  of  hospitality  which  our 
leiTitor>*  affords,  the  officers  of  this  Government  have  l^een  instructed  to 
exercise  vigilance  to  prevent  infractions  of  our  neutrality  laws  at  Key 
West  and  at  other  points  near  the  Cuban  coast.  I  am  happy  to  say  that 
in  the  only  instance  where  these  precautionary  measures  were  success- 
fully eluded  the  offenders,  when  found  in  our  territory,  were  subsequently 
tried  and  convacted. 

The  growing  need  of  close  relationship  of  intercourse  and  traffic  be- 
tween the  Spanisli  Antilles  and  their  natural  market  in  the  United  State.*? 
led  to  the  adoption  in  January  last  of  a  commercial  agreement  looking  to 
that  end.  This  agreement  has  since  Ijeen  superseded  by  a  more  care- 
fully framed  and  comprehensive  convention,  which  I  shall  sulimil  to  the 
Senate  for  approval.  It  has  been  the  aim  of  this  negotiation  to  open 
such  a  favored  reciprocal  exchange  of  productions  carried  luider  the  flag 
of  either  coimtry  as  to  make  the  intercourse  ^xrtween  Cuba  and  Puerto 
Rico  and  ourselves  scarcely  less  intimate  than  the  commercial  movement 
between  our  domestic  ports,  and  to  insure  a  removal  of  the  burdens  on 
slapping  in  the  Spanish  Indies,  of  which  in  the  past  our  shipowners  and 
shipmasters  have  so  often  had  cause  to  complain. 

The  negotiation  of  this  convention  has  for  a  time  postponed  the  pros- 
ecution of  certain  claims  of  our  citizens  which  were  declared  to  Ix:  with- 
out the  juri.sdiction  of  the  late  Spanish- American  Claims  Commission, 
and  which  are  therefore  remitted  to  diplomatic  channels  for  adjustment. 
The  speedy  settlement  of  these  claims  will  now  be  urged  l)y  this  Gov- 
ennnent. 

Negotiations  for  a  treaty  of  commercial  reciprocity  with  the  Dominican 
Republic  have  been  successfully  concluded,  and  the  result  will  shortly  be 
laid  before  the  Senate. 

Certain  questions  between  the  United  Stales  and  the  Ottoman  Empire 
still  remain  unsolved.  Complaints  on  behalf  of  our  citizens  are  not  sat- 
isfactorily adjusted.  The  Porte  has  sought  to  withhold  from  mir  com- 
merce the  right  of  favored  treatment  to  vvhich  we  are  entitled  by  existing 
conventional  stipulations,  and  the  revision  of  the  tariffs  is  unaccomplishetl. 

The  final  disj^KJsition  of  pending  questions  with  Wnc/uela  has  not  as 
yet  l>een  reached,  but  I  have  good  reason  to  expect  an  early  settlement 
which  will  provide  the  means  of  reexamining  the  Caracas  awards  in  con- 
formity with  the  expressed  desire  of  Congress,  and  which  will  recognize 
the  justice  of  certain  claims  preferred  against  Venezuela. 

The  Central  and  South  American  Conmn'ssion  ap]>ointed  by  authorityof 
the  act  of  July  7, 1884,  will  .soon  proceed  lo  Mexico.    It  has  been  furnished 
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with  instnictions  which  will  be  laid  before  yoa.    They  coatan 
ment  of  the  general  policy  of  the  Government  for  ealarging  its 
cial  intercourse  with  American  States.     The  cotnmissaoaers  have 
active!}'  preparing  for  their  responsible  task  by  holding  coufqeuces  ixf 
the  principal  citie^^  with  merchants  and  others  interested  in  Cesitzal  and 
Sonth  American  trade. 

The  International  Meridian  Conference  lately  con\-eoed  inW 
upon  the  invitation  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  was  com- 
posed of  representatives  from  twent>'-five  nations.  The  couferenoe  cod 
eluded  its  labors  on  the  ist  of  November,  havingwith  substantia]  nnammitjj 
agreed  upon  the  meridian  of  Greenwich  as  the  starting  pcnnt  whence  kmgi' 
tude  is  to  be  computed  through  t8o  degrees  eastward  and  westward,  ajid 
upon  the  adoption,  for  all  purposes  for  which  it  may  be  found  convenient, 
of  a  universal  day  which  shall  begin  at  midnight  on  the  initial  meridian 
and  whose  hours  shall  be  counted  from  zero  up  to  twenty-four. 

The  fonnal  report  of  the  transactions  of  this  conference  will  l>e 
after  transmitted  to  the  Congress. 

This  Government  is  in  frequent  receipt  of  invitations  from  forei 
states  to  j>articipate  in  intenialional  exhibitions,  often  of  great  interest 
and  importance.  Occupying,  as  we  do,  an  advanced  position  in  the 
world's  production,  and  aiming  to  sectu^  a  profitable  share  for  our  iudusj 
tries  in  the  getieral  competitive  markets,  it  is  a  matter  of  serious  concern 
that  the  want  of  meiuis  for  participation  iu  these  exliibitions  sliould  so 
often  exclude  our  producers  from  advantages  enjoyed  by  those  of  othc^ 
countries.  During  tlie  past  year  the  attention  of  Congress  was  drawn  to 
the  fonnal  in\itations  in  this  regard  tendered  by  the  Governments  of 
England,  Holland.  Belgium,  Germany,  and  Austria.  The  Executive 
in  .some  instances  appointed  honorary'  commissioners.  This  is,  however, 
a  most  unsalisfactor>*  expedient,  for  without  some  pro\nsion  to  meet 
necessary  working  expenses  of  a  commission  it  can  effect  little  or  no' 
ing  in  belialf  of  exhibitors.  An  International  Inventions  Exhibition 
is  to  be  held  in  London  next  May.  This  will  cover  a  field  of  special 
importance,  in  which  our  countr>'  liolds  a  foremost  rank;  but  the  Hxeo 
utive  is  at  present  powerless  to  organize  a  proper  representation  of  om 
vast  natiotial  interests  in  this  direction. 

I  have  in  several  previous  messages  referred  to  this  subject.  '  It  see; 
to   me  that  a  slatiUe   giving  to  the   Executive   general  discretiona 
authority  to  accept  such  invitatious  and  to  appoint  honorary'  cumnii 
sioners,  without  .salary,  and  placing  at  the  disposal  of  the  Secretarx* 
State  a  small  fund  for  defraying  their  reasonable  expenses,  would  b< 
of  great  public  utility. 

Tliis  Government  has  received  oflSdal  notice  that  the  revised  inter 
national  regulalicjns  for  preventing  collisions  at  sea  have  been  adopte< 
by  all  the  leading  maritime  powers  except  the  United  States,  and  cam« 
into  force  on  the  ist  of  Septeml>er  last.     For  the  due  prt»tection  of  om

snipping  interests  the  pro\nsions  of  our  statutes  should  at  once  be  brought 
into  conforaiity  with  these  regulatious. 

The  question  of  securing  to  authors,  composers,  and  artists  copyright 
prinleges  in  this  country  in  return  for  reciprr>cal  rights  abroad  is  one 
that  may  justly  challenge  your  attetilion.  It  is  true  that  conventions 
will  be  necessar>'  for  fully  accomplishing  this  result;  but  until  Cougress 
shall  by  statute  fix  the  extent  to  which  foreign  holders  of  copyriglit  shall 
be  here  pri\ileged  it  has  been  dceuicd  inadvisable  to  negotiate  such 
conventions.  For  this  reason  the  United  States  were  not  represented 
at  the  recent  conference  at  Berne. 

I  recommend  that  the  scope  of  the  neutrality  laws  of  the  United 
States  be  so  enlarged  as  to  cover  all  patent  acts  of  hostility  committed 
ill  our  territory  and  aimed  against  the  peace  of  a  friendly  nation.  Exist- 
ing statutes  prohibit  the  fitting  out  of  armed  expeditions  and  restrict  the 
shipment  of  explosives,  though  the  enactments  in  the  latter  respect  were 
not  framed  with  regard  tn  inteniational  obligations,  but  simply  for  the 
protection  of  passenger  travel.  All  these  statutes  were  intended  to  meet 
special  emergencies  that  had  already  arisen.  Other  emergencies  have 
arisen  since,  and  nvxleni  ingenuity  supplies  means  for  the  organization  of 
hostilities  without  open  resort  to  armed  vessels  or  to  filibustering  parties. 

I  see  no  reason  why  overt  preparations  in  this  countr>'  for  the  commis- 
sion «>f  criminal  acts  such  as  are  here  under  consideration  should  tiot  be 
alike  punishable  whether  such  acts  are  intended  to  Ije  comaiitied  in  our 
own  country  or  in  a  foreign  countr>'  with  which  we  are  at  peace. 

The  prompt  and  thorough  treatment  of  this  question  is  one  which 
intimately  concerns  the  national  honor. 

Onr  existing  naturalization  laws  also  need  revision.  Those  sections 
relating  to  persons  residing  witliin  the  limits  of  the  United  States  in  1 795 
and  1798  have  now  only  a  historical  interest.  Section  2172,  recognizing 
the  citizenship  of  the  children  of  naturalized  parents,  is  ambiguous  in  its 
terms  and  partly  obsolete.  There  are  special  provisions  of  law  favoring 
the  naturaliwiticm  of  those  who  sers'e  in  the  Annj'  or  in  merchant  vessels, 
while  no  similar  privileges  are  granted  those  who  serve  in  the  Navy  or 
the  Marine  Corps. 

**An  uniform  rule  of  naturalization"  such  as  the  Constitution  con- 
templates should,  among  other  things,  clearly  define  the  status  of  persons 
horn  within  the  United  States  subject  to  a  foreign  jxnver  i  sectioti  1992) 
and  of  minor  cJiildren  of  fathers  who  liave  declared  their  intention  to 
become  citizens  but  have  failed  to  perfect  their  naturalization.  It  might 
be  wise  to  provide  for  a  central  bureau  of  registry,  wherein  should  be 
filed  authenticated  transcripts  of  every  record  of  naturalization  in  the 
se\'eral  Federal  and  State  courts,  and  to  make  provision  also  for  the  vaca- 
tion or  cancellation  of  such  record  in  cases  where  fraud  had  l)een  prac- 
tice<l  upon  the  court  by  the  applicant  himself  or  where  he  had  renounced 
or  forfeited  his  acquired  citizenship.  A  just  and  uniform  law  in  this 
M  P — ^vot  VIII— 16 
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respect  would  strengthen  the  hands  of  the  Government  in  ptotecting  its 
citizens  abroad  and  would  pa\-e  the  way  for  the  conchisioa  of  treaties  of 
naturalization  with  foreign  countries. 

The  legislation  of  the  last  session  effected  in  the  diplomatic  and  con- 
sular service  certain  changes  and  reductions  which  have  been  productive 
of  embarrassment.  The  population  and  commercial  activity  of  our  cotm- 
Xxy  are  steadily  on  the  increase,  and  are  giving  rise  to  new,  var>ing,  and 
often  delicate  relationships  with  other  countries.  Onr  foreign  establish- 
ment now  embraces  nearly  double  the  area  of  operations  that  it  occupied 
twenty  years  ago.  The  confinement  of  such  a  service  within  the  limits  of 
expenditure  then  established  is  not.  it  seems  to  me,  in  accordance  with 
true  economy.  A  community  of  60,000,000  people  should  be  adequately 
represented  in  its  intercourse  with  foreign  natimis. 

A  project  for  the  reorganization  of  the  consular  service  and  for  recast- 
ing the  scheme  of  extraterritorial  jurisdiction  is  now  before  you.  If  the 
limits  of  a  short  session  will  not  allow  of  its  full  consideration,  I  trust 
that  you  will  not  fail  to  make  suitable  prD\'ision  for  the  present  needs  of 
the  service. 

It  has  been  customary  to  define  in  the  appropriation  acts  the  rank  of 
each  diplomatic  office  to  which  a  salary  is  attached.  I  suggest  that  this 
course  be  abandoned  and  that  it  be  left  to  the  President,  with  the  ad\nce 
and  consent  of  the  Senate,  to  fix  from  time  to  time  the  diplomatic  grade 
of  the  representatives  of  this  Government  abroad  as  may  seem  advisa- 
ble, provision  being  definitely  made,  however,  as  now,  for  the  amount  of 
salarj-  attached  to  the  respecti\-e  stations. 

The  condition  of  our  finances  and  the  operations  of  the  various 
branches  of  the  public  service  wliich  are  connected  with  the  Treasury 
r)o|xirtment  are  ver>-  fully  discussed  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary.

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i5  compared  with  the  prece<Hii^  fiscal  year,  there  was  a  net  decrease 
of  over  ;^2 1, 000,000  in  the  anunmt  of  exi>enditures.  The  aggregate 
receipts  were  less  than  those  of  the  year  pre\4ous  by  about  $54,000,000. 
The  falling  off  in  revenue  from  customs  made  up  nearly  $20,000,000  of 
thi^  deficiency,  and  about  $23.000. o<X)  of  the  remainder  was  due  to  the 
diminished  receipts  from  inteniai  taxation. 

The  Secretarj'  estimates  the  total  receipts  for  the  fiscal  year  which 
w^ill  end  June  30,  18M5,  at  $330,000,000  and  the  total  expenditures  at 
$390,630,201.16.  in  which  sum  are  include<l  the  interest  on  the  debt  and 
tlic  amount  payable  to  the  sinking  fund.  This  would  leave  a  suq)lus 
for  the  entire  year  of  about  $39,000,000.

I  concur  with  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  recommending  the 
immediate  suspension  of  the  coinage  of  silver  dollars  and  of  the  issu- 
ance of  silver  certificates.  This  is  a  matter  to  which  iti  fonner  tx>mmu- 
nications  I  have  more  than  once  invoke*!  the  attention  of  the  National 
l^egislature. 

It  appears  tliat  annually  for  the  past  six  years  there  have  Iteeii  coined, 
in  ct:»mpliance  with  the  requirements  of  the  act  of  Fcliruar>'  28,  1878, 
more  tlian  27,000,000  silver  dollars. 

The  num1»er  now  outstanding  is  reported  by  the  Secretan.*  to  l>c  nearly 
185.000.000.  whereof  but  little  nn»re  than  40.000,000,  or  less  than  22  i>er 
cent,  are  iu  actual  circulation.     The  mere  existence  of  this  fact  seems  to 
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me  to  furnish  of  itself  a  coj^ent  argument  for  the  repeal  of  the  sta 
which  lias  made  such  fact  possible. 

But  there  are  other  and  graver  considerations  that  tend  in  the  same 
direction. 

The  Secretar>'  avows  his  conviction  that  unless  this  coinage  and  ihe 
issuance  of  stiver  certificates  be  suspended  silver  is  likely  at  no  distant 
day  to  l^econie  our  sole  metallic  standard.  The  commercial  disturbanct 
and  the  impairment  of  national  credit  that  would  be  thus  occasioned  can 
scarcely  be  overestimated. 

I  hope  that  the  Secretar>^'s  suggestions  respecting  the  withdrawal  from 
circulation  of  the  %\  and  %2  notes  will  receive  your  approval.  It  is  likely 
that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  silver  now  encumbering  the  vaults  of 
the  Treasury  might  thus  find  its  way  into  the  currency. 

While  trade  dollars  have  ceased,  for  the  present  at  least,  to  be  an  ele- 
ment of  active  disturbance  in  oiu"  currency  system,  some  provision  should 
l»e  made  for  their  surrender  to  the  Government.  In  view  of  the  circum- 
stances under  wliich  they  were  coined  and  of  the  fact  that  they  have 
never  had  a  legal-tender  quality,  there  should  be  offered  for  them  only 
a  slight  advance  over  their  Imllion  value. 

The  Secretary  in  the  course  of  his  report  considers  the  propriety  of 
beautifying  the  designs  of  our  subsidiary  silver  coins  and  of  so  increas- 
ing their  weight  that  they  may  bear  their  due  ratio  of  value  to  the  stand- 
ard dollar.     His  conclusions  in  this  regard  are  cordially  approved. 

In  my  annual  message  of  1882  I  recommended  the  aboUtion  of  all 
excise  taxes  except  those  relating  to  distilled  spirits.  This  recommenda- 
tion is  now  renewed.  In  case  these  taxes  shall  Ix;  abolishetl  the  revenues 
that  will  still  remain  to  the  Government  will,  in  my  opinion,  not  only 
suffice  to  meet  its  reasonable  expenditures,  but  will  afford  a  surplus  large 
etiough  to  pemiit  such  tariff  reduction  as  may  seem  to  be  ad\-isjible  when 
the  results  of  recent  revenue  laws  and  commercial  treaties  shall  have 
shown  in  what  quarters  those  reductions  can  be  most  judiciously  effected. 

One  of  the  gravest  of  the  problems  which  appeal  to  the  wisdom  of 
Congress  for  solution  is  the  ascertainment  of  the  most  effective  means 
for  increasing  our  foreign  trade  and  thus  relieving  the  depressifin  under 
which  our  industries  are  now  languishing.  The  Secretary  of  the  Trcas- 
ur>'  ad\-ises  that  the  dut>'  of  investigating  this  subject  be  intrusted  in 
the  first  instance  to  a  competent  commission.  While  fully  recognizing 
the  considerations  that  may  Ijc  urged  against  this  course,  I  am  neverthe- 
less of  the  opinion  that  upon  the  whole  no  other  would  be  likely  to  effect 
speedier  or  l^etter  results. 

That  portion  of  the  Secretary's  report  which  concerns  the  condition 
of  our  shipping  interests  can  not  fail  to  command  your  attention.  He 
emphatically  recommends  that  as  xiw  incentive  to  the  investment  of 
American  capital  in  American  steamships  the  Government  shall,  by 
lilieral  payments  for  mail  transportation  or  otherwise,  lend  its  active 
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assistance  to  individual  enter]>rise,  :nid  declares  his  lielief  that  unless 
that  course  be  pursued  our  foreign  carrying  trade  must  remain,  as  it  is 
to-day,  almost  exclusively  in  the  hands  of  foreigners. 

One  phase  of  this  subject  is  now  especially  prominent  in  view  of  the 
repeal  by  the  act  of  June  26,  1.S84,  of  all  statutory  prnvnsions  arbitrarily 
compelling  American  vessels  to  carry  the  mails  to  and  from  the  United 
States.  As  it  is  necessar>'  to  make  pro\'isiou  to  compensate  the  owners 
of  such  vessels  for  perfonuing  that  service  after  April,  1SH5,  it  is  hoped 
that  the  whole  subject  will  receive  early  consideration  that  wiU  lead  to 
the  enactment  of  such  measures  Urc  the  revival  of  our  iiK-rcliant  marine 
as  the  wisdom  of  Congress  may  de\*ise. 

The  3  per  cent  bonds  of  the  Goveniment  to  the  amount  of  more  than 
$ioo,o<x),ooo  have  since  my  last  annual  message  1x?eu  redeenieil  by  the 
Treasury.  The  bonds  of  that  issue  still  outstanding  amount  to  little 
aver  $200,000,000.  about  one-fourth  of  which  will  Ije  retired  through  the 
operations  of  the  sinking  fund  during  the  coming  year.  As  these  Ixmds 
still  constitute  the  chief  basis  for  the  circulation  of  the  national  banks, 
the  qnestion  how  to  avert  the  ctmlraction  of  the  currenc>'  caused  by 
their  retirement  is  one  of  constantly  increasing  importance. 

It  seems  to  l)e  generally  conceded  that  the  law  governing  this  matter 
exacts  from  the  banks  excessive  security,  and  tliat  upon  their  present 
bond  de]x>sits  a  larger  circulation  than  is  now  allowed  may  l>e  granted 
with  safety.  I  hope  that  the  bill  which  passed  the  Senate  at  the  last 
session,  permitting  the  issue  of  notes  equal  to  the  face  value  of  the 
deposited  Iwjnds,  will  commend  itself  to  the  approval  of  the  House  of 
Representatives. 

In  the  expenses  of  the  War  Department  the  Secretary  reports  a  de- 
crease of  more  than  $9,000,000.  Of  this  reiluction  $5,600,000  was 
efTected  in  the  expenditures  for  rivers  and  harbors  and  $2,700,000  in 
expenditures  for  the  Quartennaster's  Department. 

Outside  i>f  that  Department  the  annua!  cx]X'nscs  of  all  the  Army 
hiu*eaus  proper  (except  pos.sibly  the  Ordnance  Bureau)  are  substantially 
fixed  charges,  which  can  not  be  materially  diminished  without  a  change 
in  the  numerical  strength  of  the  Army.  The  exj^enditures  in  the  Quar- 
term;ister*s  Department  can  readily  lie  subjecte<l  to  administrative  dis- 
cretion, and  it  is  reported  by  the  Secretary  of  War  that  as  a  result  of 
exercising  such  discretion  in  reducing  the  inunl:)er  of  draft  and  pack 
animals  in  the  Army  the  animal  cost  of  supplying  and  caring  for  such 
animals  is  now  $1,  [08,085.90  less  than  it  was  lu  iSSi. 

The  reports  of  military  cnnnnanders  show  that  the  last  year  has  been 
notable  for  its  entire  freedom  from  Indian  outbreaks. 

In  defiance  of  the  President's  proclamation  of  July  i,  1884,*  certain 
intruders  simght  to  make  settlements  in  the  Indian  Territory.  They 
were  promptly  removed  by  a  detachment  of  troops.

Fifty  guns  will  be  thus  converted 
within  the-  year.  This,  howe\-er,  does  not  ob\-iate  the  necessity  of  pro- 
viding nicfins  Uft  the  construction  of  guns  of  the  highest  power  both  for 
Ih^  imrjjfiHCs  of  cffusi  defense  and  for  the  armament  of  war  vessels. 

Th*r  rt-jK^t  <ji  the  Gun  Foundr>*  Board,  appointed  April  2,  1883,  in 
\f\\r<\\yM\(i'  iff  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  was  transmitted  to  Congress  in  a 
*\\tttUi\  nu-fMft^c  <if  February  18,  1884.*  In  my  message  of  March  26, 
I  HH,| ,  \  I  (n]U-t\  .'ittetition  to  the  recommendation  of  the  board  that  the  Gov- 
Mdnicii!  Hhould  ciicfrtirage  the  production  at  private  steel  works  of  the 
tf'*\u'uvf\  tiiatfrial  Uir  heavy  cannon,  and  that  two  Government  factories, 
ttUf  iot  \Uv  Army  and  one  for  the  Navy,  should  be  established  for  the 
lobflrdtioti  of  gnim  from  such  material.     No  action  having  been  taken, 
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the  board  was  snlwcqucntly  reconvened  to  delcrmiTic  more  fully  the 
plans  and  estimates  necessary  for  canning  out  its  recommendation.  It 
has  received  information  which  indicates  that  there  are  responsible  steel 
manufacturers  in  this  countr>'  who,  although  not  provided  at  present 
with  the  necessary  plant,  are  willing  to  construct  the  same  and  to  make 
bids  for  contracts  with  the  Government  for  the  supply  of  the  requisite 
material  for  the  heaviest  gtins  adapted  to  modern  warfare  if  a  guaran- 
teetl  order  of  sufficient  magnitude,  accompanied  by  a  positive  appropria- 
tion extending  over  a  series  of  years,  sliall  be  made  by  Congress.  All 
doubts  as  to  the  feasibility  of  the  plan  l>eing  thus  removed,  I  renew  my 
recommendation  that  st:ch  action  Ix;  taken  by  Congress  as  will  enable 
the  Government  to  coustnict  its  own  ordnance  upon  its  own  territory, 
and  so  to  provide  the  armaments  demanded  by  considerations  of  national 
safely  and  honor, 

Tlie  report  of  the  Secretarj^  of  the  Navy  exhibits  the  progress  which 
has  lieen  made  on  the  new  steel  cruisers  authorize<i  by  the  acts  of  August 
5,  r882.  and  March  3,  1S83.  Of  the  fcmr  vessels  under  contract,  one,  the 
Chicago,  of  4.500  tons,  is  tnore  than  lialf  finished;  the  Atlanta,  of  3,000 
tons,  has  l)een  successfully  launcheil,  and  her  machinery  is  now  fitting; 
the  Dostojt,  also  of  3,000  ions,  is  ready  for  launching,  and  the  Dolphin^  a 
dispatch  steamer  of  1,500  tons,  is  ready  for  deliver>". 

Certain  adverse  criticisms  upon  the  designs  of  these  cruisers  are  djs- 
cassed  by  the  Secretary,  who  insists  that  the  correctness  of  the  conclu- 
sions reached  by  the  Advisory  Board  and  by  the  Department  has  been 
denionstraletl  by  recent  developinenls  in  shipbuilding  abroad. 

The  machinery  of  the  double-tiirreted  monitors  Puritan,  Terror,  and 
Ampfiitfite,  contracted  for  under  the  act  of  March  3,  1883,  is  in  process 
of  construction.  No  work  haslxren  done  during  the  past  year  on  their 
annor  for  lack  of  the  necessary  appropriations.  A  fourth  monitor,  the 
Mmiadiiork,  still  remains  unfinished  at  the  navy-yard  in  California.  It  is 
recommended  that  early  steps  be  taken  to  complete  these  vessels  and  to 
provide  also  an  armament  for  the  monitor  Miantonomok. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Naval  Advisor>'  Board,  approved  by  the 
Department,  comprise  the  constniclion  of  one  steel  cruiser  of  4,500  tons, 
one  cruiser  of  3.000  tons,  two  heavily  armed  gunboats,  one  hght  crui.sing 
guuboat.  one  dispatch  vessel  armed  with  Hotchkiss  cannon,  one  armored 
mm,  and  three  torpedo  boats.  The  general  designs,  all  of  which  are  calcu- 
lated to  meet  the  existing  wants  of  the  .ser\*ice,  are  now  well  advanced, 
and  the  construction  of  the  vessels  can  be  undertaken  as  soon  as  you 
shall  grant  the  necessary  authority. 

The  act  of  Congress  approved  August  7,  1882,  authorized  the  removal 
to  the  United  States  of  the  Ixwlies  of  Lieutenant-Commander  George  W. 
De  Long  and  his  companions  nf  \\\^  Jeanncttt'  expedition.  This  removal 
has1)een  successfully  accomplished  by  Lieutenants  Harlxr  and  Schuetze, 
The  remains  were  taken  from  their  grave  in  the  Lena  Delta  in  March* 
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1883,  and  were  retained  at  Yakutsk  until  the  following  winter,  the  sea- 
son being  too  far  advanced  to  admit  of  their  immediate  transportation. 
They  arrived  at  New  York  February  20,  1884,  where  they  were  received 
with  suitable  honors. 

In  pursuance  of  the  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved  February  13, 

1884,  a  naval  expedition  was  fitted  out  for  the  relief  of  Lieutenant  A.  \V. 
Greely,  United  States  Army,  and  of  the  party  who  had  been  engaged 
under  his  command  in  scientific  observations  at  Lady  Franklin  Bay.  The 
fleet  consisted  of  the  steam  sealer  Thetis,  purchased  in  England;  the  Bear^ 
purchased  at  St.  Johns,  Newfoundland,  and  the  Alert,  which  was  gener- 
ously provided  by  the  British  Government.  Preparations  for  the  expedi- 
tion were  promptly  made  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  with  the  active 
cooperation  of  the  Secretary  of  War.  Commander  George  W.  Cofl&n  was 
placed  in  command  of  the  Alert  and  Lieutenant  William  H.  Emory  in 
command  of  the  Bear.  The  Thetis  was  intrusted  to  Commander  Win- 
field  S.  Schley,  to  whom  also  was  assigned  the  superintendence  of  the 
entire  expedition. 

Immediately  upon  its  arrival  at  Upemavik  the  fleet  began  the  danger- 
ous navigation  of  Melville  Bay,  and  in  spite  of  every  obstacle  reached 
Littleton  Island  on  June  22,  a  fortnight  earlier  than  any  vessel  had 
before  attained  that  point.  On  the  same  day  it  crossed  over  to  Cape 
Sabine,  where  Lieutenant  Greely  and  the  other  survivors  of  his  party 
were  discovered.  After  taking  on  board  the  living  and  the  bodies  of 
the  dead,  the  relief  ships  sailed  for  St.  Johns,  where  they  arrived  on  July 
17.  They  were  appropriately  received  at  Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  on  August  i 
and  at  New  York  on  August  8.  One  of  the  bodies  was  landed  at  the 
former  place.  The  others  were  put  on  shore  at  Governors  Island,  and, 
with  the  exception  of  one,  which  was  interred  in  the  national  cemetery, 
were  forwarded  thence  to  the  destinations  indicated  by  friends.  The 
organization  and  conduct  of  this  relief  expedition  reflects  great  credit 
upon  all  who  contributed  to  its  success. 

In  this  the  last  of  the  stated  messages  that  I  shall  have  the  honor  to 
transmit  to  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  I  can  not  too  strongly 
urge  upon  its  attention  the  duty  of  restoring  our  Navy  as  rapidly  as 
possible  to  the  high  state  of  efficiency  which  formerly  characterized  it. 
As  the  long  peace  that  has  lulled  us  into  a  sense  of  fancied  security  may 
at  any  time  be  disturbed,  it  is  plain  that  the  policy  of  strengthening  this 
arm  of  the  service  is  dictated  by  considerations  of  wise  economy,  of  just 
regard  for  our  future  tranquillity,  and  of  true  appreciation  of  the  dignity 
and  honor  of  the  Republic. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  acquaints  you  with  the  present 
condition  and  needs  of  the  postal  service. 

It  discloses  the  gratifying  fact  that  the  loss  of  revenue  from  the  reduc- 
tion in  the  rate  of  letter  postage  recommended  in  my  message  of  Decem- 
ber 4, 1882,  and  e£Fected  by  the  act  of  March  3, 1883,  has  been  much  less 
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tRan  was  generally  anlicipatetl.  My  reconnnendation  of  this  reduction 
was  based  uptm  the  lx.'licf  tliat  the  actual  faUiug  off  in  receipts  from  letter 
postages  for  the  year  immediately  succeeding  the  change  of  rate  would 
be  $3,000,000.     It  has  proved  to  be  only  J2, 275, 000. 

iThis  is  a  trustworthy  indication  that  the  revenue  will  soon  l)e  restored 
to  its  former  volume  by  the  natural  increase  of  sealetl  correspondence. 

1  confKlenlly  rej^>eal.  llierefore,  the  recommendation  of  my  la.st  ainuial 
message  that  the  single-rate  postage  upon  drop  letters  be  reduc*e<l  to  i 
cent  wherever  the  payment  of  2  cents  is  now  required  by  law.  The 
double  rate  is  only  cxacteil  at  offices  where  the  carrier  system  is  in  <>i>era- 
tion,  and  it  appears  that  at  those  offices  the  increase  in  the  tax  up<jn  local 
letters  defrays  the  cost  not  only  of  its  own  collection  and  delivery,  but  of 
the  collection  and  deliven,'  of  all  other  mail  matter.  This  is  an  inequal- 
ity that  ought  no  longer  to  exist. 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Postmaster-General  that  the  unit 
of  weight  in  the  rating  of  first-class  matter  should  be  1  ounce  instead  of 
one-half  ounce,  as  it  now  is.  In  view  of  the  statistics  furnished  by  the 
Department,  it  may  well  be  doubted  whether  the  change  would  result  in 
any  loss  of  revenue.  That  it  would  greatly  promote  the  convenience  of 
the  public  is  beyond  disjnite. 

The  free-delivery  s>'stem  has  been  lately  applied  to  five  cities,  and  the 
total  numl)er  of  offices  in  which  it  is  now  in  oi>eration  is  159.  Kxpe- 
rience  shows  that  its  adoptioti,  under  proper  conditions,  is  equally  an 
accommodation  to  the  public  and  an  ad\antage  to  the  postal  service.  It 
is  more  than  self-sustaining,  and  for  the  reasons  urged  by  the  Postmaster- 
General  may  properly  l^  extended. 

In  the  opinion  of  that  officer  it  is  important  to  provide  means  whereby 
exceptional  cUspatch  in  dealing  with  letters  in  free-delivery  offices  may 
be  secured  by  payment  of  extraordinary  postage.  This  scheme  might  be 
made  effective  by  employment  of  a  special  stamp  whose  cost  should  l^e 
commensurate  with  the  expense  of  the  extra  ser\nce. 

In  some  of  the  large  cities  private  express  companies  have  undertaken 
to  outstrip  the  Goveniment  mail  carriers  by  affording  for  the  prompt 
transmission  of  letters  Ixrtter  facilities  than  have  hitherto  been  at  the 
command  of  the  Post-Office. 

It  has  always  been  the  policy  of  the  Govenmient  to  discourage  such 
enterprises,  and  in  no  l>etter  mode  can  that  policy  Ix;  maintained  than  in 
supplying  the  public  with  the  most  efficient  mail  service  that,  with  due 
regard  to  its  own  best  interests,  can  be  furnished  for  its  accommodation. 

The  Attorney-General  renews  the  reconunendation  contained  in  his 
report  of  last  year  toucliing  the  fees  of  witnesses  and  jurors. 

He  favors  radical  changes  iu  the  fee  bill,  the  adoption  of  a  system  by 
which  attorneys  and  marshals  of  the  United  States  shall  l)e  compensated 
solely  by  salaries,  and  the  erection  by  the  Goveniment  of  a  |)enitentiary 
for  the  coufiuemeut  of  offenders  against  its  laws. 
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Of  the  varied  governmental  concerns  in  charge  of  the  Interior  Depart- 
ment the  report  of  its  Secrelar>*  presents  an  interesting  summary. 
Among  the  topics  deserving  particular  attention  I  refer  you  to  his  obser- 
vations respecting  our  Indian  affairs,  the  preemption  and  timber-culture 
acts,  the  failure  of  railroad  companies  to  take  title  to  lands  granted  by 
the  Goveniment,  and  the  operations  of  the  Pension  Office,  the  Patent 
Office,  the  Census  Bureau,  and  the  Bureau  of  Education. 

Allusion  has  >)een  made  already  to  the  circumstance  that,  lx>th  as 
between  the  different  Indian  tribes  and  as  between  the  Indians  and  the 
whites,  the  past  year  has  l)een  one  of  unbroken  peace. 

In  this  circumstance  the  President  is  glad  to  find  justification  for  the 
policy  of  the  Government  in  its  dealing  with  the  Indian  question  and   ■ 
confinnation  of  the  views  which  were  fully  exprt^ssed  in  his  first  com- 
munication to  the  Forty-seventh  Congress. 

The  Secretary  urges  anew  the  enactment  of  a  statute  for  tlie  punish- 
ment of  crimes  committed  on  the  Indian  reser^-ations,  and  recommends 
the  passage  of  the  l>ill  now  pending  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
for  the  purchase  of  a  tract  of  18,000  square  miles  from  the  vSioux  Reser- 
vation.    Both  these  measures  are  worthy  of  approval. 

I  concur  with  him  also  in  advising  the  repeal  of  the  preemption  law. 
the  enactment  of  statutes  resohHug  the  present  legal  complications  touch- 
ing lapse^l  grants  to  railroad  companies,  and  the  funding  of  the  debt  of 
the  several  Pacific  railnxids  under  such  guaranty  as  shall  effectually 
secure  its  ultimate  payment. 

The  re]x>rt  of  the  Utah  Commission  will  be  read  with  interest. 

It  disclt)*ies  the  results  of  recent  legislation  looking  to  the  pre\-ention 
and  punishment  of  pf)lygamy  in  that  Territory.  I  still  believe  that  if 
that  alx^minaljle  ]>ractice  can  be  suppressed  by  law  it  can  only  be  by  the 
most  radical  legislation  consistent  with  the  restraints  of  the  Constitution. 

I  again  recommend,  therefore,  that  Congress  assume  absolute  polit- 
ical control  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  and  provide  for  the  appointment  of 
commissioners  with  such  governmental  powers  as  in  its  judgment  may 
justly  and  wisely  be  put  into  their  liands. 

In  the  course  of  this  communication  reference  has  more  than  once  lieen 
made  to  the  policy  of  this  Crtjvernuient  as  regards  the  e.Ktension  of  our 
foreign  trade.  It  seems  proper  to  declare  the  general  principles  tlial 
should,  in  my  opinion,  underlie  our  national  efforts  in  this  direction. 

The  main  conditi<jns  of  the  problem  may  be  thus  staled: 

We  are  a  people  apt  in  meclianical  pursuits  and  fertile  in  invention. 
We  cover  a  vast  extent  of  territory  rich  in  agricultural  products  and  in 
nearly  all  the  raw  materials  necessary  for  successful  manufacture.  We 
have  a  system  of  productive  establishments  more  than  sufficient  to  supply  ■ 
our  own  demands.  The  wages  of  laljor  are  now*here  else  so  great.  The 
scale  of  living  of  our  .irtisan  classes  is  .such  as  tends  to  secure  their  per- 
sonal comfort  aud  the  development  of  those  higher  moral  aud  intellectual 
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qualities  that  go  to  the  making  of  gox!  citizens.  Our  system  of  tax  and 
tariff  legislation  is  yielding  a  revenue  which  is  in  excess  of  the  present 
needs  of  the  Govcniniont. 

These  are  the  elements  from  which  it  is  sought  to  devise  a  scheme  by 
which,  without  unfavorably  changing  the  condition  of  the  workingman, 
our  merchant  marine  shall  be  raised  from  its  enfeebled  condition  and  new 
markets  provided  for  the  sale  beyond  our  borders  of  the  nmnifold  fruits 
of  our  industrial  enterprises. 

The  problem  is  complex  and  can  be  solved  by  no  single  measure  of 
inno\ation  or  reform. 

The  countries  of  the  American  continent  and  the  adjacent  islands  are 
for  the  United  States  the  natural  marls  of  supply  an<l  demand.  It  is 
from  them  that  we  should  obtain  what  we  do  n<jt  produce  or  do  not  pro- 
duce in  sufficiency,  and  it  is  to  them  that  the  suq>his  productions  of  our 
fields,  <mr  mills,  and  our  workshops  should  How,  under  conditions  that 
will  e<iualize  or  favor  them  in  comparison  with  foreign  comj>etition. 

Four  paths  of  policy  seem  to  point  to  this  end: 

First.  A  series  of  reciprocal  connnercial  treaties  with  the  countries  of 
America  which  shall  foster  between  us  and  them  an  unhnnii>ered  move- 
ment of  trade.  The  conditions  of  these  treaties  should  l)e  the  free  ad- 
mission of  such  merchandwe  as  this  country  does  not  produce,  in  return 
for  the  admission  free  or  under  a  favorer!  scheme  of  duties  of  our  own 
products,  the  benefits  of  such  exchange  to  apply  only  to  goods  carried 
tmder  the  flag  of  the  parties  to  the  contract;  the  removal  on  !>oth  sides 
from  the  vessels  so  privileged  of  all  tonnage  dues  and  national  iniix>sts, 
so  that  those  vessels  may  ply  unliinderetl  l)elween  our  jxirts  and  those 
of  the  other  contracting  parties,  though  without  infringing  on  the  re- 
served home  coasting  trade:  the  removal  or  re<liicli(Hi  of  l>nrdens  on  the 
exported  products  of  those  coinUries  coming  within  llie  Ijenefits  of  the 
treaties,  and  the  avoidance  of  the  technical  restrictions  and  jKualties  by 
which  our  intercourse  with  those  countries  is  at  i>resent  hami>ered. 

Secondly.  The  establishment  of  the  consular  service  of  the  United 
States  on  a  salaried  footing,  thus  pennitting  the  relinquishment  of  con- 
sular fees  not  only  as  respects  vessels  under  the  national  flag,  but  also 
as  respects  vessels  of  the  treaty  nations  carri'ing  goods  entitled  to  the 
lienefits  of  the  treaties. 

Thirdly.  The  enactment  of  measures  to  favor  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  a  steam  carrying  marine  under  the  flag  of  the  United 
States. 

fourthly.  The  establishment  of  an  uniform  currency  Imsis  for  the 
itries  of  America,  so  that  the  coined  products  of  our  mines  may  cir- 
culate on  equal  terras  throughout  the  whole  sj'stem  of  commonwealths. 
This  would  require  a  monetary  union  of  America,  whereby  the  output 
of  the  bullion-prrKlucing  countries  and  the  circulation  of  tht»se  which 
>'ield  ueither  gold  nor  silver  could  be  adjusted  iu  coufonniiy  with  the 
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population,  wealth, and  commercial  needs  of  each.  As  many  of  the  coun- 
tries fll^li^h  no  bullion  to  the  common  stock,  the  surplus  production  of 
oiu'  mines  and  mints  might  thus  be  utilized  aud  a  step  taken  toward  the 
g^eneral  remonetization  of  silver. 

To  the  acconiplLshraeiit  of  these  ends,  so  far  as  they  can  be  attained 
by  separate  treaties,  the  negotiations  already  concluded  and  now  in  }>fxig- 
ress  have  been  directed:  and  the  favor  which  this  enlarged  p<ilicy  has 
thus  far  received  warrants  the  belief  that  its  operations  will  ere  long 
embrace  all,  or  nearly  aU,  the  countries  of  this  hemisphere. 

It  is  by  no  means  desirable.  howe\er,  that  the  policy  under  considera- 
tion should  be  applie^l  to  these  countries  alone.  The  healthful  enlarge- 
ment of  our  trade  with  Europe,  Asa,  and  Africa  should  be  sought  by 
reducing  tariff  burdens  on  such  of  their  wares  as  neither  we  nor  the 
other  American  States  are  fitted  to  produce,  and  thus  enabling  ourselves 
to  obtain  in  return  a  better  market  for  our  supplies  of  food,  of  raw  mate- 
rials, and  of  the  manufactures  in  which  we  excel. 

It  seems  to  me  that  many  of  the  embarrassing  elements  in  the  great 
national  conflict  between  protection  and  free  trade  may  thus  W  turned 
to  good  account;  tliat  the  revenue  may  Ije  reduced  so  as  no  longer  to 
overtax  the  people;  that  protective  duties  may  be  retained  witliont 
becoming  burdensome;  that  our  shipping  interests  may  be  judiciously 
encoiu^ged.  the  currency  fixed  on  firm  bases,  and,  alx»ve  all,  such  an  unity 
of  interests  cstablislied  among  the  States  of  the  American  system  as  will 
be  of  great  and  ever-increasing  ad\*antage  to  them  all. 

All  treaties  in  the  line  of  this  policy  which  have  been  negotiated  or 
are  in  process  of  negotiation  contain  a  provision  deemed  to  l^e  re<|uisite 
under  the  clause  of  the  Constitution  limiting  to  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives the  authority  to  originate  bills  for  raising  re\^enue. 

On  the  29th  of  Februar>-  last  *  I  transmitted  to  the  Congress  the  first 
annual  report  of  the  Civil  Ser\-ice  Commission,  together  with  commu- 
nications from  the  heads  of  the  several  Executive  Departments  of  the 
Government  respecting  the  practical  workings  of  the  law  under  which 
the  Commission  had  been  acting.  The  good  results  therein  foreshadowed 
have  lieen  more  than  realized. 

The  systeju  has  fully  answered  the  expectations  of  its  friends  in 
securing  competent  and  faithful  public  serx-ants  and  in  protecting  the 
app<;inling  oflicers  of  the  Goveninient  from  the  pressure  of  personal 
imjxjrtunily  and  from  the  labor  of  examining  the  claims  and  pretensions 
of  rival  candidates  for  public  employment. 

The  law  has  had  the  imqualifiod  support  of  the  President  and  of  the 
heads  of  the  several  Departments,  and  the  members  of  the  Commission 
have  performed  their  duties  with  xeal  and  fidehty.  Their  report  will 
shortly  be  submitted,  and  will  be  accompanied  by  such  recommendations 
for  enlarging  the  scope  of  the  existing  statute  as  shall  commend  Ihem- 
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serves  to  the  Executive  and  the  Commissioners  charged  with  its  admin- 
istration. 

In  view  of  the  general  and  persistent  demand  throughout  the  commer- 
cial community  for  a  national  bankrupt  law,  I  lu)]>e  thai  the  difTerences 
of  sentiment  which  have  hitherto  prevented  its  enactuieiU  may  not  out- 
last the  present  session. 

The  pestilence  which  for  the  past  two  years  has  been  rn^luj^  in  the 
countries  of  the  Ivast  recently  made  its  apjjearance  in  Enrt>iJean  ports 
with  which  we  are  in  constant  communication. 

The  then  Secretary  of  the  Treasur>',  in  pursuance  of  a  pr(x:iaiTiatioa 
of  the  President,*  issued  certain  regulations  restricting  and  for  a  time 
prohibiting  the  importation  of  rags  and  the  admission  of  baggage  of 
immigrants  and  of  travelers  arri\nng  from  infected  quarters.  Lest  this 
course  may  have  been  without  strict  warrant  of  law.  I  approve  the  rec- 
ommendation of  the  present  Secretary  that  the  Congress  take  action  in 
the  premises,  and  I  also  recommend  the  immediate  adtiption  of  such 
measures  as  will  lie  likely  to  ward  off  the  dreadwl  epi<lemic  and  to  miti- 
gate its  severity  in  case  it  shall  unhappily  extend  to  our  shores. 

The  annual  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  CoUinibia  re- 
views the  oj>eratious  of  the  several  departments  of  its  numicijxil  govern- 
ment. I  ask  your  careful  consideration  of  its  suggestions  in  respect  to 
legislation. especially  commending  such  as  relate  to  a  revision  of  the  civil 
and  criminal  code,  the  performance  of  lalx>r  by  persons  sentenced  to  im- 
prisonment in  the  jail,  the  construction  and  occupation  of  wharves  along 
the  river  front,  and  the  erection  of  a  suitable  building  for  District  offices. 

I  recommend  that  in  recognition  of  the  eminent  sen'ices  of  Ulysses  S. 
Grant,  late  General  of  the  armies  of  the  United  States  and  twice  Presi- 
dent of  this  nation,  the  Congress  confer  upon  him  a  suitable  pension. 

Certain  of  the  measures  that  seem  ^^^  me  necessary  and  expedient  I  have 
now,  in  obedience  to  the  Constitution,  recommendetl  for  your  adoption. 

As  respects  others  of  no  less  im|Kirtaucc  I  shall  content  myself  with 
renewing  the  recommendations  already  made  to  the  Congress,  without 
restating  the  grounds  upon  which  such  recommendations  were  based. 

The  preservation  of  forests  on  the  public  domain,  tlie  granting  of 
Government  aid  for  popular  education,  the  amendment  of  the  Federal 
Constitution  so  as  to  make  effective  the  disapproval  by  the  President  of 
particular  iteuis  in  appropriation  bills,  the  enactment  of  statutes  in 
regard  to  the  filhng  of  vacancies  in  the  Presidential  office,  and  the  deter- 
niitn'ng  of  vexed  questions  respecting  Presidential  inability  are  measiues 
which  may  justly  receive  your  serious  consideration. 

As  the  time  draws  nigh  when  I  am  to  retire  from  the  public  ser\'ice,  I 
can  not  refrain  from  expressing  to  the  members  of  the  National  Legisla- 
ture with  whom  I  hnve  l>een  brought  into  j>ersonal  and  official  inter- 
course my  sincere  appreciation  c»f  their  unfailing  courtesy  and  of  their

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haniionious  cooperation  with  the  Executive  in  so  many  measures  calcu- 
lated to  promote  the  l>est  interests  of  the  nation. 

And  to  ray  fellow-citizens  generally  I  acknowledge  a  deep  sense  of 
obligation  for  the  support  which  they  have  accorded  nie  in  my  adminis- 
tration of  the  executive  department  of  this  Government.

Allusion  has  been  made  already  to  the  circumstance  tliat.  lx>th  as 
l)et\veen  the  different  Indian  trilies  and  as  l>elween  the  Indians  and  the 
whites,  the  [last  year  has  l>een  one  of  unbroken  peace. 

In  this  circumstance  the  President  is  glad  to  find  justification  for  the 
policy  of  the  Government  in  its  dealing  with  the  Indian  question  and 
confirniation  of  the  views  which  were  fully  expressed  in  his  first  oora- 
munication  to  the  Forty-seventh  Congress. 

The  Secretary  urges  anew  the  enactment  of  a  statute  for  the  punish- 
ment of  crimes  committed  on  the  Indian  reservations,  and  recommends 
the  passage  of  the  bill  now  pending  in  the  House  of  Representatives 
for  the  purclmse  of  a  tract  of  18,000  st|uare  miles  from  the  Sioux  Reser- 
vation.    Btith  these  measures  are  worthy  of  approval. 

I  concur  with  hiin  also  in  advising  the  reiK*al  of  the  preeni]itiou  law, 
the  enactment  of  statutes  resolving  the  preseut  legal  complications  touch- 
ing lapsed  grants  to  railroad  companies,  and  the  funding  of  the  debt  of 
the  several  Pacific  railroads  under  such  guaranty  as  shall  efi'ectually 
secure  its  ultimate  pa>^nent. 

The  report  of  the  lUali  Commission  will  l^  read  with  interest. 

It  discloses  the  results  of  recent  legislation  looking  to  the  prevention 
and  punishment  of  jx^lygamy  in  that  Territory.  I  still  believe  that  if 
that  al>ominabIe  practice  can  l)e  suppressed  by  law  it  can  only  be  by  the 
most  radical  legislation  consistent  with  the  restraints  of  the  Constitution. 

I  again  recommend,  therefore,  that  Congress  assume  absolute  polit- 
ical control  of  the  Territory  of  Utah  and  provide  for  the  apix»intment  of 
connui.ssioners  with  such  governmental  jxnvers  as  in  its  judgment  may 
justly  and  wisely  be  put  iuto  their  hands. 

In  the  course  of  this  connnunicatioTi  reference  has  more  than  once  l)een 
made  to  the  policy  of  this  Goverinnent  as  regards  the  extension  of  our 
foreign  trade.  It  seems  proper  to  declare  the  general  principles  that 
should,  in  my  opinion,  underlie  our  national  efforts  in  this  direction. 

The  main  conditions  of  the  problem  may  be  thus  stated: 

We  are  a  people  apt  in  mechanical  pursuits  and  fertile  in  invention. 
We  cover  a  vast  extent  of  territory  rich  in  agricultural  products  and  in 
nearly  all  the  raw  materials  necessary  for  successful  manufacture.  We 
have  a  system  of  productive  establislimeuts  more  than  sufficient  to  supply 
our  own  demands.  The  wages  of  labor  are  nowhere  else  so  great.  The 
scale  of  living  of  our  artisan  classes  is  such  as  tends  to  secure  their  per- 
sonal comfort  and  the  development  of  those  higher  moral  and  iutellectual 
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qualities  that  go  to  the  making  of  goo<I  citizens.  Our  system  of  tax  and 
tariff  legislation  is  yielding  a  revenue  which  is  in  excess  of  the  jiresent 
neetis  of  the  Government. 

These  are  the  elements  from  which  it  is  sought  to  devise  a  scheme  by 
which,  without  unfavorably  changing  the  condition  of  the  workingman, 
our  merchant  marine  shall  l)e  raised  from  its  enfeebled  condition  and  new 
markets  pro\'ided  for  the  sale  l^eyond  our  liorders  of  the  manifold  fruits 
of  our  industrial  LMiterprises. 

The  problem  is  complex  and  can  be  solved  by  no  single  measure  of 
innovation  or  reform. 

The  countries  of  the  American  ccjiilinenl  and  the  adjacent  islands  are 
for  the  United  States  the  natural  marts  of  supply  and  demand.  It  is 
from  them  that  we  shtmld  obtain  what  we  do  not  produce  or  do  not  pro 
duce  in  sufficiency,  and  it  is  to  thcni  that  the  surplus  productions  of  our 
fields,  our  mills,  and  our  workshops  should  flow,  under  conditions  that 
will  e<iualize  or  favor  them  in  cuniparison  with  foreign  competition. 

Four  paths  of  policy  seem  to  point  to  this  end: 

First.  A  .series  of  reciprocal  commercial  treaties  with  the  countries  of 
America  which  shall  foster  lietween  us  and  them  an  nnhanipcrcd  move- 
ment of  trade.  The  conditions  of  tliesc  treaties  should  Ik-  the  free  ad- 
uiis.sion  of  such  merchandise  as  this  countr>^  does  not  produce,  hi  return 
for  the  admission  free  or  under  a  favored  scheme  of  duties  of  our  own 
products,  the  benefits  of  such  exchange  to  apply  only  to  goods  carried 
under  the  flag  of  the  parties  to  the  contract:  the  removal  on  both  sides 
from  the  vessels  so  privileged  of  all  tonnage  dues  and  national  inijxwts, 
so  that  tlu>se  vessels  may  ply  unhindered  l>etween  our  jxirts  and  those 
of  the  other  contracting  parties,  though  without  infringing  on  the  re- 
served htmic  Cf>asting  trade;  the  removal  or  reduction  tif  burdens  on  the 
exported  products  of  tlio.se  countries  coming  within  the  benefits  of  the 
treaties,  and  the  avoidance  of  the  technical  restrictions  and  ]ienalties  by 
which  our  intercourse  with  those  coutilries  is  at  prestnt  hani|K*red. 

Secondly.  The  e.stablishmenl  of  the  consular  service  nf  tlie  United 
States  on  a  salaried  footing,  thus  permitting  the  relinquishment  uf  con- 
sular fees  not  only  as  resi)ects  vessels  under  the  national  flag,  but  also 
as  respects  vessels  of  tlie  treaty  nations  carrying  goods  eiililled  to  the 
l»enefits  of  the  treaties. 

Thirdly.  The  enactment  of  measures  to  favor  the  construction  and 
maintenance  of  a  steam  carr>'ing  marine  under  the  flag  of  the  United 
States. 

Fourthly,  The  establishment  of  an  uniform  currency  basis  for  the 
countries  of  America,  sf>  that  the  coine^rl  i)rfM:lucts  of  our  mines  may  cir- 
culate on  e<4ual  tenns  throughout  the  whole  system  of  commonwealths. 
This  would  require  a  monetary'  union  of  America,  whereby  the  output 
of  the  bullion-proilucing  countries  and  the  circulation  of  those  which 
yield  neither  gold  nor  silver  could  be  adjusted  in  coufonnity  with  the 
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in  tl>c  confident  expectation  that  it  will  receive  approval,  and  that  i>y 
appropriate  leg^islatiou  means  may  be  provideil  for  inaugurating  the 
work  without  delay  after  the  treaty  sliall  have  been  ratified. 

In  conclusion  I  urge  the  justice  of  recognizing  the  aid  which  has 
recently  l)een  rtutlered  in  this  matter  by  some  of  our  citizens.  The 
efforts  of  certain  gentlemen  connected  with  the  American  company  which 
received  the  concession  from  Nicaragua  (now  lenninate<l  and  replaced 
by  this  international  compact  i  accomplished  much  of  llie  preliminary 
labors  leading  to  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty. 

Vou  may  have  occasiuu  to  examine  the  matter  of  their  services,  when 
such  fnrlher  infunnation  ;is  yon  may  desire  will  Ik.*  furnislietl  you. 

I  may  add  that  the  canal  can  be  constructed  by  the  able  Engineer 
Corps  of  our  Army,  luider  their  thorougli  system,  cheaper  and  l>etler 
than  any  work  of  such  magnitude  can  in  any  other  way  be  built.

of  which  both  Governments  engaged  "to  begin  at  once  negotiations  for 
a  complete  treaty  of  commerce  and  navigation  lietween  the  United  States 
of  America  and  the  said  Provinces  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico."  Although 
this  clause  was  by  common  consent  omitted  fn»m  the  substitutionary' 
agreement  of  Febniar>'  13,  1884  (now  in  force  mitil  replaced  by  this  con- 
vention l)eing  carried  into  effc*ct  ),  the  obligation  to  enter  ui>on  such  a 
negotiation  was  deemed  to  continue.  With  the  Ixrst  desire  manifest  on 
both  sides  to  reach  a  common  accord,  the  negotiation  has  Ijeen  necessa- 
rily protracted,  owing  to  the  complexity  of  the  details  to  be  incorporated 
in  order  that  the  convention  might  respond  to  the  national  policy  of  inter- 
course with  tlie  neighlMring  conununities  of  the  American  system,  which 
is  outlined  in  my  late  annual  message  to  the  Congress  in  the  following 
words:

BS  this  country  does  not  pro«hicc,  in  return  for  the  admission  free  or  under  a  favored

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jI^ooHr  cnrricfl  under  the  flajj  nf  tlic  piirties  in  the  rontracl;  the  rcinoval  on  both 
intlesfrum  the  vessels  sf>privilojijrti  <ti  all  Loiiim^a'  ilucs  jiikI  naiirmal  unpiisUs,  so  tliiU 
Uiose  vessels  may  ply  unhiiulere<l  liclweeii  our  jjf^rLs  and  those  of  the  other  con- 
tracting parties,  though  without  infriii^in}^  on  Uic  rcjicrved  home  coasting  trade;  the 
removal  or  re<Uielion  of  burdens  on  the  exporle*!  pnMlucbi  of  thtise  countries  coming 
within  the  benefits  of  the  treaties,  and  the  avoidance  of  the  technical  restrictions 
and  |>enaUies  by  which  our  inLerc«»urse  willi  llios«  eimutries  is  at  present  hampered. 

A  jwnisal  of  the  convention  now  submitted  will  suffice  to  show  how 
fully  it  carries  out  the  policy  of  intercourse  thus  announced.  I  commend 
il  to  you  in  the  confident  expectation  that  it  will  receive  your  sanction. 

It  does  not  seem  necessary  to  my  present  purpose  to  enter  into  detailed 
consideration  of  the  many  immediate  and  prosi>ective  ad\'anlages  which 
will  flow  from  this  convention  to  our  productions  and  our  shipping 
interests.

WTiereas  it  is  understood  that  Uie  I'resident  of  the  l^nitwl  Stales  does  not  regard 
said  lands  as  open  to  scttlcuicat  and  Ixrlicves  it  to  be  his  dutj-  to  remove  all  persons 
who  go  upon  the  samt*  claiming  the  right  to  settle  thereon,  and  for  that  purpose  has 
directffl  the  expulsion  of  the  persons  now  on  said  lands  hy  the  use  of  niilitjiry  force, 
and  there  seems  to  be  a  probability  of  a  conflict  growing  out  of  the  attempt  to  exjjel 
said  jjerstins  so  claiming  right  and  attempting  to  settle:  Therefore,

persons  seeking  to  settle  thereon,  and  the  reasons  for  the  same,  together  with  any 
utlier  information  in  his  possession  bearing  upou  the  existing  controversy — 

I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  the  matter  was  referred  tti  the  vSecreta- 
ries  of  War  and  the  Interior  and  to  transmit  herewith  tlit-ir  respective 
reports  thereon,  dated  the  26th  instant. 

The  reix)rt  of  the  Conuuissioner  of  Indian  Affairs  acconipanyit»g  that 
of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  recites  fnlly  the  provisions  of  the  treaties 
made  with  the  IntUan  trilx.'S  ceding  the  lantls  in  uneslion  to  the  United 
States,  showing  the  condition  and  purposes  expressed  in  said  treaties 
regarding  said  lands,  as  well  as  the  action  taken  with  reference  thereto, 
from  which  it  will  l>e  seeti  that  they  are  not  open  to  settlement  under  any 
laws  of  the  United  States. 

The  reix>rt  f>f  the  Secretary'  of  War  shows  the  action  nf  the  militarx* 
authorities  at  llie  request  of  the  Interior  Department  under  section  2147 
of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

The  status  of  these  laiuls  was  consideretl  by  my  pretlecessor.  Presi- 
dent Hayes,  who  on  the  26th  day  of  April,  i!^79.  issued  a  proclamation* 
wanting  all  persons  intending  to  go  in>on  said  lands  without  proper  per- 
mission of  the  Interior  Department  that  they  would  be  speedily  and 
immediately  reuw^ved  therefrom  accortling  to  the  laws  made  and  pro- 
vided, and  that  if  necessary  the  aid  and  assistance  of  the  military  forces 
of  the  United  States  would  he  invoke<l  to  carr>'  into  proper  execution  the 
laws  of  the  United  States  referring  thereto.  A  similar  prriclamatiout  was 
issued  by  President  Hayes  on  the  12th  day  of  February,  1880.  On  the 
1st  day  of  July,  18H4. 1  considered  it  to  l>e  my  duty  to  issue  a  proclama- 
tion \  of  like  imjxjrt. 

These  several  proclamations  were  at  the  request  of  the  Secretary  of  the 
Interior. 

As  will  be  seen  by  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  military 
forces  of  the  United  States  have  been  repeatedly  employed  to  remove 
intruders  from  the  lauds  in  question,  and  that  notwithstanding  such 
removals  and  in  disregard  of  law  and  the  Executive  proclamations  a 
large  body  of  intruders  is  now  within  the  territory  in  question,  and  that 
an  adet[uate  force  of  troops  has  Ijeen  ordered  to  remove  the  intruders  and 
is  now  being  concentrated  for  that  pnrjxjse.

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None  of  the  land  or  general  laws  of  the  United  States  have  been  ex- 
tended over  these  lands  except  as  to  the  punishment  for  crimes  and  other 
provisions  contained  in  the  intercourse  act  which  relate  to  trade  and  the 
introduction  of  spirituous  liquors  and  arms  among  Indians,  and  do  not 
sanction  settlement.

A  PROCLAMATION. 

Whereas  the  treaty  concluded  between  the  United  States  of  America 
and  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  of  Great  Britain  and  Ireland,  concluded  at 
Washington  on  the  8th  day  of  May,  1871,  contains  among  other  articles 
the  following,  viz: 

ARTICLE  XVIII. 

It  is  agrc^  by  the  High  contracting  parties  that,  in  atlflition  to  the  lil>crty  secured 
to  the  rnilcti  States  fishermen  by  the  convention  between  the  I'nited  States  and 
Great  Uritain  signed  at  ]vi*mlon  on  the  xith  day  of  Octot)cr,  iSiS,  of  taking,  curing, 
and  drying  iisb  on  certain  coasts  of  the  llritish  North  American  colonies  tlierein  de- 
fined, the  inhabitants  of  the  I'nited  States  shall  have,  in  common  with  the  subjects 
of  Her  ndtannic  Majesty,  the  in>erty.  for  the  term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article 
XXXIII  of  this  treaty,  to  take  fish  of  every  kind,  except  shellfish,  on  the  seacoosts 
and  shores  and  in  the  btiys*,  harbors,  and  creeks  of  the  Provinces  of  (jnetK.*c,  Nova 
Scotia,  and  New  Brunswick,  and  the  colony  of  Prince  Edwards  Island,  and  of  tlie 
several  islands  thereunto  adjacent,  without  being  restricte<l  to  any  disUince  from 
the  shore,  with  jx-nnission  to  land  upon  the  said  Cf>asts  and  shores  and  islan<ls,  and 
also  upon  the  Magdalen  Islands,  for  Uie  purjwse  of  ilryiiig  their  nets  and  curing 
their  fisli;  provided  thai  in  so  doing  they  do  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  private 
property  or  with  British  fishermen  in  the  peaceable  use  of  any  ]Mirt  of  the  said  coasts 
in  their  occupancy  for  the  same  purpose. 

It  is  unclerstood  that  the  above-mentioned  liberty  applies  solely  to  the  sea  fishcr>\ 
and  that  the  salmon  and  sliarl  fisheries,  and  all  other  fisheries  in  rivers  and  the 
mouths  of  rivers,  are  hereby  reserve<l  exclusively  for  British  fishcnnen.

ARTICI.B    XIX. 

It  15  agreed  Sy  the  high  coiUracling  parties  that  British  subjects  shnll  have,  in 
Ctmmioti  with  Ihc  citizens  of  the  United  Stfltcs,  the  li»K_-rty,  for  the  term  of  yean* 
mciitionwl  iit  Article  XXXllI  of  this  treaty,  to  take  fish  of  every  kind,  cxffpl  shell- 
fish, on  the  eastern  seacoasts  and  shores  of  the  I'nitcd  States  north  of  the  thirty- 
ninth  parallel  of  north  latitude,  and  on  the  shores  of  the  several  islands  thereunto 
adjacent,  and  in  the  liays,  harbors,  and  creeks  (>f  the  said  seacoasts  antl  shores  of 
the  I'nitcd  States  and  of  the  said  islnnrls,  withrmt  l>eing  restricted  to  any  distance 
from  the  shore,  with  perniis6ion  to  laml  uj^on  the  said  coasts  of  the  United  Stales 
and  of  the  islands  aforesaid,  for  the  puq>ose  of  drying  their  nets  and  curing  Uieir 
fish;  provideil  that  in  so  doing  tliey  do  not  interfere  with  the  rights  of  private 
pr*Ji>erty  or  witli  the  fishermen  of  the  Tnitefl  States  in  the  peaceable  use  of  any  jKirt 
of  the  said  coasts  in  their  occupancy  for  the  same  purp<ise. 

It  is  inulerstfKxl  lliat  the  abtne-mentiorieil  liljerty  applies  solely  to  the  sea  fiahery; 
and  that  salmon  and  shad  fisheries,  and  all  other  fisheries  in  rivers  and  mouths  of 
riven*,  are  hereby  reserved  exclusively  fur  fisliennen  of  the  Unite*!  States. 

ARTICLE   XX. 

It  14  agreed  that  the  places  dc.signatcil  by  the  commissi onerti  appointed  under 
the  first  article  of  the  treaty  between  Uie  United  States  and  Great  Britain  concluded 
at  Wiishington  on  the  5th  of  June,  1S54.  upon  the  ctwsts  of  Her  Rritannic  Majesty's 
dominions  and  the  United  States,  as  places  reserved  from  the  common  right  of  fish- 
ing under  that  treaty,  shall  be  regarded  as  in  like  maimer  reserved  ItKiiw  the  com- 
mon right  of  fishing  under  the  preceding  nrlioles.  In  case  any  (picslion  should  arise 
between  the  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  of  Her  liritannic  Majesty  as  to 
the  common  right  of  fishing  in  places  not  thus  designated  as  reserved,  it  is  agreed 
that  a  commission  shall  1>e  apiKiintefl  to  designate  such  places,  and  shall  Ik.*  consti- 
luteil  in  the  same  manner  and  have  tlie  same  ]x>wers,  duties,  and  authority  as  the 
commission  appointed  under  the  said  first  article  of  the  treaty  of  the  5th  of  June, 
1854. 

ARTICLB  XXI. 

It  is  agree*!  that  for  the  term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article  XXXIII  of  this  treaty 
fisli  oil  and  fish  of  all  kinds  (except  fish  of  the  inland  lakes  and  of  ihc  rivers  falling 
into  tliem,  and  except  fish  preserved  in  oil ),  1>eing  the  i)roduce  of  the  fisheries  of  the 
United  States,  or  <jf  tlic  I>ominion  of  Canada,  or  of  Prince  Ettwards  Island,  shall  he 
admitted  into  each  country,  respectively,  free  of  duty. 


ARTICI.B   XXII. 

Inasinuch  as  it  is  asserted  by  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  that 
the  privileges  acconled  to  the  citizens  of  the  Uiiitetl  States  under  Article  XVIII  of 
this  treaty  are  of  greater  value  than  tliose  accorded  by  Articles  XIX  and  XXI 
4)f  this  treaty  to  the  subjects  of  Her  Britaimic  Majesty,  and  this  assertion  is  not 
iiflniitte<l  \>y  the  Government  of  the  United  States,  it  is  further  agreed  that  commis- 
sioners shflll  be  appointed  tr)  detemn'ne,  having  regard  to  the  privileges  acconled 
by  the  United  Stales  to  the  suhjects  of  Her  Brituinic  Majesty,  as  stated  in  Articles 
XIX  and  XXI  of  this  treaty,  the  amount  of  any  compensation  which  in  their 
opinion  otight  to  l>e  paid  by  the  Government  of  the  United  States  to  the  Govern- 
ment of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  in  return  for  the  privileges  accorderl  to  the  cilixens 
of  the  Unite*!  States  under  Article  XVIII  of  this  treaty;  and  that  any  sum  of  money 
which  tlie  said  commissioners  may  so  awanl  shall  l»c  paiii  by  the  Unite*!  States 
Govenmient.  in  a  gross  snm,  within  twelve  months  after  such  awanl  shall  have  been 
given. 
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ARTICI.R   XXIII. 

TIic  cnimnissioners  rcferre*!  to  in  the  preceding  article  sliall  Ix"  appoiiitc<l  in  the 
followitij^;  manner;  that  is  to  say:  One  commissioner  sliall  be  named  hy  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  United  Slater,  onr  hy  Her  Britannic  Majesty,  and  n  third  by  the  l*residem 
of  the  Unitetl  Suites  and  Her  Britannic  Majest}'  conjointly;  and  in  case  the  tliir4l 
commissioner  shall  not  have  been  so  named  within  a  perifMl  of  three  riontlis  from 
the  date  when  this  article  shall  take  effect,  then  the  lliird  conimLssioner  shall  be 
named  by  the  representative  at  London  of  His  Majesty  the  ICmperor  of  Anslria  and 
King  of  Hungary.  In  case  of  the  death,  absence,  or  iucajiacity  of  any  commissioner, 
or  in  Uie  event  of  any  commissioner  omitting  or  ceasing  to  net.  the  vacancy  shall  Ik* 
flllcfl  in  the  manner  hereinbefore  provided  for  making  the  original  apptnntment.  the 
period  of  three  months  in  case  of  such  substitution  Iteing  calculated  from  the  dale 
of  the  happL-ning  of  the  vacancy. 

The  conunissioners  so  named  shall  meet  iu  the  city  of  Halifax,  in  the  Province 
of  Nova  Scotia,  at  the  earliest  convenient  perii"Kl  after  they  have  been  respectively 
named,  and  shall  before  proceerling  to  any  business  make  and  subscribe  a  solemn 
declaration  that  they  will  impartially  and  carefully  examine  and  decide  the  matters 
referred  to  them  to  the  best  of  their  judgment  and  according  to  justice  and  equity; 
and  such  declaration  shall  Ixr  entere<i  on  the  rccctrd  of  their  proceedings. 

pyich  of  the  high  contracting  jiarlies  shall  also  name  one  person  to  attend  Uie  com- 
mission as  its  agent,  to  represent  it  generally  in  all  matters  connected  with  the 
commission, 

ARTICLE  XXIV. 

The  proceedings  shall  l>e  conducted  in  such  or<ler  as  the  commissioners  ap- 
poirite<l  under  Articles  XXII  and  XXI II  of  this  treaty  shall  determine.  Tlicy  shall 
be  l>ound  to  receive  such  oral  or  written  testimony  as  citlicr  Government  may  pre- 
sent. If  either  party  shall  oflTer  oral  testimony,  the  other  party  shall  have  tlic  right 
of  cross-examination,  under  such  rules  as  the  commissioners  shall  prescribe. 

If  in  the  case  .submitted  to  the  conunissioners  cither  jiarty  shall  have  specified 
or  alluded  lu  any  report  or  document  in  its  o\^  n  exclusive  possession,  without  annex- 
ing a  copy,  such  party  shall  l>e  lK>nnd.  if  the  other  party  thinks  proper  to  apply  for 
it,  to  furnish  that  party  with  a  copy  thereof;  and  either  jKirty  may  call  up<m  the 
other,  through  the  commissioners,  to  prcMluce  tlie  originals  or  certified  copies  of  any 
papers  adduced  as  evidence,  giving  in  each  instance  .such  reasonable  notice  as  the 
conunissioners  may  require. 

The  case  on  either  side  shall  he  clcsed  within  a  period  of  six  months  from  the 
date  of  the  organization  of  the  conunission,  and  the  commissioners  shall  be  requested 
to  give  their  award  as  soon  as  possible  thereafter.  The  aforesaid  period  of  six  months 
may  be  extended  for  three  months  in  case  of  a  vacancy  occurring  among  the  com- 
miHsioners  under  the  circumstances  contemplated  in  Article  XXIII  of  this  treaty. 

ARTlCr.F,   XXV. 

Tlie  commissioners  shall  keep  an  accurate  record  and  correct  minutes  or  notes  of 
all  their  proceedings,  with  the  dales  thereof,  and  may  appoint  and  employ  a  secre- 
tary and  any  other  necessary-  officer  or  officers  to  a-ssist  them  in  the  transaction  of  the 
business  which  may  come  before  them. 

Kach  of  the  high  contracting  parlies  shall  pay  its  own  commissioner  aiwl  agent 
or  counsel;  all  other  expenses  shall  Ijc  defrayed  by  the  two  Governments  in  equal 
tuoieties. 

.  ARTICLK  XXX. 

II  is  agreed  that  for  the  term  of  years  mentioned  in  .\rticle  XXXIII  of  this 
treaty  subjects  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  may  carry  in  British  vessels,  without  pay- 
ment of  duty,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  from  one  port  or  place  within  the  tern- 
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tory  of  the  Unitwl  States  ni>oii  tht.*  St.  I^wrence,  the  Grent  Ivakes,  and  the  rivers 
connecting  the  same,  to  another  |Kirt  or  jjlace  witliiti  the  territory  of  the  I'uitwl 
States  as  aforesaid:  Pnnniit'd^  That  a  portion  of  suth  lrarisjKtrtatii>n  is  made  tJirouRh 
the  Dominion  of  Canadn  hy  land  carriage  and  in  bond,  under  such  rules  and  re^^ula- 
tions  as  may  be  agreed  U|K»n  between  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and 
tlie  GovcrumeuL  of  the  I'nited  Slates. 

Citi/^ns  of  the  I'nited  States  may  for  the  like  period  carry  in  United  States  ves- 
sels, without  iwyujent  of  lUity.  goo<ts,  wares,  or  nierchan<lise  from  one  port  or  place 
within  the  possessions  of  Her  Hritannic  Majesty  in  North  America  to  another  port  or 
place  witliin  the  said  possessions:  J^rovidfd,  That  a  portion  of  such  transportation  is 
made  tlirouxh  the  territory  of  the  United  States  l)y  land  carriage  and  in  lioud,  under 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  may  he  agreer!  upon  between  the  Government  of  the 
United  States  and  the  Government  of  Her  nritannic  Majesty. 

The  Government  of  the  United  States  further  engages  not  to  impose  any  export 
duties  on  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  carried  under  this  article  through  the  terri- 
tory of  the  United  States;  ami  Her  Majesty's  Government  engages  to  urge  the  par- 
liament of  the  Donnnion  of  Canada  and  the  legislatures  of  the  other  colonies  not  to 
iinjHJse  any  export  duties  on  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  carried  under  this  article; 
and  the  Government  of  the  Ignited  States  may,  in  case  such  export  duties  are  tmpose<l 
by  Uie  L>ominion  of  Canada,  susi>end  during  the  i>eriod  that  such  duties  are  im- 
posed the  right  of  carrying  granted  under  this  article  in  favor  of  tlie  subjects  of  Her 
BriUumic  Majesty. 

The  Govemniciit  of  the  United  Stales  may  suspend  the  right  of  carrying  granted'] 
in  favor  of  the  subjects  «)f  Her  Britannic  Majesty  under  this  article  in  case  the  Do- 
minion of  Canada  should  at  any  lime  deprive  the  citi«^ns  of  the  United  Slates  of  the 
use  of  tlie  canals  in  the  said  D*iniinion  on  lenns  of  equality  with  the  inhabitants  of 
the  Dominion,  as  prondcd  in  .\rticle  XXVU. 

ARTICLB  XXXII.  I 

It  is  further  agreed  that  the  pro\Hsions  and  stipulations  of  .Articles  XVIII  to  XXV 
of  this  treaty,  inclusive,  shall  extend  to  the  colony  of  Newfoundland,  so  far  as  they 
are  applicable.  But  if  the  Imperial  IMrliament,  the  legislature  of  Newfoundland, 
or  the  Cpngress  of  the  United  Stales  shall  not  embrace  the  colony  of  Newfoundland 
in  their  laws  enacted  for  carrying  tlic  foregoing  articles  into  cfTecl,  then  this  article 
shall  liC  of  no  effect;  but  the  omission  to  make  pro\-ision  by  law  to  give  it  effect  by 
either  of  the  legislative  bodies  aforesaid  shall  not  in  any  way  impair  any  other  arti- 
cles of  this  treaty. 

And  whereas,  pursuant  to  the  pro\nsions  of  Article  XXXIII  of  said 
treaty,  due  notice  has  been  given  to  the  Government  of  Her  Britannic 
Majesty  of  the  intention  of  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of 
America  to  lenninate  the  above-recited  articles  of  tlie  treaty  in  question 
on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1885;  and 

Whereas,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  said  treaty  and  of  the  notice  given 
thereunder  Uy  the  Government  of  the  United  States  of  America  to  that  of 
Her  Britannic  Majesty,  the  above-recited  articles  of  the  treaty  of  Wash- 
inKtnn,  concluded  May  8,  1871 ,  will  expire  and  terminate  on  the  ist  day  of 
July, i«85: 

Now,  therefore.  I,  Chester  A.  Arthur,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  do  hereby  give  public  notice  tliat  Articles  XVIII,  XIX, 
XX.  XXI.  XXII.  XXIII.  XXIV.  XXV.  XXX.  and  XXXII  of  the 
treaty  of  Washington,  coududcd  May  8, 1^71,  will  expire  and  terminatei 
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on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1885, 'and  all  citizens  of  the  United  States  are 
hereby  warned  that  none  of  the  privileges  secured  by  the  above-recited 
articles  of  the  treaty  in  question  will  exist  after  the  ist  day  of  July  next. 
All  American  fishermen  should  govern  themselves  accordingly.

immediately  subject;  and 

Whereas  by  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  an  act  approved  June  26, 
1884,  "  to  remove  certain  burdens  on  the  American  merchant  marine  and 
encourage  the  American  foreign  carrying  trade,  and  for  other  purposes," 
the  President  of  the  United  States  is  authorized  to  suspend  the  collection 
in  ports  of  the  United  States  from  vessels  arriving  from  any  pyort  in  the

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 

In  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtue  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-third  section  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  of  the  civil-service  act  approved  January  16, 
1883,  the  following  rules  for  the  regulation  and  improvement  of  the 
executive  civil  service  are  hereby  amended  and  promulgated,  as  follows: 

RULE  v. 

There  shall  be  three  branches  of  the  service  classified  under  the  civil-service  act 
(not  including  laborers  or  workmen  or  officers  required  to  be  confirmed  by  the  Sen- 
ate), as  follows: 

1.  Those  classified  in  the  Departments  at  Washington  shall  be  designated  "The 
classified  departmental  service." 

2.  Those  classified  under  any  collector,  naval  officer,  surveyor,  or  appraiser  in  any 
customs  district  shall  be  designated  **The  classified  customs  ser\'ice." 

3.  Those  classified  under  any  postmaster  at  any  post-office,  including  that  at  Wash- 
ington, shall  be  designated  *'The  classified  postal  sen'ice." 

4.  The  classified  customs  service  shall  embrace  the  several  customs  districts  where 
the  officials  are  as  many  as  fifty,  now  the  following:  New  York  City,  N.  Y.;  Boston, 
Mass.;  Philadelphia,  Pa.;  San  Francisco,  Cal.;  Baltimore,  Md.;  New  Orleans,  La.; 
Chicago,  111.;  Buriington,  Vt.;  Portland,  Me.;  Detroit,  Mich. ;  Port  Huron,  Mich. 

5.  The  classified  postal  service  shall  embrace  the  several  post-offices  where  the  offi-

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS.

5.  Those  claasific<l  under  any  postmaster  at  any  post-office,  including  that  at  Wash- 
ington, shall  be  designated  "The  classified  postal  service." 

4.  The  daasificd  customs  ser\'ice  shall  embrace  the  several  customs  districts  where 
the  officials  are  as  many  as  fifty,  now  the  following:  New  York  City,  N.  Y.;  Boston.

4.  For  places  in  which  a  lower  degree  of  education  will  suffice  the  Commission 
may  limit  the  examinations  lo  less  llian  the  five  subjects  above  uientionetl;  but  no 
person  shall  Ix?  certifie*!  for  appointment  under  this  clause  whose  grading  shall  l>c 
less  than  an  average  of  65  per  cent  on  such  of  the  first  three  subjects  or  parts  thereof 
as  the  cxaminaiiim  may  embrace. 

5.  The  Commission  may  also  order  examinations  upon  other  subjects  of  a  tcch- 
Tiicnl  or  special  character  to  test  the  capiicity  which  may  l>c  nccilcd  in  any  part  of 
tlie  classified  service  which  requires  peculiar  information  or  skill.  Examinations 
hereunder  may  l»e  cuniixftitive  or  noncomjjetilive,  and  the  maximuut  limitations  of 
age  containe<I  in  the  twelftli  rule  shall  not  apply  to  applicants  for  the  .same,  'flic 
application  for  and  notice  uf  these  special  examination.s,  the  reconls  tliereof,  and  the 
certification  of  tliose  found  competent  shall  l>e  such  as  the  Ccmimi.ssion  may  provide 
for.  After  consulting  the  head  of  any  Department  or  office  the  Commission  may 
from  lime  to  time  designate,  subject  to  the  approval  of  the  I^residcnt,  the  positions 
therein  for  which  applicants  may  \k  required  to  pass  the  special  examination. 

RULK  XI. 

I.  Every  application,  in  order  to  entitle  the  applicant  to  appear  for  examination 
or  to  l>e  examined,  must  slate  under  oath  the  facts  on  the  following  subjects:  ( 1 )

5.  Any  person  appointed  to  or  employed  in  any  part  of  the  classified  service,  after 
due  certification  for  the  same  under  these  rules,  who  shall  be  dismissed  or  separated 
therefrom  without  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  part,  may  be  reappointed  or  reem- 
ployed in  the  same  part  or  grade  of  such  service  in  the  same  Department  or  office 
within  one  year  next  following  such  dismissal  or  separation,  without  further  exami- 
nation, on  such  certification  as  the  Commission  may  provide.

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  section  of  the  act  of  May  17, 1884,  entitled  "An 
act  providing  a  civil  government  for  Alaska:*' 

"Sec  14.  That  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  Title  XXIII.of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  States,  relating  to  the  unorganized  Territory  of  Alaska,  shall  remain 
in  full  force  except  as  herein  specially  otherwise  provided;  and  the  importation, 
manufacture,  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  said  district,  except  for  medicinal, 
mechanical,  and  scientific  purposes,  is  hereby  prohibited  under  the  penalties  which 
are  provided  in  section  1955  of  the  Revised  Statutes  for  the  wrongful  importation  of 
distilled  spirits;  and  the  President  of  the  United  States  shall  make  such  regulations 
as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this  section.'* 

To  enforce  this  section  of  law  the  following  regulations  are  prescribed: 

No  intoxicating  liquors  shall  be  landed  at  any  port  or  place  in  said  Territory  with- 
out a  permit  from  the  chief  officer  of  the  customs  at  such  port  or  place,  to  be  issued 
upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  such  officer  that  the  liquors  are  imported  and  are  to  be 
used  solely  for  medicinal,  mechanical,  and  scientific  purposes. 

No  person  shall  manufacture  or  sell  intoxicating  liquors  within  the  Territory  of 
Alaska  without  first  having  obtained  a  license  from  the  governor  of  said  Territory, 
to  be  issued  upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  that  officer  that  the  making  and  sale  of 
such  liquor  will  be  conducted  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
statute. 

Any  intoxicating  liquors  imported,  manufactured,  or  sold  within  the  limits  of  said 
Territory  in  violation  of  these  regulations,  and  the  persons  engaged  in  such  violation, 
will  be  dealt  with  in  the  manner  prescribed  in  section  1955  of  the  Revised  Statutes; 
and  the  governor  of  Alaska  and  the  officers  of  the  customs  at  any  port  or  place  in 
the  United  Stater,  from  which  intoxicating  liquors  may  be  shipped  to  that  Territory, 
as  well  as  officers  of  the  United  States  within  that  Territory,  are  hereby  authorized 
respectively  to  exact,  in  their  discretion,  a  bond  of  the  character  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion 1955,  Revised  Statutes,  from  the  master  or  mate  of  any  v^»el  and  from  the 
persons  in  such  Territory  to  whom  the  liquors  may  be  sent.

4.  N'o  person  ujwn  any  register  shall  be  certified  more  than  four  times  to  the  same 
officer  in  the  customs  or  postiil  service  or  more  than  three  times  to  any  Dejjartinent 
at  Washinffton,  iinlessupon  requfsl  of  the  appointin^^  officer;  nor  shall  anyone  remain 
eli)^ble  more  than  one  year  upon  any  reKisler;  but  these  restrictions  shall  not  extend 
to  examinations  imder  clause  5  of  Rule  VII.

In  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu-

Wliene\'er  any  officer  having  the  power  of  ap]>ointment  or  employment  shall  so 
request ,  there  sliall  be  certified  to  liiin  by  the  Ctmnriissifin  nr  the  proper  examining 
bf)ard  four  names  for  the  vacancy  specified,  to  l>e  tJiken  from  those  gradeil  highest 
on  the  proper  register  of  those  in  his  branch  tif  the  ser\'ice  and  remaining  eligible, 
regard  being  had  to  any  right  of  preference  aiul  ti»  tlie  apportionment  of  appoint- 
ments to  States  and  Territories;  and  from  the  sjiid  four  a  selection  shall  Iw  tnade  for 
the  ^-acancy.  But  if  a  person  is  on  both  a  general  and  a  special  register  he  need  be 
certified  fmm  the  former  only,  at  the  discretion  of  the  Commission,  until  he  has 
remained  two  inontlis  upon  the  latter. 

2.  Tliese  certifications  for  the  service  at  Washington  shall  Ix-  made  in  such  order 
an  to  apportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be  practicable,  the  original  appointments  thereto 
among  the  States  and  Territories  aiul  the  IHslrict  of  Columbia  upon  llie  basU  of 
population  as  ascertained  at  the  last  preceding  census.

to  examinations  under  clause  5  of  Rule  VII.  No  pc'rsi)n  while  remaining  eligible  on 
.any  rc^pater  shall  be  admitteil  to  a  new  examination,  and  no  {wrson  having  failed 
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upon  any  examination  shall  within  six  months  thereafter  be  admitted  to  another 
examination  without  the  consent  of  Uie  Cotiiinissioii. 

5.  Any  person  appointed  to  or  cniplrntd  in  any  part  of  the  classified  ser\'ice.  after 
due  certification  for  the  same  umltT  tliese  rules,  who  shall  be  dismissed  or  separated 
therefrom  without  fault  or  delinquency  on  his  part,  may  be  reappointed  or  reem- 
ployed in  the  same  part  or  grade  of  such  ser\'ice  in  the  same  Department  or  office 
within  one  year  next  foliowinx  such  dismissal  or  separation,  without  further  exami- 
nation, on  such  certification  as  the  Commission  may  provide.

Attention  is  called  to  the  following  section  of  the  act  of  May  17, 1884,  entitled  *'An 
act  providing  a  civil  governmcjit  for  Alaska:" 

"Skc.  14.  That  the  provisions  of  chapter  3,  Title  XXIII.  of  the  Revised  Statutes 
of  the  United  Stales,  relating  to  the  unorganiu:<I  Territory  tjf  AUiska.  shall  remain 
in  full  force  except  as  herein  specially  otherwise  proxided;  and  Uie  iniptjrlatiou, 
manufacture,  and  sale  of  intoxicating  liquors  in  said  district,  except  for  medicinal, 
mechanical,  and  scientific  purposes,  is  hcifcby  prohibited  imdcr  the  penalties  which 
are  provitle<l  in  section  1955  of  the  Revised  Statutes  for  the  wrongful  ini{MDrtatiun  of 
distilled  spiriU;  and  the  rri^sident  of  the  riiittil  Slates  shall  niuktr  such  regulations 
as  are  necessary  to  carry  out  the  provisions  f»f  this  section.  " 

To  enforce  this  section  of  law  the  following  regulations  are  prescribefl: 

No  intoxicating  licpiors  shall  be  landed  at  any  port  or  place  in  sai<l  Territory  with- 
out a  jiennit  fmtn  the  chief  officer  of  the  customs  at  such  iK)rt  or  place,  to  be  issued 
upon  evidence  satisfactory  to  such  oflicer  that  tlie  liquors  are  imparted  and  are  to  be 
used  solely  for  ine<licinnl,  mechanical,  and  scientific  purposes. 

No  person  shall  manufacture  or  sell  intoxicating  liquors  within  tlie  Territory  of 
Alaska  without  first  having  obtjiined  a  liccnsr  from  the  gtivt-rnor  of  said  Territory, 
to  l-»c  issnerl  njH>n  evidence  siitisfaclory  to  that  officer  thai  tlic  making  ;md  sale  of 
such  liquor  will  be  conducted  strictly  in  accordance  with  the  requirements  of  the 
statute. 

Any  intoxicating  liquors  imporledv  mannfacturwl.  or  sold  within  the  limits  of  sai<l 
Territory-  in  violation  of  these  regulations,  and  tlie  persons  engaged  in  s\ich  violation, 
will  lie  dealt  with  in  the  manner  prescrilKnl  in  section  1955  of  the  Revised  Statutes; 
and  the  governor  of  Alaska  and  the  officers  of  the  custcmis  at  any  port  or  place  in 
the  I'nited  Slatc:'<  from  which  intoxicating  liquors  mny  be  shippe<l  to  that  Territory, 
as  well  as  officers  of  the  United  States  within  that  Territory,  are  hereby  authorized 
resi>ectivtly  to  exact,  in  their  <liscrction.a  lK>nd  of  the  character  mentioned  in  sec- 
tion 1955;.  Revise<1  Statutes,  from  the  master  or  mate  of  any  vessel  and  from  the 
persons  in  such  Territory  to  whom  the  liquors  may  l)e  sent. 
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Tht  pciifllty  pre5«^ribcd  by  seclioii  1955,  Rcvisfil  SUilules,  for  violation  of  the  law 
is  a  fine  not  exceeding  :f5oo,  ur  iinprisuiiiiieiit  not  tuore  than  six  tnoutlis,  and  the  for- 
feiture of  the  vessel  brinxing  the  merchandise  and  her  cargo,  toj^ether  with  her  tackle, 
apparel,  and  furniture,  where  the  value  of  the  merchandise  exceeds  j^oo.  Where  the 
value  d<>es  not  exteefl  fvjdo.  the  iK.!ialty  is  forfeiture  of  the  merchandise. 

The  proper  oftioers  within  the  Territory  are  charger!  with  the  execution  of  the  law 
and  these  regulations.  Intoxicating  liquors  forfeited  under  the  provisions  of  this  act 
win  l»e  -suhjert  tn  sale  under  the  same  provisions  of  law  as  gi>vcrn  Uic  sale  of  other 
go<Mls  that  may  have  liecouie  liable  to  forfeiture,  hut  will  only  lie  deliveretl  for 
removal  Uyond  the  limiU  of  the  Territory.  „    McCUJXOCH,  Secretary.

Grover  Cleveland

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G  rover  Cleveland 


Grovbr  Cleveland  was  bom  in  Caldwell,  Ksscx  County,  N.  J., 
March  i8,  1837.  On  the  paternal  side  he  is  of  Eng^lish  ori^n.  Moses 
Cleveland  emigfated  from  Ipswich,  County  of  Suffolk,  England,  in  1635, 
and  settled  at  Wobum,  Mass.,  where  he  died  in  1701.  His  descendant 
William  Cle^'eland  was  a  silversmith  and  watchmaker  at  Norwich,  Conn. 
Ricliard  Falley  Cleveland,  son  of  the  latter  named,  w;is  graduatetl  at  Vale 
in  1824.  was  ordained  to  the  PresV)yterian  ministry  in  1829,  and  in  the 
same  year  married  Ann  Neal,  daugliter  of  a  Baltimore  merchant  of  Irish 
birth.  These  two  were  the  parents  of  Grover  Cleveland.  The  Presbyte- 
rian ixirs*>nage  at  Caldwell,  where  he  was  bom,  was  first  occu])iiMl  by  the 
Rev.  vStephen  Grover,  in  whose  honor  he  was  named;  but  the  first  name 
\vas  early  dropped,  and  he  has  l>een  since  knowTi  as  Grover  Cleveland. 
When  he  was  4  years  old  his  father  accepted  a  call  to  Fayetteville, 
near  Syracuse,  N.  Y.,  where  the  son  had  common  and  acadeuiic  .scliool- 
ing.  and  afterwards  was  a  clerk  in  a  countr>'  store.  The  removal  of  the 
family  to  Clinton,  Oneida  County,  gave  him  additional  educational  advan- 
tages in  the  academy  there.  In  his  seventeenth  year  he  became  a  clerk 
and  an  assistant  teacher  in  the  New  York  Institution  for  the  Blind,  in 
New  York  City,  in  which  his  elder  brother,  William,  a  Presbyterian  cler- 
lan,  was  then  a  teacher.  In  1855  lie  left  Holland  Patent,  iti  Oneida 
"County,  where  his  mother  at  that  time  resided,  to  go  to  the  West  in 
search  of  employment.  On  his  way  he  stoppe<l  at  Black  Rock,  now  a 
part  of  Buffalo,  and  called  on  his  uncle.  Lews  F.  Alien,  who  induced 
him  to  remain  and  aid  him  in  the  compilation  of  a  volume  of  the  Ameri- 
can Herd  Book,  receiving  for  six  weeks*  service  $60.  He  afterwards, 
and  while  studying  law,  assisted  in  the  preparation  of  several  other  voi- 
les of  this  work,  and  the  preface  to  the  fifth  volume  (1S61  )  acknowl- 

[ges  his  services.  In  August,  1855.  he  secured  a  place  as  clerk  and 
copyist  for  the  law  firm  of  Rogers,  Bowen  &  Rogers,  in  Buffalo,  Ix^gan 
t(^  read  Blackstone.  and  in  tlie  autunni  of  that  year  was  receiving  ^4  jxir 
week  for  his  work.  He  was  admitted  to  the  bar  in  1859,  but  for  three 
years  longer  remained  with  the  firm  that  first  employed  him.  acting  as 
managing  clerk  at  a  salary  of  $600,  a  part  of  which  he  devoted  to  the 
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siipiK>rt  of  his  widowed  mother,  who  died  in  1882.  Was  ap|xiiiiled 
assistant  district  attorney  of  Erie  County  January  i,  1863,  and  held  the 
office  for  three  years.  At  this  time  the  Civil  War  was  raginj^.  Two 
of  his  brothers  were  in  the  Army,  and  his  mother  and  sisters  were 
hirgcly  dependetu  upon  him  for  snp|x>rt.  Unable  himself  to  enlist. 
he  Ixjrrowed  money  and  sent  a  substitute  to  the  war,  and  it  was  not 
till  long  after  the  war  that  he  wns  able  to  rejiay  the  loan.  In  1865, 
at  the  age  of  28,  he  was  the  Democratic  candidate  for  district  attor- 
ney, hut  was  defeated  by  the  Republican  candidate,  his  intimate  friend. 
Lyman  K.  Bass.  He  then  became  the  law  partner  of  Isaac  V.  Vander- 
pool,  and  in  1869  became  a  member  of  the  firm  of  Lanning,  Cleveland 
&  Folsom.  He  continued  a  successful  practice  till  1870.  when  he  was 
elected  sheriff  of  Erie  Comity.  At  the  expiration  of  his  three  years' 
term  he  formed  a  law  partnership  with  his  personal  friend  and  political 
antagonist,  Lyniau  K.  Bass,  the  firm  lx;in>;  Bass,  Cleveland  &  Bissell, 
and,  after  the  forced  retirement,  from  failing  health,  of  Mr.  Bass,  Cleve- 
land &  Hissell.  In  1881  he  was  uominated  the  Democratic  candidate 
for  mayor  of  Buffalo,  and  was  elected  l>y  a  majority  of  3,530,  the  largest 
ever  given  to  a  candidate  in  that  city.  In  the  same  election  the  Repub- 
lican State  ticket  was  carried  in  Buffalo  by  an  average  majority  of  over 
1,600.  He  entered  upon  the  office  January  1.  1882,  and  soon  became 
known  as  the  "Veto  Mayor,"  using  that  prerogative  fearle.s.sly  in  check- 
ing unwise,  illegal,  and  extravagant  exjKruditures.  By  his  vetoes  he 
saved  the  city  nearly  $r, 000, 000  in  the  first  half  year  of  his  adminis- 
tration. He  opposed  giving  $500  of  the  taxpayers'  money  to  the  Fire- 
men's Benevolent  Society  on  the  ground  that  such  appropriation  was 
not  permissible  under  the  terms  of  the  State  constitution  and  lite  charter 
of  the  city.  He  vetoed  a  rcsolutitni  diverting  55<x)  from  the  Fourth  of 
July  appropriations  to  the  obser\^ance  of  T^ecoratioil  Day  for  the  same 
reason,  and  immediately  sul>scribed  one-tenth  of  the  sum  wanted  for  the 
pur]>ose.  His  adniini.slration  of  the  office  won  tributes  to  his  integrity 
and  al)ility  from  the  press  and  the  people  irrespective  of  party.  On  the 
second  day  of  the  Democratic  State  convention  at  Syracuse,  September 
22,  iS82,on  the  third  ballot,  was  nominated  for  governor  in  opposition 
to  the  Republican  candidate,  Charles  J.  Folger,  then  Secretary  of  the 
United  Slates  Treasury,  He  had  the  united  snpjKjrt  of  his  own  party, 
while  the  Republicans  were  not  united  on  his  opponent,  and  at  the  elec- 
tion in  Novemlxrr  he  received  a  plurality  over  Mr.  Folger  of  192.854. 
His  State  administration  was  only  an  expansion  of  the  fundamental  prin- 
ciples that  controlled  his  official  action  while  mayor  of  Buffalo.  In  a 
letter  written  to  his  brother  on  the  day  of  his  election  he  announced 
a  i>olicy  he  intended  to  adopt,  and  afterwards  carried  out,  *Hhal  is,  to 
make  the  matter  a  business  engagement  between  the  people  of  the  State 
and  m>'self,  in  which  the  obligation  on  my  side  is  to  perform  the  duties 
assigned  me  with  au  eye  single  to  the  interest  of  my  employers. ' '    The 
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DenujcrHlic  national  convention  nitfl  at  Chicaj^o  July  8,  1884.  On  July 
u  he  was  nominated  as  their  candidate  for  President.  The  Repub- 
licans made  James  G.  Blaine  their  candidate,  while  Benjamin  F.  Butler. 
of  Massachusetts,  was  the  Lal>or  and  Greenback,  candidate,  and  John  P. 
St.  John,  of  Kansas,  was  the  Prohibition  candidate.  At  the  election, 
November  4.  Mr.  Cleveland  received  219  and  Mr.  Blaine  182  electoral 
votes.  He  was  unanimously  renoniitiated  for  the  Presidency  by  the 
national  Demivratic  convention  in  St.  Ixniis  on  June  6,  18H8.  At  the 
election  in  November  he  received  168  electoral  votes,  while  233  were 
cast  for  Benjamin  Harrison,  the  Republican  candidate.  Of  the  popu- 
lar vote,  however,  he  receivetl  5.54''»..^2y,  and  Mr.  HarristMi  received 
5,439,853.  At  the  close  of  his  Admini.stration,  March  4,  1889,  he  retired 
to  New  York  City,  where  lie  reentered  upon  the  practice  of  his  profes- 
sion. It  soon  loecanie  evident,  however,  that  he  would  l>e  prominently 
urged  as  a  candidate  for  renomluatiou  in  1892.  At  the  national  Demo- 
cratic c*onvention  which  met  in  Chicago  Jinie  21,  1892,  he  received  more 
than  two-thirds  of  the  votes  on  the  first  ballot.  At  the  election  in 
November  he  received  277  of  the  electoral  votes,  while  Mr.  Harrison 
received  145  and  Mr.  James  B.  Weaver,  the  candidate  of  the  People's 
Party,  22.  t>f  the  popular  vote  Mr,  Cleveland  received  5,553,142,  Mr. 
Harri.son  5.186,931,  and  Mr.  Weaver  1,030,128.  He  retired  from  office 
March  4.  1897.  and  removed  to  Princeton,  N.  J.,  where  he  has  since 
resided.  He  i.s  the  first  of  our  Presidents  who  served  a  second  lenn 
without  being  elected  as  his  own  successor.  President  Cleveland  was 
married  in  the  White  House  on  June  2.  iS86,to  Miss  Frances  Folsom, 
daughter  of  his  deceased  friend  and  partner,  Oscar  Folsoni,  of  the  Buffalo 
bar.  Mrs.  Cleveland  was  the  youngest  (except  the  wife  of  Mr.  Madison ) 
of  the  many  mistresses  of  the  White  House,  having  l>een  Ijorn  in  Buf- 
falo, N.  Y.,  in  1864.  She  is  the  first  wife  of  a  President  married  in  the 
White  HoiLse,  and  the  first  to  give  birth  to  a  child  Lhere,  their  second 
daughter  (Esther)  having  been  Ixirn  in  the  Executive  Mansion  in  1H93. 


INAUGURAL  ADDRESS. 


FHLLOW-CtTiZKNS:  In  tlie  presence  of  this  va.st  assemblage  of  my 
couutr>'men  I  am  alx)Ut  to  supplement  and  seal  by  the  oath  which  I 
shall  take  the  manifestation  of  the  will  of  a  great  and  free  people.  In 
the  exercise  of  their  power  and  right  of  self-government  they  have  com- 
mitted to  one  of  their  fellow-citizens  a  supreme  and  sacred  trust,  and  he 
here  consecrates  himself  to  their  .service. 

This  impressive  ceremony  adds  little  to  the  solemn  sen<^  of  responsi- 
bility with  which  I  contemplate  the  duty  I  owe  to  all  the  people  of  the 
laud.     Nothing  caa  relieve  me  from  anxiety  lest  by  any  act  of  mine 
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their  interests  may  suffer,  and  uothiug  is  needed  to  strengthen  my  resolu- 
tion to  engage  ever>'  faculty  and  effort  in  the  promotion  of  their  welfare. 

Amid  the  din  of  party  strife  the  people's  choice  was  made,  but  its 
atteudaiil  circumstances  have  demoiislraled  anew  the  strength  and  safety 
of  a  govenuueiil  by  the  people.  In  each  succeeding  year  it  more  clearly 
appears  thiit  uur  democratic  principle  needs  no  ap<jlogy,  and  tliat  in  its 
fearless  and  faithful  application  is  to  be  found  the  surest  guaranty  of 
good  goveruinent. 

But  llie  best  results  in  the  oj)eralion  of  a  government  whereiu  every 
citizen  has  a  share  largely  depend  upr>n  a  projxT  limitation  of  purely 
partisan  zeal  and  effort  and  a  correct  appreciatioti  of  the  time  when  the 
heat  of  the  partisan  should  be  merged  in  the  patriotism  of  the  citizen. 

To-day  the  executive  branch  of  the  Govenunent  is  transferred  to  new 
keeping.  But  this  is  still  the  Government  of  all  the  jxrople,  and  it 
shoidd  be  none  the  less  an  object  of  their  affectionate  solicitude.  At 
this  hour  the  animosities  of  political  strife,  the  bitterness  of  partisan 
defeat,  and  the  exultation  of  partisan  triumph  should  be  supplanted 
by  an  ungrudging  acquiescence  in  the  popular  will  and  a  sober,  consci- 
entious cfincern  for  the  general  weal.  Moreover,  if  from  this  hour  we 
cheerfully  and  honestly  abandon  all  sectional  prejudice  and  distrust,  and 
determine,  with  manly  confidence  in  one  anotlier,  to  work  out  hanno- 
niously  the  achievements  of  our  national  destiny,  we  shall  deserve  to 
realize  all  the  benefits  which  our  happy  form  of  govenunent  can  l>estow. 

On  this  auspicious  occasion  we  may  well  renew  the  pledge  of  otu"  devo- 
tion to  the  Constitution,  which,  launched  by  the  founders  of  the  Republic 
and  consecrated  i)y  their  prayers  and  patriotic  devotion,  lias  for  almost  a 
centur>'  borne  the  hopes  and  the  aspirations  of  a  great  peojMe  through 
prosi^erity  and  peace  and  through  the  shock  of  foreign  conflicts  and  the 
perils  of  domestic  strife  and  ^'icissitudes. 

By  the  Father  of  his  Country  our  Constitution  was  commended  for 
adoption  a<^  ^'the  result  of  a  spirit  of  auiiiy  and  nuilual  concession."  In 
that  same  spirit  it  should  be  administered,  in  order  to  ]>romote  llie  last- 
ing welfare  of  the  countr>'  and  to  secure  the  ftdl  measure  of  its  price- 
less benefits  to  us  and  to  those  who  will  succeed  to  the  blessings  of 
our  naticjual  life.  The  large  variety  of  diverse  antl  competing  interests 
subject  to  Federal  control,  persistently  seeking  the  recognition  of  their 
claims,  need  give  us  no  fear  that  ''the  greatest  good  to  the  greatest  num- 
ber" will  fail  to  l>e  accomplished  if  in  the  halls  of  national  legislation 
that  spirit  of  amity  and  mutual  concession  shall  prevail  in  which  the 
Con.stitution  had  its  birth.  If  this  involves  the  surrender  or  postpone- 
ment of  private  interests  and  the  abandonment  of  local  advantages,  com- 
pensation will  be  found  in  the  assurance  that  the  common  interest  is 
subser\'ed  and  the  general  welfare  advanced. 

Iti  the  discharge  of  my  official  duty  I  shall  endeavor  to  be  guided  by  a 
and  unstrained  construction  of  the  Constitution,  a  careful  observance 
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of  the  distinction  between  the  powers  granted  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment and  those  reserved  to  the  States  or  to  the  i>eople,  and  by  a  cautious 
appreciation  of  those  functions  which  by  the  Constitution  and  laws  have 
been  especially  assigned  to  the  executive  branch  of  the  CTOveninient. 

But  he  who  takes  the  oath  to-day  to  prcser\'e,  protect,  and  defend  the 
Constitution  of  the  United  States  only  assumes  the  soleimi  obligation 
which  every  patriotic  citizen — on  the  fann,  in  the  workshop,  in  the  busy 
marts  of  trade,  and  everywhere — should  sliure  with  him.  The  Constitu- 
tion which  prescribes  his  onth,  my  countrymen,  is  yours;  the  Govern- 
ment you  have  chosen  him  to  administer  for  a  time  is  yours;  the  suffrage 
which  executes  the  will  of  freemen  is  yours;  the  laws  and  the  entire 
scheme  of  our  civil  rule,  from  the  town  meeting  to  the  State  capitals  and 
the  national  capital,  is  yours.  Yoiir  every  voter,  as  surely  as  your  Chief 
Magistrate,  under  the  same  high  siuiction,  though  in  a  different  sphere, 
exercises  a  public  trust.  Nor  is  this  all.  Every  citizen  owes  to  the 
country'  a  vigilant  watcli  and  close  scnitiny  of  its  public  ser\*ant5  and  a 
fair  and  reasonable  cstiuiate  of  their  fidelity  and  UNcfuhiess.  Thus  is  the 
j)eople*s  will  impressed  upon  the  whole  framework  of  our  civil  ]X)lity — 
munici[>al,  State,  and  Federal;  and  this  is  the  price  of  our  liberty  and  the 
inspiration  of  our  faith  in  the  Republic. 

It  is  the  duty  of  those  ser\ing  the  people  in  public  place  to  closely 
limit  public  expenditures  ttJ  the  actual  needs  ^tf  the  Government  econom- 
ically administered,  because  this  bounds  the  right  of  the  Government  to 
exact  tribute  from  the  earnings  of  lalx>r  or  the  property  of  the  citizen, 
and  l)ecause  public  extravagance  l)egets  extravagance  among  the  people. 
We  should  never  be  ashamed  of  the  simplicity  and  prudential  economies 
which  are  best  suited  to  the  operation  of  a  republican  form  of  government 
and  most  cfjmpatible  with  the  mission  of  the  American  people.  Those 
who  are  selected  for  a  limited  lime  to  manage  juiblic  affairs  are  still  of  the 
people,  and  may  do  much  by  their  example  to  enomrage,  consistently  with 
the  dignity  of  their  ofT^icial  functions,  that  jilain  w  \\  of  life  which  among 
their  fellow-citizens  aids  integrity  and  promotes  thrift  antl  prosi«rrity. 

The  genius  of  our  instituli<ms,  the  needs  of  our  people  in  their  home 
life,  and  the  attention  which  isdcniandL-d  fur  the  settlement  and  develop- 
ment of  the  resources  of  our  vast  territory  dictate  tiie  scrupulous  avoid- 
ance of  any  departure  from  that  foreign  p(jlic>'  commended  by  tlit;  histor>*, 
the  traditions,  and  tlie  jmisjierity  of  our  Republic.  It  is  the  policy  of 
independence,  favored  by  our  pi>sition  and  defended  by  our  known  love 
of  justice  and  by  our  power.  It  is  the  policy  of  peace  suitable  to  our 
interests.  It  is  the  policy  of  neutrality,  rejecting  any  share  in  foreign 
broils  and  ambitions  uikhi  other  continents  and  repelling  their  intrusion 
here.  It  is  the  policy  of  Monnx?  and  of  Washington  and  Jefferson — 
"Peace,  commerce,  and  honest  friendship  with  all  nations;  entangling 
alliance  with  none." 

A  due  regard  for  the  interests  and  prosj)erity  of  all  the  people  demands 
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that  our  finances  shall  be  established  upon  such  a  sound  and  sensible 
basis  as  shall  secure  the  safety  and  confidence  of  business  interests  and 
make  the  wage  of  labor  sure  and  steady,  and  that  our  system  of  revenue 
shall  be  so  adjusted  as  to  relieve  the  people  of  unnecessary'  taxation, 
ha\ing  a  ^\x^  regard  to  the  interests  of  cajiital  invested  and  workingnien 
employed  in  American  industries,  and  preventing  the  accumulation  of  a 
surplus  in  tlie  Treasury  to  tempt  extravagance  and  waste. 

Care  for  tlic  property  of  the  nation  and  for  the  needs  of  future  settlers 
requires  that  the  public  domain  should  be  protected  from  purloining 
schemes  and  tnilawful  tx:cupatiou. 

The  cxmscieuce  of  the  people  demands  that  the  Indians  within  our 
boundaries  shall  l)e  fairly  and  honestly  treated  as  wards  of  the  (iovem- 
ment  and  their  education  and  civilization  promoted  with  a  view  to  their 
ultimate  citizenship,  and  that  polygamy  in  the  Territories,  destructive  of 
the  family  relation  and  offensive  to  the  moral  sense  of  the  civilized 
world,  shall  be  repressed. 

The  laws  should  l>e  rigidly  enforced  which  proliiliil  the  immigration 
of  a  servile  class  to  compete  with  American  labor,  with  no  intention  of 
acquiring  citi/cnship.  and  bringing  with  them  and  retaining  habits  and 
customs  repugnant  to  our  civilization. 

The  people  demand  reform  in  the  administration  of  the  Government 
and  the  application  of  business  principles  to  public  affairs.  As  a  means 
to  this  end,  civil-ser\*ice  reform  should  Ix;  in  good  faith  enforced.  Our 
citizens  have  the  right  to  protection  from  the  ina>mix;lency  of  public 
employees  who  hold  their  places  solely  as  the  reward  of  partisan  ser\-ice, 
and  from  the  corrupting  influence  of  those  who  promise  and  the  vicious 
methods  of  those  who  expect  such  rewards;  and  those  w'ho  worthily  seek 
public  employment  have  the  right  to  insist  that  nierit  and  competency 
shall  be  recognized  instead  of  party  sul>ser\'iency  or  the  surrender  of 
honest  political  l>elief. 

In  the  administration  of  a  governm<jnt  pledged  to  do  equal  and  exact 
justice  to  all  [uen  there  should  Ije  no  pretext  for  anxiety  touching  the 
protection  of  the  freedmen  in  their  rights  or  their  security  in  the  enjoy- 
ment of  their  ])rivileges  under  the  Constitution  and  its  amendments.  All 
discussion  as  to  their  fitness  for  the  place  accorded  to  them  as  American 
citizens  is  idle  and  unprofitable  except  as  it  suggests  the  necessity  for 
their  improvement.  The  fact  that  they  arc  citizens  entitles  them  to  all 
the  rights  due  to  that  relation  and  charges  them  witli  all  its  duties,  obli- 
gations, and  resp<:msibilitics. 

These  topics  and  the  constant  and  ever-varying  wants  of  an  active  and 
enterprising  populatioti  may  well  receive  the  attention  and  the  patriotic 
endeavor  of  all  who  make  and  execute  the  Federal  law.  Our  duties  are 
practical  and  call  for  industrious  application,  an  intelligent  perception  of 
the  claims  of  jmblic  ofhce.  and,  alnne  all.  a  firm  delerrnination,  b\  united 
action,  to  secure  to  all  the  people  of  the  land  the  full  benefits  of  the  Ijest 
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form  of  government  ever  vouchsafed  to  man.  And  let  us  not  trust  to 
human  effort  alone,  but  humbly  acknowledging  the  power  and  goodness 
of  Almighty  God,  who  presides  over  the  destiny  of  nations,  and  who  has 
at  all  times  been  revealed  in  our  country's  history,  let  us  invoke  His  aid 
and  His  blessing  upon  our  labors.

transmitted  to  the  Senate  December  10,  1884,  together  with  the  supple- 
mentary articles  thereto  of  March  2,  1885;  and  of  the  treaty  between  the 
United  States  and  Nicaragua  for  the  construction  of  an  interoceanic  canal 
which  was  transmitted  to  the  Senate  Dcixml>er  10,  1884.

PROCLAMATIONS.

a  proclamation. 

Whereas  it  is  allej^ed  that  certain  individuals,  associations  of  i>ers<>ns, 
and  corporations  are  in  the  unauthorized  possession  of  portions  of  the 
territory  known  as  the  Oklahoma  lands,  within  the  Indian  Territory, 
which  are  designated,  described,  and  recognized  by  the  treaties  and  laws 
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of  the  ITnited  States  and  by  the  executive  authority  thereof  as  TnaiaiT 
lands;  and 

Whereas  it  is  further  alleged  that  certain  other  persons  or  associations 
within  the  territor>*  and  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  have  begun 
and  set  on  foot  preparations  for  an  organized  and  forcible  entry  and 
settlement  upon  the  aforesaid  lands  and  are  now  threatening  such  entry 
and  occupation;  and 

Whereas  the  laws  of  the  United  States  provide  for  the  removal  of 
all  persons  residing  or  being  found  upon  such  Indian  lands  and  terri- 
tory without  permission  expressly  and  legally  obtained  of  the  Interior 
Department: 

Now,  therefore,  for  the  purpose  of  protecting  the  public  interests,  as 
well  as  the  interests  of  the  Indian  nations  and  trilx^s,  and  to  the  end  that 
no  person  or  persons  nia\'  be  induced  to  enter  upon  said  territory,  where 
they  will  not  be  allowed  to  remain  wthout  the  permission  of  the  authority 
aforesaid.  I,  Orover  Cleveland,  Pn^sident  of  the  United  Stales,  do  hereby 
warn  and  admonish  all  and  every  person  or  persons  now  in  the  occupa- 
tion of  such  lands,  and  all  such  person  or  persons  as  are  intending,  pre- 
jxxring,  or  threatening  to  enter  and  settle  ujxjn  the  same,  that  they  will 
neither  be  permitted  to  enter  upon  said  territory  nor,  if  already  there,  to 
remain  thereon,  and  that  in  case  a  due  regard  for  and  vohmtary  ol>edi- 
ence  to  the  laws  and  treaties  of  the  United  States  and  if  this  admonition 
and  warning  be  not  sufficient  to  effect  the  purposes  and  intentions  of  the 
Government  as  herein  declaretl,  the  military  power  of  the  United  States 
will  Ix;  itnoked  to  abate  all  such  unauthorized  possession,  to  prevent  such 
threatened  entry  and  occupation,  and  to  remove  all  such  intruders  from 
the  said  Indian  lauds.

WHiereas  satisfacton.'  evidence  has  been  received  by  me  that  upon  ves- 
sels of  the  United  States  arriving  at  the  island  of  Trhtidad.  British  West 
Indies,  no  duty  is  imix>sed  by  the  ton  as  tonnage  tax  or  as  light  money, 
and  that  no  other  equivalent  tax  on  vessels  of  the  United  States  is 
imposed  at  said  island  by  the  British  Government;  and 

Whereas  by  the  provisions  of  section  14  of  an  act  approved  June  26, 
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1884,  "to  remo\'e  certain  burdens  on  the  American  merchant  marine 
and  encourage  tlie  American  foreign  carrying  trade,  and  for  other  pur- 
poses,*' the  President  of  the  United  vStates  is  authorized  to  suspend  the 
collection  in  ports  of  the  United  States  from  vessels  arri\-ing  from  any- 
port  in  the  island  of  Trinidad  of  so  much  of  the  duty  at  the  rate  of  3 
cents  per  ton  as  may  l>e  in  excess  of  the  tonnage  and  light-house  dues, 
or  other  equivalent  of  tax  or  taxes,  imposed  on  American  vessels  by  the 
government  of  tlie  foreign  counlr>*  in  which  such  port  is  situatetl; 

Now.  therefore,  I.  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  nie  by  the  act  and  sec- 
tion hereinbefore  mentioned,  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  on  and 
after  this  7th  day  of  April,  1H85,  the  collection  of  said  tonnage  duty  of  3 
cents  {>er  ton  shall  In?  suspended  as  regards  all  vessels  arriving  in  any 
port  of  the  United  States  from  a  port  in  the  island  of  Trinidad,  British 
West  Indies.

UTiereas,  by  an  Kxecutive  order  liearing  date  the  27th  day  of  Febru- 
ary. 1S85,  it  was  ordered  that  "all  that  tract  of  country  in  the  Territory 
of  Dakota  known  as  the  Old  Winnebago  Reservation  and  the  Sioux  or 
Crow  Creek  Reserxiition,  and  lying  otj  the  east  bank  of  the  Missouri  River, 
set  apart  and  reser\'ed  by  Executive  order  dated  Januar>-  11,  1875.  and 
which  is  not  covered  by  the  Executive  order  dated  August  9,  1879,  re- 
storing certain  of  the  lands  reserved  by  the  order  of  Januan.'  11,  1M75. 
except  the  following-described  tracts;  Townships  No.  108  north,  range 
71  west;  108  north,  range  72  west;  fractional  township  108  north,  range  73 
west;  the  west  half  of  section  4.  sections  5.  6,  7,  8,  9,  16,  17,  18.  19,  20. 
2\,  j8,  29,  30,  31.  32,  and  33  of  township  107  north,  range  70  west;  frac- 
tional to\\'nshipa  107  north,  range  71  west;  107  north,  range  72  west;  107 
north,  range  73  west;  the  west  half  of  township  lot*  north,  range  70  west; 
and  fractional  township  106  north,  range  71  west;  and  except  also  all 
tracts  within  the  limits  of  the  aforesaid  Old  Winnebago  Reservation  ajid 
the  Sioux  or  Crow  Creek  Reser\'ation  which  are  outside  of  the  limits  of  the 
above-dcscrilx^  tracts,  and  which  may  have  heretofore  been  allotted  to 
the  Indians  residing  upon  said  reservation,  or  which  may  have  heretofore 
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been  selected  or  occupied  by  the  said  Indians  under  and  in  accordance 
with  the  provisions  of  article  6  of  the  treaty  with  the  Sioux  Indians 
of  April  29,  1868,  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  restored  to  the  public 
domain;"  and 

Whereas  upon  the  claim  lieing  made  that  said  order  is  illegal  and  in 
violation  of  the  plighted  faith  and  obligations  of  the  United  States  con- 
tained in  sundr>'  treaties  heretofore  entered  into  with  the  Indian  tribes 
or  bands  occupants  of  said  reservation,  and  that  the  further  execution  of 
said  order  will  not  only  occasion  much  distress  and  suffering  to  peaceable 
Indians,  but  retard  the  work  of  their  civilization  and  engender  amongst 
them  a  distrust  of  the  National  Government,  I  have  detennined,  after  a 
careful  examination  of  the  several  treaties,  acts  of  Congress,  and  otlier 
official  data  l>earing  on  the  subject,  aided  and  assisted  therein  by  the 
advice  and  opinion  of  the  Attonicy-General  of  the  Uuiletl  States  duly 
rendered  in  that  behalf,  that  the  lands  so  proposed  to  be  restored  to  the 
public  domain  l)y  said  Executive  order  of  February  27.  18S5,  are  included 
as  existing  Indian  rcsenations  on  the  east  bank  of  the  Missouri  River  by 
the  terms  of  the  second  article  of  the  treaty  with  the  Sioux  Indians  con- 
cluded April  29,  i868»  and  that  consequently,  being  treaty  reser\*ations, 
the  Executive  was  without  lawful  jxiwer  to  restore  them  to  the  public 
domain  by  said  Executive  order,  which  is  therefore  deemed  and  consid- 
ered to  be  wholly  inoperative  and  void;  and 

Whereas  the  laws  of  the  United  States  provide  for  the  removal  of  all 
persons  residing  or  being  found  upon  Indian  lands  and  territory  without 
pennission  expressly  and  legally  obtained  of  the  Interior  Department: 

Now.  therefore,  in  order  to  maintain  inviolate  the  soleuni  pledges  and 
])!ighted  faith  of  the  Government  as  given  in  the  treaties  in  question,  and 
for  the  purpose  of  properly  protecting  the  interests  of  the  Indian  tribes 
as  well  as  of  the  Ifnited  States  in  the  premises,  and  to  the  end  that  no 
person  or  persons  may  be  induced  to  enter  upon  said  lauds,  where  they 
will  not  l)e  allowed  to  remain  without  the  permission  of  the  authority 
aforesaid,  I,  Gr(jver  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States. do  hereby 
declare  and  proclaim  the  said  Executive  order  of  February  27,  iSS5,to 
be  in  contravention  of  the  treaty  obligations  of  the  United  States  witli 
the  Sioux  tribe  of  Indians,  and  therefore  to  be  inoperative  and  of  no 
effect;  and  I  further  declare  that  the  lands  intended  to  be  embraced 
therein  are  existing  Indian  reservations,  and  as  such  available  for  Indian 
purposes  alone  and  subject  to  the  Indian-intercourse  acts  of  the  United 
States.  I  do  further  wani  and  admonish  all  and  every  person  or  persons 
now  in  the  o*:cupation  of  said  lands  under  color  of  said  Executive  order, 
and  all  such  person  or  persons  as  are  intending  or  preparing  to  enter  and 
settle  upon  the  same  thereunder,  that  they  will  neither  be  permitted  to 
remain  or  enter  U|xm  sai<l  lands,  and  such  jiersons  as  are  already  there 
are  hereby  required  to  vacate  aiul  remove  therefrom  with  their  effects 
within  sixty  days  from  the  date  hereof;  and  in  case  a  due  regard  for  and 
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voUmtary  obedience  ro  the  laws  and  treaties  of  the  United  States  and  this 
admonition  and  waming  l^enot  sufficient  to  effect  the  purpose  and  inten- 
tions as  herein  declared,  all  the  power  of  the  Govcnnncnt  will  he  em- 
ployed to  carry  into  proper  execution  the  treaties  and  laws  of  the  United 
States  herein  referred  to. 

In  testimony  thereof  I  hereunto  set  my  hand  and  cause  the  seal  of  the

Whereas  certain  portions  of  the  Cheyenne  and  Arapahoe, Indian  Res- 
ervation, in  the  Indian  Ter^itor^^  are  occupied  by  persons  other  than 
Indians,  who  claim  the  right  to  keep  and  graze  cattle  thereon  ]>y  agree- 
ment made  with  the  Indians  for  whose  special  possession  and  occupancy 
the  said  lands  have  been  reserveil  by  the  Ciovemment  of  the  United  States, 
or  under  other  pretexts  and  licenses;  and 

Whereas  all  such  agreements  and  licenses  are  deemed  void  and  of  no 
effect,  and  the  persons  so  occui>ying  said  lands  with  cattle  are  considered 
imlawfuUy  upon  the  domain  of  the  United  States  so  reser\'ed  as  afore- 
said; and 

Wliereas  the  claims  of  such  persons  under  said  leases  and  licenses  and 
their  unauthorized  presence  uix)n  such  reser\'ation  have  caused  com- 
plaint and  discontent  on  the  part  of  the  Indians  located  thereon,  and  are 
likely  to  cause  serious  outbreaks  and  disturbances: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  order  and  direct  that  all  persons  other  than  Indians  who  are 
now  upon  any  part  of  said  reservation  for  the  purjxjse  of  grazing  cattle 
thereon,  and  their  servants  and  agents,  and  all  other  unauthorized  per- 
sons now  upon  said  reservation,  do.  within  forty  days  from  the  date  of 
this  proclamation,  depart  and  entirely  remove  therefrom  with  their  cattle, 
horses,  and  other  property.

The  President  of  the  United  States  has  just  received  the  sad  tidings 
of  the  death  of  that  ilhistrioiis  citizen  and  ex-President  of  the  United 
States,  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant,  at  Mount  McGregor,  in  the  State  of 
New  York,  to  which  place  he  had  lately  been  removed  in  the  endeavor 
to  prolong  his  life. 

In  making  this  antionncemcnt  to  the  people  of  the  United  States  the 
President  is  impressed  with  the  magnitude  of  the  public  loss  of  a  great 
military  leader,  who  was  in  the  hour  of  victory  magnanimous,  amid  dis- 
aster serene  and  self -sustained;  who  in  every  station,  whether  as  a  soldier 
or  as  a  Chief  Magistrate,  twice  called  to  power  by  his  fellow -countn'men, 
trod  unswer\nngly  the  pathway  of  duty,  undeterred  by  doubts,  single- 
minded  and  straightfonvard. 

The  entire  country  has  witnessed  with  deep  emotion  his  prolonged  and 
patient  stniggle  with  painful  disease,  and  has  watched  by  his  couch  of 
suffering  with  tearful  sympathy. 

The  destined  end  has  come  at  last,  and  his  spirit  has  returned  to  the 
Creator  who  sent  it  forth. 

The  great  heart  of  the  nation  that  followed  him  when  living  with  love 
and  pride  bows  now  in  sorrow  abo\'e  him  dead,  tenderly  mindful  of  liis 
virtues,  his  great  patriotic  services,  and  of  the  loss  occasioned  by  his  death. 

In  testimony  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  General  Grant,  it  is  ordered 
that  the  Executive  Mansion  and  the  several  Departments  at  Washington 
be  draped  in  mourning  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  and  that  all  public 
business  shall  on  the  day  of  the  funeral  be  suspended;  and  the  Secre- 
taries of  War  and  of  the  Navy  will  cause  orders  to  be  issued  for  appro- 
priate mihtar>'  and  naval  honors  to  be  rendered  on  that  day.

Whereas  public  policy  demands  that  the  ]niblic  domain  shall  be  resented 
for  the  occupancy  of  actual  settlers  in  goo<l  faith,  and  that  our  people 
who  seek  homes  upon  such  domain  shall  in  no  wise  be  prevented  by  any 
wrongful  iulerference  from  the  safe  and  free  entry  thereon  to  which  they 
may  Ijc  entitled;  and 

Whereas,  to  secure  and  maintain  this  beneficent  policy,  a  statute  was 
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passed  hv  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  on  the  2sth  day  of  February, 
iu  the  year  1S85.  which  declared  to  lie  nnlawfid  all  iiiclosnres  of  any  pub- 
lic lands  in  any  State  or  Territor>'  to  any  of  which  land  included  within 
said  inclosurc  the  person,  party,  association,  or  corporation  makin)^  or 
controlling  such  inclosure  had  no  claim  or  color  of  title  made  or  acquired 
Ml  good  faith,  or  an  asserted  right  thereto  by  or  under  claim  made  in 
good  faith  with  a  view  to  entry  thereof  at  the  proper  land  office;  and 
which  statute  also  prohibited  any  person,  by  force,  threats,  intimidation, 
or  by  any  fencing  or  inclosure  or  other  unlawful  means,  from  prevent- 
ing or  obstructing  any  i>erson  from  |x?aceably  entering  up<">Ti  or  estab- 
lishing a  settlement  or  residence  on  any  tract  of  public  land  subject  to 
settlement  or  cntr>'  under  the  public-land  laws  of  the  United  States,  and 
from  preventing  or  olistructing  free  passage  and  transit  over  or  through 
the  public  lands;  and 
Whereas  it  is  by  the  fifth  section  of  said  act  provided  as  follows: 

That  the  President  is  hereby  authorizetl  to  take  such  means  as  shall  be  necessary 
to  remove  and  destroy  any  unlawful  inclosure  of  any  of  said  lands,  and  to  employ 
civil  or  military  force  as  may  be  nccessiiry  for  tliat  purpose. 

And  whereas  it  has  lieen  brought  to  my  knowledge  that  unlawful  inclo- 
sures,  and  such  as  are  prohibited  by  the  terms  of  the  aforesaid  statute, 
exist  upon  the  public  domain,  and  that  actual  legal  settlement  thereon  is 
prevented  and  ol)structed  by  such  iuclosures  and  by  force,  tlireats,  and 
intimidation: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Orovcr  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States, 
do  hereby  order  and  direct  that  any  and  every  unlawful  inclosure  of  the 
public  lands  maintained  by  any  jwrson,  association,  or  corixiralitm  l)e  im- 
mediately removed;  and  I  do  hereby  forbid  any  j)erson,  association,  or  cor- 
poration from  preventing  or  obstructing  by  means  of  such  iuclosures,  or 
by  force,  threats,  or  intimidation,  any  person  entitled  thereto  from  peace- 
ably entering  up<m  and  establishing  a  settlement  or  residence  on  any  part 
of  such  public  land  which  is  subject  to  entry  and  settlement  under  the 
laws  of  the  United  States. 

And  I  command  and  require  each  and  every  officer  of  the  United  States 
upon  whom  the  duty  is  legally  devolved  to  cause  this  order  to  l)e  obeywl 
and  all  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  Congress  herein  mentioned  to  be  faith- 
fully enforced.

tion in  iHjrts  of  the  United  States  from  vessels  arriving  from  any  port  iu

much  of  the  duty  at  the  rate  of  5  cents  per  ton  as  may  Ije  in  excess  of  the 
tonnage  and  liglit-housc  dues,  or  other  ecpiivalent  tax  or  taxes,  imposed 
on  American  vessels  by  the  government  of  the  foreign  country  in  which 
sucli  port  is  situated:

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS.

Any  person  who  has  httn  in  the  classified  departmental  scr^'ice  for  one  year  or 
more  iniiiiediatcly  previous  may,  when  the  needs  of  the  service  require  it,  Ise  traus- 
ferred  or  appointed  to  any  other  place  therein  upon  producing  a  certificate  from  the 
Civil  Service  Commission  that  such  person  has  passed  at  the  required  grade  one  or 
more  examinations  which  are  together  equal  to  that  necessary  for  orig^inal  entrance 
lo  the  place  which  would  \k  secured  by  the  transfer  or  appointment;  and  any  person 
who  has  for  three  years  last  precedinj^  ser\'ed  as  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  l*resi(lcnt 
of  the  United  States  may  be  transferred  or  appointed  to  any  place  in  the  classiiied 
service  without  examination.

EXECUTIVE  ORDER. 


■\^'^hereas  the  Government  of  His  Majesty  the  King  of  Italy  has  ex- 
tended to  the  Goveniment  of  the  Utiiled  Stales  an  invitation  lo  partici- 
pate iu  a  sanitary  conference  to  be  held  at  Rome  on  the  islh  day  of 
May,  1885,  for  the  piupose  of  devising  efficient  measures  lo  prevent  the 
invasion  of  cholera  and  lo  mitigate  its  disastrous  consequences;  and 

Whereas,  by  a  provision  of  the  act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  mak- 
ing appropriations  for  sundry  civil  expenses  of  the  Government  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  jo,  1886.  and  for  other  purjxjses."  ai)proved 
March  3,  18S5,  for  the  suppression  of  epidemic  diseases,  the  President 
of  the  Uuiled  States  is  authorized,  in  case  of  threatened  or  actual  epi- 
demic of  cholera  or  yellow  fever,  to  use  certain  approprintcd  sums,  made 
immediately  available,  "in  aid  of  Slate  and  local  boards  or  otherwise, 
in  his  discretion,  in  preventing  and  suppressing  the  spread  of  the  same 
and  for  maintaining  quarantiue  and  maritime  inspections  at  points  of 
danger;"  and 

Whereas  there  is  imminent  danger  of  a  recurrence  of  a  cholera  epi- 
demic in  KuroiX',  which  may  Ix"  brought  to  oiu'  shores  unless  adequate 
measures  of  international  or  local  quarantine  and  maritime  inspection 
are  taken  in  season,  which  measures  of  preventive  insj>ectian  are  proper 
to  l»e  considered  by  the  aforesaid  conference,  to  the  end  that  their  effi- 
ciency in  divers  coimtries  may  be  securetl; 

Now,  therefore,  in  virtue  of  the  discretionary  authority  conferred  upon 
me  by  the  aforesaid  act  of  Congress,  I  hereby  designate  and  app«5int 
Major  George  M.  Sternlxirg.  surgeon  in  the  Uuiled  States  Army,  lo 
attend  said  conference  at  Rome  as  the  delegate  thereto  on  the  part  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  under  the  directions  and  instruc- 
tions of  the  Secretary  of  State;  and  I  hereby  direct  the  Secretary  of  War 
to  detail  the  said  George  M.  Sternberg  to  perform  the  special  service  to 
which  he  is  thus  assigned,  with  full  pay  and  allowances  as  on  active 
service;  and  I  further  direct  tliat  the  reasonable  and  necessary  expenses 
of  travel  aud  sojouni  of  the  said  George  M.  Stcrnl>erg  iu  proceeding 
from  Washington  lo  Rome,  and  during  his  attendance  there  upon  the 
sessions  of  the  said  conference,  and  in  rctnniing,  upon  the  conclusion 
thereof,  from  Rome  to  Washington,  l>e  adjusted  and  paid  from  the  ap- 
propriation available  under  the  aforesaid  act  of  March  3, 1S85,  upon  his 
statement  of  account  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  State.

and  for  maintaining-  quarantine  and  maritime  insi^ections  at  points  of 
danger;"  and 

Whereas  there  is  imminent  daufi^er  of  a  recurrence  of  a  cholera  epi- 
demic in  Europe,  which  may  be  brought  to  our  shores  unless  adequate 
measures  of  international  or  local  quarantine  inspections  are  taken  in 
season,  which  measures  of  preventive  inspection  are  projKjr  subjects  to 
be  considered,  to  the  end  that  their  efficiency  in  divers  countries  may  be 
secured : 

Now,  therefore,  in  virtue  of  the  discretionary  authority  conferred  upon 
me  by  the  aforesaid  act  of  Congress,  I  hereby  designate  and  appoint 
Dr.  E.  O.  ShakespeaVe,  M.  D.,  of  Peniusylvania,  as  a  representative  of 
the  Government  of  the  United  States,  to  proceed,  under  the  directions 
of  the  Sc^cretary  of  Stale,  to  Spain  and  such  other  countries  in  Europe 
where  the  cholera  exists,  and  make  investigation  of  the  causes,  progress, 
and  jiroper  prevention  and  cure  of  the  said  diseases,  in  order  that  a  full 
report  may  l>e  made  of  them  to  Congress  during  the  next  ensuing  ses- 
sion; and  I  direct  that  the  reasonable  and  necessary  exjjenses  of  travel 
and  sojourn  of  tlit-  said  E.  O.  Shakespeare  in  proceeding  from  Washing- 
ton to  Spain  and  elsewhere  in  Europe  as  he  may  find  it  absolutely  neces-

2.  It  shall  he  the  duty  of  every  executive  officer  promptly  to  inform  tlie  Commis-

No  person  dismissed  from  the  public  service  for  misconduct  shall  be  ailniitted  to 
examination  within  two  years  thereafter,  and  no  jHrrson  not  absolutely  appointed 
or  employed  after  probation  shall  be  admitted  to  an  cxamiuation  within  one  year 
tliereafter. 

3.  No  person  under  eidislment  in  the  Army  or  Navy*  of  the  United  States  shall  be 
examined  under  these  rules,  except  for  some  place  requiring  special  qualifioaiioiis, 
and  with  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  hc*ad  of  the  Department  under  which  he  is 
enlisted.

1 ,  Every  regular  application  xniist  he  supported  by  proper  certificates  of  good  moral 
character,  health,  and  physical  and  mental  capacity  for  doinj^  the  public  work,  tiic 
certificates  to  be  in  such  form  and  number  as  the  regulations  of  the  Commission  shall 
provide;  but  no  certificate  will  be  received  which  is  iucousislent  with  the  tenth  sec- 
tion of  the  civil-service  act. 

2.  No  one  shall  Ix;  examined  for  admission  to  the  classified  ]x>stal  service  if  under 
l6  or  over  35  years  of  age,  excepting  messengers,  stampers,  and  other  junior  assi.<Tt- 
ants,  who  must  not  l>e  umler  14  years  of  age,  or  to  the  classified  customs  service  or  to 
the  classified  departmental  service  if  under  iS  or  o\'er  45  years  of  age;  but  no  one 
shall  be  examined  for  appointment  to  any  place  in  tlie  classified  customs  service, 
except  that  of  clerk  or  messenger,  who  is  under  21  years  of  age;  but  these  limitations 
of  age  shall  not  apply  to  persons  honorably  discharged  from  the  military  or  naval 
sen'ice  of  the  country  who  are  otherwise  duly  qualified. 

BfI.E   XVI. 

1.  Whenever  any  officer  having  the  power  nf  appointment  or  employment  shall  so 
request,  there  shall  be  certifie«l  to  hitn  by  the  Commission  or  the  proper  examining 
board  four  names  for  the  vacancy  specified,  to  be  taken  from  those  graded  liigheston 
the  proper  register  of  those  in  his  bnmch  of  the  service  and  remaining  eligible,  regard 
being  had  for  any  right  of  preference  and  to  the  apportionments  to  States  and  Terri- 
tories; and  from  the  said  four  a  selection  shall  be  made  for  the  vacancy.  Uut  if  a 
person  is  on  both  a  general  and  a  special  register  he  need  not  be  certified  for  the 
former,  except  at  tlie  discretion  of  the  Commission,  until  he  has  remained  two  months 
U[Kin  the  latter. 

2.  These  certifications  for  the  service  at  Washington  shall  be  made  in  such  order 
as  to  apportion,  as  nearly  as  may  be  pracLicable,  the  original  appointments  thereto 
among  the  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia  u]>on  the  basis  of 
population  as  ascertained  at  the  last  preceding  census. 

3.  In  cose  the  request  for  any  such  certification  or  any  law  or  regulation  shall  call 
for  those  of  eitlier  sex,  |jcrsons  of  that  sex  shall  be  certifictl;  otherwise  sex  shall  be 
disrcgardc<l  in  such  certification. 

4.  Subject  to  the  other  provisions  of  this  rule,  persons  eligible  on  any  register 
shall  l>e  entitled  to  tliree  certifications  only  to  the  same  officer,  but  with  his  request 
in  writing  there  may  be  n  fourth  certification  of  such  persons  to  him  when  reached 
in  order.  No  one  shall  remain  eligible  for  more  than  one  year  iipon  any  register, 
except  as  may  be  proWded  by  regulation;  but  these  restrictions  shall  not  extend  to 
examinations  under  clause  5  of  Rule  VII.  No  person  while  remaining  eligible  on 
any  register  shall  l>e  admitted  to  a  new  examination,  and  no  i>erson  having  failed 
upon  any  examination  shall  within  six  months  be  admitted  to  another  examination 
without  the  ctmsent  <if  the  Commission. 

5.  Any  person  appointed  to  or  employed  in  any  place  in  the  classified  service  who 
shall  Ix"  dismissed  or  separated  therefrom  without  fault  or  delinquency  on  hts  part 
may  be  reappointed  or  reemployed  in  the  same  IX*partment  or  office,  at  a  grade  for 
which  no  higher  examination  is  required  than  that  for  the  position  he  last  held. 
within  one  year  next  following  .such  dismissal  or  separation,  without  further  exami- 
naliou,  on  such  certification  as  the  Commission  may  pronde. 

RTTLB   XVII. 

I.  E\'ery  original  appointment  or  employment  in  said  classified  ser\'ice  shall  be  for 
the  proliationary  pcrio<l  of  six  months,  at  the  end  of  which  time,  if  the  conduct  and 
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capacity  of  ihc  person  appointed  have  been  found  satisfaclon'  to  the  officer  having 
the  <lut3-  of  selection,  the  prnbalioner  shall  be  absolutely  iipjx^inled  or  employe*!,  but 
otherwise  he  deemwl  out  of  ihu  semce. 

2.  Every  officer  under  whom  any  proI>ationer  shall  serve  during  any  part  of  the 
proliation  provideil  for  by  these  rules  shall  carefully  observe  the  quality  and  value 
of  the  sen-ice  rendered  by  such  probationer,  and  shall  report  to  the  proper  appoint- 
ing officer  in  writing  the  facts  observed  by  him,  showing  the  character  and  qualifica- 
tions of  such  probatit>ncr  and  of  the  service  performed  by  him;  and  such  reports  shall 
be  preservefl  on  file. 

3.  Every  false  statement  knowingly  made  by  any  person  in  his  application  for 
examination,  and  every  connivance  by  hini  at  any  false  statement  made  in  any  cer- 
tiHcate  which  may  accompany  his  application,  and  every  deception  or  fraud  prac- 
ticed by  him  or  by  any  persem  in  his  tichalf  and  with  his  knowledge  to  influence  his 
examination,  certification,  ur  appointment,  shall  be  regarded  as  good  cause  fur  refus- 
ing to  certify  such  [xTson  or  for  the  removal  or  discharge  of  such  person  during  his 
probation  or  thereafter. 

RUI^  XtX. 

There  are  excepted  from  examinattMn  the  following:  (1)  The  confidential  clerk 
or  secretary  of  any  head  of  a  Drpartnunt  or  office;  (2)  cashiers  of  collectors;  (3) 
cashiers  of  postmasters;  (4)  superintendents  of  money-order  divisions  in  i>ost-oRices; 
(5)  the  direct  custotlians  of  money  for  whose  fidelity  another  officer  is  imder  official 
bond,  and  disbursing  officers  having  the  custwly  of  money  who  give  bond;  but  tliese 
exceptions  shall  not  extend  to  any  official  Ijelow  tlie  grade  of  assistant  cashier  or 
teller;  (6)  persons  employed  exclusively  in  the  secret  service  of  the  Government, 
or  as  translators,  or  interpreters,  ur  stenographers;  {7)  persons  whose  employment 
is  exclusi\-ely  professional,  but  medical  examiners  are  not  included  among  such 
persons;  (8)  chief  clerks,  deputy  collectors,  deputy  naval  officers,  deputy  sur\'eyors 
of  customs,  and  superintendents  or  diiefs  of  divisions  or  bureaus.  But  no  person  so 
excepted  shall  be  either  transferred.  apiJointe<l,or  pnmtoted,  unless  to  some  exceptitl 
place,  without  an  examination  under  the  Commission,  which  examination  shall  not 
take  place  within  six  months  after  entering  the  ser%*ice.  Promotions  may  be  made 
without  examination  in  offices  where  t:xanunatioiis  are  not  now  held  until  rules  on 
the  subject  shall  be  promulgated. 

RULB  XXI.  J 

1.  No  person,  unless  excepted  under  Rule  XIX,  .shall  1»  admitted  into  the  classi- 
fie<l  civil  service  from  any  place  not  within  said  service  without  an  examination  and 
certification  under  the  rules;  with  this  exception,  that  any  person  whu  shall  have 
been  an  officer  for  one  year  or  more  last  prece<ling  in  any  Department  or  office,  in  a 
grade  alwvc  the  cla.ssificd  service  thereof,  may  l>c  transferred  or  appointed  to  any 
place  in  the  service  of  the  same  witliout  examination. 

2.  No  person  who  has  passed  only  a  limited  examination  under  clause  4  of  Rtde 
VII  for  the  lower  classes  or  grades  in  the  departmental  or  customs  service  shall  be 
appointed,  or  be  promoted  within  two  years  after  appointment,  to  any  piwition  giv- 
ing a  salary  of  Ji,aoo  or  upward,  without  first  passing  an  examination  under  clause  I 
of  said  rule;  and  sucli  examination  shall  not  be  aliowe<l  within  the  first  year  after 
ap|iointmeut. 

3.  But  a  {ler.tion  who  has  passed  the  examination  tinder  said  clause  i,  and  has 
accepted  a  position  giving  a  salary  of  I900  or  less,  shall  have  the  same  right  of  pro- 
tnotion  as  if  originally  appointed  to  a  position  giving  a  .Siklary  of  f  1,000  or  more. 

4.  The  Comnn'ssion  may  at  any  time  certify  for  a  I900  or  any  lower  place  in  the 
clas(ufie«}  service  any  jjerson  upon  the  register  who  has  passed  the  examination  under 
clause  I  of  Rule  VII  if  such  person  rioes  not  object  before  such  certification  is  made. 
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KuuE  xxn. 

Any  person  who  has  been  in  tlic  classific«i  deptirtmcntal  scn'icc  f<ir  six  months  or 
more  inmifiiialely  previous  may,  wlien  the  needs  of  the  scr\'icc  require  it,  he  trans- 
ferred or  appointed  to  any  otlier  place  tlierein  ujion  producing  a  certificate  from  the 
Civil  Ser\'ice  Cottiniissioii  that  such  person  has  piisscd  at  the  required  p^de  one  or 
more  examinations  which  are  together  e<jual  to  that  necessary*  for  original  entrance 
to  the  place  which  would  be  securetl  by  the  transfer  or  appointment;  and  any  person 
who  has  for  three  years  last  preceding  served  as  a  clerk  in  the  office  of  the  President 
of  Uie  United  States  may  be  transferred  or  appointed  to  auy  place  in  the  classified 
service  without  cxami nation.

FIRST  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 


Washington,  December  8,  1883 • 
To  tilt'  Congress  of  ttu  United  States: 

Your  assembling  is  clouded  by  a  sense  of  public  bereavement,  catised 
by  the  recent  and  sudden  death  of  Thomas  A.  Hendricks,  \'ice- President 
of  the  United  States.  His  distinguished  public  services,  his  complete 
integrity  and  devotion  to  every  duty,  and  his  personal  virtues  will  find 
honorable  record  in  his  country's  history. 

Ample  and  repeated  proofs  of  the  esteem  and  confidence  in  which  he 
was  held  by  his  fellow-countrymen  were  manifested  by  his  election  to 
offices  of  the  most  important  trust  and  highest  dignity;  and  at  length, 
full  of  years  and  honors,  he  has  been  laid  at  rest  amid  universal  sorrow 
and  benediction. 

The  Constitution,  which  requires  those  cho.sen  to  legislate  for  the 
people  to  annually  meet  in  the  discharge  of  their  solemn  trust,  also  re- 
qiu'res  the  President  to  give  to  Congress  information  of  the  state  of  the 
Union  and  recommend  to  their  consideration  such  measures  as  he  shall 
deem  necessary  and  expedient.  At  the  threshold  of  a  compliance  with 
these  constitutional  directions  it  is  well  for  us  to  bear  in  mind  that  our 
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usefulness  to  the  people's  interests  will  he  promoted  by  a  constant  appre- 
ciation of  the  scope  atid  character  of  our  respective  duties  as  they  relate  to 
Federal  le^^islatiun.  While  the  Hxecutive  may  reconunend  such  measures 
as  he  shall  deem  expedient,  the  responsibility  for  legislative  action  must 
and  should  rest  tipf»n  those  selected  by  the  people  to  make  their  laivs. 

Contemplation  of  the  ^rave  and  responsible  functions  assigned  to  the 
respective  branches  of  the  Government  under  the  Constitution  will  dis- 
close the  partitions  of  power  between  our  respective  dejKirtments  and 
their  necessary  independence,  and  also  the  need  for  the  exercise  of  all  the 
power  intrusted  to  each  in  that  spirit  of  comity  and  cooperation  which  is 
essential  to  the  proper  fulfillment  of  the  patriotic  oblij^ations  which  rest 
upon  us  as  faithful  servants  of  the  people. 

The  jealous  watchfulness  of  our  constituencies,  ^reat  and  small,  sup- 
plements their  suffrages,  and  before  the  tribunal  they  establish  every 
pidilic  ser\'ant  should  be  judged. 

It  is  gratifying  to  anuoimce  that  the  relations  of  the  United  States 
with  all  foreign  powers  continue  to  be  friendly.  Our  position  after 
nearly  a  century  of  successful  constitutiunal  government,  maintenance 
of  good  faith  in  all  our  engagements,  the  avoidance  of  complications  with 
other  nations,  and  our  consistent  and  amicable  attitude  toward  the  strong 
and  weak  alike  furnish  proof  of  a  pohtical  distM.isition  which  renders  pro- 
fessions of  good  will  unnecessar>'.  There  are  no  questions  of  difficulty 
pending  with  an>'  foreign  govenunent. 

The  Argentine  Go\-ernment  has  revived  the  long  dormant  question  of 
the  Falkland  Islands  by  claiming  from  the  United  States  indemnity  for 
their  loss,  attributed  to  the  action  of  the  commander  of  the  sloop  of  war 
Lfxinglo7i  in  breaking  u]>  a  piratical  colony  on  those  islands  in  i^;^i,  and 
their  subsequent  occuj)atiou  by  Great  Britain.  In  view  of  the  ample 
justification  for  the  act  of  the  Lexington  and  the  derelict  condition  of 
the  islands  before  and  after  their  alleged  occupation  by  Argentine  colo- 
nists, this  Government  c<jnsiders  the  claim  as  wholly  groundless. 

Question  has  arisen  with  the  Government  of  Austria-Hungan*  touch- 
ing the  representation  of  the  United  States  at  \^iemia.  Having  mider 
my  constitutional  prerogative  appointed  an  estimable  citizen  of  imim- 
peached  probity  and  competence  as  minister  at  lliat  court,  tiie  Govern- 
ment of  Austria-Hungary  invited  this  Government  to  take  cognizance  of 
certain  exceptions,  based  upon  allegations  against  the  personal  accepta- 
bility of  Mr.  Kciley,  the  appointed  envoy,  asking  that  in  \new  thereof 
the  appointment  should  Ijc  witlulrawn.  The  reasons  advanced  were 
such  as  could  not  be  acquiesced  in  without  violation  of  my  oath  of  office 
and  the  precepts  of  the  Constitution,  since  they  necessarily  involved  a 
limitation  in  favor  of  a  foreign  government  u^Km  the  right  of  selection 
by  the  Executive  and  required  such  an  application  of  a  religious  lest  as 
a  qualification  for  office  under  the  United  Slates  as  would  have  resulted 
iu  the  practical  disfranchisement  of  a  large  class  of  our  citizens  and  the 
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abandonment  of  a  vital  principle  in  our  Goveniment.  The  Austro- 
Hungarian  Goveniment  finally  decided  not  to  receive  Mr.  Keiley  as  the 
envoy  of  the  United  ^States,  and  that  gentleman  has  since  resigned  his 
commission,  leaving  the  post  vacant.  I  have  made  no  new  nomination, 
and  the  interests  of  this  Government  at  Vienna  are  now  in  the  care  of 
the  secretary  of  legation,  acting  as  cliargc  d'affaires  ad  interim.. 

Early  in  March  last  war  broke  ont  in  Central  America,  caused  by  the 
attempt  of  Guatemala  to  consolidate  the  several  States  into  a  single  gov- 
ernment. In  these  contests  between  our  neighboring  States  the  United 
States  forebore  to  interfere  actively,  but  lent  the  aid  of  their  friendly 
offices  in  deprecation  of  war  and  to  promote  peace  and  concord  among 
the  l^elligerents,  and  by  such  counsel  contributed  importantly  to  the  res- 
toration of  Irauquillily  in  that  locality. 

Emergencies  growing  out  of  civil  war  in  the  United  States  of  Colom- 
bia demanded  of  the  Government  at  the  Ijeginning  of  this  Administra- 
tion the  employment  of  aniied  forces  to  fulfill  its  guaranties  under  the 
thirty-fifth  article  of  the  treaty  of  1846.  in  order  to  keep  the  transit  open 
across  the  Isthmus  of  Pauama.  Desirous  of  exercising  only  the  powers 
expressly  reser\'ed  to  us  by  the  treaty,  and  mindful  of  the  rights  of 
Colombia,  the  forces  sent  to  the  Isthmus  were  instructed  to  confine  their 
action  to  "positively  and  efficaciously"  preventing  the  transit  and  its 
accessories  from  being  "interrupted  or  embarrassed. " 

The  execution  of  this  delicate  and  responsible  task  necessarily  involved. 
police  control  where  the  local  authority  was  temporarily  jxiwerless,  but 
always  in  aid  of  the  sovereignly  of  Colombia. 

The  prompt  and  successful  fulfillment  of  its  duty  by  this  Government 
was  highly  appreciated  by  the  Government  of  Colombia,  and  has  been 
followed  by  expressions  of  its  satisfaction. 

High  praise  is  due  to  the  officers  and  men  engaged  in  this  service. 

The  restoration  of  peace  on  the  Islhnuis  by  the  recstablisliment  of 
the  constituted  Government  there  being  thus  accomplished,  the  forces 
of  the  United  Slates  were  withdrawn. 

Pending  these  occurrences  a  question  of  much  importance  was  pre- 
sented by  decrees  of  the  Colombian  Government  proclaiming  the  closure 
of  certain  jx)rts  then  in  the  hands  of  in.surgents  and  declaring  vessels 
held  by  the  revolutionists  to  be  piratical  and  liable  to  capture  by  any 
power.  To  neither  of  these  propositions  could  the  Ihiited  States  assent. 
An  effective  closure  of  ports  not  in  the  poasession  of  the  Government, 
but  held  by  hostile  partisans,  could  not  be  recognized;  neither  could  the 
vessels  of  iusiu-gents  against  the  legitimate  .sovereignty  be  deemed  hostes 
humani generis  W\K\)\\\  the  precepts  of  international  law,  whatever  might 
be  the  definition  and  ]xrnalty  of  their  acts  under  the  municipal  law  of  tlie 
State  against  whose  authority  they  were  in  revolt.  The  denial  by  this 
Government  of  the  Colombian  propositions  did  not.  however,  imply  the 
admission  of  a  belligerent  status  on  the  part  of  the  insurgents.

The  Colombian  Government  has  expresseil  its  willing^uess  to  negotiate 
conventions  for  the  atljiistincnt  by  arbitration  of  claims  by  foreign  citi- 
zens arising  out  of  tlie  destruction  of  the  city  of  Aspinwall  by  the  insur- 
rectionary forces. 

The  interest  of  the  United  States  in  a  practicable  transit  for  ships 
across  the  strip  of  land  separating  the  Atlantic  from  the  Pacific  has  been 
repeatedly  manifested  during  the  last  half  century. 

My  immediate  predecessor  caused  to  l>e  negotiated  with  Nicaragua  a 
treaty  for  the  construction,  by  and  at  the  sole  cost  of  the  United  States* 
of  a  canal  through  Xicnraguan  territon.',  and  laid  it  before  the  Senate, 
Pending  the  action  of  that  Ixxly  thereon,  I  withdrew  the  treaty  for  reex- 
amination. Attentive  consideration  of  its  provisions  leads  me  to  withhold 
it  from  resubmission  to  ttie  Senate. 

Maintaining,  as  I  do,  the  tenets  of  a  line  of  precedents  from  Washing- 
ton's day,  which  proscribe  entangling  alliances  with  foreign  states,  I  do 
not  favor  a  polic\'  of  acquisition  of  new  and  distant  territory  or  the 
incorjwration  of  remote  interests  with  our  own. 

The  laws  of  progress  are  vital  and  organic,  and  we  must  be  coascious 
of  that  irresistible  tide  of  commercial  expansion  which,  as  the  cona>mi- 
tant  of  our  active  civiliz-ation,  day  by  day  is  being  urged  onward  hy 
those  increasing  facilities  of  production,  transportation,  and  communica- 
tion to  which  steam  and  electricity  have  given  birth;  but  our  duty  in  the 
present  instructs  us  tu  address  ourselves  mainly  to  the  development  of 
the  vast  resources  of  the  great  area  committed  to  our  charge  and  to  the 
cultivation  of  the  arts  of  peace  within  our  own  borders,  though  jealously 
alert  in  preventing  the  American  heniisjihere  from  lx*ing  involveil  in  the 
political  problems  and  complications  of  distant  governments.  There- 
fore I  am  nnable  to  reconunend  propositions  involving  paramount  privi- 
leges of  ownership  or  right  outside  of  our  own  territory,  when  coupled 
with  absolute  and  unlimited  engagements  to  defend  the  territorial  integ- 
rity of  the  state  where  such  interests  lie.  While  tlie  general  project  of 
connecting  the  two  oceans  by  means  of  a  caual  is  to  be  encouraged,  I 
am  of  opinion  that  any  scheme  to  that  end  to  be  considered  with  favor 
should  Ije  free  from  the  features  alluded  to. 

The  Tehuantepec  route  is  declared  by  engineers  of  the  highest  repute 
and  by  competent  scientists  to  afford  an  entirely  practicable  transit  for 
vessels  and  cargoes,  by  means  of  a  ship  railway,  from  the  Atlantic  to  the 
Pacific,  The  obvious  advantages  of  such  a  route,  if  feasible,  over  others 
more  remote  from  the  axial  lines  of  traffic  between  Europe  and  the  Pacific, 
and  particularly  Ijetwccn  the  ^'alle5*  of  the  Mississippi  and  the  western 
coast  of  North  and  South  America,  are  deserxnng  of  consideration. 

Whatever  highway  may  l)e  constructed  across  the  Ixirrier  dividing  the 
two  greatest  maritime  areas  of  the  world  must  lie  for  tlie  world's  bene- 
fit— a  trust  for  mankind,  to  be  removed  from  the  chance  of  domination 
by  any  single  power,  nor  become  a  point  of  invitation  for  ho.stilities  or  a

prize  for  warlike  ambitinn.  An  engagement  conihininR  the  construc- 
tion, owncrsliip,  and  operation  of  such  a  work  by  this  Government,  with 
an  offensive  and  defensive  alliance  for  its  protection,  with  the  foreign 
state  whose  resiK)nsilHlities  and  rijjhts  we  would  share  is,  iti  my  \\\<\%' 
ujent.  inconsistent  with  such  dedication  to  universal  and  neutral  use,  and 
would,  moreover,  entail  measures  for  its  realization  beyond  tlie  scope  of 
our  national  ^xility  or  present  means. 

The  lapse  of  years  lias  abundantly  confirmed  the  wisdom  and  foresight 
of  those  earlier  Administrations  which,  long  before  the  conditions  of  mar- 
itime intercourse  were  changed  and  enlarged  by  the  progress  of  the  age, 
proclaimed  the  vital  need  of  intcroceanic  transit  across  the  American 
Isthmus  and  consecrated  it  in  advance  to  the  connnon  use  of  mankind  by 
their  iX)sittvL'  declarations  and  tlirough  the  formal  obligation  of  treaties. 
Toward  such  reali/aiion  the  efTortsof  my  Administration  wnll  l>e  applied, 
ever  bearing  in  mind  the  principles  on  which  it  must  rest,  and  which 
were  declared  in  no  uncertain  tones  by  Mr.  Cass.  who.  while  Secretary*  of 
State,  in  185^,  announced  that  "what  the  United  States  want  in  Central 
America,  next  to  the  happiness  of  its  people,  is  the  security  and  neutral- 
ity of  the  intcroceanic  routes  which  lead  through  it." 

The  construction  of  three  transct)nlinental  lines  of  railway,  all  in  suc- 
cessful o|x.Tation,  wholly  within  our  territory,  and  uniting  the  Atlantic 
and  the  Pacific  oceans,  lias  been  acct>mpanietl  b>'  results  of  a  most  inter- 
esting and  impressive  nature,  and  has  created  new  conditions,  not  in  the 
routes  of  connnerce  only,  but  in  political  geography,  which  powerfully 
affect  our  relations  toward  and  necessarily  increase  our  interests  in  any 
transisthmian  route  which  may  l>e  opetjed  and  employed  for  the  ends  of 
jx:ace  and  traffic,  or.  in  other  contingencies,  for  uses  inimical  to  both. 

Transportation  is  a  factor  in  the  cost  of  conmiodities  scarcely  second 
to  that  of  their  proiluction,  and  weighs  as  heaxnly  upon  the  consumer. 

Our  experience  already  has  proven  the  great  importance  of  haxnng 
the  ct.>mpetition  Inrtween  land  carriage  and  water  carriage  fully  devel- 
oi>e<l,  each  acting  as  a  protection  to  the  public  against  the  tendencies  to 
monopoly  which  arc  inherent  in  the  consolidation  of  wealth  and  power 
in  the  hands  of  vast  coqxirations. 

These  suggestiotis  may  ser\^  to  emphasize  what  I  ha\x  already  said  on 
the  score  of  the  necessity  of  a  neutralization  of  any  intcroceanic  transit; 
and  this  can  only  be  accomplished  by  making  the  uses  of  the  route  open 
to  uU  nations  and  subject  to  the  ambitions  and  warlike  necessities  of  none. 

The  drawings  and  report  of  a  recent  survey  of  the  Nicaragua  Canal 
route,  made  by  Chief  Engineer  Menocal.  will  be  communicated  for  your 
information. 

The  claims  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  for  losses  by  reason  of  the 
late  militant'  operations  of  Chile  iti  Peru  and  Boli\-ia  arc  the  subject  of 
Uvgoliation  ft>r  a  claims  LX>nvention  with  Chile,  pru\nding  for  their  sub- 
uiissiou  to  arbitration.  I 
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The  harmony  of  our  relations  with  China  is  fully  sustained. 

In  Ihe  application  of  llie  acts  lately  passed  to  execute  the  treaty  of 
iSSo,  restrictive  of  the  immigration  of  Chinese  laborers  into  the  United 
Stales.  indi\-idual  cases  of  hardship  have  occurred  l^yond  the  power  of 
the  P^xecutive  to  remetly,  and  calling  for  judicial  determination. 

The  condition  of  the  Chinese  question  in  the  Western  States  and  Ter- 
ritories i^i,  despite  this  restrictive  lej^islation,  far  from  beinj:c  satisfactory. 
The  recent  outbreak  in  Wyoming;  Territory,  where  numbers  of  unoffend- 
ing Chinamen,  indisputably  within  the  protection  of  the  treaties  and  the 
law,  were  murderetl  by  a  mob.  and  the  slill  more  recent  threatened  out- 
break of  the  same  ciiaracter  in  Washinj^ton  Territory,  arc  fresh  in  the 
minds  of  all.  and  there  is  apprehension  lest  the  bitterness  of  feeling 
aj^ainst  the  Mongolian  race  on  the  Pacific  Slope  may  find  vent  in  simi- 
lar lawless  demonstrations.  All  the  power  of  this  Government  should  l>e 
exerted  to  maiTitain  the  amplest  g<x)d  faith  toward  China  in  the  treat- 
ment of  these  men,  and  the  inflexible  sternness  of  the  law  in  bringing 
the  wrongdoers  to  justice  should  be  insisted  nixin. 

Ever>'  eflfort  has  been  made  by  this  Government  to  prevent  these  vio- 
lent outbreaks  and  to  aid  the  representatives  of  China  in  their  investiga- 
tion of  these  outrages;  and  it  is  but  just  to  say  that  they  are  traceable 
to  the  lawlessness  of  men  not  citizens  of  the  United  States  engaged  in 
comjK'litiou  with  Chinese  laborers. 

Race  prejudice  is  the  chief  factor  in  originating  these  distnrliances, 
and  it  exists  in  a  large  part  of  our  domain,  jeopardizing  our  domestic- 
peace  and  the  good  relationship  we  .strive  to  maintain  with  China. 

The  admitted  right  of  a  government  to  prevent  the  influx  of  elements 
hostile  to  its  internal  peace  and  security  may  not  lie  questioned,  even 
where  there  is  no  treaty  stipulation  on  the  subject.  That  the  exclusion 
of  Chinese  lalx>r  is  demanded  in  other  countries  where  like  conditions 
prevail  is  strongly  evidenced  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  where  Chinese 
inmiigration  is  now  regulated  by  laws  more  exclusive  than  our  own.  If 
existing  laws  are  inadequate  to  compass  the  end  iu  view,  I  shall  be  pre- 
pared to  give  earnest  consideration  to  any  further  remedial  measures, 
within  the  treaty  limits,  which  the  wisflom  of  Congress  may  devise. 

The  inde(x:ndenl  State  of  the  Kongo  has  been  organized  as  a  govern- 
ment under  the  sovereignty  of  His  Majesty  tlve  King  of  the  Belgians, 
who  assumes  its  chief  magistracy  in  his  personal  character  only,  without 
making  the  new  State  a  dependency  of  Belgium.  It  is  fortunate  that  a 
l)enighted  region,  owing  all  it  has  of  quickening  civilization  to  the  benefi- 
cence and  philanthropic  spirit  of  tliis  monarch,  should  have  the  advan- 
tage and  security  of  his  l)enevoleul  sui»ervision. 

The  action  taken  by  this  Government  last  year  in  being  the  first  to 
recogni/e  the  flag  of  the  Inteniatitmal  Association  of  the  Kongo  has  l)een 
followed  by  fonnal  recognition  of  the  new  nationality  which  succeeds  to 
its  sovereign  pi>weni. 
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A  ffinferciicc  of  flL-lv^atfs  of  the  i>riiicipnl  commercial  nations  was  held 
at  HcTliii  luHl  witiltT  lo  (liNt-uss  nu'lh*Kls  whcrel))'  the  Kongo  basin  niij^ht 
be  kept  open  to  the  world's  trade.  Delegates  attended  on  behalf  of  the 
Unilcrl  StiilcM  on  tht*  tni(lerstan<linj^  that  their  part  should  Ik*  merely 
delilieralive,  withmit  imparting  to  the  results  any  binding  character  so 
far  n»  the  Ihiited  States  were  concerned.  This  re;servc  was  dite  to  the 
indisiMisition  of  tliJM  C^.<»venitnent  t<»  share  in  any  disposal  by  an  interna- 
tional congress  of  jurisdictional  (juestioiis  in  remote  foreign  territories. 
The  resuIlH  of  the  conference  were  emlxxlied  in  a  fonnal  act  of  the  nature 
of  an  inteniiilioiiid  tcitivrtilion.  which  laid  down  certain  obligations  i>nr- 
jxjrtiug  tti  be  bindinj;  on  the  signatories,  subject  to  ratification  within 
one  ycnr.  Notwithstanding  the  reservation  under  which  the  delegates 
f  the  t '!Ute<l  Stnles  attended,  their  signatures  were  attached  to  the  gen- 
rnl  act  in  the  satuc  manner  as  tliosc  of  the  plenipotentiaries  of  other 
Rovcrumctits.  tluis  making  the  United  States  appear,  without  reserve  or 
((unliricalion.  as  signatories  to  n  joint  interualtonal  engagement  imjK»s- 
itig  ^*"  ibe  signers  the  coi»serv«lion  of  the  territorial  integrity  of  distant 
rcgion.H  where  we  hax^e  no  established  interests  or  control.  ] 

This  l^iovernmetit  th»es  not,  however,  regard  its  reservation  of  liberty 
of  action  in  the  i>remiscs  as  at  all  impaired;  and  holding  that  an  en- 
gagement to  share  in  the  ot)Hgation  of  enforcing  neutrality  in  the  remote 
valley  of  the  Kongo  would  Ik?  an  alliance  whose  responsibilities  we  are 
ni>t  in  a  ixxsitiou  to  assume.  1  aKstain  from  asking  the  sanction  of  the 
Setmte  to  that  general  act.  J 

The  c^^rresix^ndcnoe  will  l*e  lai<l  Ivfore  you,  and  the  iiLstructive  and] 
interesting  rej>ort  of  the  agent  sent  b>*  this  Govenmient  to  the  Kongo 
country  and  his  rccomniendatious  for  the  establishment  of  commercial 
agxMU'ies  i>n  the  African  cixist  are  also  submitteil  for  your  consideration. 

The  ctMumissiou  appointed  by  my  predecessor  last  winter  to  \nsit  the 
Central  and  South  American  countries  and  report  ou  the  methods  of 
I '  the  c\>mmercial  relations  of  the  United  States  therewith  ha$^ 

m:  1  rcjHjrts.  which  \\HU  l>e  laid  bcforie  \*ou.  \ 

Nn  o|>|x>r!uuily  has  Iweu  omitted  lo  testify  the  friendliness  of  this  Gov- 
onimcut  towani  Korea,  whose  cntrauoe  into  the  family  of  treaty  poircraj 
the  United  States  wer«  the  first  to  recx>gmjcc.  I  regard  with  favor  thd 
Application  niadc  by  .the  Korean  Goxx^mment  to  be  allowed  to  emplan 
Amenoan  officers  as  military  tn<:cnictor^  to  which  the  assent  of  Coogread 
becomes  nccessar\',  and  I  am  happy  to  say  this  reqnest  has  tbc  oqm 
current  sanctton  of  China  and  Japan.  j 

Tlie  arrest  and  imprvtommeiu  of  Jutio  R.  Santos,  a  cstisen  of  the  I'nitedj 
States,  by  the  authorities  of  Ecnador  gave  rise  to  a  ooatention  with  thw 
Gi>\t!fnmcnt.  in  which  his  right  to  be  rdeased  or  to  have  a  ^KxAfmam 
imt\Artial  trial  on  announced  charges  and  ^rith  «U  f^oanaties  of  defeoaJ 
Mip^iUtrd  by  treaty  ^-as  in^^sted  upon  by  sts.  After  ati  dabonrte  oar< 
reBpondence  and  repeated  and  earnest  rtprMtntations  on  oor  past  Mr. 
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Santos  was,  after  an  alleji^cd  trial  and  conviction,  eventually  included  in 
a  general  decree  of  anniest>'  and  pardoned  by  the  Ecuadorian  Kxcctitive 
and  released,  leaving  the  tjuestion  of  Ids  American  citizenship  denied  by 
the  Kcnadorian  Government,  but  insisted  upon  by  our  own. 

The  amount  adjudged  by  the  late  French  and  American  Claims  Com- 
mission to  Ixi  due  from  the  Utiited  States  to  French  claimants  on  account 
of  injuries  snfFeretl  by  them  during  the  War  of  Secession,  havin;<  been 
appropriated  hy  the  last  Congress,  has  l^een  duh'  paid  to  the  French 
Government. 

The  act  of  February  25,  1885,  provided  for  a  preliminary  search  of  the 
records  of  French  prize  courts  for  evidence  bearing  on  the  claims  of 
American  citizens  against  France  for  sjwhations  committed  prior  to  1801. 
The  duty  has  Ixien  performed,  and  the  report  of  the  agent  will  l>e  laid 
before  you. 

I  regret  to  say  that  the  restrictions  upon  the  importation  of  our  pork 
into  France  continue,  notwithstanding  the  abundant  demonstration  of 
the  absence  of  siinitary  danger  in  its  use;  but  I  entertain  strong  hopes 
that  with  a  better  understanding  of  the  matter  this  vexatious  prohibi- 
tion will  be  removed.  It  would  Ije  pleasing  to  be  able  to  say  as  nnich 
with  respect  to  Germany,  Austria,  and  other  countries,  where  such  food 
products  are  absolutely  excluded,  without  present  prospect  of  reasonable 
change. 

The  interpretation  of  our  existing  treaties  of  naturalization  by  Ger- 
many during  the  past  year  has  attracted  attention  by  reason  of  an  appar- 
etit  tendency  on  the  jjart  of  the  Inij^^rial  (lovernment  to  extend  the  scope 
of  the  residential  restrictions  to  which  reluming  naturalized  citizens  of 
German  origin  are  asserted  lo  l>e  Uable  under  the  laws  of  the  Umpire. 
The  temperate  and  just  attitude  taken  by  this  Government  with  regard 
to  this  class  of  questions  will  doubtless  lead  to  a  satisfactory  uiider- 
standing. 

The  dispute  of  Germany  and  Spain  relative  to  the  domination  of  the 
Caroline  Islands  has  attracted  the  attention  of  this  Government  by  rea- 
son of  extensive  interests  of  American  citizens  having  grown  up  in  those 
parts  during  the  past  thirty  years,  and  because  the  question  of  ownership 
involves  jurisdiction  of  matters  affecting  the  status  of  our  citizens  under 
civil  and  criminal  law.  While  standing  wholly  aloof  from  the  proprie- 
tary issues  raised  l^etween  powers  to  both  of  which  the  United  States  are 
friendly,  this  Goveniment  expects  that  nothing  in  the  present  contention 
shall  unfavorably  affect  our  citizens  carrying  on  a  i>eaccful  commerce  or 
there  domiciled,  and  has  so  informed  the  Governments  of  Spain  and 
Gennany. 

The  marked  good  will  Ijetween  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
has  been  maintained  during  the  past  year. 

The  tt-nninalion  of  the  fishing  clauses  of  the  treaty  of  Washington,  in 
pursuance  of  the  joint  resolution  of  March  3,  1883,  must  have  resulted 
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ill  the  abnipt  cessvition  on  the  ist  oF  July  of  this  year,  in  the  midst  of 
their  ventures,  of  llie  oiK*rations  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  engaged 
in  fishing  in  British  American  waters  but  for  a  diplomatic  imderstanding 
reached  with  Her  Majesty's  Government  in  June  last,  whereby  assur- 
ance was  obtained  that  no  interruption  of  those  operations  should  take 
place  during  the  current  fishing  season. 

In  the  interest  of  go<xl  neighborhood  and  of  the  commercial  inter- 
course of  adjacent  communities,  the  question  of  the  North  American  fish- 
eries is  one  of  much  importance.  Following  out  the  intimation  given 
by  me  when  the  exleusor>'  arrangement  aljove  de^criljed  was  negotiated, 
I  recommend  that  the  Congress  provide  for  the  appointment  of  a  com- 
mission in  which  tlie  Governments  of  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain 
shall  be  resixcttvely  represented,  charged  with  the  consideration  and  set- 
tlement, upon  a  just,  equitable,  and  honorable  basis,  of  the  entire  ques- 
tion of  the  fishing  riglits  of  the  two  Governments  and  their  respective 
citizens  on  the  coasts  of  the  United  States  and  British  North  America. 
The  fishing  interests  being  inliniattly  related  to  other  general  questions 
delx^ndent  upon  contiguity  and  intercourse,  consideration  thereof  in  all 
their  equities  might  also  pro|x:rly  come  within  the  purview  of  such  a 
commission,  and  the  fullest  latitude  of  expression  on  both  sides  should 
l>e  permitted. 

The  correspondence  in  relation  to  the  fishing  rights  will  be  sulnnitted. 

The  arctic  exploring  steamer  Alert,  which  was  generously  given  by 
Her  Majesty's  Government  to  aid  in  the  relief  of  the  Greely  expedition, 
was,  after  the  succe^sfnl  attainrnt-nt  of  that  humane  purpose,  returned 
to  Great  Britain,  hi  pursuance  of  the  authority  coLiferred  by  the  act  of 
March  3,  18S5. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  existing  engagements  for  extradition  between 
the  United  States  and  Great  Britain  has  been  long  apparent.  The  tenth 
article  of  the  treaty  of  1842.  one  of  the  earliest  compacts  in  this  regard 
entered  into  by  us,  stipulated  for  surrender  in  respect  of  a  limited  num- 
ber of  offenses.  Other  crimes  no  less  inimical  to  the  social  welfare 
should  be  embraced  and  the  procedure  of  extradition  brought  in  har- 
mony with  present  international  practice.  Negotiations  with  Her  Maj- 
esty's GoN'crntnent  for  an  eTilarge<l  treaty  of  extradition  have  been 
pending  since  1870,  and  I  entertain  strong  hopes  that  a  satisfactory 
result  may  l>e  soon  attained. 

The  frontier  line  between  Alaska  and  British  Columbia,  as  defined  by 
the  treaty  of  cession  with  Russia,  follows  the  demarcation  assigned  in  a 
prior  treaty  between  Great  Britain  and  Russia.  Modem  exploration  dis- 
closes that  this  ancient  l)oundar>*  is  imjiracticable  as  a  geographical  fact. 
In  the  unsettled  condition  of  that  region  the  question  has  lacke<l  impor- 
tance, but  the  discovery  of  mineral  wealth  in  the  territory  the  line  is  sup- 
posed to  traverse  admonishes  that  the  time  has  come  when  an  accurate 
•dge  of  the  boundary  is  needful  to  avert  jurisdictional  complications.

The  kMtg-pending  bairns  of  two  dtizens  of  the  United  States^  I^eUetie^ 
kiaad  Laxarc.  have  been  disposed  of  by  arbitratioo.  and  an  awaxd  in  fa\^or 


claimant  has  been  made,  which  by  the  terms  of  the  engagement 
IS  Snal.  It  remains  for  Coogress  to  pcovide  for  the  payment  ol  the  stipu- 
lated moiety  of  the  expenses. 

A  question  arose  with  Hayti  daring  the  past  year  by  reason  of  the 
exceptional  treatment  of  an  American  citizen.  Mr.  Van  Bokkelen,  a  resi- 
dent of  Port-an-Prince.  who.  on  soil  by  creditors  residing  in  the  United 
States,  was  sentenced  to  imprisonment,  and,  uuder  the  operation  of  a 
Haytian  statute.  w*as  denied  relief  secured  to  a  tsativc  Haytian.  This 
Go\-emment  asserted  his  treaty  right  to  equal  tiealraent  with  nati\'es 
'of  Ha>ti  in  all  suits  at  law.  Our  contention  was  denied  by  llie  Hay- 
tian Go\'enxment.  which.  howe\*er,  while  still  pn)fcssiiig  to  maintain  the 
ground  taken  against  Mr.  Van  Bokkelen's  right,  tenuinated  the  contro- 
\-crsy  by  setting  liira  at  liberty  without  explanation. 

An  international  conference  to  consider  the  meatis  of  arresting  the 
sprfead  of  cholera  and  other  epidemic  diseases  was  held  at  Rome  in  May 
last,  and  adjourned  to  meet  again  on  further  notice.  An  expert  tlelcgate 
on  behalf  of  the  Uuited  States  has  atteuded  its  sessions  and  will  submit 
a  report. 

Our  relations  with  Mexico  continue  to  be  most  cordial,  as  bc5ts  those 
of  neighbors  between  whom  the  strongest  ties  of  friendship  and  a>mmcr- 
cial  intimacy  exist,  as  the  natural  and  growing  consequence  of  our  simi- 
larity of  institutions  and  geographical  propinquity. 

The  relocation  of  the  boundar>-  line  between  the  United  States  and 
Mexico  westward  of  the  Rio  Grande,  under  the  convention  of  July  29, 
18S2,  has  been  unavoidably  delayed,  but  I  apprehend  uo  difficulty  iu 
securing  a  prolongation  of  the  period  for  its  accomplishment. 

The  lately  concluded  commercial  treaty  with  Mexico  still  awaits  the 
stipulated  legislation  to  carry  its  provisions  into  effect,  for  which  one 
year's  additional  time  has  been  secured  by  a  supplenxentar>'  article  signed 
in  February  last  and  since  ratified  on  both  sides. 

As  this  convention,  so  important  to  the  oimmercial  welfare  of  the  two 
adjoining  cxjuntries,  has  been  constitutionally  confirmed  by  the  treaty- 
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making-  brancli,  T  express  the  hope  that  legislatinti  needed  to  make  it 
effective  may  not  be  long  delayed. 

The  large  influx  of  capital  and  enterprise  to  Mexico  from  the  United 
States  continues  to  aid  in  the  de\'eloptnenl  <)f  the  resources  and  in  aug- 
menting the  material  well-being  of  our  sister  Republic.  Lines  of  rail- 
way, peuetrating  to  the  heart  and  capital  of  the  country',  bring  the  two 
peoples  into  unitually  beneficial  iutcrcourse,  and  enlarged  facilities  of 
transit  add  to  profitable  commerce,  create  new  markets,  and  furnish  ave- 
nues to  otherwise  isolated  comnuniities. 

I  have  already  adverted  to  the  suggested  construction  of  a  ship  railway 
across  the  narrow  fornuition  of  the  territor)'  of  Mevico  at  Tehuantcpec. 

With  the  gradual  recover>^  of  Peru  from  the  effects  of  her  late  disas- 
trous conflict  with  Chile,  and  with  the  restoration  of  civil  authority  in 
lliat  distracted  country,  it  is  hoped  that  pending  war  claims  of  our  citi- 
zens will  be  adjusted. 

In  conformity  with  notification  given  by  the  Government  of  Peru,  the 
existing  treaties  of  commerce  and  extradition  between  the  United  States 
and  that  countr>'  will  terminate  March  31, 1886, 

Our  good  relationsliip  with  Russia  continues. 

An  ofl&cer  of  the  Xav^',  detailed  for  the  purpose,  is  now  on  his  way  to 
Siberia  l>earing  the  testimonials  voted  by  Congress  to  those  who  gener- 
ously succored  the  sunnvors  of  the  unfortunate y^'«««^*//^*  expedition. 

It  is  gratifying  to  advert  to  the  cordiaUty  of  our  intercourse  with 
Spain. 

The  long-pending  claim  of  the  owners  of  the  ship  Masonic  for  loss 
suffered  through  the  admitte<l  dereliction  of  the  Spanish  authorities  in 
the  Philippine  Islands  has  been  adjusted  by  arbitration  and  an  indem- 
nity awarded.  The  principle  of  arbitration  in  such  cases,  to  which  the 
United  States  have  long  and  consistently  adhered,  thus  receives  a  fresh 
and  gratifying  confirmation. 

Other  questions  willi  Spain  have  lx;en  disposed  of  or  are  under  dip- 
lomatic consideration  with  a  view  to  just  and  honorable  scttlemeiit. 

The  operation  of  the  commercial  agreement  with  Spain  of  January*  2- 
February  13, 1884,  has  Ijeeu  found  inadequate  to  the  commercial  needs  of 
the  United  States  and  the  Spanish  Antilles,  and  the  terms  of  the  agree- 
ment arc  subjected  to  conflicting  interpretations  in  those  islands. 

Negotiations  have  been  instituted  at  Madrid  for  a  full  treaty  not  open 
to  these  objections  and  in  the  line  of  the  general  policy  touching  the 
neighborly  intercourse  of  proximate  communities,  to  which  I  elsewhere 
advert,  and  aiming,  moreover,  at  the  removal  of  existing  burdens  and 
annoying  restrictions;  and  although  a  satisfactory  termination  is  prom- 
i.sed,  I  am  compelled  to  delay  its  announcement. 

An  international  copyright  conference  was  held  at  Berne  in  Septem- 
ber, on  the  invitation  of  the  Swiss  Government.  The  envoy  of  the 
United  States  attended  as  a  delegate,  but  refrained  from  conuuittiug  this 
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Government  to  the  resnlts,  even  by  signing  llie  recommendatory  protocol 
adopted.  The  interesting  and  important  subject  of  inlernulional  copy- 
right has  been  before  you  for  several  years.  Action  is  certainly  desirable 
to  effect  the  object  in  view;  and  while  there  may  be  question  as  to  the 
relative  advantage  of  treating  it  by  legislation  or  by  specific  treaty,  the 
matured  views  of  the  Benie  conference  can  not  fail  to  aid  your  considera- 
tion of  the  subject. 

The  termination  of  the  commercial  treaty  of  1862  between  the  United 
States  and  Turkey  hns  been  sought  by  that  Government.  While  there 
is  question  as  to  tlie  snfliciency  of  the  notict  of  Icrniinalion  given,  yet  as 
the  commercial  n'ghts  of  our  citizens  in  Turkey  come  under  the  favored- 
nation  guaranties  of  the  prior  treaty  of  1830,  and  as  equal  treatment  is 
admitted  by  the  Porte,  tio  inconvenience  can  result  from  the  assent  of 
this  Government  to  the  revision  of  the  Ottoman  tariffs,  in  which  the 
treaty  powers  have  been  in\ntcd  to  join. 

Questions  concerning  our  citizens  in  Turkey  may  be  affected  by  the 
Porte's  nonacquiescence  in  the  right  of  expatriation  and  by  the  impo- 
sition of  religious  tests  as  a  condition  of  residence,  in  which  tlxis  Gov- 
enuueut  can  not  concnr.  The  United  States  must  hold  in  their  inter- 
course with  every  power  that  tlic  status  of  their  citizens  is  to  l)e  respected 
and  equal  civnl  privileges  accorded  to  them  without  regard  to  creed,  and 
affected  by  no  considerations  save  those  growing  out  of  domiciliary 
return  to  the  land  of  original  allegiance  or  of  unfulfilled  jx:rsonal  olili- 
gations  wluch  may  survive,  under  municipal  laws,  after  such  voluntary 
retuni. 

The  negotiation  with  Venezuela  relative  to  the  rehearing  of  the  awards 
of  the  mixed  commission  constituted  under  the  treaty  of  1866  was  re- 
sumed in  \'iew  of  the  recent  acquiescence  of  the  Venezuelan  envoy  in  the 
principal  point  advanced  by  this  Govenmicnt,  that  the  effects  of  the  old 
treaty  could  only  be  set  aside  by  the  operation  of  a  new  convention.  A 
result  in  substaiUial  accord  with  the  advisory  suggestions  contained  in 
the  joint  resolution  of  March  3,  1883.  has  l>een  agreed  \v^\\  and  will 
shortly  be  submitted  to  the  Senate  for  ratification. 

Under  section  3659  of  the  Revised  Statutes  all  funds  held  in  trust  by 
the  United  States  and  the  annual  interest  accruing  thereon,  when  not 
otherwise  required  by  treaty,  are  to  be  invested  in  stocks  of  the  United 
States  Ijearing  a  rate  of  interest  not  less  than  5  per  cent  pt.T  annum. 
There  Ijeiug  now  no  procurable  stocks  paying  so  high  a  rate  of  interest, 
the  letter  of  the  statute  is  at  present  inapplicable,  but  its  spirit  is  sub- 
ser\'ed  by  contiiniing  to  make  investments  of  this  nature  in  current  stocks 
bearing  tlie  liighest  interest  now  paid.  The  statute,  however,  makes  no 
provision  for  the  di.sposal  of  such  accretions.  It  being  contrary  to  the 
general  nile  of  this  Government  to  allow  interest  on  claims,  I  recommend 
the  repeal  of  the  provision  in  question  and  the  tlisposition,  under  a  U' 
form  rule,  of  the  present  acciunulations  from  invesluieut  of  trust  funds 
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Tlie  inadequacy  of  existing  legislation  loucliing  citizenship  and  nat- 
iiralizalioK  demands  your  consideration. 

While  recognizing  the  right  of  expatriation,  no  statutory  provision 
exists  providing  means  for  renouncing  citizenship  by  an  American  citizen, 
native  bom  or  naturalized,  nor  for  terminating  and  vacating  an  improper 
acfjuisition  of  citizenship.  Even  a  fraudulent  decree  of  naturalisation 
can  not  now  be  canceletl.  The  privilege  and  franciiise  of  American  citi- 
zenship should  l)e  granted  with  care,  and  extended  to  those  only  who 
intend  in  go<>cl  faith  to  assume  its  duties  and  responsibilities  when  at- 
taining its  privileges  and  l>enefits.  It  should  be  withlield  from  those 
who  merely  go  through  the  forms  of  naturaUzation  with  the  intent  of 
escaping  the  duties  of  their  original  allegiance  without  taking  upon 
themselves  those  of  their  new  status,  or  who  may  accpiire  tlie  rights  of 
American  citizenship  for  no  otlier  than  a  hostile  purpose  toward  their 
original  governments.    These  evils  have  had  many  fiagrtint  illustrations. 

I  reganl  with  favor  the  suggestion  put  forth  by  one  of  my  i^edecessors 
that  provision  be  made  for  a  central  bureau  of  record  of  the  decrees  of 
naturalization  granted  b;^  the  various  cotuts  throughout  the  United  States 
now  invested  with  that  jiower. 

The  rights  which  spring  from  domicile  in  the  United  States,  especiallj' 
when  coupled  with  a  declaration  of  intention  to  become  a  citizen,  are 
worthy  of  defniilion  by  statute.  The  .stranger  coming  hither  with  intent 
to  remain,  establisliing  his  residence  in  our  midst,  contributing  to  the 
general  welfare,  and  b>'  his  voluntary  act  declaring  his  piupose  to  assume 
the  re-sponsi bill  lies  of  citizenship,  thereby  gains  an  inchoate  status  which 
legislation  may  projierly  define.  The  laws  of  certain  States  and -Terri- 
tories admit  a  domiciled  alien  to  the  local  franchise,  conferring  on  him 
the  rights  of  citizenship  to  a  degree  whicli  places  him  in  the  anomalous 
position  of  lieing  a  citizen  of  a  vStatc  and  yet  not  of  the  United  States 
within  the  purview  of  Federal  and  international  law. 

It  is  important  within  the  .scope  of  national  legislation  to  define  this 
right  of  alien  domicile  as  distinguished  from  Federal  naturalization. 

The  connnercial  relations  of  the  United  States  with  their  immediate 
neighbors  and  with  important  areas  of  traffic  near  our  shores  suggest 
especially  liberal  intercourse  between  them  and  us. 

Following  the  treaty  of  1SS3  with  Mexico,  which  rested  on  the  basis 
of  a  reciprocal  exemption  from  customs  duties,  other  similar  treaties  were 
initiated  by  my  predecessor. 

Recognizing  the  need  of  less  obstructed  traffic  with  Cuba  and  Puerto 
Rico,  and  met  by  the  desire  of  Spain  to  succor  languishing  interests  in  the 
Antilles,  steps  were  taken  to  attain  those  ends  by  a  treaty  of  commerce. 
A  similar  treaty  was  afterwards  signed  by  the  Dominican  Republic.  Sub- 
sequently overtures  were  made  by  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government 
for  a  like  mutual  extension  of  commercial  intercourse  with  the  British 
West  Indian  and  South  American  dependencies,  but  \^^thout  result. 
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On  takius;  office  I  withdrew  for  reexamination  the  treaties  signed  with 
Spain  and  Santo  Dominj^o,  then  i>ending  l>efore  the  Senate.  The  result 
has  been  to  satisfy  tne  of  the  inexpediency  of  entering  into  engagements 
of  this  character  not  covering  the  entire  traffic. 

These  treaties  contemplated  the  surrender  I>y  the  United  States  of 
large  revenues  for  inadequate  considerations.  ITpon  sugar  aloue  duties 
were  surrendered  to  an  anioiuil  far  exceeding;  nil  the  advantages  offered 
in  excliange.  Hven  were  it  intended  to  relieve  our  consumers,  it  was 
evident  that  so  long  as  the  exemption  but  partially  covered  our  importa- 
tion such  relief  would  l>e  inusor>'.  To  relinquish  a  revenue  so  essential 
seemed  highly  improvident  at  a  time  when  new  and  large  drains  upon 
the  Treasury  were  contemplated.  Moreover,  embarrassing  questions 
would  have  arisen  under  the  favored-nation  clauses  of  treaties  with  other 
nations. 

As  a  further  objection,  it  is  evident  that  tariff  regulation  by  treaty 
diminishes  that  independent  control  over  its  own  revenues  which  is  es- 
sential for  the  safety  and  welfare  of  aiijj^oveninient,  Hniergency  calling 
for  an  increase  of  taxation  may  at  any  time  ari.se,  and  no  engagement  with 
a  foreign  power  should  exist  to  hamper  the  action  of  the  Government. 

By  the  fourteenth  section  of  the  shipping  act  approved  June  26,  18S4, 
certain  reductions  and  contingent  exemptions  from  tonnage  dues  were 
.made  as  to  vessels  entering  ports  of  the  Unite<l  States  from  any  foreign 
put  in  Xorth  and  Central  America,  the  West  India  Islands,  the  Bahamas 
and  Remiudas,  Mexico,  and  the  Isthmus  as  far  as  Aspinwall  and  Panama. 
The  Governments  of  Belgium.  Denmark,  Germany.  Portugal,  and  Sweden 
and  Norway  have  asserted,  uiuler  the  favored-nation  clause  in  their  treaties 
with  the  United  States,  a  claim  to  like  treatment  iu  respect  of  vessels 
coming  to  the  United  States  from  their  home  ports.  This  Government, 
however,  holds  that  the  privileges  granted  by  llie  act  are  purely  geo- 
graphical, inuring  to  any  vessel  of  any  foreign  power  that  may  choose 
to  engage  in  traffic  between  this  country  and  any  port  within  the  defined 
zone,  and  no  warrant  exists  under  the  most-favored-nation  clause  for  the 
extension  of  the  privileges  in  question  to  vessels  sailing  to  this  country 
from  ports  outside  the  limitation  of  the  act. 

Undoubtedly  the  relations  of  commerce  with  our  near  neighbors,  whose 
territories  form  so  long  a  frontier  line  difficult  to  be  guarded,  and  who 
find  in  our  cotmtry,  and  equally  offer  to  us.  natural  markets,  demand 
special  and  considerate  treatment.  It  rests  with  Congress  to  consider 
what  legislative  action  may  increase  faqilities  of  intercourse  which  con- 
tiguity makes  natural  and  desirable. 

I  earnestly  urge  that  Congress  recast  the  appropriations  for  the  main- 
tenance of  the  diplomatic  and  consular  service  on  a  footing  commensu- 
rate with  the  imjKjrtance  of  our  national  interests.  At  every  post  where 
a  representative  is  necessary  the  salary*  should  !>e  so  graded  as  to  jx.*nnit 
him  to  live  with  comfort.     With  the  assignment  of  adequate  salaries  the 
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so-called  notarial  extraofficial  fees,  which  our  officers  abroad  are  now 
permitted  to  treat  as  jx^rsonal  jxrrquisites.  should  Ix;  done  away  with. 
Every  act  requiring  the  certification  and  seal  of  the  officer  should  be 
taxable  at  schedule  rates  and  the  fee  therefor  returned  to  the  Treasur>*. 
By  restoring  these  revenues  to  the  public  use  the  consular  service  would 
be  self-supportiug,  even  with  a  liljeral  increase  of  the  present  low  salaries. 

In  further  prevention  of  abuses  a  system  of  consular  inspection  should 
be  instituted. 

The  appointment  of  a  limited  number  of  secretaries  of  legation  at 
large,  to  l>e  assigned  to  duty  wlierever  necessary,  and  in  particular  for 
temporary  service  at  missions  which  for  any  cause  may  be  without  a 
head,  should  also  be  authorized. 

I  favor  alsc:)  authorization  for  the  detail  of  officers  of  the  regular  serv- 
ice as  military  or  naval  attaches  at  legations. 

Some  foreign  governments  do  not  recognize  the  union  of  consular 
with  diplomatic  functions.  Italy  and  Venezuela  will  only  receive  the 
apjx>intec  in  one  of  his  two  capacities,  but  this  does  not  prevent  the  re- 
quirement of  a  Ix^nd  and  submisvsion  to  the  responsibilities  of  an  office 
whose  duties  he  can  not  discharge.  The  superadded  title  of  consul- 
general  should  be  ab.mdoned  at  all  missions. 

I  deem  it  expe<lient  that  a  well-devised  measure  for  the  reorganization 
of  the  extraterritorial  courts  in  Oriental  countries  should  replace  the 
present  system,  which  labors  under  the  disadvantage  of  combining  judi- 
cial and  executive  functions  in  the  same  office. 

In  several  Oriental  countries  generou.s  offers  have  been  made  of  prem- 
ises for  housing  the  legations  of  the  United  Stales.  A  grant  of  laud  for 
that  purpose  was  made  some  years  since  by  Japan,  and  has  been  referred 
to  in  I  lie  annual  messages  of  my  predecessor.  The  Siamese  Government 
has  made  a  gift  to  the  United  States  of  commodious  (piarters  in  Bang- 
kok. In  Korea  the  late  minister  was  permitted  to  purchase  a  building 
from  the  Govcnunent  for  legation  use.  In  China  the  premises  rented 
for  the  legation  are  fa\'ored  as  to  local  charges.  At  Tangier  the  house 
occupied  by  our  representative  has  l>eeti  for  many  years  the  property  of 
this  Government,  having  been  given  for  that  purpose  in  1822  by  the 
Sultan  of  Morocco.  I  approve  the  suggestion  heretofore  made,  that,  in 
\'iew  of  the  conditions  of  life  and  administration  in  the  Eastern  coun- 
tries, the  legation  buildings  in  China,  Japan,  Korea,  Siam,  and  perhapw 
Persia,  should  be  owned  and  funiished  by  the  Government  with  a  view 
to  permanency  and  security.  To  this  end  I  recommend  that  authority 
be  given  to  accept  the  gifts  adverted  to  in  Japan  and  Siatu,  and  to  pur- 
chase in  the  other  countries  named,  witli  provision  for  furniture  and 
repairs.     A  con.siderable  .saving  in  rentals  would  result. 

The  World's  Industrial  l^xpo.sition.  held  at  New  Orleans  last  winter, 
with  the  assistance  of  the  Federal  Government,  attracted  a  large  num- 
ber of  foreign  exhibits,  aud  proved  of  great  value  in  spreading  among 
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the  concourse  of  visitors  from  Mexico  and  Central  aud  South  America 
a  wider  knowledge  of  the  varied  manufactures  aud  productions  of  this 
counlry  and  their  availability  in  exch;iJigt  fur  the  productions  of  those 
regions. 

Hasl  Conj^resses  have  had  under  consideration  the  advisaljihty  of  al)oI- 
ishinj^  the  discriuiinalion  made  by  the  tariff  laws  in  favor  of  the  works 
of  American  artists.  The  odium  of  the  policy  which  subjects  to  a  high 
rate  of  duty  the  paintings  of  foreign  artists  and  exempts  the  productions 
of  American  artists  residing  abroad,  and  who  receive  gratuitously  advan- 
tages and  instruction,  is  visited  upon  our  citizens  engaged  in  art  culture 
in  Europe,  and  lias  caused  them  with  practical  unanimity  to  favor  the 
abolition  of  such  an  ungracious  distinction;  and  in  their  interest,  and  for 
other  obvious  reasons,  I  strongly  recommend  it. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  fully  exhibits  the  con- 
dition of  the  pu])hc  finances  and  of  the  several  branches  of  the  Govern- 
ment connected  with  his  r>cpartmcnt.  The  suggestions  of  the  Secretary 
relating  to  the  practical  operations  of  this  important  Deimrtment,  and 
his  recommendations  in  the  direction  of  simplification  and  economy,  i>ar- 
ticularly  in  the  work  of  collecting  customs  duties,  are  especially  urged 
upon  the  attention  of  Congress. 

The  ordinary  receipts  from  all  sources  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1885,  were  $322,690,706.38.  Of  this  sum  $181,471,939.34  was  re- 
ceived from  customs  and  $112,498,725.54  from  internal  revenue.  The 
total  receipts,  as  given  al)ove,  were  $24,829,16,^54  less  than  tliose  for 
the  year  ended  June  30,  1884.  Tliis  diminution  embraces  a  falling  ofif  of 
$t3, 595, 550.42  in  the  receipts  from  customs  and  $9,687,346.97  in  the 
receipts  from  internal  revenue. 

The  total  ordinary  expenditures  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year 
were  $260,226,935.50.  leaving  a  surplus  in  the  Treasury  at  the  close  of 
the  year  of  $63,463,771.27.  This  is  $40,929,854.32  less  than  the  sur- 
plus reported  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year.

The  amount  paid  on  the  public  debt  diu-ing  the  fiscal  year  ended  June 
30,  1885,  was $45,993,235.43,  and  there  has  been  paid  since  that  date  and 
up  to  Novemlx^r  i,  1SS5,  the  sum  of  $369,828,  leaving  the  amount  of  the 
debt  at  the  last-named  date  $1,514,475,860.47.     There  was,  however,  at 
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that  time  in  the  Treasury,  applicable  to  the  general  purposes  of  the  Ck>v- 
ernmcnt,  the  sum  of  $66,818,292.38. 

The  total  receipts  for  the  current  fiscal  year  eudinj^  June  30.  1886, 
aseertaiTicd  to  October  i,  1885,  and  estimated  for  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  are  $315,000,000.  The  expenditures  ascertained  and  estimated  for 
the  same  time  are  $245,000,000,  leaving  a  .surplus  at  the  close  of  the  year 
estimated  at  $70,000,000.

The  fact  that  our  revenues  are  in  excess  of  the  actual  needs  of  an  eco- 
nomical administration  of  the  Goveninient  justifies  a  reduction  in  the 
amount  exacted  from  the  ^x'ople  for  its  support.  Our  Government  is  Imt 
the  means  established  by  the  will  of  a  free  people  by  which  certain  prin- 
ciples are  applied  which  they  have  adopted  for  their  l>enefit  and  protec- 
tion; and  it  is  never  better  administered  and  its  true  spirit  is  never 
belter  obsen*ed  than  when  the  people's  taxation  for  its  support  is  scru- 
pulously limited  to  the  actual  necessity  of  expenditure  and  distributed 
according  to  a  just  and  equitable  plan. 

The  proposition  with  which  we  have  to  deal  is  the  reduction  of  the 
revenue  received  by  the  Govemmeul,  and  indirectly  paid  by  the  people, 
from  customs  duties.  The  question  of  free  trade  is  not  involved,  nor  is 
there  now  any  occasion  for  the  gentjal  discussion  of  the  wisdom  or  expe- 
diency of  a  protective  system. 

Ju.stice  and  fairness  dictate  that  in  any  modification  of  oar  present 
la.vs  relating  to  revenue  the  industries  and  interests  which  have  been 
encouraged  by  such  laws,  and  in  which  oiir  citizens  have  large  invest- 
ments, should  not  be  ruthlessly  injured  or  destroyed.  We  should  also 
deal  with  the  subject  in  such  manner  as  to  protect  the  interests  of 
American  labor,  which  is  the  capital  of  our  workiugmen.  Its  stability 
and  proper  remuneration  furnish  the  most  justifiable  pretext  for  a  pro- 
tective policy. 

Within  these  hmitatious  a  certain  reduction  should  be  made  in  our 
customs  reveiuie.  The  amount  of  sucli  reduction  having  been  deter- 
mined, the  inquiry  follows,  Where  can  it  best  be  remitted  and  what  arti- 
cles can  best  be  released  from  duty  in  the  interest  of  our  citizens? 

I  think  the  reduction  should  be  made  in  the  revenue  derived  from  a 
tax  u]>on  the  imported  necessaries  of  life.  Wc  thus  directly  lessen  the 
cost  of  living  in  every  family  of  the  land  and  release  to  the  people  in 
every  humble  home  a  larger  measure  of  the  rewards  of  frugal  industry. 

During  the  year  ended  November  i,  1S85,  145  national  banks  were 
organized,  with  an  aggregate  capital  of  $16,938,000,  and  circulating  notes 
have  been  issued  to  them  amounting  to  $4,274,910,  The  whole  num- 
ber of  these  banks  in  existence  on  the  day  above  mentioned  was  2,727. 

The  very  Umited  amount  of  circulating  notes  issued  by  oiu:  national 
banks,  compared  with  the  amount  the  law  permits  ihem  to  issue  upon  a 
deposit  of  bonds  for  their  redemption,  indicates  that  the  volume  of  our  cir- 
culating medium  may  be  largely  increased  through  this  instrumentality. 
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Nothing  more  important  than  the  present  co!idition  of  our  currency 
and  coinage  can  claim  your  atttfution. 

Since  Februar>',  1878,  ihe  Government  has.  under  the  compulsory  pro- 
visions of  law,  purchased  silver  bullion  and  coined  the  same  at  the  rate 
of  more  than  $2,000,000  evcrj^  month.  By  this  process  up  to  the  pres- 
ent date  215,759,431  silver  dollars  liave  been  coined. 

A  reasonable  appreciation  of  a  delegation  of  power  to  the  General 
Government  would  limit  its  exercise,  without  express  restrictive  words, 
to  the  people's  needs  and  the  requirements  of  the  public  welfare. 

Upou  this  theory  the  authority  to  "coin  money"  given  to  Congress 
by  the  Constitution,  if  it  permits  the  purchase  by  the  Govenunent  of 
bullion  for  coinage  in  any  event,  does  not  justify  such  purchase  and 
coinage  to  an  extent  beyond  the  amount  needed  for  a  sufficient  circu- 
lating medium. 

The  desire  to  utilize  the  silver  product  of  the  cowntr>-  should  not  lead 
to  a  misuse  or  the  pers*ersion  of  this  power. 

The  necessity  for  such  an  addition  to  the  silver  currency  of  the  nation 
as  is  compelled  by  the  silver-coinage  act  is  negatived  by  the  fact  that 
up  to  the  present  time  only  about  50,000,000  of  the  silver  dollars  so 
coined  have  actually  found  their  way  iuto  circulation,  leaving  more  than 
165.ooo.oao  in  the  po.ssession  of  the  G<jvernmeut,  the  custody  of  which 
has  entailed  a  considerable  exjKMise  for  the  construction  of  vaults  for  its 
deposit.  Against  this  latter  amount  there  are  outstanding  .silver  certifi- 
cates amounting  to  about  $93,000,000. 

Every  month  two  millions  of  gold  in  the  public  Treasury  are  paid  out 
for  two  millions  or  more  of  silver  dollars,  to  be  added  to  the  idle  mass 
already  acciunulated. 

If  continued  long  enough,  this  operation  will  result  in  the  substitution 
of  silver  for  all  the  gold  the  Government  owns  applicable  to  its  general 
purposes.  It  will  not  do  to  rely  up>on  the  customs  receipts  of  the  Go\'- 
erutnent  to  make  good  this  drain  of  gold,  l^ecause  the  silver  thus  coined 
ha\'ingl)een  made  legal  tender  for  all  debts  and  dues,  public  and  private, 
at  times  during  the  last  six  mouths  58  jxir  cent  of  the  receipts  for  duties 
has  been  in  silver  or  silver  certificates,  while  the  average  witliin  that 
period  has  been  20  per  cent.  The  proportion  of  silver  and  its  certifi- 
cates received  by  the  Government  will  probal)ly  increase  as  time  goes 
on,  for  the  rea.son  that  the  nearer  the  period  approaches  when  it  will  be 
obliged  to  offer  silver  in  payment  of  its  obligations  the  greater  induce- 
ment there  will  be  to  hoard  gold  against  depreciation  in  the  value  of 
silv^er  or  for  the  purpose  of  speculating. 

This  hoarding  of  gold  has  already  begun. 

When  the  time  comes  that  gold  has  been  withdrawn  from  circulation, 
then  will  t)e  apparent  the  difference  between  the  real  value  of  the  silver 
dollar  and  a  dollar  in  gold,  and  the  two  coins  will  ])art  company.  Gold, 
still  the  standard  of  value  and  necessary  in  our  dealings  with  other

countries,  will  l>e  at  a  ])remiiim  over  silver:  banks  which  have  sulisti- 
lutc<l  gold  for  the  do^Kisits  of  their  customers  may  pay  them  with  silver 
Ixnight  with  such  j;old.  thus  making  a  handsome  profit;  rich  s^Hicidators 
will  sell  their  luxirded  gold  to  their  neighlxjrs  who  need  it  to  liquidate 
their  foreign  debts,  at  a  ruinous  premium  over  silver,  and  the  laljoring 
men  and  women  of  the  land,  most  defenseless  of  nil,  will  tind  that  the 
dollar  received  for  the  wage  of  their  toil  lias  sadly  shrunk  in  its  pur- 
chasing jxnver.  It  may  l>e  said  tliat  the  latter  result  will  Ix:  hut  tempo- 
rary, and  that  ultimately  the  price  of  lalxjr  will  be  adjusted  to  the  change; 
but  even  if  this  takes  place  the  wage-worker  can  not  possibly  gain,  but 
nuist  inevitably  lose,  since  the  price  he  is  compelled  to  pay  for  his  living 
will  not  only  be  measured  in  a  coin  heavily  depreciate<l  and  fluctuating 
and  uncertain  in  its  value,  but  this  uncertainty  in  the  value  of  the  pur- 
chasing medium  will  be  made  the  pretext  for  an  advance  in  prices  beyond 
that  justified  by  actual  depreciation. 

Tlie  words  uttered  in  1834  by  Daniel  Webster  in  the  Senate  of  the 
United  States  are  true  to-day  1 

The  verj'  man  of  all  others  who  has  the  deepest  interest  in  n  sound  cttrreiicy,  and 
who  suffers  most  by  mischievous  legislation  in  money  nmttent.  in  the  man  who  earns 
his  daily  bread  hy  his  daily  toil. 

The  most  distinguished  advocate  of  bimetallism,  discussing  our  silver 
coinage,  has  lately  written: 

No  American  citizen's  hand  has  yet  felt  the  sensation  of  cheapness*  either  in 
Lreceiving  or  expending  the  silver-act  dollars. 

And  those  who  live  by  labor  or  legitimate  trade  never  will  feel  that 
sensation  of  cheapness.  However  plenty  silver  dollars  may  l)ecome, 
they  will  not  be  distributetl  as  gifts  among  the  jieople;  and  if  the  lalx>r- 
ing  man  should  receive  four  depreciated  dollars  where  he  now  receives 
but  two.  he  will  pay  in  the  depreciated  coin  more  than  double  the  price 
he  now  pays  for  all  the  necessaries  and  comforts  of  life. 

Those  who  do  not  fear  any  disastrous  consequences  arising  from  the 
continued  compulsory  coinage  of  silver  as  now  directed  by  law,  and  who 
suppose  that  the  addition  to  the  currency  of  the  country^  intended  as  its 
residt  will  lie  a  pitblic  benefit,  are  reminded  that  history  demonstrates 
that  the  point  is  easily  reached  in  t!ie  attempt  to  fli:>at  at  the  same  time 
two  sorts  of  money  of  different  excellence  when  the  better  will  cease  to 
be  in  general  circulation.  The  hoarding  of  gold  which  has  already 
taken  place  indicates  that  we  shall  not  escape  the  usual  experience  in 
such  cases.  So  if  this  silver  coinage  be  continued  we  may  reasonably 
expect  that  gold  and  its  equivalent  will  abandon  the  field  of  circulation 
to  silver  alone.  This  of  course  must  produce  a  severe  contraction  of 
our  circulating  medium,  instead  of  adding  to  it. 

It  will  not  Ix;  disputetl  that  any  attempt  on  the  part  of  the  Government 
to  cause  the  circulation  of  silver  dollars  worth  80  cents  side  by  side  with 
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j^old  dollars  worth  loo  cents,  even  within  the  liniil  Uml  legislation  does 
not  run  coluUlt  lo  the  laws  of  trade,  to  lie  sucoessftd  must  be  seconded 
by  the  confidence  of  the  people  that  botli  coins  will  retain  the  same  pur- 
chasinj^  power  and  \yt  interchanj^cablt:  at  will.  A  sj>ecial  eflForl  has  lx?en 
niadf  by  the  Secretary  of  Llie  Treasury  to  increase  the  aniuunt  of  our  silver 
coin  in  circulation;  but  the  fact  that  a  large  share  of  the  limited  amount 
thus  put  out  has  sotni  returned  to  the  imblic  Treasury  in  payment  of 
duties  leads  to  the  belief  that  the  ^x^^ple  do  not  now  desire  to  keep  it  in 
band,  and  this,  with  the  evident  disposition  to  hoard  gold,  gives  rise  to 
the  suspicion  that  there  already  exists  a  lack  of  confidence  anions  the 
people  touching  our  financial  processes.  There  is  certainly  not  enough 
silver  now  in  circulation  to  cause  uneasiness,  and  the  whole  amount 
coined  and  now  on  hand  might  after  a  time  be  al)sorbed  by  the  people 
without  apprehension;  but  it  is  the  ceaseless  stream  that  threatens  to 
overflow  the  laud  which  causes  fear  and  tuicertainty. 

What  has  Ixen  thus  far  submitted  upon  this  subject  relates  almost 
entirely  to  considerations  of  a  home  nature,  unconnected  with  the  bearing 
which  the  policies  of  other  nations  have  upon  the  question.  But  it  is 
perfectly  apparent  that  a  line  of  action  in  regard  to  our  currency  can  not 
wisely  be  settled  ui>on  or  jx,'rsistetl  in  without  considering  the  attitude  on 
the  subject  of  other  countries  with  whom  we  maintain  intercourse  through 
commerce,  trade,  and  travel.  An  acknowledgment  of  this  fact  is  f<>nnd 
in  the  act  by  nrtue  of  which  our  silver  is  compulsorily  coined.  It  pro- 
vides that^ — 

The  President  shall  invite  the  governments  of  the  countries  composing  the  I^atin 
Union,  so  called,  and  of  such  other  European  luitious  as  he  may  deem  advisable,  to 
join  the  United  Stales  in  a  conference  lo  adopt  a  common  ratio  lietwecn  ^oUl  ajid 
silver  fur  the  puqjose  of  establishinj^^  internationally  the  use  of  bimetallic  money 
and  securing  fixity  of  relative  value  IxtWL-t'i!  those  nit-Lals. 

This  conference  absolutely  failed,  and  a  similar  fate  has  awaited  all 
subsequent  eflorts  in  tlie  same  direction.  And  still  we  continue  onr 
coinage  of  silver  at  a  ratio  different  from  tliat  of  any  other  nation.  The 
most  vital  part  of  the  silver-coinage  act  remains  inoperative  and  unexe- 
cuted, and  without  an  ally  or  friend  we  battle  upon  the  silver  field  in  an 
illogical  and  losing  contest. 

To  give  full  effect  to  the  design  of  Congress  on  this  subject  1  have 
made  careful  and  earnest  endeavor  since  the  adjournment  of  the  last 
Congress. 

To  this  end  I  delegated  a  gentleman  well  instructed  in  6scal  science 
to  proceed  to  the  financial  centers  of  Europe  and,  in  conjunction  with 
our  ministers  to  England.  France,  and  Germany,  to  obtaiu  a  full  knowl- 
edge of  the  attitude  and  intent  of  those  governments  in  respect  of  the 
establishment  of  such  an  international  ratio  as  would  procure  free  coin- 
age of  both  metals  at  the  mints  of  those  countries  and  our  own.  By  my 
direction  our  consul-general  at  Paris  has  given  close  attention  to  the 
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proceetUnfjs  of  the  congress  of  the  Latin  Union,  in  order  to  indicate  our 
inlcri^st  ill  its  objeclis  and  reptjrl  its  action. 

It  may  Ik.*  said  in  brief,  as  the  result  of  these  efforts,  that  the  attitude 
of  the  leadiii>5  pt.)wers  remains  sulistautially  unchanged  since  the  nioue- 
tary  conference  of  iSSi,  nor  is  it  to  l)e  questioned  that  the  views  of  these 
governments  are  in  each  iustauce  supported  by  the  weight  of  public 
opinion. 

The  steps  thus  taken  have  therefore  only  more  fully  demonstrated  the 
uselessness  of  further  attempts  at  present  to  arrive  at  any  agreement  on 
the  subject  with  other  nations. 

In  the  meantime  we  are  accumulating  silver  coin,  based  upon  our  own 
peculiar  ratio,  to  such  an  extent,  and  assuming  so  heavy  a  burden  to  be 
providcfl  for  in  any  international  negotiations,  as  will  render  us  an  unde- 
sirable party  to  any  future  monclar>'  conference  of  iiatious. 

It  is  a  significant  fact  that  four  of  the  five  countries  composing  the 
Latin  Union  mentioned  in  our  coinage  act.  embarrassed  with  their  silver 
currency,  have  just  completed  an  agreement  among  themselves  that  no 
more  silver  shall  be  coined  by  their  respective  Governments  aud  that 
such  as  liLLS  been  already  coined  aud  in  circulation  shall  be  redeemed 
in  gold  by  the  country  of  its  coinage.  The  resort  to  this  expedient  by 
these  countries  may  well  arrest  the  attention  of  those  who  supfx^se  tliat 
we  call  succeed  without  shock  or  injury  in  the  attempt  to  circulate  upon 
its  merits  all  the  silver  we  may  coiu  under  the  provisions  of  our  silver- 
coinage  act. 

The  condition  in  which  our  Treasury  may  be  placed  by  a  persistence  in 
our  present  course  is  a  matter  of  concent  to  every  patriotic  citizen  who 
does  not  desire  his  Government  to  pay  iu  silver  such  of  its  obligations  as 
should  l>e  paid  in  gold.  Nor  should  our  condition  be  such  as  to  oblige 
us,  in  a  prudent  management  of  our  affairs,  to  discontinue  the  calling  in 
and  payment  of  interest -bearing  obligations  which  we  have  the  right 
now  to  discharge,  and  thus  avoid  the  payment  of  further  interest  thereon. 

The  so-called  debtor  class,  for  whose  benefit  the  continued  compulsory 
coinage  of  silver  is  insisted  upon,  are  not  dishonest  because  they  are  iu 
debt,  and  they  should  not  be  susjx^cted  of  a  desire  to  jeopardize  the 
financial  safety  of  the  country  in  order  that  they  may  cancel  their  pres- 
ent debts  by  paying  the  same  iu  depreciated  dollars.  Nor  should  it  be 
forgotten  that  it  is  not  the  rich  nor  the  money  lender  alone  that  must 
submit  to  such  a  readjustment,  enforced  by  the  Government  and  their 
debtors.  The  pittance  of  the  widow  and  the  orphan  and  the  incomes  of 
helpless  l^eneficiaries  of  all  kinds  would  be  disastrously  reduced.  The 
depositors  in  savings  banks  and  in  other  institutions  which  hold  iu  trust 
the  savings  of  the  iKX)r,  wheu  their  little  accumulations  are  scaled  do\^^l 
to  meet  the  new  order  of  things,  would  in  their  distress  painfully  realize 
the  delusion  of  the  promise  made  to  them  that  plentiful  money  would 
iinpro\'e  their  condition. 
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We  lia\-e  now  on  liand  all  the  silver  dollars  iiecessan'  to  supply  the 
present  ueeds  of  the  |x.*ople  and  to  satisfy  those  who  from  sciuiinein  wish 
to  see  them  in  circulatiou,  and  if  their  coinage  is  suspended  they  can  be 
readily  obliiiiied  by  all  who  desire  them.  If  the  need  of  more  is  at  any 
time  apparent,  their  coinage  may  l>e  renewed. 

That  disaster  has  not  already  overtaken  us  furnishes  no  proof  that 
danger  does  not  wait  upon  a  continuation  of  the  present  silver  coinage. 
We  have  been  saved  by  the  most  careful  uiaiiageinent  und  unusual  ex- 
pedients, by  a  combiuation  of  fortunate  conditions,  and  by  a  confident 
exj>ectation  that  the  course  of  the  Govennuent  in  regard  lo  silver  coinage 
would  lie  speedily  chatij^ed  by  the  action  of  Conj^css. 

Prosperity  hesitates  upon  our  threshold  because  of  the  dangers  and 
uncertainties  surrounding  this  question.  Capital  timidly  shrinks  from 
trade,  and  investors  are  unwilling  to  take  the  chance  of  the  4Uesliunable 
shape  in  which  their  money  will  be  returned  to  them,  while  enterprise 
halts  at  a  risk  against  which  care  and  sagacious  management  do  not 
protect. 

As  a  necessary  consequence,  labor  lacks  employment  and  suiTering  and 
distress  are  \*isitcd  upon  a  portion  of  our  fellow-citizens  especially  entitled 
to  the  careful  consideration  of  those  charged  with  the  duties  of  legisla- 
tion. No  interest  appeals  to  us  so  strongly  for  a  safe  and  stable  currency 
as  the  vast  army  of  the  nnenijiloyed. 

I  recommend  the  suspension  of  the  compulsor>'  coinage  of  silver  dollars, 
directed  by  the  law  passed  in  February,  1878.  | 

The  Steamlxkat-Inspection  vSer\'ice  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1885,  was 
composed  of  1 40  persons,  including  officers,  clerks,  and  messengers.  The 
expenses  of  the  service  over  the  receipts  were  $138,822.22  during  the 
fiscal  year.  The  special  inspection  of  foreign  steam  vessels,  organized 
under  a  law  passed  in  1S82,  was  maintained  during  the  year  at  an  ex- 
pense of  $36,641.63.  Since  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  reductions  have 
been  made  in  the  force  employetl  which  will  result  in  a  saving  during  the 
current  year  of  $17,000  without  affecting  the  efficiency  of  the  service. 

The  Supervising  Surgeon- General  rtjHirts  that  during  the  fiscal  year 
41.714  patients  have  received  relief  through  the  Marine-Hospital  Serv- 
ice, of  whom  12^803  were  treated  in  hospitals  and  28,911  at  the  dispen- 
saries. I 

Active  and  effective  efforts  have  been  made  through  the  medium  of 
this  ser\dce  to  protect  the  conntr>'  against  an  invasion  of  cholera,  which 
has  prevailed  in  Spain  and  France,  and  the  small{x>x,  which  recently 
broke  out  in  Canada. 

The  most  gratifying  results  have  attended  the  operations  of  the  Life- 
Saving  Service  during  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  observance  of  the  pro- 
vision of  law  requiring  tlie  apjK»intment  of  the  force  employed  in  this 
ser\'ice  to  \y±  made  "solely  with  reference  to  their  fitness,  and  without 
reference  to  their  poUtical  or  party  affiliation,"  has  secured  the  result 
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which  may  confidently  l>e  expected  in  any  branch  nf  public  employment 
where  such  a  rule  is  applied.  As  a  consequence,  this  sennce  is  com- 
posed of  men  well  qualified  for  the  performance  of  their  dangerous  and 
exceptionally  iinp«.)rtant  duties. 

The  uuml)er  of  stations  in  commission  at  the  close  of  the  year  was  203. 
The  number  of  disasters  to  vessels  and  craft  of  all  kinds  within  their  field 
of  action  was  371 .  The  numl)er  of  persons  endangered  in  such  disasters 
was  2,439.  otwhoin  2,42s  were  saved  and  only  1 1  lost.  Other  lives  which 
were  imperiled,. thtmgh  not  by  disasters  to  shipping,  were  also  rescued, 
and  a  large  an  ouut  of  proixrrt>'  was  saved  through  the  aid  of  this  sendee. 
The  cost  of  its  maintenance  <luring  tlie  year  was  1^X28,474.43. 

The  work  of  the  Coast  and  Geodetic  Survey  was  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  carried  on  within  tlie  Ixmndaries  and  off  the  coasts  of  thirty-two 
Stales,  two  Territories,  and  the  District  of  Cohimliia.  In  July  last  cer- 
tain irregtilarities  were  found  to  exist  in  the  mauagenient  of  this  Bureau, 
which  led  to  a  prompt  investigation  of  its  methods.  Tlie  abuses  which 
were  brought  to  light  by  this  exaniiiiatiun  and  the  reckless  disregard  of 
duty  and  the  interests  of  the  Government  developed  on  the  part  of  some 
of  those  connected  with  the  service  made  a  change  of  superin tendency 
and  a  few  of  its  other  ofl5cers  necessar>'.  Since  the  Bureau  has  lieen  in 
new  hands  an  introduction  of  economies  and  the  application  of  business 
nietluKls  have  prtxlnced  an  inri>ortant  saving  to  the  Government  and  a 
promise  of  more  iLseful  results. 

This  service  has  never  l^en  regulated  by  anything  but  the  most  indefi- 
nite legal  enactments  and  the  most  unsatisfactor\'  rules.  It  was  many 
years  ago  sanctioned  apparently  for  a  purpose  regarded  as  temporary  and 
related  to  a  sur\'ey  of  our  coast.  Having  gained  a  place  iu  the  appropri- 
ations made  by  Congress,  it  has  gradually  taken  to  itself  powers  and 
objects  not  contemplated  in  its  creation  and  extended  its  operations  until 
it  sadly  needs  legislative  attention. 

So  far  as  a  further  survey  of  our  coast  is  concerned,  there  seems  to  lie  a 
propriety  iu  transferring  that  work  to  the  Navy  Department.  The  other 
duties  now  in  charge  of  this  establi.shment,  if  they  can  not  be  profitably 
attached  to  some  existing  Department  or  other  bureau,  sliould  be  prasc- 
cuted  imder  a  law  exactly  defining  their  scope  and  purix)se.  and  with  a 
careful  discrimination  hetw^een  the  scientific  inquiries  which  may  prop- 
erly be  assumed  by  the  Govenunent  and  those  which  should  be  under- 
taken by  State  authority  or  by  individual  enterprise. 

It  is  hoped  that  the  report  of  the  Congressional  committee  hereto- 
fore appointed  to  investigate  this  aud  other  like  matters  will  aid  iu  the 
accomplishment  of  proper  legislation  on  this  subject. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  is  herewith  submitted.  The  atten- 
tion of  Congress  is  invited  to  the  detailed  account  which  it  contains  of 
the  administration  of  his  Department,  and  his  recommendations  aud 
suggestions  for  the  improvement  of  the  ser\Mce. 
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The  Army  consisletl,  at  tlie  date  of  Ihc  last  consolidated  retunxs,  ol 
2,154  officers  and  24,705  enlisted  men. 

The  expenses  of  the  Departments  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30, 
1S85,  including  $13,164,394.60  for  public  works  and  river  an*!  harl:>or 
improvements,  were  $45,^50,999.04. 

Besides  the  troops  which  were  dispatched  in  pursuit  of  the  small  band 
of  Indians  who  left  their  reservation  in  Arizona  and  committed  murders 
and  outrages,  two  rejj^imenls  of  cavalry  and  on;.-  of  infatiiry  were  sent  last 
July  to  the  Indian  Territory  to  prevent  an  outbreak  which  seemed  innni- 
nent.  They  remained  to  aid,  if  necessary,  in  the  expulsion  of  intruders 
upon  the  reservation,  who  seemed  to  have  caused  the  discontent  among 
the  Indians,  bitt  the  Executive  proclamation*  warning  them  to  remove 
was  complied  with  without  their  interference. 

Troops  were  also  sent  to  Rock  Springs,  in  Wyoming  Territory,  after 
the  massacre  of  Chinese  there,  to  prevent  further  disturbance,  and  after- 
wards to  Seattle,  in  Washington  Territory,  to  avert  a  threatened  attack 
upon  Chinese  laljorers  and  domestic  violence  there.  In  both  cases  the 
mere  presence  of  the  troops  had  the  desired  effect. 

It  apjx-ars  that  the  nnnilx-r  of  de^*rtions  has  diminished,  but  that  dur- 
ing the  last  fiscal  yeiir  they  numlxred  2,927;  and  one  instance  is  given 
b>*  the  Lieutenant-General  of  six  desertions  by  the  same  recruit.  I  am 
convinced  that  this  numlx^r  of  desertions  can  l>e  much  diminished  by 
better  discipline  and  treatment;  but  the  punishment  should  l>e  increased 
for  repeated  oflFen.ses. 

These  desertions  might  also  !>e  reduced  by  lessening  the  term  of  first 
enlistments,  thus  allowing  a  disL-untented  recnxit  to  contemplate  a  nearer 
discharge  and  the  Army  a  profitable  riddance.  After  one  term  of  sen^ice 
a  reenlistment  "would  be  quite  apt  to  secure  a  contented  recruit  and  a 
good  soldier. 

The  Acting  Judge-Advocate-General  reports  that  the  number  of  trials 
by  general  courts-martial  during  the  year  was  2,328, and  that  11,851 
trials  took  place  before  garrison  and  regimental  courts-martial.  The 
suggestion  that  probably  more  than  half  the  Army  have  been  tried  for 
offenses,  great  and  small,  in  one  year  may  well  arrest  attention.  Of 
course  many  of  these  trials  before  garrison  and  regimental  courts-martial 
were  for  offenses  almost  frivolous,  and  there  should,  I  think,  be  a  way 
devised  to  dispose  of  these  in  a  more  summary  and  less  inconvenient 
manner  than  by  court-martial. 

If  some  of  the  proceedings  of  courts-martial  which  I  have  had  occa- 
sion to  examine  present  the  ideas  of  justice  which  generally  prevail  in 
these  tribunals,  I  am  satisfied  that  they  should  be  much  reformed  if  the 
honor  and  the  honesty  of  the  Army  and  Navy  are  by  their  iustrumen- 
tality  to  he  vindicated  and  protected. 

The  Board  on  Fortifications  or  other  defenses,  appointed  in  pursuance 
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of  the  pro\H.sions  of  the  act  of  Coniarrcss  appro\'et:l  March  3.  18.S5.  will  in 
a  short  time  present  their  report,  and  it  is  lioped  that  this  may  ^eatly 
aid  the  lej^islation  so  iiecessar>'  to  remedy  the  present  defenseless  condi- 
tion of  our  seacoasts. 

The  work  of  the  Signal  Service  has  l>een  prosecuted  during  the  last 
year  with  results  of  increasing  benefit  to  the  country.  The  field  of 
instnictiou  has  Ijeen  enlarged  with  a  view  of  adding  to  its  usefulness. 
The  numlxfr  of  stations  in  operation  June  30,  1885,  was  489.  Tele- 
graphic reports  are  received  daily  from  160  stations.  Reports  are  also 
received  from  25  Canadian  stations,  375  volunteer  obser\'ers,  52  army 
surgeons  at  niiUtary  posts,  and  333  foreign  stations.  The  expense  of  the 
ser\nce  during  the  fiscal  year,  after  deducting  receipts  from  military  tele- 
graph lines,  was  $792,592.97.  In  view  of  the  fact  referretl  to  by  the 
Secretary  of  War,  that  the  work  of  this  ser\-ice  ordinarily  is  of  a  scientific 
nature,  and  the  further  fact  that  it  is  assuming  larger  ])ropcjrtions  con- 
stantly and  l>ecoming  more  and  more  unsuited  to  the  fixed  rules  which 
nuist  govern  the  Army.  I  am  inclined  to  agree  with  him  in  the  opinion 
that  it  should  l)e  separately  established.  If  this  is  done,  the  scope  and 
extent  of  its  operations  should,  as  nearly  as  possible,  be  definitely  pre- 
scribed by  law  and  always  capable  of  exact  ascertainment. 

The  Military  Academy  at  West  Point  is  reported  as  lx:ing  in  a  high 
state  of  efficiency  and  well  equipped  for  the  satisfactory  accomplishment 
of  the  purposes  of  its  maintenance. 

The  fact  that  the  class  which  graduates  next  year  is  an  unusually  large 
one  has  constrained  me  to  decline  to  make  appointments  to  second  lieu- 
tenancies in  the  Army  from  civil  life,  so  that  such  vacancies  as  exist  in 
these  places  may  be  reser\''ed  for  such  graduates;  and  yet  it  is  not  proba- 
ble that  there  will  be  enough  vacancies  to  pro\4de  positions  for  tliem  all 
when  they  leave  the  militar\'  school.  Under  the  prevailing  law  and  usage 
those  not  thus  assigned  to  duty  never  actively  enter  the  military  service. 
It  is  suggested  that  the  law  on  this  subject  \>q  changed  so  that  such  of 
these  young  men  as  are  not  at  once  assigned  to  duty  after  graduation 
may  l>e  retained  as  second  lieutenants  in  the  Army  if  they  desire  it,  sub- 
ject to  assignment  when  opportunity  occurs,  and  under  proper  rules  as  to 
priority  of  selection. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  the  Military'  Academy  for  the  last 
fiscal  year,  exclusive  of  the  sum  taken  for  its  purposes  from  appropria- 
tions for  the  support  of  the  Army,  were  $290,712.07. 

The  act  approved  March  3.  18S5,  designed  to  compensate  officers  and 
enlisted  men  for  loss  of  private  property  while  in  the  service  of  the 
United  States,  is  so  indefinite  in  its  terms  and  apparently  admits  so 
many  claims  the  adjustment  of  which  could  not  have  been  contemplated 
lliat  if  it  is  to  remain  upon  the  statute  lx>ok  it  needs  amendment. 

There  should  be  a  general  law  of  Congress  prohibiting  the  construc- 
tion of  bridges  over  navigable  waters  in  such  mauner  as  to  obstruct 
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navigation,  with  pro\nsions  for  preventing  the  same.  It  seems  thnt  under 
existing  statutes  the  Goveninient  can  not  intervene  to  ])reveut  such  a 
construction  when  entered  upon  without  its  consent,  though  when  such 
consent  is  asked  and  granted  upon  condition  the  authority  to  insist  upon 
such  condition  is  clear.  Thus  it  is  represented  that  while  the  officers 
of  the  Government  are  with  great  care  guartling  against  the  obstruc- 
tion of  na\4gation  by  a  bridge  across  the  Mississippi  River  at  St.  Paul  a 
large  pier  for  a  bridge  has  been  built  just  below  this  place  directly  in  the 
navigable  channel  of  the  river.  If  such  things  are  to  be  permitted,  a 
strong  argument  is  presented  against  the  appropriation  of  large  sums  of 
money  to  improve  the  navigation  of  this  and  other  important  highways 
of  commerce. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  gi^•cs  a  history  of  the  o|>era- 
tions  of  his  Department  and  the  present  condition  of  the  work  conmiitted 
to  his  charge. 

He  details  in  full  the  course  pursued  by  him  to  protect  the  rights 
of  the  Government  in  respect  of  certain  vessels  unfinished  at  the  time  of 
his  accession  to  office,  and  also  concerning  the  dispatch  boat  Dolphin, 
claimed  to  be  completed  and  awaiting  the  acceptance  of  the  Department. 
No  one  can  fail  to  see  from  recitals  contained  in  this  report  that  only  the 
application  of  business  principles  has  Ijeen  insisted  ujKjn  in  the  treatment 
of  these  subjects,  and  that  whate\'er  controversy  has  ari.sen  was  caused 
by  the  exaction  on  the  part  of  the  Department  of  contract  obligations 
as  they  were  legally  coiistrued.  In  the  case  of  the  Dolphin,  with  entire 
justice  to  the  contractor,  an  agreement  has  V)een  entered  into  providing 
for  the  ascertainment  by  a  judicial  Iuquir\'  of  the  complete  or  partial 
compliance  with  the  contract  in  her  construction,  and  further  providing 
for  the  assessment  of  any  damages  to  which  the  Govenimeut  may  be 
entitled  on  account  of  a  partial  failure  to  perform  such  contract,  or  the 
payment  of  the  sum  still  remaining  unpaid  upon  her  price  in  case  a 
full  perforninnce  is  adjudged. 

The  contractor,  b}'  reason  of  his  failure  in  business,  l)eing  unable  to 
complete  the  other  three  vessels,  they  were  taken  i>ossession  of  by  the 
Government  in  their  unfinished  state  under  a  clause  in  the  contract  per- 
mitting such  a  course,  and  are  now  iu  process  of  completion  in  the  yard 
of  the  contractor,  but  under  the  superxnsion  of  the  Navy  Department. 

Congress  at  its  last  session  authorized  the  constmctiou  of  two  addi- 
tional new  cruisers  and  two  gunboats,  at  a  cost  not  exceeding  in  the 
Aggregate  $2,995,000.  The  appropriation  for  this  puq^ose  having  be- 
come a\*ailable  on  the  ist  day  of  July  last,  steps  were  at  once  taken  for 
the  procurement  of  such  plans  for  the  construction  of  these  vessels  as 
would  be  likely  to  insure  their  usefulness  when  completed.  The.se  are 
of  the  utmost  imi>ort:uicc,  considering  the  cotistatU  advance  in  the  art  of 
building  vessels  nf  tins  character,  and  the  time  is  not  lost  which  is  spent 
in  their  careful  consideration  and  selection. 
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All  must  admit  the  importance  of  an  effective  nav\-  to  a  nation  like 
ours,  Iiaving  such  an  extended  seacoast  to  protect:  and  yet  we  have  not 
a  single  vessel  of  war  that  could  keep  the  seas  against  a  first-class  vessel 
of  any  important  power.  Such  a  condition  ought  not  longer  to  continue. 
The  nation  that  can  not  resist  ag^gression  is  constantly  exposed  to  it.  Its 
foreign  policy  is  of  necessity  weak  and  its  negotiations  are  conducted 
with  disadvantage  l>ecause  it  is  not  in  condition  to  enforce  the  terms 
dictated  by  its  sense  of  riglit  and  justice. 

Inspired,  as  I  am,  by  the  hope,  shared  by  all  patriotic  citizens,  that  the 
day  is  not  very  far  distant  when  our  Navy  will  be  such  as  befits  our  stand- 
ing among  the  nations  of  the  earth,  and  rejoiced  at  ever>-  step  that  leads 
in  the  direction  of  such  a  consummation,  I  deem  it  nu'  duty  to  especially 
direct  the  attention  of  Congress  to  the  close  of  the  report  of  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy,  in  which  the  humiliating  weakness  of  the  present 
organization  of  his  Department  is  exhibited  and  the  startling  abuses  and 
waste  of  its  present  methods  are  exposed.  The  conviction  is  forced 
uiK>n  us  with  the  certainty  of  mathematical  demonstration  that  lx?fore 
we  proceed  further  in  the  restoration  of  a  Navy  we  need  a  thoroughly 
reorganized  Navy  Department.  The  fact  tliat  within  seventeen  years 
more  than  $75,000,000  have  been  sjxnt  in  the  construction,  repair,  equip- 
ment,  and  armament  of  vessels,  and  the  further  fact  that  instead  of  an 
effective  and  creditable  fleet  we  have  only  tlie  discontent  and  apprehen- 
sion of  a  nation  undefended  by  war  vessels,  added  to  the  disclosures  now 
made,  do  not  pennit  us  to  doubt  that  ever>'  attempt  to  revive  our  Navy 
has  thus  far  for  the  mo>"t  part  lieen  misdirected,  and  all  our  efforts  in 
that  direction  have  l)een  little  better  than  blind  gropings  and  expensive, 
aimless  follies. 

Unquestionably  if  we  are  content  with  the  maintenance  of  a  Navy 
Department  simply  as  a  shabby  ornament  to  the  (iovernnient,  a  constant 
watchfulne,ss  may  prevent  some  of  the  scandal  and  abuse  which  have 
found  their  way  into  our  present  organization,  and  its  incurable  waste 
may  be  reduced  to  the  niinimuui.  But  if  we  desire  to  build  ships  for  pres- 
ent usefulness  instead  of  naval  reminders  of  the  days  that  are  past,  we 
must  have  a  Department  organized  for  the  work,  supplied  with  all  the 
talent  and  ingenuity  our  country  affords,  prepared  to  take  advantage  of 
the  experience  of  other  nations,  systematized  so  that  all  effort  shall  unite 
and  lead  in  one  direction,  and  fully  imbued  with  the  conviction  that  war 
vessels,  though  new,  are  useless  unless  they  combine  all  that  the  ingenu- 
ity of  man  lias  up  to  lliis  day  brought  forth  relating  to  their  constniction. 

I  earnestly  commend  the  portion  of  the  Secretary's  rejwrt  devoted  to 
this  subject  to  the  attention  of  Congress,  in  the  hope  that  his  sugges- 
tions touching  the  reorganization  of  his  Department  may  be  adopted  asj 
the  first  step  toward  the  reconstruction  of  our  Navy. 

The  affairs  of  the  postal  service  are  exhibited  by  the  report  of  the 
Postmaster-General,  which  will  Ijc  laid  Ijefore  you. 
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The  postal  revenue,  whose  ratio  of  gain  upon  the  rising  prosperity  crt 
1882  and  1883  outstripped  the  increasing  expenses  of  our  growing  ser\'- 
ice,  was  checked  by  the  reduction  in  the  rate  of  letter  postage  which  took 
effect  with  the  lieginning  of  C>ctol»er  in  the  latter  year,  and  it  diminished 
during  the  two  past  fiscal  years  ;J2. 790,000.  in  about  the  proportion  of 
^2, 270,00c'  in  1884  to  $520,000  in  1885.  Natural  growth  and  develop- 
ment have  meantime  increased  expenditure,  resulting  in  a  deficiency  in 
the  revenue  to  nieet  the  exiK-nsc-s  of  the  Department  of  five  and  a  quar- 
ter niilliott  dollars  for  the  year  1884  and  eight  and  a  third  million  in  the 
last  fiscal  year.  The  anticipated  and  natural  revival  of  the  revenue  has 
been  oppressed  and  retarded  by  the  unfavorable  business  condition  of  the 
country,  of  which  the  postal  ser\'ice  is  a  faithful  indicator.  The  gratify- 
itig  fact  is  shown,  however,  by  the  report  that  ntir  returning  prosperity  is 
marked  by  a  gain  of  $380,000  in  the  revenue  of  the  latter  half  of  the  last 
year  over  the  corrcspotiding  period  of  the  preceding  year. 

The  change  in  the  weight  of  first-class  matter  which  may  l>e  carried  for 
a  single  rate  of  postage  from  a  half  ounce  to  an  ounce,  and  the  reduction 
by  one-half  of  the  rate  of  newspaper  postage,  which,  under  recent  legis- 
lation, l>egan  with  the  current  year,  will  operate  to  restrain  the  augmen- 
tation of  receipts  which  otherwise  might  have  been  exj>ectetl  to  such  a 
degree  that  the  scale  of  expense  may  gain  upon  the  revenue  and  cau.se 
an  increased  deficiency  to  be  showm  at  its  close.  Yet.  after  no  long  period 
of  reawakened  prosperity,  by  proper  economy  it  is  confidently  anticipated 
that  even  the  present  low  rates,  now  as  favorable  as  any  country  affords, 
will  be  adequate  to  sustain  the  cost  of  the  service. 

The  <:)peratiQU  of  the  Post-Office  Department  is  for  the  convenience 
and  benefit  of  tlie  people,  and  the  method  by  which  they  pay  the  charges 
of  this  useful  arm  of  their  public  sen'ice,  so  tliat  it  be  just  and  impartial, 
is  of  less  importance  to  them  than  the  economical  exjjenditure  of  the 
means  they  provide  for  its  maintenance  and  the  due  improvement  of  its 
agencies,  so  that  they  may  enjoy  its  highest  usefulness. 

A  proper  attention  has  been  directwl  to  the  prevention  of  waste  or 
extravagance,  and  good  results  appear  from  the  report  to  have  already 
been  accomplished. 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Postmaster-General  to  reduce  the 
charges  oti  domestic  money  orders  of  $5  and  less  from  8  to  5  cents.  This 
change  will  materially  aid  those  of  our  people  who  most  of  all  avail  tliem- 
selves  of  this  iiistmmentality.  but  to  whom  the  element  of  cheapness  is 
of  the  greatest  importance.  With  this  rediictiou  the  system  would  still 
remain  self-supporting. 

The  free-tleliver>'  system  has  been  extended  to  19  additional  cities 
during  the  year,  and  178  now  enjoy  its  conveniences.  Experience  has 
commendetl  it  to  tliose  who  enjoy  its  benefits,  and  further  enlargement 
of  its  facilities  is  due  to  other  comnumities  to  which  it  is  ailapled.  lu 
the  cities  where  it  has  been  established,  taken  together,  the  local  postage 
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exceeds  its  maintenance  by  nearly  $1,300,000.  The  limit  to  which  this 
system  is  now  confined  by  law  has  been  nearly  reached,  and  the  reasons 
given  justify  its  extension,  which  is  proposed. 

It  was  decided,  with  my  approliatio!!.  after  a  sufficient  examination, 
to  be  inexjxidient  for  the  Post-Office  Department  to  contract  for  carry- 
ing our  foreign  mails  imder  the  additional  authority  given  by  the  last 
Congress.  The  amount  limited  was  inadequate  to  pay  all  within  the 
purview  of  the  law  the  full  rale  of  50  cents  per  mile,  and  it  would  have 
been  unjust  and  unwise  to  have  given  it  to  some  and  denied  it  to  others. 
Nor  could  contracts  have  been  lei  under  the  law  to  all  at  a  rate  to  have 
brought  the  aggregate  within  the  apj^ropriation  without  such  practical 
prearrangement  of  terms  as  would  have  violated  it. 

The  rate  of  sea  and  inland  jxistage  which  was  proffered  under  another 
statute  clearly  apix.*ars  to  be  a  fair  conii>ensation  for  the  desired  service, 
being  three  times  the  price  necessary  to  secure  transportation  by  other 
vessels  upon  any  route,  and  much  l)eyond  the  charges  made  to  private 
persons  for  services  not  less  burdensome. 

Some  of  the  steamsliip  companies,  upon  the  refusal  of  the  Postmaster- 
General  to  attempt,  by  the  means  provided,  the  distribution  of  the  sum 
appropriated  as  an  extra  compensatioi».  withdrew  the  services  of  their 
vejfisels  and  thereby  occasioned  slight  incoiuenience.  though  no  consider- 
able injury,  the  mails  having  l>een  dispatched  !>y  other  means. 

Whatever  may  Ik*  thought  of  the  ]vjlicy  of  subsidizing  any  line  of  public 
conveyance  or  travel.  I  am  satisfied  that  it  should  not  l>e  done  under  cover 
of  an  exj-tenditure  incident  to  the  administration  of  a  Deparlment,  nor 
should  there  lie  any  uncertainty  as  to  the  recipients  of  the  suhsidy  or  any 
discretion  left  to  an  executive  officer  as  to  its  distribution.  If  such  gifts 
of  the  pul>lic  mone>-  are  to  l)e  made  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  any  enter- 
prise in  the  supi>osed  interest  of  the  public,  I  can  not  but  think  that  the 
amount  to  be  paid  and  the  l>eneficiary  might  better  be  detennined  by 
Congress  than  in  any  other  way. 

The  international  congress  of  delegates  from  the  Postal  Union  countries 
convened  at  Lislnm,  in  Ptjrtugal,  in  February  last,  and  after  a  session  of 
some  weeks  the  delegates  signed  a  convention  amendatory  of  the  present 
(xistal-union  convention  in  some  particulars  designed  to  advance  its  pur- 
poses. This  additional  act  has  had  my  approval  and  will  be  laid  l)efore 
you  with  the  departmental  report. 

I  approve  the  recommendation  of  the  Postmaster-General  that  anotlier 
assistant  be  provided  for  his  Department.  I  invite  your  consideration  to 
the  several  other  rectmunendati'ms  contained  in  his  report. 

The  report  of  the  Atlorney-Getieral  contains  a  history  of  the  conduct  of 
the  Department  of  Justice  during  the  last  year  and  a  numl>er  of  valuable 
suggestions  as  to  needed  legislation,  and  I  itivite  your  careful  attention 
to  the  same. 

The  a>nditiou  of  business  in  the  cx)urts  of  the  United  States  is  such  that 
M  I*— \^oi.  VIII— 23 
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there  seems  to  be  an  imperative  necessity  for  remedial  le^slation  on 
subject.  Some  of  these  courts  are  so  overburdened  with  pending  cau 
that  the  delays  in  determining  liti^tion  amount  often  to  a  denial  of 
justice.  Among  the  plans  suggested  for  relief  is  one  submitted  by  the 
Attorney-Oeneral.  Its  main  features  arc:  The  transfer  of  all  the  origi- 
nal jurisdiction  of  the  circuit  courts  to  the  district  courts  and  an  increase 
of  judges  for  the  latter  where  necessary;  an  addition  of  judges  to  the 
circuit  courts,  and  constitutitig  them  exclusively  courts  of  appeal,  and 
reasonably  limiting  appeals  thereto;  further  restrictions  of  the  right  to 
remove  causes  from  the  State  to  Federal  courts;  permitting  appieals  to  the 
Supreme  Court  from  the  courts  of  the  District  of  Columbia  and  the  Ter- 
ritories only  in  the  same  cases  as  they  are  allowed  from  State  courts, 
and  guarding  against  an  unnecessary  number  of  appeals  from  the  circuit 
courts. 

I  approve  the  plan  thus  outlined,  and  recommend  the  legislation  nec- 
essary for  its  application  to  our  judicial  system. 

The  present  mode  of  compensating  United  States  marshals  and  district 
attorneys  shotild,  in  my  opinion,  lie  changed.  They  are  allowed  to  charge 
against  the  Government  certain  fees  for  ser\nces,  their  income  being  meas- 
ured by  the  amount  of  such  fees  within  a  fixed  limit  as  to  their  annual 
aggregate.  This  is  a  direct  inducement  for  them  to  make  tlieir  fees  in 
criminal  cases  as  large  as  possible  in  an  effort  to  reach  the  maxinmm  sum 
permitted.  As  an  entirely  natural  consequence,  unscrupulous  marshals 
are  found  encouraging  frivolous  prosecutions,  arresting  people  on  petty 
charges  of  crime  and  transjK>rling  them  to  distant  places  for  examination 
and  trial,  for  the  purjx^.se  of  earning  mileage  and  other  fees;  and  dis- 
trict attorneys  u.selessly  attend  criminal  examinations  far  from  their  places 
of  residence  for  the  express  pur]X)se  of  swelling  their  accounts  against 
the  Government.  The  actual  expenses  incurred  in  these  transactions  are 
also  chargerl  against  the  Government. 

Thus  tile  rights  and  freedom  of  our  citizens  are  outraged  and  public 
expenditures  increased  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  public  officers  pre- 
texts for  increasing  the  measure  of  llieir  comj:)ensation. 

I  thitik  marshals  and  district  attorneys  should  he  paid  salaries,  ad- 
justed by  a  rule  which  will  make  them  commensurate  with  ser\'ices 
fairly  rendered. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  desire  to  suggest  the  advisability,  if 
it  be  found  not  obnoxitms  to  constitutional  objection,  of  investing  United 
States  conunissioners  with  the  power  to  try  and  determine  certain  viola- 
tions of  law  within  the  grade  of  misdemeanors.  Sncli  trials  might  be 
made  to  depend  upon  the  option  of  the  accused.  The  multiplication 
of  small  and  technical  ofTenses,  especially  under  the  provisions  of  our 
internal-revenue  law,  render  some  change  in  our  present  system  very  de- 
sirable in  the  interests  of  humanity  as  well  as  economy.  The  district 
courts  are  now  crowded  with  petty  prosecutions,  involving  a  pnnisluueut. 
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in  case  of  coiuHclion,  of  only  a  slight  fine,  while  the  parties  accnscd  are 
liarassed  by  an  enforced  attendance  upi>n  courts  held  hundreds  of  miles 
from  their  homes.  If  poor  and  friendless,  they  are  obliged  to  remain  in 
jail  during  months,  perhaps,  that  elapse  l^fore  a  session  of  the  court  is 
held,  and  are  finally  brouglit  to  trial  surrounde<i  by  strangers  and  with 
but  little  real  opportunity  for  defense.  In  the  meantune  frequently  the 
marshal  has  charged  against  the  Government  his  fees  for  an  arrest,  the 
transportation  of  the  accused  and  the  expense  of  the  same,  and  for  sum- 
moning witnesses  l)efore  a  cimunissioner,  a  grand  jury,  and  a  c^ourt;  the 
witnesses  have  been  paid  from  the  pubhc  funds  large  fees  and  traveling 
expenses,  and  the  commissioner  and  district  attorney  have  also  made 
their  charges  agninst  the  Government. 

This  abuse  in  the  administration  of  our  criminal  law  should  be  rem- 
etlied;  and  if  the  plan  above  suggested  is  not  practicable,  some  other 
should  be  de\'ised. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  containing  an  account  of 
the  operations  uf  this  important  Department  and  much  interesting  infor- 
mation, will  be  submitted  for  your  consideration. 

The  most  intricate  and  diflficult  subject  in  charge  of  this  Department 
is  the  treatment  and  management  of  the  Indians.  I  am  satisfied  that 
some  progress  may  1«  noted  in  their  condition  as  a  result  of  a  prudent 
administration  of  the  present  laws  and  regulations  for  their  control. 

But  it  i  •»  submitted  that  there  is  lack  of  a  fixed  purpose  or  policy  on 
this  subject,  which  should  be  supplied.  It  is  useless  to  dilate  upon  the 
wrongs  of  tlie  Indians,  and  as  useless  to  indulge  in  the  heartless  belief 
that  l>ecause  their  wTongs  are  revenged  in  their  own  atrocious  manner. 
therefore  they  should  be  exterminated. 

They  are  within  the  care  of  our  Government,  and  their  rights  are, 
or  should  be,  protected  from  invasi<m  by  the  most  st>lemn  obligations. 
They  are  properly  enough  called  the  wards  of  the  Government;  and  it 
should  be  lx>me  in  mind  that  this  guardianship  involves  on  our  part 
efforts  for  the  improvement  of  their  condition  atid  the  enforcement  of 
their  rights.  There  seems  to  be  general  concurrence  in  the  proposition 
that  the  ultimate  object  of  their  treatment  should  be  their  civilization 
and  cili/enship.  Fitted  by  these  to  keep  pace  in  the  march  of  prog- 
ress with  the  advanced  civilization  about  them,  they  will  readily  assimi- 
late with  the  mass  of  our  {wpulation,  assuming  the  re.spousibilities  and 
receiving  the  protection  incident  to  this  condition. 

The  difficulty  appears  to  be  in  the  selection  of  the  means  to  be  at 
present  eraploye<l  toward  the  attaiinnent  of  this  result. 

Our  Indian  |»opulalion,  exclusive  of  those  in  Alaska,  is  reported  as 
numbering  260.000,  nearly  all  being  located  on  lands  set  apart  for  their 
use  and  occupation,  aggregating  over  134,000,000  acres.  These  lands 
are  included  in  the  Ixiundaries  of  171  resen-ations  of  different  dimen- 
sions, scattered  iu  21  States  and  Territories,  presenting  great  variations  ia 
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climate  and  in  tlie  kind  aiul  (inaliLy  of  their  soils.  Ainonp  the  Indians 
U))oii  these  several  rcserx'ations  there  exist  tlie  most  marked  differences 
in  natural  traits  and  disposition  and  in  their  process  toward  civnlization. 
While  sortie  are  lazy,  vicious,  and  stupid,  others  are  industrious,  ]x;ace- 
ful.and  intelligent;  while  a  |x>rtion  of  them  are  self-supjKirtingand  inde- 
pendent, and  have  so  far  advanced  in  civilization  that  they  make  their 
own  huvs.  administered  tlironpjh  officers  of  their  own  clioice,  and  educate 
their  children  in  schools  of  their  own  establishment  and  maintenance, 
others  still  retain,  in  squalor  and  dependence,  almost  the  savagery  of 
their  natural  state. 

In  dealing;  with  this  question  the  desires  manifested  by  the  Indians 
should  not  he  ignored.  Here  again  we  find  a  great  diversity.  With 
some  the  tribal  rel;itiau  is  cherished  with  the  utmost  tenacity,  wliile  its 
hoUl  iqxMi  others  is  considerably  relaxetl;  the  love  of  home  is  strong  with 
all,  and  yet  there  are  those  whose  attachment  lo  a  ^larticular  locality  is  by 
tio  means  unyielding;  the  ownership  of  their  lands  in  severalty  is  much 
desired  by  some,  while  by  others,  and  sometimes  among  the  most  civilized, 
such  a  distrilnition  would  be  bitterly  opposed. 

The  variation  of  their  wants,  growing  out  of  and  connected  with  the 
character  of  their  several  locations,  should  Ix;  regarded.  Some  are  upon 
reservations  most  fit  for  grazing,  but  without  Hocks  or  herds;  and  some, 
on  arable  land,  have  no  agricultural  implements.  WTiile  some  of  theres- 
er\'ations  are  double  the  size  necessiiry  lo  maintain  the  number  of  Indians 
now  upon  them,  in  a  few  cases,  perhaps,  they  should  be  enlarged. 

Aild  to  all  this  the  difference  in  the  administration  of  the  agencies. 
While  the  same  duties  arc  devolved  upon  all.  the  disi^siiion  of  the 
agents  and  the  manner  of  their  contact  with  the  Indians  have  much  to 
do  with  their  condition  and  welfare.  The  agent  who  jH^rfunctorily  X'er- 
forms  his  duty  and  slothfullj'  neglects  all  opportmuiy  to  advance  their 
nioml  and  ph\*sical  improN-ement  and  fails  to  inspire  them  with  a  desire 
for  Ix^tter  things  will  accomplish  nothing  in  the  direction  of  their  civ- 
ilization, while  he  who  feels  the  burden  of  an  important  trust  and  has 
an  interest  in  his  work  will,  by  consistent  example,  finn  yet  consider- 
ate treatment,  and  well-directed  aid  and  encouragement,  constantly  lead 
lh<T«sc  under  his  charge  toward  the  light  of  their  enfranchisement. 

The  hislor>'  of  all  the  progress  which  has  been  made  in  the  ci\*iliza- 
tion  of  the  Indian  I  think  will  disclose  the  fact  that  the  beginning  has 
been  religious  leaching,  followed  by  or  accompan\*ing  secular  education. 
While  the  self-sacrificing  and  pious  men  and  women  who  liave  aided  iu 
this  >n.>od  work  by  their  independent  endeavor  have  for  their  reward  the 
licneficeni  results  of  their  labor  and  the  consciousness  of  Christian  duly 
well  performed,  their  valuable  sen-ices  should  be  fully  acknowledged  by 
all  who  under  the  law  are  charged  with  the  control  and  management  of 
our  Indian  wards. 

What  has  been  said  indicates  that  in  the  present  condition  of  ihc 
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Indians  no  attempt  should  Ix?  nmde  to  apply  a  fixed  and  unj'ieldinR 
plan  of  action  lu  their  varied  and  varying  needs  and  circumstances. 

The  Indian  Bureau,  burdened  as  it  is  with  their  geueral  oversij^ht 
and  with  the  details  of  the  estahlishment,  can  hardly  jK)ssess  itself  of 
the  minute  phases  of  the  particular  cases  needing  treatment;  and  thus 
the  propriety  of  creating  an  instrumentality  auxiliary  to  those  already 
established  for  the  care  of  the  Indians  suggests  itself. 

I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing  the  apfwintment  of  six 
commissioners,  three  of  whom  sliall  be  detailed  from  the  Army,  to  lie 
chargefl  with  the  duty  of  a  careful  ins^tectfon  from  time  to  time  of  all  the 
Indians  ujxin  our  reservations  or  subject  to  the  care  and  control  of  the 
Govenimeut,  with  a  view  of  discovering  their  exact  condition  and  needs 
and  determining  what  steps  shall  Ite  taken  on  behalf  of  the  CTOvemnieut 
to  improve  their  situation  in  the  direction  of  their  self-support  and  com- 
plete civilization;  that  they  ascertain  from  such  inspection  what,  if  any, 
of  the  reservations  may  l>e  retluced  in  area,  and  in  such  cases  what  part 
not  needed  for  Indian  occupation  may  Ik:  purchased  by  the  Government 
from  the  Indians  and  disposed  of  for  their  benefit;  what,  if  any,  Indians 
may,  with  their  consent.  l)e  removed  to  other  reservations,  with  a  view  of 
their  concentration  and  the  sale  on  their  l)ehalf  of  their  a)>andoned  reser- 
vations; wloat  Indian  lands  now  held  iu  common  should  be  allotted  iu 
severalty;  in  what  manner  and  to  what  extent  the  Indians  uiKHi  the  res- 
er\'ations  can  be  placed  under  the  protection  of  our  laws  and  subjected 
to  their  penalties,  and  which,  if  any,  Indians  should  be  invested  with 
the  right  of  citizenship.  The  powers  and  functions  of  the  Cf:)nuiiissi(Ji]- 
ers  in  regard  to  these  subjects  should  Ije  clearly  defined,  though  they 
should,  iu  conjunction  with  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Interior,  Ije  gi\'eu  all 
the  authority  to  deal  definitely  with  the  questions  presented  deemed  safe 
and  consistent. 

They  should  be  also  charged  with  the  duty  of  ascertaining  the  In- 
dians who  might  proj^rly  Ix:  furnished  with  implements  of  agricuUnre. 
and  of  what  kind;  in  what  cases  the  support  of  the  Oovennnent  should 
be  withdrawn;  where  the  present  plan  of  distributing  Indian  supplies 
should  \ye  changed;  where  schools  may  be  established  and  where  disctm- 
tinucd;  the  conduct,  methods,  atid  fitness  of  agents  in  charge  of  reser- 
vations; the  extent  to  which  such  reser\-atious  are  occupied  or  intruded 
upon  by  iuiauthf»rized  persons,  and  generally  all  matters  related  to  the 
welfare  and  improvement  of  the  Indian. 

They  should  ad\4se  with  the  Secretar>'^  of  the  Interior  concerning  these 
matters  of  detail  in  management,  and  he  should  l>e  given  power  to  deal 
witli  them  fully,  if  he  is  not  now  invested  with  such  power. 

This  plan  contemplates  the  selection  of  persons  for  commissioners  who 
are  interested  in  the  Indian  question  and  who  ha\'e  practical  ideas  upon 
the  subject  of  their  treatment. 

The  expense  of  the  Indian  Bureau  during  tlie  last  fiscal  year  was  more 
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than  six  and  a  Imlf  million  (Inllars.  I  l^lieve  much  of  this  expenditure 
might  be  saved  under  tlic  plan  projwsed;  that  its  econouiical  effects  would 
be  increased  with  its  continuance;  that  the  safety  of  our  frontier  settlers 
would  be  suV)ser\'cd  under  its  operation,  and  that  the  nation  would  be 
saved  through  its  results  from  the  imputation  of  inhumanity,  injustice, 
and  niisniana>jetnent. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  |x>licy  of  allotment  of  Indian  lands  in  severalty, 
when  deemed  expedient,  it  will  lie  necessary  to  have  surveys  completed 
of  the  reservations,  and  I  hojK  that  i)ro\nsiou  will  lie  made  for  the  prose- 
cution of  this  work. 

In  May  of  tlie  present  year  a  small  portion  of  the  Chiricahua  Apaches 
on  the  White  Motnitain  Reservation,  in  Arizona,  left  the  reservation  and 
committed  a  nnmlier  of  murders  and  depredations  upon  settlers  in  that 
neighl>orhoo<l.  Though  prompt  and  energetic  action  was  taken  by  the 
raihtary,  the  renegades  eluded  capture  and  escaped  into  Mexico.  The  for- 
mation of  the  country  through  which  these  Indians  passed,  their  thorough 
acquaintance  with  the  same,  the  speed  of  their  escape,  and  the  manner  in 
which  they  scattered  and  concealed  themselves  among  the  mountains  near 
the  scene  of  their  outrages  put  our  s<^>ldiers  at  a  great  disadvantage  in 
their  efforts  to  capture  them,  though  the  expectation  is  still  entertained 
that  they  will  l>e  ultimately  taken  and  punished  for  their  crimes. 

The  threatening  and  disorderly  conduct  of  the  Cheyennesin  the  Indian 
Territory  early  last  sunnuer  caused  consideralile  alarm  and  uneasiness. 
Investigation  proved  that  their  threatening  attitude  was  due  in  a  great 
measure  to  the  occupation  of  the  land  of  their  reservation  by  immense 
herds  of  cattle,  whicli  llieir  owners  claimed  were  rightfully  there  under 
certain  leases  made  by  the  Indians.  Such  occupation  appearing  upon 
examination  to  Ije  unlawful  notwithstanding  these  leases,  the  intruders 
were  ordered  to  remove  with  their  cattle  from  the  lands  of  the  Indians 
by  Executive  proclamation.*  The  enforcement  of  this  proclamation  had 
the  effect  of  restoring  peace  and  order  ainoug  the  Indians,  and  they  are 
now  quiet  and  well  behaved. 

By  an  Executive  order  issued  on  February  27,  1885,  by  my  prede- 
ces.sor,  a  portion  of  the  tract  of  country  in  the  territory  known  as  the 
Old  Winnebago  and  Crow  Creek  reservations  was  directed  to  be  restored 
to  the  public  domain  and  opened  to  settlement  under  the  land  laws  of 
the  United  States,  and  a  large  number  of  persons  entered  U[x>n  those 
lands.  This  action  alarmed  the  Sioux  Indians,  who  claimed  the  terri- 
tory as  belonging  to  their  reservation  tinder  the  treaty  of  1868.  This 
claim  was  determined,  after  careful  investigation,  to  he  well  founded,  and 
consequently  the  Executive  order  referred  to  was  by  proclamation  of 
April  17,  1885,1  declared  to  be  inoperative  and  of  no  eflfect,  and  all  per- 
sons upon  the  land  were  warned  to  leave.  This  warning  has  been  sub- 
stantially complied  with.

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The  public  domain  had  its  origin  in  cessions  of  kind  by  the  States  to 
the  General  Guvennnent.  The  first  cession  was  made  by  the  State  of 
New  York,  and  the  largest,  which  in  area  exceeded  all  the  others,  by 
the  State  of  Virj^^inia.  The  territory*  the  proprietorship  of  which  became 
thus  vested  in  the  General  Government  extended  from  the  western  line 
of  Pennsylvania  to  the  Mississippi  River.  These  patriotic  donations  of 
llie  States  were  encumbered  with  no  condition  except  that  they  should 
be  held  and  usetl  *'for  the  common  Ijenefit  of  the  United  Slates.'*  By 
purchase  with  the  common  fund  of  all  \\\\i  i>eople  additions  were  made 
to  this  domain  until  it  extended  to  the  nortliern  Hue  of  Mexico,  the 
Pacific  Ocean,  and  the  Polar  Sea.  The  original  trust,  **  for  the  common 
benefit  of  the  United  States,*'  attached  to  all.  In  the  execution  of  that 
trust  the  policy  of  many  homes,  rather  than  large  estates,  was  adopted 
by  the  Govennnent.  That  these  might  be  easily  obtained,  and  be  the 
abode  of  security  and  contentment,  the  laws  for  their  acquisition  were 
few.  easily  understood,  and  general  in  their  character.  But  the  pressure 
of  local  interests,  combined  with  a  sjjeculative  spirit,  have  in  many  in- 
stances procured  the  passage  of  laws  which  marred  the  harmony  of  the 
general  plan  and  encumbered  the  system  with  a  multitude  of  general 
and  special  enactments  which  vender  the  land  laws  complicated,  subject 
the  titles  to  uncertainty,  and  the  purchasers  often  to  oppression  and 
wrong.  Laws  which  were  intended  for  the  "common  benefit"  have 
been  [jerverted  so  that  large  quantities  of  land  are  vesting  in  single 
ownerships.  From  the  nujltitude  and  character  of  the  laws,  tliis  conse- 
quence seems  incapable  of  correction  by  mere  administration. 

It  is  not  for  the  "common  lx:nefit  of  the  United  Stales"  that  a  large 
area  of  the  public  lands  should  be  acquired,  directly  or  through  fraud, 
in  the  hands  of  a  single  individual.  The  nation's  strength  is  in  the 
I>eople-  The  nation's  prosj>erity  is  in  their  prosf)erity.  The  nation's 
glory  is  in  the  equality  of  her  justice.  The  nation's  perpetuity  is  in 
the  patriotism  of  all  her  people.  Hence,  as  far  as  practicable,  the  plau 
adopted  in  the  disposal  of  the  public  lands  should  have  in  view  the  origi- 
nal policy,  which  encouraged  many  purchasers  of  these  lands  for  homes 
and  discouraged  tlie  massing  of  large  areas.  Exclusive  of  Alaska,  alxmt 
three-fiftlis  of  the  national  domain  has  beeu  sold  or  subjected  to  contract 
or  grant.  Of  the  remainhig  two-fifths  a  considerable  portion  is  either 
mountain  or  desert.  A  rapidly  increasing  ptjpulation  creates  a  growing 
demand  for  homes,  and  the  accumulation  nf  wealth  inspires  an  eager 
competition  to  obtain  the  pubhc  land  for  speculative  purposes.  In  the 
future  this  collision  of  interests  will  be  more  marked  than  in  the  pa-st, 
and  the  execution  of  the  nation's  trust  in  behalf  of  our  settlers  will  be 
more  diffictilt.  I  therefore  commend  to  your  attention  the  recommenda- 
tions contained  in  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  with  refer- 
ence to  the  repeal  and  modification  of  certain  of  our  land  laws. 

The  nation  has  made  princely  grants  and  subsidies  to  a  system  of 
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railrcKwls  pnjjected  as  great  national  highways  to  connect  the  Pacific 
States  with  the  Kast.  It  has  been  charged  that  tliesc  donations  from 
the  jjeople  have  lieen  diverted  to  private  gain  and  corrupt  uses,  and  thus 
public  indi.i^nation  has  been  aroused  and  suspicion  engendered.  Our 
great  nation  tUjes  not  Ixrgnidge  its  generosity,  but  it  abhors  peculation 
and  fraud;  and  the  favorable  regard  of  our  people  for  the  great  corpora- 
tions to  which  these  grants  were  made  can  only  Ix?  re^■ive<^  by  a  resto- 
ration of  confidence,  to  l>e  secured  by  their  constant.  uiic(juiv<_>cnl,  and 
clearly  niauifested  integrity.  A  faithful  application  of  the  undiminished 
proceeds  of  the  grants  to  the  construction  and  jierfeoling  of  their  njads, 
an  lioiiest  discharge  of  their  obligations,  and  entire  justice  to  all  the 
g)eople  in  the  enjoyment  of  their  rights  on  these  liighways  of  travel  are 
all  the  pubhc  asks,  and  it  will  Ijc  content  with  no  less.  To  secure  these 
things  should  Ik*  the  common  pnrjK:>se  of  the  officers  of  the  Government, 
as  well  as  of  the  coqx)rations.  With  this  accomplishment  prosj>erily 
would  be  permanently  secured  to  the  roads,  and  national  pride  would 
take  the  place  of  national  eonipUiint. 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  that  there 
were  on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1885,  345,125  persons  borne  upon  the  pen- 
sion rolls,  whtt  wereclassified  as  follows:  Army  invalids,  241 ,456;  widows, 
minor  children,  and  dependent  relatives  of  deceased  soldiers,  7S.841 ;  navy 
invalids.  2,745;  navy  widows,  minor  children,  and  dependents,  1,926;  sur- 
vivors of  the  War  of  1.S12.  2.945:  and  widows  of  those  who  sen*ed  in  that 
war,  17,212.  About  one  man  in  ten  of  a]l  those  who  enlisted  in  the  late 
war  are  reported  as  receiving  ]>eusions.  exclusive  of  the  dejjendents  of 
deceased  soldiers.  On  the  isl  of  July.  11^75,  the  number  of  |)cnsioners 
was  234,821,  and  the  increase  within  the  leu  years  next  thereafter  was 
110,304. 

W'hile  there  is  no  expenditure  of  the  public  funds  which  the  people 
more  cheerfully  approve  than  that  made  in  recognition  of  the  ser\'ices  of 
our  soldiers  living  and  dead,  the  sentiment  underlying  the  subject  should 
not  Ix.'  \*itiated  by  the  inlroduclion  of  any  frandulcnl  practices.  There- 
fore it  is  fully  as  important  that  the  rolls  should  be  cleansed  of  all  those 
who  by  fraud  have  secured  a  place  thereon  as  that  meritorious  claims 
should  be  speedily  examined  and  adjusted.  The  reforms  in  the  methods 
of  doing  the  business  of  this  Bureau  which  have  lately  been  inaugurated 
promise  better  results  in  br>ih  these  directions. 

The  operations  of  the  Patent  Office  demonstrate  the  activity  of  the  in- 
venti>^e  genius  of  the  country.  For  the  year  ended  June  30,  1885,  the 
applications  for  patents,  including  reissues,  and  for  the  registration  of 
trade-marks  and  labels,  numbered  35. 688.  During  the  same  period  there 
were  22,928  patents  grauteil  and  reissued  and  1,429  trade-marks  and 
labels  registered.  The  immtxrr  of  patents  issued  in  the  year  1S75  was 
14,387.  The  receipts  during  the  last  fiscal  year  were  $1,074,974.35,  and 
the  total  expenditures,  not  including  contingent  expenses,  ^34,125.11. 
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There  were  9.78a  applications  for  patents  pending  on  the  ist  day  of 
Jnly,  18S4,  and  5,786  on  the  s;nne  tlalL*  in  the  year  1SS5.  There  h:is  J)een 
considerable  linproveraeut  made  in  the  prompt  determination  of  applica- 
tions and  a  conscfpient  relief  to  expectant  inventors. 

A  number  of  suggestions  and  recommendations  are  contained  in  the 
rc^wrtof  the  Commissioner  of  Patents  which  are  well  entitled  to  the  coii- 
si<lcration  of  Confess. 

In  the  Territor>'  of  Utah  the  law  of  the  United  States  ]>assed  for  the 
suppression  of  polygamy  has  Ixren  energetically  and  faithfully  executed 
during  the  jjast  year,  with  measurably  g(K»d  results.  A  tuinil>er  of  con- 
victions have  Ijeen  secured  for  unlawful  cohabitation,  and  in  some  cases 
pleas  of  guilty  have  l>een  entered  and  a  slight  punishment  im|x>sed,upon 
a  promise  by  the  accused  that  tlie>'  would  not  again  offend  against  the  law, 
nor  advise,  counsel,  aid.  or  al)et  in  any  way  its  \'iolation  by  others. 

The  Utah  commissioners  express  the  opinion,  based  upon  such  infor- 
mation as  they  are  able  to  obtain,  that  but  few  jwlygamous  marriages 
have  taken  place  in  the  Territory  during  the  last  year.  They  further 
re])ort  that  while  tliere  can  not  be  fouiul  n|x>n  the  registration  hsts  of 
voters  the  name  of  a  man  actually  guilty  of  jxilygamy,  and  while  none 
of  thai  class  are  holdirig  office,  yet  at  the  last  election  in  the  Territory 
all  the  oflScers  elected,  except  in  one  county,  were  men  who,  though  not 
actually  living  in  the  practice  of  polygamy,  suljscribe  to  the  doctrine  of 
polygamous  marriages  as  a  divine  revelation  and  a  law  unto  all  higher 
and  more  binding  upon  the  conscience  than  any  huniati  law,  local  or 
national.  Thus  is  the  strange  spectacle  presented  of  a  community  pro- 
tected by  a  republican  form  of  govermnent.  to  whicli  they  owe  allegiance, 
sustaining  by  their  suffrages  a  principle  and  a  l^elief  which  set  at  naught 
that  obligation  of  absolute  oljedieuce  to  the  law  of  the  land  which  lies  at 
the  foundation  of  republican  itistitutious. 

The  strength,  the  f>erpctuity,  and  the  destiny  of  the  nation  rest  upon 
our  homes,  established  by  the  law  of  God,  guarded  by  parental  care, 
regulated  by  parental  authority,  and  sanctified  by  parental  love. 

These  arc  not  the  homes  of  polygamy. 

The  mothers  of  our  land,  who  rule  the  nation  as  they  mold  the  char- 
acters and  guide  the  actions  of  their  sons,  live  according  to  God's  holy 
ordinances,  and  each,  secure  and  happy  in  the  exclusive  love  of  the 
father  of  her  children,  sheds  the  warm  light  of  true  womanhood,  unpcr- 
verted  and  unpolluted,  upon  all  within  lier  pure  and  wholesome  family 
circle. 

These  are  not  the  cheerless,  crushed,  and  tinwomanly  mothers  of  po- 
lygamy. 

The  fathers  of  our  families  are  the  best  citizens  of  the  Republic.  Wife 
and  children  arc  the  sources  of  patriotism,  and  conjugal  and  parental 
affection  l»eget  devotion  to  the  country.  The  man  who,  nndefilcd  with 
[plural  marriage,  is  surrotinded  in  his  single   home  with  his  wife  and 
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children  hs»  a  xtakc  in  the  countr>'  which  inspires  him  with  respect  for 
iu  laws  atid  courage  for  itii  defense. 

Thcjic  arc  not  the  father*  of  polygamous  families. 

There  is  no  feature  of  this  practice  or  the  system  which  sanctions  it 
which  i»  not  op|>osed  to  all  that  is  of  value  in  our  institutions. 

Tlierc  should  be  no  relaxation  in  the  firm  but  just  execution  of  the 
law  nrw  in  *>|»eration,  and  I  should  l>e  glad  to  approve  such  further  dis- 
creet legislation  as  will  rid  the  countr>*  of  this  blot  upon  its  fair  fame. 

Since  tilt  |>ec7ple  upholding  |K>lygaray  in  our  Territories  are  reenforced 
by  iniinigration  from  other  lands,  I  revomuiend  tliat  a  law  be  passed  to 
jjTevcnt  the  importation  of  Mormons  into  the  country. 

The  agricultural  interest  of  the  countr>' demands  just  recognition  and 
lil>er.'il  encouragement.  It  sustains  with  certainty  and  unfailing  strength 
our  nalimfs  prosjjerity  by  the  products  of  its  steady  toil,  and  l)ears  its  full 
tthare  of  tlie  Uirden  of  taxation  without  complaint.  Our  agriculturists 
have  but  slight  ]>ers(inal  representation  in  the  councils  of  the  nation,  and 
are  generally  content  with  the  humbler  duties  of  citizenship  and  willing 
to  trust  to  the  l*ounly  of  nature  for  a  reward  of  their  labor.  But  the 
magnitude  and  value  of  this  industr>'  are  appreciates!  when  the  statement 
is  made  that  of  our  total  annual  exports  more  than  three-fourths  are  the 
proflucts  of  agriculture,  and  of  our  total  jxipulation  nearly  one-half  are 
exclusively  engage^l  in  that  tKcupation. 

The  I)ei>artmcnt  of  Agriculture  was  created  for  the  purpose  of  acquiriug 
and  diffusing  among  the  people  useful  information  resj>ecting  the  subjects 
it  has  iu  charge,  and  aiding  in  the  cause  of  intelligent  and  progrcssi\'e 
farming,  by  the  cullectioj*  of  statistics,  by  testing  the  value  and  usefulness 
of  new  see<ls  and  plants,  and  distributing  such  as  arc  found  desirable 
among  agriculturists.  This  ami  other  powers  and  duties  with  which  this 
Dcpartmenl  is  invested  are  of  the  utmost  importance,  and  if  wisely  exer- 
cised mtist  be  of  great  benefit  to  the  cN^unlry.  The  aim  of  our  beneficent 
CiOVcrnnicTil  is  the  iniprtn'enu'iit  (if  the  i>eople  in  every  station  and  the 
amelitiraliou  4»f  their  condition.  Surely  our  agriculturists  should  not 
lie  neglected.  The  instrumentuHty  established  in  aid  of  the  farmers  of 
the  liuid  .should  not  otdy  Ik-  well  cqtiip^ied  for  the  accomplishment  of  its 
pnriMise,  but  those  for  whose  benefit  it  has  been  adopted  should  be  en- 
comagcil  to  avail  themselves  fully  of  its  advantages. 

The  prohibition  of  the  importation  into  several  countries  of  certain  of 
our  atiimals  and  their  products,  Ixised  upon  the  suspicion  that  health  is- 
endangered  iu  their  use  and  consumption,  suggests  the  importance  ol 
such  precautions  for  the  protection  of  our  stock  of  all  kinds  against  dis- 
ease as  will  disarm  suspicion  of  danger  and  cause  the  removal  of  such 
an  injurious  prohibition. 

If  the  laws  now  in  ojK-ration  are  msufficieut  to  accompUsh  this  pro- 
tection, I  reconmiend  their  amendment  to  meet  the  necessities  of  ihesit- 
uatioa;  and  I  commend  to  the  consideration  of  Congress  the  suggestions 
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contained  in  the  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture  calculated 
to  increase  the  vaUie  and  efficiency  of  this  Department. 

The  reix)rt  of  the  Civil  Ser\*ice  Commission,  whicliwill  be  submitled» 
contains  an  account  of  the  manner  in  which  the  civil-ser\'ice  law  has 
been  executed  durinj^  the  last  year  and  much  valuable  infonnation  on 
this  important  subject. 

T  am  incHncd  to  think  that  there  is  no  sentiment  more  general  in 
the  minds  of  the  people  of  our  country  than  a  aiuviction  of  the  correct- 
ness of  the  principle  upon  which  the  law  enforcing  civil-ser\'ice  reform 
is  based.  In  its  present  condition  the  law  regulates  otily  a  part  of  the 
subordinate  public  positions  throughout  the  countr>*.  It  applies  the  test 
of  fitness  to  applicants  for  these  places  by  means  of  a  ct)inpetilive  ex- 
amination, and  gives  large  discretion  to  the  Commissioners  as  to  the 
character  of  the  examination  and  many  other  matters  connected  with 
its  cxeciUiim.  Thus  the  rules  and  regulations  adopted  by  the  Coumiis- 
sion  have  much  to  do  with  the  practical  usefulness  of  the  statute  and 
with  the  results  of  its  application. 

The  people  may  well  trust  the  Commission  to  execute  the  law  with 
perfect  fairness  and  with  us  little  irritation  as  is  possible.  But  of  course 
no  relaxation  of  the  principle  which  underlies  it  and  no  weakening  of 
tlie  safeguards  which  surround  it  can  lie  exjMjcted.  Kxperience  in  its 
administratioTi  will  probably  suggest  amendment  of  the  meth<xls  of  its 
execution,  but  I  venture  to  hojXf  that  we  shall  never  again  lie  remitted 
to  the  system  which  distributes  public  jjosiiious  purely  as  rewards  for 
partisan  sen'ice.  Doubts  may  well  be  entertained  whether  our  Govern- 
ment could  survive  the  strain  of  a  continuance  of  this  system,  which  upon 
every  change  of  Adtuinistration  inspires  an  immense  army  of  claimants 
for  office  to  lay  siege  to  the  patronage  of  Government,  engrossing  tlie 
time  of  public  officers  with  their  importunities,  spreading  abroad  the  ccm- 
tagion  of  their  disappointment,  and  filting  the  air  with  the  tunuilt  of  their 
discontent. 

The  allurements  of  an  immense  number  of  offices  and  places  exhibited 
to  the  voters  of  the  land,  and  the  promise  of  their  bestowal  in  recogni- 
tion of  partisan  activity,  debauch  the  suffrage  and  rob  political  action 
of  its  thoughtful  and  deliberative  character.  The  evil  would  increase 
with  the  multiplication  of  offices  consequent  npcm  our  extension,  and  the 
mania  for  office  holding,  growing  from  its  indulgence,  would  per\-ade 
our  population  so  generally  that  patriotic  puqy>se.  the  sup|)«>rt  of  prin- 
ciple, the  desire  for  the  public  good,  and  Mjlicitude  for  tJie  nation's  wel- 
fare would  l)e  nearly  banished  from  the  activity  of  our  party  contests  and 
cause  them  to  degenerate  into  ignoble,  selfish,  and  disgraceful  struggles 
for  the  possession  of  office  and  public  place. 

Civil-service  reform  enforced  by  law  came  none  too  soon  to  check  the 
progress  of  demoralization. 

One  of  its  effects,  not  enough  regarded,  is  the  freedom  it  brings  to  tlve 
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political  action  of  those  conservative  and  solx^r  men  who,  in  fear  of  thccon- 
fuMoii  and  risk  attending  an  arbitrary  and  .sudden  cliange  in  all  the  jiublic 
offices  with  a  change  of  party  rule»  cast  their  ballots  against  such  a  chance. 

Parties  seem  to  \vtt  necessan.*,  and  will  long;  continue  to  exist;  nor  can 
it  l)e  now  denied  that  tlierc  are  legitimate  advantaj^es.  not  discounecied 
with  office  holding-,  which  follow  party  supremacy.  While  partisanship 
continues  hitter  and  pronounced  and  supplies  so  much  of  motive  to 
sentiment  and  action,  it  is  not  fair  to  hold  public  officials  in  charj^e 
of  important  trusts  responsible  for  the  liest  results  in  the  performance  of 
their  duties,  and  yet  insist  that  they  shall  rely  in  confidential  and  impor- 
tant places  uptin  the  work  of  those  not  only  opjxised  to  them  in  political 
affiliation^but  so  steeped  in  partisan  prejudice  and  rancor  that  they  have 
no  loyalty  to  their  chiefs  and  no  desire  for  their  success.  Civil -service 
reform  does  not  exact  this,  nor  d<->cs  it  require  that  those  in  sulx)rdinate 
jx>sitious  who  fail  in  yielding  their  best  service  or  who  are  incom])etent 
should  Ix;  retained  simply  because  ihey  are  in  place.  The  whining  of  a 
clerk  discharged  for  indolence  or  inconipeteucy.  who,  thou^di  he  gained 
his  place  by  the  worst  possible  operation  of  the  spoils  system,  suddenly 
discovers  that  he  is  entitled  to  protection  under  the  sanction  of  civil- 
service  reform,  rcpreseius  an  idea  no  less  alxsurd  than  the  clamor  of  the 
applicant  who  claims  the  vacant  position  as  his  com{>ensation  for  the  most 
questiotiable  party  work. 

The  civil-service  law  does  not  prevent  the  discharge  of  the  indolent  or 
incompetent  clerk,  but  it  does  prevent  supplying  his  place  with  the  unfit 
party  worker.  Thus  in  both  these  phases  is  seen  l:»cnefit  to  the  public 
ser\ice.  And  the  people  who  desire  good  government,  having  securetl 
this  statute,  will  not  reUn<.[uish  its  beuefits  without  protest.  Nor  are 
they  unmindful  of  the  fact  that  its  full  advantages  can  only  he  gainetl 
through  the  complete  good  faith  of  those  having  its  execution  in  charge. 
And  this  they  will  insist  upon. 

I  recommend  that  the  salaries  of  the  Civil  Scr\*ice  Commissioners  be 
increased  to  a  sum  more  nearly  commensurate  to  their  important  duties. 

It  is  a  source  of  considerable  and  not  uiinatiiral  discontent  that  no 
adequate  provision  has  yet  l>een  made  for  accommodating  the  principal 
librar>'  of  the  Government.  Of  the  vast  collection  of  books  and  pam- 
phlets gathered  at  the  Capitol,  numbering  some  700,000,  exclusive  of 
manuscripts,  maps,  and  the  products  of  the  graphic  arts,  also  of  great 
volume  and  value,  only  about  3co,o<x)  volumes,  or  less  than  half  the 
collection,  are  provided  w*ith  shelf  room.  The  others,  which  are  increas- 
ing at  the  rate  of  from  twenty- five  to  thirty  thousand  volumes  a  year,  are 
not  only  inaccessible  to  the  public,  but  are  subject  to  serious  damage  and 
deterioration  from  other  causes  in  their  present  situation. 

A  consideration  of  the  facts  that  the  librar>'  of  the  Capitol  has  twnce 
been  destroyed  or  damaged  by  fire,  its  daily  increasing  value,  and  its 
importance  as  a  place  of  deposit  of  books  under  the  law  relating  to  copy- 
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nght  makes  manifest  the  necessity  of  prompt  action  to  insure  its  proper 
accommodation  and  protection. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  a  controversy  which  has  arisen  from 
the  condition  of  the  law  relating  to  railroad  facilities  in  the  city  of 
Washington,  which  has  involved  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  in 
nnich  annoyance  and  trouble.  I  lioj)e  this  lUfTicnlty  will  be  promptly 
Settled  by  appropriate  legislation. 

The  Commissioners  represent  that  enough  of  the  revenues  of  tlie  Dis- 
trict are  now  on  deposit  in  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  to  repay 
the  sum  advance<l  by  the  Government  for  sewer  improvemenls  under 
the  act  of  June  j^o,  1884.  They  desire  now  an  advance  of  the  sliare 
which  ultimately  sliould  l)e  borne  by  the  District  of  the  cost  (»f  extensive 
improvements  to  the  streets  of  the  city.  The  total  expense  of  these 
contemplated  improvements  is  estimated  at  $1,000,000,  and  they  are  of 
the  opinion  that  a  considerable  sum  could  l>e  .saved  if  tliey  had  all  the 
money  in  hand,  so  that  contracts  for  the  whole  work  could  be  made  at 
the  same  time.  They  express  confidence  that  if  the  advance  asked  for 
should  l>e  made  tlie  Government  would  l>e  reimbursed  the  same  within 
a  reasonable  time.  J  have  no  doubt  that  these  improvements  could  be 
made  umch  chea]>er  if  undertaken  togellier  and  prosecuted  according  to 
a  general  plan. 

The  license  law  now  in  force  within  the  District  is  deficient  and  uncer- 
tain in  some  of  its  provisions  and  ought  to  be  amended.  The  Commis- 
sioners urge,  witli  good  reason,  the  necessity  of  providing  a  building  for 
the  Mse  of  the  District  government  which  shall  l)etter  secure  the  safety 
and  preser\'ation  of  its  valuable  books  and  records. 

The  present  condition  of  the  law  relating  to  the  succession  to  the 
Presidency  in  the  event  of  the  death,  disability,  or  removal  of  lioth 
the  President  and  Vice-President  is  such  as  to  require  immediate  aniend- 
nient.  This  subject  has  repeatedly  l)een  considere<l  by  Cotigress,  but  no 
result  has  lieen  reached.  The  recent  lamentable  death  of  the  Vice-Presi- 
dent, and  vacancies  at  the  same  time  in  all  other  <»flices  the  incutnbenls 
nf  which  might  immediately  exercise  the  functions  of  the  Presidential 
office,  has  caused  public  anxiety  and  a  just  demand  that  a  recurrence  of 
sudi  a  condition  of  affairs  should  not  be  penuitled. 

In  conclusion  I  conmiend  to  the  wise  care  and  thoughtful  attention 
of  Congress  the  needs,  the  welfare,  and  the  aspirations  of  an  intelligent 
and  generous  nation.  To  sul>ordinate  these  to  the  narrow  ad\*antages 
of  partisanship  or  the  accomplishment  of  selfish  aims  is  to  violate  the 
people's  trust  and  betray  the  people's  interests;  but  an  iixlividnal  sense 
of  responsibility  on  the  part  of  each  of  us  and  a  .stern  detunnination  to 
perform  our  duty  well  must  give  us  place  among  those  who  have  added 
in  their  day  and  generation  to  the  glor>-  and  prosperity  of  our  beloved 
land.

In  a  note  to  the  Secretary  of  State  of  December  26,  1885,  Mr.  Matias 
Romero,  the  minister  of  Mexico  here,  advises  him  of  a  decree  issued  by 
the  Mexican  Senate  in  its  session  of  December  11  last,  approving,  with 
certain  m<xlificatioiis.  the  convention  in  question: 

"The  modj&catious  made  in  the  said  treaty  by  the  Mexican  Senate 
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are  not  essential/*  says  Mr.  Romero,  *' since  they  consist  mainly  in  the 
rectification  of  the  mistake  made  when  the  Gila  River  was  mentioned  as 
a  part  \A  the  Nnindar>'  line,  the  Colorado  River  Ixring  omitted,  and  in 
the  correction  of  an  error  in  the  Spanish  translation."

Ever  since  the  tjeginniug  of  the  present  session  of  the  Senate  the  dif- 
ferent heads  of  the  Departments  attached  to  the  executive  branch  of  the 
Oovenmieut  have  been  plied  with  various  requests  and  demands  from 
committees  of  the  Senate,  from  members  of  such  committees,  and  at  last 
from  the  Senate  itself,  requiring  the  transmission  of  reasons  for  the  sus- 
j^nsion  of  certain  officials  during  the  recess  of  that  body,  or  for  the 
papers  touching  the  conduct  of  such  officials,  or  for  all  papers  and  docu- 
ments relating  to  such  susj^ensions,  or  for  all  documents  and  papers  filed 
in  such  Departments  in  relation  to  the  management  and  conduct  of  the 
offices  held  by  such  suspended  officials. 

The  different  terms  from  time  to  time  adopted  in  making  these  requests 
and  demands,  the  order  in  which  they  succeeded  each  other,  and  the  fact 
that  when  made  by  the  Senate  the  resolution  for  that  purpose  was  passed 
in  executive  session  have  led  to  the  presumption,  the  correctness  of  which 
will,  I  supi>ose,  be  candidly  admitted,  that  from  first  to  last  the  informa- 
tion thus  sought  and  the  papers  thus  demanded  were  desire<l  for  use  by 
the  Senate  and  its  committees  in  considering  the  propriety  of  the  suspeu- 
sions  referred  to. 
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Though  these  suspensions  are  my  executive  acts,  based  u{X)n  consid- 
erations addressed  to  me  alone  and  for  which  I  am  wholly  responsible, 
I  have  had  no  invitation  from  the  Senate  to  state  the  position  which  I 
have  felt  constrained  to  assume  in  relation  to  the  same  or  to  interpret 
for  myself  my  acts  and  motives  in  the  premises. 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  I  have  forlxjrne  addressing  the  Senate  upon 
the  subject,  lest  I  might  be  accused  of  thrusting  myself  unbidden  upon 
the  attention  of  that  body. 

But  the  rejxjrt  of  the  Committee  on  the  Judiciar>'  of  the  Senate  lately 
presented  and  pul)lished,  which  censures  the  Attorney-General  of  the 
United  vStatcs  for  his  refusal  lo  transmit  certain  pa^nrrs  relating  to  a  sus- 
pension from  office,  and  which  also,  if  I  correctly  interpret  it.  evinces  a 
misapprehension  of  the  position  of  the  Executive  upon  the  question  of 
such  suspensions,  will.  I  hope,  justify  this  comnumicatiou. 

This  rcix>rt  is  predicated  uixni  a  resolution  <jf  the  Senate  directeil  to 
the  Attorney-General  and  his  reply  to  the  same.  This  resiilution  was 
adopted  in  executive  session  devoted  entirely  to  business  connected  with 
the  cotisideration  of  nominations  for  office.  It  required  the  Atloniey- 
General  "to  transmit  to  the  Senate  copies  of  all  documents  and  paj)ers 
that  have  l>een  filed  in  the  IX;panment  of  Justice  since  the  ist  day  of 
Jauuar>'.  1885.  in  relation  to  the  management  and  ainduct  of  the  office 
of  district  attorney  of  the  United  States  for  the  southern  district  of 
Alabama.*' 

The  incumbent  of  this  office  on  the  ist  day  of  Januar\',  18S5,  and  until 
the  17th  day  of  July  ensuing,  was  George  M.  Duskin,  who  on  the  day  last 
mentioned  was  suspended  by  an  Kxecntive  order,  and  Jolui  I>.  Burnett 
designated  to  perform  the  duties  of  said  office.  At  the  time  of  the  |>as- 
sage  of  the  resolution  above  referred  to  the  nomination  of  Bunietl  for 
said  office  was  pending  before  the  Senate,  and  all  the  papers  relating  to 
said  nomination  were  l»efore  that  l)ody  for  its  ins^x^'tion  and  information. 

In  reply  to  this  resolution  the  Attorney-General,  after  referring  to  tlie 
fact  that  the  papers  relating  to  the  nomination  of  Burnett  had  already 
been  sent  to  the  Senate,  stated  that  he  was  directed  by  the  President  to 
say  that — 

The  papers  and  documents  which  are  tneiitione*!  it)  said  resolution  and  Mill 
reiiiainiii^  in  the  ou^tfMly  of  this  Dcjiartmonl,  luiving  exclusive  reference  to  the  sus- 
pension by  the  President  of  (Jeorge  M,  Duskin,  the  hite  incuni1>ent  t>f  the  office  of 
di.strict  altorncy  for  Uie  southern  district  of  AlalHima,  it  is  not  considerc<l  tliat  the 
public  interests  \w\\\  be  promoted  by  a  compliance  with  said  resolution  ami  the  Iraus- 
tninsion  of  the  papers  and  docunienLs  therein  nieiition«-d  lo  the  Senate  in  excculivt 
session.  ■ 

Upon  this  resolution  and  the  answer  thereto  the  issue  is  thus  stated  by 
the  Committee  on  the  Judiciary  at  the  outset  of  the  report: 

The  important  question,  then,  is  whether  it  is  within  the  conslitutionA]  competence 
of  either  House  of  Congress  to  liavc  acccAs  lo  the  official  papers  and  documi-nts  in 
^e  \'ahou&  public  offices  uf  the  United  States  created  by  laws  enacted  by  themselves. 
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I  do  not  suppose  that ' '  the  public  offices  of  the  United  States  *  *  are  regu- 
lated or  coutroUed  in  iheir  relations  to  either  House  of  Congress  by  the 
fact  that  they  were  "created  by  laws  enacted  by  themselves."  It  must 
be  that  these  instrumentaUties  were  created  for  the  benefit  of  the  people 
and  to  answer  the  general  purposes  of  government  under  the  Constitu- 
tion and  the  laws,  and  that  they  are  unencundxrred  by  atiy  lien  in  favor  of 
either  branch  of  Congress  growing  out  of  their  construction,  and  uneni- 
l>arrassed  by  any  obligation  to  the  Senate  as  the  price  of  their  creation. 

The  complaint  of  the  committee  tliat  access  to  official  papers  in  the 
public  offices  is  denied  the  Senate  is  met  by  the  statement  that  at  no 
time  has  it  been  the  disposition  or  the  intention  of  the  President  or  any 
Deirarlment  of  the  executive  branch  of  the  Government  to  withhold  from 
the  Senate  official  documents  or  papers  filed  in  any  of  the  public  offices. 
While  it  is  by  no  means  conceded  that  the  Senate  has  the  right  in  any 
case  to  review  the  act  of  the  Hxecutive  in  rem(»ving  or  suspending  a 
public  officer,  ujwn  official  documents  or  otherwise,  it  is  considered  that 
documents  and  papers  of  that  nature  should.  Ixrause  ihcy  are  official,  be 
freely  transmittetl  to  the  Senate  upon  its  demand,  trusting  the  use  of  the 
same  for  proper  and  legitimate  purposes  to  the  g<xxl  faith  of  that  body; 
and  though  no  such  paper  or  document  has  been  specifically  demanded 
in  any  of  the  numerous  requests  and  demands  made  upon  the  nejKirt- 
xnents,  yet  as  often  as  they  were  foinid  in  the  public  offices  they  have 
been  furnished  in  answer  to  such  applications. 

•  The  letter  of  the  Attorney -General  in  response  to  the  resolution  of  the 
Senate  in  the  particular  case  mentioned  in  the  ctjmmittce's  report  was 
written  at  my  suggestion  and  by  my  direction.  There  had  l^een  no  offi- 
cial papers  or  documents  filed  in  his  Department  relating  to  the  case 
within  the  period  specifietl  in  the  resolution.  The  letter  Avas  intended, 
by  its  description  of  the  papers  and  documents  remaining  in  the  custody 
of  the  Department,  to  convey  the  idea  that  they  were  not  official;  and  it 
was  assumed  that  the  resolution  called  for  information,  papers,  and  docu- 
ments of  the  same  character  as  were  required  by  the  requests  and  de- 
mands wliicli  preceded  it. 

Ever>'thing  that  had  been  written  or  done  on  behalf  of  the  Senate 
from  the  beginniug  pointed  to  all  letters  and  i>apers  of  a  private  and 
unofficial  nature  as  the  objects  of  search,  if  they  were  to  be  fotind  in  the 
l>epartments,  and  provided  they  had  Ijeen  presented  to  the  Executive 
with  a  view  to  their  consideration  upon  the  question  of  suspension  from 
office. 

Against  the  transmission  of  such  papers  and  documents  I  have  inter- 
posed my  ath'ice  and  direction.  This  has  not  l>een  done,  as  is  suggested 
in  the  committee's  rciwrt,  upon  the  assinnption  on  my  ptirt  that  the 
Attorney-General  or  any  other  head  of  a  Department  *'is  the  servant 
of  the  President,  and  is  to  give  or  withhold  copies  uf  documents  iu  his 
office  according  to  the  will  of  the  Ivxecutive  and  not  otherwise/'  UaV 
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because  I  regard  the  papers  and  documents  withheld  and  addressed  to 
me  or  intended  for  my  use  and  action  purely  unofficial  and  private,  not 
infret^ueiitly  conrideutial,  and  having  rL-iereuce  to  the  performance  of 
a  duty  exclusively  mine.  I  consider  them  in  no  proper  sense  as  upon 
the  files  of  the  Department,  but  as  deposited  there  for  my  convenience, 
remaining  still  completely  under  my  control.  I  suppose  if  I  desired  to 
take  them  into  my  custody  I  miKht  do  so  with  etitire  propriety,  and  if  I 
saw  fit  to  destroy  them  no  one  could  complain. 

Even  the  conunittee  in  its  report  app>ears  to  concede  that  there  may  be 
with  the  President  or  in  the  Departments  papers  and  documents  which, 
on  account  of  their  unofficial  character,  are  not  subject  to  the  inspec- 
tion of  the  CongrefvS,  A  reference  in  the  report  to  instances  where  the 
House  of  Representatives  ought  not  to  succeed  in  a  call  for  the  produc- 
tion of  papers  is  immediately  followed  by  this  statement: 

The  coninullet:  fetrls  authorize*!  to  state,  after  a  soinewhal  careful  research,  that 
witliin  the  foreKoinj/  liinitN  there  is  scarcely  in  Ihe  hislory  of  tins  Government,  until 
now,  niiy  instance  of  a  refusal  by  a  head  of  a  Departtnent.  or  even  of  the  Presiilent 
himself,  to  connnunicale  official  facts  ami  information,  as  distin>fuishc<l  from  private 
and  unoflicinl  papers,  motions,  views,  reasons,  and  opinions,  lo  either  House  of  Coa- 
gress  when  uncoiuiiitionally  demanded. 

To  which  of  the  classes  thus  recognized  do  the  papers  and  documents 
belong  that  are  now  the  objects  of  the  Senate's  quest? 

They  con.sist  of  letters  and  repre.seiitations  addressed  lo  the  Ivxecutive 
or  intended  for  his  insj>ectii>u ;  they  are  vohnitarily  written  and  presented 
by  private  citizens  who  are  not  in  the  least  instigate<i  thereto  by  any 
official  invitation  or  at  all  subject  toofHctal  control.  While  some  of  them 
are  entitled  to  Executive  cotisideraLion.  many  of  them  are  so  irrelevant, 
or  in  the  light  of  other  facts  so  worthless,  that  they  have  not  been  given 
the  least  weight  in  detennining  the  question  to  which  they  are  sitppased 
to  relate. 

Are  all  these,  simply  because  they  are  preserved,  to  be  considered  offi- 
cial documents  and  subject  to  the  insjiection  of  the  Senate?  If  not,  who 
is  to  determine  which  Ijelong  to  this  class?  Are  the  motives  and  purposes 
of  the  Senate,  as  they  are  day  by  day  developed,  such  as  would  be  satis- 
fied with  my  selection?  Am  I  to  submit  to  theirs  at  the  risk  of  being 
charged  with  making  a  susi)ension  from  office  ujxiu  evidence  which  was 
not  even  considered? 

Are  these  papers  to  be  regarded  official  because  they  ha\x  not  only 
been  presented  but  preser%-e<l  in  the  public  offices? 

Their  nature  and  character  remain  the  same  whether  they  are  kept  in 
the  Executive  Mansion  or  deposited  in  the  Dejxirtments.  There  is  no 
mysterious  power  of  transmutation  in  departmental  custody,  nor  is  there 
magic  in  the  undefined  and  sacred  solenuiily  of  Department  files.  If  the 
presence  of  these  ])ai3ers  in  the  public  offices  is  a  stumbling  block  in 
the  way  of  the  performance  of  Senatorial  duty,  it  can  be  easily  removed. 
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The  papers  and  documents  which  have  been  described  derive  no  offi- 
cial character  from  any  constitutional,  statutory,  or  other  refiuireinent 
making  them  necessary  to  the  performance  of  the  official  duty  of  the 
Executive. 

It  will  not  l>e  denied,  I  suppose,  that  the  President  may  suspend  a 
jjublic  officer  in  the  entire  absence  of  any  papers  or  documents  to  aid  his 
official  judgment  and  discretion;  and  I  am  quite  prepared  to  avow  that 
the  cases  are  not  few  in  which  suspensions  from  office  liave  depended 
more  uxx)n  oral  representations  made  t<i  me  by  citizens  of  known  good 
repute  and  by  memljers  of  the  House  of  Representatives  and  Senators 
of  the  United  States  than  n]v>n  any  letters  and  documents  presented  for 
my  examination.  I  have  not  felt  justified  In  snsjHX'ting  the  veracity, 
integrity,  and  patriotism  of  Senators,  or  ignoring  their  representations, 
because  they  were  not  in  |)arty  affiliation  with  the  majority  of  their  asso- 
ciates; and  I  recall  a  few  suspensions  wliich  l>ear  the  approval  of  indi- 
vidual members  identified  politically  with  the  majority  in  the  Senate. 

While,  therefore.  I  am  constrained  to  deny  the  right  of  the  Senate  to 
the  papers  and  documents  descril^ed,  so  far  as  the  right  to  the  same  is 
based  upon  the  claim  that  they  are  in  any  \'iew  of  the  subject  official,  I 
am  also  led  unequivocally  to  dispute  the  right  of  the  Senate  by  the  aid  of 
any  documents  whatever,  (jr  in  any  way  save  through  the  judicial  pnxress 
of  trial  on  impeachment,  to  review  or  reverse  the  acts  of  the  Executive 
in  the  suspension,  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate,  of  P^ederal  officials. 

I  believe  the  p«jwer  to  remove  or  suspend  such  officials  is  vested  in  the 
President  alone  by  the  Constitution,  which  in  express  terms  provides  that 
'*the  executi^■e  power  shall  l>e  vested  in  a  President  of  the  Uiiited  States 
of  America."  and  that  "he  .shall  take  care  thai  the  laws  be  faithfully 
executed."  | 

The  Senate  l>elongs  to  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government. 
When  the  Constitution  by  express  provision  su^x^radded  to  its  legislative 
duties  the  right  to  advise  and  consent  to  appointments  to  office  and  to  sit 
as  a  court  of  imix^achmciit,  it  coitferred  ujKm  that  Ixxly  all  the  control  and 
regulation  of  Executive  action  supposed  to  be  necessary  for  the  safety  of 
the  people;  and  this  express  and  special  grant  of  such  extraordinary 
powers,  not  in  any  way  related  to  or  growing  out  of  general  Senatorial 
duty,  and  in  itself  a  departure  from  the  general  plan  of  our  (iovernment, 
should  Ix.'  held,  under  a  familiar  maxim  of  construction,  to  exclude  every 
other  right  of  interference  with  FIxecutive  functions. 

In  the  first  Congress  which  assembled  after  the  adoption  of  the  Con- 
stitution, comprising  many  who  aided  in  its  preparation,  a  legislative 
construction  was  given  to  that  instrument  in  which  the  independence  of 
the  Executive  ill  the  matter  of  removals  from  office  was  fully  sustained. 

I  think  it  will  be  found  that  in  the  snljsequent  discussions  of  this 
question  there  was  generally,  if  not  at  all  times,  a  proposition  pending 
to  in  some  way  curtail  this  power  of  the  President  by  legislation,  vvKisJx 
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funiishes  evidence  that  to  limit  such  power  it  was  supposed  to  be  neces- 
sar>*  to  supplement  the  Constitution  by  such  legislation. 

The  first  enactment  of  this  description  was  passed  under  a  stress  of 
partisanship  and  political  bitterness  which  culminated  in  the  President's 
imj^eachment. 

Tliis  law  provided  that  the  Federal  oflScers  to  which  it  applietl  could 
only  be  suspended  durin>j  tlie  recess  of  the  Senate  when  shown  by  evi- 
dence s-itisfactory  to  the  President  to  be  guilty  of  misconduct  in  oflEice. 
or  crime,  or  when  incapable  or  disquahficd  to  perform  their  duties,  and 
that  within  twenty  days  after  the  next  meeting  of  the  Senate  it  should 
be  the  dtity  of  the  President  "to  rei>ort  to  the  Senate  such  suspension, 
with  the  evidence  and  reasons  for  his  action  in  the  case." 

This  statute,  passed  in  1867,  when  Congress  was  overwhelmingly  and 
bitterly  opposed  politically  to  tlie  President,  may  be  regarded  as  an  indi- 
cation that  even  then  it  was  thought  necessary  by  a  Congress  determined 
upon  the  subjugation  of  the  Executive  to  legislative  will  to  furnish  itself 
a  law  for  that  purpose,  instead  of  nttetnptiug  to  reach  the  fibject  intended 
by  an  invocation  <*f  any  pretended  constitutional  right. 

The  la^\•  which  tints  found  its  way  to  our  stattite  lx>ok  was  plain  in  its 
terms,  and  its  intent  needed  no  avowal.  If  valid  and  now  in  operation, 
it  would  justify  the  present  contse  of  the  Senate  and  ct>nunand  the  olje- 
dience  of  the  Executive  to  its  demands.  It  may,  however,  be  remarked 
in  passing  that  under  this  law  the  President  had  the  privilege  of  present- 
ing to  the  body  which  assumed  to  review  his  executive  acts  his  reasons 
therefor,  instead  of  Ijeing  excluded  from  explanation  or  judged  by  papers 
found  in  the  Departments. 

Two  years  after  the  law  of  1867  was  passed,  and  within  less  than  five 
weeks  after  the  inauguration  of  a  President  in  political  accord  with  both 
branches  of  Congress,  the  sections  of  the  act  regulating  suspensions  from 
office  during  the  recess  of  the  Senate  were  entirely  re^KMled.  and  in  their 
place  were  substituted  provi.sious  which.  instea<i  of  limiting  the  causes  of 
suspension  to  misconduct,  crime,  disability,  or  disqualification,  expressly 
permitted  such  suspension  by  the  President  "in  his  discretion."  and 
completely  abandoned  the  requirement  obliging  him  to  report  to  the 
Senate  "the  evidence  and  rea.sons"  for  his  action. 

With  these  modifications  and  with  all  branches  of  the  Govenunetit  in 
political  harmony,  and  in  the  absence  of  fKirtisan  incentive  to  captious 
obstruction,  the  law  as  it  was  left  by  the  amendment  of  1869  was  much 
less  destructive  of  lixecutive  discretion.  And  yet  the  great  general  and 
patriotic  citizen  who  on  the  4lh  day  of  March,  1869,  assumed  the  duties 
of  Chief  Executive,  and  for  whose  freer  administration  of  his  high  office 
the  most  hateful  restraints  of  the  law  of  1867  were,  on  the  5th  day  of 
April,  1S69,  removed,  mindful  of  his  obligation  to  defend  and  protect 
every  prerogative  of  his  great  trust,  and  apprehensive  of  the  injury 
threatened  the  public  ser\ice  in  the  ctnitinued  operation  of  these  statutes 
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even  in  their  modified  form,  in  his  first  message  to  Congress  advised 

their  rep)eal  and  set  forth  their  unconstitutional  cliaracler  and  hurtful 

tendency  in  the  following  language: 

It  may  l3e  well  to  mention  here  the  embarraafiment  possiblv  to  ariM:  fruni  leaving 
on  the  .stntutc  books  the  so-called  " tenure-of-office  acts."  and  to  earnestly  recom- 
mend their  total  repeal.  It  could  not  have  been  the  intention  of  the  framers  of 
tlie  Constitution,  wheu  providing  that  appointments  made  by  tlie  Pn^ident  should 
receive  the  consent  of  the  Senate,  that  the  latter  should  have  the  power  to  retain  in 
office  persons  placed  there  by  Federal  appointment  aj^ainst  the  will  of  tlie  President. 
The  law  is  inconsistent  witli  a  faithful  and  efficient  afhnintstration  of  the  Govern- 
ment. ^\^ml  faith  can  an  Executive  put  in  officials  forced  upon  him,  and  those,  too, 
whom  he  hAs  suspended  for  reason*  How  will  such  officials  be  likely  to  sen-e  an 
Atlministration  which  they  know  does  not  trust  them  ? 

I  am  unable  to  state  whether  or  not  this  recommendation  for  a  repeal 
of  tliese  laws  has  been  since  repeated.  If  it  has  not,  the  reason  can  prob- 
ably be  found  in  the  experience  which  demonstrated  the  fact  that  the 
necessities  of  the  jwlitical  situation  but  rarely  develoiK*d  their  vicious 
character. 

And  so  it  happens  that  after  an  existence  of  nearly  i\\*enty  years  of 
almost  innocuous  desuetude  these  laws  are  brought  forth — apparently 
the  repealed  as  well  as  the  unrepealed — and  put  in  the  way  of  an  Hx- 
ecutive  who  is  willing,  if  permitted,  to  attempt  an  improvement  in  the 
methods  of  administration. 

The  constitutionality  of  these  laws  is  by  no  means  admitted.  But  why 
should  the  pro\4sions  of  the  repealed  law.  which  required  specific  cause 
for  suspension  and  a  report  to  the  Senate  of  "evidence  and  reasons,**  lie 
now  in  effect  applied  to  the  present  Executive,  instead  of  the  law.  after- 
wards ]>assed  and  unrepealed,  which  distinctly  permits  suspensions  by  the 
President  "in  his  discretion"  and  carefully  omits  the  retiuirement  that 
•'evidence  and  reasons  for  his  action  in  the  case"  shall  he  reix)rted  to  the 
Senate. 

The  requests  and  demands  which  by  the  score  have  for  nearly  three 
months  been  presented  to  the  different  Departments  of  the  Ckn'ernraent, 
whatever  may  be  their  form,  have  but  one  complexion.  They  assume 
the  right  of  the  Senate  to  sit  in  judgment  upon  the  exercise  of  my  exclu- 
sive discretion  and  Executive  fimction.  for  which  I  am  solely  responsible 
to  the  people  from  whom  I  have  so  lately  received  the  sacre<l  trust  of 
office.  My  oath  to  suppt^rt  and  defend  the  Constitution,  my  duty  to  the 
people  who  have  chosen  me  to  execute  the  powers  of  their  great  office 
and  not  to  relinquish  them,  and  my  dulj-  to  the  Chief  Magistracy,  which 
I  must  preser\-e  unimpaired  in  all  its  dignity  and  vigor,  compel  me  to 
refuse  compliance  with  these  demands. 

To  the  end  that  the  service  may  be  improved,  the  Senate  is  iinnled  to 
the  fullest  scrutiny  of  the  persons  submitted  to  them  for  pui>lic  office,  in 
recognition  of  the  constitutional  jiower  of  tliat  lx>dy  to  advise  and  con- 
sent to  their  appointment.  I  shall  continue,  as  I  have  thus  far  done,  to 
furnish,  at  the  request  of  the  confinning  body,  all  the  information  I  possess 
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touching  the  fitness  of  the  nominees  placed  before  them  for  their  action, 
both  wlien  they  are  proposed  to  fill  vacasicies  and  to  take  the  place  of 
suspended  officials.  Upon  a  refusal  to  confirm  I  shall  not  assume  the 
right  to  ask  the  reasons  for  the  action  of  the  Senate  nor  question  its 
detennination.  I  can  not  think  thai  anything  more  is  required  to  secure 
worthy  incumbents  in  pubhc  office  than  a  careful  and  independent  dis- 
charge of  our  resi>ective  duties  within  their  well-defined  limits. 

Though  the  propriety  *jf  suspensions  might  be  better  assured  if  the 
action  of  the  President  was  subject  to  re\new  by  the  Senate,  yet  if  the 
Constitution  and  the  laws  have  placed  this  responsibility  Uf>on  the  execu- 
tive branch  of  the  Government  it  should  not  be  divided  nor  the  discretion 
which  it  involves  relinquished. 

It  has  Ijcen  claimed  that  the  present  Executive  having  pletlged  him- 
self not  to  remov^e  officials  except  for  cause,  the  fact  of  their  suspension 
im{>lies  such  misconduct  on  the  part  of  a  suspended  official  as  injures 
his  character  and  reputation,  and  therefore  the  Senate  should  review 
the  case  for  his  vindication. 

I  have  said  that  certain  officials  should  not^  in  my  opinion,  be  removed 
during  the  conthiuance  of  the  term  for  which  they  were  appointed  solely 
for  the  purpose  of  putting  in  their  place  those  in  political  affiliation  with 
the  appointing  power,  and  this  declaration  was  immediately  followed  by 
a  description  of  official  partisanship  which  ought  not  to  entitle  those  in 
whom  it  was  exhibited  to  consideration.  It  is  not  apparent  how  an 
adherence  to  the  course  thus  announced  carries  with  it  the  consequences 
described.  If  in  any  degree  the  suggestion  is  worthy  of  consideration, 
it  is  to  be  hoped  that  there  may  be  a  defense  against  unjust  suspension 
in  the  justice  of  the  Executive. 

Every  pledge  which  I  have  made  by  which  I  have  placed  a  limitation 
upon  my  exercise  of  executive  power  has  Ix^en  faithfully  redeemed.  Of 
course  the  pretense  is  not  put  forth  that  no  mistakes  have  been  com- 
mitted; but  not  a  suspension  has  been  made  except  it  appeared  to  my 
satisfaction  that  tlie  public  welfare  would  1^  improved  thereby.  Many 
applications  for  suspension  have  been  denied,  and  the  adherence  to  the 
rule  laid  down  to  govern  my  action  as  to  such  suspensions  has  caused 
nnich  irritation  and  impatience  on  the  part  of  those  who  have  insisted 
upon  more  changes  in  the  offices. 

The  pledges  I  have  made  were  made  to  the  people^  and  to  them  T  am 
responsible  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  l>een  redeemed.  I  am  not 
responsible  to  the  Senate,  and  I  am  unwilling  to  submit  my  actions  and 
official  conduct  to  them  for  judgment. 

There  are  no  grounds  for  an  allegation  that  the  fear  of  beiug  found 
false  to  my  professions  influences  me  in  declining  to  submit  to  the  de- 
mands of  the  Senate.  I  liave  not  constantly  refusetl  to  su.spend  officials, 
and  tluis  incurred  the  displeasure  of  political  friends,  and  yet  willfully 
broken  faith  with  the  people  for  the  sake  of  being  false  to  them. 
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Neither  the  discotiteut  of  jvirty  friends,  nor  the  alhirements  constantly 
offered  of  confimialions  of  appointees  conditioned  upon  the  avowal  that 
suspensions  have  been  made  on  party  grounds  alone,  nor  the  threat  pro- 
posed in  the  resolutions  now  before  the  Senate  that  no  confirmations  will 
l>e  made  unless  the  demands  of  that  l>ody  l)e  complied  with,  arc-  sufficient 
to  discourage  or  deter  me  from  following  in  the  way  which  I  am  con- 
vinced leads  to  better  government  for  the  i»e<.)ple.

ExECiTTiVE  Mansion,  March  /,  1886. 
To  ihe  Senafr  and  House  of  Representatives: 

It  is  made  the  constitutional  duty  of  the  President  to  recommend  to 
the  consideration  of  Congress  from  time  to  time  such  measures  as  he 
shall  judge  necessary  and  expedient.  In  no  matters  can  the  necessity 
of  this  be  more  evident  than  when  the  g<x)d  faith  of  the  Unite<l  States 
under  the  solemn  obligation  of  treaties  with  foreign  powers  is  concerned. 

The  question  of  the  treatment  of  the  subjects  of  China  sojourning 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  United  States  presents  such  a  matter  for 
the  urgent  and  earnest  consideration  of  the  Executive  and  the  Congress. 

In  my  first  annual  message,  upon  the  assembling  of  the  present  Con- 
gress. I  adverted  to  this  question  iu  the  following  words: 

Tlie  harmony  of  our  relations  with  China  is  fully  sustained. 

In  the  application  of  ihc  acts  lately  passed  to  execute  the  treaty  of  tSSo.  restrictive 
of  the  immiKralion  of  Chinese  lalwrers  into  the  l'nite<l  States,  indtudual  cases  of 
hardship  liave  occnrreti  hcyond  the  power  of  the  Executive  to  remedy,  and  calHng 
for  judicial  detenni nation. 

The  condition  of  the  Chinese  qnestion  in  the  Western  Stales  and  Territories  is,  de- 
spile  Uiis  restrictive  legislation,  far  from  l)eing  satisfactory.  The  recent  outbreak  in 
Wyoming  Territory,  where  niuubers  of  unoffending  Chinamen,  indisputably  within 
the  protection  of  the  trejities  and  the  law,  were  munlered  by  a  mob,  and  the  still 
more  recent  threatened  outbreak  of  tlie  same  character  in  Washington  Territory,  are 
fresh  in  the  minds  of  all.  and  there  is  apprehension  lest  the  bitterness  of  feeling 
against  the  Mongolian  nice  on  the  Pacific  Slope  may  find  venl  in  similar  lawless 
demonslralions.  All  the  power  of  this  (jovemmenl  should  l>e  exerted  to  maintain 
the  amplest  good  faith  toward  China  in  the  treatment  of  these  men,  and  the  inflexible 
sternness  <if  the  law  in  bringing  the  wrongdoers  to  justii-e  should  Ik:  insisted  npnn. 

Every  effort  has  Iwen  tuadc  by  lliis  Government  to  prevent  these  violent  outbreaks 
and  to  aid  the  representatives  of  China  in  their  investigation  of  these  outrages;  and 
it  is  but  jnst  to  say  that  they  are  traceable  to  the  lawlessness  of  men  not  citizens  of 
the  United  States  eugage<l  in  competition  with  Chinese  laborers. 

Race  prejudice  is  tlic  chief  factor  in  originating  these  disturbances,  and  it  exists  in 
a  large  part  of  uur  donuiiti,  jeoj>ardizing  our  domestic  peace  and  the  good  relation- 
ship  we  strive  to  maintain  with  China. 

The  arlmitted  right  of  a  government  to  prevent  the  influx  of  elements  hostile  to 
its  inlcnial  peace  and  security  may  not  be  questioned,  even  where  there  is  no  treaty 
stipulation  on  the  subject.  That  the  exclusion  of  Chinese  labor  is  demanded  in 
other  countries  where  like  conditions  prevail  is  strongly  evidence*!  in  the  Dominion 
of  Ciuiada,  where  Chinese  immigration  is  now  regulated  by  laws  more  exclusive  than 
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our  own.  If  existii^  laws  are  inadeqaate  to  compass  the  end  in  \'iew,  I  shall  be 
prepared  to  give  earnest  consvieratioa  to  any  farther  remedial  OKasores,  within  the 
treaty  limits,  which  the  wisdom  of  Congresfi  may  devise. 

At  the  time  I  wrote  this  the  shocking  occtnrences  at  Rock  Springs,  in 
Wyoming  Territory,  were  fre^  in  the  minds  of  all.  and  had  been  recently 
presented  anew  to  the  attention  of  this  Government  by  the  Chinese  min- 
ister in  a  note  which,  while  not  tmnatmuUv  exhibiting  some  misconcep- 
tion of  oar  Federal  s>'stem  of  administration  in  the  Territories  while  they 
as  yet  are  not  in  the  exercise  of  the  ftill  measnre  of  that  sovereign  self- 
government  pertaining  to  the  States  of  the  Union,  presents  in  truthful 
terms  the  main  features  of  the  cmel  outrage  there  perpetrated  upon  inof- 
fensi\-e  subjects  of  China.  In  the  investigation  of  the  Rock  Springs  out- 
break and  the  ascertainment  of  the  facts  on  which  the  Chinese  minister's 
statements  rest  the  Chinese  representati\-es  were  aided  by  the  agents  of 
the  United  States,  and  the  reports  submitted,  having  been  thus  framed 
and  recounting  the  facts  within  the  knowledge  of  witnesses  on  both  sides, 
possess  an  impartial  truthfulness  which  could  not  fail  to  gi\-e  them  great 
impressiveness. 

The  facts,  which  so  far  are  not  controverted  or  affected  by  any  excul- 
pator>'  or  mitigating  testimony,  show  the  murder  of  a  number  of  Chi- 
nese subjects  in  September  last  at  Rock  Springs,  the  wounding  of  many 
others,  and  the  spoliation  of  the  property  of  all  when  the  unhappy  sur- 
vivors had  been  dri\-en  from  their  habitations.  There  is  no  allegation 
that  the  \-ictims  by  any  lawless  or  disorderly  act  on  their  part  contrib- 
uted to  bring  about  a  collision:  on  the  contrary,  it  appears  that  the  law- 
abiding  dispoc>ition  of  these  people,  who  were  sojotimers  in  otu-  midst 
under  the  sanction  of  hospitality  and  express  treaty  obligations,  was  made 
the  pretext  for  an  attack  upon  them.  This  outrage  upon  law  and  treaty 
engagements  was  committed  by  a  lawless  mob.  Xone  of  the  aggressors — 
happily  for  the  national  good  fame — appear  by  the  reports  to  ha\-e  been 
citizens  of  the  United  States.  They  were  aliens  engaged  in  that  remote 
district  OS  mining  laborers,  who  became  excited  against  the  Chinese  labor- 
ers, as  it  would  seem,  because  of  their  refusal  to  join  them  in  a  strike  to 
secure  higher  wages.  The  oppression  of  Chinese  subjects  by  their  rivals 
in  the  competition  for  labor  does  not  differ  in  \-iolence  and  illegality  from 
that  applied  to  other  classes  of  nati\-e  or  alien  labor.  All  are  equally 
under  the  protection  of  law  and  equally  entitled  to  enjoy  the  benefits  of 
assured  public  order. 

Were  there  no  treaty  in  existence  referring  to  the  rights  of  Chinese 
subjects:  did  they  come  hither  as  all  other  strangers  who  \x)luntarily 
resort  to  this  land  of  freedom,  of  self-government,  and  of  laws,  here 
peaceably  to  win  their  bread  and  to  li\'e  their  lives,  there  can  be  no  ques- 
tion that  they  would  be  entitleii  still  to  the  same  measure  of  protection 
from  violence  and  the  same  free  forum  for  the  redress  of  their  griex-ances 
as  any  other  aliens. 
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So  far  as  the  treaties  ]>ct\vccn  the  United  States  and  China  stipulate 
for  the  treatment  of  the  Chinese  subjects  actually  in  the  United  States  as 
the  citizens  or  subjects  of  ''the  most  favored  nation"  are  treated,  they 
create  no  new  status  for  them;  they  simply  recogiii/.e  and  confirm  a  gen- 
eral and  existing  rule,  applicable  to  all  aliens  alike,  for  none  are  favored 
above  others  by  domestic  law,  and  none  by  foreign  treaties  unless  it  be 
the  Chinese  themselves  in  some  respects.  For  by  the  third  article  of  the 
treaty  of  November  17,  iSiio,  between  the  United  States  and  China  it  is 
provided  that — 

AkT.  III.  If  Chim.'sf  lalKirtTS,  i)r  Chinese  uf  any  <tt!ii:r  class,  now  either  pcmia- 
ncntlv  or  U-inporiirily  rcsidinj*  in  the  territory  of  the  I'niteH  SlMtcs,  meet  with  ill 
treatment  at  the  hands  of  any  other  jwrsons.  tlie  G<»vennne]iL  of  the  United  States 
will  exert  all  its  power  to  devise  meiLsures  for  their  protection  and  li)  secure  to  them 
the  same  rights,  prf\'ile><e.s,  immunities,  and  exempliong  ns  may  tie  enjoyefl  by  the 
citizens  or  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nation,  and  to  which  they  are  entitled  by 
treaty. 

This  article  may  be  held  to  constitute  a  special  privilege  for  Chinese 
subjects  in  the  United  States,  as  ciMupared  with  other  aliens;  not  that  it 
creates  any  |)eculiar  rights  which  others  do  not  share,  but  because,  in 
case  of  ill  treatment  of  the  Chinese  in  the  United  States,  this  Govern- 
ment Ls  IxMmd  to  "exert  all  its  power  to  devise  mea.sures  for  their  pro- 
tection," by  securing  to  them  the  rights  to  which  equally  with  any  and 
all  other  foreigners  they  arc  entitled. 

Whether  it  is  now  incumbetU  ujwn  the  United  States  to  amend  their 
general  laws  or  devise  new  measures  in  this  regard  I  do  not  consider  in 
the  present  communication,  but  confine  myself  to  the  particular  point 
raised  l)y  the  outrage  and  massacre  at  Rock  Springs. 

The  note  of  the  Chinese  minister  and  the  documents  which  accotn- 
pany  it  give,  as  I  believe,  an  unexaggeraled  statement  of  the  lamentable 
incident,  and  present  impressively  the  regrettable  circumstance  that  the 
proceedings,  in  the  name  of  jastice,  for  the  ascertainment  of  the  crime 
and  fixing  the  res]xnisil>ility  therefor  were  a  ghastly  mockery  of  jus- 
tice. So  long  as  the  Chinese  minister,  under  his  instructions,  makes 
this  the  basis  of  an  appeal  to  the  principles  and  con^■iclions  of  mankind, 
no  exception  can  l)e  taken;  but  when  he  goes  further,  and,  taking  as  his 
precedent  the  action  of  the  Chinese  C»overimient  in  f)ast  instances  where 
the  lives  of  American  citizens  and  their  property  in  China  have  been 
endangered,  argues  a  reciprocal  o)>ligation  on  the  part  of  the  United 
Stales  to  indenniify  the  Chinese  subjects  who  suffered  at  Rock  Springs, 
it  Ix^canie  necessary  to  meet  his  argument  and  to  deny  most  emphatically 
the  conclusions  he  seeks  to  draw  as  to  the  existence  of  such  a  liability 
and  the  right  of  the  Chinese  Government  to  insist  upon  it. 

I  draw  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  the  latter  part  of  the  note  of 
the  Secretary  of  State  of  February  iS,  1886, in  reply  to  the  Chinese  niin- 
i.ster's  representations,  and  iiuite  especial  con.sideration  of  the  cogent  rea- 
sons by  which  he  reaches  the  conclusion  that  whilst  the  United  Stat«s»

I  transmit  herewith,  for  the  consideration  of  Congress  with  a  view  to" 
appropriate  legislation  in  the  premises,  a  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
with  certain  correspondence  touching  the  treaty  right  of  Chinese  sub- 
jects other  than  lalxjrers  "to  go  and  come  of  their  own  free  will  and 
accord. ' ' 

In  my  annual  message  of  the  8th  of  December  last  I  said: 

In  tilt;  application  of  tlie  acts  lately  passed  to  execute  the  treaty  of  iSSo,  restrict- 
ive of  llie  innnigration  of  Chinese  laliorers  into  the  rnilcd  States,  iiidividtinl  cases 
of  hardship  have  occurred  beyond  the  power  of  the  Executive  to  remedy,  and  call- 
\\\y^  for  judicial  detenniiiation. 

These  cases  of  individual  hardship  are  due  to  the  ambiguous  and  de- 
''^ti\'e  provisions  of  the  acts  of  Congress  approved  respectively  on  the 
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6th  May.  1882,  and  5th  July,  1884.  The  hanlship  has  in  s<-)mc  cases  been 
reme<liecl  by  the  action  of  Ihe  courts.  In  other  cases,  however,  where 
the  phraseoloj^y  of  tlie  stiUules  has  ap]x?arc'd  lo  be  couckisive  against 
any  discretion  on  the  jxirt  of  the  officers  charged  with  the  execution  of 
the  law,  Chinese  jx^rsons  expressly  entitled  to  free  admission  under  the 
treaty  have  been  refused  a  landing  and  sent  back  to  the  country  whence 
they  came  without  being  afforded  any  opportuuit>'  to  show  in  the  courts 
or  otherwise  their  riglit  lo  the  privilege  of  free  ingress  and  egress  which 
it  was  the  purpose  of  the  treaty  to  secure. 

In  the  language  of  one  of  the  judicial  determinations  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  the  United  vStates  to  which  I  l»ave  referred— 

The  supposilion  should  Hot  be  indulged  lliat  Congress,  while  professing  to  faith- 
fully execute  tlie  treaty  stipulations  mid  recognizing  the  fact  that  they  sccttrc  to 
a  certain  class  the  riglit  lo  go  from  and  come  to  the  United  Slates,  intenileil  to 
make  its  protection  deix-nd  upon  the  perfonnnncc  of  conditions  which  it  was  phys- 
ically iniixjssible  to  perform.  (112  V.  S.  Reports,  p.  554,  Chew  Heong  vs,  United 
States.) 

The  act  of  July  5.  1.S84,  imposes  such  an  impossible  condition  in  not 
providing  for  the  admission,  under  proper  certificate,  of  Chinese  travel- 
ers of  the  exempted  classes  in  the  cases  most  likely  to  arise  in  ordinary 
commercial  intercourse. 

The  treaty  provisions  governing  the  case  are  as  follows: 

AkT.  I.  *  *  *  The  liuiitation  ur  suspension  shall  be  reasonable,  and  shall  apply 
only  lo  Chinese  who  may  go  to  the  United  States  as  luborers,  other  classes  not  being 
included  in  the  liniitations.     *    »    * 

Akt.  II.  Chintrse  subjects,  whether  procceiling  lo  the  Uniteil  Stales  as  teachers, 
students,  merch.Hnts.  nr  from  curi<isity,  together  with  their  IkhIv  and  household  serv- 
ants, »  »  *  shall  l)e  allowed  to  go  and  come  of  Ihcir  own  free  will  and  accord. 
and  shall  be  accorded  all  the  rights,  pn\'ilcgcs.  ininiunities,  and  exemptions  which 
are  accorded  to  Uie  citizens  and  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nation. 

Section  6  of  the  amendctl  Chinese  immigration  act  of  1884  purports  to 
secure  this  treaty  right  to  the  exempted  classes  named  by  means  of  pre- 
scrilx?d  certificates  of  their  status,  which  certificates  shall  Ik;  the  prima 
fade  and  the  sole  j)ermissible  evidence  to  establish  a  right  of  entry  into 
the  United  States.  lint  it  provides  in  terms  for  the  issuance  of  certifi- 
cates in  two  cases  only: 

(tf)  Chinese  subjects  departing  from  a  port  of  China;  and 

{b)  Chinese  persons  (/'.  ^-..of  the  Chinese  race)  who  may  at  the  time 
be  subjects  of  some  foreign  govennnent  other  than  China,  and  who  may 
depart  for  the  United  States  from  the  ports  of  such  other  foreign  gov- 
ennnent. 

A  statute  is  certainly  most  unusual  which,  purporting  to  execute  the 
provisions  of  a  treaty  with  China  in  respect  of  Chinese  subjects,  enacts 
strict  formalities  as  regards  the  subjects  of  other  governments  than  that 
of  China. 

It  is  sufficient  that  I  should  call  the  eaniest  attention  of  Congress  to 
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the  circumstance  that  the  statute  makes  no  provision  whatever  for  the 
somewhat  numerous  class  of  Chinese  persons  who,  retaining^  their  Chi- 
nese subjection  in  some  countries  other  than  China,  desire  to  come  from 
such  countries  to  the  United  States. 

Chinese  merchants  have  tradinj^  operations  of  magnitude  throughout 
the  world.  They  do  not  liecome  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  country  where 
they  may  temporarily  reside  and  trade;  they  continue  to  lie  .subjects  of 
China,  and  to  theni  the  exjiUcit  exemption  of  the  treaty  aiJ]>lies.  Yet  if 
such  a  Chinese  subject,  the  head  of  a  mercantile  house  at  Hongkong  or 
Yokohama  or  HonohiUi  or  Havana  or  Colon,  desires  to  come  from  any  of 
these  placfs  to  the  United  States,  he  is  met  with  the  requirement  that  he 
must  produce  a  certificate,  in  prescribed  form  and  in  the  English  tongue, 
issued  by  the  Chinese  Government.  If  there  l)e  at  the  foreign  place  of 
his  residence  no  representative  of  the  Chinese  Government  competent  to 
issue  a  certificate  in  the  prescribed  fom],  he  can  obtain  none,  and  is  under 
the  provisions  of  the  present  law  tmjustly  debarred  from  entr>'  into  the 
United  Slates.  His  usual  Chinese  j>asspi:)rt  will  not  suffice,  for  it  is  not  in 
the  fonn  which  the  act  prescribes  shall  be  the  sole  pennissible  eWdence 
of  his  right  to  land.  And  he  can  obtain  no  such  certificate  from  the  Gov- 
ernment of  his  place  of  residence,  because  he  is  not  a  subject  or  citizen 
thereof  "at  the  time,"  or  at  any  time. 

There  being,  therefore,  no  statutory  provision  prescribing  the  terms 
Upon  which  Chinese  persons  resident  in  foreign  countries  but  not  sub- 
jects or  citizens  of  such  countries  may  prove  their  status  and  rights  as 
members  of  the  exempted  classes  in  the  absence  of  a  Chinese  represent- 
ative in  such  country,  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  in  wlunn  the  exe- 
cution of  the  act  of  July  5.  1884,  was  vested,  undertook  to  remedy  the 
omission  by  directing  the  revenue  ofificers  to  recognize  as  lawful  certifi- 
cates those  issued  in  favor  of  Chinese  subjects  by  tlie  Chinese  considar 
and  diplomatic  officers  at  the  foreign  jwrt  of  departure,  when  \'isded  by 
the  United  States  representative  thereat.  This  appears  to  be  a  just 
application  of  the  spirit  of  the  law.  although  enlarging  its  letter,  atid 
in  adopting  this  rule  he  was  controlled  by  the  authority  of  high  judicial 
decision  as  to  what  evidence  is  necessary  to  establish  the  fact  that  an 
individual  Chinaman  Ixdongs  to  the  exempted  class. 

He.  however,  went  beyond  the  spirit  of  the  act  and  the  judicial  deci- 
sions, by  providing,  in  a  circular  dated  January  14,  1885,  for  the  original 
issuance  of  such  a  certificate  by  the  Uuiled  States  consular  officer  at  the 
port  of  departure,  in  the  absence  of  a  Chinese  diplomatic  or  cousular  rep- 
resentative thereat;  for  it  is  clear  that  the  act  of  Congress  contemplated 
the  interv'ention  of  the  United  States  consul  only  in  a  supervisory  capac- 
ity, his  function  being  to  check  the  proceeding  and  see  that  no  abu.sc  of 
the  privilege  followed.  The  power  or  duty  of  original  certification  is 
...u^lly  cijstiiict  from  that  sujx^rxisory  function.  It  either  dispenses  with 
reign  certificate  altogether,  leaving  the  consular  vis^  to  stand  alone

and  sufficient,  or  else  it  combines  in  otie  official  act  the  distinct  functions 
of  certification  and  verification  of  the  fact  certified. 

The  official  character  attaching  to  the  consular  certification  contem- 
plated by  the  unamended  circular  of  January  14.  18S5.  is  to  be  borne  in 
mind.  It  is  not  merely  prima /ade-  e^ndence  of  the  status  of  the  bearer, 
such  as  the  courts  may  admit  in  their  discretion;  it  was  prescrilied  as  an 
official  attestation,  on  the  strength  of  which  the  customs  officers  at  the 
port  of  entrv'  were  to  admit  the  bearer  without  further  adjudication  of 
his  status  unless  question  should  arise  as  to  the  truth  of  the  certificate 
itself. 

It  became,  therefore,  necessar>'  to  amend  the  circular  of  Januar>*  14, 
1885,  and  this  was  done  on  the  T3th  of  June  following,  by  striking  out 
the  clause  prescribing  original  certification  of  status  by  the  United  Slates 
con.suls.  The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  deprive  any  certificate  the 
United  States  consuls  may  issue  of  the  value  it  purported  to  possess  as 
sole  permissible  evidence  under  the  statute  when  its  issuance  was  pre- 
scribed by  Treasur>'  regulations.  There  is,  however,  nothing  to  prevent 
consuls  giving  certificates  of  facts  within  their  knowledge  10  be  received 
as  evidence  in  the  absence  of  statutory  authentication. 

The  complaint  of  the  Chinese  minister  in  his  note  of  March  24,  1886, 
is  that  the  Chinese  merchant  Lay  Sang,  of  the  house  of  King  l,ee  &  Co., 
of  San  Francisco,  having  arrived  at  San  Francisco  from  Hongkong  and 
exhibited  a  certificate  of  the  United  States  consul  at  Hongkong  as  to 
his  status  as  a  merchant,  and  consequently  exempt  under  the  treaty,  was 
refused  permission  to  land  and  was  sent  back  to  Hongkong  by  the 
steamer  which  brought  him.  While  the  certificate  he  bore  was  doubt- 
less insufficient  under  the  present  law,  it  is  to  be  remembered  that  there 
is  at  Hongkong  no  representative  of  the  Govenunent  of  China  compe- 
tent or  authorized  to  issue  the  certificate  required  by  the  statute.  The 
intent  of  Congress  to  legislate  in  execution  of  the  treaty  is  thus  defeated 
by  a  prohibition  directly  contrary  to  the  treaty,  and  conditions  are  ex- 
acted which,  in  tlie  words  of  the  Supreme  Court  hereinl>efore  quoted, 
"it  was  physically  impossible  to  perform." 

This  anomalous  feature  of  the  act  should  lx^  reformed  as  speedily  as 
possible,  in  order  that  the  occurrence  of  such  cases  may  be  avoided  and 
the  imputation  removed  which  would  otherwise  rest  upon  the  good  faith 
of  the  United  States  in  the  execution  of  their  .solemn  treaty  engagements.

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Is  a  conalry  frUdi  oAets  to  all  it*  dtncni  tbe  Ugiiat  atljiiiiwm  of 
«ocnI  aad  p^tkal  discxactba  its  worldnfi^tDcn  csn  doc  jnsdy  or  afieiy 
fcecoaMlcfvd  a»  imevocabir  consigiicd  to  Cbe  6pMi  of  a  cla95  and  cnti- 
tM  to  no  atltartiuw  and  allovicd  no  protest  against  nej^ecL 

Tbe  laboniig^  man.  bcarini^  in  hia  hand  an  iodiapeDaabfe  oontribotioa 
to  «nr  gnnrth  and  progneaa,  may  wdl  inaat,  with  manly  cocnase  and  as 
n  rigltt,  npoo  the  aaoM  i«cogmtion  from  thoae  who  make  oar  laws  as  is 
accorded  to  any  other  cstszen  bavini^  a  valuable  interest  in  chai^ge;  and 
hm  neaaonablc  drmawd*  abotikl  be  met  in  socb  a  spent  <A.  appreciatioo 
and  ibiniem  as  to  induce  a  contented  and  patriotsc  coopexatson  in  tbe 
achievement  of  a  grand  national  destiny. 

While  the  real  interests  of  labor  are  not  promoted  by  a  resort  to  threal 
aad  riolcnt  manifc?«latiotts.  and  while  thooe  frbo.  onder  the  pretext 
an  advocacy  of  the  claims  of  labor,  wantonly  attack  tbe  rigbbi  of  capital 
and  for  selfish  pnrpoaes  or  the  Un'e  ci  disorder  sow  seeds  of  violence  and 
disoootcnt  should  neither  be  eucouraged  nor  condlialed,  all  legislation  on 
the  Msbjcct  sbrmk!  be  calmly  and  deliberately  undertaken,  with  no  pur- 
poae  of  aatisfying  unreasonable  demands  or  gaining  partisan  advantage. 

The  prraent  condition  of  the  relations  between  labor  and  capital  is  far 
from  Mtisfactory.  Tbe  discontent  of  the  employed  is  due  in  a  large  de- 
grc-f  '  *'  /ratirin^  and  heedless  exactiaiisof  employers  and  the  alleged 
dbw  J  I'll  in  favfrt"  of  cajiital  as  an  ohject  of  governmental  attention. 

]t  mtifft  also  be  conceded  that  the  laboring  men  are  not  alwajnscarefid  to 
avoid  cauMclewt  and  unjuMtiftable  disturlmnce. 

Thoujffh  the  iniiwirlance  of  a  letter  accord  between  these  interests  is 
a)i])arcTit,  it  niimt  In.*  Uime  in  mind  that  any  effort  in  that  direction 
the  Federal  (/ovcrntucnt  must  Ix:  greatly  limited  by  constitutional 
Mrictic/iiK,     There  are  many  xricvanccs  which  legislation  by  Cougresa 
can  not  redre**,  and  many  conditions  which  can  not  by  such  means  be 
rcfonncd, 

I  am  •iatinficd,  however,  that  something  may  be  done  under  Federal 
authority  to  prcvettt  the  dixturtxinces  which  so  often  arise  from  disputes 
Ijelwccn  employers  and  the  employed,  and  which  at  times  seriously 
threaten  the  hnsiness  interests  of  the  country;  and,  in  my  opinion,  the 
proper  theory  u|>on  which  to  proceed  w  that  of  voluntary  arbitration  as 
the  means  of  M:ttlin>f  these  difljculties. 

Hilt  I  snKK*-**t  tiuU  instead  of  arhitrators  chosen  in  the  heat  of  conflict- 
ing claimn,  and  after  ciictt  dispute  shall  arise,  for  the  purpose  of  deter- 
mining the  Hiime,  tlierc  l>e  created  a  cnnniiission  of  lalx)r,  consisting  of 
three  nicmljcrs,  who  shall  l>e  regular  officers  of  the  G<»vernment.  charged 
among  other  duties  with  the  c<msideration  and  settlement,  when  possible, 
of  all  controversies  Ix'lween  laljor  and  capital. 

A  conunission  thus  orKatiized  would  have  the  advantage  of  being  a 
stable  b<xly,  and  its  iiicni1>crs,as  they  gained  experience,  would  constantly

improve  in  their  ability  to  deal  intelligently  and  usefully  with  the  ques- 
tions which  might  be  submitted  to  thenu  If  arbitrators  are  chosen  for 
tcmporar>'  sennce  as  each  case  of  dispute  arises,  experience  and  familiar- 
ity with  much  that  is  involved  in  the  question  >s'ill  be  lacking,  extreme 
partisanship  and  bias  will  be  the  qualifications  sought  on  either  side,  and 
frequent  complaints  of  unfairness  and  partiality  will  be  inevitable.  The 
imposition  upon  a  Federal  court  of  a  duty  so  foreign  to  the  judicial  func- 
tion as  the  selection  of  an  arbitrator  in  such  cases  is  at  least  of  doubtful 
propriety.  i 

The  establishment  by  Federal  authority  of  such  a  btireau  would  be  a 
just  and  sensible  recognition  of  the  value  of  labor  and  of  its  right  to  be 
represented  in  the  departments  of  the  Government.  So  far  as  its  concil- 
iator>'  offices  shall  have  relation  to  disturbances  which  interfere  with 
transit  and  conimerce  between  the  States,  its  existence  would  be  justi- 
fied under  the  provision  of  the  Constitution  which  gives  to  Congress  the 
power  "to  regulate  connnerce  with  foreign  nations  and  among  the  sev- 
eral States;"  and  in  the  frequent  disputes  between  the  laboring  men  and 
their  employers,  of  less  extent,  and  the  consequences  of  which  are  con- 
fined within  State  limits  and  threaten  domestic  violence,  the  interposi- 
tion of  such  a  commission  might  l)e  tendered,  upon  the  application  of  the 
legislature  or  executive  of  a  State,  under  the  constitutional  provision 
which  requires  the  General  Government  to  "protect"  each  of  the  States 
"against  domestic  violence." 

If  such  a  commission  were  fairly  organized,  the  risk  of  a  loss  of  popular 
support  and  sympathy  resulting  from  a  refusal  to  subnn't  to  so  peaceful 
an  instrinnentahty  would  constrain  both  partie:;  to  such  disputes  to  invoke 
its  interference  and  abide  by  its  decisions.  There  would  also  be  good 
reason  to  hoixr  that  the  very  existence  of  such  an  agency  would  invite 
applicatiuii  to  it  for  advice  and  counsel,  frequently  resulting  in  the  avoid- 
ance of  contention  and  mismiderstanding. 

If  the  usefulness  of  such  a  connnissiou  is  doubted  Ix^canse  it  might  lack 
power  to  enforce  its  decisions,  much  encouragement  is  dcrive<l  from  the 
conceded  good  that  has  been  accomplished  by  the  railroad  conuuissions 
which  have  been  organized  in  many  of  the  States,  which,  having  little 
more  than  atlvisory  jH>wer,  have  exerted  a  most  salutary  influence  in  the 
settlement  of  disputes  between  conflicting  interests. 

In  July.  1884.  by  a  law  of  Congress,  a  Bureau  of  Labor  was  established 
and  placed  in  charge  of  a  Commissioner  of  Labor,  who  is  required  to 
"collect  infonnation  upon  the  subject  of  labor,  its  relations  to  capital, 
the  hours  of  labor  and  the  earnings  of  laboring  men  and  women,  and  the 
means  of  promoting  their  material,  social,  intellectual,  and  moral  pros- 
perity." I 

The  commission  which  I  suggest  could  easily  l)e  ingrafted  upon  the 
bureau  thus  already  organized  b>'  the  addition  of  two  more  commission- 
er* ■  supplementing  the  duties  now  imposed  upon  it  by  such  other 
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powers  and  functions  as  wonUl  permit  the  commissioners  to  act  as  arbi- 
trators when  necessary  Ixitweeii  lalior  and  capital,  under  such  limitations 
and  upon  such  occasions  as  should  be  deemed  proper  and  useful. 

Power  should  also  be  distinctly  conferred  upon  this  bureau  to  inves- 
tigate the  causes  of  all  disputes  as  tiicy  occur,  whether  submitted  for 
arbitration  or  not,  so  that  information  may  always  be  at  hand  to  aid 
legislation  on  the  subject  when  necessary  and  desirable.

By  a  joint  resolution  of  Congress  approved  March  3.  1877,  the  Presi- 
dent was  authorize<l  and  directed  to  accept  the  colossal  statue  of  ' '  Lib- 
erty Enlightening  the  World"  when  presented  by  the  citizens  of  the 
French  Repubhc,  and  to  designate  and  set  apart  for  the  erection  thereof 
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a  suitable  site  upon  either  Govemors  or  Bedloes  Island,  in  the  harbor  of 
New  York,  and  upon  the  completion  thereof  to  cause  the  statue  "  to  l)e 
inaug;urated  with  such  ceremonies  as  will  serv^e  to  testify  the  gratitude  of  I 
our  people  for  this  expressive  and  felicitous  memorial  of  the  sympathy 
of  the  citizens  of  our  sister  RepuWic. ' ' 

The  President  was  further  thereby  ''authorized  to  cause  suitable  regu- 
lations to  be  made  for  its  future  maintenance  as  a  beacon  and  for  the 
permanent  care  and  preservation  thereof  as  a  monument  of  art  and  the 
continued  good  will  of  the  great  nation  which  aided  us  in  our  struggle 
for  freedom." 

Under  the  authority  of  this  resolution,  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1HS4,  the 
minister  of  the  United  States  to  the  French  Republic,  by  direction  of 
the  President  of  the  ITnited  States,  accepted  the  statue  and  received  a 
deed  of  presentation  from  the  Franco-American  Uniou,  which  is  now 
preser\'ed  in  the  archives  of  the  Department  of  State. 

I  now  transmit  to  Congress  a  letter  to  the  Secretary  of  State  from 
Joseph  \V.  Drexel,  esq.,  chairman  of  the  executive  committee  of  "the 
American  committee  on  the  pedestal  of  the  great  statue  of  'Liberty  En- 
lightening the  World,'"  dated  the  27th  of  April,  1886,  suggesting  the 
propriety  of  the  further  execution  l>y  the  President  of  the  joint  resolution 
referred  to  by  prescribing  the  ceremonies  of  itiauguration  to  be  obser\-ed 
upon  the  complete  erection  of  the  statue  upon  its  site  on  Bedloes  Island, 
in  the  harbor  of  New  York. 

Thursday,  the  3d  of  September,  being  the  anniversary  of  the  signing  of 
the  treaty  of  peac^  at  Paris  by  which  the  indei>endence  of  these  irnited 
vStates  was  recognized  and  secured,  has  been  suggested  by  this  committee 
under  whose  auspices  and  agency  the  pedestal  for  tlie  statue  has  l>eeu 
constnictctl  ns  an  appropriate  day  for  the  ceremonies  of  inaitgnration. 

The  international  character  which  has  been  iiupriuted  upon  this  work 
by  the  joint  resolution  of  1877  makes  it  incumbent  upon  Congress  to 
provide  means  to  carry  their  resolution  into  effect. 

Therefore  I  recommend  the  appropriation  of  such  sum  of  money  as  in 
the  judgment  of  Congress  shall  be  deemed  adequate  and  proper  to  defray 
the  cost  of  the  inauguration  of  this  statue. 

I  have  been  informed  by  the  committee  that  certain  expenses  have 
been  incurred  in  the  care  and  custody  of  the  statue  since  it  was  depos- 
ited on  Bedloes  Island,  and  the  phraseology  of  the  joint  resolution  pro- 
viding for  ' '  the  permanent  care  and  preser\-ation  thereof  as  a  monument 
of  art'*  would  seem  to  include  the  pajnient  by  the  United  States  of  the 
expense  so  incurred  since  the  reception  of  the  statue  \\\  this  conntr>'. 

The  action  of  the  French  Go\*eniment  and  people  in  relation  to  the 
presentation  of  this  statue  to  the  United  States  will,  I  hope,  meet  with 
hearty  and  resiK>nsive  action  upon  the  part  of  Congress,  in  which  the 
Executive  will  be  most  happy  to  cooperate.

The  last  general  appropriation  bill  passed  by  the  legislature  of  Utah 
was  vetoed  by  the  then  governor  of  that  Territorj'.  It  made  an  appro- 
priation of  money  for  the  support  of  the  district  courts  of  the  Terri- 
tory, including  the  pay  of  reix)rters.  jurors,  and  witnesses,  and  for  the 
completion  and  maintenance  of  the  Deserct  University  and  the  education 
of  the  deaf  mutes  therein.  It  also  appropriated  for  the  support  of  the 
Territorial  insane  asylum,  as  well  as  the  sabries  of  Territorial  officers, 
including  that  of  the  superiiUendeut  of  the  district  schools,  the  auditor, 
the  librarian,  and  the  treasurer  of  the  Territory.  It  also  provided  for 
internal  improvemeiits,  such  as  roads  and  bridges. 

The  appropriation  for  the  district  courts,  for  the  payment  of  witnesses 
and  jurors  in  criminal  cases,  was  $40,000;  that  for  the  Deseret  Univer- 
sity and  the  deaf  mutes  was  $66,000,  and  for  the  itisane  asylum  $25,000. 

The  board  of  regents  of  the  Deseret  University  have  borrowed  money 
for  the  compleli<m  of  the  university  buihlings  which  were  authorized  by 
legislative  action,  and  which  is  now  due  and  no  provision  made  for  the 
payment.  The  act  appropriating  for  the  l>enefit  of  the  Territorial  insane 
asylum  passed  by  the  legislature  was  also  vetoed.  This  included  the 
sum  of  $13. OCX),  which  had  Ixjen  borro\ved  l>y  the  board  of  directors  of 
tlie  asylum  for  its  completion  and  furnishing,  and  which  now  remains 
due  and  unpaid.  It  also  included  the  sum  of  $3,548.85  for  the  care  and 
maintenance  of  the  indigent  insane. 

The  legislature  of  the  Territory',  under  existing  law,  will  not  again 
convene  for  nearly  two  years,  there  l>eing  no  authority  for  a  special  ses- 
sion. In  the  ineajilinie,  under  present  conditions,  the  good  order  of 
society  will  l>e  jeopardized,  educational  and  charitable  institutions  will  be 
paralyzed,  and  internal  improvements  stopped  until  the  legislature  meets 
and  makes  proxHsion  for  their  support. 

A  determination  on  the  part  of  the  General  Govennnent  to  suppress 
certain  unlawful  practices  in  this  Territor>'  demands  neither  the  refusal 
of  the  means  to  support  the  local  government  nor  the  sacrifice  of  the 
interests  of  the  community. 

I  therefore  recommend  the  inmiediate  enactment  of  such  legislation 
as  will  authi>rize  the  assembling  of  the  legislature  of  that  Territory  in 
special  session  at  an  early  day,  so  that  pro\*ision  caji  be  made  to  meet 
the  difficulties  herein  suggested.  GRO\-ER  CLEX'ELAND.

With  reference  to  the  paragraph  in  my  aiuiual  message  to  Congress  in 
which  I  called  attention  to  the  uncertainty  that  exists  as  to  the  location 
of  the  frontier  line  l>ctwcen  Alaska  and  British  Cohimbia  as  defined  by 
the  treaty  of  cession  with  Russia  of  March  30.  1867, 1  now  transmit  here- 
with, for  the  information  and  consideration  of  Congress,  a  report  of  the 
Secretar>*  of  State  upon  the  subject,  with  accompanying  papers. 

In  \dew  of  the  imiMirtance  of  the  subject,  I  recommend  that  proxnsion 
be  made  by  law  for  a  prtlitninar^*  survey  of  the  lx>undary  line  in  question 
by  officers  of  the  United  Stales,  in  order  lliat  tlie  information  necessary 
for  the  basis  of  a  treaty  lx;tween  this  country  and  Great  Britain  for  the 
establishment  of  a  definite  boundary  line  may  be  obtained;  and  I  also 
recommend  that  the  sum  of  $r 00.000,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be 
necessary,  be  appropriated  for  the  expenses  of  making  such  sur\'ey.

It  then  suggested  the  conclusion  of  an  extradidoc  cocvien- 
tion  between  the  two  countries.  The  suggestion  v.-as  favorably  enter-

A  law  passed  by  the  last  Congress  authorized  the  construction  of  this 
building  and  appropriated  $50,000  for  that  purpose,  which  was  declared 
to  be  the  limit  of  its  cost.  A  site  has  been  purchased  for  said  building, 
and,  as  is  too  often  the  case,  it  is  now  disco\'ered  that  the  sum  appropri- 
ated is  insufl&dent  to  meet  the  expense  of  such  a  building  as  is  really 
needed. 

The  object  of  the  bill  which  I  have  approved  is  to  extend  the  limit  of 
the  cost  to  $80,000  and  to  make  the  additional  appropriation  to  reach 
that  sum.  The  first  section  fixes  the  limit  above  mentioned,  but  the 
second  section  appropriates  $35,000,  and  thus,  with  the  appropriation  of 
$50,000  heretofore  made,  the  aggregate  appropriations  exceed  the  sum 
to  which  the  cost  of  the  builditig  is  limited  by  $5,000. 

Inasmuch  as  this  latter  sum  can  not  properly  be  applied  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  building,  attention  is  called  to  the  existence  of  this 
excess  of  appropriation  and  the  suggestion  made  that  it  be  returned  to 
the  Treasury.

I  have  this  day  approved  a  bill  originating  in  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives entitled  "An  act  defininj^  butter,  also  iniiK>sing  a  tax  upon  and 
regulating  the  manufacture,  sale,  importation,  and  exportation  of  oleo- 
margarine." 

This  legislation  has  awakened  much  interest  among  the  people  of  the 
country,  and  earnest  argument  has  l)een  addressed  to  the  Executive  for 
the  purpose  of  influencing  his  action  thereupon.  Many  in  opposition 
have  urged  its  dangerous  character  as  tending  to  break  down  the  bound- 
aries between  the  proper  exercise  of  legislative  power  by  Federal  and 
State  authority;  many  in  favor  of  the  enactment  have  represented  that 
it  promised  great  advantages  to  a  large  px_>rtion  of  our  population  who 
sadly  need  relief;  and  those  on  both  sides  of  the  question  whose  advcKracy 
or  opposition  is  based  ujwn  no  broader  foundation  than  local  or  personal 
interest  have  outnumbered  all  the  others. 

This  U{x>n  its  face  and  in  its  main  features  is  a  revenue  bill,  and  was 
first  introthiced  in  the  House  of  Representatives,  wherein  the  Constitu- 
tion declares  that  all  bills  for  raising  revenue  shall  originate. 

The  Constitution  has  invested  Congress  with  a  very  wide  legislative 
discretion  both  as  to  the  necessity  of  taxation  and  the  selection  of  the 
ul  jects  of  its  burdens;  and  lht>ugh  if  the  quesliun  was  presented  to  me 
as  an  original  proposition  I  might  doubt  the  pre*?tnt  need  of  increased 
taxation,  I  deem  it  my  duty  in  this  instance  to  defer  to  the  judgment 
of  the  legislative  branch  nt'  tlie  (loverinnent,  which  has  l>eeu  su  emjiliat- 
ically  announced  in  both  Houses  of  Congress  upon  the  passage  of  this  bill. 

Moreover,  those  who  desire  to  .see  removed  the  weight  of  taxation 
now  pressing  \\\y{m  the  people  from  other  directions  may  well  be  justified 
in  llie  hope  and  exiJeclation  that  the  .selection  of  an  additional  subject 
of  internal  taxation  so  well  able  to  bear  it  will  in  consistency  be  fol- 
lowed by  legislation  relieving  our  citizens  from  other  reveiuie  burdens. 
rendered  by  the  passage  of  this  bill  even  more  thati  heretofore  unneces- 
sary and  needlessly  oppressive. 

It  has  bceti  tirge<l  as  an  objection  to  this  measure  that  while  purport- 
ing to  Ik*  legislation  for  revenue  its  real  purjxjse  is  to  destroy,  by  the  use 
of  the  taxing  power,  one  industry  of  our  people  for  the  protection  and 
benefit  of  another. 

If  entitled  to  indulge  in  such  a  suspicion  as  a  basis  of  official  action  in 
this  case,  and  if  entirely  satisfied  that  the  consequences  indicated  would 
ensue.  I  should  <liiul>tless  feel  cotisirained  to  interjK:)se  Executive  dissent. 

But  I  do  not  feel  called  uix>n  to  interpret  the  motives  of  Congress 
otherwise  than  by  the  ap]>arcnt  character  of  the  bill  which  lias  been  pre- 
sented to  me,  and  I  am  convinced  that  the  taxes  which  it  creates  can 
not  possibly  destroy  the  open  and  legitimate  manufacture  and  sale  of 
the  thing  ujmju  which  it  is  levietl.     If  this  article  has  the  merit  which 
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its  friends  claim  for  it.  and  if  the  people  of  the  land,  with  foil  knowledge  of 
its  real  character,  desire  to  purcliase  atid  use  it,  the  taxes  exacted  by  this 
bill  will  permit  a  fair  profit  to  lx>th  manufacturer  and  dealer.  If  the  exist- 
ence of  the  coniUKxlity  taxed  and  the  profits  of  its  manufacture  and  sale 
depend  ujK>n  disposing  of  it  to  the  people  for  something  else  which  it  de- 
ceitfully imitates,  the  entire  enleii>rise  is  a  fraud  and  not  an  inchistry; 
and  if  it  can  not  endure  the  exhibition  of  its  real  character  which  will  l»e 
effected  by  the  inspection,  supennsion,  and  stamping  which  this  bill  di- 
rects, the  sooner  it  is  destroyed  the  l>etter  in  the  interest  of  fair  dealing. 

Such  a  result  would  not  furnish  the  first  instance  in  the  history  of 
legislation  in  which  a  revenue  hill  produced  a  benefit  which  was  merely 
incidental  to  its  main  purpose. 

There  is  certainly  no  industry  better  entitled  to  the  incidental  advan- 
tages which  may  follow  this  legislation  than  our  farming  and  dair\  inter- 
ests, and  to  none  of  our  i>eople  sliould  they  l)e  less  begrudged  than  our 
fanners  and  dairymen.  The  present  depression  of  their  occupations, 
the  hard,  steady,  and  often  unremunerative  toil  which  such  occupations 
exacts  and  the  burdens  of  taxation  which  our  agriculturists  necessarily 
bear  entitle  them  to  every  legitimate  consideration. 

Nor  should  there  Ije  opposition  to  the  incidental  effect  of  this  legisla- 
tion on  the  part  of  those  who  profess  to  be  engaged  honestly  and  fairly 
in  the  manufacture  and  sale  of  a  wholesome  and  valuable  article  of  food] 
which  by  its  provisions  may  be  subject  to  taxation.  As  long  as  their 
business  is  carried  oif  under  cox'er  and  by  false  pretenses  such  men  have 
bad  companions  in  those  whose  manufactures,  however  \Tleand  harmful, 
take  their  place  without  challenge  with  the  better  sort  in  a  common  cru- 
sade of  deceit  against  the  public.  Hut  if  this  occupation  and  its  melhoils 
are  forced  into  the  light  and  all  these  manufactures  must  thus  either 
stand  upon  their  merits  or  fall,  the  good  and  bad  must  soon  part  com- 
pany and  the  fittest  only  will  survive. 

Not  the  least  important  incident  related  to  this  legislation  is  the  de- 
fense afforded  to  the  consumer  against  the  fraudulent  substitution  and 
sale  of  an  imitation  for  a  genuine  article  of  food  of  verj'  general  house- 
hold use.  Notwithstanding  the  innuense  quantity  of  the  article  de- 
s:ril>ed  in  this  bill  which  is  sold  to  the  people  for  their  consvunption  as 
food,  and  notwithstanding  the  claim  made  that  its  manufacture  supplies 
a  cheap  substitute  for  butter,  I  venture  to  say  that  hardly  a  pound  ever 
entered  a  p<x»r  man's  house  under  its  real  name  and  in  its  true  character. 

While  in  its  relation  to  an  article  of  this  description  there  should  l>e  no 
governmental  regulation  of  what  the  citizen  shall  eat,  it  is  certainly  not 
a  cause  of  regret  if  by  legislation  of  this  character  he  is  afforded  a  means 
by  which  he  may  l>etter  jMotecl  himself  against  imposition  in  meeting  the 
needs  and  wants  of  his  daily  life. 

Having  entered  upon  this  legislation,  it  is  manifestly  a  duty  to  render 
it  as  effecti\e  as  possible  in  the  accorapli.shment  of  all  the  gixxl  which 
should  legitimately  follow  in  its  train. 

This  leads  to  tlie  suggestion  that  the  article  proposed  to  be  taxed  and 
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tlie  circumstances  wlucli  subject  it  thereto  should  l)e  clearly  and  with 
great  distinctness  defined  in  the  statute.  It  seems  to  uie  that  this  ol>- 
ject  has  not  been  completely  attained  in  the  phraseolo;^y  of  the  second 
section  of  the  bill,  and  that  question  may  well  arise  as  to  the  precise  con- 
dition the  article  to  be  taxed  must  assume  in  order  to  l>e  regarded  as 
"made  in  imitation  or  semblance  of  butter,  or.  when  so  made,  calculated 
or  intended  to  be  sold  as  butter  or  for  butter." 

The  fourteenth  and  fifteenth  sections  of  the  bilK  in  my  f)pinion,  are 
in  danger  of  being  construed  as  an  interference  with  the  police  powers 
of  the  States.  Not  l^ing  entirely  satisfied  of  the  unconstitutionality  of 
these  provisions,  and  regarding  them  as  not  being  so  connected  and  inter- 
woven with  the  other  sections  as,  if  found  invalid,  to  vitiate  the  entire 
measure,  I  have  determined  to  commend  them  to  the  attention  of  the 
House  with  a  view  to  an  immediate  amendment  of  the  bill  if  it  should  be 
deemed  necessary  and  if  it  is  practicable  at  this  late  day  in  the  session 
of  Congress. 

The  fact,  too,  that  the  bill  does  not  take  effect  by  its  terms  until  ninety 
days  have  elapsed  after  its  approval,  thus  leaving  it  but  oue  month  in 
operation  before  the  next  session  of  Congress,  when,  if  time  does  not 
now  jiermit.  the  safety  and  efficiency  of  the  measure  may  be  abundantly 
protected  by  remedial  legislative  action,  and  the  desire  to  sec  realized 
the  beneficial  results  which  it  is  expected  will  immediately  follow  the 
inauguration  of  this  legislation,  have  had  their  influence  in  determining 
my  official  action. 

The  consideratitms  which  have  been  referred  to  will,  I  hojoe,  justify 
this  communication  and  the  suggestions  which  it  contains.

VETO  MESSAGES. 


Executive  Mansion,  Afarcti  10, 1S86. 
To  the  Senate  0/  the  United  States: 

I  have  carefully  considered  Senate  bill  No.  193,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  John  Hollins  McRlair,"  and  hereby  return  the  .same  with- 
out approval  lo  the  Senate,  where  it  originated,  with  my  objections  to 
the  same. 
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The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  suspend  the  provisions  of  law  regulating 
appointments  in  the  Army  by  promotion  so  far  as  they  afifeet  John  Hol- 
lins  McBlair,  and  to  authorize  the  President  to  nominate  and,  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  appoint  said  McBlair  a  first  lieu- 
tenant in  the  Army  and  to  place  him  Ujwn  the  retired  list  as  of  the  date 
of  April  8,  1864,  with  the  [)ay  of  his  rank  from  April  .^o.  1884. 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  appointed  a  first  lieutenant  iu 
the  Army,  from  civil  life,  in  June,  1861,  with  rank  from  May  14.  1861. 

It  appears  from  his  own  testimony,  afterwards  taken  liefore  a  retiring 
board,  that  at  the  time  he  was  commissioned  he  was  but  17  years  of  age. 

In  October,  1861,  he  was  in  the  field  for  five  days  with  his  regiment, 
within  which  time  he  participated  iu  no  battle,  skinuish,  or  engagement 
of  any  kind. 

^ter  five  days  spent  in  marching  and  camping  he  was  taken  sick,  and 
after  remaining  in  camp  six  or  seven  weeks,  his  illness  still  continuing, 
he  was  granted  sick  leave  and  came  to  Washington. 

In  June,  1862,  he  was  put  on  duty  in  tht  Comnnssar>'  Department  at 
Washington  and  remained  there  until  August,  iH63,when  he  was  sum- 
moned before  a  retiring  buard  convened  for  the  pnqxjse  of  retiring  dis- 
abled officers. 

From  testimony  l^fore  this  Ixiard  it  appears  that  the  illness  wliich 
caused  him  to  leave  his  regiment  was  one  not  uncommon  iu  the  Ann>*, 
and  yielded  to  treatment,  so  that  in  April  or  May,  1S62,  he  was  com- 
pletely cured. 

Al>out  this  time,  however,  he  was  attacked  with  couvulsiotis.  which 
were  pronounced  by  the  physicians  examined  iKrfore  the  lx>ard  to  be  a 
form  of  epilepsy,  and  for  this  cause  be  was  found  to  be  incapacitated  for 
active  service. 

Tlie  metlical  testimony,  while  it  suggested  various  causes  for  this  epi- 
leptic condition,  negatives  entirely  any  claim  that  these  attacks  were  at 
all  related  lo  the  illness  which  obliged  this  officer  to  abandon  service 
with  his  regiment,  lie  testified  himself  that  he  had  been  told  he  had 
one  or  two  convulsions  in  cliildliood,  but  there  is  no  direct  testimony  that 
he  was  subject  to  epileptic  attacks  l>efore  he  entered  the  Army. 

The  retiring  lx»ard  iletcrmined  upon  the  proof  tiiat  this  incapacil>  did 
not  result  from  any  iticident  of  military  service,  and  therefore  Lienteuant 
McBlair  was  in  ()clnl>er.  1863.  retired  wholly  from  the  service  with  one 
year*s  pay  and  allowances,  which  is  the  usual  action  in  such  cases,  and 
which  was  approved  by  the  President. 

But  in  April.  1864,  the  President,  in  a  review  of  the  case,  made  an 
order  tltat  instead  of  this  officer  being  wholly  retired  he  should  be  placed 
upon  the  retired  list  as  of  the  date  when  the  action  of  the  retiring  board 
was  originally  approved. 

For  aljout  twenty  years,  and  up  to  April  30,  1884,  he  remained  upon 
the  retired  list  and  received  the  pay  to  whicli  this  ^xisition  entitled  him. 
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jiiite  recently,  in  conse<[uence  of  a  claim  of  additional  jxiy  which  he 
made  upon  the  Government,  his  status  was  examined  by  the  Court  of 
Claiius,  which  decided  that  the  action  of  the  President  in  April,  1864,  by 
w^hich  he  sought  to  change  the  original  disjKjsitiou  of  the  case  upon  the 
findings  of  the  retiring  board,  was  nugatory,  and  that  ever  since  Octo- 
ber, 1863,  this  officer  had  not  been  connected  with  the  Army  and  had 
been  receiving  from  the  Govennnent  money  to  which  lie  was  not  entitled. 
If  the  bill  herewith  returned  becomes  a  law,  it  makes  valid  all  pay- 
ments made,  and  if  its  purpose  is  carried  out  causes  such  payments  to  be 
resumed. 

The  finding  of  the  retiring  board  seems  so  satisfactory  and  the  merits 
of  this  case  so  slight  in  the  light  of  the  large  sum  already  paid  to  the 
applicant,  while  the  claims  of  thousands  of  wounded  and  disabled  soldiers 
wait  for  justice  at  the  hands  of  the  (iovernment,  that  I  am  constrained  to 
interpose  an  objection  to  a  measure  which  proposes  to  sus-pend  general 
and  wholesome  laws  for  the  purpose  of  granting  what  appears  to  nie  to 
be  an  undeserved  gratuity.  GROVER  CLEVIiLAND.

I  return  herewith  without  approval,  and  with  a  statement  of  my  objec- 
tions thereto,  Senate  bill  No.  150,  entitled  "An  act  to  (|uiet  title  of  set- 
tlers on  the  L)es  Moines  River  lands  in  the  State  of  Iowa,  and  for  other 
purposes, ' ' 

This  proposed  legislation  grows  out  of  a  ^rant  of  land  made  to  the 
Territory  of  Iowa  in  the  year  1846  to  aid  iu  ilie  improvement  of  the  navi- 
gation of  the  Des  Mt)ines  River. 

The  language  of  this  grant  was  such  that  it  gave  rise  to  conflicting 
decisions  on  the  part  of  the  Government  Departments  as  to  its  extent, 
and  it  was  not  until  i860  that  this  tjuestion  was  authoritatively  and  finally 
settled  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  Ihiited  Stales.  Its  decision  diniin- 
ishetl  the  extent  of  the  grant  to  a  quantity  much  less  than  had  l:)eeu 
insisted  on  by  certain  interested  parties  and  rendered  iuvali<i  the  titles  of 
parties  who  held,  imder  the  Territory  or  State  of  Iowa,  lands  Ix-yond  the 
limit  of  the  grant  fixed  by  the  decision  of  the  court. 

For  the  pur{x>se  of  validating  such  titles  and  to  settle  all  disputes  so 
far  as  the  General  Go\enunent  was  concerned,  the  Congress,  in  the  year 
1861,  by  a  joint  resolution,  transferred  to  the  Stale  of  Iowa  all  the  title 
then  retained  by  the  United  States  to  the  lands  within  the  larger  limits 
which  had  Ijeen  claimed,  and  then  held  by  bona  ftdt  purchasers  from  the 
State;  and  in  1862  an  act  of  Congress  was  passed  for  the  same  general 
purpose. 

Without  detailing  the  exact  language  of  this  resolution  and  statute,  it 
certainly  seems  to  be  such  a  transfer  and  relinquishment  of  all  interests 
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in  the  laud  mentioned  on  the  part  of  the  United  States  as  to  relieve  the 
Government  from  any  fiinlier  concern  therein. 

The  questions  inifortunately  growing  out  of  this  grant  and  the  leg- 
islation relating  thereto  have  been  passed  njxMi  by  the  rnitc<l  States 
Supreme  Court  in  numerous  cases,  and  as  late  as  i8»ji  that  court,  re- 
ferring to  its  many  previous  decisions,  adjudged  that  "the  act  of  1862 
(12  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  ch.  161.  p.  543")  transferred  the  title  from 
the  United  States  and  vested  it  hi  the  State  of  Iowa  for  the  use  of  its 
grantees  under  the  river  grant." 

Bills  similar  to  this  have  been  before  Congress  for  a  number  of  years 
and  have  failed  of  passage;  and  at  least  on  one  occasion  the  Committee 
on  the  Judiciary  of  the  Senate  reported  adversely  upon  a  measure  cov- 
ering the  same  ground. 

I  have  carefully  examined  the  legislation  ujmju  the  snliject  of  this 
grant,  and  studied  the  decisions  of  the  court  uih;ii  the  numerous  and 
complicated  questions  which  have  arisen  from  such  legislation,  and  the 
positions  of  the  parlies  claiming  an  interest  in  the  land  covered  by  said 
grant,  and  1  can  not  but  think  thai  every  possible  question  that  can  be 
raised,  or  at  least  that  ought  to  h^  raised,  in  any  suit  relating  to  these 
lands  has  been  determined  by  the  highest  judicial  authority  in  the  land; 
and  if  any  substantial  point  remains  yet  unsettled.  I  l)elieve  there  is  no 
difficulty  in  presenting  it  to  the  proper  tribunal. 

This  hill  declares  lliat  certain  lands  which  nearly  twenty-four  years 
ago  the  United  States  entirely  relinquished  are  still  public  lands,  and 
directs  the  Attorney-General  10  begin  suits  to  assert  and  protect  the  title 
of  the  I'nited  States  in  such  lands. 

If  it  l>e  true  that  these  are  public  lands,  the  declaration  thai  they  are 
so  by  enactment  is  entirely  luuiecessary;  and  if  they  are  wrongfully 
withheld  from  the  (iovernmciii.  the  duty  and  authority  of  the  Attoniey- 
General  are  not  aided  by  the  proposed  legislation.  If  they  are  not  pub- 
lic lands  because  the  United  States  have  conveyed  them  to  others,  the 
bill  is  subject  to  grave  objections  as  an  attempt  to  destroy  vested  rights 
and  disturb  interests  which  have  long  since  become  fixed. 

If  a  law  of  Congress  could,  in  the  manner  contemplatetl  by  the  bill, 
change,  under  the  Constitution,  the  existing  rights  of  any  of  the  parties 
claiming  interests  in  these  lauds,  it  hardly  seems  that  any  new  questions 
could  be  presented  to  the  courts  which  woidd  <lo  more  than  raise  false 
hoix-s  and  renew  useless  and  bitter  strife  and  litigation. 

It  seems  to  me  that  all  controversies  which  can  lierejifter  arise  between 
those  claiming  these  lands  have  been  fairly  remitted  to  the  Slate  of  Iowa, 
and  that  there  they  can  Ix-  properly  and  safely  left;  and  the  Government, 
through  its  Attorney-General,  should  not  be  called  upon  to  litigate  the 
rights  of  private  parties. 

It  is  not  pleasant  to  contemplate  loss  threatened  to  any  party  acting 
in  good  faith,  caused  by  uncertainty  in  the  language  of  laws  or  their 
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conflicting  interpretation;  and  if  there  are  persons  occupying  these  lands 
who  labor  under  such  disabilities  as  prevent  them  from  appealing  to  the 
courts  for  a  redress  of  their  wrongs,  a  plain  statute,  directed  simply  to  a 
remed>-  for  such  disabilities,  would  not  be  objectiiMiable. 

Should  there  l>e  meritorious  cases  of  hardship  and  loss,  caused  by  an 
invitation  on  the  part  of  the  Government  to  settle  upon  lands  apparently 
public, but  to  which  uo  right  or  lawful  possession  can  Ixr  secured.it  would 
l>e  F>etter,  rather  than  to  attempt  a  disturbance  of  titles  already  settletl, 
to  ascertain  such  losses  and  do  equity  by  compensating  the  proper  parties 
through  an  appropriation  ft>r  that  purpose. 

A  law  to  accomplish  this  very  oliject  was  passed  by  Congress  in  the 
year  1873. 

Valuable  proof  is  thus  furnished,  by  the  only  law  ever  j\'»sse<1  njwn 
the  subjectjof  the  maimer  in  whicli  it  was  thought  proper  by  the  Con- 
gress at  that  lime  to  meet  the  difficulties  suggested  by  the  bill  now 
under  o.msideralion, 

Notwiih-^tanding  the  fact  that  there  may  be  parties  in  the  occupancy 
of  these  lands  who  suffer  hardship  by  the  application  of  strict  legal  prin- 
ciples to  their  claims,  safety  lies  in  noninterference  by  Congress  with 
matters  which  should  be  left  to  judicial  cogni/.ance;  and  I  am  unwilling 
to  concur  in  legislation  which,  if  not  an  encroachment  upon  judicial 
power,  trenches  so  closely  thereon  as  to  be  of  doubtful  expediency,  and 
which  at  the  same  time  increases  the  elements  of  litigation  that  have 
heretofore  existed  and  endangers  vested  rights.

ExECuTivK  Mansion,  April  26,1886, 
To  the  Senate  of  Ihe  I  -nited  Stales: 

I  herewith  return  Senate  bill  No.  349.  entitled  "An  act  for  the  pro- 
motion of  anatomical  science  and  to  prevent  the  desecration  of  graves," 
without  my  approval. 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  permit  the  deliver^'  of  certain  dead  bodies 
to  the  medical  colleges  located  in  the  District  of  Columbia  for  dissection. 

Such  disix>sitiou  of  the  Ixjdies  uf  unknown  and  pauiK-r  dead  is  only 
excused  by  the  necessity  of  acquiring  by  this  means  proper  and  usefid 
anatomical  knowledge,  and  the  laws  by  which  it  is  permitted  should,  in 
deference  to  a  decent  and  universal  sentiment,  carefully  guard  against 
abuse  and  needless  offense. 

The  measure  under  consideration  does  not  with  sufficient  care  si>ecify 
and  limit  the  ofliccrs  and  the  parlies  who  it  is  proj>oscd  to  invest  with  dis- 
cretion in  the  dis[x>siliou  of  dead  lx>dies  remaining  in  the  in.stitutions  and 
places  mentioned  in  the  bill.  The  second  section  indicates  an  inlcnlion 
to  prevent  the  use  of  siud  bodies  for  any  other  purj)Ose  than  the  jiromotion 
of  anatomical  and  surgical  knowledge  within  the  District  of  Columbia, 
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and  to  secure  after  such  use  the  decent  burial  of  the  remains.     It  declares 
that  a  boud  shall  be  ^iveii  providing  for  the  performance  of  these  con- 
ditions.    But  instead  of  exacting  the  Ijoud  from  the  medical  collegeaj^| 
to  which  alone,  by  the  terms  of  the  first  section,  the  bodies  are  to  be^^ 
delivered,  such  \vj\\A  is  re*.iuired  of  "ever\'  ph>sician  or  surgeon  before 
rccei\-iiiK  such  dead  body."  ^| 

The  bill  also  provides  that  a  relative  by  blood  or  marriape.  or  a  frieud,^^ 
may.  within    forty-ei>;ht  hours  after  dcatli.  demand   that  any  iKidy  l>c 
burie<l,  upon  satisfying  "  the  authorities"  of  the  relationship  claimed  t( 
the  deceased. 

The  ''authorities"  to  be  thus  satisfied  shnuld  be  clearly  defined,  an< 
the  determination  of  a  cjiicstiou  so  important  should  be  left  with  tin 
only  whn  will  perform  this  duty  with  proper  care  and  consideration.

I  herewith  return  without  my  appro\'aI  Senate  bill  No.  i4i,cntitl 
"An  act  to  extend  the  provisions  of  the  act  of  June  lo,  1880,  enti 
tied  *An  act  to  amend  the  statutes  in  relation  to  innnediate  Iratisporta- 
liou  of  dutiable  goods,  and  for  other  purposes,'  to  the  jxjrt  01  Omaha,  in 
the  State  of  Nebraska."  t 

The  statute,  which  was  passed  June  10,  1S80,  referred  to  in  the  title  of 
this  bill  jiermitted  certain   merchandise  im]>orted  at  specified  ports,  but 
which  was  consigned  to  certain  other  ports  which  were  mentioned 
name  in  the  seventh  scctiijti  of  said  act,  to  Ix?  shipjied  immediately  aft 
entry  at  the  port  of  arrival  to  such  destination. 

The  seventh  section  of  said  act  contained  the  names  of  more  than 
seventy  ports  or  places  to  which  iniix)rted  merchandise  mijfht  1x*  thus 
immediately  shipped.     One  of  the  places  thus  named  is  "Omaha^ 
Nebraska." 

But  it  was  declared  in  a  proviso  which  was  made  a  jxirt  of  this  section 
that  the  pri\nlege  of  imnicdiate  transportation  contemplated  by  the  act^ 
.should  "not  extend  to  any  place  at  which  there  are  not  the  necessar^^^ 
officers  for  the  appraisement  of  merchandise  and  the  collection  of  duties. " 

Because  there  were  no  such  officers  at  Omaha  the  privilege  mentioned 
was  withheld  from  that  place  by  the  Treasury  Department.  ^| 

The  bill  sulmiitted  to  me  for  approval  provides  that  these  privileges 
conferred  by  the  act  of  June  10,  1880,  be  "extended  to  the  port  of 
Omaha,  in  the  State  of  Nebraska,  as  provided  for  as  to  the  ports  men- 
tioned in  section  7  of  said  act." 

I  can  not  see  that  anything  is  gained  by  this  legislation. 

If  the  circumstances  should  warrant  such  a  cowrse,  the  aulhoritv  which 
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withhoUls  such  privik'^fS  from  any  of  tlie  places  mentioned  in  the  law 
of  :88o  can  confer  the  same  without  the  aid  of  a  new  statute.  This  posi- 
tion is  sustained  by  au  opinion  of  the  Altomey-General,  dated  in  Febru- 
ary. 1885. 

If  the  legislation  now  proposed  should  l>econie  operative,  tlie  privileges 
extended  to  the  city  of  Omaha  would  still  be  subject  to  the  proviso  at- 
t:iched  to  the  seventh  section  of  the  law  of  iSKo.  and  such  newly  granted 
privileges  would  Ixr  liable  to  inimediate  withdrawal  by  the  Secretary  of 
the  Treasnr}'. 

Thus,  if  the  design  of  this  bill  is  lo  restore  to  the  city  named  the  privi- 
leges permitted  by  the  law  of  1880,  it  seems  lo  l>e  entirely  umiecessar)-, 
since  the  power  of  such  restoration  is  now  fully  vested  in  the  Treasury 
Bepartmeut.  If  the  object  sought  is  to  bestow-  such  juivileges  entirely 
free  from  tlic-  operation  f»f  tlic  jirovist  alxive  recited,  the  language  of  the 
bill  doss  not  accomplish  that  result. 

I  understand  that  the  Government  has  not  now  at  Omaha  **the  neces- 
sary officers  for  the  appraisement  of  merchandise  and  the  collection  of 
duties."  which  by  such  proviso  are  necessary  in  order  to  secure  to  any 
place  the  advantages  of  itnmediate  transportation.  In  the  al>sence  of 
such  officers  the  proposed  legislation  wuuhl  Ik*  nugatory  and  inoj^erative.

1  herewith  return  without  approval  a  bill  niuubered  3019,  entitled  "An 
act  to  increase  the  pension  of  Abigail  Smith,"  which  bill  originatcfl  in 
the  House  of  Representatives. 

This  prf)ix>sed  legislatitJti  does  injustice  to  a  very  worthy  pensioner 
who  was  on  the  pension  roU  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  law  which 
took  effect  on  the  iglh  Hay  of  March  last,  and  by  virtue  of  wliicli  nil  pen- 
sions of  her  class  were  Increased  from  $8  to  $12  per  mouth.  Un<ler  this 
law  she  l>ecame  entitled  to  her  increased  pension  from  the  date  of  its 
passage.  The  Itill  now  returned  allows  her  the  same  amount,  !>ut  if  it 
became  a  law  I  supjxjse  it  would  supersede  lier  claim  under  tb;^  previous 
statute  and  postpone  the  receipt  by  her  of  the  increase  to  the  date  of 
the  passage  of  the  new  law. 

She  would  thus  lose  for  nearly  two  months  the  increase  of  pension 


already  secured  lo  her.

To  the  House  of  Rrpresmiativrs- 

I  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  i<i 71.  entitled  "An  act 
increasing  the  pension  of  Andrew  J.  Hill," 
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This  bill  doubles  the  pension  which  the  person  named  therein  has 
been  receiving  for  a  number  of  years.  It  appears  from  the  report  of  the 
committee  to  which  the  bill  was  referred  that  a  claim  made  by  him  for 
increased  pension  has  been  lately  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  '*on 
the  ground  that  the  claimant  is  now  receiving  a  pension  commensurate 
with  the  degree  of  disability  found  to  exist.  * ' 

The  policy  of  frequently  reversing  by  special  enactment  the  decisions 
of  the  Bureau  invested  by  law  with  the  examination  of  pension  claims, 
fully  equipped  for  such  examination,  and  which  ought  not  to  be  suspected 
of  any  lack  of  liberality  to  our  veteran  soldiers,  is  exceedingly  question- 
able. It  may  well  be  doubted  if  a  committee  of  Congress  has  a  better 
opportunity  than  such  an  agency  to  judge  of  the  merits  of  these  claims. 
If,  however,  there  is  any  lack  of  power  in  the  Pension  Bureau  for  a  full 
investigation,  it  should  be  supplied;  if  the  system  adopted  is  inadequate 
to  do  full  justice  to  claimants,  it  should  be  corrected,  and  if  there  is  a 
want  of  sympathy  and  consideration  for  the  defenders  of  our  Government 
the  Bureau  should  be  reorganized. 

The  disposition  to  concede  the  most  generous  treatment  to  the  dis- 
abled, aged,  and  needy  among  our  veterans  ought  not  to  be  restrained; 
and  it  must  be  admitted  that  in  some  cases  justice  and  equity  can  not 
be  done  nor  the  charitable  tendencies  of  the  Government  in  favor  of 
worthy  objects  of  its  care  indulged  under  fixed  rules.  These  conditions 
sometimes  justify  a  resort  to  special  legislation,  but  I  am  convinced  that 
the  interposition  by  special  enactment  in  the  granting  of  pensions  should 
be  rare  and  exceptional.  In  the  nature  of  things  if  this  is  lightly  done 
and  upon  slight  occasion,  an  invitation  is  offered  for  the  presentation  of 
claims  to  Congress  which  upon  their  merits  could  not  survive  the  test 
of  an  examination  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  whose  only  hope  of  suc- 
cess depends  upon  sympathy,  often  misdirected,  instead  of  right  and 
justice.  The  instrumentality  organized  by  law  for  the  determination  of 
pension  claims  is  thus  often  overruled  and  discredited,  and  there  is  dan- 
ger that  in  the  end  popular  prejudice  will  be  created  against  tliose  who 
are  worthily  entitled  to  the  Ixjunty  of  the  Government. 

There  has  lately  l>een  presented  to  nie,  on  the  same  day,  for  approval, 
nearly  240  special  bills  granting  and  increasing  pensions  and  restoring  to 
the  pension  list  the  names  of  parties  which  for  cause  have  been  dropped. 
To  aid  Executive  duty  they  were  referred  to  tlie  Pension  Bureau  for 
examination  and  report.  After  a  delay  absolutely  necessary  they  have 
l^een  returned  to  me  within  a  few  hours  of  the  limit  constitutionally  per- 
mitted for  Executive  action.  Two  hundred  and  thirty-two  of  these  bills 
are  thus  classified: 

Eighty-one  cover  cases  in  which  favorable  action  by  the  Pension  Bu- 
reau was  denied  by  reason  of  the  insufficiency  of  the  testimony  filed  to 
prove  the  facts  alleged. 

These  bills  I  have  approved  on  the  assumption  that  the  claims  were 
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meritorioiu;  and  that  by  the  passage  of  tht  bills  the  Government  has 
waived  full  proof  of  the  facts. 

Twenty-six  of  the  bills  cover  claims  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
because  the  evitlence  pnxluced  tended  to  prove  that  the  alleged  disability 
existed  before  the  claimant's  enlistment;  21  cover  claims  which  have  been 
denied  by  sucli  Bureau  l>ecause  the  evidence  tended  to  show  that  the  dis- 
ability, though  contracte<l  in  the  ser\*icc,  was  not  incurred  in  the  line 
of  duty;  33  cover  claims  which  have  l>een  denie<l  Ix'cause  the  evidence 
tended  to  establish  tliat  the  disability  originated  after  the  soldier's  dis- 
charge from  the  Army;  47  cover  claims  which  have  l)een  denietl  Ixxrause 
the  general  jxMisiou  laws  contain  no  provisions  under  whicli  ihey  could 
be  allowctl,  and  24  of  the  claims  have  never  been  presented  to  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau. 

I  estimate  the  expenditure  involved  in  these  bills  at  more  than  $35,000 
annually. 

Though  my  conception  of  ]»ubhc  duty  leads  me  to  the  ccmclusion.  upon 
the  slight  examination  which  I  h:ne  l)een  able  to  give  such  of  these  bills 
as  are  not  comprised  in  the  first  class  above  mentioned,  that  many  of  them 
should  Ik*  disapproved.  I  am  utterly  unable  to  submit  within  the  time 
allowed  me  fur  that  purpt)se  my  objections  to  the  same. 

They  will  therefore  liecomc  operative  without  my  approval. 

A  sufficient  reason  for  the  return  of  the  particular  l>ill  now  under  con- 
sideration is  found  in  the  fact  that  it  provides  that  the  name  of  Andrew 
J.  Hill  be  placed  upon  the  pension  roll,  while  the  records  of  the  Pension 
Bureau,  as  well  as  a  medical  certificate  made  a  part  of  the  committee's 
rei>ort.  disclose  that  the  correct  name  of  the  intended  Ixmeficiary  is  Alfred 
J.  Hill.

ExKCiiTivK  Mansion,  May  jj,  1SS6, 
To  the  Smate  of  the  United  States: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1397.  entitled  "An  act  to 
establish  a  port  of  detiverj' at  Springfield,  in  the  State  of  Massachusetts.*' 

It  api>ears  tliat  the  liest  rea.sons  urged  for  the  passage  of  this  bill  are 
that  Springfield  has  a  population  of  al»ut  40,000,  tliat  the  imports  to  the 
section  of  country  where  the  city  is  located  for  the  last  year  amounted 
in  value  to  nearly  $3,000,000,  and  that  the  imix)rtersat  this  point  labored 
under  a  disadvantage  in  being  obliged  to  go  to  New  York  and  Boston  to 
clear  their  gmxls,  which  are  fretjnently  greatly  delayed. 

The  Government  is  now  .subjected  to  great  loss  of  revenue  through  the 
intricacies  of  the  present  system  relating  to  the  collection  of  customs 
dues,  and  through  the  frauds  and  evasions  which  that  system  permits 
and  invites.  It  is  als*i  the  cause  of  much  of  the  delay  and  vexation  to 
which  the  honest  importer  is  subjected. 
M  P— vol.  viH— 27 
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I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  reforms  of  prest:nt  methwls  which  ha\'e 
been  lately  earnestly  pressed  ujxjn  Congress  should  be  inaugurated,  in- 
stead of  increasing  the  number  of  ports  where  present  evils  may  be  fur- 
ther extended. 

The  hill  now  under  consideration  provides  that  a  surveyor  of  customs 
shall  be  appointed  to  reside  at  said  port,  who  shall  receive  a  salary  not  to 
exceed  $i,ooo  per  annum. 

It  is  quite  obvious  that  an  experienced  force  of  employees  at  the  ports 
where  goods  for  Springfield  arc  entered  would  be  much  better  qualified 
to  adjust  the  duties  upon  the  same  than  the  person  thus  proposed  to  be 
added  to  the  vast  anny  of  Federal  officials. 

There  are  many  cities  in  the  different  States  having  larger  popula- 
tions than  Springfield,  and  fully  as  much  entitled,  upon  ever>'  ground 
presented,  to  the  advantages  sought  by  this  bill;  and  yet  it  is  clear  that 
the  following  of  the  precedent  which  the  proposed  legislation  would  estab- 
lish could  not  fail  \o  produce  confusion  and  uncertainty  in  the  adjustment 
of  customs  dues,  leading  to  irritating  discriminations  and  probable  loss 
to  the  Government.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2186,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Louis  Melcher.'* 

This  claimant  enlisted  on  the  25th  day  of  May.  1861,  and  was  dis- 
charged for  disability  on  the  i6th  day  of  August,  1S61,  having  l)eeu  in 
the  sen'ice  less  than  three  months. 

The  certificate  of  the  surgeon  of  his  regiment,  made  at  the  time  of  his 
di.scharge,  stated  his  disability  to  be  "  lameness,  caused  by  previous  re- 
peated and  extensive  ulcerations  of  his  legs,  extending  deeply  among  the 
nmscles  and  impairing  their  powers  and  action  by  cicatrices,  all  existing 
before  enlistment  and  not  mentioned  to  the  mustering  officers  at  the 
time." 

Upon  this  certificate,  given  at  the  time  of  the  claimant's  discharge  and 
while  he  was  actually  under  the  surgeon's  observation,  an  application  for 
a  pension  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau, 

In  the  absence  of  anything  impeaching  the  ability  and  integrity  of  the 
surgeon  of  the  regiment,  his  certificate  should,  iu  my  opinion,  be  regarded 
as  a  tnie  statement  of  the  condition  of  the  daimant  at  the  time  of  his  dis- 
charge, though  the  committee's  report  suggests  that  the  surgeon's  skill 
may  have  been  at  fault  when  he  declared  that  the  ulcers  existed  before 
enlistment.  The  cicatrices  showing  beyond  a  doubt  the  pre\ious  exist- 
ence of  this  difficulty  would  be  plainly  apjxirent  ujxjn  an  examination 
by  a  surgeon,  and  their  origin  could  hardly  be  mistaken.  The  term  of 
the  claimant's  service  was  not  sufficiently  long  to  have  developed  and 
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healed,  even  imperfectly,  in  a  location  previously  healthy,  ulcers  of  the 
kiud  nieiilioiied  in  the  cliiimaul's  application. 

My  appro\-al  of  tliis  bill  is  therefore  withheld  upon  the  ground  that  I 
find  nothing  in  my  examination  of  the  facts  connected  with  the  case 
which  impeaches  the  value  of  the  surgeon's  certificate  upon  which  the 
adverse  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau  was  predicated.

To  the  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

A  bill  which  originated  in  the  Senate,  entitled  "An  act  granting  a  pen- 
sion to  Edward  Aycrs,"  and  numbered  363,  is  herewith  returned  without 
appro\*al. 

The  person  named  in  tliis  bill  enlisted  October  3,  ift6i,  in  an  Indiana 
regiment  and  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  December  13,  1865.  He 
represents  that  he  was  injured  in  the  hip  at  the  battle  of  Days  Gap, 
April  30,  1863.  and  for  this  a  pension  is  provided  for  him  by  the  bill 
under  consideration.  His  application  for  pension  has  been  rejected  by 
tlie  Pension  Bureau  on  the  ground  that  it  w^s  proved  on  a  special  exam- 
ination of  the  case  that  the  claimant  w:is  injured  by  a  fall  w*hen  a'  boy, 
and  tliat  the  injur>-  complained  of  existed  prior  to  his  enlistment. 

There  is  not  a  particle  of  proof  or  a  fact  stated  either  in  the  commit- 
tee's report  or  the  records  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  so  far  as  they  are 
brought  to  my  notice,  tending  to  show  that  the  claiiTiant  was  in  hos- 
pital or  inuler  medical  care  a  single  day  during  the  whole  term  of  his 
enlistment. 

The  report  of  the  committee  contaias  the  following  statement: 

Tlic  recorrl  evidence  proves  llint  he  was  in  Ihis  en^nKement,  but  Uierc  is  no  proof 
from  Uiis  source  Uiat  he  wjis  woumlefl.  By  numerous  cotnriiiles  who  were  present 
it  is  jiruven  that  he  was  hurt  by  the  exploKioi]  of  a  shell  as  cluiinc<l.  It  is  also 
flhowii  Uiat  he  has  been  disabled  ever  since;  and  the  examining  surgeon  specifically 
dcscrilws  the  wound,  and  twice  verifies  that  he  is  iiernianently  disable*!.  I'roin  the 
fact  that  a  man  was  exceedingly  liable  to  injury  under  the  circimistances  in  which 
he  was  placed,  and  from  the  evidence  of  eyewitnesses,  the  committee  arc  of  opinion 
that  he  was  wounded  as  allejifeil. 

A  wound  from  a  shell  causing  the  person  injured  to  be  "disabled  ever 
snnce"  usually  results  in  liospital  or  medical  treatment.  Not  only  is 
there  no  such  claim  made  in  this  case,  but,  on  the  contrar)\  it  appears 
that  the  claimant  served  in  hi^  regiment  two  ye-ars  and  nearly  eight 
months  after  the  alleged  injury,  and  until  he  was  mtistered  out 

It  is  represented  to  me  l)y  a  report  from  the  Pension  Bureau  that  after 
his  alleged  wound,  and  in  May  or  June,  1S63.  the  claimant  deserted,  and 
in  July  of  that  year  was  arrested  in  the  State  of  Indiana  and  returned  to 
duly  without  ttnal.  If  this  report  is  correct,  the  party  now  seeking  a 
I>ension  at  the  hands  of  the  Government  for  disability  incurred  m  vV\t 
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service  seems  to  have  been  capable  of  considcraljle  pliysical  exertion, 
though  not  vcr>' creditable,  within  a  few  weeks  after  he  claims  to  have 
received  the  injury  upon  which  his  application  is  based.

To  (he  Senate  of  the  United  States: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1630,  entitled  *' An  act  grani 
ing  a  pension  to  James  C.  Cliandler. " 

It  apjjears  from  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  bill  was 
referred  and  from  an  examination  of  the  oflicial  records  that  the  pro- 
jx)sed  beneficiary  iirst  enlisted  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1861,  and  alxmt 
nine  months  thereafter,  on  the  ist  day  of  June,  1862,  was  discharged  on 
account  of  disability  arising  from  chronic  bronchitis. 

Notwithstanding'  the  chronic  character  of  his  alleged  disability,  he 
enlisted  again  on  the  y\  day  of  January,  1864,  seventeen  months  after 
such  discharge. 

No  statement  is  presented  of  the  bounty  received  by  him  upon  either 
enlistment. 

He  was  finally  mustered  out  on  the  19th  day  of  September,  1865. 

He  first  ajipUed  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  in  May,  1S69, 
alleging  that  in  April,  1862.  he  was  run  over  by  a  wfigon  and  injured 
in  his  ankle.  This  accident  occurred  during  his  first  enlistment;  but 
instead  of  the  injtiry  having  been  then  regardetl  a  disal)ility,  he  was  dis- 
chargetl  from  such  enlistment  less  than  two  months  thereafter  on  accx>uut 
of  chronic  bronchitis. 

It  appears  from  the  committee's  report  that  his  application  was  re- 
jected and  that  another  was  afterwards  made,  alleging  that  the  claimant 
had  l»ccn  afflicted  with  typhoid  fever  contracted  in  May,  1S62,  resulting 
in  "  rlTcumalism  and  disease  of  the  back  in  region  of  kidneys." 

This  a]iplication  was  also  rejected,  on  the  ground  that  any  disability 
that  might  have  arisen  from  the  cause  alleged  "had  tiut  existed  in  a  pen- 
sionable degree  since  the  date  of  filing  the  claim  therefor,"  which  was 
February  10,  1885. 

There  still  remained  an  appeal  to  Congress,  and  probably  there  were 
not  wanting  those  who  found  their  interests  in  advising  such  an  apjjea! 
and  who  had  at  hand  Congressional  precedents  which  promised  a  favor- 
able result.  That  the  parties  interested  did  not  miscalculate  the  chances 
of  success  is  demonstrated  by  the  bill  now  before  me,  which,  in  direct 
opposition  to  the  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  grants  a  pension  to  a  man 
who,  though  discharged  from  enlistment  for  a  certain  alleged  disability, 
made  two  applications  for  a  pension  based  upon  two  distinct  causes,  both 
claimed  to  exist  within  two  months  prior  to  such  discharge,  and  both 
different  from  the  one  upon  which  he  accepted  the  same,  and  notwith- 
Ktauding  the  fact  that  the  proposed  beneficiary,  after  all  these  disabilities 
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liad  occurred,  passed  an  examination  as  to  his  physical  fitness  for  reen- 
listment,  actixaUy  did  reenlist,  and  served  till  finally  mustered  out  at  the 
close  of  the  war. 

If  any  money  is  to  be  given  tliis  man  from  the  public  Treasur>%  it 
should  not  be  done  under  the  guise  of  a  pension.

To  the  Srfiafr  of  the  United  States: 

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  857,  entitled  '*An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Dudley  B.  Branch." 

This  claim  is  based  upon  the  allegation,  as  appears  by  the  committee's 
report,  that  the  person  named  in  the  bill  has  a  hernia,  and  that  on  the 
9th  day  of  June,  1862,  while  in  the  niilitar>'  ser^'ice  and  in  the  line  of 
duty,  "in  getting  over  a  fence  he  fell  heavily,  striking  a  stone  or  hard 
substance,  and  received  the  hernia  in  his  left  side." 

In  Deceml>er,  1875.  thirteen  and  a  half  years  thereafter,  he  filed  an 
application  for  a  ])ension,  which  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  the  alleged  hernia,  and  the  claim- 
ant was  unable  to  furnish  satisfactory  eviilence  of  its  origin  in  the  ser\nce. 

The  fact  is  stated  in  the  committee's  report  that  late  in  the  year  1863 
this  soldier  was  transferred  to  the  Invalid  Corps,  and  tlie  records  show 
that  he  was  thtif;  transferred  for  a  disability  entirely  different  from  that 
nptjn  \vhicli  he  now  bases  his  claim.  He  was  mustered  out  in  Septem- 
ber, 1864.  at  the  end  of  his  term  of  ser\'ice. 

I  am  ajnvinced  that  the  rejection  of  this  claim  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
was  correct,  and  think  its  action  should  not  be  reversed. 

I  suppose  an  injury  of  the  description  claimed,  if  caused  by  \iolence 
directly  applied,  is  quite  pnlpaMc.  its  effect  usually  immediate,  and  its 
existence  easily  jjRjved.  The  long  time  which  elapsed  between  the 
injury  and  the  claimant's  application  for  a  pension  may  be  fairly  consid- 
ered as  bearing  ujKm  the  merits  of  such  a])plicalion,  while  the  fact  that 
the  claimant  was  transferretl  to  the  Invalid  Coqis  more  than  a  year  after 
he  alleges  the  injnrj*  occurred,  for  an  entirely  different  disability,  can  not 
be  overlooked.  In  the  committee's  report  the  statement  is  found  that 
the  benefaciar\'  named  in  the  bill  was  in  two  different  hospitals  during  tlie 
year  i8fi3,  and  yet  it  is  not  claimed  that  the  history  of  his  hospital  treat- 
ment furnishes  any  proof  of  the  injury  upon  which  his  claim  is  now  based.

To  the  Senate  0/  the  f  'nited  States: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1998.  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  John  D.  Ham,"  which  grants  a  pension  to  the  party  named. 
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The  claimant  alleges  that  he  enrolled  in  the  Army  in  January,  1862, 
and  was  "sworn  in  at  his  own  home;"  that  the  next  day  he  started  on 
horseback  to  go  to  the  regpment  he  was  to  join,  and  that  on  the  way  his 
horse  fell  upon  his  left  ankle,  whereby  he  sustained  an  injur>'  wliich  enti- 
tles liim  to  a  pension. 

His  name  is  nut  burne  upon  any  of  the  rolls  of  the  regiment  he  alleges 
he  was  on  his  way  to  join. 

He  filed  his  application  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  October  17, 
1879  (seventeen  years  after  his  allegetl  injury),  which  was  rejected  appar- 
ently on  the  ground  that  he  was  not  in  the  military  service  when  the 
disability  claimed  was  incurred. 

He  was  drafted  in  1S63  and  served  until  he  was  mustered  out  in  1865. 

It  is  entirely  clear  that  this  claimant  was  not  in  the  military  ser\-ice 
at  the  lime  he  chiims  to  have  been  injured;  and  his  conduct  in  remain- 
ing at  home  until  he  was  drafted,  nearly  tw*o  years  afterwards,  furnishes 
proof  that  he  did  not  regard  himself  as  in  the  meantime  owing  any 
military  dnt>-.  These  considerations,  and  the  further  facts  that  upon 
being  drafteti  hu  was  accepted  as  physical])'  qualified  for  service,  that  he 
actually  thereafter  ser\'ed  a  year  and  eight  months,  and  that  he  waited 
seventeen  years  before  clainiing  pension  for  his  injur>%  in  my  mind  pre- 
sent a  case  upon  which  the  claimant  is  entitled  to  no  relief  even  if  charity 
iustead  of  just  liberality  is  invoked.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1290,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  yninsion  to  David  W.  Hamilton/' 

A  claim  for  pension  fileil  by  him  in  November,  1879,  was  rejected  by  the 
Pension  Bureau  on  the  ground  that  his  alleged  disability  existed  prior  to 
his  enlistment. 

An  examination  of  the  records  in  the  Adjutant-General's  Office  and  a 
statement  from  the  Pension  Bureau  derived  from  the  claimant's  applica- 
tion there  for  pension,  with  a  reference  to  the  report  of  the  committee  to 
whom  this  bill  was  referred,  disclose  the  following  facts: 

The  claimant  was  nuistered  in  the  service  as  first  lieutenant  in  Septen;- 
ber,  1861,  and  as  captain  June  12,  1862.  He  is  reported  as  present  with 
his  company  until  the  3olh  of  that  month.  For  the  six  months  imme- 
diately following  the  latter  date  he  is  reported  as  "absent  sick,"  and  for 
the  ten  mouths  next  succeeding,  and  until  October  27,  1863,  as  *' absent 
on  detached  ser\'ice. "  On  the  day  last  mentioned  he  tendered  his  resig- 
nation at  Camp  Morton,  in  the  State  of  Indiana,  to  enable  him  to  accept 
an  appointment  as  captain  in  the  Invalid  Corps.  He  was  thereupon  so 
apjxiinted  upon  account  of  "clironic  enlargement  of  the  spermatic  cord  of 
several  years'  standing,  consequent  upon  hydrocele."  He  remained  in 
the  Invalid  Corps  until  July  12,  1864,  when,  upon  the  tender  of  his  resig- 
nation, he  was  discharged. 
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I.,ess  than  four  months  afterwards,  and  ou  the  6th  day  of  November, 
1.S64,  he  was  mustered  in  the  service  ns  a  captain  in  another  regiment  of 
volunteers,  and  on  the  17th  day  of  November,  1865,  again  tendered  his 
resignation,  and  was  finally  discharged. 

Upon  his  application  for  pension  under  the  general  law,  fourteen  years 
thereafter,  lie  admitted  that  he  siiffered  from  hydrocele  as  early  as  1856, 
but  claimed  that  an  operation  then  perfonned  for  the  same  had  given  him 
permanent  reUef. 

It  will  be  seen  tliat  the  claimant's  term  of  service  was  liberally  inter- 
s|>ersed  with  sick  leave,  detached  sen'ice,  resignations,  and  nieinl>ership 
in  the  Invalid  Corps.  He  admits  having  the  trouble  which  would  natu- 
rally result  in  his  alleged  disability  long  l)efore  he  entered  the  service. 
The  surgt^»ii  upmi  whose  certificate  he  was  ap]x>inted  lo  the  Invalid  Corps 
must  have  stated  to  him  the  character  of  his  difficulty  and  that  it  was 
chronic.  No  application  for  pension  was  made  until  fourteen  years  after 
his  discharge  and  jtist  prior  to  the  expiration  of  the  time  within  which 
large  arrearages  might  have  lx*cn  claimed.  There  is  no  hint  of  any 
medical  testimony  at  all  contradicting  the  certificate  of  the  army  surgeon 
made  in  t86_i;,  but  it  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  committee  that  he  can 
not  prtKTure  medical  testimony  as  to  his  soundness  l>efore  entering  the 
service  l^ecause  his  family  physician  is  dead.  If  he  liad  filed  his  applica- 
tion eiirlier.  it  would  have  ap^xrared  in  better  faith,  and  it  may  be  that  lie 
could  have  secured  the  evidence  of  his  family  physician  if  it  was  of  the 
character  he  desired. 

After  the  Pension  Bureau  has  been  in  operation  for  a  score  of  years 
since  the  late  civ'il  war,  etjuipjjed  with  thousands  of  employees  charged. 
with  no  other  duty  except  the  ascertainment  and  adjustment  of  the 
cLiims  of  our  discharged  soldiers  and  their  surviving  relatives,  it  seems 
to  me  that  a  .stronger  case  than  this  should  be  presented  to  justify  the 
passage  of  a  special  act,  twenty-three  years  after  an  alleged  disability, 
granting  a  pension  which  has  been  refused  by  the  Bureau  especially  or- 
ganized for  the  purpose  of  allowing  the  same  under  just  and  lil)eral  laws. 

I  am  by  no  means  in.sensible  to  that  influence  which  leads  the  judg- 
ment toward  the  allowance  of  ever>'  claim  alleged  to  1^  founded  upon 
patriotic  service  in  the  nation's  cause;  and  yet  I  neither  believ-e  it  to 
be  a  duty  nor  a  kindness  to  the  worthy  citizens  for  whose  benefit  our 
scheme  of  i)ensions  was  provided  to  ])ermit  the  diversion  of  the  nation's 
bounty  to  objects  not  within  its  scope  and  purpose.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1850,  entitled  '*An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Annie  C.  Owen.'* 

The  husband  of  the  claimant  was  mustered  into  the  service  as  second 
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lieutenant  Deceml^er  14,  1861,  and  discharKed  October  16.  1S62.  It  ap- 
pears that  he  died  in  1876  from  neuralgia  of  the  heart.  In  1883  the  pres- 
ent claimant  filed  her  application  for  })ension,  alleging  that  her  husband 
received  two  shell  wounds,  one  in  the  calf  of  his  left  leg  and  one  in  his 
left  side,  on  the  ist  day  of  July,  1S62.  and  claiming  that  they  were  in  some 
way  connected  with  the  cause  of  his  death. 

On  the  records  of  his  command  there  is  no  mention  made  of  either 
wound,  hut  il  docs  appear  that  on  the  Sth  day  of  July,  seven  days  after 
the  date  of  the  alleged  wounds,  he  was  granted  a  leave  of  absence  for 
thirty  days  on  account,  as  stated  in  a  medical  certificate,  of  "remittent 
fe^'er  and  diarrhea. "  A  medical  certificate  dated  August  5,  1862.  while 
absent  on  leave,  represents  him  to  l»e  at  that  time  suffering  from  "chronic 
bronchitis  and  acute  dysentery/* 

The  api)hcution  made  for  i)eusion  by  the  widow  was  rejected  by  the 
Pension  Bureau  February  i,  1SS6. 

There  is  nothing  before  me  showing  that  the  husl^and  of  the  claimant 
ever  filed  an  application  for  pension,  though  he  lived  nearly  fourteen 
years  after  his  discharge;  and  his  widow's  claim  was  not  made  until 
twenty-one  years  after  the  alleged  wounds  and  seven  years  after  her 
husband's  death. 

If  the  information  furnished  concerning  this  soldier's  .service  is  correct, 
this  claim  for  jiension  must  be  based  upon  a  mistake.  It  is  hardly  jjos- 
sible  that  wounds  such  as  are  alleged  should  Ix^  received  in  battle  by  a 
second  lieutenant  and  no  record  made  of  them;  that  he  should  seven 
days  tliereafter  receive  a  leave  of  absence  for  other  sickness,  with  no  men- 
tion of  tliese  wounds,  and  that  a  medical  certificate  should  be  made  (prolv 
ablj'  with  a  view  of  prolonging  his  leave  )  stating  still  other  ailments,  but 
silent  as  to  wounds.  The  further  facts  that  he  made  uo  claim  fur  iJeusion 
and  that  the  claim  of  his  widow  was  l<:)ng  delayed  are  worthy  of  consider- 
ation. And  if  the  wounds  were  received  as  descril)ed  there  is  certainly 
no  necessary  connection  l)etween  theni  and  death  fourteen  j-cars  after- 
wards  from  neuralgia  of  the  heart.  GROMiR  CLKVELAND.

I  return  without  apj>roval  a  bill  originating  in  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives, numbered  2145,  and  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of  Rebecca 
Eldridge." 

This  bill  provides  for  the  pajTnent  of  a  pension  to  the  claimant  as  the 
widow  of  Will)er  H.  Eldridge,  who  was  mustered,  into  the  service  on 
the  24th  day  of  July,  1862,  and  discharged  June  21,  1865.  He  was  pen- 
sioned at  the  rate  of  $2  per  month  for  a  slight  wound  in  the  calf  of  the  left 
leg,  received  on  the  25th  day  of  March,  1865.  There  is  no  pretense  that 
this  wound  was  at  all  serious,  and  a  surgeon  who  examined  it  in  1880 
reported  that  in  his  opinion  the  wounded  man  "was  not  incapacitated 
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from  obtaining  his  su1)sistence  by  niainial  labor;"  that  the  Isall  passed 
•'rather  superficially  tlirough  the  muscles,"  and  that  the  party  exam- 
ined said  there  was  no  lameness  "  unless  after  long  standing  or  walking 
a  good  deal." 

On  the  28th  of  Januar>'.  1881,  while  working  abont  a  building,  he  fell 
backward  from  a  ladder  and  fractured  his  skull,  from  which  he  died  the 
same  day. 

Without  a  particle  of  proof  and  with  uo  fact  established  which  con- 
nects the  fatal  accident  in  the  remotest  degree  with  the  wound  referred 
to.  it  is  projxjsed  to  grant  a  pension  to  the  widow  of  %\2  per  month. 

It  is  not  a  pleasant  thing  to  interfere  in  such  a  case;  but  we  are  deal- 
ing with  pensions,  and  not  with  gratuities.

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  grant  a  pcnaoti  to  the  claimant  for  the 
alleged  loss  of  sight  in  one  eye  and  the  iiiipainuent  of  the  vi.sion  of  the 
other. 

From  the  informatioti  furnished  me  I  am  convinced  that  the  difficulty 
alleged  by  this  applicant  had  its  origin  in  causes  existing  prior  to  his 
enlistment,  and  that  his  present  condition  of  disabihty  is  not  the  result 
of  his  ser^Mce  in  the  Army.

\  hereby  return  without  approval  a  bill  which  originated  in  the  House 
of  Representatives,  numlK-red  15.S2,  and  entitled  "An  act  for  the  relief  of 
Eleanor  C.  Ban)^diam." 

The  claimaut  in  this  ciuse  is  the  widow  of  John  S.  Baugham,  who  was 
mustered  into  the  service  of  the  United  States  as  a  private  on  the  26th 
day  of  March,  1864,  and  was  discharged  by  general  order  June  23,  1865. 
It  appears  that  during  his  fifteen  months  of  ser\'ice  he  was  sick  a  con- 
siderable part  of  the  time,  and  the  records  in  two  of  the  hospitals  to 
which  he  was  admitted  show  that  his  sickness  was  epilepsy.  There  are 
no  records  showing  the  character  of  his  illness  in  other  hospitals. 

His  widow,  the  present  claimant,  filetl  an  application  for  pension 
March  12,  1878,  alleging  tliat  her  husband  committed  suicide  Septem- 
Ijer  10,  1875,  from  the  effects  of  chronic  diarrhea  and  general  debility 
contractetl  in  the  sen-ice.  TTjx)n  the  endence  then  produced  her  claim 
was  allowed  at  the  rate  of  $8  a  month.  She  remained  upon  the  rolls 
until  July,  1885,  when  a  s]>ecial  examination  of  the  case  was  made,  upon 
which  it  was  developed  and  admitted  by  the  pensioner  that  the  deceased 
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service  seems  to  have  been  capable  of  considerable  physical  exertioti, 
though  not  ver\'  creditable,  within  a  few  weeks  after  he  claims  to  lia> 
received  the  injury  upon  which  his  application  is  based.

I  return  withotit  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1630,  entitled  "An  act  granl 
ing  a  i)ension  to  James  C.  Chandler." 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  bill  was 
referred  and  from  an  examination  of  tlie  official  records  that  the  pro- 
posed beneficiary  first  enlistetl  011  the  27th  day  of  A-Vugust,  1861 ,  and  about 
nine  months  thereafter,  on  the  ist  day  of  June,  iS62,was  discharged  on 
account  of  disabiUty  arising  from  chronic  bronchitis. 

Notwithstanding  the  chronic  character  of  his  alleged  disability,  he 
enlisted  again  on  the  3d  day  of  Januan.'.  1864,  seventeen  months  aiter 
such  discharge. 

No  statement  is  presented  of  the  bounty  received  by  liim  upon  either 
enlistment.  ^| 

Hq  was  finally  mustered  out  on  the  t9th  day  of  September,  1865.      ^* 

He  first  applied  for  a  pension  under  the  general  law  ui  May,  1869, 
alleging  that  in  April,  1862.  he  was  run  over  by  a  wagon  and  injured 
in  his  ankle.  This  accident  occurred  during  his  first  enlistment;  but 
instead  of  the  injury  having  Ix^en  then  regarde<l  a  disability,  he  was  dis- 
charged from  such  enlistment  less  than  two  months  thereafter  on  account 
of  chronic  bronchitis. 

It  appears  from  the  committee's  report  that  liis  application  was  re- 
jected and  that  another  was  afterwards  made,  alleging  that  the  claimant 
had  lieen  afflicted  with  typhoid  fever  contracted  in  May,  1862,  resulting 
in  "  rlieuinatism  and  disease  of  Llie  back  in  region  of  kidneys." 

This  ajiplication  was  alst»  rejected,  on  the  ground  that  any  disability 
that  might  have  arisen  from  the  cause  allegetl  "  had  not  existed  in  a  pen- 
sionable degree  since  the  date  of  filing  the  claim  therefor,"  which  was 
February'  10,  1885.  ^| 

There  stilt  remained  an  appeal  to  Congress,  and  probably  there  w«^ 
not  wanting  tliose  who  found  tlieir  interests  in  advising  such  an  appeal 
and  who  had  at  hand  Congressional  precedents  whicli  promised  a  favor- 
able result.  That  the  parties  interested  did  not  miscalculate  the  chances 
of  success  is  demonstrated  by  the  bill  now  before  utc,  which,  iti  direct 
opposition  to  the  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  grants  a  pension  to  a  man 
who,  though  discharged  from  enlistment  for  a  certain  alleged  disability. 
nmde  two  applications  for  a  pension  based  upon  two  distinct  causes,  both 
claimed  to  exist  within  two  months  prior  to  such  discharge,  and  Ixith 
different  from  the  one  upon  which  he  accepted  the  same,  and  notwith- 
•standiug  the  fact  that  the  proposed  beueficiar>',  after  all  these  disabilities 


Graver  Cleveland 
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had  occurred,  pa.ssed  an  examination  as  to  his  physical  fitness  for  reen- 
listmeut,  actually  did  reenlist,  and  ser\'ed  till  finally  mustered  out  at  the 
close  of  the  war. 

If  any  money  is  to  be  gp'veti  this  man   from  the  public  Treasury,  it

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  857.  entitletl  *'Aii 
act  panting  a  pension  to  Dudley  J^  Branch.*' 

This  claim  is  based  upon  the  allegation,  as  appears  by  the  committee's 
report,  that  the  person  named  in  the  bill  has  a  hernia,  and  that  on  tlie 
9th  day  of  June.  1862,  while  in  the  military  service  and  in  the  line  of 
duty,  *'in  getting  over  a  fence  he  fell  licavily,  striking  a  stoue  or  hard 
substance,  and  received  the  hernia  in  his  left  side. ' ' 

In  December,  1875,  thirteen  and  a  half  years  thereafter,  he  filed  an 
application  for  a  pension,  which  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  the  alleged  hernia,  and  the  claim- 
ant was  unable  to  furnish  satisfactory  evidence  of  its  origin  in  the  service. 

Thf  fact  is  stated  in  the  committee's  report  that  late  in  the  year  1863 
this  soldier  was  transferred  to  the  Invalid  Corps,  and  the  records  show 
that  he  was  thus  transferred  for  a  disability  entirely  differeut  from  that 
upon  which  he  now  bases  his  claim.  lie  was  mustered  out  in  Seplem- 
l)er,  1864,  at  the  end  of  his  term  of  service. 

I  am  convinced  that  the  rejection  of  this  claim  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
was  correct,  and  think  its  action  should  not  Ix?  reversed. 

I  suppose  an  injury  of  the  description  claimed,  if  caused  by  violence 
directly  applied,  is  quite  [Kdpable,  its  effect  usually  innnediate,  and  its 
existence  easily  proved.  The  long  time  which  elapseil  between  the 
injury  and  the  claimant's  application  for  a  pension  may  be  fairly  consid- 
ered as  Ixraring  u]>on  the  merits  of  such  application,  while  tlie  fact  that 
the  claimant  was  transferred  to  the  Invalid  Cor])S  more  than  a  year  after 
he  alleges  the  injur>'  occurred,  for  an  entirely  different  disability,  can  not 
be  overlookcfl.  In  the  committee's  report  the  statement  is  found  that 
the  beneficiar>'  named  in  the  bill  was  in  two  different  hospitals  during  the 
year  1863,  and  yet  it  is  not  claimed  that  the  history  of  his  hospital  treat- 
ment furnishes  any  proof  of  the  injury  upon  which  his  claim  is  now  based.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  Xo.  1998,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  John  D.  Ham,"  which  grants  a  pension  to  the  party  named. 
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From  the  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  hill  was  referred  I 
learn  that  the  claimant  enlisted  in  April.  i86i.aud  was  discharged  in 
October.  1864. 

He  filed  a  claim  in  the  Pension  Bureau  alleging  that  he  received  a 
saber  wound  in  the  head  March  7,  1S62,  and  a  giujshot  wound  in  the 
left  leg  ill  the  autumn  of  the  same  year. 

It  appears  upon  examination  of  his  military  record  thai  there  is  no 
mention  uf  citlier  disability,  and  that  he  served  two  years  after  the  time 
he  claims  to  have  received  these  injuries.  So  far  from  being  disabled, 
it  is  reported  as  an  incident  of  his  army  life  that  in  the  year  1S64  this 
soldier  was  found  guilty  of  desertion  and  sentenced  to  forfeit  all  pay  and 
allowances  for  the  time  he  was  absent. 

The  report  of  the  cnnmiittee.  in  apparent  explanation  of  the  lack  of 
any  official  mention  of  the  injuries  alleged, declares  that  "the  fact  that 
the  records  of  the  War  Department  are  often  imjierfect  works  great  hard- 
ship to  men  who  apply  for  pensions;"  and  his  con\-iction  of  desertion 
and  the  lack  of  proof  to  .sustain  his  allegations  as  to  his  injuries  are  dis- 
posed of  as  follows  in  the  committee's  report: 

The  A(ljutant-(»enerurs  rei>orl  .shows  that  thr  m.iii  was  under  discipline  for  some 
irregularities,  but  iiulwiUislaiidinj(  this  ami  the  lack  of  the  rccjuircd  prtKjf  that  he 
wfls  wounded  in  the  line  of  duly  the  ooniiuiltee  are  of  tlie  opinion  that,  situated  as 
he  was,  he  was  very  liable  to  and  very  prulKibly  did  receive  the  wound  fruui  which  he 
hna  suffered  and  is  still  suffering. 

I  am  con\-inced  that  there  exists  serious  difficulty  on  the  part  of  the 
claimant  instead  of  in  the  record  of  the  War  Department;  tliat  the  kind 
of  irregularity  for  which  he  was  iinder  discipline  is  calculated  to  produce 
a  lack  uf  confidence  in  his  merits  as  a  ])ensioner,  and  that  the  fact  of  his 
situation  being  such  as  to  render  him  liable  to  receive  a  wound  is  hardly 
sufficient  to  establish  his  right  to  a  soldier's  pension,  which  is  only  justi- 
fied by  injuries  actually  received  and  affirmatively  proven.

It  appears  that  this  claimant  enlisted  August  21,  1861.  and  was  dis- 
charged on  the  5d  day  of  October,  1861,  after  a  ser\-ice  of  less  than  two 
months,  upon  a  medical  certificate  of  disability  which  represented  him 
as  "incapable  of  performing  the  duties  of  a  soldier  because  of  general 
debility,  advanced  age,  lutfit  for  service  lx?fore  entering." 

His  claim  is  not  based  \\\^o\\  any  wound  or  injury,  but  he  alleges  that 
he  contracted  chronic  diarrhea  or  dysenter>'  while  in  the  ser\'ice.  The 
committee  to  whom  the  bill  was  referred  by  the  Senate  admit  that  ' '  there 
is  a  quantity  of  contradictory  testimony,  biased  in  about  equal  proportion 
'or  aud  against  the  claimant."

His  daim  was  rejected  by  tbc  Pension  Boreftn  in  u^2  and  a^iii  in 
tS$5.  after  a  special  examinatioD  coocenitng  the  facts,  aci  the  jafruiiiul 
that  the  claimant  had  failed  to  show  any  pcnsioaablc  disability  contracted 
while  be  was  in  the  senSce. 

The  medical  certificate  upoii  which  he  was  discbai^^  makes  tu>  ttieii- 
tioa  of  the  disorders  of  which  the  apfUicant  for  pcnsioti  now  coniplaiiis. 
but  contains  other  statemeuts  which  denK»nstmtc  that  no  allownn^x 
should  )x?  made  to  him  by  way  of  pension,  unless  snoh  pension  is  to  he 
openly  and  confessedly  regarded  as  a  mere  charity,  or  unless  the  nic<UoAl 
certificate  made  at  the  time  of  discharj^,  with  tlie  |xiiicni  uikUt  observn- 
tion.  is  to  be.  without  any  allegation  to  tliat  effect,  imiieachct^l. 

I  am  not  prepared  either  to  ^ratuitotLsly  set  at  naught  two  determina- 
tions of  the  Pension  Bureau,  one  ver\^  lately  made  after  a  sjKvial  cxatui- 
nation,  and  especially  when  the  evidence  produced  Ixjfore  the  committee 
to  reverse  the  Bureau's  action  is  admitte<l  to  be  *•  contradictory"  and 
*' biased  in  a1x>ut  equal  proportion  for  and  against  the  claimant."

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  John  B.  Marehaud, 
who  entered  the  Thutc<l  States  Navy  in  182S,  wlm  was  promoted  In  tlie 
rank  of  commodore  in  iH6(),  ami  who  was  placet!  \\\nn\  the  rctiri'il  lisl  in 
1870.     He  died  in  August.  1H75.  of  heart  disease. 

His  widow  filed  an  application  for  ]iension  in  1S.H3,  elaiinitig  that  liis 
fatal  disease  was  cau.se<l  by  exposure  and  exertion  in  tlie  service  dm  in^; 
the  War  of  the  Rebellion.  The  application  was  rejected  t)ecntisc  of  ll»e 
inability  to  furnish  evidence  to  prove  that  the  death  had  any  relation  to 
the  naval  scr\-icc  of  the  deceased. 

lam  unable  to  see  how  any  other  conclusion  couhl  have  Iwcn  reached. 
The  infonnation  funii-slicd  by  the  re]>ort  of  the  committee  to  wlnjin  this 
bill  was  referretl  and  derived  from  other  data  Ixrfcire  me  nl>HohUely  failn 
to  connect  the  death  of  Commodore  Marchand  with  any  incident  of  liin 
naval  service. 

This  officer  was  undoubtedly  lirave  and  efficient,  rendering  his  coimtry 
\^uable  service;  but  it  does  not  appear  to  have  lieen  of  910  diMinKtUnhed 
a  character,  nor  are  the  circumstance*  of  his  widow  alleged  to  be  such,  a« 
to  render  a  gratuity  justifiable.  GROVlvR  CLUVKLAND. 


1  ber^'  return  without  my  ai>|>roval  Setiaie  bill  No,  iH.^,  eiititletl  "An 
for  the  relief  of  Tbonuu  8.  Hopkins,  late  of  Company  C.  Sixteenth 
Voluutecn." 
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This  soldier  was  enroUetl  in  the  Army  June  2.  1862.  and  discharged 
June  30,  1865.  He  was  sent  to  the  Government  hospital  September  20, 
1863.  and  thereupon  transferred  to  the  luvaUd  Corps. 

He  filed  his  declaration  for  a  pension  in  Novemb)er,  18S0,  alleging  that 
while  in  the  service  he  contracted  uialarial  fever  and  chronic  diarrhea, 
and  was  seized  with  convulsions,  suffering  from  great  general  debility. 

A  pension  of  $50  a  month  was  granted  to  him  in  June,  1881,  dating 
from  the  time  of  filing  his  apphcation,  which  sum  he  has  been  receiving 
up  to  the  present  lime. 

This  bill  proposes  to  remove  the  limitation  fixed  by  the  law  of  1S79 
prescribing  the  dale  prior  to  wliich  an  application  for  pension  must  be 
filed  in  order  lo  entitle  the  claimant  to  draw  llie  pension  allowetl  from 
the  time  of  his  discharge  from  the  service. 

If  tliis  bill  should  become  a  law,  it  would  entitle  the  claimant  to  alx)Ut 
$9,000  of  back  jicnsion.  This  is  claimed  iijxiu  the  ground  that  the  sol- 
dier was  so  sick  from  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act  creating  the 
limitation  up  to  the  date  allowed  him  to  avail  himself  of  the  privileges 
of  the  act  that  he  could  not  file  his  claim. 

I  think  the  linutation  thus  fixed  a  verj'  wise  one,  and  that  it  should 
not.  in  fairness  to  other  claimants,  be  relaxed  for  causes  not  mentioned 
in  the  statute;  nor  should  the  door  be  opened  to  applications  of  this  kind. 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  had  fifteen  years  after  the  accruing 
of  his  claim,  and  before  it  is  alleged  that  he  was  incapacitated,  within 
which  he  might  have  filed  his  application  and  entitled  himself  to  the 
back  pension  now  applied  for. 

The  facts  here  presented  come  so  far  short  of  funiishing  a  satisfactory 
excuse  for  his  delay  that,  in  my  judgment,  the  discrimination  asked  in 
his  favor  should  not  be  gra.,ted.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  763,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
erection  of  a  public  building  ul  Sioux  City,  Iowa." 

The  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  whom 
this  bill  was  referred  states  that  by  the  census  of  18S0  the  population  of 
Sioux  City  was  nearly  8,000,  and  that  by  other  enumerations  since  made 
its  population  would  seem  to  exceed  23.0(X>.  It  is  further  stated  in  the 
report  that  for  the  accommodation  of  this  population  the  city  contains 
393  brick  and  2.984  frame  buildings. 

It  seems  to  me  that  in  the  consideratiou  of  the  merits  of  this  bill  the 
necessities  of  the  Government  should  control  the  question,  and  that  it 
should  be  decided  as  a  Inisiness  proposition,  depending  upon  the  needs 
of  a  Goveniment  building  at  the  point  proposed  in  order  to  do  the  Gov- 
ennnent  work. 

'J'his  greatly  reduces  the  value  of  statistics  showing  population,  extent

of  business,  prospective  RTowth.  and  matters  of  that  kind,  which,  though 
exceedingly  interesting,  do  not  always  demonstrate  the  necessity  af  the 
expenditure  of  a  large  vsum  of  money  for  a  public  building. 

I  find  upon  examination  that  United  Slates  courts  are  sometimes  held 
at  Sioux  City,  but  that  they  have  l>een  thus  far  held  in  the  county  court- 
house without  serious  inconvenience  and  without  any  expense  to  the 
Government.  There  are  actually  no  other  Federal  officers  there  for 
whom  the  Government  in  any  view  should  proude  accommodations 
except  the  postmaster.  The  post-office  is  tiow  located  in  a  building 
rented  by  the  Government  until  the  ist  day  of  Januar>',  iSSg.at  the  rate 
of  $2,200  i>er  annum. 

By  the  last  report  of  the  Su])ervising  Architect  it  appears  that  on 
October  i.  1H85,  there  were  80  new  public  buildinj^s  in  course  of  con- 
struction, and  that  the  amount  expended  theretjn  during  the  preceding 
year  was  nearly  :?2, 500,000,  while  large  appropriations  are  asked  to  be 
exf)endedon  these  buildings  during  the  current  year. 

In  my  judgment  the  numljer  of  public  buildings  should  not  at  this 
time  be  increased  iniless  a  greater  public  necessity  exists  therefor  than 
is  apparent  in  this  case.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  206,  entitled  '*An  act  to 
provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  in  the  city  of  Zanes\'ille, 
Ohio." 

No  Federal  courts  are  held  at  Zauesville,  and  there  are  no  Govern- 
ment officers  located  there  who  should  be  provided  for  at  the  public 
e.\pense  except  the  postmaster. 

So  far  as  I  am  informed  the  patrons  of  the  post-office  are  fairly  well 
accommodated  in  a  l)uilding  which  is  rented  by  the  Government  at  the 
rate  of  $800  per  annum;  atid  though  the  postmaster  naturally  certifies 
that  he  and  his  fourteen  emplo}'ees  require  much  more  spacious  sur- 
roundings, I  have  no  doubt  lie  and  they  can  be  induced  to  continue  to 
serve  the  Govenuuent  iu  its  present  quarters. 

The  public  buildings  now  in  process  of  construction,  numbering  80, 
involving  constant  super\'ision,  are  all  the  building  projects  which  the 
(lovemment  ought  to  have  on  hand  at  one  time,  unless  a  vcr>*  j>alpable 
necessity  exists  for  an  increase  in  the  number.  The  multiplication  of 
these  structures  involves  not  only  the  appropriations  made  for  their  com- 
pletion, but  great  expense  in  their  care  and  preservation  thereafter. 

While  a  fine  Govcnimcnt  building  is  a  desirable  omamcnt  to  any  town 
or  city,  and  while  the  .securing  of  an  appropriation  therefor  is  often 
considered  as  an  illustration  of  zeal  and  activity  in  the  interest  of  a  con- 
stituency, 1  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  expenditure  of  public  money  for 
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such  a  purpose  should  depend  upou  the  necessity  of  such  a  l)uilding  for 
public  uses. 

In  the  case  under  consideration  I  have  no  doubt  the  Government  can 
be  well  acconiraodated  for  some  time  to  come  in  all  its  business  rela- 
tiotis  u'ilh  the  people  of  Zanes\*ille  by  rentin>(  quarters,  at  less  expense 
than  the  annual  cost  of  maintaining  the  proposed  new  building  after  its 
completion.

I  hereby  return  without  approx-al  House  bill  No.  1990,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  John  Hunter." 

Tlie  claimant  was  enrolled  July  20, 1864,  and  was  discharged  by  expira- 
tion of  his  lenn  of  ser\nce  July  13,  1865. 

During  four  nionllis  of  tlie  twelve  while  he  remained  in  tlie  ser\'icc 
he  is  reporte<l  as  "  alxsenl  sick."  His  hospital  record  shows  that  he  was 
treated  for  intennittent  fever  and  rheumatism.  In  1K79,  fourteen  years 
after  his  discharge,  he  filed  his  claim  for  a  ])ension,  alleging  that  in  May, 
1864.  lie  receive<l  a  gunshot  wound  in  the  right  leg  while  in  a  skirmish. 
The  month  of  May.  1S64,  is  included  in  the  time  during  which,  by  the 
rec<jrd,  he  api)ears  to  have  V>een  aKsent  sick  and  undergoing  treatment 
for  fever  and  rheumatism.  His  claim  was  rejected  in  December,  1884,  on 
the  ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  the  alleged  wound  and  the  claim- 
ant was  unable,  though  aided  by  the  Bureau,  to  prove  that  the  injury 
claimed  was  due  to  the  service. 

The  evidence  recited  in  the  report  of  the  Congressional  coiinnittee  to 
whom  this  bill  was  referred,  though  it  tends  to  show,  if  reliable,  that 
when  the  soldier  returned  from  his  service  his  leg  was  affected,  fails  to 
show  a  continuous  disability  from  that  cause.  It  is  stated  that  about 
five  years  ago.  while  the  claimant  was  gathering  dandelions,  in  stepping 
across  a  ditch  his  leg  broke.  The  doctor  who  attended  him  states  that 
the  leg  wa-s  about  fnur  weeks  longer  in  uniting  than  is  usual,  but  he  is 
not  represented  as  giving  an  opinion  that  the  fracture  had  anything  to 
do  with  bis  patient's  militar>'  service. 

I  find  no  reference  to  his  condition  since  his  recovery  from  the  fracture 
of  his  leg.  and  there  seems  to  be  no  allegation  of  present  disability  cither 
from  army  service  or  the  injury  sustained  while  gathering  dandelions.

The  records  of  the  War  Departineiit  show  that  George  W.  Tiller,  the 
son  of  the  ckimant,  enlistc<i  in  a  Kentucky  regiment  on  the  8th  day  of 
October,  1861,  and  that  he  deserted  on  the  20th  day  of  September,  1863; 
that  he  was  captured  by  the  Confederates  afterwards,  but  the  time  and 
circumstances  are  not  g^iven.  On  the  21st  day  of  July,  1S64,  he  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  Andersonville  hospital,  and  died  the  same  day  of  scorbutus. 

The  father  filed  his  claim  for  a  pension  in  1877,  alleging  his  depend- 
ence upon  the  deceased  soldier.  It  is  probably  true  that  the  son  while 
iu  the  Army  sent  money  to  the  claimant,  though  he  appears  to  have  been 
employed  as  a  policeman  in  the  city  of  Louisville  ever  since  his  son's 
death,  at  a  fair  salar\'. 

The  claim  thus  made  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
ground  that  the  claimant  was  not  depeiultfUt  ujxjn  his  son. 

1  am  entirel)'  satisfied  of  the  correctness  of  this  detemiination,  and  if 
the  records  presente<l  to  me  are  reliable  I  think  the  fact  which  apjiears 
therefrom,  tliat  the  death  of  the  soldier  cK'curred  ten  months  after  deser- 
tion and  had  no  apparent  relation  to  any  service  in  the  Union  Army,  is 
conclusive  against  the  claim  now  made.

By  this  bill  it  is  proposed  to  increase  the  p>ension  of  the  beneficiary 
named  to  J;i6  a  month.  He  has  lieeu  receiving  a  pension  under  the  gen- 
eral law,  dating  from  his  discharge  in  1S65.  His  i)ension  has  been  twice 
already  increased,  once  by  the  Pension  Bureau  and  once  by  a  special  act 
passed  in  1882.  His  wound  is  not  such  as  to  cause  his  disability  to 
become  aggravate<l  by  time.  The  increase  allowed  by  this  bill,  when 
applied  for  at  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1885,  was  denied  on  the  ground  that 
"the  rate  lie  was  receiving  was  commensurate  with  the  degree  of  his 
disabilit)'.  a  board  of  surgeons  having  reportetl  that  he  was  receiving  a 
liberal  rating.'* 

I  can  discover  no  just  ground  for  reversing  tliis  determination  and 
^^  making  a  further  discriuiiuatiou  iu  favor  of  this  i>en.sioner.

The  claimant  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  John  W.  Luce,  who 
entered  the  Army  in  August,  1861,  and  who  was  discharged  in  January, 
M  P— vol.  VIII- 28 
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1864,  for  a  disability  declared  at  the  time  in  the  surgeon's  certificate  to 
arise  from  "organic  stricture  of  the  urethra/'  >vhich,  from  his  statement, 
existed  at  the  time  of  his  enhstment. 

Notwithstaiidin^  the  admission  which  thus  appears  to  have  been  made 
by  him  at  the  time  of  his  discharge,  he  soon  afterwards  made  an  applica- 
tion for  a  pension,  alleging  that  his  diflficulty  arose  from  his  being  tlirown 
forward  on  the  pommel  of  his  saddle  when  in  the  service. 

Upon  an  examination  of  this  claim  hy  a  special  examiner,  it  is  stated 
that  no  one  could  be  found  who  had  any  knowledge  of  sudi  an  injury, 
and  the  claim  was  rejected. 

In  1883,  twenty  years  after  the  soldier  alleged  he  was  injured  in  the 
manner  stated,  he  died,  and  the  cause  of  his  death  was  declared  to  be 
"chronic  gastritis,  complicated  with  kidney  difficulty. " 

It  is  alleged  that  the  examinations  made  by  the  Pension  Bureau  devel- 
oped the  fact  that  the  deceased  soldier  was  a  man  of  quite  intemperate 
habits. 

The  theory  upon  which  this  widow  should  be  pensioned  can  only  be 
that  the  death  of  her  husband  resulted  from  a  disability  or  injury  con- 
tracted or  received  in  the  militan.'  ser\nce.  It  seems  to  me  that  how- 
ever satisfactoril>'  the  injury  which  he  descril)ed  may  be  established,  and 
though  every  suspicion  as  to  his  habits  be  dismissed,  there  can  hardly 
possibly  be  any  conuection  l^etween  such  an  injury  and  the  causes  to 
which  his  death  is  attributed.

The  claimant  mentioned  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  August,  1864,  and  was 
discharged  with  his  regiment  June  4,  1S65. 

The  record  of  his  short  military  sen*ice  exhibits  no  mention  of  any 
injur>^  or  disability;  but  in  June,  18S0,  fifteen  years  after  his  discharge, 
he  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  a  claim  for  a  pension  based  upon  the  alle- 
gation that  in  December,  1864,  he  was  injured  by  the  falling  of  a  tree, 
which  struck  him  on  his  head,  affecting  both  of  his  eyes.  He  added 
to  this  allegation  Uie  further  complamt  that  he  contracted  rheumatism 
while  in  the  service. 

The  application  for  a  pension  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  be- 
cause there  was  no  record  of  the  disabilities  claimed,  nor  was  satisfactory 
proof  furnished  that  any  such  disabilities  originated  in  the  .service. 

I  am  so  entirely  satisfied  with  this  determination  of  the  Pension  Bureau 
that  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval  of  this  bill.

This  claimant  enlisted  September  7,  1S64.  and  was  discharged  June  4, 
1865.  During  his  short  term  of  ser\nce  there  does  not  appear  on  the 
records  any  evidence  of  disability. 

But  in  November,  1883,  eighteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  filed  his 
application  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  in  November,  1864,  he  contracted 
chronic  diarrhea  from  exposiire  and  severe  work. 

His  claim  has  not  yet  been  fully  passed  upon  by  the  Pension  Bureau, 
which,  in  my  opinion,  is  sufficient  reason  why  this  bill  should  not  become 
a  law.  I  am  also  thoroughly  convinced,  from  examination  of  the  case, 
that  the  claimant  sbonld  not  be  jKMisione<i.

This  claimant  entered  the  Army  as  a  drummer  August  6,  iS62,aud 
was  discharged  May  29.  1863. 

In  1S79,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  api)ears  to  have  discov- 
ered that  during  his  short  term  of  military  service  in  the  inhospitable 
climate  of  Port  Tobacco,  withtu  the  State  of  Maryland,  he  contracted 
rheumatism  to  such  an  extent  as  to  entitle  him  to  peusiou,  for  which 
he  then  applied. 

It  is  conceded  that  he  received  no  medical  treatment  while  in  the 
Army  for  this  complaint,  nor  does  he  seem  to  have  been  attended  by  a 
physician  since  his  discharge. 

Without  commenting  further  upon  the  features  of  this  case  which 
tend  to  discredit  il.  I  deem  myself  obliged  to  disapprove  this  bill  on  the 
ground  that  there  is  an  almost  complete  failure  to  state  auy  facts  that 
should  entitle  the  claimant  to  a  pension.  ,

The  claimant  mentioned  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  the  month  of  October. 
1861,  and  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  in  Augnst,  1865. 

In  1881,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  filed  an  applicatiou.  fox  ^ 
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prnainBi,  alleging  that  be  was  affltctrd  with  cfaroaic  diarrhea  contracted 
in  the  Army,  and  in  18S5  his  claim  was  allowed,  and  be  was  granted  a 
pewMcn  for  that  caose. 

In  September  of  the  same  year,  and  after  this  pension  was  granted,  be 
filed  an  application  for  an  increase  of  his  rate,  alleging  that  in  1SS4  his 
eyes  became  affected  in  consequence  of  his  prex-ious  alhnents  and  the 
debility  consequent  thereupon. 

The  ingenuit>^  developed  in  the  constant  and  persistent  attacks  upon 
the  public  Treasury  by  those  claiming  pensiotxs,  and  the  increase  of  those 
already  granted,  is  exhibited  in  bold  relief  by  this  attempt  to  include 
sore  eyes  among  the  results  of  diarrhea. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  with  the  opinion  of  the  medical  referee,  who. 
after  examining  this  case  in  October,  1&85,  reported  that  "the  disease  of 
the  eyes  can  not  be  admitted  to  be  a  result  of  chronic  diarrhea." 

On  all  grounds  it  seems  to  me  that  this  claimant  should  be  contented 
with  the  peitsion  which  has  been  already  allowed  him.

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  this  claimant  was  mus- 
tered into  the  Third  North  Carolina  Regiment,  but  on  the  muster-out  roll 
of  his  company  he  is  reported  to  have  deserted  April  3,  1865.  and  there 
is  no  record  of  any  discharge  or  disability. 

In  September,  1866,  an  order  was  issued  from  his  department  head- 
quarters removing  the  charge  of  desertion  against  him.  Thirteen  days 
afterwards,  and  on  the  25th  day  of  September,  1866,  he  filed  an  applica- 
tion for  j>ension,  which  in  1868  was  granted.  He  drew  such  pension 
dating  from  1865  until  1877,  when,  upon  evidence  that  the  injun,'  for 
which  he  was  pensioned  was  not  received  in  the  line  of  duty,  his  name 
was  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

The  pensioner  apj>caled  from  this  determination  of  the  Pension  Bureau 
to  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Interior,  who,  as  lately  as  May,  1885,  rendered  a 
decision  sustaining  the  action  of  the  Bureau. 

I  fuui  nothing  iu  the  facts  presented  to  me  which,  in  my  opinion, 
justifies  the  reversal  of  the  judgihent  of  the  Bureau  and  the  Secretary 
of  the  Interior.

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My  objectiou  to  tliis  bill  is  that  it  is  of  no  possible  advantage  to  the 
beneficiary  thereiu  mentioned,  It  directs  that  her  name  be  placed  upon 
the  pension  roll,  subject  to  the  provisions  and  liuntations  of  the  pension 
laws.  The  effect  of  such  legislation  would  be  to  permit  Mrs.  De  Krafft 
to  draw  a  pension  iU  the  rate  of  ^30  each  month  from  the  date  of  the 
approval  of  the  bill. 

On  the  26th  day  of  February.  1886,  under  the  provisions  of  the  gen- 
eral pension  law.  she  was  allowed  a  pension  of  this  exact  sum,  but  the 
payments  were  to  date  from  November  10, 1885. 

I  am  so  thoroughly  tired  of  disapproving  gifts  of  public  money  to  indi- 
viduals who  in  my  ww  have  no  right  or  claim  to  the  same,  notwith- 
standing apparent  Congressional  sanction,  that  I  interixjse  with  a  feeling 
of  relief  a  veto  iu  a  case  where  I  find  it  unnecessary  to  detennine  the 
merits  of  the  application.  In  speaking  of  the  promiscuous  and  ill-ad\nsed 
grants  of  pensions  which  have  lately  been  presented  to  me  for  ap])roval, 
I  have  spoken  of  their  ' '  apparent  Congressional  sanction ' '  in  recognition 
of  the  fact  that  a  large  proportion  of  these  bills  have  never  ijeen  submitted 
to  a  majority  of  cither  branch  of  Congress,  but  are  the  result  of  nominal 
sessions  hehl  fi>r  the  express  purpose  of  their  consideration  and  attended 
by  a  small  minority  of  the  members  of  the  respective  Houses  of  the  leg- 
islative branch  of  Oovenuuent. 

Thus  in  considering  these  bills  I  have  not  felt  that  I  was  aided  by  the 
deliberate  judgment  of  the  Congress;  and  when  1  have  deemed  it  my  duty 
to  disapprove  many  of  the  bills  presented,  I  have  liardU'  regarded  my 
action  as  a  dissent  from  the  conclusions  of  the  people's  representatives, 

I  have  not  been  insensible  to  the  suggestions  which  should  influence 
every  citizen,  either  iu  private  station  or  official  place,  to  exhibit  not 
o!dy  a  just  but  a  generous  appreciation  of  the  services  of  our  country's 
defenders.  In  reviewing  the  pen.sion  legislation  presented  to  me  many 
bills  have  been  appro\ed  upon  the  theory  that  every  doubt  should  be 
resolved  in  favor  of  the  proposed  beneficiary,  I  have  not,  however,  been 
able  to  entirely  divest  myself  of  the  idea  that  the  public  money  appro- 
priated for  pensions  is  the  soldiers'  fund,  which  should  be  devoted  to 
the  indemnification  of  those  who  in  the  defense  of  the  Union  and  in  the 
nation's  service  have  worthily  suffered,  and  who  in  the  day  of  their 
dependence  resulting  from  such  suffering  are  entitled  to  the  benefac- 
tions of  their  Govemmeut,  This  reflection  lends  to  the  bestowal  of 
pensions  a  kind  of  sacredncss  which  invites  the  adoption  of  .such  prin- 
ciples and  regulations  as  will  exclude  per\'ersion  as  well  as  insure  a 
lilx-ral  and  generous  application  of  grateful  and  benevolent  designs. 
Heedlessness  and  a  disregard  of  the  principle  which  luiderlies  the  grant- 
ing of  pensions  is  unfair  to  the  won nded, crippled  soldier  who  is  honored 
in  the  just  recognition  of  his  Government.  Such  a  man  should  never 
find  himself  side  by  side  on  the  ix?nsion  roll  with  thase  who  ha\'e  been 
tempted  to  attribute  the  natural  ills  to  which  humanity  is  heir  to  ser\'ice 
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in  the  Army.  Kven*  relaxation  of  ])rinciple  in  the  panting  of  pensions 
invites  applications  without  merit  and  encourages  those  who  for  gain 
urge  honest  men  to  become  dishonest.  Thus  is  the  demorahziug  lesson 
taught  the  people  that  as  against  the  public  Treasury  the  most  ques- 
tionable expedients  are  allowable. 

During  the  present  session  of  Congress  49.-5  special  pension  bills  have 
been  submitted  to  nie.  and  I  am  advised  that  1 1 1  more  have  received  the 
favorable  action  of  both  Houses  of  Congress  and  will  be  presented  within 
a  day  or  two,  making  over  600  of  these  bills  which  have  been  passed  up 
to  this  lime  during  the  present  session,  nearly  three  times  the  number 
passed  at  any  entire  session  since  the  year  1861.  With  the  Pension 
Bureau,  fully  equipped  and  regulated  by  the  most  lit>eral  rules,  in  active 
optration,  sup]>leniented  in  its  work  by  constant  special  legislation,  it 
certainly  is  not  unreasonable  to  suppose  that  in  all  the  years  that  liave 
elapsed  since  the  close  of  the  war  a  majority  of  the  meritorious  claims 
for  i">ensions  have  been  presented  and  determined. 

I  liave  now  more  than  130  of  these  bills  before  me  awaiting  Execu- 
tive action.  It  will  be  impossible  to  bestow  upou  them  the  examination 
they  desen'e,  and  many  will  probably  become  operative  which  should  be 
rejected. 

In  the  uieautirae  I  venture  to  suggest  the  significance  of  the  startling 
increase  in  this  kind  of  legislation  and  the  consequences  involved  jn  its 


continuance.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1584,  entitled  **An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Cornelia  R.  Schenck." 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  grant  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Schenck  as  the 
widow  of  Daniel  F.  Schenck.  who  entered  the  military  ser\'ice  of  the 
United  States  in  August,  1861.  and  was  mustered  out  October  21,  1864. 

The  record  of  his  service  contains  no  mention  of  any  disability.  He 
died  in  December.  1875.  of  a  disease  called  gastroenteritis,  which,  being 
interpreted,  seems  to  denote  "inflammation  of  the  stomach  and  small 
intestines."  So  far  as  the  facts  are  made  to  appear,  the  soldier,  neither 
during  the  term  of  his  sen-ice  nor  during  the  eleven  years  he  lived  after 
his  discharge,  made  any  claim  of  any  di.sability. 

The  claim  of  his  widow^  was  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1885,  ten 
years  after  her  husband's  death,  atid  is  still  undetennined. 

The  fact  that  her  application  is  still  i^ending  iu  that  bureau  is  suffi- 
cient reason  why  this  bill  should  not  become  a  law. 

A  l)etter  rea.son  is  based  upon  the  entire  lack  of  any  facts  shown  to 
exist  which  entitle  the  beueficiar)-  named  to  a  yjension.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1192,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Alfred  Denny." 

It  appears  that  the  claimant  entered  the  United  States  military  service 
as  captain  and  assistant  qnartennaster  of  volunteers  on  the  12th  day  of 
June,  1863.  After  remaining  in  such  position  for  less  than  a  year  he 
resigned  to  accept  a  civil  position. 

The  short  record  of  his  military  service  discloses  no  mention  of  any 
accident  or  disability.  But  twenty  years  after  his  resignation,  and  on 
the  I2th  day  of  March,  1S84.  he  reappears  as  an  applicant  for  a  pension, 
and  alleges  in  bis  declaration  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  that  in  August, 
1863.  while  in  the  line  of  duty,  he  was,  by  a  sudden  movement  of  the 
horse  he  was  riding,  thrown  forward  upon  the  horn  of  his  saddle  and 
thereby  received  a  rnpture  in  his  right  side,  which  at  some  lime  and  in 
a  manner  wholly  unexplained  subsequaitly  caused  a  ruptiu'e  in  his  left 
side  also. 

The  number  of  instances  in  which  those  of  our  soldiers  who  rode 
horses  during  the  war  were  injured  by  being  thrown  forward  upon  their 
saddles  indicate  that  those  saddles  were  very  dangerous  contrivances. 

I  am  satisfied  there  is  not  a  particle  of  merit  in  this  claim,  and  no 
facts  are  presented  to  me  which  entitle  it  to  charitable  consideration.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  vSenate  bill  No.  1400,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  William  H.  Beck.'* 

This  claimant  enhsted  in  1861.  He  reenlisted  as  a  veteran  volun- 
teer January  i,  1864.  and  was  finally  mustered  out  April  20,  1866.  In 
all  this  time  of  service  his  record  shows  no  me<lical  treatment  or  claim 
of  disability.  Indeed,  an  abstract  of  his  reenlistment  January  1,  1864, 
shows  a  medical  examination  and  perfect  soundness. 

Nolwithstanditig  all  this,  he  filed  his  declaration  on  the  4th  day  of 
April,  1-^79,  nearly  thirteen  years  after  his  discharge,  alleging  that  in 
June,  1863,  he  incurred  epilepsy,  to  whidi  he  lias  been  subject  since,  and 
that  his  fits  have  l)een  from  one  to  ten  days  apart.  To  connect  this  in 
some  way  with  his  military  sen-ice  he  stated  that  the  doctor  at  a  hospital 
said  his  epilepsy  was  caused  "by  jar  to  the  head  from  heavy  firing." 

Six  months  after  this  alleged  "jar"  and  his  consequent  epilepsy  he 
reenlistetl  upon  a  medical  certificate  of  perfect  soundness  and  sen'ed 
more  than  two  years  thereafter. 

Every  conceded  fact  in  the  case  ncgati\'es  the  allegations  of  his  decla- 
ration, and  the  rejection  of  his  claim  necessarily  followed.

If  this  disease  can  be  caused  in  the  manner  here  detailed,  its  manf 
festations  are  such  as  to  leave  no  doubt  of  its  existence,  and  it  seenis  to 
me  simply  impossible  under  the  circumstances  detailed  that  there  should 
be  any  lack  of  evidence  to  support  the  claim  upon  which  this  bill  is 
predicated.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  hereby  return  wthout  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2005.  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  jiension  to  Mary  J.  Nottage." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Thomas  Nottage, 
who  enlisted  in  August.  1861.  and  was  discharged  for  disability  Sep- 
tember 17,  1862.  The  assistant  surgeon  of  his  regiment,  upon  his  dis- 
charge, certified  the  cause  to  be  "disease  of  the  urinary  organs,"  which 
had  troubled  him  several  years. 

He  died  of  coiisuinptiou  January  8,  1879.  nearly  seventeen  years  after 
his  discharge,  without  e\'er  having  made  any  application  for  a  pension. 

In  1880  his  widow  made  an  application  for  pension,  alleging  that  he 
contracted  in  the  serx'ice  "malarial  [K»isoning,  causing  remittent  fever, 
piles,  general  debility,  consumption,  and  death,"  and  that  he  left  two 
children,  both  bom  after  his  discharge,  one  itt  1866  and  the  other  in 
1874. 

The  only  medical  testimony  which  has  lieeji  brought  to  my  attention 
touching  his  condition  since  his  discharge  is  that  of  a  single  physician  to 
the  effect  that  he  attended  him  from  the  year  1873  to  the  time  of  his 
death  in  1879.  He  states  that  the  patient  had  during  that  time  "re- 
peated attacks  of  remittent  fever  and  irritability  of  the  bladder,  with 
organic  deposits;"  that  "in  the  spring  of  1878  he  had  sore  throat  and 
cough,  which  resulted  in  consumption,  of  which  he  died." 

The  claim  of  the  widow  was  rejected  in  July,  1885,  on  the  ground  that 
"  the  soldier's  death  was  not  the  result  of  his  service." 

I  am  satisfied  that  this  conclusion  of  the  Pension  Bureau  was  correct.

Bureau,  probably  for  the  reason  that  there  is  no  pretext  that  the  benefi- 
ciary named  is  entitled  to  a  pension  under  any  general  law. 

Daniel  P.  Parsons  was  her  stepson,  who  enlisted  in  1861  and  died  of 
consumption  on  the  I3t]i  day  of  August.  1864. 

There  arc  no  special  circumstances  to  distinguish  this  case  from  many 
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others  whose  claims  might  ht  made  by  stepparents,  and  there  are  no 
facts  stated  in  sii])|x>rl  of  the  concUision  cmlxxiietl  in  tlie  committee's 
report  thai  the  soldier  was  taken  sick  from  exposure  incident  to  the 
ser\'ice. 

To  depart  from  all  ndes  regulating  the  granting  of  pensions  by  such 
an  enactment  as  is  proposed  wonld  establish  a  precedent  which  could  not 
fail  to  cause  embarrassment  and  ]:>erp!exity.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1383,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Harriet  Welch." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  asks  for  a  pension  as  the  widow 
of  Syreaunous  Welch,  who  was  wounded  in  1864  while  in  the  ser\'ice» 
and  was  pensioned  therefor  in  1S67.  In  1876  his  rate  of  pension  was 
increase<i.  In  1877  he  appears  to  have  applied  to  have  his  jx^nsioii  again 
increased.  It  is  alleged  that  upon  such  application  he  was  directed  to 
appear  before  an  examining  Ixjard  or  a  surgeon  at  Green  Bay.  Wis.,  for 
examination,  and  in  returning  to  his  home  from  that  place  on  the  7th 
day  of  September,  1877,  he  fell  from  the  cars  and  was  killed,  his  remains 
having  l>een  found  on  the  track  the  next  morning. 

No  one  appears  to  have  .seen  the  accident,  but  it  is  claimed  that  he 
could  not  depend  upon  his  wounded  leg,  and  that  it  '*gave  way  many 
times  and  caused  him  to  fall."  From  this  statement  the  inference  seems 
to  have  >»ecn  indulged  that  his  death  was  attributable  to  the  wound  he 
had  received  thirteen  years  before. 

The  widow's  claim  based  upon  this  state  of  facts  was  rejected  by  the 
Pension  Bureau  on  the  ground  that  the  accident  resulting  in  death  was 
not  the  result  of  his  military  .ser\'ice,  and  on  an  appeal  taken  to  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior  from  that  determination  the  same  was  sustained. 

Though  this  widow  admits  that  prior  to  her  marriage  with  the  de- 
ceased soldier  she  had  married  another  man  whom  she  could  only  say 
.she  believed  to  l>e  dead,  I  believe  her  case  to  be  a  pitiable  one  and  wish 
that  I  could  join  in  her  relief;  but,  unfortunately,  official  duty  can  not 
always  be  well  done  when  directed  solely  by  sympathy  and  charity.

This  soldier  was  really  sick  during  the  time  he  remained  in  the  Army, 
aud  in  this  respect  his  claim  for  a  pension  has  a  better  origin  than  many 
that  are  presented.  But  the  fact  must  be  recognized.  I  suppose,  that 
ever>'  army  ailment  does  not  necessarily  result  in  death  or  disability. 

In  1 882,  seventeen  years  after  his  discharge,  this  soldier  filed  his  dec- 
laration for  a  pension,  alleging  that  in  1863  he  contracted  intermittent 
fever,  afTecling  his  lungs,  kidneys,  and  stomach. 

Aboard  of  surgeons,  upon  an  examination  made  in  1882,  find  disease 
of  kidneys,  but  no  indication  of  lung  and  stomach  trouble;  and  a  medical 
referee  reported  in  1885  that  there  had  lieen  no  disease  of  the  stomach  and 
lungs  since  the  filing  of  the  claim,  and  that  the  difficulty  affecting  the 
kidneys  had  no  relation  to  the  sickness  for  which  the  claimant  had  been 
treate<l  while  in  the  Army. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  correct  conclusion  was  reached  when  the 
application  for  pension  in  this  case  was  denied  by  the  Pension  Bureau.

This  claimant  was  enrolk-d  as  a  private  in  a  New  Hampshire  regiment 
August  23,  1864,  but  on  the  organization  of  his  company,  on  the  12th 
day  of  September.  1864.  he  was  discliarged  on  account  of  a  fracture  of 
his  leg.  which  liappened  on  the  nth  day  of  Septend)er,  1864. 

It  appears  that  before  the  orgatuzation  of  the  company  to  which  he 
was  attached,  and  on  the  lolh  day  of  September,  he  obtained  permission 
to  leave  the  place  of  rendezvous  for  the  purpose  of  visiting  his  family, 
and  was  to  return  the  next  day.  At  a  very  early  hour  in  the  moniing, 
either  while  preparing  to  return  or  actually  on  his  way.  he  fell  into  a 
new  cellar  and  broke  his  leg.  It  is  said  that  the  leg  fractured  is  now 
shorter  than  the  other. 

His  claim  for  pension  was  rejected  in  December,  1864,  by  the  Pension 
Bureau,  and  its  action  was  aflinncd  in  i87£  upon  the  ground  tliat  the 
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injur},'  was  received  while  the  claimant  was  on  an  individual  furlough, 
and  therefore  not  in  the  line  of  duty. 

Considerinj;  the  fact  that  neither  his  regiment  nor  his  company  bad  at 
the  time  of  his  accident  lieen  organized,  and  that  he  was  in  no  sense 
in  the  militar>'  sen'ice  of  the  United  Stales,  and  that  his  injur>-  was 
received  while  on  a  visit,  and  not  in  the  performance  of  duty,  I  can  see 
no  pretext  for  allowing  a  peusiou  iu  this  case.

This  claimant  was  enrolled  as  a  substitute  on  the  25th  day  of  March, 
1K65.  He  was  admitted  t4i  a  jTO-st  hospital  at  Indianajiolis  on  the  3d  day 
of  April,  1S65,  with  the  measles;  was  removed  to  the  City  General  Hos- 
pital, in  Indianapolis,  on  the  5th  day  of  May,  1865;  was  returned  to  duty 
May  8,  1865,  and  was  mustered  out  with  a  detachment  of  unassigned 
men  on  the  iilh  day  of  May.  1865. 

This  is  the  mihtary  record  of  this  soldier,  who  remained  in  the  Army 
one  month  and  seventeen  days,  having  entered  it  as  a  substitute  at  a  time 
when  high  bounties  were  paid. 

Fifteen  years  after  this  brilliant  ser\'ice  and  this  terrific  encounter  with 
the  measles,  and  on  the  28th  day  of  June,  1880,  the  claimant  discovered 
that  his  attack  of  the  measles  had  some  relation  to  his  army  enrollment 
and  that  this  disease  had  "settled  iu  his  eyes,  also  affecting  his  spinal 
column." 

This  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  I  have  no  doubt 
of  the  correctness  of  its  detennination.

near  his  residence,  in  the  Slate  of  New  York,  on  the  i6tli  day  of  July, 

l«75. 

It  js  claimed  that  in  an  effort  to  drive  across  that  bay  in  a  bugg>-  with 
his  young  son  the  bugg)*  was  overturned  and  both  were  drowned.  The 
application  for  pension  was  based  upon  the  theor>-  that  during  his  mili- 
tary service  the  deceased  soldier  contracted  rheumatism,  which  so  inter- 
fered witli  his  ability  to  save  himself  by  swimming  that  his  death  may 
be  fairly  traced  to  a  disability  incurred  in  the  ser\Mce. 

He  does  not  api)ear  to  have  l^een  treated  while  in  the  Army  for 
rheumatism,  though  some  evidence  Ls  presented  of  his  complaining  of 
rheumatic  symptoms. 

He  was  mustered  out  in  1863,  and  though  he  lived  twelve  years  there- 
after it  does  not  apf)ear  that  he  ever  applied  for  a  pension;  and  though 
he  was  drowned  in  1875,  his  widow  apparently  did  not  connect  his  mili- 
tary service  with  his  death  until  ten  years  thereafter. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  such  an  entire  absence  of  direct  and  tan- 
gible evidence  that  the  death  of  this  soldier  resulted  from  any  incident

He  died  January  6,  1881,  from  the  effects  of  an  overdose  of  morphine 
which  he  administered  himself.  He  was  a  druggist,  and  when  suffering 
severely  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  opiates  for  relief  and  sleep. 

The  disease  from  which  it  is  said  he  suffere<l  was  lung  difficulty ,  claimed 
to  have  been  causetl  by  a  severe  cold  contracted  in  the  ser\'ice. 

It  docs  uot  appear  that  he  ever  applied  for  a  pension,  and  the  widow's 
claim  seems  to  have  been  properly  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
ground  that  the  soldier's  death  was  not  due  to  his  inilitar\'  service.

While  thus  in  camp,  apparently  before  he  had  ever  been  to  the  front, 
and  on  the  3d  of  June,  1861,  he  obtained  permission  to  go  to  the  city  of 
Cincinnati,  and  was  there  killed  by  a  blow  received  from  some  person 
who  appears  to  be  uuknown;  but  undoubtedly  the  injury  occurred  iu  a 
fight  or  as  the  result  of  an  altercation.

This  claimant  is  the  widow  of  Richard  Anderson,  who  at  the  time  of 
his  death  was  receiving  a  pension  on  account  of  chronic  diarrhea  con- 
tracted in  the  service. 

On  the  7th  day  of  February,  1882,  the  deceased  pensioner  went  to 
Sparta,  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin,  to  be  examined  for  an  increase  of  his 
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pensiou.  He  called  on  the  surgeon  and  was  examined,  and  the  nexl 
niorniug  was  found  lx;headed  on  the  railroad  track  under  such  circum- 
stances as  indicated  suicide. 

The  claim  of  the  widow  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
ground  that  the  cause  of  the  death  of  lier  husband  was  in  no  way  con- 
nected with  his  military  service. 

His  wife  and  family  present  pitiable  objects  for  sympathy,  but  I  am 
iniable  to  see  how  they  have  any  claim  to  a  pension.

He  never  made  any  claim  for  pensiou,  but  in  1877  his  widow  filed  her 
declaration,  stating  that  her  husband  died  in  1875  from  disease  con- 
tracted ill  the  ser\'ice. 

I  am  convinced  that  ttie  Pension  Bureau  acted  upvrjn  entirely  satisfac- 
tory evidence  when  this  claim  was  rejected  upon  the  ground  that  the 
cause  of  death  originated  subsequent  to  the  soldier's  discharge.

Three  of  the  claimant's  comrades,  who 
originally  testified  to  the  receipt  of  the  injure'  by  him,  afterwards  denied 
that  he  was  wounded  in  the  service,  and  a  portion  of  the  evidence  takeu 
by  the  Bureau  tends  to  establish  the  fact  that  the  claimant  cut  his  left 
knee  with  a  knife  shortly  after  his  discharge. 

An  examining  surgeon  in  November,  18S4.  reports  that  he  finds  "no 
indication  of  a  gunshot  wound,  there  lx:iug  no  ph\*sical  or  rational  signs 
to  sustain  claimant  in  his  application  for  pension." 

He  further  re[KjrLs  that  there  "seems  to  be  an  imperfect  scar  near  the 
knee,  so  imperfect  as  to  render  its  origin  uncertain,  but  in  no  respect 
resembling  a  gunshot  wound," 

I  think  upon  all  the  facts  presented  the  Pension  Bureau  properly  re- 
jected this  claim,  because  there  was  no  record  of  the  injury  and  no  satis- 
factor\'  evidence  produced  showing  that  it  was  incurred  in  ser\4ce  and  in 
line  of  duty,  "all  sources  of  information  having  l>een  exhausted,"

In  18S2  he  filed  his  application  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  in  June, 
1865.  from  exposure,  he  contracted  rheumatism.  Afterwards  he  de- 
scribed his  trouble  as  inflammation  of  the  muscles  of  the  t»ack,  with  |>ain 
in  the  kidneys.  In  another  statement,  filed  in  December.  18S4.  he  alleges 
that  while  in  the  ser\nce  he  contracted  diarrhea  and  was  injured  in  one 
of  his  testicles,  producing  a  rupture.

If  such  speculations  and  presumptions  as  this  are  to  l:5e  indulged,  we 
shall  find  ourselves  surrounded  and  hedj^ed  in  by  the  rule  that  all  men 
entering  an  army  were  free  from  disease  or  the  liability  to  disease  1>efore 
their  enlistment,  and  every  infirmity  which  is  visited  upon  them  there- 
after is  the  consequence  of  anny  sendee.

R.  J.  Mcllwain,  the  husbatid  of  the  claimant,  enlisted  in  i86i,and  was 
discharged  in  1862  because  of  the  loss  of  his  right  leg  by  a  gunshot 
wound.  He  was  pensioned  for  this  disabihty.  He  died  May  15,  1883, 
from  an  overdose  of  morphia.  It  is  claimed  by  the  widow  that  her  hus- 
l>and  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  moqjhia  to  alleviate  the  pain  he  endured 
from  his  stump,  and  that  he  accidentally  took  too  much. 

The  case  was  investigated  by  a  special  examiner  upon  the  widow's 
application  for  pension,  and  his  reix)rt  shows  that  the  tleceased  had  been 
in  the  habit  of  taking  mor|)hia  and  knew  how  to  use  it;  that  he  had 
been  in  the  habit  of  buying  6  grains  at  a  time,  and  that  his  death  was 
cause<l  by  his  taking  one  cntirt  purchase  of  6  grains  while  under  the 
influence  of  litjuor. 

In  any  event  it  is  quite  clear  that  the  taking  of  morphia  in  any  quan- 
tity wiis  not  the  natural  result  of  nulitar>'  service  or  injury  received 
therein. 

I  concur  iu  the  judgment  of  the  Pension  Bureau,  which  rejected  the 
widow's  claim  for  ]x;nsion  on  the  ground  that  "the  death  of  the  soldier 
was  not  due  to  his  niihtary  service."

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On  the  19th  day  of  October,  1874,  he  filed  an  affidavit  claiming  that  he 
contracted  diseases  of  the  heart  and  head  while  in  the  service.  In  a  fur- 
ther application,  filed  January  16,  1878,  he  abandoned  his  allegations  as 
to  disease,  and  asks  for  a  pension  on  account  of  a  gunshot  wound  in  the 
left  ankle.  Medical  testimony  was  produced  on  his  behalf  tending  to 
show  not  only  a  gunshot  wound,  but  a  disease  of  the  eyes. 

A  small  pension  was  at  last  granted  him  upon  the  theory  advanced 
by  a  board  of  surgeons  in  1880  that  it  was  "possible  that  applicant  was 
entitled  to  a  small  rating  for  weakness  of  ankle. ' ' 

A  declaration  was  filed  June  4,  1885,  by  which  this  claimant  insists 
upon  an  increase  of  pension  on  account  of  the  wound  and  also  for  dis- 
ease of  eyes  and  rheumatism. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  all  has  been  done  in  this  case  that  the  most 
liberal  treatment  demands.

The  charge  of  desertion  was,  however,  removed, 
and  it  is  stated  that  he  went  to  his  home  in  Ohio  at  the  date  stated,  by 
proper  authority,  where  he  remained  sick  till  December,  1862.  when  he 
was  discharged  for  disability  caused  "by  a  disease  of  the  kidneys  known 
as  Bright's  disease,"  from  which,  the  physician  making  the  certificate 
thought,  "there  was  no  reasonable  prospect  of  his  recovery." 

The  claimant  filed  his  application  for  pension,  alleging  that  in  January, 
1862,  he  contracted  rheumatism. 

The  claim  was  investigated  by  a  special  examiner  and  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  the  evidence  produced  failed  to  show  the  alleged  disability 
was  contracted  in  the  service  and  in  the  line  of  duty. 

A  medical  examination  made  in  1877  .showed  that  the  claimant  was 
"a  well-nourished  man,  65  years  old;  height,  5  feet  8  inches;  weight, 
165  pounds."  No  disability  was  discovered,  "but  a  general  stifEness  of 
joints,  especially  of  legs,  which  he  says  is  much  aggravated  in  stormy, 
cold  weather. ' ' 

Another  examination  in  1882  found  this  victim  of  war  disability  with 
"the  appearance  of  a  hale,  hearty  old  man — no  disease  that  was  discov- 
erable by  examination  {without  chemical  test),  except  some  lameness 
from  rheumatism."  His  weight  upon  this  examination  is  stated  to  be 
186  pounds. 

It  is  evident  to  me  that  this  man  ought  not  to  be  pensioned.

The  application  f(tr  i)ension  was  denied  Jaiuiar\*  9,  1884,  because  there 
was  no  record  of  the  allegeil  diseases,  and  no  satisfactor>'  proof  of  their 
contraction  in  the  Army  was  produced,  and  because  of  the  meajjer  and 
unconvincinji;  evidence  of  disability  found  by  the  surgeon  on  an  actual 
examination  of  the  claimant.

He  was  woundetl  in  the  head  Februarj*  20,  1864;  was  lreate<l  fur  tlie 
same,  and  returned  to  duty  Se]ileinlx.*r  3,  1864. 

^n  her  declaration  for  [Mansion,  filed  in  Kebruan.',  18S0,  the  claimant 
claims  a  jjension  l»ecause  of  his  wound  and  deafness  consequent  there- 
from, and  that  he  died  after  he  left  the  ser\-ice. 

In  a  letter,  however,  dated  Oetol^^r  13,  1880,  she  states  tliat  her  hus- 
l}and  was  drowned  while  trying  to  cross  Roanoke  River  in  December, 
1S68. 

Her  claim  was  rejected  in  1881  on  the  ground  that  the  cause  of  the 
soldier's  death  was  accidental  drowuing^,  and  was  not  due  to  his  military 
ser\*ice.

He  was  pensioned  for  the  wound  which  he  claimed  to  have  received  as 
his  only  injury. 

In  another  declaration,  filed  in  1872,  he  alleged  that  in  December, 
1862,  he  was  struck  in  his  left  eye  by  some  hard  substance,  which 
destroyed  the  vision  of  that  organ. 

In  a  subsequent  declaration,  filed  in  1878,  he  claimed  that  he  received 
a  shell  wound  in  his  left  knee  in  November,  1863. 

This  latter  claim  has  not  been  finally  acted  upon  by  the  Pension 
Bureau,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  with  the  diverse  claims  for  injuries 
which  have  been  there  presented  on  behalf  of  the  l)eneficiary  named 
justice  will  be  done  in  the  case.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6718,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  William  H.  Starr." 

An  application  made  by  this  claimant  to  the  Pension  Bureau  is  still 
pending  there,  and  additional  evidence  has  been  called  for,  which  the 
claim  is  awaiting  before  final  decision. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  investigation  there  should  !)e  fully  com- 
pleted before  special  legislation  is  resorted  to.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7 109,  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Joseph  Tuttle. ' ' 

This  man  claims  a  pension  as  the  dependent  father  of  Charles  Tuttle, 
who  enlisted  iti  1861  and  was  killed  in  action  May  31,  1862. 

The  claimant,  being,  as  he  says,  poor,  took  his  son  Charles,  at  the  age 
of  9  years,  and  placed  him  in  charge  of  an  uncle  living  in  Ohio.  An 
arrangement  was  afterwards  made  by  whicli  the  l>oy  should  live  with  a 
stranger  named  Betts.  ITjXjn  the  death  of  this  gentleman  the  lad  was 
transferred  to  one  Captain  Hill,  with  whom  he  remained  until  his  enlist- 
ment in  I 86 I. 

It  is  stated  that  during  the  time  he  remained  with  Mr.  Hill  he  sent  his

father  $5;  but  the  fatherly  care  and  interest  of  the  claimant  in  his  son  is 
exhibited  by  his  statement  thai  tliougli  the  son  was  killed  in  t.S62  his 
father  was  not  aware  of  it  until  the  year  1864. 

After  the  exhibition  of  heartlessness  and  abandonment  on  the  part  of 
a  father  which  is  a  prominent  icalure  in  this  case,  I  should  l>e  sorry  to 
be  a  party  to  a  scheme  permitting  him  to  profit  by  the  death  of  his  patri- 
otic son.  The  claimant  relinqnished  the  care  of  his  son,  and  should  be 
held  to  have  relin(juished  all  claim  to  his  assistance  and  the  benefits  so 
indecently  claimed  as  the  result  of  his  death.

I  retnni  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5995,  entitled  '*An 
act  granting  a  pensioLi  to  David  T.  Klderkin." 

This  claimant  enlisted  August  5,  1862.  From  his  record  it  appears 
that  he  was  dislio]ioral4y  discharged  the  service,  to  date  from  June  1 1. 
1863,  with  a  loss  of  all  ]xiy,  bounty,  and  allowances. 

He  filed  a  declaration  for  a  pension  in  1882,  claiming  that  he  was 
wounded  in  the  head  by  a  shell  January  r,  1S63,  which  cut  his  cheek 
close  to  his  right  ear,  causing  almost  total  deafness. 

There  is  conflicting  evidence  as  to  the  claimant's  freedom  from  deaf- 
ness prior  to  enlistment,  and  on  a  special  examination  it  was  shown  that 
he  was  slightly  hard  of  hearing  before  enlistment.  Indeed  the  claimant 
himself  stated  to  the  special  examiner  and  also  to  the  board  of  surgeons 
that  he  had  been  somewhat  deaf  from  childhood. 

In  1S82  an  examining  surgeon  reports  that  he  finds  no  scar  or  e\idence 
of  wound,  but  his  hearing  is  very  much  impaired. 

The  claim  was  rejected  in  1885  on  the  ground  that  deafness  existed 
prior  to  enhstment,  and  also  because  of  no  ratable  disability  by  reason  of 
alleged  wound  in  the  cheek. 

I  think,  considering  the  manner  of  the  soldier's  discharge  and  the  facts 
developed,  that  the  claimant  should  not  Ik*  pen.sioned.

I  hereby  return  Senate  bill  No.  1797,  entitled  "An  act  granting  a  pen- 
sion to  John  S.  Kirkpatrick.** 

This  claimant  apj)ears  to  have  enlisted  December  10,  1861,  and  to  hax'e 
been  discharged  December  20.  1864.  He  is  bonie  upon  the  rolls  of  his 
company  as  present  up  to  June,  1862;  in  July  and  August.  1862,  as  on 
detached  service  as  hospital  attendant,  and  so  reported  February  28, 
1863.    la  March  and  April,  1863,  he  is  reported  as  present,  and  in  May 
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and  June,  1863,  as  on  detached  sendee.  There  is  nowhere  in  his  ser\nce 
any  record  of -disability. 

He  filed  his  application  for  a  pension  in  1880,  in  which  he  alleged  that 
from  hardship  and  exposure  on  a  long  march  in  New  Mexico  in  the  month 
of  December,  1862,  he  contracted  varicose  veins  in  his  legs. 

As  I  understand  the  record  given  above,  this  claimant  was  on  detached 
service  from  July,  1862,  to  February,  1863. 

It  will  be  observed  that  his  claim  is  that  he  contracted  his  disability 
within  that  time,  and  in  December,  1862.  He  appears  also  to  have  served 
for  two  years  after  the  date  of  his  alleged  injury,  and  that  he  did  not  file 
his  application  for  pension  till  about  sixteen  years  afterwards. 

His  claim  is  still  pending,  undetermined,  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  and 
if  there  is  merit  in  it  there  is  no  doubt  that  he  will  be  able  to  make  it 
apparent.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1077,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Newcomb  Parker. ' ' 

This  claimant  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  the  year  1880. 

Before  the  passage  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions,  in  ignorance  of  the  action  of  Congress,  allowed  his  claim  under 
the  general  law.  As  this  decision  of  the  Pension  Bureau  entitles  the 
beneficiary  named  to  draw  a  pension  from  the  date  of  filing  his  applica- 
tion, which,  under  the  provisions  of  the  special  bill  in  his  favor,  would 
only  accrue  from  the  time  of  its  passage,  I  am  unwilling  that  one  found 
worthy  to  be  placed  upon  the  pension  rolls  by  the  Bureau,  to  which  he 
properly  applied,  should  be  an  actual  loser  by  reason  of  a  special  inter- 
position  of  Congress  in  his  behalf.  gROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  473,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  William  Boone.*' 

There  is  not  the  slightest  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  facts  involved  in 
this  case. 

No  application  for  pension  was  ever  made  to  the  Pension  Bureau  by 
the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill.  He  enlisted  in  August,  1862;  was  in 
action  November,  1862,  and  taken  prisoner  and  at  once  paroled.  Dur- 
ing his  parole,  and  at  Aurora,  in  the  State  of  Illinois,  he  took  part  in  the 
celebration  of  the  4th  day  of  July,  1863,  and  while  so  engaged  was  terri- 
bly injured  by  the  discharge  of  a  cannon.  He  is  poor,  and  has  a  wife 
and  a  number  of  children. 

These  facts  are  derived  from  the  report  of  the  committee  in  Congress  to 
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whom  the  hill  was  referred,  atid  front  a  letter  written  by  the  soldier  since 
favorable  action  was  had  upon  said  \\\W  by  lioth  Houses  of  Congress, 
which  letter  is  now  before  me.  In  this  letter  he  says:  *  I  tievcr  thought 
of  trying  getting  a  pension  imtil  n»y  old  comrades  urged  me  to  do  so." 

This  declaration  does  not  in  the  least.  I  think,  mih'tate  against  the 
present  a]>plication  for  pension,  but  it  tends  to  show  the  ideas  that  have 
l>ecome  quite  prevalent  conceniiiig  the  facts  necessary  to  l)e  estal)lished 
in  order  to  procure  a  jx.msiun  by  special  act  of  Congress. 

Let  it  hi.  conceded  tluU  during  the  three  months  which  elapsetl  l>etweeti 
the  soldier's  enlistment  and  his  capture  and  parole  he  was  constantly 
in  the  field  and  bravely  did  his  duty.  The  case  presented  is  that  of  a 
brave  soldier,  not  injured  in  any  engagement  with  the  enemy,  but  honor- 
ably captured,  and  by  his  parole  placed  in  a  condition  which  prevented  for 
the  time  Iwing  his  further  active  military  service.  He  proceeded  to  his 
home  or  to  his  friends  and  ttx>k  his  place  among  noncomlKitants.  Kiglit 
mouths  afterwards  he  joined  the  citiv.ens  uf  the  place  of  his  sojuum  and 
the  citizens  of  every  town  and  hamlet  in  the  loyal  States  in  the  usual 
and  creditable  celebration  of  our  national  holiday.  Among  the  ca-sualties 
which  unfortunately  always  result  from  such  celebrations  there  occurred  a 
premature  discharge  of  a  cannon,  which  the  present  claimant  for  pension 
was  assisting  other  citizens  to  discharge  an<l  manage. 

Whether  any  of  those  thus  engaged  with  him  were  injured  is  not  dis- 
closed, but  it  is  certain  that  the  pan)!e<l  soldier  was  very  badly  hurt, 

I  am  utterly  unable  to  discover  any  relation  between  this  accident  and 
the  military  service,  or  any  reason  why,  if  a  pension  is  granted  as  pro- 
posed by  this  bill,  there  should  not  also  Ix;  a  pension  granted  to  any  of  the 
companions  of  the  claimant  who  chanced  to  In?  injuretl  at  the  same  time. 

A  disabled  man  and  a  wife  and  family  in  need  arc  objects  which  ap|)eal 
to  the  sympathy  and  charitable  feeHngs  of  any  decent  man;  but  it  seems 
to  me  that  it  by  no  means  follows  that  those  intnisled  with  the  people's 
business  and  the  expenditure  of  the  people's  nmney  are  justifietl  in  so 
executing  the  pension  laws  as  that  they  shall  furnish  a  means  of  relief  in 
every  case  of  distress  or  hardship.  GROVER  CLKVl- LAND.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  365.  entitled  *'An  act 
for  the  relief  of  Martin  L.  Buudy." 

By  this  l>ill  it  is  proposed  to  allow  in  the  settlement  by  the  United 
States  with  Mr.  Bundy,  who  was  lately  a  paymaster  in  the  Army,  the 
sum  of  $719.47  for  the  forage  of  two  horses  to  which  he  claims  he  was 
entitled  while  in  the  service,  and  which  has  never  l^een  drawn  by  him. 
The  time  during  which  it  is  alleged  this  forage  was  due  is  stated  to  be 
l>etween  July  17.  1862,  and  .April  15.  1866. 

This  claimant  was  mustered  out  as  paymaster  on  the  last-mentioned 
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ExKCUTivF-:  Mansion, /k/i' 5,  rSS6. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1818,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  lo  H.  L.  Kyler. " 

A  pension  was  granted  t<i  tlie  [Hjrson  named  ni  this  bill,  elating  from 
September,  1864,  for  neuralgia  and  disease  of  the  eyes. 

He  was  nnistered  into  the  scn'ice,  to  sen'e  one  hundred  days.  May  14. 
1864,  and  mustere<l  out  Septcndxrr  S,  1S64. 

In  1880  iufonnatiou  reached  tlie  Pension  Bureau  that  the  pensioner 
was  treated  for  neuralg;ia  aiid  disease  of  the  eyes  at  various  times  between 
the  years  1859  and  1864.  and  this  fact  appearing  to  the  satisfaction  of  the 
Bureau  upon  the  examination  which  followed,  the  pensioner's  name  was 
dropped  from  the  roll. 

Afterwards  another  thorough  examination  of  the  case  was  made,  when 
the  pensioner  was  permitted  lo  confront  the  witnesses  against  him  and 
produce  evidence  in  his  own  liehalf. 

It  is  claimed  that  a  Dr.  Saunders,  who  testified  to  treating  the  pen- 
sioner before  his  enlistment,  was  exceedingly  unfriendly;  but  he  was  cor- 
roborated by  his  s<^n  and  by  entries  on  his  l>ooks.  Another  physician, 
apparently'  disinterested,  also  testified  to  his  treatment  of  the  pensioner 
in  i860  for  difficulties  with  his  eyes  aud  ears.  The  pensioner  himself 
admitted  that  he  had  trouble  with  one  of  his  eyes  in  i860,  but  that  he 
entirely  recovered.  Six  otlier  witnesses  testified  to  the  existence  of 
disease  of  the  pensioner's  eyes  before  enlistment. 

Though  twelve  neighlx)rs  of  the  ]>;nsioner  testified  that  he  was  free 
from  neuralgia  mid  disease  of  the  eyes  before  enlistment.  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  evidence  against  the  pension  was  quite  satisfactory',  and 
that  it  shuuM  iint  l>e  restored,  as  the  bill  before  mc  proi^wcs.

To  the  House  0/  Representatives: 

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3640,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  James  T.  Irwin." 

This  claimant  enlisted  in  February,  1864,  and  was  mustered  out  June 
10, 1865.  He  is  reported  as  aljsent  sick  from  Augu.st  20,  1864,  until  mus- 
tered out.  He  seems  to  have  been  treated  for  remittetit  fever,  chronic 
diarrhea,  general  debility,  and  jxilpitalion  of  the  heart. 

In  1876  he  filed  a  declaration  for  pension,  alleging  that  at  Petersburg, 
July  1,  1864,  he  contracted  fever  and  inflammation  of  the  eyes. 

He  filed  an  affidavit  in  January,  1877,  in  which  he  states  that  his  dis- 
eased eyes  resulted  from  diseased  nerx'es.  caused  by  a  wound  received 
June  18,  1864.  at  Petersburg,  and  from  a  consequent  abscess  on  the  back 
of  the  neck. 
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In  an  affidavit  filed  in  July,  1878,  he  states  that  in  June,  1864,  in  front 
of  Petersburg,  he  had  his  gun  smashed  in  front  of  his  face  and  his  eyes 
injured,  and  afterwards  he  had  an  abscess  on  the  back  of  his  neck, 
typhoid  fever,  and  disease  of  the  left  lung. 

His  claim  founded  upon  these  various  allegations  of  injury  was  rejected 
in  February,  1879. 

In  September,  1884,  a  declaration  was  filed  for  a  pension,  alleging  dis- 
ease of  the  heart  contracted  at  Petersburg  June  16,  1864. 

The  claimant  was  examined  once  in  1882  and  twice  in  1884  by  United 
States  examining  surgeons  and  boards,  and  it  is  stated  that  these  exam- 
inations failed  to  reveal  any  disease  or  disability  except  disease  of  the 
eyes  and  an  irritable  heart,  the  result  of  indigestion. 

An  oculist  who  made  an  examination  in  1884  reported  that  the  un- 
natural condition  of  claimant's  eyes  was  congenital  and  in  no  manner 
the  result  of  injury  or  disease. 

Upon  a  consideration  of  the  very  short  time  that  the  claimant  was  in 
actual  service,  the  different  claims  he  has  made  touching  his  alleged  dis- 
ability, and  the  positive  results  of  medical  examinations,  I  am  satisfied 
this  pension  should  not  be  allowed.

I  return  herewith  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  5306,  entitled 
'*An  act  granting  a  pension  to  Roxana  V.  Rowley." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Franklin  Rowley, 
who  enlisted  February  8,  1865,  was  promoted  to  first  lieutenant  March 
13,  1865,  and  was  discharged  May  22,  1865,  having  tendered  his  resigna- 
tion, as  it  is  stated,  on  account  of  incompetency.  His  tender  of  resig- 
nation was  indorsed  by  the  commanding  officer  of  his  regiment  as  follows: 
*'This  man  is  wholly  unfit  for  an  officer." 

It  will  be  seen  that  he  was  in  the  service  a  little  more  than  three  months. 

In  1880,  fifteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  applied  for  a  pension, 
alleging  that  he  contracted  disease  of  the  liver  while  in  the  ser\nce. 

Upon  an  examination  of  the  claim  his  attending  physician  luefore  enlist- 
ment stated  that  as  early  as  1854  the  claimant  was  afflicted  with  dyspepsia 
and  functional  disease  of  the  liver;  that  he  regarded  him  as  incurable,  so 
far  as  being  restored  to  sound  health  was  concerned,  and  that  if  he  had 
been  at  home  at  the  titne  when  he  enlisted  he  would  have  advised  against  it. 

The  testimony  of  this  physician  as  to  the  claimant's  condition  after 
his  discharge  is  referred  to  in  the  report  of  the  Connnittee  of  the  House 
to  whom  this  bill  was  referred,  and  I  do  not  understand  that  he  is  at 
all  impeached.  He  certainly  is  better  informed  than  any  other  person 
regarding  the  condition  of  the  man  who  was  his  patient. 

The  soldier  died  in  1881,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  and  his 
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widow  filed  her  daim  fur  pension  in  1S82,  alleging  that  the  death  of  her 
huslxiud  was  caused  by  a  disease  of  the  liver  contracted  in  the  senice. 

Her  claim  was  rejected  in  1883  upon  the  gronnd  that  the  disease  of 
which  her  husl>and  died  existed  prior  to  his  enhstment. 

I  can  not  avoid  the  conchision,  n]v>n  all  the  facts  presented,  that  his 
death  was  not  chargeable  to  any  incident  of  his  brief  military  service.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  502 1 ,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Margaret  A.  Jacoby." 

A  pension  has  l>een  allowed  on  account  of  the  disability  of  the  claim- 
ant's husbanil.  datin^i  from  his  discharge  in  1S64. 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  applied  for  pension  in  1885,  alleg- 
ing that  she  married  the  soldier  in  1^64;  that  he  incurred  deafness  and 
chronic  <liarrhea  while  in  the  ser\'ice.  from  the  combined  effect  of  which 
he  partially  lost  his  mind;  that  on  the  7th  day  of  September,  1875,  he 
disappeared,  and  thai  after  diligent  search  and  inquiry  she  is  unable  to 
learn  anythiug  of  him  since  that  time. 

His  disability  from  army  service  should  be  conceded  and  his  death 
at  some  Lime  and  in  some  manner  may  well  1^  presumed;  but  the  fact 
that  he  died  from  any  cause  related  to  his  disal)ihly  or  his  service  in  the 
Army  has  no  presumption  and  not  a  single  patticle  of  proof  to  rest  upon. 

With  proper  diligence  something  should  be  discovered  to  throw  a  little 
light  ui^n  this  subject.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  witlumt  approval  House  bill  No.  3304.  entitled  "An  act  to" 
restore  the  name  of  Abiier  Morehead  to  the  pension  roll.** 

Tlie  person  mentioned  in  this  bill  was  ]3ensioned  in  Ncvember,  1867, 
upon  the  claim  made  by  him  that  in  186,^,  from  hardship  and  exposure 
incident  to  cami>  life  and  field  duty,  he  contracted  a  fever  which  settled 
in  his  eyes,  almost  wholly  destroying  his  sight.  Afterwards  his  pension 
was  increased  to  $15  a  month,  dating  from  December,  1867,  and  arrears 
at  the  rate  of  $8  a  month  from  February,  1864.  In  1876  the  case  was 
put  in  the  hands  of  a  special  agent  of  the  Pension  Btureau  for  examina 
tion,  nnd  upon  his  report,  showing  that  the  claimant's  disease  of  the  eyes 
existed  prior  to  enlistment,  his  name  was  dropix;d  from  the  rolls. 

An  application  for  restoration  was  made  in  1879,  and  a  thorough  exam- 
ination was  made  by  a  si>e(.ial  examiner  in  1.SS5,  who  reix^ried  that  the 
t^timony  taken  conclusively  established  the  fact  that  the  claimant  had 
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dis'^ase  of  the  eyes  prior  to  the  time  of  enlistment,  the  result  of  a  disorder 
which  he  specifically  nieiuious.and  that  he  was  treated  for  the  same  more 
than  ;i  year  suhse<]nfntly  to  1860.     He  adds: 

There  is  no  merit  whatever  in  this  case,  and  it  is  evident  that  he  obtained  a  large 

sum  as  pension  to  which  he  must  have  knuwii  he  was  not  untitled. 

The  results  of  tliese  examinations,  institnte<i  for  the  express  purpose 
of  developing  the  facts,  and  with  nothing  apparent  to  impeach  them, 
shotild,  I  think,  control  as  against  the  statements  of  neighbors  and  com- 
rades l>ased  uixjn  mere  general  observation,  and  nut  necessarily  covering 
the  period  which  is  important  to  the  controversy.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4782,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Elizabeth  McKay." 

The  beneficiary  nainetl  is  the  widow  of  Rowley  S.  McKay,  who  in  1862 
seems  to  have  ^x.•ell  employed  as  pilot  on  tlie  ram  Switzerland ,  He  seems 
to  have  been  upon  the  rolls  of  two  other  vessels  of  the  United  States,  the 
Coinngicni  and  General  Price,  but  >vas  dischargetl  by  Admiral  Porter  in 
June,  1864,  with  loss  of  all  pay  and  emoluments. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  1870,  alleging  that  while  on  duty 
as  pilot  and  in  action  with  the  relx*l  rain  Arkansas  his  hearing  became 
affected  by  heavy  firing.  He  also  claimed  that  in  February.  1863,  while 
on  the  vessel  Queen,  of  itie  West,  .she  grounded,  and  to  escape  capture  he 
got  off  and  floated  down  the  river  on  a  cotton  bale,  and.  being  in  the 
water  about  three  hours,  the  exposure  caused  a  disease  of  the  urinary 
organs;  and  that  a  few  days  after,  while  coming  up  the  river  on  a  trans- 
port, the  b(X3t  was  fired  into  and  several  KhIIs  pnsse<l  through  his  left 
thigli.  It  seems  that  this  claim  was  not  <lefiuitely  passed  uj^on,  but  it  is 
stated  that  the  records  failed  to  show  that  McKay  was  in  the  ser\'ice  of 
the  Ihiited  States  at  the  time  he  alleged  the  contraction  of  disea.se  of  the 
urinary  organs  ami  was  wounded  in  the  thigh. 

The  beueficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  never  made  application  for  pension 
to  the  Pension  Bureau,  but  il  a]ipears  that  she  bases  her  claims  to  con- 
sideration by  Congress  upon  the  allegation  that  in  1.S62,  while  her  hus- 
band was  acting  as  pilot  of  the  ram  or  gunboat  Switzerlafid,  he  contracted 
chronic  diarrhea,  from  which  he  never  recovered,  and  that  he  died  from 
the  effects  of  said  disease  in  May,  1874. 

R  will  be  o>>ser\''ed  that  among  the  various  causes  which  the  soldier 
or  sailor  himself  alleged  as  the  grounds  of  his  application  for  pension 
chronic  diarrhea  is  not  mentioued. 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  any  medical  testimony  to  support  the 
claim  thus  made  by  the  widow,  and  the  cause  of  death  is  not  definitely 

ted. 
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Takinpr  all  together,  it  has  the  appearance  of  a  case,  by  no  means  rare, 
where  chronic  diarrhea  or  rheuniatistn  are  apjxralecl  to  as  a  basis  for  a 
pension  claim  in  the  absence  of  soraethin>j  more  substantial  ami  definite. 

The  fact  that  the  claim  of  the  beneficiary  has  never  been  presented 
to  the  Pension  Bnrean  influences  in  some  degree  my  action  in  withhold- 
ing  my  approval  of  this  bill.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

This  bill  directs  that  the  name  of  the  claimant  1)e  placed  upon  the 
pension  roll  "subject  to  the  provisions  and  limitations  of  the  pension 
laws. ' ' 

This  very  thing  was  done  on  the  22d  day  of  June,  1865,  and  the  claim- 
ant is  in  the  receipt  at  the  present  time  of  the  full  amount  of  pension 
allowetl  by  our  pension  laws  as  administered  by  the  Pension  Bureau. 

I  sup^Kise  the  intention  of  the  bill  was  to  increase  this  pension,  but  it 
is  not  framed  in  such  a  way  as  to  accomplish  that  object  or  to  benefit  the 
claimant  in  any  way  whatever.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1505.  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  William  Dernunly." 

By  the  records  of  the  War  Department  which  have  been  furnished  me 
it  appears  that  this  claimant  enlisted  August  19,  1861;  tlial  he  deserted 
August  29,  1S62;  in  Novemlx-r  and  DecemlxT,  1S62,  he  is  reporte<l  as 
present  in  confinement  iu  regimental  guardhouse,  to  forfeit  one  month's 
pay  by  sentence  of  regimental  court-martial;  he  is  rejvirted  as  having 
deserted  again  in  Decemljer,  1S63,  but  as  present  for  duly  in  January'  and 
February,  1864;  he  reenlisted  in  the  latter  month,  and  was  mustered  out 
July  17. 1865,  and  with  his  company  was  paid  up  to  and  including  July 
21,  1S65. 

He  filed  a  declaration  for  pension  in  1879,  alleging  that  he  received  a 
gunshot  wound  in  the  thigh  at  Trenton.  N.  J,.  July  21,  1865,  and  that  the 
wound  was  inflicted  by  a  member  of  the  Invalid  Corps,  who  was  whip- 
ping a  dnnnmer  boy,  and  the  claimant  interfered  in  behalf  of  the  boy. 

It  is  quite  certain  that  the  transaction  took  place  July  23. 

An  examining  board,  iu  18S0,  found  pistol  shot  in  thigh,  but  refused 
to  give  the  claimant  a  rating,  because,  as  they  report,  "from  the  evi- 
dence Ixffore  the  Iward  there  is  rcasc:in  to  .suppose  thai  he  was  deserting 
from  the  barracks  at  Trenton  July  23,  1865,  aud  was  shot  by  the  guard." 
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This  may  not  be  a  just  suspicion  or  finding,  but  he  surely  was  not 
in  the  semce  nor  in  the  perfonnancc  of  aiij'  military  duty  at  the  time 
of  the  injury,  nor  was  he  engaged  in  such  manner  as  to  entitle  him  to 
indemnification  at  the  hands  of  the  Government.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1059,  entitled  "An 
act  to  grant  a  pension  to  Joseph  Romiser. " 

The  Pension  Bureau  reports  that  the  records  of  the  office  fail  to  show 
that  an  applicitiou  has  Ixreu  filed  in  favor  of  this  claimant,  though  it  is 
stated  in  the  report  of  the  House  committee  that  such  a  claim  was  made 
and  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  claimant  was  not  at  the  time  of 
injury  in  the  ser\*ice  of  the  United  States. 

It  certainly  apix^ars  from  the  report  of  the  committee  that  the  l^ene- 
ficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  was  not  in  the  ser\'ice  of  the  Government  at 
such  a  time,  and  also  that  he  had  not  been  mustered  into  the  service  of 
any  State  military  organization.  It  is  stated  that  he  l>elonged  to  Cap- 
tain Frank  Masoii's  company  of  volunteers,  of  Frostburg,  in  the  State  of 
Maryland. 

Whether  this  company  was  organized  for  the  purpose  of  cooperating 
at  any  time  with  the  Union  or  State  forces  is  not  alleged,  and  it  may  well 
have  been  existing  merely  for  the  purpose  of  neighlx>rhood  protection. 

Such  as  it  was.  the  company  was  ordered  in  June.  1861.  to  proceed  to 
Cumberland  to  repel  a  threatened  attack  of  Confederate  forces.  Upon 
arriving  at  that  place  the  men  were  ordered  to  uncap  their  muskets.  In 
doing  this,  and  through  the  neghgence  of  another  member  of  the  com- 
pany, whose  musket  was  dischargetl,  the  claimant  was  wounded- 

It  docs  not  seem  to  me  that  the  facts  in  this  case,  so  far  as  they  have 
been  developed,  justify  the  passage  of  this  act.

He  was  a  soldier  in  the  Mexican  War.  and  entered  the  Union  Army  in 
the  War  nf  the  Rebellion,  on  the  i6th  day  of  October,  1S61.  as  major  of  a 
California  regiment.  He  became  a  colonel  in  February.  1863.  and  re- 
•d  in  April  of  that  year,  to  take  effect  on  the  31st  of  May  ensuing.

His  resignation  seems  to  have  been  tendered  on  account  of  private  mat- 
ters, and  no  mention  was  then  made  of  any  disability.  It  is  stated  in 
the  committee's  report  to  the  House  that  in  1864  he  accepted  the  office 
of  adjutant-general  of  the  State  of  California,  which  he  held  for  nearly 
four  years. 

He  died  in  18S3  from  cerebral  apoplexy. 

In  March,  1884,  his  widow  filed  an  application  for  pension,  based  upon 
the  allegation  that  from  active  and  severe  service  in  a  battle  with  the 
Indians  at  Spanish  Fort  in  1863  her  husband  incurred  a  hernia,  which 
incapacitated  him  for  active  service. 

There  appears  to  Ije  evidence  to  justify  this  statement,  notwithstand- 
ing the  fact  that  the  deceased  during  the  twenty  years  that  followed 
before  his  death  made  no  claim  for  such  disalnlity. 

But  it  seems  to  nie  that  the  effort  to  attribute  his  death  by  apoplexy 
to  the  existence  of  heruia  ought  not  to  l>e  successful.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2971,  entitled  '*An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Francis  Deining." 

This  claimant  entered  the  service  in  August,  1861,  and  was  discharged 
September  15,  1865. 

His  hospital  record  shows  that  during  his  service  he  was  treated  for 
various  temporary  ailments,  among  which  rheumatism  is  not  iiicUnled. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  September,  1S84,  alleging  that  in 
August.  1864.  he  contracted  rheumatism,  which  had  resulted  in  blindness. 

On  an  examination  of  his  case  in  November,  1884,  he  stated  that  his 
eyesight  began  to  fail  in  1882. 

There  seems  to  be  no  testimony  showing  his  condition  from  the  time 
of  liis  discharge  to  1880,  a  periixl  of  fifteen  years. 

The  claim  that  his  present  condition  of  blindness  is  the  result  of  his 
army  service  is  not  insisted  upon  as  a  reason  for  granting  him  relief  as 
strongly  as  his  sad  and  helpless  condition.  The  committee  of  the  House 
to  which  this  bill  was  referred,  after  detailing  his  situation,  close  their 
report  with  these  words:  '*He  served  well  his  country  in  its  dire  need; 
his  necessities  now  appeal  for  relief." 

We  have  here  presented  the  case  of  a  soldier  who  did  his  duty  during 
his  army  service,  and  who  was  discharged  in  1865  without  any  record  of 
having  suffered  with  rheumatism  and  without  any  claim  of  disability  aris- 
ing from  the  same.  He  returned  to  his  place  as  a  citizen,  and  in  peace- 
ful pursuits,  with  chances  certainly  not  impaired  by  the  circumstance 
that  he  had  ser\'ed  his  country,  he  api>ears  to  have  held  his  place  In  the 
race  of  life  for  fifteen  years  or  more.  Then,  like  many  another,  he  wa?. 
M  P— vox,  vin— 50 
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subjected  to  loss  of  sight,  one  of  the  saddest  afflictions  known  to  human 
life. 

Thereupon,  and  after  nineteen  years  had  elapsed  since  his  discharge 
from  the  Army,  a  pension  is  claimed  for  him  upon  a  ver>'  shadowy  alle- 
gation of  the  incurrence  of  rheumatism  while  in  the  ser\-ice,  coupled 
with  the  startling  proposition  that  this  rheumatism  resulted,  just  pre- 
vious to  his  application,  in  blindness.  Upon  medical  examination  it 
appeared  that  his  blindness  was  caused  by  amaurosis,  which  is  gener- 
ally accepted  as  an  affection  of  the  optic  ner\'e. 

I  am  satisfied  that  a  fair  examination  of  the  facts  in  this  case  justifies 
the  statement  that  the  bill  under  consideration  can  rest  only  upon  the 
grounds  that  aid  should  be  furnished  to  this  ex-soklicr  because  he  ser\"ed 
in  the  Army  and  because  he  a  long  time  thereafter  became  blind,  disabled, 
and  dependent. 

The  question  is  whether  we  are  prepared  to  adopt  this  principle  and 
establish  this  precedent. 

None  of  us  are  entitled  to  credit  for  extreme  tenderness  and  considera- 
tion toward  those  who  fought  their  country's  battles.  These  are  senti- 
ments common  to  all  good  citizens.  They  lead  to  the  most  benevolent 
care  on  the  part  of  the  Governmeut  and  deeds  of  charity  and  mercy  in 
private  life.  The  blatant  and  nois>-  self-assertion  of  those  who.  from 
motives  that  may  well  be  suspected,  declare  themselves  abo\'e  all  others 
friends  of  the  soldier  can  not  discredit  nor  belittle  the  calm,  steady,  and 
affectionate  regard  of  a  grateful  nation. 

An  appropriation  has  just  been  passed  setting  apart  $76,000,000  of 
the  public  money  for  distribution  as  ]>ensions.  under  laws  liberally  con- 
structed, witli  a  view  of  meetitig  every  meritorious  case.  More  than 
$1,000,000  was  added  to  maintain  the  Pension  Hureau,  which  is  charged 
with  the  duty  of  a  fair,  just,  and  lilieral  apportioimient  of  this  fund. 

Legislation  has  l)een  at  the  present  session  of  Congress  perfecte<l  con- 
siderably increasing  the  rate  of  pension  in  certain  cases.  Appropriations 
have  also  been  made  of  large  sums  for  the  support  of  national  homes 
where  sick,  disabled,  or  needy  soldiers  are  cared  for.  and  M*ithin  a  few 
days  a  lilx^ral  sum  has  been  appropriated  for  the  enlargement  and  in- 
creased accommodation  and  convenience  of  these  institutions. 

All  this  is  no  more  than  should  be  done. 

But  with  all  this,  and  with  the  hundreds  of  special  acts  which  have 
been  passed  granting  pvensions  in  cases  where,  for  my  part,  I  am  willing 
to  confess  that  sympathy  rather  than  judgmetit  has  often  led  to  the  dis- 
covery of  a  relation  between  injur>'  or  death  and  military  ser\'ice,  I  ara 
constrained  by  a  sense  of  public  duty  to  interpose  against  establishing  a 
principle  and  setting  a  precedent  wliich  niu.st  result  in  unregulated,  par- 
tial, and  unjust  gifts  of  public  money  under  the  pretext  of  indemnifying 
those  who  suffered  in  their  means  of  support  as  an  incideut  of  militar\' 
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service.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4642,  entitled  "An 

act  ffrautiiiK  a  j>ensi(>n  to  James  Carroll." 

The  claimant  allejjjes  that  he  was  wounded  while  in  the  serxnce  as  a 
meniher  of  Company  B,  Third  Rejjinient  North  Carolina  Moiinte<l  Vol- 
unteers, while  securing  recruits  for  the  regiment  at  Watauga,  N.  C, 
Januao'  25,  1865. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  develop  the  fact  that  the  name  of 
this  man  is  not  borne  upon  any  roll  of  the  company  to  which  he  claims 
to  l>eIonp;. 

He  stated  in  his  application  that  he  was  sworn  in  by  one  George  W. 
Perkins,  who,  it  appears,  was  a  private  in  said  company,  and  that  Per- 
kins was  with  him  at  the  time  he  was  shot. 

This  is  undoubtedly  true,  and  tliat  the  claimant  was  injured  by  a  gun- 
shot is  also  prol>ably  true.  He  was  not,  however,  at  the  time  regularly  in 
the  United  Slates  service,  but  this  objection  might  in  stime  circumstances 
be  regarded  as  technical.  The  difficulty  is  that  the  fact  that  he  was 
creditably  employed  in  a  sen'ice  of  Ix^nefit  to  the  country  is  not  satisfac- 
torily shown.  He  gives  two  accounts  of  the  business  in  which  he  was 
engaged,  and  Mr,  Perkins's  explanation  of  the  manner  in  which  the  two 
were  occupied  is  somewhat  different  still. 

Carroll's  claim,  presented  to  the  Pension  Bureau,  was  rejected  upon  the 
ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  his  service  on  file;  but  in  his  testi- 
mony he  staled  that  Perkins  was  wounded  on  the  same  occasion  as  him- 
self, and  that  he  (  Perkins)  was  then  a  pensioner  on  account  thereof. 

The  records  of  the  Pension  Bureau  show  that  Perkins  was  pensioned 
in  1873  on  account  of  three  wounds  received  at  the  time  and  place  of 
Carroll's  injury. 

It  also  apjiears  that  his  name  was  dropped  from  the  rolls  in  1877  on 
the  groutid  that  his  wounds  were  not  received  in  the  line  of  duly. 

After  an  iuvcstigation  made  at  that  lime  by  a  special  examiner,  he 
reported  that  Perkins  and  Carroll  had  collected  a  number  of  men  to- 
gether, who  made  their  lieadquarters  at  the  home  of  Carroll's  mother 
and  were  engage<l  in  j^lnndering  the  neighborhood,  and  tliat  on  account 
of  their  depredations  they  were  hunted  down  by  home  guards  and  shot 
at  the  time  they  stated. 

If  this  report  is  accepted  as  reliable,  it  should  of  course  lead  to  the 
rejection  of  the  claim  for  pension  on  the  part  of  Mr.  Carroll.

he  contracted  chronic  diarrhea  while  ser\'ing  in  a  company  of  mounted 
Ilhnois  volunteers  in  the  Black  Hawk  War. 

The  records  show  that  he  served  from  April  18.  183J.  to  May  28,  in 
the  same  year. 

He  was  examined  by  a  lK>ard  of  surgeons  in  1884.  when  he  was  said  to 
be  75  years  old.  In  liis  examinati<in  he  did  not  claim  to  liave  diarrhea 
for  a  good  many  years.  On  the  contrary,  he  claimed  to  lie  affected  with 
constipation .  and  said  he  had  never  had  diarrhea  of  late  years,  except  at 
times  when  he  had  taken  medicine  for  constipation. 

I  am  inclinetl  to  think  it  would  have  been  a  fortunate  thing  if  in  this 
case  it  could  have  been  deitionstrated  that  a  man  could  tlirive  so  well 
with  the  chronic  diarrliea  for  fifty-two  years  as  its  Existence  in  the  case 
of  this  giKjd  old  )d^cntleinau  woidd  prove.  We  should  then,  (>erhaps, 
have  less  of  it  in  claims  for  pensions. 

The  fact  is,  in  this  case  there  is  no  disability  which  can  be  traced  lo  the 
forty  days'  niilitarj'ser\'iceof  fifty-four  years  ago.  and  I  thinkliltle,  if  any, 
more  infirmity  than  is  usually  found  in  men  of  the  age  of  the  claimant. 

Entertaining  this  belief,  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  signature 
from  this  bill.

The  hu.sl)and  of  the  l>eueficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  January  29. 
1862,  and  was  discharged  January  30.  1865. 

He  api)lied  for  a  jx^nsion  in  1S76,  alleging  a  shell  wound  in  the  head. 
His  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  there  apjx^arcd  to  Ix;  no  dis- 
ability from  that  cause.  No  other  injur)'  or  disability  was  ever  claimed 
by  him,  hut  at  the  time  of  his  examination  in  1S76  he  was  found  to  be 
sickly,  feeble,  and  emaciated,  and  suffering  from  an  advanced  stage  of 
saccharine  diabetes. 

His  widow  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  \\\  1879,  alleging  that  her 
husband  died  in  December,  1877,  of  spinal  disease  and  diabetes,  coutracled 
in  the  ser\'ice. 

Her  claim  was  rejected  !x?cause  evidence  was  not  furnishetl  that  the 
cause  of  the  soldier's  death  had  its  origin  in  the  military  service. 

There  seems  to  be  an  entire  al)sence  of  proof  of  this  important  fact.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4797,  entitled  '*An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Robert  H.  Stapleton." 
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This  claimant  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in 
18.H3.  allc>j:ing  that  while  acting  a.s  lieutenanl-colouel  of  a  New  Mexico 
regiment,  on  February  2J,  iS6j,  the  tongue  of  a  caisson  struck  him,  in- 
juring his  left  side.  A  medical  examination  made  in  1882  showed  a  frac- 
ture of  the  niiitli.  tenth,  and  eleventh  ribs  of  the  left  side. 

If  these  fractures  were  the  result  of  the  injury  alleged,  they  were 
immediately  apparent,  and  the  delay  of  twenty-one  years  in  presenting 
the  claim  for  pension  certainly  needs  explanation. 

Claims  of  this  descripliou,  by  a  wise  provision  of  law,  must,  to  be  valid, 
Ix:  prosecuted  to  a  successful  issue  prior  to  the  4th  day  of  July,  1874. 

The  rank  which  this  claimniil  held  presupptjses  such  intelligence  as 
admits  of  no  excuse  on  the  ground  of  ignorance  of  ihc  law  for  his  failure 
to  present  his  application  within  the  time  fixed  by  law. 

The  exndencc  of  di.sability  from  the  cause  alleged  is  weak,  to  say  the 
most  of  it,  and  I  can  not  think  that  sucJi  a  wholesome  provision  of  law  as 
that  above  referred  to.  which  limits  the  time  for  the  adjustment  of  such 
claims,  should  be  modified  upon  the  facts  presented  in  this  case.

After  quite  a  careful  examination  of  the  public  needs  at  the  point 
mentioned  I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  the  public  building  provided  for 
in  this  bill  is  not  immediately  necessar>'. 

Not  a  little  legislation  has  lately  l>eeu  i)erfected,  and  very  likely  more 
will  be  necessary,  to  increase  miscalcnhxted  appropriations  for  and  cor- 
rect blunders  in  the  construction  of  many  of  the  public  buildings  now 
in  process  of  erection. 

While  this  does  not  furnish  a  good  reason  for  disapproving  the  erec- 
tion of  other  buildings  where  actually  necessar>',  it  induces  close  scnitiny 
and  gives  rise  to  tlie  earnest  wish  that  new  projects  for  public  buildings 
shall  for  the  present  Ix:  limited  to  such  as  are  required  by  the  most  press- 
ing necessities  of  the  Governmeni's  business.

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary,  Jacob  Karstetter,  was  enrolled  June 
30,  1864,  as  a  substitute  in  a  Pennsylvania  regiment,  and  was  discharged 
for  disability  June  20, 1865,  caused  by  a  gimshot  wound  in  the  le(t  \va\sA. 
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A  declaration  for  pension  was  filed  by  him  in  1865,  based  upon  this 
wound,  and  the  same  was  granted,  dating  from  June  in  that  year,  which 
he  drew  till  the  time  of  his  death,  August  21,  1H74. 

In  1882  his  widow  filed  her  application  for  pension,  alleging  that  he 
died  of  wounds  received  in  battle.  The  claim  was  made  that  he  was 
injured  while  in  the  Anuy  by  a  horse  runnhig  over  him. 

There  is  little  or  no  evidence  of  such  an  injury  having  been  received; 
and  if  this  was  presented  there  would  be  no  necessar>-  connection  be- 
tween that  and  the  cause  of  the  soldier's  death,  which  was  certified  by 
the  attending  physician  to  be  gastritis  and  congestion  of  the  kidneys. 

I  can  hardly  see  how  the  Pension  Bureau  could  arrive  at  any  conclu- 
sion except  that  the  death  of  the  soldier  was  not  due  to  his  military 
service,  and  the  acceptance  of  this  finding,  after  an  examination  of  the 
facts,  leads  me  to  di.sapprove  this  bill.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5394.  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Sallie  Ann  Bradley." 

The  husband  of  this  proposed  beneficiary  was  discharged  from  the  mil- 
itary sers'ice  in  1865,  after  a  long  service,  and  was  afterwards  pensioned 
for  ginishot  wound. 

He  died  in  18S2.  The  widow  appears  to  have  never  filed  a  claim  for 
jjension  in  her  own  right. 

No  cau.se  is  given  of  the  soldier's  death,  but  it  is  not  claimed  that  it 
resulted  from  his  military  service,  her  pension  being  asked  for  entirely 
because  of  her  needs  and  the  faithful  service  of  her  husband  and  her  sons. 

This  presents  the  question  whether  a  gift  in  such  a  case  is  a  proper  dis- 
position of  money  appropriated  for  the  purpose  of  paying  pensions. 

The  passage  of  this  law  would,  in  my  opinion,  establish  a  precedent  so 
far-reaching  and  ojxm  the  door  to  such  a  vast  multitude  of  claims  not  on 
principle  within  our  present  pension  laws  tbat  I  am  constrained  to  disap- 
prove the  V)ill  under  consideration.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5603,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Catherine  McCarty." 

The  l^neficiary  is  the  widow  of  John  McCarty,  of  the  First  Missouri 
Regiment  of  State  Mihtia  Volunteers,  who  died  at  Clinton,  Mo.,  April  8, 

64. 
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The  widow  filed  her  claim  m  1S66,  alle^ng  that  her  husband  died 
while  in  the  service  from  an  overduse  of  colcliicuni. 

The  evidence  shows  without  dispute  tliat  ou  the  day  p>revious  to  the 
death  of  the  soldier  a  comrade  procured  some  medicine  fn>m  the  regi- 
mental surgeon  and  asked  McCarty  lo  smell  and  taste  it;  that  he  did  so/ 
and  shortly  afterwards  became  very  sick  and  died  the  next  moniinj^. 

It  is  quite  evident  that  the  deceased  soldier  did  more  than  taste  this 
medicine. 

Although  it  would  be  pleasant  to  aid  the  widow  in  this  case,  it  is 
hardly  fair  to  ask  the  (xovenuiieut  to  j^raut  a  pension  for  the  freak  or 
gross  heedlessness  and  recklessness  of  this  soldier.

I  herewith  return  wiiliout  my  approval  House  bill  No.  6648,  entitled 
*'An  act  for  the  relief  of  Edward  M.  Harrington.** 

It  appears  that  this  claiuiaal  was  eurolled  as  a  recruit  December  31, 
1863,  and  mustered  \\\  at  Dunkirk,  N.  Y.  He  remained  at  the  barracks 
there  until  March,  1S64,  when  he  was  received  at  the  Elmira  rendezvous. 
From  there  he  was  sent  to  his  regiment  on  the  7th  day  of  April,  1864. 

He  was  di.scharged  June  15,  1S64.  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  disa- 
bility, declaring  the  cause  of  discharge  to  be  epilepsy,  produced  by  blows 
of  violence  over  the  liypochondrial  region  while  in  the  service,  producing 
a  deformity  of  sternum. 

The  claimant  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  June,  1879,  and  in 
that  and  subsequent  affidavits  he  alleged  that  while  in  barracks  at  Dun- 
kirk, N.  Y. ,  and  about  the  9th  d.iy  of  January,  1H64,  and  in  the  line  of 
duty,  he  was  attacked  by  one  Patrick  Burnes,  who  struck  him  upon  the 
head  an<l  stamped  upon  and  kicked  him,  breaking  his  collar  bone  and  a 
numlx;r  of  ribs,  causing  internal  injury  and  fits,  the  latter  recurring  every 
two  weeks. 

It  Ls  hardly  worth  while  considering  the  character  of  these  alleged 
injuries  or  their  connection  with  the  fits  with  which  the  claimaut  is 
aEHicted. 

I  am  entirely  unable  to  see  how  the  iujuries  are  related  to  the  claim- 
ant's army  ser\-ice. 

The  Govennnent  ought  not  to  be  called  upou  to  insure  against  the 
quarrelsome  propensities  of  its  individual  soldiers,  nor  to  conqxrusate  one 
who  is  worsted  in  a  fight,  or  eveu  in  an  unprovoked  attack,  when  the 
cause  of  injury  is  in  no  way  connected  with  or  related  to  any  require- 
ment or  iucideut  of  miUtary  service.

I  return  without  ai>pruval  vSeiiate  bill  No.  2281,  cntitletl  "An  act  grant- 
ing to  railroads  the  right  of  way  through  the  Indian  reservation  in  north- 
ern Montana." 

The  reservation  referred  to  stretches  across  the  extreme  northern  part 
of  Montana  Territory,  with  British  America  for  its  nortliern  boundar\\ 
It  contains  an  area  of  over  30.000  square  miles.  It  is  dedicated  to  Indian 
occupancy  by  treaty  of  Octoljer  17,  1855.  and  act  of  Congress  of  April  15, 
1874.  No  railroads  are  within  iunuediate  approach  to  its  boundaries, 
and  only  one.  as  shown  on  recent  maps,  is  under  construction  in  the 
neiRhljorhood  leading  in  its  direction.  The  surrounding  country  is 
sparsely  settled,  and  1  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  that  the  necessities 
of  cnninierce  or  any  public  exigencies  demand  this  legislation,  which 
would  affect  so  seriously  the  rights  and  interests  of  the  Indians  occupy- 
ing tlie  reservation. 

The  bill  is  in  the  nature  of  a  general  right  of  way  for  railroads  through 
this  Indian  reser\'ation.  The  Indian  occujKints  have  not  given  their  con- 
sent to  it,  neither  have  they  been  consulted  regarding  it,  nor  is  there  any 
provision  in  it  for  securing  their  consent  or  agreement  to  the  location  or 
construction  of  railroads  uix>u  their  lands.  No  routes  are  described,  and 
no  general  directions  on  which  the  line  of  any  railroad  will  be  constructed 
are  given. 

No  particular  organized  railway  company  engaged  in  constructing  a 
railroad  toward  the  reservation  and  ready  or  desirous  to  build  its  road 
through  the  Indian  lands  to  meet  the  needs  and  requirements  of  trade 
and  commerce  is  named.  The  bill  gives  the  right  to  any  railroad  in  the 
country,  duly  organized  under  the  laws  of  any  Territory,  of  any  State,  or 
of  the  United  States,  except  those  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  to  enter 
this  Indian  country,  pros|>ect  for  routes  of  travel.  sur\'ey  them,  and  con- 
struct routes  of  travel  wherever  it  may  please,  with  no  check,  save  possible 
disapproval  by  the  Secretar>"  of  tlie  Interior  of  its  maps  of  location,  and 
no  limitation  upon  its  acts  except  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may 
prescribe. 

This  power  vested  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  might  itself  be  im- 
providently  exercised  and  subject  to  abuse. 

No  limit  of  time  is  fixed  within  which  the  construction  of  railroads 
should  begin  or  be  completed.  Without  such  limitations  speculating 
corporations  would  be  enabled  to  seek  out  and  secure  the  right  of  way 
over  the  natural  and  most  feasible  routes,  with  no  present  intention  of 
constructing  railroads  along  such  lines,  but  with  the  \'iew  of  holding 
their  advantageous  easements  for  disposal  at  some  future  time  to  some 
other  corporation  for  a  valuable  consideration.  In  this  way  the  construc- 
tion of  needed  railroad  facilities  in  that  country  could  be  hereafter  greatly 
obstructed  and  retarded. 
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If  the  United  States  nnist  exercise  its  rij^ht  of  eniineut  doniain  over 
the  Indian  Territories  for  the  general  welfare  of  the  wliole  L-onnlry,  it 
should  be  done  cautiously,  with  due  regard  for  the  interests  of  the  In- 
dians, and  to  no  greater  extent  than  the  exigencies  of  the  public  ser\ice 
require. 

Bills  tending  somewhat  in  the  direction  of  this  general  character  of 
legislation,  affecting  the  rights  of  the  Indians  i'eser\^cd  to  them  by  treaty 
stipulations,  liave  been  presented  to  me  during  the  present  session  of 
Congress.  They  have  received  my  reluctant  approval,  though  I  am  by 
no  means  certain  that  a  mistake  has  not  been  made  in  passing  such  laws 
without  providing  for  the  cfjuseiit  to  such  grants  by  the  Indian  cxx:upants 
and  otherwise  more  closely  guarding  their  rights  and  interests;  and  I 
hoped  that  each  of  those  bills  as  it  received  my  approval  would  be  the  List 
of  the  kind  presented.  The)',  however,  designated  particular  railroad 
companies,  laid  down  general  routes  over  wliich  the  respective  roads 
should  be  constructed  through  the  Indian  lauds,  and  sjiecified  their  direc- 
tion and  termini,  so  that  I  was  enabled  to  reasonably  siilisfy  myself  that 
the  exigencies  of  the  public  service  and  the  interests  of  commerce  prob- 
ably demamled  the  construction  of  the  roads,  and  that  by  their  construc- 
tion and  operation  the  Indians  would  not  Ixr  too  seriously  affected. 

The  bill  now  Ijefore  me  is  much  more  general  in  its  terms  tlian  those 
which  have  preceded  it.  It  is  a  new  and  wide  departure  from  the  gen- 
eral tenor  of  legislation  affecting  Indian  reservations.  It  ignores  the 
right  of  the  Indians  to  be  consulted  as  to  the  disjxisitiou  of  their  lands, 
opens  wide  the  door  to  any  railroad  corptjralion  to  do  what,  under  the 
treaty  covering  the  greater  {>ortion  of  the  reservation,  is  reserved  to  the 
United  States  alone;  it  gives  the  right  to  euttr  upon  Indian  lauds  to 
a  class  of  corporations  carn,ing  with  them  many  iudividuals  not  kuown 
for  any  scrupulous  regard  for  the  interest  or  welfare  of  the  Indians;  it 
invites  a  general  invasion  of  the  Indian  countr>',  and  brings  into  con- 
tact and  intercourse  with  the  Indians  a  class  of  whites  and  others  who 
are  independent  of  the  orders,  regulations,  and  control  of  the  resident 
agents. 

Corporations  operating  railroads  through  Indian  lands  are  strongly 
tempted  to  iufriuge  at  will  u^xJIl  the  reserved  rights  and  the  projxirty  of 
Indians,  and  thus  are  apt  to  become  so  arbitrary  in  their  dealings  and 
domineering  in  their  conduct  toward  them  that  tlie  Indians  become  dis- 
quieted, often  threatening  outbreaks  and  periling  the  lives  of  frontier 
settlers  and  others. 

I  am  impressed  with  the  belief  that  the  bill  under  con.sideration  di>es 
not  sufficiently  guard  against  an  invasion  of  the  rights  and  a  disturbance 
of  the  peace  and  quiet  of  the  Indians  on  the  rescrv'atiou  mentioned;  nor 
am  I  satisfied  that  the  legislation  proposed  is  demanded  by  any  exigency 
of  the  public  welfare.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No,  524,  entitled  **Au 
act  graiitinj;  a  pension  to  Daniel  H.  Ross." 

An  application  for  pension  was  filetl  in  the  Pension  Bureau  by  the 
beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  and  considerable  testimony  was  filed  in 
support  of  the  same.  I  do  not  understand  that  tht:  claim  has  been  finally 
rejected.  But  however  that  may  Ijc,  the  claimant  died,  as  I  am  advise<i. 
on  the  ist  day  of  February  last.  This,  of  course^  renders  the  proposed 
legislation  entirely  inoijerative.  if  it  would  not  actually  prejutUce  the 
claim  of  his  surviving  widow.  She  has  already  been  advised  of  the  evi- 
dence necessary  to  complete  the  claim  of  her  hu.«il>and,  and  it  is  not  at  all 
improbable  that  she  will  be  able  to  prosecute  the  same  to  a  successful 
issue  for  her  benefit. 

At  any  rate,  her  rights  should  not  be  in  the  least  jeopardized  by  the 
completion  of  the  legislation  proposed  in  tliis  bill.

To  the  Senate: 

I  herewith  return  withont  approval  Senate  bill  No.  856,  entitled '* An 
act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  in  the  city  of  Dayton, 
Ohio." 

It  is  not  claimed  that  the  Govennneut  has  any  public  department  or 
business  which  it  should  quarter  at  Dayton  except  its  post-office  and 
intenial-revenue  office.  The  former  is  represented  as  employing  ten 
clerks,  sixteen  regular  and  two  substitute  letter  carriers,  and  two  spe- 
cial-delivery employees,  who,  I  supiwse,  are  boys,  only  occasionally  in 
actual  .serv*ice.  I  do  not  understand  that  the  present  post-office  quarters 
are  either  insufficient  or  inconveuitnt.  By  a  statement  i)repared  by  the 
present  postmaster  it  appears  that  they  arc  rented  by  the  Government 
for  a  period  of  ten  years  from  llie  i5lh  day  of  October,  1883,  at  an  an- 
nual rent  of  $2,950.  which  includes  the  cost  of  heating  the  same. 

The  office  of  the  internal-revenue  collector  is  claimed  to  be  inade- 
quate, but  I  am  led  to  believe  that  this  officer  is  fairly  accommoilated 
at  an  annual  rental  of  $900.  It  is  not  impossible  that  a  suggestion  to 
change  the  area  of  this  revenue  district  may  be  adopted,  which  would 
relieve  any  complaint  of  inadequacy  of  office  room. 

With  only  these  two  offices  to  provide  for.  I  am  not  satisfied  that  the 
expenditure  of  $150,000  for  their  accommodation,  as  projx)sed  by  this 
bill,  is  in  accordance  with  sound  business  principles  or  consistent  with 
that  economy  in  public  affairs  which  has  l)een  promised  to  the  people.

\  herewith  reluni  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5546.  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  erection  of  a  public  Iniilding  at  Asheville,  N.  C/' 

If  the  needs  of  the  Goveniment  are  alone  considered,  the  proposed' 
building  is  only  necessan*  for  the  accommotlaiion  of  two  terms  of  the 
United  Stales  court  in  each  year  and  to  provide  an  office  for  the  clerk  of 
that  court  and  more  cotnmoflious  quarters  for  the  post-office. 

The  terms  of  the  court  are  now  held  in  the  county  court  rootn  at 
Asheville  at  an  expense  to  the  Government  of  $50  for  each  term;  the 
clerk  of  the  court  occupies  a  room  for  which  an  annual  rent  of  $150  is 
|)aid,  and  the  rent  paid  for  the  rooms  occupied  by  the  (xjst-office  is  $180 
each  year. 

The  postmaster  reports  that  four  employees  are  regularly  engaged  in 
his  office,  which  is  now  rated  as  third  class. 

I  have  no  doubt  tliat  the  court  could  be  much  more  conveniently  pro- 
vide<l  for  in  a  new  building  if  one  should  be  erected;  but  it  is  represented 
to  uie  that  the  regular  terms  held  at  Asheville  last  only  two  or  three 
weeks  each,  though  special  terms  are  ordered  at  times  to  clear  the 
docket.  It  is  difficult  to  see  from  any  facts  presented  in  support  of  this 
bill  why  the  United  States  court  does  not  find  accommodations  which 
fairly  answer  its  needs  in  the  rooms  now  occupied  by  it.  The  floor 
space  furnished  for  the  terms  of  the  Federal  court  is  stated  to  be  75  by 
100  feet,  which,  it  must  be  admitted,  provides  a  very  respectable  court 
room. 

It  is  submitted  that  the  necessity  to  the  Government  of  a  proper  place 
to  hold  its  courts  is  the  only  consideration  which  should  have  any  weight 
in  determining  upon  the  propriety  of  expending  the  money  which  will 
be  necessary  to  erect  the  proposed  new  building. 

The  limit  of  its  cost  b  fixed  in  the  bill  under  consideration  at  the  sum 
of  (So,ooo,  but  the  history  of  such  projects  justifies  the  expectation  that 
this  limit  will  certainly  be  exceeded. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  present  necessity  for  this  building  is  not  urgent, 
and  that  something  may  be  gained  by  a  delay  which  will  demonstrate 
more  fully  the  public  needs,  and  thus  better  suggest  the  style  and  size  of 
the  building  to  be  ereaed.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No,  63,  entitled  "An  act  to 
authorize  the  construction  of  a  highway  bridge  acro.ss  that  part  of  the 
waters  of  Lake  Champlain  lying  between  the  to\s'ns  of  North  Hero  and 
Alburg.  in  the  State  of  Vermont." 

On  the  20th  day  of  June,  18H4,  a  bill  was  approved  and  became  a  law 
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having  the  same  title  and  containing  precisely  the  same  provisions  and 
in  the  exact  words  of  tlie  bill  herewith  returned. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  indicate  that  nothing  has  been 
done  toward  building  the  bridge  permitted  by  such  prior  act.  It  is  hardly 
possible  that  the  bill  now  before  me  is  intended  to  authorize  an  addi- 
tional bridge  between  the  two  towns  named,  and  I  have  been  unable  to 
disctiver  any  excuse  or  necessity  for  new  legislation  on  the  sul>jecl. 

I  conclude,  therefore,  that  Congress  in  passing  tliis  bill  acted  in  igno- 
rance of  the  fact  tliat  a  law  providing  for  its  objects  and  purposes  was 
already  on  the  statute  book. 

My  approval  of  the  bill  is  withheld  fur  this  reason  and  in  order  to 
prevent  an  tmnecessary  and  confusing  multiplicity  of  laws.

I  hereby  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  1391 ,  entitled  **An 
act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  vSpringfidd.  Mo." 

It  appears  from  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Repre- 
sentatives to  which  this  bill  was  referred  that  the  city  of  Springfield  is 
in  a  thriving  condition,  with  stores,  banks,  and  manufactories,  and  hav- 
ing, with  North  Springfield,  which  is  an  adjoining  town,  alx)Ut  20.000 
inhabitants. 

No  Federal  courts  are  held  at  this  place,  and  apparently  the  only  quar- 
ters which  the  Goveniment  should  provid*;  are  such  as  are  necessarj*  for 
the  accommodation  of  the  post-office  and  the  land-office  located  there. 

The  postmaster  reports  that  six  employees  are  engaged  in  his  office. 

The  rooms  used  as  a  ]x>st-office  are  now  furnished  the  Govemmeut 
free  of  expense,  and  the  rent  paid  for  the  quarters  occupied  as  a  land- 
office  amounts  to  S300  annually. 

Upon  the  facts  presented  I  am  sati.sfied  tliat  the  business  of  the  Gov- 
ernment at  this  point  can  be  well  transacted  for  the  present  without  the 
construction  of  the  proposed  building.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2160,  entitled  "A  bill  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mary  J.  Hagerman," 

The  husband  of  this  proposed  beneficiary  enlisted  in  1861  and  was 
wounded  by  a  gunshot,  which  seriously  injured  his  left  foreann.  In  1864 
he  was  discharged;  was  afterwards  pensioned  for  his  wound,  and  died  in 
August,  1884. 

"••geman,  who  attended  the  deceased  in  his  last  illness,  testifies 
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that  he  was  called  to  attend  him  in  Anj^ist,  iyH4;  that  lie  was  sick  with 
typhouialarial  fever,  and  that  upon  inquiry  he  (the  physician)  found 
tliat  it  was  caused  by  hard  work  or  overexertion  and  exposure.  He  was 
ill  for  alxint  ten  days. 

The  application  of  his  widow  for  pension  was  rejected  in  1.S85  on  the 
ground  that  the  fatal  disease  was  not  due  to  military  senicc. 

I  am  unable  to  discover  how  any  difTerenl  determination  could  have 
been  reached. 

To  grant  a  pension  in  this  case  would  clearly  contravene  the  present 
policy  of  the  Government,  and  either  establish  a  precedent  whitli,  if  fol- 
lowed, would  allow  a  pension  to  the  widow  of  every  soldier  wounderl  or 
disabled  in  the  war,  without  regard  to  the  cause  of  death,  or  would  un- 
justly discriminate  in  favor  of  the  few  thus  receiving  the  bounty  of  the 
Government  against  many  whose  cases  were  equally  meritorious.

I  herewHth  return  without  my  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1421,  entitled 
"An  act  granting  a  pension  to  William  H.  Weaver." 

The  claimant  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  August  13,  1862,  and  was 
mustered  out  of  service  June  12.  1H65.  During  his  service  he  was  treated 
in  hospital  for  diarrhea  and  lumbago,  and  in  the  reports  for  May  and 
June,  as  well  as  July  and  August.  1864.  he  is  reported  as  absent  sick. 

He  filed  his  application  for  pension  in  November.  1877,  alleging  that 
in  March,  1863,  he  contracted  measles,  atid  in  May,  1864,  remittent  fever, 
and  that  as  a  result  of  the  two  attacks  he  was  afflicted  with  weakness  in 
the  limbs  and  eyes.  He  made  statements  afterwards  in  support  of  bis 
application  that  he  was  also  troubled  in  the  servic^c  with  rheumatism  and 
diarrhea. 

The  case  was  examined  by  several  special  examiners,  from  which,  as 
reported  to  me.  it  appeared  from  the  claimant's  admission  that  he  had 
sore  eyes  prcAnous  to  his  enlistment,  though  he  claimed  they  were  sound 
when  he  entered  the  Army. 

A  surgeon  who  made  an  examination  in  March,  i88r.  reported  that  he 
could  not  find  any  evidence  whatever  of  disease  of  the  eyes,  and  nothing 
to  corrolx>rate  the  claimant's  assertion  that  he  was  suffering  from  rheu- 
matism, piles,  or  diarrhea. 

Another  surgeon,  who  examined  the  claimant  in  1879,  reported  that 
he  found  the  eyelids  slightly  gramilated,  producing  some  irritation  of 
the  eyel>all  and  rendering  the  eyes  a  little  weak,  aiid  that  he  found  nu 
other  disability. 

In  18S2  a  surgeon  who  made  an  examination  reported  that  he  dis- 
covereil  indications  that  the  claimant  luul  suffered  at  some  time  with 
chronic  ophthalmia,  but  that  in  his  opinion  his  eyes  did  not  di.sable  him 
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ill  the  least,  and  that  the  claimant  was  well  nouribhed  and  in  good 
health. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  to  the 
Senate  states  that  six  special  examinations  have  been  made  in  the  case 
and  that  two  of  them  were  favorable  to  the  claim. 

The  trouble  and  expense  incurred  by  the  Pension  Bureau  to  ascertain 
the  inith  and  to  deal  fairly  by  this  claimant,  and  the  entire  absence  of 
any  suspicion  of  bias  apainst  the  claim  in  that  Bureau,  onght  to  give 
weight  to  its  determination. 

The  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in  July,  1885.  upon  the 
ground  that  disease  of  the  eyes  existed  prior  to  enlistment  and  that 
the  e\'idence  failed  to  sliow  that  there  had  existed  a  i)ensionable  degree 
of  disability,  sitice  discharge,  from  diarrhea  or  rheumatism. 

It  will  l)e  obser\*ed  that  this  is  not  a  case  where  there  was  a  lack  of 
the  technical  proof  required  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  but  that  its  judg- 
ment was  l^Kised  upon  the  merits  of  the  application  and  affected  the  very 
foundation  of  the  claim. 

I  think  it  should  be  sustained;  and  its  correctness  is  somewhat  strength- 
ened by  the  fact  that  the  claimant  contimied  in  acti\'e  ser\nce  for  more 
than  a  year  after  his  alleged  sickness,  tliat  after  filing  his  claim  he  added 
thereto  allegations  of  additional  disabilities,  and  that  he  made  no  appli- 
cation for  pension  until  more  than  twelve  years  after  his  discharge.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3363,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  i>eusion  to  Jetmette  Dow." 

The  husband  of  the  claimant  eidisted  August  7,  1862;  received  a  gun- 
shot wound  in  his  left  knee  in  Septeml^er.  1863.  and  was  mustered  out 
with  his  company  June  10,  1865.  He  was  pensioned  for  his  wound  in 
1878  at  the  rate  of  '^^  per  month,  dating  from  the  time  of  his  discharge, 
which  amount  was  increased  to  $8  per  month  from  June  4, 1880.  The 
pensioned  soldier  died  December  17,  i8S2,and  in  1SS3  his  widow,  the 
claimant,  filed  an  application  for  j>ension,  alleging  that  her  husband's 
deatli  resulted  from  his  wound.  Her  claim  was  rejected  in  1885  upon 
the  ground  that  deatli  was  not  caused  by  the  wound. 

The  physician  who  was  present  at  the  time  of  the  death  certifies  that 
the  same  resulted  from  apoplexy  in  twelve  hours  after  the  deceased  was 
attacked. 

It  also  appears  from  the  statement  of  this  physician  that  the  deceased 
was  employed  for  years  after  his  discharge  from  the  Army  as  a  rail- 
road conductor,  and  that  at  the  time  of  his  death  he  had  with  difficulty 
reached  his  home.     He  then  describes  as  following  the  attack  the  usual 
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manifestations  of  apoplexy,  and  adds  that  he  regards  tbe  case  as  one  of 
hetiiiplegia,  the  outgrowth  primarily  of  nerve  injury,  aggravateil  by 
the  life's  calling,  and  eventuating  in  aixijilexy  as  stated." 

■  Evidence  is  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  showing  that  after  his  dis- 
charge  he  was  more  or  less  troubled  with  his  wound,  though  one  wit- 
ness testifies  that  he  railroaded  with  him  for  fifteen  years  after  his  injury. 

■  I  find  no  medical  testimony  referred  to  which  with  any  distiuctneis 
charges  death  to  the  wound,  and  it  would  be  hardly  credible  if  such 
evidence  was  found. 

■  I  am  sure  that  in  no  case  except  in  an  application  for  pension  would 
an  attempt  Ix;  made  in  the  circumstances  here  dcvelopal  to  attribute 
death  frouj  apoplexy  to  a  wound  in  the  knee  received  nineteen  years 

B  before  the  apoplectic  attack.

I  I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9106,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Rachel  Barnes." 

William  Barnes,  the  huslxmd  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill, 
enlisted  in  the  United  States  infantry  in  February,  1838,  and  was  dis- 
charged February  24.  1841. 

»In  1880  he  applied  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  while  serving  in  Florida 
m  1840  and  1841  he  contracted  disease  of  the  eyes.  He  procured  con- 
siderable evidence  in  supjxjrt  of  his  claim,  but  in  1S82,  and  while  still 
»  endeavoring  to  furnish  further  proof,  he  committed  suicide  by  hanging. 
The  inference  that  his  death  thus  occasioned  was  the  result  of  de- 
spondency and  despair  brought  on  by  his  failure  to  procure  a  |>ension, 
»  while  it  adds  a  sad  feature  to  the  case,  does  not  aid  in  connecting  his 
death  with  his  military  senHce. 

That  this  was  the  ^'iew  of  the  conunittee  of  the  House  to  whom  the 
bill  was  referred  is  evidenced  by  the  conclusion  of  their  report  in  these 
words: 


I 
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And  while  your  committee  do  nnt  feci  justifiefl  under  the  law  a.s  at  present  exist- 
ing in  reconimcnding  Uiut  the  name  of  the  widow  l>e  placed  upou  the  pension  roll 
for  Uie  purpose  of  h  pension  in  her  own  rij;!it  as  widow  of  the  deceased  soldier  and 
by  reason  of  the  soldier's  death,  they  do  think  tliat  she  should  be  allowed  such 
pension  as,  had  her  husband's  claim  been  favorably  determineil  on  the  day  of  liis 
decease,  he  would  have  received. 

And  yet  the  bill  under  consideration  directs  the  Secretary-  of  the  Inte- 
rior to  place  this  widow's  name  on  the  |>ension  roll  and  to  *'pay  her  a 
pension  as  such  widow  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act.  subject  to 
the  provisions  and  limitations  of  the  i>ensiou  laws."

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8356,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  an  increase  of  pension  to  Duncan  Forbes. ' ' 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted,  under  the  name  of  Alex- 
ander Sheret,  January  7, 1862,  in  the  Regular  Army,  and  was  discharged 
January  8,  1865. 

He  applied  for  a  pension  in  1879,  alleging  that  he  was  wounded  in  his 
right  breast  December  31 ,  1862,  and  in  his  right  ankle  September  20, 1863. 
He  was  pensioned  in  1883,  dating  from  January  9,  1865,  for  the  ankle 
wound,  but  that  part  of  his  claim  based  upon  the  wound  in  his  breast 
was  rejected  upon  the  ground  that  there  was  no  record  of  the  same  and 
the  testimony  failed  to  show  that  such  a  wound  had  its  origin  in  the 
service. 

Though  the  lack  of  such  a  record  is  sufficiently  accounted  for,  I  am 
convinced  that,  conceding  both  the  wounds  alleged  were  received,  this 
pensioner  has  been  fairly  and  justly  treated. 

It  appears  from  the  allegations  of  his  application  to  the  Pension  Bureau 
that  after  the  wound  in  his  breast,  in  December,  1862,  he  continued  his 
service  till  September,  1863,  when  he  was  wounded  again  in  the  ankle, 
and  that  with  both  wounds  he  served  until  his  discharge  in  January, 
1865.  It  also  appears  from  the  records  that  after  his  discharge  from  the 
Army,  and  on  the  3d  day  of  February,  1865,  he  enlisted  as  landsman 
in  the  United  States  Navy,  and  served  in  that  branch  of  the  service  for 
three  years. 

A  medical  examination  in  May,  1885,  disclosed  the  appearance  of  a 
gunshot  wound  in  the  right  breast,  which  is  thus  described: 

The  missile  struck  the  seventh  rib  of  right  side  and  glanced  off,  leaving  a  horizon- 
tal scar  1%  inches  long  and  one-half  inch  wide,  deeply  depressed  and  fimily  adherent. 

I  credit  this  claimant  with  being  a  good  soldier,  and  I  am  willing  to 
believe  that  his  insistence  upon  a  greater  pension  than  that  already 
allowed  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  under  liberal  general  laws,  enacted  for 
the  benefit  of  himself  and  all  his  comrades,  is  the  result  of  the  demorali- 
zation produced  by  ill-advised  special  legislation  on  the  subject.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5389,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Ann  Kinney." 

This  beneficiary  applied  for  a  pension  in  1877  as  the  widow  of  Edward 
Kinney,  alleging  that  he  died  September  5,  1875,  from  the  effects  of  a 
wound  received  in  the  Army.     He  enlisted  November  4,  1861,  and  was 


discharged  July  2S.  rS'Sj.  on  aco^unt  -•:  a  ^nshot  wound  in  his  left 
elbow,  for  which  w»)und  he  was  rien>:«"'r.ei  in  the  year  1S65. 

A  physician  testifier  that  the  pen^i'ind  >»iU'.ier's  death  was.  in  his 
opinion,  brouifht  on  :n<i:recl!y  by  the  :::ttmperate  use  of  intoxicating 
liquors,  and  that  he  died  fron:  o 'nirc^tt-jn  'if  the  brain. 

The  marshal  «.»f  the  city  'Ahcre  he  resi-letl  >tatcs  that  on  the  day  of  the 
soldiers  death  he  wa^  ca'.to:  tu  rcn:'»ve  him  from  a  house  in  which  he 
was  making  a  ^ii.*:urrxin<:e.  a::*!  that  f.ndin:^'  him  intoxicate^l  he  arrested 
him  and  took  him  to  the  I'ckup  an^l  T'lace*!  him  in  a  cell.  In  a  short 
time,  not  exceeding  an  bvar.  thereafter  he  wa.-^  f«»und  dead.  He  further 
states  that  he  was  addictetl  t<j  jjeriolical  spretrs. 

Another  statement  is  ma-ic  th.it  the  s*)ldier  was  an  intemperate  man. 
and  died  ver>'  suddenly  in  the  city  lockup,  where  he  had  been  taken  by 
an  oflBcer  while  on  a  drunken  ^pree. 

This  is  not  a  pleasant  recital.  ari-I  z>  ajjaiust  the  widow  I  should  be 
glad  to  avoid  its  effect.  But  trie  vA^y^t  favorable  phase  of  the  case  does 
not  aid  her,  since  her  claim  re-^ts  upon  the  allegation  that  her  husband 
was  subject  to  epileptic  nt'^  and  died  fr<»m  c«  ingestion  of  the  brain  while 
in  one  of  these  fits.  Even  upcjn  this  showing  the  connection  between 
the  fits  and  the  wound  in  the  elb«>w  is  not  made  apparent.

I  herewith  return  uith<Ait  appnnal  House  bill  No.  S556. entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  penM«>n  to  .\brahani  Points." 

This  soldier  enlisted  Aii;.;u>t  1 1.  1*^64.  and  \va>  mustered  out  June  ^8. 
1865. 

He  was  treated  during  hi:^  >hort  term  of  ser\ice  tor  "catarrhal."  "con- 
stipation/' "diarrhea."    '  jauiulice.  '  and  'colic." 

He  filed  an  application  for  jxrnsion  in  iSy.s.  alleging  that  some  of  his 
comrades  in  a  joke  twisted  his  arm  in  such  a  manner  that  the  ellx>w  joint 
became  stiffened  and  amhylo-^-d.and  that  his  eyes  iK-camc  sore  and  have 
continued  to  grow  \vor^<:  ever  siui-t-.  There  is  no  record  of  either  of  these 
disabilities. 

The  application  was  rlenied  wym  the  ground,  as  state<l  in  the  report 
from  the  Pension  Hurean.that  the  claim  "was  .si>ecially  examined,  and 
it  was  shown  conclusively,  from  tlu:  evidence  of  neighlK)rs  and  acquaint- 
ances of  go<xl  repute  atid  >tan<ling.  that  the  alleged  disabilities  existe<l 
at  and  prior  to  claimant's  t-nli^-tnieni.  ' 

I  am  satisfied  from  an  examination  of  the  facts  submitted  to  me  that 

this  determination  was  correct.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3551,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  George  W.  Cutler,  late  a  private  in  Company 
B,  Ninth  New  Hampshire  Volunteers." 

This  claimant  enlisted  July  12,  1862,  and  was  discharged  June  22, 
1863,  for  disability  resulting  from  ''scrofulous  ulceration  of  the  tibia 
and  fibula  of  right  leg;  loss  of  sight  of  left  eye." 

He  made  a  claim  for  pension  in  1865,  alleging  an  injury  wliile  loading 
commissary  stores,  resulting  in  spitting  of  blood,  injury  to  lungs,  and 
heart  disease. 

This  claim  was  rejected  August  31, 1865. 

In  1867  he  again  enlisted  in  the  United  States  infantr>',  and  was  dis- 
charged from  that  enlistment  March  29,  1869,  for  disability,  the  certifi- 
cate stating  that— 

He  is  unfit  for  military  service  by  reason  of  T>eing  subject  to  bleeding  of  the  lungs. 
He  was  wounded,  while  in  the  line  of  his  duty  in  the  United  States  Army,  at  Fred- 
ericksburg, Va.,  December  13,  1862.     Said  wound  is  not  the  cause  of  his  disability. 

Afterwards,  and  in  the  year  1879,  he  filed  affidavits  claiming  that  he 
was  wounded  by  a  minie  ball  at  the  battle  of  Fredericksburg,  Decemlier 
13,  1862,  and  was  injured  by  falling  down  an  embankment. 

In  1883  he  filed  an  affidavit  in  which  he  stated  that  the  disability  for 
which  he  claims  a  pension  arose  from  injuries  received  in  falling  down  a 
bank  at  Fredericksburg  and  being  tramped  on  by  troops,  causing  a  com- 
plication of  diseases  resulting  in  general  debility. 

The  statement  in  the  certificate  of  discharge  from  his  second  enlist- 
ment as  to  the  wound  he  received  by  a  niinie  ball  at  Fredericksburg  was 
of  course  derived  from  his  own  statement,  as  it  was  related  to  a  prior 
term  of  service. 

The  records  of  the  Adjutant-Generars  Office  furnish  no  evidence  of 
wounds  or  injury  at  Fredericksburg. 

The  injur>'  alleged  at  first  as  a  consequence  of  loading  commissary 
stores  seems  to  have  been  abandoned  by  the  claimant  for  the  adoption  of 
a  wound  at  Fredericksburg,  which  in  its  turn  seems  to  have  been  aban- 
doned and  a  fall  down  a  bank  and  trampling  upon  by  troops  substituted. 

Whatever  injuries  he  may  have  suffered  during  his  first  enlistment, 
and  to  whatever  cause  he  chooses  at  last  to  attribute  them,  they  did  not 
prevent  his  reenlistment  and  pa.ssing  the  physical  examination  necessary 
before  acceptance. 

The  surgeon  of  the  Ninth  New  Hampshire  Volunteers,  in  which  he 
first  enli.sted,  states  that  he  remembers  the  claimant  well;  that  he  was 
nuistered  and  accepted  as  a  recruit  iti  spite  of  his  (the  surgeon's)  pro- 
test; that  he  was  physically  unfit  for  duty;  that  he  had  the  appearance 
of  impaired  health,  and  that  his  face  and  neck  were  marked  by  one  or 
more  deep  scars,  the  result,  as  the  claimant  himself  alleged,  of  scrofulous 
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abscesses  in  early  youth.  He  expresses  the  opinion  that  he  is  attempting 
to  palm  off  these  old  scars  as  evidence  of  wounds  received,  and  that  if  he 
had  been  wounded  as  he  claimed  he  (the  surgeon)  would  have  known 
it  and  remembered  it. 

It  is  true  that  whenever  in  this  case  a  wound  is  described  it  is  located 
in  the  jaw,  while  some  of  the  medical  testimony  negatives  the  existence 
of  any  wound. 

The  contrariety  of  the  claimant's  statements  and  the  testimony  and 
circumstances  tend  so  strongly  to  impeach  his  claim  that  I  do  not  think 
the  decision  of  the  Pension  Bureau  should  be  reversed  and  the  claimant

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  7234,  entitled 
"An  act  granting  a  pension  to  Susan  Hawes." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  mother  of  Jeremiah  Hawes, 
who  enlisted  in  February,  i86i,in  the  United  States  artillery,  and  was 
discharged  in  February,  1864.  He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1881, 
alleging  that  in  1862,  by  the  premature  discharge  of  a  cannon,  he  sus- 
tained paralysis  of  his  right  arm  and  side.  In  1883,  while  his  claim  was 
still  pending,  he  died. 

He  does  not  appear  to  have  made  his  home  with  his  mother  alto- 
gether, if  at  all.  For  some  years  prior  to  his  death  and  at  the  time  of 
its  occurrence  he  was  an  inmate,  or  had  been  an  inmate,  of  a  soldiers' 
home  in  Ohio. 

But  whatever  may  be  said  of  the  character  of  any  injuries  he  may 
have  received  in  the  service  or  of  his  relations  to  his  mother,  the  cause 
of  his  death,  it  seems  to  me,  can  not  possibly  upon  any  reasonable  theory 
be  attributable  to  any  incident  of  his  militar>'  service. 

It  appears  that  in  July,  1S83,  wliile  the  deceased  was  on  his  way  from 
Buffalo,  where  he  had  lx;en  in  a  hospital,  to  the  soldiers'  home  in  Ohio, 
he  attempted  to  step  on  a  slowly  moving  freight  train,  and  making  a 
misstep  a  wheel  of  the  car  passed  over  his  foot,  injuring  it  so  badly 
that  it  was  deemed  necessary  by  two  physicians  who  were  called  to 
amputate  the  foot.  An  ana;.sthetic  was  administered  preparatory  to  the 
operation,  but  l)efore  it  was  entered  uix>u  the  injured  man  died,  having 
.survive<l  the  accident  but  two  hours. 

The  physicians  who  were  present  stated  that  in  their  opinion  death 
was  due  to  heart  disease. 

The  aljove  account  of  the  death  of  the  soldier  is  derived  from  a  re|>ort 
furnished  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  differs  somewhat  from  the  state- 
ment contained  in  the  report  of  the  House  Committee  on  Invalid  Pen- 
sions as  related  to  the  intention  of  the  physicians  to  amputate  the  injured 
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ffKit  and  their  administration  of  an  anaesthetic.     But  the  accident  an< 
the  death  two  hours  thereafter  under  the  treatment  of  the  physiciaus  are 
conceded  facts.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  appro\'al  House  bill  No.  1584,  entitled  '^An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Mrs.  Aurelia  C.  Richardson.'* 

AllKrt  H.  Fillmore,  the  son  of  the  beneficiarj-  mentioned  in  this  bill, 
enlisted  in  August,  1862,  and  died  iu  the  service,  of  sniall{K»x,  May  20, 
1865. 

His  father  having  died  some  time  prior  to  the  soldier's  enlistment,  his 
mother  in  1S5H  married  Lorenzo  D.  Richardson.  It  is  stated  in  the 
reix)rl  U[H>n  this  case  from  the  Pension  Bureau  that  the  deceased  did  not 
live  with  his  mother  after  her  marriage  to  Richardson,  and  that  there 
is  no  comf)etent  evidence  that  he  contributed  to  her  support  after  that 
event. 

At  the  time  of  the  soldier's  death  his  stepfather  was  a  blacksmith, 
earning  at  abonl  ihat  time,  as  it  is  represented,  not  less  than  $70  a  month, 
and  owning  consitlerable  projxirty,  a  part  of  which  still  remains  to  him. 

While  in  ordinary  cases  of  this  kind  I  am  by  no  means  inclined  to  dis- 
Linguish  very  closely  between  dependence  at  the  date  of  the  soldier's 
death  and  the  dntc  of  proposed  aid  to  a  needy  mother,  T  think  the  cir- 
cumstances lierc  presented,  especially  the  fact  of  nonresidence  by  the 
son  with  his  mother  since  her  second  marriage,  do  not  call  for  a  depar- 
ture from  the  law  goveruiug  claims  based  upou  dependence.

t'-An  act  for  the  rrltrf  uf  Pranciji  W.  Halilcinnn."— Rrcrived  July  sA.  tSH6.] 

This  bill  appropriates  $200  to  the  party  named  thereiu  "as  compensa- 
tion for  services  performed  and  money  expended  for  the  benefit  of  the 
l*nite<l  States  Army."  It  appears  from  a  report  of  the  House  Committee 
on  War  Claims  that  in  the  fall  of  1863  Haldcman,  a  lad  12  years  of  age, 
purchased  a  uniform  and  armed  himself  and  attached  himself  to  various 
Ohio  regiments,  and,  as  is  said,  performed  various  duties  conncctetl  with 
the  army  service  until  the  end  of  the  year  1864,  and  for  this  it  is  pro- 
posed to  give  him  $200. 

Of  course  he  never  enlisted  and  never  was  regularly  attached  to  any 
regiment.  What  kind  of  arms  this  boy  12  years  of  age  anned  himself 
with  is  not  stated,  and  it  is  quite  evident  that  his  militar>'  service  could 
not  have  amounted  to  mucli  more  than  the  iiidulf^ence  of  a  l>oyish  freak 
and  his  l>eing  made  a  pet  of  the  soldiers  with  whom  he  was  associated. 
There  is  a  pleasant  sentiment  connected  with  this  display  of  patriotism 
and  childish  military  ardor,  and  it  is  not  a  matter  of  surprise  that  he 
should,  as  stated  by  the  committee,  have  "received  honorable  mention 
by  name  in  the  history  of  his  regiment;"  but  when  it  is  proposed  twenty- 
two  years  after  his  one  year's  experience  with  troops  to  ])ay  him  a  sum 
nearly  if  not  quite  equal  to  the  pay  of  a  soldier  who  fought  and  suf- 
fered all  the  dangers  and  privations  of  a  soldier's  life.  I  am  constrained 
to  disseiit. 


['*Ati  act  for  the  rcUcf  of  R.  n.  Bccklcy  and  I>on  Howard."— Received  July  s8,  i8S6.] 

These  two  men  were  employed  by  the  Doorkeeper  of  the  Forty-eighth 
Congress  as  laborers  at  the  rale  of  $720  per  annum. 

They  claim  tliat  in  lx)th  sessions  of  that  Congress  they  not  only  per- 
formed the  duties  appertaining  to  their  positions  as  laborers,  but  also 
performed  the  full  duties  of  messengers.  Having  received  their  pay  as 
laborers,  this  bill  proposes  to  appropriate  for  them  the  difference  Ijctween 
their  comjiensation  as  laborers  and  $1,200,  the  pay  allowed  messengers. 

Congress,  in  appropriation  bills  covering  the  {)eriod  in  which  these 
men  claim  to  have  performed  these  dual  duties,  provided  for  a  certain 
specified  number  of  messengers  and  a  fixed  number  of  laborers.  They 
both  accepted  the  latter  position.  If  they  actually  i)erformed  the  duties 
of  both  places,  their  ability  to  do  so  is  evidence  that  the  labor  of  either 
place  was  very  light.  In  any  case  they  owed  their  time  and  services  to 
the  G<.)vernment.and  while  they  were  performing  the  duties  of  messen- 
gers they  were  not  engaged  in  the  harder  tasks  which  might  have  been 
required  of  them  as  laborers.  They  ought  not  to  coniplaiu  if  they  have 
received  the  amount  for  which  they  agreed  to  work,  and  which  was 
allowed  for  as  the  wages  of  a  place  which  they  were  glad  enough  to 
secure.  If  they  really  did  the  work  of  both  places,  I  don't  see  why  they 
should  nut  be  paid  both  compensations.  This  proix>sition  of  course 
would  not  be  entertained  for  a  moment.

Tbcmas  P.  ICorgan,  jr..  in  the  year  1881  etitered  into  a  ooatnict  with 
the  Gorenuneni  to  do  certain  excavatix^  in  tbc  harbor  of  Xorlblk. 

He  pcrfonned  comadetable  of  the  work,  but  tfaoogfa  the  ttme  fimited 
by  tbc  contract  for  the  oorapletion  was  extetuled  by  the  Govemment.  be 
failed  to  complete  the  work,  which  necessitated  oCber  aiiangenicnts.  to 
the  damafi^c  of  the  Government  in  quite  a  lai^e  stnn.  His  coolTBct  was 
fr^eited  by  the  Government  because  the  progress  he  made  was  so  stow 
and  iiiiaatisfactor>-.  It  seems  that  a  certain  percentage  of  the  money 
tamed  by  him  in  the  progress  of  the  work  was,  tmder  the  terms  of  the 
cODtract,  retained  b>'  the  Go\*emment  to  insure  its  completion,  and  when 
wr/rk  was  temiitiated  the  stim  thus  retaine<l  amounted  to  $4,898.04, 
wliich  sum  was  justly  ffirfdlcd  to  the  Government. 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  u-aive  this  forfeitnTe  and  pay  this  sum  to 
the  derelict  contractor. 

Ittasmuch  as  I  am  unable  to  see  any  equities  in  this  case  that  should 
overcome  the  fact  that  the  amount  of  loss  to  the  Government  through 
the  contract  is  greater  llian  the  sum  thus  sought  to  be  released  to  hiui,  I 
am  not  willing  to  agree  to  his  release  from  the  consequence  of  his  failure 
to  perfonn  his  contract.

It  appears  that  Charles  V.  Bowers,  while  acting  as  regimental  quar- 
termaster in  1862,  received  of  John  Weeks,  assistant  quartermaster  of 
volunteers,  the  sura  of  $230,  for  which  he  gave  a  receipt.  On  the  set- 
tlcMncJil  of  his  accounts  he  was  unable  to  account  for  said  sum,  for  the 
reason,  as  he  alleges,  that  certain  of  his  papers  were  lost  and  destroyed. 
Thus  in  the  statement  of  his  account  he  is  represented  as  a  debtor  of 
the  G*)vemnient  in  that  amount. 

This  l)ill  directs  that  a  credit  be  allowed  to  him  of  the  said  sum  of 
$330.  But  siuce  his  account  was  adjusted  as  above  stated,  showing  him 
in  debt  to  the  Government  in  the  amount  last  stated,  he  lias  paid  the 
sum  of  $75  and  lx:cn  allowed  a  credit  of  $12$  for  the  value  of  a  horse; 
so  that  whate\'cr  may  be  said  of  the  merits  of  his  claim  that  he  should 
not  be  charged  with  the  sum  of  ^230,  if  he  .should  now  be  credited  with 
that  sum  the  GovennneiU  would  owe  him  upon  its  books  the  sum  of  fy^. 

The  bill  is  therefore  not  approved.

There  seems  to  be  so  little  necessity  for  the  building  proposed  for  the 
txaiisaction  of  Government  business,  and  if  there  is  anj-thing  in  the  argu- 
ment last  referred  to  it  seems  so  well  answered  by  the  maintenance  of  the 
Naval  Academy  at  Annapolis,  this  bill  is  allowed  to  remain  inoperative.

This  bill  appropriates  various  sums  lu  the  parties  named  therein,  being 
claims  of  rent  of  quartern  occupied  during  the  war  by  the  Quartermaster's 
De|*artuient  of  the  Array. 

Among  the  approi>riatioiis  there  prop<>sed  to  >>e  made  is  one  of  the  sum 
of  $51  to  L.  F.  Green.  This  account  lias  tx^en  once  paid,  a  special  act 
directing  such  pa>-ment  ha\nng  been  approved  Fcbniarj'  12.  1885.  The 
fact  of  this  iwyment  and  imi>ortant  infonuation  l^earing  upon  the  validity 
of  some  of  the  other  claims  mentione<l  in  the  bill  could  have  been  easily 
obtaiue<i  by  application  to  the  Third  Auditor.

This  bill  directs  the  payment  of  the  sum  of  $633.50  to  William  H. 
Wheeler  for  quartermaster" s  stores  funiishetl  the  Army  in  the  year  1S62. 

From  the  data  furnished  me  by  the  Quartermaster-General  I  am  quite 
certain  that  this  claim  has  V»een  once  paid.  The  circumstances  presented 
to  prove  this  are  so  strong  that  they  should  be  explainevl  before  the  relief 
provided  by  this  bill  is  afforded  the  claimant. 

("AnactgniatiaKitpviuiornlo  MarsardD.Marcbaiul"— Received  Angnat  5. 1886.— Memorandnm.] 

A  bill  presented  to  me  for  approval,  granting  a  pension  of  $50  jkt 
month  to  the  t>encficiar>-  named,  was  disapproved  upon  the  ground  tliat 
the  death  of  her  husband  did  not  appear  to  be  in  any  way  related  to  any 
incident  of  his  miHtar>'  sen-ice. 

This  bill  differs  from  the  prior  one  simply  in  granting  a  pension  sub- 
ject to  the  provisions  and  hmitatioiLs  of  the  pension  laws  instead  of  fixing 
the  rate  of  pension  at  a  specifieil  sum.  I  am  still  unable  to  sec  how  the 
objection  to  the  Erst  bill  lias  been  obviated. 

I  "Joint  resolution  prcnHdtng  for  the  distribution  o(  the  Official  Register  of  the  United  States."— 
Keceivrd  August  5,  i)la6.— Memorandum] 

This  resolution  reached  me  five  minutes  after  the  adjournment  of  the 
two  Houses  of  Congress,  and  is  the  only  enactment  of  the  session  which 
came  to  me  too  late  for  official  action. 

I  do  not  understand  this  resolution  nor  the  purposes  sought  to  be 
accomplished  by  its  passage,  and  while  in  that  frame  of  mind  should 
have  been  constrainecl  to  withhold  x\\\  approval  from  the  same  even  if 
it  had  reached  me  in  lime  for  consideration.

It  is  not  approved  because 
I  Ijcheve  it  to  be  unnecessary  and  because  I  am  by  no  means  convinced 
that  its  mere  passage  and  approval  at  this  time  may  not  endanger  and 
embarrass  the  successful  and  useful  operations  of  the  Treasury'  Depart- 
ment and  impair  the  cunfideuce  which  the  people  should  have  iu  the 
management  of  the  finances  of  the  Goveniment. 


PROCLAMATIONS. 


By  thb  President  of  the  United  States  of  America. 
a  proclamation. 

Whereas  it  is  represented  to  me  by  the  governor  of  the  Territory  of 
Washington  that  domestic  violeuce  exists  within  the  said  Territory,  and 
that  by  reason  of  uidawful  obstructions  and  combinations  and  the  assem- 
blage of  evil-disix>scd  ptrstjns  it  has  become  impracticable  to  enforce  by 
the  ordinary  course  of  judicial  proceedings  the  laws  of  the  United  States 
at  Seattle  and  at  other  jxjiuts  and  places  within  said  Territory,  whereby 
life  and  property  arc  there  threatened  and  endangered;  and 

Whereas,  in  the  judgment  of  the  President,  an  emergency  has  arisen 
and  a  case  is  now  presented  which  justifies  and  requires,  under  the  Con- 
stitution and  laws  of  the  United  States,  the  employment  of  military  force 
to  suppress  domestic  violence  and  enforce  the  faithful  execution  of  the 
]aws  of  the  United  Slates  if  the  command  and  warning  of  this  proclama- 
lioii  be  dist)beyed  and  disregarded: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  do  hereby  command  and  warn  all  insurgeiUs  and  all  persons 
who  have  assemljled  at  any  j)oinl  within  the  said  Territory  of  Washing- 
ton for  the  unlawful  purposes  aforesaid  to  desist  therefrom  and  to  dis- 
perse and  retire  peaceabl\  to  their  resi>ective  alxKles  on  or  before  6  o'clock 
iu  the  afternoon  of  the  lolh  day  of  Februar>-  instant. 

And  I  do  admonish  all  good  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  all  per- 
sons within  the  limits  and  jurisdiction  thereof  against  aiding,  abetting, 
countenancing,  or  taking  any  part  iu  such  unlawful  acts  or  assemblages. 

Iu  witness  whereof  I  have  set  my  hand  and  caused  the  seal  of  the 
United  States  to  l>e  hereunto  affixed.

3.  That  said  person  is  shown  in  the  statement  or  by  other  evidence  satisfactory  to 
the  Commission  to  have  l>eeiu  during  six  consecutive  months  in  such  ser\nce  since 
Janiiarj'  16,  iH8.^. 

4.  That  such  person  has  p3sse<l  at  the  required  ^adc  one  or  more  cxaniinatious 
under  the  Commission  which  are  toj^elher  equal  to  that  required  for  tlie  place  to 
which  the  transfer  ts  to  be  made. 

But  any  pers<»n  who  has  For  three  years  last  prece<linK  served  as  n  clerk  in  the 
office  of  the  Presitlcnt  of  the  Ignited  Slates  may  ^>e  transferred  or  appointed  to  any 
place  in  the  classified  service  without  examination.

To  the  Heads  of  Departments  in  the  Service  of  the  Getieral  Goverjiment: 

I  deem  this  a  proper  time  to  especially  warn  all  subordinates  in  the 
several  Deiwirtments  and  all  officeholders  under  the  General  Govennnent 
against  tho  use  of  their  official  positions  in  attempts  to  control  political 
movements  in  their  localities. 

Officeholders  are  the  agents  of  the  people,  not  their  masters.  Not  only 
is  their  time  and  lal)or  due  t<3  the  GoveninieiU,  but  they  should  scnipu- 
lously  avoid  hi  their  political  action,  as  well  as  in  the  discharge  of  their 
official  duty,  offending  by  a  display  of  obtrusive  partisanship  theu"  neigh- 
l)ors  who  have  relations  with  them  as  public  officials. 

They  should  also  constantly  reniemljer  that  their  part)'  friends  from 
whom  they  have  received  preferment  have  not  invested  them  with  the 
jxAVer  of  arbitrarily  managing  their  jxilitical  affairs.  They  Iiave  no  right 
as  officeholders  to  dictate  the  political  action  of  their  i>arty  associates  or 
to  throttle  freedom  of  action  within  party  lines  by  methods  and  practices 
which  pervert  every  useful  and  justifiable  puri^ose  of  parly  organization. 

The  influence  of  Fetleral  officeholders  should  not  be  felt  in  the  manip- 
ulation of  ix>litical  ]>riniary  meetings  and  luniiintiting  convenlions.  The 
use  by  these  officials  (jf  their  ptjsitions  to  compas-s  their  selection  as  dele- 
gales  to  political  conventions  is  indecent  and  unfair;  and  projier  regard 
for  tbe  profiricties  and  requirements  of  offici:il  place  will  also  prevent 
their  Ltssuening  Uie  active  eomiiict  i>f  imlitical  campaigns. 

Individual  interest  and  activity  in  |>oHtical  affairs  are  by  no  means con- 
demne<l.  Officeholders  are  neither  disfratichised  nor  forbidden  the  exer- 
cise of  i>olitical  privileges,  but  their  privileges  are  not  enlarged  nor  is 
their  duty  to  jMirty  increase<l  to  pernicious  activity  by  officeholding. 

A  just  discrimination  in  this  regard  l^twcen  the  things  a  citizen  may 
proj>erly  do  and  the  purposes  for  which  a  public  office  .-ihould  not  be  u.sed 
is  easy  in  the  light  of  a  correct  appreciation  of  the  relation  between  the 
fieople  and  those  inlrnstetl  with  official  place  and  a  consideration  of 
the  necessity  under  our  form  of  govennnent  of  political  action  free  from 
official  coercion. 
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You  are  requested  to  comiutmicate  the  substance  uf  these  views  to 
tliose  for  whose  guidauce  they  are  intended.

2.  If  for  the  classified  customs  service,  to  the  civil-service  IxMird  of  examiners  for 
the  ciLstnms  district  in  which  Uie  person  desiring  to  he  examined  wishes  to  enter  the 
customs  service. 

3.  If  fortlie  classified  postal  ser\'ice,  to  the  cinl-scrvicc  Ixwinl  of  examiners  for  the 
pcwl-office  at  which  the  person  desiring;  to  he  examined  wishes  to  enter  the  postal 
aen'ice. 

Rcc|uests  for  blank  fonns  of  nppljcation  to  civstoms  and  postal  1>oanls  of  examin- 
ers must  l>c  made  in  writing  by  the  persons  desiring  examination,  and  such  blank 
fonns  sliall  not  be  furnished  to  any  other  persons.

Executive  Mansion, 
Washington,  D.  C,  November  18,  1886. 
To  the  People  of  the  United  States: 

It  is  my  painful  duty  to  announce  the  death  of  Chester  Alan  Arthur, 
lately  the  President  of  the  United  States,  which  occurred,  after  an  illness 
of  long  duration,  at  an  early  hour  this  morning  at  his  residence  in  the 
city  of  New  York. 

Mr.  Arthur  was  called  to  the  chair  of  the  Chief  Magpistracy  of  the  na- 
tion by  a  tragedy  which  cast  its  shadow  over  the  entire  Government. 

His  assumption  of  the  grave  duties  was  marked  by  an  evident  and 
conscientious  sense  of  his  responsibilities  and  an  earnest  desire  to  meet 
them  in  a  patriotic  and  benevolent  spirit. 

With  dignity  and  ability  he  sustained  the  important  duties  of  his  sta- 
tion, and  the  reputation  of  his  personal  worth,  conspicuous  graciousness, 
and  patriotic  fidelity  will  long  l?e  cherished  by  his  fellow-countrymen. 

In  token  of  respect  to  the  memory  of  the  deceased  it  is  ordered  that 
the  Executive  Mansion  and  the  several  departmental  buildings  be  draped 
in  mourning  for  a  period  of  thirty  days  and  that  on  the  day  of  the  funeral 
all  public  business  in  the  departments  be  suspende<I. 

The  Secretaries  of  War  and  of  the  Navy  will  cause  orders  to  be  issued 
for  appropriate  military  and  naval  honors  to  be  rendered  on  that  day.

SECOND  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 


Washington,  Dccanber  6,  /A'S6. 
To  i/te  Congress  0/  the  Untied  Siaies: 

In  discharge  of  a  constitutional  duty,  and  following  a  well-established 
precedent  iu  the  Executive  ofhce,  I  herewith  transmit  lo  the  Congiess  at 
its  reassembling  certain  information  concerning  the  state  of  the  Union, 
together  with  such  reconmieudations  for  legislative  consideration  as  ap- 
pear necessary  and  ex[)edient. 
Our  Government  has  consistently  nuiintained  its  relations  of  friendship 
M  P— vol.  viu— 3J 
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toward  all  other  powers  and  of  iieighlx>rly  interest  toward  those  whose 
possessions  are  contiguous  to  our  own.  Few  questions  have  arisen  dur- 
ing the  past  year  with  other  governments,  and  none  of  those  are  l>eyond 
the  reach  of  settlement  in  friendly  cotmsel. 

We  are  as  yet  without  provision  for  tlie  settlement  of  claims  of  citixens 
of  the  United  vStates  against  Chile  for  injustice  during  the  late  war  with 
Peru  and  Bolivia.  The  mixed  commissions  urganize<l  under  claims  con- 
veulious  concluded  by  the  Chilean  Ooveruuieut  with  certain  European 
States  have  developed  an  amount  of  friction  which  w*e  trust  can  be  a-\'oided 
in  the  convention  which  our  representative  at  Sautiago  is  authorized  to 
negotiate. 

Tlje  cruel  treatment  of  inoffensive  Chinese  has,  I  regret  to  say,  beeii 
repeated  in  some  of  the  far  Western  States  and  Territories,  and  acts  of 
violence  against  those  people,  beyond  tlie  power  of  the  lixral  constituted 
authorities  to  prevent  and  difficult  to  punish,  are  rejwrted  even  in  dis- 
tant Alaska.  Much  of  this  violence  can  be  traced  to  race  prejudice  and 
comj^titiou  of  lab{_>r,  which  can  not,  however,  justify  the  oppression  of 
strangers  whose  safety  is  guaranteed  by  our  treaty  with  China  e<|ually 
with  the  most  favored  nations. 

In  opening  our  vast  domain  to  alien  elements  the  purpose  of  our  law- 
givers was  to  invite  assimilation,  and  not  to  provide  an  arena  for  endless 
antagoriism.  The  parauRmnl  dut>*  of  maintaining  public  order  and  defend- 
ing the  interests  of  our  own  pet:»ple  may  require  the  adoption  of  measures 
of  restriction,  but  they  should  not  tolerate  the  oppression  of  indi\^duals  of 
a  special  race.  I  am  not  without  assurance  that  the  Ooverumeut  of  China, 
whose  frieudh'  disposition  toward  us  I  am  most  liappy  to  recognize,  will 
meet  us  halfway  in  devising  a  comprehensive  remedy  by  which  an  effect- 
ive limitation  of  Chinese  emigration,  joined  to  protection  of  those  Chinese 
subjects  who  remaiu  in  this  country,  may  Ix-  secured. 

Legislation  is  needed  to  execute  the  provisions  of  our  Chinese  conven- 
tion of  1880  touching  llie  opium  traffic. 

While  the  good  will  of  the  Colombian  Govenunent  toward  our  country 
is  manifest,  the  situation  of  American  interests  on  the  Isthmus  of  Panama 
has  at  limes  excited  concern  and  invited  friendly  action  looking  to  the 
performance  of  the  engagements  of  the  t\vo  nations  concerning  the  terri- 
tory embraced  in  the  interoceanic  transit.  With  the  sulisideuce  of  the 
Isthmian  disturliauces  and  the  erection  of  the  State  of  Panama  into  a  fed- 
eral district  under  the  direct  government  of  the  coustilntional  admin- 
istration at  Bogota,  a  new  order  of  things  has  been  inaugurated,  which, 
although  as  yet  somewhat  exj^erimental  and  affording  scope  for  arbitrar\- 
exercise  of  power  by  the  delegates  of  the  national  authority,  promises 
much  improvement. 

The  sympathy  between  the  people  of  the  United  States  and  France, 
born  dining  our  colonial  struggle  for  independence  and  continuing  to- 
day, has  received  a  fresh  impulse  in  the  successful  completion  and  dedi- 
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cation  of  the  colossal  statue  of  *' Liberty  Enlightening  the  World"  in 
New  York  Harlx>r — the  gift  of  Frenchmen  to  Americans. 

A  convention  between  the  United  Stales  ajid  certain  other  powers  for 
the  protection  of  submarine  cables  was  signed  at  Paris  on  Marcli  14, 
1884,  and  has  l)een  duly  ratified  and  proclaimed  by  this  Government. 
By  agreement  l^etween  the  high  contracting  parties  this  convention  is  to 
go  into  effect  on  the  ist  of  January  next,  but  the  legislation  required  for 
its  execution  in  the  l^iited  States  has  not  yet  been  adopted.  I  earnestly 
recommend  its  enactment. 

Cases  have  contiiuicd  to  occtir  in  Germany  giving  rise  to  much  corre- 
spondence in  relation  to  the  privilege  of  sojourn  of  our  naturalized  citi- 
zens of  German  origin  revisiting  the  land  of  their  birth,  yet  i  am  happy 
to  state  that  our  relations  with  that  cx)iintry  have  lost  none  of  their 
accustomed  conliality. 

The  claims  for  interest  upon  the  amount  of  tonnage  dues  illegally 
exacted  from  certain  German  steamship  lines  were  favorably  reported  in 
both  Houses  of  Congress  at  the  last  session,  and  I  trust  will  receive  final 
and  favorable  action  at  an  early  day. 

The  recommendations  contained  in  my  last  annual  message  in  rela- 
tion to  a  mode  of  settlement  of  the  fisherj'  rights  in  the  waters  of  Brit- 
ish North  America,  .so  long  a  subject  of  anxious  difference  between  the 
Uuitetl  States  and  Great  Britain,  was  met  by  an  adverse  vote  of  the  Sen- 
ate on  April  15  last,  and  thereupon  negotiations  were  instituted  to  obtain 
an  agreement  willi  Her  Britannic  Majesty's  Government  for  the  promul- 
gation of  such  joint  interpretation  and  definition  of  the  article  of  the 
convention  of  1818  relating  to  the  territorial  waters  and  inshore  fish- 
eries of  the  British  Provinces  as  should  secure  the  Canadian  rights  from 
encroachment  by  the  United  States  fishermen  and  at  the  same  time 
insure  the  enjoyment  by  the  latter  of  the  privileges  guaranteed  to  them 
by  such  convention. 

The  questions  involved  are  of  long  standing,  of  grave  consequence,  and 
from  lime  to  time  for  nearly  three-quarters  of  a  cenlur>'  have  given  rise 
to  earnest  international  discussions,  not  unaccompanied  by  irritation. 

Temporary  arrangements  by  treaties  loave  served  to  allay  friction, 
which,  however,  has  revived  as  each  treaty  was  terminated.  The  last 
arrangement,  under  the  treaty  of  1871,  was  abrogated  after  due  notice  by 
the  United  States  on  Jime  30,  1885,  but  I  was  enabled  to  obtain  for  our 
fishermen  for  the  remainder  of  that  season  enjoyment  of  the  full  privi- 
leges accorded  by  the  terminated  treaty. 

The  joint  high  commission  by  whom  the  treaty  had  been  negotiated, 
although  invested  with  plenar>'  power  to  make  a  permanent  settlement. 
were  content  with  a  lemporar}-  arrangement,  after  the  termination  of 
which  the  question  wa,^  relegated,  to  the  stipulations  of  the  treaty  of 
18 18.  as  to  the  first  article  of  which  no  construction  satisfactory  to  botbj 
coimtrica  has  ever  been  agreed  upon.  J 
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The  proj^efis  of  civilisation  and  ^owth  of  population  in  the  British 
Provinces  to  which  the  fisheries  in  question  are  contiguous  and  the  ex- 
pansion of  commercial  intercourse  lietween  them  and  the  United  States 
present  to-day  a  condition  of  aflFairs  scarcely  realizable  at  the  date  of  the 
negotiations  of  iSiS. 

New  and  vast  interests  have  been  brought  into  existence;  modes  of 
intercourse  l)etween  the  res^iective  countries  liave  lieen  invented  and 
multiplied;  the  methods  of  conducting  the  fisheries  liave  lieen  wholly 
cliauKed;  antl  all  this  is  necessarily  entitled  to  candid  and  careful  con- 
sideration iti  the  adjustment  of  the  tenns  and  conditions  of  intercourse 
and  commerce  btttween  the  United  States  aiid  their  neighlx)rs  along  a 
frontier  of  over  3.500  miles. 

This  propinquity,  community  of  language  and  occupation,  and  simi- 
larity of  political  and  social  institutions  indicate  the  practicability  and 
obvious  wisdom  uf  maintaining  mutually  iKrueficial  and  friendly  relations. 

Whilst  T  am  unfcigiicdly  desirous  that  such  relations  should  exist 
Ijclween  us  and  the  inhabitants  of  Canada,  yet  the  action  of  their  officials 
during  the  jxist  season  toward  our  fishermen  has  been  such  as  to  seriously 
threaten  their  continuance. 

Although  disappointed  in  my  efforts  to  secure  a  satisfactory  settlement 
of  the  fisher>*  question,  negotiations  are  still  pending,  with  reasonable 
hoi»e  that  before  tlie  close  of  the  present  session  of  Congress  aunouuce- 
ment  may  be  made  tliat  an  acceptable  conclusion  has  Ixren  reached. 

As  at  an  early  day  there  may  Ix;  laid  Ix^fore  Congress  the  corrcsjxMid- 
euce  of  the  Department  of  State  in  relation  to  this  inqKirlant  subject,  so 
that  the  historj-  of  the  past  fishing  seasini  maj*  lie  fully  disclosetl  and  the 
action  and  the  attitude  of  the  A<lministration  clearly  comprehended,  a 
more  extendetl  reference  is  not  deemed  necessar>'  in  this  comnmnicalinn. 

The  recommendation  submitted  last  year  tliat  pro\4sion  Ix-  made  for 
a  preliminary  reconnoissance  of  the  conventional  liouudar>'  line  between 
Alaska  and  British  Columbia  is  reiiewetl. 

1  express  my  unhesitating  conviction  that  tlie  intimacy  of  our  rela- 
tions with  Hawaii  should  lie  emphasized.  As  a  result  of  the  recipnxity 
treaty  of  1H75.  those  islands,  on  the  highway  of  Oriental  and  Austral- 
asian traffic,  are  virtually  an  outpost  of  American  commerce  and  a  step- 
ping-stone to  the  growing  trade  of  the  Pacific.  The  Polynesian  Island 
groups  have  been  so  absorbed  by  other  and  more  powerful  governments 
that  the  Hawaiian  Islands  are  left  almost  alone  in  the  enjoyment  of  their 
autonomy,  which  it  is  important  for  us  should  be  preserved.  Our  treaty 
is  now  terminable  on  one  year's  notice,  but  propositions  to  abrogate  it 
would  be,  in  my  judgment,  most  ill  adxnsed.  The  foramount  inOueuce 
we  have  there  acquired,  once  relinquished,  could  only  with  difficulty  be 
regained,  and  a  \'aluable  ground  of  \'antage  for  oursel\x*s  might  \yt  ctin- 
*  into  a  stronghold  for  our  commercial  competitors.  I  earnestly 
nd  that  the  existing  treaty  stipulations  be  extended  for  a  further 
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term  of  seven  years.     A  recently  signed  treaty  to  this  end  is  now  befot^ 
the  Senate.  ' 

The  importance  of  telegraphic  communication  l)etween  those  islands 
and  the  United  States  should  not  be  overlooked. 

The  question  of  a  general  revision  of  the  treaties  of  Japan  is  again 
under  discussion  at  Tokyo.  As  the  first  to  o]^n  relations  \\'ith  thai  \\\\\- 
pire,  and  as  the  nation  in  most  direct  commercial  relations  with  Japan, 
the  United  States  have  lost  no  opportunity  to  testify  their  ct>nsistent 
friendship  l>y  supporting  the  just  claims  of  Japan  to  autonomy  aa<l  inde- 
pendence among  nations. 

A  treaty  of  extradition  lietween  the  United  States  and  Japan,  the  first 
concludetl  by  that  Empire,  has  Ijeen  lately  proclaimed. 

The  weakness  of  Liberia  and  the  difficulty  of  maintaining  effective 
sovereignty  over  its  outlying  districts  have  exposed  that  Republic  to 
encroachment.  It  can  not  be  forgotten  that  this  distant  community  is 
an  offshoot  of  our  own  system,  owing  its  origin  to  the  associatetl  lienev- 
r)lence  of  American  citizens,  whose  praiseworthy  efforts  to  create  a  nu- 
cleus of  civilization  in  the  Dark  Continent  have  commande<l  respect  and 
sympathy  ever>'where,  especially  in  this  countni'.  Although  a  formal 
protectorate  over  Liberia  is  contrary  to  our  traditional  policy,  the  moral 
right  and  duty  of  the  United  States  to  assist  in  all  proper  ways  in  the 
maintenance  of  its  integrity  is  obvious,  and  luus  been  consistently  an- 
nounced during  nearly  half  a  ccnlurj'.  I  reconnnend  that  in  the  reor- 
gani/.ation  of  our  Navy  a  small  vessel,  no  longer  found  ade<iuale  to  our 
needs,  be  presented  to  Liberia,  to  lie  employed  by  it  in  the  jirotection  of 
its  coastNUse  revenues. 

The  encouraging  development  of  l>eneficial  and  intimate  relations  be- 
tween the  United  States  and  Mexico,  which  has  lieen  .so  marked  within 
the  ]»ast  few  years,  is  at  once  the  occasion  of  congratulation  and  of 
friendly  solicitude.  I  urgently  renew  my  former  representation  of  the 
need  of  sj>eedy  legislation  by  Congress  to  carry  into  effect  the  reciprocity 
commercial  convention  of  Januarj*  20,  1883. 

Our  commercial  treaty  of  1.S31  \\-ith  Mexico  was  terminated,  accord- 
ing to  its  pro\H.sions,  in  188 1,  upon  notification  given  by  Mexico  in  pur- 
suance of  her  announced  policy  of  recasting  all  her  commercial  treaties. 
Mexico  has  since  concluded  with  several  foreign  govenmients  new  trea- 
ties of  commerce  and  na^Hgation,  defining  alien  rights  of  trade,  projHrrty, 
and  residence,  treatment  of  shipping,  consular  privileges,  and  the  like. 
Our  yet  unexecuted  reciprocity  convention  of  1SH3  cavers  none  of  these 
points,  the  settlement  of  which  is  so  uecessar>'  to  good  relationship.  I 
propose  to  initiate  with  .Mexico  negotiations  for  a  new  and  etdarged 
treaty  of  commerce  and  navigation. 

In  compliance  with  a  resolution  of  the  Senate,  I  communicated  to  that 
Ixvly  on  August  2  last,  and  also  to  the  House  of  Representatives,*  the 
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corresptmdence  in  the  case  of  A.  K.  Culling,  an  American  citizen,  then 
imprisoned  in  Mexico,  charged  with  the  commission  of  a  penal  offense  in 
Texas,  of  which  a  Mexican  citizen  was  the  object. 

After  demand  had  lx?en  made  for  !iis  release  the  charge  ajcainsi  hitn 
was  amended  so  as  to  include  a  violation  of  Mexican  law  within  Mexican 
territory. 

This  joinder  of  alleji^ed  offenses,  one  within  and  tlie  other  exterior  to 
Mexico,  induced  me  to  order  a  special  investigation  of  the  case,  pending 
which  Mr.  Cutting  was  released. 

The  incident  has,  however,  disclosed  a  claim  of  jurisdiclion  by  Mexico 
novel  in  our  history,  whereby  any  offense  committed  anywhere  by  a  for- 
eigner, penal  in  tlie  place  of  its  commission,  and  of  which  a  Mexican  is 
the  object,  may,  if  the  offender  be  found  in  Mexico,  be  tliere  tried  and 
punished  in  conformity  with  Mexican  laws. 

This  jurisdiction  was  sustained  by  the  courts  of  Mexico  in  the  Cut- 
ting case,  and  approved  by  the  executive  branch  of  that  Govemnieiit. 
upon  the  authority  of  a  Mexican  statute.  The  appellate  court  in  releas- 
ing Mr.  Cutting  decided  that  the  abandonment  of  the  complaint  by  the 
Mexican  citizen  aggrieved  by  the  alleged  crime  (a  libelous  pul»lication^ 
removed  the  basis  of  further  prosecution,  and  also  declared  justice  to  liave 
been  satisfied  by  the  enforcement  of  a  small  part  of  the  original  sentence. 

The  admission  of  such  a  pretension  would  l>e  attended  with  serious 
results,  invasive  of  the  jurisdiction  of  this  Government  and  highly  dan- 
gerous to  our  citizens  in  foreign  lauds.  Therefore  I  have  denied  it  and 
protested  against  its  attempted  exercise  as  unwarranted  by  the  princi- 
ples i»f  law  and  intemalioual  iu>ages. 

A  so\'ercign  has  jurisdiction  of  offenses  which  take  effect  within  his 
territory,  althouj^h  concocted  or  commenced  outside  of  it;  bat  the  right 
is  denied  of  any  foreign  sovereign  to  punish  a  citizen  of  the  United 
States  for  an  offense  consummated  on  our  soil  in  \iolation  of  our  laws, 
even  thotigh  the  offense  be  against  a  subject  or  citizen  of  such  sox'er- 
eigi].  The  Mexican  statute  in  question  makes  the  claim  broadly,  and 
the  principle,  if  conceded,  would  create  a  dual  responsibility  in  the  ati* 
zen  and  lead  to  inextricable  confusion,  destmctive  of  that  certainty  in 
the  law  which  is  an  essential  of  Uberty. 

When  citizens  of  the  United  Stales  voluntarily  go  into  a  foreign 
coiuitr>'.  they  must  abide  by  the  laws  there  in  foice,  and  will  not  be 
protected  by  their  own  Government  from  the  consequences  of  an  offense 
against  those  la^«-s  committed  in  such  foceign  country;  Imt  watchful 
care  and  interest  of  this  Government  over  its  citizens  are  not  relin- 
quished because  they  ha\*e  gone  abroad,  and  if  charged  with  crime 
committed  in  the  foreign  land  a  fair  and  open  trial,  coodncted  with  de- 
cent regard  for  jnstkre  and  humanity,  will  be  demanded  for  them.  With 
less  than  that  this  Go\-emment  will  not  be  content  when  the  hie  or  lib- 
of  its  citizens  is  at  stake. 
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Whatever  the  degree  to  which  extraterritorial  cnminal  jurisdiction 
may  have  Ix-en  formerly  allowed  by  ctmseiit  and  reciprocal  agreement 
among  certain  of  the  Hnrojxran  Slates,  no  such  doctrine  or  practice  was 
ever  known  to  the  laws  of  this  country  or  of  that  from  which  our  insti- 
tutions have  mainly  l»een  derived. 

In  the  case  of  Mexico  there  are  reasons  especially  strong  for  perfect 
harmony  in  the  mutual  exercise  of  jurisdiction.  Nature  has  made  us 
irrevocably  neighbors,  and  wisdom  and  kind  feeling  should  make  us 
friends. 

The  overflow  of  capital  and  enterprise  from  the  United  States  is  a 
potent  factor  in  assistinjj^  the  development  of  the  resources  of  Mexico 
and  in  building  up  the  prosjierity  of  both  countries. 

To  assist  this  good  work  all  grounds  of  apprehension  for  the  security 
of  person  and  property  should  1>e  removed;  and  I  trust  that  in  the  inter- 
ests of  good  neighlwrhood  the  statute  referred  to  will  be  so  modified  as 
to  eliminate  the  present  possibilities  of  danger  to  the  peace  of  the  two 
countries. 

The  Government  of  the  Netherlands  has  exhibited  concern  in  relation 
to  certain  features  of  our  tariff  laws,  which  arc  supposed  by  them  to  be 
aimed  at  a  class  of  tobacco  produced  in  the  Dutch  Kast  Indies.  Com- 
ment would  seem  unnecessary  upon  the  unwisdom  of  legislation  appearing 
to  have  a  special  national  discrimination  for  its  object,  which,  although 
iniintcntional.  may  give  rise  to  injurious  retaliation. 

The  establishment,  less  than  four  years  ago,  of  a  legation  at  Teheran 
is  bearing  fruit  in  the  interest  exhibited  by  the  Shah's  Government  iu 
the  industrial  activity  of  the  United  States  and  the  opportunities  of  bene- 
ficial interchanges. 

Stable  government  is  now  happily  restored  in  Peru  by  the  election  of  a 
constitutional  President,  and  a  i»eriod  of  rehabilitation  is  entered  upon; 
but  the  recover>*  is  necessarily  slow  from  the  exhaustion  caused  by  the 
late  war  and  civil  dislurl>ances.  A  ccmvention  to  adjust  by  arbitration 
claims  of  our  citizens  has  Ijeen  proposed  and  is  under  consideration. 

The  naval  officer  who  bore  to  Sil>eria  the  testimonials  bestowed  by 
Congress  in  recognition  of  the  aid  given  to  the  JcannetU  survivors  has 
successfully  accomplished  his  mission.  His  interesting  report  will  be 
submitted.  It  is  pleasant  to  know  tliat  this  mark  of  appreciation  has 
been  welcomed  by  the  Russian  Govenmient  and  people  as  befits  the 
traditional  friendship  of  the  two  countries. 

Civil  perturbations  in  the  Samoan  Islands  have  during  the  past  few 
years  been  a  source  of  considerable  embarrassment  to  the  three  Govern- 
ments— Germany,  Great  Britain,  and  the  United  States — whose  relations 
and  extraterritorial  rights  in  that  important  group  are  guaranteed  by 
treaties.  The  weakness  of  the  native  administration  and  the  conflict  of 
opposing  interests  in  the  island.^  have  led  King  Malietoa  to  seek  alliance 
or  protection  iu  some  one  quarter,  regardless  of  the  distinct  engagements 
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whereby  no  one  of  the  three  treaty  powers  may  acquire  any  paramount 
or  exclusive  interest.  In  May  last  Malictoa  offere<]  to  place  Samoa  under 
the  protection  of  the  Unltetl  States,  and  the  late  consul,  without  authority, 
assumed  to  grant  it.  The  proceeding  was  promptly  di.savowed  and  the 
overzealous  official  recalled.  SfJecial  agents  of  the  three  Governments 
have  l>een  de])uted  to  examine  t!ie  situation  in  the  islantls.  With  a 
change  in  the  representation  of  all  three  ]x>wers  and  a  harmonious  under- 
standing l>et  ween  them.  the^Kace,  prosjierity,  autonomous  administration, 
and  neutrality  of  vSamoa  can  hardly  fail  to  Ix;  secured. 

It  appearing  tliat  the  Govennnent  of  Spain  did  not  extend  to  tlie  flag 
of  the  United  States  in  the  Antilles  the  full  measure  of  reciprocity 
retjuisite  under  our  statute  for  the  continuance  of  the  suspension  of  dis- 
criminations against  the  Spanish  flag  in  our  ports,  I  was  con.strainwl 
in  October  last*  to  rescind  ray  predecessor's  proclamation  of  February 
14,  iSiS4,+  permitting  such  suspension.  An  arrangement  was,  however, 
sjicedily  reached,  and  upon  notification  from  the  Government  of  Spain 
that  all  differential  treatment  of  our  vessels  and  their  cargoes,  from  the 
United  States  or  from  any  foreign  country*,  had  been  completely  and 
absolutely  relinquished,  I  availed  mjself  of  the  discretion  conferred  by 
law  and  issued  on  the  27th  of  October  my  proclamation  J  declaring  re- 
ciprocal suspension  in  the  United  States.  It  is  most  gratifying  to  Ixsir 
testimony  to  the  earnest  spirit  in  which  the  Government  of  the  Queen 
Regent  has  met  our  efforts  to  avert  the  initiation  of  commercial  discrimi- 
nations and  reprisals,  which  are  e\-er  disastrous  to  the  material  interests 
and  the  political  good  will  of  the  countries  they  may  affect. 

The  profitable  development  of  the  large  commercial  exchanges  be- 
tween the  United  Stales  and  the  Spanish  Antilles  is  naturally  au  object 
of  solicitude.  Lying  dose  at  our  doors,  and  finding  here  their  main 
markets  of  supply  and  demand,  the  welfare  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico  and 
their  protluction  and  trade  are  scarcely  less  important  to  us  than  to 
Sjviin.  Their  commercial  and  financial  movements  are  so  naturally  a 
jiart  of  our  system  that  no  obstacle  to  fuller  and  freer  intercourse  should 
be  permitted  to  exist.  The  standing  instructions  of  our  represenlali\-es 
at  Madrid  and  Havana  have  for  years  been  to  leave  no  effort  nnessayod 
to  further  these  ends,  and  at  no  time  has  the  equal  good  desire  of  Spain 
been  more  hopefully  manifested  than  now. 

The  GoN-erament  of  Spain,  by  remo\-ing  the  consular  tonnage  fees  on 
cargoes  ship^ted  to  the  Antilles  and  by  reducing  passport  fees,  has  shfKwn 
its  recognition  of  the  needs  of  less  trammeled  interci^urse. 

An  effort  has  been  made  during  the  past  year  to  remo\-e  the  hindrances 
to  the  proclamation  of  the  treaty  of  naturalization  with  the  Sublime  Porte, 
signed  in  1S74.  which  has  remained  inoperative  owing  to  a  disagreement 
of  interpretation  of  the  clanses  relative  to  the  effects  of  the  return  to  and 
^ioum  of  a  naturalijced  citizen  in  the  iaud  of  origin.     I  trust  soon  to 
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be  able  to  announce  a  favorable  selllenienl  of  the  differeiiccs  as  to  this 
interpretation. 

It  has  l)een  highly  satisfactory  to  note  the  improved  treatment  of 
American  missionaries  in  Turkey,  as  has  been  attested  by  tlieir  acknowl- 
edjfnienls  to  onr  late  minister  to  that  Government  of  his  successful  exer- 
tions in  their  In-'half. 

The  exchange  of  ratifications  of  the  convention  of  Decenilx^r  5, 1^85, 
with  Venezuela,  for  the  reopening  of  the  awards  of  the  Caracas  Comniis- 
sicm  under  the  claims  convention  of  1866,  has  not  yet  Ik-cu  effected,  owing 
to  the  delay  of  ilie  Executive  of  that  Republic  in  ratifying  the  measure. 
I  trust  that  this  postponement  will  be  brief:  but  should  it  much  longer 
continue,  the  delay  may  well  Ix:  regarded  as  a  T^a*cissi<in  of  the  compact 
and  a  failure  on  the  part  of  Venezuela  to  complete  an  arrangement  so 
persistently  sought  by  her  during  many  years  and  assented  to  l»y  this 
Govenuuenl  in  a  spirit  of  inteniational  fairness,  although  to  the  detri- 
ment of  holders  of  bonafid€  awards  of  the  impugned  a>mmission. 

I  renew  the  reconnnendation  of  my  last  annual  message  that  existing 
legislation  concerning  citizenship  and  naturalization  Ik*  revised.  We 
have  treaties  with  many  states  providing  for  the  renunciation  of  citizen- 
ship by  natumli/ed  aliens,  but  no  statute  is  found  to  give  effect  to  such 
engagements,  nor  any  which  provides  a  needed  central  bureau  for  the 
registration  of  naturali/e^l  citizens. 

Kx[>erience  suggests  that  our  statutes  regulating  extradition  might  Ik; 
advantageously  amended  by  a  provision  for  the  transit  across  our  terri- 
tory, now  a  convenient  thorouglifare  of  travel  from  one  foreign  country 
to  another,  of  fugitives  surrendered  by  a  foreign  government  t(»  a  third 
state.  Sucli  pro\-isions  are  not  unusual  in  the  legislation  of  other  coun- 
tries, and  tend  to  prevent  the  miscarriage  of  justice.  It  is  also  desira- 
ble, in  order  to  remove  present  imcertainties,  that  authority  should  be 
'conferrefl  on  the  Secretary  of  State  to  issue  a  certificate,  in  case  of  an 
arrest  for  the  purpose  of  extradition,  to  the  officer  l^fore  whom  the  pro- 
ceeding is  pending,  showing  that  a  requisition  for  the  surrender  of  the 
person  charged  has  l>eeu  duly  made.  Such  a  certificate,  if  require<l  to 
be  receivetl  l)efore  the  prisoner's  examination,  would  prevent  a  long  and 
expensive  judicial  inquiry  into  a  charge  which  the  foreign  government 
might  not  desire  to  press.  I  also  reconuuend  that  express  provision  lie 
made  for  the  immediate  discharge  from  custody  of  persons  committed  for 
extradition  where  tlie  President  is  of  opinion  that  surrender  shoidd  not 
be  made. 

The  drift  of  sentiment  in  civilized  connnunities  toward  full  recogni- 
tion of  the  rights  of  projierly  in  the  creations  of  the  human  intellect  has 
brought  alKiut  the  adoption  by  many  important  nations  of  an  intenia- 
tional copyright  convention,  which  was  signed  at  Berne  on  the  i8th  of 
Septeml)er.  1^85. 

Inasmuch  as  the  Constitution  gives  to  the  Congress  the  power  "to 


fesS^fis  and  Papers  of  the  Presidents 


promote  the  proj^ess  of  science  and  useful  arts  by  securing  for  limited 
times  to  authors  and  inventors  the  exclusive  right  to  their  respective 
writings  and  discoveries,"  this  (.Government  did  not  feel  warranted  in 
Ixx'oniing  a  signatory  pending  the  action  of  Congress  upon  measures  of 
international  copyriglit  now  before  it;  hut  the  right  of  adhesion  to  the 
Benie  couveiilion  hereafter  has  been  reserved.  I  trust  the  subject  Avill 
receive  at  your  hands  the  attention  it  deser^•es.  and  tliat  the  just  claims 
of  authors,  so  urgently  pressed,  will  be  duly  heeded. 

Representations  cotitinue  to  be  made  to  me  of  the  injurious  effect  upon 
American  artists  studying  abroad  and  having  free  access  to  the  art  collec- 
tions of  foreign  countries  of  maintaining  a  discrimiuatiug  duty  agaiust 
the  introduction  of  the  works  of  their  l)rother  artists  of  other  coun- 
tries, and  I  am  induced  to  repeat  my  recM^nmiendatioti  for  the  abolition 
of  that  tax. 

Pursuant  to  a  provision  of  the  diplomatic  and  consular  appropriation 
act  approved  July  i.  1886,  the  estimates  submitted  by  the  Secretar>'  of 
State  for  the  maintenance  of  the  consular  service  have  l)een  recast  on  the 
basis  of  salaries  for  all  officers  to  whom  such  allowance  is  deemed  advisit- 
ble.  Advantage  has  been  taken  of  this  to  redistribute  the  salaries  of  the 
offices  now  appropriated  for,  iu  accordance  with  the  work  j)erformed, 
the  importance  of  the  representative  duties  of  the  incum)>ent,  and  the 
cost  of  living  at  each  i>ost.  The  last  consideration  has  l>ecn  loo  often 
lost  sight  of  in  the  allowances  heretofore  made.  The  compensation 
which  may  suffice  for  the  decent  maintenance  of  a  worthy  and  capable 
officer  in  a  position  of  onerous  and  representative  trust  at  a  post  readily 
accessible,  and  where  the  necessaries  of  life  are  abundant  and  cheap,  may 
prove  an  inadequate  pittance  in  distant  lands,  where  the  belter  part  of  a 
year's  pay  is  consumed  iu  reaching  the  post  of  duty,  and  where  the  com- 
forts of  ordinary  civilized  existence  can  only  be  obtained  with  difficulty 
and  at  exorbitant  cost.  I  trust  that  in  considering  the  submitted  sched- 
ules no  mistaken  theory  of  economy  will  perpetuate  a  system  which  in 
the  past  has  virtually  closed  to  deserving  talent  many  offices  where  capac- 
ity and  attainments  of  a  high  order  are  indispensable,  and  in  not  a  few 
instances  has  brought  discredit  on  our  national  character  and  eutailed  em- 
barrassment and  even  suffering  on  those  deputed  to  uphold  our  cUgnity 
and  interests  abroad. 

In  connection  with  this  subject  I  earnestly  reiterate  the  practical  neces- 
sity of  supplying  some  mode  of  trustworthy  inspection  and  report  of  the 
manner  in  which  the  consulates  are  conducted.  In  the  absence  of  such 
reliable  information  efficiency  can  scarcely  be  rewarded  or  its  opposite 
corrected. 

Increasing  competition  in  trade  has  directed  attention  to  the  value  of 
the  consular  reports  printe<l  by  the  Department  of  State,  and  the  efforts 
of  the  Government  to  extend  the  practical  usefulness  of  these  reports  ha\'e 
'treated  a  wider  demand  for  them  at  home  and  a  spirit  of  emulation 
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abroad.  Constituting  a  record  of  the  changes  occurring  in  trade  and  of 
the  progreiiS  of  the  arts  and  invention  in  foreign  countries,  they  arc  much 
sought  for  by  all  interested  in  Uic  subjects  which  they  embrace. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  exhibits  in  detail  the  con- 
dition of  tile  pubhc  fniaiice.s  and  nf  the  several  branches  of  the  Oovem- 
nient  related  to  his  Dt-parttnent.  I  esjxrcially  direct  the  attention  of  the 
Congress  to  the  recommendations  contained  in  this  and  the  last  preced- 
ing report  of  the  SecreUir>'  touching  the  simplification  and  amendment  of 
the  laws  relating  to  the  collection  of  our  revenues,  and  in  the  interest 
of  ecotiomy  and  justice  to  the  Govemmeiit  I  hojx;  they  may  be  adopted 
by  appropriate  legislation. 

The  ordinary  receipts  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1886.  were  $336,439,727.06.  Of  this  amount  $[92,905,023.41 
was  received  from  customs  and  $116,805,936.48  from  internal  revenue. 
The  total  receipts,  as  here  stated,  were  $13,749,020.68  greater  than  for 
the  previous  year.  Init  the  increase  from  customs  was  $11,434,084.10 
and  from  internal  revenue  $4,407,210.94,  making  a  gain  in  these  items 
for  the  last  year  of  $15,841,295.04,  a  falling  ofiF  in  other  resources  redu- 
cing the  total  increase  to  the  smaller  am:>unt  mentioned. 

The  expense  at  the  differcut  custom-hou.ses  of  collecting  this  increased 
customs  revenue  was  less  than  the  expense  attending  the  collection  of 
such  reveiuie  for  tlic  preceding  year  by  $490,608,  and  the  increased 
receipts  of  internal  revenue  were  collected  at  a  cost  to  the  Intenial- 
Revenue  Bureau  $155,944.99  less  than  the  expense  of  such  collection 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  ordinary  expenses  of  tlie  Govemmeut  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30, 1886,  were  $242,483, 138.50,  being  less  by  $17,788,797  thau 
such  expenditures  for  the  year  preceding,  and  leaving  a  surplus  in  the 
Treasury  at  the  close  of  the  last  fiscal  year  of  $93,956,588.56,  as  against 
$63,463,771.27  at  the  dose  of  the  previous  year,  being  an  increase  iu 
such  surplus  of  $30,492,817.29.

In  my  last  annual  message  to  the  Congress  attention  was  directed  to 
the  fact  that  the  revenues  of  the  Government  exceeded  its  actual  needs, 
and  it  was  suggested  that  legislative  action  should  l:>e  taken  to  relieve 
the  people  from  the  unnecessary  burden  of  taxation  thus  made  apparent. 

In  view  of  the  pressing  importance  of  the  subject  I  deem  it  my  duty 
to  again  urge  its  consideration. 

The  income  of  the  Government,  by  its  increased  volume  and  through 
economies  in  its  collection,  is  now  more  tlian  ever  in  excess  of  public 
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necessities.  The  application  uf  the  surplus  to  the  payment  of  such  jv)r- 
lioii  of  the  piibhc  debt  as  is  now  at  our  option  subject  to  extinguishment, 
if  continued  at  the  rate  wliich  has  lately  prevailed,  would  retire  that  class 
of  indebtedness  within  less  than  one  year  from  this  dale.  Thus  a  con- 
tinuation of  our  present  revenue  system  would  S(K)n  result  in  the  receipt 
of  an  aimual  income  mucJi  greater  than  necessary  lo  meet  Government 
exjxfnses,  \vit!i  no  indebtedness  ujxjn  which  it  could  be  applied.  We 
should  then  Ijc  confronted  with  a  vast  quantity  of  money,  the  circulating 
mediimi  of  the  people,  hoarded  in  the  Treasury  when  it  should  be  in 
their  liands.  or  wc  shonM  Ijo  drawn  into  wasteful  public  cxtrava^'ance, 
witli  all  the  corrupting  national  demora ligation  which  follows  in  its  train. 

But  it  IS  not  the  simple  existence  of  this  surplus  and  its  threatened 
attendant  evils  which  fnnush  the  strongest  argmnent  against  our  present 
scale  of  Federal  taxation.  Its  worst  phase  is  the  exaction  of  such  a  sur- 
plus through  a  perversion  of  the  relations  between  the  people  and  their 
Govennnent  and  a  dangerous  departure  from  the  ntles  which  limit  the 
right  of  Federal  taxation. 

Good  government,  and  especially  the  goveniment  of  which  every 
American  citij^en  lx>asts,  has  for  its  objects  the  protection  of  every  i>er- 
st)n  within  its  care  in  the  gieiitest  lilx."rly  consistent  with  the  ^ot'd  order 
of  society  and  his  perfect  security  hi  the  enjoyment  of  his  earnings  with 
the  least  possible  diminution  for  public  needs.  When  more  of  the  peo- 
ple's substance  is  exacted  through  the  form  of  taxation  than  is  necessary 
to  meet  the  just  obligations  of  the  Ckivennneiit  and  the  exj>ense  of  its 
economical  adniinistration,  such  exaction  Incomes  ruthless  extortion  aiul 
a  vii^ation  of  llie  fundamental  principles  of  a  free  government. 

The  indirect  manner  in  which  these  exactions  are  made  has  a  tendency 
to  conceal  their  true  character  and  their  extent.  Hut  we  have  arrived  at 
a  stage  of  snperthions  revenue  which  has  aroused  the  jK-ople  to  a  reali- 
sation of  the  fact  that  the  amount  raised  professedly  for  the  sup^xirt  of 
the  Oovernmeiit  is  paid  by  them  as  absolutely  if  added  to  ilie  i>rice  of  the 
things  which  supply  Ihtir  daily  wants  as  if  it  was  paid  at  fixed  periixis 
into  the  hand  of  the  taxgatherer. 

Those  who  toil  for  daily  wages  are  beginning  to  understand  that  capi- 
tal, though  .sometimes  vaunting  its  imjwrtance  and  clamoring  for  the 
protection  and  favor  of  the  Govennnent, is  dull  and  sluggish  till,  touched 
by  the  magical  hand  of  lalxjr,  it  springs  into  activity,  furnishing  an  occa- 
sion for  Federal  taxation  and  gaining  the  value  which  enables  it  to  Ijear 
its  burden.  And  the  laboring  man  is  thoughtfully  inquiring  whether  in 
these  circumstances,  and  considering  the  tribute  he  constantly  pays  into 
the  public  Treasury  as  he  supplies  his  daily  wants,  he  receives  his  fair 
share  of  advantages. 

There  is  also  a  suspicion  abroad  that  the  surplus  of  our  revenues  indi- 
cates abnormal  and  exceptional  Inisiness  profits,  which,  under  the  system 
which  produces  such  surplus,  increase  without  corresponding  benefit  tO' 
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the  people  at  large  the  \'ast  accuuiulatious  of  a  few  anion^  our  eitizeus, 
whose  fortunes,  rivaling  the  wealth  of  the  most  fa\'ored  iit  aulidenio- 
cratic  nations,  are  not  the  natural  growth  of  a  steady,  plain,  and  indus- 
trious rt'pul)lic. 

Our  fanners,  too,  and  those  engaged  directly  and  indirectly  in  supply- 
ing the  products  of  agriculture,  sec  thai  day  by  day.  and  as  often  as  the 
daily  wants  of  their  households  recur,  tliey  are  forced  to  pay  excessive 
and  needless  taxation,  while  their  products  struggle  in  foreign  markets 
with  the  competition  of  nations,  which,  by  allowing  a  freer  exchange  of 
productions  than  we  permit,  enable  thetr  people  to  sell  for  prices  which 
distress  the  American  farmer. 

As  every  patriotic  citizen  rejoices  in  the  constantly  hicreasing  pride 
of  our  people  in  American  citizenship  atid  in  the  glory  of  our  national 
achievements  and  progress,  a  sentiment  prevails  that  the  leading  strings 
useful  to  a  nation  in  its  infancy  may  well  be  to  a  great  extent  discarded 
in  the  present  stage  of  American  ingenuity,  courage,  and  fearless  self- 
rehance;  and  for  the  privilege  of  indulging  this  sentiment  with  true 
Auierican  enthusias.  our  citizens  are  quite  willing  to  forego  an  idle  sur- 
plus in  the  public  Treasury. 

And  all  the  jjcople  know  that  the  average  rate  of  Federal  taxation 
upon  imports  is  to-day,  in  time  of  peace,  but  little  less,  while  upon  some 
articles  of  necessary  cousumption  it  is  actually  more,  than  was  imposed 
by  the  grievous  burden  willingly  bonie  at  a  time  when  the  Govenimeiit 
needed  millions  to  maintain  by  war  the  safety  and  integrity  of  the  Union. 

It  has  Ixren  the  policy  of  the  Government  to  collect  the  principal  part 
of  its  revenues  by  a  tax  U]xin  imports,  and  no  change  in  this  policy  is 
desirable.  But  the  present  condition  of  affairs  constrains  our  people  to 
demand  that  by  a  revision  of  our  revenue  laws  the  receipts  of  the  Gov- 
erument  shall  Ixf  reduced  to  the  necessary  expense  of  its  economical 
administration;  and  this  demand  should  be  recognized  and  obeyed  by  the 
people's  representatives  in  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government. 

In  readjusting  the  burdens  of  Federal  taxation  a  sound  public  policy 
requires  that  such  of  our  citizens  as  have  built  up  large  and  imi>ortant 
industries  under  present  conditions  should  ut.it  be  suddeuh  aud  to  their 
injury  deprived  of  advantages  to  which  the\'  have  adapted  their  busi- 
ness; but  if  the  public  good  requires  it  they  should  be  content  with  such 
consideration  as  shall  deal  fairly  and  cautiously  with  their  interests, 
while  the  just  demand  of  the  people  for  relief  from  ueedless  taxation  is 
honestly  answered. 

A  reasonable  aud  timely  submission  to  such  a  demand  should  certainly 
be  possible  without  disastrous  shock  to  any  interest;  and  a  cheerful 
concession  sometimes  averts  abrupt  and  heedless  action,  often  the  out- 
growth of  iniixitience  and  delayed  justice. 

Due  regard  should  1^  also  accorded  in  any  proposed  readjxtstraent  to 
the  interests  of  American  lalxjr  so  far  as  they  are  iu\olved.     We  cou- 
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gratulate  ourselves  that  there  is  among  us  no  laboring  cla.ss  fixed  williin 
unyielding  Ixmnds  and  doomed  under  all  conditions  to  the  inexorable 
fate  of  daily  toil.  We  recognize  in  labor  a  chief  factor  in  the  wealtli  of 
the  Republic,  atul  we  treat  those  who  have  it  in  their  keeping  as  citi- 
zens entitled  to  the  most  careful  regard  and  thoughtful  alteution.  This 
regard  and  attention  shouUI  be  awarded  them,  not  oidy  l)ccause  labor  is 
the  ciipital  of  our  workjugmen.  justly  entitled  to  its  share  of  Govennneiit 
favor,  but  for  the  further  and  not  less  important  reason  that  the  laboring 
man,  surrounded  by  his  family  in  his  humble  home,  ;ls  a  consumer  is 
vitally  interested  in  all  that  cheapens  the  cost  of  living  and  enables  him 
to  briug  within  his  domestic  circle  additional  comforts  and  advantages. 

This  relation  of  the  workingman  to  the  revenue  laws  of  the  country 
and  the  manner  in  which  it  palpably  influences  the  question  of  wages 
should  not  lie  forgotten  in  the  justifial)le  prominence  given  to  the  proper 
niaintenauce  of  the  .supply  and  protection  of  well-paid  lal>or.  And  these 
considerations  suggest  such  an  arrangement  of  Oovcrnnicnt  revenues  as 
shall  reduce  the  expense  of  li\ing,  while  it  does  not  curtail  the  oppor- 
tunity for  work  nor  reduce  tlie  compensation  of  American  labor  and 
injuriously  affect  its  condition  and  the  dignified  place  it  holds  in  the 
estimation  of  our  jieople. 

But  our  fanners  and  agriculturists — those  who  from  the  soil  produce 
the  things  consumed  by  all — are  perhaps  more  directly  and  plainly  con- 
cerned tlian  any  other  of  our  citizens  in  a  just  and  careful  system  of  Fed- 
eral taxation.  Those  actually  engaged  in  and  more  reniolely  connected 
with  this  kind  of  work  uum))er  nearly  one-half  of  our  population.  None 
labor  harder  or  more  continuously  than  they.  No  enactments  limit  their 
hours  of  toil  and  no  iuterpositiou  of  the  Goverument  enhances  to  any 
great  extent  the  value  of  their  products.  And  yel  for  many  of  the  neces- 
saries and  comforts  of  life,  which  the  most  scrupulous  economy  enables 
them  to  bring  into  their  homes,  and  for  their  implements  of  husbandry, 
they  are  obliged  to  pay  a  price  largely  increased  b>'  an  unnatural  profit, 
which  by  the  action  of  the  Goveninient  is  given  to  the  more  favored 
manufacturer. 

I  recommend  that,  keeping  in  view  all  these  considerations,  the  increas- 
ing and  unnecessary  surjilus  of  national  income  annually  accumulating 
be  released  to  the  people  by  an  amendment  to  our  revenue  laws  which 
shall  cheapen  the  price  of  the  necessaries  of  life  and  give  freer  entrance 
to  such  imported  materials  as  by  American  labor  may  Ix:  manufactured 
into  marketable  commodities. 

Nothing  can  be  accomplished,  however,  in  the  direclit^u  of  this  nujch- 
needed  reform  unless  the  subject  is  approached  in  a  i»alriotic  spirit  t>f 
devotion  to  the  interests  of  the  entire  country  and  with  a  willingness  to 
jneld  something  for  the  public  gtK>d. 

The  sum  paid  upon  the  public  debt  during  the  fiscal  year  ended  Jmie 
30,  i8«6,  was  jB44i55J."43'3^- 
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DuriiiR  Ihc  twelve  months  eutled  October  31,1 886, 3  per  cent  bonds  were 
called  for  redemption  amuuiiling  to  $127,283,100,  of  wliich  5^80,643.200 
was  so  called  to  answer  tlie  requirements  of  the  law  relating  to  the  sink- 
ing fund  and  $46,639,900  for  the  purpose  of  reducing  the  public  debt 
by  application  of  a  part  of  the  surplus  in  the  Treasury  to  that  object. 
Of  the  bonds  thus  called  $102,269,450  became  subject  under  such  calls 
to  redemption  prior  to  Xovendx^r  i ,  1886.  The  remainder,  amouutiug  to 
$25,013,650,  matured  under  the  calls  after  that  date. 

In  addition  to  the  amount  subject  to  payment  and  cancellation  prior  to 
November  i,  there  were  nlso  paid  Ixrfore  that  day  certain  of  these  bonds, 
with  the  interest  thereon,  amounting  to  $5,072,350,  which  were  antici- 
pated as  to  their  maturity,  of  which  $2,664,850  had  not  been  called. 
Thus  $107,34 1  .Soo  had  been  actually  apphed  prior  to  the  ist  of  Xovetu- 
ber,  1886,  to  the  exlinguishmeut  t»f  our  bonded  and  interest-l>eariug  debt. 
leaving  on  that  day  still  outstanding  the  sum  of  $1 ,  i53,443»  1 1 2.  Of  this 
amount  $86,848,700  were  still  represented  liy  3  percent  bonds.  They, 
hovve\er,  have  beeu  since  Noveml>er  i ,  or  will  at  once  1^,  further  reduced 
by  $22,606,150,  l>eing  bonds  which  have  lieen  called,  aa  already  stated, 
but  not  redeemed  and  canceled  before  the  latter  date. 

During  the  fiscal  year  ende*<l  June  30,  1886,  there  were  coined,  under 
the  compulsory  silver-coinage  act  of  1878,  29,838,905  silver  dollars,  and 
the  cost  of  the  silver  used  in  .such  coinage  was  $23,448,960.01.  There 
had  l>eeu  coined  up  to  the  close  of  the  previous  fiscal  >ear  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  law  203.882,554  silver  dollars,  and  on  the  ist  day  of  Decem- 
ber. 1886,  the  total  amount  of  such  coinage  was  $247. 131 .549. 

The  Director  of  the  Mint  rejMjrts  that  at  the  time  of  the  j)assage  of  the 
law  of  1S78  directing  this  cx)inage  the  intrinsic  value  of  the  dollars  thus 
coined  was  94 14  cents  each,  and  that  on  the  31st  day  of  July,  1SS6,  the 
price  of  silver  reached  the  lowest  stage  ever  kuo\vn,  so  that  the  intrinsic 
or  bullion  price  of  our  .standard  silver  dollar  at  that  <late  was  less  than  72 
cents.  The  price  of  silver  on  the  30th  day  of  Noveuiber  last  was  such  as 
to  make  these  dollars  iutrin.sically  worth  78  cents  each. 

These  differences  in  value  of  the  coins  represent  the  fluctuations  in  the 
price  of  silver,  and  they  certainly  do  not  indicate  tliat  compulsor>'  coinage 
by  the  GovernmeiU  enliauces  the  price  of  that  conitnodity  or  secures  uni- 
formity in  its  value. 

}£very  fair  and  legal  effort  has  lieen  made  b>-  tlie  Treasury  Department 
to  distribute  this  currency  among  the  pet>ple.  The  witlidrawal  of  lluiled 
States  Treasury  notes  of  small  denominations  atid  the  issuing  of  .small 
silver  certificates  have  lx;en  resorted  to  in  the  endeavor  to  accomplish  this 
result,  in  obedience  to  the  will  and  sentiments  of  the  representatives  of 
the  people  in  the  Congress.  On  the  27th  day  of  November,  1886.  tlie 
people  held  of  these  coins,  or  certificates  representing  them,  the  nominal 
sum  of  $166,873,041,  and  we  still  had  $79,464,345  in  the  Treasury,  as 
against  about  #142,894,055  so  iu  the  hands  of  the  people  and  $72,865,376 
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remniiii!!^  in  the  Treasury  one  year  ago.  The  Director  of  the  Mint  again 
urges  the  necessity  of  more  vault  nx>m  for  the  purpose  of  storing  these 
silver  dollars  which  are  not  needed  for  circulation  by  tlie  people. 

I  have  seen  no  reason  to  change  the  views  expressed  in  my  last  animal 
message  on  the  snbject  of  this  compulsory  coinage,  antl  I  aRain  urge  its 
suspension  on  all  the  grounds  contained  in  my  former  recommendation, 
reenforced  by  the  significant  increase  of  our  gold  exjxjrtalitms  during  the 
last  year,  as  appears  by  the  comparative  statement  herewith  presented, 
and  for  the  further  reasons  that  the  more  this  currency  is  distributed 
among  the  people  the  greater  becomes  our  duty  to  protect  it  from  dis- 
aster, that  we  now  have  abundance  for  all  our  needs,  and  that  there 
seems  but  little  proy^riety  in  building  vaults  to  store  such  currency  wheu 
the  only  pretense  for  its  coinage  is  the  necessity  of  its  use  by  the  people 
as  a  circulating  medium. 

The  great  nunil>er  of  suits  now  pending  in  the  United  States  courts 
for  the  southern  district  of  New  York  growing  out  of  the  collection  of 
customs  revenue  at  the  port  of  New  York  and  the  num^jer  of  such  suits 
that  are  almost  daily  instituted  are  certainly  w<;rthy  the  attention  of  the 
Congress.  These  legal  controversies,  based  uix>n  conflicting  views  by 
importers  and  the  collector  as  to  the  interpretation  of  our  present  com- 
plex and  indefinite  revenue  laws,  might  l>e  largely  ol)V!ated  by  an  amend- 
ment of  those  laws. 

But  pending  such  amendment  the  present  condition  of  this  litigation 
should  he.  relieved.  There  are  now  pending  alxiut  2,500  of  these  suits. 
More  than  i ,  100  have  l)een  commenced  within  the  past  eighteen  months, 
and  many  of  the  others  have  l>een  at  issue  for  more  than  twenty-five  years. 
These  delays  subject  the  Government  to  loss  of  evidence  and  prevent  the 
preparation  necessary  to  defeat  unjust  and  fictitious  claims,  while  con- 
stantly accruing  interest  threatens  to  double  the  demands  involved. 

In  the  present  condition  of  the  dockets  of  the  courts,  well  filled  with 
private  suits,  and  of  the  force  allowed  the  district  attorney,  no  greater 
than  is  necessary  for  the  ordinarj'  and  current  business  of  his  ofl&ce, 
these  revenue  litigations  can  not  be  considered. 

In  default  of  tlie  adoption  by  the  Congress  of  a  plan  for  the  general 
reorganization  of  the  Federal  courts,  as  has  been  heretofore  recom- 
mended, I  urge  the  propriety  of  passing  a  law  permitting  the  appoint- 
ment of  an  additional  Federal  judge  in  the  district  where  these  Govern- 
ment suits  have  accumulated,  so  that  by  continuous  sessions  of  tlie  courts 
devoted  to  the  trial  of  these  cases  they  may  l)e  determined. 

It  is  entirely  plain  that  a  great  savnng  to  the  Goveniment  would  be 
accomplishcfl  by  such  a  remedy,  and  the  suitors  who  have  houest  claims 
would  not  be  denied  justice  through  delay. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  War  gives  a  detailed  account  i.>f  the 
administratiou  of  his  Department  and  contains  sundry  recommendations 
for  the  improvement  of  the  .service,  which  I  fully  approve.

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The  Aniiy  consisted  at  the  date  of  the  last  consolidated  return  of  2. 10? 
officers  and  24.946  enlisted  men. 

The  expenses  of  the  Department  for  the  last  fiscal  year  were  f36.99o.- 
903.38,  including  1^6,294,305.43  for  public  works  and  river  and  harbor 
improvements. 

I  especially  direct  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  the  recommenda- 
tion that  <ifficers  l^e  required  to  submit  to  an  examination  as  a  prelimi- 
nary to  their  promotion.  I  see  no  objection,  but  many  advantages,  in 
adopting  this  feature,  which  has  operated  so  beneficially  in  our  Na\'y 
Department,  as  well  as  in  some  branches  of  the  Army. 

The  siilijecl  of  coast  defenses  and  fortifications  has  been  fully  and 
carefully  treated  by  the  Board  on  Fortifications,  whose  rejwrt  was  sub- 
mitted at  the  last  session  of  Congress;  but  no  construction  work  of  the 
kind  recommended  by  the  Iniard  has  been  possible  during  the  last  year 
from  the  lack  of  appropriations  for  such  purp<3se. 

The  defenseless  condition  of  our  seacoast  and  lake  frontier  is  perfectly 
palpable.  Tilt:  examinations  made  must  convince  us  all  that  certain  of 
our  cities  named  in  the  repi^rt  of  the  lioard  should  l>e  fortified  and  that 
work  on  the  most  imi>ortaut  of  these  fortifications  should  be  commenced 
at  once.  The  work  has  Ijeen  tiiorouglily  cmisidered  and  laid  out.  the 
Secretary  of  War  reports,  but  all  is  delayed  in  default  of  Congressional 
action. 

The  absolute  necessity,  judged  by  all  standards  of  prudence  and  fore- 
sight, of  our  preparation  for  an  effectual  resistance  against  the  armored 
ships  and  steel  giuis  and  mortars  of  modern  construction  which  may 
threaten  the  cities  on  our  coasts  is  so  apparent  that  1  hojx;  effective 
steps  will  Ije  taken  in  that  direction  immediately. 

The  valuable  and  suggestive  treatment  of  tliis  question  by  the  Secre- 
tary* of  War  is  earnestly  commended  to  the  consideration  of  the  Congress. 

In  September  and  October  last  the  hostile  Apaches  who,  under  the 
leadership  of  Geronimo,  had  for  eighteen  months  been  on  the  war  path, 
and  during  that  lime  bad  committed  many  murders  and  been  the  cause' 
of  constant  terror  to  the  settlers  of  Arizona,  surrendered  to  (^ncral  Miles, 
the  military  commander  who  succeeded  General  Crook  in  the  manage- 
ment and  direction  of  their  pursuit. 

Under  the  terms  of  their  surrender  as  then  reported,  and  in  view  of 
the  imderstanding  which  these  murderous  savages  seemed  to  entertain 
of  the  assurances  given  them,  it  was  considered  best  to  imprison  them 
in  such  manner  as  to  prevent  their  ever  engaging  in  such  outrages  again, 
instead  of  trying  them  for  murder.  Fort  Pickens  having  Ijeen  .selected 
as  a  safe  place  of  confinement,  all  the  adult  males  were  sent  thitlier  and 
will  be  closely  guarded  as  prisoners.  In  the  meantime  the  residue  of 
the  band,  who,  though  still  remaining  upon  the  reservation,  were  regarded 
as  unsafe  and  suspected  of  furnishing  aid  to  those  on  the  war  path,  had 
been  removeil  to  Fort  Mariou.     The  wouieu  and  larger  children  of  the 
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hnstiles  were  also  taken  there,  and  arrangements  have  been  made  for 

putting  the  children  of  pro|)er  age  in  Indian  schools. 

The  rcjxjrt  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  contains  a  detailed  exhibit 
of  the  condition  of  his  Department,  with  such  a  statement  of  the  action 
needed  to  improve  the  same  as  should  challenge  the  earnest  attention  of 
the  Congress. 

The  present  Navy  of  the  Ignited  States,  aside  from  the  ships  in  course 
of  construction,  consists  of — 

First.  Fourteen  singk-turretetl  monitors,  none  of  which  are  in  com- 
mission nor  at  the  present  time  ser\'iceable.  The  Ijatteries  of  these  ships 
are  obsolete,  ajid  they  can  only  l>e  relied  ujv>u  ;ls  auxiliary  ships  in  harlx>r 
defense,  and  then  after  such  an  exiK^iiditure  ujkju  them  as  might  not  be 
deemed  justifiable. 

Second.  Five  fourth-rate  vessels  of  small  tonnage,  only  one  of  which 
was  designed  as  a  war  vessel,  and  all  of  which  are  auxiliary  tnerely. 

Third.  Twenty-seven  cruising  shij>s,  three  of  which  are  bniU  of  iron, 
of  small  totniage,  and  twenty-four  of  vvootl.  Of  these  wo^xlen  vessels  it 
is  estimated  by  the  Chief  Constructor  of  the  Navy  that  only  three  will  1^ 
serviceable  beyond  a  period  of  six  years,  at  which  time  it  may  be  said 
that  of  the  present  naval  force  nothing  worthy  the  name  will  remain. 

All  the  vessels  heretofore  authorized  are  tmder  contract  or  in  course  of 
construction  except  the  armored  ships,  the  torpedo  and  dynamite  boats, 
and  one  cruiser.  As  to  the  last  of  these,  the  bids  were  in  excess  of  the 
limit  iixed  by  Congress.  The  production  in  the  Uniteil  States  of  armor 
and  gun  steel  is  a  question  which  it  seems  necessary  to  settle  at  an  early 
day  if  the  armored  war  vessels  are  to  be  completed  with  those  materials  of 
home  manufacture.  This  has  l>ecn  the  subject  of  investigation  by  two 
boards  and  by  two  special  committees  of  Congress  within  the  last  three 
years.  The  report  of  the  Gun  Foundry  Board  in  1884,  of  the  Bonrd  on 
Fortifications  made  in  January  last,  and  the  reports  of  the  select  com- 
mittees of  the  two  Houses  made  at  the  last  se-ssion  of  Congress  have 
entirely  exhausted  the  subject,  so  far  as  preliminar>Mnvestigation  is  in- 
volved, and  in  their  recommendations  they  are  substantially  agreed. 

In  the  event  that  the  present  invitation  of  the  Department  for  bids  to 
furnish  such  of  this  material  as  is  now  authorized  shall  fail  to  induce 
domestic  manufactiu'ers  to  undertake  the  large  exi>enditures  rc(|uired  to 
prepare  for  this  new  manufacture,  and  no  other  steps  are  taken  by  Con- 
gress at  its  coming  session,  the  Secretary  contemplates  with  dissati.sfac- 
tion  the  necessity  of  obtaining  abroad  the  armor  and  the  giiu  .steel  for  the 
authorized  ships.  It  would  seem  desirable  that  the  wants  of  the  Army 
and  the  Navy  in  this  regard  should  l)e  rcasonahly  met,  and  that  hy  unit- 
ing their  contracts  such  inducement  might  l)e  offered  as  would  result  in 
securing  the  domestication  of  these  im7»ortant  interests. 

The  affairs  (tf  the  postal  ser\-ice  show  marked  and  gratifying  improve- 
meul  during  the  pa^it  year.     A  particular  account  of  ilb  transactions  and 
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condition  is  given  iu  the  report  of  the  Postmaster-General,  which  will  be 
laid  before  you. 

The  reduction  of  the  rate  of  letter  postage  in  1883,  renderings  the  ^xjstal 
revenues  inadequate  to  sustain  the  expenditures,  ;iud  business  depression 
also  coutrilmting,  resulted  in  .lu  excess  of  cost  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  E885,  of  eight  and  one-third  millions  of  dollars.  An  additional 
check  u^xju  receipts  by  doubling  the  measure  of  weight  in  rating  sealed 
correspondence  and  diminishing  one-half  the  charge  for  newspaper  car- 
riage was  imposed  by  legislation  which  took  effect  with  the  beginning  of 
tile  past  fiscal  year,  wbile  the  constant  demand  of  our  territorial  devel- 
opMieut  and  growing  population  for  the  exteusiun  and  increase  of  mail 
facilities  and  machinery  necessitates  steady  anniial  advance  in  outlay, 
and  the  careful  estimate  of  a  year  ago  upon  tbe  rates  of  ex[)enditure 
then  existing  contemplated  the  unavoidable  augmentation  of  the  defi- 
ciency in  the  last  fiscal  year  by  nearly  $2,000,000.  The  anticip>ated  rev- 
enue for  the  last  year  failed  of  realization  by  about  $64,000.  but  proper 
measures  of  economy  have  so  satisfactorily  limited  the  growth  of  expend- 
iture that  the  total  deficiency  in  fact  fell  below  that  of  1885,  and  at  this 
time  the  increase  of  revenue  is  in  a  gaining  ratio  over  the  increase  of 
cost,  demtmstraling  the  sufficiency  of  the  present  rates  of  ]^)ostage  ulti- 
mately to  sustain  the  service.  This  is  the  more  pleasing  because  our 
people  enjoy  now  both  cheaper  postage  proportionably  to  distances  and 
a  vaster  and  more  costly  senice  than  any  other  upon  the  globe. 

Retrenchment  has  been  effected  in  the  cost  nf  supplies,  some  expendi- 
tures unwarranted  by  law  have  ceased,  and  the  outlays  for  mail  carriage 
have  been  subjected  to  beneficial  scrutiny.  At  the  close  of  tlie  last  fiscal 
year  the  expense  of  transportation  on  star  routes  stood  at  an  annual  rate 
of  cost  less  liy  over  $560,000  than  at  the  close  of  the  previous  year  and 
steamboat  and  mail-messenger  sennce  at  nearly  $200,000  less. 

The  service  has  been  in  the  meantime  enlarged  and  extended  by  the 
cstablisliment  of  new  offices,  increase  of  routes  of  carriage,  expansion  of 
carrier- delivery  L*onveniences,  and  additions  to  the  railway  mail  facilities, 
in  accordance  with  the  growing  exigencies  of  the  country  and  the  long- 
established  ])()licy  of  the  Government, 

The  Posttnaster-Gencral  calls  attention  to  the  existing  law  for  compen- 
sating railroads  and  expresses  the  opinion  that  a  method  may  be  devised 
whii'h  will  prove  more  just  to  the  carriers  and  l>eneficial  to  the  Goveni- 
menl;  :nid  the  subject  appears  wortby  of  your  early  consideration. 

The  differences  which  arose  during  the  year  with  certain  of  the  ocean 
steamship  comfvinies  have  tenninated  by  the  acquiescence  of  all  in  the 
policy  of  the  Government  approved  by  the  Congress  in  the  postal  appro- 
priation at  its  last  session,  and  the  Department  now  enjoys  the  utmost 
serxncc  afforded  by  nil  vessels  which  sail  from  our  ports  ujwn  either 
ocean — a  service  generally  adequate  to  the  needs  of  our  intercourse". 
Petitions  have,  however,  been  presented  to  the  Department  by  numerous 
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mercTiaiits  and  manufacturers  for  the  establishment  of  a  direct  service  to 

the  Argentine  Republic  and  for  seminumthly  dispatches  to  the  Eiu]>ire 
of  Brazil,  and  the  subject  is  conunemled  to  your  consideration.  It  is  an 
obvious  duty  to  provide  the  means  of  postal  comnninication  wliich  our 
commerce  requires,  and  with  prudent  forecast  of  results  the  wise  exten- 
sion of  it  may  lead  to  stimulalint;  interctnirse  and  l>econie  the  harbiujL^er 
of  a  profitable  traffic  which  will  open  new  avenues  for  the  disposition  of 
the  j)n>ducts  of  our  industry.  The  circumstances  of  the  coimtries  at  the 
far  south  of  our  continent  are  such  as  to  invite  our  enterprise  and  afford 
the  promise  of  suiEcient  advantay:es  to  justify  an  unusual  effort  to  bring 
about  the  closer  relations  which  greater  freedom  of  communication  would 
tend  to  establi^jh. 

I  suggest  that,  as  distinguished  from* a  grant  or  subsidy  for  the  mere 
benefit  of  any  line  of  trade  or  travel,  whatever  outlay  may  l)e  required  to 
secure  additional  postal  service,  necessary  and  proj^r  and  ni>t  olherwise 
attainable,  should  be  regarded  as  within  the  limit  of  legitimate  compen- 
sation for  such  service. 

The  extension  of  the  free-tleliver>'"  service  as  suggested  by  the  Post- 
master-General has  heretofore  received  my  sanction,  and  it  is  to  be  hoped 
a  suitable  enactment  may  soon  l>e  agreed  upon. 

The  request  for  an  appropriation  sufficient  to  enable  the  general  inspec- 
tion of  fourth-class  offices  has  my  approbation. 

I  renew  my  approval  of  the  recommendation  of  the  Postmaster-Gen- 
eral thai  another  assistant  l>e  prij\ided  for  the  Post-Office  De^jarlment, 
and  I  invite  your  attention  to  the  several  other  recommendations  in  his 
report. 

The  conduct  of  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the  last  fiscal  year  is 
fully  detailed  iti  the  report  of  the  Attorney-General,  and  I  invite  the 
earnest  attention  of  the  Congress  to  the  same  and  due  consideration  of 
the  recommendations  therein  contained. 

In  the  report  submitted  by  this  officer  to  the  last  sessiim  of  the  Congress 
he  strongly  recommended  the  erection  of  a  penitentiar>*  for  the  confine- 
ment of  prisoners  convicted  and  sentenced  in  the  United  States  courts, 
and  he  repeats  the  recomtnendation  in  his  report  for  the  last  year. 

This  is  a  matter  of  very  great  importance  and  should  at  once  recei\'e 
Congressional  action.  United  States  prisoTiers  are  now  confined  in  more 
than  tliirty  different  State  prisons  and  penitentiaries  scattered  in  every 
part  of  the  country.  They  are  .subjected  to  nearly  as  many  different 
modes  of  treatment  and  discipline  and  are  far  too  much  removed  from  the 
control  and  regulation  of  the  Government.  So  far  as  they  are  entitled 
to  humane  treatment  and  an  opportunity  for  improvement  and  refor- 
mation, the  Government  is  responsible  to  them  and  society  that  these 
things  are  forthcoming.  But  this  duty  can  scarcely  l>e  discharged  with- 
out more  absolute  control  and  direction  than  is  jKissible  under  the  present 
system. 
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Afany  of  our  good  citizens  have  interested  themselves,  with  the  mosir 
beneficial  results,  in  tlie  question  of  prison  reform.  The  General  Gov- 
ernment should  be  in  a  situation,  since  there  must  he  United  States 
prisoners,  to  furnish  iinjM^rtaut  aid  in  this  nioveujeut.  and  should  be  able 
to  illustrate  what  may  he  practically  done  in  the  direction  of  this  reform 
and  to  present  an  example  in  the  treatment  and  ituprovemeut  of  its  pris- 
oners worthy  of  imitation. 

With  prisons  under  its  own  control  the  Government  could  deal  with 
the  somewhat  vexed  question  of  convict  labor,  so  far  as  its  convicts  were 
conccnied.  according  to  a  plan  of  its  own  adoption,  and  with  due  regard 
to  the  rights  and  interests  of  our  laljoring  citizens,  instead  of  sometimes 
aiding  in  the  O|}eration  of  a  system  which  causes  amoug  them  irritation 
and  discontent. 

lTpr>n  consideration  of  this  subject  it  might  be  thought  wise  to  erect 
more  than  one  of  these  institutions,  located  in  such  places  as  would  Ijest 
sul>ser\'e  the  purposes  of  convenience  and  economy  in  transportation. 
The  considerable  cost  of  maintaining  these  convicts  as  at  present,  in 
State  institutions,  would  be  saved  by  the  adoption  of  the  plan  proposed, 
and  by  employing  them  in  the  manufacture  of  such  articles  as  were 
needed  for  use  by  the  Government  quite  a  large  pecuniary*  benefit  would 
be  realized  in  partial  return  for  our  outlay. 

I  again  urge  a  change  in  the  Federal  judicial  system  to  meet  the  wants 
of  the  people  and  obviate  the  delays  necessarily  allemling  the  present 
condition  of  affairs  in  our  courts.  All  are  agreed  that  something  should 
l)e  done,  and  much  favor  is  shown  by  those  well  able  to  advise  to  the 
plan  suggested  hy  the  Attorney-General  at  the  last  session  of  the  Con- 
gress and  recommended  in  my  last  auiiual  message.  This  recommen- 
dation is  here  renewed,  together  with  another  made  at  the  same  time, 
tinicbing  a  change  in  the  manner  of  compensating  district  attorneys  and 
marshals;  and  the  latter  subject  is  commended  to  the  Congress  for  its 
action  in  the  interest  of  economy  to  the  Government,  and  humanity,  fair- 
ness, and  justice  to  our  people. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary'  of  the  Interior  presents  a  comprehensive 
suinniar)'  t^f  the  w<frk  of  the  various  branches  of  the  public  ser\'ice  con- 
nected with  his  Deparlmeiit,  and  the  suggestions  and  recommendations 
which  it  contains  for  the  improvement  of  the  service  should  receive  your 
careful  consideration. 

The  exhibit  made  of  the  condition  of  our  Indian  population  and  the 
progress  of  the  work  for  their  enlightenment,  notwitlistanding  the  many 
cndiarrassments  which  hinder  the  better  administration  of  this  important 
branch  of  the  service,  is  a  gratifying  and  hopeful  one. 

The  funds  appropriated  for  the  Indian  service  for  the  fiscal  year  just 
passed,  with  the  available  income  from  Indian  land  and  tru.st  moneys, 
amoiuiting  in  all  to  $7,^50,775.  r2.  were  ani[)1e  for  the  service  under  the 
ctmditious  and  restrictions  of  laws  regulating  tlieir  expenditure.     There 
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remained  a  balance  on  hand  on  June  30,  18S6.  of  $1,660,023.30,  of  which 
$1,337,768.21  arc  jK'mianc'nt  fniids  for  fulfillmeni  of  treaties  and  other 
like  purposes,  and  the  reinaiuder.  $322,255.09.  is  subject  to  be  carrietl  to 
the  surplus  fund  as  required  by  law. 

The  estimates  i>resented  for  appropriations  for  the  ensuinjj  fiscal  year 
amount  to  $5,608,873.64,  or  $442,386.20  less  than  tliose  laid  before  the 
Conjjress  last  year. 

The  present  system  of  agencies,  while  absolutely  necessary  and  well 
adapted  for  the  management  of  our  Indian  affairs  and  for  the  ends  in 
view  when  it  was  adopted,  is  in  the  present  stage  of  Indian  management 
inadequate,  standing  alone,  for  the  accomplishment  of  an  object  which 
has  l)econie  pressing  in  its  imiK>rtance — ^thc  more  rapid  transition  from 
tribal  organizations  to  citizenship  of  such  portions  of  the  Indians  as  are 
capable  of  civilized  life. 

When  tlie  existing  system  was  adopted,  the  Indian  race  was  outside  of 
the  limits  of  organized  States  and  Territories  and  beyond  the  immediate 
reach  and  of)eration  of  ciNHlization,  and  all  efforts  were  mainly  directed 
to  the  maintenance  of  friendly  relations  and  the  preservation  of  peace 
and  (juiet  on  the  frontier.  All  this  is  now  changed.  There  is  no  such 
thing  as  the  Indian  frontier.  Civilization,  with  the  Ijiisy  hum  of  industry 
and  the  influences  of  Christianity,  surrounds  tliesc  people  at  every  p<M"ut. 
None  of  the  tribes  are  outside  of  the  bounds  of  organized  goveniment 
and  s^xiety,  except  that  the  Territorial  system  has  not  l>een  extended 
over  that  i^Kjrtion  of  the  country  known  as  the  Indian  Territory.  As  a 
race  the  Indians  are  no  longer  hostile,  but  may  be  considered  as  sub- 
missive to  the  control  of  the  Ooverinnent.  Few  of  them  <tnly  are  trouble- 
some. Except  the  fragnventsof  several  bands,  all  arc  now  gatliered  \v^\\ 
reservations. 

It  is  no  longer  possible  for  thetn  to  subsist  by  the  chase  and  the  spon- 
taneous ])rofluctifms  of  the  earth. 

With  an  abundance  of  land,  if  furnished  with  the  means  and  imple- 
ments for  profitable  husbandry,  their  life  of  entire  dependence  upon 
Goveriunent  rations  from  day  to  day  is  no  longer  defcn.-^iblc.  Their 
inclination,  long  fostered  by  a  defective  system  of  control,  is  to  cling 
to  the  habits  and  customs  of  their  ancestors  and  strtiggle  with  persist- 
ence against  the  change  of  life  which  their  altered  circumstances  press 
upon  them.  Rut  Vtarbarism  and  civilization  can  not  live  together.  It 
is  imposvsible  that  such  incongruous  conditions  should  coexist  on  the 
same  soil. 

They  are  a  portion  of  our  people,  are  under  the  authority  of  our  Gov- 
ernment, and  have  a  j>eculiar  claim  upon  :s.\\A  are  entitled  to  the  fo.ster- 
ing  care  and  protection  t)f  the  nation.  The  Government  can  not  relieve 
itself  of  this  responsibility  until  they  are  so  far  trained  and  civilized  as 
to  l>e  able  wholly  to  mana}.je  and  care  for  them.selves.  The  paths  in 
which  they  should  walk  nuisl  l»e  clearly  marked  out  for  Lhem^and  they 
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must  be  led  or  guided  until  Ihey  are  familiar  with  the  way  and  compe- 
tent to  assume  the  duties  and  responsibilities  of  our  citizenship. 

Progress  in  this  great  w'ork  will  continue  only  at  the  present  slow 
pace  and  at  ^eat  expense  unless  the  system  and  niethodis  of  manage- 
ment are  improved  to  meet  the  changed  conditions  and  urgent  demands 
of  the  ser\'ice. 

The  agents,  liaving  general  charge  and  supcr\*ision  in  many  cases  of 
more  than  5.000  Indians,  scattered  o\'er  large  reservations,  and  burdened 
with  the  details  of  accountability  for  funds  and  supplies,  have  time  to 
look  after  the  industrial  training  and  improvement  of  a  few  Indians 
only.  The  many  are  neglected  and  remain  idle  and  dependent,  condi- 
tions not  favoralile  for  progiess  and  civilization. 

The  compensation  allowed  the*ie  agents  and  the  conditions  of  the 
service  are  not  calculated  to  secure  for  the  work  men  who  are  fitted  by 
ability  and  skill  to  properly  plan  and  intelligently  direct  the  methods 
best  adapted  to  produce  the  most  speedy  results  and  permanent  lx;nefits. 

Hence  the  necessity  for  a  supplemental  agency  or  system  directed  to 
the  end  of  promoting  the  general  and  more  rapid  transition  of  the  tribes 
from  habits  and  customs  of  barl>arism  lo  the  ways  of  civilization. 

With  an  anxious  desire  to  devise  some  plan  of  operation  by  which  to 
secure  the  welfare  of  the  Indians  and  to  relieve  the  Treasury  as  far  as 
possible  from  the  support  of  an  idle  and  dependent  population,  I  recom- 
mended in  my  previous  annual  message  the  passage  of  a  law  authorizing 
the  appointment  of  a  commission  as  an  instrumentality  auxiliar>'  to  those 
already  established  for  the  care  of  the  Indians.  It  was  designed  that 
this  commission  should  be  comjHjsed  of  six  intelligent  and  capable  per- 
sons— three  to  Ix;  detailed  from  the  Army — having  practical  ifleas  up(m 
the  subject  of  the  treatment  of  Indians  and  interested  in  their  welfare, 
and  that  it  should  l^  charged,  under  the  direction  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior,  with  the  management  of  such  matters  of  detail  as  can  not 
with  the  present  organization  be  properli^  and  successfully  conducted, 
and  which  present  different  phases,  as  the  Indians  themseh^es  differ  in 
their  progress,  needs,  disposition,  and  capacity  for  improvement  or  imme- 
diate self-support. 

By  the  aid  of  such  a  commission  much  unwise  and  useless  expenditure 
of  money,  waste  of  materials,  and  unavailing  efforts  might  1^  avoided; 
and  it  is  hoped  that  this  or  some  measure  which  the  wisdom  of  Congress 
may  better  devise  to  supply  the  deficiency  of  the  present  system  may 
receive  your  consideration  and  the  appropriate  legislation  be  pnnnded. 

The  time  is  ripe  for  the  work  of  such  an  agency. 

There  is  less  opposition  to  the  education  and  training  of  the  Indian 
youth,  as  shown  by  the  increased  attendance  upon  the  schools,  and  there 
is  a  yielding  tendency  for  the  indi\Hdual  holding  of  lands.  Development 
and  advancement  in  these  directions  are  essential,  and  should  have  every 
encouragement.     As  the  rising  generation  ore  taught  the  laugitage  of 
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ci\nlization  and  traineil  in  haUils  of  industry  they  should  assume  the 
duties,  privileges,  ami  resptnisibihtics  of  citizenship. 

No  obstacle  should  hin<ler  the  location  and  settlement  of  any  Indian 
willing  to  take  land  in  severalty:  on  the  contrary,  the  inclination  to  do  so 
should  be  stimulated  at  all  times  when  proper  and  ex]x-<lient.  But  there 
is  no  authority  of  law  for  making  allotments  on  some  of  the  reservations, 
and  on  others  the  allotments  providetl  for  are  sti  small  that  tlie  Indians, 
though  ready  and  desiring  to  settle  down,  are  not  \\-ilIing  to  accept  such 
small  areas  when  their  reser\-ations  contain  ample  lan<is  to  aflfonl  them 
homesteads  of  sufficient  size  to  meet  their  present  and  future  neecLs. 

These  inequalities  of  existing  special  laws  and  treaties  should  lie  cor- 
rected and  some  general  legislation  on  the  subject  should  l>e  proxnded. 
so  that  the  more  progressive  meml>ers  of  the  different  trilK-s  may  lie 
settled  upon  homesteads,  and  by  their  example  lead  others  to  follow, 
breaking  away  from  tril>al  customs  and  substituting  tl  erefor  the  love  of 
home,  the  interest  of  the  family,  and  the  rule  of  the  slate. 

The  Indian  character  and  nature  are  such  that  they  arc  not  easily  led 
while  broo<iing  over  unadjusted  wrongs.  This  is  es]>eciall\'  so  regard- 
ing their  lands.  Matters  arising  from  the  construction  and  operation  of 
railroads  across  some  of  the  reser\-ations.  and  claims  of  title  an<l  right 
of  occupancy  set  up  by  while  persons  to  some  of  the  best  land  within 
other  reser\*ations  require  legislation  for  their  final  adjustment. 

The  settlement  of  these  matters  will  remove  many  cm!»arrassments  to 
progress  in  the  work  of  leading  the  Indians  to  the  adoption  of  our  insti- 
tutions and  bringing  them  imder  the  operation,  the  influence,  and  the 
protection  of  the  universal  laws  of  our  country. 

The  recommendations  of  the  Secretary'  of  the  Interior  and  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office  lo*jking  to  the  l>etter  protection 
of  public  lands  and  of  the  public  sur\'eys,  the  presen'ation  of  national 
forests,  the  adjudication  of  grants  to  States  and  corporations  and  of  pri- 
vate land  claims,  and  the  increased  efficiency  of  the  public-land  service 
are  commended  to  the  attention  of  Congress.  To  secure  the  widest  dis- 
tribution of  public  lands  in  limited  quantities  among  settlers  for  resi- 
dence and  cultivation,  and  thus  make  the  greatest  TUimlx?r  of  individual 
homes,  was  the  priniar>'  object  of  the  public-land  legislation  in  the  early 
days  of  the  Republic.  This  system  was  a  simple  one.  It  commenced 
with  an  admirable  scheme  of  public  sur\'eys.  by  which  the  Immblest 
citizen  could  identify  the  tract  upon  which  he  wished  to  establish  his 
home.  The  price  of  lands  was  placed  within  the  reach  of  all  the  enter- 
prising, industrious,  and  honest  pioneer  citizens  of  the  countr>\  It  was 
soon,  however,  found  that  the  object  of  the  laws  was  perverted,  under 
the  system  of  cash  sales,  from  a  distribution  of  land  among  the  people 
to  an  accumulation  of  land  capital  by  wealthy  and  speculative  i>ersons. 
T*>  check  tliis  tendency  a  preference  right  of  purchase  was  given  to 
settlers  on  the  laud,  a  plan  which  culmitmted  in  the  general  preemption 
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act  of  1841.  The  foundation  of  this  system  was  actual  residence  atw 
cultivation.  Twenty  years  later  the  h<.)mestead  law  w^as  devised  to  more 
surely  place  actual  homes  in  the  possessioti  of  actual  cultivators  of  the 
soil.  The  land  was  ^ven  without  price,  the  sole  conditions  l>eiug  resi- 
dence, improvement,  and  cnlti\'atioti.  Other  laws  have  followed,  each 
desi^^ned  to  encourage  the  acquirement  and  use  of  land  in  limited  indi- 
vidual ([uaiUities,  But  in  later  years  these  laws,  through  vicious  admin- 
istrative methods  and  under  clianged  conditions  of  cnniinunication  and 
transportation,  have  heen  so  evaded  and  violated  tliat  their  beneficent 
purjKJse  is  threatened  with  entire  defeat.  The  methods  of  such  e\'asions 
and  violations  are  set  forth  in  detail  in  the  reports  of  the  Secretary  of 
the  Interior  and  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  The  rapid 
appropriation  of  our  public  lands  without  bona  fide  settlements  or  culti- 
vation, and  not  only  without  intention  of  residence,  hut  for  the  purpose 
of  their  aggrcgaJon  in  large  holdings,  in  many  cases  in  the  hands  of 
foreigners,  invites  the  serious  and  immediate  attention  of  the  Congress. 

The  energies  of  the  lyUnd  Department  have  been  devoted  during  the 
present  Administration  to  remedy  defects  and  correct  abuses  in  the  public- 
land  service.  The  results  of  these  efforts  are  so  largely  in  the  nature  of 
reforms  in  the  processes  and  methods  of  our  land  system  as  to  prevent 
adequate  estimate;  but  it  appears  by  a  compilation  from  the  reports  of 
the  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  that  the  immediate  effect 
in  h-ading  cases  wiiieh  have  come  to  a  final  tenninatioii  has  l>een  the 
restoration  to  the  mass  of  public  lands  of  2.750,000  acres;  that  2,370.000 
acres  are  embraced  in  investigations  now  pending  l>efore  the  Department 
or  the  a^urts.  and  that  the  action  of  Congress  has  l>een  asked  to  effect 
the  restoration  of  2,790,000  acres  additional;  l^esides  which  4,000,000 
acres  have  been  withheld  from  reservation  and  the  rights  of  entry 
thereon  maintained. 

I  recommend  the  repeal  of  the  preemption  and  tiraber-cultiu^  acts,  and 
that  the  homestead  laws  be  so  amended  as  to  better  secure  compliance 
with  their  requirements  of  residence,  improvement,  and  cultivation  for 
the  period  of  five  years  from  date  of  euto't  without  commutation  or  pro- 
vision for  speculative  relinquishment.  I  also  recommend  the  repeal  of 
the  desert-land  laws  unless  it  shall  be  the  pleasure  of  tlie  Congress  to  so 
amend  these  laws  as  to  render  them  less  liable  to  abuses.  As  the  chief 
motive  for  an  eva.sion  of  the  laws  and  the  principal  cause  of  their  result 
in  land  accumulation  instead  of  land  distribution  is  the  facility  with 
which  transfers  are  made  of  the  right  intended  to  be  securetl  to  settlers, 
it  may  \ye.  deemed  advi.sable  to  provide  by  legislation  some  guards  aud 
checks  upon  the  ahenation  of  homestead  rights  and  lands  covered  thereliy 
until  patents  issue. 

Last  year  an  Executive  proclamation*  was  issued  directing  the  re- 
■T^oval  of  fences  which  inclosed  the  public  domain.     Many  of  these  have 

»  See  pp.  300-309. 
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been  removed  iu  obedience  to  such  order.  Init  much  of  the  public  land 
stiU  remains  within  the  Unes  of  these  unhiwful  fences.  The  ingenious 
metho<ls  resfjrted  to  in  order  to  continue  these  trespasses  and  the  iiardi- 
hood  of  the  pretenses  by  which  in  scjnie  cases  such  inclosures  are  justi- 
fied are  fully  detailed  in  the  rejxirt  of  the  Secretary'  of  the  Interior. 

The  removal  of  the  fences  still  retuaiuiuj^  which  inclose  jiublic  lands 
will  be  enforced  with  all  the  authority  and  ineans  with  which  the  execu- 
tive brancli  of  the  Govenuiient  is  or  shall  Ix;  invested  by  the  Congress 
for  that  purpose. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  of  Pensions  contains  a  detailed  and 
most  satisfactory  exhibit  of  the  ojwrations  of  the  Pension  Bureau  during 
the  last  fiscal  year.  The  amount  of  work  done  was  tlie  largest  in  any 
year  since  the  organiscation  of  the  Bureau,  and  it  has  been  done  at  less 
cost  than  during  the  previous  year  in  every  division. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1S86,  there  were  365,783  pensioners  (m  the 
rolls  of  the  Bureau. 

Since  1861  there  have  been  1,018,735  applications  for  pensions  filed, 
of  which  78,834  were  l>ased  upon  ser\'ice  in  the  War  of  1812.  There 
were  621,754  ^^  these  applications  allowed,  including  60,178  to  the  sol- 
diers of  1813  and  their  widows. 

The  total  amount  paid  for  j»ensions  since  1861  is  $808.624,81 1.57. 

The  numl^er  of  new  pensiotis  allowed  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1886.  is  40,857.  a  larger  number  than  has  been  allowed  iu  any  year  save 
one  since  i86t.  The  names  of  2,229  pensioners  which  had  been  previ- 
ously dropped  from  the  rolls  were  restored  during  the  year,  and  after 
deducting  those  dropped  within  the  same  time  for  various  causes  a  net 
increase  remains  for  the  year  of  20.658  names. 

From  January  i.  1861,  to  December  i,  1885,  1,967  private  pension  acts 
had  been  passed.  Since  the  last-mentioned  date,  and  during  the  last 
session  of  the  Congress,  644  such  acts  l>ecame  laws. 

It  seems  to  me  that  no  one  can  examine  our  pension  establishment  and 
its  operations  without  being  convinced  that  through  its  instnnneiUality 
justice  can  be  ver>'  nearly  done  to  all  who  are  entitled  under  present  laws 
to  the  pension  l>ounty  of  the  Govenmient. 

But  it  is  undeniable  that  cases  exist,  well  entitled  to  relief,  in  which 
the  Pension  Bureau  is  powerless  to  aid.  The  really  worthy  cases  of  this 
class  are  such  as  only  lack  by  misfortune  the  kind  or  quantity  of  proof 
which  the  law  and  regulations  of  the  Bureau  require,  or  which,  though 
their  merit  is  apparent,  for  some  other  reason  can  nut  be  justly  dealt  with 
through  general  laws.  These  conditions  fully  justify  application  to  the 
Congress  and  special  enactments.  But  resort  to  the  Congress  for  a  spe- 
cial pension  act  to  overrule  the  d*;lii>erate  and  careful  detennination  of 
the  Pension  Bureau  on  the  merits  or  to  secure  favorable  action  when  it 
could  not  be  expected  under  the  most  lil^ral  execution  of  general  laws, 
it  must  be  admitted  opens  the  door  to  the  allowance  of  questionable 
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claims  and  presents  to  the  legislative  and  executive  branches  of  the  Gov- 
ernment applications  cf>ncc<ledly  ndt  within  the  law  and  plainly  devoid 
of  merit,  but  so  surrounded  by  sentiment  and  patriotic  feeling:  that  they 
nrc  hard  to  resist.  I  suppose  it  will  not  l>e  denied  that  many  claims  for 
pension  are  made  without  merit  and  that  many  have  been  allowed  upon 
fraudulent  rt-presetitations.  This  has  l)een  declared  from  the  Pension 
Bureau,  tiot  only  in  this  but  in  pri<jr  Administrations. 

The  usefulness  and  the  justice  of  any  system  for  the  distribution  of 
pensions  depend  upon  the  equality  and  uniformity  of  its  operation. 

It  will  Ix;  seen  from  the  report  of  the  Connnissioiier  that  there  are  now 
paid  by  the  Government  i^^i  different  rales  of  pension. 

He  estimates  from  the  best  inforjuation  he  can  obtain  that  9,000  of 
those  who  have  scr\'cd  in  the  Army  and  Navy  of  the  United  States  are 
now  supiKjrted.  in  whole  or  in  \rxx\,  from  public  funds  or  by  organized 
charities,  exclusive  of  those  in  soldiers*  homes  under  the  direction  and 
control  of  the  Goveniment.  Only  13  per  cent  of  these  are  f)ensioners, 
while  of  the  entire  innnl>cr  of  men  furnished  for  the  late  war  .something 
like  20  per  cent,  iucludiuj;  their  widows  and  relatives,  have  been  or  now 
are  in  receipt  of  pensions. 

The  American  f>eople.  with  a  patriotic  and  gjateful  regard  for  our 
ex  soldiers,  too  broad  and  too  sacred  to  l>e  monopolized  by  any  .special 
advocates,  are  not  only  willing  but  anxious  that  equal  and  exact  jus- 
tice should  l>e  done  to  all  honest  claimants  fcjr  ]>en-sions.  In  their  sight 
the  friendless  and  destitute  soldier,  dependent  on  public  charity,  if  oth- 
erwise entitled,  has  precisely  the  same  right  to  share  in  the  provision 
made  for  those  who  fought  their  country's  battles  as  those  better  able, 
througli  friends  and  influence,  to  push  their  claims.  Kver\'  pension  that 
is  granted  under  our  present  plan  upon  any  other  grounds  than  actual 
ser\'ice  and  injury  or  disease  incurred  in  such  service,  and  every  instance 
of  the  many  in  which  pensions  are  increased  on  other  groimds  than  the 
merits  of  tlie  claim,  work  an  injustice  to  the  brave  and  crippled,  but  poor 
and  friendless,  soldier,  who  is  entirely  neglected  or  who  must  be  content 
with  the  smallest  sum  allowed  under  general  laws. 

There  are  far  loo  many  neighborhoods  in  which  are  found  glaring 
cases  of  inequality  of  treatment  in  tlie  matter  of  pensions,  and  they  are 
largely  due  to  a  yielding  in  the  Pension  Bureau  to  importunity  on  the 
part  of  those,  other  than  the  pensioner,  who  are  especially  interested,  or 
they  arise  from  special  acts  passed  for  the  Ix^nefit  of  indi\'idiials. 

The  men  who  fought  side  by  si<le  should  stand  side  by  side  when  they 
participate  in  a  grateful  nation's  kind  remembrance. 

Ever>'  consideration  of  fairness  and  justice  to  our  ex-soldiers  and  the 
protection  of  the  patriotic  instinct  of  our  citizens  from  per\'ersian  and 
^'iolalion  point  to  the  adoption  of  a  pen.sion  .system  broad  and  compre- 
hensive enough  to  cover  every  contingency,  and  which  shall  make  uuuec- 
essary  an  objectionable  volume  of  special  legislation. 
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As  long  as  we  adhere  to  the  principle  of  jjraiilinj^  ]>ensions  for  serv- 
ice, and  disability  as  tlie  result  of  the  serv'ice.  the  allowance  of  peusiousi 
should  l*e  restricteii  to  cases  presenting  these  features. 

Every  patriotic  heart  responds  to  a  tender  consideration  for  those  who, 
having  serve<l  their  countr>'  long  and  well,  are  reduceti  to  destitution 
aud  dependence,  not  as  an  incident  of  their  ser\'icc,  but  with  advancing 
age  or  through  sickness  or  misfortune.  We  are  all  teini^ted  by  the  con- 
templation of  such  a  ctindition  to  supply  relief,  and  are  often  ini|^tient 
of  the  limitations  of  public  duly.  Yielding  to  no  one  in  the  desire  to 
iudulge  this  feeling  of  consideration.  I  ciui  not  rid  myself  of  the  con- 
viction thai  if  these  ex-soldiers  are  to  be  relieved  Ihey  ami  their  cause 
are  entitled  to  the  beuefit  of  an  enactment  under  which  relief  may  be 
claimed  as  a  right,  and  that  such  relief  should  be  granted  under  the  sanc- 
tion of  law,  not  in  evasion  of  it;  nor  should  such  worthy  objects  of  care, 
all  equally  entitled,  be  reuiitte^L  to  the  unequal  o]>enition  of  symp;ithy 
or  the  tender  mercies  of  social  and  political  influence,  with  their  unjust 
discriminations. 

The  discharged  soldiers  and  sailors  of  the  countr>'  are  our  fellow-citi- 
zens, and  interested  with  us  in  the  passage  and  faithful  execution  of 
wholesome  laws.  They  can  not  be  swened  from  their  duly  of  citizen- 
ship by  artful  appeals  to  their  spirit  of  brotherhood  bom  of  common  peril 
and  suffering,  nor  will  they  exact  as  a  test  of  devotion  to  their  welfare 
a  willingness  to  neglect  public  duty  in  their  behalf. 

On  the  4th  of  March,  1885,  the  current  business  of  the  Patent  Office 
was.  on  au  average,  five  and  a  half  months  in  arrears,  and  in  several 
dixTsioDs  more  than  twelve  months  behind.  At  the  close  of  the  last 
fiscal  year  such  current  work  was  but  three  months  in  arrears,  and  it  is 
asserted  and  l)olie\ned  that  in  the  next  few  months  the  delay  in  obtaining 
an  examination  of  an  application  for  a  patent  will  be  but  nominal. 

The  number  of  applications  for  patents  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  in- 
chiding  ruissnies,  designs,  trade-marks,  and  labels.  e<iuals  40.67S,  which  is 
considerably  in  excess  of  the  nund>er  received  during  any  precetling  year. 

The  receipts  of  the  Patent  Office  during  the  year  aggregate  $1,205,- 
167. Ho,  enabling  the  office  to  tuni  into  the  Treasur>'  a  surplus  revenue, 
over  and  above  all  expenditures,  of  alout  $163,710.30. 

The  number  of  patents  granted  during  the  last  fiscal  year,  inchidiiig 
reissues,  trade-marks,  desiyiis.  and  laKLs.  was  25,619,  a  number  also  quite 
largely  in  excess  of  that  of  any  precctling  year. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioner  shows  the  office  to  be  in  a  prosperous 
condition  and  constantly  increasing  in  its  business.  No  increase  of  force 
is  asketi  ftjr. 

The  amount  estimated  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1886.  was 
$890,760.  The  amount  estimated  for  the  year  ending  June  30,  1SH7. 
was  $853,960.  The  amount  estimated  for  the  fiscal  year  en<ling  June 
30,  ISUS,  is  $77^.770- 
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The  Secrctarj'  of  the  Interior  suggests  a  change  in  the  plan  for  tlie 
payment  of  the  indebtedness  of  the  Pacific  suljsidized  roads  to  tlie  Gov- 
crnnicnt.  His  suggestion  has  the  unanimous  indorsement  of  the  persons 
selected  by  the  Government  to  act  as  directors  of  these  roads  and  protect 
the  interests  of  the  ITnited  States  in  the  lioard  of  direction.  In  considering 
the  plan  propi>sed  the  sole  matters  which  should  l>e  taken  into  account, 
in  my  opitiion,  are  the  situation  of  the  <  lovernment  as  a  cretlitor  and  the 
surest  way  to  secure  tlie  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  its  debt. 

By  a  recent  decision  of  the  Sn]ireme  Court  of  the  United  States  it  lias 
l>een  adjudged  that  the  laws  of  the  several  States  are  inoperative  to  regu- 
late rates  of  transjx)rtalion  upon  railroads  if  such  regulation  interferes 
with  the  rate  of  carriage  from  one  State  into  another.  This  important  field 
of  control  and  regulation  having  Ijeen  thus  left  entirely  unoccupied,  the 
expediency  of  Federal  action  ufxtn  the  subject  is  worthy  of  consideration. 

The  relations  of  laUir  to  capital  and  of  laboring  men  to  their  employers 
are  of  the  utmost  concern  to  every  patriotic  citizen.  When  these  are 
strained  and  distorted,  unjustifiable  claims  are  apt  to  l)e  insisted  uix)n  liy 
iMjth  interests,  and  in  the  controversy  which  results  the  welfare  of  all 
and  the  prosperity  of  the  country  are  jeopardized.  Any  inter%'ention  of 
the  General  Government,  within  the  limits  of  its  constitutional  authority, 
to  avert  such  a  condition  should  Ix*  willingly  accorded. 

In  a  special  me.ssage*  transniitted  to  the  Congress  at  its  last  session  I 
suggested  the  enlargement  of  our  present  Labor  Bureau  and  adding  to 
its  present  functinns  the  power  of  arl>itration  in  cases  where  differences 
arise  between  employer  and  employed.  When  these  differences  reach 
such  a  stage  as  to  result  in  the  interruption  of  commerce  between  the 
States,  the  application  of  this  remedy  by  the  General  Government  might 
be  regarded  as  entirely  within  its  constitutional  powers.  And  1  tliink 
we  might  reasonably  hope  that  such  arbitrators,  if  carefully  selected  and 
if  entitled  to  the  confidence  of  the  parties  to  Ik-  affected,  would  l_»e  vol- 
untarily called  to  the  settlement  of  controversies  of  less  extent  and  not 
necessarily  within  the  domain  of  Federal  regulation. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  this  suggestion  is  worthy  the  attention  of  the 
Congress. 

But  after  all  has  been  done  by  the  passage  of  laws,  either  Federal  or 
State,  to  relieve  a  situation  full  of  solicitude,  much  more  remains  to  be 
accomplished  by  the  reinstatement  and  cultivation  of  a  tnie  American 
sentiment  which  recognizes  the  equality  of  American  citizenship.  This, 
in  the  light  of  our  traditions  and  in  loyalty  to  the  .spirit  of  our  institu- 
tions, would  teach  that  a  hearty  cooperation  on  the  part  of  all  interests  is 
the  surest  path  to  national  greatness  and  the  happiness  of  all  our  people; 
that  capital  should,  in  recognition  of  the  l)rotherhood  of  our  citizen.ship 
and  in  a  .spirit  of  American  fairness,  generously  accord  to  lalxir  its  just 
compensation  and  consideration,  and  that  contente<l  labor  is  capital's

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T>est  protection  aiul  faithful  ally.  It  wouUl  teach,  loo,  that  the  diverse 
situations  of  our  i>eople  arc  inseparable  from  onr  civilization;  that  every 
citizen  should  in  his  sphere  be  a  contributor  to  the  general  good;  that 
capital  df>cs  not  necessarily  tend  to  the  oppression  of  lalxir,  and  that  vio- 
lent disturbances  and  disorders  alienate  from  their  promoters  true  Ameri- 
can sympathy  and  kindly  feeling. 

Tlte  Depaitiueiit  uf  A)^riciilture,  representing  the  oldest  and  largest  of 
our  national  industries,  is  subscr\Mng  well  the  jnirpfises  of  its  organi/.a- 
tion.  By  the  introduction  of  new  subjects  of  farming  euterprise  and  by 
opening  new  sources  of  agricultural  wealth  and  tlie  dissemination  of  early 
information  concerning  production  and  prices  it  has  contributed  largely 
to  the  country*s  prosperity.  Through  this  agency  advanced  thought 
and  investi'<ation  touching  the  subjects  it  has  in  charge  should,  among 
other  things,  Ix?  ]iractically  applied  to  the  home  production  at  a  low  cast 
of  articles  of  food  which  are  now  imported  from  abroad.  Such  an  innova- 
tion will  necess;arily,  of  course,  in  the  hegitniing  lie  within  the  domain  of 
intelHgent  ex]x:rimeiil,  and  the  subject  in  every  stage  .shoulil  receive  all 
possible  encouragement  from  tlie  Government. 

The  interests  of  millions  of  our  citizens  engage<l  in  agriculture  are 
involve  I  in  an  enlargement  and  improvement  of  the  results  uf  their  labor, 
and  a  zealous  regard  for  their  welfare  should  be  a  willing  tribute  to  those 
whose  productive  returns  are  a  main  source  of  our  progress  and  power. 

The  existence  of  ijleuro-pneumotiia  among  the  cattle  of  various  States 
has  led  to  burdensome  and  in  some  cases  disastrous  restrictions  in  an 
ini|x>rtaut  branch  of  our  commerce,  threatening  to  afTect  the  quantity 
and  tiualily  of  our  ffxxl  supply.  This  is  a  matter  of  such  importance  and 
of  such  far-reaching  consc<|uences  that  I  hope  it  will  engage  the  serious 
attention  of  the  Congress,  to  the  end  that  such  a  remedy  may  l>e  ajjplied 
as  tlie  limits  of  a  constitutional  delegation  of  power  to  the  General  Gov- 
ennneut  will  permit. 

I  commend  to  the  consideration  of  the  Congress  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioner and  his  suggestions  concerning  the  interest  intrusted  to  his  care. 

The  continued  oj^ration  of  the  law  relating  to  otir  civil  service  has 
added  the  most  convincing  proofs  of  its  necessity  and  usefulness.  It  is 
a  fact  worthy  of  note  that  ever>'  public  officer  who  has  a  just  idea  of  his 
duty  to  the  people  testifies  to  the  value  of  this  reform.  Its  staunchest 
friends  are  found  among  those  who  understand  it  best,  and  its  wannest 
supporters  are  tlK*sc  who  are  restrained  and  protected  by  its  requirements. 

The  meaning  of  such  restraint  and  protection  is  not  appreciated  by 
those  who  want  places  under  the  Government  regardless  of  merit  and 
efficiency,  nor  by  those  who  insist  that  the  selection  of  such  places  slionld 
rest  upon  a  proper  credential  showing  active  partisan  work.  They  mean 
to  public  officers,  if  not  their  lives,  the  only  np|M>rtunity  afforded  them  to 
attend  to  public  business,  and  they  mean  to  the  good  people  of  the  coun- 
try the  better  performance  of  tlie  work  of  their  Government. 
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It  is  exceeding-ly  stranpje  that  the  scope  and  nature  of  this  reform  are 
so  httle  understood  a:id  that  so  many  things  not  included  within  its  plan 
are  called  by  its  name.  When  cavil  yields  more  fully  to  examination, 
the  system  will  have  large  additions  to  the  nundxfr  of  its  friends. 

Our  civil-service  reform  may  l>e  imperfect  in  some  of  its  details;  it  may 
be  misunderstood  and  opposed;  it  may  not  always  be  faithfully  applied: 
its  designs  may  sometimes  miscarr>'^  through  mistake  or  willful  intent ;. 
it  may  sometimes  tremlile  under  the  assaults  of  its  euemies  or  languish 
under  the  misguided  zeal  of  impracticable  friends;  but  if  the  people  of 
this  country  ever  submil  to  the  banishment  of  its  underlying  principle 
from  the  operation  of  their  Government  they  will  abandon  the  surest 
guaranty  of  the  safety  and  success  of  American  institutions. 

I  invoke  for  this  reform  the  cheerful  and  migmdging  support  of  the 
Congress.  I  renew  my  recommen<ialiun  made  last  year  that  the  salaries 
of  the  Commissioners  l)e  made  equal  to  other  officers  ol  the  Government 
having  like  duties  and  responsibilities,  and  I  hoi>e  that  such  reasonable 
appropriations  may  be  made  as  will  enable  them  to  increase  the  useful- 
ness of  the  cause  they  have  in  charge. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Cimgress  to  a  plain  diity  which  the 
Government  owes  to  the  depositors  in  the  Freedmaji's  Savings  and  Trust 
Company. 

This  company  was  chartered  by  the  Congress  for  the  benefit  of  the 
most  illiterate  and  humble  of  our  people,  and  with  the  intention  of 
encouraging  in  them  industry  and  thrift.  Most  of  its  branches  were 
presided  over  by  officers  holding  the  commissions  and  clothed  in  the 
uniform  of  the  United  States.  These  and  other  circumstances  reason- 
ably, I  think,  led  these  simple  people  to  suppose  that  the  invitation  to 
deposit  their  hard-earned  savings  in  this  institution  implied  an  undertak- 
ing on  the  part  of  their  Govemmeut  that  their  money  should  be  safely 
kept  for  them. 

When  this  company  failed,  it  was  liable  in  the  sum  of  $2,939,925.22 
to  61,131  depositors.  Dividends  amountmg  in  the  aggregate  to  62  per 
cent  have  been  declared,  and  the  sum  called  for  and  paid  of  such  dividends 
seems  to  be  %\  .^^S.  1S1.72.  This  sum  deductc<l  fn>m  the  entire  amount 
of  deposits  leaves  $1,29 1, 744. 50  still  unpaid.  Past  experience  has  showu 
that  quite  a  large  part  of  this  sum  will  not  be  called  for.  There  are 
assets  still  on  hand  amounting  to  the  estimated  sum  of  $16,000. 

1  think  the  remaining  38  jier  cent  of  such  of  these  deposits  as  have 
claimants  should  be  paid  by  the  Government,  upon  principles  of  equity 
and  fairness. 

The  report  of  the  commissioner,  soon  to  be  laid  Ijcfore  Congress,  will 
give  more  satisfactory  details  on  this  subject. 

The  control  of  the  affairs  of  the  District  of  Cohmibia  hav-ing  been 
placed  in  the  hands  of  purely  executive  officers,  wliile  the  Congress  still 
retains  all  legislative  authority  relating  to  its  government,  it  bccomca 
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my  duty  to  make  known  the  mast  pressing  needs  of  the  District  and 
recommend  their  consideration. 

The  laws  of  the  District  appear  to  t)e  in  an  uncertain  and  unsatisfac- 
tory condition,  and  their  cotlificatiou  or  revision  is  much  needed. 

During  the  past  year  cnie  of  the  bridges  leading:  from  the  District  to 
the  State  of  Virginia  became  unfit  for  use,  and  travel  upon  it  was  forbid- 
den. This  leads  me  to  suggest  that  the  improvement  of  all  the  bridges 
crassiug  the  Potomac  and  its  branches  from  the  city  of  Washington  is 
worthy  the  attention  of  Congress. 

The  Commissioners  of  the  District  represent  that  the  laws  regulat- 
ing the  sale  of  liquor  and  granting  licenses  therefor  should  be  at  once 
amended,  and  that  legislation  is  needed  to  consolidate,  ilefine,  and  en- 
large the  scope  and  powers  of  charitable  and  penal  institutions  within 
the  District. 

I  suggest  that  the  Commissioners  be  clothed  with  the  power  to  make, 
within  fixed  limitations,  police  regidations.  I  believe  this  power  granted 
and  carefully  guarded  would  tend  to  suljsers'c  the  good  order  of  the 
municipality. 

It  seems  that  trouble  still  exists  growing  out  of  the  occupation  of  the 
streets  and  avenues  by  certain  railroads  having  their  termini  in  the  city. 
It  is  very  important  that  such  laws  should  be  enacted  upon  this  subject 
as  will  secure  to  the  roilroads  nil  the  facilities  they  require  for  the  trans- 
action of  tlieir  business  and  at  the  same  time  protect  citizens  from  injury 
to  their  persons  or  property. 

The  Commissioners  again  complain  that  the  accommodations  afforded 
them  for  the  necessary  offices  for  District  business  and  for  the  safe-keep- 
ing of  valuable  books  and  papers  are  entirely  insufficient.  I  reconnuend 
that  this  condition  of  affairs  be  remedied  by  the  Congress,  and  that  suit- 
able quarters  be  furnished  for  the  needs  of  the  District  government. 

In  conclusion  I  earnestly  invoke  such  wise  action  on  the  part  of  the 
people's  legislators  as  will  subsen^e  the  public  g<x>d  and  demonstrate 
during  the  remaining  days  of  the  Congress  as  at  present  organized  its 
ability  and  inclination  to  so  meet  the  people's  needs  that  it  shall  be 
gratefully  remembered  by  an  expectant  constituency,

In  the  last  days  of  the  session  the 
Senate  declined  to  confirm  the  nomination. 

Opposition  to  tlie  appi^intment  of  Mr.  Matthews  to  the  office  for  which 
he  was  named  was  developed  among  the  citizens  of  the  District  of  Colum- 
bia, ostensibly  upon  the  ground  that  the  nominee  was  not  a  resident  of 
the  District;  and  it  is  supposed  that  such  opposition,  to  some  extent  at 
least,  influenced  the  delermiiiatioa  of  the  questiou  of  his  confirmation. 

Mr.  Matthews  has  now  been  in  occupancy  of  the  office  to  which  he 
was  nominated  for  more  than  four  months,  and  he  has  in  the  ix.'rfurm- 
ance  of  the  duties  thereof  won  the  appro\al  of  all  those  having  business 
to  transact  with  such  office,  and  has  rendered  imjx)rtant  service  in  res- 
elling the  records  of  the  District  from  loss  and  illegibiUty. 

I  am  informed  that  his  management  of  this  office  has  removed  much 
of  the  opposition  to  his  appointment  which  heretofore  existed. 

I  have  ventured,  therefore,  in  view  of  the  demonstrated  fitness  of  this 
nominee,  and  with  the  understanding  that  the  objections  heretofore  urged 
against  his  selection  have  to  a  great  extent  subsided,  and  confessing  a

Some  action  looking  to  a  national  expression 
in  relation  to  the  celebration  of  the  close  of  the  first  century  of  popular 
government  under  a  written  constitution  has  already  been  suggestetl,  and 
whilst  stating  the  great  interest  I  share  in  the  renewed  examination  by 
the  Americat!  people  of  the  historical  foundations  of  their  Government,  I 
do  not  feel  warrantefl  in  discriminating  in  favor  or  against  the  proposi- 
tions to  select  one  day  or  place  in  preference  to  all  others,  and  therefore

This  bill  directs  the  sum  of  $1 ,566  to  1)e  paid  to  the  said  H.  K.  Bcld- 
iug  "'  for  carrying  the  mails  of  the  United  States  l>etween  tlie  years  1858 
and  1862." 

In  April.  185S,  a  contract  was  awarded  to  the  said  Belding  for  carr^'- 
ing  the  mails  from  Krowus\*ille.  Minn.,  to  Carimona,  in  the  same  State. 
a  distance  of  63  miles,  and  return,  three  times  a  week,  for  the  sum  of 
$1,800  per  annum,  said  ser\ic:e  to  be^iu  on  the  1st  day  of  July,  1S58, 
and  to  tenninate  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1862.  This  contract  contained 
a  provision  that  the  Post-Ofiice  Department  might  discontinue  the  serv- 
ice iu  whole  or  in  part,  allowing  to  the  contractor  one  month's  extra  pay 
therefor. 

On  May  9,  1859,  in  consequence  of  a  failure  on  the  part  of  the  Con- 
gress to  make  the  necessary  appropriation,  a  general  reduction  of  mail 
service  was  ordered,  and  the  service  under  the  contract  with  the  claimant 
was  reduced  to  two  trips  per  week  from  May  10,  1859,  instead  of  three, 
as  stipulated  in  the  contract,  and  a  deduction  of  one-third  of  the  annual 
sum  to  Ix;  paid  by  tlie  contract  was  made  for  such  reduced  service;  and 
thereupon  one  month's  extra  pay  was  allowed  and  paid  the  contractor 
on  account  of  said  reduction. 

It  is  conceded  that  payment  was  made  in  full  according  to  the  terms 
of  the  contract  up  to  the  lolh  day  of  May,  2859.  but  it  is  claimed  that 
notwithstanding  the  reduction  of  the  sendee  to  two  trips  per  week  and 
the  receipt  by  the  contractor  of  one  month's  extra  pay  by  reason  thereof, 
he  continued  to  perform  the  full  service  of  three  trips  jierweek  from  the 
loth  day  of  May,  1859,  to  the  30th  day  of  September,  i860,  being  seveu- 
lecu  mouths. 
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Of  the  sum  directed  to  he  paid  to  him  in  tlie  bill  under  consideration, 
$850  is  allowed  him  uu  account  of  tliis  service,  Ik-  having  been  jxiid  for 
the  period  stated  at  the  rate  of  if  i  ,200  per  anniiui.  The  contractor  claims 
that  this  full  serv^ice  was  performed  after  the  reduction  by  tlie  Post-OfFice 
Department  because  he  had  received  an  intimation  from  the  Postmaster- 
General  that  if  the  full  senace  was  continued  after  such  reduction  there 
was  uo  doubt  that  tlie  Congress  would  at  its  next  session  make  provision 
for  the  payment  of  the  sum  deducted. 

Of  course  no  legal  claim  in  favor  of  the  contractor  can  lie  predicated 
upon  the  facts  which  he  alleges;  and  if  he  did  continue  full  ser\'ice 
under  the  circumstances  stated,  it  must  Ijc  conceded  that  his  conduct 
was  hardly  in  accordance  with  the  rules  which  regulate  transactions  of 
this  kind. 

But  a  thorough  searcli  of  the  correspondence  and  records  in  the  Post- 
Office  Department  fails  to  disclose  any  letter,  document,  or  record  gi^nng 
the  least  support  to  the  allegation  that  any  such  intimation  f>r  assurance 
as  is  claimed  was  given;  uor  is  there  the  least  evidence  in  the  Depart- 
ment that  the  full  service  was  actually  performed.  There  is.  however, 
on  the  files  of  the  Dei»artment  a  letter  from  the  claimant,  dated  August 
25,  i860,  containing  the  following  statement: 

WTien  I  received  official  infoniiatiou  of  tlie  curtailing  service,  the  reasons  why,  I 
wrote  to  tilt:  Dcpartoiciit  that  I  would,  if  nllowecl,  continue  service  three  tnues  a  week, 
and  take  certificjites,  if  I  could  Ik*  allowed  to  connect  with  1^  Crtwse  tit  pro  rata  rates. 
That  letter  was  never  answeretl,  and  I  cunlinuetl  service  three  times  a  week  till  3d  of 
September  following,  then  run  twice  a  week. 

Thus  it  appears  that  this  contractor,  who  in  August,  i860,  claimed  that 
he  continued  full  service  ujmju  the  invitation  of  his  own  tuianswered  letter 
for  less  than  four  months,  insists  twenty-seven  years  after  the  date  of 
the  alleged  sen-ice  that  he  performed  such  service  for  seventeen  months, 
and  up  to  Octoljcr,  i860.  Not  only  has  he  himself  in  this  manner  almost 
conclusively  shown  that  the  claim  now  made  and  allowetl  is  exorbitant, 
but  the  evidence  gives  rise  to  a  strong  presumption  that  it  is  entirely 
fictitious. 

The  remainder  of  the  amoimt  allowed  to  the  claimant  in  this  bill  is 
ljase<l  upon  an  alleged  |)erformauce  by  the  contractor  of  the  same  mail 
service  which  has  V>een  referred  tt)  from  October  i,  i860,  to  February  14, 
1861,  a  period  of  four  months  and  fotirteen  days. 

•  Prior  to  October  i ,  1S60,  the  claimant's  contract  was  antiulle<l  aiid  a  new 
or  more  extcTided  route  esl!iblishe<l,  entirely  covering  that  upon  which  he 
had  carried  the  mails.  Thereupon  a  month's  extra  pay  was  allowed  to 
him,  and  new  contractors  undertook  the  sen'ice  and  were  paid  therefor 
by  the  Go\'emment  for  the  period  covered  by  the  claimant's  alleged  serv- 
ice. From  the  14th  day  of  February.  iH6i,  Mr.  IJelding's  contract  with 
the  Ooveniment  was  reinstated;  but  if  he  performed  the  ser\*ice  alleged 
during  the  period  of  four  months  and  fourtecu  days  immediately  prior  to 
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lliat  <lale.  it  is  quite  clear  that  he  did  Sf>  under  an  arrangement  with  the 
new  caiitraclors,  and  not  under  circninstanccs  creating  any  legal  or  eitiiit 
able  claim  against  the  Goverunient.

I  herein'  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2167,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Margaret  Dunlap.** 

By  this  bill  it  is  proposed  to  ^ant  a  pension  to  the  beneficiary.-  therein 
named  as  the  mother  of  James  F.  Duulap,  who  enlisted  in  the  Seventh 
Missouri  State  Militia  Cavalry  in  1862  and  died  in  Jnh  ,  1864,  of  wounds 
received  at  the  hand  of  a  comrade. 

The  favorable  action  of  the  %Senate  upon  this  bill  appears  to  be  lased, 
so  far  as  the  cause  of  death  is  coticerned.  upon  an  affidavit  contained  in 
the  report  of  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  was  referred,  made  by  one 
G.  Will  Houts,  second  lieutenant  in  the  company  to  which  the  decea.scd 
soldier  l»elonged,  in  which  the  affiant  deposes  that  some  of  the  comrades 
of  the  deceased  being  engaged  in  an  affray  he  attempted  to  separate 
the  combatants,  whereupon  one  of  them,  without  cause  or  provocation, 
stabbed  the  deceased  iu  the  breast,  from  which,  in  a  few  days  thereafter, 
he  died;  lo  which  affidavit  is  added  the  finding  of  a  court-martial  that 
the  party  inflicting  the  wound  was  found  guilty  of  manslaughter  and 
sentenced  to  five  years'  imprisonment. 

Upon  this  showing  it  might  Ix*  difficult  to  spell  out  the  facts  that  the 
injur)'  to  the  soldier  was  received  in  the  line  of  duty  or  that  any  Iheorj' 
of  granting  j>ensions  covered  the  case. 

But  the  weak  features  of  this  application  are  not  alluded  to  in  tlie 
committee's  report. 

The  record  of  the  soldier's  death  states  that  he  was  "*  killed  by  oue  of 
his  comrades  in  a  difficulty." 

The  same  Lieutenant  Houts  who  in  1872  made  oath  that  the  soldier 
was  wounded  while  attempting  to  separate  comrades  who  were  fighting 
testified  in  1864  before  the  court-martial  ujx)n  the  trial  of  the  man  who 
did  the  wounding,  and  whose  name  was  Capehart.  that  Dunlap.  the  de- 
ceased, stated  to  him  "that  he  was  more  to  blame  than  Cajx^hart,  and  that 
they  had  l»een  scuffling,  at  first  good-naturedly,  and  then  both  got  angry; 
that  he-was  rougher  with  Capehart  tlian  he  ought  lo  have  Ix-en." 

Another  witness  testified  that  the  affray  took  place  between  Dunlap 
and  Ca]>eharl:  that  Dunlap  handlefl  Capehart  very  roughly,  kicking  him, 
etc.,  and  that  finally  Capehart  stabbed  Dunlap,  upcm  which  the  latter 
attempted  to  get  his  gun.  but  was  prevented  from  doing  so  by  the  witness. 

Of  course  there  can  be  no  pretense  of  any  kind  of  claim  against  the 
Government  arising  from  these  facts. 

It  is  quite  e\'ident  that  the  affidavit  presented  to  the  Senate  committee 
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was  contrived  to  deceive^  and  it  is  to  l>e  feare<l  ih:it  it  is  hnl  a  sample 
of  many  thai  are  made  in  support  of  claims  for  f»ension.s.

\  return  without  approval  House  bill  Xo.  644;^,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Alexander  Falconer. ' ' 

This  claimant  iilc<l  his  application  for  pension  in  1S79,  allepinj^  that 
in  1837.  l^ing  then  an  enlisted  man  in  the  United  Stales  Army,  he  re- 
ceived a  }^inshot  wound  in  his  right  leg  below  the  knee  at  the  battle  of 
Okeechobee  Lake,  Florida. 

The  records  disclose  the  fact  that  this  .soldier  enlisted  in  1834,  and  was 
almost  continuously  in  the  service  and  attached  to  the  same  company 
until  1846. 

It  further  appears  that  he  is  re^wrted  sick  during  the  month  in  which 
the  battle  was  fought.  The  list  of  casualties  does  not  contain  his  name 
amouK  the  wounded. 

He  reenlisted  in  1846  and  again  in  1S47,  and  was  finally  discharged  in 
1848.     These  latter  enlistments  were  for  service  in  the  Mexican  War. 

His  claim  for  pension  was  denied  in  1885  on  the  ground  that  no  disa- 
bility existed  in  a  pensionable  degree  from  the  alleged  gunshot  wound  in 
his  leg. 

It  is  jwrfectly  clear  that  the  only  pretexts  for  giving  this  claimant  a 
pension  are  militarj*  service,  old  age,  and  px>verty. 

Inasmuch  as  he  was  a  soldier  in  tlie  Mexican  War,  his  case  is  undoubt- 
edly pro\-ided  for  by  a  general  law  approved  within  the  last  few  days. 

Under  this  bill  the  amount  to  l>e  paid  him  is  fixed,  while  if  the  bill 
herewith  returned  were  approved  the  sum  to  be  paid  him  would  depend 
upon  the  detennination  of  the  Pension  Bureau  as  to  the  extent  of  his 
disability  as  the  result  of  his  wound.  As  that  Bureau  has  quite  lately 
detennined  that  there  was  no  divSability,  it  is  evident  that  this  old  soldier 
can  better  rely  upon  the  general  law  referred  to.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6132,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  William  Lynch." 

The  claimant  mentioned  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  the  Fifth  Regiment 
United  States  Infantry  in  1849.  and  was  discharged,  after  a  reenlistment, 
September  8.  1S59. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  more  than  twenty-four  years  afterwards, 
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in  April.  1884,  claiming  that  he  contracted  rheumatism  of  the  riglit  hip 
and  leg  tn  the  winter  of  1857-58.  while  sen'ing  in  Utah.  He  admitted 
that  he  was  not  under  treatment  while  in  the  ser\ice  and  that  he  never 
consulted  a  plu'sician  in  regard  to  his  disability  until  he  commenced  pro- 
ceedings for  a  pension. 

The  evidence  disclosed  to  me  falls  far  short  of  establishing  this  claim 
for  pension  upon  its  merits. 

The  application  made  to  the  Pension  Bureau  is  still  pending  and 
awaiting  answer  to  inquiries  made  by  the  Bureau  in  Jantiary,  1886. 

I  do  not  understand  that  the  Congress  intends  to  pass  special  acts  in 
cases  thus  situated.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  hereby  return  without  appro\-al  House  bill  No.  7698,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  i>ension  to  Robert  K.  Bennett." 

The  beneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  enUsted  in  September,  1862,  and  it 
appears  that  ver>'  soon  after  that  he  was  detailed  to  the  cook  shop.  This 
seems  to  l)e  the  only  military  service  he  rendered,  and  on  Febniarj'  7, 
1863,  five  months  after  enlistment,  he  was  received  into  the  marine  hos- 
pital at  New  Orleans  for  varicocele.  He  was  discharged  from  the  service 
February  22,  1863,  and  the  cause  of  discharge  is  stated  to  be  '*\'arico- 
cele,  to  which  he  was  subject  four  years  before  enlistment.  * ' 

Seventeen  years  thereafter,  and  in  June,  1880,  this  claimant  filed  an 
application  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  alleging  that  about  the 
loth  day  of  February,  1863.  in  unloading  a  barrel  it  fell  upon  him,  pro- 
ducing a  heniia,  shortly  after  which  he  was  affected  by  piles. 

It  will  l>e  seen  that  he  fixes  this  injury  as  occurring  three  days  after 
his  admission  to  the  hospital,  but  he  might  well  be  honestly  mistaken  as 
to  this  date.  If  the  injury,  however,  was  such  as  he  state<l.  it  is  diffi- 
cult to  see  why  no  mention  was  made  of  It  in  the  hospital  records. 

He  persisted  at  all  times,  as  I  understand  the  case,  until  the  rejection 
of  his  claim  in  1S83,  that  his  disability  arose  from  heniia  and  piles.  The 
reason  of  this  rejection  is  stated  to  be  that  varicocele  existed  prior  to 
enlistment  and  that  there  was  no  evidence  of  the  existence  of  piles  in  the 
service  or  at  discharge.  Froin  a  medical  examination  made  in  Decem- 
ber, 18S2.  it  apjiears  that  there  was  '*no  evidence  or  symptoms  of  disa- 
biUty  resulting  from  piles  or  hernia. 

Subscfpient  to  the  rejection  of  this  claim  some  proof  was  filetl  tending 
to  show  tliat  the  disability  was  in  the  right  leg,  but  it  is  of  such  a  nature, 
in  the  light  of  the  claimant's  own  previous  allegations,  that  I  think  the 
Pension  Bureau  did  entirely  right  in  informing  his  attorney  that  the  addi- 
tional evidence  did  not  change  the  status  of  the  case.

I  hereby  returu  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7540.  etilitled  "An 
act  to  increase  the  pension  of  Franklin  Sweet." 

This  soldier  was  pensioned  in  1S63  as  sergeant,  though  before  that 
time  he  had  been  acting  as  captain,  and  was  in  command  of  his  company 
when  he  was  wounded.  He  is  entitled  iu  equity,  and,  I  think,  upon  the 
theory  of  an  act  very  recently  approved,  in  law,  to  \yc  treated  in  rejjard 
to  his  pension  as  a  captain;  and  the  Pension  Bureau  has  within  the  last 
few  days  ordered  a  certificate  for  pension  to  issue  to  him  as  captain  as  of 
the  date  of  his  discharge. 

I  fully  approve  this  action  of  the  Bureau,  and  as  this  is  much  more 
favorable  to  a  desennug  soldier  than  his  remedy  under  this  bill.  I  am  not 
willing  that  the  action  so  lately  and  so  justly  taken  in  his  behalf  under 
the  general  law  should  be  superseded  by  the  approval  of  this  act.

I  herewith  returu  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8834,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Abraham  P.  Griggs.'* 

The  claimant  mentioned  in  this  ImII  enlisted  in  a  New  Jersey  regiment 
August  14,  1861.  and  was  discharged  for  disability  November  17, 1863. 

He  entered  hospital  January  2,  1863,  and  was  transferred  to  general 
hospital  at  Newark.  N.  J..  March  28,  1863,  with  ''debility." 

He  was  discharged  from  that  hospital  and  froiu  the  service  iu  Novem- 
ber, 1863,  as  above  staled,  and  the  following  statement  from  his  certifi- 
cate of  discharge,  if  trustwortliy,  sheds  some  light  upon  the  kind  of 
debility  with  which  lie  was  afflicted: 

This  mail  has  been  in  this  hospital  for  the  past  eight  months.  We  do  not  believe 
bini  sick,  or  thai  he  has  been  sick,  but  completely  worthless.  He  is  obese  and  a 
malingerer  to  such  an  extent  that  he  Ls  almast  an  imijecile — worthlesaneas,  obesity, 
and  imbecility  and  laziness.  He  is  totally  unfit  for  tlie  Invalid  Corps  or  for  any 
other  military  duly. 

I  do  not  regard  it  at  all  strange  that  this  claimant,  encouraged  by 
the  ease  with  which  special  acts  are  passed,  seeks  relief  through  such 
means,  after  his  application,  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  nearly  twenty 
years  after  his  discharge,  had  Ijeen  rejected. 

Of  the  four  comrades  who  make  affidavit  in  support  of  his  claim,  two 
of  them  are  recorded  as  deserters. 

His  claim  is  predicatetl  upon  rheumatism.  He  alleges  that  after  his 
discharge  from  his  enlistment  he  was  drafted  and  sen'ed  in  the  Third 
New  York  Cavalry,  but  the  Adjutant-General  reports  that  his  name  does 
not  appear  on  the  rolls  of  the  company  to  which  he  says  he  was  attached. 
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The  board  i>f  United  Stales  examining  surgeons  at  Trenton,  X.  J~ 
rej>ort  as  the  result  of  an  examination  as  late  as  May  27, 1S85.  tliat  they 
found  "no  disease  of  heart  or  lungs,  no  thickening  or  ^%'asting  of  aisy  of 
the  joints  of  the  body,  no  evidence  of  any  rheumatic  diathesis,  no  rtip- 
lure  or  hemorrhoids,  no  disease  of  his  spleen  or  kidney;  bauds  are  hard 
and  indicate  an  ability  to  work." 

I  can  not  think  that  the  official  statements  referred  to.  and  whicli  mili- 
tate so  strongly  against  the  merits  of  the  claimant,  should  be  impeached 
or  set  aside  by  any  of  the  other  testimony  which  has  been  brought  to  my 
attention.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  927,  entitled  "An  act 
granting  a  pension  to  Cudbert  Stone," 

The  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  of  Representatives  to  whom 
this  bill  was  referred  states  that  the  claimant  enlisted  October  3, 1861, 
in  Company  H,  Fourteenth  Kentucky  Volunteers,  and  was  honorably  dis- 
cliar^ed  on  the  31st  day  of  January.  1865;  that  he  file<l  his  claim  for  pen- 
sion July  20.  188 1,  more  than  sixteen  years  thereafter,  alleging  that  he 
contracted  piles  while  in  the  service,  from  exposure  while  in  the  Hue  of 
duty,  and  that  his  claim  was  rejected  in  Octolier,  iKS4,on  the  ground 
that  the  allegation  of  the  claimant  shows  that  his  disability  originated 
while  undergoing  the  sentence  of  a  court-martial,  and  tlierefore  not  in 
the  line  of  duty. 

The  report  of  the  committee  closes  with  the  statement  that — 

In  view  of  the  long  and  faithful  service  and  high  character  of  the  claimant  and 
the  wcll-cslablishefl  facts  that  claimant  was  a  stout  and  ahlc-txjdied  man,  free  front 
any  and  nil  <lis*.'ase  when  he  enlisted,  and  that  by  reason  of  liis  faithful  ser\'ice  to  his 
country  and  llie  great  sufFerinjj  and  hardship  tlirough  which  he  passed  while  in  said 
service  liis  health  was  permanently  destroyed,  the  comnnttcc  earnestly  recommend 
the  passage  of  the  bill. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  the  claimant  enlisted 
October  25,  1S61,  and  that  on  the  niuster-in  roll  of  his  company  dated 
December  10,  1861,  he  is  reported  as  present;  that  on  the  roll  dated  De- 
cenilwr  31,  186 1,  he  is  reported  as  absent  without  leave;  that  on  the  roll 
for  January  and  February,  1862,  he  is  reported  as  deserted;  that  lie  is  not 
iKirne  on  subsequent  rolls  until  that  for  November,  1864,  when  he  is 
reported  as  gained  from  desertion;  he  was  mustered  out  with  his  com- 
pany January  31,  1S65,  and  the  records  offered  no  evidence  of  disability; 
that  in  his  claim  for  ix:nsion,  filed  in  1S81,  he  alleges  that  he  contracted 
piles  in  the  winter  of  1S63. 

In  a  subseqiifut  statement  he  alleges  that  this  date  is  erroneous,  and 
that  his  disability  was  contracted  in  Octoljer,  1864,  and  that  he  believes 
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it  was  the  result  of  his  liaving  diarrhea  for  about  twelve  months  prior  to 
that  dale,  contracted  while  he  was  bcin^  carried  from  place  to  place  as  a 
prisoner,  he  having  l)een  tried  by  a  court-martial  in  May.  1862,  for  deser- 
tion and  sentenced  to  imprisonment  until  the  expiration  of  his  term  of 
enlistment. 

Thus  it  quite  plainly  appears  that  this  claimant  sjient  the  most  of  his 
term  of  enlistment  in  desertion  or  in  imprisonment  as  a  punishment  of 
that  offense:  and  thus  is  exhibited  the  "long  and  faithful  service  and 
the  high  character  of  the  claimant '  *  mentioned  as  enlilling  him  to  con- 
sideration by  the  committee  who  rep(jrted  favorably  ujx>n  this  bill. 

I  withhold  my  assent  from  this  bill  because,  if  the  facts  before  me, 
derived  from  the  army  records  and  the  statements  of  the  claimant  are 
true,  the  allowance  of  this  claim  would,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  travesty 
upon  our  whole  scheme  of  pensions  aud  an  insult  to  every  decent  vet- 
eran soldier.  GROVER  CLEVELAND,

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8150.  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Je.sse  Campbell." 

The  claim  for  a  pension  made  by  the  beneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  to 
the  Pension  Bureau,  and  rejected  in  188 1,  was  reopened  upon  further 
proof  in  January,  1887,  and  the  claimant  was  ordered  before  a  board  of 
examining  surgeons,  upon  which  a  report  has  not  yet  been  made. 

Inasmuch  as  the  only  ground  for  the  rejection  of  his  claim  was  the 
nonexistence  of  pensionable  disability  from  the  cause  he  alleged,  and  in 
view  of  the  fact  that  he  now  alleges  a  different  disability,  which  the  new 
evidence  seems  to  support ,  there  is  no  doubt  that  justice  will  be  done  the 
claimant  under  the  general  law. 

This  bill  if  passed  would  only  place  the  name  of  the  beneficiary  upon 
the  ixrnsion  roll,  "subject  to  the  restrictions  and  limitations  of  the  pen- 
sion laws. ' '  Whether  any  sum  was  allowed  him  or  not  would  still  de^x^nd 
upon  the  existence  of  a  disability;  and  if  this  is  found  upon  the  exami- 
nation lately  ordered,  he  will  undoubtetlly  be  pni  upon  the  pension  roll, 
under  existing  law,  in  accordance  with  his  supplementar>'  claim.

1  hereby  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6832,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Catharine  Satller." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  claims  a  ^^nsion  as  the  snr\nving 
widow  of  Juhus  Sattler,  who  enlisted  in  Company  A,  Seventh  New  York 
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Volunteers,  and  was  in  the  service  from  March  lo,  1S64,  to  March  22, 
1865.  when  he  was  discharged  because  of  the  amputation  of  his  left  fore- 
arm in  consequence  of  a  wound  received  in  the  battle  of  Deep  Bottom, 
Virginia,  on  the  14th  day  of  August,  1864.  He  was  pensioned  in  1865 
at  the  rate  of  $S  per  month,  which  was  afterwards  increased  to  $15  per 
month,  dating  from  June  6.  1866. 

In  Octol)er,  1867,  he  was  employed  as  a  watchman  in  the  United  States 
bonded  warehouse  in  the  city  of  New  York,  and  on  the  31st  day  of  that 
month  he  receivetl  his  monthly  pay  of  $50.  He  disappeared  on  that  day, 
and  on  the  13th  day  of  November,  1867,  his  body  was  found  in  the  North 
River,  at  the  fool  of  West  Thirteenth  street,  in  the  city  of  New  York, 
without  his  hat.  coat,  watch,  or  money. 

These  facts,  with  the  further  statement  that  he  was  a  strong  and 
healthy  man  at  the  time  of  his  death,  constitute  the  case  on  the  part  of 
the  widow,  who  filed  her  application  for  a  pension  July  8,  1884.  nearly 
seventeen  years  after  her  husband's  death,  alleging  that  she  was  mar- 
ried lo  the  deceased  in  1865.  after  the  amputation  of  his  arm. 

Her  claim  was  rejected  in  November,  1884,  upon  the  ground  that  the 
soldier*s  death  was  not  due  lo  his  militar>'  sendee. 

This  rejection  was  clearly  right,  unless  the  Government  is  to  be  held 
as  an  insurer  against  every  fatal  casualty  incurred  by  those  who  have 
ser\'ed  in  the  Army,  without  r^ard  to  the  manner  of  its  occurrence.

I  herewith  return  without  appro\-al  House  bill  No.  6825.  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  James  R.  Baylor." 

The  claim  of  the  beneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  is  based  upon  an  injur>- 
to  his  left  ankle  in  1862. 

A  medical  examination  in  1877  showed  no  appearance  of  there  e\er 
having  been  a  fracture  of  the  left  ankle,  as  alleged  by  the  claimant,  and 
it  was  determined  that  there  was  no  disability.  A  later  examinatioii  in 
the  same  year  was  had  with  the  same  result.  Still  another  medical  ex- 
amination was  had  in  June,  1SS4,  which,  although  nearly  agreeing  with 
the  previous  ones,  and  gi\-ing  ri.se  to  some  suspicion  that  the  claimant 
was  inclined  to  exaggerate  and  prevent  a  free  and  fair  examinatioa,  still 
does  not  absolutely  exclude  a  ver\*  slight  disabihty. 

Upon  the  report  of  this  last  examination  the  case  has  been  reopened 
for  further  proof  of  disabihty  since  discharge,  which  if  found  will  entitle 
the  claimant  to  a  pensdoa  nnder  general  laws.  On  the  questioa  to  be 
determined  he  would  have  no  advantage  under  a  special  act,  inasmuch 
as  there  must  be  a  ratable  disability  to  entitle  him  to  any  payment  in

To  the  House  of  Refireseniatives: 

I  herewith  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  10457,  entitled 
"Ati  act  for  the  relief  of  dependent  parents  and  honorably  discharged 
soldiers  and  sailors  who  are  now  disabled  and  dependent  tipjon  their  own 
labor  for  support." 

This  is  the  first  general  bill  that  has  been  sanctioned  by  the  Congress 
since  the  close  of  the  late  civil  war  permitting  a  pension  to  the  soldiers 
and  sailors  who  served  in  that  war  uixin  the  ground  of  service  and  pres- 
ent disability  alone,  and  in  the  entire  absence  of  any  injuries  received  by 
the  casualties  or  incidents  of  such  ser\Mce. 

While  by  almost  constant  legislation  since  the  close  of  this  war  there 
has  l)een  compensation  awarded  for  every  possible  injury  received  as  a 
result  of  military  service  in  the  Union  Army,  and  while  a  great  numlx^r 
of  laws  passed  for  that  purpose  have  Ijeen  administered  with  great  liberal- 
ity and  have  been  supplemented  by  numerous  priv'ate  acts  to  reach  spe- 
cial cases,  there  has  not  until  now  been  an  avowed  departure  from  tlie 
principle  thus  far  adhered  to  respecting  Union  soldiers,  that  the  bounty 
of  the  Government  in  the  way  of  pensions  is  generously  bestowed  when 
granted  to  those  who.  in  this  military  service  and  in  the  line  of  military 
duty,  have  to  a  greater  or  less  extent  been  disabled. 

But  it  is  a  mistake  to  suppose  that  ser\'ice  pensions,  such  as  are  per- 
mitted by  the  second  section  of  the  bill  under  consideration,  are  new  to 
our  legislation.  In  1818,  thirty-five  years  after  the  close  of  tlie  Revolu- 
tionary War,  they  were  granted  to  tlie  soldiers  engaged  in  that  struggle, 
conditional  ujjon  service  until  the  end  of  the  war  or  for  a  term  not  less 
than  nine  months,  and  requiring  everj'  beneficiary  under  the  act  to  Ix;  one 
"who  is,  or  hereafter  by  reason  of  his  reduced  circumstances  in  life  shall 
be,  in  need  of  assistance  from  his  country  for  support."  Another  law 
of  a  like  character  was  passed  in  1828,  requiring  service  until  the  close  of 
the  Revolutionary  War;  and  still  another,  passed  in  i832»  provided  for 
those  persons  not  included  in  the  previous  statute,  but  who  sened  two 
years  at  some  time  during  the  war,  and  giving  a  proportionate  sum  to 
those  who  had  served  not  less  than  six  months. 

A  ser\*ice-i>ension  law  was  passed  for  the  l)enefit  of  the  soldiers  of 
1812  in  the  year  1871.  fifty-six  years  after  the  close  of  that  war,  which  re- 
quired only  sixty  days*  service;  and  another  was  passed  in  1878,  sixty- 
three  years  after  the  war,  requiring  only  fourteen  days'  ser\'ice. 

The  senice-petision  bill  passed  at  this  session  of  Congress,  thirty-nine 
years  after  the  close  of  the  Mexican  War,  for  the  benefit  of  the  soldiers  of 
that  war.  requires  either  some  degree  of  disability  or  dependency  or  that 
the  claimant  under  its  provisions  should  be  62  years  of  age.  and  in  either 
case  tliat  he  should  have  served  sixty  days  or  been  actually  engaged  in  a 
battle. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  bill  of  1818  and  the  Mexican  pension  bill,  being 
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thus  piassed  nearer  the  close  of  the  wars  iu  which  its  beneficiaries  were 
engaged  than  the  others — one  thirty-five  years  and  the  other  thirty-nine 
years  after  the  tenniuatiou  of  such  wars — eiubraced  persons  who  were 
quite  advanced  in  age.  assumed  tc»  be  comparatively  few  in  nuinljer.  and 
whose  circumstances,  dependence,  and  disabilities  were  clearly  defined 
and  could  be  quite  easily  fixed. 

The  other  laws  referred  to  appear  to  have  l>een  passed  at  a  time  so  re- 
mote from  the  military  ser\*ice  of  the  persons  which  they  embraced  that 
their  extreme  age  aloue  was  deemed  to  supply  a  presumptiou  of  depend- 
ency and  need. 

The  number  of  enlistments  in  tlie  Revolutionary  War  is  stated  to  be 
309,791,  and  in  the  War  of  1812  576.622;  but  it  is  estimated  that  on 
account  of  rejiealetl  reen  list  men  ts  the  number  of  individuals  engaged  in 
these  wars  did  not  exceed  one-half  of  the  tuimlx'r  represented  by  these 
figures.  In  the  war  with  Mexico  the  number  of  enlistments  is  reported 
to  be  112,230,  which  represents  a  greater  projwrtion  of  indi\'tduals  eti- 
gaged  than  the  reported  enlistments  iu  the  two  pre\*ious  wars. 

The  number  of  pensions  granted  under  all  laws  to  soldiers  of  the 
Revolution  is  given  at  62.069;  to  soldiers  of  the  War  of  18 12  and  their 
widows,  60,178;  and  to  soldiers  of  the  Mexican  War  and  their  widows, 
up  to  June  30,  1885,  7.619.  The  latter  pensions  were  granted  to  the  sol- 
diers of  a  war  involving  much  liardship  for  disabilities  incurred  as  a 
result  of  such  senice;  and  it  was  not  till  within  the  last  mouth  that  the 
few  remaining  survivors  were  awarded  a  service  pension. 

The  War  of  the  Rebellion  lenninated  nearly  twenty-two  years  ago;  the 
number  of  men  furnished  for  its  prosecution  is  stated  to  be  2,772,408. 
No  corresponding  number  of  statutes  have  ever  been  passed  to  cover  ever>' 
kind  of  injury  or  disability  incurred  iu  the  militar>-  service  of  any  war. 
Under  these  statutes  561,576  pensions  have  been  granted  from  the  year 
1861  to  June  30,  1886,  and  more  than  2,600  pensiouers  have  Ijeen  added 
to  the  rolls  by  private  acts  passed  to  meet  cases,  many  of  them  of  ques- 
tionable merit,  which  the  general  laws  did  not  cover. 

On  the  ist  day  of  July,  1886,  365,763  pensioners  of  all  classes  were 
upon  tlie  pension  rolls,  of  whom  305,605  were  surxnvors  of  the  War  of  the*' 
Rebellion  and  their  widows  and  dependents.  For  the  year  ending  June 
30,  1887,  J75, 000.000  have  been  appropriated  for  the  paymeut  of  pen- 
sions, and  the  amount  expended  for  tliat  purpose  from  1861  to  July  1, 
1886.  is:j;8o8.624.8ii.5i. 

While  annually  paying  out  such  a  vast  sum  for  pensions  already 
granted,  it  is  now  proposed  by  the  bill  under  consideration  to  award  a 
service  pension  to  the  soldiers  of  all  wars  in  which  the  United  States  has 
been  engaged,  including  of  coiu"se  the  War  of  the  Rebellion,  aud  to  pay 
those  entitled  to  the  teiefits  of  the  act  the  sum  of  $12  |ier  month. 

So  far  as  it  relates  to  the  soldiers  of  the  late  civil  war.  the  bounty  it 

■"ords  them  is  given  thirteen  years  earlier  than  it  has  been  furnished  the 
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soldiers  of  any  other  war,  and  before  a  large  majority  of  its  beneficiarie.s 
have  advanced  in  age  beyond  the  strength  and  xHgor  of  the  prime  of  life. 

It  exacts  only  a  militan^  or  naval  ser\*icc  of  three  months,  without  any 
requirement  of  actual  engagement  with  an  enemy  in  battle,  and  without 
a  subjection  to  any  of  the  actual  dangers  of  war, 

Tlie  pension  it  awards  is  allowed  to  enlisted  men  who  have  not  suffered 
the  least  injur>-,  disabilit>',  loss,  or  damage  of  any  kind,  incurred  in  or  in 
any  degree  referable  to  their  nnlitar>'ser\'ice,  including  those  who  never 
reached  the  front  at  all  and  those  discharged  from  rendezvous  at  the 
close  of  the  war,  if  discharged  three  mouths  after  enlistment.  Under 
the  last  call  of  the  President  for  troops,  in  December,  1864.  1 1,303  men 
were  furnished  w  ho  wtrre  thus  discharged. 

The  section  allowing  this  pension  does,  however,  require,  besides  a  ser\-- 
ice  of  three  months  and  an  honorable  discbarge,  that  those  seeking  the 
Ijenefit  of  the  act  shall  be  such  as  '*are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  suffer- 
ing from  mental  or  physical  disability,  not  the  result  of  their  own  vicious 
habits  or  gross  carelessness,  which  incapacitates  them  for  the  perfonn- 
ance  of  labor  in  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them  unable  to  earn  a  support, 
and  who  are  dependent  upon  their  daily  labor  for  support. ' ' 

It  pro\ides  further  that  such  persons  shall,  upon  making  proof  of  the 
fact,  "  be  placed  on  the  list  of  invalid  pensioners  of  the  United  States,  and 
be  entitled  to  receive  for  such  total  inability  to  procure  their  subsi.slence 
by  daily  labor  $12  per  month;  and  such  i>ension  shall  commence  from 
the  date  of  the  filing  of  the  application  in  the  Pension  Office,  upon  proof 
that  the  disability  then  existe<l,  and  continue  during  the  existence  of  the 
same  in  the  degree  lierein  provided:  Provided,  That  persons  who  are  now 
receiving  pensions  under  existing  laws,  or  whose  claims  are  pending  in 
the  Pension  Office,  may,  by  application  to  tlie  Commissioner  of  Pensions, 
in  such  form  as  he  may  prescribe,  recei\X'  the  benefit  of  this  act." 

Ii  is  manifestly  of  the  utmost  importance  that  statutes  which,  like  pen- 
sion laws,  should  be  Iil>erally  administered  as  measures  of  benevolence  in 
behalf  of  worthy  beneficiaries  should  admit  of  no  uncertainty  as  to  their 
general  objects  and  consequences. 

Upon  a  careful  consideration  of  the  language  of  the  section  of  this  bill 
above  given  it  seems  to  me  to  l>e  so  uncertain  and  liable  to  such  conflict- 
ing constniclions  and  to  be  subject  to  such  unjust  and  mischievous  appli- 
cation as  to  atone  furnish  sufficient  ground  for  disapproving  the  proposed 
legislation. 

Pers*">ns  seeking  to  obtain  the  pension  provided  by  this  section  must  be 
now  or  hereafter —  i 

1.  ''Suffering  from  mental  or  phy.sical  disability.'* 

2.  Such  disability  must  not  be  ' '  the  resiilt  of  their  own  vicious  habits 
or  gross  carelessness." 

3.  Such  disability  must  be  such  as  "incapacitates  them  for  the  perform- 
ance of  labor  in  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them  unable  to  earn  a  supix>rt." 
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4.  They  must  l>e  "dependent  upon  their  daily  labor  for  support." 

5.  Upon  proof  of  these  conditions  they  shall  **  l>c  placed  on  the  lists  of 
invalid  pensioners  of  the  United  States,  and  Ixr  entillecf  to  receive  for  such 
total  inability  to  procure  their  sul>sistence  by  daily  labor  $12  per  month." 

It  is  not  probable  that  the  words  last  quoted,  "stich  total  inability  to 
procure  their  sulisistence  by  daily  labor/'  at  all  qualify  the  conditions 
prescribed  in  the  preceding  langijage  of  the  section.  The  "total  inabil- 
ity" spoken  of  must  be  "such"  inability — that  is,  the  inability  already 
described  and  constituted  by  the  conditions  already  detailed  in  the  pre- 
vious jxirts  of  the  section. 

It  thus  becomes  ini|X)rtant  to  consider  the  meaning  and  the  scope  of 
tliese  last-mentioned  conditions. 

The  mental  and  physical  disability  spoken  of  has  a  distinct  meaning 
in  the  practice  of  the  Pension  Bureau  and  includes  even'  impairment  of 
bodily  or  mental  strength  and  vigor.  For  such  disabilities  there  are 
now  paid  131  differeut  rates  of  pension,  ranging  from  $1  to  }ioo  per 
month. 

This  disability  must  not  be  the  result  of  the  applicant's  "vicious  habits 
or  gross  carelessness. ' '  Practically  this  provision  is  not  important.  The 
attempt  of  the  Government  to  escape  the  payment  of  a  pension  on  sudi  a 
plea  would  of  course  in  a  ver>'  large  majority  of  instances,  and  regardless 
of  the  merits  of  the  case,  prove  a  failure.  There  would  be  that  strange 
but  nearly  universal  willingness  to  help  the  indi\Hdnal  as  between  him 
and  the  public  Treasury  which  goes  ver>*  far  to  insure  a  stale  of  proof  in 
favor  of  the  claimant. 

The  disabiUty  of  applicants  must  be  such  as  to  "  incapacitate  them  for 
the  performance  of  lalxir  in  such  a  degree  as  to  render  them  unable  to 
earn  a  support." 

It  will  Ije  oljser\'ed  that  there  is  uo  hmitation  or  definition  of  the  in- 
capacitating injur>'  or  ailment  itself.  It  need  only  be  such  a  degree  of 
disability  from  any  cause  as  renders  the  claimant  unable  to  earn  a  sup- 
port by  laljor.  It  seems  to  mc  that  the  "support"  here  mentioned  as 
one  which  can  not  be  earned  is  a  complete  and  entire  support,  with  no 
diminution  on  account  of  the  lea.st  impairment  of  physical  or  mental  con- 
dition. If  it  had  been  intended  to  embrace  only  those  who  by  disease 
or  injury  were  totally  unable  to  labor,  it  would  have  been  very  easy  to 
express  that  idea,  instead  of  recognizing,  as  is  done,  a  "degree"  of  such 
inability. 

What  is  a  support?  Who  is  to  determine  whether  a  man  cams  it.  or 
has  it,  or  has  it  not?  Is  the  Government  to  enter  the  homes  of  claim- 
ants for  pension  and  after  an  examination  of  their  surroundings  and 
circumstances  settle  those  questions?  Shall  the  Government  say  to  one 
man  that  his  manner  of  subsistence  by  his  earnings  is  a  stipport  and  lo 
another  that  the  things  his  earnings  furnish  are  not  a  supix>rt?  Any 
attempt,  however  honest,  to  administer  this  law  in  such  a  manner  would 
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necesf^rily  produce  more  unfainiess  and  unjust  discrimination  and  give 
tnore  scope  for  partisan  partiality,  and  would  result  in  more  perx^ersioii 
of  the  Government's  benevolent  intentions,  than  the  execution  of  any 
statute  ouj^ht  to  permit. 

If  in  the  effort  to  carry  out  the  proposed  law  the  degpree  of  disability  as 
related  to  earnings  \yt  considered  for  the  purpose  of  discovering  if  in  any 
way  it  curtails  t]»e  support  which  the  applicant,  if  entirely  sound,  would 
earn,  and  to  which  he  is  entitled,  we  enter  the  broad  field  long  occupied 
by  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  we  recognize  as  the  only  difference  between 
the  proix>sed  legislati<ni  and  previous  laws  |>assetl  for  the  benefit  of  the 
surviving  soldiers  of  the  Civil  War  the  incurrence  in  one  case  of  disabili- 
ties in  militarj'  ser\'ice  and  in  the  other  disabilities  existing,  but  in  no 
way  connected  with  or  resulting  from  such  ser\'ice. 

It  must  be  borne  in  mind  that  in  no  case  is  there  any  grading  of  this 
proposed  pension.  Under  the  operation  of  the  rule  first  suggested,  if 
there  is  a  lack  in  any  degree,  great  or  small,  of  the  ability  to  earn  such 
a  support  as  the  Government  determines  the  claimant  should  have,  and. 
by  the  application  of  the  rule  secondly  suggested,  if  there  is  a  reduction 
in  any  degree  of  the  support  which  he  might  earn  if  sound,  he  is  entitled 
to  a  j>ension  of  $12. 

In  the  latter  case,  and  under  the  proviso  of  the  proposed  bill  permit- 
ting persons  now  receiving  pensions  to  be  admitted  to  the  benefits  of  the 
act,  I  do  not  see  how  those  now  on  the  pension  roll  for  disabilities  in- 
curred in  the  ser\-ice.  and  which  diminish  their  earning  capacity,  can  be 
denied  the  pension  provided  in  this  l)ill. 

Of  course  none  will  apply  who  are  now  receiving  $12  or  more  per 
month.  Rut  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1886,  there  were  on  the  pension 
rolls  202.621  persons  who  were  receiving  fifty-eight  different  rates  of 
pension  from  Ji  to  %,\  1.75  per  month.  Of  these,  28,142  were  receiving 
%2  per  month;  63. 1 16,  $4  per  month;  37,254,  $6  per  month,  and  50,274, 
who.se  disabilities  were  rated  as  total.  5K  per  month. 

As  to  the  meaning  of  the  sectioti  of  the  bill  under  con.sideralion  there 
appears  to  have  been  quite  a  difference  of  opinion  among  its  advocates 
in  the  Congress.  The  chainnan  of  the  Committee  on  Pensions  in  the 
House  of  Representatives,  who  reportetl  the  bill,  declared  that  there  was 
in  it  no  provision  for  pensioning  anyone  who  has  a  less  disability  than  a 
total  inability  to  labor,  and  that  it  was  a  charity  measure.  The  chair- 
man of  the  Connniltee  on  Pensions  in  the  Senate,  having  charge  of  the 
bill  in  that  body,  dissented  from  the  construction  of  the  bill  announced 
in  the  House  of  Representatives,  and  declared  that  it  not  only  embraced 
all  soldiers  totally  disabled,  but,  in  his  judgment,  all  who  are  disabled 
to  any  considerable  extent;  and  such  a  construction  was  suljstantially 
given  to  tlie  bill  by  another  distinguished  Senator,  who.  as  a  fonner  Sec- 
retary of  the  Interior,  had  imposed  upon  him  the  duty  of  executing  pen- 
sion laws  and  determining  their  intent  and  meaning. 
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Another  condition  required  of  claimants  under  this  act  is  that  they 
shall  l)t  "  dej>eudent  upon  their  daily  lal)or  for  supjKirt." 

Tliis  language,  which  may  be  said  to  assume  that  there  exists  within 
the  reach  of  the  persons  mentioned  "labor,"  or  the  ability  in  some  de- 
gree to  work,  is  more  aptly  used  in  a  statute  describing  those  not  wholly 
deprived  of  this  ability  than  in  one  which  deals  with  those  utterly  unable 
to  work. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  it  may  fairly  be  contended  that  under  the 
provisions  of  this  section  any  soldier  whose  faculties  of  mind  or  body  have 
l)econie  impaired  by  accident,  disease,  or  age,  irrespective  of  his  ser\'ice  in 
the  Army  as  a  cause,  and  who  by  his  lalxir  only  is  left  incapable  of  gain- 
ing the  fair  support  he  might  with  unimpaired  powers  have  provided  for 
himself,  and  who  is  not  so  well  endowed  with  this  world's  goods  as  to 
live  without  work,  may  claim  to  participate  in  its  bounty;  that  it  is  not 
required  that  he  should  l)e  without  property,  but  only  that  labor  should 
!>e  necessary  to  his  sup]x>rt  in  some  degree;  nor  is  it  required  that  he 
should  be  now  receiving  support  from  others. 

Believing  this  to  lie  the  proper  interpretation  of  the  bill,  I  can  not  but 
remember  tliat  the  soldiers  of  our  Civil  War  in  their  pay  and  lx)unty 
received  such  coinpensation  for  military'  service  as  has  never  l>een  received 
by  soldiers  before  since  mankind  first  went  to  war;  that  never  before  on 
behalf  of  any  soldiery  have  so  many  arid  such  generous  laws  been  passed 
to  relieve  against  the  incidents  of  war;  that  statutes  have  been  passed  giv- 
ing them  a  preference  in  all  public  employments;  that  the  really  needy 
and  lionieless  Union  soldiers  of  the  rebellion  have  been  to  a  large  extent 
provided  for  at  soldiers'  homes,  insiitiite<l  and  supix)rte<I  by  the  Govern- 
ment, where  they  are  maintained  together,  free  from  the  sense  of  degra- 
dation which  attaches  to  the  usual  stipport  of  charity;  and  that  never 
before  in  the  history  of  the  country  has  it  been  proposed  to  render  Gov- 
ernment aid  toward  the  support  of  any  of  its  soldiers  l>ased  alone  upon  a 
military  service  so  recent,  and  where  age  and  circumstances  appeared  so 
little  to  demand  such  aid. 

Hitherto  such  relief  has  been  granted  to  surviving  soldiers  few  in 
nunil>er.  venerable  in  age.  after  a  long  lapse  of  time  since  their  niilitarj' 
service,  and  as  a  parting  lx:nefaction  tendered  by  a  grateful  people. 

I  can  not  1>eheve  that  the  vast  peaceful  army  of  Union  soldiers,  who, 
havitig  contentedly  resumed  their  places  in  the  ordinary  avocations  of 
life,  cherish  as  sacred  the  memory  of  patriotic  service,  or  who,  ha\nng 
been  disabled  by  the  casualties  of  war,  justly  regard  the  present  pension 
roll  on  which  appear  their  names  as  a  roll  of  honor,  desire  at  this  time 
and  in  the  present  exigency  to  be  confounded  with  those  who  through 
such  a  bill  as  this  are  willing  to  l>e  objects  of  simple  charity  and  to  gain 
a  place  nixHi  the  pension  roll  through  alleged  dependence. 

*tecenl  jx^rsonal  observation  and  ex(ierience  constrain  me  to  refer  to 
aer  result  which  will  inevitably  follow  the  pas.sage  of  this  bill.     It  is 
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sad,  but  nevertheless  true,  that  already  in  the  matter  of  procuring  pen- 
sions there  exists  a  widespread  disregard  of  trutli  and  good  faith,  stimu- 
lated by  tliose  who  as  agents  undertake  to  establish  claims  for  pensions 
heetUessly  entered  upon  by  the  exiKctant  Ijeneficiary,  and  encouraged,  or 
at  least  not  coiulenined.  l.»y  tliose  unwilling  to  obstruct  a  neighbor's  plans. 

In  the  execution  of  this  proposed  law  under  any  ititerpretation  a  wide 
field  of  int[n!ry  would  Ijc  oiK'ued  for  tlie  establishment  of  facts  largely 
within  the  knowledge  of  the  claimants  alone,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt 
that  the  race  after  the  pensions  offered  by  this  bill  would  not  only  stim- 
ulate weakness  and  pretended  incapacity  for  labor,  but  put  a  further  pre- 
mium on  dishonesty  and  mendacity. 

The  efTecl  of  new  invitations  to  apply  for  pensions  or  of  new  advan- 
tages adtled  to  causes  for  pensions  already  existing  is  sometimes  startling. 

Thus  in  March,  iHyo,  large  arrearages  of  pensions  were  allowed  to  be 
added  to  nil  claims  filed  prior  to  July  r.  i8So.  For  the  year  from  July  i, 
1879.  to  July  I,  1880,  there  were  filed  1 10,67,^  claims,  though  in  the  year 
immediately  previous  there  were  but  36,832  filed,  and  in  the  year  follow- 
ing but  18.455- 

While  cost  should  not  be  set  against  a  patriotic  duty  or  the  recognition 
of  a  right,  still  when  a  measure  proposed  is  Imsed  upon  generosity  or 
motives  of  charity  it  is  not  amiss  to  meditate  somewhat  upon  the  expense 
which  il  involves.  Experience  has  demonstrated,  I  believe,  tliat  all  esti- 
mates concerning  the  probable  future  cost  of  a  pension  list  are  uncertain 
and  unreliable  and  always  fall  far  below  actual  realization. 

The  chairman  of  the  tlouse  Committee  on  Pensions  calculates  that  the 
nunilx^r  of  jjcnsitmers  under  this  bill  would  Ix?  33.105  and  the  increased 
cost  $4,767. 120.  This  is  upon  the  theory  that  only  those  who  are  entirely 
unable  to  work  would  l>e  its  Ijeneficiarics.  Such  was  the  principle  of  the 
Revolutiotiary  pension  law  of  1818,  much  more  clearly  stated,  it  seems  to 
me,  than  in  this  bill.  When  the  law  of  1818  was  upon  its  passage  in  Con- 
gress, the  number  of  |>ensioners  to  lie  I>enefited  thereby  was  thought  to 
be  374;  but  the  number  of  applicants  under  the  act  was  22,297.  ^"d  the 
numl)er  of  pensions  actually  allowed  20.4S5,  costing,  il  is  reported,  for 
the  first  year.  $1,847,900,  instead  of  ^0,000,  the  estimated  exjxjnse  for 
that  period. 

A  law  was  passed  in  1853  for  the  benefit  of  the  surviving  widow\s  of 
Revolutionary  soldiers  who  were  married  after  January  1,  tSoo.  It  was 
estimated  that  they  numberetl  300  at  the  time  of  the  passage  of  the  act; 
but  the  numlx^r  of  pensions  allowed  was  3,742,  and  the  amount  paid 
for  such  pensions  during  the  first  year  of  the  operation  of  the  act  was 
J180.000.  instead  of  $24,000,  as  had  been  estimated. 

I  have  made  no  search  for  other  illustrations,  and  the  above,  being  at 
hand,  arc  given  as  tending  to  show  that  estimates  can  not  be  relied  upon 
in  such  cases. 

If  none  should  be  pensioned  under  this  bill  except  those  utterly  unable 
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to  work,  I  am  satisfietl  that  the  cost  staled  in  the  estimate  referred  to 
would  be  many  times  innltiphed,  ami  with  a  constant  increase  from  year 
to  year;  and  if  those  partially  unable  to  earn  their  support  should  be 
admitted  to  the  privileges  of  this  bill,  the  probable  increase  of  expense 
would  t>e  almost  appalling. 

I  think  it  may  be  said  that  at  the  close  of  the  War  of  the  Rebellion 
every  Northern  State  and  a  great  majority  of  Xorthern  comities  and 
cities  were  burdened  with  taxation  on  accoiuit  of  the  large  bounties 
paid  our  soldiers;  and  the  Ixinded  debt  thereby  created  still  constitutes 
a  large  item  in  the  accoinit  of  the  taxgatherer  against  the  people.  Fed- 
eral taxation,  no  less  Ix>me  by  the  people  than  that  directly  levied  upon 
their  property,  is  still  maintained  at  the  rate  made  necessary  by  the  exi- 
gencies of  war.  If  this  bill  should  l>econie  a  law,  wnth  its  tremendous 
addition  to  our  |>eiisioii  obligaiiun,  1  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  fur- 
ther efforts  to  reduce  the  Federal  revenue  and  restore  some  part  of  it  to 
our  people  will,  and  ])erliaps  should,  be  seriously  questioned. 

It  has  constantly  Ijeeu  a  cause  of  pride  and  congratulation  to  the  Ameri- 
can citizen  that  his  country  is  not  put  to  the  charge  of  maintaining  a 
large  standing  army  in  time  of  peace.  Yet  we  are  now  living  under 
a  war  tax  which  has  Ijeen  tolerated  in  i>eaceful  times  to  meet  the  obliga- 
tions incurred  in  war.  But  for  years  past,.in  all  parts  of  the  coutitry,  the 
dcnia:id  for  the  reduction  of  the  burdens  of  taxation  upon  our  labor  and 
proiluction  has  increased  in  volume  and  urgency. 

I  am  not  willing  to  approve  a  nieasure  presenting  the  objections  to 
which  this  bill  is  subject,  and  which,  moreover,  will  have  the  effect  of 
disajip'iintiiig  the  expectation  of  the  i)eople  and  their  desire  and  hope 
for  relief  from  war  taxation  in  time  of  peace. 

In  my  last  annual  message  the  following  language  was  used: 

Evcr>'  jMilriolic  heart  respon<is  to  a  tt-nder  consideration  for  tliase  who,  havi^ 
ser\'cil  thtir  country  lung  and  well,  are  reiliiced  to  (lestitutiun  and  dependence,  not 
as  an  incident  of  their  service,  but  with  advancing  age  or  throUgh  sickness  or  mis- 
fortune. Wc  are  all  tempted  by  the  contemplation  of  such  a  condition  to  supply 
relief,  and  arc  often  iuiiK^tifnl  of  the  hniitiitioiis  of  public  duty.  Yielding  to  no  one 
in  the  desire  to  indulge  lliiis  feeling  of  consideration,  I  can  not  rid  my.self  of  the  con- 
viction that  if  these  ex-soldiers  are  to  be  relieved  they  and  their  cause  are  entitled 
to  the  iH'nefil  of  an  enactment  under  wlncli  relief  may  be  claimed  as  a  right,  and  thtt 
such  relief  sbouM  Ije  granted  under  the  sanction  of  law,  not  in  evasion  of  it;  nor 
should  such  worthy  objects  of  care,  all  equally  entitled,  be  reniilte<l  to  the  uneijual 
operation  of  sympathy  or  the  tender  mercies  of  .social  and  political  inHueuce.  with 
their  unjust  discriminations. 

I  do  not  think  thai  the  objects,  the  conditions. and  the  limitations  thus 
suggested  are  containetl  in  tlic  bill  under  consideration. 

I  adhere  to  the  sentiments  thus  heretofore  expressed.  But  the  evil 
threatened  by  this  bill  is,  in  my  opinion,  such  that,  charged  with  a  great 
responsibility  in  behalf  of  the  petiple,  I  can  not  do  otherwise  tlian  to 
bring  to  the  consideration  of  this  measure  my  best  efforts  of  thought  and 
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judgrnenl  and  perform  niy  conslitulional  tluty  in  relation  therelo,  regard- 
less of  all  consequences  except  siicli  rs  appear  to  nie  to  be  related  to  the 
best  and  liighest  interests  of  the  countr>-.

I  return  without  my  approval  House  bill  No.  10205,  entitled  "An  act 
to  enable  the  Commissioner  of  A^culture  to  make  a  special  distribution 
of  seeds  in  the  drought-stricken  counties  of  Texas,  and  making  an  appro- 
priation therefor.*' 

It  is  represented  that  a  long^-continued  and  extensive  drought  has  ex- 
isted in  certain  portions  of  the  vState  of  Texas,  resulting  in  a  failure  of 
crops  and  consequent  distress  and  destitution. 

Though  there  has  been  some  difference  in  statements  concerning  the 
extent  of  the  people's  needs  in  the  localities  thus  affected,  there  seenos  to 
be  no  doubt  that  there  has  existed  a  condition  calling  for  relief;  and  I 
am  willing  to  l)eheve  that,  notwithstanding  the  aid  already  furnished,  a 
donation  of  seed  grain  to  the  farmers  located  in  this  region,  to  enable 
them  to  put  in  new  crops,  would  serve  to  avert  a  continuance:  or  return 
of  an  unfortunate  blight. 

And  yet  I  feel  obliged  to  withhold  my  approval  of  the  plan,  as  proposed 
by  this  bill,  to  indulge  a  benevolent  and  charitable  sentiment  through  the 
appropriation  of  public  funds  for  that  purpose. 

I  can  find  no  warrant  for  such  au  appropriation  in  the  Constitution, 
and  I  do  not  believe  that  the  power  and  duty  of  the  General  Govenimcnt 
ought  to  be  extended  to  the  relief  of  indixndual  suffering  which  is  in 
no  manner  properly  related  to  the  public  serxice  or  benefit.  A  preva- 
lent tendency  to  disregard  the  limited  mission  of  this  jwwer  and  duty 
should,  I  think,  be  steadfastly  resisted,  to  the  end  that  the  lesson  should 
be  constantly  enforced  that  though  the  people  support  the  Government 
the  Government  should  not  supjx>rt  the  people. 

The  friendliness  and  charity  of  our  countrymen  can  always  be  relied 
upon  to  reheve  their  fellow-citizens  in  niisfortinie.  This  has  been  repeat- 
edly and  quite  lately  demonstrated.  Federal  aid  in  such  cases  encour- 
ages the  expectation  of  paternal  care  on  the  part  of  the  Government  and 
weakens  the  sturdincss  of  our  national  character,  while  it  prevents  the 
indulgence  among  our  people  of  that  kindly  sentiment  and  conduct  which 
strengthens  the  bonds  of  a  common  brotherhood. 

It  is  within  my  personal  knowledge  that  individual  aid  has  to  some 
extent  already  been  extended  to  the  sufferers  mentioned  in  this  bill. 
The  failure  of  the  proposed  appropriation  of  $io,otx>  additional  to  meet 
their  remaining  wants  will  not  necessarily  re.'^ult  in  continued  distress  if 
the  emergency  is  fully  made  known  to  tlie  people  of  the  country. 
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It  IS  here  suggested  that  the  Commissioner  of  Agrieulture  is  anniially 
directed  to  exjiend  a  large  sum  of  money  for  the  purchase,  propagatiou, 
and  distribution  of  seeds  and  other  things  of  this  description,  two-thirds 
of  wliich  are,  upon  the  request  of  Senators,  Representatives,  and  Delegates 
in  Congress.  supplie<l  to  them  fur  distribution  among  their  constituents. 

Tlie  appropriation  of  the  current  year  for  this  purpose  is  $100,000, 
and  it  will  prol>aIily  Ix*  no  less  in  the  appropriation  for  the  ensuing  year. 
I  understand  that  a  large  quantity  of  grain  is  furnished  for  such  dis- 
triliution,  and  it  is  supposed  that  this  free  apportionment  among  their 
neighbors  is  a  privilege  which  may  be  waived  by  our  Senators  and  Rep- 
resentatives. 

If  sufficient  of  them  should  request  the  Commissioner  of  Agriculture 
to  send  their  shares  of  the  graiti  thus  allowed  them  to  the  suffering 
farmers  of  Texas,  they  might  be  enabled  to  sow  their  crops,  the  con- 
stituents for  whom  in  theory  this  grain  is  intended  could  well  liear  the 
temix)rar\'  deprivation,  and  the  donors  would  experience  the  satisfactioji 
attending  deeds  of  diarity.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  859,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Charlotte  O'Neal." 

This  bill  proixtses  to  grant  a  pension  to  the  l>eneficiary  therein  nanie<i 
as  the  widow  of  Richard  O'Neal,  late  colonel  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Regi- 
ment Indiana  Volunteers. 

In  the  report  of  the  connnittee  in  the  Senate  to  whom  this  bill  was 
referred  it  is  stated  that  the  deceased  soldier  was  the  first  colonel  of  the 
regiment  named;  that  he  resigned  from  the  Army,  and  was  by  order  of 
the  governor  of  Indiana  put  in  charge  of  the  United  States  camps  at 
Indianapolis.  A  military  order  is  made  part  of  the  report,  announcing 
that  the  funeral  of  Li^-*ulenaiil-Colonel  Richard  O'Neal  will  take  place 
January  6,  1863,  and  reciting  the  fact  that  the  deceased  had  charge  of 
the  cami>s  near  IniHanap<^ilis  for^he  preceding  four  months. 

It  is  distinclh'  alleged  in  the  report  that  the  lx;neficiar>'  did  not  apply 
to  the  Pension  Ihireau  for  relief  IxM^ausc  the  disease  of  which  her  hus- 
band died  was  incurred  after  his  resignation. 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  fail  to  show  that  there  was  a 
colonel  of  the  Twenty-sixth  Indiana  Regiment  named  Richard  O'Neal, 
but  it  does  appear  that  Richard  Neal  was  lieutenant-colonel  of  said  regi- 
ment; that  he  was  mtisteted  in  August  31,  i86i,and  resigned  June  30, 
1862. 

If  this  is  the  officer  whose  widow  is  named  in  the  bill,  the  proposition 
is  to  pension  a  widow  of  a  soldier  who,  after  ten  months'  ser\nce,  resigned, 
and  who  seven  months  after  his  resignation  died  of  disease  which  was  iu 
no  manner  related  to  his  military  service. 
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There  is  besides  Mich  a  discrepancy  between  the  name  Riven  in  the  bill 
anil  the  name  of  the  officer  wlio  served  as  lieutenant-colonel  in  the  regi- 
ment mentioned  that  if  the  merits  were  with  the  widow  the  bill  would 
need  further  Congressional  consideration.

act  granting  a  i>ension  to  John  Reed,  sr. " 

The  report  of  the  Senate  Counnittee  on  Pensions  merely  states  that 
tile  mother  of  John  Reed  was  granleil  a  i>ension.  commencing  the  5th 
day  of  December,  1862;  that  she  has  since  died,  and  that  the  projx)sed 
bill  is  to  secure  a  pension  to  John  Reed,  sr.,  the  aged  and  dependent 
father  of  the  deceased  soldier. 

The  records  show  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  filed  an  appli- 
cation for  a  pension  in  1S77.  alleging  that  he  was  the  father  of  John  Reed. 
who  dieil  iu  the  ser\'ice,  and  that  his  wife,  the  mother  of  the  deceasetl 
soldier,  died  May  10,  1872,  and  that  he,  the  father,  was  mainly  depend- 
ent U]x>n  his  son  for  supjxjrt.  He  filed  e\ndence  of  the  mother's  death, 
and  one  witness  alleged  that  he  was  present  at  her  death  and  attended 
her  funeral. 

In  1864  Martha  Reed,  the  mother  of  the  soldier,  filed  her  application 
for  ])ension,  in  which  she  at  first  claimeil  to  be  the  widow  of  John  Reed. 
She  afterwards,  however,  alleged  that  her  husband,  John  Ree<l.  aban- 
doned his  family  in  1859  and  had  not  thereafter  contributed  to  their  sup- 
port, and  that  the  soldier  was  her  main  suf>port  after  such  abandonment. 
She  was  allowed  a  pension  as  deix^ndent  niolhtir,  which  commenced  in 
1S62,  the  date  of  her  son's  death,  and  seems  to  have  terminated  July  22, 
1884,  when  she  died. 

The  claim  of  the  father  was  rejected  in  1883  for  the  reason  that  the 
mother,  who  had  a  prior  right,  was  still  living,  and  when  his  claim  was 
again  pressed  in  1HS6  he  was  informed  that  his  abandoinnent  of  his  family 
in  1859  precluded  the  idea  that  he  was  entitled  to  a  pension  as  being 
dependent  upon  the  soldier  for  support. 

Of  course  these  decisions  were  correct  in  law,  in  equity,  and  in  morals. 

This  case  demonstrates  the  means  employed  in  attempts  to  cheat  the 
Goveniment  in  applications  for  jxinsions — t<x)  often  successful. 

The  allegation  in  1877  of  the  man  who  now  poses  as  the  aged  and 
dependent  father  of  a  dead  soldier  that  the  mother  died  in  1872,  when  at 
that  time  her  claim  was  f)euding  for  pension  largely  l>ased  upon  his  aban- 
donment; the  affidavit  of  the  man  who  testified  that  he  saw  her  die  in 
1872;  the  effrontery  of  this  unworthy  father  renewing  hisclaim  after  the 
detection  of  his  fraud  and  the  actual  death  of  the  mother,  and  the  allega- 
tion of  the  mother  that  she  wa:?  a  widow  when  iu  fact  she  was  au  utnudoned 
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wife,  show  the  processes  which  enter  into  these  claims  for  pensions  an< 
the  Ixildness  with  whicli  plans  are  soiuetinies  coucocte<i  to  rob  the  Go\' 
eminent  by  actually  trafficking  in  death  and  tiuposiug  upon  the  sacred 
sentiments  of  patriotism  and  national  grratitude.

I  herewith  return  withont  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2452,  entitled  *'Au 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Rachel  Ann  Pierpont." 

At  the  time  this  bill  was  introduced  and  passed  an  application  for 
peusion  on  behalf  of  the  beneficiary  named  was  pending  in  the  Pension 
Bureau.  This  application  was  filed  in  Decemljer.  1879.  Within  the  last 
few  days,  and  on  tlic  17th  day  of  February,  1887,  a  pension  was  granted 
upon  said  application  and  a  certificate  issued  at  precisely  the  same  rate 
which  the  bill  herewith  returned  authorizes. 

But  the  pension  luidcr  the  general  laws  dates  from  the  time  of  filing 
the  application  in  1879,  while  under  a  special  act  it  would  date  only  from 
the  time  of  its  passage. 

In  the  interest  of  the  beneficiary  and  for  her  advantage  the  special  bill 
is  therefore  disapproved.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  211 1. entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Jacob  Smith," 

The  lieneficiary  named  in  this  bill  filed  liis  claim  for  a  ]x:Mision  No- 
vember II,  1S82.  He  seems  upon  the  facts  presented  to  be  jtfstly  enti- 
tled to  it,  and  since  this  bill  lias  been  in  my  hantls  the  Commissioner  of 
Pensions  has  reported  to  me  that  a  certificate  therefor  would  at  once  be 
issued. 

Under  such  a  certificate  this  disabled  soldier's  pension  will  commence 
Novemljer  11.  1882.  Under  this  bill,  if  approved,  it  would  date  only 
from  the  time  of  its  approval.  I  suppose  his  certificate  has  already  been 
issued,  and  I  am  unwilling  to  jeopardize  the  advantages  he  has  gained 
thereunder,  as  might  be  done  if  the  bill  herewith  returned  became  a  law.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1768,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  John  D.  Fincher. " 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  August  6,  1862,  and  was 
dischargetl  for  disability  February  24,  1863. 


Grozfcr  Cleveland 
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The  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  given  at  the  time  of  tbc  soldier's 
discharge  recites  "general  debility,  which  will  disable  him  from  perform- 
ing the  duties  of  a  soldier  for  a  good  period  of  time.  The  disease  was 
contracted  by  exposure  and  faiigne  while  performing  the  duties  of  a 
soldier. ' ' 

The  claimant  file<l  his  application  for  pension  in  September,  1882, 
nearly  twenty  years  after  his  discharge,  alleging  that  in  November,  1862, 
he  was  attacked  with  bilious  fever,  followed  by  chronic  diarrhea  and  lung 
trouble. 

In  support  of  his  application  an  affidavit  of  a  comrade  was  filed,  setting 
forth  the  fact  that  the  claimant  was  taken  sick,  as  he  alleged,  in  the  fall 
of  1862,  and  that  he  was  sent  to  the  hospital  on  that  account.  The  affi- 
davit further  expresses  the  belief  that  the  claimant  still  suffers  from  the 
effects  of  his  sickness  and  exposure. 

So  far  as  I  am  informed,  and  so  far  as  the  committee's  report  discloses, 
this  is  the  only  proof  furnished  of  any  continuance  of  disability  at  the 
time  of  filing  the  application  for  pension,  and  this  proof,  if  it  may  be  so 
regarded,  is  the  mere  expression  of  an  opinion  or  l^lief,  not  necessarily 
based  upon  any  personal  knowledge,  and  which  might  have  been  hon- 
estly expressed  if  derived  from  representations  of  the  claimant  himself. 

In  this  condition  of  the  case  the  claimant  was  exauiiued  by  a  surgeon 
in  1882,  whose  report  seems  to  negative  all  ailments  except  as  one  may 
lie  found  in  the  fact  alleged  tlierein  that  lie  had  pneumonia  in  1868.  and 
that  there  might  be  s<:)me  pleuritic  adhesions,  plaiidy  inferring  that  if 
such  adhesions  existed  they  were  the  result  of  the  sickness  to  which  he 
refers. 

In  Februar>'.  1885,  the  claimant  was  again  examined  by  a  board  of  sur- 
geons. This  examination  seems  to  have  been  ver\*  carefully  and-  thor- 
oughly made,  and  as  a  result  of  the  same  the  board  reported  that  there 
was  no  disal)iHty.     On  this  ground  the  claim  was  rejected. 

There  is  no  doubt  as  to  the  sickness  of  the  claipiaut  during  liis  serv- 
ice and  his  disability  at  the  time  of  his  discharge,  biit  unless  the  report 
of  the  board  of  surgeons  is  to  be  inii>eached  without  apparent  reason 
there  is  as  little  doubt  of  the  claimant's  complete  recovery. 

No  case  has  lx.-en  presented  to  me  in  whtcli  the  e\idence  afforded  of  a 
continuance  of  disability  seems  so  inconclusive.  In  these  circumstances 
the  report  of  the  t>oard  of  surgeons  appears  to  be  upon  the  evidence  before 
me  almost  uncontradicted.

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The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  badly  wounded  in  a  battle  wWdi 
occurred  al>out  the  17th  day  of  November,  1S63. 

He  applied  for  pension  in  1874,  and  the  same  was  granted  in  Novem- 
ber, 1 886,  to  date  from  the  time  of  his  disability,  November  17,  1863. 

He  is  now  receiving  tlie  highest  rate  allowed  under  the  general  law 
for  cases  such  as  his,  and  he  would  be  entitled  to  uo  more  imder  the 
special  act. 

It  could  not,  therefore,  by  any  poswilMlity  be  of  the  least  benefit  to  him, 
but,  on  the  other  hand,  might  jeopardize  his  advantages  already  gained.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8002,  entitled  *'An 
act  to  increase  the  pension  of  Loren  Burritt.*' 

The  l>eiieficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  enhsted  in  Octol>er,  1863,  and  in 
December  of  thai  year  was  mustered  in  as  major  of  the  Eighth  Regi- 
ment United  States  Colored  Troops;  was  promoted  to  lieuteuant-colonel 
and  very  badly  wounded  in  Februar>',  1864.  and  was  nuistered  out  with 
his  regiment  Noveml>er  10,  1S65. 

His  coudition  at  the  present  time  is  juost  pitiable,  and  his  helplessness 
is  such  that  he  needs  the  constant  care  and  assistance  of  others.  He 
was  obliged  to  give  up  business  alx)Ut  the  year  1873. 

In  1866  lie  was  pensioned  for  his  wound,  which  was  in  the  right  leg; 
and  such  ixrnsion  has  been  increased  from  time  to  time  until  he  is  now  in 
tlie  receipt  of  ^72  i>er  month,  the  highest  jwnsiou  allowed  under  general 
laws.  This  rate  was  awarded  him  under  a  law  passed  in  1880,  increas- 
ing from  JS50  to  $72  f)er  month  the  pensions  of  those  who  were  rendered 
jx^'niKineiilly  and  totally  helpless,  so  that  they  re<iuire(i  the  regular  and 
personal  attendance  of  another. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1SS6.  there  were  i  ,ooy  jx^rsons  on  the  rulls 
receiving  this  rate  of  [leusion. 

This  bill  was  reported  upon  adversely  by  the  House  Committee  on 
Pensions,  and  they,  while  fully  acknowledging  the  distressing  circum- 
stances .surrounding  Ihe  case,  felt  constrained  to  adverse  action  on  the 
ground,  as  stated  in  the  language  of  their  report,  that  *' there  are  many 
cases  just  as  hel]>less  and  retjniring  as  much  attention  as  this  one,  and 
were  the  relief  asked  for  granted  in  this  instance  it  might  reasonably  be 
looked  for  in  all." 

No  man  can  check,  if  he  would,  the  feeling  of  sympathy  and  pity 
aroused  by  the  contemplation  of  utter  helplessness  as  the  result  of  patri- 
otic and  faithful  militan-  service;  but  in  the  midst  of  all  this  I  can  not 
put  out  of  miufl  the  .s<^»ldiers  in  this  condition  who  were  privates  in  the 
T^anks,  who  sustained  the  utmost  hardships  of  war,  but  who,  because  they 
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were  privates  and  in  the  humble  walks  of  life,  are  riot  so  apt  to  share  in 
special  favors  of  Congressional  action.  I  find  no  reason  why  tliis  bene- 
ficiary should  be  singled  out  from  his  class,  except  it  be  that  he  was  a 
lieutenant-colonel  instead  of  a  private. 

I  ain  aware  of  a  precedent  for  the  legislation  proposed,  which  is  fur- 
nished by  an  enactment  of  the  last  session  of  Congress,  to  which  I  assented, 
as  I  think  improvidently;  but  I  am  certain  that  exact  equality  and  fair- 
ness in  the  treatment  of  our  veterans  is,  after  all,  more  just,  beneficent, 
and  useful  than  unfair  discrimination  in  favor  of  officers  or  the  special 
benefit  born  of  sympathy  in  individual  cases. 

1  am  constrained,  therefore,  to  agree  with  the  House  Committee  on 
Pensions  in  tlieir  views  of  this  bill,

The  J»eneficiar>*  mentioned  in  this  bill  is  now  receiving  the  highest  rate 
of  pension  allowed  in  cases  such  as  hers  under  the  general  law. 

All  the  information  which  is  available  to  me  fails  to  furnish  any  rea- 
son why  this  |K*nsion  should  be  si>ecia!ly  increasetl,  except  the  general 
statement  in  the  claimant's  jjetitiou  that  she  is  in  necessitous  circum- 
stances and  that  the  rate  now  allowed  her  is  insufficient  for  her  support. 

The  further  statement  in  the  i>etilion  that  lior  liusband's  death  '*was 
cawscil  prLMuatnrely  by  his  endeavor  to  comply  with  imnsnal,  disrespect- 
ful, and  indefinite  orders"  to  go  to  League  Island  Navy-Yard  certainly 
does  not  in  all  its  l)earings  furnish  cnnclnsive  |>rt>of  tiiat  his  wi<low's 
pension  should  be  increased  Ijeyond  that  fiinu'.slicd  iithers  in  her  situation.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5877,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  William  H.  Morhiser." 

This  beneficiary,  Ihongh  apparently  not  regularly  enlisted  in  the  mili- 
tary service  of  the  country  during  the  time  covered  by  this  bill  for  his 
relief,  ])erformed  military  duty,  was  captured  and  imprisoned.  No  tech- 
nicality .should  be  interposed  in  considering  this  bill  to  prevent  the 
receipt  by  him  of  the  same  pay  and  allowances  awarded  under  like  cir- 
cumstances to  soldiers  regularly  enlisted. 

But  tliis  bill  pro]x>ses  to  appropriate  for  the  l)enefit  of  this  claimant 
such  sum  as  jxiy  and  allowances  as  would  l>e  allowed  a  private  of  cav- 
alry from  November  30,  1863,  to  January  i,  1865.     It  appears  from  the 
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records  of  llie  War  Departnieut  that  he  has  already  been  jxiid  for  at  least 
two  j-nc>nths  of  that  time. 

The  bill  also  provides  that  there  shall  also  be  allowed  to  the  claimant 
such  additional  pay  and  allowances,  as  commutation  of  rations  and  so 
forth,  as  were  allowed  prisoners  of  war,  from  July  30.  1864.  to  Januar\'  i, 
[1 865.  The  records  discUise  the  fact  that  he  lias  l)eeu  allowed  commuta- 
tion of  rations  from  July  30,  1864,  to  December  1 1,  1864. 

As  the  purpose  of  this  hill,  as  gathered  from  the  report  of  the  cora- 
tnittee  to  whom  it  was  referred.  apjKrars  to  be  to  secure  for  the  claimant 
therein  named  comixrnsatiou  '*at  the  rate  at  which  other  soldiers  in  the 
same  situation  were  paid,"  and  as  he  seems  already  to  have  received  a 
considerable  part  of  the  compensation  provided  for  in  tlie  bill,  I  am  led 
to  suppose  that  a  mistake  has  been  made  in  framing  the  same.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7648.  entitled  "An 

act  for  the  relief  of  the  estate  of  the  late  John  How,  Indian  agent,  and 
his  sureties. ' ' 

John  How  was  apjxiintcd  Indian  agent  in  July,  1R7S,  and  upon  such 
apix)intment  gave  a  Ixnul  to  the  Government  in  the  penal  sum  of  ;f  10.000 
conditioned  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties  as  such  agent  and 
to  protect  the  Government  from  loss  by  mismanagement  or  malfeasance  in 
his  oflRcial  conduct.  The  parties  named  in  the  bill  were  his  sureties  on 
said  bond. 

On  the  23d  day  of  December,  t8Si,  upon  a  rei>ort  of  inspectors  con- 
nected with  the  Indian  Bureau  suggesting  frauds  and  mismanagement 
in  the  conduct  of  this  agency,  Mr.  How  was  suspended  from  his  office, 
which  suspension  was  approved  by  the  President  in  January,  1882. 

After  such  suspension  the  accounts  of  the  agent  were  examined  and 
various  explanations  offered  by  him  in  relation  thereto.  It  is  stated, 
however,  in  a  rejwrt  from  the  Indian  Office  now  before  me.  that  such 
explanations  were  deemed  by  that  office  sufficient  to  remove  only  a  small 
part  of  the  items  in  the  accounts  which  were  questioned.  The  matter 
was  Ihereuix^n  referred  to  the  Trcasur>'  Department  for  further  examina- 
tion and  adjustment. 

The  Second  Comptroller  repoi^ts  that  the  final  settlement  of  this  agent's 
accounts  was  i>eudiug  tiefore  the  accounting  officers  for  upward  of  eight- 
een months,  affording  ample  opxK)rtunity  for  any  explanation  which  might 
l)e  deemed  necessary  and  proper,  and  that  on  the  2ivSt  day  of  July.  1885, 
a  final  adjustment  was  made  of  the  said  accounts,  by  which  a  sum  very 
much  in  excess  of  the  penalty  of  his  bond  was  found  due  from  said  agent 
to  the  Government.

A  suit  was  afterwards  instituted  against  the  agent  and  his  sureties  to 
recover  the  ainnunt  thus  found  due,  so  far  as  the  boud  covered  the  same. 

This  suit  is  still  pending. 

The  ohject  of  the  bill  now  under  consideration  is  to  wholly  release  and 
discharge  these  sureties  frona  any  liability  upon  said  bond. 

It  seems  to  be  the  opinion  of  all  the  officers  of  the  Government  who 
have  examined  the  matter  at  all  that  a  debt  exists  in  favor  of  the  Gov- 
cnimeut  nj^n  this  l>rind.  It  is  reiK)rted  that  a  large  amount  of  evidence 
has  been  taken,  and  that  in  the  opinion  of  the.se  oflicers  the  amount  due 
the  Government  can  not  be  reduced  to  a  less  amount  thau  the  penalty 
of  the  bond. 

The  Second  Comptroller  states,  as  results  of  examinations  made  in  his 
office  and  by  the  Second  Auditor,  that  it  appears  that  many  of  the  vouch- 
ers presented  by  the  agent  were  fictitious,  the  persons  in  whose  names 
they  were  given  testifying  that  ser\'ices  and  supplies  therein  mentioned 
were  never  rendered  or  furnished;  that  in  other  cases  parlies  denied  the 
genuineness  of  vouchers  purp<jrting  to  be  made  by  them;  that  a  large 
voucher  apparently  given  for  cattle  was  actually  given  for  money  loaned, 
and  that  supplies  bought  with  Government  funds  were  appropriated  for 
the  agent's  jx^rsoiia!  benefit. 

I  do  not  snpiH>se  that  it  was  intended  by  the  Congress  to  entirely  re- 
lieve these  sureties  if  a  condition  exists  such  as  is  above  set  out,  which 
results  in  an  indebtedness  to  the  Govemraeut.  The  proposed  legisla- 
tion, judging  from  the  report  of  the  House  Conimitlee  on  Claims,  seems 
rather  to  proceed  upon  the  theory  that  no  sum  is  due  the  Governmeut 
in  the  premises. 

I  think  it  will  hardly  be  claimed  that  the  patient  investigation  of  the 
accounting  officers  should  be  lightly  discredited  in  this  case;  aud  it  seems 
to  me  that  justness  to  the  Ci^jvemment  and  fairness  to  the  sureties  seek- 
ing relief  will  presumably  be  secured  by  the  further  pro.secution  of  the 
suit  already  instituted,  iu  which  the  truth  of  all  matters  involved  can  be 
thoroughly  tested.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

1  herewith  return  witlimit  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1 162,  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  erection  of  a  post-office  building  at  Lynn,  Mass.'* 

The  title  of  this  bill  sufficiently  indicates  its  pnqKJse. 

Congressional  action  in  its  favor  appears  to  be  based,  as  usual  in  such 
cases,  upon  representations  concerning  the  pt>pulatiou  of  tlie  town  in 
which  it  is  proposed  to  erect  the  building,  aud  the  increase  in  such  pop- 
ulatton^  the  number  of  railroad  trains  arriving  and  departing  daily,  and 
various  other  items  calculated  to  demonstrate  the  importance  of  the  city 
selected  for  Federal  decoration. 

These  statements  are  supplemented  by  a  report  from  the  postmaster, 
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setting  forth  that  his  pfjstal  receipts  are  increasing,  giving  the  number  of 
squaru  fetrt  now  occupied  by  his  office,  the  auioimt  of  rent  paid,  and  the 
niunlx;r  of  his  employees. 

This  Ijiil,  unlike  others  of  its  class  which  seek  to  provide  a  place  for  a 
luuubcr  of  Federal  offices,  simply  authorizes  the  constnicliou  of  a  build- 
ing for  the  accotntuodalion  of  the  post-ofEce  alone. 

The  report  of  the  postmaster  differs  also  in  this  case  from  those  which 
are  usually  fvirnislied,  inasmuch  as  it  is  therein  distinctly  stated  that  the 
space  now  furnished  for  his  office  is  sufficient  for  its  present  operations. 
He  adds,  however,  that  from  present  indications  there  will  be  a  large 
increase  in  the  Intsincss  of  the  office  during^  the  next  ten  years. 

It  is  quite  apparent  that  there  is  no  necessity  for  the  expenditure  of 
$icx3,ooo,  the  amount  limited  in  this  bill,  or  any  other  sura,  for  the  con- 
struction of  the  proposed  building  to  meet  the  wants  of  the  Govern- 
ment, and  for  this  reasou  I  am  constrained  to  disapprove  the  proposed 

legislation.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2045.  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  i)ension  to  Mrs.  Sarah  HaniiUou.'' 

Thomas  llainilton,  the  husband  of  the  l>e(ieficiary  named  in  this  bill, 
enlisted  Septembers,  iSfi2.  Upon  the  records  he  is  reported  present  to 
April  30,  1S63;  deserted  May  27,  1863.  His  name  is  dropped  from  sub- 
sequent rolls  to  February*  29,  1864,  when  he  is  reported  as  a  deserter  in 
arrest.  He  is  not  borne  upon  the  rolls  for  March  and  April,  1864;  for 
May  and  June,  1864,  he  is  reported  absent  in  arrest;  for  July  and  August, 
present  under  arrest;  and  for  September  and  October,  present  for  duty. 
He  was  mustered  out  with  his  company  May  24,  1865. 

He  applied  for  a  pension  in  1872,  alleging  that  he  received  an  injury 
to  his  left  leg  about  February  15.  J863,  at  St.  I^uis,  by  falling  from  a 
ladder,  causing  varicose  veins  and  .stiffening  of  the  leg. 

He  was  granted  a  pension  January  29,  188 1,  to  commence  May  25, 
1865. 

He  subsequently  applied  for  an  increase  of  pension,  claiming  that  his 
eyes  had  become  affected  as  a  result  of  his  x-aricose  veins.  This  appli- 
cation was  rejected  upon  the  ground  that  the  disabiUty  for  which  he  was 
pensioned  had  not  increased  and  that  the  disease  of  his  eyes  was  not  a 
result  of  such  disability^ 

The  pensioner  died  April  22,  1883,  twenty  years  after  his  alleged  in- 
jury, of  cerebral  apoplexy;  and  a  physician  states  it  as  his  judgment  tliat 
the  varicosed  condition  of  the  venous  system  was  primarily  the  cause  of 
^'*:  disabilities  and  death. 

widow  filed  an  apphcation  for  pension  October  31,  1883,  which 
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was  rejected  uik>ii  the  ground  that  the  soldier's  death  was  uot  the  result 
of  his  military  service. 

Notwithstanding  the  record  of  the  deceased  soldier,  stained  as  it  is 
with  the  charge  of  desertion,  and  the  entire  absence  of  any  record  proof 
of  sickness  and  injury,  I  sliould  consider  myself,  in  favor  of  his  widow, 
bound  by  the  act  of  the  Pension  Bureau  in  allowing  him  a  pension,  and 
should  cheerfully  aid  her  attempt  to  procure  a  pension  for  herself  in  her 
needy  condition,  if  I  was  uot  thoroughly  convinced  that  her  htisl>and's 
death  had  no  relation  to  his  military  service  or  any  injury  for  wliich  he 
was  pcusiotied. 

To  the  ordinary'  mind  it  seems  impossible  that  apoplexy  could  result 
from  such  a  varicoscd  condition  as  is  described  in  this  case.  I  do  not 
understand  that  the  physician  who  gives  a  contrary  opinion  bases  his 
judgment  upon  actual  observation  at  the  time  the  s^jldier  died.  The 
last  medical  examination  by  the  Pension  Bureau  liefore  the  soldier's 
death  was  in  October,  1882,  and  resulted  in  the  following  rejwrt  of  the 
examining  surgeon; 

Weight,  180  pound.«;  age,  69  years;  has  varicose  veins  of  left  Ic^,  but  not  to  such 
an  extent  as  to  increase  the  size  of  the  leg  or  result  in  uiarked  disability;  he  is 
entirely  bliml  in  !x>lh  eyes  from  glaucoma,  which  doe*  not  in  any  degree,  in  my 
opiu ion.  depend  n|>on  the  ]K*nsjoned  <lisability — varicose  veins. 

It  api)ears  that  the  l>enefit  proposed  by  this  bill  can  neither  lie  prop- 
erly regarded  as  a  gratuity,  based  upon  the  honorable  service  and  record 
of  the  soldier,  nor  pre<licated  on  his  death  resulting  from  a  disability 
incurred  in  such  service.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6976.  entitled  "Au 
act  to  erect  a  public  building  at  Portsmouth,  Ohio." 

It  is  represented  in  support  of  this  bill  that  Portsmouth  by  its  last  cen- 
sus liad  a  population  of  11,321,  and  that  it  contains  at  present  not  less 
than  15,000  inhabitants;  that  it  is  a  place  of  considerable  manufacturing 
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aud  coiimiercial  importance,  and  that  there  is  no  public  building  for  the 
transaction  of  the  business  of  tlie  General  Government  nearer  than  Coliini- 

biis  *)r  CinciniKiti,  IxjtU  alx)ut  luo  miles  distant. 

It  is  further  stated  in  a  couimunioatiou  from  the  promoter  of  this  bill 
that—  1 

There  i<;  not  a  Teilcral  piihHc  huiMinj^  in  tlu"  Slate  of  Ohi<»  east  of  the  Une  drawn 
OH  the  nccouipiinying  inai)  from  Cleveland  throuj^h  Columbus  to  Ciucinnati;  nud 
when  weulth  and  pupululion  anil  the  needs  of  tlie  pn)>ltc  service  are  cousidered,  the 
distribution  of  public  buildings  in  llie  State  is  an  unfair  one. 

Here  is  disclosed  a  tlicory  of  expenditure  for  public  buildings  which  I 
can  hardly  think  should  be  adopted.  If  an  application  for  the  erection 
of  such  a  building  is  to  Ik  determined  by  the  distance  between  its  pro- 
posed location  aud  another  public  btiildinj^,  or  upon  the  allegation  that  a 
certain  division  of  a  State  is  without  a  Government  building,  or  that  the 
distribution  of  these  buildinj^s  in  a  particular  Stale  is  unfair,  we  shall 
rapidly  be  led  to  an  entire  disregard  of  the  considerations  of  necessity 
and  public  need  which  it  seems  to  me  should  alone  justify  the  expendi- 
ture of  i)ublic  funds  fi)r  such  a  pur^Kise. 

Tile  care  and  protection  which  the  Government  owes  to  the  people  do 
not  embrace  the  grant  of  public  buildings  to  decorate  thriving  and  pros- 
perous cities  and  villages,  nor  shonkl  such  buildings  be  erected  upon  any 
principle  of  fair  distribution  among  localities. 

The  Govennnent  is  not  an  almoner  of  gifts  among  the  people,  but  an 
instrumentality  b>'  which  the  people's  aiTairs  should  be  conducted  upon 
business  principles,  regulated  by  the  public  nee<ls. 

Applying  these  principles  lo  the  case  embraced  in  the  bill  under  con- 
sideration, we  find  that  at  Portsmouth  there  is  a  post-office  and  an  intemal- 
reveiuie  collector's  oflice  for  which  the  Government  should  provide. 

It  is  represented  that  the  quarters  now  furnished  for  these  offices  are 
inadetpiate  and  that  more  spacious  rooms  are  desirable.  In  the  post -office 
there  arc  six  employees,  and  the  collector  of  internal  revenue  has  five 
assistants.     The  annual  rent  paid  for  both  these  offices  is  $600. 

Upon  these  facts  the  prop«:>sition  is  to  expend  $60,000  for  a  building 
to  accommodate  these  offices,  entailing  after  its  completion  quite  a  large 
sum  annually  for  its  care  and  superintendence. 

Though  the  sum  of  $60,000  is  the  limit  fixed  for  the  cost  of  this  build- 
ing, if  it  should  l)c  completed  for  this  sum  it  would  be  an  exception  to 
the  rule  in  such  cases;  and  if  it  is  absolutely  impossible  to  do  the  public 
business  in  the  quarters  now  occupied  by  these  offices,  which  does  not 
appear  to  be  claimed,  there  can  be  no  difficulty  in  securing  in  this  enter- 
prising city  adequate  accommodations  at  a  refit  not  largely  in  excess  of 
that  at  present  paid. 

l^pon  the  whole  it  does  not  appear,  as  a  business  proposition,  that  the 
building  proposed  should  be  undertaken.  \

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  5.^1.  entitled  "An 
act  to  provide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  buildiug^at  Lafayette,  Ind." 

This  bill  appropriates  $50,000  for  the  pur^x^se  indicated  in  its  title. 

It  is  represented  that  a  deputy  internal-revenue  collector  is  located  at 
I^fayette,  but  no  information  is  furnished  that  he  has  an  office  there 
which  is  or  oug;ht  to  Ixr  furnished  by  the  Government.  It  is  not  claimed 
that  the  Federal  business  at  this  jxiint  reipiires  other  accommo<lalioii  ex- 
cept for  the  post-office  located  there. 

As  usual  in  such  cases,  the  iK*stniaster  reix)rts,  in  reply  to  inquiries, 
that  his  present  quarters  are  inadequate,  and.  as  usual,  it  appears  that  the 
]x>slal  business  is  increasing.  The  rent  paid  for  the  rooms  or  building 
in  which  the  post-office  is  kept  is  $1 .100  per  annum. 

I  liave  Ijeeu  informetl  since  this  bill  has  been  in  my  hands  that  last 
spring  a  building  was  erected  at  Lafayette  wilh  special  reference  to  its 
use  for  the  post-ofhce,  and  that  a  part  of  it  was  leased  by  the  (lovem- 
meiit  for  that  purpose  for  the  term  of  fi\*e  years.  Upon  the  faith  of  such 
lease  the  premises  thus  rentetl  were  fitted  up  and  furnished  by  the  owner 
of  the  building  in  a  maimer  especially  adapted  to  i>o8taI  uses,  and  an  ac- 
count of  such  filling  up  and  furnishing  is  l^efore  me,  showing  the  expense 
of  the  same  to  have  licen  more  than  $2,500. 

In  view  of  such  new  and  recent  arrangements  made  l)y  the  Govern- 
ment for  the  transacliou  of  its  postal  business  at  this  place,  it  seems  that 
the  projxjsed  expenditure  for  the  erection  of  a  building  for  that  purpose 
is  hardly  necessary  or  justifiable.

Whereas  satisfactory  proof  has  been  given  to  me  by  the  Government 
of  the  Netherlands  that  no  light -lionse  and  light  dues,  tonnage  dues,  or 
beacon  and  buoy  dues  are  imposed  iu  the  ports  of  the  Kingdom  of  the 
Nelhcrlands;  tliat  no  other  equivalent  lax  of  any  kind  is  imix>se<l  upon 
vessels  in  said  ports,  luider  whatever  flag  they  may  sail;  that  vessels 
belonging  to  the  United  States  of  America  and  their  cargoes  arc  not  re- 
quired in  the  Nelhcrlands  to  pay  any  fee  or  due  of  any  kind  or  nature, 
or  any  imixjrt  due  higher  or  other  than  is  payable  by  vessels  of  the 
Netherlands  or  their  cargoes;  that  no  export  duties  are  imposed  in  the 
Netherlands;  and  that  in  the  free  ports  of  the  Dutch  Kast  Indies,  to 
wit,  Riouw   (iu   the   island    of    Riouw),   Pabean,  Sangrit,  Loloan.  and 
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TamlxxJcocs  fin  the  island  of  Bali),  K^XTpan^  (in  the  island  of  Timor), 
Makaiisar,  Menado,  Kema,  and  Gorontalo  i^in  the  isLiudof  Celebes),  Am- 
boina,  Saparoa,  Banda,  Ternate,  and  KajcH  ( in  the  Moluccas) ,  Olelileh  and 
Bengkalis  {in  the  island  of  Sumatra),  vessels  are  subjected  to  no  fiscal 
lax,  and  no  import  or  export  duties  are  there  levied: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  section  ii  of  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  abohsh  certain  fees  for  oflScial  serv- 
ices to  American  vessels,  and  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  shipping 
commissioners,  seamen,  and  owners  of  vessels,  and  for  other  puqx>ses,*' 
approved  Jime  19,  1S86.  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  from  and 
after  the  date  of  this  my  proclamation  shall  be  suspended  the  collection 
of  the  whole  of  the  duty  of  6  cents  per  ton,  not  to  exceed  30  cents  per 
ton  per  annum  (which  is  imposed  by  said  section  of  said  act),  upon  ves- 
sels entered  in  the  ^Kjrts  of  the  United  States  from  :uiy  of  the  ports  of  the 
Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands  in  Europe,  or  from  any  of  the  above-named 
free  ports  of  the  Dutch  East  Indies. 

Provided,  That  there  shall  be  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  the  sus- 
pension hereby  declared  and  jjroclaimed  the  vessels  of  any  foreign  country 
in  whose  ports  the  fees  or  dues  of  any  kind  or  nature  imposed  on  vessels 
of  the  Unitetl  States,  or  the  import  or  export  duties  on  their  cargf>es,are 
in  excess  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on  the  vessels  of  such  for- 
eign country  or  their  cargoes,  or  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on 
the  vessels  of  the  country  in  which  are  the  ports  mentioned  in  this  proc- 
lamation, or  the  cargoes  of  sucli  vessels. 

And  the  suspension  hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  shall  continue  so 
long  as  the  reciprocal  exemption  of  vessels  belonging  to  citizens  of  tlie 
United  States  and  their  cargoes  shall  be  continued  in  the  said  ports  of 
the  Kingdom  of  the  Netherlands  in  Europe  and  the  said  free  ports  of  the 
Dutch  East  Indies,  and  no  longer.

Whereas  notification  of  such  ahohtion  of  discriminating  duties  of  ton- 
nage and  imposts  as  aforesaid  has  been  given  to  me  by  a  memorandum 
of  agreement  signed  this  <lay  at  the  city  of  Washington  tx;t\veeu  the 
Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States  and  the  envoy  extraordinary 
and  minister  plenipotentiary  of  Her  Majesty  the  Queen  Regent  of  Spain 
accredited  to  the  Govenmicnt  of  the  ITnited  States  of  America: 

Now,  therefore,  I,Grover  Cleveland,  President  of  tlie  United  States  of 
America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  vested  in  me  by  section  4328  of  the 
Revised  Statutes  of  tlie  I'uiterl  vStates,  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim 
that  from  and  after  the  date  of  this  my  proclamation,  being  also  Uie  date 
of  the  notification  received  as  aforesaid,  the  foreign  discriminating  duties 
of  loimage  and  imposts  within  the  Unitetl  States  are  suspended  and  dis- 
continued so  far  as  respects  the  vessels  of  Spain  and  the  produce,  manu- 
factures, or  merchandise  imported  in  said  vessels  into  the  United  States 
from  the  islands  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico,  the  Philippines,  and  all  other 
countries  belonging  to  the  Crown  of  Spain,  or  from  any  other  foreign 
country;  such  suspension  to  continue  so  long  as  the  reciprocal  exemption 
of  vessels  iK-longing  to  citizens  of  the  United  States  and  their  cargoes 
shall  be  continued  in  the  said  islands  of  Cuba  and  Puerto  Rico,  and  the 
Philippines,  and  all  other  Spanish  possessions,  and  no  longt^r.

EXECUTIVE  ORDERS. 


January  4,  rftSy. 
In  the  exercise  of  the  power  vested  in  the  President  by  the  Constitu- 
tion, and  by  virtue  of  the  seventeen  hundred  and  fifty-third  section  of 
the  Revised  Statutes  and  of  the  civil-service  act  approved  Jaiuiary  i6, 
1883,  the  following  reflations  governing  promotions  in  the  customs 
ser\'icc  at  the  city  of  New  York  are  hereby  approved  atid  promulgated: 

UKGVLATION    I. 

The  bi-»ar<l  of  examiiuTsnl  the  New  Ynrk  cu55tonis  district  may  nt  any  time,  with  tlie 
tipproval  of  the  'CxsW  Ser\ice  Coinniission,  order  an  cxuuiination  fur  pruniotion,  and 
at  least  five  days  lx:forc  lilt*  cxauiiiialiuu  is  to  take  place  shall  cause  a  notice  to  be 
posted  conspicuously  in  the  ofHcc  for  which  such  examination  is  to  Ijc  held,  and  shall 
state  in  said  notice  the  class  or  classes  to  test  fitness  for  promotion  to  whicli  the 
examination  is  to  beheld  and  the  time  and  place  of  examination.  Promotions  shall 
be  from  class  to  class,  and  the  examination  of  persons  in  one  class  shall  lie  to  test 
their  fitness  for  promotion  to  the  next  higher  class:  Provided,  hOTvrz'cr,  That  if  in 
any  examination  for  protuulion  the  competitors  in  the  next  lower  class  shall  uot 
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eatccofl  Ihrcf  in  mmilwr,  the  Iioard  may,  at  its  (Uscretioii.npcn  tlic  competition  loone 
or  tuore  of  the  clabses  lieUiw  the  clas«  in  which  Outc  are  not  more  than  three  com- 
petitors. All  pirf-ons  in  the  class  immc<^liatcly  below  the  class  for  which  promotions 
are  to  be  made,  and  who  have  been  in  said  class  at  least  six  months,  must  1>e  exam' 
iued  for  promotion. 

RB(;ULATlON   3. 

The  examination  must  be  heM  upon  such  subjects  as  in  the  opinion  of  the  txtard 
of  examiners,  with  the  approval  of  the  Commission,  Ihc  general  nature  of  the  bnsi- 
ness  of  the  office  and  the  sjKfcial  nature  of  the  ]>ositions  to  l>e  filletl  may  require. 
In  grading  the  competitors  tUie  weight  must  l»e  given  to  the  efficiency  witli  which 
the  several  ccmipetitors  shall  have  perfonned  their  duties  in  the  office;  hut  none 
who  shall  fail  to  attain  a  minimum  standard  of  75  per  cent  in  the  written  examiua- 
tion  shall  he  certifietl  for  promotion. 

The  whole  list  of  eligihles  from  which  the  promotion  is  to  lie  made  shall  be  certi- 
fied to  llie  nominating  oflicer. 

RKGtTLATION   4. 

Any  person  employed  in  any  of  the  offices  to  which  these  regulations  apply  may 
be  lransferre<l  without  examination,  after  ser\'ice  of  six  months  consecutively  since 
January'  J  6.  1883.  from  one  ofhcc  to  a  class  no  higher  in  another  offict,  upon  certifica- 
tion by  the  board  of  examiners  tliat  he  has  jwssed  an  examination  for  the  class  in 
which  he  is  doing  duty,  and  with  the  consent  of  the  heads  of  the  respective  offices 
and  the  approval  of  the  Secretar>-  of  the  Treasury. 

REGULATION  5. 
The  Civil  Service  Commission  may  at  any  time  amend  these  regulations  or  substi- 
tute other  regidations  therefor. 

The  foregoing  regulations  are  adopted  and  apprtjved.

I.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  appoint  the  following- 
nameil  Ixxirds  of  civil-service  examiners; 

The  ffntnif  hoard.  — This  l)oard  shall  be  composed  of  seven  meinl)ers,  who  shall  be 
detaile*!  from  the  Departraenla  in  which  Lhey  may  lie  serving  at  the  time  of  appoint- 
ment for  continuous  service  at  the  office  of  the  Civil  Service  Commission.  Under 
tlic  suiKn'ision  of  the  Commission,  the  central  brmrd  shall  examine  and  mark  the 
}>a|>ers  of  all  examinations  for  entrance  to  the  departmental  ser\'icc,  and  als<»  such 
of  the  jiajiers  t»f  examinntlons  for  entrance  to  either  the  customs  or  the  postal  ser\'!cc 
as  shall  l>e  submilteil  to  it  by  the  Commission.  The  Commission  shall  have  authority 
to  require  any  customs  <.»r  postal  bi»anl  tu  send  the  papers  of  any  examinatiun  con- 
ducted by  said  Ixwnl  to  !«  examined  and  marked  by  llic  central  boanl.  The  persons 
composing  this  board  shall  1>e  in  the  dej:iart mental  service. 

Special  boards. — These  bonrds  shall  mark  the  papers  of  special  examinations  for 
tlie  cla.<isified  departmental  service,  and  shall  l>e  composed  of  persons  iu  the  public 
service. 
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Supplnneniary  boards. — Tliejw  lioards  shall  niork  the  pajiors  of  supplementary 
exaiainations  fur  the  clussiticct  tiepartmental  service,  and  shall  be  composed  of  per- 
sona in  the  public  scr\-ice. 

Local  departmental  boards. — These  boards  shall  be  organized  at  one  or  more  places 
in  each  Slate  and  Territory  where  exawinnlioiis  for  the  departmental  ser\ice  arc  to 
be  held,  and  shall  each  T>e  coinposefl  of  persons  in  the  public  service  residing  in  tlic 
State  or  Territory  in  which  tlie  lx>ard  is  to  act. 

Cns/oms  Itoards. — One  for  eaeli  classi6ed  customs  district,  to  be  composcil  »>f  per- 
sons in  the  customs  ticr\'ice  iu  the  district  for  which  tliu  board  is  to  act.  These 
l>oar<ls  shall  conduct  examinations  for  entrance  to  and  promotion  in  the  classiAcd 
customs  sernce. 

J\tstat  boards.— One  for  each  classified  post-oflice,  to  be  composed  of  persons  in  the 
postal  service  at  the  post-oflicc  for  which  said  Imard  is  to  act.  These  !k>arr!s  shall 
conduct  examinations  for  entrance  to  and  promotions  in  tlie  jK»stal  sun'ice. 

2.  No  ]>erson  shall  be  ap|K)inled  a  nicnilM-r  of  any  l)oard  nf  examiners  namc^l  herein 
until  after  consultation  by  the  Civil  Service  Commission  with  the  head  of  the  Depart- 
ment or  oflice  in  which  the  person  whom  it  desires  to  appoint  is  scr\-ing, 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  head  of  any  classified  customs  office  or  classified 
j>ost-i.»nice  to  promptly  infonn  the  Civil  Service  Conindssion,  in  writing,  of  the  re- 
moval or  resigtiation  from  the  public  ser\Hce,  or  of  the  death,  of  any  member  of  a 
boanl  of  examiners  ap^iointed  from  his  office;  and  ujwn  request  of  the  Commission 
such  officer  shall  state  to  the  Commission  wliich  of  the  persons  employetl  in  his  office 
he  regards  as  most  cainjietent  to  fill  the  vacancy  thus  occasioned,  or  any  vacancy 
which  may  othenvise  o<-cur;  and  in  making  this  statement  the  officer  shall  mention 
generally  the  qualifications  of  each  of  the  persons  named  therein  by  him. 

4.  The  duties  of  a  member  of  a  special,  supplementary, local, departmental, customs, 
or  postal  board  of  examiners  shall  l>e  regarded  us  a  purt  of  the  public  duties  of  such 
examiner,  and  each  examiner  shall  Iw  allowcl  time  during  olhce  hours  to  perform 
the  duties  required  of  him. 

5.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  adopt  regulations  w*hich 
sitall  (l)  prescribe  Ibe  manner  of  organizing  the  several  tx>arfls  of  civil-service  exam- 
iners herein  named,  (3)  nmre  particularly  stale  the  jiowers  of  each  of  said  b*wuxls, 
and  ( 3 )  specifically  defint-  Ihe  duties  of  the  intiiilx;rs  thereof. 

6.  The  Civil  Service  Commission  shall  have  authority  to  change  at  any  lime  tlic 
ineinlxrrship  of  any  of  the  above-named  boards  of  civil-ser\ice  cxaiuincrs. 
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Approved,  January  15,  1887.

President  of  the  United  States  in  Conformity  with  thb 
Second  Section  op  the  Act  Entitled  "An  Act  to  Amend  Sec- 
tion 1661,  Revised  Statutes,  Making  an  Annual  Appropria- 
tion TO  Provide  Arms  and  Equipments  for  the  Militia/' 


Executive  Mansion,  Aprit  22,  iSSy. 
I.  Each  Territory  shall,  if  included  witliin  the  provisions  of  said  act, 
annually  receive  anns,  ordnance  stores,  quartermaster's  stores,  and  camp 
equipage  equivalent  to  the  quota  of  a  Stale  having  the  least  represen- 
tation in  Congress,  and  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  annually  receive 
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arms,  ordinance  stores,  quartermaster's  stores,  and  camp  equipage  not 
exceeding  double  the  quota  of  a  State  haxnng  the  least  representation  iu 
Congress. 

2.  Arms,  ordnance  stores,  quartermaster's  stores,  and  camp  equipage 
shall  l>e  issued  to  the  Territories  on  requisitions  of  the  gov^eniors  thereof 
and  to  the  District  of  Columbia  on  requisitions  approved  by  the  senior 
general  of  the  District  Militia  present  for  duty.  Returns  shall  lie  made 
annually  by  the  senior  general  of  the  District  Militia  in  the  manner  as 
required  by  sections  3  and  4  of  the  act  nlx)ve  referred  to  in  the  case  of 
States  and  Territories. 

3.  It  is  forbitldcu  to  make  issues  to  States  and  Territories  in  excess  of 
the  amount  to  their  credit  under  the  provisions  of  section  1161,  Re\^se<l 
Statutes,  as  amended  by  the  aln)ve  act. 

4.  The  regulations  established  by  President  Pierce  April  30,  1855, 
under  the  act  approved  March  30,  1855,  are  hereby  revoked.

I.  The  Coiniiii.ssioit  iniiy  appoint  Ixxmls  of  examiners  as  follows: 

7^c  wntrat  f^oard. — A  bourd  cuiiiiioscrl  of  M.-vcn  nieuiV>cr-s,  wlm  shall  he  detailed 
from  the  r>cp(irtincnts  in  which  Ihcy  arc  serving  when  appointed  for  continuous 
service  at  Ihe  office  of  the  Connnission,  This  Ijoanl  shall  mark  such  ]>aper&  of 
cxannnations  for  ailniinsion  lo  the  departnieiilal,  customs,  and  |)ostal  services  as  the 
Commission  may  direct. 

Depart  mental  special  boards. — These  b«»anls  shall  mark  such  jHipers  of  special 
examinations  for  the  dc])artmental  ser\*ice  as  tlie  Commission  may  direct,  and  shall 
he  composed  of  persons  in  the  public  service. 

Depurlmenial  supphmcnlary  boards. — Tliescboartls  shall  mark  the  pai>crs  of  such 
supplementary  examinations  fur  the  departmental  ser\'ice  as  the  Conunission  may 
direct,  and  shall  lie  ccmiixjsed  of  persons  in  the  public  service. 

Dtparfmi'Hlal provtotkm  boards, — One  for  each  of  the  Executive  Departments,  of 
three  mcinljcrs,  and  one  auxiliarj'  memlwr  for  each  bureau  of  the  Department  hir 
which  the  l»oard  is  to  act. 

Dtparhncnlal  local  Ivmrds. — Tliese  boards  shall  be  organized  at  one  or  more  places 
in  each  State  and  Territory  where  examinations  for  the  departmental  ser\'ice  are  to 
be  held,  and  shall  each  tje  composed  of  persons  in  the  public  se^^•ice  residing  in  the 
State  or  Terrilorv  in  which  the  board  is  lo  act. 

Cuslonis  boards.^Onc  for  each  classified  customs  district,  to  be  composed  of  per- 
sons in  the  customs  service  in  the  district  for  which  said  board  is  to  act.  These 
boards  shflU  c<mduct  examinations  for  entrance  to  and  promotions  in  the  classified 
customs  ser>'ice,  and  shall  mark  such  of  the  examination  papers  for  that  service  as 
the  Commission  shall  direct.  They  shall  also  conduct  such  departmental  examina- 
tions as  the  Commission  may  direct. 
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f\>sial  boards. — One  for  each  classifier!  post-office,  to  l>e  composed  of  persons  in 
the  postal  service  at  Uie  post-oflice  iii  which  saiti  Txiaril  is  to  act.  These  tKianU 
sliall  comluct  cxaniitiations  for  entrance  to  and  promotions  in  the  postal  service, 
and  shall  mark  such  of  the  exanii nation  ]»apers  for  tJiut  serv'ice  iis  tlie  Conunissioa 
may  direct.  They  shall  ahio  conduct  such  departmental  examinations  as  the  Com- 
mission  may  direct. 

2.  No  person  shall  lie  appointed  an  examiner  until  after  consultation  by  the  Com- 
mission with  the  heail  of  the  Department  or  office  in  which  the  person  whom  it 
desires  to  appoint  is  serving. 

3.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  tlie  head  of  any  classified  customs  office  or  post-office  10 
promptly  >;ive  written  infonnalion  ti>  the  Commission  of  tlie  removal  t>r  resijjnation 
from  the  public  ser%*icc,  or  of  the  inability  or  refusal  to  act,  of  any  examiner  in  his 
office;  and  on  request  of  Uxe  Commission  such  officer  shall  state  which  of  the  per- 
sons in  his  office  he  re^^ards  as  most  competent  to  fill  tlie  \'acancy,  and  shall  mention 
generally  the  qualifications  of  each  person  named  by  him. 

4.  The  duties  of  an  examiner  shall  be  regarded  as  a  part  of  his  public  duties, 
and  each  examiner  shall  l>e  allowed  time  during  office  hours  to  perform  the  duties 
required  of  him. 

5.  The  Commission  may  adopt  regulations  which  shall  prescribe  ( i )  the  manner 
of  orj^nizing  the  Ixwinls  of  examiners,  (a)  the  puwers  of  each  board,  and  (3)  the 
duties  of  the  members  tliercof. 

6.  The  Commission  may  create  additional  boards  of  examiners  and  may  change 
the  membership  of  any  txxinl;  and  boards  of  examiners  shall  perform  such  other 
appropriate  duties  as  the  Commission  may  impose  u]ion  them. 


RCLE   VI. 

I.  Tliere  shall  lie  open  competitive  examinations  for  testing  the  fitness  of  appli- 
cants for  admission  to  tlic  ser\*icc.  Such  examinations  shall  \ye  practical  in  their 
character,  and  !>o  far  as  may  be  shall  relate  to  those  matters  which  will  fairly  test 
the  relative  capacity  and  fitness  of  the  persons  exaniineil  to  discharge  the  duties 
of  the  bninch  of  the  service  which  they  seek  to  enter. 

a.  And  for  the  purpose  <  if  establishing  in  the  classified  service  the  principle  of  com- 
pulsory competitive  examination  for  promotion  tliere  shall  be.  so  far  as  practicable 
and  useful,  such  examinations  of  a  suitable  character  to  test  the  fitness  of  (>ersons  for 
promotion  in  the  ser\'ice,  and  the  Commiasion  may  make  regulations  applying  them 
to  any  classified  Department,  customs  office,  or  post-office,  under  which  regulations 
exnmitiations  for  proTtiotion  shall  l>e  conducted  and  all  promotions  maiile;  but  until 
regulations  m;ule  by  tlie  Commission  in  acconlance  herewith  have  been  applied  to  a 
classified  Department,  customs  office,  or  post-office,  promotions  therein  may  be  made 
ujx»n  any  lest  of  fitness  determinetl  upon  by  the  promoting  officer.  And  in  any  cla*- 
sified  I^rpartnient,  customs  office,  or  post-office  in  which  promotions  are  made  under 
examinations  as  herein  provided  the  Commission  may,  in  special  session,  if  the  exi- 
gencies of  the  service  require  such  action,  provide  noncompetitive  cxamiuations  for 
promotion. 

RI.'I.E   XIX, 

There  are  excepted  from  examination  the  following:  ( i )  The  confidential  clerk  or 
secretary  of  any  head  of  a  l>epiirtuient  or  office;  (2)Ciishiers  of  collectors;  (j)  cashiers 
of  iK»stmaslers;  (4)  superintendents  of  money-order dinsions  in  post-offiocs;  (5)  the 
direct  custodians  of  money  for  whose  fidelity  another  officer  is  un<ler  official  bond, 
and  disbursing  officers  having  the  custody  of  money,  who  give  lM>nds:  but  these  excep- 
tions shall  not  extend  t<j  any  official  l^elow  the  grade  of  assistant  cjushier  ur  teller; 
( 6  \  persons  employe*!  cxclnsivcly  in  the  secret  service  of  tlie  Govenmient.  or  as  trans- 
Ntors  or  interpreters  or  stenographers;  (7)  j)ersons  whot>e  employment  is  exclusively 
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professional,  but  medical  examiners  arc  not  iiiclu<1cfl  among  such  persons;  (Si  chief 
clerks,  deputy  coUtclors,  deputy  naval  officers,  deputy  surveyors  ()f  custouib,  and  su- 
jjerintendenls  or  chiefs  of  divisions  or  Inu^niis.  Hut  no  person  so  excepted  shfill  be 
eiOier  tninsferred,  appointed,  or  promoted,  unless  tf»  some  excepted  place,  without  an 
examiuution  under  the  Commission,  which  examination  shall  not  take  place  within 
six  mouths  after  entering  the  scr\'icc. 

RLXB   XJU. 

1.  No  person,  unless  excepted  nnder  Rule  XIX,  shall  be  admitted  into  the  classi- 
fied civil  ser\'ice  from  any  place  not  within  said  service  without  an  exnminntion  nnd 
certification  under  tlic  nUes,  with  this  exception,  that  any  person  who  shall  have 
been  an  officer  for  one  year  or  more  last  preceding  in  any  Department  or  office  in  a 
grade  obove  the  classified  service  thereof  may  l)e  transferred  or  ap{H>inte<l  to  any 
place  in  the  service  of  tlie  same  witliout  examination. 

2.  No  pcr«jn  who  has  jiassed  only  a  limited  examination  under  clause  4  of  Rule 
V'H  for  the  lower  classes  or  grades  in  the  departmental  or  customs  scr\icc'  shall  l»e 
appointed  or  l»e  promoted  within  two  years  after  appointment  to  any  position  giving 
a  salar>*  of  fr.ooo  or  upward  without  first  passing  an  examination  under  clause  i 
of  said  rule;  and  such  examination  shall  not  be  allowed  within  the  first  year  after 
appointment. 

3.  But  a  person  who  has  passed  the  examination  under  said  clause  1  and  has 
accepted  a  position  giving  a  salary  of  ^900  or  less  shall  liave  the  same  right  of  pro- 
motion as  if  originally  appointed  to  a  p<wition  giving  a  snlar)*  of  f  I  ,otjn  or  more. 

4.  The  C'»nmitssion  may  at  any  lime  certify  for  a  fgcxj  or  any  lower  place  in  the 
classifie<l  service  any  person  upon  the  register  who  has  passed  the  examination  umler 
clause  I  of  Rule  \'n,  if  such  person  does  not  object  before  such  certification  is  made. 

I  5.  Tlie  |>rovisions  of  this  rule  relating  to  promotions  shall  cease  to  l>e  ojK'rative 

^B  in  any  classified  r>ei>artnient,  customs  office,  or  post-office  when  regulations  fr)r  pro-

Sir:  I  have  the  honor  to  state  that  there  are  now  in  this  office,  stored  in  one  of 
the  attic  rooms  of  the  building,  a  number  of  Union  flags  captured  in  action,  but 
recovered  on  the  fall  of  the  Confederacy  and  forwarded  to  the  War  Department  for 
safe-keeping,  together  with  a  number  of  Confederate  flags  which  the  fortunes  of 
war  placed  in  our  hands  dtiring  the  late  Civil  War. 

While  in  the  past  favorable  action  has  been  taken  on  applications  properly  sup- 
ported for  the  return  of  Union  flags  to  organizations  representing  survivors  of  the 
military  regiments  in  the  service  of  the  Government,  I  beg  to  submit  that  it  would 
be  a  graceful  act  to  anticipate  future  requests  of  this  nature,  and  venture  to  suggest 
the  propriety  of  returning  all  the  flags  (Union  and  Confederate)  to  the  authorities 
of  the  respective  States  in  which  the  regiments  which  bore  these  colors  were  organ- 
ized, for  such  final  disposition  as  they  may  determine. 

While  in  all  the  civilized  nations  of  the  world  trophies  taken  in  war  against  for- 
eign enemies  have  been  carefully  preserved  and  exhibited  as  proud  mementos  of 
the  nation's  military  glories,  wise  and  obvious  reasons  have  always  excepted  from 
the  rule  evidences  of  past  internecine  troubles  which  by  appeals  to  the  arbitrament 
of  the  sword  have  disturbed  the  peaceful  march  of  a  people  to  its  destiny. 

Over  twenty  years  have  elapsed  since  the  termination  of  the  late  Civil  War.  Many 
of  the  prominent  leaders,  civil  and  military,  of  the  late  Confederate  States  are  now 
honored  representatives  of  the  people  in  the  national  councils,  or  in  other  eminent 
positions  lend  the  aid  of  their  talents  to  the  wise  administration  of  affairs  of  the 
whole  country;  and  the  people  of  the  several  States  composing  the  Union  are  now 
united,  treading  the  broader  road  to  a  glorious  future. 

Impressed  with  these  views,  I  have  the  honor  to  submit  the  suggestion  made  in 
this  letter  for  the  careful  consideration  it  will  receive  at  your  hands.

I  have  to-day  considered  with  more  care  than  wheu  ihc  subject  was 
orally  j)resented  me  the  action  of  your  Deparlmeut  directing  letters  to  be 
addressed  to  the  governors  of  all  the  States  offering  to  return,  if  desired, 
to  the  loyal  States  the  Union  flags  captured  in  the  War  of  the  Rel)el- 
lion  by  the  Confederate  forces  and  afterwards  recovered  by  Government 
tr<x)ps,  and  to  the  Confederate  States  the  flags  captured  by  the  Union 
forces,  all  of  which  for  many  years  have  l^een  packed  in  boxes  and  stored 
in  the  cellar  and  attic  of  the  War  Department. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  the  return  of  these  flags  in  the  manner  thus 
contemplated  is  not  authorized  by  existing  law  nor  justified  as  an  execu- 
tive act. 

I  request,  therefore,  that  no  further  steps  l>e  taken  in  the  matter  except 
to  examine  and  inventory  these  flags  and  adopt  proper  measures  for  their 
presen^atiou.  Any  direction  as  to  the  final  disposition  of  them  should 
originate  with  Congress.

I  hereby  direct  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  instruct  the  collectors 
of  customs  at  the  several  ports  of  entry  that  upon  being  satisfied  that 
such  \isitors  come  as  guests,  in  pursuance  of  the  aforesaid  in\ntation. 
they  shall  permit  the  entrance  of  such  foreign  soldiers  into  the  United 
Stales,  with  their  personal  L»aggage,  uniforms,  anns,  and  equipments, 
without  payment  of  customs  duties  thereon,  and  without  other  formal- 
ity than  such  as  may  be  necessary  to  insure  the  reexportation  of  said 
uniforms,  baggage,  anus,  and  equipments.

THIRD  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 


Washington.  Deceml}cr  6,  iS8j, 
To  the  Congress  of  the  United  States: 

You  are  confronted  at  the  threshold  of  your  legi.slalive  duties  with  a 
cr>ndiiioii  of  the  national  finances  which  imperatively  demands  immediate 
and  careful  considerati<«i. 

The  amount  of  money  annually  exacted,  through  ihe  operation  of 
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present  laws,  from  tlic  industries  and  necessities  of  the  people  largely 
exceeds  the  sum  necessary  to  meet  the  expenses  of  the  Govenimeut. 

When  we  consider  that  the  theorj*  of  our  institutions  guarantees  to 
every  citizen  the  full  enjoyment  of  all  the  fniits  of  his  industr>'  a"d  euter- 
fjrise,  with  only  such  dethictiou  as  may  l>e  his  share  toward  the  careful 
and  econouiioal  mainteuauce  of  the  GoverMmeiit  which  protects  hiui,  it  is 
plain  that  the  exaction  of  more  than  this  is  indefensible  extortion  and  a 
culpable  betrayal  of  American  fairness  and  justice.  This  wrong  inflicted 
uix>u  those  who  bear  the  burden  of  natioual  taxation,  like  other  wrongs, 
uudliplies  a  brood  of  evil  consequences.  The  public  Treasury,  which 
shoulfl  only  exist  as  a  c*onduit  couveyiujj  the  i;jeople's  tribute  to  its  legiti- 
mate objects  of  exi>enditure.  Incomes  a  hoarding  place  for  numey  need- 
lessly withdrawn  from  trade  and  the  people's  use,  thus  crippling  our 
national  energies,  susjK'uding  our  country's  development,  preventing 
investment  in  productive  enterprise,  threatening  financial  disturbance, 
and  inviting  schemes  of  public  plunder. 

This  condition  of  our  Treasur>'  is  not  altogether  new,  and  it  has  more 
than  once  of  late  licen  submitted  to  the  people's  representatives  in  the 
Congress,  who  alone  can  apply  a  remedy.  And  yet  the  situation  still 
continues,  with  aggravated  incidctits.  more  than  ever  presaging  fiuaucial 
convulsion  and  widespread  disaster. 

It  will  not  do  to  neglect  this  situation  l>ecause  its  dangers  are  not  now 
palpably  innniiieiit  and  a]>pareiit.  They  exist  none  the  less  certainly, 
and  await  the  vuiforesccn  and  unexpected  occasion  when  suddenly  they 
will  be  precipitated  upon  us. 

On  the  "^oth  day  of  June,  1S85.  the  excess  of  revenues  over  public  ex- 
penditures, after  complying  with  the  annual  requirement  of  the  sinking- 
fund  act,  was  $17,859,735.84;  during  the  year  ende<l  June  30,  1886.  such 
excess  amounted  to  $49,405,545.20,  and  during  the  year  ended  June  30, 
1887,  it  reached  the  sum  of  $55,567,849.54. 

The  annual  contributions  to  the  sinking  fund  during  the  three  years 
alx)ve  specified,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to  $138,058,320.94.  and  de- 
ducted from  the  surplus  as  stated,  were  made  by  calling  in  for  that  pur- 
pose outstanding  3  per  cent  bonds  of  the  Government.  During  the  six 
months  prior  to  June  30.  1SS7.  the  surplus  rcveiuie  had  grown  so  large 
by  repeated  accumulations,  and  it  was  feareil  the  withdrawal  of  this 
great  stun  of  money  needed  by  the  people  would  so  affect  the  business  of 
the  country,  that  the  sum  of  $79.vS64,ioo  of  such  surplus  was  applied 
to  the  payment  of  the  principal  and  interest  of  the  3  jx?r  cent  bonds  still 
outstanding,  and  which  were  then  payable  at  the  option  of  the  Gt^veni- 
metit.  The  precarious  condition  of  financial  affairs  among  the  people  .still 
needing  relief,  inunediately  after  the  30th  day  of  June,  1887,  the  remainder 
of  the  3  per  cent  bonds  then  outstanding,  amounting  with  principal  and 
interest  to  the  sum  of  $18,877,500.  were  called  in  and  applie<l  to  the  sink- 
ing-fund contribution  for  the  current  fiscal  year.      Notwitli.standint;  tlie^' 
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operations  of  the  Treasury  Department,  representations  of  distress  in  busi- 
ness circles  not  only  continued,  but  increased,  and  absolute  ]x*ril  .seemed 
at  hand.  In  these  circumstances  the  contribution  to  tlie  sinking  fund 
for  the  current  fiscal  year  was  at  once  completed  by  the  expenditure  of 
$27,684,283.55  in  the  purchase  of  Government  bonds  not  yet  due  bear- 
ing 4  and  4)  J  percent  interest,  the  premium  paid  thereon  averaging  about 
24  per  cent  for  the  former  and  8  per  cent  for  the  latter.  In  addition  to 
this,  the  interest  accruing  during  the  current  year  upon  the  outstanding 
bonded  indebtedness  of  the  Government  was  to  some  extent  anticipated, 
and  banks  selected  as  depositories  of  public  money  were  permitted  to 
somewhat  increase  their  deposits. 

Wliile  the  expedients  thus  employed  to  release  to  the  people  the 
money  lying  idle  in  the  Treasury  sensed  to  avert  immediate  danger,  our 
suqilus  revenues  have  continued  to  accumulate,  the  excess  for  the  pres- 
ent year  amounting  on  the  ist  day  of  Deceml:>er  to  $55,258,701.19,  and 
estimated  to  reach  the  sum  of  $t  13,000,000  on  the  30th  of  June  next,  at 
which  date  it  is  expected  that  this  sum,  added  to  prior  accumulations, 
will  swell  the  .surplus  iu  the  Treasury  to  $140,000,000. 

There  5;ecms  to  be  no  assurance  that,  with  such  a  withdrawal  from  use 
of  the  people's  circulating  medium,  our  business  community  may  not  in 
the  near  future  !«?  subjected  to  the  same  distress  which  was  quite  lately 
produced  from  the  same  cause.  And  while  the  functions  of  our  National 
Treasury  should  1>e  few  and  simple,  and  while  its  l:)est  condition  would 
be  reached,  I  believe,  by  its  entire  disconnection  with  private  business 
interests,  yet  when,  by  a  perversion  of  its  purposes,  it  idly  holds  money 
uselessly  subtracted  from  the  channels  of  trade,  there  seems  to  be  reason 
for  the  claim  thai  some  legitimate  means  should  be  devised  by  the  Gov- 
ernment to  restore  in  an  emergency,  without  waste  or  extravagance,  such 
money  to  its  place  among  the  people. 

If  such  an  emergency  arises,  there  now  exists  no  clear  and  undoubted 
executive  power  of  relief.  Heretofore  the  redemption  of  3  per  cent 
bonds,  which  were  payable  at  the  option  of  the  Government,  has  afforded 
a  means  for  the  disbursement  nf  the  excess  of  our  revenues;  hut  these 
bonds  have  all  been  retired,  and  there  are  no  bonds  outstanding  the  pay- 
ment of  which  we  have  a  right  to  insist  upo!i.  The  contribution  to  the 
sinking  fund  which  furnishes  the  occasion  for  expenditiu-e  in  the  pur- 
chase of  bonds  has  been  already  made  for  the  current  year,  so  that  there 
is  no  outlet  iu  that  direction. 

In  the  present  stale  of  legislation  the  only  pretense  of  any  existing 
executive  power  to  restore  at  this  time  any  part  of  our  surplus  revenues 
to  the  people  by  its  expenditure  consists  hi  the  sup[x>sition  that  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  tuay  cuter  the  market  and  purchase  the  bonds  of 
the  Government  not  yet  due,  at  a  rale  of  premium  to  be  agreed  upon. 
The  fintv  provision  of  law  from  which  such  n  power  could  be  derivetl 
i  foujjd  in  an  appropriation  bill  passed  a  number  of  years  ago,  and  it  is 
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subject  to  the  suspicion  that  it  was  intended  as  temporary  and  limited  in 
its  application,  instead  of  conferring?  a  continuinET  discretion  and  authority. 
No  ct>ndilion  ought  to  exist  which  would  justify  the  grant  uf  power  to 
a  single  official,  upon  his  judgment  of  its  necessity,  to  withhold  from  or 
release  to  tlie  Imsiiiess  uf  the  ]>eople,  in  an  unusual  manner,  money  held 
in  the  Treasury,  and  thus  affect  at  his  will  the  financial  situation  of  the 
country:  and  if  it  is  deemed  wise  to  lodge  in  the  Secretary  of  the  Treas- 
ury the  authority  in  the  present  juncture  to  purchase  bonds,  it  should  l)e 
plainly  vested,  and  provided,  as  far  as  possible,  with  such  checks  and 
limitations  as  will  define  this  official's  right  and  discretion  and  at  the 
same  time  relieve  him  from  undue  responsibility. 

In  considering  the  question  of  purchasing  lx)nds  as  a  means  of  restor- 
ing to  circulation  the  surplus  money  accunuilating  in  the  Treasury,  it 
should  Ik?  lx>rne  in  mind  that  prenn'ums  must  of  course  l>e  paid  upon  such 
purchase,  that  lht:i'e  may  l»e  a  large  part  of  these  l>onds  held  as  invest- 
ments which  can  not  be  purchased  at  any  price,  and  that  combinations 
among  hohlers  who  are  willing  to  sell  may  unreasonably  enhance  the  cost 
of  such  bonds  lo  the  (lovcrnment. 

It  has  been  suggested  tliat  the  present  bonded  debt  might  be  refunded 
at  a  less  rate  of  interest  and  the  difference  IxHween  the  old  and  new 
security  paid  in  cash,  thus  finding  use  for  the  surplus  in  the  Treasury, 
The  success  of  this  plan,  it  is  apparent,  miLst  dejiend  upon  the  volition 
of  the  holders  of  the  present  lx)nds;  and  it  is  not  entirely  certain  that  the 
inilucenient  which  nuist  Ijc  offered  them  would  result  in  more  financial 
benefit  to  the  Government  thati  the  purchase  of  bonds,  while  the  latter 
proposition  would  reduce  the  ])rinciiKil  of  the  debt  by  actual  payment 
instead  of  extending  it. 

The  proposition  to  deposit  the  money  held  by  the  Government  in 
banks  throughout  the  country  for  use  by  the  people  is,  it  seems  to  me, 
exceedingly  objectionable  in  principle,  as  establishing  to*j  close  a  rela- 
tionship between  the  operations  of  the  Government  Treasury  and  the 
business  of  the  coiuitry  and  too  extensive  a  commingling  of  their  money, 
thus  fostering  an  utmatural  reliance  in  private  business  upon  public 
funds.  If  this  scheme  should  be  adopted,  it  should  only  be  done  as  a 
temporar>'  expedient  to  meet  an  urgent  necessity.  IvCgislative  and  ex- 
ecutive effort  should  generally  be  in  the  opposite  direction,  and  should 
have  a  tendency  to  divorce,  as  nuich  and  as  fast  as  can  be  safely  done, 
the  Treasury  Department  from  private  enterprise. 

Of  course  it  is  not  expected  that  unnecessarj'  and  extravagant  appro- 
priations will  be  made  for  the  purpose  of  avoiding  the  accumulation  of 
an  excess  of  revenue.  Such  expenditure,  besides  the  demoralization  of 
all  just  conceptions  of  public  duty  which  it  entails,  .stimulates  a  habit 
of  reckless  improvidence  not  in  the  least  consistent  with  the  mission  of 
our  people  or  the  high  and  beneficent  purposes  of  our  Government. 

1   have  deemed  it  my  duty  to  thus  bring  to  the   knowledge 
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countrymen,  as  well  as  to  the  attention  of  their  representatives  charged 
with  the  responsibility  of  legislative  relief,  the  gravity  of  onr  financial 
situation.  The  failure  of  the  Congress  heretofore  to  provide  against  ibe 
dangers  which  it  was  quite  evident  the  very  nature  of  the  difficulty  must 
necessarily  produce  caused  a  condition  of  financial  distress  and  appre- 
hension since  your  last  adjournment  whicli  taxed  to  the  utmost  all  the 
authority  and  expedients  within  executive  control;  and  these  appear  now 
to  be  exhausted.  If  disaster  results  from  the  continued  inaction  of  Con- 
gress, the  responsibility  must  rest  where  it  belongs. 

Though  the  situation  thus  far  considered  is  fraught  with  danger  which 
should  Ih?  fully  realized,  and  though  it  presents  features  of  wrong  to  the 
people  as  well  as  peril  to  the  country,  it  is  but  a  result  growing  out  of  a 
perfectly  paljjable  and  apparent  cause,  constantly  reproducing  the  same 
alarming  circumstances — a  congested  National  Treasur>'  and  a  depleted 
monetary  condition  in  the  business  of  the  countr\'.  Jt  need  hardly  be 
stated  that  while  the  present  situation  demands  a  remedy,  we  can  only 
be  saved  from  a  like  predicament  iu  the  future  by  the  removal  of  its 
cause. 

Our  scheme  of  taxation,  by  means  of  which  this  needless  surplus  is 
taken  from  the  jieople  and  put  into  the  public  Treasury,  consists  of  a 
tariff  or  duty  levied  upon  iniix>rtations  from  abroad  and  internal-revenue 
taxes  levied  uix>n  the  consumption  of  tobacco  and  spirituous  and  malt 
liquors.  It  nuist  be  conceded  lliat  none  of  the  things  subjected  to  inter- 
nal-revenue taxation  are,  strictly  speaking,  necessaries.  There  appears  to 
be  no  just  complaint  of  this  taxation  by  the  consumers  of  these  articles, 
and  there  seems  to  be  nothing  so  well  able  to  bear  the  burden  without 
hardsiiip  to  any  portion  of  the  people. 

But  our  present  tariff  laws,  the  vicious,  inequitable,  and  illogical  source 
of  unnecessary  taxation,  ought  to  be  at  once  revised  and  amended.  These 
laws,  as  their  primary'  and  plain  effect,  raise  the  price  to  consumers  of  all 
articles  jm])orted  and  subject  to  duty  by  precisely  tlie  sum  paid  for  such 
duties.  Thus  the  amount  of  the  duly  measures  the  tax  paid  by  those 
who  purchase  for  use  these  imported  articles.  Many  of  these  things, 
however,  are  raised  or  manufactured  in  our  own  country,  and  the  duties 
now  le\Hed  upon  foreign  goods  and  products  arc  called  protection  to  these 
home  manufactures,  becau.se  they  render  it  possible  for  those  of  our  peo- 
ple who  are  manufacturers  to  make  these  taxed  articles  and  sell  them 
for  a  price  equal  to  that  demande<l  for  the  imported  goods  that  have  paiil 
customs  duty.  So  it  happens  that  while  comparatively  a  few  use  the  im- 
ported articles,  millions  of  our  people,  who  never  used  and  never  saw  any 
of  the  foreign  j)roducts,  purchase  and  u.se  things  of  the  same  kind  made 
in  this  coutUrv*.  and  pay  therefor  nearly  or  quite  the  same  enhanced  price 
whicli  tiie  duty  adds  to  the  iiii|)(jrted  articles.  Those  who  buy  imports 
jxiy  the  duty  charged  thereon  into  the  i)ubUc  Treasury,  but  the  gieat 
majority  of  our  citizens,  who  buy  domestic  articles  of  the  same  class,  j>ay 
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a  snin  at  kast  approximately  equal  to  this  (hity  to  the  lioine  manufac- 
turer. This  reference  to  the  operation  of  our  tariff  laws  is  not  made  hy 
way  of  instruction,  but  in  order  that  we  may  be  constantly  reminded  of 
the  manner  in  which  they  impose  a  burden  upcMi  those  who  consume 
domestic  products  as  well  as  those  who  consume  imported  articles,  aud 
thus  create  a  tax  upon  all  our  people. 

It  is  not  propose<l  to  entirely  relieve  the  country  of  this  taxation.  It 
must  l)e  extensively  continued  as  the  source  of  the  Oovcnnnent's  in- 
come; and  in  a  rea4ljustnic-nt  of  our  tariff  the  interests  of  American  lal)or 
engxiged  iti  manufacture  slumld  l>e  carefully  considereil,  as  well  as  the 
preser\'alion  of  aur  manufacturers.  It  may  1^  called  protection  or  by 
any  other  name,  but  relief  from  the  hardships  and  dan>;ers  of  our  present 
tariff  laws  should  \yQ  devised  with  especial  precaution  against  imperiling 
the  existence  of  our  manufacturing  interests.  But  this  existence  should 
not  mean  a  condition  which,  without  regard  to  the  public  welfare  or  a 
national  exigency,  must  always  insure  the  realization  of  immense  profits 
instead  of  moderately  profitable  returns.  As  the  volume  and  diversity 
of  our  ualional  activities  increase,  new  recruits  are  added  to  those  who 
desire  a  continuation  of  the  advantages  which  they  conceive  the  pres- 
ent system  of  tariff  taxation  directly  affords  them.  So  stubbornly  have 
all  efforts  to  reform  the  present  condition  been  resisted  by  those  of  our 
fellow-citizens  thus  engaged  that  they  can  hardly  complain  of  the  sus- 
picion, entertained  to  a  certain  extent,  that  there  exists  an  organized 
combination  all  along  the  line  to  maintain  their  advantage. 

We  are  in  the  midst  of  centennial  celebrations,  aud  with  becoming 
pride  we  rejoice  in  American  skill  aiul  ingenuity,  in  American  energy 
and  enterprise,  and  in  the  wonderful  natural  advantages  and  resources 
developed  by  a  centur>-'s  national  growth.  Yet  when  an  attempt  is  made 
to  justify  a  scheme  which  permits  a  tax  to  be  laid  uix>n  every  consumer 
in  the  land  for  tlie  benefit  of  our  manufacturers,  quite  l>eyond  a  reason- 
able demand  for  governmental  regard,  it  suits  the  puqwises  of  advtjcacy 
to  call  our  manufactures  infant  industries  still  needing  the  highest  and 
greatest  degree  of  favor  aud  fostering  care  that  can  be  wrung  from  Fed- 
eral legislation. 

It  is  also  said  that  the  increase  in  the  price  of  domestic  manufactures 
resulting  from  the  present  tariff  is  necessary  in  order  tliat  higher  wages 
may  be  paid  to  our  workingmen  employed  in  manufactories  than  are  paid 
for  what  is  called  the  pauper  labor  of  Europe,  All  will  acknowledge  the 
force  of  an  argument  which  involves  the  welfare  and  liberal  compensation 
of  our  lalx)riug  people.  Our  lalx)r  is  honorable  in  the  eyes  of  every 
American  citizen;  and  as  it  lies  at  the  foundation  of  our  development 
and  progress,  it  is  entitled,  without  affectation  or  hypocrisy,  to  the  utmost 
regard.  The  standard  of  our  laborers'  life  shmild  not  be  measured  by 
that  of  any  other  country  less  favored,  and  they  are  entitled  to  their  full 
share  of  all  our  advantages. 
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By  the  last  census  it  is  made  lo  apjxrar  that  of  the  17,392,099  of  our 
poimlaticm  engaged  iti  all  kinds  of  industries  7.670.493  are  eniployed  in 
agriculture,  4,074,238  in  professional  and  personal  service  (2,934.876  of 
whom  are  domestic  ser\'ants  and  laborers),  while  i. 810.256  are  employed 
in  trade  and  transportation  and  3,837,112  are  classed  as  employed  in 
niainifacturing  and  mining. 

For  present  pur^>oses,  however,  the  last  number  given  should  be  con- 
siderably reduced.  Without  attempting  to  enumerate  all,  it  will  be  con- 
ceded that  there  should  lie  deducted  from  those  which  it  includes  375. 143 
caq>enters  and  joiners,  285,401  milliners,  dressmakers,  and  seamstresses, 
172,726  blacksmiths,  133,756  tailors  and  tailoresses,  102,473  masons. 
76,241  butchers,  41,309  bakers,  22,083  plasterers,  and  4,891  engaged  in 
manufacturing  agricultural  implements,  amounting  in  the  aggregate  to 
1,214.023,  leaving  2,623,089  persons  employed  in  such  manufacturing 
industries  as  are  claimed  to  Ijc  benefited  by  a  high  tariff. 

To  these  the  ap]»eal  is  made  to  save  their  einpluyment  and  maintain 
their  wages  by  resisting  a  change.  There  should  Ije  no  disposition  lo 
answer  such  suggestions  by  the  allegation  that  they  are  in  a  minority 
among  those  who  lal^or,  and  therefore  should  forego  an  advantage  in 
the  interest  of  low  prices  for  the  majority.  Their  compensation,  as  it 
may  be  affected  by  the  operatioii  of  tariff  laws,  should  at  all  times  be 
scrupulously  kept  in  view;  and  yet  with  slight  reflection  they  will  not 
overlook  the  fact  that  they  are  consumers  witli  the  rest;  that  they  too 
have  their  own  wants  and  those  of  their  families  to  supply  from  their 
earnings,  and  that  the  price  of  the  neces.saries  of  life,  as  well  as  the 
amount  of  iheir  wages,  will  regulate  the  measure  of  their  welfare  and 
comfort. 

But  the  reduction  of  taxation  demanded  should  be  so  measured  as  not 
to  necessitate  or  justify  either  the  loss  of  employment  by  the  working- 
man  or  the  lessening  of  his  wages;  and  the  profits  still  remaining  to  the 
manufacturer  after  a  necessar\'  readjustment  should  furnish  no  excuse 
for  the  sacrifice  of  the  interests  of  his  employees,  cither  in  their  oppor- 
tunity lo  work  or  in  tlie  diminution  of  their  compensation.  Nor  can 
the  worker  in  manufactures  fail  to  understand  tliat  while  a  high  tariff 
is  claimed  lo  be  necessary  lo  allow  the  jjaymeiit  of  remiuierative  wages, 
it  certainly  results  in  a  ver>^  large  increase  in  the  price  of  nearly  all  sorts 
of  manufactures,  which,  in  almost  countless  forms,  he  needs  for  the  use  of 
himself  and  his  family.  He  receives  at  the  desk  of  his  employer  his 
wages,  and  perhaps  before  he  reaches  his  home  is  obUged,  in  a  purchase 
for  family  use  of  an  article  which  embraces  his  own  lalx>r,  to  return  in 
the  payment  of  the  increase  in  price  which  the  tariff  ixrrniits  the  liard- 
eamed  compensation  of  many  days  of  toil. 

The  farmer  and  the  agriculturist,  who  manufacture  nothing,  but  who 
pay  the  increased  price  which  the  tariff  imposes  upon  every  agricultural 
implement,  upon  all  he  wears,  and  u^xju  all  he  uses  and  owns,  except  the 


increase  of  his  flocks  and  herds  and  such  things  ns  his  huslxindn'  pro- 
duces from  the  soil,  is  invited  to  aid  in  maintaining  the  preiicnt  situa- 
tion; atul  he  is  told  that  a  liipli  duty  on  iniix>rted  wool  is  necessary  for 
the  benefit  of  those  who  have  sheep  to  shear,  in  order  tliat  the  price  of 
their  wool  may  be  increased.  They,  of  course,  are  not  reminded  that 
the  fanner  who  has  no  sheep  is  by  this  scheme  oblige«l,  in  his  purchases 
of  cltilhing  and  wf>oleu  goods,  to  pay  a  tribute  to  his  fello^v•farme^  as 
■well  as  to  the  manufacturer  and  merchant;  nor  is  any  mention  made  of 
the  fact  that  the  .sheep  owners  themselves  and  their  households  must 
wear  clothing  and  use  other  articles  manufactnre<l  from  the  wool  they 
sell  at  tariff  prices,  and  thus  as  consumers  nuist  return  their  share  of 
this  iticreased  price  to  the  tradesman. 

I  think  it  may  be  fairly  assumed  that  a  large  proportion  of  the  sheep 
owned  by  the  farmers  throughout  the  country  are  found  in  small  fl<^ks, 
nundjering  from  twenty-five  to  fifty.  The  duty  on  the  grade  of  imi^orled 
wool  which  these  sheep  peld  is  lo  cents  each  pound  if  of  the  value  of  30 
cents  or  less  and  12  cents  if  of  the  value  of  more  than  30  cents.  If  the 
liberal  estimate  of  6  pomids  be  allowed  for  each  fleece,  the  duty  thereoti 
would  be  60  or  72  cents;  and  this  may  be  taken  as  the  utmost  enhance- 
ment of  its  price  to  the  farmer  by  reason  of  this  duty.  Eighteen  dol- 
Lirs  would  thus  represent  the  increased  price  of  the  wool  from  twenty- 
five  sheep  and  $36  that  from  the  wool  of  fifty  sheep;  and  at  present 
values  this  addition  would  amount  to  about  one-third  of  its  i»rice.  If 
upon  its  .sale  the  farmer  receives  this  or  a  less  tariff  profit,  the  wool 
leaves  his  hands  chargetl  with  precisely  that  sum,  wliich  in  all  its  changes 
will  adhere  to  it  until  it  reaches  the  consumer.  When  manufactured 
into  cloth  and  other  goods  and  material  for  use,  its  cost  is  not  only  in- 
creased to  the  extent  of  the  farmer's  tariff  profit,  but  a  further  sum  has 
l>een  added  for  the  benefit  of  the  manufacturer  under  the  operation  of 
other  tariff  laws.  In  the  meantime  the  day  arrives  when  tlie  farmer 
finds  it  necessar>'  to  purchase  woolen  goods  and  material  to  clothe  him- 
self and  family  for  the  winter.  When  he  faces  the  tradesman  for  that 
purpose,  he  discovers  that  he  is  obIige<:l  not  only  to  return  in  the  way  of 
increased  prices  his  tariff  profit  on  the  wool  lie  sold,  and  which  then 
perhaps  lies  before  him  in  manufactured  form,  but  that  he  must  add  a 
considerable  sum  thereto  to  meet  a  further  increase  in  cost  caused  by 
a  tariff  duty  on  the  manufacture.  Thus  in  tlie  end  he  is  aroused  lo  the 
fact  that  he  has  paid  uix)n  a  motlerate  purchase,  as  a  result  of  the  tariff 
scheme,  which  when  he  sold  his  wool  seemed  so  profitable,  an  increase  in 
price  more  than  sufriciuiit  to  sweep  away  all  the  tariff  profit  he  received 
upon  the  wool  he  produced  and  sold. 

When  the  inunber  of  farmers  engaged  in  wool  raising  is  compared, 
with  all  the  fanners  in  the  country  and  the  small  proportion  they  bear 
to  our  population  is  considered;  wlien  it  is  made  ap])arent  th«** 
case  of  a  large  part  of  those  who  own  sheep  the  benefit  of  t 
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tariff  on  wool  is  illusory;  and,  above  all,  when  it  must  be  concede<l  that 
the  increase  of  the  cost  of  Hx^n);  caused  by  such  tariff  becomes  a  bur- 
den ujKm  those  with  moderate  means  and  the  poor,  the  employed  and 
unemjiloyed.  the  sick  and  well,  and  the  young  and  old,  and  that  it  consti- 
tutes a  tax  which  with  relentless  grasp  is  fastened  upon  the  clothing  of 
every  man.  woman,  and  child  in  the  land,  reasons  are  suggested  why  the 
removal  or  reduction  of  this  duty  should  be  included  in  a  revision  of  our 
tariff  laws. 

In  speaking  of  the  increased  cost  to  the  consumer  of  our  home  man- 
ufactures resulting  from  a  duty  laid  upon  imported  articles  of  the  same 
description,  the  fact  is  not  overlooked  that  competition  among  our  do- 
mestic prwiucers  sometimes  has  the  effect  of  keeping  the  price  of  their 
products  below  the  highest  limit  allowed  by  such  duty.  But  it  is  noto- 
rious that  this  competition  is  too  often  strangled  by  combinations  quite 
prevalent  at  this  titne,  and  frequently  called  trusts,  which  have  for  their 
object  the  regulation  of  the  supply  and  price  of  commodities  made  and 
sold  In'  members  of  the  combination.  The  people  can  liardly  hope  for 
any  consideration  in  the  operation  of  these  selfish  schemes. 

If,  however,  ift  the  absence  of  such  combination,  a  healthy  and  free 
competition  reduces  the  price  of  any  particular  dutiable  article  of  home 
production  IjcIow  the  limit  which  it  might  otherwise  reach  under  our 
tariff  laws,  and  if  with  such  reduced  price  its  manufacture  continues  to 
thrive,  it  is  entirely  evident  that  one  thing  has  been  discovered  which 
should  be  carefully  scrutinized  in  an  effort  to  reduce  taxation. 

The  necessity  of  combination  to  maintain  the  price  of  any  commodity 
to  the  tariff  point  furnishes  proof  that  someone  is  willing  to  accept 
lower  prices  for  such  commodity  and  that  such  prices  are  remunerative; 
and  lower  prices  produced  by  competition  prove  the  same  thing.  Thus 
where  either  of  these  conditions  exists  a  case  would  seem  to  be  presented 
for  an  easy  reduction  of  taxation. 

The  considerations  which  have  been  presented  touching  our  tariff  laws 
are  intended  only  to  enforce  an  earnest  recommendation  that  the  surplus 
revenues  of  the  Ciovemnient  be  prevented  by  the  reduction  of  our  cus- 
toms duties,  and  at  the  same  time  to  emphasize  a  suggestion  that  in 
accomplishing  this  pur]X)se  we  may  discharge  a  double  duty  to  our  peo- 
ple by  granting  to  them  a  measure  of  relief  from  tariff  taxation  in  quar- 
ters where  it  Is  most  neeiled  and  from  sources  where  it  can  be  most  fairly 
and  justly  accorded. 

Nor  can  the  presentation  made  of  such  considerations  be  w*ith  any 
degree  of  fairness  regarded  as  evidence  of  unfriendliness  toward  our 
manufacturing  interests  or  of  any  lack  of  appreciation  of  their  value 
and  importance. 

These  interests  constitute  a  leading  and  most  substantial  element  of 
our  national  greatness  rind  fnrnish  the  ])roud  pr<K)f  of  our  c<Mnitry's  prog- 
ress.    But  if  ill  the  emergency  that  presses  upon  us  our  manufacturers 
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asked  to  snrremlcr  somt'thins  for  the  public  pood  and  to  avert  dis- 
aster, tlieir  patriotism,  as  well  as  a  grateful  recoguitiou  of  advant.nges 
already  afforded,  should  lead  them  to  willing  cooperation.  No  demand 
is  uvadc  that  they  shall  forego  all  t!ie  l>euefits  of  govenimental  regard; 
but  they  can  not  fail  to  be  admonished  of  their  duty,  as  well  as  their 
enlightened  self-interest  and  safety,  when  they  are  reminded  of  the  fact 
lUat  financial  panic  and  collapse,  to  which  the  present  condition  tends, 
afford  no  greater  shelter  or  protection  to  our  manufactures  than  to  other 
imjKirtant  enterprises.  OpT:K)rtiinity  for  safe,  careful,  and  deliloerate  re- 
form is  now  offered;  and  mnie  of  ns  should  he  unmindful  of  a  time  when 
an  abused  and  irritated  peo])le,  heedless  of  those  who  have  resisted  timely 
and  reasonable  relief,  may  insist  upon  a  radical  and  sweeping  rectification 
of  thvir  wrongs. 

The  difficulty  attending  a  wise  and  fair  revision  of  our  tariff  laws  is 
not  underestimated.  It  will  require  on  the  part  of  the  Congress  great 
lal)or  and  care,  and  esixKrially  a  broad  and  national  contemplation  of  the 
subject  and  a  patriotic  disregard  of  such  local  and  selfish  claims  as  are 
tinreasonable  and  reckless  of  the  welfare  of  the  entire  country. 

Under  our  present  laws  more  than  4.000  articles  are  subject  to  duty. 
Many  of  these  do  not  in  any  way  compete  with  our  own  manufactures,  and 
many  are  hardly  worth  attention  as  subjects  of  revenue.  A  considerable 
reduction  can  l>e  made  in  the  aggregate  by  adding  them  to  the  free  list. 
The  taxation  of  luxuries  presents  no  features  of  hardship;  but  the  neces- 
saries of  life  used  and  consumed  by  all  the  people,  the  duty  upon  which 
adds  to  the  cost  of  living  in  ever\*  home,  should  be  greatly  cheapened. 

The  radical  reduction  of  the  duties  imposed  upon  raw  material  tised 
in  manufactures,  or  its  free  importation,  is  of  course  an  important  factor 
in  any  effort  to  reduce  the  price  of  these  necessaries.     It  would  not  only 
relieve  them  from  the  increased  cost  caused  by  the  tariff  on  such  mate- 
rial, but  the  manufactured  product  being  thus  cheapened  that  part  of  the 
tariff  now  laid  upon  such  product,  as  a  compens:it!un  to  our  manufac- 
turers for  the  present  price  of  raw  material,  could  Ix?  accordingly  motlified. 
Such  reduction  or  free  importation  would  serve  besides  to  largely  reduce 
the  revenue.     It  is  not  apparent  how  such  a  change  can  have  any  injuri- 
ous effect  upon  our  manufacturers.     On  tlie  contrary,  it  would  appear  to 
give  them  a  better  chance  in  foreign  markets  with  the  manufacturers  of 
other  countries,  who  cheapen  their  warts  by  free  material.     Thus  oi 
l>eople  might  have  the  opportunity  of  extending  their  sales  beyond  tl 
limits  of  home  consumption,  saving  them  from  the  depression,  intc 
ruption  in  business,  and  loss  caused  by  a  glutted  domestic  market  auU 
affording  llieir  employees  more  certain  and  steady  labor,  with  its  result^, 
ing  quiet  and  contentment. 

The  question  thus  imperatively  presented  for  solution  should  Ik.-  ap- 
proached in  a  spirit  higher  than  partisanshij)  and  considered  in  i'"^  luri^t 
of  that  regard  for  patriotic  duty  which  should  characterize  t  I 
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those  intrusted  with  the  weal  of  a  confidiiiic  people.  But  the  ohhgatiotf 
to  declared  jiarty  ptjlicy  and  principle  is  not  wanting  to  urge  prompt  and 
effective  action.  Botli  of  the  great  political  parties  now  represented  in 
tlie  Government  have  by  repeated  and  authoritative  declarations  con- 
demned the  condition  of  our  laws  which  penuil  the  collection  from  the 
people  of  unnecessary  revenue,  and  have  in  the  most  solemn  manner  prom- 
ised its  correction;  and  neither  as  citizens  nor  partisans  are  our  country- 
men in  a  mood  to  condone  the  deliberate  violation  of  these  pledges. 

Our  progress  toward  a  wise  conclusion  will  not  be  improved  by  dwell- 
ing uiwTi  the  theories  of  protection  and  free  trade.  This  savors  too  much 
of  bandying  epithets.  It  is  a  condition  which  confronts  us,  not  a  theory. 
Relief  from  this  condition  may  involve  a  slight  reduction  of  the  advan- 
tages which  we  award  our  home  productions,  but  the  entire  withdrawal 
of  such  advantages  should  not  be  contemplated.  The  question  of  free 
trade  is  absolutely  irrelevant,  and  the  persistent  claim  made  in  certain 
quarters  that  al!  the  efforts  to  relieve  the  people  from  unjust  and  unnec- 
essary taxation  are  schemes  of  so-called  free  traders  is  mischievous  and 
far  removed  from  any  consideration  for  the  public  good. 

The  simple  and  plain  duty  which  we  owe  the  people  is  to  reduce  tax- 
ation to  the  necessary  expenses  of  au  economical  ojjeration  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  to  restore  to  the  business  of  the  country  the  money  which  we 
hold  in  the  Treasury  through  the  pen^ersion  of  governmental  powers. 
These  things  can  and  should  l;e  done  with  safely  to  all  our  industries, 
without  danger  to  the  opportunity  for  remunerative  labor  which  our 
workingmen  need,  and  \\'ith  benefit  to  them  and  all  our  people  by  cheap- 
ening their  means  of  subsistence  and  increasing  the  measure  of  their 
comforts. 

The  Constitution  provides  that  the  President  "shall  from  time  to  time 
give  to  the  Congrcf^s  information  of  the  state  of  the  Union. ' '  It  has  l.>eeii 
the  custom  of  the  Executive,  in  compliaiice  with  this  provision,  to  an- 
nually exhibit  to  the  Congress,  at  the  opening  of  its  session,  the  general 
condition  of  the  country,  and  to  detail  with  some  particularity  the  oper- 
ations of  the  difTercnt  Executive  Departments.  It  would  be  especially 
agreeable  to  follow  this  course  at  the  present  time  and  to  call  attention 
to  the  valuable  accomplishments  of  these  Departments  during  the  last 
fiscal  year;  but  I  am  so  much  impressed  with  the  i^aramount  importance 
of  the  subject  to  which  this  communication  has  tlius  far  been  devoted 
that  I  shall  forego  the  addition  of  any  other  topic,  and  only  urge  upon 
your  immediate  consideration  the  "state  of  the  ITnion"  as  shown  in  the 
present  condition  of  our  Treasur>'  and  our  general  fiscal  situation,  upon 
which  every  element  of  our  safety  and  prosperity  depends. 

The  reports  of  the  heads  of  Departments,  which  will  be  s^ubmitted,  con- 
tain full  and  explicit  information  touching  the  transaction  of  the  busi- 
ness intrusted  to  them  and  such  recommendations  relating  to  legislation 
in  the  pubhc  interest  as  they  deem  advisable.     I  ask  for  these  reports 
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and  recommendations  the  <]eliberate  examination  and  actionoTthe  legis- 
lative branch  of  the  Goverumeut. 

There  are  other  subjects  not  embraced  in  the  departniental  reports 
deniaiidiiig  legislative  consideration,  and  which  I  should  l)e  glad  to  sub- 
mit. Some  ot*  them,  however,  have  been  earnestly  presented  in  previous 
messages,  and  as  to  them  I  beg  leave  to  repeat  prior  recommendations. 

As  the  law  makes  no  provision  for  an>'  report  from  llie  Department  of 
State,  a  brief  history  of  the  transactions  of  that  important  Department, 
together  with  other  matters  which  it  may  hereafter  be  deemed  essential 
to  commend  to  the  attention  of  the  Congress,  may  furnish  the  occasion 
for  a  future  commimication.  GROVER  CI.EVELAND.

The  documents  thus  submitted  exhibit  extensive  and  entirely 
unjustifiable  encroachments  upon  lauds  sot  apart  for  Indian  occupancy 
and  disclose  a  disregard  of  Indian  rij^lUs  so  long  continued  that  the  Gov- 
ernment can  not  further  temporize  without  positive  dishonor.  Efforts  to 
dislodge  trespassers  upon  these  lands  have  in  some  cases  been  resisted 
upon  the  groinid  that  certain  moneys  due  from  the  Government  for  im- 
provements liave  not  been  paid.  So  far  as  this  claim  is  well  founded 
the  sum  necessary  to  extinguish  the  same  should  Ix*  at  once  appropri- 
ated and  paid.  In  other  cases  the  ]K>sition  of  tlicse  intruders  is  one  of  sim- 
ple and  barefaced  wrongdoing,  plainly  questioning  the  inclination  of  the 
Government  lo  protect  its  dependent  Indian  wards  and  its  abihty  to 
maintain  itself  in  the  guaranty  of  such  protection. 

These  intruders  should  forthwith  feel  the  weight  of  the  Government's 
power.  I  earnestly  commend  the  situation  and  the  wrongs  of  the  Indians 
occupying  the  reservation  named  to  the  early  attention  of  the  Congress, 
and  ask  for  the  bill  herewith  transmitted  careful  and  prompt  attention.

On  the  3d  day  of  March  last  an  act  was  passed  authorizing  the  ap- 

I>oiiUment  of  three  commissioners  who  should  investigate  the  affairs  of 
such  railroads  as  have  received  aid  from  the  United  States  Government. 
Among  other  things,  the  contemplated  investigation  included  a  history 
of  the  construction  of  these  roads,  their  relations  and  indebtedness  to  the 
Govemment,  and  the  question  whether  in  the  interest  of  the  United 
States  any  extension  of  the  time  for  the  performance  of  the  obligations 
of  said  roads  to  the  Government  shoidd  be  granted;  and  if  so.  the  said 
commissioners  were  directed  to  submit  a  scheme  for  such  extension. 

The  commissioners  were  further  directed  by  snid  act  to  report  in  full 
to  the  President  uj>on  all  the  matters  submitted  to  them,  and  he  was  by 
said  act  required  to  forward  said  rej»ort  to  Congress  with  sucli  recom* 
mendations  or  comments  as  lie  should  see  fit  to  make  in  the  premises. 

The  commissioners  innnediately  after  their  selection  entered  upon  the 
discharge  of  their  duties,  and  have  prosecuted  their  inquiries  with  com- 
mendable industry,  intelligence,  and  thoroughness.  A  large  amount  of 
testimony  has  T)een  taken,  and  all  the  facts  have  l)een  develof»ed  which  ap- 
pear to  be  necessary  for  the  consideration  of  the  questions  arising  from  the 
condition  of  these  aided  railroads  and  their  relations  to  the  Government. 

The  commissioners  have,  however,  l>een  unable  to  agree  njxm  the  man- 
ner in  which  these  railroads  should  Ik-  treated  respecting  their  indebted- 
ness to  the  Unite<l  States,  or  to  unite  upon  the  plan  best  calculated  to 
secure  the  payment  of  such  indebtedness. 

Thisdisiigreement  has  resulted  i!i  the  preparation  of  two  reports,  both 
of  which  are  herewith  submitted  to  the  Congress. 
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These  reports  exhibit  such  transactions  and  schemes  connected  with 
the  construction  of  the  aided  roads  and  their  management,  and  suj^cKcst 
the  ituvntion  of  snch  tlevices  on  the  part  uf  those  Iiavin^  them  in  charge, 
for  the  apparent  purpose  of  defeating  any  chance  for  the  Government's 
reimhnrsement,  that  any  adjustment  or  plan  of  settlement  should  be  pred- 
icated upon  the  sut)stanlial  interests  of  the  Government  rather  than  any 
forbearance  or  generosity  descn'ed  by  the  conqianies. 

The  wide  publication  which  has  already  Ijeen  given  to  the  substance 
of  the  commissioners'  reports  olj\'iates  the  necessity  of  detailing  in  this 
connnunication  the  facts  found  ujwn  the  investigation. 

The  majorily  rejMjrt,  while  condemning  the  methods  adopteil  by  thase 
who  formerly  had  charge  of  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad,  declares  that 
since  its  present  management  was  inaugurated,  in  1.S84,  its  affairs  have 
l)een  fairly  and  prudently  conducted,  and  that  the  present  administratioti 
*'has  devoted  itself  honestly  and  intelligently  to  the  herculean  task  of 
rescuing  the  Union  Pacific  Railway  from  the  insolvency  which  seriously 
threatened  it  at  the  inception  of  its  work;"  that  it  "has  devoted  itself, 
by  rigid  economy,  by  intelligent  management,  and  by  an  application  of 
every  dollar  of  the  earning  capacity  of  the  system  to  its  impro\'ement 
and  lietterment,  to  place  that  company  on  a  sound  and  enduring  financial 
fomulation." 

The  condition  of  the  present  management  of  the  Union  Pacific  Com- 
pany has  an  important  l>earing  upon  its  ability  to  comply  with  the  terms 
of  any  settlement  of  its  indebtedness  which  may  be  offered  by  the  Gov- 
ennnent. 

The  majorily  of  the  connnission  are  in  favor  of  an  extension  of  the 
time  for  the  payment  of  the  Government  indebtedi»ess  of  these  comi)a- 
iiies,  upon  certain  conditions;  but  the  chninnan  of  the  commission,  pre- 
senting the  Tninority  report,  recommends.  Ixith  upon  principle  and  policy, 
the  institution  of  proceedings  for  the  forfeiture  of  the  charters  of  the  cor- 
porations and  the  winding  up  of  their  affairs. 

I  have  been  furnished  with  a  .statement  or  argimient  in  defense  of  the 
transactions  eoimected  with  the  construction  of  the  Central  Pacific  road 
and  its  branch  lines,  from  which  it  may  not  be  amiss  to  quote  for  the 
purpose  of  showing  how  some  of  the  operations  of  the  directors  of  such 
road,  strongly  condemned  by  the  commissioners,  are  defended  by  the 
directors  themselve*?.  After  speaking  of  a  contract  for  the  constniction 
of  one  of  these  branch  lines  by  a  coqxsratiou  called  the  Contract  and 
Finance  Company,  owned  by  certain  directors  of  the  Central  Pacific 
Railroad,  this  language  ts  used: 

II  may  be  said  of  this  contmct,  as  of  many  others  that  were  let  to  iht  different 
construction  companies  in  which  the  directors  of  the  Central  Pacific  have  been  stock- 
holders, that  they  built  the  road  with  the  moneys  fumishcri  by  themselves  and  had 
the  road  for  their  outlay.  In  other  words,  they  paid  to  the  construction  company 
the  twnds  nnd  stork  of  the  railroad  so  constnicted.  and  wailed  until  such  time  as  they 
could  develop  sufficient  business  on  the  road  built  to  induce  the  public  to  buy  the 
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bonds  or  the  stock.     If  the  countr)-  through  which  the  raibrjod  ran  developed  snm^ 
cirnt  bu^inesis,  then  tlte  prujtrct  was  a  success,  if  it  did  not,  then  the  operation  wa:»  a 
kiss.    The«ic  K^ntlemen  t(x>k  all  the  responsibility:  any  loss  occurring  was  nrceasanljr 
theirs,  and  of  right  tlie  protit  belongiKl  to  them. 

But  it  is  said  that  they  violated  a  we1I-kno%vn  rule  of  equity  in  dealing  with  them- 
selves; that  they  were  trustees,  and  tliat  they  were  representing  liotb  sides  of  the 
contract. 

The  answer  Is  that  they  did  not  find  anybody  else  to  deal  with.  They  could  not 
find  anyone  who  would  take  the  chances  of  building  a  road  through  what  was  then 
an  aluo«>t  uninhabited  country  and  accept  the  bonds  and  stock  of  the  roaii  in  pay- 
ment. And  when  it  is  >iaid  that  they  were  trustees,  if  they  did  occupy  such  relation 
it  was  merely  technical,  for  they  represented  only  their  own  interests  on  liolh  siiles, 
there  Ijeing  no  one  else  concerned  in  the  transaction.  They  became  tlie  incorporators 
of  the  company  that  was  to  build  the  road,  subAcriherl  for  its  stock,  and  were  the  only 
subscriberb;  tlierefore  it  is  difficult  to  see  how  anyone  was  wronged  b}'  their  action. 
The  rule  of  equity  invoked,  which  has  its  origin  in  the  injunction  *'No  man  can 
serve  two  masters,'*  certainly  did  not  apply  to  them,  because  they  were  acting  in 
their  own  interests  and  were  not  charge<l  with  the  duty  of  caring  for  otiiers*  rights, 
tliere  being  no  other  persons  interested  in  the  subject-matter. 

In  view  of  this  stateraeut  and  the  facts  developed  iu  the  commission- 
CTs*  reports,  it  seems  proper  to  recall  the  grants  aiid  benefits  derived  from 
the  Cfcneral  Oovernment  by  both  the  I'nion  and  Central  Pacific  compa- 
nies for  the  purpose  of  aiding  the  construction  of  their  roads. 

By  an  act  passed  in  1862  it  was  provided  that  there  should  be  ad- 
vanced to  said  companies  by  the  United  Slates,  to  aid  in  such  construc- 
tion, the  lx>nd.s  of  the  Government  amounting  to  $i6,oao  for  everj'  mile 
constructed,  as  often  as  a  section  of  40  miles  of  said  roads  should  be  built; 
that  there  should  also  be  granted  to  said  companies,  upon  the  completion 
of  every  said  section  of  40  miles  of  road,  five  entire  sections  of  public  land 
for  each  mile  so  built;  that  the  entire  charges  earned  by  said  roads  on 
account  of  transpc»rtation  and  serN*icc  for  the  Government  should  be 
applied  to  the  reimbursement  of  the  bonds  advanced  by  the  United  States 
and  the  interest  thereon,  and  that  to  secure  the  repayment  of  the  bonds 
so  advanced,  and  interest,  the  issue  and  delivery  to  said  companies  of 
said  bonds  should  constitute  a  first  mortgage  on  the  whole  line  of  their 
roads  and  on  their  rolling  stock,  fixtures,  and  property  of  every  kind  and 
description. 

The  liberal  donations,  advances,  and  pri\-ileges  pro\nded  for  in  this 
law  were  granted  by  the  General  Government  for  the  purpose  of  secur- 
ing the  construction  of  these  roads,  which  would  complete  the  connection 
between  our  eastern  and  western  coasts;  and  they  were  based  upon  a 
consideration  of  the  public  benefits  which  would  accrue  to  the  etitire 
country  from  such  consideration. 

But  the  projectors  of  these  roads  were  not  content,  and  the  sentiment 
which  then  seemed  to  per\*ade  the  Congress  had  not  reached  the  limit 
of  its  generosity.  Two  years  after  the  passage  of  this  law  it  was  supple- 
mented and  amended  in  various  importatu  particulars  in  favor  of  these 
companies  by  an  act  which  provided,  among  other  things,  that  the  bonds, 
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at  the  rate  already  specified,  should  he  delivered  upou  the  completion  of 
sections  of  20  miles  in  length  instead  of  40;  that  the  lands  to  l>e  conveyed 
to  said  coni^winies  on  tltc  conipktinn  of  each  section  of  said  road  shonld  l>e 
ten  sections  per  mile  instead  of  five;  that  only  half  of  the  charges  for 
transportation  and  scn'iccdne  from  time  to  time  from  the  United  States 
should  l>e  retained  and  applied  to  tiie  advances  made  to  said  companies 
by  the  Oovernment,  thus  obli)^inj^  immediate  payment  to  its  debtor  of 
the  other  half  of  said  charj^es,  and  thai  the  lieu  of  the  United  States  to 
secure  the  reimbursement  of  the  amount  advanced  to  said  companies 
in  Ixjnds.  which  lien  was  declared  by  the  law  of  1862  to  constitute  a  first 
mortgage  upon  all  the  property  of  said  companies,  should  become  a  junior 
lien  and  l>e  snbordinate<l  to  a  mortgage  which  the  companies  were  by  the 
amendatory  act  authorized  to  execute  to  secure  bonds  whicn  they  might 
from  time  to  lime  issue  in  sums  not  exceeding  the  amount  of  the  United 
States  Ixjnds  whicli  should  Ix;  advanced  to  them. 

The  immense  advantages  to  the  companies  of  this  amendatory  act  are 
apparent;  and  in  these  days  we  may  well  wonder  that  even  the  antici- 
patcsl  public  ini|>ortance  of  the  construction  of  these  roads  induced  what 
must  now  ap^K-ar  to  In;  a  rather  reckless  and  unguardeii  appropriation  of 
tlie  public  funds  and  the  public  domain. 

l-nder  the  operation  of  these  laws  the  principal  of  the  bonds  which 
have  been  advanced  is  J64, 023,5 12.  as  given  in  the  reports  of  the  com- 
missioners; the  interest  to  November  i,  1887,  is  calculated  to  be  $76,- 
024,206.58.  making  an  aggregate  at  the  date  named  of  $140, 047, 718. 5ft. 
The  interest  calculated  to  the  maturity  of  the  Ixjnds  added  to  the  princi- 
pal produces  an  aggregate  of  $178,884,759.50.  Against  these  amounts 
there  has  been  repaid  by  the  comjianies  the  sum  of  $30,955,039,61. 

It  is  almost  needless  to  state  that  the  companies  have  availed  them- 
selves to  the  utmost  extent  of  the  permission  given  them  to  issue  their 
bonds  and  to  mortgage  their  property  to  secure  the  payment  of  the  same, 
by  an  incumbrance  having  preference  to  the  Government's  lien  and  pre- 
cisely equal  to  it  in  amount. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  was  available  for  the  building  of  each  mile 
of  these  roads  $16,000  of  United  States  bonds,  due  in  thirty  years,  with 
6  per  cent  interest;  $16,000  in  Innidsof  the  companies,  secured  by  a  first 
mortgage  on  all  their  property,  and  ten  sections  of  Government  laud,  to 
say  nothing  of  the  stock  of  the  companies. 

When  the  relations  created  Ixrtween  the  Government  and  these  com- 
panies Ijy  the  legislation  referred  to  is  considered,  it  is  astonishing  that 
the  claim  should  be  made  that  the  directors  of  these  roads  owed  no  duty 
exce|it  to  themselves  in  their  construction;  that  they  need  regard  no 
interests  but  their  own.  and  that  they  were  justified  in  contracting  with 
themselves  and  making  such  bargains  as  resulted  in  conveying  to  their 
pockets  all  the  assets  of  the  companies.  As  a  lienor  the  Government  was 
vitally  interesteU  in  the  amount  of  the  mortgage  to  whicli  its  security  had 
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l:»ec'n  subordinated,  and  it  had  the  rij^ht  to  insist  that  none  of  the  1x>nds 
secured  by  this  prior  mortgage  should  be  issued  fraudulently  or  for  the 
purpose  of  division  amoii};  these  stockholders  without  consideratiou. 

The  doctrine  of  complete  independence  on  the  part  of  the  directors  of 
these  companies  and  their  freedom  from  any  obligation  to  care  for  other 
interests  than  their  own  in  the  construction  of  these  roads  seems  to  have 
developed  the  natural  consequences  of  its  application,  portrayed  as  fol- 
lows in  the  majority  report  of  the  commissioners: 

Tlie  result  is  that  those  who  have  controlled  and  directed  the  construction  and  de- 
velopment of  Uicsc  companies  have  t»ecome  possessed  of  their  surplus  assets  through 
issues  of  twnds,  stocks,  and  pn\Tneut  of  di\'idends  voted  by  themselves,  while  the 
great  creilitor,  tlie  United  States,  finds  itself  substantially  without  adequate  security 
for  the  repayment  of  its  loans. 

The  laws  enacted  in  aid  of  these  roads,  while  they  illnstratcti  a  pro- 
fuse lilK*rality  and  a  generous  surrender  of  the  Govenimcut's  advantages, 
which  it  is  hoped  experience  has  corrected,  were  nevertheless  passed  ii|>on 
the  theory  that  the  roads  should  be  constructed  according  to  the  connnon 
rules  of  business,  fairuess,  and  duty,  and  that  their  value  and  their  ability 
to  pay  their  debts  should  not  1^  impaired  by  unfair  manipulations;  and 
when  the  Government  subordinatetl  its  lien  to  another  it  was  in  the  expec- 
tation that  the  prior  lien  would  represent  in  its  amount  only  such  lx>nd6 
as  should  be  necessarily  issued  by  the  companies  for  the  construction  of 
their  roads  at  fair  prices,  agTee<l  upon  in  an  honest  way  l>etween  real  and 
substatuial  parties.  For  the  puqxjse  of  saving  or  improving  the  security 
afforded  by  its  junior  lien  the  Government  should  have  the  right  now  to 
purge  this  paramount  lien  of  all  that  is  fraudulent,  fictitious,  or  tincon- 
scionable.  If  the  transfer  to  innocent  hands  of  lx>uds  of  this  character 
secured  by  such  first  mortgage  prevents  their  cancellation,  it  might  be 
well  to  seek  a  remedy  against  those  who  issued  and  transferred  them. 
If  legislation  is  needed  to  secure  such  a  remedy,  the  Congress  can  readily 
sup]>ly  it. 

I  desire  to  call  attention  also  to  the  fact  that  if  all  that  was  to  be  done 
on  the  part  of  the  Go\ernnieut  to  fully  vest  in  these  companies  the  grants 
and  advantages  contemplated  by  the  acts  passetl  in  their  interest  has  not 
yet  been  perfected,  and  if  the  failure  of  such  companies  to  perform  in  good 
faith  their  part  of  the  contract  justifies  such  a  course,  the  power  rests  with 
the  Congress  to  withhold  further  i)erforraance  on  the  part  of  the  Govern- 
ment. If  donated  lands  are  not  yet  granted  to  these  companies,  and  if 
their  violation  of  contract  and  of  duty  are  such  as  in  justice  and  morals 
forfeit  their  rights  to  such  lands,  Congressional  action  should  iuter\-ene 
to  prevent  further  consummation.  Executive  power  must  be  exercised 
according  to  existing  laws,  and  Executive  discretion  is  probably  not  broad 
enough  to  reach  such  difiBculties. 

Tlie  California  and  Oregon  Railroad  is  now  a  pari  of  the  Central 
Pacific  system,  and  is  a  land-grant  road.  Its  construction  has  been  car- 
ried on  with  the  same  features  and  incidents  which  liave  characterized 
fhe  other  constructions  of  this  system,  as  is  made  apparent  on  pages  78, 
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and  80  of  the  report  of  the  majority  of  the  commissioners.  I  have 
in  my  hands  for  appri)val  the  rc]Hirt  of  the  coniniissioners  apixiinled  to 
examine  two  complete*!  secliinis  of  lliis  road.  Uiwni  snoli  approval  the 
company  or  the  Central  Pacific  Company  will  be  entitled  to  i>atents  for 
a  large  quantity  "f  ]mhlic  lands.  I  especially  connnend  to  the  attention 
of  Confess  this  condition  of  affairs,  in  order  that  it  may  determine 
whether  or  not  ii  shonld  intervene  to  save  these  lands  for  settlers,  if  such 
a  course  is  justifialvle. 

It  is  quite  time  that  the  troublesome  complications  surrounding  this 
entire  subject,  which  has  ]>een  transmitted  to  us  as  a  legacy  from  former 
days,  sliould  hQ  adjusted  and  settled. 

No  one,  I  think,  expects  that  these  railroad  companies  will  be  able  to 
l^)ay  their  immense  indebtedness  to  the  (lovennnent  at  its  maturity. 

Any  i)roceedinp:  or  nrran>,^einent  tlial  would  result  iu)w,  or  at  any  other 
time,  in  putting  these  rr»ads,  or  any  portion  of  them,  in  tlie  jxjssession  and 
control  of  the  Govennneut  is»  in  my  opinion,  to  l:)e  rejected,  certainly  as 
long  as  there  is  the  least  chance  for  iudenniificalion  thruugh  any  other 
means. 

I  suppose  we  arc  hardly  justified  in  indulging  the  irritation  and  indig- 
nation naturally  arising  from  a  contemplation  of  malfeasance  to  such  an 
extent  as  to  lead  to  the  useless  destruction  of  these  roads  or  loss  of  the 
advances  made  by  the  Government.  I  believe  that  our  efforts  should  l)e 
in  a  more  practical  direction,  and  should  tend,  with  no  condonation  of 
wrongdoing,  to  the  collection  by  the  Government,  on  Ijehalf  of  the  people, 
of  the  public  money  now  in  jeojKxrdy. 

While  the  ])lan  presented  by  a  majority  of  the  commission  appears  to 
l>e  well  devised  and  gives  at  least  partial  promise  of  the  results  sought, 
the  fact  will  not  escape  attention  that  its  success  depends  upon  its  ac- 
ceptance by  the  companies  and  their  ability  to  perform  its  conditions 
after  acceptance.  It  is  exceedingly  imjwrtant  that  any  adjustment  now 
made  should  be  final  and  effective.  These  considerations  suggest  the 
possibility  that  the  remedy  proposed  in  the  majority  report  might  well 
be  applied  lo  a  part  only  of  these  aided  railrc^ad  comi>anies. 

The  settletnetit  and  determination  of  the  questions  involved  are  pecul- 
iarly within  the  province  of  the  Congress.  The  subject  has  l>een  made 
quite  a  familiar  one  by  Congressional  discussion.  This  is  now  supple- 
mented in  a  valuable  manner  by  the  facts  presented  in  the  reports  here- 
with submitted. 

The  pubhc  interest  urges  prompt  and  efficient  action.

In  my  annual  niessaRe  transmitted  to  the  Congress  in  Deccnil)er.  t886, 
it  was  stated  that  negotialious  were  then  ixriidin^  for  tlie  settlement  of 
the  questions  growing  out  of  the  rights  claimed  by  American  fishermen 
in  British  North  American  waters. 

As  a  result  of  such  negotiations  a  treaty  has  been  agreed  upon  t>et\veen 
Her  Britannic  Majesty  and  the  United  States,  concluded  and  signed  in 
this  capital,  under  my  direction  and  authority,  on  the  15th  of  Kel>ruar\' 
instant,  anil  which  I  now  have  the  honor  to  submit  to  the  Senate  with 
the  recommendation  that  it  shall  receive  the  consent  of  that  body,  as 
provided  in  the  Constitution,  in  order  that  the  ratifications  thereof  may 
Ix:  duly  exchange<l  and  the  treaty  l>e  carried  into  effect. 

Shortly  after  Congress  lind  adjourned  in  March  last,  and  in  continua- 
tion of  my  efforts  to  arrive  at  such  an  agreement  between  the  Govern- 
ments of  (^.reat  Britain  atid  the  United  States  as  would  secure  to  the  citi- 
zens of  the  respective  countries  the  unmolested  enjoyment  of  their  just 
rights  under  existing  treaties  and  intt-niational  comity  in  the  territorial 
waters  of  Canada  and  of  Newfoundland,  I  availed  myself  <^f  opportune 
occurrences  indicative  of  a  desire  to  make  without  delay  an  amicable  and 
final  settlement  of  a  long-standing  controversy,  productive  of  much  irri- 
tation and  uiisunderstanding  Ijetween  the  two  nations,  to  send  through 
our  minister  in  London  proposals  that  a  conference  should  take  place  on 
the  subject  at  this  capital. 

The  experience  of  the  past  two  years  had  demonstrated  the  dilatory 
and  unsatisfactory  consequences  of  our  indirect  transaction  of  business 
through  the  foreign  4jfficc  in  London,  in  which  the  views  and  wishes  of 
the  government  of  the  Dominion  of  Canada  were  practically  predominant, 
but  were  only  to  find  expression  at  second  hand. 

To  obviate  this  inconvenience  and  obstruction  to  prompt  and  well- 
defined  Settlement,  it  was  considered  advisable  that  the  negotiations 
should  l)e  conducted  in  this  city  and  tliat  the  interests  of  Canada  and 
Newfoundland  should  be  directly  represented  therein. 

The  terms  of  reference  having  l^eeu  duly  agreed  upon  between  the  two 
Governments  and  the  conference  arranged  to  be  held  here,  by  virtue  of 
the  power  in  me  vesteil  by  the  Constitution  I  duly  authorized  Thomas  F. 
Bayard,  the  Secretary  of  State  of  the  United  States,  William  L.  Putnam, 
a  citizen  of  the  State  of  Maine,  and  James  B.  Angell.  a  citizen  of  the  State 
of  Michigan,  for  and  in  the  name  of  the  United  States,  to  meet  and  con*" 
with  the  plenipotentiaries  representing  the  Government  of  Her  Briiai 
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Majesty,  for  the  puqi(tse  of  consideriug  and  adjusting  in  a  friendly  spirit 
all  or  nny  questions  relating  to  rij^lits  of  fishery  in  the  seas  adjacent  to 
British  N(jrlli  America  and  Newfoundland  which  were  in  dispute  lielweeu 
the  Governmeiil  of  the  United  Stales  and  that  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty, 
and  jointly  and  severally  to  conclude  and  sij^u  any  treaty  or  treaties 
touching  the  premises;  and  I  herewith  transmit  for  your  information  full 
copies  of  the  power  so  given  by  me. 

In  execution  of  the  powers  so  conveyed  the  said  Thomas  F.  Bayard, 
William  L.  Putnam,  and  James  B.  Angell,  in  the  month  of  November 
last,  met  in  this  city  the  plenipotentiaries  of  Her  Britannic  Majesty  and 
proceeded  in  the  negotiation  of  a  treaty  as  above  authorized.  After 
many  conferences  and  protracted  efforts  an  a^j^eeinent  has  at  lcn>i^li  Ijeen 
arri\ed  at,  which  \&  embodied  in  the  treaty  which  I  now^  lay  before  you. 

The  treaty  meets  my  approval,  l>ecause  I  believe  that  it  supplies  a  sat- 
isfactory, practical,  and  final  adjustment,  upon  a  l>asis  houorable  and  just 
to  both  parties,  of  the  diiBcult  and  vexed  question  to  which  it  relates. 

A  review  of  the  histon*  of  this  question  will  show  that  all  former 
attempts  to  arrive  at  a  common  interpretation,  satisfactory  to  both  jxir- 
tics,  of  the  first  article  of  the  treaty  of  October  20,  18 18,  have  lxx*n  unsuc- 
cessful, and  with  the  lapse  of  time  the  difficulty  and  obscurity  have  only 
increased. 

The  negotiations  in  1854  and  again  in  1871  ended  in  both  cases  in 
temporary  reciprocal  arrangements  of  the  tariffs  of  Canada  and  New- 
foundland and  of  the  United  States,  and  the  payment  of  a  money  award 
by  the  United  States,  under  which  the  real  questions  in  difference  re- 
maine<1  uusettled,  in  abeyance,  and  ready  to  present  themselves  anew 
just  so  soon  as  the  conventional  arrangements  were  abrogated. 

The  situation,  therefore,  remained  unimproved  by  the  results  of  the 
treaty  of  iSyi.and  a  grave  condition  of  affairs,  presenting  almost  ideu- 
tically  the  same  features  and  causes  of  complaint  by  the  United  States 
against  Canadian  action  and  British  default  in  its  correction,  confronted 
us  in  May,  18S6.  and  has  continued  until  the  ]>resent  time. 

The  greater  part  of  the  correspondence  which  has  taken  place  between 
the  two  Govenmienls  has  heretofore  been  communicated  to  Congress, 
and  at  as  early  a  day  as  possible  I  shall  transmit  the  remaining  portion 
to  this  date,  accompanying  it  with  the  joint  protocols  of  the  conferences 
which  resulted  in  the  conclusion  of  the  treaty  now  submitted  to  you. 

You  u'ill  thus  be  fully  possessed  of  the  record  aud  history  of  the  case 
since  the  termination  on  June  30,  1885,  of  the  fi.shery  articles  of  the  treaty 
of  Washington  of  1871,  whereby  we  were  relegated  to  the  provisions  of 
the  treaty  of  October  20,  18  iS. 

As  the  documents  and  papers  referred  to  will  supply  full  infortnation 

of  the  positions  taken  under  my  Administration  by  the  representatives  of 

the  United  States,  as  well  as  those  occupied  by  the  representatives  of  the 

•ueut  of  Great  Britain,  it  is  not  considered  necessar)'  or  expedient 
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to  repeat  them  in  this  message.  But  I  believe  the  treaty  will  be  found  to 
contain  a  just,  honorable,  and  therefore  satisfactor>^  solution  of  the  diffi- 
culties which  have  clouded  our  relations  with  our  neighbors  on  our 
uortheni  Iwrder. 

Especially  satisfactory  do  I  tjelieve  the  proix>sed  arrangement  will  V>e 
found  by  those  of  our  citizens  who  are  engaged  in  the  open-sea  fisheries 
adjacent  to  the  Canadian  coast,  aud  resorting  to  those  ports  and  harbors 
under  treaty  provisions  aud  rules  of  international  law. 

The  proposed  delimitation  of  the  lines  of  the  exclusive  fisheries  from 
the  common  fisheries  will  give  certainty  and  security  as  to  t!ie  area  of 
their  legitimate  field.  The  headland  theory  of  imaginary  lines  is  aban- 
doned by  Great  Britain,  and  the  specification  in  the  treaty  of  certain 
named  bays  especially  provided  for  gives  satisfaction  to  the  inhabitants 
of  the  shores,  without  subtracting  materially  from  the  value  or  conven- 
ience of  the  fishery  rights  of  Americans. 

The  uninterrupted  naA-igation  of  the  Strait  of  Canso  is  expressly  and 
for  the  first  time  affinucd,  and  the  four  purix>scs  for  which  our  fishermen 
under  the  treaty  of  i8i8  were  allowed  to  enter  the  bays  and  harbors  of 
Ciinada  and  Newfoundland  within  the  belt  of  3  marine  miles  arc  placed 
under  a  fair  and  liberal  construction,  and  their  enjoyment  secured  with- 
out such  conditions  and  restrictions  as  in  the  past  have  embarrassed  and 
ol>structed  them  so  seriously. 

The  enforcement  of  penalties  for  unlawfully  fishing  or  preparing  to 
fish  withiti  the  inshore  and  exclusive  waters  of  Canada  and  Newfoutid- 
land  is  to  be  accomplished  under  safegimrds  against  oppressi\'e  or  arbi- 
trary action,  thus  protecting  the  defendant  fishermen  from  punishment 
in  advance  of  trial,  delays,  and  inconvenience  and  unnccessarj'  expense. 

The  history  of  events  in  the  last  two  years  shows  that  no  feature  of 
Canadian  administration  was  more  harassing  and  injurious  than  the 
compulsion  upon  our  fishing  vessels  to  make  foniial  entrj*  and  clearance 
on  ever>'  occasion  of  temporarily  seeking  shelter  in  Canadian  ports  and 
harlxjrs. 

Such  inconvenience  is  provided  against  in  the  proposed  treaty,  and 
this  most  frequent  and  just  cause  of  complaint  is  removed. 

The  articles  permitting  our  fishermen  to  obtain  provisions  and  the 
ordinary  supplies  of  trading  vessels  on  their  homeward  voyages,  and 
under  which  they  are  accorded  the  further  and  even  more  important 
privilege  on  all  occasions  of  purchasing  such  casual  or  needful  provi- 
sions and  supplies  as  are  ordinarily  granted  to  trading  vessels,  are  of 
great  imj>nrtance  and  value. 

The  licenses,  which  arc  to  be  g^nted  without  charge  and  on  applica- 
tion, in  order  to  enable  our  fisliermen  to  enjoy  these  ])rivileges,  are  rea- 
sonable and  proper  checks  in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities  to  id' 
the  recipients  and  prevent  abuse,  and  can  form  no  imiKdiment  to 
who  intend  to  use  them  fairly. 
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The  hospitality  secured  for  our  vessels  in  all  cases  of  actual  distress, 
with  liV)erty  to  unload  and  sell  and  transship  their  cargoes,  is  full  and 
lil;eral. 

These  provisions  will  secure  the  suljstantial  enjoyment  of  the  treaty 
rights  for  our  fishermen  under  the  treaty  of  i8i3.  for  which  contention 
has  been  steadily  made  in  the  correspondence  of  the  Department  of  State 
and  our  minister  at  London  and  by  the  American  negotiators  of  the  pres- 
ent treaty. 

The  riglil  of  our  fishermen  under  the  treaty  of  1818  did  not  extend  to 
the  ])rocurement  of  distinclive  fishery  supplies  in  Canadian  jKjrts  and 
harbors,  and  one  item  supposed  to  l>c  essential — to  wit,  bait — was  plainly 
denied  them  by  the  explicit  and  definite  words  of  the  treaty  of  1818,  em- 
phasized l)\'  the  course  of  the  negotiation  and  express  decisions  which 
precetled  the  conclusion  of  that  treaty. 

The  treaty  now  submitted  contains  no  provision  affecting  tariff  duties, 
and,  independently  of  the  p>ositiou  assumed  upon  the  part  of  the  United 
States  thai  no  alteration  in  our  tariff  or  other  domestic  legislation  could 
be  made  as  the  price  or  consideration  of  obtaining  the  rights  of  our  citi- 
zens secured  by  treaty,  it  was  considered  more  expedient  to  allow  any 
change  in  the  reveiuie  laws  of  the  I.'nited  States  to  Txr  made  by  the  ordi- 
nary exercise  of  legislative  will  and  in  the  promotion  of  the  public  inter- 
ests. Therefore  the  addition  to  the  free  list  of  fish,  fish  oil,  whale  and 
seal  oil,  etc..  recited  in  the  last  article  of  the  treaty,  is  wholly  left  to  the 
action  of  Congress;  and  in  connection  therewith  the  Canadian  and  New- 
foundland right  to  regulate  sales  of  bait  and  other  fishing  supplies  within 
their  own  jurisdiction  is  recognized,  and  the  right  of  our  fishermen  to 
freely  purchase  these  things  is  made  contingent  by  this  treaty  upon  the 
action  of  Congress  in  the  modification  of  our  tariff  laws. 

Our  social  and  commercial  intercourse  with  those  populations  who  have 
been  placed  uixm  our  borders  and  made  forever  our  neighlx)rs  is  made 
apparent  by  a  hst  of  United  States  common  carriers,  marine  and  inland, 
connecting  their  lines  with  Canada,  which  was  returned  by  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Treasiu-y  to  the  Senate  on  the  7th  day  of  February,  1888, 
in  answer  to  a  resolution  of  that  body;  and  this  is  instructive  as  to  the 
great  volume  of  mutually  profitable  interchanges  which  has  come  into 
existence  during  the  last  half  century. 

This  intercourse  is  still  but  partially  developed,  and  if  the  amicable 
enterprise  and  wholesome  rivalry  between  the  two  populations  l)e  not 
obstructed  the  promise  of  the  future  Ls  full  of  the  fruits  of  an  unbounded 
prosperity  on  both  sides  of  the  border. 

The  treaty  now  submitted  to  you  has  been  framed  in  a  spirit  of  hberal 
eipiity  and  reciprocal  benefits,  in  the  conviction  that  mutual  advantage 
and  convenience  are  the  only  |)ennanent  foundation  of  i)eace  and  friend- 
ship between  States,  and  that  with  the  adoption  of  the  agreement  now 
placed  before  the  Senate  a  beneficial  and  satisfactory  intercourse  between 
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the  two  countries  will  be  established  so  as  to  secure  perpetual  peace  and 
harmony. 

In  connection  with  the  treaty  herewith  submitted  I  deem  it  also  my 
duty  to  transmit  to  the  Senate  a  written  offer  or  arranjj;emcnt,  in  the 
nature  ot"  a  modus  vhrndi,  tendered  after  the  conchisiou  oi  the  treatx'  on 
the  part  of  the  British  plenipole[itiaries,  to  secure  kindly  and  peaceful 
relations  (.Uiriiij^  the  pericxl  that  may  l>e  required  for  the  consideration 
of  the  treaty  by  the  respective  Governments  and  for  the  enactment  of 
the  necessary  lepfislation  to  carry  its  pro%nsious  into  effect  if  approved. 

This  pai^>er.  freely  and  o[i  their  own  motion  signed  by  the  British  con- 
ferees, not  only  extends  advantages  to  our  fishcniieii  pending  the  ratifi- 
cation of  the  treaty,  but  appears  to  have  been  dictated  by  a  friendly  and 
amicable  spirit. 

I  am  given  to  understand  that  the  other  Governments  concerned  in  this 
treaty  will  within  a  few  days,  in  accordance  with  their  methods  of  con- 
ducting public  business,  submit  said  treaty  to  their  respective  legislatures, 
when  it  will  Ik:-  at  once  published  to  the  woHd.  Tn  view  of  such  action  it 
appears  to  be  advisable  that  l>y  publication  here  early  and  full  knowledge 
of  all  that  has  l)€en  done  in  tlie  premises  should  he  afforded  to  our  people. 

It  would  also  seem  to  be  useful  to  inform  the  popular  mind  concerning 
the  histor>'  of  the  long-continued  disputes  growing  out  of  the  subject 
embraced  in  the  treaty  and  to  satisfy  the  public  interests  touching  the 
same,  as  well  as  to  acquaint  our  people  with  the  i»reseut  status  of  the  fjucs- 
tions  involved,  and  to  give  them  the  exact  terms  of  the  propased  adjust- 
ment, in  place  of  the  exaggerated  and  imaginative  statements  which  will 
otherwise  reach  them. 

I  therefore  beg  leave  respectfully  to  suggest  that  said  treaty  and  all 
such  correspondence,  messages,  and  documents  relating  to  the  same  as 
may  l>e  deemed  im])ortant  to  acctmiplish  those  pur^ioses  Ixr  at  once  made 
I>ublic  by  the  order  of  your  honorable  body.

I  transmit  herewith  a  report  from  Hon.  George  H.  Pendleton,  our  min- 
ister to  Germany,  dated  January  30,  f>i88,  from  which  it  appears  that 
trichinosis  prevails  to  a  considerable  extent  in  certain  parts  of  Germany 
and  that  a  number  of  persons  have  already  died  from  the  effects  of  eating 
the  meat  of  diseased  hogs  which  were  grown  in  that  country. 

I  also  transmit  a  report  from  our  consul  at  Marseilles,  dated  February  4, 
1888,  representing  that  for  a  number  of  months  a  highly  contagious  and 
fatal  disease  has  prevailed  among  the  swine  of  a  large  section  of  France, 
which  disease  is  thought  to  be  very  similar  to  hog  cholera  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Agriculture,  whose  statement  is  herewith  submitted. 

It  is  extremely  doubtful  if  the  law  passed  April  29,  1878,  entitled  "An 
act  to  prevent  the  introduction  of  contagious  or  infectious  diseases  into 
the  United  States,"  meets  cases  of  this  description. 

In  view  of  the  danger  to  the  health  and  lives  of  our  people  and  the 
contagion  that  may  be  spread  to  the  live  stock  of  the  country  by  the  im- 
portation of  swine  or  hog  products  from  either  of  the  countries  named, 
I  recommend  the  passage  of  a  law  prohibiting  such  importation,  with 
proper  regulations  as  to  the  continuance  of  such  prohibition,  and  jx^r- 
mitting  such  further  prohibitions  in  other  future  cases  of  a  like  character 
as  safety  and  prudence  may  require.

Service  Connnissiou,  covering  the  period  b.'tween  the  i6th  day  of  Jan- 
uary. 18S6.  and  the  1st  day  of  July,  18S7. 

While  this  report  has  especial  reference  to  the  operations  of  the  Com- 
nn'ssion  during  the  period  above  mentioned,  it  contains,  with  its  accom- 
panying aj)]>cndixes,  mucli  valnal>le  information  concerning  the  inception 
of  civil-service  reform  and  its  growth  and  progress  which  can  not  fail  to 
l;>e  interesting  and  instnictive  to  all  who  desire  improvement  in  adminis- 
trative methods. 

During  the  time  covered  by  the  report  15,852  persons  were  examined 
for  admission  in  the  classified  civil  se^^-ice  of  the  Government  in  all  its 
branches,  of  whom  10,746  passed  the  examination  and  3,106  failed.    Of 
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thnsc  who  passetl  the  examination  2.977  were  applicants  for  admission 
to  the  clepartiiicnlal  sen'ice  at  Washington,  2,547  were  examinetl  for 
admission  to  the  customs  ser\'ice.  and  5.222  for  admission  to  the  postal 
service.  Durinjj  the  same  period  547  appointments  were  made  from  llie 
eligible  lists  to  the  deixirtmental  service.  641  to  the  customs  service,  and 
3.254  to  the  postal  service. 

Concerniiij!;  separations  from  the  classified  service,  the  report  only  in- 
forms us  of  such  as  have  (xxrurred  amonx  employees  in  the  public  serv- 
ice who  had  l>een  apj.K»inled  from  eligible  lists  under  civil-service  rules. 
When  these  rules  took  effect,  they  did  not  apply  to  the  persons  then  in 
the  service,  comjmsing  a  full  complement  of  employees,  wIkj  obtained 
their  positions  indej^iendenily  of  the  new  law.  The  Conunission  has  no 
record  of  the  separations  tn  this  numerous  class.  And  the  discrepancy 
apyKirent  in  the  re]>)rt  In-lween  the  numl)er  of  appointments  made  in  the 
respective  branches  of  the  service  from  the  lists  of  the  Commission  and 
the  small  number  of  separations  mentioned  is  to  a  Ki"eat  extent  accounted 
for  by  vacancies,  of  whicli  no  rei>ort  was  made  to  the  Conunission,  occur- 
ring among  those  who  held  their  places  without  examination  and  certifi- 
cation, which  vacancies  were  filled  by  appt)intment  from  the  eligible  lists. 

In  the  departmental  service  there  occurred  between  the  i6lh  day  of 
January,  1886.  and  the  30th  day  of  June,  18S7,  among  the  employees  ap- 
pointed from  the  eligible  lists  under  civil-.service  rules,  17  removals,  36 
resignations,  and  5  deatlis.  This  does  not  include  i\  separations  in  the 
grade  of  special  pension  examiners — 4  by  removal,  3  by  resignation,  and 
5  by  death. 

In  the  classified  customs  and  postal  services  the  tuiml>er  of  separa- 
tions among  llu>se  who  received  absolute  apixjiutments  under  civil-ser\*- 
ice  rules  is  given  for  the  period  l)etween  the  isl  day  of  January,  18S6, 
and  the  30th  day  of  June.  18S7.  It  appears  lliat  such  .separations  in  the 
customs  ser\'ice  for  the  time  mentioned  embracx'd  2i  removals,  5  deaths, 
and  18  resignations,  and  in  the  postal  service  256  removals,  23  deaths,  and 
469  resignations. 

More  than  a  year  has  passefl  since  the  expiration  of  the  period  cov- 
ered by  the  report  of  the  Commission.  Within  the  time  which  has  thus 
ela^xsed  many  important  changes  have  taken  place  in  furtherance  of  a 
reform  in  our  ci\nl  .serx'ice.  The  rules  and  regulations  goveniing  the 
execution  of  the  law  upon  the  subject  have  l>een  completely  remodeled 
in  such  manner  as  to  render  the  enforcement  of  the  statute  more  eflfecl- 
ive  and  greatly  increase  its  usefulne.ss. 

Among  other  things,  the  scope  of  the  examinations  prcscril>ed  for  those 
\vlu»  seek  to  enter  the  clas.sified  service  has  been  belter  defined  and  made 
more  practical,  the  number  of  names  to  l^e  certified  from  the  eligible  lists 
to  the  ap]Hjinting  officers  from  which  a  selection  is  made  has  lx;en  re- 
duced from  four  to  three,  the  maxitnum  limitatiotj  of  the  age  of  persons 
.seeking  entrance  to  the  cla.ssified  .semce  to  45  years  has  lieen  changedi 
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aiul  reasonable  provision  has  Ix^eii  tnade  for  the  transfer  of  employees 
from  one  Dejiiirtnient  to  anothtr  in  proi)t'r  cases.  A  i)lan  has  also  l)eeu 
(leviseii  pro\  idiu^  for  the  examination  of  applicants  for  promotion  in  the 
ser^•ice,  which,  when  in  full  oiieration,  will  eliminate  all  chance  of  favor- 
itism in  the  advan'.emenl  of  employees,  by  making  promotion  a  reward 
of  merit  and  faithfid  discharge  of  duly. 

Until  within  a  few  weeks  there  was  no  uniform  classification  of  em- 
ployees in  the  different  Executive  Departments  of  the  Government,  As 
a  result  of  this  condition,  in  some  of  the  Departments  positions  could  l)e 
obtained  without  civil-service  examination,  because  they  were  not  within 
the  classification  of  such  DcparKnent,  while  in  other  Deparltnents  an 
examination  and  certification  were  necessary  to  obtain  positions  of  the 
same  ji;rade.  because  such  i>r)sitions  were  embraced  in  the  classifications 
applicable  to  those  Departments. 

The  exception  of  laborers,  watchmen,  aiid  messengers  from  exami- 
nation and  classification  gave  opixirtnnity,  in  the  alwt-nce  of  any  rule 
guarding  against  it,  for  the  employment,  free  from  civil-scr\*ice  restric- 
tions, of  persons  under  these  designations,  who  were  inmiedlately  detailed 
to  do  clerical  work. 

All  this  has  l)et:u  obviated  by  the  application  to  all  the  Departments  of 
an  extended  and  uniform  classification  embracing  grades  of  employees 
not  theretofore  included,  and  by  the  adoption  of  a  rule  prohibithig  the 
detail  of  laborers,  watchmen,  or  messengers  to  clerical  duty. 

The  path  of  civil-ser\'ice  reforni  has  not  at  all  tinges  been  ]>leasant  nor 
easy.  Tlie  scope  and  purpnse  uf  the  reform  have  lieen  much  misappre- 
hende<i;  and  this  has  not  only  given  rise  to  strong  op|xxsiiion.  but  has 
led  to  its  invocation  by  its  friends  to  compass  objects  uot  in  the  least 
related  to  ;t.  Tims  partisans  of  the  patronage  system  have  naturally 
condemne<l  it.  Tliose  who  do  not  understand  its  meaning  either  mistrust 
it  or,  when  disappointed  because  in  its  present  stage  it  is  not  applied  to 
ever\'  real  or  imaginary  ill.  accuse  those  charged  with  its  enforcement 
with  faithlessness  to  civil-service  reform.  Its  importance  has  frequently 
been  underestimated,  and  the  support  of  good  men  has  thus  been  lost  by 
their  lack  of  interest  in  its  success.  Besides  all  these  clifficulties,  those 
respon.sible  for  the  administration  of  the  Government  in  its  executive 
branches  have  been  and  still  are  often  annoyed  and  irritated  by  the  dis- 
loyalty to  the  service  and  the  insolence  of  employees  who  remain  in  ])lace 
as  the  beneficiaries  and  the  relics  and  reminders  of  the  vicious  system  of 
ap{x>hument  which  civil-serN-ice  reform  was  intended  to  displace. 

And  yet  these  are  but  the  incidents  of  an  advance  movement  which  is 
radical  and  far-reaching.  The  people  are,  notwithstanding,  to  I»e  con- 
gratulated upon  the  progress  which  has  been  made  and  njion  the  firm, 
pracliciil,  and  sensible  foundation  upon  which  this  reform  now  rests. 

With  a  continuation  of  the  intelligent  fidelity  which  has  hitherto  char- 
acterized the  work  of  the  Commission;  with  a  continuation  and  increase 
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of  tlie  favor  and  lil)crality  which  have  lately  l>een  evinced  by  the  Con- 
gress in  the  proi)er  etjuiptnent  of  the  Commission  for  its  work;  with  a 
finn  but  conservative  and  reasonable  supix)rt  of  the  reform  by  all  its 
friends,  and  with  the  disapfiearance  of  oppasition  which  must  inevitably 
Follow  its  better  miderstntidin^,  the  execution  of  tlie  civil-service  law  can 
not  fail  to  ultimately  answer  the  hojK*s  in  which  it  had  its  origin.

The  rejection  by  the  Senate  of  the  treaty  lately  negotiated  for  the  set- 
tlement and  adjustment  of  the  differences  existing  between  the  United 
States  and  Great  Britain  concerning  the  rights  and  privileges  of  Ameri- 
can fishermen  in  the  ports  and  waters  of  British  North  America  seems 
to  justify  a  sur\'ey  of  the  condition  to  which  the  pending  question  is  thus 
remitted. 

The  treaty  upon  this  subject  concluded  in  1818,  through  disagree- 
ments as  to  the  meaning  of  its  terms,  has  been  a  fruitful  source  of  irrita- 
tion and  trouble.  Our  citizens  engaged  in  fishing  enterprises  in  waters 
adjacent  to  Canada  have  been  subjected  to  numerous  vexatious  inter- 
ferences and  annoya!ices;  their  vessels  have  been  seized  upon  pretexts 
which  appeared  to  be  entirely  inadmissible,  and  they  have  been  otherwise 
treated  by  the  Canadian  authorities  and  officials  in  a  manner  inexcusably 
harsh  and  oppressive. 

This  conduct  has  been  justified  by  Great  Britain  and  Canada  by  the 
claim  that  the  treaty  of  1818  permitted  it  and  U]x>n  the  ground  that  it 
was  necessary  to  the  proper  protection  of  Canadian  interests.  We  deny 
that  treaty  agreements  justify  these  acts,  and  we  further  maintain  that 
aside  from  any  treaty  restraints  of  disputed  interpretation  the  relative 
positions  of  the  United  States  and  Canada  as  near  neighbors,  the  growth 
of  our  joint  commerce,  the  development  and  prosperity  of  both  countries, 
which  amicable  relations  surely  guarantee,  and,  above  all,  the  liberality 
always  extended  by  the  United  States  to  the  people  of  Canada  furnished 
motives  for  kindness  and  consideration  higher  and  Ijetter  than  treaty 
covenants. 

While  keenly  sensitive  to  all  that  was  exasperating  in  the  condition 
and  by  no  means  indisposed  to  support  the  just  complaints  of  our  injured 
citizens,  I  still  deemed  it  my  duty,  for  the  preservation  of  important  Amer- 
ican interests  which  w^ere  directly  involved,  and  in  view  of  all  the  details 
of  the  situation,  to  attempt  by  negotiation  to  remedy  existing  wrongs 
and  to  finally  terminate  by  a  fair  and  just  treaty  these  ever-recurring 
causes  of  difficulty. 

I  fully  believe  that  the  treaty  just  rejected  by  the  Senate  was  well 
^o  the  exigency,  and  that  its  provisions  were  adequate  for  our 
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security  iu  the  future  from  vexatious  incidents  and  for  the  promotion  of 

friendly  iieiKh^H)rh(xid  an<l  intimacy,  without  sacrificing  in  llie  least  our 
national  yj'\Aq  or  di>;Tiily. 

I  am  quite  conscious  that  neither  ray  opinion  of  the  value  of  the 
rejected  treaty  nor  tht  motives  which  prompted  its  negotiation  are  of 
importance  in  the  h^hl  of  the  jud^^ment  of  tlie  Senate  thereuiKju.  But 
it  is  of  in)poriatice  to  note  that  this  treaty  has  been  rejectecl  without  any 
apparent  disjKisititm  on  the  part  of  the  Senate  to  alter  or  amend  its  pro- 
visions, and  with  the  eviduui  intLiiiioii,  not  wantinx  expression,  that  no 
negotiation  should  at  present  lie  concUided  touching  the  matter  at  issue. 

The  cftopcration  nccessiry  for  the  adjustment  of  the  long-standing  na- 
tional differences  witli  which  we  liave  to  deal  by  methods  of  conference 
and  agreement  having  thus  l)ecn  declined,  I  am  by  no  means  disposed  to 
abandon  the  interests  and  the  rights  of  our  peojdc  in  the  premises  or 
to  neglect  their  grievances;  and  I  therefore  turn  to  the  contemplation  of  a 
plan  of  retaliation  as  a  nuxlc  which  still  remains  of  treating  thesituatioti. 

I  am  not  unmindful  of  the  gravity  of  the  res|wmsibility  assumed  in 
adopting  this  line  of  cotiduct,  nor  do  I  fail  in  the  least  to  appreciate 
its  serious  consequences.  It  will  l>e  iiuiK>sMble  to  injure  our  Canadian 
neighbors  by  rclaliator>'  measures  without  inflicting  si>me  damage  upon 
our  own  citizens.  This  results  from  our  pro.\imity,  our  community  of 
interests,  and  the  inevitable  connnitigling  of  the  business  enterprises 
which  have  lieen  develoixid  by  nuitual  activity. 

Plainly  stated,  the  jwlicy  of  national  retaliation  manifestly  embraces 
the  infliction  of  the  greatest  harm  upon  those  who  have  injured  us,  with 
the  least  possible  danmge  to  ourselves.  There  is  also  an  evident  pro- 
priety, as  well  as  an  invitation  to  moral  support,  found  in  visiting  upon 
the  ofTeiiding  jxirty  the  same  measure  or  kind  of  treatment  of  which  w'e 
complain,  and  as  far  as  po.ssible  within  the  same  lines.  And  alxn'e  all 
things,  Ihe  plan  of  retaliation,  if  entered  upon,  sliould  l>e  thorough  and 
vigorous. 

These  considerations  lead  me  at  this  lime  to  invoke  the  aid  and  coun- 
sel of  the  Congress  and  its  support  in  such  a  further  grant  of  power  as 
seems  to  me  necessary  and  desirable  to  render  effective  the  policy  I  have 
indicated. 

Tlie  Congress  has  already  passed  a  law.  which  receivetl  Executive 
assent  on  the  .vl  day  of  March.  1887,  providing  that  in  case  American 
fishing  vessels,  being  or  visiting  in  the  waters  or  at  any  of  the  ports  of 
the  British  dominions  of  Xorth  America,  shotild  he  or  lately  had  been 
deprived  of  the  rights  to  which  they  were  entitled  by  treaty  or  law.  or 
if  they  were  denied  certain  other  privileges  therein  specified  or  vexed 
and  harassed  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  same,  the  Pre.sident  ujight  deny  to 
vessels  and  their  masters  and  crews  of  the  British  dominions  of  North 
America  any  entrance  into  the  waters,  ports,  or  harlxjrs  of  the  United 
States,  and  also  deny  enir>'  into  any  jjort  or  place  of  the  United  States 
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of  aity  product  uf  said  iU}miuiou.s  or  other  goods  coming  from  said  domin- 
ious  to  the  United  Stales. 

While  I  shall  not  hesitate  upon  projjer  occasion  to  enforce  this  act, 
it  would  seem  to  Ix-  uiuieccssary  to  suj^gest  that  if  such  enforcement  is 
limited  ill  such  a  manner  as  shall  result  in  the  least  i>ossil>le  injury  to 
our  own  people  the  effect  would  prolxibly  be  entirely  inadequate  to  the 
accomplishment  of  ihe  puri»se  desired. 

I  deem  il  my  dnu .  therefore,  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to 
certain  particulars  in  the  action  of  the  authorities  of  the  Dominion  of 
Canada,  in  addition  to  the  general  allegations  already  made,  which  appear 
to  be  in  such  marked  contrast  to  the  liberal  and  friendly  disix»silion  of 
ourcountr>'  a.s  in  my  opinion  to  call  for  such  legislation  as  will,  upon  the 
principles  already  stated.  pro|>eriy  supi>lenieiU  the  power  to  inaugurate 
retaliation  already  vested  in  the  I'-xeculive. 

Actuated  by  the  generous  and  neighlx>rly  spirit  wliich  has  character- 
ized our  legislation, our  tariff  laws  have  since  iS66  been  so  far  waived  in 
favor  of  Canada  as  to  allow  free  of  dnt>'  the  transit  across  the  territory 
of  the  United  Stales  of  property  arriving  at  our  ports  and  destined  to 
Canada,  or  cxi>ortcd  from  Canada  to  other  foreign  countries. 

When  the  treaty  of  Washington  was  negotiated,  in  1871,  bet%veen  the 
United  States  and  Great  Britain,  hanng  for  its  object  very  largely  the 
modification  nf  the  treaty  of  181H,  the  privileges  alx»ve  referred  to  were 
iTiade  recipnx-a!  and  given  in  return  by  Canada  to  the  United  States 
in  the  following  language,  contained  in  the  twenty-ninth  article  of  said 
treaty: 

It  is  agrewl  that  for  iht  term  of  years  nieiitinneil  in  Article  XXXItl  of  this  treaty 
gctods.  wanrs.  or  lutTcliatulise  arriving  at  the  ports  of  New  Ytirk,  Dostoii.antl  Port- 
land, and  any  other  ^wrts  in  the  Ttiited  Stales  which  have  been  or  may  from  time  to 
Ihnt*  l>e  specially  ilesijjfnatcd  hy  the  Prcsiilcnt  nf  tlic  I'nitcil  States,  ami  destineil  for 
IK*r  Britatinic  Mnjt'sly's  possessions  in  North  America,  may  he  entered  at  the  proper 
ciistoni-hoiiNL'  and  conveye<l  in  transit,  without  the  payment  of  <lulie>,  through  the 
territory  of  the  I'nited  Slates,  under  sncli  rules,  regulations,  and  conditions  for  the 
protection  of  the  revenue  us  tlie  Government  of  the  rnite<l  States  may  from  time  in 
time  prescribe;  and,  under  like  rules,  re^dations,  nnd  conditions,  ;joods,  wares,  or 
merchandise  may  be  conveyed  in  transit,  without  the  payment  of  duties,  from  such 
possessions  throu^^li  the  territory  of  tlie  United  Stales,  for  export  from  the  said  ports 
of  the  ITnitcd  Stales. 

It  is  further  ai^reed  that  for  the  like  j)criod  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  arriv- 
ing at  any  of  ihe  jiorts  of  licr  Britannic  Majesty's  possessions  in  North  Amrricji, 
and  destined  for  the  Tnited  States,  may  l>e  entered  at  llie  proper  custom-house  and 
conveyeil  in  transit,  without  llie  ]w»>^nent  of  duties,  thrnngh  the  saiil  possessions, 
under  such  rules  and  re>,mlations  and  conditions  for  the  protection  of  the  revenue 
as  the  j^overnnients  of  the  saiil  jx^s-iiessions  may  from  lime  to  lime  prescribe;  and, 
under  like  niles,  regulations,  and  conditions,  goods,  wares,  or  merchandise  may  be 
conveyed  in  transHl.  witliout  payment  of  thities.  frcjm  the  t^niled  States  through  the 
said  possessions  to  other  places  in  the  Unitcil  Stales,  or  for  exjiort  from  ports  in 
the  sai»l  pf»ssessions. 

In  the  year  ia86  notice  was  received  by  the  representatives  of  our 
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Government  that  onr  fisliermen  would  no  lf)n.i;er  Ix.*  allowed  to  ship  llieir 
fish  in  Ijijud  and  free  of  duly  throuKli  Canadian  territory  to  this  ctmutry, 
and  ever  since  that  time  such  shipment  lias  l>cen  denied. 

The  privilege  of  such  shipniviU,  wliicli  had  l^eeii  cvlendcd  tu  nur  fish- 
ermen, was  a  most  important  niic,  allowing  Ihem  to  spend  the  time  upon 
the  fishiuK  grounds  whicli  wtnild  otherwise  be  devoted  to  a  voyage  home 
witli  their  catch,  and  doubhn^  their  opportunities  for  profitably  prosecut- 
iuK  their  vixration. 

In  forbiddin;^  the  transit  of  the  catch  f)f  our  fishermen  over  their  terri- 
tory in  bond  and  free  of  duty  the  Canadian  anth(>rities  deprived  us  of  the 
only  faciUty  dependent  upon  their  concession  and  for  which  we  could 
supply  no  substitute. 

The  value  to  the  Oomiiuon  of  Canada  of  the  ]>ri\'ilej^e  uf  transit  for 
their  exports  aud  imports  across  our  territory  and  to  and  from  our 
ports,  though  great  in  every  aspect,  will  be  better  appreciated  when  it 
is  remembered  that  for  a  considerable  portion  of  each  year  the  vSt.  Law- 
rence River,  which  constitutes  the  direct  avenue  of  forei^i  commerce 
leading  to  Canada,  is  clased  by  ice. 

During  the  last  six  years  the  imports  and  exjwrts  of  British  Canadian 
Provinces  carried  across  our  territory  under  the  privileges  granted  by 
our  laws  amounted  in  value  to  about  $270,000,000,  nearly  all  of  wliich 
were  gofxis  dutiable  under  (mr  tariff  laws,  by  far  the  larger  part  of  this 
traffic  consisting  of  exchanges  of  goods  between  Great  Britain  aud  her 
American  Provinces  brought  to  and  carried  from  our  ports  in  their  own 
ves.sels. 

The  treaty  stipulation  entered  into  by  our  Government  was  in  har- 
mony with  laws  which  were  then  on  our  statute  book  and  are  still  in 
force. 

I  recommend  immediate  legislative  action  conferring  \\\yo\\  the  Exec- 
utive the  power  to  suspend  by  proclamation  the  operation  of  all  laws 
and  regulations  permitting  the  tmnsit  of  goods,  wares,  and  merchandise 
in  IxHid  across  or  over  the  territory  of  the  United  States  to  or  from 
Canada. 

There  nee<l  be  no  hesitation  in  susixrnding  these  laws  arising  from 
the  snppositirtu  that  llieir  continuation  is  secured  by  treaty  obligations, 
for  it  seems  quite  plain  that  Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty  of  1871,  which 
was  the  only  article  incor^jorating  such  laws,  tenninated  the  ist  day  of 
July.  18.S5. 

The  article  itself  declares  that  its  provisions  shall  be  in  force  "for  the 
term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article  XXXIII  of  this  treaty,"  Turning 
to  Article  XXXIII,  we  find  no  mention  of  the  twenty-ninth  article,  but 
only  a  provision  that  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV^,  inclusive,  and  Article 
XXX  shall  take  eflfect  as  soon  ils  the  laws  retjuired  to  oiirry  them  into 
o|->eraliou  shall  be  pa.ssed  by  the  legislative  IxHlies  of  the  different  coun- 
tries concerned,  and  that  "they  shall  remain  in  force  for  the  periotl  of 
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ten  years  from  the  (late  at  which  they  may  come  into  operation,  and.  fur- 
ther, until  the  expiration  of  two  years  after  either  of  tlie  hij^h  cinitract- 
ing  parties  shall  have  given  notice  to  the  other  of  its  wish  to  terminate 
the  same." 

I  am  of  tlic  opinion  that  the  "term  of  years  mentioned  in  Article 
XXXIII,"  referred  to  in  Article  XXIX  as  the  limit  of  its  duration, 
means  the  period  during  which  Articles  XV'III  to  XXV,  inclusive,  and 
Article  XXX.  cfmimouly  called  the  "fishery  articles,"  should  continue 
in  force  under  the  lang^iagc  of  said  Article  XXXIII. 

Tliat  the  joint  hiKh  commissioners  who  negotiated  the  treaty  so  under- 
stood and  intended  tlie  phrase  is  certain,  for  in  a  statement  txiutaining 
an  account  of  their  negotiations.  prep>ared  under  their  supervision  and 
approved  by  them,  we  find  the  following  entry  on  the  subject: 

The  triiiMl  (|ucstion  was  discussed,  and  it  was  ap"eed  that  any  settlement  that 
nii^Iil  !k'  ina«le  should  include  a  reciprocal  arran^;ement  in  tliat  respect  for  the  period 
for  which  the  fishery  articles  should  be  in  force. 

Ill  additi«.>n  to  this  very  satisfactory  evidence  supjiortiug  this  construe 
tion  of  the  language  of  Article  XXIX,  it  will  be  found  that  the  la 
piLssed  b\  Congress  to  carry  the  treaty  into  effect  furnishes  conclusive 
proof  of  the  correctness  of  such  construction. 

This  law  was  passed  March  i,  1873.  and  is  entitled  "An  act  to 
into  effect  the  provisions  of  the  treaty  iK'tween  the  United  States  and 
Great  Britain  signed  in  the  city  of  Washington  the  8th  day  of  May, 
187 1,  relating  to  the  fisheries."  After  providing  in  its  first  and  second 
sections  for  putting  in  operation  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV.  inclusive, 
and  Article  XXX  of  the  treaty,  the  third  section  is  dcvotetl  to  Article 
XXIX,  as  follows: 

Sec.  3.  Thai  from  llie  date  of  the  President's  proclamation  ant!iori/cd  hy  the  fii 
section  of  tliis  act.  nml  so  long  as  llie  articles  eightcenUi  to  twenty-fifth.  ioclusive,j 
and  article  Ihirtietli  of  saiil  treaty  shall  remain  in  force  accordinj{  to  the  terms  an( 
conditions  of  article  thirty-third  uf  fuiid  treaty,  all  goods,  ^'ares,  and  merchandisej 
arriving — 

etc, etc..  following  in  the  remainder  of  the  section  the  precise  words 
the  stipulation  on  the  part  of  the  Tnitefl  States  as  contained  in  Artich 
XXIX,  which  I  have  already  fully  (juoted. 

Here.  then,  is  a  distinct  enacluieul  of  the  Congress  limiting  the  dura- 
tion of  this  article  of  the  treaty  to  the  time  that  Articles  XVIII  to  XXV 
inclusive,  and  Article  XXX  should  omlinue  in  force.     That  in  fixinj 
such  limitation  it  but  gave  the  meaning  of  ilie  treaty  itself  is  indicated 
b\"  the  fact  that  its  pui-pose  is  declared  to  be  to  carry  into  effect  the^J 
provisions  of  the  treaty,  and  by  the  further  fact  that  this  law  ai>pears  tcd^| 
have  l>een  submitted  before  the  promulgation  of  the  treaty  to  certain 
meml>ers  of  the  joint  high  conunission  representing  both  countries,  am 
met  with  no  objection  or  dissent. 

There  api>earitig  to  be  no  conflict  or  inconsistency  between  the  treat' 
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and  the  act  of  the  Coiij^ress  last  cited,  it  is  not  necessary  to  invoke  the 
well-settled  principle  that  in  case  of  snch  conflict  the  statute  governs 
the  4Uestion, 

In  any  event,  and  whether  the  law  of  1873  construes  the  treaty  or 
>joverns  it.  section  29  of  such  treaty.  I  have  no  doubt,  terminated  with 
the  prooccdings  taken  by  our  Governinenl  to  terminate  Articles  Will 
to  XXV.  inclusive,  and  Article  XXX  of  the  treaty.  These  proceedings 
hafl  their  inception  in  a  joitit  resohitiun  of  Congress  passed  May  3,  1883, 
declaring  that  iti  the  judjjnient  of  Congress  these  articles  ought  to  be 
tenninated,  and  directing  the  President  to  ^ve  the  notice  to  the  Oov- 
eninieiit  of  Great  Britain  provided  for  in  Article  XXXIII  of  the  treaty. 
Sucli  notice  havinj=;  Ik-vu  |<iven  two  years  prior  l<»  the  ist  day  of  July, 
1885.  the  articles  mentioned  were  al>solutely  tenninated  on  the  last- 
named  day.  and  with  them  Article  XXIX  was  also  terminatetl. 

If  by  any  laiiguaj^c  iisefl  in  the  joint  resolution  it  was  intended  to 
relieve  section  3  of  the  act  of  1873,  enil>odyin^^  Article  XXIX  of  the  treaty, 
from  its  own  limitations,  or  to  save  the  article  itself,  I  am  entirely  satis- 
fied that  the  intention  miscarried. 

But  statutes  granting  to  the  people  of  Canada  the  valuable  privileges 
of  transit  for  their  gfH->ds  from  our  ports  and  over  our  soil,  which  had 
been  passed  prior  to  the  making  of  the  treaty  of  1.S71  and  indejx-ndently 
of  it,  remained  in  force;  and  ever  since  the  abrogation  of  the  treaty,  and 
notwithstanding  the  refusal  of  Canada  to  i>ermit  our  fishermen  to  send 
their  FlsIi  to  their  home  market  through  her  territory  in  l>ond,  the  people 
of  that  Dominion  have  enjoyed  without  diminution  the  advantages  of 
our  lilx-ral  and  generous  laws. 

Without  l>asing  our  complaint  upon  a  \'iolatiou  of  treaty  obligations, 
it  is  nevertheless  true  that  .such  refusal  of  transit  and  the  other  injuri- 
ous acts  whicli  have  lx?en  recited  constitute  a  provoking  insistence  u|x)n 
rights  neither  mitigated  by  the  amenities  of  national  intercourse  nor 
nuxlificd  by  the  recognition  of  our  lilierahty  and  generous  considerations. 

The  history  of  events  connected  with  this  subject  makes  it  manifest 
that  the  Canadian  government  can,  if  so  disposed  administer  its  laws 
and  protect  the  interests  of  its  people  without  manifestation  of  unfriend- 
liness and  without  the  unneighlx^rly  treatment  of  our  fishing  vessels  of 
which  we  have  justly  complained,  and  whatever  is  done  on  our  part 
should  be  done  in  the  hope  that  the  disposition  of  the  Canadian  govern- 
ment may  remove  the  occasion  of  a  resort  to  the  adrlitioual  executive 
power  now  simght  through  legislative  action. 

I  am  satisfied  that  upon  the  principles  which  should  govern  retaliation 
our  intercourse  and  relations  with  the  Dominion  of  Canada  furnish  no 
Iietter  opportutiity  for  its  application  than  is  suggested  by  the  conditions 
herein  presented,  and  that  it  could  not  lie  more  effectively  inaugnratetl 
than  under  the  power  of  suspension  recommended. 

While  I  have  expressed  my  clear  conviction  nj>on  the  question  of  the 
M  P— vf»i,  vrit— 40 
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continuance  of  section  29  of  the  treaty  of  1871,  I  of  course  fnlly  conc^le 
Ibt;  ]x>wcr  antl  the  duly  of  the  Congress,  in  contemplating  legi.siativc  ac- 
tion, to  constrne  the  terms  of  any  treaty  stipulation  which  might  upon  any 
passible  consideration  of  gocnl  faith  limit  such  action,  and  likewise  the  pe- 
culiar propriety  in  the  case  here  presented  of  its  interpretation  t>f  its  own 
language,  as  contained  in  the  laws  of  1873  putting  in  oi>enition  said  treaty 
and  of  iHS^  directing  the  termination  tliereof;  and  if  in  the  deliherate 
judgment  of  Congress  any  restraint  to  the  proposed  legislation  exists.it 
is  to  be  hoped  that  the  exi>ediency  of  its  early  removal  will  be  recognized. 

1  desire  also  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Congress  to  another  subject 
involving  such  wrongs  and  unfair  treatment  to  our  cili/.ens  as.  in  my 
opinion,  require  prompt  action. 

Tlie  navigation  of  the  (rreal  Lakes  and  the  inniiense  l>usiucss  and  carry- 
ing trade  growing  out  of  the  same  have  Ijccm  treated  bruadl>  and  lilHrrally 
by  the  United  States  Government  and  made  free  to  all  mankind,  while 
Canadian  railroads  and  navigation  companies  share  in  our  o^untry's  trans- 
portation upon  terms  as  favorable  as  are  accorded  to  our  own  citizens. 

The  canals  and  other  public  works  built  and  maintained  by  the  Gov- 
ernment along  the  line  of  the  lakes  are  made  free  to  all. 

In  contrast  to  this  condition,  and  evincing  a  narrow  and  ungenerous 
commercial  spirit,  every  lock  and  canal  whicli  is  a  public  work  of  the 
Dominion  of  Canada  is  subject  to  tolls  and  charges. 

By  Article  XXVII  of  the  treaty  of  1871  provision  was  made  to  sectire 
to  the  citizens  of  the  United  States  the  use  of  the  Welland,  St.  I.3wrence, 
and  other  canals  in  the  Dominion  of  Canada  on  terms  of  equality  with  the 
inhabitants  of  the  Dominion,  and  to  also  secure  to  the  subjects  of  Great 
Britain  the  use  of  the  St.  Clair  Flats  Canal  on  terms  of  equality  with  the 
inhabitnnts  of  the  United  States. 

The  erpiality  wilh  the  inhabitants  of  the  Dominion  whicli  we  were 
promised  in  the  tise  of  the  canals  of  Canada  did  not  secure  to  us  free- 
dom from  tolls  in  their  navigation,  but  we  had  a  right  to  expect  that 
we,  bein^  Americans  and  interested  in  American  commerce.  w(.mld  be  no 
more  burdened  in  regard  to  the  same  than  Canadians  engaged  in  their 
own  trade;  and  the  whole  spirit  of  the  concession  made  was.  or  should 
have  l»ceTi.  that  merchandise  and  property  transjwrted  to  an  American 
market  thronj^li  the.se  canals  should  not  be  enhanced  in  its  cost  by  tolls 
many  times  higher  than  such  as  were  carried  to  an  adjoining  Canadian 
market.  All  our  citizens,  protlucers  and  consumers  as  well  as  ve-ssel 
owners,  were  to  enjoy  the  equality  promised. 

And  yet  evidence  has  for  s<:ime  time  l>een  l>efore  the  Congress,  fur- 
nished by  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury,  showing  that  while  the  tolls 
charged  in  the  first  instance  are  the  same  to  all.  such  vessels  and  cargoes 
as  arc  destined  to  certain  Canadian  ports  arc  allowed  a  refund  of  nearly 
the  entire  tolls,  while  those  bound  for  American  ports  are  not  allowed 
any  such  advantage. 
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To  promise  equality,  and  then  in  practice  make  it  conditional  upon 

our  vessels  dciiii.L;  CanadiEin  Inisineas  instead  of  their  own,  is  to  fulfill  a 
proniist  with  tht:  .shmlow  of  ixfrforniance. 

I  recommend  that  such  legislative  action  be  taken  as  will  jpve  Cana- 
dian vessels  navigating  our  canals,  and  their  cargoes,  precisely  the  advan- 
tages jjrantc'd  to  our  vessels  and  caryjoes  njvin  Canailian  canals,  and  that 
the  same  l>e  measured  by  exactly  the  same  rule  of  discrimination. 

The  course  which  I  have  outlined  and  the  reconnnendations  made 
relate  to  the  honor  and  dignity  of  our  country  and  tlie  protection  and 
preservation  of  the  rights  and  interests  of  all  our  people.  A  govennnent 
dt>es  Imt  half  its  duly  when  it  protects  its  citizens  at  home  and  permits 
them  to  l)e  in)])osc'd  njwn  ami  humiliated  by  the  unfair  and  overreach- 
ing disposition  of  other  nations.  If  we  invite  our  people  to  rely  upon 
arrangements  made  for  tlieir  l)enefit  abroad,  we  should  see  to  it  that  they 
are  not  deceived;  atid  if  we  are  generous  and  lilxrral  lo  a  neighboring 
ccniutr>',  our  |x;ople  should  reap  the  advantage  of  it  by  a  return  of  lilx^r- 
ality  and  generosity. 

These  are  subjects  which  partisanship  shoidd  not  disturb  or  confuse. 
Let  us  survey  the  gronnd  calmly  and  moderately;  and  having  put  aside 
other  means  of  settlement,  if  we  enter  upon  the  policy  of  retahation  let 
lis  pursue  it  firmly,  with  a  determination  only  to  subserve  the  interests 
of  our  people  and  maintain  the  high  standard  and  the  becoming  pride  of 
American  citizenship.  GROVER  CLF.VHLAND.

Responding  to  the  imiuiries  containeii  in  the  siihjoin<Hl  resolntion  of 
the  Senate  of  the  28th  nllimo.  I  have  the  honor  to  state  in  reply  to  the 
subject  first  therein  mentioned.  calHng  upon  the  Executive  for  ''copies 
of  all  conununicatioiis.  if  any,  addressed  by  his  direction  to  the  Gov* 
cninient  of  Great  Hriiain,  remonstrating  with  that  Government  against 
the  wrongs  and  unfair  treatment  to  our  citizens  by  the  action  of  the 
Canadian  Govenunent  in  refunding  to  vessels  and  cargoes  which  pass 
through  the  Welland  and  other  Canadian  canals  nearly  the  entire  tolls 
if  tliey  are  destine<l  to  Canadian  ports,  while  those  bound  for  American 
piorts  are  not  allowed  any  such  advantage,  and  the  breach  of  the  engage- 
ment conlainetl  in  the  treaty  of  187 1  whereby  Great  Hriiain  promised 
to  the  United  States  equality  in  the  matter  of  such  canal  trans|x)rtalion; 
also  copies  of  any  demand  made  by  his  direction  uixm  Great  Britain  for 
the  redress  of  suclt  wrongs,  and  the  replies  of  Great  Britain  to  such  coni- 
munication  and  demand,"  that  I  herewith  transmit  copies  of  all  commu- 
nications between  the  Department  of  State  and  the  United  Stales  consul 
at  Ottawa,  which  are  accouipaiiied  h\  copies  of  the  orders  of  the  Cana- 
dian officials  in  relation  to  the  subject  inquired  of;  also  correspondence 
Ijetween  the  Department  of  State  and  the  British  minister  at  this  capital, 
with  copies  of  the  dncnmeuts  therein  referred  to. 

I  also  inclose,  as  connected  therewith,  a  copy  of  Executive  Document 
No.  406,  House  of  Represetitatives,  Fiftieth  Congress,  first  session,  con- 
taining the  answer  of  the  Acting  Secretary  of  tlic  Treasury,  dated  July  2,^, 
1888,  in  reply  to  a  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives  relating  to 
the  navigation  of  the  Welland  Canal,  and  the  dcKuments  thus  transmitted 
comprise  the  entire  corres]>ondence  in  relation  to  the  subjects  referred  to 
in  that  portion  of  the  resolution  of  inquiry  which  is  above  quoted. 

The  second  branch  of  inquiry  is  in  the  words  following: 

And  also  that  tlR*rebec<iimiiiniicalL'<l  lo  the  Senate  copies  of  all  papers,  corFespond- 
ciicc,  and  infunuation  touching  llic  matter  of  the  rofus.'il  of  the  British  (jovcrniUfUt, 
or  tlialof  any  of  her  North  American  dominions,  to  allow  the  entrj*  at  Dominion  sea- 
ports of  American  tisli  or  utlier  cargoes  for  transportation  in  lx>nd  to  the  United  States 
since  the  ist  day  of  July.  i>W5. 

It  will  be  remembered  that  though  the  fishing  articles  of  the  treaty  of 
187 1  expireil  on  the  said  ist  day  of  July,  1885,  a  temporary  arrangement 
was  made  whereby  the  pn\*ileges  accorded  to  our  fishennen  under  said 
articles  were  continued  during  the  remainder  of  that  year's  fishing  season. 

No  instance  of  refusal  by  the  Canadian  authorities  since  July  1,  1885, 
up  to  the  present  lime  to  allow  the  entry  at  Dominion  seap«)rts  of  Ameri- 
can cargoes  other  than  fish  for  trans]>ortation  in  lx)nd  across  the  territory 
of  Canada  to  the  United  States  has  been  made  known  to  the  Department  of 
vSiate. 

Tbe  case  of  the  fishing  steamer  Novelty,  involving,  among  other  things, 
a  refusal,  on  July  r ,  18S6,  of  the  right  to  permit  the  transshipment  of  fish 
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in  lM)utl  at  the  pt)rt  of  Pictou,  Nova  Scotia,  was  duly  onniinunicale*!  to 
Coiii^ress  in  my  nicssiij^e  of  Decenil>er  S.  1SH6,  a  copy  of  which  I  lierewith 
transinii,     (Kx.  Doc.  No.  19.  p'orty-inntli  Congress,  second  session,  p.  1.) 

On  page  16  of  this  document  will  l>e  found  a  copy  of  a  communication 
addressed  by  the  ScTreUirj*  of  State  to  the  British  minister,  dated  June  14, 
iH,S6,  on  the  subject  of  the  refused  of  transshipment  of  fish  in  hcjud.  At 
l>age  24  of  the  same  pul>Iication  will  Ik.*  fimnd  the  protest  of  the  Secretary 
of  State  in  the  case  of  the  XovvHy,  and  at  pajces  49-50  are  the  response  of 
the  iiritish  minister  and  report  of  the  Canadian  privy  council. 

On  the  ^6th  of  January.  1H87.  a  revised  list  of  cases  of  alleged  ill  treat- 
ment of  our  fishing  vessels  iti  Canadian  wvnters  was  furnished  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  State  to  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations  of  the  Senate,  in 
which  the  alxjve  ca.se  is  includetl,  a  copy  of  which,  Ix^ing  Senate  Execu- 
tive Document  No.  55  of  the  second  session  Forty-ninth  Congress,  is  here- 
with Inclosed:  and  in  the  rejxjrt  by  Mr.  Edmunds,  from  the  Committee 
on  Foreign  Relations  (No.  1683  of  the  same  .session),  the  case  referred 
to  was  again  published.  And.  as  relating  to  the  subject  of  the  resolu- 
tion now  iK'fore  me,  the  following  pertinent  passage,  taken  from  the  said 
report,  may  Ix?  of  interest:  1 

As  rexanis  counntrciHl  ami  nllier  friciutly  IniMiitrss  intercourse  Wtwcen  ports  and 
plncca  in  Ihc  Dutninion  and  iht*  United  StatL's.  it  is,  of  course,  of  inuoh  inipDrUince 
Uml  re^iju  lilt  ions  affecting  the  sunie  sliunhi  tu:  mutuallv  re:iionahle  and  fairly  admin- 
istered. If  an  American  vessel  slicmUl  hapjnn  to  have  caught  a  cargo  of  fisli  at  sea 
ion  miles  distant  from  some  Canadian  port,  from  which  tlierc  is  railway  conimunicu- 
tiuntothe  United  SUite.s,  un<i  shuuld  be  denied  tlie  privilege  of  landing  and  shippiu^j 
its  cargo  tlicrvfroni  to  the  1  'niteil  States,  as  the  Canadians  do.  it  would  l*c,  of  course, 
a  serious  disadvantage;  and  there  is,  it  is  thought,  nothing  in  the  treaty  of  iSiS  which 
wtnilil  warrant  such  an  exclusion.  But  the  Dominion  laws  may  make  such  a  rtistinr- 
tion.und  it  is  undvrst<M>i1  that  in  fact  the  privilege  uf  so  shipping  6sh  from  Ameri- 
can vessels  has  >>ceu  refusetl  during  the  last  year. 

I  also  respectfully  refer  to  Senate  Miscellaneous  Document  No.  54, 
Korty-ninth  Congress,  second  session.  Ixring  a  connnunication  from  the 
Commissioner  of  P*ish  and  Fisheries  to  Hon.  George  K.  Edmunds,  chair- 
man of  the  Committee  on  Foreign  Relations,  dated  February  5,  1887, 
which  is  accompanied  liy  a  partial  li.si  of  vessels  injuriously  treated  by 
the  Canadian  authorities,  based  upon  information  furnished  to  the  United 
States  Commissioner  of  Fish  and  Fisheries. 

This  list  is  stated  to  l>e  supplementary  to  the  revised  list  which  had 
been  transmitted  to  the  connnittee  by  the  Secretary  of  Slate  January  26, 
1S87. 

Of  the  sixty-eight  vessels  comprised  in  this  list  it  is  stated  that  six. 
to  wit,  the  NcUk  M.  Snoxc\  Andrew  Burn/iam,  Harry  G,  French,  Col.  J.  //. 
French,  IV.  If.  H'eiiinglon,  and  Ralph  Hodgdon,  were  refused  permission 
to  transship  fish.  None  of  these  cases,  however,  were  ever  reptjrted  to 
the  Department  of  State  by  the  parties  interestetl,  or  were  accoinj^anied 
by  affidavit;  nor  dt)es  it  appear  the  facts  ever  were  investigated  in  any 
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of  the  caties  by  the  iKirliLS  making  the  reporls.  which  were  obtained 
circulars  issued  by  urdor  of  Uic  Coininissiijuer  of  Fisli  and  Fisheries. 

The  conchading  inquiry  is  2^  follows: 

And  alsit  thai  lit*  cutiiiiiunicate  t(»  the  Senate  whut  iilHtances  havf  occurreil  since 
the  31!  of  March.  1HS7,  of  wronj^s  to  Ai!K*rican  lishin>;  vcsstls  or  other  Amcricuti  ves- 
sels ill  the  ports  or  waters  of  British  North  America,  and  what  steps,  if  any,  have  been 
talccu  in  res]>ecl  thereto, 

Soou  after  the  passage  of  the  act  of  March  3,  1887,  the  negotiation 
which  luvd  Ik'cu  proceeding  for  several  months  previously  progressed 
actively,  and  the  propased  conference  and  the  presence  at  this  capital 
of  the  plenipotentiaries  of  the  two  Goveniments,  out  of  which  the  since 
rejected  treaty  of  February  7,  1S88,  eventuated,  had  their  natural  influ- 
ence in  repressing  catises  of  conipUiint  in  relation  to  the  fisheries.  There- 
fore since  March  3»  1887,  no  case  has  been  reported  to  the  Department 
of  Stale  wherein  complaint  was  made  of  unfriendly  or  unlawful  treat- 
ment of  American  fishing  vessels  on  the  part  of  the  Canadian  authorities 
in  which  reparation  was  not  promptly  and  satisfactorily  obtained  by  the 
United  States  consni-gencriil  at  Halifax. 

A  sitigle  case  of  alleged  inijusi  ireatitieut  of  an  American  merchant 
vessel,  not  engaged  in  fishing,  hxLs  been  reported  since  March  3,  1887. 
This  was  the  ship  Bridgniotcr,  which  was  first  brought  to  the  attention 
of  the  Department  of  State  l»y  the  claimant  by  i>etition  tiled  June  i ,  1.S8S. 

On  June  18,  i838,  legal  counsel,  who  appeared  and  desired  to  be  heard, 
filed  their  formal  authority  and  the  claim  was  at  once  duly  investigated, 
and  on  June  22,  18SS.  a  communication  was  addressed  by  the  Secretary 
of  State  to  the  Britisli  minister,  which  sets  forth  the  histor>*  of  the  claim, 
and  a  copy  of  which  is  herewith  transmitted;  and  of  this  formal  acknowl- 
edgment was  made,  but  no  furthei  reply  has  been  receivetl.

I  have  this  tlay  approved  House  bill  No.  11336,  supplementary  to  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  execute  certain  treaty  stipulations  relating  to 
Chinese,"  approved  the  6th  day  of  May,  r882. 

It  seems  to  tne  that  some  suggestions  and  recommendations  may 
properly-  accompany  my  approval  of  this  bill. 

Its  object  is  to  more  effecttiully  accouiplish  by  legislation  the  exclusion 
from  this  coinitry  of  Chitiese  laborers. 


Graver  Cievelftnt 


The  experiment  of  blending^  the  social  habits  niui  mutual  race  idio- 
syiicrasies  of  llie  Chinese  lalx>ring  classes  with  those  of  the  great  lx>dy 
of  the  people  of  the  United  States  has  lieen  proved  by  the  ex|x?rieiice  of 
twenty  years,  and  ever  since  the  HurlinKanie  treaty  of  i86S,  to  be  in 
every  sense  unwise,  inijjohtic.  and  injnrions  to  lx)th  nations.  With  the 
lapse  of  lime  the  necessity  for  its  abandonment  has  grown  in  force,  tiutil 
those  having  in  Hiarge  the  Governnient  of  the  respective  countries  have 
resolved  to  modify  and  sufficiently  abrogate  all  those  features  of  prior 
conventional  arrangements  which  permitted  the  coming  of  Chinese  labor- 
ers to  the  United  States. 

In  modification  of  prior  conventions  the  treaty  of  November  17,  1880, 
was  concluded,  whereby,  in  the  first  article  thereof,  it  was  agreed  that 
the  United  Slates  should  at  will  regulate,  liTiiit.cjr  sus]>end  the  coining 
of  Chinese  laborers  to  the  United  States,  but  not  absolutely  prohibit  it; 
and  under  this  article  an  act  of  Congress,  approved  on  May  6,  1882  (see 
22  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  58).  and  amended  July  5,  18S4  {2},  U.S. 
Statutes  at  Large,  p.  1 15  ).  susjieuded  for  ten  years  the  coming  of  Clunese 
lah)orers  to  the  United  Slates,  and  regulated  the  going  and  coming  of 
such  Chinese  lalxjrers  as  were  at  that  time  in  the  United  States. 

It  was,  however,  soon  made  evident  that  the  mercenary  greed  of  the 
parties  who  were  trading  in  the  labor  of  this  class  of  the  Chinese  popula- 
tion was  proving  tofi  strong  for  the  jnst  execution  of  the  law,  and  that 
the  virtual  defeat  of  the  object  and  intent  of  both  law  and  treaty  was 
being  fraudulently  accomplished  by  false  pretense  and  perjury,  contrary 
to  the  expressed  will  of  both  Govennnents. 

To  such  an  extent  has  the  successful  violation  of  the  treaty  and  the 
laws  enacted  for  its  execution  progressed  that  the  courts  in  the  Pacific 
States  have  1>een  for  some  time  j>ast  overwhelmed  by  the  examination  of 
cases  of  Chinese  lalxjrers  who  are  charged  with  havhig  entered  our  ports 
inider  fraudulent  certificates  of  retiun  or  seek  to  establish  by  perjury  the 
claim  of  prior  residence. 

Such  demonstration  of  the  inoperative  and  inefficient  condition  of  the 
treaty  and  law  has  produced  deep-se:iled  and  increasing  discontent  among 
the  people  of  the  United  States,  and  especially  with  those  resident  on  the 
Pacific  Coast,  This  has  induced  me  to  omit  no  effort  to  find  an  effectual 
remedy  for  the  evils  complained  of  and  to  answer  the  earnest  pK>pular 
demand  for  the  absolute  exclusion  of  Chinese  lalx»rers  having  objects 
and  purposes  unlike  our  own  and  wholly  disconnected  with  American 
citizenship. 

Aided  I)y  the  presence  in  this  coutUry  of  able  and  inteUigent  diplo- 
matic aTid  consular  officers  of  the  Chinese  Government,  and  the  repre- 
sentations made  from  time  to  time  by  our  minister  in  China  under  the 
instmctions  of  the  Department  of  State,  the  actual  condition  of  public 
Sentiment  and  the  status  of  affairs  in  the  United  States  have  betn  fully 
made  known  to  the  Government  of  China. 
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The  necessity  for  remedy  has  Ixreu  fully  appreciated  by  thai  Goveni- 
meiit.aiid  in  August,  1886.  our  minister  at  Peking  receivetl  from  the 
Chinese  foreign  office  a  communication  annouucinp  that  China,  of  her 
own  accord,  proposed  to  estabHsh  a  system  of  strict  and  absolute  prohi- 
bition of  her  lalxirers.  under  heavy  penalties,  froni  coming  to  the  United 
States,  and  likewise  to  prohibit  the  reluni  to  the  United  States  of  any 
Chinese  laborer  who  had  at  any  lime  gone  back  to  China,  "in  order" 
(^in  the  words  of  the  connnunication )  "that  the  Chinese  lalx)rers  may 
gradually  be  reduced  in  number  and  causes  of  danger  averted  and  lives 
preserved." 

This  view  of  the  Chinese  Government,  so  completely  in  harmony  with 
that  of  the  United  States,  was  by  my  direction  speedily  formulated  in 
a  treaty  draft  lietweeu  the  two  nations,  embodying  the  projxjsiliojxs  so 
presented  by  the  Chinese  foreign  office. 

The  dcIilK-nitions,  fre<juent  ornl  discnssions.  and  o:»rrcs|X)ndence  on 
the  general  questions  that  ensued  have  Ijeen  fully  couiinunicated  by  me 
to  the  Senate  at  the  present  session,  and,  as  contained  in  Senate  Kxecu- 
tive  Document  O,  parts  i  and  2,  and  in  Senate  I^xeciitive  Document  No. 
272,  may  be  properly  referred  to  as  containing  a  complete  history  of  the 
transaction. 

It  is  thus  easy  to  learn  how  the  joint  desires  and  uiiequivtxrai  mutual 
understanding  of  the  two  Governments  were  brought  into  articulated 
form  in  the  treaty,  which,  after  a  mutual  exhibitiou  of  plenary  powers 
from  the  resix>ctive  Governments,  was  sigTied  and  concluded  by  the  pleni- 
potentiaries of  the  United  States  and  China  at  this  capital  on  March  12 
last. 

Keing  sul>Miitted  for  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  its  confinna- 
tion,  on  the  7th  day  of  May  last,  was  accompanied  by  two  amendments 
which  that  body  ingrafted  upon  it. 

On  the  1 2th  day  of  the  same  monlli  the  Chinese  minister,  who  was  the 
plenipotentiary  of  his  Government  in  the  negotiation  and  the  conclusion 
of  the  treaty,  in  a  note  to  the  Secretary  of  State  gave  his  approval  to 
these  amendments,  "as  they  did  not  alter  the  terms  of  the  treaty,"  and 
the  amendments  were  at  once  telegraphed  to  China,  whither  the  orig- 
inal treaty  had  previously  been  sent  immediately  after  its  signature  on 
March  12. 

On  the  13th  day  of  last  month  I  approved  Senate  bill  No.  3304,  "to 
proliibit  the  coming  of  Chinese  lalwrers  to  the  Uuitetl  Stales.*'  This  bill 
was  intended  to  supplement  the  treaty,  and  was  ajjproved  in  the  confi- 
dent anticipation  of  an  early  exchange  of  ratifications  of  the  treaty  and 
its  amendments  and  the  pnxrlamation  of  the  same,  upon  which  eveut  the 
legislation  so  approved  was  by  its  terms  to  take  effect. 

No  information  of  any  defmite  action  upon  the  treaty  by  the  Chinese 
Government  was  received  until  the  2rst  ultimo — the  day  the  bill  wliich 
I  have  just  apprwed  was  presented  to  me — when  a  telegram  from  our 
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minister  at  Peking:  to  the  vSecretary  of  Stale  announced  the  refnsal  of  the 
Chinese  Government  to  exchan^je  ralificaliinis  of  the  treiUy  unless  fnr- 
ther  discussion  should  be  had  with  a  view  to  shorten  the  period  stipu- 
lated in  the  treaty  for  the  exclusion  of  Chinese  laborers  and  to  cliang^e 
the  conditions  agreeil  on,  which  should  entitle  any  Chinese  lalx^rer  who 
nn>;ht  %o  l)ack  to  China  to  return  again  to  the  United  Slates. 

By  a  note  from  the  charijc  dafTaires  ad  interim  of  China  to  the  Secre- 
tary of  State,  received  on  the  evening  of  the  i.slh  ultimo  (a  copy  of  which 
is  herewith  transmitted,  together  with  the  reply  thereto"),  a  third  ameud- 
nietit  is  pro[jose(i,  whcreb}'  the  certificate  under  whicli  any  departing 
Chinese  laborer  alleging  the  iK>ssession  of  proi>eny  in  the  Ignited  States 
would  l>e  enabled  to  return  to  this  country  shoidd  be  granted  by  the 
Chinese  consul  instead  of  the  United  States  collector,  as  had  l^een  pro- 
vided in  ihe  treaty. 

The  obvious  and  necessary  effect  of  this  last  proposition  would  be 
practicall\'  to  place  the  execution  of  the  treaty  beyond  the  control  of 
the  United  States. 

Article  I  of  the  treaty  proposed  to  be  so  materially  altered  had  in  the 
course  of  the  negotialiuns  l«^en  settled  in  acquiescence  with  the  request 
of  the  Chinese  pleniiKitcntiary  and  to  his  expressed  satisfactioii. 

In  iKSfi,  as  apjxsirs  in  the  documents  heretofore  referred  to,  the  Chi- 
nese foreign  office  had  formally  projxjsed  to  our  minister  strict  exclusion 
of  Chinese  lal)f»rers  from  the  Unitetl  States  without  limitation,  and  had 
otherwise  and  more  definitely  stated  that  uo  lemi  whatever  for  exclusion 
was  necessary,  for  the  reason  that  Cliina  would  of  itself  take  steps  to 
prevent  its  laborers  from  coming  to  the  United  Stales. 

In  the  course  of  the  tiegotiations  that  followed  suggestions  from  the 
same  quarter  led  to  the  insertion  in  Ix^half  of  the  United  States  of  a  term 
of  "thirty  years."  and  tliis  term,  u^kju  the  representations  of  the  Chinese 
plenipotentiar>*,  was  reduced  to  "twenty  years/'  and  finally  so  agreed 
upon. 

Article  II  was  wholly  of  Chinese  origination,  and  to  that  alone  owes  its 
presence  in  the  treaty. 

And  it  is  here  y>ertinent  to  remark  that  everywhere  in  the  United 
States  laws  for  the  collection  of  del>ts  are  etiually  available  to  all  cred- 
itors without  respect  to  race,  sex,  nationality,  or  place  of  residence,  and 
equally  with  the  citizens  or  subjects  of  the  most  favored  nations  and  with 
the  citizens  of  the  United  Slates  recovery  can  be  had  in  any  court  of  jus- 
tice in  the  United  States  by  a  subject  of  China,  whether  of  the  laboring 
or  any  other  class. 

No  disability  accrues  from  nonresidence  of  a  plaintiff,  whose  claim  can 
be  enforced  in  the  usual  way  by  him  or  his  assignee  or  attorney  in  our 
courts  of  justice. 

In  this  respect  it  can  not  be  alleged  tlial  there  exists  the  slightest  dis- 
crimination aganist  Chinese  subjects,  and  it  is  a  notable  fact  that  large 
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trading  firms  and  conipaiuus  and  iiulividual  merchants  and  irader^o^^ 
tliat  nation  are  profilaljly  established  at  nmncrous  points  Ihrouj^hout  llie 
Union,  in  whose  hands  every  claim  transmitted  by  an  absent  Chinamal^H 
of  a  just  and  lawful  nature  could  lie  coniplelely  euft»rced. 

The  admitted  and   paranioniu  right  and  duty  of  every  government 
to  exclude  from  its  borders  all  elements  of  foreip:n  {>apu1ation  which  for 
any  reason  retard  its  prosiK-rity  or  are  detriuiental  to  the  moral  and  phys-^B 
ical  health  of  its  people  nuist  be  regarded  as  a  recogni/e<l  canon  of  inter-^B 
national  law  and  intercourse.     China  herself  has  not  dissetited.  from  this 
doctrine,  but  luis,  by  the  expressions  to  which  I  have  referred!,  led  us  coii-J 
tideiitly  to  rely  uimju  such  action  on  her  part  in  cixjperatiou  with  us 
would,  enforce  the  exclusion  of  Chinese  lalwrers  from  our  country. 

Tliis  coop>eration  has  not,  however,  l>een  accorded  us.     Thus  from  the 
uncx|>ectcd  and  disiippointing  refusal  of  the  Chinese  Government  to  cou- 
firni  the  acts  of  its  authorized  agent  and  to  carry  into  effect  an  interna 
ti«inal  agreement,  the  main  feature  of  which  was  voluntarily  presented^, 
b}   that  Oovenuuent  f(jr  our  acveptance,  and  which  had  been  the  subjec 
of  long  and  careful  delil)cration,  an  emergency  has  arisen,  in  which  ih 
(iovennnent  of  the  Unite<l  Slates  is  called  u|X)n  to  act  in  self-defense  by 
the  exercise  of  its  legislative  j>ower.    I  can  not  but  regard  the  expressed 
demand  on  the  part  of  China  for  a  reexamination  and  renewed  discussion 
of  the  topics  so  completely  covered  by  tnnttial  treaty  stipulations  as  a 
indefinite   postponenieul  and  practical  abiUKlonment  of  the  objects  wt 
have  in  view,  to  which  the  Govennuent  of  China  may  justly  be  consid- 
ered as  pledged- 

Tlie  facts  and  circumstances  which  I  have  narrated  lead  me.  in  the 
performance  of  what  seems  to  me  to  be  my  official  duty,  to  join  th^H 
Congress  in  dealing  legislatively  with  the  question  of  the  exclusion  or^ 
Chinese  laborers,  in  lieu  of  further  attempts  to  atljust  it  by  international 
agreement.  ^| 

But  while  thus  exercising  our  utidoubled  right  in  the  interest  of  our 
people  and  for  the  general  welfare  of  our  country,  justice  and  fairness 
seem  to  require  that  some  provision  should  be  made  by  act  or  joint 
resolution  under  which  such  Chinese  laTx>rcrs  as  shall  actually  have 
emljarked  on  their  return  to  the  Ihiited  States  l^fore  the  passage  of  the 
law  this  day  approved,  and  are  now  on  their  way,  may  l>e  permitted 
land,  provided  they  have  duly  ami  lawfully  obtained  and  shall  presci 
certificates  heretofore  issued  permitting  them  to  return  in  aco:)rdan* 
with  the  provisions  of  existing  law. 

Nor  sinmld  our  recourse  to  legislative  measures  of  exclusinn  cause  n: 
to  retire  from  the  ofTcr  we  have  made  to  indeuniify  such  Chinese  sub- 
jects as  have  suffered  damage  through  violence  in  the  remote  and  coii^H 
paralively  unsettled  portions  of  our  counto'al  the  hands  of  lawless  men!^^ 
Therefore  1  reconuueud  that,  without  acknowledging  legal  liability  there- 
for, but  because  it  was  stipulated  in  the  treaty  which  has  failed  to  lake 
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effect,  and  in  a  spirit  of  humanity  Ixrfitting  our  nation,  there  be  appro- 
priated the  suui  ot"  $^76,619.7^.  payable  to  the  Chinese  minister  at  this 
capital  on  l)elialf  of  his  Govennnent,  as  full  indenniily  for  all  losses  and 
injuries  sustained  by  Chinese  suhjecls  in  llie  manner  and  under  the 
circumstances  mentioned.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Ho\ise  bill  2477.  entitled  '*Au  act 
for  the  relief  of  Nathaniel  McKay  anil  the  exei^itors of  Donald  McKay.*' 

It  is  propo.sed  by  this  bill  to  allow  the  l>eneficiaries  named  therein  to 
present  to  the  Court  of  Claims  for  detenninaliou  certain  demands  made 
by  them  against  the  (rovernment  on  account  of  the  construction  of  two 
ironclad  monitors  called  the  Sqnando  and  the  Nansei  and  a  side-wheel 
steamer  called  the  Asihuclot, 

The  contracts  for  building  these  vessels  were  made  early  in  1863.  It 
was  agreed  that  they  should  Ije  completed  within  six  or  eight  months. 
It  was  also  provided  in  these  contracts  that  the  Government  '*  should 
have  the  privilege  of  making  alterations  and  additions  to  the  plans  \\\\\\ 
specifications  at  any  time  during  the  progress  of  the  work,  as  it  may 
deem  necessary  and  proijer."  and  that  if  said  alterations  and  adtliiious 
should  cause  extra  ex[>ensc  to  the  contractors  the  Government  would 
"pay  for  the  same  at  fair  and  reasonable  rates." 

It  thus  api>ears  that  the  time  allowed  for  the  completion  of  these  ves- 
sels was  with  the  assent  of  the  contractors  made  exceedingly  short;  that 
notwithstanding  this  fact  they  consented  to  permit  such  alterations  of 
plans  as  must  almost  necefisarily  prolong  the  time,  fixing  no  limit  to 
such  extension,  and  that  in  the  same  breath  they  fix  their  measure  of 
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ail   exieiitlcH   time  conseqi 
'  for  ihe  vxtra  expense  caus< 


compenstition  for  siicli  alterations  and 
tlierwju  at  "a  fair  and  rea.soual»le  rate 
thereby. 

Almost  immediateh"  tijKjn  the  be^nningj  of  their  \V(jrk  alterations  an< 
chauj^es  were   nuule   in   the   original  plans  for   these  vessels,  and   they 
were  repeated  and  continued  to  such  a  degree  that  the  completiou  of  tl^H 
vessels  was  delayed  many  months.  ^\ 

\\\  the  latter  iiarl  of  the  year  1864  and  early  in  the  year  1865  payments 
in  excess  of  the  contract  price  were  made  by  the  Navy  Department  to  the 
contractors  under  the  provisions  of  the  contract  above  recited.  The  con- 
tract price  for  the  Squando  was  $395 ,000.  The  contractors  claime<l  extra 
compensation  amounting  to  $337,^^29.46,  and  there  was  allowed  $194! 
525.70.  The  contract  price  of  the  Nausct  was  53^6,000,  the  extra  coi 
pensatioii  claimed  was  5314,768.93.  and  the  amount  allowe<l  $192, 1  lo.^ 
The  contract  price  of  the  side-wheel  steamer  Ashnelot  was  $275,000, 
extra  compensation  claimed  was  5><  1.447-50,  and  the  amount  allowed  was 
;g22. 415-92.  Tlie  different  sums  as  thus  adjusted  were  received  by  the 
contractors  in  settlemeut  of  their  claims  for  extra  expense,  and  receipts 
in  full  were  given  by  them  to  the  Government. 

A  numl>er  of  other  contractors  had  done  like  work  for  the  Govern- 
ment and  claimed  to  have  demands  growing  out  of  the  same  for  extl 
comix?nsation. 

Kvideutly  with  the  view  of  investigating  and  settling  these  claims, 
the  9th  day  of  March,  1865.  the  Senate  passed  the  following  resolution:] 
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A\'Mf/vfi/,  That  the  Secretary  of  Uu*  Navy  Ik:  requested  lo  orjiiini/e  a  lx»iird  of  not 
less  tliaii  three  persons,  whose  duty  it  sliaU  he  lu  inquire  inlo  and  determine  how  ^ 
much  the  veuselK  of  war  and  steam  machinery  cuntracted  fur  by  the  Departuirnt  il^H 
the  years  1S62  and  i.S6.^  cost  the  contractors  over  and  abt>ve  the  contract  price  aiwl^ 
allowance  for  extra  work,  and  rejiort  the  same  to  the  Senate  at  its  next  sebsioii; 
none  but  tliose  that  have  given  satisfaction  to  the  Department  to  be  considcrctl. 

This  board  was  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  on  the  25! 
day  of  May.  1*^65 ,  and  consisted  of  a  commodore,  a  chief  eng^ineer,  and  a 
paymaster  in  the  Navy.  Its  powers  were  broad  and  lilxjral,  and  compre- 
hended an  inquiry  touching  all  thinj^s  that  made  up  "the  cost  to  the 
contractors"  of  their  work  in  excess  of  the  contract  price  and  allowances 
for  extra  work.  ■ 

Tlie  board  convened  on  the  6th  day  of  June,  1865,  and  sat  contin- 
uously until  the  23d  day  of  December  ft>llosving.  and  made  numerous 
awards  to  contractors.  The  parties  mentitmed  in  the  bill  now  under 
consideration  were  notified  on  the  9th  and  r5th  days  of  June.  1S65.  to 
prepare  and  submit  testimony  to  the  board  in  support  of  their  claims,  and 
they  repeatedly  signified  their  intention  to  do  so. 

Donald  McKay  was  the  contractor  for  the  construction  of  the  mouit< 
A'auset  and  the  steamer  Ashudot,     The  proceedings  of  the  Ijoard  show 
that  on  the  1  i<th  day  of  August,  1865,  he  notified  the  board  that  the  onli 
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claim  he  made  for  loss  was  on  the  hull,  boiler,  and  machinen.'  of  tlie 
Ashut'ht,  which  he  would  Ih>  prepared  to  present  in  about  six  weeks. 

Neither  of  these  parties  presented  any  statement  to  the  Ixiard.  and  no 
claim  of  theirs  was  passed  upon. 

On  the  2d  day  of  March,  1S67,  an  act  was  passed  directing^  the  Secre- 
tary of  the  Navy  to  investigate  the  claims  of  all  contractors  for  buildinjar 
vessels  of  war  and  steam  machinerj-  for  the  same  under  contracts  made 
after  May  i.  i86t,nn(l  before  January  i.  1S64.  He  was  by  said  act  re- 
quired •'  to  ascertain  the  additional  cost  which  was  necessarily  incurred  by 
each  contractor  in  the  completion  of  his  work  by  reason  of  any  changes 
or  alterations  in  the  plans  and  si>ecifications  required  and  delays  in  the 
prosecution  of  tJie  work  (xx^asioned  l>y  the  (lovernment  which  were  not 
provided  for  in  the  original  contract.  * '  It  was  further  provided  that  there 
should  Ik'  rci>>rted  to  Conjjress  a  tabular  statement  of  eacli  case,  which 
should  ctiiUain  *'  the  name  of  the  contractor,  a  description  of  the  work, 
the  contract  price,  the  whole  increaiied  cost  of  the  work  over  the  contract 
price,  and  the  amomit  of  such  increased  cost  caused  by  the  delay  and 
action  of  the  Oovennnent  as  aforesaid,  and  the  amount  already  paid  the 
contractor  over  and  alx>ve  the  cotitract  price." 

Under  thisact  Connn^xlore  J.  A.  Marchaud.CIuef  ICnj^ineer  J.  \V.  King, 
and  Paymaster  lulward  Poster,  of  the  Navy,  were  designated  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Navy  to  make  the  investigation  require<l.  These  officers 
on  the  36th  day  of  Novemlwr,  1S67,  made  a  report  of  their  proceedings. 
which  was  submittetl  to  tlie  Senate  with  a  tabulated  statement  of  all  tlie 
claims  exninined  by  them  and  their  findings  thereon 

It  apjiears  by  this  rep>rt  that  tlie  claims  of  the  beneficiaries  mentioned 
in  the  bill  herewith  returned  were  examined  by  the  board. and  tlial  noth- 
ing was  found  due  thereon  under  the  tenns  of  the  law  directing  their 
examination. 

These  claims  have  frequently  been  before  Congress  since  that  lime. 
They  have  been  favoral)ly  reixjrted  and  acte<l  upon  a  number  of  times, 
and  have  also  l)een  more  than  once  strongly  condennn^d  by  committees  to 
whom  lliey  were  referred. 

A  resolution  was  passed  in  1871  by  the  Congress  referring  these  and 
other  claims  of  a  like  character  to  the  Court  of  Claims  for  adjndicati*m, 
but  it  was  vetoed  by  the  President  for  reasons  not  necessarily  affecting  the 
merits  of  the  claims. 

Tlie  case  of  Chouteau  r-s.  The  United  States,  rcfiorted  in  Fifth  Otto, 
page  61,  vvliicli  arose  out  of  the  contract  to  build  a  vessel  called  the  Etlah, 
apjx^ars  to  present  the  same  features  that  belong  to  the  claims  here  con- 
sidered. It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  House  connnittee  on  this  bill 
that  "the  Squmtdo  and  Nausvt  were  identical  in  the  original  plans  and 
the  changes  and  alterations  lhere<Mi  with  the  Etlah  and  Shiioh,  built  iti 
St.  Louis;"  and  yet  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  thn'ted  States  ilistinctly 
decided  in  the  Ethh  ca.se  that  the  only  pretext  for  further  compensati4»n 
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fthouUI  be  sought  for  in  the  contrvict.  where  tlie  coiiiraot<JT  had  evidentl^H 
been  content  to  jiroviile  for  all  the  renietiy  he  desired.  ^^ 

It  seems,  then,  that  the  contractors  mentioned  in  this  bill,  after  ente^H 
ing  into  contracts  plainly  indicating?  thai  changes  of  plans  and  consequeri^^ 
delay  in  their  work  were  in  their  contemplation,  availed  themselves  of 
the  remedy  which  they  themsel\*es  had  provided,  and  thereupcm  received 
about  50  per  cent  in  the  case  of  iwo  of  these  vessels  of  the  contract  price 
for  extra  W4trk.  giving  the  G*n'ernmtnt  a  receipt  iu  full.  When  soon 
thereafter  o]>p<irtHnity  was  offered  them  to  make  further  claim  of  as 
broa<1  a  nature  as  lhe>'  could  desire,  they  failed  to  do  so.  ai»d  one  of  them 
disclaimed  any  nxht  to  recover  on  account  of  one  of  the  x-essels.  though 
all  are  now  included  iu  the  present  bill.  In  1867  the  claims  were  fully 
examine<1  under  a  law  of  Congress  and  rejected,  and  the  Supreme  Court 
in  an  exactly  similar  case  finds  neither  law  uor  equity  supporting  them. 

If  it  be  claimed  that  no  compensation  has  been  yet  allowed  solely  for 
the  iticrease  in  the  price  of  lalwr  and  material  caused  by  delay  in  construc- 
tion, it  is  no  hardship  to  s;iy  that  as  the  cimtractors  made  provision  f<>r 
change  of  plans  and  delay  they  must  be  held  to  have  taken  the  risk  of  such 
rise  in  price  and  l>e  satisfied  with  the  provision  they  have  made  against 
it.  Besides,  much  of  the  increase  in  the  price  of  lalx)r  and  material  is 
inchidetl  in  the  extra  cost  which  has  already  l>een  reimbursed  to  them. 

Rut  the  bill  does  not  provide  that  these  contractors -shall  Ijc  limited 
the  Court  of  Claims  to  a  recover)'  solely  for  loss  occasioned  by  incre; 
of  the  cost  of  lalx)r  and  material  during  the  delay  caiLsed  by  the  Gov* 
ment.     By  the  terms  of  the  projxwied  act  tlie  court  is  directed  to  ascertaii 
llie  additional  cost  necessarily  incurred  in  building  the  vessels  by  reason 
of  any  changes  or  alterations  in  the  plans  and  s[)ecifications  an<l  delays 
in  the  prosecution  of  the  work.     This,  it  seems  to  me.  would  enable  lliese 
contractors  to  open  the  whole  question  of  compensatioti  for  extra  work. 

It  hardly  seems  fair  to  the  (jovemment  to  permit  these  claims  to  be 
presented  after  a  lai>se  of  twenty-three  years  sitice  a  settlement  in  full 
was  made  and  receipts  given,  after  the  opportunity  which  has  Ijeen  offereil 
for  establishing  further  claims  if  they  existed,  and  when,  as  a  consequence 
of  the  contractor's  neglect,  the  Government  would  lal>or  under  great  di 
advantages  in  its  defense. 

I  Eun  of  the  opinion,  iu  view  of  the  history  of  these  claims  and  the  sais- 
picion  naturally  excited  as  to  their  merit,  that  no  injustice  will  l»c  dime  if 
they  are  laid  at  rest  instead  of  being  given  new  life  and  vigor  in  the  Court_

The  benefidao*  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Charles  H.  Wrigiit, 
ivho  was  pensioned  for  a  gunshot  wound  received  in  the  militan,'  service 
of  the  United  States  on  the  lyth  day  of  Septeinl>er.  1864.  He  continued 
ni  tlie  receipt  of  snch  pension  until  June  25,  18S4,  when  he  committed 
suicide  by  hanjjing. 

It  is  alleged  on  behalf  of  his  widow  that  the  pain  caused  by  his  wound 
was  sc>  j^reat  that  it  caused  teniiK»rary. insanity,  under  the  influence  of 
which  he  destroyed  himself. 

There  is  not  a  particle  of  proof  that  I  can  discover  tending  to  show  an 
unsomul  mind,  unless  it  be  the  fact  of  his  suicide.  He  suffered  nmch 
pain  at  intervals.  He  was  a  farmer  in  comfortable  circumstances,  and 
according  to  tlie  testimony  of  one  of  the  pliysicians,  filed  in  support  of 
the  widow's  claim,  his  health  was  ^jkkI  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  ex- 
cept ft)r  the  wound  and  its  results,  Tlie  day  Ijefore  his  death  he  was 
eu^aped  in  work  connected  with  his  farming  occupation,  though  he  com- 
plained of  pain  from  his  wound.  ICarly  the  next  morning,  still  complain- 
ing, as  it  is  alleged,  of  his  woiuul,  he  went  out,  declaring  he  was  going  out 
to  milk,  and  not  returning  in  due  time,  u|3on  search  his  body  was  found 
and  his  sclf-dcslruction  discovered.  This  was  nearly  twenty  years  after 
the  deceased  received  his  wound,  and  tliere  is  not  a  suggestion  of  any 
act  or  word  of  his  in  all  that  time  indicating  insanity.  It  seems  to  me 
it  can  hardly  l>e  assumed  in  such  circumstances  thai  the  insanity  and 
death  of  the  soldier  resulted  from  pain  arising  from  his  wound,  merely 
l^cause  no  other  explanation  can  \yQ.  given.  In  numerous  cases  of  sui- 
cide no  cause  or  motive  for  self-destruction  is  discovered. 

We  have  within  our  iKjrders  thousands  of  widows  living  in  poverty, 
and  some  of  Iheni  in  need,  whose  dead  husbands  fought  bravely  and 
well  in  defense  of  the  Go\'ernment,  but  whose  deaths  were  not  ixxasioned 
by  any  incident  of  military  service.  In  these  cases  the  wife's  long  vigil 
at  the  bed  of  wasting  disease,  the  poverty  that  came  before  the  death, 
and  the  distressing  doubt  and  uncertainty  which  darkened  the  future 
have  not  secured  to  such  widows  the  aid  of  our  pension  laws. 

With  these  in  sight  the  bounty  of  the  Government  maj*  without  injus- 
tice l)e  withheld  from  one  whose  soldier  husband  received  a  ^K-nsion  for 
nearly  twenty  years,  though  all  that  time  able  to  lalx)r,  and  who,  having 
reached  a  stage  of  comfortable  living,  made  his  wife  a  widow  by  destroy- 
ing his  own  life.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  809,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Betsey  Mannsfield." 

It  is  proposed  to  grant  a  pension  to  the  lieneficiary  named  in  this  bill 
as  the  mother  of  Franklin  J.  Mannsfield,  who  enlisted  as  a  private  Apr' 
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27,  1S61 ,  aud  died  in  camp  of  disease  on  ihe  i4lh  day  of  Novemf)er 
stuiic  year.     His  mother  fde<l  an  application  for  pension  in  June,  iSSj. 

The  testimony  filed  in   the   Pension  Bureau  discloses  the  following 
facts: 

At  the  lime  of  the  death  of  the  soldier  the  family.  I)esides  hlmsel 
consisted  of  tliree  persons — his  father  aud  mother  and  an  unmarried 
sister.  They  owned  and  resided  upon  a  homestead  in  Wisconsin  com- 
prising 293  acres,  20  of  which  were  cleared,  the  Iialaiice  Ixfing  in  liml)er, 
all  unencuml)ered.  The  assessed  valuation  was  $1,170,  the  real  value 
\y^\\v^  considerably  more.  Tile  father  was  a  fanner  an<l  l)lacksmith, 
healthy  and  ahle-ljodied,  and  furnishing  a  comfortable  support,  but  shortly 
after  the  soldier's  death  he  began  to  drink  and  his  health  began  to  fail. 
Upon  the  marriage  of  the  dauj^hter  he  deeded  her  50  acres  of  Ihe  laud. 
He  became  indebted,  ami  from  time  to  time  sold  portions  of  his  home- 
stead to  pay  debts;  but  in  18S2,  at  the  time  the  mother's  application  for 
pension  was  filed,  there  still  remained  1 10  acres  of  land.  A-alued  at  about 
$3,300,  40  acres  of  which  was  mortj^^aged  in  iSSo  for  $600.  Since  1S79 
the  farm  had  lx?en  rented,  except  8  or  10  acres  reserved  for  a  residence 
for  the  family.  They  o>vned  two  cows,  and  the  rent  averaged  about  $125 
a  year. 

This  was  the  condition  of  affairs  as  late  as  1S86,  when  the  claim  of 
the  tnother  for  a  pension  was.  after  investiK'Uion.  rejected  by  the  Pensi 
Bureau,  and  it  is  supjioscd  to  hit  substantially  tlie  same  now. 

It  also  appears  that  a  son.  bom  since  the  soldier's  death,  and  tipw 
of  18  >ears  of  age,  resides  with  his  parents  and  funiishes  them  so 
assistance. 

The  claimant  certainly  was  not  dependent  in    the  least  degree  upon 
the  soldier  at  the  time  of  his  death,  and  she  did  not  file  her  claim  fi 
pen.sioii  until  nearly  twenty-one  years  thereafter. 

Though  the  lack  of  dependence  at  the  dale  of  the  soldier's  death 
sufficient  to  defeat  a  paretit's  claim  for  ixMi.sion  under  our  laws,  I  believe 
that  in  ]>ro]xr  cases  a  relaxation  of  rules  and  a  clinritable  lilteraliiy 
should  be  sho\vu  to  parents  old  and  in  absolute  need  through  default  of 
the  help  wliioh.  it  may  lie  presumed,  a  .son  would  have  furnished  if 
life  had  :iui  been  sacrificed  in  his  country's  .service. 

But  it  seems  to  rae  the  case  presented  here  can  not  be  reached  by  ai 
theon'  of  pensions  which  has  yet  been  suggested.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  549,  entitled  " 
act  gratuiu);  :i  ]>eusion  to  Haiuiah  R.  Langdon." 

The  husband  of  llie  l)eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  entered  the  militai 
•  •»r\'ice  of  the  United  States  as  assistant  surgeon  in  a  Vermont  reginn 
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on  the  7th  day  of  October,  1862,  and  less  than  six  months  thereafter  ten- 
dered his  resignation,  based  njion  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability  on 
account  of  chronic  hepatitis  (iuilaniiuation  of  the  liver}  and  diarrhea. 

On  the  t2th  day  of  June,  rSSo.  more  than  seventeen  years  after  his 
discharge,  he  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  alleging  chronic  diarrhea  and 
resulting  piles.  He  was  allowed  a  pension  in  January,  i88r,  and  died  of 
consumption  on  the  2\\.\\  day  of  Septeml)er,  in  the  same  year. 

Prior  to  the  allowance  of  his  claim  for  jx-nsion  he  wrote  to  the  Bureau 
of  Pensions  a  full  history  \ii  his  disability  as  resulting  from  chronic  diar- 
rhea and  piles,  and  in  thnl  letter  he  made  the  following  statement: 

I  Imve  had  no  other  rliscase,  except  last  Seplemt)er  ( iSSo)  I  had  pleurisy  and  con- 
gusliuii  uf  my  left  lung. 

From  other  sources  the  Bureau  derived  the  information  that  the  de- 
ceasetl  had  suffered  an  attack  of  pi  euro-pneumonia  o:i  his  left  side,  and 
that  his  recovery  had  Ix^en  partial. 

In  December,  1880,  he  was  examined  by  two  members  of  the  board  of 
surgeons  at  Burlington.  Vt.,  of  which  board  he  was  also  a  member,  and 
the  following  facts  were  certified: 

For  the  past  fifteen  years  daimant  has  practiced  his  profession  in  tliis  city,  and 
has  up  to  within  a  year  or  a  ytar  and  a  half  of  this  dale  shown  a  Aigor  and  power  of 
endiu^nce  quite  cquul  lo  i]jc  lalmr  iuiix>seil  upon  liini  by  tlic  ijojiular  demand  for  his 
ser\'ice.s.  About  a  year  ago  he  evinced  symptoms  of  breaking  down,  cough,  emucia- 
tion,  and  debility. 

These  results — "breaking  down,  cough,  emaciation,  and  debility" — 
are  the  natural  effects  of  .such  an  attack  as  the  deceased  himself  reported, 
though  not  made  by  him  any  ground  of  a  claim  for  pension,  and  it  seems 
quite  clear  that  his  death  in  Scptemlxrr.  1881,  must  \y^  chargeable  to  the 
same  cause. 

His  widow,  the  l>eneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  filed  her  claim  for  pen- 
sion December  5.  18S1,  Ixised  upon  the  ground  that  her  husband's  death 
from  consumption  was  due  to  the  chronic  diarrhea  for  which  he  was 
pensioned.  U{K)n  such  application  the  testimony  of  Dr.  H.  H.  Atwater 
was  filed,  to  the  effect  tliat  about  1879  he  l>egan  to  treat  the  deceased 
regularly  for  pleuro-pneumonia,  followed  by  abscesses  atid  degeneration 
of  lung  tissue,  which  finally  resulted  in  death,  and  that  these  diseased 
conditions  were  complicated  with  digestive  affections,  such  as  diarrhea, 
dyspepsia,  and  indigestion.  Another  affidavit  of  Dr.  Atwater,  made  in 
1886.  will  be  found  in  the  report  upon  this  bill  made  by  the  House  Com- 
mittee on  Invalid  Pensions. 

The  claimant's  application  for  a  pension  was  rejected  by  the  Pension 
Bureau  on  the  ground  that  the  cause  of  her  husband's  death  was  not 
shown  Km  have  Ixren  connected  in  any  degree  with  the  disease  on  account 
of  which  he  was  pensioned  or  with  his  military  service. 

I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  this  determination  was  correct. 

I  am  constrained  to  disapprove  the  bill  under  consideration,  because 
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it  is  thiis  far  our  settled  and  avowed  policy  to  grant  pensions  only  t< 
widows  whose  husljands  have  died  from  causes  related  to  military  serv-" 
ice,  and  because  the  proposed  legislation  would,  in  my  opinion,  result 
in  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  this  claimant  unfair  and  unjust  toward 
thousands  of  poor  widows  who  arc  equally  entitled  to  our  sympathy  and, 
benevolence.

I  reltini  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  258,  entitled  **An  act  for  ih 
relief  of  Major  Daniel  N.  Uash,  ixiymaster,  United  States  Army." 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  release  Paymaster  Bash  from  all  liability  I 
the  Government  for  the  loss  by  theft  of  $7.350.9,;;.  which  was  intruste 
to  hiui  for  the  payment  of  United  States  trcxips  at  various  posts,  one 
which  was  Fort  McKinney,  in  Wyoming  Territor>\ 

He  started  from  Cheyenne  Deixrt,  accompanied  In*  his  clerk.  D.  F.  Bash 
Before  starting  he  attempted  to  procure  an  iron  safe  in  which  he  coul 
deiMJsil  the  money  which  he  should  ha\e  in  his  possession  during  his 
absence,  but  was  unable  to  do  so.     It  is  alleged  that  it  is  customary  for 
jKiymasters  in  such  cases  to  lie  furnishetl  with  safes  by  the  Government 

On  the  17th  day  of  March,  1SS7.  Major  Bash  arrived  at  Douglas, Wyo 
ming  Territory,  having  in  his  possession  $350.93,  which  was  a  balanc 
left  in  liis  hands  after  making  previous  payments  on  the  way.  At  Doug 
las  he  received  by  express  $'],oi:x>,  $250  of  which  were  in  silver.  He  w; 
met  here  by  an  escort  consistuig  of  a  sergeant  and  private  soldier,  wh 
had  l>een  sent  from  Fort  McKinney.  and  who  were  under  orders  to  rej 
to  the  paymaster  at  Douglas  and  to  act  as  guard  from  that  place  to  Fori 
McKinney. 

Another  unsuccessful  attempt  having  been  made  at  Douglas  to  obtai 
a  safe  or  treasure  box  in  which  to  carr>'  the  money,  the  same  was  put  in 
leather  valise  as  tlie  best  thing  that  could  lie  done  in  tlie  circumstances 
The  money  was  first  handed  by  the  [laymaster  to  his  clerk,  and  by  the 
clerk  put  in  the  valise  and  handed  to  the  sergeant  of  the  escort.     There 
is  e\-idence  that  the  sergeant  was  told  not  to  permit  it  to  be  out  of  hi 
sight.     Immediately  after  supper  at  Douglas  the  entire  party  eiiteretl  the 
stage  and  proceeiled  upon  their  journey,  the  sergeant  carrying  the  valise. 
Major  Bash  as.serts  that  he  said  to  the  sergeant,  "  You  must  take  good 
care  of  the  valise;   it  contains  the  money.'* 

The  next  morning,  on  the  i8th  day  of  March,  the  party  arrived  at  Drjr 
Cheyenne.  When  the  paymaster  went  in  to  breakfast  at  that  place,  he 
found  all  the  party  at  the  breakfast  table.  After  breakfast  he  walked 
out  to  the  stage,  the  sergeant  going  at  the  same  time.  He  asked  him 
what  he  had  done  with  the  valise,  and  received  the  reply  that  it  was  ia 
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the  stage.  He  then  said  to  the  sergeant,  "You  ought  to  have  brought 
it  in  with  you;  you  should  take  better  care  of  that  valise."  The  valise 
was  then  examined  and  the  money  was  found  untouched. 

Pursuing  their  journey,  the  party  arrived  at  Antelope  Springs,  Wyo- 
ming Territory,  at  half  past  10  o'clock  the  same  morning.  The  pay- 
master alleges  that  he  asked  the  sergeant  if  he  should  take  dinner  there, 
and  that,  being  answered  in  the  negative,  he  remarked  to  him  that  he 
might  then  stay  at  the  stage;  that  he  then  went  to  the  stage  station, 
leaving  the  two  soldiers  and  the  clerk  at  the  stage;  that  he  remained  at 
the  station  warming  himself  a  short  time,  finding  there  three  citizens, 
one  of  whom  he  afterwards  learned  was  Parker,  the  thief;  that  he  left 
the  room  in  which  he  had  been  warming  himself  and  went  to  the  dining 
room,  passing  along  the  front  of  the  house,  and  as  he  did  so  noticed  the 
stage  standing  there  with  no  one  near  it  except  a  stock  tender;  that  on 
reaching  the  dining  room  he  found  his  entire  party  at  the  table;  that  he 
looked  "pretty  sharp"  at  the  sergeant,  as  he  was  surprised  to  see  him 
there,  but  as  he  was  just  eating  his  pie  he  (the  paymaster)  said  nothing 
to  him;  that  not  more  than  a  minute  after  that  the  sergeant  and  driver 
got  up  and  went  out;  that  three  or  four  minutes  after  they  went  out 
they  rushed  back  and  said  that  the  valise  had  been  taken. 

It  was  found  that  the  valise  and  money  had  been  taken  by  Parker,  who 
had  mounted  a  horse  and  ridden  away.  He  was  pursued  so  closely  that 
revolver  shots  were  exchanged  between  the  sergeant,  who  was  Ixidly 
mounted,  and  the  thief.  The  sergeant  alleged  that  he  could  have  shot 
Parker  if  he  had  l)een  provided  with  a  gun  instead  of  a  revolver. 

The  facts  in  relation  to  this  subject  were  developed  upon  a  court  of 
inquiry  called  for  that  purpose;  and  much  of  the  above  recited  is  derived 
from  the  evidence  of  Major  Bash  himself,  taken  upon  such  inquiry. 

The  following  is  the  finding  of  the  court  concerning  the  conduct  of  the 
paymaster  in  the  premises: 

Tliat  Major  Daniel  N.  Bash,  paymaster.  United  States  Army,  did  not  give  such 
direct  and  detailed  orders  to  the  members  of  the  escort  as  to  the  manner  in  wliich 
they  should  guard  the  public  money  in  his  (Bash's)  possession  while  en  route  to 
I'ort  McKinney  as  the  importance  of  the  matter  required,  and  that  he  did  not  take 
the  proper  and  necessary  pains  to  see  that  any  orders  which  he  had  given  on  this 
subject  were  duly  ol>eyed. 

This  finding  defines  a  case  of  negligence  which  renders  the  paymaster 
liable  for  the  loss  of  these  fuuds.  But  a  number  of  army  officers,  includ- 
ing the  members  of  the  court  of  inquiry,  suggest  that  the  paymaster  thus 
foiuid  at  fault  should  be  relieved  from  responsibiUty.  This  is  much  the 
fashion  in  these  days. 

It  is  said  that  a  safe  should  have  been  provided;  that  the  paymaster 
had  the  right  to  rely  upon  the  fidelity  and  efficiency  of  the  escort,  and 
that  the  two  men  furnished  him  as  an  escort  were  unintelligent  and  neg- 
ligent; that  they  should  have  been  armed  with  guns  instead  of  pistols, 
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and  that  the  instructions  given  to  the  escort  by  the  paymaster  were  suf- 
ficient to  acquit  him  of  culpable  neglect. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  omissions  of  care  on  the  part  of  this  officer  are 
of  such  a  nature  as  to  render  much  that  is  urged  in  his  favor  irrelevant. 
He  had  the  charge  of  this  money.  It  was  his  care,  vigilance,  and  intelli- 
gence which  were  the  safeguards  of  its  protection.  If  he  had  as  full  an 
appreciation  as  he  indicates  of  the  importance  of  having  a  safe,  he  must 
have  known  that  in  its  absence  additional  care  and  watchfulness  on  his 
part  were  necessary,  whatever  his  escort  or  his  clerk  might  do. 

But  notwithstanding  all  this  he  seemed  quite  content  to  leave  this 
large  sum  of  money  in  the  hands  of  those  sent  to  him,  not  to  have  the 
custody  of  his  funds,  but  to  guard  him  from  violence  and  roblx^ry.  On 
the  very  morning  of  the  day  the  theft  was  committed  he  had  found  fault 
with  the  sergeant  for  leaving  the  money  in  the  stage  while  he  took 
breakfast,  and  had  said  to  him  that  he  (the  sergeant )  ought  to  have 
brought  it  in  with  him.  He  here  furnishes  his  own  definition  of  the 
kind  of  care  which  should  have  been  taken  of  the  money — the  sergeant 
**ought  to  have  brought  it  in  with  him;*'  and  this  suggests  the  idea  that 
it  would  have  been  quite  consistent  with  his  duty,  and  perhaps  not  nuich 
beneath  his  dignity,  if  he  had  taken  it  in  himself.  (Chief  Paymaster 
Terrell,  in  a  letter  favoring  leniency,  states  that  the  coin  could  not  have 
weighed  less  than  15  i>ounds.) 

It  nuist  certainly  be  conceded  that  what  then  took  place  plainly 
warned  him  that  to  insure  the  safety  of  this  money  he  nuist  either  take 
personal  charge  of  it  or  he  must  at  least  l>e  sure  that  those  to  whom  he 
surrendered  it  were  watchful  and  vigilant.  And  yet  when,  a  few  hours 
later,  on  the  same  day,  upon  arriving  at  Antelo])c  vSprings,  he  was  in- 
formed by  the  sergeant  that  he  did  not  propose  to  take  dituier  there,  the 
paymaster  almost  casually  said  to  him,  ' '  Then  you  stay  at  the  stage, ' '  and 
he  himself  went  to  a  room  at  the  station  to  warm  himself.  Wlien,  as  he 
went  from  there  to  the  dining  room,  he  passed  the  stage  and  saw  no  one 
near  it  except  a  stock  tender,  a  very  conservative  idea  of  duly  and  care 
woidd  have  induced  him  to  stop  at  the  stage  and  ascertain  the  condition 
of  affairs.  If  he  had  done  so,  he  prol.)ably  would  have  found  the  money 
there,  and  could  have  taken  it  in  with  him  or  watched  it  until  some  of 
his  party  came  out  from  dinner.  Instead  of  doing  this,  he  himself  went 
to  the  dining  rot)m,  and  indicated  his  .surprise  at  seeing  the  sergeant 
there  by  looking  at  him  sharply.  However,  as  he  was  just  eating  his  pie, 
nothing  was  said. 

It  is  not  improbable  that  the  thief  wailed  for  the  clerk  and  escort, 
and  lastly  the  paymaster  himself,  to  enter  the  dining  room  iKrfore  ven- 
turing to  take,  entirely  unmolested,  the  valise  containing  the  money. 
When  it  is  considered  that  after  finishing  his  pie  the  sergeant  came  out 
to  the  stage  so  nearly  the  exact  moment  of  the  theft  that,  thougii  badly 
mounted,  he  was  able  to  approach  near  enough  in  pursuit  of  the  fleeing 
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thief  to  exchange  revolver  shots  with  him,  it  is  quite  apparent  that  the 
loss  might  have  been  prevented  if  the  paymaster  had  remained  a  short 
time  by  the  stage  when  he  saw  it  unprotected,  or  had  taken  the  valise  in 
with  him,  or  promptly  diverted  the  attention  of  the  sergeant  from  his  pie 
to  the  money  which  all  had  abandoned. 

When,  therefore,  it  is  said  that  this  loss  can  be  charged  in  any  degree 
to  the  neglect  or  default  of  the  Government,  it  is  answered  that  the  direct 
and  immediate  cause  of  the  loss  was  the  omission  on  the  part  of  this  pay- 
master of  the  Government,  in  whose  custody  these  funds  were  placed,  of 
the  plainest  and  simplest  acts  of  prudence  and  care. 

The  temptation  is  very  strong  to  yield  assent  to  the  proposition  for  the 
relief  of  a  citizen  from  liability  to  the  Government  arising  from  conduct 
not  absolutely  criminal;  but  the  bonds  and  the  security  wisely  exacted 
by  the  Govennnent  from  its  officers  to  insure  pro|>er  discharge  of  public 
duty  will  be  of  very  limited  value  if  everything  is  to  be  excused  except 
actual  dishonesty, 

I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  the  interests  of  the  public  would  be 
better  protected  if  fewer  private  bills  were  passed  relieving  officials,  upon 
slight  and  sentimental  grounds,  from  their  pecuniary  responsibilities;  and 
the  readiness  with  which  army  officers  join  in  applications  for  the  condo- 
nation of  negligence  on  the  part  of  their  army  comrades  does  not  tend, 
in  my  opinion,  to  maintain  that  regard  for  discipline  and  that  scrupu- 
lous obser\-ance  of  duty  which  should  characterize  those  belonging  to 
their  honorable  profession. 

I  can  not  satisfy  myself  that  the  negligence  made  apparent  in  this 
case  should  be  overlooked.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  823,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  jiension  to  Hannah  C.  De  Witt." 

An  act  the  precise  duplicate  of  this  was  passed  at  the  present  session 
of  the  Congress,  and  received  Executive  approval  on  the  loth  day  of 
March,  1888.  Pursuant  to  said  act  the  name  of  the  beneficiary  men- 
tioned in  the  bill  herewith  returned  has  been  placed  upon  the  pension 
rolls.  The  second  enactment  is  of  course  entirely  useless,  and  was  evi- 
dently  passed  by  mistake.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  418,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  William  H.  Brokenshaw." 

The  history  of  the  military  service  of  the  beneficiary  mentioned  in  this 
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bill,  as  derived  from  the  records  of  the  War  Department,  shows  that  he 
was  received  at  draft  rendezvous  at  Jackson,  Mich,,  on  the  25th  day  of 
March,  1865;  that  he  was  sent  to  the  Twenty-fourth  Regiment  of  Michi- 
gan Volunteers  on  the  29th  day  of  the  same  month,  and  that  he  was 
present  with  his  command,  without  any  record  of  disabihty.  from  that 
date  until  the  30th  day  of  June,  1H65,  when  he  was  mustered  out  with  his 
company.  It  will  thus  be  seen  that  he  was  in  tlie  service  a  few  da\*s 
more  than  three  months,  just  at  the  close  of  the  war.  It  is  not  alleged 
that  he  did  any  actual  fighting. 

In  1883  he  filed  an  application  for  pension,  alleging  that  on  the  eve^l 
ing  of  the  25th  of  March,  1865,  being  tlie  day  he  was  receivetl  at  ren- 
dezvous, he  was  injured  in  his  ribs  while  getting  into  his  bunk  by  three 
other  recruits,  who  were  scuffling  in  the  room  and  who  jumped  upon  liim 
or  crushed  him  against  the  side  of  his  bunk. 

Au  examination  upon  such  upplicaUou  made  in  1SS4  tended  to  show 
an  injury  to  his  ribs,  but  the  claim  was  rejected  ujx^n  the  ground  that  no 
injury  was  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty.  It  must  l>e  conceded  that  uixm 
the  claimant's  own  showing  he  was  not  injured  as  an  incident  to  militai 
service. 

Aside  from  this  objection,  it  is  hardly  |>ossiblc  that  an  injury  of  tli!^ 
kind,  producing  the  consetjuences  which  it  is  alleged  followed  its  iiiflic-_j 
tion,  could  have  been  sustained  by  this  soldier  and  not  in  the  IcajJ 
interrupted  the  j>erfonnance  of  his  military  ser\'ice,  though  such  service 
was  very  short  and  prolmbly  not  severe.  When  with  this  it  is  considered 
that  eighteen  years  elajjsed  between  the  date  of  the  alleged  injury  and 
the  soldier's  application  fur  pension,  I  am  satisfied  that  no  injustice  will 
Ix:  done  if  the  disposition  made  of  this  case  by  tlie  Pension  Bureau  i&_ 
allowed  to  stand.  GROVKR  CLKVKLAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4633.  entitled    "An  act  gr: 
ing  a  pension  to  Morris  T.  Mautor. ' ' 

The  records  in  this  case  show  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  this 
enlisted  on  the  25th  day  of  February,  1.S64.  and  that  he  was  mustece^ 
out  July  iS,  1S65.  '^1 

It  is  also  shown  that  though  he  was  reported  sick  a  considerable  part 
of  his  period  of  service  there  is  no  mention  of  any  trouble  with  his  eyi 

In  the  year  18S0  he  filed  an  application  for  pension,  alleging  dropsy 
disease  of  his  eyes,  caused  by  an  explosion  of  annnunition. 

The  case  was  examined  in  1S82  and  1HH3.  and  was  again  specially 
amined  very  thoroughly  and  critically  in  1885. 

The  evidence  thus  secured  seemed  to  establish  the  fact  tiial  the  claim" 
ant's  eyes  were  sore  for  many  years  before  enlistment,  and   that   tin 
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condition  before  that  date,  during  his  service,  and  after  his  discharge 
did  not  materially  differ.  It  also  appeared  that  no  pensionable  disability 
from  dropsy  had  existed  since  the  filiiijj  of  his  application. 

On  tliese  grounds  the  application  was  rejected,  and  I  am  con\'inced 
such  action  was  cniirely  justifietl. 

The  rc]K)rtcd  conduct  of  the  claimant  on  the  last  cxaminatiou  and  his 
attempts  to  influence  witnesses  in  their  testimony  add  weight  to  the 
proposition,  ijuite  well  established  by  the  jjroof,  that  his  claim  to  a  pen- 
sion Lacks  merit.

ExKCiTTivB  Mansion,  April  ^/.  iSSS, 
To  the  Ifouu  of  Rcprr.seaiaiivcs: 

I  return  without  a[)proval  House  bill  No.  5247.  entitled  '*An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  William  H.  Brimmer. *' 

The  l>eneficiary  nanved  in  this  bill  enlisted  Septemljcr  5,  1864,  as  a 
wagon  master,  and  was  discliargcd  on  tlie  ^olh  day  of  May,  1S65.  There 
is  no  record  of  any  disability  during  his  short  service. 

In  Fcbniary,  iS8fi,  nearly  twenty-three  years  after  his  discharge,  he 
filed  an  application  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  in  the  fall  of  1864  he  was 
made  to  carry  sacks  of  com,  which  produced  a  weakness  of  the  walls  of 
the  alKlomen,  resulting  in  rupture.  In  an  affidavit  filed  ujx^n  said  aj^pli- 
cation  the  claimant  testifies  that  he  said  nothing  alx>ut  his  injury-  or  dis- 
ability to  anyone  w^hile  in  the  service  andean  furnish  uo  evidence  except 
his  own  statement. 

The  first  and  only  medical  evidence  presented  touching  this  claim  is 
that  of  Dr.  Reynolds,  who  examined  liini  in  1880  or  1881,  who  then  came 
to  the  conclusion  that  the  ctaiiuant  was  suffering  from  an  incomplete 
liernia,  which  a  few  months  thereafter  developed  iu  the  right  groin. 
From  this  examination  and  testimony  no  hint  is  furnished  that  the  in- 
jury was  due  to  military  ser\'ice,  nor  any  intimation  that  it  might  he. 

In  February.  1S88,  a  medical  examination  was  made  under  direction 
of  the  Pension  Bureau,  when  it  was  found  that  the  claimant  had  the 
general  apjKarance  of  being  healthy  and  well  nourishal,  but  that  he  had 
a  small  uncomplicated  inguinal  hernia  on  tlie  right  side,  which  was  easily 
retained, 

I  can  not  believe  up<jn  the  facts  presented  that  an  injury  of  the  char- 
acter alleged  could  have  Vk'CU  sustained  iti  the  service  and  still  jKrrmitted 
the  perfonnaioce  of  all  the  duties  of  wagon  master  for  montlis  thereafter, 
remaining  undeveloped  for  so  many  years,  and  that  there  should  now 
be  such  a  lack  of  testimony  connecting  it  with  any  incident  of  military 
sendee. 

I  beheve  the  rejection  of  this  claim  was  right  and  just  upon  its  merits.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  6908,  entitled  *  'An  act  granting  a 
pension  to  William  P.Witt.'* 

The  beneficiary  named  in  the  bill  was  enrolled  for  one  hundred  days' 
service  on  the  13th  day  of  July,  1864,  and  was  mustered  out  on  the  i6tli 
day  of  November,  in  the  same  year.  The  record  shows  that  he  was  re- 
ported present  on  all  rolls  until  he  was  mustered  out. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1884,  alleging  that  he  incurred  chronic 
diarrhea,  liver  disease,  rheumatism,  and  a  disease  of  the  head  affecting  his 
hearing  during  his  military  ser\nce.  Two  comrades  testify  to  his  being 
sick  and  being  in  the  hospital  to  such  an  extent  as  to  wholly  discredit  his 
presence  with  his  company.  A  physician  testifies  that  he  prescribed  for 
him  some  time  in  the  month  of  Novemljer,  1864,  for  liver  disease  and  jaun- 
dice, to  which  rheumatism  super\^ened,  confining  him  six  weeks  or  more. 

There  seems  to  l>e  a  complete  hiatus  of  any  medical  or  other  evidence 
concerning  his  physical  condition  from  that  time  until  nearly  twenty 
years  thereafter,  in  July,  1884,  when  ^^^  was  examined,  and  it  was  found 
that  he  had  impaired  bearing  in  both  ears,  but  no  symptoms  of  rheuma- 
tism, and  that  his  liver  was  nonnal. 

Without  further  detailing  particulars,  the  entire  complexion  of  this 
case  satisfies  me  that  the  claimant  contracted  no  pensionable  disability 
during  his  one  hundred  days  of  .service.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4550,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Chloe  Quiggle,  widow  of  Phillip  Quiggle." 

The  husband  of  the  l^eneficiary  named  enlisted  February  1 1.  1865.  and 
was  discharged  September  27,  1865;  The  records  show  that  he  was 
reported  August  31,  1865,  as  **absent,  confined  in  jKist  prison  at  Chatta- 
nooga since  August  18,  1865." 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  June  25,  1880.  alleging  that  after  a  march 
from  Chattanooga  to  a  point  i  Y^  miles  distant  and  back  he  ujxin  his 
return  drank  some  water,  which  produced  diarrhea,  since  wliich  time  he 
liad  Ijeen  troubled  also  with  disease  of  kidneys  and  rheumatism. 

He  died  in  Septeml^er,  1882,  and  the  claim  then  pending  on  liis  behalf 
was  comi)leted  by  his  widow.  After  a  siiecial  examination  the  claim  for 
diarrhea  was,  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  1887,  allowed  from  Septemlx;r  28, 
1865,  to  Januar>'  i,  1870,  when  it  was  shown  that  any  disability  from  this 
cause  ceased.  The  claim  for  disease  of  kidneys  and  rheumatism  was 
rejected  upon  the  ground  that  no  such  disabilities  were  shown  to  be  due 
to  military  service. 
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Tlie  widow  filed  a  claim  on  her  own  behalf  Au^nst  27,  1883,  alleging; 
the  death  of  the  .soldier  from  the  results  of  prostration  by  heat  while 
marching  near  Na.shville,  Tenii.,  and  also  from  disease  of  kidneys,  rheu- 
matism, and  chronic  diarrhea. 

It  is  reported  to  me  that  the  evidence  taken  dnrinj^  a  special  examina- 
tion of  this  case  established  that  before  and  after  enlistment  tlie  s<:)ldicr 
was  adrlictcd  to  the  excessive  use  of  intoxicating  liijuors. 

One  physician  stated  to  the  examiner  that  shortly  after  the  soldier's 
discharj^e  he  found  him  sufTerinj;  from  disease  of  kidneys  and  from  rheu- 
tnatisni  and  diarrhea  J>ut  that  he  concluded  the  disease  of  the  kidneys 
had  lieeii  coming  on  for  a  year;  that  it  could  not  have  l)een  caused  by  a 
sunstroke  a  few  weeks  prexiously.  and  that  the  diseases  were  of  longer 
standing  than  that. 

Another  physician  who  attended  the  soldier  during  his  last  illness  tes- 
tified that  he  did  not  know  that  he  suffered  from  any  disease  until  tlie 
sununer  uf  1SH2;  that  he  found  him  suffering  from  retention  of  urine, 
and  that  the  difficulty  rapidly  develoi>ed  into  an  acute  attack  of  Bright's 
<lisease;  that  no  indications  of  rheumatism  were  found,  but  that  the  dis- 
ease progressed  steadily  and  was  a  well-marked  case  of  Bright's  disease 
of  the  kidneys.  He  also  testified  that  the  origin  of  the  disease  was  no 
doubt  recent,  though  possibly  it  might  have  existed  in  a  low  form  for 
some  years. 

A  medical  examination  in  May,  1882,  developed  no  lUsease  of  the 
kidneys. 

It  seems  to  me  that  all  the  reliable  testimony  in  the  case  tends  to  show 
beyotid  a  doubt  that  the  soldier's  death  was  iu>t  due  to  any  incident  of 
his  military  ser\'i-c.  I  do  not  find  that  the  medical  testimony  given 
by  his  neighl-Kjrs  makes  a  suggestion  that  it  was,  and  upon  all  the  facts 
I  am  of  the  opini^>n  that  the  j>ension  which  has  been  already  allowed  was 
a  liJx^ral  disp<.)sitiou  of  the  case. 

The  beneficiary  :iamcd  in  this  bill  is  aged,  and  it  would  certainly  be  a 
gratification  to  grant  her  relief;  but  the  question  is  whether  we  do  well 
to  establish  a  precedent  for  the  allowance  of  claims  of  this  character  in 
the  distribution  of  pension  funds.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  465,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  iK'Usion  to  William  Sackman,  sr." 

The  beneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  served  from  December  24,  1861,  to 
Kebruan,'.  29,  1864,  in  the  Fifth  Regiment  of  the  Missouri  Militia  Cavalr>\ 

He  was  discharged  on  the  day  bst  named  for  disability.  His  certifi- 
cate of  discharge  states  his  disability  as  follows: 

Palpitation  of  the  heart  and  defective  lungs,  the  disabihty  caused  hy  falling  off  his 
horse  near  Fredericktowu,  Mo.,  while  intoxicated,  on  detached  service,  in  ihe  month 
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of  September,  1862.     Not  having  done  any  duty  since,  a  discharge  would  benefit  the 
Government  and  Uinisclf. 

It  appears  that  a  claim  for  pension  was  filed  in  the  year  18S1,  in  whicl 

tlie  claimant  alleged  that — 

At  I'redericktown,  Mo.,  alwut  tlie  loUi  or  12th  of  April,  1.S65,  he  had  Uiree  ril 
broken  hy  falling  from  his  horse  while  surrounded  by  guerrillas. 

It  will  be  seen  that  while  the  certificate  of  discharge  mentions  a  fall  ii 
September,  1S62,  no  allusion  is  made  to  any  fracture  of  ribs,  while  lh< 
claimant  alleges  such  nn  injury  occurred  in  April.  1S63. 

In  1885  the  surgeon  who  made  the  medical  certificate  attached  to  thi 
discharge,  in  answer  to  an  iuquir>-  made  by  the  Commissioner  of  P< 
sions,  says: 

I  have  to  state  tJiat  I  remember  the  case  very  distinctly.    1  made  Uie  examinntion 
in  person,  and  was  tliorougldy  accjuiiititetl  with  the  case.     I  read  the  statcnicnt  on 
which  the  application  for  discharge  was  Iwscrl  to  the  man,  and  he  con.sente<i  to  ha' 
the  papL-rs  fon.vardcl  as  they  read.     The  application  for  pension  i.s  fraudulent  am 
should  not  be  allowed. 

I  have  omitte<l  references  made  to  the  habits  of  the  soldier  by  thi 
nietlical  officer. 

Of  course  nnich  reliance  should  Ije  placed  upon  these  statements  mac 
by  an  officer  whose  busiue.ss  it  was  to  know  the  exact  facts,  and  who  mac 
his  certificate  at  a  time  wheu  such  facts  were  fresh  in  his  mind.     The] 
is  no  intimation  that  the  surgeon  who  made  the  statement  referred  t( 
was  inimical  to  the  soldier  or  inlluenced  by  any  unjust  motive. 

The  attempt  to  imj>eacli  the  record  thus  made  is  ba-sed  ujwn  affidavits^ 
made  by  a  number  of  the  soldier's  comrades,  who  testify  to  his  character 
and  habits,  and  only  three  of  whom  sjxnik  of  an  injury  to  the  si>ldier 
caused  by  falling  from  his  horse.  Two  of  these  affiants  allege  that  they 
were  with  the  claimant  on  detaclied  duly  when  his  horse  took  fright  and 
ran  away  with  him,  injuring  him  so  that  he  could  not  rise  and  get  on  huj^l 
horse  without  assistance.  So  far  as  these  affidavits  are  Ijefore  me,  tifJ^' 
date  of  this  occurrence  is  given,  nothing  is  said  as  to  the  character  of  the 
injuries,  and  no  reference  is  made  to  the  condition  of  the  .soldier  at  the 
time.  The  third  affiant,  who  speaks  of  an  injury,  says  thai  it  (Kxurred 
while  on  duty  on  tlie  march  from  Pilot  Knob  to  Cape  Girardeau,  in  the 
year  1862  or  1863,  and  that  it  was  canse<l  by  the  .soldier's  Iving  throw 
from  his  horse.  He  says  further  that  the  soldier  was  not  iuto.\icated  at 
that  time. 

No  mention  is  made  that  I  can  discover  of  any  fracttire  of  the  ril 
except  in  the  claimant's  application  for  pension  made  in  1881,  seveut< 
years  after  his  discharge,  and  iu  a  report  of  an  examining  surgeon  niad< 
in  1S82. 

With  no  denial  of  the  soldier's  condition,  as  staled  by  the  surgeon,  nn^ 
♦•'**  part  of  tlie  only  parties  who  claim  to  have  been  present  at  the  time 
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of  the  injury,  I  can  not  satisfy  myself,  in  view  of  the  other  circunistaiices 
surroinuliii^:^  this  case,  thnt  the  allegations  contained  in  the  claimant's 
discharge  are  discredited.  OROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  19,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
relief  of  H.  H.  Wilson,  administrator  t)f  the  estate  of  William  Tinder, 
deceased," 

The  purpose  of  this  bill  is  to  refund  to  the  estate  of  William  Tinder 
the  sum  of  $5,000,  which  was  paid  to  the  Gmxrninent  by  his  administra- 
tor in  June,  iSSo,  upon  the  following  facts: 

In  iHyf)  two  indictments  were  found  ayainst  one  Evans,  charging  him 
with  jiassing  counterfeit  money.  In  May,  1878,  he  was  lrie<l  upon  one 
of  said  indictments  ami  the  jury  failed  to  agree.  Thereupon  the  prisoner 
entered  into  two  recognizances  in  the  sinn  of  $5,000  each,  with  W.  R. 
Evans  and  William  Tinder  as  sureties,  conditioned  for  the  appearance  of 
the  pristnier  Evans  at  the  next  term  of  the  court,  in  Noveiul)er,  1S7S.  for 
trial  upon  .sjiid  indictment.  Before  that  date,  however,  the  pristMier  fled 
the  country'  and  failetl  to  a]ipear  according  to  the  cotidilitm  of  Jiis  bond. 
In  the  meantime  WMlliam  Tinder  died  and  H.  B.  Wilson  was  appointed 
his  administrator. 

Suits  were  brought  upon  the  two  liail  ]x>nds,  and,  the  liability  of  the 
sureties  not  lx*in>^  admitted,  the  suits  were  tried  in  March,  iSRo.  resulting 
in  two  judgments  in  favor  of  the  Unitetl  States  and  againjit  the  surety 
Evans  and  the  estate  of  Tinder  for  $5,000  each  and  the  costs. 

Srion  thereafter  an  application  was  made  by  the  administrator  of  the 
estate  of  William  Tinder  for  relief,  an<l  an  offer  was  made  by  him  to  pay 
$5,000  and  the  costs  iu  compromise  and  settlement  of  the  liability  of  said 
estate  uptm  said  two  judgments. 

These  judgments  were  a  preferred  claim  against  the  estate,  which  was 
represented  to  be  worth  sixteen  or  eighteen  thousand  dollars.  The  other 
surety,  Evans,  was'  alleged  to  Ix'  worthless,  and  it  was  claimed  that 
neither  the  administrator  of  the  Tinder  e.state  ntir  his  attorneys  had 
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known  the  whereabouts  of  the  indicted  party  since  his  fli)i:ht.  and  that 
some  time  would  elapse  liefore  certain  litigation  in  which  the  estate  wi 
involved  could  l>e  settled  and  the  claims  against  it  paid. 

It  was  considered  best  by  the  officers  of  the  Government  to  accept  the 
proposition  of  the  administrator,  which  was  done  in  June.  iS,So.  The 
sum  of  $5,099.06,  the  amount  of  one  of  said  judgments,  with  interest  and 
costs,  was  paid  into  the  United  States  Treasury,  and  the  estate  of  Tinder 
was  in  consideration  thereof  released  and  discharged  from  all  liability 
upon  both  of  said  judgments. 

Thus  was  the  transaction  closed,  in  exact  accordance  with  Uic  wishe^H 
and  the  prayer  of  the  representative  of  this  estate  and  by  the  favor  and 
indulgence  of  the  Government  upon  his  application.  There  was,  so  far 
as  I  can  learn,  no  condition  attached,  and  no  understanding  or  agree>^H 
ment  that  any  future  occurrence  would  affect  the  finality  of  the  compro- 
mise by  which  the  Government  had  accepted  one-half  of  its  clnim  in  full 
settlement.  ^| 

It  appears  that  in  1881  the  party  indicted  was  arrested  and  brought  lo^^ 
trial,  whicli  resulted  in  his  conviction;  and  appartnlly  for  lliis  reason 
alone  it  is  proposed  by  the  bill  under  consideration  to  open  the  settle- 
ment made  at  the  request  of  the  administrator  and  refund  to  him  the 
sum  which  he  jiaid  on  such  sctllement  pursuant  to  his  own  offer. 

I  can  see  no  fairness  or  justice  to  the  Govennnent  in  such  a  projxjsi- 
tion.  I  do  not  find  any  statement  that  the  administrator  delivered  the 
prisoner  to  the  United  States  authorities  for  trial.  On  the  contrary,  it 
appears  from  an  examination  made  in  the  First  Comptroller's  Office  that 
he  was  arrested  by  the  marshal  on  the  25th  day  of  May,  1S81,  who  charged 
and  was  paid  his  fees  therefor.  And  if  the  administrator  had  surrendered 
the  prisoner  to  justice  it  would  not  entitle  him  to  the  repayment  of  th( 
money  he  has  paid  to  compromise  the  two  judgments  against  him. 

Tlie  temptation  to  relieve  from  contracts  with  the  Goveniment  upox 
plausil>le  application  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  sufficiently  resisted;  but 
refund  money  paid  into  the  public  Treasur>'  upon  such  a  liberal  compn 
mise  as  is  exhibited  in  this  case  seems  like  a  departure  from  all  business 
principles  and  an  unsafe  concession  that  the  interests  of  the  Govemmeni 
are  to  l)e  easilv  surrendered.

The  object  of  this  bill  is  to  provide  a  pension  for  the  beneficiary  named 
therein  as  the  widow  of  Oscar  B.  Mills,  late  a  second  assistant  engineer,. 
I,  in  the  United  Stales  Navy.     The  deceased  was  appointed  ai

acting:  third  assistant  engineer  in  October,  1X62.  and  in  1864  he  was  pro- 
moted tij  tht  place  of  secuntl  assistant  engineer. 

It  is  suppKised  that  while  in  active  service  he  did  liis  full  duty,  though 
I  am  not  informed  of  any  distinfp.iished  acts  of  bravery  or  heroism.  In 
February,  1871,  he  was  before  a  naval  retiring  board,  which  foinid  that 
he  was  incapacitated  for  active  ser\-ice  on  account  of  malarious  fever, 
contracted  in  186S,  and  recommended  that  he  l>e  allowed  six  months' 
leave  of  absence  to  recover  his  health. 

In  December,  1 871,  he  was  again  examined  for  retirement,  and  the 
Ixjard  found  that  he  was  not  in  any  way  incapacitated  from  |)erforming 
the  duties  of  his  office.  The  next  year,  in  1872,  anoilier  retiring  b<xird, 
upon  an  examination  of  his  case,  found  that  he  was  "lalxjring  under  gen- 
eral debility,  the  effect  of  intermittent  fever  acting  njHni  an  <»riginally  rleli- 
cate  constitution,"  and  he  was  thereuiKjn  placed  upon  the  retired  list  of 
the  Navy. 

Ou  tlie  loth  day  «>f  Augn.st,  1S73,  ^^^  was  acddentally  shot  and  killed 
by  a  neighlwr,  who  was  attempting  to  shoot  an  owl. 

As  loug  as  there  is  the  least  pretense  of  limiting  the  bestowal  of  pen- 
sions to  disability  or  death  in  some  way  related  to  the  incidents  of  mili- 
tary* and  naval  service,  claims  of  this  description  can  not  consistently  l>e

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1406,  entitled  '*An  act  to  pro- 
vide for  the  sale  of  certain  New  York  Indian  lands  in  Kansii.K. " 

Prior  to  the  year  1R38  a  numl:)er  of  bands  and  trilx;s  of  New  York 
Indians  had  obtained  500,000  acres  of  land  in  the  State  of  Wisconsin, 
up«jn  which  they  proposed  to  reside.  In  the  year  alx)ve  named  a  treaty 
was  entered  into  l^tween  the  United  States  and  these  Indians  whereby 
they  relinrinishcd  to  the  Govcnnnent  these  Wisconsin  kind.s.  In  con- 
sideration thereof,  and,  as  the  treaty  declares,  "in  order  to  manifest  the 
deep  interest  of  the  United  States  in  the  future  peace  and  prosperity  of 
the  New  York  Indians,"  it  was  agreed  there  should  be  set  apart  as  a 
permanent  home  for  all  the  New  York  Indians  then  residing  in  the  State 
of  New  York,  or  iu  Wisconsin,  or  elsewhere  in  the  United  States,  who 
had  no  jiermaneul  home,  a  tract  of  laud  amounting  to  1,824,000  acres, 
directly  we.st  of  the  State  of  Mis.souri.  and  now  included  in  the  State  of 
Kansas — lx?ing  320  acres  for  each  Indian,  as  their  number  was  then  com- 
puted— "to  have  and  to  hold  the  same  in  fee  simple  to  the  said  trilies  or 
nations  of  Indians  by  i»atent  from  the  President  of  the  United  States." 

Full  jKJwer  and  authority  was  also  given  to  said  Indians  "to  divide 
said  lands  among  the  different  tribes,  nations,  or  bands  in  severalty." 
with  the  right  to  sell  and  convey  to  and  from  eacli  other  under  such 
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rules  and  regulations  as  should  be  adopted  by  said  Indians  in  theirT^^| 
speclive  trilx^s  or  iu  general  council.  ^^k 

The  treaty  further  provided  that  such  of  the  tribes  of  these  Indians  ^^| 
did  not  accept  said  treaty  and  a>jree  to  remove  to  the  country  set  aixii;^^ 
for  their  new  homes  withiu  ^\'^  years  or  such  other  time  as  the  Pres]^| 
dent  might  from  time  to  time  appoint  should  forfeit  all  interest  in  th^| 
land  so  set  apart  to  the  United  States;  and  the  Oovernnient  guaranteed 
to  protect  and  defend  them  in  the  peaceable  pos^essiou  aud  eujoymuit  ui^_ 
their  new  homes.  ^^k 

1  have  no  positive  information  that  any  considerable  nnml>er  of  these 
Indians  removetl  to  tlie  lauds  provided  fi>r  them  within  the  five  years 
limited  by  the  treaty.  Their  omission  to  do  so  may  have  beeu  owing 
to  the  failure  of  the  Government  to  api>ropriale  the  money  to  pay  tl 
expense  of  such  removal,  as  it  agreed  to  do  in  the  treaty. 

It  is,  however,  stated  in  a  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  dati 
April  6,  1S7S.  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee  to  whom 
the  bill  under  consideration  was  referred,  that  in  the  year  1842  some  of,  ,, 
these  Indians  settled  ujx)n  the  lands  described  in  the  treaty;  and  it 
further  alleged  in  said  report  that  iu  1S46  about  two  hundred  more 
them  were  removed  to  said  lands. 

The  letter  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  above  referred  to  contaii 
the  following  statement  concerning  these  Indian  occupants: 

Krom  death  aii*l  the  hostility  of  the  settlers,  who  were  clrawn  in  that  direction  by 
llicferlihty  of  the  soil  and  olhrra<!vniila>;cs,  all  of  the  Indiatis  fjradu.illy  relinquished 
their  seleeliuni^,  until  of  the  Indians  who  had  removed  thither  from  the  State 
New  York  only  thirly-lwo  remained  in  1S60. 

And  the  following  further  statement  is  made: 

The  file.s  of  the  Indian  Office  show  abundant  proof  tliat  tlicy  did  not  vulunttril 

relinquish  their  occuisition. 

The  proof  thus  referred  to  is  indeed  abundant,  and  is  fouud  in  officii 
reports  and  affidavits  made  as  late  as  the  year  18.51).     By  these  it  appe: 
that  during  that  year,  in  reiK-ated  instances.  Indian  men  and  widows 
deceased  IncUans  were  driven  from  their  homes  by  the  threats  of  amie^^ 
men;  tliat  iu  one  case  at  least  the  habitation  of  an  Indian  woman  wi^| 
burned,  and  that  the  kind  of  outrages  were  resorted  to  which  too  often 
follow  the  cupidity  of  whites  and  the  possession  of  fertile  lands  by  de- 
fenseless and  iniprotected  Indians.  ^^ 

An  agent,  in  an  ofBcial  letter  dated  August  9,  1S59.  after  detailing  Ihe 
cruel  treatment  of  these  occupants  of  the  lauds  which  the  Oovemnieu( 
had  given  them,  writes: 

Since  these  Inrlians  have  been  placed  under  my  charjje.  which  was,  I  tliink, 
*S55.  I  have  endeavorcrl  to  protect  thcni;  but  complaint  after  complaint  has  reach( 
nio.  and  I  have  reported  their  sittiatinn  again  and  again;  and  I  hope  that  it  will 
be  lon^  when  the  Indians  who  are  entitled  to  land  under  tlic  decision  of  Uie  ludi 
OSlce  sliall  liave  it  set  apart  to  them. 
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The  same  agent,  under  date  of  January  18.  i860,  referring  to  these 
Indians,  declares: 

These  Indians  have  Ixx'ii  driven  ofT  llieir  land  and  cluiins  up«.>ii  the  New  York 
tract  by  tlie  whites,  and  they  are  now  very  much  Mrattered  and  many  of  them  arc 
very  destitute. 

It  was  found  in  i860  lliat  of  all  the  Intliaus  who  had  prior  to  that  date 
selected  and  cxrcnpied  part  of  these  lands  l»ut  thirty-two  remained,  and  it 
seems  to  have  l>een  deemed  but  justice  to  tlieu»  to  confirm  their  selec- 
tions by  some  kind  of  governmental  j^rant  tir  declaration,  though  it  does 
not  appear  that  any  of  them  had  l>een  able  to  maintain  actual  possession 
of  all  their  selected  lands  against  white  intrusion.  Thus  certain  s^K-cial 
commissioners  apiwinted  to  examine  this  subject,  uuder  date  of  May  29, 
i860,  make  the  following  statement: 

In  tliia  connection  it  nuiy  ht  proper  to  remark  that  niany  of  the  tracts  so  selecte<i 
were  claimed  by  lawless  men  who  had  c^nnpelled  Uie  Indians  to  abandon  them  under 
tlireats  of  violence;  but  we  are  confident  that  no  serious  injury  will  be  done  to  any- 
one, as  the  improvements  arc  of  but  little  value. 

On  the  14th  day  of  SeptemlKr,  i860,  certificates  were  issued  to  the 
thirty-two  Indians  who  had  made  selections  of  lands  and  who  still  sur- 
\'ived,  with  a  view  of  securing  to  them  such  selections  and  at  the  same 
time  grantinj^j  to  them  the  numl^r  of  acres  which  it  was  provided  they 
should  have  by  the  treaty  of  183S.  These  certificates  were  made  by  the 
Commissioner  of  Indian  Affairs,  aud  declared  that  in  conformity  with 
the  provisions  of  the  treaty  of  183S  there  had  been  assigned  and  allotted 
to  the  i>erson  named  therein  320  acres  of  the  laud  designated  in  siud 
treaty,  which  land  was  particularly  described  in  said  certificates,  which 
concluded  as  follows: 

And  the  ftelcclion  of  said  tract  for  the  exclusive  use  and  benefit  of  said  reserve, 
having  been  approved  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  is  not  su!)jecl  to  be  alienated 
in  fee,  leased,  or  otherwise  disposed  of  except  to  the  United  States. 

In  a  letter  dated  September  13,  i860,  from  the  Indian  Commissioner 
to  the  agent  in  llie  neighlx»rhood  of  these  lands  reference  is  made  to  the 
conduct  of  white  intruders  upon  the  same,  and  the  following  iustructions 
were  given  to  said  agent: 

In  view  of  these  reprcsentntitais  and  the  fact  that  these  while  persons  who  are  in 
possession  of  the  land  are  ininiders,  I  have  to  direct  tliat  you  will  visit  the  New  York 
Reserve  in  Kansas  at  your  earliest  convenienee.  accompanied  by  those  Indians  living 
among  the  Osages  to  whom  said  binds  have  l>cen  allotted,  with  a  view  to  place  them 
in  pt>ssession  of  the  lands  to  which  they  are  eiUitled;  and  if  you  should  meet  with 
any  forcible  resistance  from  white  settlers  you  will  report  their  names  to  this  office, 
in  order  that  appropriate  action  may  Ije  taken  in  the  premises,  and  you  will  inform 
them  that  if  they  do  not  imnic<liatcl)'  abandon  said  lands  they  will  1^  removed  by 
force.  WTien  you  fJial!  have  given  the  tlnrty*lwo  Indians  peaceable  possession  of 
their  lands,  or  attempted  to  do  so  and  have  been  prevented  by  forcible  resistance, 
you  will  make  a  report  of  your  action  to  this  Bureau.

The  records  of  the  ludiau  Bureau  do  not  disclose  that  any  repoit  was 
ever  made  by  the  agent  to  whom  these  instructions  were  given.  ^h 

In  1861  and  1862  mention  was  made  by  the  agents  of  the  destiti^^l 
condition  of  these  Indians  and  of  their  being  deprived  of  their  lands, 
and  in  these  years  petitions  were  presented  in  tlieir  Ijehalf  asking  that 
justice  l)e  flone  them  on  account  of  the  failure  of  the  Government  to 
provide  them  with  homes.  ^| 

In  the  meantime,  and  in  December,  1S60,  the  remainder  of  the  reser\-^^ 
not  allotted  to  the  thirty-two  survivors  was  thrown  open  to  settlement 
by  Executive  proclamation.     Of  course  this  was  followed  by  increase4^ 
conflict  Ijctween  the  settlers  and  the  Indians.     It  is  presumed  tliat  it^ 
l)Ocame  dangerous  for  those  to  whom  lands  had  been  allotted  to  attempt 
to  gain  possession  of  them.     On  the  4th  day  of  December.  1865.  Agent 
Snow  returned  twenty-seven  of  the  certificates  of  allotment  which  h 
not  been  delivered,  and  wrote  as  follows  to  the  Indian  Bureau: 
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A  few  of  these  Indians  were  at  one  time  put  in  possession  of  their  lands.  Thi 
were  driven  off  by  the  whites;  one  Indian  was  killed,  otliers  wounded,  and  their 
houses  burned.  While  men  at  this  lime  have  pixssession  of  these  lanHs.  and  have 
valuable  iniproveuienls  on  lliein.  The  Indians  are  deterred  even  asking  for  posses- 
sion. I  would  earnestly  ask,  as  agent  for  these  wronged  and  destitute  pefiple,  thai 
Bomc  measure  be  adopted  by  the  Government  to  give  these  Indians  their  rights. 

An  official  report  made  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  dated  Feb 
an'  16, 187 1 .  gives  the  history  of  these  lands,  and  concludes  as  follows: 

These  lands  are  now  all  or  nearly  all  occnpicd  by  white  persons  who  have  driv 
the  Indians  from  tlieir  homes — in  some  instances  with  violence.     There  is 
necessity  that  some  relief  should  be  afforded  to  Iheui  by  legislation  of  Con; 
autliorizing  tlie  issue  of  patents  to  the  allottees  or  giving  Uient  power  to  sell  and 
convey. 

[n  Ihis  way  tlu'v  will  1h'  enabled  to  realize  something  from  the  land,  and 
occupuntii  can  secure  titles  for  their  liomes. 

Apparently  in  the  line  of  this  recommendation,  and  in  an  attempt  to 
remedy  the  condition  of  affairs  then  existing,  an  act  w*as  jmssetl  on  th^| 
I9lh  day  of  February.  1873,  permitting  heads  of  families  and  single  per^^ 
sons  o\'er  21  years  of  age  who  had  made  settlements  and  improvements 
ujx)n  and  were  bona  fide  claimants  and  occttpants  of  the  lands  for  whi 
the  thirty-two  certificates  of  allotments  were  issued  to  enter  and  purch 
at  the  proper  land  office  such  lauds  so  occupied  by  them,  not  exceedi 
160  acres,  upon  paying  therefor  the  appraised  vaUie  of  said  tracts  res 
tively,  to  be  ascertained  by  three  disinterested  and  competent  appraisers 
to  lie  appointed  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  who  should  report  the 
value  of  such  lands,  exclusive  of  improvements,  but  that  no  sale  should 
be  made  under  .said  act  for  less  than  S3. 75  per  acre. 

It  was  further  provided  that  the  entries  allowed  should  be  made  witliin 
twelve  months  after  the  promulgation  by  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior 
regulations  to  carr>-  said  act  into  effect. and  that  the  money  arising  upo 
such  sales  should  be  paid  into  the  Treasury  of  the  United  States  in  truiit 
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tor  and  to  he  paid  to  the  Indians  rcsjxrctivcly  to  whom  snch  certificates 
of  allotment  had  been  issued,  or  to  their  heirs,  upon  satisfactory  proof  of 
their  identity,  at  any  time  \vithin  five  years  from  the  passage  of  the  act. 
and  that  in  default  of  such  proof  the  money  shuiiUl  hecome  a  part  of  the 
public  moneys  of  the  United  Stales. 

It  was  also  further  provided  that  any  Indian  to  whom  any  certificate  of 
alUiltneni  had  beeti  issue<l.  and  who  was  then  occupying  the  land  allotted 
there]»y.  should  be  entitled  to  receive  a  patent  therefor. 

Pursuant  to  this  statute  these  lands  were  appraised.  The  lowest  value 
per  acre  fixed  by  the  appraisers  was  $3.75.  and  the  highest  was  $10, 
making  the  average  for  the  whole  §4.90  per  acre. 

It  is  reported  that  only  eight  pieces,  containing  879.76  acres  of  land 
taken  from  six  of  these  Indian  allotments,  were  sold  tuider  this  statute 
to  the  settlers  thereon,  producing  the  sum  of  $4,058.06,  and  that  the  price 
paid  in  no  case  was  less  than  $4.50  per  acre. 

It  is  proposed  by  the  lull  under  consideration  to  sell  the  remainder  of 
this  allotted  land  to  those  wlio  failed  to  avail  theuiselvesof  the  law  of  1S73 
for  the  sum  of  $2.50  per  acre. 

Whatever  may  l>e  said  of  the  effect  of  the  action  of  the  Indian  Bureau 
in  issuing  certificates  of  allotment  to  individual  Indians  as  it  relates  to 
the  title  of  the  lands  described  thereiu,  it  was  the  only  way  that  the 
Government  could  perform  its  treat>' obligation  to  funiish  homes  for  any 
number  of  Indians  less  than  a  tribe  or  band;  aud  if  these  allotmcuts  did 
not  vest  a  title  in  these  individual  Indians  they  secured  to  Ihera  such 
rights  to  tht  lauds  as  the  Government  was  lx)uud  to  ]>rotect  and  which 
it  oouUl  not  refuse  to  confirm  if  it  became  necessary  by  the  issuance  of 
patents  therefor. 

These  rights  are  fully  recognized  by  the  statute  of  1873,33  well  as  by 
the  bill  under  consideration. 

The  right  and  power  of  the  Government  to  divest  these  allottees  of 
their  interests  under  their  certificates  is  so  questionable  that  perhaps  it 
could  only  Ix;  tloue  under  the  plan  proposed,  through  an  eslopj^el  arising 
from. the  acceptance  of  the  price  for  which  their  allotted  lauds  were  sold. 

But  wliateverlhe  effect  of  a  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  this  bill 
would  bi;  uixm  the  title  of  the  settlers  to  these  lands.  I  can  see  no  fair- 
ness or  justice  in  permitting  them  to  enter  aud  purchase  such  lands  at  a 
sunj  much  less  than  their  appraised  value  in  iS73and  for  hardly  one-half 
the  price  paid  by  their  neighbors  under  the  law  passe^l  iu  that  year. 

The  occupancy  upon  these  lands  of  the  settlers  seeking  relief,  and  of 
their  grantors,  is  lxise<l  ui>on  wrong,  violence,  and  ojipression.  A  con- 
tinuation of  the  wrongful  exclusion  of  these  Indians  from  their  lands 
should  not  iiuire  to  the  betiefit  of  the  wrongdoers.  The  oj^tKtrtunities 
afforded  by  the  law  of  1873  were  neglected,  perhaps,  in  the  ho|>e  and  be- 
lief that  death  would  remove  the  Indians  who  by  their  appeals  for  justice 
annoyed  those  who  had  driven  them  from  their  homes,  and  perhaps  in 
M  P— vol,  viu— 42 
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tlie  exj>ectation  that  the  heedlessness  of  the  Government  concerning  its 
ohliKatioiis  to  tlie  Indians  wonld  snpply  easier  terms.     The  idea  is  tc»o 
prevalent  that,  as  aj^ainst  those  who  by  emigration  and  settlement  upou  , 
our  frontier  extend   nnr  civilization  and  pTosperily.  the   rights  of  d^| 
Indians  are  of  but  little  consequence.      But  it  must  be  absolutely  trtlfl 
that  no  development  is  genuine  or  valuable  based  upon  the  violence  aud 
cnielty  of  individuals  or  the  faithlessness  of  a  goveniment. 

While  it  might  not  result  in  exact  justice  or  precisely  rectify  t1 
wrong  connnitted,  it  may  well  l>e  that  in  existing  circumstances  the  in- 
terests of  the  allottees  or  their  heirs  demand  an  adjustment  of  the  kind 
now  proposed.  But  their  lands  certainly  are  worth  mucli  more  than 
they  were  in  1S73,  aud  the  settlers,  if  lliey  are  not  subjecletl  to  a  re- 
appraisenienl.  should  at  least  pay  the  price  at  which  the  lands  were 
appraised  in  that  year. 

If  the  holders  of  the  interests  of  the  allottees  have  such  a  title  as  will 
give  them  a  standing  in  the  courts  of  Kansas,  I  do  not  think  they  need 
fear  defeat  hy  being  charged  with  impnnemenLs  under  the  occupying 
claimants'  act,  for  it  has  been  decided  in  a  case  to  be  found  in  the 
twentieth  volume  of  Kansas  Repnirts,  at  page  374,  that —

Neither  the  title  uor  possttisioii  of  the  Indian  owner,  secured  hy  treaty  witli  t1 
United  States  Government,  can  be  tlisturlvd  by  State  legislation;  and  the  oecupjnag 
claimunts'  act  has  no  application  in  this  case. 
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And  yet  tlie  delay,  uucertanity,  aud  expense  of  legal  contests  sho 
be  considered. 

I  suggest  that  any  bill  which  is  jmssed  to  adjust  the  rights  of  these 
Indians  by  such  a  general  plan  as  is  embixiied  in  the  bill  Iierewilh  re- 
turned should  provide  for  the  jmynient  by  the  settlers  within  a  reason- 
able lime  of  an  appraised  value,  and  that  in  case  the  same  is  not  paid 
the  resi^ctive  occupants  that  the  lands  be  sold  at  public  auction  fo 
price  not  less  than  the  appraisement.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  reluni  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4357,  entitled  **An  act 
erect  a  public  building  at  Allentown,  Pa." 

The  accommodation  of  the  postal  business  is  the  only  public  pin 
for  which  the  Government  can  be  called  on  to  provide,  which  is  su| 
gested  as  a  pretext  for  the  erection  of  this  building.     It  is  proposed  to 
expend  gioo.ooo  for  a  structure  to  be  used  as  a  post-office.     It  is 
that  a  deputy  collector  of  internal  revenue  and  a  lx)ard  of  pension  e: 
iners  are  located  at  Allentown,  but  I  do  not  understand  tliat  the 
ment  is  obliged  to  provide  quarters  for  these  officers. 

The  usual  statement  is  made  in  support  of  this  bill  setting  f< 
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the  growth  of  the  city  where  it  is  proposed  to  locate  the  building  and 

the  amount  ;uul  vnriely  of  tlie  bnsiness  which  is  there  transacted;  and  the 
postmaster  in  stereotyped  phrase  represents  the  desirability  of  increased 
accommodation  for  the  transaction  of  the  business  under  his  charge. 

But  I  am  thoroughly  convinced  that  there  is  no  present  necessity  for 
the  expenditure  of  $ioo,ocx3  for  any  puqxise  connected  with  the  public 
business  at  this  place. 

The  annual  rent  now  paid  for  the  post-office  is  $1,300. 

The  interest,  at  3  jxj  cent,  ujkju  the  amount  now  asked  for  this  tiew 
building  is  $3,000.  As  soon  as  it  is  undertaken  the  pay  of  a  superiu- 
tendei't  of  its  construction  will  begin,  and  after  its  completion  the  com- 
pensation of  janitors  and  other  exjxjnses  of  its  maintenance  will  follow. 

The  plan  now  pursued  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  is,  in  my 
opinion,  very  objectionable.  They  are  often  built  where  ihey  are  not 
needed,  of  dimensions  and  at  a  cost  entirely  disproportionate  to  atiy 
public  use  to  which  they  can  l^e  applied,  and  as  a  consequence  they  fre- 
quently sen'c  more  to  demonstrate  the  activity  and  pertinacity  of  those 
who  represent  localities  desiring  this  kind  of  decoration  at  public  expense 
than  to  meet  any  necessity  of  the  Government.

To  the  House  of  Represefttatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7715,  entitled  ''An  act  for 
the  relief  of  Georgia  .A.  Stricklett." 

By  the  terms  of  this  bill  a  pension  is  allowed  to  the  beneficiar>-  above 
named,  whose  husband  died  on  the  21st  day  of  July,  1873.  It  appears 
from  the  records  that  he  was  mustered  into  the  service  to  dale  from 
Octolx?r  10,  1863,  to  serve  for  one  year.  It  is  alleged  in  the  report  of  the 
connnittee  of  the  House  who  repc^rted  this  bill  that  he  was  wounded  with 
buckshot  in  the  face  and  head  by  bushwhackers,  when  on  recruiting 
service,  on  the  23d  day  of  July,  1863.  If  these  dates  are  correct,  he  was 
wounded  l>eforc  he  entered  the  service;  but  this  fact  is  not  made  the 
basis  of  the  disapproval  of  the  widow's  application  for  relief.  There 
seems,  however,  to  l>e  no  mention  of  any  such  injury  during  his  term  of 
ser\Hce,  though  he  is  reported  sick  much  of  the  time  when  present  with 
his  regiment,  and  is  reported  as  once  in  hospital  for  a  disease  which,  to 
say  the  least  of  it.  can  not  l>e  recognized  as  related  to  the  service. 

The  soldier  himself  made  no  application  for  jxrnsion. 

A  physician  testifies  that  he  was  present  on  the  21st  day  of  July,  [873, 
when  the  soldier  died;  that  he  examined  the  body  after  death,  and  to  the 
best  of  his  knowledge  such  death  was  caused  partially  by  cpilefwy.  and 
that  the  epilepsy  was  the  result  of  "wounds  about  the  face  and  head 
received  diuing  his  ser\'ice  during  the  war." 
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Another  physician  testifies  that  tlie  soldier  applied  to  him  for  treat- 
ment in  1868,  and  that  his  disability  was  the  development  of  confirmed 
epilepsy,  and  he  expresses  the  opinion  that  this  was  due  to  a  wound  from 
a  buckshot.  This  physician,  while  not  giving  epilepsy  as  the  cause  of 
death,  says  that  "had  he  lived  to  die  a  natural  death  he  certainly  would 
have  died  an  insane  epileptic." 

The  report  speaks  of  his  death  by  * '  an  accidental  shot. ' ' 

The  truth  apj)ears  to  be  that  he  was  killed  by  a  pistol  shot  in  au  alter- 
cation with  another  man. 

I'nless  it  sliall  be  assumed  that  the  epilepsy  was  caused  by  the  buck- 
shot wound  si)oken  of,  and  unless  a  pension  should  be  allowed  because, 
if  the  soldier  had  not  l^een  killed  in  an  altercation,  he  might  have  soon 
died  from  such  cpileps}- ,  tliis  bill  is  entirely  devoid  of  merit. 

Surely  no  one  will  seriously  projx)se  that  a  claim  for  pension  should 
rest  ujxin  a  conjecture  as  to  what  would  have  caused  death  if  it  had  not 
occurred  in  au  entirely  different  way. 

The  testimony  of  the  physician  who  testified  in  this  case  that  death 
was  caused  partially  by  epile^xsy  suggests  the  extreme  recklessness  which 
may  characterize  medical  testimony  in  applications  for  pension.

KxKCUTivR  Mansion,  ^fay  iS,  1SS8, 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2282,  entitled  *'An  act  to 
pension  Mrs.  Theodora  M.  Piatt." 

The  deceased  husband  of  the  l>eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  ser\-ed 
faithfully  and  well  in  the  volunteer  service,  and  after  his  discharge  as 
major  entered  the  Regular  Army  and  was  on  the  retired  list  at  the  time 
of  his  death,  which  occurred  on  the  17th  day  of  April,  1885.  At  that 
time  he  seems  to  have  been  engaged  in  the  i)ractice  of  the  law  at  Cov- 
ington, Ky. 

He  does  not  aj^pear  to  have  contracted  any  distinct  and  definite  disa- 
bility in  his  army  service,  tliough  his  health  and  strength  were  doubtless 
somewhat  imjtaired  by  hanlsliip  and  exposure. 

It  is  conceded  that  he  connnitted  suicide  by  sluxning  himself  with  a 
pistol. 

Aciironcr's  intjuest  was  held  and  tlie  following  verdict  was  returned: 

lU-iijaiiiiii  M.  I'iatl  cainc  to  his  <U*ath  fnjin  a  pistol  bulk-t  tlirouj^li  the  hrain,  fired 
from  a  pistol  in  his  own  hand,  with  snicidal  intent.  whiU-  laborinj^  iinder  a  fit  of  tem- 
jxirary  ins;inity.  caused  l>y  morbid  sensitiveness  of  wasted  opportunities  and  con- 
stantly brooding  over  Imaginary  troubles  ancl  financial  difficulties. 

It  is  said  in  supix)rt  of  his  widow's  claim  for  |>ension  that,  being  lame 
as  a  result,  in  part  at  least,  of  his  military  service,  he,  by  reason  of  such 
lameness,  fell  from  a  staircase  a  few  mouths  before  his  death,  the  injury 
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from  which  affected  his  mind,  causing  insanity,  whidi  in  its  turn  resulted 
in  his  suicide. 

Much  interest  is  manifested  in  this  case,  Iwised  upon  former  friendship 
and  intimacy  with  the  deceased  and  kind  feeling  and  sympathy  for  his 
widow.  I  should  be  ghid  to  respond  to  these  sentiments  to  the  extent 
of  approving  this  l.ill,  but  it  is  one  of  the  misfortunes  of  public  life  and 
official  responsibility  that  a  sense  of  duty  frequently  stands  between  a 
conception  of  right  and  a  sympathetic  inclination. 

The  verdict  returned  upon  the  coroner's  inquest,  founded  upon  a 
friendly  examination  of  all  the  facts  surrounding  the  melancholy  death 
of  this  st>ldier.  made  at  the  time  of  death  and  in  the  midst  of  his  neigh- 
b<trs  ami  friends,  lx>th  by  what  it  contains  and  by  what  is  omitted,  to- 
gether uitb  the  other  facts  developed,  leads  me  to  the  conclusion  tliat  if 
a  pension  is  j^rnnted  in  this  case  no  soldier's  widow's  applicatiou  based 
upon  suicide  can  be  consistently  rejected.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  hill  No.  5545,  entitled  *'Art  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Nancy  F.  Jenuings." 

William  Jennings,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill, 
enlisted  in  October.  litGi,  and  was  discharged  June  24.  1862.  upon  a  sur- 
gcons  certificate  of  disability,  the  cause  of  disability  being  therein  stated 
as  * '  hemorrhoids. '  * 

He  never  applied  for  a  pension,  and  died  in  1877  of  apoplexy. 

In  the  report  of  the  committee  which  repftrted  this  bill  the  allegation 
is  made  that  the  deceased  came  home  from  the  Army  with  chronic  diar- 
rhea and  suffered  from  the  same  to  the  dale  of  his  death. 

The  widow  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1S78.  which  was  rejected  on  the 
groinid  that  the  fatal  disease  (apoplexy)  was  not  due  to  military  service 
nor  the  result  of  either  of  the  complaints  mentioned. 

If  we  are  to  adhere  to  the  rule  that  in  order  to  entitle  the  widow  of  a 
soldier  to  a  pension  the  death  of  her  husband  must  be  in  some  way  related 
to  his  military  ser\Hce.  there  can  lie  no  doubt  that  upon  its  merits  this 
case  was  properly  disposed  of  by  the  Pension  Bureau.

To  the  House  0/  Representatives : 

I  return  without  approval  a  joiyt  resolution,  which  originated  iti  the 
House  of  Representatives,  "authorizing  the  use  and  improvement  of 
Castle  Island,  in  Boston  Harbor." 
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This  island  is  separated  from  the  mainland  of  the  city  of  Boston  by  a 
channel  over  one-half  mile  wide.  Fort  Independence  is  located  on  the 
island,  and  it  is  regarded  by  our  military  authorities  as  quite  important 
to  the  defense  of  the  city. 

The  proposition  contained  in  the  joint  resolution  is  to  permit  the  city 
of  Boston,  through  its  park  commissioners,  to  improve  and  beautify  this 
island  in  connection  with  a  public  park  to  be  laid  out  in  the  city,  with  the 
intention  of  joining  the  mainland  and  the  island  by  the  construction  of  a 
viaduct  or  causeway  across  the  water  now  separating  the  same. 

It  is  quite  plain  that  the  occupancy  of  this  island  as  a  place  of  pleasure 
and  recreation,  as  contemplated  under  this  resolution,  would  be  entirely 
inconsistent  with  military  or  defensive  uses.  I  do  not  regard  the  control 
reser\'ed  in  the  resolution  to  the  Secretary  of  War  over  such  excavations, 
fillings,  and  structures  upon  the  island  as  may  be  proposed  as  of  much 
importance.  When  a  park  is  established  there,  the  island  is  no  longer  a 
defense  in  time  of  need. 

This  scheme,  or  one  of  the  same  character,  was  broached  more  than 
four  years  ago,  and  met  the  disapproval  of  the  Secretary  of  War  and  the 
Engineer  Department. 

I  am  now  advised  by  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  Chief  of  Engineers,  and 
the  Lieutenant-General  of  the  Arm)',  in  quite  positive  terms,  that  the  res- 
olution under  consideration  should  not,  for  reasons  fully  stated  by  them, 
become  operative. 

I  deem  the  opinions  of  these  officers  abundant  justification  for  my  dis- 
approval of  the  resolution  without  further  statement  of  objections.

To  the  Senate: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1064,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  L.J.  Wordcn." 

This  bill  directs  the  Postmaster- General  to  allow  to  L.  J.  Worden. 
recently  the  postmaster  at  Lawrence,  Kaiis. ,  the  sum  of  $625  paid  out 
by  him  as  such  postmaster  for  clerk  hire  during  the  period  from  July  i, 
1882,  to  June  30.  1883. 

The  allowances  to  these  officers  for  clerk  hire  and  other  like  expenses 
are  fixed  in  each  case  by  the  Post-Office  Department  and  are  paid  out 
of  an  appropriation  made  in  gross  to  cover  them  all.  The  excess  of 
receipts  for  l)ox  rents  and  commissions  over  and  above  the  .'^alary  of  the 
postmaster  is  adopted  by  law  as  the  maxinuu]i  amount  of  such  allow- 
ances in  each  case,  and  within  that  limit  the  amount  appropriated  is 
apjx)rtioned  by  the  Post-Office  Department  to  the  different  offices  accord- 
ing to  their  needs. 

The  allowances  to  the  LawTence  post-office  for  the  year  ending  June 
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30»  1883,  was  f3,xcx>.  This  was  fully  its  proportion  of  the  appropriation 
made  by  Congress  for  tliat  year,  aud  as  nnicli  ns  was  in  most  cases  given 
to  other  offices  of  the  s:inie  >jrade.  In  Seplenil)er,  11582,  durinjj  the  first 
quarter  of  the  year  in  question,  the  poslniaslcr  made  application  for  an 
increase  of  his  allowances,  wliich  was  declined,  and  a  similar  application 
in  Deccniljcr  of  the  same  year  was  also  declined.  The  reason  given  for 
noncompliance  with  this  request  in  l»olh  cases  was  a  lack  of  futids.  It 
is  the  nile  to  make  only  such  allowances  in  any  year  as  can  be  paid  from 
the  appropriation  made  for  thai  |x*riod. 

No  further  application  for  increase  of  allowances  was  made  by  \[r. 
Worden  until  March,  iSS4,when  the  same  were  increased  $.^00  for  the 
year,  to  date  from  the  ist  day  of  January  preceding. 

It  was  found  al  that  time,  after  a  full  and  fair  investigation  hy  the 
Department,  which  had  in  hand  abundant  funds  for  an  itierease  of  these 
allowances,  that  notwiilLstandiuK  llie  increase  of  business  at  this  j>ost- 
oiTice.  $300  added  to  the  allowances  for  the  year  fnim  July  1.  18S2,  to 
June  30,  1S83,  was  sufficient;  and  yet  more  than  twice  that  sum  is  added 
by  the  bill  under  con.sideration  to  the  allowances  for  the  year  last  named. 

Fort>-four  postmasters  have  submitted  vouchers,  amoiniting  to  nearly 
$9,000,  for  clerk  hire  during  that  year  in  excess  of  alluwances;  but  Ihcy 
were  all  rejcctecl,  and  I  understand  have  not  been  in.sisted  ui>on. 

I  a.s.snmc  that  the  Po.st -Office  Departnietit  in  1X84  dealt  justly  and  fairly 
by  the  |HJSt master  at  Lawrence,  and  upon  this  theory,  if  he  should  l>e  re- 
imbursed any  ex]>enditure  for  a  previous  year,  the  demanti  he  now  makes 
is  excessive. 

But  the  cases  should  l>e  exceedingly  rare  in  which  i)ostmaslers  are 
awarded  any  more  than  the  allowances  made  by  the  Deinirlment  officers. 
They  linve  the  very  best  means  of  ascertaining  the  amount  neccssiiry  to 
meet  the  deuiands  of  the  service  in  any  particular  case,  and  it  certainly 
may  be  assumed  that  they  desire  to  properly  accommodate  the  public  in 
the  matter  of  postal  facilities.  When  the  appropriation  is  sufficient,  the 
decision  of  the  Department  should  be  final;  and  when  the  money  in  hand 
does  not  admit  of  adequate  allowances,  postmasters  should  only  be  rcini- 
Innscd  money  voluntarily  expended  by  them  when  reconnnended  by  the 
I'ostmaster-General. 

Any  other  course  leads  to  the  ex])enditure  of  money  by  postmasters 
for  work  which  they  should  do  themselves  and  to  the  employment  of 
clerks  which  are  unnecessary*.  The  least  encouragement  that  they  may 
be  repaid  such  expenditure  by  a  special  appropriation  wotdd  dangerously 
tend  to  the  sul)stitntion  of  their  judgment  for  that  of  the  Department  and 
to  the  relaxation  of  w^holesome  discipline. 

I  think,  when  the  application  of  Mr.  Worden  for  an  increase  in  his 
allowances  was  twice  declined  for  any  cau.se  during  the  year  covering 
his  present  demand,  that  if  he  made  personal  expenditures,  for  clerk  hire, 
and  especially  if  he  did  so  without  the  encouragement  of  the  Department, 
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they  were  made  at  his  own  risk.     It  appears,  too,  that  the  amount  of  liis 
claim  is  larger  than  can  l>e  justified  in  any  event. 

GROVER  CLEVELAND. 

The  time  allowed  the  Executive  by  the  Constitution  for  the  examina- 
tion of  bills  presented  to  him  by  Congress  for  his  action  expired  in  the 
case  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  on  Saturday,  May  19.  The  Senate 
adjourned  or  took  a  recess  on  Thursday  aftenioon,  May  17,  until  to-day, 
the  2ist  of  May. 

On  the  day  of  said  recess  or  adjouniment  the  above  message,  disap- 
proving said  bill  and  accompanying  its  return  to  the  Senate,  where  it 
originated,  was  drawn,  and  on  May  18  was  engrossed  and  signed.  On 
Saturday,  the  1.9th  of  May,  the  Senate  not  being  in  session,  the  message 
and  the  bill  were  tendered  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Senate,  who  declined 
to  receive  them,  and  thereupon  they  were  on  the  same  day  tendered  to 
the  President  of  the  Senate,  who  also  declined  to  recei\'e  the  same.  l)oth 
of  these  officials  claiming  that  the  return  of  said  bill  and  tlic  deli\er>-  of 
said  message  could  only  properly  be  made  to  the  Senate  when  in  actual 
session. 

They  are  therefore  transmitted  as  soon  as  the  Senate  reconvenes  after 
its  recess,  with  this  explanation.  GROVER  CLEVELAND. 

[May  22  the  Senate  proceeded,  as  the  Constitution  prescril)es,  to  recon- 
sider the  said  bill  returned  by  the  President  of  the  United  States  with  his 
objections,  pending  which  it  was  ordered  that  the  said  bill  and  message 
be  referred  to  the  Committee  on  Privileges  and  Elections.  No  action 
was  taken.] 

ExECuTiVK  Mansion,  May  ig,  iSSS. 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  88,  entitled  "An  act  granting 
a  pension  to  Sally  A.  Randall." 

Antipas  Tal>er  enlisted  in  the  War  of  1812  and  was  discharged  in -the 
year  1814.  There  is  no  claim  made  that  he  received  any  injury  in 
the  Army  or  that  his  death,  which  happened  long  after  his  dischargt, 
was  in  the  slightest  degree  related  to  his  military  service.  It  does  not 
appear  that  he  ever  made  any  application  for  a  ^xiusion  or  was  ever  w\K^\\ 
the  pension  rolls.  He  died  at  Trinidad,  in  the  island  of  Cuba.  April  1 1, 
1831 ,  leaving  as  his  widow  the  beneficiary  mentioned  in  this  bill.  Alxmt 
twenty-two  years  after  his  death,  and  in  February,  1853,  she  married 
Albert  Randall,  and  twenty  years  thereafter,  in  October.  1873.  Randall 
died,  leaving  her  again  a  widow. 

It  is  alleged  in  the  report  of  the  committee  in  the  House  to  which  this 

*^'U  Was  referred  that  Mrs.  Randall  is  a  worthy  woman,  75  years  of  age, 

•edy  circumstances,  wuth  health  much  impaired,  and  that  the  petition 
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for  her  relief  was  signed  by  prominent  citizens  of  Norwich,  Conn.,  where 
she  now  resides. 

All  this  certainly  commends  her  case  to  the  kindness  and  benevolence 
of  the  citizens  mentioned,  and  the  State  of  Connecticut  ought  not  to  allow 
her  to  \yQ  in  needy  circumstances. 

It  seems  to  me,  however,  that  it  would  establish  a  bad  precedent  to 
I>n>vide  for  her  from  the  Federal  Treasury.  From  the  statement  of  her 
present  age  she  must  have  been  l)oni  during  the  time  of  her  first  hus- 
band's enlistment.  She  knew  nothing  of  his  military  service  except  as 
the  same  may  have  lx;en  detailed  to  her.  Her  first  widowhood  had  no 
coimction  with  any  incident  or  condition  of  health  traceable  to  such 
senice.  and  her  second  husband,  with  whom  she  lived  for  twenty  years, 
never  entered  tlie  military  service  of  the  Government. 

1  do  not  see  how  the  relief  proposed  can  be  granted  in  this  case  with- 
out an  unjustifiable  departure  from  the  rules  under  which  applications 
for  pension  should  be  determined.

I  retmn  without  approval  House  bill  No.  879,  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pulsion  to  Royal  J,  Hiar." 

The  l)eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  Noveml)er  11,  i86i,in  the 
iMrsl  Regiment  of  Michigan  Ivngineers  and  Mechanics.  He  is  rejwrted 
as  absent  without  proper  authority  from  May  24,  1862,  to  January  15, 
1S63,  when  he  was  discharged  by  reason  of  varicose  veins  of  the  left  leg 
and  thigh,  claimed  to  have  existed  l>efore  enlistment. 

IK'  filed  a  claim  for  pension  August  30,  1S76,  alleging  disease  of  the 
right  side  and  hi]),  due  to  typhoid  pneumonia,  contracted  while  repairing 
a  hospital  tent  in  March,  1H62. 

There  is  \v^  record  of  tliis  disease.  The  proof  he  furnishes  of  the  same 
is  extremely  sliglit,  though  he  was  furni.shed  ample  opportunity.  The 
(li^abiHly  of  which  he  complains  has  no  natural  relation  to  the  sickness 
he  claims  to  have  had  during  his  service,  but  is  quite  a  natural  result  of 
"an  injury  while  logging,"  to  which  some  of  the  witnesses  examined  in 
a  s^Kcial  examination  of  the  case  attribute  it.

To  the  House  of  Represc7itatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5234,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Cy renins  ("i.  vStryker." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  for  nine  months  in  Septem- 
ber, 1862,  and  was  discharged  June  27,  1863. 
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His  enlistment  was  in  Company  A,  Thirtieth  New  Jersey  Regiment. 
The  bill  proposes  to  pension  him  as  "a  private  in  Company  A, Thirtieth 
Regiment  New  York  Volunteers." 

He  alleges  that  he  was  pushed  or  fell  from  the  platform  of  a  car  in 
which  he  was  transported  to  Washington  after  enlistment  and  injured  his 
spine.  On  the  claim  which  he  presented  to  the  Pension  Bureau  in  June, 
1879,  repeated  medical  examinations  failed  to  reveal  any  disability  from 
the  cause  alleged,  and  after  a  special  examination  his  claim  was  rejected 
because,  with  the  assistance  of  such  special  examination,  the  claimant  did 
not  prove  the  origin  of  alleged  injury  in  service  and  the  line  of  duty  or 
a  pensionable  degree  of  disability  therefrom  since  discharge. 

The  evidence  now  offered  in  support  of  this  claim  appears  to  have  ref- 
erence to  a  time  long  anterior  to  its  rejection  by  the  Pension  Bureau  in 
1886,  and  does  not  impeach  the  finding  of  the  Bureau  that  at  the  latter 
date  there  existed  no  pensionable  disability.

Mansion,  May  ig,  /8SS, 
To  the  House  of  Reprcscniatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3579.  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Ellen  Shea." 

This  beneficiary  is  an  old  lady  and  a  widow.  Her  son,  Michael  Shea, 
enlisted  in  January,  1862.  The  records  show  that  he  was  sick  on  one  or 
two  occasions  during  his  service.  He  is  also  reported  as  a  deserter  and 
absent  without  leave  and  in  arrest  and  confinement  fully  as  often  as  he 
was  sick.     He  was  discharged  January  20,  1865. 

No  application  for  a  pension  has  been  made  on  his  l>ehalf.  The  mother 
filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  July,  1S84,  alleging  that  her  son  contracted  a 
fever  in  the  service  which  resulted  in  insanity,  which  was  the  cause  of 
his  death  on  the  loth  day  of  March.  18JS4. 

He  was  killed  by  a  snow  slide  in  the  State  of  Colorado.  The  only  hint 
that  his  death  was  in  any  way  connected  with  the  service  is  the  .sugges- 
tion that  not  having  the  pro|>er  use  of  his  mind  he  wandered  awa\-  and 
was  killed. 

His  mother  now  lives  in  Chicago  and.  I  suppose,  lived  there  at  the 
time  of  her  son's  death.  There  is  very  little  evidence  offered  of  any 
unsoundness  of  mind,  and  his  death  occurring  at  Woodstock.  Colo.,  it  is 
hardly  to  be  supposed  that  he  wandered  that  far.  And  as  tending  to 
show  that  unsoundness  of  mind  had  nothing  to  do  with  his  death  it  may 
be  mentioned  that  an  attorney  having  the  mother's  application  for  pen- 
sion in  charge  withdrew  from  the  case  in  October,  1HS4,  for  the  reason 
that,  having  made  inquiries  at  the  place  where  the  soldier  was  killed,  he 
found  that  his  death  was  caused  by  a  snow  slide,  and  that  he  was  in- 
formed that  a  number  of  other  persons  lost  their  lives  at  the  same  time.

To  the  ifoHw  of  R€prcsentaUves: 

I  return  without  approval  House  l)ill  No.  8164,  euUtled  "Au  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  VV^illiam  H.  Hester." 

It  is  claimed  that  the  bencl'iciary  named  in  this  bill  was  injured  by 
san<l  blowing  in  his  eyes  (Uirin^  a  sand  storm  while  in  the  service  in  the 
year  i86y,  rusulting  in  nearly  if  not  quite  total  blindness. 

It  is  conceded  in  the  re|x)rl  of  the  committee  to  which  this  bill  was 
referred  in  tlie  House  that  the  claim  for  pension  made  by  this  man  to 
the  Pension  Rureau  was  largely  supported  by  perjury  and  forgery;  but 
the  criminality  of  these  methods  is  made  to  rest  upon  three  rogues  and 
sconndrels  who  uudertt)ok  to  obtain  a  pension  for  the  soldier,  and  it  is 
stated  by  the  committee  as  their  opinion  that  the  claimant  himself  was 
innocent  of  any  complicity  in  the  crimes  committed  and  attempted. 

I  have  quite  a  full  report  of  the  papers  filed  and  proceedings  taken  in 
relation  to  the  claim  presented  to  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  I  am  sorry 
that  I  can  not  agree  with  the  committee  of  the  House  as  to  the  merits  of 
the  application  now  made  or  the  good  faith  and  honesty  of  the  bene- 
ficiary named  in  the  bill  herewith  returned!. 

Among  the  facts  presented  I  shall  refer  to  but  one  or  two  touching  the 
conduct  of  the  claimant  himself. 

ri>jn  his  examination,  under  oath,  by  a  special  examiner,  he  stated 
that  he  was  brought  to  W' ashington  to  further  his  claim  by  a  man  named 
Miller,  one  of  the  rascally  attorneys  spoken  of  in  the  committee's  feport; 
that  Miller  was  to  ])ay  his  cx^ienscs  while  in  Washington,  and  was  to 
recei\-e  one-third  of  the  money  paid  upon  the  claim. 

Tliis  is  not  the  conduct  of  a  man  claiming  in  good  faith  a  pension 
from  the  Government, 

He  further  stated  under  oath  that  his  eyes  became  affected  alx)Ut  Jan- 
uar>'  15, 1869, by  reason  of  a  sand  storm;  that  the  sand  blew  into  tbem 
and  cut  them  all  to  pieces:  that  he  was  thereafter  hardly  able  to  see  or 
get  around  and  wait  on  himself,  and  that  Edward  N.  Baldwin  took  care 
of  him  in  his  tent. 

This  Mr.  Raldwiti  was  found  by  the  special  exanuner  and  testified 
that  he  knew  the  claimant  and  ser\-ed  in  same  regiment  and  bunked  with 
him;  that  he  never  knew  of  the  sand  storm  spoken  of  by  Hester;  that  he 
never  knew  that  he  had  sore  eyes  in  the  service;  that  he  (Baldwin  t  did 
not  take  care  of  him  when  he  was  suffering  with  sore  eyes,  and  that  he 
never  knew  of  Hester  being  sick  but  once,  and  that  was  when  he  had 
eaten  too  much.  He  was  shown  an  affidavit  purporting  to  be  made  by 
him  and  declared  the  entire  thing  to  be  false  and  a  forgery. 

I  believe  this  claim  for  pension  to  be  a  fraud  from  l^ginning  to  end, 
and  the  effrontery  with  which  it  has  been  pushed  shows  the  necessity 
of  a  careful  examination  of  these  cases.

To  ihv.  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6609,  entitled  *'An  act  for 
the  relief  of  vSarah  K.  McCaleb." 

The  husband  of  the  l>eneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  was  wounded  in  the 
head  at  the  battle  of  Fort  Donelson  on  the  15th  day  of  Febniarj',  1862. 
He  served  thereafter  and  was  promoted,  and  was  discharged  June  30, 
1865. 

He  died  l)y  suicide  in  1878. 

He  never  applied  for  a  pension. 

The  su>;geslion  is  made  that  the  wound  in  his  head  predisposed  him 
to  mental  unsoundness,  but  it  dt^s  not  appear  to  be  claimed  that  he  was 
insine. 

I  can  not  believe  that  his  suicide  had  any  connection  with  his  annj'

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  4580,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  I-'aniaren  Ball." 

In  the  report  of  the  conunittee  to  which  this  bill  was  referred  the  name 
of  this  beneficiary  is  jj^iven  as  "  Farnaseu  Ball,"  and  in  a  report  from  tlie 
Pension  Bureau  it  is  insisted  that  the  correct  name  is  "  Taniezen  Hall." 

Her  son,  Augustus  F.  Coldecott,  was  pensioned  for  disease  of  the 
lunj^s  up  to  the  time  of  his  death,  which  occurred  June  2,  1S72. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  an  overdose  of  laudanum,  and  whether  it 
was  taken  by  mistake  or  design  is  luicertain. 

The  mother  is  not  entirely  destitute,  deriving  an  income,  though  small, 
from  the  interest  upon  a  mortgage  given  to  her  \\\}0\\  a  sale  of  some  real 
estate. 

The  i)roofs  with  which  I  have  been  furnished  fail  to  satisfy  me  that 
the  Oovernnient  should  grant  a  pension  on  account  of  death  produced  l>y 
a  self-administered  narcotic  in  the  circumstances  which  surround  this  case. 

As  a  general  proi^osition  I  see  nothing  unjust  or  unfair  in  holding  that 
if  a  pensioner  is  sick  an<l  through  ignorance  or  design  takes  laudanum 
without  the  direction  or  regulation  of  a  ])hysician  the  (lovernment  should 
not  be  held  resiM>nsible  for  the  consequences.

To  the  HoKse  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  ap])roval  Housl-  bill  No.  339,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
relief  of  J.  K.  Pilcher." 
This  bill  authorizes  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Treasury  to  pay  to  the  party 
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named  therein  the  sum  of  $905,  being  the  amount  of  one  lx)nd  of  $ioo 
and  $805  in  pajKT  money  of  the  RepubHc  of  Texas. 

It  is  directed,  however,  that  this  money  l)e  paid  out  of  the  Texas  indem- 
nity fund. 

This  fund  was  created  under  a  law  passed  on  the  28th  day  of  Febru- 
ary. i<S55,  appropriating  the  sum  of  $7,750,000  to  pay  certain  claims 
against  the  Republic  of  Texas.  15y  the  terms  of  said  law  a  certain  time 
was  fixed  within  which  such  claims  were  to  be  presented  to  the  Trca.sury 
Department. 

Between  the  passage  of  said  act  and  the  year  1S70  the  sum  of  $7,648,- 
786.73  was  paid  ujxjn  said  claims,  leaving  of  the  money  appropriated  an 
unexjiended  balance  of  $101,213.27. 

This  balance  was  on  the  30th  day  of  June,  1877,  carried  to  the  surplus 
fund  and  covered  into  the  Treasury,  pursuant  to  section  5  of  chapter  328 
of  the  laws  of  1874. 

Thus  since  that  date  it  seems  there  has  been  no  Texas  indemnity 
fund,  nt)r  is  there  any  such  fund  now  from  which  the  money  mentioned 
in  the  bill  herewith  returned  can  be  paid. 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  the  proposed  law  could  not  be  executed  and 
would  l»e  of  no  i>ossible  use. 

If  the  claims  mentioned  are  such  as  should  Ije  paid  by  the  United 
States,  there  api)ears  to  l>e  no  difficulty  in  making  an  appropriation  for 
their  jiayment  from  the  general  funds  of  the  Government.  I  notice  an 
item  to  meet  a  similar  claim  was  inserted  in  a  deficiency  bill  passed  on 
thf  7th  <lay  of  July,  1884.  GROVKR  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  Xo.  347,  entitled  "An  act  to 
]>rovide  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  in  the  city  of  Yonngstown, 
Ohio." 

By  the  census  of  1880  the  popidation  of  Yonngstown  appears  to  ])e 
15.435.  It  is  claimed  by  those  urging  the  erection  of  a  public  build- 
ing there  that  its  population  has  nearly  doubled  since  that  date.  The 
amount  appropriated  in  the  bill  herewith  returned  is  $75.ocx>.  There 
docs  not  seem  to  be  any  governmental  purix)se  to  which  such  a  building 
could  be  properly  devoted  except  the  acconnnodation  of  the  post-office. 

I  have  listened  to  an  unusual  amount  of  personal  representation  in 
favor  of  this  bill  from  parties  whose  desires  I  should  Ik*  glad  to  meet  on 
this  or  any  other  question;  but  none  of  them  have  insisted  that  there  is 
any  jiresent  governmental  need  of  the  proix>sed  new  building  even  for 
postal  puqxises.  On  the  contrary.  I  am  informed  that  the  post-ofl'icc  is 
at  i>resciit  well  acconnnodated  in  quarters  held  mider  a  lease  which  does 
not  <-x]>irc.  I  believe,  initil  1S92.  A  letter  address'jd  to  the  ])ostniaster  at 
Yonngstown  containing  certain  questions  bearing  upon  the  neces.sity  of 
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a  new  building  failed  to  elicit  a  reply.  This  fact  is  very  unusual  and 
extraordinary,  for  the  postmaster  can  almost  always  be  relied  upon  to 
make  an  exhibit  of  the  great  necessity  of  larger  quarters  when  a  new 
public  building  is  in  prospect. 

The  fact  was  communicated  to  me  early  in  the  present  session  of  the 
Congress  that  the  aggregate  sum  of  the  appropriations  contained  in  bills 
for  the  erection  and  extension  of  public  buildings  which  had  up  to  that 
time  been  referred  to  the  House  Committee  on  "Public  Buildings  and 
Grounds  was  about  $37,000,000. 

Of  course  this  fact  would  have  no  particular  relevancy  if  all  the  build- 
ings asked  for  were  necessary  for  the  transaction  of  public  business,  as 
long  as  we  have  the  money  to  pay  for  them;  but  inasmuch  as  a  large  num- 
ber of  the  buildings  proposed  are  unnecessary  and  their  erection  would  be 
wasteful  and  extravagant,  besides  furnishing  precedents  for  further  and 
more  extended  reckless  exi)enditures  of  a  like  character,  it  seems  to  me 
that  applications  for  new  and  expensive  public  buildings  should  be  care- 
fully scrutinized. 

I  am  satisfied  that  the  appropriation  of  $75,000  for  a  building  at 
Voungstowu  is  at  present  not  justified.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1237.  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Anna  Mertz." 

The  lx;neficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  Charles  A.  Mertz. 
who  served  in  the  Army  as  captain  from  Ai>nl,  1862,  to  June,  1863,  when 
he  resigned  on  account  of  impaired  health.  It  is  stated  in  the  commit- 
tee's reiK)rt  that  after  his  return  from  the  Army  he  worked  occasionally 
at  his  trade,  though  subject  to  attacks  of  very  severe  diarrhea,  accompa- 
nied with  acute  catarrhal  pains  in  the  head  and  face,  which  he  constantly 
attributed  to  his  army  .service. 

It  is  alleged  that  he  ha<l  several  times  taken  morphine,  under  medical 
advice,  to  allay  pain  caused  by  these  attacks. 

He  did  not  apply  for  a  ]>en.sion. 

On  the  ist  day  of  I)eceml)er,  1884,  more  than  twenty-one  years' after 
his  discharge  from  the  Army,  he  died  from  an  overdose  of  morphine  self- 
administered,  for  the  purpose,  it  is  claimed,  of  alleviating  his  suffering. 

I  do  not  think  that  in  this  case  the  death  of  the  soldier  was  so  related 
to  his  military  service  as  to  entitle  his  widow  to  a  ])ension.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  820,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  David  A.  Ser\*is. ' ' 
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The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enliste<l  August  14,  1863,  and  was 
di;ft:liar>ced  June  8,  1865. 

It  is  alleged  that  about  the  month  of  Jauuan'.  1863.  a  comrade,  by- 
way of  a  joke,  put  powder  into  a  pipe  which  the  btueficiary  was  accus- 
tomed to  smoke  and  co\-ered  it  with  tolxicco,  so  that  \vhen  he  lighted  it 
the  jH>wdtrr  exploded  aiid  iujured  his  eyes.  The  re]X)rt  of  ihe  Senate 
connnitlee  states  that  it  does  not  appear  that  "any  notice  was  taken  of 
this  wanton  act  of  his  lent  mate." 

There  is  no  mention  of  any  disablHty  or  injury  iu  the  record  of  the 
soldier's  scn'ice.  He  seems  to  have  ser\'ctl  nearly  two  years  and  a  half 
after  the  injury.  He  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  May.  1SS5, 
more  than  twenty-two  years  thereafter. 

Whatever  may  be  the  extent  of  the  injur>'  sustained,  in  regard  to 
which  the  endcnce  is  apparently  (piite  meager,  I  can  not  see  that  it  was 
such  a  resnll  of  military  service  as  to  entitle  the  apjilicant  to  a  j^ension. 

The  utmost  liberality  to  those  who  were  in  our  Army  hardly  justifies 
a  corapx;usati(jn  by  way  of  pension  for  injuries  incurred  in  sport  or  pas- 
time or  as  the  result  of  a  practical  joke.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  835,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  (if  Klisha  Griswold." 

The  Ixueficiary  named  iu  this  bill,  which  awards  him  a  pension,  en- 
listed iu  January,  1864,  and  was  discharged  February  12,  1866. 

His  claim  fur  pcusiou,  as  develoixrd  in  the  re[K>rt  of  the  Senate  Com- 
mittee on  Pensions,  is  based  upon  the  allegation  that  in  January,  x8&6, 
he  fell  from  a  swing  which  had  lieen  put  up  in  the  building  occupied  as 
a  barrack  and  struck  on  his  head  and  shoulder. 

The  committee  report  in  favor  ttf  the  bill  upon  the  grounds  that  the 
soldier  was  injured  "wliile  engaged  in  recreation"  and  that  "such  rec- 
reation is  a  necessary  part  of  a  soldier's  life.'* 

The  beneficiary  filed  an  application  in  January,  1880,  and  in  support 
of  such  application  he  filed  on  the  i6th  day  of  July,  1886,  an  affidavit  in 
which  he  testifies  that  at  the  time  of  the  injury  he  was  in  prison  at  San 
Antonio,  Tex.,  upon  charges  the  character  of  which  he  could  not  ascer- 
tain, and  that  the  swing  from  which  he  fell  was  erected  by  himself  and 
others  for  pastime  and  exercise. 

It  will  be  seen  that  the  injur>'  complained  of  is  alleged  to  have  l)een 
sustained  less  than  a  month  before  his  discliarge.  There  is,  however, 
no  record  of  any  disability. 

His  claim  based  up«m  this  injur}*  was,  in  my  opinion,  projjerly  rejected 
as  having  no  connection  with  his  military  service,  and  I  think  the  facts 
in  his  case  as  herein  detailed  do  not  justify  the  award  of  a  pension  to 
him  by  special  enactment.  _ 
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0\\  the  23d  day  of  March,  1888,  after  the  introduction  of  the  bill  here- 
\.ith  returned,  tlie  beneficiary,  apparently  having  abandoned  the  claim 
upon  which  the  bill  is  predicated,  filed  anotlier  application  for  a  pension 
in  the  Pension  Bureau,  alleging  that  he  contracted  diarrhea  and  malarial 
poisoning  in  the  service.     This  application  is  still  pending.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1275,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  Columbus,  Ga.,  and  appropriating 
money  therefor." 

The  city  of  Columbus,  Ga.,  is  undoubtedly  a  thriving,  growing  city. 
The  only  present  necessity  for  a  public  building  there  is  for  tlie  accom- 
modation of  its  post-office.  It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  House  com- 
mittee that  the  gross  reveimes  of  the  office  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1S87,  were  $16,700.  The  postmaster,  in  a  letter  upon  the  subject,  makes 
the  following  statement: 

I  fstiinate  the  gross  receipts  at  Jfi7,500  for  the  fiscal  year  ending  March  31,  which 
will  bL'  an  increase  of  nearly  7  per  cent  over  last  year's  receipts. 

There  are  nine  persons  employed  in  the  post-office  at  p;-esent,  includ- 
ing the  postmaster.  The  present  quarters  are  leased  by  the  Government 
at  an  anmial  rent  of  $900.  The  postmaster  represents  that  his  atcom- 
niodations  are  not  adequate  or  convenient,  and  that  instead  of  a  space  of 
1,9(30  scpiare  feet,  which  he  now  has,  he  should  be  provided  with  2.500 
square  feet. 

The  population  of  the  city  in  1880  was  10,123.  It.  is  claimed  that  it 
is  now  about  20,000. 

In  my  opinion  the  facts  presented  do  not  exhibit  the  necessity  of  the 
expenditure  of  Sioo.ooo  to  afford  the  increased  room  for  the  post-office 
whicli  may  be  desirable.  I  believe  a  private  person  would  erect  a  build- 
ing abundantly  sufficient  for  all  our  postal  needs  in  that  city  for  many 
years  to  come  for  one-third  of  that  sum. 

Business  prudence  and  good  judgment  seem  to  dictate  that  the  erec- 
tion of  the  proposed  building  should  be  delayed  until  its  necessity  is 
more  manifest,  and  so  that  it  can  be  better  determined  what  expenditure 
for  such  a  purpose  will  be  justified  by  the  continued  growth  of  the  city 
and  the  needs  of  the  Government.

I  return  herewith  without  approval  House  bill  Xo.  4467,  entitled  "An 
^ct  for  the  erection  of  a  public  building  at  liar  Harbor,  in  Maine." 
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The  entire  towii  within  which  Bar  Harbor  is  situated  contained  in 
18K0  1,639  inhabitants,  as  appears  by  the  census  of  that  year. 

There  is  no  pretense  that  there  is  any  need  of  a  public  buildiug  there 
except  to  acconiniotlate  the  post-office. 

This  is  a  third-class  office,  and  the  Government  does  not  pay  the  rent 
for  offices  of  that  class.  The  gross  receipts  of  the  uflice  for  the  year 
ended  June  30,  1887,  are  reported  by  the  Postmaster-General  at  $5,.'?37. 
The  jxjstmaster  reports  that  lie  emi)loys  five  clerks  in  the  summer  and 
tlu'cc  ill  the  winter.  The  fact  that  Bar  Harbor  is  a  place  of  very  exten- 
sive summer  resort  makes  its  p*)pulation  exceedingly  variable,  and  dur- 
ing a  pari  of  the  year  it  is  quite  likely  that  the  influx  of  pleasure  seekers 
may  make  a  more  commodious  post-office  desirable,  though  there  does 
not  seem  to  be  much  complaint  of  present  inconvenience. 

The  postmaster  pays  a  rent  of  $500  {x;r  annum  for  his  present  quarters. 

The  amount  appropriated  by  the  bill  is  quite  moderate.  l)cing  only 
$25,000,  but  the  postmaster  expresses  the  opinion  that  a  proper  site 
alone  would  cost  from  twenty  to  thirty  thousand  dollars. 

I  am  decidedly  of  the  opttuon  that  if  a  public  building  is  to  be  erected 
at  this  place,  of  which  at  present  there  appears  to  be  no  necessity,  it 
should  Ix;  done  under  a  system  whicli  will  not  give  the  post-office  and 
tlie  postmaster  there  au  advantage  over  others  of  their  class.

1  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1394,  entitled  *'An  act  author- 
izing the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  purchase  additional  ground  for  the 
acconum>dation  of  Government  offices  in  Council  Bluff's,  Iowa." 

A  new  public  building  at  Council  Bluffs  will  be  completed  in  a  short 
time.  The  ground  upon  which  it  is  located  has  a  frontage  of  192  feet 
and  a  depth  of  106  feet  atid  10  inches.  The  proposition  is  to  add  30 
feet  to  its  depth.  The  act  under  which  this  building  has  been  thus  far 
constructed  provides  that  the  ground  purchased  therefor  shall  be  of  such 
dimensions  as  to  lea\e  the  building  unex[K)sed  to  fire  by  an  open  space 
of  at  lea.st  40  feet,  including  streets  and  alleys.  The  building  is  located 
on  land  now  belonging  to  the  Government  sufficient  in  size  to  comply 
with  tills  provision,  and  in  point  of  fact  more  than  the  o|x;u  sjxice  re- 
quired is  left  on  all  sides  of  the  same.  There  is  no  pretense  that  any 
enlargement  of  the  building  is  necessary  or  contemplated. 

The  report  of  the  committee  to  which  this  bill  was  referred  in  the 
House  simply  states  that  *' the  grounds  on  which  said  building  is  sit- 
uated are  inadequate  for  its  proper  accommodation  and  safety." 

If  this  is  so.  I  can  see  no  reason  why  additional  ground  should  not 

be  purchased  for   '  *  the  proper  accommo<lation  and  safety "  of  a  large 

M  P— vol.  vin — 43 
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proportion  of  the  public  buildiugs  completed  and  in  process  of  erection, 
since  the  provision  that  there  shall  exist  40  feet  of  open  space  on  all 
sides  is,  I  think,  contained  in  all  the  bills  authorizing  their  construc- 
tion. In  this  view  the  proposed  legislation  would  establish  a  very  bad 
precedent. 

It  is  provided  in  the  bill  that  the  additional  30  feet  mentioned  shall 
be  purchased  for  a  sum  not  to  exceed  $10,000.  The  adjoining  106  feet 
and  10  inches,  located  on  the  comer  of  two  streets,  were  purchased  in 
the  5'ear  1882  bj'  the  Government  for  $15,000.  The  permission  to  pur- 
chase this  addition  at  a  price  per  foot  greatly  in  excess  of  that  already 
owned  by  the  Government  seems  so  unnecessary',  except  to  benefit  the 
owner,  that  I  am  of  the  opinion  it  should  not  be  granted.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  739,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Johanna  Loewinger. ' ' 

Tlie  husband  of  the  beneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  June  28, 
1861,  and  was  discharged  May  8,  1862,  upon  a  surgeon's  certificate  of 
disability.  He  was  pensioned  for  chronic  diarrhea.  He  died  July  17, 
1876.  A  coroner's  inquest  was  held,  who  found  by  their  verdict  that  the 
deceased  came  to  his  death  ' '  from  suicide  by  cutting  his  throat  with  a 
razor,  caused  by  long-continued  illness." 

This  inquest  was  held  immediately  after  the  soldier's  death,  and  it 
appears  that  the  case  was  fully  investigated,  with  full  opportunities  to 
discover  the  truth.  Upon  the  verdict  found,  in  the  absence  of  insan- 
ity caused  by  any  disability,  it  can  hardly  l>e  claimed  that  his  death  was 
caused  by  his  military  ser\'ice.  The  attempts  afterwards  to  impeach 
this  verdict  and  introduce  another  cause  of  death  do  not  seem  to  be 
successful.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1772,  entitled  "An  act  for 
the  relief  of  John  H.  Marion." 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  relieve  the  party  named  therein  from  an 
indebtedness  to  the  Government  amounting  to  $1,042.45.  arising  from 
the  nonfulfillment  of  a  contract  made  by  him  in  18S4  with  the  Govern- 
ment, by  which  ho  agreed  to  furnish  for  the  use  of  the  Quartermaster's 
Department  a  quantity  of  grama  hay. 

The  contractor  wholly  failed  to  furnish  the  hay  as  agreed,  and  there- 
upon the  Government,  pursuant  to  the  terms  of  the  contract,  obtained 
the  hay  in  other  quarters,  paying  therefor  a  larger  siun  by  $1,042.45  than 
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it  would  have  been  obliged  to  pay  the  contractor  if  he  had  fulfilled  his 
agreement.     This  amount  was  charged  against  the  contractor. 

It  is  alleged  that  the  cmp  of  the  particuhir  kind  of  hay  wliich  was  to 
be  furnished  under  the  contract  failed  the  seas(m  in  which  it  was  to  be 
supplied  on  account  of  drought,  and  that  thus  perforuiance  became  im- 
possible on  the  part  of  llie  iruntractor. 

BetweetT  indi\^iduals  no  injustice  could  Ijc  claimed  if  the  contractor  in 
such  circumstances  should  be  held  to  have  taken  the  chances  of  the  crop; 
and  if  an  equitable  adjustment  sliould  be  su^j^tsled  in  such  a  case  as  is 
here  presented  it  would  hardly  be  asked  that  tlie  party  sufferiug  from 
the  default  or  failure  of  the  other  should  sustain  all  the  loss. 

It  seems  that  the  contractor  was  the  proprietor  of  a  newspaper  iu 
Arizona,  and  that  he  did  some  printing  for  the  Go^-eniment  besides 
agreeinj:  to  furnish  hay  to  the  Quartermaster's  Department.  After  the 
ascertainment  of  the  loss  to  the  (rovcrnment  arisinjaf  out  of  tlic  hay 
transactions,  certain  accounts  for  printing  presenle<l  by  the  contractor 
were  credited  against  the  amount  of  such  loss  charged  against  him.  In 
this  way  his  debt  to  the  Government  has  been  reduced  more  than  $700. 
The  ])roposed  legislation  would  cause  10  l)e  paid  to  the  contractor  the 
siuns  so  retained  for  printing  and  to  relieve  him  from  the  remainder  of 
the  (jovenunent's  claims. 

Inquiry  at  the  Quarterma.ster-General's  Office  fails  to  substantiate  the 
allegntinn  that  there  is  any  understanding  when  .such  contracts  are  made 
that  their  performauce  is  to  lae  at  all  relaxed  by  the  failure  of  the  crop. 

There  really  seems  to  be  no  good  reason  why  the  cimtractor  should 
not  make  good  the  entire  loss  consequent  ui>on  his  default.  If.  how- 
ever, strict  rights  are  to  be  relin(^uished  and  the  liberality  of  the  Gov- 
ernment itivoked,  it  .should  not  Ix;  taxed  l)eyond  the  limit  of  sharing  the 
loss  with  the  delinquent.  This  result  would  Ik:  accomplished  by  dis- 
charging the  remainder  of  the  contractor's  debt  after  crediting  the  bills 
ft>r  printing  above  referred  to. 

The  Government  is  obligetl  in  the  transaction  of  its  business  to  make 
numerous  contracts  with  private  parties,  and  if  these  contracts  are  to  be 
of  any  use  or  protection  they  should  not  be  lightly  set  aside  on  Iwhalf  of 
citizens  who  are  disappointed  as  to  their  profitable  nature  or  their  ability 
to  perform  them.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1017.  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  i^^eusion  to  Stephen  Schiedel." 

The  Ijeneficiary  named  in  this  bill  served  iu  the  First  Regiment  Mis- 
souri Light  Artillery  from  October  24,  1S61.  to  Oclolxrr,  1864.  There  is 
no  record  of  any  injury  or  disiibilily  while  iu  the  service. 
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In  March,  1880,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  he  filed  an  applica- 
tion for  a  pension,  alleging  that  about  June,  1862,  while  carrying  logs  to 
aid  in  building  quarters,  a  log  slipped  and  fell  upon  a  lever,  which  flew 
up  and  struck  him,  injuring  his  back  and  shoulder. 

He  furnished  the  testimony  of  two  witnesses  tending  to  support  his 
statement  of  the  manner  in  which  he  was  injured,  but  upon  investigation 
this  evidence  was  found  to  be  unreliable. 

Medical  examinations  failed  to  disclose  any  disability  from  the  cause 
alleged,  but  do  tend  to  show  that  he  was  disabled  since  his  discharge  by 
an  injury  to  his  right  hand  and  arm  and  some  rheumatic  trouble. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  he  incurred  any  disability  from  rheumatism  while 
in  the  Army.  It  appears  distinctly  that  he  was  wounded  in  the  right 
wrist  and  arm  while  firing  a  cannon  at  the  village  of  Hamburg,  Erie 
County,  N.  Y. ,  on  the  4th  day  of  July,  1866.  The  doctor  who  testifies  to 
this  injury  and  who  dressed  the  wound  negatives  any  other  illness  before 
the  accident. 

Even  if  he  has,  since  his  discharge,  suffered  from  rheumatism,  he  does 
not  claim  that  this  was  incurred  in  the  Army.  He  bases  his  right  to  a 
pension  entirely  upon  an  injury  which  he  particularly  describes,  and  which 
the  medical  examination  does  not  sustain.  It  will  be  observed,  too,  that 
he  continued  his  military  service  for  two  years  and  four  months  after  the 
date  of  his  alleged  injury.  It  seems  hardly  possible  that  he  could  have 
done  this  if  he  had  been  injured  in  the  manner  he  alleges.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3959,  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  i>ension  to  Dolly  Blazer.'* 

The  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  apparently  a 
good  soldier  and  was  confined  for  a  time  in  a  Confederate  prison.  He 
was  mustered  out  of  the  service  in  June,  1865,  and  never  applied  for  a 
IK'nsion. 

He  died  in  1878,  leaving  as  sur\'ivors  his  widow  and  several  children, 
two  of  whom  are  alleged  to  be  still  under  16  years  of  age. 

The  cause  of  the  soldier's  death  was  yellow  fever.  There  is  in  my 
mind  no  doubt  of  this  fact,  and  the  attempt  to  establish  any  other  cause 
of  death,  if  successful,  would  go  far  toward  fixing  a  ]>recedent  for  the 
rejection  of  all  evidence  which  stood  in  the  wa>'  of  a  claim  for  pension. 

The  bill  herewith  returned  is  disapproved  for  tlie  reason  that  the  death 
of  the  soldier  had  no  relation  to  his  military  service,  and  I  do  not  think 
there  should  be  a  discrimination  in  favor  of  this  applicant  and  against 
many  thousands  of  widows  fully  as  well  entitled.

Prior  to  May  22.  1S88,  an  application  was  made  for  reimbursement  of 
the  exix:uscs  atteudiuj^  the  last  sickness  and  Imrial  of  this  i>onsioner, 
and  on  the  day  mentioned  such  application  was  transmitted  to  the  proper 
amliting  officer  for  adjustment. 

I  have  no  other  information  of  the  death  of  this  soldier,  but  as  his 
age  is  stated  iti  the  report  of  the  House  conmiittee  to  be  87  years,  and 
as  there  can  hardly  l>e  a  mistake  as  to  the  id^jntity  of  the  person  named 
in  the  application  meiitioue^l,  I  am  satisfied  that  the  beneficiary  has  died 
since  the  introduction  of  the  bill  for  his  relief.

It  is  proposed  by  this  hill  to  g^rant  a  pension  to  the  beneficiary  therein 
named  as  the  widow  of  William  Burr,  who  enlisted  for  one  hundred  days 
in  1H64  and  was  discharged  on  the  3d  day  of  Septenilier  in  that  year. 

He  is  reported  as  present  on  ail  roll  calls  duriu)^  his  service.  He 
died  April  7,  1867,  of  dropsy,  never  having  made  any  application  for  a 
pension. 

His  widow  filed  an  application  for  |>ension  in  1880,  thirteen  years 
after  the  soldier's  death,  alleging  that  the  disease  of  which  he  died, 
claimed  to  be  dropsN',  was  contracted  in  the  ser\'ice. 

The  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the  groinid  that  the 
dropsy  causing  his  death  w*as  not  due  to  his  nnlitar>'  service,  but  that  he 
was  subject  to  the  same  l>efore  his  enlistment. 

I  am  perfectly  satisfied  that  the  rejection  upon  the  ground  claimed 


was  correct.

I  retuni  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1957,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  i>eusion  to  Virtue  Smith.*' 

The  Ix-neficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  widow  of  David  M.  Smith 
(incorrectly  named  David  W.  Smith  in  the  bill),  who  ser\'ed  as  a  bug' 
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\\\  a  Minnesota  reKi"»ent  froui  AtiKUsl  22, 1862,  to  September  28,  1862,  in 
a  caiiiiMiij;n  aj^ainst  the  Sioux  Indians. 

He  received  a  gunshot  wound  in  the  right  elbow,  for  which  in  1867 
he  was  granted  a  jKnsion  of  $6  a  mouth,  which  was  very  soon  thereafter 
increased  to  S8.aud  in  August,  1875,  said  pension  was  further  increased 
to  $10  a  month,  which  he  received  to  the  date  of  his  death. 

He  died  in  the  city  of  Washington  on  the  22d  day  of  Januan.',  18S0. 

He  obtained  a  position  in  the  Second  Auditor's  Office  of  the  Trea.sur>' 
Department  in  1SO4,  and  worked  steadily  there  until  about  six  mouths 
before  his  death. 

Medical  examinations  had  from  time  to  time  up  to  1877  seem  to  have 
found  him  in  excellent  physical  condition  excci>t  the  wound  in  his  right 
ellx)w,  which  caused  stiffness,  and  an  injur>'  to  his  left  forearm  not  re- 
ceived in  the  Anny. 

In  1879  he  was  examined  by  a  physician  of  this  city  who  stands 
among  the  best  in  the  profession,  and  found  in  tlie  last  stages  of  con- 
sumption, and  this  physician  declares  he  died  from  that  cause.  A  female 
physician  certified  that  the  CEiuse  of  death  was  "wounds  in  the  Army." 

The  pensioner  was  64  years  uld  at  the  time  of  his  death, 

I  am  perfectly  satisfied  from  the  medical  testimony  and  from  other 
facts  connected  with  this  case  that  the  death  of  the  husband  of  the  bene- 
ficiary was  in  no  manner  related  to  his  military  scn'ice.

The  husband  of  this  benefician'  was  discharged  fnun  the  military  ser\'- 
ice  in  1H65.  and  was  pensioned  for  a  gunshot  wound  in  the  right  foot  at 
the  rate  of  $6  per  month. 

He  died  in  1882,  seventeen  years  after  his  discharge,  "from  rupture  of 
the  heart,  caused  by  llie  bursting  and  parting  of  the  fillers  of  the  right 
ventricle." 

The  claim  is  now  made  that  the  death  was  the  result  of  the  wound  in 
the  foot. 

An  application  to  llie  Pen.sion  Bureau  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that 
the  death  cause  was  not  the  result  of  the  wnund. 

I  am  s:itisfied  that  this  was  a  just  conclusion.

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The  husband  of  the  beneficiary  uauied  in  this  bill  was,  while  on  mili- 
tar>'  iliity,  wounded  in  the  left  hand  and  afterwards  in  the  thigh.  He 
was  i^)ensioned  in  1871  on  account  of  these  wounds,  and  in  1879  was  al- 
lowed arrearages  from  time  of  hia  discharge.  He  died  in  December, 
1 88 1  ^  of  consumption,  being  at  that  time  in  the  receipt  of  a  [>ension  at  the 
rate  of  Sry  per  mouth. 

In  18S4  his  widow  was  allowecl  a  j^ension  at  the  same  rate,  with  $2  a 
month  eacli  for  two  minor  children.  The  cliildren  have  now  attained  the 
age  of  16  years,  but  the  Avidow  still  receives  the  pension  awarded  to  her, 
wliich  is  the  same  as  that  allowed  to  all  widows  of  her  class. 

I  discover  no  reason  of  any  substance  why  this  pension  should  be 
increased,  and  if  it  should  l)e  done  it  would  only  be  a  manifestation  of 
unjust  favoritism. 

1  can  not  forget  the  thousands  of  poor  widows  with  claims  sui^erior  to 
this  beneficjar>'.  but  with  no  interested  friends  to  push  their  claims  for 
increase  of  pension,  who  would  be  discriminated  ngahist  if  tliis  proposed 
bill  becomes  a  law. 

It  seems  to  me  that  there  is  a  chance  to  do  injustice  by  unfair  caprice 
in  fixing  the  rates  of  pension,  as  well  as  by  refusing  them  altogether 
when  they  should  be  granted.  GROVER  CLF.VELAND.

the  relief  of  Lieutenant  James  G.  \V.  Hardy." 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  award  a  pension  to  the  beneficiary  above 
name<l. 

In  the  month  of  January,  1S64,  he  was  on  recruiting  ser\'ice  in  the 
State  of  Indiana.  On  the  i5lh  day  of  that  moulli  he  was  traveling 
between  Indianapolis  and  Lafayette  in  a  railroad  car,  and  he  alleges  that 
he  raised  a  window  of  the  car  to  obtain  air,  and  placed  his  arm  on  the 
window  sill,  when  it  was  struck  by  something  from  the  outside  and  one 
of  the  bones  of  his  arm  broken. 

In  February,  1S65.  he  resigned  on  account  of  disability  caused  by  the 
accident  al>ove  mentioned,  the  medical  certificate  then  staling  that  he 
had  a  fracture  of  the  right  humerus  of  ten  mouths'  standing  which  had 
not  been  properly  adjusted. 

He  made  an  application  for  a  pension  to  the  PeniSion  Bureau,  which 
was  rejected. 

Although  it  is  stated  in  a  general  way  that  he  was  traveling  on  busi- 
ness connected  with  his  recruiting  service  at  the  time  of  his  injury,  he 
has  given  no  information  as  to  tlie  precise  purpose  of  liis  journey;  and  it 
is  conceded  that  he  was  guilty  of  such  negligence  that  he  had  no  right 
of  action  against  the  railroad  company. 
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It  also  appears  by  the  medical  certificate  upon  which  his  resi^iation 
was  permitted  that  the  fracture,  not  necessarily  serious,  was  never  prop- 
erly treated.  It  seems,  too,  that  he  remained  in  the  service  ten  months 
after  the  injury*. 

I  am  unable  to  discover  why  a  pension  should  be  granted  in  this  case, 
unless  the  Gw'emment  is  to  be  held  as  an  insurer  of  the  safety  of  every 
person  in  the  miUtary  sennce  in  all  circumstances  and  at  all  times  and

The  husl>and  of  the  Ijeiieficiary  ser\;ed  in  the  Uiiiou  Volunteer  Army 
from  October,  1862.  to  June.  1864.  having  been  duriug  the  last  seven 
nionths  of  his  service  in  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps.  He  was  discharged 
for  a  disability  which,  to  say  the  least  of  it.  certainly  had  no  relation  to 
his  military  service,  unless  the  Government  is  to  be  held  responsible  for 
injur>'  arising  from  vicious  indulgence. 

He  died  in  the  city  of  Cork,  Ireland,  May  29.  1875.  of  consumption, 
certified  by  the  health  authorities  there  to  have  Ix^n  of  seven  years* 
duraUou.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2215,  aititled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Charles  Glamann." 

This  beneficiary  sened  in  an  IlUnois  regiment  from  September,  1864, 
to  July,  1865,  and  liis  record  shows  no  injury  or  sickness  except  an  attack 
of  remittent  fever. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  peiision  in  1880,  alleging  that  he  was  struck  acci- 
dentally with  a  half  brick  by  a  comrade  and  injured  in  his  left  arm. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  whatever  disability  he  thus  incurred  was  the 
result  of  a  personal  altercation  between  himself  aiad  the  man  wlio  threw 
the  brick. 

The  extent  to  which  the  power  to  grant  pensions  by  special  act  has 
been  made  to  cover  all  sorts  of  claims  is  illustrated  by  the  fact  tliat,  ia 
the  light  of  many- pensions  that  have  been  allowed,  this  case,  though 
presenting  an  nKsnrd  claim,  does  not  appear  to  be  much  out  of  the  way. 
The  effect  of  precedent  as  an  inducement  to  increase  and  expand  claims 
and  causes  for  pensions  is  also  shown  by  the  allegation  in  the  report  of 
the  House  committee,  as  follows: 

Your  cointniltcf  and  Ccmgress  have,  however,  frequently  relaxed  tlie  rule,  aiid 
l^ranted  pension  for  injuries  and  disabilities  incurred  in  such  circumstances. 
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I  Itelievc  that  if  the  veterans  of  the  war  knew  all  that  \vas  going  on 
in  the  way  of  j^rantin^  pensions  by  private  bills  ihcy  would  be  more  dis- 
gustecl  than  any  class  of  our  citizens.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  845,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  the  widow  of  John  A.  Tnrley." 

The  huslxind  of  this  beneficiary  l>elonged  to  a  Kentucky  regiment  of 
volunteers,  aiul  in  1S63,  having  l>een  in  camp  and  on  leave  of  absence, 
he  and  others  of  the  regiment  embarked  on  a  steamlji:5at,  in  charge  of  a 
lieutenant,  to  lie  taken  to  I^uisville.  whither  ihey  had  iK^en  ordered. 

While  on  the  steandx>at  an  altercation  arose  between  two  of  the  sol- 
diers, and  the  deceased  interfered  to  ])revent.  as  is  alleged,  an  affray.  By 
so  doing  he  was  pushed  or  struck  by  one  of  the  parlies  quarreling  and 
fell  upon  the  deck  of  the  lx)at,  striking  his  head  against  a  plank,  thus 
recei\*ing  a  fatal  injury. 

It  is  quite  clear  to  me  that  the  death  of  this  soldier  was  not  the  result 
of  his  military  sendee.  His  presence  on  the  boat  was  in  the  line  of  duty, 
but  he  had  no  charge  of  the  rest  of  the  men  and  was  in  no  degree  respon- 
sible for  them,  and  whether  he  should  be  in  any  way  implicated  in  the 
dispute  whicli  occurred  was  a  matter  entirely  within  his  own  control  and 
determined  by  his  own  volition.  If  he  had  refrained  from  interference, 
he  would  have  saved  himself  and  performed  to  the.  utmost  his  military

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  432,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
relief  of  Joel  B.  Morton." 

Calvin  Morton,  the  son  of  the  beneficiary  named  iu  this  bill,  enlisted  in 
the  volunteer  infantry  in  1861,  and  after  his  discbarge  again  enlisted 
in  the  United  States  cavalry,  fioni  which  he  was  discharged  in  1867. 

It  is  alleged  by  his  father  that  he  was  killed  in  the  battle  with  the 
Indians  at  Little  Big  Horn,  called  the  "Custer  massacre, "  June  25, 1876. 

His  name  df»es  not  appear  in  any  reaird  of  the  soldiers  engaged  in  that 
battle.  Tlic  casualty  records  of  the  affair  are  reported  as  ver>*  complete, 
but  they  contain  no  mention  of  any  soldier  of  that  name. 

His  father  claims  in  his  application  Ijefore  the  Pension  Bureau  to  have 
had  :i  letter  from  his  son  in  the  fall  of  1875,  dated  at  some  place  in  the 
Black  Hills,  stating  that  he  was  a  lieutenant  iu  the  army  under  General 
Custer,  but  that  the  letter  was  lost.  He  also  alleges  that  he  read  an 
account  of  the  massacre  iu  a  newspaper,  the  name  of  which  he  has  for- 
gotten, and  that  his  son  was  there  mentioned  as  among  the  slain. 
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The  report  of  the  House  committee  vStates  that  the  only  evidence  of 
the  death  of  this  soldier  is  found  in  a  letter  of  Anderson  G.  Shaw,  who 
writes  that  he  was  present  on  the  field  of  the  battle  mentioned  when  the 
killed  were  buried,  and  that  one  of  the  burial  parly  called  a  corpse  found 
there  Morton's.  It  is  further  claimed  that  the  description  of  this  body 
agreed  with  that  given  by  the  father  of  his  son. 

Considering  the  complete  list  of  the  casualties  attending  this  battle 
now  in  the  War  Department,  it  must  be  coTiceded  that  the  death  of  the 
son  of  the  beneficiary  is  far  from  being  satisfactorily  established. 

The  claim  of  the  father  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  and 
perhaps  with  further  effort  more  information  on  the  subject  can  be 
obtained.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  43,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  i>ension  to  Polly  H.  Smith." 

John  H.  Smith,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  en- 
listed in  the  Regular  Army  in  1854  and  ser\'ed  until  the  year  1870. 

In  1868  a  fistula  develoi>ed,  which  was  probably  the  result  of  quite  con- 
tinuous riding  in  the  saddle.  In  1870  he  was  placed  upon  the  retired  list 
as  first  lieutenant  on  account  of  the  incapacity  arising  from  such  fistula. 

In  September,  1885.  fifteen  years  after  his  retirement,  he  died  suddenly 
at  Portland,  Oreg.,  of  heart  disease,  while  attempting  to  raise  a  trunk  to 
his  shoulder. 

I  can  not  see  how  the  cause  of  death  can  be  connected  with  his  service 
or  with  the  incapacity  for  which  he  was  placed  upon  the  retired  list. 

The  api)lication  made  by  the  widow  for  a  pension  is  still  pending 
before  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  I  understand  that  she  or  her  friends 
prefer  taking  the  chance  of  favorable  consideration  there  to  the  approval

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1547,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  ])ension  to  Mary  Ann  Dougherty." 

A  large  share  of  the  rejx^rt  of  the  Senate  committee  to  which  this 
bill  was  referred,  and  which  report  is  adopted  by  the  committee  of  the 
House,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  consists  of  a  petition  signed  by  Mary 
Ann  Dougherty,  addressed  to  the  Congress,  in  which  she  states  that 
she  resides  in  Washington,  having  removed  here  with  her  husband  in 
1863  from  New  Jersey;  that  shortly  after  their  arrival  in  this  city  her 
huskand,  Daniel  Dougherty,  returned  to  New  Jersey  and  enlisted  in 
the  Thirty-fourth  Regiment  New  Jersey  Volunteers;  that  she  obtained 
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employment  in  the  United  vStates  arsenal  making  cartridges,  and  that 
while  so  engaged  she  was  injured  by  an  explosion. 

She  also  states  that  she  had  a  young  son  killed  by  machinery  in  the 
navy-yard,  and  that  at  the  grand  review  of  the  Army  after  the  close  of 
the  war  another  soii,  6  years  old,  was  stolen  by  an  officer  of  the  Armj' 
and  has  not  Ix-en  heard  of  since.  She  fnrther  says  that  her  husband  left 
his  home  in  1865  and  has  not  been  lieard  of  since,  and  that  she  believes 
he  deserted  her  an  account  of  her  infirmities. 

It  is  allegetl  in  the  report  that  she  received  a  pension  as  the  widow 
of  Danit'l  Dougherty  until  it  was  discK)vered  that  he  was  alive,  when  her 
name  was  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

The  petition  of  this  woman  is  indorsed  by  the  Admiral  and  several 
other  officers  of  the  Navy  and  a  distinguished  clergyman  of  Washington, 
certifying  that  they  know  Mrs.  Dougherty  and  believe  the  facts  stated 
to  be  true. 

There  is  no  pretense  made  now  that  this  beneficiary  is  a  widow, 
though  she  at  one  time  claimed  to  be,  and  was  allowed  a  pension  on  that 
allegation.  Her  present  claim  rests  entirely  ujx)u  iujiu'ies  received  by 
her  when  she  was  concededly  not  employed  in  the  military  ser\'ice.  If 
the  pension  now  proposed  is  allowed  her,  it  will  be  a  mere  act  of  charity. 

Her  husband,  Daniel  Dougherty,  is  now  living  in  Philadelphia,  and  is 
a  pensioner  in  his  own  right  for  disability  alleged  to  have  l>etu  incurred 
while  serving  in  the  Thirty-fourth  New  Jersey  Volunteers.  Of  this  fact 
this  Ijeneficiary  has  l>een  repeatedly  informed;  and  yet  she  states  in  her 
petition  that  her  husband  deserted  her  in  1865  and  has  not  been  heard 
of  since. 

It  is  alleged  in  the  Pension  Bureau  that  in  1878  she  succeeded  in  se- 
curing a  pension  as  the  widow  of  Daniel  Dougherty  through  fraudulent 
testimony  and  much  false  swearing  on  her  i>art. 

The  police  records  of  the  j^reciuct  in  which  she  has  lived  for  years  show 
that  she  is  a  woman  of  very  bad  character,  and  that  she  has  been  under 
arrest  nine  times  for  drunkenness^  larceny,  creating  disturbance,  and  mis- 
demeanors of  that  sort. 

It  hapf)ens  that  this  claimant,  by  reason  of  her  residence  here,  has  been 
easily  traced  and  her  character  and  untruthfulness  discovered.  But  there 
is  much  reason  to  fear  that  this  case  w*ill  find  its  parallel  in  many  tliat 
have  reached  a  successful  ct^nclusion. 

I  can  not  spell  out  any  principle  upon  which  the  bounty  of  the  Gov- 
ernment is  bestowed  through  tiie  instrumentality  of  the  flood  of  private 
j>en.sion  bilk  that  reach  uie.  The  theory*  seems  to  have  been  adopted 
that  no  man  who  served  in  the  Army  can  be  the  snliject  of  death  or  im- 
paired health  except  they  are  chargeable  to  his  service.  Medical  theo- 
ries are  set  at  naught  and  the  most  startling  relation  is  claimed  between 
alleged  incidents  of  military  service  and  disability  or  death.  Fatal  apo- 
plexy is  admitted  as  the  result  of  quite  insignificant  wounds,  heart  disease 
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is  attributed  to  clironic  diarrhea,  consumption  to  lieruia,  and  suicide  is 
traced  to  anuy  scr\ice  in  a  wonderfully  devious  and  curious  way. 

Adjudications  of  the  Pension  Bureau  are  overruled  in  the  most  peremp- 
tory fasliion  by  these  special  acts  of  Conj^ess,  since  nearly  all  the  bene- 
ficiaries nametl  in  these  bills  have  unsuccessfully  applied  to  that  Bureau 
for  relief. 

This  course  of  special  leftislation  operates  ver>'  unfairly. 

Those  with  curtain  influence  or  friends  to  push  their  claims  prtx^ure 
peusious,  and  those  who  have  neither  friends  nor  influence  must  be  con- 
lent  ^^^th  their  fate  under  general  laws.  It  operates  unfairly  by  increas- 
ing in  numerous  instances  the  pensions  of  those  already  on  the  rolls,  wliile 
many  other  more  deserving  cases,  from  the  lack  of  fortunate  advocacy, 
are  oblija^ed  to  lx>  content  with  the  siun  provided  by  general  laws. 

The  apprehension  may  well  l>e  entertained  that  the  freedom  with 
which  these  private  pension  bills  are  passed  furnishes  an  inducement 
to  fraud  and  impjsili<ni.  while  it  certainly  teaches  the  vicious  lesson  to 
our  people  thai  the  Treasury  of  the  National  Government  invites  the 
approach  of  private  need. 

None  of  us  should  be  in  the  least  wanting  in  regard  for  the  veteran 
soldier,  and  I  will  yield  to  no  man  in  a  desire  to  see  those  who  defendeil 
the  Government  when  it  needed  defenders  liljerally  treated.  Unfriend- 
liness to  our  veterans  is  a  charge  easily  and  sometimes  dishonestly  made. 

I  insist  that  the  true  soldier  is  a  go(xl  citizen,  and  that  he  will  be 
satisfied  wth  generous,  fair,  and  equal  consideration  for  those  who  are 
worthily  entitled  to  help. 

I  have  considered  the  jiension  list  of  the  Republic  a  roll  of  honor,  bear- 
ing names  inscril»ed  by  national  gratitude,  and  not  by  improvident  and 
indiscriminate  almsgiving. 

I  have  conceived  tlie  prevention  of  the  complete  discredit  which  must 
ensue  from  the  unrea.sonable,  unfair,  and  reckless  granting  of  ix^nsions  by 
special  acts  to  be  the  liesl  service  I  can  render  our  veterans. 

In  the  discharge  of  what  has  seemed  to  me  my  duty  as  related  to 
legislation,  and  in  the  interest  of  all  tlie  veterans  of  the  Uniou  Army,  I 
have  attempted  to  stem  the  tide  of  improvident  pension  enactments, 
though  I  confess  to  a  full  share  of  responsibility  for  some  of  these  laws 
that  should  not  have  l^een  passed. 

I  am  far  from  denying  that  there  are  cases  of  merit  which  can  not  l>c 
reached  except  by  special  enactment,  but  I  do  not  l>elieve  there  is  a 
member  of  either  House  of  Congress  who  >vill  not  admit  that  this  kind 
of  legislation  has  been  carried  too  far. 

I  liave  now  before  me  more  than  loo  special  pension  bills,  whicli  can 
hardly  be  examined  within  the  time  allowed  for  that  puqx»se. 

My  aim  has  been  at  all  times,  in  dealing  with  bills  of  this  character, 
to  give  the  applicant  for  a  jx'nsion  the  l>enefit  of  any  doubt  that  might 
arise,  and  which  balanced  the  propriety  of  granting  a  pension  if  there 
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seemed  auy  just  foundation  for  the  application;  but  when  it  seemed 
entirely  outside  of  every  rule  in  its  nature  or  the  proof  supporting  it,  1 
have  supposed  I  only  did  my  duty  in  ititcrposing  an  objection. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  would  be  well  if  our  general  pension  laws  should 
Ije  revised  with  a  \Hew  of  meeting  every  meritorious  case  that  can  arise. 
Our  experience  and  knowledge  of  any  existing  deficiencies  ought  to 
make  the  enactment  of  a  complete  pension  code  possible. 

In  the  aljsence  of  such  a  revision,  and  if  ]x?nsions  are  to  be  granted 
upon  ecfuitable  grounds  and  without  regard  to  general  laws,  the  present 
methods  would  be  greatly  improved  by  the  estahlishtnent  of  some  tri- 
bunal to  examine  the  facts  in  every  case  and  determine  ujxjn  the  merits 
of  the  applicaUon.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

The  husband  of  the  l5eneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill  served  in  the  Aniiy 
from  I)ecend>er,  1863,  to  May,  1866. 

He  never  filed  an  application  for  pension,  and  died  February  34,  i880| 
of  inflammation  of  the  lungs. 

The  claim  filed  by  his  widow  for  pension  alleged  that  her  husband 
suffered  from  chronic  diarrhea  and  disease  of  the  heart  and  lungs  as 
results  of  his  army  service. 

The  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the  ground  that 
the  soldier  died  from  an  acute  disease  which  bore  no  relation  to  any  com- 
plaint contracted  in  the  Army. 

I  think  the  action  of  the  Bureau  was  correct.

The  husljand  t>f  this  beneficiar>'  was  wounded  in  the  nose  on  the  ist 
day  of  June,  1864.  and  was  mustered  out  of  the  service  July  8,  1865.  He 
was  pensioned  on  account  of  this  wound  and  died  Febniar>'  21,  1881. 
Prior  to  his  death  he  had  executed  a  declaration  claiming  pension  also 
for  rheumatism,  but  the  application  was  not  filed  before  he  died. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  dropsj'.  The  widow  filed  her  claim  for 
pension  in  1884,  which  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  soldier's 
fatal  disea.se  was  not  the  result  of  his  military  service. 

A  physiciati  of  good  repute,  who  appears  to  have  attended  him  more 
than  auy  other  physician  for  a  number  of  years  prior  to  his  death,  gives 
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an  account  of  rheumatic  ailments  and  other  troubles,  and  stales  that  about 
a  year  iuul  a  half  before  he  died  he  iuid  a  ]i\er  trouble  which  resulted  in 
dropsy,  which  caused  liis  death.  He  adds  that  the  soldier  was  a  man 
who  drank  lx;er,  and  at  times  to  excess,  and  that  he  drank  harder  toward 
the  last  of  his  life.  He  further  states  that  he  is  uuable  to  connect  the 
liver  trouble  with  his  rheuniatisui,  and  could  not  give  any  other  reason 
for  it  except  his  long  use  of  beer  and  liquor,  and  if  that  was  not  the 
cause  it  greatly  aggravated  it;  that  he  had  cautioned  him  about  drin^^ 
ing,  and  at  times  he  heeded  the  advice.  ^| 

An  appeal  was  taken  from  the  action  rejecting  the  claim  and  the  case 
was  submitted  to  the  medical  referee  of  the  Pension  liureau.  who  decided 
upon  all  the  testimonj-  that  the  soldier's  fatal  disease  (dropsy)  was  due  to 
disease  of  the  liver,  which  was  not  a  sequence  of  rheumatism  and  was  t^H 
result  of  excessive  use  of  alcoholic  stimulants.  ^H 

It  will  lie  obser\'ed  that  no  claim  is  made  that  death  in  any  way  resulted 
from  the  wontul  for  which  a  pension  had  lieen  allowed,  and  that  even  if 
rheumatism  was  connected  with  the  death  its  incurrence  in  the  Ai 
had  never  been  established.

Previous  to  that  time  he  had  Ijeen  a  member 
the  same  regiment  in  which  he  was  so  enrolled,  and  was  in  the  ser\'i 
of  the  State  of  Kentucky. 

He  alleges  that  in  tlie  month  of  Februar>M862.  he  was  vaccinated  wi 
impure  virus  and  in  the  same  month  contracted  nunnps.  He  clahns  that 
as  a  result  of  these  troubles  he  has  been  afflicted  with  ulcers  and  other 
serious  consequences. 

It  is  perfectly  clear  that  at  the  time  these  disabilities  were  iucu 
if  thej'  were  incurre<l,  the  claimant  was  not  in  the  niilitar>'  service  of 
United  Stales. 

The  records  show  that  he  deserted  September  16,  1862.  a  little  tn 
than  a  month  after  he  was  mustered  into  the  United  States  ser\ice: 
he  was  arrested  April  25, 1S64,  one  year  ajid  seven  months  after  his  dl 
sertion;  that  he  was  restored  to  duty  by  general  court-martial  with  loag 
of  pay  and  allowances  during  absence  f  the  time  lost  by  desertion  to 
made  good),  and  that  he  was  mustered  out  July  16,  1865.

The  husband  of  this  Ixrneficiar>'  served  as  a  major  in  an  lUinois  regi- 
ment from  vSeptenilier  3.  1862,  to  April  i,  1S63,  when  his  resij^nation  was 
accepted,  it  having  l>een  tendered  on  account  of  business  affairs. 

He  was  pensioned  for  rheumalisni  from  April,  13S63,  and  died  October 
3.  1883. 

It  is  admitted  on  all  hnuds  that  Major  Cooper  drank  a  good  deal,  but 
the  committee  allege  that  they  can  not  arrive  at  tlie  conclusiuu  that  death 
was  attributable  to  that  cause. 

There  is  some  medical  testimony  tending  to  show  that  death  was  caused 
from  rheumatism,  but  one  phy.sician  gives  it  as  his  opinion  that  death 
resulted  from  rheumatism  and  chronic  alcoholism. 

The  physician  who  last  attended  the  soldier  testifies  that  the  cause  of 
death  was  chronic  alcoholism.  This  should  be  the  mast  reliable  of  all 
the  medical  testimony,  and  taken  in  connection  with  the  conceded  intem- 
perate habits  of  the  deceased  and  the  fact  that  the  brain  was  involved, 
it  satisfies  me  that  the  rejection  of  the  widow's  claim  by  the  Pension 
Bureau  on  the  ground  that  the  cause  of  death  was  mainly  intemperance

I  am  entirely  satisfied  that  a  |»ension  sliould  not  bt 
allowed,  for  llie  reason,  among  others,  that  three  careful  medical  exam- 
inations made  in  1883,  1884,  and  x886  failed  to  disclose  any  (>ensionable 
disability.

The  records  show  that 
he  was  admitted  to  a  hasjiital  March  3,  1864,  with  a  disease  of  a  discred- 
itable nature  and  by  no  means  connected  witli  the  niiHtary  service,  aiid 
that  he  was  discharged  from  the  Army  May  20, 1864,  upon  a  certificatM| 
paralysis  of  left  ann,  which  came  on  snddeidy  Februar>*  20, 1S64.  atid  tlitf 
the  cause  was  unknown,  but  Ix-lieved  not  to  be  incident  to  the  service. 

He  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  June,  1864,  alleging  paralysis 
of  the  left  arm  from  causes  Imknouni  tn  him. 

Tliis  claim  was  not  prosecuted  at  that  lime,  and  the  claimant  reenlisted 
in  January.  1865,  and  ser\'ed  until  September  5.  1865,  without  any  evi- 
dence of  disability  appearing  upon  the  records. 

He  renewed  his  claim  in  1870,  stating  that  he  was  first  taken  with  a 
pain  in  his  left  arm  about  March  i,  1864.  and  that  it  became  partially 
paralyzed. 

It  will  be  obser\'ed  that  thus  far  in  his  application  he  gives  no  expla- 
nation of  the  incurrence  of  his  disability  which  leads  to  the  belief  that  it 
was  related  to  his  servnce. 

In  a  letter  dated  May  31, 1S64,  his  captain  states  that  he  can  but  think 
that  the  disability  of  the  claimant  was  the  result  of  his  folly  and  indis- 
cretion, and  that  he  feels  it  hts  duty  to  decline  giving  him  a  certificate. 

In  18S0  the  claimant  stated  the  cause  of  his  disability  was  an  iujur>' 
to  his  arm  while  expelling  a  soldier  from  a  railroad  train  at  Augusta. 
Me.,  he  acting  as  provost  guard  at  the  time.     Upon  this  allegation  tJM 
case  was  reopened  at  the  Pension  Bureau.  ^| 

In  reply  to  a  letter  from  the  Bureau  the  captain  of  claimant's  com- 
pany stated  that  he  had  no  knowledge  of  such  an  injury*.     The  same 
officer,  in  a  letter  dated  I'Vbruary  25,  1SS7,  expresses  the  belief  thai  the 
disability  of  the  applicant,  if  any  existed,  was  caused  by  the  injudiciolH 
use  of  mercurial  medicine  self-administered  for  venereal  disease  coH^ 
tracted  at  Augnsla,  Me.,  in  January.  1864,  and  that  such  was  the  rumor  1 
among  bis  comrades  when  he  was  sent  to  the  hospital. 

I  can  not  believe  that  an  injury  was  sustained  such  as  was  s] 
by  the  appliamt  in  iSSo  and  that  nothing  was  said  of  it  either  in  the 
claim  made  in  1864  or  in  1870.  In  the  absence  of  this  or  some  other 
definite  cause  consistent  with  an  honest  claim  we  are  left  in  the  face  of 
some  contrary  evidence  to  guess  tl)at  his  arm  was  injured  in  the  servicfc  i

The  name  of  the  l>eneficiary  is  already  upon 
the  pension  roll,  and  she  is  now  entitled  to  receive  precisely  the  sum  as  a 
pensioner  which  is  allowed  her  nnder  this  bill. 

As  her  application  to  the  Pension  Bureau  was  quite  lately  favorably 
acted  upon,  it  is  supposed  this  special  bill  for  her  relief  was  passed  by  the 
Conjfress  in  ignorance  of  that  fact,

This  soldier  was  enrolled  on  the  28th  day  of  February,  1865,  and  was 
discharged  on  the  31st  day  of  January,  1866. 

He  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  1878,  which  was  supplemented 
by  statements  from  time  to  lime,  not  always  in  exact  agreement,  but 
alleging  uniformly  that  during  his  service,  fixing  the  date  at  one  time 
as  in  January,  i366,  and  at  another  time  as  in  Novemlier,  1865,  he  was 
altackeil  in  the  city  of  Washington  by  palpitation  of  the  heart,  which 
increased  after  his  discharge  and  resulted  in  disability.  After  a  careful 
special  examination  by  the  Pension  Bureau  the  claim  was  rejected  upon 
the  ground  that  origin  of  disability  in  the  service  and  line  of  duty  had 
not  been  shown,  nor  that  the  same  existed  for  some  time  after  discharge. 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  shortly  Ixjfore  the  surrender 
of  the  Confederate  forces,  and  it  apj^rars  did  little,  if  anything,  more  than 
garrison  duty.  He  does  not  seem  to  ha\x  suffered  any  of  the  exposures 
usually  incident  to  a  soldier*s  service,  and,  as  I  understand  his  claim, 
does  not  himself  give  any  instance  of  exposure  or  exertion  from  which 
his  difficulty  arose. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  sickness  or  disability  during  the  lime  he  was 
in  the  Army  nor  any  satisfactory  proof  that  he  was  suffering  with  any 
ailment  at  the  time  of  his  discharge.  His  own  statement,  which  some  of 
the  proof  taken  tends  to  show  is  not  entirely  reliable,  goes  no  further 
than  to  claim  that  during  his  term  of  service  his  difficulty  began. 

On  appeal  from  the  rejection  of  the  beneficiary's  claim  the  case  was 
thoroughly  examined  at  the  Interior  Department  and  the  rejection  af- 
firmed.

The  report  of  the  committee  to  which  the  bill  was  referred  states  noth- 
ing concerning  the  death  of  the  soldier  and  gives  no  information  as  to 
the  date  or  cause  of  the  same,  and  the  recommendation  that  a  pension 
should  be  given  the  widow  is  based  upon  the  ser\'ice  and  injury  of  the 
soldier  and  the  circumstances  of  the  beneficiary,  ^m 

No  claim  was  filed  in  the  Pension  Bureau  on  behalf  of  the  mdoijJH 
This  perhaps  is  accoiintt*d  for  by  the  fact  that  information  is  lodged  in 
that  Bureau  to  the  effect  that  the  deceased  soldier  died  on  the  21st  day 
of  September,  18S3.  "from  a  pistol  ball  fired  by  Luther  Cultor," 

If  he  was  killed  in  a  personal  encounter,  as  the  report  of  his  death 
would  seem  to  indicate,  I  am  unable  to  see  how  his  death  can  be  in  any 
way  attributed  to  liis  mUitary  service  or  his  widow  l)e  justly  pensioned 
therefor.

Grande,  in  the  State  of  Texas.  Some  of  the  citizens  were  celebrating 
the  day,  and  one  of  them  had  a  can  of  powder  in  his  hand  which,  accord- 
ing to  the  report  of  the  accident,  "was  about  to  explode."  The  soldier 
endeavored  to  knock  the  can  from  the  hand  of  the  person  who  held  it 
when  the  powder  exploded,  severely  injuring  the  soldier  and  necessila 
the  amputation  of  his  right  forearm. 

Though  this  was  a  most   unfortunate  accident,  it  is  quite  plain 
it  had  no  connection  with  the  militar\'  service.

The  l:)eneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  enrolled  September  r8,  1861, 
and  discharged  Decenilx^r  17,  1864. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  December  22, 1876, 
alleging  that  he  had  a  sore  or  ulcer  on  his  left  leg  "  which  existed  in  a 
small  way  prior  to  enlistment,"  but  was  aggravated  and  enlarged  by  the 
exposures  of  the  ser\'ic€. 

This  claim  was  rejected  in  1877  on  the  ground  that  the  disability  ex- 
isted prior  to  enhstuieiit. 

In  September,  1S79,  he  filed  another  application  for  pension,  alleging  a 
disability  arising  from  an  affection  of  his  right  eye  caused  by  an  attack 
of  measles  in  Septeml>er,  1861,  and  also  again  alleging  ulcerated  varicose 
veins  of  his  left  leg. 

In  October,  1886,  the  rejection  of  the  claim  for  ulcerated  varicose  veins 
was  adhered  to  and  the  added  claim  for  disease  of  the  eyes  was  rejected 
on  the  ground  that  it  was  not  incurred  in  the  .sennce  and  line  of  duty. 

On  appeal  from  the  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau  to  the  Secretary'  of 
the  Interior  the  rejection  of  the  claim  was  sustained. 

The  claimant  stated  in  support  of  his  application  that  about  three 
months  liefore  he  enlisted  a  little  yellow  blister  appeared  on  his  left  leg. 
which  made  a  small  sore,  which  existed  when  he  enlisted;  that  while  he 
was  in  Central  America  with  General  Walker  he  received  a  wound  in 
the  temple  from  a  musket  ball,  and  that  he  had  also  before  enlistment 
been  sick  with  the  dropsy. 

The  case  was  very  thoroughly  examined  by  oflScers  of  the  Pension  Bu- 
reau, and  a  great  mass  of  testimony  was  taken  from  numerous  witnesses. 
Three  brothers  of  the  claimant  testified  to  the  existence  of  all  the  disa- 
bilities before  his  enlistment,  and  two  of  them  stated  facts  which  go  far 
toward  accounting  for  such  disabilities  in  a  way  very  discreditable  to  the 
claimant.  Many  other  witnesses,  with  good  opportunities  of  knowledge 
on  the  subject,  testified  to  the  same  effect. 

While  testimony  of  a  different  character  was  also  given,  tendiug  to 
establish  the  theory  that  the  disabilities  alleged  were  at  least  to  some 
extent  attributable  to  military  ser\'ice,  the  overwhelming  weight  of  proof 
seems  to  establish  that  whatever  disabilities  exist  are  the  result  of  disease 
contracted  by  vicious  habits,  aud  that  such  disabilities  had  their  origin 
prior  to  enlistment.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8078,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Theresa  Herbst,  widow  of  John  Herbst,  late  private  Com- 
pany G,One  hundred  and  fortieth  Regiment  of  New  York  Volunteers.** 

John  Herbst,  the  husband  of  the  1:)eneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  enlisted 
August  26,  1862.  He  was  wounded  in  the  head  at  the  battle  of  Gettys- 
burg, July  2,  1863.  He  recovered  from  this  wound,  and  on  the  19th  day 
of  August,  1864,  was  captured  by  the  enemy. 

After  his  capture  he  joined  the  Confederate  forces,  and  in  1865  was 
captured  by  General  Stonenian  while  in  arms  against  the  United  States 
Government.  He  was  imprisoned  and  voluntarily  made  known  the  fact 
that  he  formerly  belonged  to  the  Union  Army.  Upon  taking  the  oath 
of  allegiance  and  explaining  that  he  deserted  to  the  enemy  to  escape  the 
hardship  and  star\'ation  of  prison  life,  he  was  released  and  mustered  out 
of  the  ser\4ce  on  the  nth  day  of  October,  1865. 

He  was  regularly  borne  on  the  Confederate  muster  rolls  for  probably 
nine  or  ten  months.  No  record  is  furnished  of  the  number  of  battles  in 
which  he  fought  against  the  soldiers  of  the  Union,  and  we  shall  never 
know  the  death  and  the  wounds  which  he  inflicted  upon  his  former  com- 
rades in  arms. 

He  never  applied  for  a  pension,  though  it  is  claimed  now  that  at  the 
time  of  his  discharge  he  was  suffering  from  rheumatism  and  dropsy,  and 
that  he  died  in  1868  of  heart  disease.  If  such  disabilities  were  incurred 
in  military  service,  they  were  quite  likely  the  result  of  exposure  in  the 
Confederate  army;  but  it  is  not  improbable  that  this  soldier  never  asked 
a  jx-'usiou  because  he  considered  that  the  generosity  of  his  Government 
had  Ixien  sufficiently  taxed  when  the  full  forfeit  of  his  desertion  was  not 
exacted. 

The  greatest  possible  sympathy  and  consideration  are  due  to  those  who 
bravely  fought,  and  being  captured  as  bravely  languished  in  rel>el  prisons. 

But  I  will  take  no  part  in  putting  a  name  uix>n  our  pension  roll  which 
represents  a  Union  soldier  found  fighting  against  the  cause  he  swore  he 
would  uphold,  nor  should  it  be  for  a  moment  admitted  that  such  deser- 
tion and  treachery  are  excused  when  it  avoids  the  rigors  of  honorable 
capture  and  confinement. 

It  would  have  been  a  sad  condition  of  affairs  if  every  captured  Union 
soldier  had  deemed  himself  justified  in  fighting  against  his  Government 
rather  than  to  undergo  the  privations  of  capture.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1447,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Bridget  Foley. '  * 
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Joseph  F.  Fokr,  the  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  m  this  hill,  en- 
fisted  on  tbe  32d  day  oC  Ai^gust,  1862.  ai&d  was  dt9char)ged  Fcfaraary  13, 
1S63.  for  disability  which  was  certified  to  arise  hom  chrooic  rbetraaatssni 
cootracted  prior  to  enlisunent. 

He  appears  to  ha\-e  been  side  with  rfaetunatism  a  large  part  ol  the  thoe 
he  was  in  the  ser\ice,  and  because  of  that  fact  never  reached  a  point 
nearer  the  front  than  the  city  ol  Washington. 

He  died  May  13,  :873.  of  coosamptkxL 

His  widow  filed  in  1SS4  a  dedaratkm  executed  by  the  deceased  shortly 
before  his  death,  in  which  he  alleged  that  he  was  first  attadud  with 
rheumatism  at  Capitol  Hill,  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  in  October,  i$63. 
The  soldier  ne\*er  applied  for  a  pension. 

It  is  strennously  disputed  that  he  had  this  complaint  before  etdistnsent. 
Howe\-er  this  may  be.  it  is  certain  that  he  died  of  consumption,  and  I  can 
find  no  proof  that  tliis  disease  was  contracted  in  the  ser\nce  or  had  any 
relation  thereto.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2644.  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing the  right  of  way  to  the  Fort  Smith,  Paris  and  DardancUe  Railw-ay 
Company  to  couslnict  and  operate  a  railroad,  telegraph,  and  lelepht>ne 
line  from  Fort  Smith.  Ark.,  through  the  Indian  Territor>',  to  or  near 
Baxter  Springs,  in  the  State  of  Kansas." 

This  bill  grants  a  right  of  way  100  feet  in  width,  ^rith  the  use  of  ad- 
joining lands  for  stations  and  other  purposes,  through  the  eastern  part 
of  that  portion  of  the  Indian  Territor>'  occupied  by  the  Cherokee  Indians 
under  a  treaty  with  the  United  States. 

By  the  terms  of  the  treaty  concluded  between  the  Government  and 
the  Cherokee  Nation  in  1866  these  Indians  expressly  granted  a  right  of 
way  through  their  lands  "to  any  company  or  corp<»ration  which  shall 
be  duly  authorized  by  Congress  to  construct  a  railroad  from  any  poilit 
north  to  any  point  south,  and  from  any  point  cast  to  any  point  west  of, 
and  which  may  pass  through,  the  Cherokee  Xntion." 

There  are  excellent  reasons  why  this  clause  in  the  treaty  shoald  be 
construed  as  limiting  the  railroads  which  should  run  through  theses  lands. 
at  least  without  further  permission  of  the  Indians,  to  only  one  trosnnonh 
to  south  and  one  other  from  east  to  west. 

It  is  evident,  however,  that  the  Congress  has  either  not  sn  tntrrfinpted 
this  provision  of  the  treaty  or  has  determined  that  ii  sl^>u*  "re- 

garded, for  there  have  been  six  or  seven  railroads  ccnstni^*u  »r»

I  beficve  thrse  «■'<'"■■"■■■—*  grants  to  raOraads  permitting  them  to 
cross  the  laads  ocimMwl  bv  the  Tmfarw,  if  not  m  ^eotntc  violation  off 
their  txcaty  r^fata,  are  daugctuus  Id  the  sooccss  of  oar  Indian 


While  iBBintaiBsag  their  tiifad  cxnAioa  they  ahoa&d  nc«  be 
}ected  tothe^stnrfaanccandtbeimtxtionQffsacfacnctoacfamcntSw  ^lacn 
they  have  advanced  soi&cicntlj  for  the  aBotment  of  their  Unds  in  sever* 
ahy,  they  should  be  perasttBd.  as  a  general  rale»  to  enjoy  and  cnltivatc 
all  the  land  set  apart  to  them,  and  not  diaoouiaged  by  the  forced  surrender 
off  a  part  off  it  for  raihnnd  pmpuaes.  In  the  soCntian  off  the  problem  of 
their  civifizaxica  by  allotments  off  land  they  need  the  land  itself,  and  not 
mmpcMMtioo  for  its  apfmaiatioo  by  others.  They  can  not  be  expected 
to  understand  thb  process  in  any  other  way  than  an  incficatkm  that  their 
teooie  is  onoertain  and  the  assuranue  that  they  shall  hold  their  allotted 
land  for  cnhzvation  a  ddnsionu 

It  is  not  necessary  in  the  treatment  off  this  snbject  to  insist  that  in  no 
case  sboold  a  railioad  be  pa  milted  to  cross  Indian  reserrations.  There 
ntay  be  valid  pofalic  leasorg  why  in  some  cases  this  shonld  be  allowed. 
Important  lines  off  through  txa^-d  sboold  not  be  always  ofastmcted  or 
defeated  by  a  refusal  off  snch  permissioa.  Bat  I  think  there  should  be 
sfaoira  in  every  case  a  justification  in  the  pnbfic  interest  or  in  further- 
ance of  general  growth  and  progress^  or  at  least  in  a  plain  local  necessity 
or  conveirience^  before  snch  giants  are  made. 

It  seems  to  me  also  that  the  oonsent  off  the  TfWtiaiws  for  the  passage  off 
railroads  through  their  land  should,  as  a  gcnetal  rale,  be  required;  that 
the  means  off  determining  the  oompensatioQ  to  be  made  for  land  taken 
shonld  be  just  and  definite  and  easy  off  appGcatioo;  that  the  roate  of  the 
proposed  road  shonld  be  as  particularly  described  as  is  possible:  that  a 
reasonable  time  sboold  be  fixed  for  the  coostmctiaa  off  the  road,  and  in 
defanh  off  snch  coostmctioc  that  the  grant  ^loold  be  dedared  null  and 
void  withont  legislation  or  judicial  actioa.  and  that  in  all  cases  the  rights 
and  interests  of  the  Indians  should  be  carefully  considervd. 

The  bill  under  coosideratioa  grants  to  the  railroad  company  therein 
named  the  right  to  constmct  its  road  over  substantially  the  same  route 
desaibed  in  a  lav  already  passed  permitth^  the  Kansas  City.  Fcrt  Scott 
and  Gulf  Railway  Company  to  build  its  road  through  this  reservatioo. 
No  necessity  or  good  reason  is  apparent  why  these  two  roads  should  be 
built  upon  the  same  liike. 

The  bill  makes  no  provision  for  gaining  the  consent  of  the  Indians  occu* 
p>ing  these  lands.  The  Cherokee  Nation  off  Indians  ha\-e  their  local  laws 
and  legislatiou,  and  are  quite  competent  to  pass  upon  this  question.  They 
have  heretofore  shown  their  interest  in  such  subjects,  I  am  informed,  by 
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fMtitcstiiig  against  some  of  tbe  grvits  which  have  been  made  far  the  00a- 
stnxrtioa  of  railroads  throagh  their  laxkds. 

The  btU  provides  for  the  taking  of  lands  held  by  individQa]  occnpants 
and  the  manner  of  fixing  the  oompensatioa  therefor;  hot  it  is  declared  H 
that  when  any  portioo  of  the  land  taken  by  the  oonqany  shall  cease  to  be  H 
nsed  for  the  porposes  for  wfaicfa  it  is  taken  the  same  shall  rrvert  to  the  H 
nation  or  tribe  from  which  the  same  shall  have  been  taken.  There  is  no 
provision  that  in  any  case  land  taken  from  indindnal  occupants  shall  ^ 
revert  to  them.  H 

In  the  fifth  section  of  the  bill  it  is  provided  that  the  railroad  oompany  fl 
shall  pay  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  for  the  benefit  of  the  particular 
nation  or  tribe  through  whose  lands  its  line  may  be  located,  in  addition 
to  other  compensatioa,  the  sum  of  $50.  ■ 

It  was,  of  course,  intended  to  declare  that  this  snm  sbonkl  be  paid  for 
ever>'  mile  <^  road  built  through  Indian  lands,  but  it  is  not  so  expressed. 
I  am  by  no  means  certain  that  the  context  vi-ill  aid  this  omission,  which 
is  quite  palpable,  when  that  port  of  the  bill  is  compared  with  others  of  the 
same  character.  In  any  e\*cni.  this  is  a  prox-isioai  which  should  be  free 
from  all  doabt. 

There  is  no  time  limited  in  the  bill  within  which  the  proposed  road 
through  the  reser\-ation  shall  be  completed,  and  consequently  no  forfei- 
ture fixed  for  noncompletion.     The  nearest  approach  to  it  is  fooiwi  in  a 
clause  pro\-iding  that  the  company  shall  build  at  least  50  miles  of  its  road  « 
in  the  Indian  Territor>-  within  three  years  from  the  passage  of  the  act,  <*^H 
the  rights  granted  shall  be  forfeited  as  to  that  portion  not  built.     The 
length  of  the  proposed  route  through  the  Cherokee  latnls  appears  to  t>e 
considerably  over  100  miles,  and  it  is  plain  that  there  is  no  sufficJC** 
gnaraniy  in  the  bill  that  the  entire  road  will  be  built  within  any  partic- 
ular time.     There  is  no  forfeiture  and  no  limitation  for  the  completKin 
of  the  road  if  50  miles  is  built  within  three  years,  and  there  may  be  aotoe 
doubt  how  far  the  forfeiture  would  extend  in  case  of  a  faulure  to  finish 
the  50  miles  within  the  time  specified. 

I  believe  these  giants  to  railroads  should  be  sparingly  mode:  that  when 
made  they  should  present  better  reasons  for  their  necessity  and  useful- 
ness than  are  apparent  in  this  case,  and  that  they  should  be  guarded  and 
limited  by  pro\-isious  which  are  not  found  in  the  bill  herewith  returned.

This  biU  provides  that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  *         *^^^y  ^ 
person  above  named  the  smn  of  ^601.27,  beiog  tiie  an^*^^^   ^^ 
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to  Lucy  Roberts  on  two  pension  checks  which  were  afterwards  recalled 
and  canceled. 

Tlie  committee  of  the  House  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  report 

that— 

The  Department  discovered,  after  the  issuing  of  the  checlts,  that  the  claim  for 
pension  was  fraudulent.,  but  not  until  afteT  the  purchase,  in  the  ordinary  course  of 
business,  by  Mr.  Lealherbury  paying  $6oi.2y  therefor  and  giving  hia  duebill  for  the 
balance,  which  balance  he  refused  to  pay  after  ascertaining  that  the  check  was  repu- 
diated by  the  Government. 

Lucy  Roberts,  a  colored  woman,  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1868.  alleg- 
ing that  she  was  the  widow  of  Nelson  Roberts,  who  died  in  the  niilitar>' 
service  in  1865. 

Her  claim  was  allowed  in  1876,  and  two  checks,  numbered  6863  and 
6864,  agffregating  $1,301,27,  were  issued  on  account  of  said  pension. 
Before  payment  of  the  checks  information  was  received  which  caused 
an  investigation  by  the  Pension  Bureau  as  to  the  honesty  of  the  claim 
for  peusion.  This  investigation  established  its  utterly  fraudulent  char- 
acter, and  thereupon  the  checks  were  canceled  and  the  woman's  name 
was  dropped  from  the  pension  rolls. 

Certain  iinportant  facts  are  reported  to  nie  from  the  Pension  Bureau 
as  having  been  developed  upon  the  investigation. 

It  appears  that  one  Tliomas  had  undertaken  to  act  for  the  claimant  in 
procuring  her  pension  luider  an  agreement  that  lie  should  have  $300  if 
successful.  Mr.  Leatherbury  was  a  notary,  postmaster,  and  claim  agent, 
and  acted  as  notary  and  general  assistant  to  Thomas  and  the  claimant, 
who  was  employed  at  Leatherbury's  house.  In  the  month  of  July,  1S76. 
the  same  mouth  the  claim  for  pension  was  allowed,  the  woman  Roljerts 
was  indicted  for  larceny,  the  complaluing  witness  being  Mr.  Leatherbury. 
Shortly  after  the  issue  of  the  checks  the  woman  disappeared,  and  it  is 
reported  that  certain  indications  suggested  that  both  Leatherbury  and 
Thonins  were  not  entirely  ignorant  of  her  wherealx)uts  nor  completely 
disconnected  with  her  disappearance.  The  checks  were  obtained  from 
Thomas  by  Leatherbury,  he  pa>ing,  as  he  alleges,  to  Thomas  the  fee  of 
$300  which  had  Ix'en  agreed  upon.  The  checks  remained  in  Leather- 
bury's  possession  until  they  were  delivered  by  him  to  the  special  agent 
of  the  Pension  Bureau  upon  the  investigation.  He  claimed  in  his  depo- 
sition that  he  considered  that  what  money  he  had  let  the  woman  hax-e 
and  the  goods  she  had  obtained  at  his  store  while  she  worked  for  him, 
and  the  $300  which  he  had  advanced  to  Thomas,  her  agent,  justified  him 
in  holding  her  indebted  to  him  in  the  sum  of  $600,  and  that  he  held  the 
checks  as  security  for  the  same,  admitting  that  there  was  still  $700  in  her 
favor,  written  acknowledgment  of  which  he  liad  placed  in  the  hands  of  his 
wife.  He  further  staled  thai  ratlier  than  gain  notoriety  in  the  matter  he 
would  return  the  checks  to  the  special  agent,  but  he  trusted  that  the  Go\-- 
•*rnment  would  pay  him  the  $600  which  he  had  sunk  iu  the  transaction. 
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The  woman  testified  that  she  did  lake  some  goods  from  Leatherbury 
at  his  store  at  his  suggestiou,  after  the  arri\*al  of  the  cliecks  and  ]jefore 
she  left,  alxjut  August  i6,  1876,  which  purchases  amounted  to  no  more 
than  $100,  and  that  he  also  advanced  her  $100;  that  he  made  uo  furtlier 
payment  and  wTote  to  her  that  he  had  to  give  up  the  checks,  and  that 
she  ne\*er  indorsed  the  checks  nor  authorized  anyone  to  do  so. 

Hoth  Leatherbury  and  Thomas  disclaimed  any  knowledge  of  the  fraud- 
ulent character  of  the  claim;  but  the  fraudulent  claimant  lived  in  the 
house  of  one  of  them  and  he  was  assisting  in  procuring  her  claim  lo  he 
allowed,  while  the  other  made  an  unlawful  agreement  for  a  liberal  com- 
pensation for  his  ser\'ices  if  the  claim  succeeded.  The  woman  was  in- 
dicted nt  the  instance  of  Leatherbury  at  alxiut  the  time  of  the  issuance 
of  the  checks  and  fle<l,  but  if  she  is  to  be  believed  Leatherbury  wrote  to 
her  during  her  absence.  After  her  disappearance  he  ventures  to  pay  to 
Thomas  his  illegal  fee  and  takes  possession  of  the  checks.  He  consid- 
ers that  she  owes  him  $600.  and  the  bill  under  consideration  gives  him 
$601.27,  the  exact  amount  of  the  checks  less  $700. 

Someone  with  more  intelligence  than  this  ignorant  colored  woman 
concocted  the  scheme  to  gain  this  fraudulent  pension;  and  the  ciraim- 
stauces  point  so  suspiciously  toward  Thomas  and  Leatherbury.  the  claim 
of  the  latter  upon  the  Government  is  iufcx:ted  with  so  much  illegality, 
and  the  amount  of  his  advances  is  arrived  at  so  loosely  that  in  my  opin- 
ion he  should  not  at  this  late  day  be  relie\'ed.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1870,  entitled  '*  An  act  grant- 
ing the  use  of  certain  lands  in  Pierce  County.  Washington  Tcrritor>',  lo 
the  city  of  Tacoma.  for  the  purixjse  of  a  pul>lic  park." 

It  is  projKJsed  by  this  bill  to  permit  the  api>ropriation  for  a  public  park 
of  a  certain  military  reservation  containing  635  acres,  which  was  set  apart 
for  military  and  defensive  purposes  the  22(1  day  of  Septeml>er,  1H66. 

The  establishment  of  this  reservation  was  strongly  recommended  by 
high  mililar>'  authority,  and  its  preser\ation  and  maintenance  have  since 
that  lime  Ix^n  also  urged  by  the  same  authority. 

At  this  tirae»when  the  subject  of  national  defense  is  much  discussed, 
I  can  not  account  for  the  apparent  willingness  to  grant,  or  permit  to  be 
used  for  other  purposes,  Governmeut  lands  reserved  for  military  uses. 

I  judge  from  an  expression  in  the  letter  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers, 
made  a  part  of  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  to  which  this 
bill  was  referred,  that  its  original  purpose  was  lo  absolulcly  transfer  this 
reservation  to  the  city  of  Tacoma,  The  Chief  of  Engineers  suggested 
an  amendment  to  the  bill  providing  that  the  mere  pennission  to  use  this 
laud  for  a  park  should  l>e  granted,  "and  that  this  permission  be  given 
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with  the  full  understanding  that  the  United  States  intends  to  occupy  the 
lands  or  any  part  of  them  for  miUtary  or  other  purposes  whenever  its 
proper  officials  see  fit  to  order  the  same,  and  without  any  claim  for  com- 
pensation or  damage  on  the  part  of  said  city  of  Tacoma. ' ' 

Instead  of  adopting  the  recommendation  of  the  Chief  of  Engineers  the 
provision  of  the  bill  limiting  the  extent  of  the  use  of  this  land  declares — 

That  the  United  States  reserves  to  itself  the  fee  and  the  right  forever  to  resume 
possession  and  occupy  any  portion  of  said  lands  for  naval  or  military  purposes  when- 
ever in  the  judgment  of  the  President  the  exigency  arises  that  should  require  the 
use  and  appropriation  of  the  same  for  the  public  defense  or  for  such  other  disposi- 
tion as  Congress  may  determine,  without  any  claim  for  compensation  to  said  city  for 
improvements  thereon  or  damages  on  account  thereof. 

The  expediency  of  granting  any  right  to  the  occupancy  of  this  land 
is,  in  my  opinion,  very  doubtful.  If  it  is  done,  it  should  be  in  the  form 
of  a  mere  license,  revocable  at  any  time,  for  the  purposes  used  by  the 
officers  to  which  its  use  and  disposition  are  now  subject. 

It  seems  to  me  that  if  any  use  of  this  land  is  given  to  the  city  of 
Tacoma  it  should  be  with  the  proviso  suggested  by  the  Chief  of  Engi- 
neers, mstead  of  the  indefinite  and  restricted  one  incorporated  in  the  bill.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  8761,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pensioti  to  Mrs.  Anna  Butterfield. " 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  pension  the  beneficiary  therein  named  as 
the  "dependent  mother  of  James  A.  B.  Butterfield,  late  a  sergeant  in  the 
Second  Illinois  Cavalry." 

The  records  show  that  the  son  of  this  beneficiary  enlisted  in  the  regi- 
ment mentioned  in  August,  1861,  and  was  mustered  out  August  13, 1864. 
No  claim  is  made  in  any  quarter  that  he  incurred  the  least  disability  dur- 
ing this  service,  and  there  is  no  dispute  in  regard  to  the  date  of  enlist- 
ment or  discharge,  nor  does  there  seem  to  be  any  definite  claim  that  he 
again  entered  the  military  service. 

The  report  of  the  committee  states  that  his  mother  is  advised  that 
after  his  discharge  her  son  still  remained  in  the  ser\ace  of  the  Govern- 
ment and  was  killed  by  an  explosion  on  board  of  the  steamer  Sultana^ 
in  April,  1865. 

Her  claim  for  pension  is  now  pending  in  the  Pension  Bureau  awaiting 
testimony,  which  seems  to  be  entirely  wanting,  to  support  the  allegation 
that  at  the  time  of  his  death  the  deceased  was  in  the  service  of  the  Gov- 
ernment in  any  capacity. 

This  evidence  ought  not  to  be  difficult  to  obtain.  Though  the  mother 
seems  to  have  saved  something,  from  which  she  draws  a  small  income, 
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her  advanced  age  and  the  honorable  service  of  lier  son  would  make  the 

allowance  of  a  pension  in  lier  case,  uj^kju  any  fair  and  ]ilausible  justifica- 
tion.  ver>-  gratifying.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2140,  entitled  *'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Hliza  Smith." 

The  husljand  of  this  beneficiary  was  a  second  lieutenant  iu  an  Indiana 
regiment,  and  was  discharged  from  iho  service  in  .\]iril,  1H64.  It  is  pro- 
posed in  the  bill  herewith  returned  to  j)ension  the  l>eneficiary  as  the 
widow  of  a  first  lieutenant. 

Tlie  deceased  was  j^ensioned  for  a  gunshot  wouud  iu  his  left  arm  under 
the  general  law,  and  his  pension  was  increased  by  a  special  act  in  1883. 

He  died  away  from  home  at  a  hotel  iu  Union  City.  Ind.,  on  the  18th 
day  of  ncceml)er,  1S84,  and  it  was  detennined  at  the  time,  and  is  still 
claimed,  that  his  death  was  the  result  of  an  o\'erdose  of  morphine  self- 
administered. 

It  is  represented  tliat  at  times  the  wound  of  tlie  deceased  soldier  was 
verj'  painful  and  that  he  wjis  in  the  habit  of  taking  large  doses  of  mor- 
phine to  alleviate  his  suffering. 

Two  days  before  his  death  he  was  at  the  house  of  one  McMire,  in  TTnion 
City;  be  complained  of  pain,  and  asked  for  a  dose  of  morphiiK.  but  it 
does  not  apj)ear  that  he  obtained  it. 

On  the  same  day  he  went  to  a  hotel  in  the  same  town  and  remained 
there  until  his  death.  On  the  second  evening  after  his  arrival  there  he 
complained  of  astluna  and  pain  in  his  arm,  and  retired  about  9  o'clock 
p.  m.  In  the  afternoon  of  the  next  day  the  door  of  his  room  was  forced 
open,  and  he  was  fouud  prostrate  and  helpless,  though  able  to  talk.  Med- 
icine was  administered,  but  he  soon  died. 

His  family  physician  testified  that  the  deceased  did  not  suffer  from 
asthma;  that  when  his  wound  was  suppurating  he  had  difficulty  in 
breathing,  and  that  at  such  times  he  was  in  the  habit  of  taking  morphine 
in  large  doses,  and  that  at  times  he  was  intemperate,  especially  when  suf- 
fering from  his  wound. 

It  seems  to  me  it  would  establish  a  very  bad  precedent  to  allow  a  pen- 
sion upon  the  facts  developed  in  this  case.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  7510,  entitled  **An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Stephen  A.  Seavey. ' ' 
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This  beneficiary  ser\*ed  in  a  Maine  regiment  from  November  1 1.  i! 
to  Aug^ist  17. 1S62,  when  he  was  discharged  upon  «i  surgeon's  certificate^ 
epilepsia  and  melancholia.     The  surgeon  further  stated  in  his  certificate 
that  the  soldier  had  been  unfit  for  duty  for  sixty  days  in  consequence, 
of  epileptic  fits,  occurring  daily,  and  requiring  the  constant  attendance  of  j 
two  persons  during  the  past  thirty  days. 

In  1879  he  applied  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  he  incurred  a  sunstroke 
on  July  20,  1862.  This  was  within  the  sixt>*  days  during  which  he  was 
uufiL  for  duty  and  also  within  the  thirty  days  during  which  he  required 
the  constant  attendance  of  two  i>ersons.  fl 

He  succeeded  iu  securing  a  pension,  and  drew  the  same  until  Decern-  ™ 
ber,  1S85,  when  information  was  received  at  the  Pension  Bureau  which 
caused  an  examination  of  the  merits  of  the  case. 

This  examination  developed  such  facts  as  led  the  Pension  Bureau  to 
the  conclusion  that  the  condition  of  the  soldier  was  then  identical  with 
that  before  enlistment  and  that  his  disabifily  existed  before  he  entered 
the  ser\'ice.     His  name  was  accordingly  dropped  from  the  rolls. 

The  object  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  is  to  restore  the  pemdoner  to 
the  rolls. 

An  examination  of  the  facts  satisfies  me  that  the  act  of  the  Pension 
Bureau  in  dropping  this  name  from  the  pension  rolls  was  entirely  correct 
and  should  not  be  reversed.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  6307,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Sarah  A,  Corson." 

Joshua  Cor.son.  the  husband  of  the  l>eneficiar>'  named  in  this  bill,  en- 
listed in  August,  1862,  fur  nine  months,  was  wounded  by  a  ball  which 
passed  through  the  lower  part  of  each  buttock,  and  was  dischargetl  June 
29,  1863.     He  was  pensioned  for  his  wound,  and  died  December  12.  1885 

The  cause  of  death  is  stated  to  have  been  femoral  hcmia  by  a  physi 
cian  who  attended  him  shortly  before  his  death.     The  official  record 
his  death  attributes  it  to  a  malignant  tumor. 

The  widow  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in   1S86,  but  furnished  no  evi- 
dence showing  when  or  how  the  hernia  originated.     No  disability  of 
this  description  is  shown  by  any  ser^'ice  record,  nor  was  it  ever  claimed 
by  the  soldier.     It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  committee  of  the  Hou 
of  Represeutatives  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  that  the  hernia  fi 
made  its  appearance  about  four  years  prior  to  the  soldier's  death. 

The  claim  of  this  beneficiary  for  pension  was  rejected  by  the  Pensio 
Bureau  upon  the  ground  that  there  was  no  jxissible  connection  between 
the  soldier's  wounds  and  the  hernia  from  which  he  died. 
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I  am  forced  to  the  conclusion  that  the  case  was  properly  disposed  of, 
and  base  my  disai)proval  of  the  bill  herewith  returned  upon  the  same

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  3521,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Manuel  Garcia." 

From  the  records  it  appears  that  the  beneficiary  namwl  in  this  bill  en- 
listed as  a  substitute  August  6,  1S64,  and  was  transferred  to  the  Eighth 
New  Jersey  VoUnitet:rs;  that  he  is  reported  absent  sick,  and  never  joined 
his  regiment,  and  was  discharged  from  a  hospital  July  2,  1865, 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  March  4,  1880,  alle^nj^'"  that  in  Octol>er, 
1864.  at  Alexandria.  Va.,  he  Ijecame  lame  in  Ixjth  legs,  and  lliat  subse- 
quently his  eyes  became  inflamed.  His  hospital  record  shows  that  he 
was  treated  for  jinexunouia. 

The  l>oard  of  examining  surgeons  in  1883  found  no  such  evidence  of 
varicose  veins,  which  seems  to  be  the  disability  claimetl,  as  would  justify 
a  rating,  and  there  appears  to  Ik-  tio  pri'K;>f  of  the  existence  of  any  disa- 
bility between  llie  date  of  discharge  and  the  year  1867. 

The  application  of  this  beneficiar>'  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Bu- 
reau awaiting  any  further  proof  which  may  be  submitteil  in  its  support.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  149,  entitled  '*An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Ruchael  Barnes." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  served  in  the  Regular  Army  of  the 
United  States  from  February  24,  1838,  to  February  24.  1841. 

In  1880  he  applied  for  a  pension,  alleging  that  he  contracted  disease 
of  the  eyes  diuing  the  year  1840  while  serving  in  Florida. 

Pending  the  examination  of  his  application,  and  on  the  24th  day  of 
March,  18S2,  he  conuuitted  suicide  by  hanging.  His  widow  filed  a  claim 
for  jiension,  alleging  that  he  died  of  insanity,  the  result  of  disease  of  the 
liead  and  eyes.  Her  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  his  insanity, 
forty  one  years  after  discharge  from  the  service,  had  no  connection  with 
his  military  service. 

I"  J"ly.  18S6,  a  special  act  was  passed  granting  a  pension  to  the  widow, 
which  met  with  Executive  disapproval. 

At  the  time  the  soldier  committed  suicide  he  was  68  years  old.  Upon 
the  facts  I  hardly  think  insanity  is  claimed.  At  least  there  does  not 
appear  to  be  the  least  evidence  of  it.  unless  it  be  the  suicide  itself.     It  is 
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Maimed,  howe^  *r,  and  with  ^ood  reasoo.  that  he  had  become 
on  aocoont  of  t^ie  delay  in  detenoiiiti^  hb  apphcatioo  for  a  pensioa  and' 
bccanse  he  supposed  that  important  endence  to  establish  his  claim  whidi 
be  expected  would  not  be  forthcomio^.  It  is  \-ery  hk^y  that  this  de- 
spondency existed  and  that  it  so  afiiected  the  mind  of  this  old  soldier 
that  it  led  to  his  suicide.  But  the  fact  remains  that  be  took  his  own 
life  in  a  deliberate  manner,  and  that  the  affection  of  his  crcs,  which  was 
the  disability  claimed,  was  not  in  a  proper  sense  even  the  remote  cauae 
of  his  death. 

I  confess  that  I  have  endeavored  to  reheve  myself  from  again 
posing  cibjections  to  the  granting  of  a  pensioa  to  this  poor  and 
widow.  But  I  can  not  forget  that  age  and  poverty  do  not  themselves 
justify  gifts  of  public  money,  and  it  seems  to  me  that  the  according  of 
pensions  is  a  serious  business  which  ought  to  be  regulated  by  principle 
and  reason,  though  these  may  well  be  tempered  with  much  hberality. 

I  can  6nd  no  principle  or  plausible  pretext  in  this  case  which  would 
not  lead  to  granting  a  pension  in  any  case  of  alleged  disability  ari*iing 
from  militar}'  service  followed  by  suicide.  It  would  be  an  unfair  dis* 
crimination  against  many  who,  though  in  sad  plight,  have  been  refused 
relief  in  similar  circumstances,  and  would  establish  an  exceedingly  trou- 
blesome and  dangerous  precedent.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  S574,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Sallie  T.  Ward,  widow  of  the  late  W.  T.  Ward.'* 

The  husband  of  this  beue6ciar>'  served  about  nine  months  in  the  Mex- 
ican War.  He  entered  the  ser\'ice  as  a  brigadier-general  in  1861,  and 
served  through  the  War  of  the  Rebellion  ^rith  credit,  and  was  wounded 
in  the  left  arm  on  the  15th  day  of  May,  1864. 

For  this  wound  he  was  pensioned  according  to  his  rank,  and  received' 
such  pension  until  his  death,  at  the  age  of  70  years,  which  occurred  Oct< 
ber  12,  1878. 

The  cause  of  his  death  was  brain  disease,  and  it  seems  not  to  be  seri' 
ously  claimed  that  it  had  any  relation  to  his  wound. 

His  widow  is  now  in  receipt  of  the  pension  prov-ided  for  those  of 
class  by  the  Mexican  pension  law. 

If  this  bill  Ixrconics  a  law.  I  am  unable  to  see  why,  in  fairness  and  jus-] 
tice,  the  widow  of  any  officer  of  the  grade  of  General  Ward  sliould  uotj 
be  allowed  $50  a  month,  the  amount  proposed  by  this  bill  to  be  paid  hii 
widow,  regardless  of  any  other  consideration  except  widowhood  and  tl 
rank  of  the  deceased  husband. 

The  bill  herewith  returned,  while  fixing  the  monthly  amount  to  be 
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absolutely  paid  to  the  lieneficiar>',  does  not  make  the  g:ranting  of  the  pen- 
sion nor  payment  of  the  money  subject  to  any  of  the  provisions  of  the 
pension  laws  h't  make  any  reference  to  the  Mexican  service  pension  she  is 
now  receiving.  While  it  is  the  rule  inirier  general  laws  that  two  pensinns 
shall  not  be  pa  d  to  the  same  person,  inasnuich  as  the  widow  is  entitled 
to  the  petision  she  is  now  receiving  upon  grounds  different  from  those 
npon  which  the  sf)ecial  bill  was  passed,  and  no  intention  is  apparent  in 
the  special  bill  that  the  other  pension  should  be  superseded,  it  may  result 
that  under  the  peculiar  wording  of  this  bill  she  would  be  entitled  to  lioth 
pensions. 

The  beneficiary  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in 
1884,  which  is  still  pending,  awaiting  evidence  connecting  the  death  of 
the  soldier  with  his  wound.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  490,  entitled  "An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  George  W.  Pitner. " 

It  appears  from  the  records  that  llie  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill 
entered  the  military  sendee  iu  June,  1863,  and  was  discharged  in  March, 
1866.  He  was  treated  while  in  the  Army  in  the  months  of  December, 
1864,  and  Januan.*,  1S65.  for  conjunctivitis. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  jjension  in  1886,  alleging  that  he  had  a  sunstroke 
in  1865,  and  that  wliile  at  work  in  a  basement  in  the  year  1881  he  fell 
into  a  well  which  was  ojjen  near  him  and  received  serious  injuries,  re- 
sulting in  the  amputation  of  his  right  foot  and  also  disability  of  his  left 
foot.  He  attributes  his  fall  to  vertigo,  consequent  upon  or  related  to  the 
sunstroke  he  suffered  in  the  Army. 

The  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  evidence  taken  failed 
to  connect  the  disabilities  for  which  a  pension  was  claimed  with  army 
service. 

Whatever  may  be  said  of  the  incurrence  of  stmstroke  in  the  Army, 
though  he  fixes  it  as  after  the  date  of  his  only  medical  treatment  during 
his  service,  and  whatever  may  be  said  of  the  continuance  of  vertigo  con- 
sequent upon  the  sunstroke  for  sixteen  years,  L  find  no  proof  that  at  the 
time  he  fell  he  was  afflicted  with  vertigo,  uidess  it  be  his  own  statement; 
and  whatever  disability  naturally  arose  from  stmstroke  does  not  appear 
b)'  him  to  have  been  deemed  sufficient  to  Induce  him  to  apply  for  a  pen- 
sion previous  to  his  fall. 

In  any  event  there  seems  to  be  no  satisfactory  evidence  tliat  anything 
which  occurred  in  his  army  service  was  the  caixse  of  his  fall  and  conse- 
quent injury.

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  ser\'ed  in  an  Indiana  rejijiment  from 
August,  1861,  to  March,  1864.  when  he  reeulisted  as  a  veteran  volun- 
teer and  served  as  a  private  and  teamster  to  July  20,  1865,  when  he  was 
discharged.  ^H 

There  is  no  record  of  any  disability,  and  he  never  applied  for  a  pensifll 

Oil  the  I2th  day  of  December,  1880,  in  leaving  a  barber  shop  at  the 
place  where  he  resiflcfl,  he  fell  downstairs^  and  died  the  next  day  from 
the  injuries  thus  received. 

His  widow  filed  an  application  for  a  pension  in  the  year  i885,allegiuj? 
that  her  husband  contracted  itidi^estiou,  bronchitis,  ner\*ous  debility,  and 
throat  disease  in  the  Army,  which  were  the  cause  of  his  death. 

The  claim  was  rejected  upon  the  ground  that  the  death  of  the  soldier 
was  not  due  to  an  injury  connected  with  his  military  service.  ^^ 

While  there  has  been  considerable  evidence  presented  tending  to  soiH 
that  the  deceased  had  a  throat  difSculty  which  might  have  resulted  from 
army  exposure,  the  allegation  or  the  presumption  that  it  caused  his  fatal 
fall,  it  seems  to  me,  is  entirely  uiiwarrauted.

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  this  beneficiary  eff 
listed  in  a  Kentucky  regiment  September  29,  1861.  On  the  muster  roll 
of  April  30,  1862,  he  is  reported  as  absent.     On  the  roll  of  August  3t. 

1863,  he  is  mentioned  as  having  deserted  July  19,  1862.  His  name  is 
not  borne  on  subsequent  nuisler  rolls  until  it  appears  upon  those  of  Jan* 
uary  and  February,  1864,  with  the  remark  that  he  retimied  Febniar>', 

1864,  and  that  all  pay  and  allowances  were  to  Ijc  stopped  from  July  19, 
1862,  to  February  5,  1864.     It  appears  that  he  deserted  again  on  the  i8lli_ 
of  December,  1864.  and  that  his  name  was  not  U>rne  upon  any  sul 
quent  rolls. 

Naturally  enough,  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  record  of  this 
dier's  honorable  discharge. 

It  seems  that  this  man  during  the  time  that  he  professed  to  be  hi 
service  eanied  two  records  of  desertion,  the  first  extending  over  a  i>ei 
of  nearly  a  year  and  a  half  and  the  other  tenninating  his  military  sei 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  on  the  4th  day  of  August,  1883,  allegli 
that  he  contracted  piles  in  Deceml>er,  1S61,  and  a  hernia  in  April,  x862, 
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A  medical  cxamitiation  in  1883  revealed  the  nonexistence  of  piles  and 
the  presence  of  hernia. 

The  fact  of  the  incurrence  of  any  disability  at  all  in  the  service  is  not 
satisfactorily  established,  and  the  entire  case  in  all  its  phases  appears  to 
be  devoid  of  merit.

I  return  without  approval  House  hill  No.  tj  183,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  William  P.  Riddle." 

The  records  of  the  War  Department  show  that  the  beneficiary  named 
in  this  bill  was  enrolled  October  4.  1H61,  in  the  Fifth  Kentucky  Regi- 
tnt-nt  of  Cavalry  ^  and  was  mustered  into  the  ser\'ice  on  the  31st  day  of 
March,  1862. 

From  that  time  to  April  30,  1862,  he  is  reported  absent  sick.  On  the 
rolls  for  four  months  thereafter,  ending  August  31 ,  1862,  he  is  reported  as 
absent  and  deserted.     His  name  is  not  borne  on  any  subsequent  rolls. 

He  did  not  file  an  application  for  |5ension  until  April,  1879,  when  the 
act  granting  arrears  was  in  force.  He  then  claimed  that  he  contracted 
pneinnonia  February  15,1862;  that  about  a  raoulh  after  he  was  sent  home, 
and  was  under  medical  treatment  for  two  years;  that  he  returned  about 
May  I,  1864,  and  was  discharged  about  May  15,  1864,  but  that  his  dis- 
charge papers  were  lost. 

Though  he  has  furnished  some  evidence  in  support  of  the  claim  that 
he  was  sick  at  alj<mt  the  time  alleged  and  that  he  returned  to  the  Army 
after  an  aljsence  of  two  years,  no  record  proof  of  any  kind  is  funiished 
of  an  honorable  discharge  at  any  time. 

He  has  been  infonned  that  the  record  of  his  desertion  in  the  War 
Department  will  l)e  investigated  with  a  view  to  its  correction  if  he 
will  furnish  direct  proof  that  it  is  erroneous.  No  such  proof  has  been 
supplied,  and  the  case  has  not  been  finally  acted  ujxju  in  the  Pension 
Bureau. 

It  df.»es  not  seem  to  me  that  this  case  in  its  present  condition  shjuld 
receive  favorable  consideration.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No,  9126,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mrs.  Caroline  G.  »SeyfTorth." 
The  husl>and  of  tliis  beneficiary  ser\'ed  as  contract  surgeon  in  the 
M  P— vol.  via— 45 
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United  States  Army  from  September  i2,  1862,  to  August  17,  1865,  and 
was  stationed  at  Portsmouth  Grove  Hospital,  in  Rhode  Island. 

He  never  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  and  died  July  21,  1874,  of  conges- 
tion of  the  liver.  His  widow  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  1882. 
alleging  that  her  husband's  death  was  caused  by  blood  poisoning  con- 
tracted while  dressing  the  wound  of  a  patient  in  January,  1863.  There 
is  proof  that  he  suffered  from  blood  poisoning. 

The  record  of  death  states  its  cause  as  congestion  of  the  liver,  but  the 
certificate  was  not  signed.  A  young  doctor  named  Adams,  a  friend  and 
pupil  of  the  deceased,  seems  to  have  been  more  than  any  other  the  attend- 
ant physician,  but  he  appeared  to  think  that  one  of  three  other  doctors 
had  actual  charge  of  the  case.  These  physicians,  named,  respectively, 
Sullivan,  Dana,  and  Sargent,  agreed  that  Adams  had  charge  of  the  case 
and  that  they  were  consulting  surgeons  in  the  last  illness. 

Dr.  Adams  testified  before  a  special  examiner  that  from  intimate  asso- 
ciation he  knew  that  the  deceased  was  subject  to  kidney  disease  and 
other  symptoms  of  bad  health  from  discharge  to  his  death;  that  as  he 
had  lost  a  part  of  one  hand  from  blood  poisoning  in  the  Army,  he  always 
supposed  his  subsequent  troubles  were  referable  to  that  cause;  that  he 
believed  the  cause  of  death  was  albuminuria,  and  that  his  liver  was  also 
affected.  He  further  expresses  the  opinion  that  the  death  was  the  cul- 
mination of  the  disorders  which  affected  him  from  the  time  of  his  dis- 
charge from  the  service. 

Dr.  Sullivan  deposed  that  he  knew  the  deceased  well  from  about  1869, 
and  never  had  any  reason  to  think  him  the  subject  of  blood  poisoning  or 
its  results.  He  further  says  that  he  was  called  in  consultation  at  the 
last  illness  of  the  deceased  and  diagnosed  his  trouble  as  liver  disease, 
due  to  the  patient's  habits  of  intemperance. 

Dr.  Dana  testified  that  he  knew  the  deceased  well  from  the  time  of 
his  discharge;  that  he  was  called  to  consult  in  his  case  with  young  Dr. 
Adams  a  few  days  before  the  death  occurred;  that  he  took  a  general 
view  of  the  case  and  considered  that  the  trouble  was  due  to  habits  of 
intemperance. 

Dr.  Sargent  deposed  that  he  knew  the  deceased  well  and  knew  that  he 
had  lost  a  part  of  his  hand,  as  alleged,  from  septic  poisoning  in  the  Army, 
though  he  was  not  aware  that  the  poisoning  had  left  any  other  effect; 
that  the  deceased  had  several  spells  of  alcoholism  after  the  war;  that  he 
had  heard  him  complain  of  his  kidneys,  but  attributed  his  troubles  to  his 
excesses. 

Other  e\ndence  suggested  the  same  cause  for  sickness  and  death  spoken 
of  by  these  physicians,  but  there  seems  to  be  an  almost  entire  absence  of 
evidence  connecting  the  death  with  service  in  the  Army. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that  a  case  is  not  presented  in  any  of  its  aspects 
justifying  a  pension.

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  filed  a  declaration  for  a  pension  in 
1879.  alleging  that  in  1863  he  bruised  his  leg,  which  became  very  sore, 
and  when  it  began  to  heal  his  eyes  became  sore. 

The  evidence  taken  upon  a  careful  examitialioii  of  this  application 
seems  to  establish,  by  the  admission  of  the  applicant  and  by  other  e\T- 
dence,  the  correctness  of  the  position  taken  by  the  Pension  Bureati  in 
rejecting  the  claim,  that  whatever  disability  was  incurred  existed  before 
enlistment  and  was  in  no  manner  attributable  to  military  service.

By  this  bill  it  is  proposed  to  pension  the  beneficiary'  therein  named  as 
of  Company  A,  Fourteenth  Regiment  of  Missouri  Volunteer  Infantry. 

It  seems  that  he  sensed  in  the  company  and  regiment  named,  but  that 
he  also  served  in  Company  A,  Sixty-sixth  IllinoLs  Regiment,  and  it  is 
claimed  that  while  in  the  latter  service  exclusively  he  received  the  inju- 
ries for  which  a  pension  is  claimed. 

His  application  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  the  papers 
pertaining  to  the  same  are  now  in  the  hands  of  an  examiner  for  special 
examination. 

I  think  this  should  be  completed  before  a  special  act  is  passed,  and  I 
understand  this  to  be  in  accordance  with  a  general  rule  adopted  by  Con- 
gress and  its  pension  committees.  This  is  certainly  the  correct  course  to 
be  pursued  in  this  case,  in  view  of  the  failure  to  state  in  the  special  bill 
the  regiment  and  company  to  which  the  soldier  belonged  at  the  time 
of  the  incurrence  of  disability.  This  can  be  corrected  by  the  Pension 
Bureau  if  the  claim  is  found  meritorious.

I  return  herewith  a  joint  resolution  which  originated  iu  the  Senate, 
and  is  numbered  17,  providing  for  the  printing  of  additional  copies  of 
the  Ignited  vStatcs  map  of  the  edition  of  1886,  prepared  by  the  Commis- 
sioner of  Public  Lands. 

This  resolution  directs  that  7,500  of  these  maps  shall  be  printed  at  a 
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rate  not  exceeding  $1.35  each;  that  2,000  of  said  maps  shall  be  for  the 
use  of  the  Senate,  4,000  for  the  use  of  the  House  of  Representatives,  500 
for  the  Commissioner  of  the  Land  Office,  and  that  1,000  be  mounted  and 
sold  at  the  price  of  $1.50  each.  The  sum  of  $10,125  is  appropriated  to 
pay  the  expense  of  the  publication  of  said  maps. 

The  propriety  and  expediency  of  this  appropriation,  to  be  applied  so 
largely  by  the  two  branches  of  Congress,  should  be  left  to  legislative 
discretion. 

I  believe,  however,  that  through  inadvertence  the  duplication  of  the 
edition  of  these  maps  issued  in  1886  has  been  directed  by  this  joint  res- 
olution instead  of  the  edition  of  1887. 

The  map  of  1886  was  published  at  a  cost  of  $1.25  per  copy. 

The  map  of  1887  will  very  soon  be  issued  at  a  cost  of  $1  per  copy,  and 
the  publishers  have  ofiFered  to  print  an  enlarged  edition  at  the  rate  of  95 
cents  for  each  map.  This  map  will  be  later,  more  correct,  more  valuable 
in  every  way,  and  cheaper  than  that  issued  the  previous  year. 

Upon  these  facts  I  return  the  joint  resolution  without  approval,  in 
the  belief  that  the  Congress  will  prefer  to  correct  the  same  by  direct- 
ing the  publication  of  the  latest,  best,  and  cheapest  map,  and  reducing 
the  amount  appropriated  therefor.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2653,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mary  Curtin." 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  was  mustered  into  the  military  service 
October  8,  1862,  was  wounded  in  the  right  arm,  and  was  discharged  Sep- 
tember 3,  1863. 

He  was  pensioned  for  his  wound  to  the  time  of  his  death,  September 
17,  1880. 

Tlie  physician  attending  him  in  his  last  illness  testified  that  the  de- 
ceased was  in  the  last  stages  of  consumption  when  pneumonia  intervened 
and  caused  his  death. 

I  do  not  understand  that  this  physician  gives  the  least  support  to  the 
theory  that  the  wound  for  which  this  soldier  was  pensioned  was  in  the 
slightest  degree  connected  with  his  death, and  there  seems  to  be  nothing 
in  the  case  to  justify  the  conclusion  that  such  was  the  fact.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1076,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  the  widow  of  John  Leary,  deceased. ' ' 
This  bill  does  not  give  the  name  of  the  intended  beneficiary,  but 
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merely  directs  that  the  name  of  the  widow  of  John  Loan,-,  late  first  ser- 

>jcanl  ill  Battery  F,  Third  Artillery.  United  States  Army,  lie  placed  iijiou 
the  f>eiision  roll,  and  that  Mie  Ik:  p;iid  the  sum  of  $20  [)er  month. 

John  I.,eary  first  enhsted  in  the  Regular  Army  July  26.  1854,  and  re- 
enlisted  in  Aug^ist,  1S59.  Ho  was  slightly  wounded  July  i,  1S62,  and 
appears  to  liave  heen  discharj^ed  March  25,  1863.  on  account  of  syphi- 
litic iritis.  In  April,  1863,  he  entered  the  general  servnce  and  acted  as 
a  clerk  in  the  Atljutant-General's  Office  until  April  i.  1864.  when  he  was 
discharged. 

Neither  he  nor  his  widow  ever  filed  a  claim  in  the  Pension  Bureau, 
but  an  application  on  l>ehalf  of  his  minor  children  was  filed  in  1.H82. 

The  s<.>ldier  died  on  the  8lh  day  of  December,  1872,  of  pneumonia, aud 
his  widow  remarried  in  1876, 

The  application  on  Ix-half  of  the  children  was  denied  on  the  ground 
that  the  death  tif  the  s4>UUer  was  not  due  to  any  cause  ari.sing:  from  his 
military  service.  The  youugest  child  will  reach  the  age  of  16  in  Sep- 
tenil)cr.  18SS. 

It  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee  to  whom  this  bill 
was  referred  that  the  second  huslrand,  to  whtim  this  widow  was  married 
in  1876,  is  now  dead,  aiid  it  is  proposed  to  pension  her  as  the  widow  of 
John  Leary,  her  first  hushand,  at  the  rate  of  $20  |k.t  month. 

In  the  unusual  cases  when  a  widow  has  Ixren  pensioned  on  account  of 
the  death  of  her  first  husband,  notwithstanding  her  remarriage,  which 
forfeited  her  claim  under  the  general  law,  it  has  been  well  established 
ttiat  she  was  again  a  widow  by  the  death  of  her  second  husband,  that 
beyond  all  controversy  the  death  of  tlie  first  husband  was  due  to  liis  mili- 
tary ser\Mce,  and  such  advanced  age  or  disaliility  has  been  shown  on  the 
part  of  the  widow  as  prevented  self-sup]X)rt. 

\w.  this  case  the  name  f)f  the  wndow  is  not  in  the  bill;  there  is  hardly 
room  for  the  pretense  that  her  first  husband's  death  was  due  to  his  mili- 
tary serA'ice,  her  age  is  given  as  over  40  years,  and  $20  a  month  is  allowed 
her;  being  considerably  more  than  is  generally  allowed  in  cases  where  a 
wndow's  right  is  clear,  with  no  complications  of  .second  marriage,  and  her 
necessities  great.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1762,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Benjamin  A.  Burlram." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  mustered  into  the  militar>'  serv- 
ice November  26,  1S61 ;  he  was  reported  present  until  February  2»,  1862, 
and  was  discharged  for  disability  July  26,  1S62. 

The  medical  certificate  of  the  disability  of  this  soldier  was  made  by 
the  senior  surgeon  of  a  hospital  in  Louisville.  Ky. ,  and  stated  tliat  the 
soldier  hud  been  disabled  fur  sixty  days;  that  his  lungs  were  affected 
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with  tubercular  deposits  in  both,  and  that  there  was  some  irregularity  in 
tlie  action  of  the  heart;  that  he  was  of  consumptive  family,  his  mother, 
brother,  and  two  sisters  having  died  of  that  disease  according  to  his  and 
his  father's  account. 

It  is  of  course  supposed  that  this  certificate  was  based  upon  an  exami- 
nation of  the  patient,  though  lx>th  lie  and  his  father  seem  to  have  sup- 
plemented such  an  examination  with  statements  estabhshing  a  condition 
and  history  which  op>erated  to  bring  about  a  discharge. 

I  do  not  find,  howe\'er,  either  as  tlie  result  of  examinations  or  state- 
ments, any  other  trouble  or  disability  alleged  than  those  mentioned  above. 

But  in  1879,  seventeen  years  after  the  soldier's  discharge,  and  during 
the  period  when  arrearages  of  pensions  were  allowed  on  such  applica- 
tions, he  filed  a  claim  for  pension,  in  which  he  alleged  that  about  Decem- 
ber I,  1861,  while  imloading  gun  boxes,  he  incurred  a  rupture,  aud  that 
in  January,  1862,  he  was  taken  with  violent  pains  in  left  arm  and  side, 
causing  permanent  disability. 

It  will  be  obser\'ed  that  the  time  of  the  incurrence  of  these  disabilities 
is  fixed  as  quite  early  in  the  ver\'  short  military  ser\*ice  of  this  soldier; 
and  it  certainly  seems  that,  though  short,  his  tenn  of  service  was  suffi- 
ciently long  to  develop  such  disabilities  as  he  claims  to  have  incurred  to 
such  an  extent  that  they  neither  would  have  escaped  in  the  succeeding 
July  the  examination  of  the  surgeon  nor  the  mention  of  tlie  soldier. 

A  medical  examination  which  foHowcd  the  application  for  pension  in 
1879  disclosed  a  large  scrotal  hernia,  but  no  discoverable  trouble  of  left 
arm  and  side. 

A  special  examination  of  the  case  was  made  and  a  large  amount  of 
testimony  taken.  Without  giving  it  in  any  detail  as  it  is  reported  to 
me,  I  fail  to  find  in  it  reasonably  satisfactory  proof  that  the  disabilities 
upon  which  he  now  bases  his  claim  for  a  pension  were  incurred  in  the 
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military  service.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  3038,  entitled  "An  act 
therehef  of  P.E.Parker." 

Mr.  Parker  was  a  surety  with  six  other  persons  upon  an  official  bond 
given  by  one  Franklin  Trax-is,  a  collector  of  internal  revenue,  which 
lx)nd  was  dated  on  the  9th  day  of  May.  1867.  A  few  years  after  that 
the  collector  became  a  defaulter  to  the  Government  for  something  over 
$27,000.  Suit  was  commenced  against  the  sureties  upon  the  bond,  and 
the  defense  was  presented  in  their  behalf  that  by  reason  of  the  imposi- 
tion of  new  duties  and  responsibilities  upon  the  collector  after  the  execu- 
tion of  the  bond  his  sureties  were  released.  Judgment,  however,  passed 
against  them,  and  the  property  of  the  Ix^neficiary  named  in  this  bill  was 
sold  upon  said  judgment  for  the  sum  of  $2,366.95,     But  only  $1,793.16 


of  such  amount  was  paid  into  the  United  States  Treasury,  the  reuiaiuder 
having  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  fees  and  expenses. 

After  the  application  of  this  sum  to  the  payment  of  the  judgment  a 
bill  was  passed  by  the  Congress  reUeving  all  these  sureties  from  liability 
upon  the  l>ond.  It  appears  that  the  amount  above  stated  was  all  the 
money  collected  thereupon.  The  grant  of  the  relief  of  these  sureties 
by  the  Congress  apparently  was  the  same  interposed  by  them  to  the  suit 
in  which  the  judgment  was  recovered. 

Tlie  present  bill  directs  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  to  pay  to  the 
surety  Parker  the  sum  of  $2,336.95,  the  entire  amount  for  which  his 
property  was  sold,  though  the  Senate  committee  to  which  the  bill  was 
referred  reported  in  favor  of  reducing  this  sum  to  $r  ,793. 16,  the  amount 
actually  received  by  the  United  States  upon  its  indebtedness. 

It  seems  to  me  that  the  action  of  Congress  in  relieving  tliese  sureties 
was  generous  iu  the  extreme,  and  if  money  was  to  be  refunded  which 
was  apparently  legally  recovered  and  collected  it  should  not  exceed  the 
amount  the  Government  actually  received.  The  Government  is  in  no 
default  and  should  be  put  to  uo  expense  in  refunding  the  small  sum 
recovered  on  account  of  the  defalcation  of  its  officer  whose  good  conduct 
this  Ijenehciary  guaranteed.  I  think  it  would  l)elter  subserve  public  in- 
terests if  no  further  relief  should  be  granted  than  that  already  afforded. 

There  is  another  fact  reported  to  me  which  deprives  this  surety  of  auy 
equitable  claim  for  further  relief.  It  appears  from  an  examination  of 
this  matter  that  the  man  who  is  now  attempting  to  be  reimbursed  this 
money  from  the  Government  Treasury  commenced  a  suit  against  his 
cosureties  for  this  identical  money  on  the  ground  of  their  liability  with 
him,  and  that  he  actually  collected  from  two  of  them  in  such  suit  the 
sum  of  $1,747.16. 

If  this  is  true,  it  is  speaking  mildly  of  the  claim  he  now  makes  against 
the  Government  to  say  that  it  should  not  have  been  presented.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2616,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  James  E.  Kabler." 

This  beneficiary  enlisted  August  10,  1862.  He  is  reported  as  absent 
sick  for  November  and  December,  1862;  present  for  January  and  Febru- 
ar>',  1863;  on  the  rolls  for  March  and  April  he  is  reported  as  deserted, 
and  for  May  and  June  as  under  arrest.  On  the  17th  of  September,  1863, 
after  having  l>een  in  the  service  a  little  over  a  year,  he  was  nuistcred  out 
with  liis  company  with  the  remark  "absent  without  leave  and  returned 
to  duly  with  loss  of  fifty-two  days'  pay  by  order  of  General  Boyle. ' '  The 
charji^e  of  desertion  does  not  appear  to  have  been  removed. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1870  on  account  of  quinsy  alleged  to 
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have  been  contracted  about  December  7,  1862,  with  some  evidence  to  sup 
port  the  claim.  Three  medical  examinations  fail  to  estabhsli  the  exist 
eiice  of  this  disease  in  a  pensionable  degree,  and  it  is  reported  to  me  frot 
the  Pension  Bureau  that  in  March,  1882,  the  family  physician  of  th 
beneficiary'  stated  that  though  he  had  practiced  in  his  family  for  eigh 
or  uiue  years  he  had  no  recollection  of  lre;iting  him  for  quinsy  or  an; 
other  disease. 

It  seems  to  me  that  neither  the  ser^'ice  nor  the  alleged  disability  of  J|h| 
beneficiary  are  of  a  meritorious  character.  ^|

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2370,  entitled  **An  act  grant 
ing  a  pension  to  Sarah  C.  Anderson  and  children  under  16  years  of  age.' 

William  H,  Anderson,  the  husband  and  the  father  of  the  beneficia' 
ries  uamed  in  this  bill,  enli.sted  on  the  27th  day  of  August,  1862,  and  ii 
reported  as  sick  or  absent  a  large  part  of  his  sliort  term  of  scr\-ice.  H< 
was  discharge<l  April  2^.  1863.  to  date  November  5, 1862.  on  a  surgeon*! 
certificate  of  disability  for  ' '  tertiar>*  syphilis,  with  ulcerated  throat  and 
extensive  nodes  on  the  tibia  of  both  legs." 

He  never  filed  an  application  for  pension.  He  was  admitted  to  an 
insane  asylum  in  September,  1883,  suffering  with  epilepsy,  chronic  diar- 
rhea, and  dementia,  and  died  of  pneumonia  on  the  26th  day  of  Febrttta| 
1884.  ^ 

His  symptoms  and  troubles  after  his  discharge,  so  far  as  they  ar^ 
stated,  are  entirely  con.sistent  \\{\.\\  the  surgeon's  certificate  of  disability 
g^ven  at  the  time  of  his  discharge,  and  there  seems  to  l>e  an  entire  lack 
of  testimony  connecting  in  any  reasonable  way  his  deatli  with  ajiy  inci- 


dent of  his  militarj'  ser\'ice.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2206,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  David  H.  Lutman.*' 

Tlie  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  pensioned  in  1885  on  account 
of  spinal  irritation,  the  result  of  measles. 

In  1886  he  filed  a  claim  for  increase  of  pension,  alleging  rheumatism, 
and  the  board  of  examining  surgeons  at  Cumberland,  Md. ,  upon  an  exam- 
iuation,  found  no  evidence  of  spinal  irritation  or  rheumatism,  and  he  wag 
dropped  from  the  petision  rolls  on  the  ground  that  the  disability  for  w] 
he  was  pensioned  had  ceased  to  exist. 

'e  afterwards  filed  medical  and  lay  testimony  tending  to  show 
suffered  from  disease  of  the  back,  legs,  and  arms,  and  he  was  tl 
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upon,  and  on  the  8th  day  of  October,  1886.  again  examined  by  the  l)oard 

of  examining  siUKeons  at  Ilagerstown,  Md..  who  reix>rted  as  follows: 

Wc  have  strippetl  him,  and  find  a  splendid  si>ecimen,  fiquartr  built  from  the  gromid 
up,  muscles  well  developed,  liis  appearance  indicative  of  perfect  health.  No  curva- 
ture of  (ipine,  disease  or  irritation  of  Kpiiial  cord;  no  atrophy  of  any  muscles  or  evi- 
dence of  weakness.     No  impnirment  of  niolion  anywlierc. 

If  there  is  any  value  to  lie  placed  upon  the  reports  of  these  examining 
boards,  the  refusal  of  the  Pension  Bureau  to  restore  this  !)eneficiary  to 
the  rolls  was  fully  justified;  and  this  is  not  a  proper  case,  in  my  opinion, 
for  interference  with  that  determination.

I  return  withotit  approval  Senate  bill  No.  645,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  jHiiisiun  to  Mrs.  Margaret  B,  Todd." 

This  bill  does  not  describe  the  Ijeneficiary  as  related  to  any  soldier  of 
the  war,  btit  from  other  data  it  is  foiuid  that  she  is  the  widow  of  Frank 
G.  Todd,  who  ser\^ed  as  a  private  in  the  One  hundred  and  eighteenth 
Volunteer  Infantry  from  July.  1863.  to  May.  1864,  when  he  was  trans- 
ferred to  the  Navy.  It  appears  that  he  served  in  the  Nav>'  from  May 
13.  1864,  until  April  ID,  1S66.  He  died  in  January,  1878,  from  exhaus- 
tion, as  stated  by  the  physicians  who  attended  him. 

There  is  scarcely  a  particle  of  satisfactory  evidence  showing  his  con- 
dition from  the  time  of  his  discharge  to  1871,  and  there  is  almost  an 
entire  lack  of  proof  showing  a  connection  l>etween  his  death  and  any 
incident  of  his  service.  The  widow  in  htr  application  to  the  Pension 
Bureau  for  a  pension  states  that  she  has  children  who  were  bom  in  1870, 
187 1,  and  1878. 

There  seems  to  be  no  record  of  any  disability  during  the  husband's 
ser\'ice  in  tlie  Army,  and  the  only  mention  of  disability  while  in  the 
Navy  is  an  entry  on  the  30th  day  of  May,  1864,  showing  that  he  was 
admitted  to  treatment  for  "  syphilis  secondary." 

The  widow's  claim  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Btireau.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1542,  entitled  '  *Au  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  John  W.  Reynolds.'* 

The  bill  descril>es  this  tjeneficiary  as  Ixring  "late  of  the  One  hinidred 
and  fifty-seventh  Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry." 

He  filed  a  claim  in  1872  that  he  was  a  deputy  United  States  provost- 
marshal  for  the  Twelfth  Ohio  district  from  October.  1.S64,  to  March. 
1865,  and  that  in  December,  1864,  while  asoeiiding  a  stairway  to  arrest 
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two  deserters  who  bad  been  drafted,  a  barrel  of  cider  was  rolled  do 
upou  him,  b)'  which  he  was  severely  injured. 

The  claim  having-  been  rejected  on  the  ground  that  the  claimant  was 
not  entitletl  to  a  pension  as  a  civil  employee  of  the  Government,  he  after- 
wards, and  in  Januan%  1888,  informed  the  Bureau  that  he  was  drafted  in 
November,  1S64,  while  sending  as  assistant  deputy  provost-marshal,  and 
was  sworn  in  and  reser\*ed  for  home  duty,  and  was  discharged  from  the 
One  hundred  and  fifty-first  Ohio  Volunteers.  The  records  of  the  War 
Department  show  that  John  W.  Reynolds  sensed  in  the  One  hundred 
and  fifly-first  Ohio  Regiment  from  May  2,  1864,  to  August  27,  1864. 

It  is  perfectly  apparent  that  this  l>eneficiary  was  injured  while  acting 
as  a  deputy  assistant  provost-marshal,  arresting  deserters  for  the  pay  and 
rewards  allowed  hira,  and  that  his  injuries  were  not  at  all  connected

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with  actual  military  ser\^ice.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2088,  entitled  "An  act  li 
the  relief  of  \V.  S.  Carpenter." 

This  bill  appropriates  the  sum  of  $126.26  to  be  paid  to  the  beneficiar>' 
named  therein  for  his  salary  as  an  employee  in  the  Railway  Mail  Service 
from  the  3d  day  of  October  until  the  20th  day  of  November,  1882. 

Mr.  Carpenter  was  employed  as  a  railway  postal  clerk  at  a  salary  of 
$800  per  annum.  He  abandoned  his  route  about  the  2d  day  of  October, 
1882,  without  any  leave  of  absence  or  explanation  at  the  time,  leaving 
his  work  in  charge  of  one  Jones,  another  railway  postal  clerk.  He  ap- 
pears to  have  been  paid  for  all  the  work  he  did,  unless  it  be  for  two  or 
three  days  in  October,  for  which  he  apparently  makes  no  claim. 

There  is  nothing  in  the  Post-Office  Department  showing  that  the  ab- 
sence of  Carpenter  was  claimed  to  be  on  account  of  sickness,  though 
there  are  a  uumber  of  comnmnications  relating  to  the  case. 

The  regulations  of  the  Department  permit  the  performance  of  the 
duties  of  a  postal  clerk  by  an  associate  in  case  of  sickness,  but  never 
without  the  written  permission  of  the  division  superintendent  after  an 
arrangement  between  the  parties  in  writing,  signed  by  them  and  filed 
with  the  superintendent. 

Among  a  number  of  communications  from  Railway  Mail  Service  ofl5- 
cials  relating  to  the  conduct  of  Carpenter,  all  tending  in  the  same  direc- 
tion, there  is  a  letter  from  the  chief  clerk  of  the  Railway  Mail  Ser\*ice  at 
Peoria,  III.,  under  whose  immediate  sup)er\'ision  Mr.  Carpenter  performed 
service,  written  to  the  superintendent  of  the  sixth  division  of  said  sen-- 
ice  at  Chicago,  and  dated  November  16,  1882,  containing  the  following 
statement: 

I  desire  to  call  your  attention  to  the  case  of  W.  S.  Carpenter.  Gilnian  and  Spring- 

d  R.  P.  O.,  as  follows:  October  [u  he  was  requested  to  appear  at  the  poi>t*H}ffice  at 
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Sprin>ffield,  in.,  for  examiuatioii  on  IlUuois  scheme.  I  went  to  Springfield  for  the 
puqx>.se  of  examiiiiiig  him.  but  he  failed  to  put  in  an  appearance.  Upon  my  return 
home  I  found  a  letter  from  him  stating  that  he  did  not  expect  to  remain  in  tlie  sen'- 
ice.  henct'  his  failure  to  report  for  examination;  and,  furthermore,  that  he  would 
send  in  his  rcsiguiition  to  your  office  by  the  first  of  the  following  week.  This  he 
luid  not  done  the  12th  instant.  He  has  not  been  on  duty  but  two  days  since  Octo- 
t»er  1 ,  He  left  the  run  in  charge  of  Mr.  Jones,  of  the  same  line,  telling  him  he  tlid  not 
know  when  be  would  rettu"n,  and  for  Jones  to  keep  up  the  run.  He  has  no  leave  of 
absence,  either  verbally  or  otherwise.  What  his  motives  are  for  conducting  himself 
in  tliis  iiianuer  I  can  not  imagine.  I  have  written  him  on  the  subject,  but  can  not 
hear  from  him.  When  in  Springfield  the  3d  instant,  I  requested  the  postmaster  there 
to  not  pay  Carpenter  for  October  until  he  received  notice  to  do  so.  I  then  notified 
you  of  the  facts  in  the  matter.  I  would  respectfully  recontmetid  that  Carpenter  be 
relieved  from  further  duty  and  a  successor  be  appointed.  He  is  of  no  account  at  the 
best;  he  has  no  interest  in  the  work, and  should  be  removed.  I  would  also  recom- 
mend that  he  be  paid  for  but  the  two  days'  run  in  the  montli  of  October. 

Four  days  after  the  date  of  this  letter  Mr.  Carpenter  was  notified  that 
an  order  had  been  issued  discontinuing  his  pay  and  services. 

These  facts  stated  present  the  case  of  an  employee  of  the  Government 
abandoning  his  duties  without  leave  or  notice,  in  direct  violation  of  rules, 
and  claiming  compensation  for  work  done  in  his  absence  by  another  em- 
ployee whose  entire  ser\'ices  were  due  the  Govenimeut. 

To  allow  a  claim  so  lacking  in  merit  would  endanger  discipline  and 
invite  irregularity  and  loose  methods  in  a  ver>'  important  branch  of  the 
public  service.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  Hotise  bill  No.  2524,  entitled  '  *An  act  for  the 
relief  of  ClemL'Ut  A.  Louusberry." 

This  bill  appropriates  the  stim  of  $1,214.51  to  reimburse  him  for  clerk 
hire  and  fuel  and  lights  in  excess  of  allowances  made  to  him  by  the  Post- 
OfEce  Department  while  he  was  postmaster  at  Bismarck,  iu  the  Territory 
of  Dakota. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  dollars  of  this  sum  is  appropriated  on  account 
of  clerk  hire  paid  out  from  April  i,  1881,  to  June  30,  18S2,  and  $464.51 
for  lights  and  fuel  from  July  i.  1883,  to  September  30,  1885. 

As  a  general  rule  the  allowances  made  by  the  Post-Ofiice  Department 
iu  these  cases  ought  not  to  be  interfered  with.  But  sometimes  a  sudden 
rusii  of  settleuieut  in  a  locality,  or  some  other  cause,  will  so  increase 
unexpectedly  the  need  of  clerks  to  distribute  and  handle  the  mails  that 
the  employment  of  more  than  have  been  provided  for  is  absolutely  nec- 
essary. 

I  am  inclined  to  think  the  item  for  clerk  hire  iu  this  bill  should  be  so 
regarded.  This  was  the  only  appropriation  included  in  the  bill  pre- 
sented iu  the  Forty-eighth  Congress  in  behalf  of  this  postmaster  upon 
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which  a  favorable  coniniittee  report  was  made  and  which  was  not  unfa- 
vorably spoken  of  by  the  Department. 

But  it  does  not  follow  that  the  other  item  for  fuel  and  lights  should 
be  allowed.  I  think  it  should  not,  on  the  grounds  that  the  amount  was 
fixed  by  the  Department  upon  full  examination,  that  there  is  no  special 
reason  shown  why  the  postmaster  should  have  exceeded  the  expendi- 
tures allowed,  and  that  to  give  the  least  encouragement  to  postmasters 
that  these  allowances  would  be  upon  their  application  revised  and  in- 
creased by  Congress  would  lead  to  demoralization  in  the  service. 

It  appears  that  the  allowance  made  to  this  officer  for  fuel  and  lights 
was  increased  October  i,  1883,  and  although  the  claim  now  made  on 
this  account  embraces  the  period  from  July  i,  1883,  to  September,  1885, 
nothing  was  asked  for  fuel  or  lights  in  the  bill  presented  to  Congress 
for  tliis  beneficiary's  relief  in  1884. 

It  should  not  have  been  tacked  upon  the  bill  now  presented.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  288,  entitled  **An  act  for  the 
erection  of  a  public  building  at  Sioux  City,  Iowa." 

On  the  19th  day  of  June,  1886. 1  was  constrained  to  disapprove  a  bill 
embracing  the  same  subject  covered  by  the  bill  herewith  returned.  Fur- 
ther investigation  on  the  second  presentation  of  the  matter  fails  to  con- 
vince me  that  $150,000  should  be  expended  at  present  for  the  erection 
of  a  public  building  at  Sioux  City. 

From  all  the  representations  that  are  made  in  an  effort  to  show  the 
necessity  for  this  building  I  gather  that  the  only  two  purposes  for  which 
the  Government  should  furnish  quarters  at  this  place  are  a  term  of  the 
United  States  court  not  specially  crowded  with  business  and  the  post- 
office,  which,  though  perhaps  crowded.  I  am  sure  can  get  on  very  well 
for  a  time  without  a  larger  public  building. 

As  far  as  the  court  is  concerned,  it  was  agreed  when  a  term  was 
located  there  in  1882  that  it  might  be  held  in  the  county  building,  which 
from  the  description  furnished  nxe  seems  to  be  entirely  adequate  for  the 
pur|x)se  and  very  well  arranged.  The  term  held  in  October,  1887.  was 
in  session  for  nine  days. 

I  ain  decidedly  of  the  opinion  that  if  a  public  building  is  to  be  located 
at  Sioux  City  it  had  better  be  delayed  until  a  better  judgment  can  be 
formed  of  its  future  necessity  and  proper  size. 

I  see  some  of  the  parties  interested  have  such  confidence  in  the  growth 
and  coming  needs  of  the  place  that  in  their  opinion  the  work  ought  not 
to  be  entered  upon  with  a  less  appropriation  than  $500,000.

I  return  wiiUout  approval  House  bill  No.  9363,  entitled  "An  act  graut- 
iug  a  peiusiou  to  Edwin  J.  Godfrey." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  enhsted  on  the  27lh  day  of  May, 
1861,  in  a  New  Hampshire  regiment,  and  less  than  three  mouths  tliere- 
after  was  discharged  on  a  surgeon's  certificate  of  his  disability  occa- 
sioned by  *' disease  of  heart  existing  prior  to  enlistment." 

In  1 88 1,  twenty  years  after  discharge,  the  l>eneficiary  applied  to  the 
Pension  Bureau  for  a  pension,  and  alleged  that  his  disease  of  the  heart 
was  the  result  of  fatigue  and  overheating  at  Bull  Run.  Virginia.  July  21, 
1861. 

If  the  heart  disease  of  which  the  discharged  .soldier  complained  in 
i86i,and  which  the  claimant  of  a  ]>ension  in  1881  alleged  still  cunlin- 
ued,  could  have  been  caused  by  fatigue  and  overheating  in  the  unly 
battle  of  his  brief  service,  it  seems  to  me  that  its  manifestations  and 
symptoms  a  mouth  afterwards  could  not  have  Ix-en  mistaken  for  such 
as  belonged  to  a  much  longer  continuance  of  the  disease. 

I  am  fully  satisfied  thai  the  surgeon  was  not  mistakcu  who  made  tlie 
certificate  upon  which  the  Ijcneficiary  was  discharged,  and  tliat  his  mili- 
tary ser\'ice  is  not  properly  chargeable  with  any  di&abiUly  lie  may  have 
uicurred.  GKOVKR  CLKVULAND.

I  retum  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5155.  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  John  S.  Br>'ant." 

The  man  for  whom  this  pension  is  proposed  never,  so  far  as  I  can  learn, 
did  a  single  day's  actual  military  ser\nce  at  the  front,  nor  ever  left  in 
stich  service  the  State  iti  which  he  was  enlisted. 

He  enlisted  December  7.  1863.  in  a  Maine  regiment;  on  the  i6th  day 
of  the  same  month  he  is  marked  as  a  deserter,  having  failed  to  report 
after  leave  of  al)sence;  Decemljer  31,  1863,  he  is  reported  sick  in  hospital 
at  Augusta,  Me. ;  January  26,  1864,  he  is  marked  as  having  deserted  from 
Camp  Keyes,  at  Augusta,  Me. 

He  was  discharged  January  14,  1865,  for  disability  occasioned,  as  the 
surgeon's  certificate  declares, "  by  a  fall  from  a  wagon  while  at  home  on 
a  furlough,  December  22,  1863."     The  certificate  continues  as  follows: 

Never  has  done  a  clay's  duty.  Is  utterly  worthless  and  unfit  for  the  Veteran 
Reserve  Corpa. 

After  his  discharge  the  second  charge  of  desertiou  was  removed,  and 
the  first  charge  does  not  seem  to  Ix;  serious. 

But  he  was  injured  while  home  on  a  furlough,  his  regiment  still  being 
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in  camp  within  the  State  of  his  residence;  and  although  there  are  cases  in 
which  it  seems  not  improper  that  pensions  should  be  granted  for  injuries 
sustained  during  furlough  and  before  actual  return  to  duty,  this  does  not 
appear  to  me  to  be  one  of  them.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  2507,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Russel  L.  Doane,  of  Peck,  Sanilac  County, 
Mich." 

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  pension  the  beneficiary  therein  named  as 
the  dependent  father  of  the  late  Demster  Doane,  late  Company  D,  Thirty- 
fifth  New  York  Volunteers. 

The  only  information  I  have  concerning  this  case  is  furnished  by  the 
report  of  the  committee  of  the  House  to  whom  the  bill  was  referred. 
There  is  nothing  alleged  in  the  report  except  that  Demster  Doane.  who 
was  a  second  lieutenant  in  the  company  and  regiment  named,  died  at 
Peck,  Mich.,  on  the  22d  day  of  September,  1881,  and  that  the  deceased 
up  to  the  time  of  his  death  supported  his  father,  the  claimant,  who  is 
now  over  81  years  of  age,  incapable  of  manual  labor,  and  destitute  of  the 
means  of  support. 

There  is  no  intimation  that  the  death  of  the  son  sixteen  years  after  the 
close  of  the  war  was  caused  or  in  any  way  related  to  his  military  service. 
I  do  not  understand  that  it  has  ever  been  claimed  that  a  parent  should 
be  pensioned  for  the  death  of  a  son  who  had  been  in  the  Army  unless  his 
death  could  be  traced  iu  some  way  to  his  army  service. 

While  this  case  is  probably  one  where  the  exercise  of  generosity  would 
be  pleasant  and  most  timely  to  the  recipient,  I  can  not  think  that  such  a 
precedent  should  be  established.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9372,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  John  Dean." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  was  mustered  into  the  service  of  the 
United  States  February  25,  1863.  He  never  went  to  the  front,  but  while 
in  camp  at  Staten  Island,  on  the  21st  day  of  April,  1863,  was  granted 
a  pass  for  forty-eight  hours,  and  on  account  of  sickness  did  not  again 
rejoin  his  company  or  regiment.  The  charge  of  desertion  made  against 
him  has  been  removed.  The  Surgeon-General's  report  shows  that  he 
was  treated  at  quarters  on  Staten  Island  in  April,  1863,  for  syphilis,  rheu- 
matism, and  debility. 
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He  was  admitted  to  Charity  Hospital.  Blackwells  Islai^d,  New  York 
Harl)or,  August  5,  1S63,  and  discharged  November  18.  1863.  He  was 
admitted  to  the  Ladies*  General  Hospital  iu  New  York  December  i, 
1863,  and  was  discharged  from  the  serxice  for  disability  April  7,  1864. 

The  discharge  was  granted,  as  stated  by  the  surgeon  of  \"oluuteers 
ill  charge  of  the  liospital,  "because  of  sloughing  of  both  corneas  from 
inflaintnation  contracted  while  absent  without  leave,  having  received  a 
forty-eight-hour  pass  from  his  regiment  April  15, 1863.  then  stationed  oa 
Staten  Island.  He  lost  his  sight  in  August,  1863,  while  absent  without 
leave.  Unfit  for  Invalid  Corps.  Admitted,  to  this  hospital  December  i, 
1863.     Not  a  case  for  pension.'* 

A  claim  for  pension  was  filed  by  the  beneficiary  at  the  Pension  Bureau 
in  March.  1H77,  alleging  that  on  or  about  April  i,  1863,  he  suffered  from 
chronic  rheumatism  and  sore  eyes,  occasioned  by  exposure  and  illness 
contracted  in  camp. 

It  will  be  observed  that  no  affection  of  the  eyes  is  mentioned  in  the 
record  of  his  treatment  in  quarters. 

The  claimant  was  examined  by  the  New  York  City  board  of  surgeons 
in  June»  1878,  and  no  rheumatism  was  found  to  exist.  He  is  now  blind, 
and  while  his  case  is  certainly  a  pitiable  one  I  am  forced  to  tlic  belief 
that  the  conclusions  reached  in  1879  upon  his  application,  that  his  dis- 
ease was  contracted  while  absent  without  leave  and  that  his  disability 
was  due  to  syphilis,  were  correct.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  217,  entitled  '*An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  C.  T.  Maphet." 

This  iKMieficiary  enlisted  August  1, 1863,  and  was  discharged  January 
27^  1865,  for  disability. 

The  commander  of  the  post  certifies: 

This  soldier  says  that  he  was  first  affectttl  with  the  present  disease,  conjuuclivitis, 
ill  the  spring  of  1862,  since  which  lime  his  eyes  have  never  been  weU.aud  for  a  great 
];<>rtion  of  the  time  since  enlistment  be  has  been  unfit  for  duty. 

The  certificate  of  the  surgeon  is  as  follows; 

Incapacitated  by  reason  of  long-standing  conjunctivitis  of  both  eyes,  attended  with 
partial  opacity  of  the  cornea.  Disability  existed  prior  to  enlistment,  consequently 
soldier  is  ineligible  to  the  Veteran  Reserve  Corps. 

The  benefician*  filed  no  application  for  pension  until  April,  1883. 

Notwithstanding  some  evidence  of  soundness  prior  to  enlistment,  it 
seems  to  be  quite  well  established  that  the  trouble  with  his  eyes  was  not 
the  result  of  his  military  ser\*ice,  but  existed  before  enlistment.

I  return  without  approval  House  WX  No.  5503,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Charles  Walster. '* 

This  case  has  been  very  exhaustively  examined  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
upon  the  application  for  a  ]jension  filed  there  by  the  beneficiary  named 
in  this  bill.  Upon  a  review  of  the  evidence  taken  it  appears  to  Ijc  well 
established  that  any  disability  of  the  beneficiary  heretofore  existing  was 
not  attributable  to  his  niihtary  ser\'ice. 

In  addition  to  this  a  lx>ard  of  pension  surgeons,  as  late  as  July.  1S86, 
determined,  after  a  thorough  medical  investigation,  that  no  pensionable 
disability  existed. 

It  thus  appears  that  even  if  this  bill  were  approved  there  could  be  no 
rating,  and  the  legislation  would  Ix;  of  no  advantage  to  the  Ix^neficiary

I  return  witlir>nt  approval  House  bill  No.  333,  entitled  "An  act  granl 
ing  a  pension  to  Catharine  Bussey.*" 

It  does  not  appear  that  the  husband  of  this  l>eneficiary  ever  applied 
for  a  |»ension.  He  was  discharged  from  the  \'oluntecr  Array  on  the  9th 
day  of  Oecember,  1864,  after  a  service  of  more  than  three  years. 

He  was  foiind  dead  on  a  railroad  track  on  the  i  ith  day  of  June.  1870, 
apparently  having  been  struck  by  a  passing  train. 

It  is  claimed  that  the  deceased  suffered  a  sunstroke  while  in  the  Army, 
which  so  affected  his  mind  that  he  wandered  upon  the  railroad  track  and 
was  killed  in  a  fit  of  temporary  insanity. 

Though  it  wimltl  lie  gratifying  to  aid  his  widow,  I  do  not  think  these 

facts  are  proven  or  can  be  assumed.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5525.  entitled  "An  act  granj 
ing  a  pension  to  Mrs.  Jane  Potts." 

The  husband  of  this  Ixjueficiary  enlisted  in  1861  and  was  mastered  out 
of  the  ser\-ice  in  April,  1865. 

He  was  taken  prisoner  by  the  enemy  and  enduretl  for  a  long  time  the 
hardship  of  prison  life. 

He  never  applied  for  a  pension,  though  undoubtedly  his  health  suf- 
feretl  to  some  extent  as  the  result  of  his  imprisonment. 

The  beneficiary  married  the  soldier  in  1871. 
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He  conducted  his  business  affairs,  managed  his  farm,  and  accumulated 
property  up  to  the  year  1880,  when  by  a  decree  of  court  he  was  adjudged 
insaue.  caused  by  sickness  as  far  as  was  known,  and  that  his  disease  was 
hereditary. 

It  also  appears  thai  his  mother  and  sister  had  periods  of  insanity. 

He  committed  suicide  in  1882  by  drowning. 

The  beneficiar>'.  his  widow,  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1885.  claiming 
that  the  insanity  which  caused  him  to  commit  suicide  resulted  from  the 
hardships  of  prison  life. 

.  Upran  this  application  the  facts  of  the  case  have  been  thoroughly  ex- 
amined. Two  witnesses  indicate  that  domestic  trouble  was  the  cause  of 
the  s<ildier's  suicide.  Another  says  that  his  wife  (the  bcneficiar>')  was  a 
pretty  rough  woman — a  hard  talker — ^and  that  the  soldier  often  consulted 
him  about  the  matter,  and  said  it  was  hard  to  live  with  her.  This  wit- 
ness adds  that  he  does  not  believe  that  the  soldier  would  have  committed 
suicitle  if  she  had  not  abused  him  till  he  could  not  longer  endure  it. 

The  special  examiner,  in  summing  up  the  proof,  says  in  his  report: 

The  jjiiitral  opinirm  in  the  coinniunily  is  U>  thf  effect  ihnl  his  wife  drove  him  to 
coumiil  suicide  rather  than  to  live  with  or  to  obtain  a  divorce  froiii  lier.  Her  rcjm- 
tatioii  is  that  of  a  virago. 

This  kind  of  evidence,  while  not  perhaps  detenniniug  the  case,  rec- 
onciles nie  to  the  conclusion,  which  seems  inevitable  from  other  facts 
developed,  that  the  military  service  atid  prison  experience  of  the  de- 
ceased were  in  no  manner  connected  with  his  death.

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary*  served  iu  the  Army  from  July  25, 
1862,  to  Octol>er  t6,  1862,  when  he  was  discharged  for  disease  of  the 
lungs.     He  was  pensioned  for  heniia  and  disease  of  the  lungs. 

On  the  23d  day  of  November,  18S0,  while  working  in  a  sawmill,  a 
piece  of  board  was  thrown  from  a  buzz  saw  and  stnick  him  in  the  groin, 
causing  a  wound  from  which  he  died  two  days  afterwards. 

It  is  impossible  to  connect  this  injury  and  the  resulting  death  with  the 
disabilitv  for  which  he  was  pensioned.

On  the  I  ^th  A^y  of  Febnian-.  r.SSo.  nearh-  eij^hteen  years  after  liis  res- 
ipfiiation.  the  benefioiary  filed  his  o!aim  for  pension  iKised  upon  heraor- 
rhotds.  the  result  of  disjrrhea  and  rever. 

He  denied  upon  this  application  that  he  was  tinsound  prior  to  enlist- 
ment, and  filed  e\'idenre  to  support  his  denial.  One  ot  the  witnesses,  a 
surgeon,  who  testified  to  incnrrenre  of  disability  in  the  ser\-ice.  on  a  spe- 
cial examination  stated  that  he  so  testified.  lia\-in|af  satisfied  himself  of 
the  fftct  by  personal  intennews  with  the  beneficiary. 

r  do  not  think  in  the  circnmstances  surrnnnding"  this  case  tliat  the 
beneficiary  shotild  at  this  late  day  be  permitted  to  impeach  and  set  aside 
the  medical  certificate  procured  by  himself  and  containincf  liis  own  state- 
ments, upon  which  he  .secured  exemption  from  further  military'  ser\-ice.

(>w  the  6th  day  of  May,  rJ^85,  twenty  years  after  this  beneficiary  was 
discharjfcd  frotn  the  Army,  he  filed  an  application  in  the  Pension  Bureau 
\<ix  a  pensicm.  alle^inj?  that  in  r)ecember,  1H63,  one  year  and  eight  months 
WUn^  his  discharge,  a  comrade  as.saulted  him  with  a  stick  while  he  was 
sitting  in  front  tA  his  tent  preparing  for  l-xrd  and  injured  his  back.  He 
alleged  \\\^\  the  assault  was  unprovoked  and  unexpected. 

The  claim  was  rejected  upon  the  facts  .stated,  upon  the  ground  that 
ntiy  injury  incurred  was  not  the  result  of  military  duty. 

t^nless  the  Oovernment  is  to  l)e  held  as  an  insurer  against  injuries 
stifTcred  by  anyone  in  the  military  scrtHce,  no  matter  how  incurred,  and 
nisd  ns  giinrnntor  of  the  gcKxl  and  i>caceat)lc  l)chavior  toward  each  other 
of  the  soldiers  at  nil  thnes  and  tuider  all  circumstances,  this  is  not  a 

n»er  case  for  the  allowance  of  a  pension.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  trill  No.  8310,  entitled  "An  act  to 
provide  for  the  disposal  of  the  Fort  Wallace  Military  Reser\ation,  in 
Kansas. '  * 

This  bill  provides  that  a  portion  nf  this  rescn^ation,  which  is  situated 
in  the  State  of  Kansas,  shall  bt  set  apart  for  town-site  puqxises.  and  may 
be  entered  by  the  corporate  authorities  of  the  adjoining  city  nf  Wallace. 

The  second  section  of  the  bill  pennits  the  Union  Pacific  Railroad 
Company  to  purchase  within  a  limited  time  a  certain  part  of  the  miH- 
tar>'  reser^*ation,  which  is  parlicularly  descri1>ed,  at  the  rale  of  530  ^ler 
acre, 

I  am  informed  that  this  privilege  might,  by  reason  of  a  faulty  descrip- 
tion of  the  lands,  enable  the  railroad  company  to  purcliase  at  the  price 
named  property  in  which  private  parties  have  interests  acquired  under 
our  laws. 

It  is  e\ndent  tliat  the  description  of  the  land  which  the  railroad  com- 
pany is  allowed  the  njrtion  of  purchasing  should  be  exact  and  certain 
for  the  interest  of  all  concerned. 

Section  4  of  the  bill  grants  a  certain  portion  of  the  military  reservation 
heretofore  set  apart  by  the  military  authorities  as  a  cemetery  to  the  city 
of  Wallace  for  cemetery  purpases. 

There  should,  in  my  opinion,  be  a  provision  that  no  bodies  heretofore 
interred  in  this  ground  should  be  disturbed,  and  that  when  the  same  is 
no  longer  used  as  a  cemetery  it  should  revert  to  the  Government.

EXECITTIVE  MAN.SION,  September  24,  /888, 
To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  am  unable  to  give  my  assent  to  a  joint  House  resolution  No.  14  and 
entitled  "Joint  resolution  to  authorize  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to 
certify  lands  to  the  State  of  Kansas  for  the  benefit  of  agriculture  and  the 
mechanic  arts,"  and  I  therefore  return  the  same  with  a  statement  of  my 
objections  thereto. 

By  an  act  of  Congress  passed  July  2,  1862,  certain  public  lands  were 
granted  to  such  of  the  several  States  as  should  provide  colleges  for  the 
benefit  of  agriculture  and  the  mechanic  arts. 

Under  the  terms  of  this  act  the  State  of  Kansas  w^s  entitled  to  90.000 
acres  of  land,  subject,  however,  to  the  pro\-isions  of  said  statute,  which 
declared  that  when  lands  which  had  l^een  raised  to  double  the  minimum 
price,  in  consequence  of  railroad  grants,  should  be  selected  by  a  State 
such  lands  should  be  computed  at  the  maximiun  price  and  the  number 
of  acres  proptjrtionalely  diminished. 

Of  the  lands  selected  by  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  which  have  been 
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certified,  7,682.92  acres  were  within  certain  limits  of  a  railroad  gramr 
and  had  therefore  l:)een  raised  to  ihe  double  minimum  in  price,  so  tliat 
the  number  of  acres  mentioned  and  thus  situated  really  stood  for  double 
that  iuiml>er  of  acres  in  filling  the  grant  to  which  the  State  of  Kansas 
was  entitled. 

It  is  now  claimed  that  after  the  selection  of  these  lands  the  route  of 
said  railroad  was  abandoned  and  another  one  selected,  and  that  in  conse- 
quence thereof  such  lands  included  within  its  first  location  were  retluced 
to  the  minimum  price  and  restored  to  public  market  at  that  rate.  It  is 
supposed  upon  these  allegations  that  justice  and  equity  require  that  an 
ad<liti<)nal  grant  should  now  l>e  made  to  the  State  of  Kansas  from  the 
public  lands  equal  to  the  number  of  acres  selected  within  the  limits  of 
the  first  railroad  location. 

But  an  examination  discloses  that  the  joint  resolution  is  predicated 
upon  an  entire  misunderstanding  of  the  facts. 

The  lands  heretofore  mentioned  as  amounting  to  more  than  y.cxx) 
acres,  selected  l>y  the  State  of  Kansas,  and  charged  at  double  that 
amount  because  their  price  had  been  raised  to  the  double  minimum  in 
consequence  of  their  being  within  a  railroad  location,  have  all  except  320 
acres  remained  cither  in  the  new  or  old  railroad  hxtition  up  to  the  pres- 
ent time,  and  if  now  vacant  would  be  held  by  the  Government  at  the 
double  miniiiium  price. 

It  seems  clear  to  me  that  the  State  of  Kansas  has  been  granted  all  the 
public  land  to  which  it  can  lay  any  legal  or  equitable  claim  under  the  law

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2201.  entitled  "An 
act  for  the  relief  of  Laura  E.  Maddox,  widow  and  executrix,  and  Robert 
Morrison,  executor,  of  Joseph  H,  Maddox,  deceased." 

An  act  of  Congress  approveti  July  2. 1864.  provided  among  other  things 
that  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasur>',  with  the  approval  of  the  President* 
nii^ht  authorize  agents  "to  purchase  for  the  United  States  any  products 
of  States  declared  in  insurrection,  at  such  price  as  should  be  agreed  on 
with  the  seller,  not  exceeding  the  market  price  thereof  at  the  place  of 
delivery." 

Under  the  authority  of  said  act  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury',  with  the 
approval  of  the  President,  prescrilied  rules  and  regulations  to  govern 
the  transactions  thus  permitted,  and  ap]>ointed  one  H,  A.  Risley  an  agent 
to  act  for  the  United  States  in  making  such  purchases. 

On  or  about  the  15th  day  of  November,  1864,  said  Risley  entered  into  a 
written  contract  with  Jnsepli  H.  Maddox  and  two  other  j)arties,  whereby 
the  latter  agreed  to  sell  and  deliver  to  Risley  as  such  agent,  at  Norfolk 
or  New  York,  6,000  boxes  of  tobacco,  350  barrels  of  turpentine,  and  700 
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barrels  of  rosin.  It  was  also  agreed  thai  all  products  transported  under 
the  contract  should  lie  consigned  to  said  Rislcy  as  agent  and  shipped  on 
a  Govcrumenl  transport,  or,  if  not  so  shipped,  should  be  in  the  inuuediate 
charge  of  an  agent  of  Rislcy 's,  whose  compensation  and  expenses  should 
be  paid  by  the  sellers.  Said  products  were  to  h>e  sold  in  Xew  Yt)rk  or 
Baltimore  under  Risley's  direction,  and  one-fourth  of  the  proceeds,  after 
deducting  certain  expenses,  costs,  and  charges,  were  to  l>e  retained  for  the 
United  States  and  three-fonrths  paid  to  Maddox  and  his  associates. 
It  was  expressly  provided  in  said  contract  as  follows: 

Nothing  in  this  contract  coutaiuc<l  shall  be  construed  as  incurriuK  any  liability  on 
behalf  of  the  UnitL-il  Stutea. 

It  appears  that  Maddox,  very  soon  after  the  contract  was  made,  ac- 
quired all  the  interest  of  his  associates  therein. 

Tlie  President  of  the  Unitc<l  Stales  sij;ne<l  an  nrder  or  ]-tennit  for  the 
transi^xjrtation  of  the  gixxls,  in  fnlfillnient  of  the  contract,  and  for  the 
passage  of  the  parties  selling  such  goods  through  the  Federal  nnlitar>* 
lines,  the  pennit  declarinp^,  however,  that  such  transportatiim  atid  jvassage 
should  l)e  *with  strict  compliance  with  the  regulations  of  the  Secretarj' 
of  the  Treasur>',  and  for  the  fulfilhnent  of  said  contract  with  the  agent  of 
the  Goveniment." 

Maddox  and  his  associates  were  not  at  the  time  the  contract  was  en- 
tered into  the  owners  of  any  of  the  property  they  agreed  to  sell  and 
deliver;  but  it  is  alleged  that  Maddox,  as  one  of  the  parties  to  the  contract 
and  as  assignee  of  his  co-contractors,  purchased  4,042  boxes  of  tobacco, 
worth  at  that  time  more  than  $7,^5,000,  for  the  purpose  of  fulfilling  this 
contract. 

The  tobacco  was  purchased  by  hira  within  the  rebel  lines  in  the  State 
of  Virginia.  A  part  of  it,  he  charges,  was  forcibly  taken  by  the  miHtar>' 
forces  of  the  Government  and  converted  t(i  its  use  or  destroyed  while 
being  transported  to  its  destination,  and  the  remainder  of  it.  having  been 
detained  in  storage  at  Richmond,  Va.,  was  afterwards  appropriated  to  the 
use  of  the  United  States  or  was  destroyed  in  the  fires  at  Richmond  upon 
the  capture  of  the  city  by  the  United  States  forces  in  1865. 

An  action  predicated  upon  the  contract  with  Risley  was  brought  by 
Maddox  in  tlit*  Court  of  Claims  tn  recover  the  value  nf  this  prop)erty, 
but  it  was  held  by  the  court  that  the  contract  was  void. 

On  appeal  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  the  decision  of  the 
Court  of  Claims  was  afRrmed,  upon  the  ground,  as  had  l>een  previotisly 
decided  by  said  court,  that  under  the  law,  the  Treasur}*  regulations,  and 
the  Executive  orders  concerning  the  purchase  of  products  of  insurrec- 
tionar>'  States  a  ]iurchasing  agent  of  the  Govenunent  had  no  atithority 
to  negotiate  with  anyone  in  relation  to  the  purchase  of  such  products 
unless  at  the  time  of  the  negotiation  the  party  either  owned  or  controlled 
them;  that  neither  the  law  nor  the  regidations  for  its  execution  pro- 
tected a  speculation  wherein  tlie  products  to  be  sold  were  to  be  procu 
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by  the  contractor  within  the  rebel  lines  after  the  contract  was  made; 
that  private  citizens  were  proliiliitecl  from  trading  at  all  in  the  insurrec- 
tionary districls,  and  that  tht  object  of  the  law  and  the  regulations  to 
carry  it  into  effect  was  to  encourage  the  insurgents  themselves  to  bring 
their  pnxhicts  to  agents  of  the  Government. 

With  this  adverse  decision  all  chance  of  recovery'  upon  legal  grounds 
or  before  the  courts  was  dissipated.  But  recourse  to  Congress  still  re- 
mained. As  appears  from  a  memorandum  furnished  in  support  of  this 
bill,  the  allege<l  equities  of  the  case  were  presented  to  the  Forty-second, 
the  Forty-third,  the  Forty-fourth,  the  Forty-fifth,  the  Forty-sixth,  the 
Foriy-eighth,  and  the  Forty-ninth  Cont^resses.  Two  adverse  and  more 
than  two  favorable  cununittee  re]x>rts  liave  been  made  Uixju  the  claim. 
No  bill  for  the  relief  of  the  claimant  has,  however,  passed  Congress  until 
the  present  session,  when  a  favorable  condition  seems  to  have  presented 
itself. 

Tlie  bill  herewith  returned  empowers  and  directs  the  accounting  ofl5- 
cers  uf  the  Trea.sury  ti>  settle  and  pay  to  the  representatives  of  Maddox 
the  amount  found  due  him  on  account  of  the  loss  and  damage  he  sus- 
tained by  the  seizure  by  our  military  forces  of  the  tobacco  purchased  by 
him  under  the  agreement  referred  to.  excluding,  howe\*er,  the  tobacco 
destroyed  by  fire  in  the  city  of  Richmond,  and  provides  that  said  claim 
shall  Ix;  determined  upon  the  evidence  taken  and  now  on  file  in  the  office 
of  the  clerk  of  the  United  States  Court  of  Claims  and  the  War  De|)an- 
nient  and  an>'  other  competent  evidence. 

I  fail  to  appreciate  the  equities  which  entitle  this  claimant  to  further 
hearing. 

Every  intelligent  man  should  be  charged  with  the  knowledge  that  as 
a  general  rule  commercial  intercourse  with  the  enemy  is  entirely  incon- 
sistent with  a  state  of  war,  and  that  the  law  of  1864  had  for  its  object  the 
encouragement  of  the  insurgents  themselves  to  bring  their  products  to 
us,  and  not  the  authorization  of  persons  to  roam  through  the  insurrec- 
tionary districts  and  purcliase  their  products  on  speculation. 

Even  if  the  claimant  did  not  understand  these  conditions,  he  certainly 
knew  that  his  contract  was  based  upon  a  statute;  that  the  agent  with 
whom  he  was  contracting  was  a  creature  of  statute,  and  that  such  statute 
and  certain  regulations  of  the  Secretary'  of  the  Treasury  made  thereunder 
regulated  the  right  and  limited  the  action  of  all  the  parties  to  said  con- 
tract. These  things  suflBciently  appear  from  the  very  terms  of  the  con- 
tract and  the  permit  signed  by  the  President.  The  privileges  and  liberties 
contained  in  this  permit  are  expressly  granted  "with  strict  compliance 
with  regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury." 

If  before  or  after  entering  into  this  contract  the  claimant  had  exam- 
ined these  regulations,  he  would  have  found  that  they  provided  that 
"commercial  intercourse  with  locahties  beyond  the  lines  of  actual  mili- 
■  occupation  by  the  United  States  forces  is  absolutely  prohibited." 
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He  would  have  also  found  that  such  rej^lations  expressly  prov-ided  that 
the  power  of  the  agent  of  the  Goveriuueut  to  make  coiitracls  should  l^e 
founded  upon  the  statement  that  the  contractor  then  owned  or  controlled 
the  products  for  which  he  contracte<i.  And  yet  the  permit  of  the  Presi- 
dent, which  so  completely  put  the  claimant  upon  inquiry  as  to  what  he 
niiftht  or  might  not  do.  seems  now  to  l>e  relied  upi?n  as  the  source  of 
etiuilies  in  his  favor,  and  is  pressed  into  his  service  under  the  guise  of  a 
sanction  of  his  unlawful  proceedings. 

Besides  the  general  knowledge  the  claimant  should  liave  possessed  of 
the  commercial  disabilities  conseciueut  upon  a  state  of  war.  and  the  infor- 
mation afforded  him  by  his  contract  and  permit,  a  proclamation  of  the 
President  publicly  issued  September  24,  1864.*  furnished  abundant  no- 
tice of  the  kind  of  trading  which  would  be  permitted. 

The  property  for  which  comi>ensation  is  asked  constitutes  a  part  only 
of  that  agreed  to  be  furnished.  Noue  of  it  ever  reached  the  possession  of 
the  agent  of  the  Government,  but,  as  I  understand  the  case,  was  at  the 
time  of  its  seizure  or  destruction  still  in  the  territory  of  the  enemy  and 
in  relKlUous  possession.  If  in  the  circumstauces  detailed  it  was  treated 
by  our  military  forces  in  like  manner  as  other  property  in  the  same  situ- 
ation, there  would  seem  to  be  no  hardship  in  holding  that  the  contractor 
assumed  this  risk  as  one  arising  from  his  unauthorixed  and,  if  successful, 
his  profitable  venture. 

Not  being  sati.sfied  that  there  are  any  especial  equities  which  entitle 
this  claim  to  more  consideration  than  many  others  where  equities  might 
be  claimed  in  Ijehalf  of  those  who  long  ago  violated  our  uonintercourse 
laws.  I  am  unwilling  to  sanction  a  prece<lent  which  if  followed  might 
substantially  work  a  repeal  of  these  laws,  regarded  necessary  and  expe- 
dient liy  those  charged  with  legislation  during  the  War  of  the  Rebellion, 
and  who  had  in  full  view  all  the  necessities  of  that  period.

To  the  Senate: 

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  3276,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing restoration  of  pension  to  Sarah  A.Woodbridge. " 

The  first  husband  of  this  beneficiar>',  Anson  L.  Brewer,  was  an  addi- 
tional paymaster  in  the  Army,  and  died  February  2,  1866,  from  injuries 
received  in  an  explosion  of  a  steamer. 

His  widow,  the  l>eneficiary,  was  pensioned  at  the  rate  of  $25  a  month 
from  the  date  of  her  husband's  death  until  October  21, 1870,  when  she 
remarried,  becoming  the  wife  of  Timothy  Woodbridge. 

Two  children,  who  were  minors  at  the  time  she  was  pensioned,  became 
16  years  of  age  in  April,  1870,  and  July,  1874,  respectively. 

*Sce  Sxeculive  urdcr  of  Septcnibcr  Jt4. 1864, VoL  VI,  pp.  34(^241. 
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Upon  the  remarriage  of  the  beneficiary  her  peusiou  stopped  under  the 
law. 

It  is  now  proposed  to  restore  her  to  the  pension  roll.  uot\vithstauding 
the  fact  that  her  second  husband  is  still  alive. 

Many  cases  ha\'e  occurred  in  which  pensions  have  been  awarded  by 
s])ecial  acts  to  the  widows  of  soldiers  who.  having  reiuarrietl,  were  a 
second  time  made  widows  and  rendered  destitute  by  the  death  of  their 
second  luisbauds.     I  have  not  objected  to  such  charitable  legislation. 

But  I  think  this  is  tlie  first  time  that  it  has  been  proposed  to  grant 
a  i>eusion  after  sucli  remarriage  when  the  second  husband  still  survives. 

It  seems  to  nie  that  such  w  precedeiU  ought  not  to  be  estabhshed.  If 
in  pension  legislation  we  attempt  to  determine  the  cases  of  this  descrip- 
tit^n  in  which  the  second  husband  can  not  or  does  not  properly  maintain 
the  soldier's  widow  whom  he  has  married,  we  shall  open  the  door  to 
much  confusion  and  uncertainty^as  well  as  unjust  discrimination. 

I  am  glad  to  learn  from  a  statement  contained  in  the  committee's 
report  that  this  l>eneficiary,  though  in  a  condition  making  the  aid  of  a 
pension  very  desirable,  has  a  small  income  derived  from  property  inher- 
ited  from  her  mother.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  hereu-ith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  1044.  entitled  "An 
act  nuthori/ing  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury"  to  state  and  settle  the 
account  of  James  M.  Willbur  with  the  United  States  and  to  pay  said 
Willbur  such  sum  of  money  as  may  be  found  due  him  thereon." 

The  claim  mentioned  in  this  bill  grows  out  of  allege<l  extra  work 
done  by  the  claimant  in  the  construction  of  the  post-ofl5ce  and  court- 
house building  in  the  city  of  New  York. 

The  United  States,  in  September,  1874.  entered  into  a  contract  with 
Messrs.  Bartlett,  Robbins  &  Co.  by  which  they  agreed  to  furnish  and 
put  in  place  certain  wrought  and  cast  iron  work  and  glass  for  the  illumi- 
nated tiling  required  for  the  said  building  according  to  certain  specifica- 
tions and  schedules  which  formed  a  part  of  said  contract.  The  work 
was  to  be  of  a  specified  thickness  and  the  contractors  were  to  be  paid 
for  the  same  at  certain  rates  per  superficial  foot.  The  approximate  esti- 
mate for  the  entire  work  was  specified  at  $35,577-56.  Samples  of  the 
tiling  to  be  put  in  were  submitted  to  the  Supervising  Architect  and 
accepted  by  him. 

In  August.  1874.  the  claimant  entered  into  an  agreement  in  writing 
with  Bartlett,  Robbins  &  Co.  to  do  this  work  as  subcontractor  for  them 
at  certain  prices  for  each  superficial  foot  of  said  tiling  put  in  place. 

In  neither  contract  was  the  weight  of  the  tihng  mentioned. 

The  work  was,  under  the  contract  with  Messrs.  Bartlett.  Rohtnns  &. 
Co.,  completed,  aud  after  such  completion  and  the  measuneiaent  ol  the 
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work  the  said  firm  of  Bartlctt.  Robbins  &  Co,  were  paid  by  the  Goveni- 
nieiit  the  sum  o{$2fb>-'^l-b~*  *"  ^"^^  satisfaction  of  their  contract  with  the 
United  States. 

It  appears  that  after  the  completion  of  the  work  the  claimant  gave 
notice  lo  the  Government  that  he  liad  a  claim  against  Bartlett.  Rohbins 
&Co.,  gTOwinff  out  of  said  work,  for  the  sum  of  $8,744.44,  and  retiucsted 
tliat  payment  be  withheld  from  said  fimi  until  his  claim  against  them 
was  adjusted. 

The  fact  that  said  claim  had  l^een  made  having  Ijeen  communicated  by 
the  Sujiervisiug  Architect  to  Bartlelt,  Robbins  &  Co.»on  the  22d  day  of 
August,  1S76,  they  responded  to  the  Super\'ising  Architect  as  follows: 

Dear  Sir:  We  inclose  copy  of  our  nccouiil  against  Willbur  and  the  lUuminatetl 
Tiling  Company  and  a  copy  of  Willbur's  assignment  lo  Ihe  Tile  Company,  which 
includes  a  copy  of  his  agreement  with  us;  aiul  wtien  the  Department  settles  the  meas- 
uremeiil  of  the  work  the  itein.s  in  the  contract  will  show  just  what  tlie  amount  is,  and, 
as  we  liave  repeatedly  assured  him,  he  will  Iiavc  all  the  nieasiiremenls  the  Govern- 
ment gives  us. 

If  anyone  lias  cause  of  complaint  in  this  case  it  is  us.  Fotu"  times  the  work  came 
to  A  stand,  or  nearly  so.  and  our  Mr.  B.  was  compelled  to  go  lo  New  York  and  slay 
until  it  was  mtiviuj^  a^ain,  charging  his  expenses,  by  Willbur's  retjucst,  and  fmally  it 
h;id  to  Ik:  finished  by  others,  etc.  \Vc  know  this  does  not  interest  you  particularly, 
as  you  do  not  know  him  in  the  matter,  but  there  has  Ijeen  so  much  willful  misrepre- 
!W:ntation  we  thought  silence  might  be  misconstrued. 

It  is  charitable  to  think  Willbur  must  lie  crazy.

In  an  opinion  of  the  vSolicitor  of  the  Treasury*  concerning  this  claim, 
dated  Xoveinljer  30, 1883, 1  find  a  statement  that  on  the  20th  day  of  Octo- 
ber, 1876,  a  paper  was  filed  by  the  attorneys  of  the  claimant  in  which  his 
claim  for  extra  work  and  material  in  perforniing  his  contract  was  alleged 
to  be  J2 1,857. 94.  ^t  is  further  stated  that  this  claim  was  hastily  drawn 
by  one  of  Willbur's  attorneys  and  without  consultation  with  him. 

On  or  about  the  20th  day  of  March,  1877,  Mr.  Willbur  himself  filed  a 
statement  of  such  extra  work  and  material,  in  which  lie  claimed  for  the 
same  the  sum  of  $42,685.20. 

Another  statement  made  by  Willbur,  in  February,  1878,  presents  a 
claim  on  accoimt  of  the  .same  matters  amounting  to  $47, 159.62. 

This  claim,  so  variously  stated,  is  basetl  upon  the  allegation  that  tiling 
and  frames  of  greater  thickness  than  were  required  by  the  c«>ntract  were 
put  in  the  building.  Although  it  is  insisted  by  the  claimant  that  these 
thicker  tiles  and  frames  were  directed  to  be  put  iu.  or  at  least  accepted 
by  the  jKjr.son  having  charge  of  the  construction  of  the  building  for  the 
Government,  I  hardly  think  it  will  be  seriously  contended  that  tlie  claim- 
ant has  any  legal  claim  against  the  United  States. 

Hut,  witli  a  view  of  discovering  whether,  upon  equitable  grounds,  the 
claimant  should  be  paid  anj-thing  b>-  the  Govenimeut  for  glass  and 
iron  of  greater  thickness  than  its  contract  with  Bartlett,  Robbius  &  Co. 
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recjiiired,  and  which  had  been  put  in  its  building  by  their  subcontractor, 
I  he  Secretary  of  the  Treasur>'  in  1884  appointed  a  committee  of  three 
persons  to  examine  and  report  upon  this  claim  of  Willbur's,  "with  a 
view  of  determining  what  portion,  if  any,  it  is  proper  for  the  Government 
to  pay. ' ' 

On  the  24th  day  of  January,  1885,  this  committee  made  a  report  by 
wliich  they  determined  that  there  should  be  paid  to  the  claimant  on 
account  of  the  matters  alleged  the  sum  of  $1,214.90. 

This  report  was  based  upouthe  measurements,  examinations,  and  esti- 
mates of  two  experts,  one  selected  by  the  claimant  and  the  other  by  the 
couuniltee.  The  report  was  transmitted  tu  ike  House  of  Representatives 
by  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Treasury  and  an  appropriation  asked  to  pay  the 
amtunit  awarded. 

But  Mr.  Willbur  was  not  satisfied,  and  on  the  6th  day  of  January,  1885, 
addressed  a  conmiunication  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  in  which  this 
passage  occurs: 

t  shall  insist  on  a  renieosurement  of  the  entire  work,  as  this  is  vital  to  my  claim. 
The  excess  uhicli  I  furnished  can  only  be  ascertained  by  weight  instead  of  by  meas- 
uring the  thickness  of  the  plates  anil  frames. 

At  tlie  second  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  Congress,  and  early  in  1886. 
this  claim  was  before  the  Senate  Conuuittee  on  Claims,  and  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  committee  this  work  was  again  examined  by  experts,  who 
came  to  the  conclusion  that  the  claimant  was  entitled  to  the  sum  of 
$45,615.67  for  the  extra  work  which  he  had  performed  and  materials 
furnished. 

It  is  only  alleged  that  the  glass  tiling  and  frames  actually  put  in  the 
building  were  slightly  thicker  than  those  required  by  the  contract,  aud 
this  alleged  increased  tliickness  seems  to  be  fairly  represented  in  a  general 
way  by  the  claim  that  some  of  the  glass  and  frames  which  were  required 
to  be  I  incli  thick  were  actually  put  in  i  inch  and  a  quarter  thick. 

Upon  this  statement  it  must  be  admitted  that  the  sum  above  stated 
as  the  value  of  this  extra  thickness  is  somewhat  startling.  lu  the  lan- 
guage of  the  report  upon  this  bill  by  the  Super\-ising  Architect,  '*a 
claim  of  $47,159.02  for  such  slight  excess  on  work  the  price  of  wliich 
was  $^^5,217.57  is  hardly  entitled  to  consideration.'* 

The  claim,  as  well  as  the  award  of  the  experts  last  named,  reach  their 
astonishing  proportions  by  the  appUcation  of  weights  to  the  question  in 
the  following  manner:  A  certain  area  is  measured.  A  square  foot  of  the 
tiling  actually  put  in  is  weighed,  and  a  square  foot  of  the  tiling  required 
by  the  contract  is  also  weighed.  Both  these  weights  are  multiplied  by 
the  area.  The  lesser  aggregate  weight  is  deducted  from  the  greater,  and 
the  difference  is  divided  by  the  weight  of  a  square  foot  of  the  lightest 
tiling,  thus  reducing  it  to  square  feet  of  such  lightest  tile.  These  sqaare 
feel  are  multiplied  by  the  price  agreed  to  be  paid  by  the  contract  for  each 
superficial  foot,  and  an  item  of  extra  work  is  detennioed.    Thus  additional 
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weij(ht  in  constructed  and  finishetl  tiling"  is  ci^nverted,  as  far  as  price  and 
measurement  are  concenicd,  into  finished  tile,  which  more  than  doubles 
the  quantity  actually  laid  down. 

This  can  not  be  rijjht.  And  yet  the  bill  herewith  returned  directs 
the  Secretary  of  the  Treasur>'  to  settle  this  claim  for  extra  work  upon  the 
basis  of  the  report  of  the  experts  who  have  adopted  lliis  mode  of  adjust- 
ment; or,  if  not  satisfied  with  their  report,  he  shall  within  thirty  days 
from  the  passage  of  the  act  cause  a  reweighing  of  Siiid  material  to  be 
made  by  two  swoni  experts,  one  to  be  appointed  by  him  and  one  by  the 
claimant,  and  a  third  to  be  appointed  by  these  two  in  case  they  can  not 
agree.  The  bill  further  provides  that  he  shall  then  pay  to  said  Willbur 
the  difference  of  excess  in  weight  and  superficial  measurement  as  found 
by  said  experts  between  the  illuuiiuated  tiling  and  frames  furnished  and 
tliat  contracted  for  at  the  contract  prices  for  such  work  and  material. 

There  are  features  of  this  claim  which  suggest  suspicion  as  to  its 
merit.  In  any  view  of  the  matter,  I  regard  the  claimant  as  seeking 
equitable  relief.  He  is  not  entitled  to  dictate  the  rule  by  which  his 
claim  is  to  J»o  adjusted,  and  he  should  be  quite  satisfied  if  the  officers 
of  the  Government  charged  with  the  settlement  of  such  matters  are  per- 
mitted by  the  Congress  to  afford  equitable  relief  according  to  such  rules 
and  methods  as  are  best  calculated  to  reach  fair  results.

I  return  without  appmval  Senate  bill  No.  3306,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  ix^nsion  to  Mary  K.  Richards." 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  applied  for  a  pension  on  the  14th 
day  of  November,  187S,  and  the  same  was  rejected  in  April,  1879.  Her 
claim  has  lately  been  reexamiued,  and  since  the  passage  of  the  bill  here- 
with returned  she  has  been  allowed  a  pension  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  it 
having  been  there  determined  that  the  former  rejection  was  a  manifest 
error. 

With  this  action  of  the  Pension  Bureau  I  entirely  concur. 

I  therefore  venture,  notwithstanding  the  persistent  misrepresentations 
of  my  action  in  .similar  cases,  to  disapprove  this  bill,  ufK>u  the  ground 
that  this  deserving  beneficiary  will  receive  under  the  action  of  the  Pen- 
sion Bureau  a  much  larger  sum  tlian  she  would  if  such  action  was  super- 
seded by  the  enactment  of  the  proposed  special  statute  in  her  behalf.

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The  soldier,  therefore,  is  still  recordetl  as  a  deserter  from  camp  near 
Faniuugtoii,  Miss.,  since  March  12,  1862. 

The  application  of  the  widow  to  the  Pension  Bureau  in  1867  states 
that  her  husband  was  missing  at  Hamburg,  Teun.,  May  7.  1862,  and  not 
having  since  been  heard  from  is  supposed  to  be  dead. 

The  captain  of  the  company  testifies  that  the  soldier  was  employed 
with  the  ambulance  corps,  and  that  for  misconduct  he  (the  captain)  or- 
dered him  to  his  company  and  censured  him;  that  very  soon  after  that 
the  soldier  was  absent  at  roll  call  and  was  marked  as  absent  without 
leave;  that  in  a  day  or  two  after  that  a  niend>er  of  a  detail  retume<l  to 
camp  from  Hamburg  Landing  and  reported  that  he  had  seen  the  soldier 
there  and  had  been  told  by  him  tliat  "he  was  off  and  would  never  go 
back.'*     Thereupon  he  was  droppetl  from  the  roll  as  a  deserter. 

Various  theories  are  presented  to  account  for  the  soldier's  absence  in 
other  ways  than  by  desertion,  some  of  his  comrades  going  so  far  as  to 
express  the  opinion  that  he  was  murdered  at  the  instigation  of  his  cap- 
tain. None  of  these  theories,  however,  seem  to  be  more  than  conjectures 
with  various  degrees  of  plausibility. 

If  the  question  of  desertion  could  be  solved  favorably  to  the  beneficiary, 
another  difficulty  immediately  arises  from  the  fact  that  there  is  absolutely 
no  proof  of  death  except  the  soldier's  long  absence  w'ithout  knowledge 
of  his  wherealxjuts;  and  if  his  death  could  be  presumed  the  cause  of  it 
and  whether  connected  at  all  with  military  service  are  matters  regarding 
which  we  have  no  information  whatever. 

I  am  unable  to  see  how  a  case  in  such  a  situation  can  be  considered  a 
proper  subject  for  favorable  pension  legislation.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  10661 ,  entitled  '  'An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Mrs.  Sophia  Vogelsang," 

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  was  severely  wounded  in  the  military 
service  of  the  United  States,  and  in  consequence  of  said  wound  his  left 
leg  was  amputated.  This  was  in  1862.  lu  January.  1863,  another  ampu- 
tation was  performetl  higher  up  above  the  knee.  He  appears  at  that  tiitie 
to  have  been  living,  or  at  least  was  treated,  at  Detroit,  Mich.  He  was 
pensioned  at  the  rate  of  1130  per  month  at  the  time  of  his  death,  which 
occurred  at  Lfiuisville,  Ky.,  where  he  appears  to  have  then  resided,  on 
the  2ist  day  of  July,  1885. 

The  beneiiciar>'  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  November,  1885,  alleging 
that  her  husband  died  of  gangrene. 

There  does  not,  however,  seem  to  be  a  f>article  of  evidence  establishing 
that  cause  of  death.     On  the  contrary,  the  report  received  at  the  Pension 
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Bureau  of  his  death  attributes  it  to  sunstroke,  and  this  does  not-seei 
be  directly  questioned. 

The  report  of  the  House  committee  to  whom  this  bill  was  referred  pro- 
ceeds upon  the  theor>'  that  death  was  caused  from  the  use  of  opium  to 
allay  tlie  i>aiu  of  the  woujid.  This  theory  is  presented  upon  the  alleged 
opinion  of  the  surgeon  living  in  Detroit,  who  made  the  second  amputa- 
tion in  1863.  He  says  that  the  pain  of  the  wound  oblijjed  the  soldier  to 
lake  morpihiiie.  But  it  does  not  aj/jjear  that  he  observed  the  case  for  a 
long  time  jjreceding  death.  Instead  of  his  giving  an  opinion  that  the 
disability  and  morphine  produced  death,  he  says,  as  it  is  reported  to  me, 
after  describing  the  condition  of  the  limb  previous  to  its  amputation  in 
1863  and  immediately  thereafter: 


Accorrliiig  to  itiy  opinion,  said  disability  nnrl  the  constant  ii«;  of  morphia  in 
sequence  of  it  may  have  tx-en  the  cause  of  his  death.

This  and  the  statement  of  a  druggist  in  Louisville  that  be  sold  him 
morphine  to  alleviate  pain,  and  of  two  different  persons  with  whom  he 
l>oarded  at  that  city  in  1885  to  the  same  effect,  is  all  the  evidence  that  I 
can  discover  lending  in  the  least  to  hint  that  the  death  of  the  pensioner 
resulted  from  any  cause  but  sunstroke,  which  really  stands  as  the  undis- 
puted cause  of  death. 

The  allegation  in  the  committee's  report  that  the  beneficiar>''s  claim 
was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  oti  the  ground  that  her  husband's 
death  proceede<l  from  the  use  of  morphine  is  erroneous.  The  cause  of 
rejection  is  stated  to  l>e  "that  t}ie  death  cause  (sunstroke)  was  not 
result  of  the  soldier's  military  service." 

We  are  not.  therefore,  left  to  the  cojisideration  of  the  question  wlietner 
death  from  the  use  of  morphine  to  allay  pain  can  be  charged  to  the  dis- 
ability incurred,  for  if  death  resulted  from  simstrokc  it  will  hardly  be 
claimed  that  it  was  in  any  way  related  to  such  disability.

The  beneficiary  nametl  in  this  bill  enlisted  August  8,  1862.  and 
discharged  for  disability  on  the  21st  day  of  November,  1862,  after  a 
ice  of  II  little  more  than  three  months. 

In  the  certificate  of  disal>!lity  ujKm  which  his  discharge  was  granted 
captain  of  the  beneficiary's  comj^»any  states  that  "he  has  l)een  unfit  for 
duty  for  sixty  days;  that  the  soldier  represents  that  he  has  not  done  effi- 
cient ser\'ice  since  enlistment  by  reason  of  phthisic,  from  which  he  has  suf- 
fered since  diildhood,  but  has  grown  worse  since  entering  the  service." 


Graver  Cleveland 
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The  surgeon  of  the  regiment  states  in  said  certi6cate  that  "the  soldier 
has  asthma,  with  which  he  has  been  afflicted  from  his  iufaucj'." 

Upon  this  certificate^  based  necessarily  so  far  as  his  previous  condition 
is  concerned,  this  man  procured  his  discharge  after  doing  but  very  slight 
ser\'ice. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  October, 
1S79.  basing  his  claim  ujx)!!  tlie  allegation  IhaL  he  contracted  asthma  in 
September,  1862,  about  a  month  after  he  entered  the  service. 

Two  special  examinations  were  had  in  his  case,  and  his  statement  was 
taken  in  each'. 

On  the  first  examination  he  said  he  could  not  account  for  the  state- 
ments of  his  captain  and  surgeon,  unless  they  arose  from  a  remark  he 
made  that  he  had  phthisic  when  he  was  small. 

On  tlie  second  he  accounted  for  the  statements  of  the  captain  and  sur- 
geou  by  saying  that  he  felt  very  sick  and  feared  that  he  could  not  live 
if  he  remained  in  the  ser\-ice;  that  he  was  suffering  with  jaundice  as 
well  as  asthma;  and  having  been  told  that  he  could  not  Ix:  discharged 
on  account  of  jaundice,  but  could  on  account  of  asthma,  he  asked  the 
captain  to  tell  the  surgeon  that  he  had  known  liini  to  have  asthma  before 
enlistment.    He  also  says  that  he  procureil  others  to  tell  the  same  story. 

On  these  examinations  there  was  the  usual  negative  testimony  pro- 
duced of  certain  parties  who  knew  the  claimant  before  enlistment  and 
did  uot  know  that  he  was  afflicted.  This  is  balanced  by  the  evidence 
of  others,  who  testify  that  the  claimant  had  asthma  before  enlistment. 

Upon  consideration  of  the  character  of  the  ailment,  the  testimony 
upon  the  two  examinations,  and  the  conduct  of  the  beneficiary  aud  his 
own  admissions,  I  cau  not  escape  the  conviction  that  whatever  disability 
he  had  at  the  date  of  discharge  he  had  when  he  enlisted,  and  that  his 
claim  was  properly  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau.

I  return  without  a]>proval  House  bill  No.  9106,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
iug  a  pension  to  Peter  Liner/* 

The  Ix-ncficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  as  a  sergeant  in  the  Regidar 
Army  in  1871,  and  he  alleges  that  he  served  a  previous  term  of  enlist- 
ment, commencing  in  1866. 

While  on  a  march  from  one  post  to  another  on  the  frontier,  in  Septem- 
ber, 1874,  the  beneficiary  was  severely  wounded  by  the  bursting  of  a  gun, 
necessitating  the  amputation  of  three  of  his  fingers. 

The  reports  of  this  occurrence  develop  the  fact  that  the  gun  which 
burst  in  liis  hands  was  a  shotgun,  and  that  the  accident  happened  wliile 
the  beneficiar>'  was  hnnting  "for  his  own  pleasure  or  benefit.*' 
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His  wound  was  a  severe  one,  and  the  injured  man  was  probably  a 
good  and  faithful  soldier,  but  it  seems  quite  clear  to  me  that  it  would 
be  extending  the  pension  theory  to  an  unwarrantable  limit  to  hold  the 
Govemuient  responsible  for  such  an  accident.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  10563.  entitled  ''AtT 
act  granting  a  pension  to  William  S.  Latham," 

The  taicficiary  named  in  this  bill  enlisted  in  August,  1862.  The  rolls 
for  March  and  April,  18G3,  reix)rt  him  a  deserter,  but  it  having  been 
ascertained  that  sickness  was  the  cause  of  his  failure  to  return  to  his 
regimeut  at  the  end  of  a  furlough  granted  to  him,  upon  which  failure 
the  charge  of  desertion  was  Ixised,  he  was  restored  to  his  company  and  the 
charge  of  desertion  remo^'ed. 

All  this  is  stated  in  the  report  of  the  committee  to  which  this  bill  was 
referred. 

But  it  is  not  mentioned  in  said  report  that  he  was  again  furloughcd 
on  the  17th  day  of  August,  1863,  and,  failing  to  return  at  the  end  of  his 
furlough,  oue  mouth  thereafter,  again  became  a  deserter,  but  was  uot  so 
reported  luitil  October  8.  1863. 

He  was  arrested  January  i,  1864.  but  there  appears  to  be  no  record  of 
his  trial  or  his  restoration. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  jKusiou  in  the  Pension  Bureau  in  January.  1870, 
and  he  was  informed  twice  during  the  year  1S8S  that  no  favorable  action 
could  be  t;iken  until  tlie  charge  of  desertion  had  been  removed. 

On  application  to  the  Adjutant-General  that  officer,  on  the  21st  day  of 
February,  1888,  declined  to  remove  said  charge  of  desertion. 

The  claim  is  still  ]>ending  before  the  Pension  Bureau. 

I  do  uot  suppose  that  the  Congress  is  prepared  to  go  so  far  in  special 
pension  legislation  as  to  grant  pensions  to  those  against  whom  charges 
of  desertion  apjx?ar  of  record. 

In  the  belief  that  the  fact  of  the  second  desertion  above  mentioned  was 
overlooked  by  the  Congress,  and  because  the  application  for  pension  in 
this  case  is  still  pending  in  the  Pension  Bureau,  where  complete  justice 
can  still  be  done.  I  am  constrained  to  withhold  my  approval  of  this  bill.

The  Ijencficiary  filed  a  claim  for  pension  on  the  2d  day  of  September. 
1884. 

The  cause  of  her  husband's  death  was  cystitis,  which,  being  inter- 
preted, is  inflaiiuiiation  of  the  bladder. 

The  claim  of  the  beneficiary  was  rejected  on  the  grotind  that  the  fatal 
disease  was  not  due  to  army  ser\dce,  and  I  fail  to  discover  how  any  other 
conclusion  can  be  reached.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No,  10342,  entitled  **An  act  pant- 
ing a  pension  to  Jolin  Daiiix^r. " 

This  taieficiary  enlisted  April  24, 1861 ,  and  was  discharged  August  28, 
1861 ,  four  months  after  enlistment. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  ;>ension  in  vSeptember,  1879,  alleging  as  cause  of 
disability  diarrliea  and  disease  of  the  stomach,  liver,  kidneys,  and  bladder. 

None  of  these  ailments  were  established  satisfactorily  as  originating  in 
the  soldier's  brief  senice.  and  as  constituting  disabilities  after  discharge. 

The  claim  was  therefore  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau,  and  this  action 
appears  to  be  entirely  justified  uiK>n  the  facts  presetited.

This  act  provides  that  the  V>eneficiary  shall  be  placed  upon  the  pension 
roll  as  the  widow  of  Bernard  Gaven,  and  the  report  of  the  committee  to 
whom  this  bill  was  referred  throughout  speaks  of  her  as  bearing  that 
reliilion  to  the  soldier. 

She  filed  a  claim  in  the  Pension  Bureau  for  a  pension  on  the  31st  day 
of  Jmiuary,  iSSi,  a.s  the  mother  of  Bernard  Gaven. 

This  claim  is  still  pending,  and  though  evidence  that  the  death  of  the 
soldier  had  any  relation  to  his  military  5er\'ice  is  entirely  lacking  and 
some  other  difficulties  are  apparent,  the  case  may  still  be  made  out  in 
the  Pension  Bureau.  If  it  is.  the  l>eneficiary  can  be  put  uix>u  the  [»en- 
sion  roll  in  her  true  character  as  mother  of  the  soldier,  instead  of  widow, 
as  erroneously  staled  in  the  bill  herewith  returned. 

fpon  the  merits  as  the  case  now  stands,  and  because  of  the  mistake 
in  describing  the  relationship  of  the  beneficiary,  this  bill,  I  think,  shoul 
not  become  a  law.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  10504,  entitled  "Au  act  grant- 
ing a  petijiion  to  Mary  Hooper.*' 

The  husband  of  this  l>eneficiary  was  first  lieutenant  in  the  volunteer 
service  from  Decemlx?r  7,  1861,  to  February  28,  1862,  a  little  over  two 
months,  when  he  resigned.  His  resignation  was  based  upon  a  medical 
certificate  in  wliich  it  is  stated  that  **this  officer  is  unfit  for  duty  on 
account  of  chronic  pleuritis  and  pulmonary  consumption,  from  which  he 
has  suflfered  for  the  past  four  months. ' ' 

This  certificate  is  dated  February*  14,  1862. 

The  soldier  filed  a  claim  in  187 1  alleging  t>^hoid  fever  resulting  in 
paralysis,  and  that  the  fever  was  contracted  in  the  latter  part  of  Febru- 
ar>',  1862. 

The  soldier  died  January  17, 1884,  of  paralysis. 

The  taieficiary  filed  a  claim  for  pension  November  17. 1887,  claiming 
thiil  her  husband  died  of  disease  contracted  in  the  service. 

The  claims  have  )ieeu  specially  and  thoroughly  examined.  The  testi- 
mony does  not  establish  atiy  disease  or  disability  in  tlie  service  other  tlian 
those  stated  in  the  certificate  procured  by  him  when  he  resigned,  but  it 
does  tend  to  establish  tlial  about  April  17,  1862.  after  his  resignation,  the 
soldier  was  sick  witli  typhoid  fe\'er,  and  that  afterwards  he  suffered  from 
partial  paralysis,  which  increased  and  finally  caused  his  death. 

I  make  no  reference  to  the  fact  stated  in  the  committee's  report  sug- 
gesting the  idea  tluU  the  courage  of  the  deceased  soldier  had  l>een  ques- 
tioned further  than  to  correct  the  allegation  of  the  rei>on  that  either  liis 
or  his  widow's  claim  for  pension  has  been  rejected  for  cowardice.  It 
appears  from  the  record  furnished  to  me  that  they  were  rejected  on  the 
ground  that  the  evidence  is  insufficient  to  connect  the  death  cause  or 
disability  with  the  soldier's  militar>*  service. 

I  am  unable  to  see  what  other  conclusion  could  be  reached  in  the  face 
of  the  soldier's  own  statements,  as  contained  in  the  medical  certificate 
furnished  him  and  elsewhere  made,  and  upon  consideration  of  the  other 
facts  in  the  case.

On  his  way  there  he  was 
severely  injured  by  a  railroad  collisnon.  and  there  does  not  seem  to  be  a 
particle  of  doubt  that  the  injuries  thus  sustained  caused  his  death. 

Upon  these  facts  this  does  not  seem  to  be  a  proper  case  for  the  granting

There  is  no  proof  that  these  causes  of  death 
were  in  Ihe  least  complicated  with  the  difficulty  for  which  the  deceased 
was  pensioned,  or  ajiy  other  trouble  which  was  the  result  of  military

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  ser\'ed  in  the  Army  from  November  5, 
1863,  to  Jiuit  15.  1865.  He  made  a  claim  for  pension  for  injurj^  to  his 
left  ankle,  caused  by  l>eing  thrown  from  a  horse  while  \n  the  service,  and 
some  time  after  his  death  a  pension  was  allowed  up<in  his  claim,  at  the 
rate  of  $4  per  month,  commencing  at  the  date  of  his  discharge  and  eudtug 
at  the  date  of  Ids  death. 

He  died  on  the  i6th  day  of  March,  1877,  of  apoplexy,  and  his  widow 
filed  a  claim  for  pension  on  her  own  behalf  in  March.  1885,  based  upon 
the  allegation  that  the  injury  for  which  her  husband  was  pensioned  was 
the  cau.se  of  his  death. 

I  can  not  ujxin  the  facts  of  this  case  arrive  at  a  conclusion  different 
from  the  Pension  Bureau,  where  it  was  determined  that  the  death  of  the

The  husband  of  this  beneficiary  was  in  the  military  service  from  De- 
cember 28, 1863,  to  April  27, 1864,  a  period  of  four  months.  He  was  dis- 
charged at  the  last-mentioned  date  for  disability,  the  surgeon  stating  in 
the  certificate  his  trouble  to  be  "chronic  hemorrhoids  and  rheumatism, 
lx)th  together  producing  lameness  of  back;  unfit  for  Invalid  Corps."  The 
captain  of  the  soldier's  com]jany  in  the  same  certificate  states: 

During  the  last  two  nioiiihs  said  soldier  has  bcLMi  unfit  for  dnly  fifty-four  days  in 
consequence  of  chronic  rheumatism,  o^-inj;  to  spinal  affections  and  sprains  receivetl 
before  entering  the  service,  and  made  worse  by  dnlling  in  double  quick. 
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He  filed  a  claim  for  jjensicn  Decenil>er  24, 1879.  more  than  fifteen  years 
after  discharge,  in  which  he  claimed  that  on  the  15th  day  of  January, 
1864.  he  receivetl  au  injury  to  his  Ixxck  by  slipping  and  falling  upon  the 
ground. 

After  a  thorongli  examination  this  claim  was  rejected  on  the  ground 
that  his  disability  existed  prior  to  enlistment. 

The  beneficiary  filed  a  claim  for  pension  Deceml^er  3,  1885,  alleg:ing 
the  death  of  the  soldier  April  26,  1885.  This  claim  was  also  rejected, 
on  the  ground  that  the  death  causes,  "nervous  prostration  and  spinal 
trouble,*'  were  not  due  to  the  service. 

Both  of  these  cases  were  appeale<l  to  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  and 
in  the  decision  of  .said  appeals  it  is  stated  that  upon  an  application  for  a 
discharge  from  the  service  the  soldier  first  set  up  an  injurv'  to  his  back 
fnmi  a  fall  while  on  drill;  that  the  regimental  surgeon  refused  to  enter- 
tain this  proposition;  that  the  next  day  the  soldier  returned,  and  u]x>ii 
the  represe]Uations  of  liiniself  and  his  cajUain  that  his  trouble  dated  back 
of  the  alleged  accident  uix>n  drill  and  was  chronic  the  certificate  for  dis- 
charge was  made  out.  and  pursuant  thereto  his  discharge  was  granted. 

I  am  of  the  opinion  that,  considering  the  cause  of  death  and  all  the 
facts  and  circumstances  surrounding  this  case,  the  certificate  of  discharge 
which  the  soldier  himself  procured  to  be  made  out  should  stand  as  stat- 
ing the  true  origin  of  his  di.sability;  and  if  the  certificate  was  set  aside 
and  all  the  facts  tending  to  support  it  were  disregarded,  the  cause  of 
death  would  still,  in  my  opinion,  appear  to  Ije  disconnected  with  military

Whereas  satisfactory  proof  has  been  given  to  me  by  the  Government 
of  the  Empire  of  Germany  that  no  tonnage  or  light-house  dues,  or  any 
equivalent  tax  or  taxes  whatever,  are  imposed  upon  American  vessels 
entering  the  ports  of  the  Empire  of  Germany,  either  by  the  Imperial 
Government  or  by  the  govenuuents  of  the  Gennan  maritime  States,  and 
that  vessels  belonging  to  the  Unite<l  States  of  America  and  their  cargoes 
are  not  required  in  German  ports  to  pay  any  fee  or  due  of  any  kind  or 
nature,  or  any  import  due  higher  or  other  than  is  payable  by  Gennan 
vessels  or  their  cargoes: 

Now.  therefore,  I.  Graver  Cleveland,  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  authority  \'ested  in  me  by  section  1 1  of  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  "An  act  to  aboli.sh  certain  fees  for  official  ser\''- 
ices  to  American  vessels,  and  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  shipping 
connnissioners,  seamen,  and  owners  of  vessels,  and  for  other  purposes," 
approved  June  19,  1886.  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  from  and 
after  the  date  of  this  my  proclamatiou  shall  be  suspended  the  cuUccii'' 
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of  the  whf»lc  of  llie  duty  <jf  6  cents  j^r  loii,  not  to  exceed  30  cents  per 
ton  per  annum  (which  is  imposed  by  said  section  of  said  act  j,  upou  ves- 
sels entered  in  the  ports  of  the  United  States  from  auy  of  the  ports  of 
the  Empire  of  Germany. 

Provided,  Thut  there  shall  be  excluded  from  the  beuefils  of  the  sus- 
pension hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  the  vessels  of  any  foreign  country 
in  whose  ports  the  fees  or  dues  of  any  kind  or  nature  imjxjsed  on  vessels 
of  the  United  States,  or  the  import  or  export  duties  on  their  cargoes,  are 
in  excess  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on  the  vessels  of  such  for- 
eign countr>'  or  their  cargoes,  or  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on 
the  vessels  of  Genuany  or  the  cargoes  of  such  vessels. 

And  the  suspension  hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  shall  continue  so 
long  as  the  reciprocal  exemption  of  vessels  belonging  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  their  cargoes  shall  be  continued  iu  the  said  ports  of 
the  Empire  of  Germany,  and  no  longer.

Whereas  satisfactory  proof  has  been  given  to  me  tlxat  uo  light-house 
and  light  dues,  lotniage  dues,  beacon  and  buoy  dues,  or  other  equivalent 
taxes  of  any  kind  are  imposed  upon  vessels  of  the  United  States  in  the 
ports  of  the  island  of  Guadeloupe,  one  of  the  French  West  India  Islands: 

Now,  therefore,  I,  Grover  Cleveland.  President  of  the  United  States 
of  America,  by  virtue  of  the  autliority  vested  iu  me  by  section  1 1  of  the 
act  of  Congress  entitled  '*An  act  to  abolish  certain  fees  for  official  sen*- 
ices  to  American  vessels,  and  to  amend  the  laws  relating  to  shipping 
commissioners,  seamen,  and  owners  of  vessels,  and  for  otlier  purposes," 
approved  June  19,  18S6,  do  hereby  declare  and  proclaim  that  from  and 
after  the  date  of  this  my  proclamation  shall  be  suspended  the  collection 
of  the  whole  of  the  tonnage  duty  w^hich  is  imposed  by  said  section  of  said 
act  upon  vessels  entered  iu  the  ports  of  the  United  States  from  any  of 
the  ports  of  the  island  of  Guadeloupe. 

Provided,  That  there  shall  be  excluded  from  the  benefits  of  the  sus- 
pension hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  the  vessels  of  any  foreign  countr>' 
in  whose  ports  the  fees  or  dues  of  auy  kiud  or  nature  imposed  on  vessels 
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or  tne  United  States,  or  the  iniptirl  or  exjwrt  duties  on  their  cargoes,  are 
in  excess  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on  the  vessels  of  such  foreign 
countrj'  or  their  cargoes,  or  of  the  fees,  dues,  or  duties  imposed  on  the 
vessels  of  the  coutitry  ii»  which  are  the  ports  mentioned  in  this  procla- 
mation or  the  cargoes  of  such  vessels. 

And  the  suspensioii  hereby  declared  and  proclaimed  shall  continue  so 
long  as  the  reciprocal  exemption  of  vessels  Ixrlonging  to  citizens  of  the 
United  States  and  their  cargoes  shall  be  continued  in  the  said  ports  of 
the  island  of  Guadeloupe,  and  no  longer.

That  this  revocation  shall  not  !_>«  construed  as  an  exclusion  from  the 
classified  civil  ser\'ice  of  any  now  classified  customs  district  or  classified 
post-office.

GENKRAl,  RCLE  I. 

Any  officer  in  the  executive  civil  service  who  shall  use  his  official  uutluirity  or 
influence  for  tlic  purpose  of  iiUcrfering  with  an  election  or  controllinj;  tlie  rosiilt 
thereof;  or  wlio  shall  diMuiss,  or  cause  to  be  disniissed,  nr  use  influence  f>f  any  kind  to

2.  The  classified  customs  service. 

3.  The  cla^itied  postal  ser\'ice.

!.  No  person  shall  be  appointed  or  employed  to  enter  the  civil  service,  classified  in 
accordance  with  section  163  of  the  Revised  Statutes  and  under  the  "Act  to  rej^uhtte 
and  improve  the  civil  service  of  Oie  United  Stales,"  approved  Januarv"  16, 1SS3,  until 
he  shall  have  ]>asse<]  an  examination  or  shall  have  been  shown  to  be  specially  ex- 
empted therefrom  by  said  act  or  by  an  exception  to  this  nile  set  forth  in  connection 
with  the  rules  regulating  admission  to  the  branch  of  tlie  service  he  seeks  to  enter. 

2.  No  noncompetitive  examination  .shall  be  held  except  under  the  following  condi- 
tions: 

{a )  The  faiUire  of  competent  persons  to  be,  after  due  notice,  competitively  exam- 
ined,  thus  making  it  impracticable  to  supply  to  the  appointing  officer  in  due  time 
Uie  names  of  iH.TM>ns  who  have  jjassed  a  competitive  examination. 

ib)  That  a  person  ha.s  been  during  one  year  or  longer  in  a  place  excepted  from 
exHuiiiialion,  and  the  appointing  or  nominating  officer  desires  the  appointment  of 
such  person  to  a  jil.ice  not  excepte<l. 

(c)  That  a  i)ersou  has  served  two  years  continuously  since  July  16, 1883,  in  a  place 
in  the  dejiartmental  ser\ice  Ixrlow  or  outside  the  classified  service,  and  the  appoint- 
ing officer  desires,  with  the  apjjroval  of  llie  Tresident,  upon  the  recommendation  of 
the  Commission,  to  promote  such  jicrson  into  Uie  classified  service  Ijecause  of  his 
fEiithfiilness  and  efficiency  in  the  jx>sition  occupicfl  by  him,  and  because  of  his  quali- 
fications for  the  place  to  which  the  appointing  officer  desires  his  promotion. 

((/)  That  an  appointing  or  nominating  officer  desires  the  examinatiun  of  a  person 
to  test  his  fitness  for  a  classified  place  which  might  be  filled  under  exceptions  to 
examination  declared  in  connection  with  the  ndes  regulating  admi.ssion  to  the  classi- 
fied serNHce. 

((•)  Tliat  the  Commission,  with  the  approval  of  the  President,  has  decided  Uiat  such 
an  examination  should  Ik:  held  to  test  fitness  for  .iny  particular  place  requiring  tech- 
nical, professional,  or  scientific  knowledge,  special  skill,  or  peculiar  ability,  to  test 
fitness  for  which  place  a  competitive  examination  can  not,  in  the  opinion  of  the  Com- 
mission, be  proi>erly  jirovide<l. 

{/)  That  a  [>ersou  who  has  been  appointed  from  the  copyist  register  wishes  to  take 
the  clerk  examination  for  promotion  to  a  place  tlie  salary  of  which  is  not  less  than 
$\  ,(xx>  per  annum. 

(^f)  To  test  tlie  fitness  of  a  person  for  a  place  to  which  his  transfer  has  bee* 
requested. 

( h  \  \Vlien  the  exigencies  of  the  service  require  such  examination  for  prom 
provi»led  by  clause  6  of  this  rule. 

3.  All  applications  for  examination  must  be  made  in  form  and  manner  pr* 
by  the  Commission. 

4.  No  person  serving  in  the  Anny  or  Navy  shall  be  cxajnineil  for  ar* 
the  classified  service  until  the  written  consent  of  the  head  of  the  D 
which  he  is  enlisted  shall  have  been  connnunirnled  to  the  Conm' 

No  person  who  is  au  upplicaut  for  examination  or  who  is  au  ell 
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of  the  classified  service  shall  at  the  same  time  be  an  applicant  for  examination  in  any 
other  branch  of  said  service. 

5.  The  Commission  may  refuse  to  examine  an  applicant  who  would  be  physically 
unable  to  perform  the  duties  of  the  place  to  which  he  desires  appointment.  The 
reason  for  any  such  action  must  be  entered  on  the  minutes  of  the  Commission. 

6.  For  the  purpose  of  establishing  in  the  classified  civil  service  the  principle  of 
compulsory  competitive  examination  for  promotion,  there  shall  be,  so  far  as  practi- 
cable and  useful,  compulsory  competitive  examinations  of  a- suitable  character  to 
test  fitness  for  promotion;  but  persons  in  the  classified  service  who  were  honorably 
discharged  from  the  military  or  naval  service  of  the  United  States,  and  the  widows 
and  orphans  of  deceased  soldiers  and  sailors,  shall  be  exempt  from  such  examinations. 

The  Commission  may  make  regulations,  applying  them  to  any  part  of  the  classi- 
fied service,  under  which  regulations  all  examinations  for  promotion  therein  shall 
be  conducted  and  all  promotions  be  made;  but  until  regulations  in  accordance  here- 
with have  been  applied  to  any  part  of  the  classified  service  promotions  therein  shall 
be  made  in  the  manner  provided  by  the  rules  applicable  thereto.  And  in  any  part  of 
the  classified  service  in  which  promotions  are  made  under  examination  as  herein  pro- 
vided the  Commission  may  in  special  cases,  if  the  exigencies  of  the  service  require 
such  action,  provide  noncompetitive  examinations  for  promotion. 

Persons  who  were  in  the  classified  civil  service  on  July  16, 1883,  and  persons  who 
have  been  since  that  date  or  may  be  hereafter  put  into  that  service  by  the  inclusion 
of  subordinate  places,  clerks,  and  officers,  under  the  provisions  of  section  6  of  the 
act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  United  States,  approved  January 
16, 1883,  shall  be  entitled  to  all  rights  of  promotion  possessed  by  persons  of  the  same 
class  or  grade  appointed  after  examination  under  the  act  referred  to  above. 

7.  No  question  in  any  examination  shall  be  so  framed  as  to  elicit  information 
concerning  the  political  or  religious  opinions  or  affiliations  of  competitors,  and  no 
discrimination  in  examination,  certification,  or  appointment  shall  be  made  by  the 
Commission,  the  examiners,  or  the  appointing  or  nominating  officer  in  favor  of  or 
against  any  applicant,  competitor,  or  eligible  because  of  his  political  or  religious 
opinions  or  affiliations.  The  Commission,  tlie  examiners,  and  the  appointing  or  nomi- 
nating officer  shall  discountenance  all  disclosures  of  such  opinions  or  affiliations  by 
or  concerning  any  applicant,  competitor,  or  eligible;  and  any  appointing  or  nomi- 
nating officer  who  shall  make  inquiries  concerning  or  in  any  other  way  attempt  to 
ascertain  the  political  or  religious  opinions  or  affiliations  of  any  eligible,  or  who  shall 
discriminate  in  favor  of  or  against  any  eligible  because  of  the  eligible's  political  or 
religious  opinions  or  affiliations,  shall  be  dismissed  from  office. 

8.  Every  applicant  must  state  under  oath — 
(a)  His  full  name. 

{b)  That  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 

[c)  Year  and  place  of  his  birth. 

{d)  The  State,  Territory,  or  District  of  which  he  is  a  bona  fide  resident,  and  the 
length  of  time  he  has  been  a  resident  thereof. 

{^)  His  post-office  address. 

{f)  His  business  or  employment  during  the  three  years  immediately  preceding 
the  date  of  his  application,  and  where  he  has  resided  each  of  those  years. 

{^)  Condition  of  his  health,  and  his  physical  capacity  for  the  public  service. 

{h)  His  previous  employment  in  the  public  service. 

(/)  Any  right  of  preference  in  civil  appointments  he  may  claim  under  section 
1754  of  the  Revised  Statutes. 

{7)  The  kind  of  school  in  which  he  received  his  education. 

(A)  That  he  does  not  habitually  use  intoxicating  beverages  to  excess. 

(/)  That  he  has  not  within  the  one  year  next  preceding  the  date  of  his  applica- 
tion been  diamiated  £rotn  the  public  service  for  delinquency  or  misconduct. 
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(m)  Such  other  facts  fts  tlie  Coiiiniissiou  may  require. 

9.  ivvcry  applicant  for  examination  for  the  classified  departmental  service  must

X  If  nn  appointing  or  nominating  officer  to  whom  certification  has  Ijecn  made 
shall  object  in  writing  to  any  eligible  named  in  the  certificate,  stating  that  because 
of  physical  incapacity  or  for  otller  good  cause  particularly  specified  such  eligible  is 
not  capable  of  properly  performing  the  duties  of  tlie  vacant  place,  the  Commistdon 
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may.  upon  itiN-estigalion  and  aseertninment  of  the  fact  that  the  objection  mad 
j{uod  and  wtrU  founded,  direct  the  certification  of  another  eligible  in  place  of  the 
to  whom  objection  bos  been  made.

— These  lx)ardB  shall  t>e  orj»anixefl  al  one  or  more  places  in  each 
State  and  Territory  where  examinations  for  the  classifie*!  departmental  service  are 
to  be  held,  and  shall  conduct  &uch  examinations;  and  each  shall  be  composed  of 
pKrrsons  in  the  public  service  residing  in  the  State  or  Territory  in  which  the  board 
is  to  act. 

Customs  and  postal  boards, — These  boards  shall  conduct  such  examinations  for  the 
classiliefl  departmental  service  ns  the  Commission  shall  tllrccL 

DEP.\RTMENTAL  VlVXZ  VI. 

1.  The  [lapers  of  the  copjn.st  and  of  the  clerk  exnminatioiis  shall  be  mnrkc<l  by 
the  central  board;  the  papers  of  special  and  supplemetitary  examinations  sliall  l>e 
marked  as  directed  by  the  Commission.

3.  The  names  of  all  preference-claiming  competitors  whose  general  average  is  not 
than  65  [jcr  cent,  logelber  with  the  names  of  all  other  competitors  whose  general 
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averajife  is  not  less  than  70  per  cent,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  register  of  persons 
eli^blc  to  the  class  or  place  to  test  fitness  for  which  the  esami  nation  was  held. 

4.  To  facilitate  the  nmiiitcnance  of  the  apportionment  of  appointments  among  the 
several  States  and  Territories  and  the  District  of  Columbia,  required  by  section  2 
of  the  act  to  regulate  and  improve  the  civil  service  of  the  TniteU  States,  approve<l 
January  16,  JHS3,  there  shall  lie  lists  of  eligibles  for  each  State  and  Territory  and  for 
the  District  of  CoUmtbia,  tipou  which  shall  !«■  entere<l  the  names  of  the  competi- 
tors from  that  State  or  Territory  or  the  District  of  Columbia  who  have  passed  the 
copyist  and  ihe  clerk  examinations,  the  names  of  tliose  who  have  passed  the  copyist 
examination  and  of  those  who  have  passed  the  clerk  examination  iKing  listed  sep- 
arately; the  names  of  male  and  of  female  eligibles  in  ^^lch  examinations  lK;ing  also 
listed  separately. 

5.  But  the  names  of  all  competitors  who  have  passeil  a  s«pplementar>'  or  a  special 
examination  sliall  !k'  entered,  without  regard  to  Stale  residence,  tipon  the  register  of 
perscms  eligible  to  the  class  or  place  to  test  fitness  for  which  supplementary  or  special 
examination  was  held. 

6.  The  grade  of  each  competitor  shall  !)e  expressed  by  the  whole  number  nearest 
the  general  average  attained  by  hiui,  and  the  grade  of  each  eligible  shall  be  noted 
ii]>on  the  register  of  cligibles  in  cotmeclion  with  his  name.

(  ^)  The  name  of  ever\'  other  comjK-tilor  who  has  attained  a  general  avera^^c  of  not 
less  than  70  i>er  cent;  and  all  such  applicants  are  hereby  declared  eligible  to  Uie 
class  or  place  to  lest  fitness  for  which  the  examination  was  held. 

4.  The  mimes  of  all  preference-claiming  competitors  whose  general  averag.*  is  not 
less  than  65  i>er  cent,  togellier  with  the  nauies  of  ull  other  competitors  whose  gen- 
eral average  is  not  less  tlian  70  per  cent,  shall  l»e  enteretl  ujion  the  register  of  per- 
sons eligible  to  the  class  or  place  to  test  fitness  for  which  the  eJiamination  was  held.

register  there  arc  the  names  of  eligibles  who,  nnder  section  1754  of  the  Revisetl  Stat- 
utes, have  claim  of  preference  in  civil  appointments,  the  names  of  such  eligibles  shall 
be  certificil  l>efore  the  names  of  other  eligibles  higher  in  grade.  The  Commission 
iilwiU  make  regulations  that  will  secure  to  each  of  such  preference-claiming  eligibles. 
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in  the  order  of  his  grade  amonjf  other  preference  claimants,  an  opportunity  to  Iiave 
his  claim  of  preference  considered  and  dcterniinctl  by  the  appointing  otTicer. 

{f)  liach  name  on  a  register  of  elij^bles  may  Ije  certified  only  three  times:  Pro- 
tfii/ft/,  That  when  a  name  has  l>cen  three  times  certified,  if  there  arc  not  three  names 
on  llie  re^ster  of  hij^her  j^ade,  it  may,  upon  llie  written  request  of  a  nominatinR 
officer  to  whom  it  lias  not  t>cen  certified,  be  included  in  any  certification  made  to 
said  officer.

Kacli  jierson  thus  designated  for  appointment  shall  Ik:  noti- 
fied, and  upon  reporting  in  person  to  the  proper  ofticer  shall  Ijc  appointed  for  a  pro- 
Ijational  period  of  six  months,  at  the  en^l  of  which  period,  if  his  conduct  and  capacity 
be  satisfactory  to  llic  nominating  officer,  he  shall  receive  absolute  appointment;  but 
if  his  conduct  and  capacity  \>c  not  satisfactory  to  said  officer,  he  shall  be  notified 
that  he  will  not  receive  absolute  appointment,  and  this  notification  shall  discharge 
him  from  the  ser\'ice. 

3,  Every  nominating  officer  in  the  classifie«i  customs  service  shall  require  the  officer 
nriilt-r  whr>m  a  probationer  may  be  serving  to  Ciirefully  ubserve  and  repc^rt  in  writing 
the  services  rendered  by  and  the  character  and  qualifications  of  such  probationer. 
These  reports  shall  \k  prescr>efl  on  file,  and  the  Commission  may  prescribe  the  form 
and  manner  in  which  Lliey  shall  be  made. 

4.  All  other  vacuncies,  unless  among  the  places  excepted  from  examinatiuu,  shall 
lie  filled  by  transfer  or  promotion.

2.  Other  promotions  may  be  made,  in  the  discretion  of  the  promoting  officer,  upon 
any  test  of  fitness  determined  upon  by  him.

to  fill  vacancies  in  said  post-office  and  these  rules  shall  be  in  force  therein.  Every 
rcvision  of  the  classification  of  nny  post -office  nntler  section  6  of  the  act  above  men- 
tioned, and  every  inclusion  of  a  post-office  williin  the  classified  postal  service,  siluUl 
be  reported  to  the  I'residenU 

POSTAL    Rl'LE    11.

4'\ft'ssfu^er  examinaiioN.  This  examination  shall  not  include  more  tlian  the  fol- 
lowing sul>jccts:

clerk  if  under  i6  or  over  45  years  of  age;  and  no  person  shall  l)c  examine<l  for  the 
posilion<»f  carrier  if  under  21  or  over  .10  years  of  age.  No  person  shall  l>e  examined  for 
any  other  position  in  the  classified  postal  service  if  under  iS  or  over  45  years  of  age,

if)  CustoiUans  *tf  money,  stamps,  stamped  envelopes,  or  postal  cards,  designated 
as  such  by  the  Posl-Oflicx*  IX-'imrtment  and  so  rept>rte<l  to  the  Commission,  for  whose 
fidelity  the  postmaster  is  under  official  bond. 

6.  No  person  appointed  to  a  place  under  any  exception  to  examination  hereby

Ill  the  exercise  of  authority  vested  in  the  President  by  the  seventeen 
hundred  and  fifty-third  section  nf  the  Revised  Statutes  to  prescril>e  such 
regulations  for  the  admission  of  [xTstJUs  into  the  civil  service  of  the  tfuiled 
States  as  may  best  promote  the  efficiency  thereof  and  ascertain  the  fit- 
ness of  each  applicant  in  respect  to  age.  health,  character,  knowledge,  and 
ability  for  llie  bnincli  of  the  service  into  which  he  seeks  to  enter,  I  hereby* 
direct  that  the  officers,  clerks,  and  other  employees  of  the  thiiled  Stales 
Civil  Service  Commission,  now  authorized  nr  that  may  hereafter  Ix*  au- 
thorized by  law,  shall  be  arranged  in  the  following  classes,  viz: 

Class  A.  including  all  persons  recei\'ing  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
less  than  ^1,000  \^r  aimum. 

Class  B,  including  all  persons  receiving  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
$1,000  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,200  per  ainnim. 

Class  I,  including  all  persons  receiving  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
$1,200  or  more,  btit  less  than  $1,400  per  annum. 

Class  2.  including  all  persons  receiving  c(«nj)ensali(m  at  the  rate  of 
$1,400  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,600  per  annum. 

Class  3.  including  all  persons  recei\'ing  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
$1,600  or  more,  but  less  than  $1,800  per  annum. 

Class  4,  including  all  ]H;rsons  receiving  c(imi)ensation  at  the  rale  of 
$1,800  or  more,  but  less  than  $2,000  per  annum. 

Class  5,  including  all  persons  receiving  compensation  at  the  rate  of 
$2,000  or  more  per  annum. 

No  person  who  is  apptjintcd  to  an  office  by  the  President  by  and  with 
the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate,  or  by  the  President  alone,  and  no 
person  who  is  to  be  employed  merely  as  a  lal>orer  or  workman  or  as  a 
watchman,  shall  be  considered  as  within  this  classification. 

And  it  is  ordcnd.  That  the  United  S'atts  Civil  Service  Comtuission 
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thus  classified,  as  provided  by  clause  2  of  Departmental  Rule  I  of  the 
civnl-serx'ice  rules  approved  February  2,  188S,  and  in  force  on  and  after 
the  date  hereof,  sliall  lie  considered  a  part  of  the  classifietl  deiwirtmental 
service,  and  the  rules  applicable  thereto  shall  be  in  force  tlierein.

Gknti.kmkn*:  T  desire  tf>  make  a  suggestion  regarding  sulxlivfsion  (f), 
General  Rule  IILof  the  amended  civil-service  rules  promulgated  Febru- 
ao'  2,  i8y8.  It  provides  for  the  promotion  of  an  employee  in  a  Depart- 
ment who  is  below  or  outside  of  the  classifietl  service  to  a  place  within 
said  classified  service  in  llie  same  Department  upon  the  request  of  the 
apjjointitig  officer,  upon  the  recommendation  of  the  Commission  and  tlic 
approval  of  the  President,  after  a  nonctnnpetitive  examination,  in  case 
such  person  has  served  continuously  for  two  years  in  the  place  from  which 
it  is  proposed  to  promote  him.  and  "because  i»f  his  faithfulness  and  effi- 
ciency in  the  posilirni  occupied  by  him,"  and  "  i)ecause  of  his  (jualifica- 
tions  for  the  place  to  which  the  apiKvinting  officer  desires  his  promotion. ' ' 

It  has  occurred  to  me  that  this  provision  must  be  executed  with  cau- 
tion to  avoid  the  application  of  it  to  cases  not  intended  and  the  undue 
relaxation  of  the  general  puqK>ses  and  restrictions  of  the  civil-service  law. 

Noncompetitive  exaniiiuitions  are  the  exceptions  to  the  plan  of  the  act, 
and  the  rules  i)ermitling  the  same  should  be  strictly  construed.  The 
cases  arising  under  the  exception  above  recited  should  be  very  few,  and 
when  presentetl  they  should  precisely  meet  all  the  requirements  speci- 
fied, and  should  be  supported  by  facts  which  will  develop  the  basis  and 
reason  of  the  application  of  the  appointing  officer  and  which  will  commend 
them  to  the  judgment  of  the  Conunission  and  the  President.  The  sole 
purjXMie  of  the  provision  is  to  benefit  the  public  service,  and  it  should 
never  be  permitted  to  ojxirate  as  an  evasicm  of  the  nuiin  feature  of  the 
law,  which  is  competitive  examinaiictus. 

As  these  cases  will  first  l)e  presented  to  the  Commission  for  reconunen- 
dation,  I  have  to  request  that  you  will  formulate  a  plan  by  which  their 
merits  can  be  tested.  This  will  naturally  involve  a  statement  of  all  the 
facts  deemed  necessary  for  the  deiermination  of  such  applications,  in- 
cluding the  kind  of  work  which  has  been  done  by  the  person  proposed  for 
promotion  and  the  considerations  upon  which  the  allegations  of  the  faith- 
fulness, efficiency,  and  qualifications  mentioned  in  the  rule  are  predicated. 

What  has  already  been  written  naturally  suggests  another  very  impor- 
tant subject,  tn  wliich  I  will  invite  your  attention. 

The  desirability*  f>f  the  rule  which  I  have  commented  u]>on  would  be 
nearly,  if  not  entirely,  removed,  and  other  difficulties  which  now  eml^r- 
rass  the  execution  of  the  civil-ser\-ice  law  would  be  obviated,  if  there 
was  a  better  and  uniform  classification  of  the  eiuplo>ees  in  the  different 
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Departments.  The  importance  of  this  is  entirely  ob\-ious.  The  present 
imperfect  classifications,  hastily  nuule,  apparently  with  but  little  care  for 
uniformity,  and  pronuilgated  after  the  last  Presidential  election  and  prior 
to  the  installation  of  the  present  Administration,  should  not  have  been 
permitted  to  continue  to  this  time. 

It  appears  that  in  the  War  Department  the  employees  were  divided 
nn  the  19th  day  of  Novemlxrr.  18S4.  into  eight  classes  and  subclasses. 
embracing  those  earning  amiual  salaries  from  ^i>oo  to  $2,000. 

The  Navy  Department  was  classified  November  22,  1884.  and  its  em- 
ployees were  divided  into  seven  classes  and  sul>classes,  embracing  those 
who  received  annual  salaries  from  S720  to  $i.Soo. 

In  the  Interirir  Department  the  classification  was  made  on  the  6th  day 
of  December,  1884.  It  consists  of  eight  classes  and  subclasses,  and  etu- 
braces  employees  receiving  annual  salaries  from  $720  to  $2,000. 

On  the  2d  day  of  January,  1X85,  a  classification  of  the  employees  in  the 
Treasury  Department  was  made,  consisting  of  six  classes  and  subclasses, 
including  those  earning  annual  salaries  from  $900  to  $1,800. 

In  the  Post -Office  Department  the  employees  were  classified  on  Febru- 
ary 6,  1885,  into  nine  classes  and  subclasses,  embracing  persons  caniiug 
annual  salaries  from  $720  to  $2,000. 

On  the  I2lh  of  December,  1S84,  the  Bureau  of  Agrictdture  was  classi- 
fied in  a  manner  difTcrciit  from  all  the  other  Departments,  and  presenting 
features  j>eculiar  to  itself. 

It  seems  thai  the  only  classification  in  the  Department  of  State  and  the 
Department  of  Justice  is  that  prrjvided  for  by  secticm  163  of  the  Re\*ised 
Statutes,  which  directs  that  the  employees  in  th;^  several  Dejmrtments 
shall  Ik'  divided  into  four  classes.  It  appears  that  no  more  definite  clas- 
sification lias  been  made  in  these  Departments. 

I  wish  the  Commission  would  revise  these  classifications  and  submit  to 
me  a  plan  which  will  as  far  as  possible  make  them  unifonu,  an<l  which 
will  especially  remedy  the  present  condition  which  penuits  persons  to 
enter  a  grade  in  the  ser^Hce  in  the  one  Departmeut  without  any  exami- 
nation which  in  another  Department  can  oidy  be  entered  after  passing 
such  examination.  This.  I  think.  shL»uld  Ije  done  by  extending  the  limits 
of  the  classified  service  rather  than  by  contracting  them.

"Navy  Depflrtment,  August  23.  Harmony,  Acting  Secretary  of  the  Navy,  refers, 
with  a  request  that  the  examination  asked  for  therein  be  held  at  Llie  earliest  poastble 
montent,  a  cfmununication  of  the  same  date  of  G.  S.  I>ycr,  Hculenant.  I'nited  States 
Navy,  in  charge  of  the  Hydn^graphic  Office.  Navy  IX*partmcnt.  requesting  that  Fran- 
cis A.  Lewis,  at  New  York  City.  antJ  Joseph  T.  McMillan,  l»I  Sau  Francisco,  may  he 
non competitively  examine*!  for  tlic  ])ositions  of  assistants  at  the  brancli  hydrographic 
offices  at  those  places,  re^jpectivcly,  under  Oeneral  Rule  III,  paragraph  2  ( ^),  stating 
that  the  positions  of  assislnnLs  at  those  offices  require  men  s|iecifllly  fiUed  by  a  tech- 
nical nautical  education,  and  therefore  sndi  as  is  only  obtained  in  the  Navy,  and 
that  the  young  men  referred  to  are  recent  graduates  of  the  Naval  Academy  and  have 
been  honorably  discharge*!  from  the  service. 

"The  positions  named  in  tliis  enmmunicalion,  and  similar  positions  at  other  hrwnch 
liyrlrogr:iphic  onices,  being  rvRarded  as  in  the  classificil  departmentrtl  service  in  t!ic 
T>epanmcut  uf  the  Navy,  aud  subject  to  examination,  and  in  \*iew  uf  the  qualifications 
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required  in  such  positions  and  of  the  fact  that  the  service  is  to  hn  rendered  at  points 
remote  from  the  city  of  Washington,  it  is  deemed  impracticable  to  fill  these  places 
by  competitive  examination.  It  is  tliercfore  ordered  tliat  they  be  included  auioug 
the  places  to  ho  filled  hy  noncompetitive  examination  i:ndcr  ihe  pro\-ision  of  General 
Rule  III.  clause  2  (e),  and  that  the  President  l)e  aske<i  to  approve  this  order." 

The  Commission  respectfully  requests  that  you  indorse  this  comnmnication  with 
your  approval  of  the  action  above  quoted  and  return  it  as  the  auLliority  of  the  Com- 
mission for  including  the  places  mentioned  among  the  uoncompetitive  examiuation 
places  imder  Geneml  Rule  III,  clause  2  (^).

Sir:  The  order  heretofore  approved  by  you  aiithorixinf;  noncompetitive  rxauiinft- 
tions  under  General  Rule  111,  section  2,  clause  (i*),to  test  Htness  for  certain  dcsig> 
natcfl  plates  in  the  rlaiwiricd  departmental  service,  included  among  such  places  the 
following: 

In  the  office  of  the  Treasurer  of  the  United  States,  seventeen  clerks  employed  aft 
expert  money  lellera. 

The  attempts  tlius  far  made  to  make  appointments  to  these  places  luider  this  order 
have  fully  satisfied  the  Commission  and  the  Treasury  Department  of  the  impractica- 
bility  of  this  method  of  procedure,  not  because  of  any  difficulty  of  applying  suitable 
tests  to  determine  the  cxjwrtness  retjuircd,  but  because  there  are  really  no  experts 
to  be  tested.  Tlie  duties  of  these  positions  can  nut  l»e  learned  elsewhere  than  in  the 
positions  tlieniselves,  and  therefore  the  only  experts  are  those  now  occup\'ing  Iheni 
and  the  very  few  who  ha\'e  left  llietn  fur  one  cause  or  another,  but  who  are  not  seek- 
ing to  return.  Therefore,  since  experts  arc  not  available,  and  persons  will  have  to 
he  appointed  who  must  learn  the  duties  of  the  positions  in  the  actual  performance 
of  those  duties,  there  woulrl  seem  to  be  no  good  reason  why  such  persons  should  mut 
be  selected  from  the  eligible  registers  of  tliis  Commission,  which  are  at  all  times 
abundantly  siupplieti  with  the  names  of  persons  who  are  Ixjth  competent  and  worthy. 
And  besides,  so  long  as  these  tempting  places  are  in  the  noncompetitive  list,  Ihc 
Department  will  be  subjected  to  solicitation  and  pressure  concerning  them  which  it 
would  rather  avoid. 

In  view  of  these  considerations  it  is  respectfully  recommended  that  yon  approve 
the  revocation  of  so  much  of  the  order  above  referred  to  as  provides  for  Uje  appoint* 
mcnt  upon  noncompetitive  examination  of  seventeen  clerks  in  the  office  of  the  Ti 
urer  of  the  United  States  employed  as  expert  money  tellers.

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FOURTH  ANNUAL  MESSAGE. 


Washington,  December  j,  rSSS, 
To  Ihe  Congress  of  the  United  States: 
As  you  assemble  for  the  discharge  of  the  duties  you  have  assumed  as 

the  representatives  of  a  free  and  generous  people,  your  meeting  is  marked 
by  an  interesting  and  impressive  incident.  With  the  expiration  of  ihe 
present  session  of  the  Congress  the  first  century  of  our  constitutional 
existence  as  a  nation  will  lie  completed. 

Our  survival  for  one  hundred  years  is  not  suflBcient  to  assure  us  that 
we  no  longer  have  dangers  to  fear  in  the  maintenance,  with  all  its  prom- 
ised blessings,  of  a  govenimcnt  founded  uixni  the  freedom  of  the  people. 
The  lime  rather  admonishes  us  to  soberly  inquire  whether  in  the  past  we 
have  always  closely  kept  in  the  course  of  safety,  and  whether  we  have 
before  us  a  way  plain  and  clear  wliicli  leads  to  happiness  and  perj-ietuity. 

When  the  experiment  of  our  Government  was  undertaken,  the  chart 
adopted  for  our  guidance  was  the  Constitution.  Departure  from  the 
lines  there  laid  down  is  failure.  It  is  only  by  a  strict  adhercuce  to  the 
dircctiou  they  indicate  aud  by  restraint  within  the  limitations  they  fix 
that  we  can  funiish  proof  to  the  world  of  the  fitness  of  the  American 
people  for  self-government. 

The  equal  and  exact  justice  of  which  we  boast  as  the  underlying  prin- 
ciple of  our  iiistitutions  should  not  be  confined  to  the  relations  of  our 
citizens  to  each  other.  The  Government  itself  is  under  bond  to  the 
American  people  that  in  the  exercise  of  its  functions  and  powers  it  will 
deal  with  the  body  of  our  citizens  in  a  manner  scrupulously  honest  and 
fair  ami  absolutely  just.  It  has  agreed  that  American  citizenship  shall 
be  the  only  credential  necessary  to  justify  the  claim  of  equality  Ix^fore 
the  law,  and  lliat  no  condition  in  life  slmll  give  rise  to  discrimination 
in  the  treatuieiU  of  the  people  by  their  Goveniment. 

The  citizen  of  our  Republic  in  its  early  days  rigidly  insisted  upon  full 
compliance  with  the  letter  of  this  Ixjnd,  and  saw  stretching  out  before 
him  a  clear  field  for  individual  endeavor.  His  tribute  to  the  support 
of  his  Government  was  measured  by  the  cost  of  its  economical  mainte- 
nance, and  he  was  secure  in  the  enjoyment  of  the  remaining  reconipense 
of  his  steady  and  contented  toil.  In  those  days  the  frugality  of  the  peo- 
ple was  stamped  upon  their  Goveniment,  and  was  enforced  l>y  the  free, 
thoughtful,  and  intelligent  suffrage  of  the  citizen.  Combinations,  mo- 
nopi>lies,  and  aggregations  of  capital  were  either  avoided  or  sternly  reg- 
ulated and  restrained.  The  pomp  aud  glitter  of  govemmeuts  less  free 
offered  no  temptation  and  presented  no  delusion  to  the  plain  people  who, 
side  by  side,  in  friendly  ctjmpetilion.  wrought  for  the  ennoblement  and 
dignity  of  man,  for  the  solution  of  the  problem  of  free  government,  and 
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for  the  achievement  of  the  grand  destiny  awaiting  the  land  which  God 
had  given  them. 

A  century  has  passed.  Our  cities  are  the  abiding  places  of  wealth 
and  luxury*;  our  manufactories  yield  fortunes  never  dreamed  of  by  the 
fathers  of  the  Republic;  our  business  men  are  madly  striving  in  the  race 
for  riche?i,  and  immense  aggregations  of  capital  outrun  the  imagination 
in,  the  magnitude  of  their  undertakings. 

We  \dew  with  pride  and  satisfaction  this  bright  picture  of  our  coun- 
try's growth  and  prosperity,  while  only  a  closer  scrutiny  develops  a 
somber  shading.  Upon  more  careful  inspection  we  find  the  wealth  and 
luxury  of  our  cities  mingled  with  poverty  and  wretchedness  and  unre- 
niunerative  toil.  A  crowded  and  constantly  increasing  urban  population 
suggests  the  ini|)overishment  of  rural  sections  and  discontent  with  agri- 
cultural pursuits.  The  farmer's  son,  not  satisfied  with  his  father's  sim- 
ple and  laborious  life,  joins  the  eager  chase  for  easily  acquired  wealth. 

We  discover  that  the  fortunes  realized  by  our  manufacturers  are  no 
longer  solely  the  reward  of  sturdy  industry  and  enlightened  foresight, 
but  that  they  result  from  the  discriminating  favor  of  the  Government 
and  are  largely  built  upon  undue  exactions  from  the  masses  of  our  jjeople. 
The  gulf  between  employers  and  the  employed  is  constantly  widening, 
and  classes  are  rapidly  forming,  one  comprising  the  very  rich  and  pow- 
erful, while  in  another  are  found  the  toiling  poor. 

As  we  view  the  iicliievements  of  aggregated  capital,  we  discover  the 
existence  of  trusts,  combinations,  and  monopolies,  while  the  citizen  is 
struggling  far  in  the  rear  or  is  trampled  to  death  beneath  an  iron  heel. 
Corporations,  which  should  be  the  carefully  restrained  creatures  of  tlie 
law  and  the  sen  ants  of  the  people,  are  fast  becoming  the  people's  masters. 

vStill  congratulating  ourselves  ujxju  the  wealth  and  prosperity  of  our 
country  and  complacently  contemplating  every  incident  of  change  insep- 
arable from  these  conditions,  it  is  our  duty  as  patriotic  citizens  to  inquire 
at  the  present  stage  of  our  progress  liow  the  lx)nd  of  the  Government 
made  with  the  people  has  been  kept  and  performed. 

Instead  of  limiting  the  tribute  drawn  from  our  citizens  to  the  necessi- 
ties of  its  economical  administration,  the  Government  persists  in  exacting 
from  the  substance  of  the  people  millions  wliich,  unapplied  and  aseless. 
lie  dormant  in  its  Treasury.  This  flagrant  injustice  and  this  breach  of 
faith  and  obligation  add  to  extortion  the  danger  attending  the  diversion 
of  the  currency  of  the  country  from  the  legitimate  chaimels  of  business. 

Under  the  same  laws  by  which  tliese  results  are  produced  the  Govern- 
ment j>ermits  many  millions  more  to  be  added  to  the  cost  of  the  li\nng  of 
our  people  and  to  be  taken  from  our  consumers,  which  unreasonably  swell 
the  profits  of  a  small  but  powerful  minority. 

The  people  must  still  be  taxed  for  the  support  of  the  Government 
tmder  the  operation  of  tariff  laws.  But  to  the  extent  that  the  mass  of 
our  citizens  are  inordinately  burdened  beyond  any  useful  pubhc  purpose 
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and  for  the  benefit  of  a  favored  few,  the  Government,  under  pretext  of 
an  exercise  of  its  taxing  power,  enters  gratuitously  into  i>artnership  with 
thejie  favorites,  to  their  advantage  and  to  the  injury  of  a  vast  majority  of 
otir  people. 

This  is  not  equality  before  the  law. 

The  existinj(  situation  is  injurious  to  the  health  of  our  entire  body 
politic.  It  stifles  in  those  for  whose  lx:nefit  it  is  perniilted  aU  patriotic 
love  of  country,  and  substitutes  in  its  place  sel5sh  greed  and  prasping 
avarice.  Devotion  to  American  citizenship  for  its  own  sake  and  for  what 
it  should  accomplish  as  a  motive  to  our  nation's  advancement  and  the 
happiness  of  all  our  people  is  displaced  by  the  assumption  that  the  Gov- 
eriunenl,  instead  of  being  the  emlxxliuienl  of  etiualily,  is  but  an  instru- 
mentality through  which  especial  and  indi\idual  advantages  are  to  l)e 
gained. 

The  arrogance  of  this  assumption  is  unconcealed.  It  appears  in  the 
sordid  disregard  of  all  but  personal  interests,  in  the  refusal  to  abate  for 
the  benefit  of  others  one  iota  of  selfish  advantage,  and  in  cond)inations 
to  perpetuate  such  advantages  through  efforts  to  control  legislation  and 
improix^rly  influence  the  suffrages  of  the  ]>eople. 

The  grievances  of  those  not  included  within  the  circle  of  these  bene- 
ficiaries, when  fully  realized,  will  surely  arouse  irritation  and  discontent. 
Our  farmers,  long  sufifering  and  patient,  struggling  in  the  race  of  life 
with  the  hardest  and  most  unremitting  toil,  will  not  fail  to  see,  in  spite 
of  misrepresentations  and  misleading  fallacies,  that  they  are  obliged  to 
accept  such  prices  for  their  products  as  are  fixed  in  foreign  markets 
where  they  compete  with  the  farmers  of  the  world;  that  their  lands  are 
declining  ui  value  while  their  debts  increase,  and  that  without  compen- 
sating favor  they  are  forced  by  the  action  of  the  Government  to  pay  for 
the  l>euefit  of  others  such  enhanced  prices  for  the  things  they  need  that 
the  scanty  returns  of  their  labor  fail  to  furnish  their  support  or  leave  no 
margin  for  accumulation. 

Our  workingmen,  etifranchised  from  all  delusions  and  no  longer  fright- 
ened by  the  cry  that  their  wages  are  endangered  by  a  just  revision  of  our 
tariff  laws,  will  reascmably  demand  through  such  revision  steadier  employ- 
meut,  cheaper  means  of  living  in  their  homes,  freedom  for  themselves  and 
their  children  from  the  doom  of  perpetual  servitude,  and  an  (jpen  d(x>r  to 
their  advancement  beyond  the  limits  of  a  la*X)rii»g  class.  Others  of  our 
citizens,  whose  comforts  and  expenditures  are  measured  by  moderate  sal- 
aries and  fixed  incomes,  will  insist  upon  the  fairness  and  justice  of  cheap- 
ening the  cost  of  nece.ssaries  for  themselves  and  their  families. 

When  to  the  selfishness  of  the  beueficiaries  of  unjust  discrimination 
under  our  laws  there  shall  be  added  the  discontent  of  those  who  suffer 
from  such  discrimination,  we  will  realize  the  fact  that  the  l>eneficent  pur- 
pKjses  of  our  Government,  dependent  upon  the  patriotism  and  conteat- 
ment  of  our  people,  are  endangered.  i 
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Communism  is  a  hateful  thing  and  a  menace  to  peace  and  organized 
government;  but  the  communism  of  combined  wealth  and  capital,  the 
outgrowth  of  overweening  cupidity  and  selfishness,  which  insidiously 
undermines  the  justice  and  iutegrily  of  free  institutions,  is  uot  less  dan- 
gerous than  the  cuuunuuism  of  oppressed  poverty  and  toil,  wliich,  exas- 
perated by  injustice  aud  discontent,  attacks  with  wild  disorder  the  citadel 
of  rule. 

He  mocks  the  people  who  proposes  that  the  Government  shall  protect 
the  rich  and  that  they  in  turn  will  care  for  the  laboring  poor.  Any  iuter- 
mediar>'  between  the  people  aud  their  Governn;eiit  or  the  least  delegation 
of  the  care  aud  pruteclion  the  Governineut  owes  to  the  huuiblest  citi/en  in 
the  laud  makes  the  boast  of  free  institutions  a  ghttering  delusion  and  the 
pretended  boon  of  American  citizenship  a  shameless  imposition. 

A  just  aud  sensible  revision  of  our  tariff  laws  should  be  made  for  the 
relief  of  those  of  oiu*  countrjmen  who  suffer  under  present  conditions. 
Such  a  revision  should  receive  the  support  of  all  who  love  that  justice 
aud  equality  due  to  American  citi/.eiiship;  of  all  who  realize  that  iu  this 
justice  and  equality  our  Goveniment  finds  its  strength  and  its  power  to 
protect  the  citizen  and  his  property ;  of  all  who  believe  that  the  contented 
competence  and  comfort  nf  many  accord  better  with  the  spirit  of  our  in- 
stitutions than  colossal  fortunes  imfairly  gathered  in  the  liauds  of  a  few: 
of  all  w!io  appreciate  that  the  forl>earance  and  fraternity  among  our  i>eo- 
ple,  which  recognize  the  vahie  of  every  American  interest,  are  the  surest 
guaranty  of  our  national  progress,  and  of  all  who  desire  to  see  the  prod- 
ucts of  American  skill  and  injjetiuity  in  every  market  of  the  world,  with 
a  resulting  restoration  of  American  commerce. 

The  necessity  of  the  reduction  of  our  revenues  is  so  apparent  as  to 
be  generally  conceded,  but  the  means  by  which  this  end  sliall  lie  accom- 
plished and  the  sum  of  direct  benefit  which  shall  result  to  our  citizens 
present  a  controversy  of  the  utmast  im|X3rtauce,  There  should  be  no 
scheme  accepted  as  satisfacton.'  by  which  the  burdens  of  the  people  are 
only  apparently  removed.  Extravagant  appropriations  of  public  raoucy. 
with  all  their  demoralizing  consequences,  shotild  not  be  tolerated,  either 
as  a  means  of  relieving  the  Treasury  of  its  present  surpUis  or  as  furnish- 
ing pretext  for  resisting  a  proper  reduction  iu  tariff  rates.  Existing 
evils  and  injustice  should  be  honestly  recognizeil,  boldly  met,  and  effect- 
ively remedied.  There  should  be  no  cessation  of  the  struggle  until  a  plan 
is  perfected,  fair  and  conser\'ative  toward  existing  industries,  but  which 
will  reduce  the  cost  to  consumers  of  the  necessaries  of  life,  while  it  pro- 
vides for  our  manufacturers  the  advantage  of  freer  raw  materials  and 
permits  no  injury  to  the  interests  of  American  labor. 

The  cause  for  which  the  battle  is  waged  is  comprised  within  lines 
clearly  and  distinctly  defined.  It  should  ne\'er  be  compromised.  It  is 
the  people's  cause. 

It  cau  not  be  denietl  that  the  selfish  and  private  interests  which  are  so 
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persistently  heard  when  efforts  are  made  to  deal  in  a  just  and  compre- 
hensive manner  with  our  tariff-laws  are  related  to,  if  they  are  not  resjK>n- 
sible  for,  the  sentiment  largely  prevailing  among  the  people  tliat  the 
General  Government  is  the  fountain  of  individual  and  private  aitl;  that 
it  may  l>e  expected  to  relieve  with  jjaternal  care  the  distress  of  citizens 
and  communities,  and  that  from  the  fullness  of  its  Treasury  it  should, 
U|x>ii  the  slightest  possible  pretext  of  promoting  the  general  good,  apply 
public  funds  to  the  benefit  of  localities  and  individuals.  Nor  can  it  Ix* 
denied  that  there  is  a  growing  assumption  that,  as  against  the  Goveni- 
nient  and  iii  favor  of  private  claims  and  interests,  the  usual  rules  and 
limitations  of  business  principles  and  just  dealing  should  l:)e  waived. 

These  ideas  have  been  unhappily  much  encouragetl  by  legislative  acqui- 
escence. Relief  from  contracts  made  with  the  Govemnient  is  too  easily 
accorded  in  favor  of  the  citizen;  the  failure  to  support  claims  against  the 
Government  by  proof  is  often  supplied  by  no  lx?tter  consideration  than 
the  wealth  of  the  Govenmient  and  the  jwverty  of  the  claimant;  gratuities 
in  the  form  of  j>ensions  are  granted  ujwn  no  other  real  ground  than  the 
needy  condition  of  the  applicant,  or  for  reasons  less  valid;  and  large  sums 
arc  expended  for  public  buildings  and  other  improvemeuts  upon  repre- 
sentations scarcely  claimed  to  l>e  related  to  public  needs  and  necessities. 

The  extent  to  which  the  consideration  of  such  matters  sulx>rdinate  and 
postpone  action  upon  subjects  of  great  public  importance,  but  invoh'iug 
no  special  private  or  ]>artisan  interest,  should  arrest  attention  and  lead 
to  reformation. 

A  few  of  the  numerous  illustrations  of  this  condition  may  be  stated. 

The  crowded  condition  of  the  calendar  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and 
the  delay  to  suitors  and  denial  of  justice  resulting  therefrom,  has  been 
strongly  urged  ujion  the  attention  of  the  Congress,  with  a  plan  for  the 
relief  of  the  situation  approved  by  those  well  able  to  judge  of  its  merits. 
While  this  subject  remains  without  effective  consideration,  many  laws 
have  been  passetl  providing  for  the  holding  of  terms  of  inferior  courts  at 
places  to  suit  the  convenience  of  localities,  or  to  lay  the  foundation  of  an 
application  for  the  erection  of  a  new  public  building. 

ReiXfated  reconnncndntinns  have  been  submitted  for  the  aincTidnient 
and  change  of  the  laws  relating  to  our  public  lauds  so  that  their  spolia- 
tion and  diversion  to  other  uses  than  as  homes  for  honest  settlers  might 
be  prevented.  While  a  measure  to  meet  this  conce<led  necessity  of  re- 
fomi  remains  awaiting  the  action  of  the  Congress,  many  claims  to  the 
public  lands  and  applications  for  their  donation,  in  favor  of  States  and 
individuals,  have  been  nllowed. 

A  plan  in  aid  of  Indian  management,  recommended  by  those  well 
informcfl  as  containing  valuable  features  in  furtherance  of  the  solution 
of  the  Indian  problem,  has  thus  far  failed  of  legislative  sanction,  while 
grants  of  doubtful  expediency  to  railroad  corporations,  pcnnitting  Ihez^ 
to  pass  through  Indian  reservations,  have  greatly  multiplied,  m 
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The  propriety  and  necessity  of  the  erection  of  one  oi'  more  prisons  for 
the  confiuemeul  of  Tnited  States  convicts,  and  a  posi-office  building  in 
the  national  capital,  are  not  disputed.  But  these  needs  yet  retnain  un- 
answered, while  scores  of  public  buildings  have  been  erected  where  their 
necessity  for  public  purposes  is  not  apparent. 

A  revision  of  our  pension  laws  could  easily  be  made  which  would  rest 
upon  just  principles  and  provide  for  every  worthy  applicant.  But  while 
our  general  pension  laws  remain  confused  and  imperfect,  hundreds  of  pri- 
vate pension  laws  are  annually  passed,  which  are  the  sources  of  unjust 
discrimination  and  popular  deuioralization. 

Appropriation  bills  for  the  sup]x>rt  of  the  Government  are  defaced  by 
items  and  provisions  to  meet  private  ends,  and  it  is  freely  asserted  by 
responsible  and  experienced  parties  that  a  bill  appropriating  money  for 
public  internal  iniprovenient  would  fail  to  meet  with  favor  unless  it  con- 
tained items  more  for  local  and  private  advantage  than  for  public  Ix^nefil. 

These  statements  can  l>e  much  emphasized  by  an  ascertainment  of  the 
proportion  of  Federal  legislation  which  either  bears  upon  its  face  its  pri- 
vate character  or  which  upou  examiuatiou  develops  such  a  motive  power. 

And  yet  the  people  wait  and  expect  from  their  chosen  represetitatix-es 
such  patriotic  action  as  will  advance  the  welfare  of  the  entire  counlr>*; 
and  this  expectation  can  only  be  answered  by  the  performauce  of  pulv 
lie  duty  with  unselfish  purpose.  Our  mission  among  the  nations  of  the 
earth  and  our  success  in  accomplishing  the  work  God  has  given  the  Amer- 
ican p)eople  to  do  require  of  those  intrusted  with  the  making  and  c^xecu- 
tion  of  our  laws  perfect  devotion,  above  all  other  things,  to  the  public 
good. 

This  devotion  will  lead  us  to  strougly  resist  all  impatience  of  constitu- 
tional limitations  of  Federal  power  and  to  persistently  check  the  increas- 
ing tendency  to  extend  the  scope  of  Federal  legislation  into  the  domaiu 
of  State  and  local  jurisdiction  upon  the  plea  of  subserving  the  public 
welfare.  The  preservation  of  the  partitions  between  proper  subjects  of 
Federal  and  local  care  and  regulation  is  of  such  importance  under  the 
Constitution,  which  is  the  law  of  our  very  existence,  that  no  cousideratiou 
of  exiK'diency  or  sentiment  should  tempt  us  to  enter  upon  doubtful  ground. 
We  have  utidertakeu  lo  discover  and  proclaim  the  richest  blessings  of  a 
free  government,  with  the  Constitution  as  our  guide.  Let  us  follow  the 
way  it  points  out;  it  will  not  mislead  us.  And  siu-ely  no  one  who  has 
taken  \\\Mi\\  himself  the  solemn  obligation  to  support  and  preser\'C  the 
Constitution  can  find  justification  or  solace  for  disloj-ally  in  the  excuse 
that  he  wandered  and  disobeyed  in  search  of  a  better  way  lo  reach  the 
public  welfare  than  the  Constitution  offers. 

What  has  been  said  is  deemed  not  inappropriate  at  a  time  when,  from 
a  century's  height,  we  view  the  way  already  trod  by  the  American  people 
aud  attempt  to  discover  their  future  path. 

The  seventh  President  of  the  United  States — the  soldier  aud  state&mau 
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and  at  all  times  the  firm  and  brave  friend  of  the  people — in  vindication 

of  his  course  as  the  protector  of  popular  rights  and  the  diampion  of  true 
American  citizenship,  declared: 

The  ambition  which  leads  me  on  Li  an  anxious  desire  and  a  fixed  determination  to 
restore  to  the  people  utiimpaired  the  8acre<l  tnist  tliey  have  coufidetl  to  uiy  charge; 
to  heal  the  wouiuls  of  the  Constitution  and  to  preser%*e  it  from  furtlier  violation;  to 
persuatle  my  countrymen,  so  far  as  I  may,  that  it  is  not  in  a  splendid  government 
BUpporteil  by  jjowerful  niunopolies  and  aristocratical  establishments  that  they  will 
find  happiness  or  their  liberties  protection,  but  in  a  plain  system,  void  of  pomp, 
prot(fCting  all  and  granting  favors  to  nune.  dii%penMng  its  blessings  like  the  dews  of 
heaven,  unseen  and  unfelt  save  in  the  freshness  and  beauty  they  contribute  to  pro- 
duce. It  is  such  a  government  that  the  genius  of  our  people  requires — such  an  one 
only  under  which  our  Stales  may  remain  for  ages  to  come  united,  prosperous,  and 
free. 

In  pursuance  of  a  constitutional  provision  requiring  the  President  from 
time  to  time  to  give  to  the  Congress  iufomiatiou  of  the  slate  of  the  Union, 
I  have  the  satisfaction  to  aiinoinice  that  the  close  of  the  year  finds  the 
United  States  in  the  enjoyment  of  domestic  tranquillity  and  at  peace  with 
all  the  nations. 

Since  my  last  annual  message  our  foreign  relations  have  been  strength- 
ened and  improved  by  performance  of  international  good  offices  and  by 
new  and  renewed  treaties  of  amity,  commerce,  and  reciprocal  extradition 
of  criminals. 

Those  international  questions  which  still  await  settlement  are  all  rea- 
sonably within  the  domain  of  amicable  negotiation,  and  there  is  no  exist- 
ing subject  of  dispute  between  the  United  States  and  any  foreign  power 
that  is  not  susceptible  of  satisfactory  adjustment  by  frank  diplomatic 
treatment. 

The  4uestions  between  Great  Britain  and  the  United  States  relating  to 
the  rights  of  American  fisliermen,  under  treaty  and  international  comity, 
in  the  territorial  waters  of  Canada  and  Newfoundland,  I  regret  to  say,  are 
not  yet  satisfactorily  adjusted. 

These  matters  were  fully  treated  in  my  message  to  the  Senate  of  Feb- 
ruary 20,  1888,*  together  with  which  a  convention,  concluded  under  my 
authority  with  Her  Majesty's  Government  on  the  15th  of  February  last, 
for  the  removal  of  all  causes  of  misunderstanding,  was  submitted  by 
me  for  the  approval  of  the  Senate. 

This  treaty  having  been  rejected  by  the  Senate,  I  transmitted  a  message 
to  the  Congress  on  the  23d  of  August  last  t  reviewing  the  transactions 
and  submitting  for  consideration  certain  reconnnendations  for  legislation 
concerning  the  important  questions  involved. 

Afterwards,  on  the  12th  of  September,];  iu  respon.se  to  a  resolution  of 
the  Senate,  I  again  communicated  fidly  all  the  information  in  my  pos- 
session as  to  the  action  of  the  government  of  Canada  affecting  the  com- 
mercial relations  between  the  Dominion  and  the  United  States,  including

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the  treatment  of  American  fishing  vessels  in  the  ports  aiid  waters  of  Brit- 
ish North  America. 

These  communications  have  all  been  published,  and  therefore  opened 
to  the  knowledge  of  l^oth  Houses  of  Congress,  although  two  were  ad- 
dreased  to  the  Senate  alone. 

Comment  upon  or  repetition  of  their  contents  would  be  superfluous, 
and  I  am  not  aware  that  anythinjd;  has  since  occnrred  which  should  be 
added  to  the  facts  therein  stated.  Therefore  1  merely  repeat,  as  appli- 
cable to  the  present  time,  the  statement  which  will  be  fouud  in  my  mes- 
sage to  the  Senate  of  September  12  last,  that — 

Since  March  3,  1NS7, 110  case  has  lieen  reported  to  the  r>epartnient  of  State  wherein 
cginplaint  was  uiude  of  uufrieudl y  or  unlawful  trealiiient  of  American  fishing  vew^ls 
on  the  part  uf  the  Cutmdian  authorities  in  which  reparation  was  not  prom|ytly  and 
sail sfae tori ly  ubtaint.*il  by  tlie  Uuited  States  consul -xenenil  at  Halifax. 

Having  essayed  in  the  discharge  of  my  dut>'  to  prociupe  by  negotia- 
tion the  settlement  of  n  long-standing  cause  of  dispute  and  to  remove  a 
constant  menace  to  the  good  relations  of  the  two  countries,  and  contin- 
uing to  be  of  opioion  that  the  treaty  of  Februar>'  last,  which  failed  to 
receive  the  approval  of  the  Senate,  did  supply  *'a  satisfactory' ,  practical, 
and  final  adjustment,  upon  a  basis  honorable  and  just  to  both  jiarties,  of 
the  difficult  and  vexed  question  to  which  it  related/*  and  having  sub- 
sequently and  unavailingly  reconnneuded  other  legislation  to  Congress 
which  I  hoped  would  suflfice  to  meet  the  exigency  created  by  the  rejec- 
tion of  the  treaty,  I  now  again  invoice  the  earnest  and  immediate  atten- 
tion of  the  Congress  to  the  cunditioii  of  this  important  question  as  it 
now  stands  before  them  and  the  country,  antl  for  the  settlement  of  which 
I  am  deeply  solicitous.  ! 

Near  the  close  of  the  month  of  Octol)er  last  occurrences  of  a  deeply 
regreltalile  nature  were  brought  to  my  knowledge,  which  made  it  my 
painful  but  imperative  duty  to  obtain  with  as  little  delay  as  possible  a 
new  personal  channel  of  dijilomalic  intercourse  in  this  country  with  Uie 
Government  of  Great  Britain. 

The  correspondence  in  relation  to  this  incident  will  in  due  course  l>e 
laid  before  you.  and  will  disclose  the  unpardonable  conduct  of  the  official 
referred  to  in  his  interferentn^  by  advice  and  counsel  with  the  suffrages 
of  American  citizens  in  the  very  crisis  of  the  Presidential  election  then 
near  at  hand,  and  also  in  his  subsequent  public  declarations  to  justify 
his  action,  superadding  impugnment  of  the  Executive  and  Senate  of  the 
United  States  in  connection  with  important  questions  now  pending  in 
contro\*ersy  between  the  two  Goveruments. 

The  offense  thus  committed  was  most  grave,  involving  disastrous  pos- 
sibilities to  the  good  relations  of  the  United  States  and  Great  Britain, 
constituting  a  gross  breach  of  diplomatic  privilege  nnd  an  invasion  of 
the  purely  domestic  affairs  and  essential  sovereignty  of  the  Government 
to  which  tlie  envoy  was  accredited. 
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Having  first  fulfilletl  the  just  demands  of  internntional  enmity  by  af- 
fordinj;  full  opporliinity  for  Her  Majesty's  Goverumeut  to  act  iti  relief  of 
the  siluatioij,  I  considered  proloiip^tion  of  discussion  to  be  unwarranted, 
and  thereupon  declined  to  further  recoji^nize  the  diplomatic  character  of 
the  person  whose  continuance  in  such  function  wonid  destroy  that  mutual 
confidence  which  is  essential  to  the  %ood  understanding  of  the  two  Gov- 
ernments and  was  inconsistent  with  the  welfare  and  self-respect  of  the 
Goveniment  of  the  United  States. 

Tlae  nsual  interchange  of  conmiunication  has  since  continued  through 
Her  Majesty's  legation  in  this  city. 

My  endeavors  to  establish  by  international  coo|)eration  measures  for 
tlie  prevention  of  the  extermination  of  fur  seals  in  Bering  Sea  have  not 
been  relaxed,  and  1  have  lioix;s  of  lieing  enabled  shortly  to  submit  an 
effective  and  satisfactory  conventional  projet  with  the  maritime  powers 
for  the  approval  of  the  Senate. 

The  coastal  lx>undary  between  our  Alaskan  possessions  and  British 
Columbia.  I  regret  to  say.  has  not  received  the  attention  demanded  by 
its  importance,  and  which  on  several  occasions  heretofore  I  have  had 
the  laonur  to  reconnnend  to  the  Congress. 

The  admitted  inijiracticability,  if  not  impossibility,  of  making  an  accu- 
rate and  precise  survey  and  demarcation  of  the  txjundary  line  as  it  is 
recite<l  in  the  treaty  with  Russia  under  which  Alaska  was  ceded  to  the 
United  States  renders  it  absolutely  requisite  for  the  prevention  of  inter- 
national jurisdictional  complications  that  adequate  appropriation  for  a 
recf)nnoissance  and  sun^ey  to  obtain  proper  knowledge  of  the  locality 
and  the  geographical  features  of  the  Ixmndary  should  be  authorized  by 
Congress  with  as  little  delay  as  possible. 

Knowleflge  to  be  only  thus  obtained  is  an  essential  prerequisite  for 
negotiation  for  ascertaining  a  common  boundarj',  or  as  preliminary  to  any 
other  mode  of  settlenietit. 

It  is  nuich  to  be  desired  that  some  agreement  should  he  reached  with 
Her  Majesty's  Government  by  which  the  damages  to  life  and  properly 
on  the  Great  Lakes  may  be  alleviated  by  removing  or  humanely  regu- 
lating the  obstacles  to  reciprocal  assistance  to  wrecked  or  stranded  ves- 
sels. 

Tlie  act  of  June  19,  1878,  which  offers  to  Canadian  vessels  free  access 
to  our  inland  waters  in  aid  of  wrecked  or  disabled  vessels,  has  not  yet 
become  effective  through  concurrent  action  by  Canada. 

The  due  i^rotectiou  of  our  citizens  of  French  origin  or  descent  from 
claim  of  military  servnce  in  the  event  of  their  retumitig  to  or  visiting 
France  has  called  forth  correspondence  which  was  laid  before  you  at  the 
last  session. 

In  the  absence  of  conventional  agreement  as  to  naturalization,  which 
is  greatly  to  be  desired,  this  Government  sees  no  occasion  to  recede  from 
the  sound  position  it  has  maintained  not  ouly  with  regard  to  France,  but 
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as  to  all  ci:)untries  with  which  the  United  States  have  not  concluded  spe- 
cial trealie&. 

Twice  witliin  the  last  year  has  the  imperial  household  of  Germany 
been  visited  hy  death:  and  T  have  hastened  to  express  the  sorrow  of  this 
people,  and  their  appreciation  of  the  lofty  character  of  the  late  aged  Em- 
peror William^  and  their  sympathy  with  the  heroism  under  suffering  of 
his  son  the  late  Emperor  Frederick. 

I  renew  my  recnnimendatinn  of  two  years  ago  for  the  passage  of  a  bill 
for  the  refntiding  to  certain  German  steamship  lines  of  the  interest  upon 
tonnage  dues  illegally  exacted. 

On  the  1 2th  [2d]  of  April  last*  I  laid  before  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives full  information  resi>ecting  our  interests  in  Samoa;  and  in  the  snlv 
seqncnt  correspondence  on  the  same  subject,  which  will  be  laid  before 
you  in  due  course,  the  history  of  events  iu  those  islands  will  be  found. 

In  a  message  accompanying  my  approval,  on  the  ist  day  of  October 
last,  of  a  bill  for  the  exchision  of  Chinese  laljorers.  I  laid  before  Congress 
full  information  and  all  correspondence  touching  the  negotiation  of  the 
treaty  with  China  concluded  at  this  capital  on  the  12th  day  of  March. 
i888»and  which,  liaving been confinned  by  the  Senate  witli certain  amend- 
ments, was  rejected  by  the  Chinese  Government.  This  message  contained 
a  recommendation  that  a  simi  of  money  be  appropriated  as  compensation 
to  Chinese  subjects  who  had  suffered  injuries  at  the  hands  of  lawless  men 
within  our  jurisdiction.  Such  appropriation  having  been  duly  made,  the -^tf 
fund  awaits  reception  b\-  the  Chinese  (government.  ^B 

It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  hy  the  cessation  of  the  influx  of  this  class  of 
Chinese  subjects,  in  accordance  with  the  expressed  wish  of  both  Govetxi- 
ments,  a  cause  of  unkind  feeling  has  Ix^en  permanently  removed. 

On  the  9lh  of  August,  1887,  notification  was  given  by  the  Japanese  min- 
ister nt  this  capital  of  the  adjournment  of  the  conference  for  the  revision 
of  the  treaties  of  Japan  with  foreign  powers,  owing  to  the  objection  of  his 
Government  to  the  pro\ision  in  the  draft  jurisdictional  convention  which 
required  the  submission  of  the  criminal  code  of  the  Empire  to  the  powers 
in  advance  of  its  l>ecoming  operative.  This  notification  was,  however. 
accompanied  with  an  assurance  of  Japan's  intention  to  continue  the  work 
of  revision. 

NotwiLhstandiug  this  temporary  interruption  of  negotiations,  it  is 
hoped  that  improvements  may  soon  Im?  secured  in  the  jurisdictional  sj's- 
tem  as  respects  foreigners  in  Japan,  and  relief  afforded  to  that  couutr>' 
from  the  present  undue  and  oppressive  foreign  control  in  matters  of  com- 
merce. 

I  earnestly  recommend  that  relief  be  provided  for  the  injuries  acciden- 
tally caused  to  Japanese  subjects  in  the  island  Ikisima  by  the  target  prac- 
tice of  one  of  our  vessels. 

A  diplomatic  mission  from  Korea  has  been  received,  and  the  forma] 
intercourse  l>ctwcen  tlie  two  countries  contemplated  by  the  treaty  of  1882 
is  now  established. 

*Secpi6nt. 
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legislative  provision  is  hereby  recommended  to  organize  and  equip 
consular  courts  in  Korea. 

Persia  lias  established  diplomatic  representation  at  this  capital,  and 
has  evinced  very  great  interest  in  the  enterprise  and  achievements  of  our 
citizens.  I  am  therefore  hopeful  that  beneficial  commercial  relations 
between  the  two  countries  may  be  brought  about. 

I  announce  with  sincere  rejL^ret  that  Hayti  has  again  l)econie  the  thea- 
ter of  insurrection,  disorder,  and  bloodshed.  The  titular  government  of 
President  Saloman  has  been  forcibly  overtlirown  and  he  driven  out  of  the 
country  to  France,  where  he  has  since  died. 

The  tenure  of  power  has  lx:cn  so  unstable  amid  the  war  of  factious 
that  has  ensued  since  the  expulsion  of  President  Saloman  that  no  gov- 
ennnent  constituted  by  the  will  of  the  Havtian  people  has  l>een  recog- 
nized as  administering  responsibly  the  affairs  of  that  country.  Our 
representative  has  been  instructed  to  abstain  from  interference  l>etween 
the  warring  factions,  and  a  vessel  of  our  Navy  has  been  sent  to  Haytian 
waters  to  sustain  our  minister  and  for  the  protection  of  the  persons  and 
property  of  American  citizens. 

Due  precautions  have  been  taken  to  enforce  our  neutrality  laws  and 
prevent  our  territory  from  becoming  the  l>ase  of  military  supplies  for 
either  of  the  warring  factions. 

Under  color  of  a  blockade,  of  which  no  reasonable  notice  had  been 
given,  and  which  docs  not  appear  to  have  lieen  efficiently  maintained,  a 
seizure  of  vessels  under  the  American  flag  has  been  reported,  and  in  con- 
setjuence  measures  to  prevent  and  redress  any  molestation  of  our  innocent 
merchantmen  have  lieen  adopted. 

Proclamation  was  duly  made  on  the  9th  day  of  November,  1887,  of 
the  conventional  extensions  of  the  treaty  of  June  3,  1875,  with  Hawaii, 
under  which  relations  of  such  special  and  beneficent  mtercourse  have 
been  created. 

In  the  va.st  field  of  Oriental  commerce  now  unfolded  from  our  Pacific 
borders  no  feature  presents  stronger  recommendations  for  Congressional 
action  than  the  establishment  of  conmiunication  by  submarine  telegraj^h 
with  Honolulu. 

The  geogn"aphical  position  of  the  Hawaiian  group  in  relation  to  our 
Pacific  States  creates  a  natural  interdependency  and  nnUnality  of  interest 
which  our  present  treaties  were  intended  to  foster,  and  which  make  close 
communication  a  logical  and  connnercial  necessity. 

The  wisdom  of  concluding  a  treaty  of  commercial  reciprocity  with 
Mexico  has  been  heretofore  stated  in  my  messages  to  Congress,  and  the 
lapse  of  time  and  growth  of  commerce  with  that  close  neighbor  and  sis- 
ter Republic  confirm  the  judgment  so  expressed. 

The  precise  relocation  of  our  boundar>^  line  is  needful,  and  adequate 
appropriation  is  now  recommended. 

It  is  with  sincere  satisfaction  that  I  am  enabled  to  advert  to  the  spirit 
of  good  neighborhood  and  friendly  cooperation  and  conciliation  that  has 
marked  the  correspondence  and  action  of  the  Mexican  authorities  i^ 
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their  share  of  the  task  of  maintaining  law  and  order  about  the  line  of 
our  common  Inmiulary. 

The  long-petiding  boundary  dispute  between  Costa  Rica  and  Nicaragua 
was  referred  to  my  arbitration,  and  by  an  award  made  on  the  2 2d  of 
March  last  the  question  has  been  finally  settled  to  the  expressed  satis- 
faction of  both  of  the  parties  in  interest. 

The  Empire  of  Brazil,  in  alxilishing  the  last  vestige  of  slaverji*  among 
Christian  nations,  called  forth  the  earnest  congratulations  of  this  Ga\'- 
emment  in  expression  of  the  cordial  sympathies  of  our  people. 

The  claims  of  nearly  all  other  cctuntries  against  Chile  growing  out  of 
her  late  war  with  Bolivia  and  Peru  have  been  disposed  of.  either  by  arbi- 
tration or  by  a  lump  settlement.  Similar  claims  of  our  citizens  will  con- 
tinue to  be  urped  upon  the  Chilean  Government,  and  it  is  hoped  will  not 
be  subject  to  further  delays. 

A  comprehensive  treaty  of  amity  and  connnerce  with  Peru  was  pro- 
claimed on  November  7  last,  and  it  is  expected  that  under  its  operation 
mutual  prosj)erity  and  good  understanding  will  be  jiromoted. 

In  pursuance  of  the  policy  of  arbitration,  a  treaty  to  settle  the  claim  of 
Santos,  an  American  citizen,  against  Ecuador  has  been  cx)ncluded  under 
my  authority,  and  will  be  duly  submitted  for  the  approval  of  the  Senate. 

Like  dLsposition  of  the  claim  of  Carlas  Butterfield  against  Denmark 
and  of  Van  Bokkelen  against  Hayti  will  probably  he  made,  and  I  trust 
the  principle  of  such  settlements  may  be  extended  in  practice  under*  the 
approval  of  the  Senate. 

Thrtfugh  unforeseen  causes,  foreign  to  the  will  of  both  Governments, 
the  ratification  of  the  convention  of  December  5,  1885,  with  Venezuela, 
for  the  rehearing  of  claims  of  citizens  of  the  United  States  under  the 
treaty  of  1866,  failed  of  exchange  within  the  term  provided,  and  a  supple- 
mentary convention,  further  extending  the  time  for  exchange  of  ratifica- 
tions and  explanatory  of  an  ambiguous  provision  of  the  prior  convention, 
now  awaits  the  advice  and  consent  of  the  Senate. 

Although  this  matter,  in  the  stage  referred  to,  concerns  only  the  con- 
current treaty-making  power  of  one  branch  of  Congress,  I  advert  to  it  in 
view  of  the  interest  repeatedly  and  conspicuously  shown  by  you  in  your 
legislative  capacity  in  favor  of  a  speedy  and  equitable  adjustment  of  the 
questions  growing  out  of  the  discredited  judgments  of  the  previous  mixed 
commission  of  Caracas.  With  every  desire  to  do  justice  to  the  represen- 
tations of  Venezuela  in  this  regard,  the  time  .seems  to  have  come  to  end 
this  matter,  and  I  trust  the  prompt  confirmation  by  both  parties  of  the 
supplementary  action  referred  to  will  avert  the  need  of  legislative  or  other 
action  to  prevent  the  longer  withholding  of  such  rights  of  actual  claim- 
ants as  may  be  shown  to  exist. 

As  authorized  by  the  Congress,  preliminary  steps  have  been  taken  for 
the  assemblage  at  this  capital  during  the  coming  year  of  the  represent- 
atives of  South  and  Central  American  States,  together  with  those  of 
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Mexico.  Hayti,  and  San  Domingo,  to  discuss  sundry  importaiit  monc- 
tar>'  and  commercial  topics. 

Excepting  in  those  cases  where,  from  reasons  of  conti^ily  of  territory 
and  the  existence  of  a  common  border  line  incapable  of  being  guarded, 
reciprocal  commercial  treaties  may  be  found  expedient,  it  is  believed  that 
commercial  policies  inducing  freer  mutual  exchange  of  prwiucts  can  be 
most  advajitageously  arranged  by  independent  but  cooperative  legislation. 

In  the  mode  last  mentioned  the  control  of  our  taxation  for  revenue 
will  Ije  always  retained  in  our  own  hatuls  unrestricted  by  conventional 
agreements  with  other  governments. 

In  confonnity  also  w^ith  Congressional  authority,  the  maritime  i>owers 
have  been  invited  to  confer  in  Washington  in  April  next  upon  the  prac- 
ticability of  devising  uniform  rules  and  measures  for  the  greater  security 
of  life  and  property  at  sea.  A  disposition  to  accept  on  the  part  of  a  num- 
ber of  the  powers  has  already  been  manifested,  and  if  the  cooperation  of 
the  nations  chiefly  interested  shall  be  secured  important  results  may  be 
coufidently  anticipated. 

The  act  of  June  26,  1S84.  and  the  acts  amendatory  thereof,  hi  rela- 
tion to  tonnage  duties,  have  given  rise  to  extended  correspondence  with 
foreign  nations  with  whom  we  have  existing  treaties  of  navigation  and 
coumicrce,  and  have  caused  wide  and  regrettable  divergence  of  opinion 
in  relation  to  the  imi>osition  of  the  duties  referred  to.  These  qtiestions 
are  imptjrtaut,  and  1  shall  make  them  the  subject  of  a  special  and  more 
detailed  couiuuuiication  at  the  present  session. 

With  the  rapid  increase  of  immigration  to  our  shores  and  the  facilities 
of  modern  travel,  abuses  of  the  generous  privileges  afforded  by  our  nal- 
urali/atiou  laws  call  for  their  careful  revision. 

The  easy  and  unguarded  matuier  in  which  certificates  of  American  citi- 
zenship can  now  be  obtaijicd  has  induced  a  class,  unfortunately  large,  to 
a\'ail  themselves  of  the  opportunity  to  Ijecome  absolved  from  allegiance 
to  their  native  laud,  and  yet  by  a  foreign  residence  to  escape  auy  ju.st 
duty  and  contribution  of  ser\nce  to  the  country  of  their  proposed  adop- 
tion. Thus,  while  evading  the  duties  of  citizenship  to  the  United  Stales, 
they  may  make  prompt  claim  for  its  national  protection  and  demand  its 
intervention  in  their  behalf.  International  complicatious  of  a  serious 
nature  arise,  and  the  correspondence  of  the  State  Department  discloses 
the  great  luunber  and  complexity  of  the  questions  whicli  have  l>een  raisctl . 

Our  laws  regulating  the  issue  of  jvissporls  should  l)e  carefully  revised, 
and  the  institution  of  a  central  bureau  of  registration  at  the  capital  is 
again  strongly  recommended.  By  this  means  full  particulars  of  each  case 
of  naturalization  in  the  United  States  would  be  secured  and  properly 
indexed  and  recorded,  and  thus  many  cases  of  spurious  citizenship  would 
be  detected  and  unjust  resjxvusibilities  would  be  avoided. 

The  reorganization  of  the  consular  ser\'ice  is  a  matter  of  serious  im- 
portance to  our  national  interests.  The  uumber  of  existing  principal 
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consular  offices  is  believed  to  be  greater  than  is  at  all  necessary*  for  the 
conduct  of  the  public  business.  It  need  not  be  our  policy  to  ciaintaiu 
more  than  a  moderate  number  of  principal  offices,  each  supported  by  a 
salary  sufficient  to  enable  the  incumbent  to  live  in  comfort,  and  so  dis- 
tributed as  to  secure  the  convenient  supervision,  through  subordinate 
agencies,  of  affairs  over  a  considerable  district. 

I  repeat  the  recommendations  heretofore  made  by  me  thai  the  appro- 
priations for  the  maintenance  of  our  diplomatic  and  consular  service 
should  be  recast;  that  the  so-called  notarial  or  unofficial  fees,  which  our 
representatives  abroad  are  now  pcnuitled  to  treat  as  personal  perqui- 
sites, should  be  forbidden;  that  a  system  of  consular  inspection  should  be 
instituted,  and  that  a  limited  number  of  secretaries  of  legation  at  large 
should  be  authorized. 

Preparations  for  the  centennial  celebration,  ou  April  30,  1889,04  the 
inauguration  of  George  Washington  as  President  of  the  United  States, 
at  the  city  of  New  York,  have  been  made  by  a  voluntar>'  organixation  of 
the  citizens  of  that  locality,  and  believing  that  an  opportunity  should  be 
afforded  for  the  expression  of  the  interest  felt  throughout  the  countr>' 
in  this  event,  I  respectfully  recommend  fitting  and  cooperative  action  by 
Congress  on  behalf  of  the  people  of  the  United  States. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury'  exhilnts  in  detail  the  con- 
dition of  our  national  finances  and  the  operations  of  the  several  branches 
of  the  Goveniment  related  to  his  Department. 

The  total  ordinary'  revenues  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1888,  amounted  to  $379,266,074.76,  of  which  ;f 2 19. 091, 173.63 
was  received  from  customs  duties  and  $124,296,871.98  from  internal- 
revenue  taxes. 

The  total  receipts  from  all  sources  exceeded  those  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30.  1887,  by  $7,862,797.10. 

The  ordinary  expenditures  of  the  Government  for  the  fiscal  year  end- 
ing June  30,  1888,  were  $259,653,958.67,  leaving  a  surplus  of  $i  19,612,-] 
116.09. 

The  decrease  in  these  expenditures  as  compared  with  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30.  1S87.  was  $8,278,221.30.  notwithstanding  the  payment  of 
more  than  $5,000,000  for  pensions  in  excess  of  what  was  paid  for  that 
purpose  in  the  latter-men ttoned  year.  I 

The  revenues  of  the  Govennneut  for  the  year  ending  June  30.  18S9,] 
ascertained  for  the  quarter  ended  September  30.  iSSS.and  estimated  fori 
the  remainder  of  the  time,  amoimt  to  $377,000,000,  and  the  actual  and] 
estimated  ordinary  expenditures  for  the  same  year  are  $273,ooOtCcx»,j 
leaving  an  estimated  suq)lus  of  $i04.ooo,ocx}.  | 

The  estimated  receipts  for  the  year  ending  June  30.  tSgo,  ore  ^77H 
000,000,  and  the  estimated  ordiuar>'  ex}>enditurcs  for  the  i^mc  time  arq 
$275,767,488.34,  showing  n  surplnn  of  $101,232,511.66.  | 

The  foregoing  statements  of  surplus  do  uot  take  into  aucooni  the  susnj 
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necessary  to  be  expended  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  sinking-fund 
act,  amounting  to  more  than  $47,000,000  annually. 

The  cost  of  collecting  the  customs  revenues  for  the  last  fiscal  year  was 
2.44  per  cent;  for  the  year  1885  it  was  3,77  per  cent. 

The  excess  of  internal-revenue  taxes  collected  during  the  last  fiscal 
year  over  those  collected  for  the  year  ended  June  30,  1887,  was  $5,489,- 
174.26,  and  the  cost  of  collecting  this  revenue  decreased  from  3.4  per 
cent  in  1887  to  less  than  3.2  per  cent  for  the  last  year.  The  tax  col- 
lected on  oleomargarine  was  $723,948.04  for  the  year  ending  June  30, 
1887,  and  $864,139.88  for  the  following  year. 

The  requirements  of  the  sinking-fund  act  have  been  met  for  the  year 
ended  June  30, 1888,  and  for  the  current  year  also,  by  the  purchase  of 
bonds.  After  complying  with  this  law  as  positively  required,  and  bonds 
sufficient  for  that  purpose  had  been  bought  at  a  premium,  it  was  not 
deemed  prudent  to  further  expend  the  surplus  in  such  purchases  until 
the  authority  to  do  so  should  be  more  explicit.  A  resolution,  however, 
having  been  passed  by  both  Houses  of  Congress  remodng  all  doubt  as  to 
Executive  authority,  daily  purchases  of  bonds  were  commenced  on  the 
23d  day  of  April,  1888,  and  liave  continued  until  the  present  time.  By 
this  plan  bonds  of  the  Government  not  yet  due  have  been  purchased  up 
to  and  including  the  30th  day  of  November.  1888,  amounting  to  $94,- 
700,400,  the  premium  paid  thereon  amounting  to  $17,508,613.08. 

The  premium  added  to  the  principal  of  these  bonds  represents  an  invest- 
ment yielding  about  2  per  cent  interest  for  the  time  they  still  had  to  run, 
and  the  saving  to  the  Government  represented  by  the  difference  between 
the  amount  of  interest  at  2  per  cent  upon  the  sum  paid  for  principal  and 
premium  and  what  it  would  have  paid  for  interest  at  the  rate  specified  in 
the  bonds  if  they  had  run  to  their  maturity  is  about  $27, 165,000. 

At  first  sight  this  would  seem  to  be  a  profitable  and  sensible  transac- 
tion on  the  part  of  the  Government,  hut,  as  suggested  by  the  Secretary 
of  the  Treasury,  the  surplus  thus  expended  for  the  purchase  of  bonds 
was  money  drawn  from  the  people  in  excess  of  any  actual  need  of  the 
Government  and  was  so  expended  rather  than  allow  it  to  remain  idle  in 
the  Treasury.  If  this  surplus,  under  the  operation  of  just  and  equitable 
laws,  had  been  left  in  the  hands  of  the  people,  it  would  have  been  worth 
in  their  business  at  least  6  per  cent  per  annunu  Deducting  from  the 
amount  of  interest  upon  the  principal  and  premium  of  these  bonds  for 
the  time  they  had  to  run  at  the  rate  of  6  per  cent  the  sa\nng  of  2  per 
cent  made  for  the  people  by  the  purchase  of  such  bonds,  the  loss  will 
appear  to  be  $55,760,000. 

This  calculation  would  seem  to  demonstrate  tliat  if  excessive  and  un- 
necessary taxation  is  continued  and  the  Goveinnmut  is  forced  to  pursue 
this  polic)'  of  purchasing  its  own  bonds  at  the  premiums  which  it  will 
be  necessary  to  pay,  the  loss  to  the  people  will  be  hundreds  of  millions 
of  dollars. 
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Since  the  purchase  of  l>onds  was  iiudertaken  as  mentioned  nearly  all 
that  have  been  offeretl  were  at  last  accepted.  It  has  been  made  quite 
appiirent  that  the  Goveniment  was  in  danger  of  l)eiug  subjected  to  com- 
binations to  raise  their  price,  as  appears  by  the  instance  cited  by  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  oflFerinp  of  bonds  of  the  par  value  of  only  $326,000  so  often 
that  the  aggregate  of  tlie  sums  demanded  for  their  purchase  amounted 
to  more  than  $19,700,000. 

Notwithstanding  the  large  simis  paid  out  in  the  purchase  of  bonds, 
the  surplus  iu  the  Treasury  on  tlie  30th  day  of  November,  1S88.  was 
$52,234,610.01,  after  deducting  about  $20,000,000  just  drawi:  out  for 
the  payment  of  pensions. 

At  the  clo.se  of  the  fiscal  year  ended  June  30,  1887,  there  had  l>ecn 
coined  under  the  corapulsor>'  silver-coinage  act  $266,988,380  in  silver 
dollars,  $55,504,310  of  which  were  in  the  hands  of  the  people. 

On  the  30th  day  of  June,  1888,  there  had  been  coined  $299,708,790; 
and  of  this  $55,829,303  was  in  circulation  in  coin,  and  $200,387,376 
in  silver  certificates,  for  the  redemption  of  which  silver  dollars  to  that 
amount  were  held  by  the  Government. 

On  the  30th  day  of  November,  1888,  $312,570,990  had  been  coined, 
$60,970,990  of  the  silver  dollars  were  actually  in  circulation,  and  $237,- 
418,346  iu  certificates. 

The  Secretary  recommends  the  suspension  of  the  further  coitiagc  of 
silver,  and  in  such  recommeudatiou  I  earnestly  concur. 

For  further  valuable  information  and  timely  recommendations  I  ask  the 
careful  attention  of  the  Congress  to  the  Secretary's  report. 

The  Secretary  of  War  reports  that  the  Army  at  the  date  of  the  last  coa- 
solidated  retunis  consisted  of  2,189  ofl&cers  and  24.549  enlisted  men. 

The  actual  exi>enditures  of  the  War  Department  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  Jiuie  30,  1888,  amounted  to  $41,165,107.07,  of  which  sum  1^9,158,- 
516.63  was  expended  for  public  works,  including  river  and  harbor  im- 
pro\'emunts. 

"The  Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortifications"  provided  for  untlui  liie 
act  approved  September  22  last  was  convened  October  30,  18S8.  and  plans 
and  specifications  for  procuring  forgings  for  8,  10,  and  \2  inch  gims, 
under  pro\isions  of  section  4.  and  also  for  procuring  12-inch  breech-load- 
ing mortars,  cast  iron,  hooped  with  steel,  under  the  provlsiotis  of  section 
5  of  the  said  act,  were  submitted  to  the  Secretary  of  War  for  referetux  to 
the  board,  by  the  Ordnance  Department,  on  the  same  date. 

These  plans  and  specifications  having  been  promptly  approved  liy  the 
board  and  the  Secretary  of  War,  the  necessary  authority  to  publish  advcr- 
tisemeuis  inviting  proposals  in  the  newspapers  ihroughoul  the  country 
was  granted  by  the  Secretar>*  on  November  12.  and  on  November  1  ^  the 
advertisements  were  seat  out  to  the  different  ncw.s|>ai)erA  • 
The  bids  for  the  steel  forgings  are  to  be  opened  on  Dcccinbcj 
and  for  the  mortars  ou  December  15,  1888. 
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A  iKjarcI  4>f  ordnance  officers  was  convened  at  the  Watervliet  Arsenal 
on  October  4,  1888,  to  prepare  the  necessary  plans  and  specifications  for 
the  estabhshnient  of  an  army  gun  factor^'  at  that  point.  The  prelim- 
inary report  of  this  lx>ard,  with  estimates  for  shop  buildings  and  offi- 
cers' quarters,  was  approved  by  the  Board  of  Ordnance  and  Fortifications 
Novendx;r  6  and  8.  The  specifications  and  form  of  advertisement  and 
instructions  to  bidders  have  been  prepared,  an<l  a<lvertiseuients  inviting 
proposals  for  the  excavations  for  the  shop  building  and  for  erecting  the 
two  sets  of  officers'  quarters  have  been  pul»lished.  The  detailed  draw- 
ings and  specifications  for  the  gun-factory  bviilding  arc  well  in  hand,  and 
will  Ixi  finished  within  tliree  or  four  months,  when  bids  will  be  invited 
for  the  erection  of  the  building.  The  list  of  machines,  etc.,  is  made  out, 
and  it  is  exj^ected  that  tlie  plans  for  the  large  lathes,  etc.,  will  be  com- 
pleted within  about  four  months,  and  after  approval  by  the  Board  of  Ord- 
nance and  Fortifications  bids  for  fumislung  the  same  will  be  invited. 
The  machities  and  other  fixtures  will  be  completed  as  soon  as  the  .shop 
is  in  readiness  to  receive  them,  probably  about  July.  1890. 

Under  the  provisions  of  the  Army  bill  for  the  procurement  of  pneu- 
matic dynamite  guns,  the  necessary  .specifications  are  now  I^eing  pre- 
pared, and  advertisements  for  proposals  will  issue  early  in  December. 
The  guns  will  probably  be  of  15  inches  caliber  and  fire  a  projectile  that 
will  carry  a  charge  each  of  about  500  pounds  of  explosive  gelatine  with 
full-caUl>er  projectiles.  The  guns  will  probably  be  delivere<l  in  from  six 
to  ten  months  from  the  date  of  the  contract,  so  that  all  the  guns  of  this 
class  that  can  Ix:  procured  under  the  provisions  of  the  law  will  be  pur- 
chased during  the  year  1889. 

I  earnestly  request  that  the  recommendations  contained  in  the  Sccre- 
tar>'*s  report,  all  of  which  are,  in  my  opinion,  calculated  to  increase  the 
usefuhiess  and  discipline  of  the  Anny,  may  receive  the  consideration  of 
the  Congress.  Among  these  the  projxisal  that  there  should  l>e  provided 
a  plan  for  the  examination  of  officers  to  lest  their  fitness  for  jiromotion  is 
of  the  utmost  importance.  This  reform  has  been  before  recommended  in 
the  reports  of  the  Secretary,  and  its  expediency  is  so  fully  demonstrated 
by  the  argument  he  presents  in  its  favor  that  its  adoption  should  no 
longer  be  neglected. 

The  death  of  General  Sheridan  in  August  l3s*t  was  a  national  affliction. 
The  Army  then  lost  the  grandest  of  its  chiefs.  The  country  lost  a  brave 
antl  experienced  soldier,  a  wise  and  discreet  counselor,  and  a  modest  and 
sensible  man.  Those  who  in  any  manner  came  within  the  range  of  his 
personal  association  will  Jiever  fail  to  pay  deserved  and  willing  homage 
to  liis  greatness  and  the  glory  of  liis  career,  but  they  will  cherish  with 
more  tender  sensibility  the  loving  memory  of  his  simple,  generous,  and 
considerate  nature. 

The  Apache  Indians,  whose  removal  from  their  reservation  in  Ari- 
zona followed  the  capture  of  those  of  their  number  who  engaged  in  a 
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blocxiy  and  murderous  raid  duriug  a  part  of  the  years  1885  and  iSSoT 
are  now  held  as  prisoners  of  war  at  Mount  Vernon  Barracks,  in  the  State 
of  Alabama.  They  numbered  on  the  31st  day  of  October,  the  date  of  the 
last  report,  83  men,  170  women,  70  boys,  and  59  girls;  in  all,  382  persons. 
The  commanding  oflEicer  states  that  they  are  in  good  health  and  con- 
tented, and  that  they  are  kept  employed  as  fully  as  is  possible  in  the  cir- 
cumstances. The  children,  as  they  arrive  at  a  suitable  age,  are  sent  to 
the  Indian  schools  at  Carlisle  and  Hampton. 

Last  summer  some  charitable  and  kind  people  asked  permission  to 
send  two  teachers  to  these  Indians  for  the  purpose  of  instructing  the 
adults  as  well  as  such  children  as  should  be  found  there.  Such  permis- 
sion was  readily  granted,  accommodations  were  provided  for  the  teachers, 
and  some  portions  of  the  buildings  at  the  barracks  were  made  available 
for  school  purposes.  The  good  work  contemplated  has  been  commenced, 
and  the  teachers  engaged  are  paid  by  the  ladies  with  whom  the  plan  orig- 
inated. 

I  am  not  at  all  in  sympathy  with  those  benevolent  but  injudicious  peo- 
ple who  are  CH>nstantly  insisting  that  these  Indians  should  be  returned 
to  their  reser\'ation.  Their  removal  was  an  absolute  necessity  if  the 
lives  and  property  of  citizens  upon  the  frontier  are  to  be  at  all  regarded 
by  the  Government.  Their  continued  restraint  at  a  distance  from  the 
scene  of  their  repeated  and  cruel  murders  and  outrages  is  still  necessary. 
It  is  a  mistaken  philanthropy,  every  way  injurious,  which  prompts  the 
desire  to  see  these  savages  returned  to  their  old  haunts.  They  are  in 
their  present  location  as  the  result  of  the  best  judgment  of  those  having 
official  responsibility  in  the  matter,  and  who  are  by  no  means  tacking  in 
kind  consideration  for  the  Indians.  A  number  of  these  prisoners  have 
forfeited  their  lives  to  outraged  law  and  humanity.  Experience  has 
proved  that  they  arc  dangerous  and  can  not  be  trusted.  This  is  true  not 
only  of  those  who  on  the  warpath  have  heretofore  actually  been  guilty 
of  atrocious  murder,  but  of  their  kindred  and  friends,  who,  while  they 
remained  upon  their  reservation,  furnished  aid  and  comfort  to  those  ab- 
sent with  bloody  intent. 

These  prisoners  should  be  treated  kindly  and  kept  in  restraint  far  from 
the  locality  of  their  former  rescr\'ation;  they  should  be  subjected  to  efforts 
calculated  to  lead  to  their  improvement  and  the  softening  of  their  savage 
and  cruel  instincts,  but  their  return  to  their  old  home  should  be  persist- 
ently resisted. 

The  Secretary  in  his  report  gives  a  graphic  history  of  these  Indians, 
and  recites  with  painful  vividness  their  bloody  deeds  and  the  unhappy 
failure  of  the  Government  to  manage  them  by  peaceful  means.  It  will 
be  amazing  if  a  perusal  of  this  history  will  allow  the  survival  of  a  desire 
for  the  return  of  these  prisoners  to  their  reservation  upon  sentimental  or 
«ny  other  grounds. 

The  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  demonstrates  very  intelligent 
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luauagement  in  that  iiiijjortatit  Departmeut,  and  discloses  the  most  satis- 
factor>'  progress  hi  the  work  of  reconstructing  the  Navy  made  during  the 
past  year.  Of  the  ships  in  course  of  construction  five,  viz,  the  Charles- 
ton,  Baltimore^  Yorktmvn,  Vesuxnus,  and  the  Petrel,  have  iu  that  time 
been  launched  and  are  rapidly  approaching  completion;  and  in  addition 
to  the  above,  the  Philadelphia,  the  San  Francisco,  the  Nexaark,  the  Ben- 
nington, the  Concord,  and  the  Herreshoff  torpedo  boat  are  ali  under  cou- 
tract  for  dehvery  to  the  Department  during  the  next  year.  The  progress 
already  made  and  being  made  gives  good  ground  for  the  expectation  that 
these  eleven  vessels  will  be  incorporated  as  part  of  the  American  Navy 
within  the  next  twelve  mouths. 

The  report  shows  that  notwithstanding  the  large  exi)enditures  for  new 
construction  and  the  additional  labor  they  involve  the  total  ordinary-  or 
curreut  expenditures  of  the  Department  for  the  three  years  ending  Juue 
30,  1888,  are  less  by  more  than  20  per  cent  than  such  expenditures  for 
the  three  years  ending  June  30,  1884. 

The  various  steps  which  have  been  taken  to  improve  the  business 
methods  of  the  Department  are  reviewed  by  the  Secretary.  The  purchas- 
ing of  supplies  has  been  consolidated  and  placed  under  a  respousible 
bureau  head.  This  has  resulted  in  the  curtailment  of  opeu  purchases, 
which  in  the  years  1884  and  1885  amounted  to  over  50  per  cent  of  all 
the  purchases  of  the  Department,  to  less  than  1 1  i>er  cent;  so  that  at  the 
present  time  about  90  per  c*eut  of  the  total  departmental  purchases  are 
made  by  contract  and  after  competition.  As  the  expenditures  on  this 
account  exceed  an  average  of  $2,000,000  annually,  it  is  evident  that  an 
important  improvement  iu  the  system  has  been  inaugurated  and  sub- 
stantial economies  introduced. 

The  report  of  the  Postmaster-General  shows  a  marked  increase  of  busi- 
ness in  every  brauch  of  the  postal  service. 

The  number  of  post-offices  on  July  i,  1888,  was  57,376,  an  increase  of 
6,124  ii^  three  years  and  of  2,219  ^^r  the  last  fiscal  year.  The  latter- 
mentioued  increase  is  classified  as  follows:

Free-delivery  offices  have  increased  from  189  in  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1887,  to  358  iu  the  year  ended  June  30,  18S8. 

In  the  Railway  Mail  Service  there  has  beeu  an  increase  in  one  year  of 
168  routeSj  and  iu  the  number  of  miles  tra%'eled  per  annum  an  increase 
of  15,795,917.48.  The  estimated  increase  of  railroad  service  for  the  year 
was  6,000  miles,  but  the  amount  of  new  railroad  ser\'ice  actually  put  on 
was  12,764.50  miles. 
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The  volume  of  business  in  the  Money-Order  Di\nsion.  includinj?  trans- 
actious  in  postal  notes,  reached  the  sum  of  upward  of  $143,000,000  for 
the  year. 

During  the  past  year  parcel-post  conventions  have  been  concluded 
with  Barbados,  the  Bahamas.  British  Honduras,  and  Mexico,  and  are  now 
under  negotiation  with  all  the  Central  and  South  American  States.  The 
increase  of  correspondence  with  foreign  countries  during  the  past  three 
5'ears  is  gratifying,  and  is  especially  notable  and  exceptional  with  the 
Central  and  South  American  States  and  with  Mexico.  As  the  greater 
part  of  mail  matter  excloanged  with  these  countries  is  commercial  in  its 
cliaracter,  this  increase  is  evidence  of  the  improved  business  relations 
with  them.  The  practical  operation  of  the  parcel-post  conventions,  so 
far  as  negotiated,  has  ser^•ed  to  fulfill  the  most  favorable  predictions  as 
to  their  benefits.  In  January*  last  a  geueral  postal  convention  was  nego- 
tiated with  the  Dominion  of  Canada,  which  went  into  operation  on 
March  i .  and  which  practically  makes  one  postal  territory*  of  the  United 
States  and  Canada.  Under  it  merchandise  parcels  may  now  be  trans- 
mitted through  the  mails  at  fourth-class  rates  of  postage. 

It  is  not  possible  here  to  touch  even  the  leading  heads  of  the  great 
postal  establishment  to  illustrate  the  enormous  and  rapid  growth  of  its 
business  and  the  needs  for  legislative  readjustment  of  much  of  its  machin- 
er\'  that  it  has  outgrown.  For  these  and  valuable  recommendations  of 
the  Postmaster-General  attention  is  earnestly  invited  to  his  report. 

A  Department  whose  revenues  have  increased  from  $19,772,000  in  1870 
to  $52,700,000  in  1888,  despite  reductions  of  postage  which  have  enor- 
mously reduced  rates  of  revenue  while  greatly  increasing  its  business, 
demands  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Congress  as  to  all  matters  sug- 
gesle<l  by  those  familiar  witli  its  o])erations,  and  which  are  calculated  to 
increase  its  efficiency  and  usefulness. 

A  bill  proposed  by  the  Postmaster- General  was  introduced  at  the  last 
session  of  the  Congress  by  which  a  uniform  standard  in  the  amount  of 
gross  receipts  would  fix  the  right  of  a  comnuuiily  to  a  public  building  to 
be  erected  by  the  Government  for  post-ofEce  purposes.  It  was  demon- 
strated that,  aside  from  the  public  convenience  and  the  promotion  of  har- 
mony among  citizens,  invariably  disturbed  by  change  of  leasings  and  of 
site,  it  was  a  measure  of  the  highest  economy  and  of  sound  business 
judgment.  It  was  found  that  the  Go\femment  was  paying  in  rents  at 
llie  rale  of  from  7  to  10  per  ceut  per  annum  ou  what  the  cost  of  such 
public  buildings  would  be.  A  very  great  advantage  resulting  from  such 
a  law  would  be  the  prevention  of  a  large  number  of  bills  constantly  intTio- 
duccd  for  the  erection  of  public  buildings  at  places,  and  involving  expend- 
itures not  justified  by  public  necessity.  I  trust  tliat  this  measure  will 
become  a  law  at  the  present  session  of  Congress. 

Of  the  total  number  of  postmasters  54,874  are  of  the  fourth  class. 
These,  of  course,  receive  no  allowances  whatever  for  expenses  iu  ihc 
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sen'ice,  and  their  compensation  is  fixed  by  percentages  on  receipts  at  their 
respective  offices.  This  rate  of  compeiisaliou  may  have  been»and  prob- 
ably was,  at  some  time  just,  but  the  standard  has  remained  uiidianged 
through  the  several  reductions  in  the  rates  of  postage.  Such  reductions 
have  necessarily  cut  down  tlie  compensation  of  these  officials,  while  it 
undoubtedly  increased  the  business  jjerfdrmed  by  them.  Simple  justice 
requires  attention  to  this  subject,  to  the  etid  tliat  fourth-class  postmasters 
may  receive  at  least  an  e<inivaleut  to  that  which  the  law  itself,  fixing  the 
rate,  intended  for  them. 

Another  class  of  postal  employees  whase  condition  seems  to  demand 
legislation  is  that  of  clerks  in  post-offices,  and  I  call  especial  attention  to 
the  repeated  reconnnendations  of  the  Postmaster-General  for  their  classi- 
fication. Proper  legislation  of  this  character  for  the  relief  of  carriers  in 
the  free-delivery  service  has  Ik-cu  frequent.  Provision  is  made  for  their 
promotion;  fur  sul>stitutes  for  tliem  on  vacation;  for  substitutes  for  holi- 
days, and  limiting  their  hours  of  latxjr.  Seven  million  dollars  has  been 
appropriated  for  the  current  year  to  provide  for  them,  though  the  total 
numl>er  cif  offices  where  they  are  employed  is  but  358  for  the  past  fiscal 
year,  with  an  estimated  increase  for  the  current  year  of  but  40.  while  the 
total  appropriation  for  all  clerks  in  offices  throughout  the  United  States 
is  $5,950,000. 

The  legislation  affecting  the  relations  of  the  Govenmient  with  railroads 
is  in  need  of  revision.  While  for  the  most  part  the  railroad  companies 
throughout  the  country  have  cordially  cooperated  with  the  Post-Office 
Department  in  rendering  excellent  service,  yet  vmder  the  law  as  it  stands, 
while  the  compensation  to  them  forcarr\'ing  the  mail  is  limited  and  reg- 
ulated, and  although  railroads  are  made  post-roads  by  law,  there  is  no 
authority  reposed  anywhere  to  compel  the  owner  of  a  railroad  to  take 
and  carr>'  the  United  States  mails.  The  only  alternative  provided  by 
act  of  Congress  in  case  of  refusal  is  for  the  Postmaster-General  to  send 
mail  forward  by  pony  express.  This  is  but  an  illustration  of  ill-fitting 
legislation,  reasonable  and  proper  at  the  time  of  its  enactment,  but  long 
since  outgrown  and  requiring  readjustment. 

It  is  gratifying  to  note  from  the  carefully  prepared  statistics  accom- 
panying the  Postmaster-Generars  rcix>rt  that  notwithstanding  the  great 
expansion  of  the  service  the  rate  of  expenditure  has  been  lessene<l  and 
efficiency  has  Ixren  improved  in  every  branch;  that  fraud  and  crime  have 
decreased;  that  losses  from  the  mails  have  been  reduced,  and  that  the 
numljer  of  complaints  of  the  service  made  to  postmasters  and  to  the 
Department  are  far  less  than  ever  before. 

The  transactions  of  the  Department  of  Justice  for  the  fiscal  year  ended 
June  30,  1888,  are  contained  in  the  report  of  the  Attorney-General,  as  well 
as  a  number  of  valuable  recommendations,  the  most  part  of  which  are 
repetitions  of  those  previously  made,  and  ought  to  receive  consideration. 

It  is  stated  iu  tills  report  that  though  judgments  in  civil  suits  amounting 
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to  $552,021.08  were  recovered  in  favor  of  the  Government  during  tfce 
year,  only  the  sum  of  $132,934  was  collected  thereon;  and  that  though 
fines,  penalties,  and  forfeitures  were  imposed  amounting  to  $541,808.43, 
only  $109,648.42  of  that  sum  was  paid  on  account  thereof.  These  facts 
may  furnish  an  illustration  of  the  sentiment  which  extensively  prcA^ails 
that  a  debt  due  the  Government  should  cause  uo  inconvenience  to  the 
citizen. 

It  also  appears  from  this  report  that  though  prior  to  March,  Z8S5. 
there  had  beeu  but  6  convictions  in  the  Territories  of  Utah  and  Idaho 
under  the  laws  of  1862  and  1882,  punishing  polygamy  and  unlawful 
cohabitatiou  as  crimes,  there  have  beeu  since  that  date  nearly  600  con- 
victions under  these  laws  and  the  statutes  of  1887;  and  the  opinion  is 
expressed  that  under  such  a  £rm  aud  vigilaut  execution  of  these  laws 
and  the  advance  of  ideas  opposed  to  the  forbidden  practices  polygamy 
within  the  United  States  is  virtually  at  au  eud. 

vSiiits  instituted  by  the  Government  under  the  provisions  of  the  act  of 
March  3, 1887,  for  the  tenmuatiou  of  the  corporations  known  as  the  Per- 
petual Kmigratiug  Fund  Company  and  the  Church  of  Jesus  Christ  of 
Latter-day  Saints  have  resulted  in  a  decree  favorable  to  the  Government, 
declaring  the  charters  of  these  corporatioios  forfeited  and  escheating  their 
property.  Such  property,  amounting  in  value  to  more  than  $800,000,  is 
in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  pending  further  proceedings,  an  appeal  hax'ing 
been  taken  to  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States. 

In  the  report  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  which  will  be  laid  before 
you,  the  condition  of  the  various  branches  of  our  domestic  affairs  con- 
nected with  that  Departmeut  and  its  operations  during  the  past  year  are 
fully  exhibited.  But  a  brief  reference  to  some  of  the  subjects  discussed 
in  this  able  aud  interesting  report  can  here  be  made;  but  I  commend 
the  entire  report  to  the  attention  of  the  Congress,  and  trust  that  the 
sensible  and  valuable  recommendations  it  contains  will  secure  careful 
consideration. 

I  can  not  too  strenuously  insist  upon  the  importance  of  proper  meas- 
ures to  insure  a  right  disposition  of  our  pubhc  lands,  not  only  as  a  matter 
of  present  justice,  but  in  forecast  of  the  consequences  to  future  genera- 
tions. The  broad,  rich  acres  of  our  agricultural  plains  have  been  long 
preserved  by  nature  to  become  her  uutrammeled  gift  to  a  people  civilized 
and  free,  upon  which  should  rest  in  well- distributed  ownership  the  numer- 
ous homes  of  enlightened,  equal,  and  fraternal  citizens.  They  came  to 
national  possession  with  the  warning  example  in  our  eyes  of  the  entail  of 
iniquities  in  lauded  proprietorship  which  other  countries  have  pennitted 
aud  still  suffer.  We  have  no  excuse  for  the  violation  of  principles  co- 
gently taught  by  reason  and  example,  nor  for  the  allowance  of  pretexts 
which  have  sometimes  exposed  our  lands  to  colossal  greed.  Laws  which 
open  a  door  to  fraudulent  acquisition,  or  administration  which  permits 
favor  to  rapacious  seizure  by  a  favored  few  of  expanded  areas  that  maay 
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should  enjoy,  are  accessory  to  offenses  against  our  national  welfare  and 
humanity  not  to  be  too  severely  condemned  or  punished. 

It  is  gratifying  to  know  that  something  has  l>een  done  at  last  to  re- 
dress the  injuries  to  our  people  and  check  the  perilous  tendency  of  the 
reckless  waste  of  the  national  domain.  That  over  80,000, ocx>  acres  have 
been  arrested  from  illegal  usurpation,  improvident  grants,  and  fraudulent 
entries  and  claims,  to  be  taken  for  the  homesteads  of  honest  industry — 
although  less  than  the  greater  areas  thus  unjustly  lost — must  afford  a 
profound  gratification  to  right- feeling  citizens,  as  it  is  a  recompense  for 
the  labors  and  struggles  of  the  recovery.  Our  dear  experience  ought 
sufficiently  to  urge  the  speedy  enactment  of  measures  of  legislation  which 
will  confine  the  future  disposition  of  our  remaining  agricultural  lands  to 
the  uses  of  actual  husbandry  and  genuine  homes. 

Nor  should  our  vast  tracts  of  so-called  desert  lands  be  yielded  up  to 
the  monopoly  of  corporations  or  grasping  individuals,  as  appears  to  be 
much  the  tendency  under  the  existing  statute.  These  lands  require  but 
the  supply  of  water  to  become  fertile  and  productive.  It  is  a  problem  of 
great  moment  how  most  wisely  for  the  public  good  that  factor  shall  be 
furnished.  I  can  not  but  think  it  perilous  to  suffer  either  these  lauds  or 
the  .sources  of  their  irrigation  to  fall  into  the  hands  of  mouopohes,  which 
by  such  means  may  exercise  lordship  over  the  areas  dependent  on  their 
treatment  for  productiveness.  Already  steps  have  been  taken  to  secure 
accurate  and  scientific  information  of  the  conditions,  which  is  the  prime 
basis  of  inteUigent  action.  Until  this  shall  ho.  gained  the  course  of  wis- 
dom appears  clearly  to  lie  in  a  suspension  of  further  disposal,  which  only 
promises  to  create  rights  antagonistic  to  the  common  interest.  No  harm 
can  follow  this  cautionary  conduct.  The  land  will  remain,  and  the  pub- 
lic good  presents  no  demand  for  hasty  disix>ssession  of  national  owner- 
ship and  control. 

I  commend  also  the  recommendations  that  appropriate  measures  be 
taken  to  complete  the  adjustment  of  the  various  grants  made  to  the 
States  for  internal  improvements  and  of  swamp  and  overflowed  lauds,  as 
well  as  to  adjudicate  and  finally  detennine  the  validity  and  extent  of  the 
numerous  private  laud  claims.  All  these  are  elements  of  great  injustice 
and  peril  to  the  settlers  upon  the  localities  affected;  and  now  that  their 
existence  can  not  be  avoided,  no  duty  is  more  pressing  than  to  fix  as  soon 
as  possible  their  bounds  and  tenuinate  the  threats  of  trouble  which  arise 
from  uncertainty. 

The  condition  of  our  Indian  population  continues  to  improve  and  the 
proofs  multiply  that  the  trausfonning  change,  so  much  to  be  desired, 
which  sliall  substitute  for  barbarism  enlightenment  and  civilizing  educa- 
tion, is  in  favorable  progress.  Our  relations  with  these  people  during 
the  year  have  been  disturbed  by  no  serious  disorders,  but  rather  marked 
by  a  better  realization  of  their  true  interests  and  increasing  confidence 
and  good  will.     These  conditions  testify  to  the  value  of  the  higher  tone 
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of  consideration  and  humanity  which  has  governed  the  later  methods  of 
dealing  with  them,  and  commend  its  continued  observance. 

Allotments  in  severalty  have  been  made  on  some  reservations  until  all 
those  entitled  to  land  thereon  have  had  their  shares  assigned,  and  the 
work  is  still  continued.  In  directing  the  execution  of  this  duty  I  have 
not  aimed  so  much  at  rapid  dispatch  as  to  secure  just  and  fair  arrange- 
ments which  shall  best  conduce  to  the  objects  of  the  law  by  producing 
satisfaction  with  the  results  of  the  allotments  made.  No  measure  of 
general  effect  has  ever  been  entered  on  from  which  more  may  be  fairly 
hoped  if  it  shall  be  discreetly  administered.  It  proffers  opportunity  and 
inducement  to  that  independence  of  spirit  and  life  which  the  Indian 
peculiarly  needs,  while  at  the  same  time  the  inalienability  of'title  affords 
security  against  the  risks  his  inexperience  of  affairs  or  weakness  of  char- 
acter may  expose  him  to  in  dealing  with  others.  Whenever  begun  upon 
any  reservation  it  should  be  made  complete,  so  that  all  are  brought  to 
the  same  condition,  and  as  soon  as  possible  community  in  lands  should 
cease  by  opening  such  as  remain  unallotted  to  settlement.  Contact  with 
the  ways  of  industrious  and  successful  farmers  will  perhaps  add  a  healthy 
emulation  which  will  both  instruct  and  stimulate. 

But  no  agency  for  the  amelioration  of  this  people  appears  to  me  so 
promising  as  the  extension,  urged  by  the  Secretary,  of  such  complete 
facilities  of  education  as  shall  at  the  earliest  possible  day  embrace  all 
teachable  Indian  youth,  of  both  sexes,  and  retain  them  with  a  kindly 
and  beneficent  hold  until  their  characters  are  formed  and  their  facul- 
ties and  dispositions  trained  to  the  sure  pursuit  of  some  form  of  useful 
industry.  Capacity  of  the  Indian  no  longer  needs  demonstration.  It 
is  established.  It  remains  to  make  the  most  of  it,  and  when  that  shall 
be  done  the  curse  will  be  lifted,  the  Indian  race  saved,  and  the  sin  of 
their  oppression  redeemed.  The  time  of  its  accomplishment  depends 
upon  the  spirit  and  justice  with  which  it  shall  be  prosecuted.  It  can 
not  be  too  soon  for  the  Indian  nor  for  the  interests  and  good  name  of 
the  nation. 

The  average  attendance  of  Indian  pupils  on  the  schools  increased  by 
over  900  during  the  year,  and  the  total  enrollment  reached  15,212.  The 
cost  of  maintenance  was  not  materially  raised.  The  number  of  teachable 
Indian  youth  is  now  estimated  at  40,000,  or  nearly  three  times  the  enroll- 
ment of  the  schools.  It  is  believed  the  obstacles  in  the  way  of  instruct- 
ing are  all  surmountable,  and  that  the  necessary  expenditure  would  be  a 
measure  of  economy. 

The  vSioux  tribes  on  the  great  reservation  of  Dakota  refused  to  assent 
to  the  act  passed  by  the  Congress  at  its  last  session  for  opening  a  portion 
of  their  lands  to  settlement,  notwithstanding  modification  of  the  terms 
was  suggested  which  met  most  of  their  objections.  Their  demand  is  for 
immediate  payment  of  the  full  price  of  $1.25  per  acre  for  the  entire  body 
of  laud  the  occupancy  of  which  they  are  asked  to  relinquish. 
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The  manner  of  submission  insured  their  fair  understanding  of  the 
law,  and  their  action  was  undoubtedly  as  thoroughly  intelligent  as  their 
capacity  admitted.  It  is  at  least  gratifying  that  no  reproach  of  over- 
reaching can  in  any  manner  lie  against  the  Government,  however  ad- 
visable the  favorable  completio!i  of  the  negotiation  may  have  been 
esteemed. 

I  concur  in  the  suggestions  of  the  vSecretary  regarding  the  Turtle  Moun- 
tain Indians,  the  two  reser\^ations  in  California,  and  the  Crees.  They 
should,  in  my  opinion,  receive  immediate  attention. 

The  number  of  pensioners  added  to  the  rolls  during  the  fiscal  year 
ended  June  30,  188S,  is  60,252,  and  increase  of  pensions  was  granted  in 
45.716  cases.  The  names  of  15,730  pensioners  were  dropped  from  the 
rolls  during  the  year  from  various  causes,  and  at  the  close  of  the  year 
the  lumiber  of  ]-»ersons  of  all  classes  receiving  pensions  was  452,557.  Of 
these  there  were  806  surv^ivors  of  the  War  of  1S12,  10,787  widows  of  those 
who  served  in  that  war,  16,060  soldiers  of  the  Mexicau  War,  and  5,104 
widow's  of  said  soldiers. 

One  hundred  and  two  different  rates  of  pensions  are  i)aid  to  these  bene- 
ficiaries, ranging  from  $2  to  $416,66  per  month. 

The  amount  paid  for  pensions  during  the  fiscal  year  was  $78,775,861.92, 
behig  an  increase  over  the  preceding  year  of  fc, 308, 280.22.  The  ex- 
penses attending  the  maintenance  and  operation  of  the  Pension  Bureau 
during  that  period  was  $3,262,524.67,  making  the  entire  expenditures  of 
the  Bureau  $82,038,386.57,  being  2i>^  per  cent  of  the  gross  income  and 
nearly  31  per  cent  of  the  total  expenditures  of  the  Government  during 
the  year. 

I  am  thorouglily  convinced  that  our  general  pension  laws  shouhl  l>e 
revised  and  adjusted  to  meet  as  far  as  possible,  in  the  light  of  our  exi)eri- 
ence,  all  meritorious  cases.  The  fact  that  102  different  rates  of  pensions 
are  paid  can  not,  in  my  opinion,  lie  made  consistent  with  justice  to  the 
pensioners  or  to  the  Government;  and  the  niunerous  private  j^ension  bills 
that  are  passed,  predicated  upon  the  imperfection  of  general  laws,  while 
they  increase  in  many  ca.ses  existing  inequality  and  injustice,  lend  addi* 
tional  force  to  the  recommendation  for  a  revision  of  the  general  laws  on 
this  subject. 

The  Inxity  of  ideas  prevailing  among  a  large  number  of  our  people 
regarding  pensions  is  becoming  every  day  more  marked.  The  principles 
ujxm  which  they  should  Ix.-  granted  are  in  danger  of  l>eing  altogether 
ignored^  and  already  pensions  are  often  claimed  l^ecause  the  applicants 
are  as  much  entitled  as  other  successful  applicants,  rather  than  upon 
any  disability  reasonably  attributable  to  military  sen-ice.  If  the  estab- 
lishment of  vicious  precedents  ()e  continued,  if  the  granting  of  jx?nsions 
be  not  divorced  from  jiartisan  and  other  unworthy  and  irrelevant  con- 
siderations, and  if  the  honorable  name  of  veteran  luifairly  becomes  by 
these  means  but  another  term  for  one  who  constantly  clamors  for  the 


the  country' ,  and  will  doubtless  soon  be  Uie  only  method  employed  for  the 
extraction  of  sugar  from  the  cane. 

An  exhaustive  study  has  also  within  the  same  period  been  under- 
taken of  the  subject  of  food  adulteration  and  the  l>est  analytical  methods 
for  detecting:  it.  A  part  of  the  re^iults  of  this  work  has  already  been 
published  by  the  Department,  which,  with  the  matter  in  course  of  prep- 
aration, will  make  the  most  complete  treatise  on  that  subject  that  has 
ever  been  published  in  any  countr>*. 

The  Department  seeks  a  progressive  development.  It  would  combine 
the  discoveries  of  science  with  the  economics  and  amelioration  of  rural 
practice.  A  super\nsiou  of  the  endowed  experimental-station  system  re- 
cently provided  for  is  a  proper  function  of  the  Department,  and  is  now 
in  operation.  This  super\-isiou  is  very  important ,  and  should  be  wisely 
and  vigilantly  directed,  to  tlie  end  that  the  pecuniary  aid  of  tlie  Govern- 
ment in  favor  of  intelligent  agriculture  should  be  so  applied  as  to  result 
in  the  general  good  and  to  the  benefit  of  all  our  people,  thus  justifi'ing 
the  appropriations  made  from  the  public  Treasury. 

The  adjustment  of  the  relations  between  the  Government  and  the 
railroad  companies  which  have  received  land  grants  and  the  guaranty 
of  the  public  credit  in  aid  of  the  construction  of  their  roads  should  re- 
ceive early  attention.  The  report  of  a  majority  of  the  commissioners 
appointed  to  examine  the  affairs  and  indebtedness  of  these  roads,  in 
which  they  favor  an  extension  of  the  time  for  the  paymetit  of  such  in- 
debtedness in  at  least  otie  case  where  the  corporation  appears  to  be  able 
to  comply  with  well-guarded  and  exact  terms  of  sudi  extension,  and  the 
reenforcement  of  their  opinion  by  gentlemen  of  undoubted  business  judg- 
ment aud  experience,  appointed  to  protect  the  interests  of  the  Govern- 
ment as  directors  of  said  corporation ,  may  well  lead  to  the  belief  that  such 
an  extension  would  be  to  the  advantage  of  the  Government. 

The  subject  should  be  treated  as  4  business  proposition  with  a  \'iew  to 
a  final  realization  of  its  indebtedness  by  the  Government,  rather  than  as  a 
question  to  he  decided  upon  prejudice  or  by  way  of  punishment  for  pre- 
vious wrongdoing. 

The  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  the  District  of  Columbia,  with  its 
accompanying  documents,  gives  in  detail  the  operations  of  the  several 
departments  of  the  District  government,  and  furnishes  evidence  that  the 
financial  affairs  of  the  District  are  at  present  in  such  satisfactory  condi- 
tion as  to  justify  the  Commissioners  in  submitting  to  the  Congress  esti- 
mates for  desirable  and  needed  improvements. 

The  Commissioners  recommend  certain  legislation  which  in  their  opin- 
ion is  necessary  to  advance  the  interests  of  the  District. 

I  invite  your  special  attention  to  their  request  for  such  legislation  as 
will  enable  the  Commissioners  without  delay  to  collect,  digest,  aud  prop- 
erly arrange  the  laws  by  which  the  District  is  governed,  and  wliich  are 
now  embraced  in  several  collections,  making  them  available  only  with 
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great  diflBcnlty  and  labor.  The  saggeslions  they  make  touching  de^r- 
able  amendments  to  the  laws  relating  to  licenses  granted  for  cairying  on 
the  retail  tra&c  in  spirituous  liquors,  to  the  observance  of  Sunday,  to  the 
proper  assessment  and  collection  of  taxes,  to  the  ^>eedy  punishment  ^ 
minor  offenders,  and  to  the  management  and  control  of  the  reformatory 
and  charitable  institutions  supported  by  Congressional  appropriations  are 
commended  to  careftd  consideration. 

I  again  call  attention  to  the  present  inconvienience  and  the  danger  to 
life  and  property  attending  the  operation  of  steam  railroads  through  and 
across  the  public  streets  and  roads  of  the  District.  The  propriety  of  such 
legislation  as  will  properly  guard  the  use  of  these  railroads  and  better 
secure  the  convenience  and  safety  of  citizens  is  manifest. 

The  consciousness  that  I  have  presented  but  an  imperfect  statement  erf 
the  condition  of  our  countr>'  and  its  wants  occasions  no  fear  that  any- 
thing omitted  is  not  known  and  appreciated  by  the  Congress,  upon  whom 
rests  the  responsibility  of  intelligent  legislation  in  behalf  of  a  great  nation 
and  a  confiding  people. 

As  public  ser\-ants  we  shall  do  otu"  duty  well  if  we  constantly  guard 
the  rectitude  of  our  intentions,  maintain  unsullied  our  love  of  country, 
and  with  unselfish  purpose  strive  for  the  public  good.

On  the  2d  of  April  last  I  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Representatives, 
in  response  to  its  resolution  of  the  Sth  of  the  preceding  March,  a  report 
of  the  Secretar>-  of  State,  with  accompan>-ing  correspondence,  relative  to 
affairs  in  Samoa.*  On  the  same  day  I  ans^-ered  a  resolution  of  the  Sen- 
ate of  the  2 1  St  of  the  preceding  December  to  the  same  effect,  but  adopted 
in  executive  session,  and.  in  order  to  avoid  duplication  d  the  numeixms 
documents  involved,  referred  to  the  correspondence  which  accompanied 
my  public  response  to  the  resolution  of  the  House  of  Representatives, 
and  which  was  duly  printed  and  published  by  order  of  that  body  v  House 
Executive  Document  Xo.  238.  Fiftieth  Congress,  first  session^. 

In  my  annual  message  of  the  3d  instant  I  announced  my  intention  in 
due  course  to  lay  before  Congress  further  correspondeiKe  on  Samoan  ^ 
affairs.     Accordingly.  I  now  transmit  a  report  of  the  Secretary  of  State, 
with  accompanying  correspondence,  on  that  subject.

On  or  about  the  25th  day  of  September,  1S88. 1  recei\'ecl  a  copy  of  a  reso- 
lution adopted  on  that  day  by  the  Senate  in  executive  session,  requesting' 
the  transmission  to  tl»at  body  by  the  President  of  all  communications  and 
correspondence  (not  heretofore  sent  to  the  Senate)  under  his  control  on 
the  subject  of  the  proposed  convention  with  China,  transmitted  by  him 
to  the  Senate  hy  message  dated  i5tli  March,  1.S8S,*  and  on  the  subject  of 
the  reported  failure  of  the  Government  of  China  to  finally  agree  to  the 
same. 

A  few  days  after  the  copy  of  said  resolution  was  received  by  nie,  and 
on  the  1st  day  of  October,  18S8,  I  sent  a  communication  to  the  Congress, f 
accompanying  my  approval  of  a  bill  prohibiting  the  return  of  Chinese 
laljorers  to  the  United  States,  in  which  I  supposed  all  the  information 
sought  under  the  terms  of  the  Senate  resolution  above  recited  was  fully 
supphed. 

I  l>eg  to  refer  in  this  connection  to  Senate  Executive  Document  No. 
273,  first  session  of  the  Fiftieth  Congress,  and  especially  to  page  3  thereof. 

Believing  the  information  contained  in  said  document  answered  the 
purposes  of  said  Senate  resolution,  no  separate  and  explicit  answer  was 
made  thereto. 

But  in  my  message  of  October  i,  1888,  the  tenor  and  purjjort  of  a  cipher 
dispatch  from  our  minister  in  China  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  dated  Sep- 
tember 21.  1888.  was  given  instead  of  attempting  to  transmit  a  copy  of 
the  same. 

For  greater  precision,  however,  and  with  the  object  of  answering  in 
more  exact  terms  the  resolution  of  the  Senate,  I  transmit  with  this,  in 
paraphrase  of  the  cipher,  a  copy  of  the  said  dispatch.  1  also  transmit 
copies  of  two  notes  which  accompanied  my  message  of  Oclr»l>er  i.  1888, 
one  from  Mr.  Shu  Cheou  Pon,  charge  d'affaires  of  the  Chinese  legation 
in  this  city,  dated  September  25.  1888,  to  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  the 
other  being  the  reph'  thereto  by  the  Secretary  of  Stale,  dated  Septem- 
ber 26,  1888,  both  of  which  will  be  found  in  Senate  Executive  Document 
No.  273. 

The  dispatch  and  notes  above  referred  to  comprise,  iu  the  language 
of  the  Senate  resolutioti,  "all  communications  and  correspondence"  the 
transmission  of  wliich  is  therein  requested.

On  the  ad  day  of  April,  1888, 1  transmitted  to  the  House  of  Represent- 
atives, in  resixjnse  to  a  resohilion  jxissed  by  that  Ixxly.  a  report  from  the 
Secretary  of  State,  relating  to  the  condition  of  affairs  in  the  Sanioan 
Islands,  together  with  nutncrous  letters,  dispatches,  and  documents  con- 
nected with  the  subject,  which  g^ve  a  historj*  of  all  disorders  in  that 
locality  uj*  to  that  date.* 

On  the  2ist  day  of  December,  1888,  this  information  was  supplemented 
by  the  transmission  to  the  Congress  of  such  further  correspondence  and 
documents  rLs  extended  this  history  to  that  time.| 

I  now  submit  a  report  from  the  Secretary  of  State»  with  later  corre- 
sjxjiideiice  and  disjatches.  exhibiting  the  progress  of  the  disturbances  in 
Samoa  up  to  the  present  date. 

The  information  thus  laid  before  the  Congress  is  of  much  importance, 
siticc  it  has  relation  to  the  prascrvation  of  American  interests  and  the  iiru- 
tcction  of  American  citizens  and  their  property  in  a  distaut  locality  and 
under  an  unstable  and  unsatisfactory  govemmenl. 

In  the  midst  of  the  disturbances  wliich  have  arisen  at  Samoa  such  pow- 
ers have  Ix'en  exercised  as  seemed  to  be  within  Executive  control  under 
our  Constitution  and  laws,  and  which  appear  to  accord  with  our  national 
policy  and  traditions,  to  restore  tranquillity  and  secure  the  safety  of  our 
citizens. 

Through  negotiation  and  agreement  with  Great  Britain  and  Gertnany, 
which, with  our  own  Government. constitute  the  treaty  powers  interested 
in  Saraoan  peace  aud  quiet,  the  attempt  has  lx^;n  made  to  define  more 
clearly  the  part  which  these  powers  should  assume  in  the  Go%^enjment 
of  that  countr>%  while  at  the  same  time  its  autonomy  has  been  insisted 
upon. 

These  negotiations  were  at  one  time  interrupted  by  such  action  on  the 
part  of  the  German  Government  as  appeared  to  be  inconsistent  with  their 
further  continuance. 

Germany,  however,  still  asserts,  as  from  the  first  she  lias  done,  that  she 
has  no  desire  or  intention  to  overturn  the  native  Samoan  Govennnenl  or 
to  ignore  our  treaty  rights,  and  she  still  invites  our  Government  to  join 
her  in  restoring  peace  and  quiet.  Hut  thus  far  her  propositions  on  thic 
subject  seem  lc»  lend  to  such  a  preponderance  of  Gennan  power  in  Samoa 
as  was  nev^er  contemplated  by  us  and  is  inconsistent  with  evcrj- 
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a^eement  or  understanding,  while  her  recent  conduct  as  between  native 
warriii}^  factions  gives  rise  to  the  suspicion  that  she  is  not  content  with 
a  neutral  position. 

Acting  within  the  restraints  which  oitr  Constiuitioii  and  l:iws  have 
placed  iip3U  Executive  pi^wer,  T  lujve  insisted  that  the  autonuniy  and 
indL'ik.'ndence  of  Samoa  should  Ik.-  scni]>uln\isly  ]>resc*r\'ed  according  to 
the  treaties  made  with  Samoa  by  the  powers  named  and  their  agreements 
and  understanding  with  each  other.  I  have  protestt^l  against  every  act 
apparently  tending  \\\  an  oppitsite  direction,  and  during  the  existence 
of  internal  distudiunce  one  or  more  vessels  of  war  have  been  kept  in 
Samoan  waters  to  protect  American  citizens  and  projxrrty. 

These  things  will  abundantly  appear  from  the  eorresjKmdence  and 
papers  which  have  tjeen  submitted  to  the  Congress. 

A  recent  collision  l>elween  the  forces  from  a  Ciemian  man-of-war  sta- 
tioned in  Sanioan  waters  and  a  body  of  natives  rendered  the  situation 
so  delicate  and  critical  that  the  war  ship  Trenton^  luider  the  immediate 
command  of  Admiral  Kimberly,  was  ordered  to  join  the  Nipsic^  already 
at  Samoa,  for  the  bt-tler  protection  of  the  persons  and  property  of  our 
citizens  and  in  furtherance  of  efforts  to  restore  order  and  safety. 

The  attention  of  the  Congress  is  csj^ecially  called  to  the  instructions 
given  to  Admiral  Kimlx^rly  tlated  on  the  iith  instant  and  the  letter  of 
the  Secretarj'  of  State  to  the  German  minister  dated  the  12th  instant, 
which  will  lie  foinid  among  the  i>ajiers  herewith  sul)mitted. 

By  means  of  the  pajK-'is  and  documents  heretofore  submitted  and  those 
which  accompany  this  connnnnicatiou  the  precise  situation  of  affairs  in 
Samoa  is  laid  Ix-forc  the  Congress,  and  such  Executive  action  as  has  been 
taken  is  full)' exhibited. 

The  Nnews  of  the  Executive  in  respect  of  the  just  policy  to  be  pursued 
with  regard  to  tins  group  of  islands,  which  lie  in  the  direct  highwiu'  of 
a  growing  and  imix>rtant  connnerce  between  Australia  and  the  Unitetl 
States,  have  found  expression  in  the  correspondence  and  documents 
which  have  thus  been  fully  comnuniicated  to  the  Congress,  and  the  sub- 
ject in  its  present  stage  is  submitted  to  the  wider  discretion  conferred 
by  the  Constitution  upon  the  legislative  branch  of  the  Government.

Bismarck  to  the  German  minister  at  this  capital,  which  was  communi- 
cated to  the  Secretary  of  State  on  the  aftenioon  of  the  28th  instant. 

This  appears  to  be  an  amplification  of  a  prior  telegraphic  instruction 
on  the  same  subject  communicated  through  the  same  channel,  and.  being 
set  forth  in  the  note  of  the  Secretar>'  of  State  to  Count  von  Arco- Valley,

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the  Germau  minister,  of  the  i2lh  instant,  was  duly  laid  before  Congress 
with  my  last  message  in  relation  to  Samoan  affairs. 

It  is  also  i>roper  to  inform  you  that  on  Monday,  the  28th  Instant,  the 
occasion  of  the  conimnnication  of  the  note  of  the  Prince  Chancellor,  the 
Secretary  of  Stale  was  given  to  understand  by  the  Gennaii  un'nister  that 
a  proposition  from  his  Go\-frnnient  to  that  of  the  United  States  for  a 
conference  on  the  Samoan  subject  was  on  its  way  by  mail,  having  left 
Berlin  on  the  20th  instant,  so  that  its  arrival  here  in  duj  course  of  mail 
could  Ijc  looked  for  in  a  very  sliort  titue. 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  from  the  Secretary  of  Stale  whether  the  prop- 
osition referred  to  was  for  a  renewal  of  the  joint  conference  between  the 
United  Slates.  Germany,  and  Great  Britain  which  was  suspended  in  July. 
18S7,  or  for  a  consideration  of  Samoan  affairs  ab  not^o,  the  German  min- 
ister stated  his  inability  to  answer  until  the  proposition  which  left  Berlin 
on  the  20th  instant  should  have  lieen  receivctl. 

I  shall  hereafter  coinnuinicate  to  llie  Congress  all  infonnation  received 
by  mc  in  relation  to  the  Samoan  stains.

I  transmit  herewith,  for  approval  and  ratification,  a  provisional  agree- 
ment lately  entered  into  Ijetween  the  Government  of  the  United  States 
and  the  Creek  Nation  of  Indians,  through  their  duly  authorized  repre- 
sentatives, and  which  has  been  approved  by  the  National  Council  of  said 
nation,  by  which  agreement  the  title  and  interest  of  the  said  Creek.  Na- 
tion of  Indians  in  and  to  all  lands  in  the  Indian  Territory  or  elsewhere, 
except  such  as  are  held  and  occnpietl  as  the  hejiues  of  said  nation,  are 
ceded  to  the  United  States, 

The  eighlh  section  of  the  Indian  appropriation  bill  approved  March  3, 
I S85,  authorized  the  President  "to  open  negotiations  with  the  Creeks, 
Semiuoles,  and  Chcrokees  for  the  purpose  of  opening  to  settlement  under 
the  homestead  laws  the  nnassigned  lands  in  the  Indian  Territory  ceded  by 
them  res(>ectively  to  the  United  States  by  the  several  treaties  of  August 
II,  1S66,  March  21,  iS6fNand  July  19, 1S66."  This  section  also  contains 
an  appropriation  in  furtherance  of  its  purpose,  and  requires  that  the  acti'*" 
of  the  President  thereunder  should  Ix:  reported  lo  Congress.

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The  "  uiiassisJied "  lands  thus  referred  to  should  l>e  conslnicd  to  be 
those  which  have  not  i;een  transferred  by  the  United  States  in  pursuance 
of  the  treaties  uicjitioued  in  the  section  quoted. 

The  treaty  with  the  Creeks  is  dated  June  14,  1866.  It  was  confirmed 
by  a  Senate  resolution  passed  July  19.  1866,  and  was  proclaimed  August 
1 1.  |S56(  14  U.  S.  Statutes  at  Large,  p.  785  ). 

The  third  article  of  the  treaty  makes  a  cession  of  lands  jn  the  follow- 
ing words: 

In  CDinpliaiice  with  llu*  desirp  of  the  United  States  to  locate  other  Indians  and 
frecdinen  lluTtfin,  llic  Creeks  hurt-by  cede  and  convey  to  the  l*niteil  States,  to  l»e  sold 
to  and  usctl  hk  homes  for  siicli  oilier  civili/ed  Indians  as  the  l*nited  States  may  choose 
to  settle  thereon,  the  west  half  of  their  entire  ilomain,  to  l>e  divided  by  a  line  running 
north  ami  south;  the  eastern  hulf  of  said  Creek  lands,  beinK  retained  by  them,  sli^l, 
except  Oft  herein  i>thcrwisc  stipulatwl.  l>e  forever  set  apart  as  a  home  for  said  CTtek 
Nation;  and  in  contiideration  of  said  cession  of  the  wej»t  half  of  their  lands,  esti- 
uiate<l  to  contain  .^250, 560  acres,  the  United  States  agree  to  pay  the  siuii  of  30  cents 
per  acre,  amounting  to  f97.s,r68. 

The  provision  that  the  lands  conveyed  were  "/(?  be  sold  to  and  used  as 
homes  for  such  other  civilized  Indians,"  etc.,  has  l>cen  steadily  regardetl 
as  a  liuiitalion  upon  the  grant  made  to  the  United  States.  Such  a  con- 
struction is  admitted  to  \yet  the  true  one  in  many  ways,  esjiecially  by  the 
continual  reservation  of  the  ceded  lands  from  settlement  by  the  whiles, 
by  the  sale  of  a  portion  of  the  same  to  Indians,  by  the  use  of  other  por- 
tions as  the  home  of  Itidiaiis.  and  also  by  various  provisions  in  proposed 
legislation  in  Congress.  Thus  the  hill  now  pending  for  the  organization 
of  Oklahoma  provides  for  the  payment  to  the  Creeks  and  Seniinoles<rf 
the  ordinary  Government  price  of  $1.25  per  acre,  less  the  amount  hereto- 
fore paid. 

The  section  of  the  law  of  1.SS5  first  above  quoted  appears  alsti  to  have 
been  passed  in  contemplation  not  only  of  the  existence  of  a  claim  on  the 
part  of  the  Creeks.  V)ut  of  the  substantial  foundation  of  that  claim  in 
equity,  if  not  in  law,  and  in  acknowledgment  of  the  duty  of  the  Gov- 
ernment to  satisfactorily  discharge  the  claim  of  the  Indian  people  lx:fore 
putting  the  land  to  the  free  uses  of  settlement  and  territorial  occufKilion 
by  whiles. 

But  it  seems  to  have  lx:en  considered  that  so  far  as  the  lands  had  been 
assigned  they  may  fairly  be  taken  to  be  such  as  under  the  treaty  wtje 
"to  l>e  sold."  As  to  these,  they  having  been  assigned  or  "sold"  iu 
accordance  with  said  treaty,  the  claim  of  the  Creeks  thereto  has  been 
entirely  discharged,  and  the  title  from  the  TTnited  States  passed  unlmr- 
dcned  with  any  condition  or  limitation  to  the  grantees.  This  seems  to 
Ix;  an  entirely  clear  projxjsition. 

The  unassigned  lands  must  be  those  which  are  unsold,  because  not  only 
is  that  the  fair  significance  of  the  term,  as  used  technically  in  ctmveyan- 
cing.  but  Ixrcause  the  limiting  condition  in  the  Creek  treaty  was  that  the 
lauds  should  be  sold  to,  as  well  as  u.sed  as  homes  for,  other  Indians.

Of  this  total  quantity  of  nnassi^ied  land  wbicli  is  sulijcct  lo  the  nego- 
tiations provided  for  under  the  law  of  1885  there  should  be  a  further 
division  made  ia  considering  the  sum  which  ought  fairly  to  be  paid  iu 
discharge  of  the  Creek  claim  thereto. 

I.  In  that  part  of  these  lands  called  the  Oklahoma  countrj'  no  Indians 
have  Ix.'en  allowed  to  reside  by  any  action  of  the  Government,  nor  has 
any  execution  been  attempted  of  the  limiting  condition  of  the  cession 
of  1866. 

The  quantity  of  these  lands  carefully  computed  from  the  surveys  is 
1,392.704.70  acres. 

II.  The  remainder  of  these  unassigned  lauds  has  been  appropriated 
in  soiiiu  degree  to  Indian  uses,  although  still  within  the  control  of  the 
Government.

This  shows  the  quantity  of  lands  unassigned,  hat  to  some  extent  ap- 
propriated to  Indian  uses  by  the  Oorernmcut.  amounting  to. 1.  777iOSO.  19 

For  the  lands  which  are  not  only  unassigned,  but  are  unoccupied,  and 
which  have  been  in  no  way  appropriated,  it  appears  clearly  just  and  right 
tliat  a  price  of  at  least  $1.25  should  Ix.^  allowed  to  the  Creeks.  They 
held  more  than  the  ordinary  Indian  title,  for  they  had  a  patent  in  fee 
from  the  Government.  The  Osages  of  Kansas  were  allowed  $1.25  per 
acre  upon  giving  U})  tlieir  reservation,  and  this  land  of  the  Creeks  is 
reported  by  tho.se  familiar  with  il  to  Ije  equal  to  any  laud  in  the  coun- 
try. Without  regard  to  the  present  enhanced  value  of  this  land,  and  if 
reference  be -only  had  to  the  conditions  when  the  ccssiou  was  made,  no 
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less  price  ought  to  be  paid  for  it  than  the  ordinary  Government  price. 
Therefore  in  this  provisional  agreement  which  has  been  made  with  the 
Creek,s  the  price  of  51.25  has  been  settled  upon  for  such  land,  with 
the  deduction  of  the  30  cents  per  acre  which  has  akeady  Ijeen  paid  by 
the  Government  therefor. 

As  to  the  remainder  of  the  unassigned  1and<%.  in  Anew  of  the  fact  that 
some  use  lias  been  made  of  them  of  the  general  character  indicated  by 
the  treaty  of  r866,  and  Ijecause  some  portion  of  them  should  be  allotted 
to  Indians  under  the  general  allotment  act,  and  to  cover  the  exj.>eusts  of 
surN'eys  and  adjustments,  a  diminishment  of  20  cents  per  acre  has  been 
acceded  to.     There  is  no  difference  in  the  character  of  the  lands. 

Thus,  computing  the  unassigned  and  entirely  unappropriatcHi  land. 
l)eing  the  Oklahoma  country,  containing  1,392.704.70  acres,  at  95  cents 
I^er  acre,  and  the  remainder  which  has  been  appropriated  to  the  extent 
above  stated.  )x-ing  i  ,277,050. 19  acres,  at  75  cents  per  acre,  the  total  price 
stipulated  in  the  agreement  has  Ijeen  reached — $2,280,857.10. 

But  as  it  was  desirable  that  the  Indian  title  should  Ix?  beyond  all  ques- 
tion extinguished  to  all  parts  of  the  laud  ceded  by  the  Creeks  in  1866. 
with  their  full  consent  and  understanding,  the  agreement  of  cession  has 
been  made  to  embrace  a  complete  surrender  of  all  claim  to  tlie  western 
half  of  their  domain,  including  the  a.ssigned  as  well  as  the  unassigned 
lands,  for  the  price  nanie<l.  So  the  agreement  takes  the  fomi  in  the  first 
article  of  such  a  cession,  and  in  the  second  article  is  stipulated  the  price 
in  gross  of  all  the  lands  and  interests  ceded,  with  no  detailed  reference  to 
the  manner  of  its  a.scertninuient. 

The  overtures  which  led  to  this  agreement  were  made  by  representa- 
tives of  the  Creek  Nation.  \\\\o  came  here  for  that  purpose.  They  were 
intelligent  and  evidently  loyal  to  the  interests  of  their  people.  The  terms 
of  the  agreement  were  fully  discussed  and  concessions  were  made  by  l>otli 
parties.  It  was  promptly  confirmed  by  the  National  Council  of  the  Creek 
Indians,  and  its  complete  consuunnation  only  waits  the  approval  of  the 
Congress  of  the  Ui»ited  States. 

I  am  convinced  that  such  ratification  will  be  of  decided  benefit  to  the 
Governnieni,  and  that  the  agreement  is  entirely  free  from  any  .sn.<^iciou 
of  unfairness  or  injustice  toward  the  Indians. 

I  desire  to  call  especial  attention  to  the  fact  that  to  become  effective 
the  agreement  must  l)e  ratified  by  the  Congress  prior  to  the  ist  day  of 
July.  1S89. 

The  draft  of  an  act  of  ratification  is  herewith  submitted.

18S2.  stipulated  that  the  said  convention  should 
continue  in  force  until  the  completion  of  the  work,  *' provided  tliat  such 
time  does  not  exceed  four  years  and  four  montlis  from  the  dale  of  the 
exchange  of  ratifications  hereof." 

The  exchange  of  ratifications  took  place  March  3,  1883,  and  the  period 
within  which  the  convention  was  in  force  ended  July  3.  1887. 

In  order,  therefore,  to  continue  the  provisions  of  the  said  convention  of 
July  29,  1882,  an  additional  article  concluded  at  Washington  December 
5,  18S5,  further  extended  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  work  for 
•'eighteen  months  from  the  expiration  of  the  term  fixed  in  Article  VIII 
of  the  .said  treaty  of  July  29,  1S82,'*  or  until  January  3, 18S9. 

As  there  was  no  further  provision  extending  the  sai<l  treaty  of  July  29. 
1882,  Ix-yond  that  date,  it  cxpirctl  by  limitation.  Hence  the  neccssit\ 
for  the  convention  of  the  18th  instant  in  its  present  form.

Assuming,  however,  that  it  was  intended  to  describe  the  period  ending 
June  30,  1HS3,  it  api>ears  that  the  use  of  a  telephone  during;  that  time  was 
wholly  unauthorized  by  the  Post-Office  Department,  and  that  the  only 
authority  given  for  any  expenditure  for  that  purpose  covered  the  period 
of  one  year  from  the  ist  day  of  Januan*,  1S84.

On  the  9th  day  of  July,  1877.  these  officials  were  notified  by  the  AcCli 
Commis-sioner  of  the  General  Land  Office  that  monthly  thereafter,  ai 
dating  from  July  i,  1877.  such  fees  should  be  reported  \^*ith  other  fees 
the  General  I^nd  Office.  ^f 

This  notification  furnished  clear  information  that,  whatever  nia;^|^ 
l)een  the  justification  for  their  retention  of  these  fees  in  the  past,  tlic  pa 
ties  notified  must  thereafter  account  to  the  tH»vemnieni  for  the  satne.

the  Treasiin-  of  the  United  States  the  sums  which  they  had  received  for 
the  services  mentioned  since  July  i,  1877,  and  which,  thouj^h  reported, 
had  not  been  paid  over.  Soon  thereafter,  and  pursuant  to  this  demand, 
the  sum  of  $5,330.76,  being  the  aggregate  of  such  fees  for  the  nineteen 
months  between  July  i,  1877,  and  February  i,  1879,  was  paid  over  to  the 
Government. 

On  the  igth  day  of  Kebruan.',  1S79,  these  officers  were  anthorized  to 
employ  two  clerks,  each  upon  a  salary  of  $100  per  month. 

The  pnrixjse  of  the  bill  now  under  consideration  is  to  restore  to  the 
beneficiaries  fruni  the  money  paid  over  to  the  Governmenl,  as  above 
stated,  the  sum  of  $3,800.  This  is  proposed  upon  the  theory  that  clerks 
were  employed  by  the  register  and  receiver  to  do  the  work  for  which  the 
fees  were  received,  and  that  these  ufficials  having  paid  them  for  their 
services  they  should  be  reimbursed  from  the  fund. 

It  will  be  observed  that  whatever  services  were  performed  by  clerks 
in  the  way  of  writing  down  testimony,  and  paid  for  by  the  beneficiaries, 
were  performed  and  paid  for  after  July,  1877,  and  after  tliey  had  in  effect 
received  notice  that  such  employment  and  payment  would  not  1^  approved 
by  the  Government. 

Upon  this  Htalement  the  claim  covered  by  the  bill  can  hardly  Ix:  urged 
on  legal  grounds,  whatever  the  Government  may  have  allowed  prior  to 
sncli  notice. 

I  am  decidedly  of  tlie  opinion  that  the  relations,  the  duties,  and  the 
obligations  of  sulrordinates  in  public  employment  should  be  clearly  de- 
fined and  strictly  limited.  They  should  not  be  perniilted  to  judge  of 
the  propriety  or  necessity  of  incurring  expenses  on  iK-lialf  of  the  Gov- 
ernment without  authority,  much  less  in  disregard  of  orders.  And  yet 
there  are  ca.ses  when  in  an  emergency  money  is  paid  for  the  benefit  of 
the  pul^lic  service  by  an  official  which,  though  not  strictly  authorized, 
ought  in  equity  to  be  reimbursed. 

If  there  is  anv  e^juity  existing  in  favor  of  the  beneficiaries  named  in 
the  bill  herewith  returned,  it  is  found  in  the  fact  that  during  the  nine- 
teen months  from  the  ist  day  of  July,  1877,10  the  ist  day  of  February, 
1879.  they  paid  out  certain  moneys  for  which  the  Government,  in  the 
receipt  of  the  fees  which  they  paid  over,  received  the  lienefit.  Mani- 
festly such  equity  in  this  case,  if  it  can  be  claimed  at  all  in  view  of  the 
facts  recite<i,  is  measure<l  by  the  sum  actually  paid  by  these  officials  to 
the  persons,  if  such  there  were,  who  did  the  work  from  which  the  fees 
arose  which  were  paid  over  to  the  Government, 

In  other  words,  if  certain  clerks  were  paid  by  the  beneficiarie.s  from 
their  private  funds  for  doing  this  work,  there  should  l)e  a  distinct  state- 
ment of  the  sum  so  paid,  and  their  claim  should  rest  upon  indemnity  and 
reimbursement  alone.  Htit  no  such  statement  a]>pears.  so  far  as  I  can 
see  fnnn  an  examination  of  |«iix;rs  presented  to  me  by  the  Interior  De- 
ixirtment  and  from  the  report  of  the  Senate  committee  who  reported 
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this  bill,  except  as  it  may  be  gathered  from  the  rather  indirect  allega- 
tions contained  in  a  paper  prepared  by  counsel. 

No  vouchers  have  ever  been  received  at  the  General  Land  Office  for 
money  paid  for  clerical  services  rendered  during  the  period  for  which 
reimbursement  is  sought.  The  verified  statement  of  the  claimants  an- 
nexed to  the  committee's  report  contains  only  the  allegation  that  they 
paid  for  the  necessary  clerical  services,  and  the  affidavits  of  the  clerks 
themselves  furnish  no  clew  to  the  amount  they  received.  Such  an  omis- 
sion, in  my  opinion,  discredits  the  claim  made,  and  the  allowance  of  the 
sum  of  $ioo  per  month  for  two  clerks  during  the  period  of  nineteen 
months  covered  by  this  claim,  because  that  was  the  sum  authorized  to 
be  paid  thereafter  for  clerks'  services,  is,  it  seems  to  me,  adopting  a 
standard  entirely  inapplicable  to  the  subject. 

In  any  event  these  beneficiaries  should  be  required  to  establish  the 
sum  necessary  for  such  indemnification,  and  the  amount  appropriated 
for  their  relief  should  be  limited  to  that  sum.

It  is  proposed  by  this  bill  to  pension  the  beneficiary  therein  named  as 
the  widow  of  Newton  E.  Drake,  who  served  as  a  soldier  from  August  i, 
1863,  to  January  18,  1865. 

The  records  do  not  show  that  he  suffered  from  any  disability  during 
his  term  of  service. 

He  filed  an  application  for  pension  September  23,  1879,  claiming  that 
he  contracted  rheumatism  about  October,  1864. 

He  died  June  7,  1881,  and  there  does  not  appear  to  have  been  any  evi- 
dence produced  as  to  the  cause  of  his  death  or  establishing,  except  by 
the  allegations  of  his  own  application,  that  he  contracted  any  disease  or 
disability  in  the  service.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  9791 ,  entitled  "An  act  for  the 
relief  of  Charles  W.  Geddes." 

This  bill  directs  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  to  include  the  name 
of  the  beneficiar>^  mentioned,  late  assistant  engineer  in  the  United  States 
Navy,  among  those  who  ser\^ed  in  the  Mexican  War,  and  issue  to  him  a 
land  warrant  for  his  services  as  assistant  engineer  on  the  United  States 
steamer  General  Taylor  during  said  war. 
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On  an  application  made  by  this  beneficiary  for  bounty  land  under  gen- 
eral laws  the  Secretary  of  the  Navy  rep<»rted  lliat  the  vessel  to  whicli  he 
was  atlachcd  was  not  considered  as  having;  been  engaged  in  the  war  with 
Mexico,  and  thereupon  his  application  was  rejected.  Upon  appeal  to  the 
Secretary  of  the  Interior  he  states  the  settled  doctrine  of  such  cases  to  1^ 
that  * '  service  must  have  been  in ,  not  simply  dnhng,  a  war  to  give  title  to 
lx)unty  land." 

Tile  only  claim  made  by  the  l)eneficiary  is  that  the  vessel  uprm  which 
he  was  employed  was  engaged  for  a  time  in  transjw^rling  seamen  from 
New  Orleans,  where  they  were  enlisted,  to  Pensacola,  and  that  he  was 
informed  and  believed  that  they  were  cnlistetl  to  serve  on  ?xjard  vessels 
coinjx^siiig  the  Gulf  Squadron,  then  co«.)ix:rating  with  the  land  forces  in 
the  Mexican  War. 

It  seems  to  me  that  it  is  establishing  a  bad  precedent,  tending  to  the 
breaking  down  of  all  distinctions  l>etween  civil  and  military  employment 
and  service,  to  hold  that  a  man  engaged  on  a  vessel  transporting  recruits 
to  a  rendezvous  from  wliich  they  may  lie  sent  to  the  scene  i.\\  hostilities 
should  be  allowed  the  same  advantages  which  are  bestowed  uptm  those 
actually  engaged  in  or  more  directly  related  to  the  dangers  and  chances 
of  military  aperaUons.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

The  jjeneficiary  named  in  this  bill  is  the  mother  of  William  Barberick, 
who  enlisted  February  19,  1862,  and  died  of  smallpox  August  2.  1864.  at 
his  home  while  on  veteran  furlough. 

It  is  not  claimed  that  the  soldier  contracted  the  fatal  disease  while 
in  the  Army.  On  the  contrar>'»  the  testimony  taken  upon  his  mother's 
application  for  pension  to  the  Pensinii  Bureau  shows  that  he  was  taken 
sick  after  his  arrival  at  his  home  on  furlough,  and  that  several  of  his 
family  had  died  of  the  contagious  disease  to  which  he  fell  a  victim  before 
he  was  taken  sick  with  it. 

In  these  circmnstances,  unless  there  is  to  lie  a  complete  departure  from 
the  principle  that  pensions  are  to  be  granted  for  death  or  disability  in  some 
way  related  to  the  military  service,  this  bill  slumld  nni  l>econie  a  law.

II  seemed  to  me  at  that  time  that  the  soldier's  death  could  not  Ix^hd 
to  be  the  result  of  his  wound  or  any  other  cause  chargeaVjle  to  his 
tary  service. 

Upon  reexaminntion  T  am  stilt  of  the  same  opinion,  which  leads  tne 
again  return  the  bill  under  consideration  without  approval.

I  am  sure  no  one  could  fail  to  be  gratified  by  an  opportunity  to  join  t 
accor<ling  aid  to  this  dependent  old  mother  of  a  faithful  soldier,  but 
can  not  believe  that  such  a  departure  as  is  proposed  should  be  mad 
from  the  just  principles  upon  which  peiision  legislation  ought  to  fa 
predicated.

In  a  bubseqnenl  afl'ulavit  filttl  in  1.SS3  he  alle^jeil  deafness,  which  aji- 
pears  to  be  the  disability  upon  whicli  the  special  act  proposed  for  his 
relief  is  biised. 

The  records  establish  that  he  enlisted  July  27,  1861.  that  he  deserted 
April  25,  iS62,aud  returned  February  2o»  1863,  after  an  absence  of  about 
ten  months,  and  that  he  deserted  aj^ain  April  30,  tis64,and  returned  prior 
lu  August  31,  1864.  1  am  infonned  that  his  record  shows  two  enlist- 
ments and  desertion  during  each.  He  was  discharged  December  31. 
i8f>4. 

An  application  to  renio\'e  the  charge  of  desertion  against  him  was 
denied. 

WMthont  especially  discussing  the  question  of  disability  chargeable  to 
military  service,  it  seems  to  me  that  a  soldier  witli  such  a  record  should 
not  be  pensioned.

The  husband  of  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  hill  enlisted  August  22, 
iS6j,  and  was  nuistered  out  with  his  company  July  10,  1865. 

He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  1881.  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge, 
alleging  that  he  contracted  rheumatism  alxjiit  December.  1862. 

He  died  in  February,  1883.  the  cause  of  death  being,  as  then  certified, 
typhoid  fever. 

His  claim  for  pension  on  account  of  rheumatism  seems  to  have  been 
favorably  determined  after  his  death,  for  it  was  made  payable  to  his 
widow  and  was  allowed  from  the  time  of  filing  his  {letition  to  February 
25.  1883,  the  day  of  his  death. 

The  facts  of  the  case  as  now  presented  appear  to  me  to  lead  in  the 
most  satisfactory  manner  to  the  conclusioji  that  the  soldier's  death  was 
in  no  way  related  to  any  incident  of  his  military  servnce.

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Iff:  m%s  ^Ai*Ahzx%tA  from  the  Nary  for  disobilzCT  Sr^WMnfKi  S.  1^64, 
n\^m  the  certificate  fA  a  naval  smxeoa.  vfasch  states  that  be  had  v^hro- 
W  /:ar'itw:  dtMaAC  dueaAe  of  the  bean, .  and  tbat  tbexe  was  no  eviiletice 
that  it  ori^^inated  in  the  line  of  duty. 

HU  claim  fi^ir  pension  waA  rejected  in  1^2  npoo  tbe  gTomid  tbat  tbe 
act  which  permits  penflions  to  Confederate  soldiers  wbo  joined  tbe  Union 
Army  did  not  extend  to  Mich  soldiers  wbo  enbsted  in  tbe  Navy. 

I  can  itee  nft  reason  why  such  a  distinction  sbcxild  exist,  and  tbe  rec- 
r^mmendatifm  of  the  Commusioner  fA  Pennons,  made  in  1SS7.  tbat  this 
diMTimination  \m:  removed  shoald  be  adopted  by  tbe  enactment  of  a  law

In  thi.H  ca.se,  howe\'er.  I  am  nnable  to  discover  any  evidence  tbat  the 
trouble  with  which  this  tjeneficiary  appears  to  be  afflicted  is  related  to

%i:tn\  uprm  whr^e  certificate  he  was  discharged  to  the  effect  that  there 
wfUi  U(>  evidence  that  his  disability  originated  in  the  line  of  naval  duty.

He  had  undressed 
nnd  appnretitly  gone  into  the  water  as  usual. 

Medical  opinions  are  prwluced  tending  to  show  that  drowning  was  not 
the  cause  of  death. 

No  post  mortnn  examination  was  had,  and  it  seems  to  me  it  must  be 
C()iu\Mle<l  lliat  a  conclusion  that  death  was  in  any  degree  the  result  of 
wounds  received  in  military  service  rests  upon  the  most  unsatisfactory 
conjecture.

hor  stwi.  William  Triggs.  dietl  in  1875  from  the  effects  of  pCMson  taken 

dining  his  military  ser\ice  in  water  which  had  been  poisoned  by  the 

'l>cls  and  in  fixxl  eaten  in  rebel  houses,  which  had  also  been  poisoned. 
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He  was  dischargetl  from  the  Army  with  his  company  July  24.  1865, 
after  a  sen-ice  of  more  ihaii  four  years. 

The  cause  of  his  death  is  reix>rtecl  to  have  been  aii  abscess  of  the  lung. 

The  case  was  specially  examined,  and  the  evidence  elicited  to  support 
the  claim  of  yx>isonin^  appears  to  have  been  auythinj^  but  satisfactory. 

The  uiather  herself  testified  that  her  sou  was  absent  from  Chicago, 
where  she  lived,  and  in  the  South  from  1868  to  i86g,  and  that  he  was  in 
Indiana  from  1869  to  1874. 

The  claim  was  rejected  on  the  12th  day  of  February.  1887,  on  the 
ground  that  evidence  could  not  l>e  obtained  upon  special  examination 
showing  that  the  soldier's  death  was  due  to  any  disability  contracted  in 
the  niilitary  service. 

While  I  am  unable  to  see  how  any  other  conclusion  could  have  been 
reached  n]x>n  the  facts  in  this  case,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  a  favor- 
able determination  upon  its  merits  would  be  of  no  avail,  since,  on  the  17th 
day  of  April,  1888,  a  letter  was  filed  in  the  Pension  Office  from  a  citizen  of 
Chicago  in  which  it  is  stated  that  the  lx;nt;ficiary  named  in  this  bill  died 
oil  the  27th  day  of  February,  18SS,  and  an  application  is  therein  made  on 
iKrhalf  of  her  daughter  for  reimbursement  of  money  expended  for  her 
mother  in  her  last  ilhiess  and  for  her  burial.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  2514.  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Michuel  Shong/' 

It  apjxrars  that  the  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill,  under  the  name  of 
Jolin  M.  jolms,  enlisted  in  Company  I,  Fourteenth  New  York  Volunteers, 
on  the  17th  day  of  May,  1S61.  and  was  discharge<l  May  24,  1863. 

In  November.  1876.  more  than  thirteen  years  after  his  discharge,  under 
the  same  name  of  John  M.  Johns,  he  filed  an  application  for  pension, 
alleging  a  fever  sore  on  his  right  leg  contracted  July  i.  1862,  which 
resulted  in  the  loss  of  the  leg. 

His  claim  was  rejected  in  November,  1882,  after  a  thorough  special 
examination,  on  the  ground  that  the  disease  of  the  leg  resulting  in  am- 
putation was  contracted  after  the  soldier's  discharge  from  the  service. 

The  leg  was  amputated  in  February,  1865. 

While  there  is  some  evidence  tending  to  show  lameness  in  the  .service 
and  following  discharge,  and  while  one  witness  swears  to  lameness  and 
fever  sores  in  the  service,  evidence  was  also  produced  showing  that  the 
soldier  returned  home  from  the  Army  in  good  physical  condition  and 
that  the  disea.se  of  his  leg  first  manifested  itself  in  the  latter  part  of  1S64. 

It  will  be  observed  that  he  served  in  the  Army  nearly  a  year  after 
it  is  alleged  he  contracted  his  disability,  and  that  though  his  leg  was 
amputated  in  February,  1865,  he  did  not  apply  for  a  pension  until  1876* 
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Moreover,  the  surgeon  who  amputated  liis  leg  testified  that  the  soldier 
aiui  liispiirents  stated  lliathecameoutof  iht  Army  without  a  scratch;  that 
on  New  Year's  night  in  1S65  he  liecame  very  warm  at  a  dance:  llial  he 
went  outdoors  and  was  taken  with  a  chill  and  pain  in  his  side,  which  sub- 
sequently settled  in  the  leg  and  caused  a  gangrenous  condition,  and  llial 
upon  amputating  the  leg  the  artery  below  the  knee  was  found  plugged 
by  a  blood  clot,  which  caused  the  diseased  condition  of  tlie  leg  and  foot. 

This  testimony  and  the  other  facts  established  and  the  presumptions 
arising  therefrom  clearly  indicate,  in  my  opinion,  that  the  claim  made  for 
a  pension  by  this  beneficiary  is  without  merit.

I  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  No.  3451.  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Frank  D.  Worcester.*' 

The  beneficiary  named  in  this  bill  served  in  the  Volunteer  Army  from 
February  4,  1863.  to  January  27,  1S64,  a  period  of  less  ihan  one  year, 
when  he  was  discharged  upon  the  certificate  of  a  surgeon,  alleging  as  his 
disability  "manifest  mental  imbecility  and  incontinence  of  urine.  Dis- 
ease originated  previous  to  enlistment." 

In  1880,  sixteen  years  after  his  discharge,  a  claim  for  pension  was  filed 
in  his  behalf  by  his  father  as  his  guardian,  in  which  it  was  alleged  that 
his  mind,  naturally  not  strong,  became  diseased  in  the  Army  by  reason 
of  excitement  and  exposure. 

He  was  adjudged  insane  in  1S72  and  sent  to  an  insane  hospital,  where 
he  remaine<i  about  six  years,  when  he  was  discharged  as  a  harmless  incur- 
able.    His  mental  condition  has  remained  about  the  same  since  that  time. 

Upon  the  declared  inability  to  furnish  testimony  to  rebut  the  record  of 
mental  disease  prior  to  enlistment,  the  claim  for  pension  was  rejected  in 
1883. 

In  1887  the  case  was  reopened  and  a  thorough  examination  was  made 
as  tu  soundness  prior  to  enlistment  and  the  origin  and  continuance  of 
mental  unsoundness. 

Ui>on  this  examination  evidence  was  taken  showing  that  he  was  defi- 
cient intellectually  when  he  joined  the  Army;  that  he  was  stationed 
where  he  was  not  much  exposed,  and  that  his  duties  were  comparatively 
light,  that  he  never  was  con.sidered  a  Ixjy  of  solid  intelligence,  and  that 
he  had  epileptiform  seizures  prior  to  enlistment. 

On  the  other  liaud.  no  disinterested  and  unbiased  e\ndence  was  secured 
tending  to  rebut  these  conditions. 

The  claim  was  thereuj>on  again  rejected.  This  was  a  proper  dispofd- 
tion  of  the  case  unless  the  Government  is  held  liable  for  every  disability 
■'^liich  may  afflict  those  who  served  in  the  Unitm  Army.

A  bill  ill  precisely  the  same  words  as  the  bill  herewitli  returned  was 
approvetl  on  the  8th  day  of  July,  1886,  and  under  its  provisions  the  bene- 
ficiary is  now  upon  the  pension  rolls. 

It  is  supix>sed  that  the  bill  now  under  consideration  was  passed  by  the 
Congress  in  ignorance  of  the  previous  statute.  x\  duplication  of  the  act 
would  manifestly  be  entirely  useless.

I  herewith  leUiru  withcjut  approval  House  bill  No.  1368,  entitled  "An 
act  to  quiet  title  of  settlers  on  the  Des  Moines  River  lands,  in  the  State 
of  Iowa,  and  for  other  purjxjses." 

This  bill  is  to  all  intents  and  purposes  identical  with  Senate  bill  No. 
150,  pas.setl  in  the  first  session  of  the  Forty-ninth  Congress,  which  failed 
to  receive  Executive  approval.  My  objections  to  that  bill  are  set  forth 
in  a  message  transmitted  to  the  Seuateon  the  nth  day  of  March,  1886.* 
They  are  all  applicable  to  the  bill  herewith  returned,  and  a  careful  reex- 
auiiualion  of  the  nialLers  embraced  in  this  proposed  legislation  has  fur- 
ther satisfied  me  of  their  validity  and  strength. 

The  trouble  proposed  to  Ije  cured  by  this  bill  >;rew  out  of  the  indefi- 
niteiiess  and  consequent  contradictor)'  construction  by  the  officers  of  the 
Government  of  a  grant  of  land  made  in  1846  by  Congress  to  the  State 
of  Iowa  (then  a  Territory)  for  the  purpose  of  aiding  in  the  improvement 
of  the  Des  Moines  River.  This  grant  was  accepted  on  the  9lh  day  of 
Januar>',  1847,  by  the  State  of  Iowa,  as  required  by  the  act  of  Congress, 
and  six^n  thereafter  the  question  arose  whether  the  lands  granted  were 
limited  to  those  which  adjoined  the  river  in  its  course  northwesterly 
from  the  southerly  line  of  the  State  lo  a  point  called  the  Raccoon  Fork, 
or  whether  such  grant  covered  lands  so  adjoiinug  the  river  through  its 
entire  course  through  the  Territory,  and  both  below  and  above  the  Rac- 
coon F'ork. 

The  Acting  Commissioner  of  the  General  Land  Office,  on  the  17th  day 
of  {X:lolx;r.  1846.  instructed  the  officers  of  the  land  office  in  Iowa  that  the 
grant  extended  only  to  the  Raccoon  Fork. 

On  the  23d  day  of  February.  1R48,  the  Connnissioncr  of  the  General 
Land  Office  held  that  the  grant  extended  along  the  entire  course  of  the 
river. 

Notwitlistanding  this  opinion,  the  President,  in  June,  1848,  proclaimed 
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the  lands  upon  the  river  above  the  Raccoon  Fork  to  be  open  for  sale 
and  settlement  under  the  land  laws,  and  about  25,000  acres  were  sold 
to  and  preempted  by  settlers  under  said  proclamation. 

In  1849,  and  before  the  organization  of  the  Department  of  the  Inte- 
rior, the  Secretary  of  the  Treasury  decided,  upon  a  protest  against  open- 
ing said  lands  for  sale  and  settlement,  that  the  grant  extended  along  the 
entire  course  of  the  river. 

Pursuant  to  this  decision,  and  on  the  ist  day  of  June,  1849,  the  Com- 
missioner of  the  General  Land  Office  directed  the  reser\'ation  or  the  with- 
holding from  sale  of  all  lands  on  the  odd-numbered  sections  along  the 
Des  Moines  River  above  the  Raccoon  Fork. 

This  reservation  from  entr>'  and  sale  under  the  general  land  laws  seems 
to  have  continued  until  a  deed  of  the  lands  so  reser\'ed  was  made  by  the 
State  of  Iowa  and  until  the  said  deed  was  supplemented  and  confirmed 
by  the  action  of  the  Congress  in  1861  and  1862. 

In  April,  1850,  the  Secretar>'  of  the  Interior,  that  Department  ha\-ing 
then  been  created,  determined  that  the  grant  extended  no  farther  than 
the  Raccoon  Fork;  but  in  view  of  the  fact  that  Congress  was  in  session 
and  might  take  steps  in  the  matter,  the  Commissioner  of  the  General 
Land  Office  expressly  continued  the  reser\^atiou. 

In  October,  185 1,  another  Secretary  of  the  Interior,  while  expressing 
the  opinion  that  the  grant  only  extended  to  the  Raccoon  Fork,  declared 
that  he  would  approve  the  selections  made  by  the  State  of  Iowa  of  lands 
above  that  point,  "lea\nng  the  question  as  to  the  construction  of  the  stat- 
ute entirely  open  to  the  action  of  the  judiciary." 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  selections  were  made  by  Iowa  6f  a  large 
quantity  of  land  lying  alx)ve  the  Raccoon  Fork,  wliich  selections  were 
approved  and  the  land  certified  to  the  State.  In  the  meantime  the  State 
had  entered  upon  the  improvement  of  the  river  and  it  appears  had  dis- 
posed of  some  of  the  land  in  furtherance  of  said  improvement.  But  in 
1854  the  State  of  Iowa  made  a  contract  with  the  Des  Moines  Naviga- 
tion and  Railroad  Company  for  the  continuance  of  said  work  at  a  cost  of 
$1,300,000,  the  vState  agreeing  in  payment  thereof  to  convey  to  the  com- 
pany all  the  land  which  had  l>een  or  should  thereafter  be  certified  to  the 
State  of  Iowa  under  the  grant  of  1846. 

In  November,  1856,  further  certification  of  lands  above  the  Raccoon 
Fork  under  the  grant  to  the  State  of  Iowa  was  refused  by  the  Interior 
Department.  This  led  to  a  dispute  and  settlement  l>etween  the  State  of 
Iowa  and  the  Des  Moines  Navigation  and  Railroad  Company,  by  which 
the  State  conveyed  by  deed  to  said  company — 

All  lands  (granted  by  an  act  of  Congress  approved  Augu.st  8,  1846,10  the  then  Ter- 
ritory of  Iowa  to  aid  in  the  improvement  of  the  Des  Moines  River  which  have  been 
approve<l  and  certified  to  the  State  of  Iowa  by  the  General  Governinent,  saving  and 
excepting  all  lands  sold  and  conveyed,  or  agreed  to  be  sold  and  conveyed,  by  the 
State,  by  its  officers  and  agents,  prior  to  the  23d  day  of  December,  1853,  under  said 
grant. 
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This  exception  was  declared  in  the  deed  to  cover  the  lands  above  the 
Raccoon  Fork  (lis]x)sefl  of  to  settlers  by  the  Government  in  1S4S  under 
the  prtx^laination  of  the  President  opening  said  lands  to  sale  and  settle- 
ment, which  has  l)eLMi  referred  to;  and  it  is  conceded  that  neither  these 
lands  nur  the  rights  of  any  settlers  thereto  are  affected  by  tlie  terms  of 
the  bill  now  under  consideration. 

The  amount  of  land  embrace<l  in  this  deed  located  above  the  Raccoon 
Fork  appears  to  be  more  than  271,000  acres. 

Il  is  alleged  that  the  company  iti  winding  up  its  affairs  distributed 
this  land  among  the  parties  interested,  and  that  said  laud,  or  a  large  part 
of  it,  has  lieen  sold  to  numerous  parties  now  claiming  the  same  under 
titles  derived  from  said  e<nnpany. 

In  December.  iH5<j.  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  decided 
that  the  grant  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa  under  the  law  (jf  1S46  conveyed 
no  land  above  the  Raccoon  Fork,  and  that  all  selections  and  certifications 
of  lands  above  that  point  were  unauthorized  and  void,  and  passed  no  title 
or  interest  in  said  lands  to  the  Stale  of  Iowa.  In  other  words,  it  was 
detennined  that  these  lands  were,  in  the  language  of  tlie  bill  under  con- 
sideration. "  improiKTly  certified  to  Iowa  by  the  Department  of  the  Inte- 
rinr  under  the  act  of  August  S.  1S46." 

This  adjudication  would  seem  to  conclusively  determine  that  the  title 
to  these  lauds  was,  as  the  law  then  stood,  and  notwithstanding  all  that 
had  taken  place,  still  in  the  United  States.  And  for  the  purjx»se  of  grant- 
ing all  claim  or  right  of  the  Govenmient  to  said  lands  for  the  benefit  of 
the  grantees  of  the  State  (»f  Iowa,  Congress,  ou  the  2d  day  of  March,  1861, 
passed  a  joint  resolution  providing  that  all  the  title  still  retained  by  the 
United  States  in  the  lauds  above  the  Raccoon  Fork,  in  the  State  of  Iowa, 
"which  have  been  certified  to  said  State  impro|)erly  by  the  Department 
of  the  Interior  as  part  of  the  grant  by  act  of  Congress  approved  August  8, 
1846,  and  which  is  now  held  by  bona  fide  purchasers  under  the  State  of 
Iowa,  lie,  and  the  same  is  hereliy.  relinquished  to  the  State  of  Iowa." 

AfterNvards,  and  ou  the  t2th  day  of  July,  1862,  an  act  of  Congress  was 
passed  extending  the  grant  of  1846  so  as  to  include  lands  lying  above  the 
Raccoon  Fork. 

The  joint  resolution  and  act  of  Congress  here  mentioned  have  been 
repeatedly  held  by  the  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  to  supply  a 
title  to  the  lands  mentioned  in  the  deed  from  the  State  of  Iowa  to  the 
Navigation  and  Railroad  Company,  which  inured  to  the  benefit  of  said 
company  or  its  grantees. 

No  less  than  ten  cjises  have  l>een  decided  in  that  court  more  or  less 
directly  establishing  this  proposition,  as  well  as  the  further  proposition 
that  no  title  to  these  lands  could  prior  to  said  Congressional  action  be 
gained  by  settlers,  for  the  reason  that  it  had  been  withdrawn  and  reser\'ed 
from  entry  and  sale  under  the  general  land  laws.  It  seems  to  be  fterfi-ctly 
well  settled  also,  if  an  adjudication  was  necessary  upon  that  question,  thai 
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all  interest  of  the  United  States  in  these  lands  was  entirely  and  completely 
granted  by  the  resolution  of  186 1  and  the  act  of  1862. 

The  act  of  1862  provides  for  the  setting  apart  of  other  lands  in  lieu  of 
such  as  were  covered  by  the  act,  but  had  been  before  its  passage  sold  and 
disposed  of  by  the  United  States,  excepting  such  as  had  been  released  to 
the  State  of  Iowa  under  the  joint  resolution  of  186 1. 

It  is  claimed,  I  believe,  that  in  a  settlement  of  land  grants  thereafter 
had  between  the  United  States  and  the  State  of  Iowa  lands  were  allowed 
to  the  State  in  lieu  or  indemnity  for  some  of  the  lands  which  it  had  con- 
veyed to  the  Des  Moines  Na\'igation  and  Railroad  Company.  But  if  the 
title  of  the  company  is  valid  to  lands  along  the  river  and  above  the  Rac- 
coon Fork,  under  the  deed  from  Iowa  and  the  joint  resolution  and  act 
of  Congress,  it  can  not  be  in  the  least  afiFected  by  the  fact  that  the  State 
afterwards,  justly  or  unjustly,  received  other  lands  as  indemnity. 

The  bill  under  consideration  provides  that  all  the  lands  *  *  improperly 
certified  to  Iowa ' '  under  the  grant  of  1 846,  as  referred  to  in  the  joint  reso- 
lution of  i86i,and  for  which  indemnity  lands  were  selected  and  received 
by  the  State,  as  provided  in  the  act  of  1862, ' '  are,  and  are  hereby,  declared 
to  be  public  lands  of  the  United  States. '  * 

The  claims  of  persons  and  their  heirs  who,  with  intent  in  good  faith 
to  obtain  title  under  the  preemption  and  homestead  laws  of  the  United 
States,  have  entered  and  remained  upon  any  tract  of  said  land  prior  to 
1880  are  confirmed  and  made  valid  to  them  and  their  heirs,  not  exceed- 
ing 160  acres;  and  upon  due  proof  and  payment  of  the  usual  price  or  fees 
it  is  directed  that  such  claims  shall  be  carried  to  patent. 

It  is  further  provided  that  the  claims  of  settlers  and  claimants  which 
do  not  come  in  conflict  with  the  claims  of  the  parties  above  mentioned 
are  confirmed  and  made  valid.  By  the  second  section  of  the  bill  it  is 
made  the  duty  of  the  Attorney-General,  as  soon  as  practicable,  and  within 
three  years  after  the  passage  of  the  act,  to  institute  legal  proceedings 
to  assert  and  protect  the  title  of  the  United  vStates  to  said  lands  and  to 
remove  all  clouds  from  its  title  thereto. 

One  result  of  this  legislation,  if  consummated  and  if  effectual,  would  be 
to  restore  to  the  United  States,  as  a  part  of  the  public  domain,  lands  which 
more  than  twenty-fi\e  years  ago  the  Government  expressly  granted  and 
surrendered,  and  which  repeated  decisions  of  the  Supreme  Court  have 
adjudged  to  belong  by  \drtue  of  this  action  of  the  Government  to  other 
parties. 

Another  result  would  be  not  only  to  validate  claims  to  this  land  which 
our  highest  judicial  tribunal  have  solemnly  declared  to  lie  invalid,  but  to 
actually  direct  the  issue  of  patents  in  confirmation  of  said  claims. 

Still  another  result  would  be  to  oblige  the  Government  of  the  United 
States  to  enter  the  courts  ostensibly  to  assert  and  protect  its  title  to  said 
land,  while  iti  point  of  fact  it  would  1^  used  to  enforce  private  claims  to 
the  same  and  unsettle  private  ownership. 
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It  is  by  no  means  certain  that  this  propose<l  legislation,  relating  to  a 
subject  jK^uliarly  within  Iht;  judicial  function,  and  which  attempts  to  dis- 
turb rights  and  interests  tlioronghly  intrenched  in  the  solemn  adjudica- 
tions of  our  courts,  would  be  upheld.  \\\  any  event,  it  seems  to  me  that 
it  is  an  improper  exercise  of  legislative  power,  an  interference  with  the 
determinations,  of  a  coordinate  branch  of  the  Government,  an  arbitrary 
annultnent  of  a  public  grant  made  more  than  twenty-five  years  ago.  an 
attempted  destruction  of  vested  rights,  and  a  threatened  impairment  of 
lawful  contracts. 

The  advocates  of  this  measure  insist  that  a  ]x>int  in  favor  of  the  settlers 
upon  these  lands  and  important  in  the  consideration  of  this  bill  is  found 
in  the  following  language  of  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  which 
was  adopted  in  1857: 

The  general  assembly  shall  not  locale  any  of  the  public  lands  which  have  lieen  or 
may  be  granted  by  Congress  to  this  Slate,  and  the  location  of  which  may  be  gi\*en  to 
the  genend  assembly ,  upon  lands  aelually  settleil,  without  the  consent  of  the  HK'Cupant. 

The  State  under  its  constitution  was  i>erfectiy  competent  to  take  the 
grants  of  r86i  and  1S62.  The  clause  of  the  constitution  alx)ve  quoted 
deals  expressly  with  "lands  which  have  been  or  may  be  granted  by 
Congress  to  the  State, "  and  thus  of  necessity  recognizes  its  right  to  take 
such  grants.  This  competency  in  the  State  as  a  grantee  was  all  that 
was  needed  to  create,  under  the  joint  resolution  of  iS6t  and  the  act  of 
1862,  a  complete  divestiture  of  the  interests  of  the  United  States  in  these 
lands.  It  must  be  borne  in  mind,  too,  that  prior  to  this  time  these  lands 
had  been  conveyed  by  the  State  of  Iowa  in  furtlierance  of  the  purposes 
of  tlie  original  Congressional  grants,  and  that  the  joint  resolution  of  1861 
and  the  act  of  1862  were  really  made  for  the  benefit  of  those  who  held 
under  grants  from  the  State.  After  these  grants  by  the  Government  it 
had  no  concern  with  these  lands.  If  in  any  stage  of  the  proceedings  the 
general  assembly  of  Iowa  \vas  guilty  of  any  neglect  of  duty  or  failed  to 
act  in  accordance  with  the  constitution  of  the  State  of  Iowa,  the  remedy 
should  be  found  in  the  courts  of  that  State;  and  it  is  difficult  to  see  how 
the  situation  in  this  aspect  can  be  changed  or  improved  by  the  bill  under 
consideration. 

I  am  not  mnnindful  of  the  fact  that  there  may  l>e  persons  who  have 
suffered  or  who  are  threatened  with  loss  through  a  reliance  upon  the 
erroneous  decisions  of  Government  officials  as  to  the  extent  of  the  origi- 
nal grant  from  the  United  States  to  the  Territory  of  Iowa.  I  l>elieve 
cases  of  this  kind  should  l>e  treatetl  in  accordance  with  the  broadest 
sentiments  of  eqtiity.  atid  that  where  loss  is  apparent  arising  from  a  real 
or  fairly  supi>osed  invitation  uf  the  Government  to  settle  upon  the  lands 
mentioned  in  the  bill  under  consideration  such  loss  should  be  made  good. 
Hut  I  do  not  btlicvc  that  the  cuudition  4>f  these  settlers  will  K-  aided  by 
encouraging  theni  in  such  further  lilij^atiou  iLs  the  Icnns  of  this  bill  in- 
vite, nor  do  I  believe  that  in  attempting  to  right  the  wrongs  of  wliicli

they  complain  legislation  should  be  sanctioned  mischievous  in  principle, 
and  in  its  practical  operation  doing  injustice  to  others  as  innocent  as  they 
and  as  much  entitled  to  consideration.

To  the  House  of  Representatives: 

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  220,  entitled  *'An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  John  J.  Lockrey. ' ' 

It  is  stated  that  this  beneficiary  enlisted  April  11,  1865,  but  it  appears 
from  the  muster  roll  of  his  company  for  May  and  June,  1865,  that  he  was 
a  recruit  assigned,  but  who  had  not  joined.  There  is  nothing  appearing 
on  the  record  which  positively  shows  that  he  ever  reached  his  regiment. 

It  is  conceded  that  his  real  and  nominal  connection  with  the  Army  ex- 
tended only  from  April  11, 1865,  when  he  was  mustered  in,  until  August, 
1865,  when  he  was  discharged  for  disability,  consisting  of  a  disease  of  the 
eye,  called  in  the  surgeon's  certificate  '* iritis  with  conjunctivitis.'* 

It  seems  that  this  claimant  enlisted  just  at  the  close  of  the  war,  and 
was  connected  in  a  manner  with  the  Army  for  four  months.  It  is  not 
probable  that  he  ever  saw  any  actual  service,  for  none  is  stated  in  the 
papers  before  me;  and  it  does  appear  that  he  spent  a  large  part  of  his 
short  term  of  enlistment  in  hospitals  and  under  treatment  for  a  trouble 
with  his  eye.  As  early  as  May  23, 1865,  he  was  admitted  to  hospital  with 
gonorrheal  ophthalmia.  His  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau 
on  the  ground  that  this  was  the  cause  of  his  disability,  and  the  inferences 
from  the  proof  presented  make  this  extremely  probable. 

One  of  the  witnesses  who  testified  that  the  beneficiary  caught  cold  in 
his  eye  in  April,  1865,  on  the  Mississippi  River  is  shown  to  have  been  at 
that  time  with  his  regiment  and  company  at  Danville,  Va. 

The  circumstances  surrounding  this  case  and  the  facts  proved  satisfy 
me  that  the  determination  of  the  Pension  Bureau  was  correct,  and  there 
is  certainly  no  sentiment  in  favor  of  the  claimant  which  justifies  the  indul- 
gence of  violent  presumptions  for  the  purpose  of  overriding  such  determi-

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  5S07,  entitled  "An  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  John  McCool." 

This  beneficiar>'  served  in  an  Iowa  regiment  of  volunteers  from  May 
27,  1861,  to  July  12, 1865. 

He  filed  a  petition  for  pension,  alleging  an  accidental  wound  in  the 
right  thumb  while  extracting  a  cartridge  from  a  pistol  in  August.  1861, 
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There  is  no  record  of  any  such  disability,  though  it  apjicars  that  he  was 
on  a  furlough  about  the  date  of  his  allej^ctl  injury.  It  appears  that  he 
served  nearly  four  years  after  the  time  he  fixetl  as  the  date  of  his  injnrj'. 

No  evidence  was  filed  in  support  of  tlie  claim  he  filed,  and  he  refused 
to  appear  for  examination,  though  twice  notified  to  do  so. 

His  claim  was  rejected  in  May,  1888,  no  suggestion  having  been  made 
of  any  other  disability  than  the  wound  in  the  thumb,  upon  which  his 
claim  l^efore  the  Bureau  was  based. 

The  report  of  the  cunnuittee  in  the  House  of  Representatives  recom- 
mending the  passage  of  this  bill  contains  no  intimation  that  there  exists 
any  disalnlity  contracted  in  the  military  service,  but  distinctly  declares 
the  pension  reconnncnded  a  service  pension,  and  states  that  the  benefi- 
ciary is  blind. 

As  long  as  the  jx)licy  of  granting  pensions  for  disability  traceable  to 
the  incidents  of  army  service  is  adhered  to,  the  allowatice  of  pensions  by 
special  acts  based  upon  serWce  only  gives  rise  to  unjust  and  unfair  dis- 
criminations among  those  equally  entitled,  and  makes  precedents  which 
will  eventually  result  in  an  entire  departure  from  the  principle  upon 
which  pensions  are  now  awarded.  GROVER  CLEVELAND. 


Executive  Mansion,  February  zj,  18S9, 
To  (he  House  of  Representatives: 

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  1 1803,  entitled  "Au  act  grant- 
ing a  pension  to  Henry  V.  Bass." 

This  beneficiary  enlisted  September  9,  1862,  and  was  mustered  out 
August  15,  1865.     The  records  show  no  disability  during  his  service. 

It  is  now  alleged  that  the  soldier  was  sitting  on  the  ground  near  his 
tent  while  two  comrades  were  wrestling  near  him,  and  that  in  the  course 
of  the  scuffle  one  of  the  parties  engaged  in  it  was  thrown  or  fell  upon  the 
beneficiary,  injuring  his  right  knee  atid  ankle. 

Upon  these  facts  the  claim  was  rejected  by  the  Pension  Bureau  on  the 
ground  that  the  itijiirx'  was  not  received  in  the  line  of  duty. 

I  do  not  think  that  the  Government  should  be  held  as  an  insurer 
against  injuries  of  this  kind,  which  are  in  no  manner  related  to  the  per- 
formance  of  military  service.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

As  the  special  act  for  the  benefit  of  this  claimant  was  passed  by  the 
Congress  upon  the  supposition  that  nothing  had  been  done  for  the  bene- 
ficiary therein  named,  I  deem  it  best,  in  his  interest,  and  probably  con- 
sistent with  the  intent  of  the  Congress,  that  the  bill  herewith  returned 
should  not  become  a  law.

The  record  shows  that  this  beneficiary  was  enrolled  in  the  military 
ser\nce  August  10,  1862,  and  was  mustered  out  June  i,  1865. 

There  is  no  record  of  any  disability  during  his  service. 

He  was  pensioned  at  the  rate  of  $2  a  month  for  a  dog  bite  just  above 
the  ankle. 

In  September,  1865,  three  months  after  his  discharge,  he  strained  the 
knee  of  the  leg  which  had  been  bitten. 

In  1887  he  applied  for  an  increase  of  pension,  alleging  increased  disa- 
bilit)'.  This  increased  disability  appears  plainly  to  be  the  result  of  the 
strain  or  injury  to  the  knee,  and  in  no  way  connected  with  the  bite  for 
which  he  was  pensioned.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  House  bill  No.  10791,  entitled  **An 
act  granting  a  pension  to  Marinda  Wakefield  Reed. ' ' 

This  l)eneficiary  filed  an  application  for  pension  in  November,  1876, 
alleging  that  her  husband,  William  A.  Reed,  died  in  September  of  that 
year  of  consumption  contracted  in  the  line  of  military  duty. 

The  records  show  that  the  soldier  was  in  hospital  in  the  year  1864  for 
chronic  diarrhea  and  intennittent  fever. 

On  the  5th  day  of  Novemljer,  1864,  he  was  injured  in  a  railroad  acci- 
dent w^hile  on  his  way  home  to  vote  at  the  Presidential  election  of  that 
year. 

The  beneficiary  claimed  in  August,  1885,  in  support  of  her  application 
for  pension  that  those  injuries  resulted  in  consumption,  from  which  the 
soldier  died,  and  the  favorable  report  of  the  Hou.se  committee  to  which 
the  bill  herewith  returned  was  referred  seems  to  proceed  upon  the  same 
theory. 
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Northing  appears  which  satisfactorily  connects  this  injury,  whic^  -% 
received  in  Nm'emtxrr,  1S64,  with  death  from  consumption  in  1^76- 

Another  difficulty  in  the  case  is  found  in  the  fact  that  when  the  sold 
wan  injured  he  was  clearly  not  engaged  in  any  military  duty  nor  was  1 
i  injury  in  any  degree  attributable  to  military  ser\-ice.

I  return  without  approval  House  bill  1 1466,  entitled  "An  act  grantii 
a  jx-nsion  to  Mary  A.  Selbach." 

This  bill  dfK-s  not  give  the  name  of  any  soldier  to  whom  the  beneficia 
was  related  or  in  what  capacity  the  pension  provided  for  is  to  be  paid 
her,  but  it  apjjcars  from  the  report  of  the  committee  accompanj-ing  t 
bill  that  she  is  the  widow  of  Gustavus  Selbach,  a  volunteer  in  the  Nin 
Keginient  of  Ohio  V'oluuteers. 

This  soldier  drew  a  pension  from  January,  1882,  to  January  16, 188 
when  he  died.  He  claimed  disability  for  disease  of  the  ears  and  a  resu! 
ing  deafness  of  his  left  ear.  There  appears  to  be  no  evidence  in  1 
record  of  any  disability  or  medical  treatment  while  in  the  service,  and  t 
medical  examination  upon  his  application  for  pension  shows  no  ratii 
for  any  disability  other  than  that  alleged  by  him  and  for  which  he  w 
l)ensioned — disease  of  the  ears  and  resulting  deafness. 

It  is  conceded  that  the  soldier  died  January  16, 1886,  of  pneumonia. 

The  widow  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  May,  1887. 

The  testimony  of  physicians  upon  her  claim  covered  Seven  years  pri 
to  his  death,  thus  dating  back  to  the  year  1879,  and  they  speak  of  tl 
disease  of  the  car  and  of  the  kidneys,  which,  in  their  opinion,  imdermini 
his  health,  so  that  *'he  succumbed  to  an  attack  of  pneumonia,  which  tc 
IKTSon  of  ordinary  good  health  would  not  have  been  considered  serious 

It  can  hardly  l>e  supposed  that  the  trouble  with  his  ears  caused  t 
S()ldier  to  fall  a  victim  to  pneumonia;  and  so  far  as  the  kidney  disea 
tended  in  that  direction,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  it  apparently  did  n 
make  its  apj>earance  until  fourteen  years  after  the  soldier's  dischai^.

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He  filed  a  claim  for  pension  in  r88i,  in  which  he  alleged  that  he  was 
struck  with  a  gunstock  upon  his  head  and  injured  in  October,  1864. 

The  evidence  shows  that  a  drunken  comrade  struck  the  claimant  with 
the  stock  of  his  gun  because  he  would  not  buy  whisky  for  him. 

This,  upon  all  tlie  facts,  does  not  apf>ear  to  be  a  proper  case  for  allow- 
ing a  pension  for  au  injury  suffered  iu  the  line  of  military  duty.

I  herewith  return  without  approval  Senate  bill  Xo.  139,  entitled  *'Au 
act  to  credit  and  pay  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  and  the  Dis- 
trict of  Columbia  all  moneys  collected  under  the  direct  tax  levied  by  the 
act  of  Con^*^ress  approved  August  5,  (861." 

The  object  of  this  bill  is  quite  clearly  indicated  in  its  title.  Its  pro- 
visions have  been  much  discussed  in  both  branches  of  Congress  and  have 
received  emphatic  legislative  sanction.  I  fully  appreciate  the  interest 
which  it  lias  excited  and  have  by  no  means  faileil  to  recognize  the  per- 
suasive presentation  made  in  its  favor.  I  know,  too,  that  the  interposi- 
tion of  Executi\'e  disapproval  in  this  case  is  likely  to  arouse  irritation 
and  cause  complaint  and  eaniest  criticism.  Since,  however,  my  judgment 
will  not  permit  me  to  assent  to  the  legislation  proposed,  I  can  find  no  way 
of  turning  aside  from  what  appears  to  be  the  plain  course  of  official  duty. 

On  the  5th  day  of  August^  1861,  a  P'ederal  statute  was  passed  entitled 
"An  act  to  provide  increased  revenue  from  imports,  to  pay  interest  ou  the 
public  debt,  and  for  other  purposes." 

This  law  was- passed  at  a  time  when  immense  sums  of  money  were 
needed  by  the  Government  for  the  prosecution  of  a  war  for  the  Union, 
and  the  pnrpcxse  of  the  law  was  to  increase  in  almost  ever>'  j>ossible  way 
the  Federal  revenues.  The  first  seven  sections  of  the  statute  were  de- 
voted to  advancing  ver>'  largely  the  rates  of  duties  on  imports,  and  to 
supplement  this  the  eighth  section  provided  that  a  direct  tax  of  S*o.ooo,- 
000  should  be  annually  laid  and  that  certain  amoiuUs  therein  s|xxTfie<l 
should  lie  app«>rtioned  to  the  respective  States.  The  remainder  of  the 
law,  consisting  of  fifty  sections,  contained  the  most  particular  and  detailed 
provisions  for  the  collection  of  the  tax  through  Federal  macliiner>-. 

It  was  declared,  among  other  things,  that  the  tax  should  be  assessed 
and  laid  on  all  lands  and  lots  of  ground,  with  their  improvements  and 
dwelling  houses;  that  the  annual  amount  of  said  taxes  should  be  a  lien 
uix>n  all  lauds  and  real  estate  of  the  individuals  assessed  for  the  same,  and 
that  in  default  of  payment  the  said  taxes  might  l)e  collected  by  distraint 
and  sale  of  the  goods,  chattels,  and  effects  of  the  delinquent  persons. 

This  tax  was  laid  in  execution  of  the  power  conferred  upon  the  Gen- 
eral Government  for  that  purpose  by  the  Constitution.  It  was  an  exer- 
cise of  the  right  of  the  Govermuent  to  tax  its  citizens.     It  dealt  with 
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individuals,  and  the  strong  ann  of  Federal  power  was  stretched  out  to 
exact  from  those  who  owed  it  support  and  allegiance  their  just  sliare 
of  the  sum  it  had  decreed  should  be  raised  by  direct  taxation  for  the 
general  good.  The  lieu  created  by  tliis  tax  was  upon  the  land  and.  real 
estate  of  the  "individuals"  assessed  for  the  same, and  for  its  aMlection 
the  distraint  aiid  sale  of  personal  property  of  the  "persoas  delitiquent ' ' 
were  ixrnuitted. 

But  while  the  direct  relationship  and  responsibilit>'  between  the  indi- 
viduals taxed  and  the  Federal  Go\'em.ment  were  thus  created  by  the 
exercise  of  the  hig^hcst  attribute  of  sovereignty,  it  was  pro\nde<:l  in  the 
statute  that  any  State  or  Territory  and  the  District  of  Columbia  might 
lawfully  '  *  assume,  assess,  collect,  and  pay  into  the  Treasur>'  of  the  United 
States"  its  quota  of  said  tax  in  its  own  way  and  manner  and  by  and 
tlirnitgh  its  own  officers,  assessors,  and  collectors;  and  it  was  further 
provided  that  such  States  or  Territories  as  should  give  notice  of  their 
intention  to  thus  assume  and  pay  or  to  assess,  collect,  and  pay  into  the 
Trea-sury  of  the  United  States  such  direct  tax.  should  l>e  entitled,  in  lieu 
of  the  compensation,  pay,  per  diem,  and  percentage  in  said  act  prescril>ed 
and  allowed  to  assessors,  assistant  assessors,  and  collectors  of  tlie  United 
States,  to  a  deduction  of  15  per  cent  of  the  quota  of  direct  tax  appor- 
tioned to  such  States  or  Territories  and  levied  and  collected  through 
their  officers. 

It  was  also  provided  by  this  law  and  another  passed  the  next  year  tliat 
certain  claims  of  the  States  and  Territories  against  the  United  States 
might  >>c  applied  in  payment  of  such  quotas.  Whatever  may  be  said  as 
to  tiie  effect  of  these  provisions  of  the  law,  it  can  liardly  be  claimetl  that 
by  virtue  thereof  or  any  proceedings  inider  them  the  apportioned  quotas 
of  this  tax  became  debts  against  the  .several  States  and  Territories,  or 
that  they  were  liable  to  the  General  Government  therefor  in  every  event, 
and  as  principal  debtors  bound  by  an  enforceable  obligation. 

In  the  forty-sixth  sectitin  of  the  law  it  is  pro\Hde<l  that  in  case  any 
State,  Territory,  or  the  District  of  Columbia,  after  notice  given  of  its  in- 
tention to  assume  and  pay  or  to  le\'>',  collect,  and  pay  said  direct  lax 
apportioned  to  it,  should  fail  to  pay  the  amount  of  said  direct  tax.  or  any 
part  thereof,  it  should  be  lawful  for  the  Secretarj*  of  the  Treasiir>'  to 
appoint  United  States  officers  as  in  the  act  provided,  whose  duty  it  should 
1>e  to  proceed  forthwith  to  collect  all  or  any  i>art  of  said  direct  tax  "the 
same  as  though  said  State,  Territory,  or  District  had  not  given  notice  nor 
assumed  to  levy,  collect,  and  pay  said  taxes  or  any  part  thereof.'* 

A  majority  of  the  States  undertook  the  collection  of  their  quotas  and 
accounte<l  for  the  amount  thereof  to  the  General  Goveninient  by  tlie  i«iy- 
ment  of  money  or  by  setting  off  claims  in  their  favor  against  tht  tax. 
Fifteen  per  cent  of  the  amount  of  their  respective  quotas  was  retained  as 
the  aUo\vance  for  collection  and  payment.  In  the  Northeni,  or  such  tks 
were  then  called  the  loyal  States,  nearly  the  entire  quotas  were  collected 
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asid  paid  throuKli  State  agencies.  The  money  necessary  for  this  purpose 
was  geuenilly  collected  from  the  citizens  of  the  States  with  their  other 
taxes,  and  in  whatever  manner  their  quotas  may  have  been  canceled, 
whether  by  the  payment  of  money  or  setting  off  claims  against  the  Gov- 
ernment, it  is  safe  to  say,  as  a  general  proposition,  that  the  people  of  these 
States  have  iiulividuallj-  been  obliged  to  pa>-  the  assessments  made  upon 
them  on  account  of  this  direct  tax  and  have  intrusted  it  to  their  several 
States  to  be  transmitted  to  the  Fetleral  Treasury. 

In  the  Siiuthern  States,  then  in  insurrection,  whatever  was  actually 
realized  in  money  upon  this  tax  was  collected  directly  by  Federal  officers 
without  the  interjxxsition  of  vStatc  machinery. and  a  i)art  of  its  quota  has 
been  credited  to  each  of  these  States. 

The  entire  amount  applied  upon  this  tax,  including  the  15  per  cent  for 
collection,  was  credited  to  the  several  States  and  Territories  upon  the 
books  of  the  Treasury,  whether  collected  through  their  instruiueutalities 
or  by  Federal  officers. 

The  sum  credited  to  all  the  States  was  $17,359,685.51,  which  includes 
more  than  J2, 000,000  on  account  of  the  15  per  cent  allowed  for  collect- 
ing. Of  the  amount  credited  only  alxiut  J2, 300. 000  is  credited  to  the 
insurrectionary  States.  The  amount  uncollected  of  the  twenty  millions 
directed  to  Ix;  raised  by  this  tax  was $2,646,314.49,  and  nearly  this  eiUire 
sum  remained  due  upon  the  quotas  apportioned  to  these  States, 

In  this  condition  of  affairs  the  hill  imdcr  consideration  directs  the  Sec- 
retary of  the  Treasury  ' '  to  credit  to  each  State  and  Territory  of  the  United 
States  and  the  District  of  Columbia  a  sum  equal  to  all  collections,  Ijy  set- 
off or  otherwise,  made  from  said  States  and  Territories  and  the  District 
of  Columbia,  or  from  any  of  the  citizens  or  inhabitants  thereof,  or  other 
persons,  imder  the  act  of  Cougrcss  approved  August  5,  i36i,and  tJl 
amendatory-  acts  thereto.**     An  appropriation  is  also  made  of  sncli  f 
as  may  be  necessary  to  reimburse  each  State.  Territory',  and  the 
of  CoUunbia  for  all  money  found  due  to  it  under  the  provi.sic 
bill,  and  it  is  provided  that  all  money  still  due  to  the  United  Sta 
direct  tax  shall  l>e  remitted  and  reHuquished. 

The  conceded  effect  of  this  bill  is  to  take  from  the  mt 
the  Treasur>'  the  smn  of  more  than  $17,000,000,  or,  if  • 
allowed  is  not  included,  more  than  515,000,000,  and  j 
res-pective  States  and  Territories  the  sums  they  or  thi 
more  than  twenty-five  years  ago  upon  a  direct  tax  leviec 
nieut  of  the  United  States  for  its  defense  and  safety. 

It  is  my  belief  that  this  appropriation  of  the  publir 
the  constitutional  jwvver  of  the  Congress.     Under 
gated  authority  conferred  by  the  Constitution  ui>o« 
ment  the  statement  of  the  pur|x3ses  for  which  m< 
raised  by  taxation  in  any  form  declares  also  the  I 
which  it  may  be  expended. 
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All  must  agree  that  the  direct  tax  was  lawfully  and  constitutionally 
laid  and  that  it  was  rightfully  and  correctly  collected.  It  can  not  be 
claimed,  therefore,  nor  is  it  pretended,  that  any  debt  arose  against  the 
Government  and  in  favor  of  any  State  or  individual  by  the  exaction  of 
this  tax.  Surely,  then,  the  appropriation  directed  by  this  bill  can  not  be 
justified  as  a  payment  of  a  debt  of  the  United  States. 

The  disbursement  of  this  money  clearly  has  no  relation  to  the  common 
defense.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  the  repayment  of  money  raised  and  long 
ago  expended  by  the  Government  to  provide  for  the  common  defense. 

The  expenditure  can  not  properly  be  advocated  on  the  ground  that  the 
general  welfare  of  the  United  States  is  thereby  provided  for  or  promoted. 
This  * '  general  welfare  of  the  United  States, ' '  as  used  in  the  Constitu- 
tion, can  only  justify  appropriations  for  national  objects  and  for  purposes 
which  have  to  do  with  the  prosperity,  the  growth,  the  honor,  or  the  peace 
and  dignity  of  the  nation. 

A  sheer,  bald  gratuity  bestowed  either  upon  States  or  individuals,  based 
upon  no  better  reason  than  supports  the  gift  proposed  in  this  bill,  has 
never  been  claimed  to  be  a  provision  for  the  general  welfare.  More  than 
fifty  years  ago  a  surplus  of  public  money  in  the  Treasury  was  distributed 
among  the  States;  but  the  unconstitutionality  of  such  distribution,  con- 
sidered as  a  gift  of  money,  appears  to  have  been  conceded,  for  it  was  put 
into  the  State  treasuries  under  the  guise  of  a  deposit  or  loan,  subject  to 
the  demand  of  the  Government. 

If  it  was  proposed  to  raise  by  assessment  upon  the  people  the  sum  nec- 
essary to  refund  the  money  collected  upon  this  direct  tax,  I  am  sure  many 
who  are  now  silent  would  insist  upon  the  limitations  of  the  Constitution 
in  opposition  to  such  a  scheme.  A  large  surplus  in  the  Treasury  is  the 
parent  of  many  ills,  and  among  them  is  found  a  tendency  to  an  extremely 
liberal,  if  not  loose,  construction  of  the  Constitution.  It  also  attracts  the 
gaze  of  States  and  individuals  with  a  kind  of  fascination,  and  gives  rise 
to  plans  and  pretensions  that  an  uncongested  Treasur>'  never  could  excite. 

But  if  the  constitutional  question  involved  in  the  consideration  of  this 
bill  should  be  determined  in  its  favor,  there  are  other  objections  remain- 
ing which  prevent  my  assent  to  its  provisions. 

There  should  be  a  certainty  and  stability  about  the  enforcement  of 
taxation  which  should  teach  the  citizen  that  the  Government  will  only 
use  the  power  to  tax  in  cases  where  its  necessity  and  justice  are  not 
doubtful,  and  which  should  also  discourage  the  disturbing  idea  that  the 
exercise  of  this  power  may  be  revoked  by  reimbursement  of  taxes  once 
collected.  Any  other  theory  cheajiens  and  in  a  measure  discredits  a  proc- 
ess which  more  than  any  other  is  a  manifestation  of  sovereign  authority. 

A  government  is  not  only  kind,  but  perfonns  its  highest  duty  when 
it  restores  to  the  citizen  taxes  unlawfully  collected  or  which  have  been 
erroneously  or  oppressively  extorted  by  its  agents  or  officers;  but  aside 
from  these  incidents,  the  people  should  not  be  familiarized  with  the 
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spectacle  of  their  Govemmeut  repenting  the  collection  of  taxes  and  re- 
storing them. 

The  direct  tax  levied  in  1861  is  not  even  suspected  of  invalidity.  There 
never  was  a  tax  levied  which  was  more  needed,  and  its  justice  can  not  be 
questioned.     Why,  then,  should  it  be  returned? 

The  fact  that  the  entire  tax  was  not  paid  furnishes  no  reason  that 
would  not  apply  to  nearly  ever>'  case  where  taxes  are  laid.  There  are 
always  delinquents,  and  while  the  more  thorouj^h  and  complete  collec- 
tion of  taxes  is  a  troublesome  prohlcm  of  govurnmcul,  the  failure  to  solve 
the  problem  has  never  been  held  to  call  for  the  return  of  taxes  actually 
collected. 

The  deficiency  in  the  collection  of  this  tax  is  found  almost  entirely 
in  the  insurrectionary  vStates,  while  the  quotas  apportioned  to  the  other 
States  were,  as  a  general  rule,  fully  paid:  and  three-fourths  or  four-fifths 
of  the  money  which  it  is  proposed  in  this  l>ill  to  return  would  he  paid 
into  the  treasuries  of  the  loyal  States.  But  no  valid  reason  for  such 
payment  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  Government  at  first  could  not,  and 
afterwards,  for  reas<".ms  proliably  perfectly  valid,  did  not,  enforce  collec- 
tion in  the  other  States. 

There  were  many  Federal  taxes  which  were  not  paid  by  t]ie  people  in 
the  rel>ellious  States;  and  if  the  nonpayment  by  them  of  this  direct  tax 
entitles  the  other  States  to  a  donation  of  the  share  of  said  taxes  paid  by 
their  citizens,  why  should  not  tlie  income  tax  and  many  other  internal 
taxes  paid  entirely  by  the  citizens  of  loyal  States  l)e  also  paid  into  the 
treasuries  of  these  States?  Considerations  which  recognize  sectional 
divisions  or  the  loyalty  of  the  different  States  at  the  time  this  tax  was 
laid  slimiUl  not  enter  into  the  discussion  of  the  merits  of  this  meastire. 

The  loyal  States  should  not  be  paid  the  large  sums  of  money  promised 
them  by  this  bill  because  they  were  loyal  and  other  States  were  not,  nor 
should  the  States  which  rebelled  against  tlie  Goverrnnent  be  paid  the 
smaller  sum  promised  them  l>ecause  they  were  in  rebellion  and  thus 
prevented  the  collection  of  their  entire  quotas,  nor  1>ecause  this  conces- 
.sion  to  them  is  necessary  to  justify  the  proposed  larger  gifts  to  the  other 
States. 

The  people  of  the  loyal  States  paid  this  direct  tax  as  they  bore  other 
burdens  in  support  of  the  Government,  and  I  believe  the  taxpayers  them- 
selves are  content.  In  the  light  of  these  considerations  I  am  opposed 
to  the  payment  of  money  from  the  Federal  Treasury  to  enrich  the  treas- 
uries of  the  States.  Their  funds  should  be  furnished  by  their  own  citi- 
zens, and  thus  should  l3e  fostered  the  taxpayer*s  watchfulness  of  State 
expenditures  and  the  taxpayer's  jealous  insistence  upon  the  strict  ac- 
countability of  State  officials.  These  elements  of  purity  and  strength  in 
a  State  are  not  safely  exchanged  for  the  threatened  demoralization  and 
carelessness  attending  the  custody  and  management  of  large  gifts  from 
the  Federal  Treasury. 
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The  baneful  effect  of  a  surplus  in  the  Treastu-y  of  the  General  Gov- 
ernment is  daily  seen  and  felt.  I  do  not  think,  however,  that  this  sur- 
plus should  be  reduced  or  its  contagion  spread  throughout  the  States  by 
methods  such  as  are  provided  in  this  bill. 

There  is  still  another  objection  to  the  bill,  arising  from  what  seems  to 
me  its  unfairness  and  unjust  discrimination. 

In  the  case  of  proposed  legislation  of  at  least  doubtful  constitutionality, 
and  based  upon  no  legal  right,  the  equities  which  recommend  it  should 
always  be  definite  and  clear. 

The  money  appropriated  by  this  bill  is  to  be  paid  to  the  governors  of 
the  resj^ective  States  and  Territories  in  which  it  was  collected,  whether 
the  same  was  derived  through  said  States  and  Territories,  or  directlj' 
"from  any  of  the  citizens  or  inhabitants  thereof  or  other  persons;  **  and 
it  is  further  provided  that  such  sums  as  were  collected  in  pa5Tnent  of  this 
Federal  tax  through  the  instrumentality  of  the  State  or  Territorial  ofl&- 
cials,  and  accounted  for  to  the  General  Government  by  such  States  and 
Territories,  are  to  be  paid  unconditionally  to  their  governors,  while  the 
same  collected  in  payment  of  said  tax  by  the  United  States,  or,  in  other 
words,  by  the  Federal  machinery  created  for  that  purpose,  are  to  be  held 
in  trust  by  said  States  or  Territories  for  the  benefit  of  those  paying  the 
same. 

I  am  unable  to  understand  how  this  discrimination  in  favor  of  those 
who  have  made  payment  of  this  tax  directly  to  the  officers  of  the  Federal 
Government,  and  against  those  who  made  such  payments  through  State 
or  Territorial  agencies,  can  be  defended  upon  fair  and  equitable  princi- 
ples. It  was  the  General  Government  in  every  case  which  exacted  this 
tax  from  its  citizens  and  people  in  the  different  States  and  Territories, 
and  to  provide  for  reimbursement  to  a  part  of  its  citizens  by  the  crea- 
tion of  a  trust  for  their  benefit,  while  the  money  exacted  in  payment  of 
this  tax  from  a  far  greater  number  is  paid  unconditionally  into  the  State 
and  Territorial  treasuries,  is  an  unjust  and  unfair  proceeding,  in  which 
the  Government  should  not  be  implicated. 

It  will  hardly  do  to  say  that  the  States  and  Territories  who  are  the 
recipients  of  these  large  gifts  may  be  trusted  to  do  justice  to  its  citizens 
who  originally  paid  the  money.  This  can  not  be  relied  upon;  nor  should 
the  Government  lose  sight  of  the  equality  of  which  it  boasts,  and,  having 
entered  upon  the  plan  of  reimbursement,  abandon  to  other  agencies  the 
duty  of  just  distribution,  and  thus  incur  the  risk  of  becoming  accessory 
to  actual  inequality  and  injustice. 

If  in  defense  of  the  plan  proposed  it  is  claimea  that  exact  equality  cati 
not  be  reached  in  the  premises,  this  may  be  readily  conceded.  The 
money  raised  by  this  direct  tax  was  collected  and  expended  twenty- 
seven  years  ago.  Nearly  a  generation  has  passed  away  since  that  time. 
Even  if  distribution  should  be  attempted  by  the  States  and  Territories, 
as  well  as  by  the  Government,  the  taxpayers  in  many  cases  are  neither 
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alive  nor  represented,  and  in  many  other  cases  if  alive  they  can  not  be 
found.  Fraudulent  claims  would  often  outrun  honest  applications  and 
innumerable  and  bitter  contests  would  arise  between  claimants. 

Another  difficulty  in  the  way  of  doing  perfect  justice  in  the  opera- 
tion of  this  plan  of  reimbursement  is  found  in  the  fact  that  the  money  to 
be  appropriated  therefor  was  contributed  to  the  Federal  Treasury  for 
entirely  different  purposes  by  a  generation  many  of  whom  were  not  bom 
when  the  direct  tax  was  levied  and  paid,  who  have  no  relation  to  said 
tax  and  can  not  share  in  its  distribution.  While  they  stand  by  and  see 
the  money  they  have  Ix^en  obliged  to  pay  into  the  public  Treasury  pro- 
fessedly to  meet  present  necessities  expended  to  reimburse  taxation  long 
ago  fairly,  legally,  and  justly  collected  from  others,  they  can  not  fail  to 
see  the  unfairness  of  the  transaction. 

The  existence  of  a  surplus  in  the  Treasury  is  no  an.swer  to  these  objec- 
tions. It  is  still  the  people's  money,  and  better  use  can  be  found  for  it 
than  the  distribution  of  it  upon  the  plea  of  the  reimbursement  of  ancient 
taxation.  A  more  desirable  plan  to  reduce  and  prevent  the  recurrence 
of  a  large  surplus  can  easily  be  adopted — one  that,  instead  of  creating 
injustice  and  inequality,  promotes  justice  and  equality  by  leaving  in  the 
hands  of  the  people  and  for  their  use  the  money  not  needed  by  the  Gov- 
ernment "to  pay  the  debts  and  provide  for  the  common  defense  and 
general  welfare  of  the  United  States." 

The  difficulties  in  the  way  of  making  a  just  reimbursement  of  this 
direct  tax,  instead  of  excusing  the  imperfections  of  the  bill  under  con- 
sideration, furnish  reasons  why  the  scheme  it  proposes  should  not  be 
entered  upon. 

I  am  constrained,  upon  the  considerations  herein  presented,  to  withhold 
my  assent  from  the  bill  herewith  returned,  because  I  believe  it  to  be  with- 
out constitutional  warrant,  l^ecause  I  am  of  the  opinion  that  there  exists 
no  adequate  reasons  either  in  right  or  equity  for  the  return  of  the  tax 
in  said  bill  mentioned,  and  l:)ecause  I  believe  its  execution  would  cause 
actual  injustice  and  unfairness.  GROVER  CLEVELAND.

4.  Unless  otherwise  directed  by  the  Commission,  the  papers  of  examination  f< 
admission  to  the  classified  railway  mail  service  shall  be  marked  by  the  central  boart 

5.  The  papers  of  an  examination  having  been  marked,  the  Commission  shall  asce 
tain — 

(a)  The  name  of  every  competitor  who  has,  under  section  1754  of  the  Revise 
o*-.+utes,  claim  of  preference  in  civil  appointments,  and  who  has  attained  a  genen 
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average  of  not  less  than  65  per  cent;  and  all  such  competitors  are  hereby  declared 
eligible  to  the  class  or  place  to  test  fitnevSS  for  which  the  examination  was  held. 

(d)  The  name  of  every  other  competitor  who  has  attained  a  general  average  of  not 
less  than  70  per  cent;  and  all  such  applicants  are  hereby  declared  eligible  to  the  class 
or  place  to  test  fitness  for  which  the  examination  was  held. 

6.  The  names  of  all  preference-claiming  competitors  whose  general  average  is  not 
less  than  65  per  cent,  together  with  the  names  of  all  other  competitors  whose  general 
average  is  not  less  than  70  per  cent,  shall  be  entered  upon  the  register  of  persons 
eligible  to  thj?  class  or  place  to  test  fitness  for  which  the  examination  was  held, 

7.  The  grade  of  each  competitor  shall  be  expressed  by  the  whole  number  nearest 
the  general  average  attained  by  him,  and  the  grade  of  each  eligible  shall  be  noted 
upon  the  register  of  cligiblesin  connection  with  his  name.  When  two  or  more  eli- 
gibles  are  of  the  same  grade,  preference  in  certification  shall  be  determined  by  the 
order  in  which  their  application  papers  were  filed. 

8.  There  shall  be  a  register  of  eligibles  for  each  State  and  Territory,  and  the  names 
of  all  the  eligibles  of  any  State  or  Territory  shall  be  entered  upon  the  register  for 
that  State  or  Territorj-.  The  eligibles  of  the  District  of  Columbia  shall  be  entered, 
according  to  their  election,  upon  the  register  of  the  State  of  Maryland  or  upon  that 
of  the  State  of  Virginia.
